Proceedings  of  City  Council. 


Monday,  February  7,  1921. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  City  Council  of  1921 
was  held  in  the  Council  Chamber,  City  Hall,  at 
10.30  a.  m.,  all  the  members  and  members-elect 
for  1921  being  present. 

Senior  member  Coun.  WATSON  took  the  chair 
and  called  the  members  to  order  at  11.09  a.  m. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  Collins,  a  committee  of  two 
was  appointed  (the  Chair  appointing  Coun.  Collins 
and  Coun.  Brickley)  to  escort  His  Honor  Mayor 
Peters  to  the  Council  Chamber. 

The  committee  retired,  accompanied  by  the 
City  Messenger,  and  presently  returned  escorting 
the  Mayor  and  suite,  including  heads  of  depart- 
ments and  ex-mayors  Thomas  N.  Hart  and  Daniel 
J.  Whelton  to  the  chamber. 

His  Honor  Mayor  Andrew  J.  Peters  took  the 
Chair,  and  said: 

"The  audience  will  now  give  their  attention 
while  the  Chaplain  leads  us  in  prayer." 

Chaplain  Rabbi  Harry  Levi  of  the  Temple 
Israel  prayed: 

"Our  Father,  to  whom  we  owe  all  that  we  have, 
are  and  hope  to  be,  we  are  so  dependent  on  Thee, 
so  small,  and  the  universe  is  so  large,  that  without 
Thy  help  the  utmost  of  our  efforts  will  be  of 
absolutely  no  avail.  We  need  Thee  in  our  every 
undertaking.  Except  the  Lord  filleth  the  house, 
those  who  fill  it  labor  in  vain.  That  is  why  at 
this  hour  we  lift  our  hearts  and  our  voices  to  Thee 
in  prayer,  asking  Thy  guidance  and  Thy  counsel, 
as  we  enter  anew  at  this  hour  into  the  field  of  civic 
service  and  civic  toil.  Do  not  let  us  underestimate 
its  responsibilities;  make  us  realize  always  its  far- 
reaching  significance,  its  promise  and  its  possibili- 
ties. Make  us  understand  always  that  we  are  but 
stewards  of  that  which  we  possess;  that  whether 
we  have  means  or  talent  or  station,  Thou  hast 
given  it  to  us  that  we  might  share  and  serve;  that 
the  measure  of  our  means  is  the  measure  of  our 
obligation,  that  the  measure  of  our  ability  is  the 
measure  of  our  responsibility.  Let  us  not  dis- 
appoint Thee  in  the  use  of  the  generous  opportuni- 
ties Thou  hast  given  us;  let  us  not  disappoint 
our  fellows  whom  we  represent  and  give  us  Thy 
power  in  order  that  we  may  serve  Thy  interests; 
let  us  measure  up  to  the  significance  of  the  hour  in 
which  we  stand  here  in  all  that  we  do.  If  by  the 
service  we  render  we  shall  merit  a  measure  of  Thy 
favor,  grant  it  to  us;  if  we  do  not  merit  it,  smite 
us  with  Thy  disfavor  and  displeasure.  May  the 
service  we  render  result  in  something  of  good  to  the 
whole  community  of  which  we  are  a  part.  Bless  us 
in  it,  that  we  may  well  serve.  Bless  this  com- 
munity and  help  us  to  do  something  of  real  and 
lasting  benefit  for  it.  May  the  measure  of  our 
works  and  the  measure  of  our  hearts  be  acceptable 
to  Thee,  our  Lord  and  Redeemer.     Amen." 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  prayer  the  City  Clerk 
read  the  communication  from  the  Election  Com- 
missioners certifying  the  election  to  the  City 
Council  for  three  years  of  Henry  E.  Hagan, 
Daniel  W.  Lane  and  James  T.  Moriarty,  and  the 
oath  of  office  was  then  administered  by  the  Mayor 
to  these  members-elect. 

The  members-elect  then  took  their  seats  with 
the  other  members,  and  His  Honor  Mayor  Peters 
then  read  his  message,  as  follows:  • 

MAYOR'S   ADDRESS. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council: 

Outwardly  this  occasion  would  appear  to  be 
almost  an  exact  repetition  of  our  meeting  a  year 
ago.  The  citizens  of  Boston  in  the  exercise  of  their 
judgment  have  decided  that  your  honorable  body 
should  still  consist  of  nine  members,  each  elected 
as  before  by  the  entire  electorate,  and  that  those 
members  who  served  in  the  preceding  term  should 
be  asked  to  continue  to  give  of  their  knowledge  and 
experience  for  the  benefit  of  the  community. 
But  in  other  respects  the  twelve  months  that  have 


elapsed  since  I  was  privileged  to  address  you  have 
been  months  of  substantial  change.  We  ourselves 
may  have  changed  a  little.  We  may  have  accepted 
some  new  convictions  or  abandoned  a  point  of  view 
that  had  previously  influenced  our  action.  The 
general  conditions  that  surround  us,  the  problems 
presented  to  us  for  solution,  are  certainly  different. 
What  does  not  alter  in  a  twelvemonth  or  a 
century  is  the  obligation  that  rests  upon  each  of  us 
to  serve  his  fellow  citizens  in  a  spirit  of  loyalty  to 
his  own  ideals  and  at  the  same  time  of  co-operation 
and  mutual  forbearance,  so  that  the  city  may  not 
through  any  action  or  neglect  of  ours  fall  short 
of  its  own  high  standard. 

General  Finance. 

The  expenses  of  government,  like  those  of  private 
living,  mounted  constantly  during  a  great  part  of 
the  year  just  ended. 

The  universal  inflation  of  costs  was  reflected  in 
our  total  appropriations. 

As  a  consequence  of  these  larger  appropriations, 
the  tax  rate  rose  to  $24.10  a  thousand,  the  highest 
tax  rate  in  the  history  of  Boston,  though  still  one 
of  the  lowest  among  the  cities  of  the  Common- 
wealth, 32  of  which  had  higher  rates  and  only  5 
lower  rates  in  1920,  and  much  lower  than  that  of 
several  of  the  other  large  cities  of  the  country. 
A  comparison  with  the  figures  of  the  previous  year 
shows  that  the  rate  for  the  departments  over 
which  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  have  jurisdic- 
tion actually  declined,  while  the  rate  for  the 
School  Department  and  for  the  state  tax  and  as- 
sessments rose  to  an  unusual  degree.

While  the  rate  for  the  general  departments  was 
the  lowest  since  1917,  the  rate  for  the  state  charges 
increased  by  12.3  per  cent  and  that  for  the  schools 
by  42.2  per  cent.  Had  these  two  items  been  kept 
down  to  the  percentage  of  increase  of  the  other 
appropriations,  the  tax  rate  would  have  shown  a 
large  decrease.  The  increased  cost  of  the  schools 
was  due,  among  other  causes,  to  an  advance  of 
salaries,  but  I  think  it  wise  to  call  attention  to  the 
disproportionate  rise  in  the  school  expenditures  as 
compared  with  those  of  other  depratments  not  less 
essential  to  the  public  welfare.  I  may  note  that 
the  maximum  of  the  school  allowance  from  taxes 
for  the  coming  year  will  be  further  increased  by 
about  SI, 750, 000,  a  total  increase  of  nearly  91 
per  cent  over  the  appropriation  for  1918. 

Other  factors  affecting  the  tax  rate  unfavorably 
were  the  increase  in  wage  appropriations  in  our  own 
departments,  amounting  to  more  than  81,600,000, 
the  very  large  expenditure  for  the  removal  of  snow 
and  the  loss  of  $470,000  in  liquor  revenue. 

Among  favorable  factors  was  the  omission  of 
the  special  assessment  to  cover  a  deficit  in  the 
operation  of  the  street  railway  system,  which  in 
1919  had  amounted  to  nearly  $3,000,000.  An 
increase  of  $44,000,000  in  assessed  valuations,  the 
largest  ever  known  in  a  single  year,  and  a  surplus 
of  $3,769,327  both  tended  to  lower  the  rate.  Of 
this  surplus,  SI, 098, 000  was  appropriated  for 
particular  items,  such  as  the  High  Pressure  Fire 
Service,  the  Hyde  Park  and  South  End  Municipal 
Buildings  and  the  Ferry  Service,  for  most  of  which 
loans  would  ordinarily  have  been  issued,  and 
about  $2,200,000  was  appropriated  for  general 
purposes,  leaving  nearly  $500,000  to  be  applied 
directly  to  the  tax  rate. 

There  was  also  a  decrease  of  about  8310,000  in 
the  city  debt  requirements. 

The  Citt  Debt. 

On  January  31,  1921,  the  net  city  debt,  exclusive 
of  Rapid  Transit  debt,  was  S4S,203,935.  This 
represents  a  reduction  of  81,947,046  during  the 
last  fiscal  year  and  a  total  reduction  of  S5,9S5,713 
since  January  31,  1918.  The  net  Rapid  Transit 
debt  during  the  same  period  has  shown  an  increase 
of  $795,461.

The  Basis  of  Valuations. 

In  1917  the  valuation  of  the  city  was  reduced 
by  about  $107,000,000  as  a  result  of  the  state 
income  tax  law  and  in  1920  there  was  a  further 
reduction,  estimated  at  $40,000,000,  due  to  the 
laws  affecting  foreign  corporations.  The  full 
effect  of  the  earlier  reduction  was  felt  for  the  first 
time  in  1920.  The  full  effect  of  the  second  will 
not  be  felt  until  1923.  By  that  year,  unless  this 
condition  is  corrected,  the  city  will  have  suffered 
a  permanent  reduction  of  $5,000,000  in  its  debt 
limit  and  at  the  moderate  hypothetical  tax  limit 
of  $15  per  thousand  an  annual  reduction  of  $3,000,- 
000  in  appropriating  power  for  the  general  depart- 
ments and  the  schools.  It  is  for  this  reason  that 
we  were  obliged  to  go  outside  the  debt  limit  in 
1920  and  obtain  legislative  authority  to  borrow 
$2,500,000  for  Stuart  street,  $1,000,000  for  new 
ferry  boats  and  $100,000  for  Old  Harbor  improve- 
ments. The  same  condition  is  partly  responsible 
for  the  increase  of  the  tax  limit  since  1917,  an 
increase  which  has  been  to  this  extent  nominal 
rather  than  real  in  respect  to  the  actual  amount 
available  for  appropriation.  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that,  as  these  results  were  not  intended  when  the 
legislation  was  enacted,  amending  laws  should  be 
passed  so  as  to  restore  the  appropriating  and  bor- 
rowing powers  thus  incidentally  taken  away. 

The  Financial  Pbospect. 

Over  $1,100,000  wil  be  added  this  year  to  the 
amount  that  niay  be  appropriated  for  the  city  de- 
partments from  taxes,  and  the  schools,  as  I  have 
said,  will  receive  an  increase  of  about  $1,750,000. 
The  city  also  starts  with  a  surplus  of  $3,817,250.61, 
the  largest  recorded  in  the  history  of  the  city 
government.  This  gratifying  result  was  due  to  va- 
rious causes,  among  them  the  successful  collection 
of  taxes,  the  balances  of  appropriations,  amount- 
ing to  $370,808,  returned  by  the  city  departments 
and  the  unexpectedly  large  returns  from  the  in- 
come and  corporation  taxes. 

We  are  assured  that  no  deficit  is  probable  in 
the  operation  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  sys- 
tem. On  the  other  hand  we  must  reckon  with 
a  full  year  of  the  salary  increases  granted  for  a 
part  of  1920;  and  the  rapidly  growing  number 
of  unemployed  workers  opens  up  a  prospect 
of  increased  outlay  in  the  Overseeing  of  the  Poor, 
Soldiers'  Relief  and  other  departments. 

The  estimated  borrowing  capacity  is  $4,451,821.- 
61.  Against  this  sum,  together  with  our  appro- 
priating power  from  taxes,  surplus  and  revenue 
must  be  set  a  long  list  of  needed  improvements. 
The  program  of  street  improvements  should  be 
carried  on  and  we  cannot  postpone  indefinitely 
the  building  of  a  house  for  Police  Station  2  and 
the  traffic  squad.  We  are  almost  committed  to 
a  branch  library  in  West  Roxbury.  The  D  Street 
Gymnasium  will  soon  be  torn  down  and  that  sec- 
tion of  South  Boston  looks  to  us  for  some  replace- 
ment of  its  shower  baths  and  other  accommoda- 
tions. There  are  demands  for  sanitary  buildings 
at  City  Point  and  elsewhere;  for  a  bath  house  at 
Columbus  Park;  for  the  filling  in  of  Neponset 
Playground;  for  the  resoiling  and  replanting  of 
the  historic  cemeteries  down-town,  and  for  ex- 
tensive improvements  in  the  Fens,  including  the 
continuation  of  Jersey  street  to  the  Ruggles  street 
entrance.  There  is  a  serious  deterioration  of 
the  plants  at  Long  Island  and  Deer  Island.  The 
City  Hospital  asks  for  three  or  four  new  buildings. 
The  Consumptives'  Hospital  needs  a  new  building 
for  the  out-patient  department.  Bridges  all  over 
the  city  are  in  bad  condition.  The  regular  sewer 
and  highway  expenditures  cannot  safely  be  cur-  ' 
tailed.  The  maintenance  estimates  for  the  depart- 
ments surpass  all  previous  figures. 

To  meet  these  demands  there  are  no  new  re- 
sources available.  A  committee  on  New  Sources 
of  Revenue  labored  earnestly  during  the  year  and 
considered  many  suggestions.  Some  of  their 
recommendations,  such  as  fees  from  itinerant 
vendors  and  a  substantial  increase  in  water  rates, 
were  adopted,  but  the  aggregate  increase  of  income 
is  not  yet  so  great  as  to  afford  appreciable  relief  to 
the  owners  of  property.  We  have  asked  for  legis- 
lation awarding  the  city  its  proper  share  of  the 
motor  vehicle  fees  and  an  allowance  for  its  expendi- 
ture on  the  Normal  School,  but  these  are,  to  say 
the  least,  uncertain  factors.  For  some  of  the 
bridge  improvements  which  have  become  necessary, 
— such   as   the   rebuilding   of   the   Chelsea   South 


Bridge, — we  have  petitioned  to  be  allowed  to 
borrow  outside  the  debt  limit.  The  proposed 
widening  of  Court  and  Cambridge  streets  must  be 
paid  for,  if  at  all,  in  the  same  manner.  There  is 
no  margin  of  unclaimed  wealth  in  the  municipal 
exchequer. 

The  Financial  Departments. 

That  we  stand  so  well,  as  on  the  whole  we  do, 
is  due  in  no  small  measure  to  the  integrity  and  good 
judgment  of  the  heads  of  our  financial  departments. 
I  think  the  citizens  should  know  and  realize  how 
well  they  are  served  by  these  officials. 

During  the  past  year  the  City  Auditor,  by  per- 
sonally detecting  an  overcharge  of  interest  on 
a  bill  presented  by  the  Commonwealth,  saved 
the  treasury  approximately  $25,000,  one  small 
item  in  his  inestimable  contribution  of  service  to 
the  city,  extending  over  a  period  of  46  years. 

The  City  Treasurer  has  made  an  advantageous 
exchange  of  bonds  held  in  the  George  F.  Parkman 
Fund  for  liberty  bonds,  as  a  result  of  which  thefund 
will  benefit  over  a  period  of  eight  and  one-half 
years  by  approximately  $104,000.  He  has  also 
protected  the  city  deposits  in  a  most  vigilant  man- 
ner and  has  developed  a  method  of  payment  by 
checks  instead  of  cash  which  has  given  great  satis- 
faction to  business  men  who  have  dealings  with 
the  city. 

The  Board  of  Assessors,  faced  with  a  shrinkage 
of  tangible  personalty  estimated  at  $40,000,000, 
due  to  State  legislation,  succeeded  in  raising  real 
estate  valuations  by  $66,783,000  and  personal 
valuations  by  nearly  $18,000,000,  apart  from  the 
$40,000,000  taken  over  for  tax  purposes  by  the 
State. 

The  City  Collector  on.  February  1  had  collected 
85.3  per  cent  of  the  taxes  for  1920,  and  97.85  per 
cent  of  the  taxes  outstanding  from  previous  years. 
He  has  also  brought  poll  tax  collections  up  to  a 
standard  that  compares  favorably  with  the  percent- 
age in  other  cities  despite  the  greater  difficulties 
presented  here  through  the  shifting  character  of  our 
population.  The  percentage  of  poll  tax  collections, 
which  was  formerly  under  25  per  cent  for  the  cur- 
rent year  and  only  33  to  35  per  cent  for  final  collec- 
tions, was  raised  to  77  per  cent  in  1920,  although 
the  tax  itself  had  been  increased  to  $5.00. 

Wages  and  Pensions. 

Practically  all  the  city  employees  have  received 
increases  of  wages  since  1917.  The  aggregate 
appropriations  for  Personal  Service  in  the  city 
departments  exclusive  of  schools,  during  the  past 
four   years   are   shown  in   the   following   table: 

1917 $9,652,490 

1918 10,180,235 

1919 11.389,567 

1920 13,010,117 

The  increase,  most  of  it  due  to  individual  wage 
increases  and  affecting  some  10,000  employees, 
amounts  to  $3,357,627,  or  nearly  35  per  cent  in  three 
years.  The  increase  in  the  schools  averages  now 
$600  a  year,  affecting  some  4,000  or  more  employees. 

In  view  of  the  gradual  decline  in  prices  and  the 
prevalence  of  unemployment, which  must  inevitably 
reduce  the  ability  of  the  public  to  pay  higher  taxes, 
it  is  a  question  how  much  farther  we  can  go  in  this 
direction.  I  remain  firm  in  the  conviction  that  all 
important  readjustm en ts  should  be  made  in  the  bud- 
get and  should  remain  substantially  undisturbed 
throughout  the  fiscal  year.  A  recent  difference  of 
opinion  on  this  point  with  the  employees  of  the 
Printing  Department  has  compelled  me  to  take 
executive  action  in  support  of  my  view.  I  cannot 
admit  that  there  is  any  justification  for  a  strike  by 
any  group  X)f  city  employees  to  acquire  a  special 
privilege  for  themselves. 

During  the  year  I  was  obliged  to  veto  an  order  of 
the  City  Council  accepting  Chapter  179  of  the  Acts 
of  1920,  which  extended  laborers'  pensions  to  cer- 
tain foremen,  mechanics,  and  other  designated 
classes  of  city  employees.  On  June  29  and  again  on 
December  22,  I  recommended  an  appropriation  of 
$9,000  for  a  study  of  the  pension  problem  by  the 
Finance  Commission,  and  this  recommendation 
has  recently  been  adopted  by  your  honorable  body. 
In  1919  there  were  1,312  city  pensioners,  drawing 
$658,711  a  year  from  the  treasury.  An  increase  to 
$1,000,000  a  year  in  the  near  future  has  been  pre- 
dicted.    This  large  sum  is  entirely  without  return 
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in  the  form  of  present  service.  It  should  not  be 
increased  further  by  hap-hazard  legislation,  follow- 
ing methods  which  the  State  has  itself  rejected  in 
the  pension  system  provided  for  its  own  employees. 

Consolidation  of  Departments. 

Two  important  consolidations  have  recently 
been  effected  in  the  city  departments.  The  Park 
and  Recreation  Department  has  taken  over  the 
care  of  the  cemeteries — a  natural  combination 
which  should  result  in  greatly  improved  care  and 
service, — and  the  four  Institutions  Departments,  so 
called,  have  been  united  under  a  single  jurisdiction. 
The  situation  on  the  three  islands  had  become  de- 
plorable and  it  was  high  time  that  a  radical  change 
was  made. 

The  problem  at  Deer  Island  is  still  complicated 
by  the  uncertainty  as  to  the  policy  of  the  State 
authorities.  The  prison  population  has  fallen  to  an 
average  of  about  160  inmates  and  the  number  of 
employees  has  been  reduced  to  60.  A  combination 
of  all  the  county  prisons  in  one  system,  now  under 
consideration  at  the  State  House,  would  result  in  a 
net  saving  to  this  city  of  approximately  S200.000  a 
year,  and  would  permit  the  Commonwealth,  if  it 
were  so  disposed,  to  purchase  Deer  Island  and  its 
buildings  for  a  state  prison,  incidentally  releasing 
its  valuable  property  in  Charlestown.  Pending 
definite  action,  we  must  postpone  the  costly  re- 
pairs that  are  badly  needed  on  the  sea  wall,  the 
buildings  and  the  wharves.  It  is  a  satisfaction  to 
note  that  the  service  has  been  much  improved  and 
that  a  better  spirit  prevails  among  the  prisoners. 

The  Suffolk  School  for  Boys  has  been  closed  and 
juvenile  offenders  in  this  county  will  henceforth  be 
cared  for  by  the  State.  The  buildings  on  Rainsford 
Island  were  damaged  and  unsuitable  and  the  loca- 
tion left  much  to  be  desired.  The  boys  will  prob- 
ably receive  better  care  and  the  city  will  save  about 
$150,000  appropriated  or  authorized  for  the  erec- 
tion of  new  buildings,  besides  a  part  of  the  annual 
cost. 

A  new  Child  Welfare  Division,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  a  deputy  commissioner,  has  taken  over  the 
care  of  neglected  and  dependent  children,  and  has 
already  won  back  the  confidence  of  the  various 
social  agencies  whose  co-operation  is  so  desirable 
in  this  important  work. 

The  most  perplexing  difficulties  and  the  most 
backward  conditions  were  encountered  at  Long 
Island.  The  transformation  effected  in  a  short 
period  of  time  reflects  credit  upon  the  new  manage- 
ment. The  medical,  surgical  and  nursing  service 
have  been  raised  to  a  high  standard  and  every 
effort  has  been  made  to  provide  the  patients  with 
proper  care  and  nourishment  and  more  cheerful 
surroundings.  Occupation  will  be  provided  for  as 
many  as  possible  and  small  payments  will  be  made, 
as  an  incentive  for  certain  wrork  done.  The  Island 
will  be  improved  by  planting  and  by  the  introduc- 
tion of  sheep.  If  the  plans  of  the  new  Commission- 
er can  be  carried  out,  we  shall  have  a  model  estab- 
lishment of  its  kind,  instead  of  the  chaos  and  ineffi- 
ciency that  were  permitted  to  exist  too  long. 

A  third  consolidation  that  might  well  be  made 
would  result  in  the  abolition  of  the  Licensing  Board. 
Although  liquor  licenses  are  no  longer  issued,  this 
department  is  still  operating  at  practically  full  cost. 
At  least  SI  1,000  could  be  saved  in  the  salaries  of 
the  three  commissioners  if  its  duties  were  trans- 
ferred to  the  Police  and  Health  Departments. 
Unfortunately  the  city  has  not  been  allowed  to  ex- 
ercise its  own  judgment  in  this  matter. 

Traffic  and  Transportation. 

After  three  years'  experience  we  are  now  able  to 
view  the  street  surfacing  program  broadly  as  a 
whole  and  to  summarize  the  results  accomplished. 
The  expenditure  in  1918  and  1919  of  a  little  more 
than  §3,000,000  and  the  resurfacing  of  overl,- 
000,000  square  yards  of  street  area  was  followed 
in  1920  by  an  expenditure  of  over  $1,000,000  and 
the   resurfacing   of   about   350,000   square   yards. 

About  half  of  all  this  expense  was  incurred  on 
certain  main  arteries  of  travel,  such  as  Atlantic 
avenue  and  Commercial  street,  Dorchester  avenue, 
Main  street  and  Rutherford  avenue,  Charlestown; 
Saratoga  street,  East  Boston;  Washington  and 
Centre  streets,  West  Roxbury;  Norfolk  street, 
Dorchester;  Washington,  Cambridge  and  North 
Beacon  streets,  Brighton;  Broadway  and  Fourth 
streets,  South  Boston;  and  Tremont  street.  On 
each  of  these  thoroughfares  the  expenditure  was 
over  $100,000.     There  is  a  long  list  of  highways, 


only  less  important,  on  each  of  which  the  expendi- 
ture was  over  $50,000.  In  all,  some  300  streets 
or  parts  of  streets  have  been  resurfaced.  Over 
a  considerable  mileage  macadam  has  been  replaced 
by  harder  and  more  durable  forms  of  pavement. 

While  certain  instances  of  executive  carelessness 
have  been  pointed  out  and  corrected,  the  general 
plan  of  repairing  central  highways  and  radial 
thoroughfares  has  been  endorsed  by  neutral  ex- 
perts, whose  comment  is  the  best  vindication 
of  our  judgment  in  this  particular.  "The  practi- 
cal result  of  this  plan,"  they  write,  "is  that  you 
now  have  the  larger  part  of  the  business  section 
improved.  .  .  .  We  have  no  hesitation  in 
endorsing  this  program.  .  .  .  We  consider  it 
good  policy  to  continue  these  expenditures  for  some 
years  to  come." 

Supported  by  such  competent  opinion,  I  feel 
justified  in  recommending  a  pursuance  of  the  policy 
which  has  brought  about  what  the  experts  note  as 
"a  decided  improvement"  in  our  streets  as  com- 
pared with  the  conditions  "five  or  six  years  ago." 

Street  Changes. 

Actual  changes  in  the  lay-out  of  streets  have 
not  been  numerous.  During  1920  the  important 
project  for  the  widening  of  Charles  street  has  been 
started  and  Tremont  and  Boylston  streets  have 
been  widened  by  taking  strips  from  the  Common. 
A  permissive  bill  for  the  widening  of  Exchange 
street  was  defeated  in  the  legislature  and  the  bill 
6f  the  City  Planning  Board  for  a  diagonal  high- 
way across  the  North  End  was  withdrawn  for 
presentation  at  some  later  date. 

In  the  meantime  interest  in  this  subject  has 
become  more  and  more  intense  and  two  large 
projects  are  receiving  direct  consideration.  One 
of  these  is  the  proposed  widening  of  Court  and 
Cambridge  streets,  advocated  by  the  Street  Com- 
missioners, with  the  extension  of  Causeway  street 
to  Cambridge  street  or  some  parallel  connection, 
as  a  subsidiary  feature.  This  improvement  would 
carry  a  wide,  direct  thoroughfare  from  Scollay 
square  to  Cambridge  Bridge  and  the  Causeway 
street  branch  would  create  a  detour  route  from 
the  North  to  the  South  Stations  by  way  of  Charles 
and  Eliot  streets. 

Stuart  Street. 

The  Street  Commissioners  are  proceeding 
with  the  laying  out  and  construction  of  Stuart 
street,  from  the  corner  of  Tremont  and  Eliot  streets, 
across  Columbus  avenue,  Dartmouth  street  and 
the  intervening  streets,  and  cutting  Huntington 
avenue  at  its  bridge  over  the  Boston  &  Albany 
Railroad.  It  is  hoped  to  follow  up  this  construc- 
tion by  widening  Eliot  street  from  Tremont  to 
Washington  streets,  and  by  widening  the  narrow- 
part  of  Kneeland  street.  This  will  complete 
a  new  thoroughfare  from  the  South  Station  to 
Huntington  avenue. 

The  business  of  our  city  is  seriously  handicapped 
by  the  congestion  of  traffic  in  our  streets.  The 
most  crowded  point  is  at  the  intersection  of  Tre- 
mont and  Boylston  streets,  and  it  is  expected  that 
this  new  thoroughfare  will  relieve  congestion  there, 
as  well  as  aid  in  the  development  of  the  land  in 
the  district  through  which  it  passes. 

It  is  believed  that  the  betterments  will  defray 
a  considerable  portion  of  the  cost,  so  that  the  net 
expense  to  the  city  will  be  but  a  small  part  of 
the  total,  and  improvements  already  contemplated 
on  this  new  street  will  greatly  increase  valuations 
and  add  to  the  revenue  of  the  city. 

To  provide  parking  space  for  motor  vehicles 
eight  feet  have  been  taken  off  the  westerly  side- 
walk of  Charles  street  and  most  of  the  easterly 
sidewalk  will  be  removed  as  soon  as  the  grano- 
lithic walk  on  the  Common  is  finished.  The 
provision  of  parking  space  and  the  adoption 
of  traffic  rules  designed  to  keep  the  currents  of 
travel  moving  freely  are  two  of  the  devices  adopted 
to  relieve  the  congestion  in  the  business  district. 
New  thoroughfares  offer  the  prospect  of  more 
radical  relief,  especially  those  that  would  facilitate 
an  overflow  of  business  into  the  region  south  and 
west  of  the  congested  area,  which  is  without  ques- 
tion the  final  remedy. 

Tunnels  and  Railway  Problems. 

In  the  spring  of  1919,  I  spoke  in  favor  of  con- 
structing a  new  tunnel  station  at  Arlington  street 
and   later   I   favored   the   change   of   plan   which 
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would  provide  additional  entrance  and  egress  at 
Berkeley  street.  This  was  virtually  a  return  to 
the  original  plan  of  the  Transit  Commission,  which 
the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  had  re- 
jected. The  new  station  will  be  opened  for  travel 
this  year  and  is  expected  to  stimulate  a  more  rapid 
development  of  the  Park  square  section.  Unfor- 
tunately the  cost  of  the  alteration  will  be  $200,000 
and  there  is  no  certainty  that  the  property  bene- 
fited will  pay  any  considerable  proportion  of  this 
expense. 

Three  noteworthy   investigations   will  soon  be 
completed  by  the  Transit  Commission,  one  inde- 

Eendently  and  two  in  conjunction  with  the  State 
oards.  The  first  relates  to  an  extension  of  the 
Boylston  Street  Subway  to  Post  Office  square;  the 
others  to  the  proposed  East  Boston  traffic  tunnel 
and  a  contemplated  system  of  rapid  transit  in  Dor- 
chester with  feeders  from  Hyde  Park.  Any  or  all 
of  these  studies  may  form  the  basis  of  legislation 
and  of  subsequent  action  by  the  city  government. 
Transportation  between  Hyde  Park  and  the  rest 
of  the  city  has  not  yet  been  placed  on  a  self-support- 
ing basis.  Last  year  the  government  was  compelled 
to  appropriate  880,000  to  place  the  street  railway 
in  an  operable  condition,  and  to  provide  a  fund  for 
its  operation.  I  fully  recognize  the  importance  of 
securing  cheaper  transportation  for  the  people  of 
Hyde  Park  and  I  have  made  every  effort  to  obtain 
it  and  I  shall  continue  to  try  to  secure  improved 
service  and  a  lower  fare.  I  cannot,  however,  for 
the  benefit  of  a  small  section  of  the  city,  approve  a 
plan  which  I  am  convinced  places  too  heavy  a  buf- 
den  on  the  taxpayers  at  large,  and  still  be  faithful 
to  my  duty  to  the  citizens  of  Boston  as  a  whole. 

Feebies. 

Since  1917  and  largely  during  the  past  year  pro- 
visions have  been  made  for  improving  the  facilities 
for  travel  to  and  from  East  Boston  by  the  creation 
of  what  is  virtually  a  new  ferry  fleet.  The  city  has 
been  authorized  to  borrow  $1,000,000  for  this  pur- 
pose and  has  also  used  a  part  of  an  appropriation 
from  last  year's  surplus.  Two  new  boats  are  in 
process  of  construction  and  the  "Noddle  Island"  is 
undergoing  extensive  alterations.  When  this  work 
is  completed,  the  city  will  have  five  four-roadway 
boats,  all  built  or  re-built  in  the  last  three  years, 
and  all  or  most  of  them  having  twice  the  capacity 
of  the  older  boats,  some  of  which  are  still  in  com- 
mission. There  will  also  be  some  improvement  of 
the  drops,  and  the  engineers  are  studying  out  a  re- 
arrangement of  the  approaches  so  that  teams  may 
be  taken  on  or  discharged  more  quickly.  The  two 
new  boats  will  have  fire-pumps  and  will  prove 
valuable  as  auxiliary  fire-boats  in  water-front  con- 
flagrations. As  each  of  the  larger  ferries  is  equipped 
to  carry  all  the  apparatus  responding  to  a  second 
alarm  in  East  Boston,  the  Fire  Commissioner  be- 
lieves that  that  section  will  be  better  protected  than 
ever  before.  I  think  we  may  say  that  when  the 
new  boats  are  running  it  will  have  as  good  service 
as  may  reasonably  be  expected. 

Bridges. 

The  Clarendon  Street  Bridge,  an  important  link- 
ing up  of  main  thoroughfares,  will  be  completed  in 
the  spring  and  the  Ashland  Street  Bridge  in  West 
Roxbury  will  be  in  use  by  June.  Warren  Bridge  is 
practically  completed  and  will  now  be  strong 
enough  to  support  the  heaviest  traffic.  The  Chelsea 
South  and  Charles  River  Bridges  will  be  taken  up 
as  soon  as  the  legislature  grants  the  necessary 
authority;  but  other  bridges  such  as  Congress 
Street  Bridge  and  some  of  the  railroad  bridges,  are 
not  less  in  need  of  radical  treatment. 

With  the  main  thoroughfares  largely  resurfaced, 
with  new  arterial  outlets  likely  to  be  opened  up 
west  and  southwest  of  the  city  centre,  with  a  new 
tunnel  station  and  the  prospect  of  new  tunnels,  with 
ferry  and  bridge  connections  vastly  improved,  I 
feel  that  one  of  our  chief  problems — the  free  move- 
ment of  traffic  and  travel — is  proceeding  toward  a 
reasonable  solution. 

Housing. 

The  housing  problem  has  taken  a  new  turn  since 
the  war.  Formerly  we  were  concerned  with  the 
question  of  making  the  habitation  of  every  citizen 
safe,  clean  and  wholesome.  The  present  problem 
is  to  find  dwelling  places  for  the  population  or,  at 
least,  to  prevent  a  degree  of  crowding  that  is  un- 
desirable. 


Studies  made  by  the  City  Planning  Board  and  the 
Rent  and  Housing  Committee  appointed  by  me  in 
March  proved  a  shortage  of  some  3,000  to  5,000 
dwellings.  The  condition  is  not  local  but  national 
and  world-wide.  Primarily,  no  doubt,  it  is  an  after- 
effect of  the  war,  but  the  proximate  causes  are  the 
increased  cost  of  labor  and  materials  and  the  refusal 
of  capital  to  embark  upon  long-term  investments 
in  a  period  of  inflated  prices. 

The  remedies  proposed  are  numerous,  varying 
■  from  the  exemption  of  new  buildings  from  taxation 
for  a  period  of  years  to  the  direct  financing  of  build- 
ing operations  by  the  city  or  the  State.  I  have  not 
been  able  to  persuade  myself  that  any  local  meas- 
ures will  afford  complete  relief  for  a  condition  the 
causes  of  which  are  so  far-reaching  and  the  effects 
universal. 

In  Boston  it  has  been  found  that,  while  there  is 
much  crowding  together  of  families,  no  family  is 
unhoused.  On  the  whole  it  seemed  to  me  best  to 
address  our  energies  to  the  protection  of  the  citizens 
against  profiteers.  The  Rent  and  Housing  Com- 
mittee was  entrusted  with  this  responsibility.  Dur- 
ing the  first  nine  months  of  its  existence  it  con- 
sidered over  6,000  cases.  In  1,746  cases  it  was 
instrumental  in  preventing  unreasonable  increases 
of  rent,  and  in  728  cases  it  furnished  relief  by  ob- 
taining extensions  of  orders  to  vacate.  Besides 
the  actual  relief  it  extended,  trhis  Committee,  acting 
as  a  court  of  appeal,  ready  to  hear  the  complaint  of 
any  tenant,  undoubtedly  exercises  a  moderating 
influence  and,  perhaps,  deterred  many  landlords 
from  presenting  exorbitant  demands. 

Fire  Protection. 

During  the  present  year  the  citizens  will  see 
notable  improvements  in  the  agencies  for  protec- 
tion against  fire.  The  two-platoon  system  has 
recently  been  rejected  at  the  polls  and  this  dis- 
turbing agitation  has  been  set  at  rest  for  a  time. 
The  pipes  for  the  High  Pressure  system  have  been 
extended  and  thoroughly  tested;  two  of  the  pumps 
have  been  contracted  for;  and  the  system  is  ex- 
pected to  be  in  operation  during  the  spring  or  early 
summer.  Thirty-five  pieces  of  motor  apparatus 
have  been  purchased  to  date  at  an  expense  of 
nearly  $350,000.  A  submarine  chaser  will  be  loaned 
to  the  city  by  the  National  Government  and  will 
be  fitted  out  as  an  additional  fire  boat.  The  Na- 
tional Board  of  Fire  Underwriters,  previously  criti- 
cal of  this  department,  has  found  much  in  its 
present  administration  to  commend  after  a  two 
weeks'  examination  conducted  in  November. 

Health. 

The  city  death  rate,  whether  measured  by  the 
census  figures  or  by  our  own  estimate  of  population, 
shows  a  decline  from  the  rate  of  1919,  in  spite  of 
mild  epidemics  of  certain  dangerous  diseases. 
Special  appropriations  were  granted  the  Health 
Department  for  the  control  of  infantile  paralysis 
and  to  guard  against  the  plague,  which  has  made 
its  appearance  in  some  American  ports.  The  con- 
stant trapping  of  rats  for  laboratory  analysis  and 
a  study  of  building  conditions,  undertaken  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Building  Commissioner,  are  ex- 
pected to  develop  a  program  for  protection  against 
plague,  part  of  which  must  consist  of  a  campaign 
of  education  among  the  citizens.  A  Director  of 
Health  Education  has  been  appointed  to  take 
charge  of  this  and  other  publicity  work.  There  has 
been  great  activity  'in  the  inspection  of  food  and 
drugs  and  in  the  supervision  of  dairies,  as  well  as 
swimming  pools,  day  nurseries,  and  other  estab- 
lishments and  occupations.  The  Commissioner 
hopes  to  establish  a  Child  Welfare  Service  this 
year  and  is  considering  the  division  of  the  city  into 
four  sanitary  districts  and  the  motorization  of  the 
Dairy  Service. 

At  the  City  Hospital  new  laboratories  and  clinics 
have  been  established  and  the  policy  of  concentra- 
tion of  patients  has  been  extensively  followed, 
notably  with  the  children.  All  the  young  patients 
are  now  gathered  in  the  children's  pavilion,  where 
they  have  a  teacher  and  a  children's  library  with  a 
librarian  in  charge.  The  West  Department  is  still 
occupied  by  the  National  Government  as  a  hospital 
for  disabled  soldiers,  but  the  nominal  rental  of  $1 
a  year  has  recently  been  increased  to  about  $35,000 
a  year  for  a  period  of  not  more  than  five  and  a  half 
years  by  an  agreement  between  the  officials  of  the 
United  States  Health  Service  and  the  Mayor  and 
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the  City  Council  of  Boston.  Under  the  circum- 
stances this  is  an  extremely  profitable  arrangement 
for  the  city. 

The  Consumptives'  Hospital  reports  fewer  appli- 
cants for  admission  and  fewer  deaths  than  in  the 
previous  year.  The  number  of  applicants  is  less 
than  half  as  many  as  in  1916,  and  the  number 
treated'  at  the  out-patient  department  shows  a 
similar  falling  off.  Unfortunately,  there  is  no  cer- 
tainty that  this  indicates  a  corresponding  decline 
in  the  prevalence  of  the  disease. 

Public  Works. 

I  have  already  touched  upon  the  effective  work 
of  the  Public  Works  Department  in  such  matters 
as  street  improvements,  ferries,  bridges,  and  the 
High  Pressure  pumping  stations  and  distribution 
system.  In  addition,  some  20,000  feet  each  of 
sanitary  sewers  and  surface  drains  have  been  laid 
this  year  and  70,000  square  yards  of  artificial  stone 
sidewalk.  Water  metering  has  proceeded,  as  re- 
quired by  law,  until  the  city  is  now  about  75  per 
cent  metered.  A  waste  water  survey,  conducted  in 
Charlestown,  Brighton,  South  Boston  and  the 
South  End,  has  revealed  many  sources  of  leakage 
and  will  result  in  an  annual  saving  of  several 
thousand  dollars. 

The  contract  for  the  disposal  of  ashes,  garbage, 
street  sweepings  and  rubbish  has  been  brought  to 
public  notice  by  the  efforts  of  the  Boston  Sanitary 
and  Development  Company  first  to  cancel  the  con- 
tract, paying  an  indemnity  to  the  city,  and  sub- 
sequently to  obtain  an  increase  of  payment  amount- 
ing to  $25,000  monthly  until  the  expiration  of  the 
contract  on  July  1,  1922.  Acting  on  the  advice  of 
experts,  I  have  rejected  all  propositions  of  this 
nature  and  am  prepared  to  take  over  and  operate 
the  disposal  plant  in  the  event  of  default  by  the 
company  and  proceed  against  their  assets  and 
bondsmen  for  such  loss  as  the  city  may  sustain. 

Park  and  Recreation  Department. 

The  scope  of  work  in  this  department,  as  at 
present  constituted,  may  be  judged  by  the  total 
credits  for  1920,  which  amounted  to  nearly  $1,- 
500,000,  besides  over  $1,000,000  in  loan  and 
special  appropriations. 

On  the  Common  the  war  community  buildings 
have  been  removed;  the  playground  has  been 
leveled;  granolithic  walks  will  soon  extend  along 
the  Charles  Street  Mall  and  across  the  middle  path 
of  the  Common  and  the  Public  Garden;  the  Park- 
man  Bandstand  has  been  developed  into  a  public 
forum  by  the  installation  of  seats  and  the  planting 
of  shade  trees,  as  well  as  a  rearrangement  of  the 
paths.  During  the  past  two  summers  noonday 
and  evening  concerts  have  been  given  on  this  band- 
stand with  pronounced  success.  It  is  largely 
because  of  these  well  conducted  concerts  that  the 
Common  has  recovered  its  early  repute  as  a  safe 
and  pleasant  resort  on  summer  evenings. 

Other  evidences  of  activity  in  this  department 
should  be  mentioned,  such  as  the  extensive  resur- 
facing operations  carried  on  at  Jamaicaway  and  the 
Fens;  the  opening  of  the  lion  house  and  the  renova- 
tion of  the  golf  links  and  the  Refectory  in  Franklin 
Park;  the  creation  of  a  playground  on  the  site  of 
Eagle  Hill  Reservoir,  East  Boston;  the  enlargement 
by  more  than  an  acre  of  the  Carolina  Avenue  Play- 
ground; the  Strandway  developments  at  South 
Boston  and  the  contract  for  the  restoration  of  the 
Head  House,  with  greatly  improved  restaurant  and 
bathing  accommodations.  Some  of  these  results 
have  been  made  possible  by  the  expenditure  of 
Parkman  Fund  income.  In  my  address  last  year 
I  suggested  that  a  general  plan  might  be  prepared 
under  which  this  income  could  be  applied  more 
systematically  and  in  close  adherence  to  the  inten- 
tions of  the  donor.  A  committee  of  landscape 
architects  and  others  is  now  at  work,  preparing 
for  public  distribution  a  pamphlet  which  will  set 
forth  the  purposes  of  the  Parkman  Fund  and  will 
also  outline  certain  principles  and  conceptions  illus- 
trated in  the  features  of  the  Boston  park  system. 

Other  Departments. 

The  Supply  Department,  with  a  new  Superin- 
tendent, an  increased  force,  and  a  reorganization  of 
its  divisions,  is  now  well  equipped  to  fulfill  its 
function  as  the  purchasing  bureau  for  the  entire 
municipal  plant. 

All    purchases    of    supplies    are    made    directly 


through  the  Superintendent.  It  is  an  absolute 
rule  that  the  lowest  bidder  (unless  he  is  found 
unsatisfactory  for  some  special  reason)  shall  re- 
ceive the  award.  The  inspection  division  follows 
up  deliveries,  imposes  penalties  for  defects  and 
eliminates  unreliable  dealers.  _  Orders  for  _  the 
different  departments  are  combined  when  this  is 
possible  and  the  Superintendent's  knowledge  of 
market  conditions  has  been  placed  at  the  service 
of  the  heads  of  departments  in  making  up  their 
estimates  for  the  budget. 

The  Election  Department  met  with  success  this 
year  the  double  emergency  of  a  presidential  primary 
and  the  addition  to  the  voting  list  between  August  1 
and  November  24  of  82.858.new  voters,  of  whom 
56,354  were  newly  enfranchised  women.  The 
Board,  with  my  approval,  is  now  urging  legislation 
which  will  make  it  unnecessary  for  the  women 
whose  names  are  already  on  the  list  to  re-register, 
by  waiving  the  requirements  for  a  personal  de- 
scription including  the  weight  and  height  of  the 
applicant. 

It  is  quite  natural  that  the  enfranchisement  of 
women  should  have  been  preceded  and  accompa- 
nied by  a  wider  recognition  in  our  city  government 
of  the  value  of  women's  services.  Besides  the 
women  serving  on  unpaid  boards  and  committees 
and  those  who  have  risen  to  high  rank  in  the  School 
Department  and  the  Public  Library,  the  Deputy 
Commissioner,  the  Secretary  and  the  Fiscal  Agent 
of  the  Institutions  Department,  the  Chief  Clerk 
and  one  of  the  Assistant  Secretaries  in  the  Mayor's 
office  and  the  Secretary  of  the  City  Planning  Board 
are  women. 

The  City  Planning  Board,  with  an  appropriation 
that  barely  permits  it  to  live,  has  earned  for  itself  a 
distinctive  position  by  its  breadth  of  view,  its  fer- 
tility in  suggestion,  and  its  readiness  and  capacity 
to  undertake  all  sorts  of  investigations  on  subjects 
of  the  largest  scope. 

The  Public  Library,  which,  like  the  park  system, 
had  been  severely  criticized  before  the  present  ad- 
ministration took  hold,  has  gradually  won  back  a 
good  share  of  the  esteem  it  formerly  enjoyed.  The 
circulation  of  books  is  increasing,  special  courses  in 
library  science  have  been  taken  by  many  members 
of  the  staff,  important  new  departments  have  been 
created,  and  much  valuable  work  has  been  done  in 
co-operation  with  the  schools.  The  lectures,  ex- 
hibits and  Americanism  work  of  the  Library  are 
conducted  on  a  high  plane  of  excellence. 

By  establishing  public  markets  in  different  sec- 
tions of  the  city  the  Market  Department  has  done 
its  share  in  keeping  down  the  price  of  foodstuffs. 
Six  more  of  these  markets  will  be  established  this 
summer  in  addition  to  the  eight  that  were  con- 
ducted last  year. 

In  November,  when  the  shortage  of  coal  threat- 
ened serious  consequences,  I  designated  the  chair- 
man of  the  Transit  Department  to  act  as  agent  for 
the  State  Coal  Administrator.  The  coal  dealers  of 
the  city,  in  response  to  my  personal  appeal,  prom- 
ised their  co-operation  and  the  weekly  inventories 
of  hard  coal  which  they  have  filed  show  that  the 
danger  of  a  coal  famine  has  passed.  The  stock  in 
hand  had  more  than  doubled  by  January  1  and  it 
was  then  found  possible  to  suspend  the  rule  re- 
quiring retail  deliveries  to  be  in  lots  of  not  more 
than  three  tons  each. 

The  Census. 

According  to  the  national  census  enumerators 
the  population  of  Boston,  which  was  given  as 
$748,060,  had  increased  by  only  2,621  between 
1915  and  1920.  Realizing  that,  if  .an  error  had 
been  made,  it  would  affect  prejudicially  not  only 
our  rank  in  the  list  of  cities,  but  all  our  vital,  com- 
mercial and  municipal  statistics,  I  endeavored  by 
correspondence  and  personal  appeal  at  Washington 
to  obtain  at  least  a  partial  test  of  these  improbable 
figures.  I  pointed  out  certain  factors  which  seemed 
to  indicate  a  reasonable  growth,  instead  of  stagna- 
tion, during  the  five-year  period.  The  number  of 
births  had  increased  by  1,346,  the  number  of  men 
recorded  in  the  annual  police  list  by  13,274,  the 
buildings  occupied  for  habitation,  in  spite  of  the 
well-known  crowding  of  families,  by  2,744.  The 
extraordinary  decline  in  the  population  of  certain 
wards,  in  Ward  5  amounting  to  14,332  persons, 
corresponded  to  no  conditions  that  are  known  to 
exist  in  those  localities.  The  Census  Bureau 
refused,  however,  to  undertake  even  a  partial  re- 
count and  the  city  must  wait  until  1925  before  it 
can  expect  to  resume  its  former  numerical  stand- 
ing. 
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The  Municipal  Outlook. 

The  two  great  social  questions  that  force  them- 
selves upon  our  attention  today  are  unemployment 
and  the  lack  of  dwellings.  For  the  latter  we  can 
offer  such  indirect  relief  as  may  be  afforded  by  con- 
tinuing the  work  of  the  Rent  and  Housing  Com- 
mittee. We  may  remind  ourselves,  also,  that  high 
taxation  has  a  deterrent  effect  and  all  proper  meas- 
ures of  municipal  economy  act  as  a  stimulant  to  the 
building  trade  as  well  as  other  business  enterprises. 
I  take  it  as  a  matter  of  course  that  we  should  extend 
our  good  offices  in  the  settlement  of  disputes  be- 
tween building  employers  and  employees. 

Unemployment,  as  ^  have  pointed  out,  is  sure  to 
be  reflected  in  the  applications  for  mothers'  aid, 
poor  relief  and  soldiers'  relief.  The  city  may  ease 
the  situation  somewhat  by  urging  forward  its  own 
undertakings.  For  the  Hyde  Park  and  South  End 
municipal  buildings,  the  Forest  Hills  Court  House, 
the  building  for  Police  Station  8  and  Engine  31, 
and  the  Head  House,  the  appropriations  already 
made  total  some  $1,500,000.  A  building  for  Sta- 
tion 2  and  the  traffic  squad  would  cost  a  substantial 
sum  and  the  appropriations  for  new  school-houses, 
bridges  and  highways,  either  granted  or  pending, 
will  add  several  millions  more.  In  advancing  thete 
and  other  necessary  public  works,  we  shall  be 
furnishing  employment  to  many  and  reducing  to 
that  extent  the  lines  of  idle  workers. 

Greater  Boston. 

The  people  of  Metropolitan  Boston  should  be 
united  in  one  governmental  unit.  Their  interests 
are  now  one  and  they  cannot  be  kept  apart  by  town 
lines.  City  and  town  lines  serve  today  to  hinder 
proper  municipal  management.  The  members  of 
the  community  should  be  able  to  express  themselves 
with  reference  to  their  interests  at  large, — this  is 
what  is  needed  and  what  will  make  a  Greater 
Boston. 

We  need  one  central  force  which  shall  direct  the 
development  of  our  commerce  and  our  great  high- 
ways. We  need  one  fire  and  one  police  system  for 
the  protection  of  the  whole  community.  We  need 
one  health  centre,  and  in  every  emergency  there 
should  be  one  man  in  control.  We  should  have  one 
school  system,  in  order  that  all  the  children  of  the 
Metropolitan  District  may  have  the  advantage 
of  the  best  educational  facilities.  The  people  of 
Boston  have  their  future  in  their  own  hands.  The 
community  needs  to  show  belief  in  itself  and  in  its 
future,  for  how  can  others  believe  in  us  if  we  lack 
confidence  in  ourselves? 

Railroad  Situation. 

The  operation  of  the  railroads  of  the  country  by 
the  Government  during  the  war  has  changed  their 
relation  to  the  people.  t  Their  operation  once  more 
under  private  ownership  presents  new  problems. 
The  Transportation  Act,  passed  by  Congress  on 
February  28,  1920,  recognizes  this,  and  provides 
that  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  shall 
prepare  and  adopt  a  plan  for  the  consolidation  of 
the  railways  of  the  United  States  into  a  limited 
number  of  systems  and  which  would  provide  that 
"wherever  practicable  the  existing  routes  and  chan- 
nels of  trade  and  commerce  shall  be  maintained." 
Studies  of  this  problem  are  now  being  made  and  will 
soon  be  considered  for  recommendation  for  action 
by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission. 

One  plan  under  consideration  is  that  the  New 
Haven  system  shall  be  consolidated  with  the  Penn- 
sylvania Railroad,  and  that  the  Boston  &  Maine 
and  Northern  railroads  shall  be  joined  to  the  New 
York  Central.  Another  plan  is  that  the  New  Eng- 
land roads  shall  be  consolidated  in  one  or  two 
systems. 

The  proposed  consolidations  of  the  New  England 
railroads  with  the  Pennsylvania  and  New  York 
Central  would  be  a  most  unfortunate  catastrophe 
for  all  New  England,  especially  for  the  people  of 
Boston.  This  transfer  would  take  the  control  and 
direction  of  our 'railroads  away  from  Boston  and 
place  them  in  the  hands  of  interests  in  New  York  or 
elsewhere.  To  such  interests  the  problems  of  New 
England  would  be  of  minor  importance,  and  the 
intimate  touch  with  local  conditions  so  essential  in 
this  situation  would  be  entirely  lacking. 

I  am  deeply  opposed  to  any  consolidation  which 
would  give  to  the  railroads  west  of  the  Hudson 
River  the  power  to  determine  whether  New  Eng- 
land should  develop  its  present  industrial  facilities, 
or   become   the   rich   man's   summer   playground! 


These  railroads  would  take  over  the  New  England 
roads  provided  only  that  such  a  consolidation  was 
profitable  to  their  stockholders.  Such  profit  could 
come  only  at  the  expense  of  New  England. 

Our  manufacturers  would  have  new  difficulties 
in  reaching  western  markets.  At  the  present  time 
New  England  shippers  can  ship  west  over  any  of 
six  trunk  lines,  but,  were  the  New  Haven  consoli- 
dated with  the  Pennsylvania  under  the  ruling  of  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  the  latter  road 
could  compel  New  England  freight,  originating  on 
its  lines,  to  move  over  its  own  rails  to  Chicago,  or 
its  other  western  terminals.  So,  shippers  would 
have  but  one  line  in  place  of  six.  In  export  traffic, 
it  is  easy  to  see  that  the  Pennsylvania  road  would, 
do  its  export  business  at  its  own  terminals  in  Balti- 
more, Philadelphia,  or  New  York,  rather  than  haul 
.  its  ocean  bound  freight  the  additional  distance  to 
Boston. 

With  the  harbors  of  Boston  and  New  England, 
and  a  proper  amendment  of  our  Interstate  Com- 
merce Act,  it  would  be  possible  for  a  New  England 
road  to  develop  its  water  connections  and,  by  the 
aid  of  water  routes,  reach  any  of  the  distributing 
points  of  our  country. 

Commercial  Situation. 

The  commercial  situation  of  New  England  and  of 
Boston  is  one  which  may  well  give  us  deep  concern. 
To  maintain  the  industrial  position  of  New  Eng- 
land, her  financial,  manufacturing  and  social  forces 
must  work  hand  in  hand.  Boston  is  the  centre  of 
New  England's  commercial  activities,  and  the 
successful  development  of  New  England  directly 
affects  the  city,  while  the  prosperity  of  the  city,  in 
turn,  reacts  directly  on  the  rest  of  New  England. 

Our  city  has  not  been  making  the  progress  that 
we  desire  for  it.  Boston  has  exceptional  port 
facilities  which  are  not  being  used  to  anything  like 
their  capacity.  The  railroads  of  New  England 
converge  in  Boston.  Today  they  are  in  a  most 
precarious  condition  financially,  and  this  condition 
cannot  indefinitely  continue.  The  people  of  Boston 
need  to  arouse  themselves,  to  have  confidence  in 
themselves,  in  their  city  and  in  New  England. 

I  have  confidence  in  New  England,  and  con- 
fidence in  Boston  and  her  people.  Our  future  rests 
in  our  hands.  Let  us  show  courage,  determination, 
confidence  in  ourselves  and  in  that  spirit  which  has 
kept  New  England  and  her  people  ever  to  the  fore 
in  the  development  of  our  country.  Never  more 
than  today  have  we  needed  to  show  civic  spirit 
and  courage.  No  question  of  more  pre-eminent 
importance  to  the  people  of  New  England  has  ever 
been  presented.  If  the  people  of  Boston  fail  to 
protect  themselves  they  surely  should  not  look  to 
others  to  do  so.  I  am  sure  I  speak  for  the  best 
interests  of  Boston,  and  I  believe  I  voice  the  almost 
unanimous  sentiments  of  her  people  when  I  say 
that  she  will  be  unalterably  opposed  to  any  attempt 
to  place  the  control  of  her  transportation  system 
outside  of  New  England.  Boston  and  New  Eng- 
land must  and  will  control  their  own  future. 

Conclusion. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  this  is  our  last  year  of 
public  association.  I  trust  that  any  differences  of 
opinion  we  have  had  may  soon  be  happily  dissolved 
and  that  we  may  on  both  sides  acquire  more  and 
more  the  strength  that  comes  from  united  action. 
Working  together  in  that  spirit,  we  can  make  the 
municipal  year  preceding  the  centennial  one  for 
which  the  reviewers  on  that  occasion  will  have  little 
need  to  apologize.  I  see  no  reason  why  we  should 
not  make  a  record  upon  which  we  and  they  can 
look  back  with  some  degree  of  satisfaction.

Chairman  WATSON  said: 

Coun.  HAGAN,  the  senior  member  of  the  Coun- 
cil for  1921,  will  now  preside. 

Coun.  HAGAN  took  the  chair. 

The  Clerk  called  the  roll  and  all  members  of  the 
Council  were  found  to  be  present. 

Chairman  HAGAN  — The  Council  is  ready  to 
transact  business. 

BALLOTS  FOR  PRESIDENT. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order— That  the 
Council  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  president  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

The  order  was  passed,  and,  by  direction  of  the 
Chair,  the  Clerk  called  the  roll.  Each  member 
when  his  name  was  reached  announced  his  choice 
for  president,  with  the  following  result. 

For  David  J.  Brickley — Coun.  Brickley,  Mc- 
Laughlin and  Moriarty — 3. 

For  Daniel  W.  Lane — Coun.  Collins,  Ford, 
Hagan  and  Lane — i. 

For  Edward  F.  McLaughlin — Coun.  Donoghue. 

For  James  A.  Watson — Coun.  Watson. 

And  there  was  no  choice. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  Chairman,  I  ask  for 
unanimous  consent  to  make  a  statement. 

Chairman  HAGAN — If  there  is  no  objection 
the  gentleman  will  proceed. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  thank  my 
associates  for  the  opportunity  to  make  "a  state- 
ment of  a  very  personal  nature.  I  make  it  with 
some  embarrassment,  but  realizing  that  I  owe  it 
to  myself,  my  associates  and  the  people  of  Boston 
that  I  do  so.  Mr,  President,  I  have  been  a  member 
of  this  body  for  eight  years,  beginning  today,  hav- 
ing been  elected  three  times  by  the  electorate  of 
Boston.  I  assume  that  I  have  some  virtues,  as  I 
know  I  have  many  faults.  This  city  is  operating 
under  a  charter  that  was  inaugurated  in  1910. 
Nine  members  were  elected  that  year,  three  to 
serve  one  year,  three  to  serve  two  years  and  three 
to  serve  three  years  from  the  date  of  their  election. 
Each  year  since  three  members  have  been  ejected 
for  the  term  of  three  years.     At  least  two  of  them 


have  passed  to  their  reward.  It  was  an  estab- 
lished custom,  if  I  am  correct,  and  I  believe  I  am, 
growing  out  of  agreement  of  the  members  of  that 
time,  in  1910,  that  each  year  the  president  of  this 
body  should  be  elected,  and  the  custom  then  was 
established  that  no  member  should  hold  the  office 
twice  while  any  member  remaining  a  member  had 
not  held  the  office. 

That  plan  was  carried  on  without  interruption 
from  1910,  when  Walter  Ballantyne  was  elected, 
through  1911,  when  Walter  Leo  Collins  was  elected, 
and  in  1912,  when  John  Joseph  Attridge  was 
elected  president  of  this  body.  I  then  became  a 
member  of  the  body,  in  1913,  and  Thomas  J. 
Kenney  was  elected  president.  Then  followed  the 
election  of  Daniel  J.  McDonald  in  the  following 
year,  George  W.  Coleman  the  year  following  that, 
then  Henry  E.-Hagan,  then  James  J.  Storrow,  and 
then  in  the  next  year  a  Good  Government  member 
of  this  body  who  had  already  served  as  president, 
contrary  to  the  custom,  my  colleague  Coun.  Collins, 
was  elected  for  a  second  term.  That  year,  being  a 
senior  member  of  this  body  who  had  not  held  the 
office,  believing  that  I  had  some  ability  and  feeling 
that  I  was  of  average  honesty,  I  suggested  to  three 
of  my  colleagues  that  I  have  their  support  as  a 
matter  of  fair  play,  in  order  that  there  might  be  no 
reflection  upon  me  in  the  minds  of  the  public 
through  my  not  being  recognized  in  that  way. 

I  sought  the  support  of  the  three  members 
besides  myself  who  constituted  the  minority  mem- 
bership of  this  body,  realizing  that  the  Good 
Government  members  would  have  five  votes  and 
that  I  could  not  under  any  circumstances  be  elected. 
I  could  not  receive  the  vote  of  the  Good  Govern- 
ment Association  membership  in  this  body,  because 
I  was  not  a  party  to  their  program  nor  was  I  ever 
elected  here  with  their  assistance.  In  fact,  accord- 
ing to  practical  politicians,  men  who  observe 
political  conditions  in  Boston,  it  has  been  stated, 
and  perhaps  truly,  that  my  entrance  into  this 
body  was  because  of  the  vilification  and  unfairness 
of  that  organization  when  I  was  a  candidate  the 
first  time. 

I  won  the  contest  without  newspaper  support, 
without  organization  support,  and  with  very  little 
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money,  at  the  hands  of  the  open-minded,  fair 
people  of  Boston.  I  then  suggested  that  I  thought 
I  had  enough  ability  to  come  here  and  that  I 
wanted  to  represent  the  people  with  my  limited 
ability,  and  I  was  elected  to  the  body  in  spite  of 
opposition  by  that  association.  I  have  tried  since 
to  represent  all  the  people  in  the  community  re- 
gardless of  class,  creed  or  financial  standing  and  to 
observe  my  oath  as  a  member  of  this  body. 

I  then  stated  that  I  desired  the  empty  honor  of 
being  a  minority  candidate,  receiving  four  votes 
and  no  more.  But  another  member,  with  much 
ability,  with  a  greater  education  and  with  a  pro- 
fession that  I  did  not  have,  desired  that  honor. 
He  told  me  in  a  gathering,  with  himself,  myself 
and  two  other  members  of  this  body,  that  if  I 
voted  for  him  he  could  be  elected,  could  get  a  fifth 
vote.  I  said  to  him,  "I  don't  think  you  can,  but 
if  you  can  you  shall  have  my  vote."  When  the 
roll  call  was  called  that  day  Walter  Collins,  my 
colleague  on  the  left,  a  man  whom  I  admire  and 
respect,  was  elected.  We  differ  in  politics — I 
mean  so  far  as  being  associated  in  politics  with 
organizations  is  concerned.  He  believes  in  the 
Good  Government  Association  dominating  affairs 
here.  I  never  have  and  never  will  until  they  come 
out  in  the  open  like  any  other  political  organization. 
But,  when  the  vote  was  taken  there  were  four  for 
Walter  Collins  and  three  for  my  colleague,  Francis 
J.  W.  Ford,  and  I,  stepping  aside  and  sacrificing 
the  empty  honor,  voted  for  you  (Coun.  Ford)  with 
whole-heartedness,  although  in  the  natural  course 
of  fair  play  that  empty  honor  belonged  to  me. 
Thank  God,  there  is  no  vanity  or  conceit  in  my 
make-up.  I  know  my  limitations,  my  lack  of 
ability  and  other  things  that  go  to  make  up  a  man 
in  public  office,  but  there  is  one  thing  of  which  I 
am  as  proud  as  I  am  of  my  father,  mother  and 
family.  Thank  God,  I  am  recognized  as  being  of 
average  honesty,  and  by  those  who  know  me  best 
as  being  absolutely  honest.  So  much  for  that,  Mr. 
President  and  fellow  members. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  I  must  speak  as  I  do 
today,  but  my  self-respect  demands  it,  demands 
that  I  tell  the  public  today  my  reason  for  voting 
for  myself.  The  office  is  an  empty  honor,  true.  It 
carries  dignity  with  it,  but  it  does  not  add  any  inch 
of  dignity  to  my  stature  in  the  minds  of  those  who 
know  me,  does  not  add  to  my  financial  condition, 
but  it  means  much  to  me  as  far  as  my  character  is 
concerned.  What  have  I  done,  Mr.  President  and 
fellow  members,  that  I  cannot  secure  a  majority 
of  the  votes  of  this  body?  What  have  I  done  so 
that  the  red-blooded  members  here,  called  by  the 
people  the  "gang"  members,  cannot  support  me? 
Why  cannot  we  get  together  and  do  something 
for  one  of  our  own?     The  others  do;  why  not  we? 

The  next  year  there  was  another  contest  on  for 
president,  and,  by  virtue  absolutely  of  fair  play,  I 
was  then  entitled  to  my  chance  for  the  presidency, 
to  occupy  that  chair,  and  1  again  said  I  would  not 
vote  for  anybody  but  myself.  I  went  into  con- 
ference with  four  other  members,  including  the 
gentleman  on  my  left  (Coun.  Ford),  and,  although 
Daniel  McDonald  was  my  personal  dear  friend 
when  we  came  in  here  and  the  roll  was  called  and 
the  vote  was  four  to  four,  I,  without  any  hesitation 
and  without  a  promise  and  without  a  thought  of 
reward,  cast  my  vote  for  you,  sir  (Coun.  Ford), 
the  vote  that  made  you  the  presiding  officer  of 
this  body.  It  has  been  said  that  I  broke  my  word 
to  another  man  in  order  to  do  it,  but  I  did  not 
break  my  word.  I  regret  some  things  in  my  life — 
not  voting  for  you — but  at  that  time  one  member 
and  I  had  a  talk  and  we  made  an  agreement.  It 
was  a  bargain,  pure  and  simple.  He  had  some- 
thing to  give  and  so  did  I,  and  the  agreement  was, 
"You  give  it  to  me  and  I  will  give  it  to  you."  I 
had  a  right  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  agree- 
ment was  kept.  I  did  not  break  my  word  to  that 
man,  although  perhaps  he  and  his  friends  believed 
so.  1  might  have  been  president  that  year  if  I 
had  held  out,  but  I  had  my  duty  to  perform  and 
when  the  vote  was  four  to  four  I  cast  ray  vote  for 
you,  sir,  without  regard  to  any  personal  feeling  I 
might  have. 

Then  last  year  came  along  and  I  was  again 
shuffled  into  the  discard.  I  have  red  blood,  thank 
God.  A  member  of  this  body  who  has  been  presi- 
dent has  said  that  it  is  no  great  honor  to  be  presi- 
dent, except  that  you  can  hand  it  down  to  your 
offspring,  your  children  being  able  to  point  out  the 
fact  that  their  father  was  president  of  the  body. 
I  have  a  daughter  twenty-four  years  of  age.  She 
knows  what  it  is  to  be  proud  of  a  father.  But  I 
don't  want  to  appeal  to  your  passions  or  to  use 


sentiment.  Therefore,  I  am  simply  explaining  to- 
day my  position,  so  that  the  public  may  understand 
it,  as  my  justification  for  voting  for  myself.  You 
may  call  it  egotism  or  conceit.  But,  embarrassing 
as  it  may  be,  Mr.  President,  I  intend  to  stand  by 
my  character  and  my  self-respect.  I  would  be 
unable  to  enter  my  home  and  look  into  the  faces 
of  my  people  if  I  did  not  stand  here  today  and 
every  day  until  the  ballots  are  counted  and  vote 
for  James  A.  Watson  for  president  of  this  body. 

I  thank  the  members  of  the  body  for  this  oppor- 
tunity to  state  my  position.  I  appreciate  it  and 
whatever  the  outcome  is  I  will  continue  to  hold 
my  self-respect  and  conduct  myself  as  a  man  and 
according  to  my  oath  as  a  member  of  this  body. 
I  thank  you,  gentlemen,  and  I  move,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, that  we  proceed  to  another  ballot. 

The  motion  was  carried  and  a  ballot  was  taken 
with  the  following  result: 

Brickley  and 
Moriarty — 2. 

For  Daniel  W.  Lane — Coun.  Collins — 1. 

For  James  A.  Watson — Coun.  Donoghue,  Ford 
and  Watson — 3.

For  Walter  L.  Collins — Coun.  Lane — 1. 

For  John  A.  Donoghue — Coun.  McLaughlin — 1. 

And  there  was  no  choice.

Dear  Sir,—  On  July  6,  1920,  an  order  by  the 
City  Council  was  approved  by  your  Honor,  that 
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the  sum  of  $150,000  be  appropriated  to  be  ex- 
pended by  the  Park  &  Recreation  Commissioners 
for  the  rebuilding  of  the  Head  House,  bath  houses, 
etc.,  at  Marine  Park. 

This  department  awarded  a  contract  for  the  re- 
building of  the  Head  House  and  bath  houses  for 
the  sum  of  $133,000.  This  sum  with  an  addition 
to  the  contract  of  $675,  the  architect's  fees  of 
$7,980,  and  other  incidental  expenses  will  amount 
to  $141,968.60  which  will  be  necessary  to  complete 
the  work  of  rebuilding  the  Head  House  and  bath 
houses. 

We  have  advertised  and  received  a  proposal  to 
construct  a  convenience  station  at  Marine  Park 
for  the  sum  of  $14,150,  together  with  the  archi- 
tect's fees  of  $849,  thus  making  a  total  of  $14,999. 
The  above  amounts  indicate  that  the  sum  of  $157,- 
500  is  needed  for  both  contracts.

OPPOSITION   TO    PREMIUM 
CAPITALIZATION. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order  —  That  a 
special  committee  composed  of  five  members  be 
appointed  by  the  temporary  president  to  appear 
before  the  Committee  on  Power  and  Light  of  the 
Legislature  and  oppose  any  and  all  legislation  per- 
mitting any  lighting  companies  to  capitalize  their 
premiums. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  move  a 
suspension  of  the  rule  that  the  order  may  be  passed 
at  this  time.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  there  is  no 
permanent  presiding  officer  of   the  body  I   have 


introduced  this  order  providing  that  the  tempo- 
rary chairman  may  appoint  a  committee  to  appear 
before  the  Committee  on  Power  and  Light  of  the 
Legislature   and    oppose    any    and   all   legislation 
having   for   its   purpose   the    capitalizing    of   the 
premiums   of  the  lighting  companies.     Boston  is 
in  the  clutches  of  a  gigantic  monopoly,  the  light- 
ing trust,  the  Consolidated  Gas  Company  and  the 
Edison   Illuminating   Company.     They   have   not 
only  become  greater  than  the  citizens  of  Boston 
but  have  become  more  powerful  in  shaping  legis- 
lation for  special  privilege  than  any  organization 
that  ever  existed  in  this  Commonwealth.     They 
have   become  so   powerful   that   they   are   feared 
and  dreaded  not  only  by  the  Legislature  but  in 
many  cases  by  the  chief  executives  of  the  Com- 
monwealth.     It    may     not    be    generally    known 
what  their  purpose  is  in  trying  to  put  through 
the  Legislature  the  bill  to  permit  them  to  capitalize 
their  premiums.     If  the  people  of  Boston  would 
thoroughly   read   the   editorials   in  many   papers, 
they  might  get  some  idea  of   the  doings   of  the 
cunning,  crafty  people  who  manipulate  things  for 
the  benefit  of  the  rich  stockholders  of  the  lighting 
companies;  but  I  regret  to  say  that  many  of  the 
people,   and  I   am  one  of  them,  perhaps  do  not 
follow   the   things   that  pertain   to   the   city   and 
Commonwealth  as  closely  as  they  might.     There 
have  appeared  in  the  Boston  American  one  or  more 
editorials  pertaining  to  this  proposition  of  capi- 
talizing premiums  by  the  lighting  companies,  and 
the  Act  before  the  Legislature  today  is  so  plain  to 
the  ordinary  man,  in  my  opinion,  that  any  one 
who  reads   it    can   readily  understand   that  if   it 
passes    the    Legislature    the   stockholders    of    the 
Edison  Company,  who  bought  their  stock  at  par 
and  under,  will  be  permitted  to  sell  it,  if  they  de- 
sire to  do  so,  at  the  market  value  of  $200,  making 
$100  clean  in  one  sweep  in  return  for  the  $100 
that  they  invested,  independent  of  their  tremen- 
dous regular  and  other  dividends.     To  illustrate, 
as  perhaps  some  members  have  not  read  the  edi- 
torial, they  have  arranged  by  this  Act  that  $30,- 
000,000  of  new  stock  shall  be  issued  at  par,  $100 
per  share;  and  mind  you,  gentlemen,  the  market 
value  of  the  Edison  stock  today  is  $200.     If  that 
stock  were  issued  to  the  general  public  and  every- 
body had  an  opportunity  to  purchase  it  at  the  par 
value  of  $100,  it  would  be  bad  enough,  but  not  as 
bad  as  under  this  Act.     This  Act  provides  that 
if  this  $30,000,000  new  issue  of  stock  is  permitted 
at  par  it  shall  be  disposed   of   and  sold  propor- 
tionately to  the  stockholders  of  record,  a  privileged 
class  to  a  great  extent,  and  the  general  public  must 
pay  the  dividends.     Dividends  will  be  paid   out 
of  the  earnings  of  the  company  in  increased  cost 
of  lighting,  gas  and  electricity,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  stockholders  of  record.     In  my  opinion,  it  is  a 
deliberate  attempt  to  add  new  burdens  upon  the 
already  overloaded  shoulders  of  the  light-consuming 
public  in  Boston.     We,  as  the  legislative  branoh 
of  the  city   government  of   Boston,   the  greatest 
city  in   New   England,   and   the  parent  city   and 
really  the  seat  of  government  of  Massachusetts, 
should  as  strongly  as  possible  by  every  legitimate 
means    oppose   this   Act.     For   that   reason,    Mr. 
President,  I  have  asked  for  a  suspension  of  the 
rule,  and  I  would  certainly  request  the  Chair  to 
appoint  this  committee  at  his  earliest  convenience, 
in  order  that  we  may  do  our  little  bit  towards 
protecting  the  consuming  public  of   Boston,  the 
consumers   of   electric  lighting.     This  is  but  the 
first  step.     If  this  bill  succeeds,  the  Consolidated 
Gas  Light  Company,  which  serves  about  every- 
body in  Boston  at  high  rates,  will  come  along  and 
ask  the  same  thing,  because,  while  they  are  inde- 
pendent companies  on  paper,   their  directorships 
dovetail  so  nicely  and  fit  in  so  closely  together 
that  they,  too,  will  go  forth  and  get  the  same  thing, 
and   other   public   service   corporations   will  then 
attempt  it.     The  day  of  progressivencss  has  been 
w.ith  us  and  is  fading  somewhat;  the  hour  for  the 
reactionary  is  at  hand — and  while  the  people  are 
busy  with  their  personal  affairs  the  great  big  stock 
jobbing  corporations,  the  public  service  corpora- 
tions, the  monopolists  of  the  things  that  have  to  do 
with  the  well-being,  happiness  and  comfort  of  the 
public  in  our  city,  are  doing  their  work  and  are 
liable  to  get  away  with  it.     I  sincerely  trust  that 
there   will   be    a  unanimous  vote   for   suspension 
of  the  rule  and  that  the  Chair  will  appoint  the 
committee  forthwith. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  was  passed 
by  roll  call,  yeas  9,  nays  none.

Coun.  COLLINS  —Mr.  President,  I  ask  unani- 
mous consent  that  a  few  extracts  from  the  record 
of  this  young  man  —  those  coming  from  General 
Pershing,  Major  General  Barnett  and  the  young 
man's  captain  in  the  Marine  Corps,  Frederic  C. 
Wheeler,  bei  ncorporated  in  the  records  of  this 
meeting. 

Unanimous  consent  being  given,  the  following 
extracts  setting  forth  the  record  of  the  late  Sergeant 
Oliver  C.  Farrant,  U.  S.  Marine  Corps,  were  in- 
corporated in  the  record. 

He  was  wounded  at  Tigny,  France,  on  July  19, 
1918.  Though  severely  wounded,  he  continued 
to  lead  his  platoon  for  five  hours  in  the  face  of 
heavy  artillery  and  machine-gun  fire.  His  heroic 
and  calm  conduct  so  heartened  his  men  that  the 
enemy  was  routed  and  victory  achieved. 


Distinguished  Service  Cross  and  Citations. 
Sergeant  Oliver  C.  Farrant,  U.  S.  Marine  Corps> 
Company  95,  6th  Regiment,  distinguished  him- 
self by  extraordinary  heroism  in  connection  with 
military  operations  against  an  armed  enemy  of 
the  United  States  at  Tigny,  France,  on  July  19, 
1918.  And  in  recognition  of  his  gallant  conduct, 
I  have  awarded  him  in  the  name  of  the  President 
the  D.  S.  C.     Awarded  on  September  18,  1918.

On  March  17,  1918,  your  son  was  at  the  front 
at  the  south  of  Verdun.  The  German  drive  at 
Chateau-Thierry  developed  into  such  alarming 
proportions  that  we  were  hurried  to  Chateau- 
Thierry,  or  rather  to  the  sector  of  that  particular 
front  which  was  Belleau  Woods.  Your  son  was 
in  the  front  lines  in  the  fighting  that  turned  the 
Germans  back  from  Paris  —  the  longest,  hardest 
fight  that  our  Marines  or  division  took  part  in. 
Our  division  was  then  shipped  off  to  the  big  Allied 
offensive  at  Soissons  which  came  off  on  July  18, 
1918.  The  first  day  was  a  glorious  victory  for 
the  Allies,  the  capture  of  12,000  Germans,  vast 
quantities  of  munitions  and  the  advance  of  eleven 
kilometers..  But  the  fight  had  been  hard.  By 
nightfall  the  resistance  had^  stiffened  and  we  were 
held  up  by  strong  enemy  reinforcements. 

Early  in  the  morning  of  July  19,  we  were  sent  to 
attack  with  one  regiment  the  barrier  that  had 
blocked  three  regiments  the  night  before.  The 
answer  is  easy.  We  fought  our  best.  Your  son 
fell  here,  while  passing  up  and  down  the  lines,  help- 
ing the  morale  and  keeping  the  younger  men  under 
control.  He  was  awarded  a  D.  S.  C.  for  his  bravery. 
A  comforting  token  to  you  no  doubt,  but  not  to  be 
compared  in  any  wav  with  the  worth  of  that  frail 
little  mountain  of  grit.  I  did  not  see  him  go  down 
as  I  was  in  command  of  the  75th  Company  during 
that  fight,  the  only  time  I  was  not  in  command  of 
his  company.  He  was  left  in  command  of  the 
platoon.  I  heard  of  his  fall  a  few  hours  after  and 
it  was  a  hard  piece  of  news  to  swallow.  He  was 
always  a  mystery  to  me.  I  have  seen  him  time 
after  time  carry  his  heavy  equipment  and  then 
take  on  a  rifle  or  two  belonging  to  some  other  lad 
who  was  all  in,  and  he  was  twenty  pounds  lighter 
than  any  other  man  in  the  platoon.  I  have  never 
seen  him  lose  his  nerve.  He  went  with  me  on 
every  patrol  I  ever  made.  We  were  surrounded 
once  by  the  Germans,  and  he  and  I  were  separated 
from  the  body  for  a  few  minutes.  We  lay  together 
in  a  small  ditch  filled  with  water  and  I  remember 
perfectly  shifting  my  position  so  that  he  could  not 
feel  my  heart  pounding  against  his  back.  That 
was  on  the  night  of  April  6,  1918,  in  front  of  the 
lines  at  Tressevaux.  I  have  marched  by  his  side 
for  miles,  I  have  stood  by  the  hour  on  watch  with 
him,  I  have  trusted  him,  relied  on  him  and  sworn 
by  him  through  many  weary  months.  He  was 
always  on  the  job.  Not  much  of  a  grumbler,  but  a 
grouchy  customer  when  the  cooks  did  not  have 
enough  coffee  for  him, —  he  sure  did  love  coffee. 

He  was  extremely  popular  and  respected  by  all. 
"Doc",  they  called  him.  Please  call  on  me  at 
any  time  if  you  feel  I  can  be  of  service  to  you  or 
any  member  of  your  family.  Please  extend  my 
sincere  sympathy  to  those  he  left  here  and  believe 
me,

He  was  taken  to  Paris,  and  died  in  the  No.  1 
American  Hospital,  July  22,  1918.  He  was 
awarded  the  following:  Distinguished  Service

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Victory  Medal,  and  the  Navy  Medal,  four  Silver

Mr.  President,  at  a  former 
meeting  of  the  Council  I  stated  the  apparent  fact 
that  the  reactionaries  and  the  privileged  class  were 
in  the  saddle,  because  the  general  public  were  so 
absorbed  in  matters  of  personal  interest  that  they 
have  hardly  time  to  give  other  matters  of  import- 
ance a  thought.

will  take  just  a  moment  of  their  time  to  explain 
what  the  coal  clause  is.  During  the  war,  because 
of  the  lack  of  transportation  facilities  and  the 
necessity  of  having  fuel  for  successful  prosecution 
of  the  war,  the  contracts  of  public  service  corpo- 
rations with  the  coal  mine  operators  were  sus- 
pended and  those  corporations  were  compelled  to 
enter  into  the  open  market  and  buy  coal  at  what- 
ever price  they  could  secure  it  for,  and  as  well  as 
taking  whatever  quality  they  could  get.  That  is, 
the  public  service  corporations: — including  the 
Edison  Company,  the  Boston  Elevated  Railroad, 
the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company,  the  steam 
roads  and  other  public  service  corporations — were 


compelled  to  pay  a  price  ranging  from  $9  to  $17 
per  ton  at  the  mines,  whereas  in  their  contracts 
it  was  specified  that  the  coal  should  be  sold  to  these 
public  service  corporations,  including  the  Edison 
Company,  at  a  sum  as  low  as  $2.50  a  ton  up  to 
$3.75  a  ton  f.  o.  b.  mines. 

In  consequence  of  that  fact  the  Edison  Company 
and  other  public  service  corporations,  the  Con- 
solidated Gas  Company  as  well,  were  obliged  to 
buy  their  coal  and  pay  a  far  larger  sum  for  it  than 
they  would  under  contract.  The  Boston  Con- 
solidated Gas  Company,  for  instance,  was  per- 
mitted to  charge  an  extra  price  per  thousand  feet 
to  take  care  of  the  additional  cost;  but  the  Edison 
Company,  not  being  under  the  control  of  any  board 
functioning  in  this  Commonwealth,  tacked  on  a 
ten  per  cent  increase  and  secured  it  from  the  time 
the  federal  authorities  suspended  the  contracts 
between  the  mine  operators  and  the  public  service 
corporations  throughout  the  country.  That  is, 
they  tacked  on  ten  per  cent  to  their  charges  under 
the  fuel  clause.  If  you  will  bear  with  me  for  one 
moment,  gentlemen,  I  will  inform  you  that,  accord- 
ing to  the  report  rendered  by  the  Edison  Illumi- 
nating Company  of  Boston,  its  net  receipts  from 
the  sale  of  electricity  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1920,  were  $13,920,060.06.  ten  per  cent  of  that 
amount  would  be  $1,392,006.  That  is,  that  is 
what  they  received  by  their  action  in  tacking  on 
ten  per  cent  on  their  customers.  The  amount  of 
$1,300,000  and  some  odd  is  the  increased  cost  to 
the  consuming  public  of  Boston  and  Greater  Boston. 

But  the  city  of  Boston  is  affected  as  well.  The 
city  of  Boston's  lighting  bills  for  the  public  build- 
ings alone,  to  say  nothing  of  the  library,  police 
department,  and  so  on,  amount  to  $1,000  a  month, 
and  ten  per  cent  of  those  bills,  under  the  coal  clause, 
would  amount  to  $100  a  month.  The  amount  of 
electricity  used  by  the  city  of  Boston  in  the  several 
departments  independent  of  the  street  lighting, 
runs  up  close  to  $150,000  a  year,  and  ten  per  cent  of 
that  is  $1,500.  The  point  I  want  to  make  is  this, 
that  on  October  of  1920  the  federal  rules  compelling 
the  public  service  corporations  to  go  into  the  open 
market  and  buy  their  coal  at  any  price  they  could 
get  it  for,  suspending  the  contracts  between  the 
corporations  using  coal  and  the  mine  operators, 
was  terminated,  and  the  contracts  came  in  vogue 
again.  So  since  October  the  public  service  cor- 
porations of  Boston  have  been  getting  their  coal 
as  per  contract,  ranging  from  $2.75  or  thereabouts 
to  $3.50  a  ton  at  the  mine.  But  the  Edison  com- 
pany continues  tacking  on  the  ten  per  cent  under 
the  coal  clause,  thereby  milking  the  public.  To 
my  mind  it  is  equivalent  to  putting  their  hands  into 
my  pocket  and  the  pockets  of  other  consumers  of 
electricity  and  taking  money  therefrom.  I  would 
like  to  mention  a  strange  thing  in  connection  with 
the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company. 

The  general  public  are  inclined  to  believe  that 
that  company  is  in  some  way  governed  by  some 
governing  body  in  this  Commonwealth,  but  I 
was  informed  by  the  chairman  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission,  Mr.  Attwill,  on  Saturday, 
when  I  had  an  hour's  conversation  with  him,  that 
the  Public  Utilities  Board  does  not,  nor  did  its 
predecessor  the  Gas  and  Electric  Light  Board, 
have  any  authority  to  regulate  or  set  the  price  to 
be  charged  by  the  Edison  company  for  its  power 
or  heat  in  the  city  of  Boston  or  in  greater  Boston. 
They  are  not  under  the  same  supervision  and  con- 
trol as  the  railroads,  steam  and  electric,  or  the 
Consolidated  Gas  Company.  They  are  a  power 
unto  themselves.  The  Edison  Electric  Illumi- 
nating Company  dominates  and  controls,  by  foul 
means  or  otherwise,  the  action  of  the  state  of 
Massachusetts.  They  secure  any  kind  of  legis- 
lation that  they  desire.  As  an  example  of  that, 
permit  me  to  illustrate  the  fact  that  the  Com- 
mittee on  Power  and  Light  reported  to  the  House 
of  Representatives  of  Massachusetts  unanimously 
a  bill  permitting  the  Edison  company  and  the 
Consolidated  Gas  Company  to  capitalize  their 
premiums  and  cut  a  melon  equivalent  to  $85  or 
$00  on  each  sin  re  of  stock— the  $30,000,000  that 
the  Edison  would  issue  and  the  $8,000,000  or  $10,- 
000,000  issued  by  the  Consolidated  Gas  Company. 
Only  one  person  appeared  in  favor  of  that  bill 
and  no  one  against  it.  It  was  reported  to  the 
House,  and  there  was  not  a  dissenting  vote  in 
the  House  of  Representatives  when  it  was  passed, 
not  a  dissenting  vote.  It  then  went  to  the  Senate, 
and  because  a  newspaper  in  this  town  (the  Boston 
American),  printed  an  editorial,  last  Monday, 
I  believe  it  was,  in  which  they  said  that  the  com- 
pany was  capitalizing  premiums  and  cutting  a 
melon,    adding    another   burden   that   the   people 
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of  greater  Boston  had  to  bear,  the  chairman  of 
the  committee  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  when 
the  bill  came  there,  stood  up  and  amended  it  by 
striking  from  it  the  Consolidated  Gas  Company, 
the  smaller  one.  But  the  directorates  of  the 
Consolidated  Gas  Company  and  the  Edison  Elec- 
tric Illuminating  Company  dovetail  and  fit  in 
as  closely  together  as  two  perfect  gears  would  fit. 
You  hit  one  and  you  hit  the  other. 

While  the  Consolidated  Gas  Company  is  omitted 
by  that  amendment,  next  year,  in  my  opinion, 
after  the  Edison  company  has  cut  a  melon  and 
subjected  the  people  of  Boston  to  added  tribute 
and  new  burdens  at  the  hands  of  the  electrical 
company,  the  Consolidated  Gas  Company  will 
come  in  nsit  yexr  in  disguise,  with  another  at- 
torney, but  practically  the  same  company,  and 
say,  "Last  year  you  gave  to  the  Edison  company 
this  privilege,  and  you  should  now  be  fair  and 
give  us  the  same  privilege,"  and  they  would  get 
it. 

That  bill  is  still  pending.  Mr.  President,  the 
people  are  lulled  to  sleep.  The  cry  of  Bolshevism, 
anarchy,  and  the  great  unrest  after  the  war,  have 
made  the  average  people  with  families  get  under 
cover,  as  it  were,  and  protect  their  little  interests. 
The  lack  of  employment  keeps  the  average  man 
busy  watching  for  employment,  in  order  that  he 
and  his  may  exist,  and  the  public  are  asleep.  I 
believe  in  municipal  ownership  and  have  for  twenty 
years.  They  have  tried  to  present  all  kinds  of 
arguments  to  me  to  the  effect  that  it  was  a  failure 
and  not  in  the  interest  of  the  people,  but  I  have 
failed  to  see  it.  I  believe  that  when  melons  are 
cut  and  when  special  privileges  are  to  be  granted, 
it  should  be  the  people,  rather  than  a  privileged 
class,  that  receives  them.  I  intend  to  elaborate 
somewhat  on  this  proposition,  members  of  the 
body,  because  I  consider  it  very,  very  important. 
Let  me  cite  for  your  benefit  instances  showing 
that  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company 
has  a  heart  of  steel. 

It  charges  infants,  orphan  asylums,  churches, 
regardless  of  denomination,  the  rich,  the  middle 
class  and  the  poor,  the  full  amount,  including 
the  coal  clause.  It  shows  no  favoritism  in  that 
respect,  always  exacting  its  pound  of  fiesh,  unless 
there  is  some  good  reason  to  the  contrary  in  what 
the  company  considers  its  own  interest.  For 
example,  when  the  Boston  Journal  erected  its 
building  the  plans  were  drawn  so  that  in  the  base- 
ment outlets  and  wires  were  arranged  for,  so  that 
they  could  put  in  a  dynamo  and  generate  their 
own  electricity,  in  order  that  they  might  obtain 
it  at  a  reasonable  rate.  As  soon  as  they  informed 
the  Edison  company,  "We  are  going  to  put  in 
our  own  plant,  and  we  are  going  to  supply  all  the 
people  of  this  block  with  electricity  at  a'  reason- 
able rate  and  a  fair  profit,"  the  company  got  very 
much  interested.  The  Journal  people"  said  that 
they  were  goingacross  the  street,  but  the  company 
said  to  them,  "No,  you  cannot  go  across  thestreet.7 
The  Journal  people  said,  "We  will  go  across 
towards  the  Post  building,  over  in  that  vicinity," 
but  they  were  told,  "No,  you  cannot  do  so." 
They  thought  they  could,  and  they  then  found 
that  there  was  an  act  on  the  statute  books,  put 
there  by  the  Edison  interests,  that  absolutely 
practically  prohilited  anybody  dealing  in  elec- 
tricity or  gas,  from  laying  pipes,  conduit*  or  wires 
under  or  ovf  the  public  streets. 

Take  even  the  ease  cf  City  Hall,  we  were  here 
denied  the  right  to  light  this  building  from  the 
Annex,  where  we  have  a  plant.  But  I  am  getting 
ahead  of  my  story,  gentlemen.  The  Journal 
people  found  out  that  running  from  the  Journal 
building  across  Washington  street  towards  the  Bos- 
ton Post  was  an  abandoned  steam  pipe,  and  they 
told  the  Edison  company,  I  am  informed,  "Un- 
less we  get  a  reasonably  fair  price  from  you  for 
your  commodity  we  will  take  our  electricitj'  from 
the  Post  building  across  the  street,  in  that  way." 
Well,  the  dynamo  and  the  apparatus  never  went 
into  the  Journal  building,  and  I  assume,  I  think 
fairly  so,  that  the  -people  at  the  other  end  of  the 
unused  steam  pipe  got  their  own  price  and  that 
the  people  in  the  Journal  building  got  theirs,  for 
electricity,  from  the  company.  Eut  you  cannot 
find  it  out.  There  is  no  authority  to  "find  it  out. 
They  are  immune.  They  have  more  privileges 
than  any  individuals  or  collection  of  individuals 
or  corporations  in  the  Commonwealth.  They 
are  greater  in  their  power,  in  my  opinion,  than  this 
city  of  Boston  is  as  a  corporation.  We  are  amen- 
able to  the  Legislature,  as  they  are,  but  they  can 
do  business  better  there  than  we  can. 

Now,  coming  back  to  the  question  of  the  light- 


ing of  this  building,  the  story  is  nothing  new  to 
me,  members  of  the  Council.  I  know  these  facts 
and  conditions.  I  knew  about  the  prices  charged, 
minus  the  coal  clause,  for  many  years.  I  got  my 
knowledge  from  a  man  who  has  passed  away, 
who  was  the  proprietor  and  originator  of  the 
Raymond  store.  He  bought  many  years  ago 
the  Suburban  Gas  and  Electric  Light  Plant  out 
in  Roxbury,  when  the  Edison  began  to  get  into 
this  field,  bought  the  plant  and  placed  it  in  a 
building  back  of  his  store,  and  lit  the  whole  block. 
He  started  this  fight.  He  was  going  to  light 
another  block  across  the  street,  and  he  found  that 
because  of  legislation  he  could  not  go  across, 
under  or  over  the  streets,  to  light  the  Boston 
Tavern  opposite,  which  he  could  do  irlore  cheaply 
than  it  was  being  done  by  the  company  and  still 
get  a  reasonable  profit.  I  have  this  from  knowl- 
edge; I  have  the  data,  and  it  is  undisputed.  The 
fact  is,  that  the  company  dominated  and  controlled 
things.  They  have  tremendous  influence  for 
good  or  bad  on  Beacon  Hill.  Back  of  this  build- 
ing here,  before  the  City  Hall  Annex  was  built, 
•when  I  was  a  member  of  the  old  Common  Council 
in  1S9S  and  1899,  there  stood  on  the  site  where 
the  City  Hall  Annex  now  stands,  before  the  Court 
House  was  transferred  to  Pemberton  square, 
and  from  this  building  to  that  was  a  steam  pipe 
by  which  the  old  Court  House  was  heated  from 
tins  building.  When  that  old  building  was  de- 
molished, and  the  Annex  erected,  there  was  a 
generating  plant  placed  in  the  basement  of  the 
Annex,  and  the  Edison  company  attempted  to 
stop  us,  the  city  of  Boston,  from  lighting  this 
building  from  that  dynamo.  But  there  was 
steam  pipe  there.  Its  use  as  a  steam  pipe  was 
abandoned,  but  there  was  no  law  to  stop  the  lay- 
ing of  wires  across  in  that  steam  pipe.  So  they 
put  a  new  steam  pipe  across  from  the  Annex  to 
City  Hall  for  heating  purposes  and  used  the  aban- 
doned steam  pipe  for  a  conduit  to  carry  wires  for 
the  lighting  of  this  building. 

While  the  wiring  here  has  been  arranged  so 
that  the  building  can  be  lighted  by  the  Edison 
company,  the  Edison  company's  juice  will  never 
be  used  here  unless  our  plant  gets  out  of  commis- 
sion. They  kept  quiet  about  that;  they  did 
not  dare  to  put  the  screws  on  to  the  Journal  build- 
ing owners  and  they  did  not  dare  to  do  it  here. 
But  they  have  done  it  in  many  other  places.  Take 
the  Blake  building,  for  instance, — they  built  a 
generating  plant,  similar  to  the  plant  in  the  Journal 
building  and  proposed  to  furnish  light  for  them- 
selves and  for  some  others.  Well,  that  was  never 
used.  It  is  now  nominally  a  sub-station  of  the 
Edison  company,  but  it  is  not  in  use.  It  is  ob- 
solete. The  thing  has  been  tied  up  in  that  way 
so  that  there  will  be  no  competition  here,  in  order 
to  preserve  the  Edison's  lighting  business  in  Bos- 
ton, so  that  the  company  would  have  a  monopoly 
of  the  business. 

Why,  gas  for  heating,  cooking  and  lighting  pur- 
poses, and  electricity  for  heating,  cooking  and 
power  purposes,  are  absolute  necessities  to  a  great 
degree,  as  much  so  as  bread  and  butter  in  the 
average  family.  Still,  they  have  a  monopoly  of 
the  business.  Nobody  blames  them  for  getting 
what  they  can  get,  but  we  should  at  least  criticize 
ourselves  for  permitting  them  to  get  it  in  this  way 
without  a  protest.  I  have  in  my  possession  a 
number  of  bills,  not  entirely  confined  to  Boston, 
but  also  taking  in  Cambridge. 

Here  is  a  bill  of  the  Cambridge  Electric  Light 
Company,  of  S12.71,  with  a  fuel  clause  charge  of 
.0119  per  kilowatt  hour — whatever  that  means; 
it  makes  me  dizzy, — of  S2.75.  You  see,  the  fuel 
charge  over  there  in  Cambridge  is  just  the  same  as 
it  is  here.  The  fact  is,  that  the  thing  is  universal, 
and  this  is  a  thing  that  is  of  extreme  importance 
to  the  entire  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 
The  gas  company  is  equally  as  great  a  pilferer  of 
the  public  purse  as  the  Edison  company,  but  I 
cannot  show  the  coal  clause  in  the  gas  company's 
bill,  for  the  simple  reason  that  they  lump  the 
charge  and  were  permitted  by  the  Public  Utilities 
Board  to  lump  it,  charging  for  so  much  extra  per 
thousand  feet.  But  let  me  show  you  how  the 
thing  works  out,  by  an  illustration.  Just  think 
of  my  own  personal  gas  bill,  and  gas  bills  in  my 
family.  Gentlemen,  this  question  of  increased 
cost  of  electrical  and  gas  lighting  appeals  to  every 
man,  woman  and  child  in  this  city,  or  in  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts.  My  mother  lives 
at  51  Rockland  street.  September  26,  1920,  her 
gas  bill  for  the  month  was  81  cents;  for  the  month 
of  October,  54  cents;  for  the  month  of  November, 
S3. 51 —  an  increase  of  more  than  500  per  cent. 
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They  got  a  right  to  increase  their  price  per  thousand 
from  $1.35  to  $1.40  within  a  month. 

Take  my  own  case.  The  gas  bill  that  I  paid 
November  11,  1920,  was  $3.92;  my  gas  bill  paid 
December  14,  1920,  a  shorter  month,  was  $6.89. 
Fuel  charges  galore!  I  know  that  the  Boston 
Elevated  Bailroad  have  been  and  are  receiving 
their  coal  as  per  contract,  and  have  received  it  for 
several  months  at  a  contract  price  of  S3. 50  per  ton 
at  the  mines,  where  before  they  had  paid  as  high 
as  $17.50  at  some  times.  I  have  a  letter  here 
which  I  will  read.  This  is  from  the  purchasing 
agent  of  one  of  the  biggest  private  business  con- 
cerns in  Greater  Boston. 

February  16,  1921. 

Dear  Sir,— Beferring  to  telephone  conversation 
with  you  this  morning  in  reference  to  the  Edison 
Company  continuing  to  make  an  extra  charge 
under  "Coal  Clause  and  5  per  cent  increase  effective 
July  1st,  1920." 

I  would  be  very  glad  to  get  for  you  all  possible 
data  in  relation  to  the  price  of  coal  since  last 
November,  that  is,  the  few  industrial  concerns 
which  I  know  have  been  getting  coal  shipped  on  . 
contract  price  and  if  these  concerns  have  been 
getting  coal  shipped  on  their  contracts  it  is  very 
evident  that  the  Edison  Electric  Light  Company 
have  not  been  discriminated  against,  thereby 
making  it  necessary  for  them  to  buy  spot  coal,  and 
it  is  about  time  that  this  matter  is  taken  up  with 
the  legislative  committee  and  this  charge  dis- 
continued. 

If  I  can  be  of  any  help  to  you  in  getting  data, 
do  not  hesitate  to  call  on  me  as  an  individual,  but 
as  I  stated  on  the  telephone,  as  a  consumer  I  can 
get  plenty  of  other  consumers  to  follow  if  a  hearing 
is  granted  before  the  Public  Service  Commission. 

That  is,  substantially,  I  am  informed  that  these 
concerns  have  got  their  coal  from  the  middle  of 
last  October  at  the  contract  price  of  $3.50.  Does 
anybody  suggest  for  a  moment  that  the  Edison 
company,  with  their  Burdett  and  with  their 
ability  to  legislate  and  lobby  on  Beacon  Hill, 
where  they  name  the  Committee  on  Light  and 
Power  which  considers  these  bills,  are  being  dis- 
criminated against  by  the  mine  operators?  No, 
of  course  not.  They  are  getting  and  have  got,  in 
my  opinion,  for  at  least  three  or  four  months,  coal 
as  per  contract  price  at  less  than  $3  per  ton  at  the 
mine,  and  still  they  continue  to  rob  the  public. 
That  is  all  it  is.  You  cannot  get  back  at  them. 
The  Public  Utilities  Board  has  no  power  to  compel 
them  to  charge  any  given  price  for  their  com- 
modity. I  don't  think  the  public  has  known  that, 
and  I  am  free  to  confess  that  I  did  not  know  it 
until  Saturday. 

I  am  a  Democrat  in  national  and  state  politics 
and  would  be  in  city  politics  if  I  had  the  oppor- 
tunity. But  their  influence  is  not  confined  to 
any  Darticular  party  on  Beacon  Hill.  I  would 
say,  Coun.  Lane,  that  this  is  no  reflection  on  your 
party.  They  are  able  to  convince  all  of  them, 
any  of  them,  and  if  they  had  any  Socialists  up 
there  they  would  convince  them,  too, — and  they 
have  the  right  kind  of  arguments.  The  Legis- 
lature on  Beacon  Hill  saw  fit  to  belittle  this  body, 
and  1  think  it  is  only  fair  for  me  to  say  that  they 
must  be  blind  or  something  else.  My  order  pro- 
vides, Mr.  President,  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor- 
be  requested  to  instruct  the  City  Auditor  to  with- 
hold payment  of  any  bills  rendered  by  the  Edison 
company  that  include  in  the  bill  a  charge  under 
the  coal  clause,  and  of  course  he  will  do  it.  He 
will  have  to  do  it.  The  public  will  demand  that 
he  do  it,  because  all  the  people  pay  the  electric 
light  bill  that  the  City  of  Boston  pays.  They 
pay  it  in  taxes — not  alone  the  man  who  owns 
real  estate,  but  the  man  who  pays  rent,  who  is 
the  ultimate  payer  of  the  taxes.  It  comes  back 
on  him,  it  comes  back  on  the  man  working  in 
the  ditch,  the  man  working  in  the  factory,  and  he 
does  not  have  a  bank  account.  Those  are  the 
men  who  pay  the  taxes  ultimately. 

Of  course,  the  Mayor  will  issue  the  order  and 
of  course  the  Corporation  Counsel  will  proceed 
forthwith  to  make  the  Edison  company  pay  back 
its  ill-gotten  gains.  The  general  public  have  a 
very  deep  interest  in  this  matter.  I  cannot  act 
for  them,  alone,  i  am  merely  acting  for  them 
as  far  as  1  can,  in  the.  manner  in  which  I  have  a 
right  to  act.  I  am  merely  one  of  the  directors, 
one  of  the  nine— or,  taking  in  the  Mayor,  ten, 
so  that  I  am  ons-tenth  of  this  corporation.  I 
am  sitting  heie  as  a  director,  as  a  director  of 
any  corporation,  the  steel  trust  or  otherwise,, 
would  sit.     The  directors  of  these  great  combines 


of  millions  pass  upon  the  affairs  of  their  organi- 
zations and  say  that  this  or  that  shall  be  done, 
and  we  as  directors  of  this  corporation  have  a 
right  to  try  to  see  that  things  are  done  according 
to  our  views  and  according  to  our  lights. 

I  am  sent  here  to  represent  the  people  of  Boston, 
and  I  am  doing  it.  We  are  all  doing  it,  and  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  must  do  it.  The  order,  under 
the  charter,  only  requests,  but  in  my  words  I 
demand  as  a  member  of  this  body  that  he  forth- 
with do  as  he  is  requested  to  do  in  this  order  and 
that  the  Corporation  Counsel  proceed  along  the 
lines  suggested  in  the  order  as  well. 

Mr.  President,  public  sentiment  will  do  wonder- 
ful things;  public  sentiment  will  overturn  any 
action  when  the  public  sentiment  is  on  the  right 
side.  I  know  of  the  power  of  the  Edison  Electric 
Illuminating  Company,  with  their  tremendous 
influence,  their  great  political  influence,  which 
I  have  had  occasion  to  feel  several  times.  They 
defeated  me  for  this  body  once,  but  only  once. 
They  never  get  back  at  a  man  like  me,  because 
they  cannot  control  me.  I  would  rather  have 
one  of  my  neighbors,  a  rough  and  ready  sort 
of  man,  say  of  me,  "There  is  my  Councilor;  he 
represents  me  pretty  well  and  I  am  satisfied  with 
him,"  than  to  have  the  Edison  or  any  other  cor- 
poration say,  "There  is  Jerry  Watson,  and  we 
own  him."  I  am  glad  to  say  that  I,  like  my 
colleagues  here,  am  representing  the  entire  con- 
stituency of  this  city,  the  entire  electorate.  They 
all  look  alike  to  us.  Labor  and  capital  will  get 
treated  alike,  as  far  as  we  can  do.  We  are  limited 
in  our  power,  and  if  we  had  more  power,  the  city 
would  be  better  off,  but  we  can  at  least  try  to 
do  our  best. 

I  was  informed  by  an  influential  individual 
who  got  the  information  yesterday  from  some  source 
that  I  was  doing  this,  that  my  political  prospects  in 
the  immediate  future  were  in  danger  if  I  went 
too  far.  If  anything  results  from  my  action  today 
that  interferes  with  any  political  future  I  may 
think  I  have  or  want  to  have,  either  little  or 
great,  I  don't  care  a  snap.  I  am  absolutely  satis- 
fied with  my  position  in  this  body.  I  offer  no 
apologies,  Mr.  President,  to  anybody.  In  view 
of  the  fact  that  there  is  to  be  an  Executive  Com- 
mittee, and  in  all  probability  the  chairman  of 
the  committee  will  be  appointed  today,  I  am 
perfectly  willing,  unless  some  member  objects', 
to  refer  these  orders  to  that  committee.  But 
if  there  is  no  objection,  I  would  be  pleased  to  have 
them  passed,  under  suspension  of  the  rule.  How- 
ever, in  view  of  the  fact  that  these  are  matters 
of  great  moment,  I  think  they  should  be  at  least 
considered  by  the  Executive  Committee  and  re- 
ported upon  today,  and  when  reported  I  am  satis- 
fied that  they  will  pass  unanimously. 

Both  orders  were  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee.

Dear  Sir,- — I  have  received  a  communication 
from  Mr.  J.  A.  Schweinfurth,  architect  on  the  pro- 
posed municipal  building,  corner  West  Brookline 
street  and  Shawmut  avenue,  which  will  explain 
itself,  and  I  enclose  same  to  you  for  your  con- 
sideration. 

You  will  observe  that  he  says  that  the  plans  as 
drawn  by  him  contain  909,560  cu.  ft.  and  that 
probably  any  work  along  this  line  will  cost  at  least 
50c  per  cu.  ft.,  making  the  probable  cost  of  the 
building  about  $481,780. 

There  is  a  balance  in  the  appropriation  for  this 
building  in  the  sum  of  $404,359.05,  and  in  order  to 
meet  the  figures  as  estimated  by  the  architect,  it 
would  require  an  additional  appropriation  of 
$77,421,  and  I  respectfully  request  that  a  further 
appropriation  in  the  sum  of  $77,421  be  provided 
to  meet  the  conditions.

Dear  Sir,- — In  accordance  with  your  suggestion, 
I  am  putting  in  writing  my  recent  statement  to  you 
concerning  the  cost  of  the  proposed  municipal 
building,  Ward  12. 

After  having  consulted  all  the  people  the  Mayor 
requested  me  to,  I  find  the  resultant  building, 
using  all  the  possible  means  of  economy  and  sim- 
plification proper  for  such  a  building,  contains 
909,560  cubic  feet.  This  at  fifty  cents  per  cubic 
foot,  the  lowest  figure  which  I  think  probable 
(although  it  may  go  lower)  and  including  archi- 
tect's commission,  would  make  the  building  cost 
about  $481,780.  When  you  take  into  considera- 
tion that  there  is  often  a  variation  of  over  $100,000 
in  the  figures  for  a  building  such  as  this  submitted 
by  contractors  on  their  final  bids,  having  all  the 
detailed  drawings  and  specifications  and  current 
market  prices,  and  also  the  present  condition  of 
the  market,  you  will  see  how  difficult  it  is  for  an 
architect  to  make  anything  more  than  an  approxi- 
mate figure  on  the  cost  of  such  a  building. 

I  have  to  report  that  the  drawings  are  rapidly 
approaching  completion,  and  I  shall  start  the 
specification  soon.

$200,000.  I  prefer  to  procure  the  money  for  the 
construction  of  this  bridge  inside  the  debt  limit, 
and  it  now  seems  possible  to  do  so  by  reducing  the 
total  bond  issue  originally  contemplated  for  High- 
ways, making  of. 

I  recommend  the  immediate  passage  of  the  ac- 
companying orders.

Gentlemen, — I  herewith  transmit  an  order  which 
authorizes  an  exchange  of  rights  in  flats  and  lands, 
owned  respectively  by  the  Commonwealth  and  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  adjacent  to  Marine  Park  in 
the  South  Boston  District,  which  lands  and  flats 
are  described  in  the  accompanying  order. 

As  the  Commonwealth  has  filled  this  land  for 
the  purpose  of  commercial  use,  and  as  it  will  enable 
the  Public  Works  Department  of  the  Common- 
wealth to  further  carry  out  the  development  of 
the  port  and  add  a  large  amount  of  taxable  real 
estate,  and  the  City  of  Boston  is  to  have  certain 
of  its  lands  filled,  and  Pleasure  Bay  is  to  be  dredged 
to  a  depth  satisfactory  to  the  Park  Department, 
without  expense,  I  consider  this  exchange  greatly 
beneficial  to  the  interests  of  the  city,  and  I  heartily 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompanying  order.

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  by  deeds  from  the 
executor  of  and  trustee  under  the  will  of  Benjamin 
Adams,  dated  April  30,  1883,  recorded  with  Suffolk 
Deeds,  Lib.  1595,  pages  395  and  396,  acquired 
title  to  certain  land,  beach  and  flats  on  Q  street, 
now  Farragut  road,  in  the  South  Boston  district, 
extending  easterly  and  northerly  to  low-water 
mark,  "to  be  used  for  the  purposes  of  a  public 
park,"  and  the  said  City  by  a  taking  recorded 
with  said  Deeds,  Lib.  1597,  page  591,  took  the 
said  land,  beach  and  flats  "as  and  for  a  public 
park":    and 

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Park  Commissioners 
of  the  City  of  Boston  by  the  three  following  acts 
was  authorized  to  make  such  excavations  and 
filling  and  erect  and  maintain  such  structures  in 
and  over  the  area  of  tide-water  at  or  near  Dor- 
chester Point,  as  the  Board  may  deem  necessary 
or  desirable  for  the  purposes  of  a  public  park; 
chapter  360  of  the  Acts  of  1885,  covering  the  area 
which  lies  southerly  of  the  northerly  line  of  East 
First  street  extended  easterly  to  Castle  Island  and 
east  of  the  westerly  line  of  Q  street,  extended 
southerly  into  Old  Harbor;  chapter  427,  section  1, 
of  the  Acts  of  1887,  covering  the  area  which  lies 
south  of  a  line  drawn  parallel  to  and  three  hundred 
(300)  feet  northerly  from  the  northerly  line  of  East 
First  street  extended  easterly  to  Castle  Island 
and  easterly  of  the  westerly  line  of  Q  street,  ex- 
tended northerly  to  an  instersection  with  said 
parallel  line  and  southerly  into  Old  Harbor;  and 
chapter  438  of  the  Acts  of  1889,  covering  the  area 
which  lies  east  of  the  westerly  line  of  Q  street  and 
extending  southerly  into  Old  Harbor  and  northerly 
to  the  southerly  line  of  the  Reserve  Channel  as 
established  by  the  Board  of  Harbor  and  Land 
Commissioners  under  chapter  46  of  the  Resolves  of 
1886,  and  south  of  the  said  southerly  line  of  said 
Reserve  Channel.

90,  Resolves  of  1911,  leaving  a  large  area  of  land 
belonging  to  the  Commonwealth  lying  between 
the  two  locations  of  the  southerly  line  of  the  chan- 
nel and  adjacent  to  the  said  land,  beach  and  flats 
owned  by  the  City  of  Boston  for  a  public  park,  and 
whereas  in  order  to  furnish  approaches  to,  and 
properly  develop  this  area  it  is  necessary  to  use  a 
portion  of  the  said  land,  beach  and  flats  which  the 
city  owns  and  was  authorized  to  occupy  for  a 
public  park;    and 

Whereas,  By  agreement  between  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  of  the  said  Commonwealth 
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and  the  Mayor  and  the  Park  Commissioners  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  the  Commonwealth  in  con- 
nection with  the  filling  of  the  area  lying  between 
the  old  and  new  locations  of  the  southerly  line  of 
the  Reserve  Channel  has  in  addition  filled  a  por- 
tion of  the  flats  adjacent  to  the  land  of  the  City  of 
Boston  used  for  a  public  park  with  the  under- 
standing that  a  portion  of  such  area  should  be 
transferred  to  the  Commonwealth  in  order  to  pro- 
vide proper  facilities  for  reaching  and  developing 
the  land  of  the  Commonwealth  which  has  been 
filled;  and,  further,  that  the  Commonwealth  re- 
lease any  interest  it  may  have  in  and  to  all  the 
land,  beach  and  flats  lying  between  Marine  Park 
and  Castle  Island  and  extending  southerly  from 
the  northerly  side  of  the  existing  bridge  that  con- 
nects City  Point  with  the  said  Island;  and  that 
the  Commonwealth  agree  to  perform  certain  acts 
in  regard  to  the  filling  of  these  flats  and  making  a 
beach  running  into  Pleasure  Bay,  and  in  regard  to 
the  location  and  construction  of  a  street  one  hun- 
dred feet  wide,  and  to  restrict  a  certain  area. 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  be  and 
hereby  is  authorized  and  empowered  in  the  name 
and  behalf  of  the  City,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  chanter  748,  of  the  Acts  of  1911,  to  con- 
vey to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  all 
the  right,  title  and  interest  which  the  City  of 
Boston  has  in  and  to  the  land  and  flats  on  the 
easterly  side  of  Farragut  road  in  the  South  Boston 
district,  containing  approximately  forty-nine 
thousand  and  eight  hundred  (49,S00)  square  feet 
of  solid  land,  and  three  hundred  eighty-seven 
thousand  and  one  hundred  eighty-three  (387,183) 
square  feet  of  flats  to  be  devoted  to  commercial 
purposes,  and  forty-one  thousand  (41,000)  square 
feet  of  solid  land  and  one  hundred  forty-eight 
thousand  eight  hundred  seventy  (148,870)  square 
feet  of  flats  over  which  the  Commonwealth  is  to 
construct  a  street  or  way  to  be  used  in  part  for 
commercial  purposes,  all  as  shown  on  a  plan  made 
by  Henry  C.  Mildram,  real  estate  engineer,  dated 
February  14,  1921,  in  exchange  for  a  conveyance 
by  the  said  Commonwealth  of  all  its  rights,  title 
and  interest  in  and  to  the  land  and  flats  lying  be- 
tween Marine  Park,  as  now  filled,  and  Castle 
Island,  and  extending  from  the  southerly  line  of 
the  said  land  and  flats  to  be  released  to  the  Com- 
monwealth southerly  into  Old  Harbor,  and  the 
agreement  by  the  Commonwealth  that  it  will 
complete  the  filling  of  the  flats  from  the  southerly 
line  of  the  flats  to  be  released  to  it  to  the  southerly 
sid?  of  the  existing  bridge  that  connects  City  Point 
with  said  Island,  with  material  dredged  from  the 
harbor,  making  a  beach  sloping  from  the  southerly 
side  of  the  said  bridge  southerly  into  Pleasure 
Bay;  the  beach  being  made  at  such  slope  as  the 
material  will  naturally  assume  when  placed  by  a 
hydraulic  dredge,  the  said  Commonwealth  further 
to  agree  never  to  erect  any  building  or  buildings 
on  the  land  or  flats  owned  by  it  lying  between 
Castle  Island  and  the  red  line  shown  on  said  plan 
and  marked  "Restriction  line,  beyond  which  on  the 
east  side  no  buildings  are  to  be  erected,"  and 
within  a  reasonable  time  to  locate  and  construct 
a  street  or  way  one  hundred  feet  wide  within  the 
premises  to  be  released  to  it  and  along  the  southerly 


line  thereof  extending  from  East  First  street  east- 
erly to  the  line  of  riparian  ownership,  using  a  strip 
twenty-three  (23)  feet  wide  for  the  location  of  two 
standard  gauge  radroad  tracks  to  be  used  for  com- 
mercial purposes,  with  branches  leading  into  the 
areas  on  the  northerly  side  of  said  street,  the 
Commonwealth  to  pave  and  regulate  the  portion 
of  said  street  northerly  of  said  twenty-three  foot 
strip,  and  to  agree  that  the  city  reserve  the  right 
to  develop  that  portion  of  sai  1  street  south  of  said 
strip  for  park  purposes. 

Both  conveyances  and  the  agreements  referred 
to  in  this  order  are  to  be  in  form  satisfactory  to  the 
Law  Department.

APPROPRIATION  BILL 

The  following  was  receive!: 

Office  of  the  Mayor, 
February  28,  1921. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — This  year  the  tax  limit  of  $6.52 
on  the  thousand  for  general  municipal  purposes, 
has  been  raised  by  legislation  to  $11  on  the  thou- 
sand. The  amount  that  can  be  raised  bv  taxes 
within  the  limit  of  Sll  is  S16,790,025.50  to  which 
should  be  added  estimated  income  of  $5,184,000.00 
and  the  surplus  of  S3,S1 7,250.61.  Of  this  sum,  I 
recommend  the  appropriation  of  $23,523,277.58, 
the  total  for  municipal  purposes. 

It  is  to  be  remarked  that  as  predicted,  the  yield 
from  the  tax  limit,  of  $11  on  the  thousand  plus 
estimated  other  income,  falls  far  short  of  the  budget 
requirements.  The  large  surplus  with  which  the 
city  closed  the  last  financial'  year  alone  makes 
possible  the  continuation  of  many  public  services 
with  which  the  citizens  could  ill  dispense. 

This  year  I  plan  to  further  extend  the  motoriza- 
tion of  the  Fire  Department,  such  great  advances 
in  which  have  been  made  during  my  administra- 
tion, and  for  this  purpose  I  am  setting  aside  the 
sum  of  $150,000. 

It  is  evident  that  there  is  a  great  shortage  of 
books  suitable  for  the  branch  libraries  throughout 
the  city,  and  mindful  of  the  importance  of  having 
available  as  large  a  supply  as  possible  for  children 
of  our  city,  I  am  providing  the  sum  of  $100,000  for 
the  purchase  of  new  books. 

Salary  increases  this  year  have  been  granted  only 
in  exceptional  cases  where  I  was  convinced  that 
unless  increases  were  granted  real  injustice  would 
be  done.  I  do  not  believe  that  general  group  in- 
creases are  needed,  for  there  is  every  indication 
that  the  cost  of  living  is  now  on  the  decline,  and  in 
addition,  the  finances  of  the  city  would  not  warrant 
any  such  group  increases. 

Those  increases  which  have  been  granted  are 
intended  to  be  effective  April  1,  in  the  case  both  of 
employees  on  the  monthly  basis,  and  on  the  weekly 
basis.  I  hope  that  the  City  Council  will  be  able 
to  finally  adopt  the  budget  before  that  time.

ments for  loans  issued  for  water  purposes,  be  met 
by  the  income  of  said  works  and  any  excess  over 
income  from  taxes;  that  the  appropriation  for 
City  Record  be  met  by  the  income  from  the  publi- 
cation and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes; 
that  the  other  appropriations  hereinafter  specified 
be  met  out  of  the  money  remaining  in  the  treasury 
at  the  close  of  business  on  January  31,  1921,  ex- 
clusive of  the  money  raised  by  loan  cr  needed  to 
carry  out  the  requirements  of  any  statute,  gift, 
trust  or  special  appropriation,  and  by  the  income 
of  the  financial  year,  beginning  February  1,  1921, 
and  taxes  to  the  amount  of  $22,612,236.33  and 
that  said  amount  be  raised  by  taxation  on  the  polls 
and  estates  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Ordered,  That  all  sums  of  money  which  form  no 
part  of  the  income  of  the  city,  but  shall  be  paid 
for  services  rendered  or  work  done  by  any  depart- 
ment or  division  or  for  any  other  department  or 
division,  or  for  any  person  or  corporation  other 
than  the  City  of  Boston,  be  paid  into  the  general 
treasury,  and  that  all  contributions  made  to  any 
appropriation  be  expended  for  the  objects  and  pur- 
poses directed  by  the  several  contributors  thereof. 

Ordered,  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the  appro- 
priations of  the  city  and  all  taxes  assessed  for 
meeting  the  city's  proportion  of  the  state  tax  of 
the  year  1921,  or  of  any  other  taxes  or  assessments 
payable  to  the  Commonwealth,  be  due  and  payable 
on  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  1921;  that  in- 
terest shall  be  charged  on  all  taxes  remaining  unpaid 
after  the  first  day  of  November,  1921,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  chapter  460  of  the  Acts 
of  1920,  until  paid,  except  the  taxes  assessed  upon 
shares  of  national  banks,  which  shall  bear  interest 
at  the  rate  of  twelve  per  cent  per  annum  from  the 
fifteenth  day  of  October,  1921,  until  paid;  and  that 
all  interest  which  shall  have  become  due  on  taxes 
shall  be  added  to  and  be  part  of  such  taxes. 

Ordered,  That  except  as  the  appropriation  for 
any  purpose  or  item  shall  be  increased  by  addi- 
tional appropriations  or  by  transfers  lawfully  made, 
no  money  shall  be  expended  by  any  department 
for  any  of  the  purposes  or  items  designated  in  the 
tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out  in  excess 
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of  the  amount  set  down  as  appropriated  for  such 
specific  purpose  or  item;  and  except  as  aforesaid, 
no  salaries  or  wages  shall  be  paid  in  excess  of  the 
rates  specified  in  said  tables  and  schedules.

OPPOSITION    TO    SENATE    BILL    NO.     130. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
hereby  requests  the  members  of  the  Massachusetts 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  especially 
the  Boston  members,  to'  use  their  influence  to 
defeat  or  modify  the  provisions  of  Senate  Bill  No. 
130,  entitled  "An  Act  to  Equalize  the  Cash  and 
Share  Capital  of  Certain  Gas  and  Electric  Com- 
panies," so  that  the  interests  of  the  citizens  of 
Boston  and  the  Commonwealth  may  be  properly 
safeguarded. 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Clerk  he  requested  to 
send  an  attested  copy  of  this  resolution  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Massachusetts  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives. 

Coun.  WATSON.  Mr.  President,  I  appreciate 
the  fact  that  I  have  discussed  the  bill  known  as 
Senate  130  on  the  floor  of  this  body  prior  to  today. 
That  was  two  weeks  ago  today,  when  the  City 
Council  with  a  full  attendance  voted,  with  a  roll 
call  of  nine  votes,  to  call  upon  the  Committee  on 
Power  and  Light  at  the  State  House  to  provide 
an  opportunity  for  a  committee  of  five  appointed 


by  you,  sir,  to  protest  against  the  passage  of  that 
bill.  But,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  interests 
back  of  that  measure  worked  with  speed  and 
cunning,  and  without  heart,  the  bill  was  reported 
unanimously  to  the  House  of  Representatives,  and 
was  passed  with  speed  in  that  body  without  a 
dissenting  voice.  It  then  went  to  the  Senate 
and  was  considered  two  weeks  ago  today  by  that 
body.  On  that  very  day  the  Boston  American 
printed  a  strong  editorial  calling  to  the  attention 
of  the  public  the  fact  that  the  bill  to  permit  the 
capitalizing  of  premiums  by  the  public  lighting 
organizations  of  the  Commonwealth  meant  taking 
from  the  people  large  sums  of  money,  and  because 
of  that  editorial  and  because  of  interviews  that  I 
had  prior  to  that  time  with  those  interested  in  the 
public  welfare,  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth, 
I  introduced  that  resolution. 

In  view  of  the  fact,  however,  that  the  committee 
had  reported,  my  order,  passed  unanimously  by 
this  body,  was  without  effect,  and  the  Clerk  of 
Committees  was  so  interviewed  by  letter  of  Mr. 
Coolidge,  the  president  of  the  Senate.  I  have  not 
the  letter  with  me  now,  but  in  substance  it  said 
that  it  was  against  precedent  for  the  Boston  City 
Council  to  be  heard  before  the  Senate,  as  the  com- 
mittee had  already  performed  its  work  and  re- 
ported the  bill.'  I  have  been  working  on  the 
measure  somewhat,  and  on  the  question  I  will 
discuss  today  I  have  gathered  facts  that  Mr. 
Edgar  may  try  to  camouflage  and  discount,  but 
I  assure  you,  gentlemen,  that  he  will  fail  in  his 
objective.  In  consequence  of  the  order  passed 
by  this  body  two  weeks  ago,  and  in  consequence 
of  the  great  publicity  given  to  Senate  Bill  130 
two  weeks  ago  today  by  the  Boston  American 
editorial,  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Power 
and  Light  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  Mr.  Park- 
hurst,  suggested  an  amendment  to  except  the 
Boston  Consolidated  Gas  company  from  the 
benefits  of  the  measure,  and  Senator  Reed  of 
Taunton,  by  reason  of  the  publicity  given  the 
matter,  started  to  make  a  fight  for  the  light- 
consuming  public  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts, 
and  has  been  fighting  since  then  with  his  back 
against  the  wall. 

The  bill  will  be  amended  tomorrow  in  the 
Senate.  I  have  received  from  the  Clerk  of  the 
Senate,  through  the  Clerk  of  Committees,  a  copy 
of  Senate  Bill  130,  with  this  typewriting  at  the 
top:  "This  bill  is  on  the  Senate  calendar  for  Tues- 
day, March  1,  and  is  the  bill  referred  to  in  your 
letter  of  February  15,  as  the  Burdett  bill."  Now, 
gentlemen  of  the  Council,  whenever  there  is  no 
light,  where  there  is  darkness,  filth  and  disease 
will  be  created  and  extended.  Wherever  there  is 
darkness,  and  night,  the  thief  and  highwayman 
do  their  work.  So  it  is  with  the  Edison  Electric 
Illuminating  company  and  the  Consolidated 
Gas  company,  and  practically  all  the  public  ser- 
vice corporations  of  the  Commonwealth  from  the 
Berkshire  Hills  to  Cape  Ann,  and  from  Barnstable 
to  New  Hampshire  line.  They  all  work  in  unison 
and  if  you  hit  one,  you  hit  them  all. 

I  have  been  told  that  1  was  too  vigorous,  and  it 
lias  been  suggested  to  me  (not  to  my  face  but  in 
anonymous  letters  and  in  vague  telephone  calls), 
that  I  can  have  this  and  that  if  I  will  lie  down. 
But,  Mr.  President,  I  do  not  intend  to  be  stopped 
in  my  efforts  to  do  something  for  my  constituents. 
While  I  refer  to  my  efforts,  I  do  not  claim  the 
glory;  I  am  willing  to  divide  the  credit  for  what- 
ever good  comes  from  this  measure  with  my  col- 
leagues. Without  their  assistance  I  would  be 
unable  to  do  any  good,  and  they  are  entitled  to 
the  credit  as  well  as  myself.  I,  as  the  father  of 
the  legislation,  gladly  publicly  pay  tribute  to  them 
for  their  unanimous  vote  for  the  order  of  two  weeks 
ago  today.  I  must  also  give  credit  and  show  my 
appreciation  by  my  statement,  to  the  press  for 
having  let  the  light  of  day,  the  light  of  publicity 
in  on  this  attempt  of  the  lighting  interests  to  rob 
the  public  of  Massachusetts,  not  alone  Boston. 

When  the  Edison  company  robs  the  electric 
light  consumer,  and  when  the  Cambridge  Gas 
Light  Company  robs  the  consumer  of  gas,  when 
thev  rob  you  and  me,  people  generally  who  use  gas 
and  electricity,  they  affect  the  high  cost  of  living, 
because  when  the  storekeeper  pays  that  tribute  to 
the  Edison  company  and  to  the  gas  company  it  is 
added  on  your  meat  bill  and  mine,  it  is  added  on  to 
our  grocery  bills,  is  added  on  to  our  rent  bills,  and 
ultimately  the  ordinary  toiler,  the  laborer,  pays  for 
the  burden  brought  about  by  the  increased  cost,  of 
lighting  because  of  the  pilfering  of  the  public  bv  the 
Edison  and  kindred  interests.  Oh,  they  do'hate 
the  light!     If  it  were  not  for  the  press.   Sherman 
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Whipple,  Channing  Cox,  President  Harding,  might 
stand  here  and  in  Washington  and  point  their 
fingers  at  these  companies,  at  these  thieving  cor- 
porations, day  in  and  day  out,  and  the  corpora- 
tions would  still  continue  their  pilfering.  But  as 
soon  as  the  light  of  publicity  is  shed  on  these  things, 
as  soon  as  the  public  read  in  the  columns  of  the 
papers,  the  Boston  and  the  metropolitan  papers 
we  have  here,  about  these  doings,  the  officials  of  the 
corporations  then  begin  to  shiver. 

I  must  digress  a  moment,  Mr.  President  and 
gentlemen  of  the  Council,  and  bring  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  members  of  this  body,  and  the  press  as 
well,  one  matter  that  is  interesting.  Mr.  Edgar 
has  suddenly  become  deaf,  dumb  and  blind,  con- 
cerning the  coal  charges,  since  I  produced  my 
figures  concerning  the  great  drop  in  the  price  of 
coal.  But  he  was  interviewed,  at  the  time  when 
the  thing  came  out  in  the  American,  and  said  that 
there  was  no  coal-plus  charge  of  §90,000  in  con- 
nection with  the  street  lighting  bills  here. 

Mr.  President,  I  had  never  uttered  one  word 
relative  to  the  street  lighting  contract,  but  a  news- 
paper man  had  an  interview  with  him  and  he  told 
him  that.  Well,  that  is  interesting,  because  behind 
closed  doors  here  we  were  told  by  an  attorney  that, 
following  the  action  of  the  Edison  company,  con- 
cerning the  ordinary  consumers,  the  city  would 
probably  be  obliged  to  pay  S90.000  more  to  the 
Edison  company  because  of  our  contract  for  street 
lighting.  But  Mr.  Edgar  in  his  interview  said 
that  the  city  would  not  have  to  pay  that,  and  sud- 
denly Mr.  Edgar  was  called  away  on  the  matter 
and  has  become  deaf,  dumb  and  blind.  We  have 
not  since  heard  a  word  from  him.  He  referred  to 
that  matter  in  that  way,  although  I  had  not  men- 
tioned it  on  the  floor  of  the  Council.  So  it  may 
now  be  seen  that,  even  with  our  limited  functions, 
if  Mr.  Edgar  will  keep  his  word  publicly  given,  as 
shown  by  the  quotation  in  the  Boston  American, 
there  will  be  no  coal  charges  in  connection  with  the 
contract  for  street  lighting,  and  we  will  thereby 
have  saved  at  least  890,000  for  the  vear  1919  anil 
at  least  $100,000  for  the  year  1920.  He  is  now 
saying  no  more;  he  put  his  foot  in  it.  I  did  not 
before  the  meeting  today  say  anything  about  the 
S90.000  in  connection  with  street  lighting,  but  we 
will  take  his  word  for  the  situation  there,  and  will 
take  it  for  granted  that  there  will  be  no  claim 
against  the  city  for  it  unless  the  banking  interests 
make  him  claim  that  the  papers  misquoted  him, 
which  is  a  very  common  duck  for  those  gentlemen 
to  make. 

Might  I  be  permitted  to  bring  to  the  attention 
of  the  members  of  the  Council  the  difference  in 
price  of  electricity  sold  by  a  manufacturer  of  elec- 
tricity in  Boston  to  one  of  our  public  buildings, 
and  these  prices  charged  by  the  Edison  company? 
Through  the  instrumentality  of  myself,  using  a 
little  of  my  influence  and  effort  as  a  member  of  the 
body,  in  the  time  of  the  late  John  Quinn  as  sheriff, 
I  got  after  the  Edison  company,  and  as  a  result 
a  contract  was  made  up  there  at  the  Court  House 
for  five  years,  which  I  understand  has  been  re- 
newed since,  in  1919,  with  the  Old  Colony  Real 
Estate  Trust  Company,  of  39  Somerset  street, 
where  they  have  a  dynamo  and  generate  their  own 
electricity  and  also  light  the  Court  House  night 
and  day.  I  have  in  my  hand  a  bill  rendered  by  the 
Old  Colony  Real  Estate  Trust  Company  to  the  City 
of  Boston  for  electric  service  at  the  County  Court 
House,  and  the  total  bill,  from  October  30  to 
November  30,  1920,  is  S772.  It  appears  to  have 
been  furnished  at  the  rate  of  5}4  cents  per  kilowatt 
hour,  or  one-half  of  the  amount  that  the  Edison 
company  is  charging  for  lighting  our  public  build- 
ings, court  houses,  and  other  buildings  that  are  lit 
by  them.  At  the  South  Boston  Court  House  they 
are  charging  11  cents.  Why  that  great  difference? 
Why  such  a  difference  in  price?  Who  is  getting 
it  all?  Furthermore,  the  Old  Colony  Real  Estate 
Company,  39  Somerset  street,  buys  some  of  its 
juice  that  it  sells  to  the  Court  House  from  the 
Edison  company,  a  fact  that  cannot  be  contro- 
verted or  denied. 

Let  me  read  for  the  benefit  of  the  members  a  bill 
against  a  big  corporation.  For  the  reason  that 
the  official  in  charge  has  not  been  given  an  O.K., 
or  the  right,  as  he  says,  to  go  ahead  wide  open 
with  the  expose,  I  will  withhold  the  name  of  the 
company.  From  December  21,  1920,  to  January 
21,  1921,  this  concern's  total  bill  for  electric  power 
was  $4,278,  and  the  charges  under  the  coal  clause 
$2,068,  or  50  per  cent,  in  the  bill  for  the  month  of 
January.  They  then  began  to  curtail  in  the  use  of 
electricity,  because  the  fountainhead  of  that  cor- 


poration said,  "Your  bill  is  higher  than  you  said  it 
was  going  to  be,  and  we  will  cut  it  down,"  and  they 
cut  it  down.  For  the  next  month,  January  29  to 
February  19,  it  totalled  $2,482,  and  the  charge 
under  the  coal  clause  was  $1,110,  the  figures  rela- 
tively being  50  per  cent  or  100  per  cent,  accord- 
ing to  the  way  that  you  figure.  This  was  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  in  November,  1920,  the 
finest  New  River  coal,  best  quality  coal,  could  be 
purchased  at  the  mine  for  $6  a  ton,  in  December, 
1920,  for  $5.50  a  ton,  and  in  January,  1921,  for  $4 
a  ton,  and  today  you  can  buy  all  the  New  River 
coal  you  want  at  the  mines,  per  long  ton,  for  S2.64 
per  ton.  Naturally,  with  the  decrease  in  the  cost 
of  coal,  the  cost  of  electricity  or  any  commodity 
should  be  lowered.  But  no, — these  thieving, 
powerful,  arrogant  corporations  continue  to  bleed 
the  very  babies  on  the  street,  for  whom  their 
mothers  perhaps  have  to  buy  adulterated  milk  to 
meet  the  size  of  their  purse,  and  they  have  to  pay 
an  increased  price  for  their  food  all  along  the  line, 
and  for  their  housing,  because  of  the  increased  cost 
of  lighting. 

That  docs  not  mean  that  all  the  high  cost  of 
living  can  be  attributed  to  the  Edison  company 
and  the  Consolidated  Gas  company,  but  when  you 
have  an  accumulation  of  prices  charged  by  the 
street  railways,  lighting  companies  and  all  these 
other  corporations,  and  add  them  together,  you 
find  that  the  cost  of  living  has  been  very  largely 
increased  in  the  last  four  years  because  of  the  action 
of  these  great  big  pilfering  corporations  like  the 
Edison  and  the  Consolidated.  I  have  in  my 
hand  a  copy  in  typewriting  from  the  Edison  com- 
pany's information  blank.  How  do  they  arrive 
at  their  price  of  coal  under  the  coal  clause?  They 
say  here  at  the  bottom,  No.  11,  "difference  upon 
which  kilowatt  hour  charge  is  to  be  based,  11.234." 
Do  they  pay  $9  a  ton  for  transporting  their  New 
River  coal  from  the  mines  to  tidewater  and  from 
tidewater  here?  No,  they  don't,  and  they  know 
it.  They  are  lying.  I  might  use  a  more  polite 
term,  but  that  suits  my  purpose  much  better. 
They  believe  that  they  are  authorized,  definitely 
appointed  to  do  as  they  please  with  the  ordinary 
man.  They  do  not  pilfer  from  those  who  cannot 
get  back  at  them,  but  they  pilfer  you,  sir  (Coun. 
Lane),  who  live  on  Beacon  street;  they  pilfer 
from  the  big  users  of  electricity;  they  pilfer  from 
everyone,  and  they  believe,  like  President  Baer, 
of  the  Reading  Coal  Company,  that  they  are 
ordained  or  definitely  appointed  by  God  to  do 
what  they  do.  We  know  that  Baer  said  prac- 
tically that  some  years  ago,  in  connection  with  the 
coal  mining  proposition,  when  coal  was  so  scarce. 
They  have  become  so  arrogant  that  you  might  be 
their  slave  for  364  days  in  the  year,  and  if  you  fell 
down  the  365th  day  they  would  put  somebody  in 
your  place,  and  after  you  were  prostrate  drive 
their  heels  into  your  neck  and  stop  your  very 
existence. 

I  know  them.'  They  have  never  had  me;  they 
have  never  used  me.  Since  my  advent  into 
politics  I  have  been  radical  and,  some  say,  too 
hot  headed.  But  I  have  remained  in  the  same 
road.  I  would  like  to  have  people  say,  when  I 
am  dead,  "There  he  lies;  he  was  all  right,  averagely 
honest,"  rather  than  have  them  say,  "Well,  he 
left  a  lot  of  money,  and  how  did  he  get  it?  " 

I  am  going  to  close  shortly,  but  I  want  to  say 
this  in  conclusion,  or  near  conclusion,  rather,  that 
during  last  year  the  Legislature,  those  in  corpora- 
tion control,  wanted  to  amend  the  charter,  and 
the  father  of  the  bill  or  the  greatest  sponsor  was 
Martin  Hays  of  Boston — Rep.  Hays,  former  Sen- 
ator Hays,  and  always  on  Public  Lighting  until 
now.  And,  by  the  way,  Public  Lighting  was  the 
old  name  of  the  committee.  It  has  been  changed 
to  "Power  and  Light."  Power  is  right.  Their 
power  is  supreme  on  Beacon  Hill,  and  the  fountain- 
head  or  source  of  the  supply  of  power  does  not 
stop  at  Mr.  Edgar  or  the  directors  of  the  Edison 
company.  It  goes  a  step  farther.  Kidder,  Pea- 
body,  Lee,  Higginson,  Hornblower  &  Weeks,  and 
the  moneyed  interests  in  State  street  are  the 
fathers  of  all  this  kind  of  legislation.  Mr.  Edgar 
is  merely  a  puppet  in  the  hands  of  the  great 
financial  interests,  who  can  close  banks  and  ruin 
business  men  in  order  to  satisfy  their  greed  for 
power  and  to  get  back  at  somebody  who  has 
offended  them. 

Thank  God,  I  haven't  any  great  wealth.  They 
cannot  shut  me  up.  They  can  close  all  the  banks 
in  Boston  and  they  won't  affect  my  financial  credit 
or  financial  standing — through  no  fault  of  my  own. 
They  can  close  up  all  the  banks,  and  it  won't 
affect  me  a  particle.     They  cannot  take  away  from

me  my  health  or  my  convictions,  or  even  this 
office  here,  without  the  consent  of  the  people  of 
Boston.  And  I  don't  care  that  for  them  (snapping 
his  fingers).  1  don't  mind  if  I  am  called  up  on  the 
phone  and  told,  "You  are  a  sucker,  Jerry.  You 
are  kicking  over  the  beans  for  the  presidency  of 
the  Council."  I  said,  "  To  hell  with  the  presidency 
of  the  Council.  I  want  to  go  through  with  what 
I  consider  right  and  proper."  And,  whoever  tele- 
phones me — and  I  don't  know  who  they  are — it 
makes  no  difference  in  my  stand.  It  may  be  one 
of  those  funny  fellows,  may  be  some  joker,  I  don't 
know. 

Then  there  are  the  letters  I  am  receiving,  signed 
by  stockholders.  Some  say,  "Go  to  it,"  and  give 
me  a  lot  of  data.  A  man  came  to  my  house  yes- 
terday and  before  he  came  he  called  me  up  on  the 
telephone  and  asked  if  I  was  in.  He  said,  "I  am 
down  at  the  corner  of  Dudley  street,  and  if  there 
is  nobody  there  I  will  come  up."  And  he  gave 
me  information  concerning  the  Edison  and  the 
Consolidated  companies  that  would  open  your 
eyes.  I  suppose  if  it  got  out  there  would  be  some 
jobs  in  the  Edison  company  that  would  go  flooey. 

Now,  Mr.  Hays  put  a  bill  into  the  Legislature 
that  would  have  put  out  of  office  the  nine  members 
of  this  body  who  sat  here  in  1920.  He  wasn't 
going  to  give  any  chance  to  pack  up  our  grips, 
even.  Of  course,  the  publio  generally  are  not 
pleased  with  the  charter,  but  I  believe  they  recog- 
nize the  fact  that  in  this  body  there  are  you,  Mr. 
President,  as  well  as  the  rest  of  us,  who  are  an 
averagely  honest,  capable  set  of  members,  and  in 
their  wisdom  they  defeated  the  measure.  That 
gentleman.  Hays,  and  his  cohorts,  Democrats  and 
Republicans  on  Beacon  Hill  alike,  pointed  to  us 
as  being  out  of  touch  with  the  people.  We  may 
be  as  far  as  non-essentials  are  concerned,  but  on 
real  fundamentals,  where  the  public  is  affected,  I 
believe  the  City  Council  of  today  will  average  up 
well  with  any  governing  body  in  Massachusetts 
or  in  the  United  States  at  the  present  time  or  for 
many  years  past.  Mr.  Hays  and  his  friends  said 
that  we  were  out  of  touch  with  the  people,  that 
we  were  elected  at  large  and  arrogant,  and  they 
wanted  district  councilors.  No,  Mr.  President, 
we  are  not  arrogant  and  we  are  not  out  of  touch 
with  the  people.  We  are  here  on  the  job,  and  you 
can  find  us  here.  You  don't  have  to  send  a  card 
to  our  offices  in  order  to  have  an  opportunity  to 
see  us.     We  are  here. 

It  is  not  so  with  that  gentleman.  He  is  per- 
mitting the  Edison  company  to  put  its  hands  into 
the  public  pockets  and  draw  money  from  it  with- 
out a  protest,  and  also  from  his  pockets,  because 
it  affects  everybody  in  the  Commonwealth  who 
burns  electricity.  But  there  may  be  a  balance  for 
his  charges  that  I  know  nothing  about.  As  far 
as  the  Legislature  is  concerned,  here  is  an  oppor- 
tunity for  the  members  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  Massachusetts  and  the  members  of 
the  Senate  of  Massachusetts,  elected  by  the  people 
from  their  respective  districts  for  two  years, 
beginning  January,  1921,  to  do  something  for  their 
constituents,  and  I  believe  they  will  do  it.  I 
believe  the  preponderance  of  the  members  up 
there,  if  they  know  the  situation,  want  to  do  the 
right  thing.  There  is  being  a  good  deal  of  inquiry 
made  concerning  this  measure.  I  have  not  en- 
tered into  any  technical  discussion  of  this  measure, 
but  there  are  amendments  on  the  calendar,  and 
tomorrow  is  the  day,  and  in  order  that  this  order 
may  have  some  effect  or  force  I  respectfully  ask 
a  suspension  of  the  rule  that  it  may  go  upon  its 
passage  at  this  time. 

The  rule  was  suspended,  and  Coun.  Watson 
asked  for  a  roll  call  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  WATSON.  Mr.  President,  before  the 
roll  call  is  taken  I  desire  to  say  that  Coun.  FORD 
would  desire  to  be  recorded  as  voting  in  the  affirm- 
ative upon  the  measure. 

The  order  was  passed,  yeas  8,  nays  none,  Coun. 
Ford  being  temporarily  absent. 


MILITARY   COMPENSATION,   COUNTY 
EMPLOYEES. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY  offered  an  order— That 
chapter  38  of  the  Acts  of  1921,  entitled  "An  Act 
to  Authorize  Counties  to  Pay  their  Employees 
who  Served  in  the  World  War  the  Difference  be- 
tween their  Military  and  their  County  Compensa- 
tion"— be  and  the  same  hereby  is  accepted. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


RECEIPTS  OF  MONEY  FOR  POLICE. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY  offered  an  order — That  the 
Police  Commissioner  be  hereby  requested  to  ob- 
tain, if  possible,  from  the  persons  in  control  of  the 
fund  contributed  for  the  benefit  of  the  members 
of  the  Police  Department  who  remained  on  duty 
during  the  police  strike,  a  statement  of  the  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures  and  of  their  intentions  as 
to  the  disposal  of  the  balance  on  hand,  and  transmit 
the  same  to  the  City  Council. 

Passed,  under  a  suspension  of  the  rule. 


HEATING  OF  FANEUIL  HALL.

Coun.  WATSON.  Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  know  if  the  gentleman  is  aware  of  the  fact  that 
Coun.  Ford  has  left  the  hall,  not  expecting  that 
there  would  be  another  vote?  If  the  gentleman 
presses  his  motion  I  have  no  objection. 

Coun.  MORIARTY.  Mr.  President,  I  am 
not  responsible  for  men  leaving  the  hall,  and  am 
not  responsible  for  what  any  man  may  do. 

Coun,  WATSON.  Then,  Mr.  President,  I 
second  the  motion  that  we  proceed  to  another 
ballot. 

The  motion  was  carried,  with  the  following 
result:

RECESS  TAKEN. 

The  Council  voted  at  3.21  p.  m.,  on  motion  of 
Coun.  BRICKLEY,  to  take  a  recess  subject  to 
the  call  of  the  President. 

The  members  of  the  Council  reassembled  in  the 
Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  by  the  President 
at  5.08  p.  m. 


EXECUTIVE. 

Coun.  WATSON,  for  the  Executive  Committee, 
submitted  the  following,  viz.: 

1.  Report  on  petition  of  Timothy  Sughrue 
(referred  today),  to  be  retired  under  the  provisions 
of  chapter  765,  Acts  of  1914,  recommending  the 
passage  of  the  following,  viz.: 

Ordered,  That  the  Retirement  Board  for  Labor- 
ers be  hereby  authorized  and  requested  to  retire, 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  765  of  the  Acts  of 
1914,  as  amended  by  chapter  63  of  the  Special 
Acts  of  1915,  Timothy  Sughrue,  employed  in 
the  labor  service  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  the 
Public  Works  Department. 

Report  accepted;  order  passed. 

2.  Report  on  order  (referred  today),  that  the 
election  commissioners  establish  registration  places 
for  women  voters — that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order  as  reported  by  the  com- 
mittee. 

Coun.  WATSON.  Mr.  President,  in  order  that 
there  may  be  no  misunderstanding  concerning  my 
position  on  this  order  I  desire  to  repeat  what  I  said 
in  Executive  Committee,  of  which  there  will  be  no 
record,  of  course,  but  there  will  be  a  record  of  my 
remarks  here,  and  they  will  be  substantially  the 
same.  According  to  Coun.  Hagan,  this  order  is 
introduced  at  the  request  of  the  chairman  of  the 
Democratic  City  Committee.  We  sent  for  the 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners. 
He  informed  us  that  it  would  be  out  of  the  question 
to  start  registering  either  men  or  women  until 
after  the  police  list  had  been  completed,  and  that 
generally  that  does  not  come  to  the  Commissioners 
until  about  September.  I  then  raised  the  question 
of  the  necessity  of  the  order,  and  I  think  the  chair- 
man of  the  Election  Board  agreed  that  there  was  no 
necessity.  However,  the  matter  was  pressed  by 
the  introducer  of  the  order,  Coun.  Hagan,  and  I 
then  raised  the  question  that,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  women  had  equal  rights  with  the  men  in 
the  matter  of  voting,  through  suffrage,  they  should 
not  be  given  any  special  privileges.  I  said  that 
in  the  Executive  Committee,  in  the  presence  of 
representatives  of  the  League  of  Women  Voters, 
one  of  the  ladies  present  being  the  secretary,  I 
believe.  In  order  that  there  may  be  no  mistake 
concerning  my  position,  I  will  say  now  that  when 
the  women  were  granted  equal  suffrage  by  ratifica- 
tion of  a  sufficient  number  of  states  and  by  the 
national  government,  they  then  accepted,  as  I 
believe  they  willingly  and  properly  accept,  the 
same  responsibilities  and  rights  as  men,  no  more 
and  no  less.  I  then  moved  in  executive  committee, 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  introducer  of  the  order 
desired  that  it  be  passed,  because,  as  he  said,  it 
was  harmless  in  effect,  in  order  that  we  might  not 
be  made  ridiculous,  to  amend  it  by  striking  out 
the  word  "women"  in  order  that  it  might  apply  to 
"voters."  The  order  as  recommended  by  the  com- 
mittee, as  reported  favorably  by  them,  reads  "That 
the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners  be  requested 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  establish  regis- 
tration places  in  sufficient  numbers  in  the  various 
wards  of  the  city  to  permit  the  women  voters  to 
enroll  on  the  voting  list  for  the  coming  municipal 
election."  I  say  now  that  it  is  ridiculous  to  pass 
the  order  in  that  form,  having  it  apply  only  to 
women.  It  is  the  most  ridiculous  order,  as  recom- 
mended to  this  body  by  the  Executive  Committee, 
that  I  have  read,  and  I  have  read  some  ridiculous 
orders  and  perhaps  have  introduced  some.  I  will 
leave  it  toany  member  of  the  Council  except  the 
acting  chairman  if  this  is  not  the  most  ridiculous 
order  he  ever  read,  and  I  think  the  members  will 
agree  with  me.  I  move,  therefore,  in  order  that 
we  may  be  seriously  considered  at  this  particular 
time  as  trying  to  do  some  good  for  the  voters,  that 
we  strike  the  word  "women"  out  of  the  order. 

The  amendment  was  declared  rejected.  Coun. 
Watson  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  the  yeas 
and  nays.  The  amendment  was  rejected,  yeas, 
four,    nays   five. 

Yeas — Coun.  Brickley,  Donoghue,  Lane,  Wat- 
son, 4.

Gentlemen, —  I  am  in  receipt  of  a  copy  of  your 
request  that  the  Police  Commissioner  obtain  from 
those  in  control  of  the  funds  contributed  for  the 
benefit  of  the  members  of  the  Police  Department 
who  remained  on  duty  in  September  of  1919,  a 
statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  and  also 
a  statement  as  to  what  the  trustees  intend  to  do 
with   the   balance. 

I  respectfully  advise  your  honorable  body  that 
the  fund  is  in  the  hands  of  a  board  of  trustees  con- 
sisting of  the  following:  Henry  Parkman,  Boston; 
Thomas  J.  Kenny,  Boston;  Wilmot  R.  Evans, 
Boston;  Harry  G.  Stoddard,  Worcester;  H.  H. 
Bowman,  Springfield.  I  further  advise  your 
honorable  body  that  according  to  the  call  for  funds, 
published  in  the  newspapers  in  September  of  1919, 
the  fund  was  to  be  disbursed  to: 

1.  The  members  of  the  police  force  of  Boston 
who  have  remained  loyal  during  the  present  crisis 
and  future  appointees,  and  the  dependents  of  both 
in  every  case  with  the  approbation  of  the  Com- 
missioner. 


2.  The  military  and  naval  force  of  the  Com- 
monwealth and  their  dependents. 

3.  Any  organization  ministering  to  the  wel- 
fare of,  or  any  members  or  their  dependents  in, 
any  force  or  organization  providing  for  the  public 
security  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  any  balance  of 
said  fund  to  be  distributed  in  the  absolute  discre- 
tion of  the  trustees.

REGULATION  OF  PUBLIC  AMUSEMENTS. 
Coun.  LANE  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  hereby  protests  against  the  passage  of  the 
proposed  legislation  founded  on  House  Bill  No. 
807,  transferring  from  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Boston  to  the  Licensing  Board  appointed  by  the 
Governor,  the  regulation  of  public  amusements, 
public  entertainments  and  public  halls  in  the  City 
of  Boston,  believing  such  legislation  to  be  an  un- 
warranted interference  with  the  municipal  func- 
tions of  the  city,  an  additional  and  uncalled  for 
expense  to  the  tax-payers,  and  an  attempt  to  per- 
petuate a  body  whose  principal  function  has  been 
eliminated  and  which  should  be  abolished.

"The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 
In  the  year  1921. 
An  Act  to  Simplify  and  Make  Uniform  the  Mak- 
ing of  Rules  and  the  Granting  of  Licenses  and 
Permits  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by 
the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows: 

All  existing  powers,  in  whatever  officers,  coun- 
cils, bodies,  boards,  or  persons,  other  than  the 
general  court  and  the  judicial  courts  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, they  may  be  vested,  to  license  persons 
or  premises,  to  grant  permits  for,  or  to  regulate 
and  to  make  rules  governing  the  business  and 
conduct  of  public  amusements,  public  entertain- 
ments and  public  halls  in  the  City  of  Boston,  are 
hereby  transferred  to  and  vested  in  the  Licensing 
Board  of  the  City  of  Boston." 

Now,  Mr.  President,  it  seems  to  me  that  the 
State  or  the  Legislature  is  doing  everything  it  can 
to  take  all  the  power  away  from  the  City  of  Boston. 

This  bill  or  a  similar  bill  was  up  last  year  and 
was  defeated  — ■  or,  in  other  words,  was  referred  to 
the  next  General  Court,  and  it  has  been  taken  from 
the  files  of  last  year,  although  up  to  the  present 
time  no  publicity  has  been  given  to  it,  reported 
favorably  to  the  House,  has  taken  three  readings, 
and  only  the  Senate  and  his  Excellency  the  Gov- 
ernor now  stand  in  the  way  of  its  becoming  a 
statute.  I  am  sure  we  are  all  agreed  that  the 
licensing  power  of  the  Mayor's  office  has  been 
properly  conducted  under  Mr.  Casey.  There  has 
been  no  complaint  and  there  is  no  reason  why  this 
power  should  now  go  to  a  Licensing  Board  appointed 
by  the  Governor,  except  that  the  Legislature  feel 
that  the  Licensing  Board  is  about  to  be  abolished, 
that  by  reason  thereof  two  or  three  men  will 
be  thrown  out  of  employment,  and  that  they 
can  be  kept  in  their  jobs  in  this  way.  The  Licens- 
ing Board  today  costs  the  City  of  Boston  875,000 
to  $100,000  to  maintain.  -  At  the  present  time 
no  license  fees  are  being  received  from  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors,  and  so  these  men  are  sitting 
there  drawing  their  salaries  and  performing  little 
work.  In  order  to  keep  them  in  their  jobs  it  is 
proposed  to  take  away  this  power  from  the  Mayor's 
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office  and  give  it  to  that  Board.  I  would  move 
a  suspension  of  the  rule  that  the  resolution  may  go 
on  its  passage  at  the  present  time. 

Coun.  FORD.  Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  have  the  Councilor  withdraw  the  motion  to 
suspend  the  rule  upon  the  ground  that  I  have 
simply  looked  at  the  resolution  and  know  very 
little  about  it.  Without  having  more  time  to 
consider  it,  if  I  should  be  pressed  to  vote  at  the 
present  time,  I  would  have  to  vote  "No,"  simply 
to  protect  myself,  not  having  the  knowledge  of 
the  matter  that  I  would  desire.  I  think,  with  the 
gentleman's  permission,  that  I  would  like  to  have 
it  go  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  LANE.  I  would  be  very  glad  to  have 
it  go  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  have  it 
acted  on  in  executive  session.  I  merely  asked 
suspension  of  the  rule  that  it  might  be  passed 
today,  but  if  the  Council  would  like  to  act  upon  it 
today  in   executive  session   I   have  no   objection. 

The  motion  to  suspend  the  rule  was  withdrawn, 
and  the  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 


PAYMENT  TO  MRS.  CULLEN. 

Coun.  MCLAUGHLIN  offered  an  order  — 
That  chapter  76  of  the  Acts  of  1921,  entitled  "An 
Act  Authorizing  the  City  of  Boston  to  Pay  a 
Sum  of  Money  to  the  Widow  of  John  F.  Cullen," 
be  and  the  same  hereby  is  accepted. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


Coun.  McLAUGHLIN  offered  an  order  — 
That,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  76  of  the 
Acts  of  1921,  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to  Bridget 
M.  Cullen,  widow  of  John  F.  Cullen,  late  an  em- 
ployee of  the  Public  Works  Department,  the  sum 
of  nine  hundred  and  ninety  dollars  and  fifty- 
three  cents,  being  the  sum  which  he  would  have 
received  had  he  lived  and  served  in  said  capacity 
for  the  remainder  of  the  current  year;  said  sum 
to  be  charged  to  the  Reserve  Fund. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


REDUCTION  IN  GAS  PRICE. 
Coun.  WATSON  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  direct  the  Corporation  Counsel  to 
appear  forthwith  before  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Utilities  and  request  a  reduction  in  the  price 
of  electricity  and  gas  for  the  people  of  Boston, 
as  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  City  Council  that  a 
reduction  should  be  made. 


Coun.  WATSON.  Mr.  President,  I  owe  the 
members  of  the  Council  something  of  an  apology 
for  talking  at  this  time,  at  four  consecutive  meet- 
ings, on  the  prices  of  electricity  and  gas  in  the  city 
of  Boston;  but  if  anything  is  to  be  accomplished  in 
the  way  of  loosening  the  control  upon  the  people  of 
Boston  by  the  Edison  company  and  the  Boston 
Consolidated  Gas  Company,  publicity,  through 
continued  assaults,  attacks  and  argument,  must  be 
had.  This  explains  my  attitude  in  introducing  the 
order  I  have  introduced  today,  in  connection  with 
which  I  propose  to  discuss  at  length  the  Edison 
Illuminating  Company,  its  methods,  its  stock- 
holders, and  the  same  thing  concerning  the  Boston 
Consolidated  Gas  Company.  Four  weeks  have 
elapsed  since  the  Edison  company  was  exposed  on 
the  floor  of  this  body  by  myself,  and  the  order  passed 
that  day  was  passed  unanimously  by  myself  and  my 
eight  colleagues.  My  charges  then  concerning  ex- 
tortion and  what  might  perhaps  be  called  by  those 
who  are  more  conservative  the  colossal  profiteerng 
known  as  coal  charges  were  then  set  forth.  Even 
though  the  price  of  coal  has  been  reduced,  the  arro- 
gant powers  that  control  the  company  refuse  to 
stop  charging  the  customers  under  this  infamous 
method,  or  even  to  reduce  the  price.  Not  alone  are 
they  continuing  extortion  in  the  manner  that  I 
have  suggested,  but  they  have  the  audacity  to  at- 
tempt to  put  through  the  Legislature  a  well  pre- 
arranged plan  to  bleed  the  public  under  Senate  Bill 
No.  314,  which  is  Senate  No.  130  amended  to  suit 
their  designs.  This  bill,  Senate  No.  130,  has  in  it 
what  is  called  a  preamble,  but  what  is  designated 
as  an  emergency  clause  which  may  be  used  in  time 
of  stress,  danger  or  trouble,  the  Legislature  being 
enabled  by  that  means  to  pass  a  bill  which  can  be 


signed  by  the  Governor  and  become  operative  at 
once.  For  example,  speaking  of  legitimate  emer- 
gencies which  would  justify  such  a'preamble,  there 
might  be  such  a  catastrophe  as  the  Galveston  flood, 
when  the  State  of  Massachusetts  might  desire  to 
give  aid  to  Texas  or  some  other  great  state,  or  some 
city  in  our  Union,  which  had  suffered.  An  emer- 
gency bill  might  then  be  introduced  hurriedly  ap- 
propriating a  large  sum  of  money  for  relief,  and  an 
emergency  preamble  might  well  be  placed  on  such  a 
bill,  so  that  it  would  become  effective  as  soon  as 
possible,  or  immediately.  The  usual  process,  how- 
ever, in  the  public  interest,  is  to  have  legislation 
which  is  introduced  go  through  the  proper  channels, 
have  it  go  to  the  Governor  for  his  signature,  and 
while  the  last  clause  in  every  bill  is  usually  that 
"This  bill  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage,"  it 
really  does  not  become  operative  until  ninety  days 
after  the  signing  of  the  bill  by  the  Governor.  By 
that  means  the  people,  if  the  bill  is  a  vicious  one, 
against  the  public  good  and  secured  by  corrupt 
methods,  are  enabled  by  proper  action  to  have  the 
initiative  and  referendum  put  into  effect,  upon  pe- 
tition containing  a  certain  number  of  names,  and  to 
have  that  measure  submitted  to  the  people  for  their 
approval  or  disapproval,  the  bill  not  becoming 
operative  until  the  election  is  had  and  the  "yeas" 
or  the  "nays"  predominate  on  the  particular 
measure.  But  these  crafty,  corrupt,  profiteering, 
soulless  corporations  will  not  permit  the  people  to 
invoke  the  initiative  and  referendum,  if  they  desire 
it,  in  order  that  their  rights  may  be  protected. 
Seventeen  million  dollars  is  the  amount  of  premiums 
that  will  go  into  the  pockets  of  the  stockholders  of 
the  Edison  company  if  this  measure  becomes  effec- 
tive, if  it  passes  the  House  and  is  signed  by  the 
Governor  with  the  preamble  in  it;  and  it  does  not 
alone  apply  to  the  Edison  company  of  Boston,  but 
to  companies  throughout  the  State.  I  have  in  my 
hand  Senate  Bill  No.  307,  which  contains  informa- 
tion submitted  by  the  Department  of  Public  Util- 
ities in  answer  to  an  order  of  the  Senate  requesting 
information  concerning  Senate  Bill  No.  130,  en- 
titled "An  Act  to  Equalize  the  Cash  and  Share 
Capital  of  Certain  Gas  and  Electric  Companies." 
But,  while  it  was  sent  to  the  Senate  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Utilities,  furnishing  information 
which  the  Senate  requested,  the  Senate  did  not  wait 
to  get  the  information  before  passing  the  bill.  It 
shows  here  that  not  alone  is  the  Boston  Edison  com- 
pany the  gainer,  but  a  great  many  other  companies 
would  also  gain  similarly  by  the  bill,  and  under  the 
original  bill  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company 
would  benefit  to  the  extent  of  $8,000,000  by  its 
passage.  The  Cambridge  Gas  Light  Company 
would  benefit  to  the  extent  of  $1,000,000  under  it; 
the  Worcester  Electric  Company  $l,400,0p0,  and 
the  aggregate  sum  of  money  that  would  go  into  the 
pockets  of  the  stockholders  of  the  lighting  interests 
would  be  close  on  to  $125,000,000  of  the  public 
money.  If  this  measure  was  the  product  of  clean 
hands  and  clean  minds,  and  if  there  was  not  in  it  the 
profit  and  the  special  privilege  for  the  lighting 
companies  and  their  stockholders,  it  would  take  the 
same  course  that  all  other  measures  take.  But 
they  know  it  is  a  corrupt  measure;  they  know  it  is 
going  to  take  from  the  pockets  of  every  man,  woman 
and  child  in  this  Commonwealth  money  that  they 
can  ill  afford  to  lose  or  give  up  and  so  they  have  put 
on  this  emergency  provision  so  that  it  will  go  into 
effect  immediately.  Without  souls  they  continue 
on  with  their  high  binding  methods,  not  conserva- 
tive methods  but  radical  methods.  This  is  the 
work  of  business  highwaymen.  The  gas  and  elec- 
tric consumers  of  Boston  are  paying  outrageous 
prices  for  gas  and  electricity  because  of  the  tre- 
mendous overhead  charges,  padded  payrolls,  and 
princely  salaries  paid  to  high  officials  of  these  com- 
panies. The  salaries  paid  to  Mr.  Edgar  of  the 
Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company  of  Boston 
and  to  Mr.  Wood,  the  president  of  the  Consolidated 
Gas  Company,  are  astounding.  The  annual  salary 
paid  to  Mr.  Edgar,  the  president  of  the  Edison  Il- 
luminating Company  of  Boston,  is  five  times  the 
salary  paid  to  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  five  times  the  salary  paid  to  the 
Mayor  of  the  city  of  Boston,  four  times  the  salary 
of  the  Vice-President  of  the  United  States  of 
America  and  two-thirds  the  salary  of  President 
Harding,  who  was  inaugurated  last  Friday.  Mr. 
Edgar's  salary,  according  to  the  report  given  to  me 
today,  taken  from  the  report  made  by  the  company 
to  the  Public  Utilities  Board,  is  $40,000  per  year 
plus  $20  as  a  director  for  every  meeting  he  attends, 
and  he  attends  at  least  five  meetings  a  week,  mean- 
ing $100  a  week  as  a  director.     Every  time  when 
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the  light  is  turned  on  that  is  the  sort  of  thing  the 
citizens  are  paying  for  in  the  bills.     Gentlemen, 
$50,000  a  year  is  the  salary  of  the  President  of  the 
Edison  company  of  Boston,  who  grinds  the  em- 
ployees of  the  company  down,  will  not  permit  them 
to  organize,  will  not  give  them  what  I  consider  a 
living  wage.     Still,  he  gets  $50,000  a  year.     Then 
there  is  Walter  C.  Baylies,  vice-president,  at  $5,000 
a  year.     He  probably  is  only  a  penwiper!     Then 
Thomas  K.  Cummins,  treasurer,  gets  $11,326.90, 
pus  the  $20  a  day  for  attending  directors'  meetings, 
and  he  is  also  treasurer  of  three  other  corporations 
in  Massachusetts.     Then  we  have  got  the  directors, 
all  rich  men,  great  in  Red  Cross  work,  great  in 
buying  Liberty  Bonds,  but  they  are  taking  their 
$20  a  meeting  every  time.     For  instance,  here  is 
Oliver  Ames,  of  North  Easton,  J.  Tucker  Burr  of 
Milton,  Thomas  K.  Cummins  of  Milton,  who  is  a 
director  as  well  as  treasurer,  R.  F.  Herrick  of  Mil- 
ton, a  banker,  George  R.  Jewett,  of  Salem,  Robert 
Saltonstall,  of  Readville,  John  E.  Thayer,  of  South 
Lancaster,  and  Robert  Amory  of  Boston  of  the 
Good  Government  outfit.     Gentlemen,  there  is  one 
lot  in  the  whole  lot  who  resides  in  Boston;  every 
other  man  there  lives  outside  of  Boston.     These 
are  facts,  something  that  cannot  be  denied,  in  black 
and  white.     Now,  taking  the  Boston  Consolidated 
Gas  Company,  we  have  W.  A.  Wood,  of  Boston, 
president, —  I  don't  know  whether  he  is  the  one 
who  is  president  of  the  American  Woolen  Company 
or  not.     He  gets  $10,000  a  year,  plus  $10  a  meeting. 
They  are  a  little  more  conservative  with  their  pay 
to  their  directors  in  the  gas  company.     Then  there 
is  E.  N.  Wrightington,  vice-president  and  manager, 
who  gets  $14,500  a  year,  or  $4,500  more  than  the 
president,  and  $10  for  every  meeting  he  attends. 
We  then  have  Dana  D.  Barnum,  also  vice-presi- 
dent, who  gets  $16,500  a  year,  or  $2,000  more  for 
doing  less  work  than  the  other  vice-president  does, 
and  $10  for  each  meeting  he  attends.     We  then 
have  Henry  S.  Lyons,  secretary,  the  same  Henry 
who  stayed  on  the  padded  payroll  of  the  Elevated 
until  the  Legislature  said,  "Get  out!"     For  once, 
they  acted  right._     Lyons  gets  $5,000  a  year,  and,  I 
suppose,  the  additional  $10  for  a  meeting,  otherwise 
I  don't  see  how  he  gets  a  living.     Then  we  find  as 
directors  Charles  Francis  Adams,  of  Boston,  patriot; 
W.  C.  Baylies,  of  Boston, —  do  you  notice  that  this 
is  W.  C.  Baylies,  of  Boston,  who  is  a  director?    Over 
here  in  the  other  place  we  have  Walter  C.  Baylies, 
a  vice-president  of  the  Edison.      Well,  he  is  on  both' 
payrolls.     You  see,  Walter  C.  Baylies  is  of  Taun- 
ton, Mass.,  and  W.  C.  Baylies  is  of  Boston.     And 
he  gets  the  $10  per  meeting  here  from  the  gas  com- 
pany, the  same  as  he  gets  the  $20  a  meeting  as  di- 
rector of  the  Edison  company.     He  will  jump  from 
'the  Edison  company  meeting  and  go  by  airplane 
to  the  gas  company  meeting.     So,  you  see,  if  he 
gets  $30  a  day  for  attending  the  meetings  of  both 
companies,  and  they  have  five  meetings  per  week, 
that  is  $150  a  week.     This  is  in  addition  to  the 
$5,000  salary  and  all  these  other  soft  things.     The 
poor  fellow !     It  is  a  wonder  that  he  isn't  starving  to 
death.     Then,  Samuel  Carr,  connected  with  some 
of  the  banks  here  in  Boston,  another  poor  man,  and 
Neal  Rantoul,  another  poor  chap;  and  James  L. 
Richards,  of  Newton,  poor  fellow!     Then  we  have 
Joseph  B.  Russell,  of  Cambridge,  Charles  G.  Smith 
of  Brookhne,  Frederick  E.  Snow,  of  Gaston,  Snow 
&  Saltonstall,  William  S.  Spaulding,  of  the  Revere 
Sugar  Refinery  Company,  Edward  F.  Webster   of 
Newton,  of  Stone  &  Webster,  Charles  G.  Davis'  of 
Plymouth  —  they  tell  me  that  he  has  been  dead  for 
about  three  months,  and,  therefore,  he  is  not  col- 
lecting at  present.     Then  there  is  Robert  Winsor  of 
Weston,  of  Kidder,  Peabody  &  Company,  W  'a 
Wood,  of  Boston,  and  Myles  Connor,  of  Boston 
—  who  he  is,  I  don't  know.     Mr.  President,  is  it 
any  cause  of  surprise  to  you  that  the  man  of  limited 
means  is  wondering  if  a  square  deal  is  possible?     Is 
it  any  wonder  that  the  man  who  works  at  his  daily 
toil  without  any  income  except  what  he  gets  from 
his  labor,  when  he  gets  home  to  his  fireside  and  sees 
just  enough  to  carry  him  through  the  day  or  the 
week,  asks  if  there  is  a  just  God?     Is  it  any  wonder 
that  he  wobbles?     Is  it  any  wonder  that  he  is  near 
the  point  of  losing  faith  in  God  and  himself,  when 
he  sees  profiteers  like  this,  who  in  war  times  will 
ostensibly   give   to   the   Government   by    buyin" 
Liberty  Bonds  with  the  one  hand,  while  with  the 
other  they  are  taking  twice  the  amount  from  the 
Government    for    munition    and    amunition    con- 
tracts?    Is  it  any  wonder  that  the  Bolsheviks  are 
increasing?         Isn't  it  a  wonder  that  there  is  any 
private  honesty  left  when  we  see  this  sort  of  thing 
being  multiplied  throughout  the  United  States,  the 


rich  and  the  aristocrats  continuing  to  plunder  the 
people,  even  although  they  have  already  been  plun- 
dered to  the  limit?     Mr.  Chairman,  God  is  just, 
and  man  is  just  when  he  knows  the  circumstances, 
and  there  is  going  to  be  a  reckoning  hereafter  for 
those  who  do  not  pay  the  price  and  who  do  not 
properly  deal  with  the  public.     There  will  be  a 
reckoning  here  as  well,  because  when  the  public 
understands  the  doings  of  these  rich,  unscrupulous, 
near-criminal  aristocrats,  they  will  find  a  means  for 
punishing  them.     It  may  be  harsh,  but  a  means 
will  be  found  for  halting  them  and  stopping  their 
horrible  conduct.     Mr.  Edgar,  you  do  not  dare  to 
deny  that  your  salary  is  out  of  all  proportion  to  the 
value  of  the  services  you  render  to  the  public  and 
the  Edison  company,  because,  after  all,  the  Edison 
company  is  a  quasi  public  corporation,  created  not 
alone  for  the  purpose  of  making  money  for  the 
stockholders,  on  the  one  hand,  but  to  serve  the 
public  properly  on  the  other.     Why,   I  doubt  if 
Mr.  Edgar  gives  more  than  an  hour  a  day  to  the 
Edison  company.     He  has  other  interests,  besides. 
These  two  companies,  each  a  monopoly  unto  itself, 
are  top  heavy,  with  the  high  salaried,  unnecessary 
officials  they  have,  who  in  many  cases  are  relatives 
of  the  interests  controlling  the  affairs  of  the  two 
corporations.     To  the  water  already  in  the  stock  of 
the  new  companies  Senate  Bill  314  will  add  more 
water.     By  capitalizing  the  premiums  the  Edison 
company  will  add  $17,000,000  more,  which  will  go 
into  the  pockets  of  the  company  and  its  stockhold- 
ers,   besides    the    increased    cost    which    is    being 
charged  for  electricity  under  the  coal  clause  and 
otherwise;  and,  as  far  as  the  gas  company  is  con- 
cerned, we  have  seen  the  increased  cost  going  from 
80  cents  a  thousand  feet  less  than  four  years  ago  to 
$1.40  a  thousand  feet  today.     To  make  it  plainer, 
I  might  cite  my  own  bill  of  January,  1918,  to  illus- 
trate my  argument  or  make  it  plainer.     In  Jan- 
uary,  1918,   at  my  home  at  38  Thornton  street, 
Roxbury,  using,  1  believe,  the  same  amount  of  gas 
that  we  are  using  today,  or  were  using  a  month  or 
six  weeks  ago,  the  bill,  rendered  in  February,  1918, 
was  $1.19  —  and  I  had  to  pay  it;  and  December  14, 
1920,  more  than  two  years  after,  my  gas  bill  was 
$6.89,  an  increase  of  about  400  per  cent.     Here  is 
another  bill   of  January   12,    1921.     My   bill   was 
S5.54  for  4100  cubic  feet  of  gas,  at  $1.35  per  thous- 
and, and  for  100  cubic  feet  of  gas  at  $1.40  per  thous- 
and, 14  cents,  making  a  total  bill  of  $5.68.     They 
seem  to  be  getting  after  the  Watson  family.     I 
have  a  mother  of  eighty-six  and  a  blind  father  of 
eighty-four,  whom  1  have  to  look  out  for,  and  am 
proud  of  the  opportunity,  but  the  Edison  company 
doesn't  care  for  the  blind,  the  feeble,  the  old,  the 
poor,  the  orphan,  the  churches  or  anything.     They 
want  their  pound  of  flesh.     My  mother  got  this 
bill,  rendered  in  the  name  of  William  R.  Watson, 
my  father's  name,  at  61  Rockland  street,  Roxbury, 
October   26,    1920.     The   current  gas  bill   was  54 
cents  and  for  the  month  before  81  cents,  the  two 
bills  together  amounting  to  $1.35;  and  in  the  follow- 
ing month,  Nov.  23,   1920,  some  of  them  needed 
some  money  for  automobiles  or  fur  coats,  or  some- 
thing else,  sealskins,  for  their  pets  and  fancies,  and 
they  sent  in  a  bill  of  S3. 51,  an  increase  of  300  per 
cent  over  the  month  previous.     In  God's  name,  is 
the  public  going  to  stand  for  this  kind  of  treatment? 
And  my  own  case,  and  my  father's  and  mother's 
eases,  are  not  the  exception  but  the  rule,  as  far  as 
cost  of  gas  is  concerned,  if  I  am  to  believe  what  is 
told  to  me  generally  by  consumers.     It  is  true  of 
any  of  you  who  burn   gas,   true  of  every  member 
here,  that  your  bill  has  increased  inside  of  a  year 
more  than  200  per  cent,  and  I  defy  you  to*  say 
otherwise.     I  cannot  burn  electricity,  but  at  that  it 
might  be  cheaper.     Well,  Mr.   President,  the  in- 
crease in  my  bill,  as  I  say,  in  three  years  was  about 
425  per  cent.     The  price  in  1918  was  SO  cents  per 
thousand,   and  it  went  up  in   1921   to  $1.35  and 
$1.40  per  thousand,  and  there  was  an  increase  of 
fifty  per  cent  in  the  number  of  feet  used.     But  the 
actual  amount  charged  represented  an  increase  of 
425  per  cent  in  three  years;  and  my  mother's  bill 
increased  nearly  300  per  cent  in  thirty  days  and  is 
going  yet.     Oh,  how  much  longer  will  the  public 
stand  this  kind  of  treatment,  how  much  longer  is 
the  influence  of  the  officials  of  these  robber  corpo- 
rations — ■  because  they  are  robber  corporations  — 
to  continue?     What  is  the  use  of  mincing  words, 
Mr.  President,  calling  things  out  of  their  names? 
These  men  are  arrogant,  and  they  own  men  in  this 
town  body  and  soul.     The  influence  of  the  officials 
of  these  hardened  and  heartless  robber  corporations 
is  far  reaching.     The  Mayor  of  our  city  was  asked 
on  January   16,   1920,   by  the  Council,   under  an 
order  introduced  by  Coun.  McLaughlin,  my  col- 
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league  who  is  not  present  at  this  moment  — ■  and  I 
wish  he  were,  so  that  he  might  hear  this,  —  to  em- 
ploy experts  to  examine  the  books  of  the  gas  com- 
pany, with  an  idea  of  finding  out  the  situation  with 
reference  to  the  price  of  gas  in  this  city.  Coun. 
McLaughlin  put  in  that  order,  and  I  want  to  give 
him  credit  for  it.  That  was  a  little  more  than  four- 
teen months  ago,  and  you  will  find  it  printed  in  the 
minutes  of  our  meetings,  on  pages  265  and  266  of 
1920.  In  that  order  in  substance  he  provided  that 
the  Mayor  might  go  the  limit  in  the  matter,  in 
order  to  safeguard  the  interests  of  the  people,  so  far 
as  the  price  of  gas  was  concerned.  On  February  16, 
1920,  a  month  later,  Coun.  McLaughlin,  having 
waited  in  the  meantime  after  having  introduced  his 
previous  order,  offered  another  order,  which  will  be 
found  on  page  18  of  the  minutes  of  the  past  year: 

"That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to 
inform  the  City  Council  what  action  he  has  taken 
in  the  matter  of  the  resolution  adopted  on  January 
16,  1920,  relative  to  an  examination  of  the  books 
of  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company  and 
opposing  any  increase  in  the  price  of  gas." 

That  order  was  passed  unanimously  under  a 
suspension  of  the  rule.  On  March  1,  1920,  a 
communication  was  received  from  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  dated  February  25,  1920.  I  will 
not  read  it  all,  although  it  says  a  lot  of  things  that 
are  of  interest,  but  the  last  paragraph  is  the  most 
important  of  all.  I  want  to  qualify  my  remarks 
by  stating  that  I  have  great  respect  for  the  chief 
executive  of  this  city.  I  believe  he  is  doing  things 
according  to  his  lights.  I  believe  he  is  endeavor- 
ing to  do  things  that  are  right  as  he  sees  them. 
But  I  also  believe  that  he  is  not  seeking  informa- 
tion from  the  proper  sources  in  order  to  guide 
him  safely  on  his  journey  out  of  office.  I  have 
no  complaint  to  make  and  no  suggestion  that  he 
is  in  any  way  corrupt  or  deliberately  influenced 
by  the  Edison  officials,  the  Boston  Consolidated 
Gas  Company  or  kindred  interests,  or  by  the 
banking  interests  —  because,  after  all,  the  Con- 
solidated Gas  Company  and  the  Edison  Electric 
Illuminating  Company  of  Boston  and  all  the  pub- 
lic lighting  concerns  in  Massachusetts  are  owned, 
controlled  and  operated  as  an  actual  fact  from  the 
banking  rooms  of  the  three  great  banking  insti- 
tutions—  Kidder,  Peabody  &  Co.,  Lee,  Higginson 
&  Company,  and  Hornblower  &  Weeks  —  and 
they  have  many  subsidiary  organizations,  such 
as  Herrick's  and  others  that  I  might  name,  that 
are  merely  pawns  in  the  hands  of  the  great  in- 
terests that  lead  from  State  street  to  the  great 
money  center  in  Wall  street.  I  have  been  called 
a  demagogue  at  times.  I  remember  that  William 
J.  Bryan  was  called  a  demagogue  when  he  said 
that  Wall  street  moved  the  world.  But  we  have 
lived  to  see  the  truth  of  Bryan's  statement. 
Wall  street  does  move  the  world.  It  makes  presi- 
dents and  unmakes  them,  and  God  knows  what 
it  might  or  might  not  do  with  little  puppets  like 
this  Council,  or  the  Legislature,  or  Mayors,  or 
Governors.  Listen  to  the  last  paragraph  here 
in  the  Mayor's  communication,  which  was  sent 
to  this  body  March  1,  1920,  and  which  was  written 
February  25,  1920,  please.  I  will  not  read  it 
all.  The  Mayor  signs  this  letter,  and  you  will 
find  it  on  page  22  of  the  minutes  of  that  date, 
March    1,    1920: 

"During  the  whole  course  of  proceedings  I 
have  been  in  constant  conference  with  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel  on  the  matter,  and  at  no  time 
has  there  been  any  danger  that  the  standard  price 
of  gas  would  be  increased  until  the  city  was  given 
ample  opportunity  to  participate  in  the  investi- 
gation of  the  questions  involved  and  to  be  assured 
that  the  rights  of  the  consumer  were  adequately 
presented.  Respectfully  yours,  Andrew  J.  Peters, 
Mayor."' 

On  March  29,  1920,  the  Mayor  comes  back  at 
us  again,  in  a  communication  dated  March  26, 
1920,  and  which  will  be  found  on  page  46  of  our 
minutes.  It  appears  under  the  heading,  "Investi- 
gation of  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company." 
This  final  action  on  March  26  was  the  result  of 
the  action  started  in  this  body  on  January  16, 
1920,  by  my  colleague,  Coun.  McLaughlin,  and 
I  intend  that  he  shall  receive  every  iota  of  credit 
belonging  to  him.  He  started  it  and  he  probably 
is  responsible  for  many  things  that  have  occurred 
that  I  am  using  today,  although  I  have  not  been 
in  conference  with  him.  He  is  the  originator  of 
the  intent  to  get  fair  treatment  for  the  taxpayers. 
The  trouble  is  that  the  Councilor  let  the  matter 
drop,  I  presume  under  press  of  business.  But  I 
want  him  to  receive  from  me  at  least  my  earnest 


statement  that  he  deserves  credit  for  starting 
the  ball  rolling,  and  I  am  going  to  see  that  it  keeps 
rolling  awhile  longer. 

"Office  of  the  Mayor, 

March  26,  1920. 
"To  the  City  Council: 

"Gentlemen,  — ■  The  Boston  Consolidated  Gas 
Company  applied  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
422  of  the  Acts  of  1908,  commonly  called  'The 
Sliding  Scale  Act'  for  an  increase  in  the  standard 
price  of  gas  furnished  in  Boston  and  its  vicinity 
from  $1  to  $1.20  per  thousand.  Upon  such  appli- 
cation public  hearings  were  held,  at  which  the  city 
was  represented  through  the  Law  Department 
and  objected  to  the  increase  in  the  standard  price. 

"The  Public  Utilities  Department"  —  and 
1  wish  to  interject  the  statement  here  that  the 
Public  Utilities  Department  have  been  in  control 
since  December,  1920,  more  than  a  year  —  "The 
Public  Utilities  Department  was  of  the  opinion 
and  expressed  the  desire  that  the  City  of  Boston 
should  make  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  affairs 
and  business  of  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas 
Company,  which  undoubtedly  would  materially 
aid  it  in  arriving  at  a  just  conclusion,  and  pending 
such  investigation" — listen,  gentlemen, —  pend- 
ing such  investigation  !  —  "tentatively  increase 
the  standard  price  from  $1  to  $1.10  per  thousand. 

"I  am  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  an  investi- 
gation would  be  beneficial  to  the  City  of  Boston 
and  its  gas  consumers  and  feel  that  an  investi- 
gation and  report  thereon  can  be  well  and  ex- 
haustively made  as  outlined  in  the  accompanying 
letter  of  the  A.  D.  Little  Company,  a  Massachu- 
setts corporation  eminently  qualified  to  do  the 
work,  for  which  they  will  charge  $20,000. 

"In  connection  with  the  work  which  they  are 
to  do  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  the  services  of 
expert  accountants,  and  the  firm  of  Patterson, 
Teele  &  Dennis,  expert  accountants,  will  do  the 
work  of  A.  D.  Little  Company  for  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding $4,000. 

"As  I  consider  this  investigation  of  great  im- 
portance to  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  consumers 
of  gas  therein,  I  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying  order."  Which  was  in  effect  that 
the  Council  appropriate  $24,000  in  order  to  carry 
out  the  wishes  of  the  Public  Utilities  Board  and 
his  Honor  the  Mayor.  We  passed  that  very 
measure  that  very  day,  and  since  then,  beginning 
with  March  26,  1920,  nearly  twelve  months  have 
elapsed  and  there  has  been  no  report  from  the  A. 
D.  Little  Company  and  no  report  from  Patterson, 
Teele  &  Dennis,  accountants,  and  there  has  been 
no  information  for  this  body  or  for  the  tax  payers 
as  to  where  the  $24,000  has  gone.  I  may  be  in- 
correct, but  I  understand  that  people  have  tried 
to  get,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  some  in- 
formation concerning  the  report  of  the  Little  Com- 
pany, chemists,  and  the  accounting  concern  of 
Patterson,  Teele  &  Dennis.  As  far  as  the  A.  D. 
Little  Company  is  concerned,  they  have  labora- 
tories on  Charles  River  dam,  I  am  told,  and  — 
I  think  my  information  is  also  correct  in  this  re- 
spect ■ —  they  are  gentlemen  who  are  used  at  times 
by  the  Edison^  company  and  the  Consolidated 
Gas  Company  in  looking  up  matters.  Let  them 
deny  it.  I  will  go  further,  later.  While  I  cannot 
confirm  it  at  the  moment,  it  is  my  opinion  that 
they  are  on  both  the  payrolls  of  the  City  of  Boston 
and  of  the  gas  company.  Somebody  may  say 
that  they  haven't  bothered  to  collect  their  money. 
Oh,  yes,  they  have.  That  is  a  thing  that  they 
never  overlook.  The  last  payment  of  the  $24,000 
was  made  in  January  of  this  year,  and  yet  not  a 
word  do  we  have  concerning  what  the  Little  com- 
pany and  the  accountants  have  done;  and,  not- 
withstanding the  assurance  given  to  this  body 
and  through  the  Mayor  by  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  that  there  would  be  no  further  in- 
crease for  gas  pending  this  information  that  we 
sought,  gas  has  gone  from  $1.10  a  thousand  to 
$1.40  a  thousand,  and  it  is  still  a  self  operating 
elevator,  going  up,  up,  up.  I  am  not  talking  for 
the  purpose  of  hearing  myself  talk.  I  can  do 
that  with  those  I  love,  day  in  and  day  out,  those 
I  respect,  my  associates.  But  I  want  it  under- 
stood that  I  am  doing  this  not  for  my  personal 
glory,  but  I  want  my  gas  bill  cut  down,  I  want 
your  gas  and  electric  light  bills  cut  down,  I  want 
the  public  treated  fairly,  and  it  never  will  be  done 
as  long  as  there  is  no  team  work,  as  long  as  we 
remain  deaf  and  submissive  to  the  corporations, 
these  great,  gigantic  companies,  backed  and  con- 
trolled by  the  arrogant  aristocracy  of  State  street. 
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The  American  has  been  kind  to  me.     I  have  nothing 
in  common  with  that  newspaper,  except  at  times 
when  we  may  both  happen  to  be  working  in  the 
public  interest  together.     But  they  owe  me  noth- 
ing.    They  have,  however,  tried  to  work  up  pub- 
licity concerning  my  efforts  in  this  matter.     The 
other  papers  —  the  Herald,  Globe,  Post  and  others — 
have   been   kind.     They   have  printed   as   a  rule, 
however,    the   news   that    attracted    the    eye.     If 
gas   escaped   and   damage  was  done,  it  has  been 
treated  as  a  matter  of  news;  if  there  was  a  murder 
it  has  been  made  an  item  of  news;   an   explosion 
was  an  item  of  news;  a  big  snow  storm  was  a  matter 
of  news.     But  it  has  been  too  often  the  case  in 
the   public   print  that  unless  there   was  an   acci- 
dent  the  importance  of   a  thing   has   been   over- 
looked  or  forgotten,   and  too   often   corrupt   cor- 
porations,  with   their   aristocratic   and   evil  influ- 
ences,  corporations  that  grind   the  people  down, 
have  not  had  sufficient  attention  paid  to  them, 
have   not   properly   had   their   doings   brought   to 
the  public  eye.     I  have  said  a  number  of  times 
on  this  floor  that  at  the  present  time  the  reac-  ' 
tionaries  are  in  the  saddle.     Theodore    Roosevelt 
is  dead.     People  are  busy  cleaning  up  their  own 
houses  and  are  not  bothering  with  things  beyond 
the  boundaries  of  their  homes,  and  when  they  are 
so  occupied,  these  evil  influences,  like  a  thief  in  the 
night,  start  again  to  plunder  the  people  by  way  of 
legislation  and  special  privilege.     I  am  going  to 
continue  this  fight  if  I  am  ridiculed  out  of  Boston 
eventually.     If  I   cannot  get  action  otherwise,   I 
may  go  after  it  by  taking  a  box  and  an  automobile 
and  individually  stumping  on  every  corner  in  Bos- 
ton, carrying  this  story  to  the  people  and  telling  it 
right  to  their  faces  —  and,  if  necessary,  I  will  take 
any  consequences.     I  will  accept  any  penalty  that 
these  evil  influences  can  bring  about  to  interfere 
with  my  so  doing,  and  I  defy  them.     Thank  God, 
I  believe  in  those  who  sent  me  here,  and  I  hope  that 
they  still  believe  in  me.     I  am  human,  I     make 
errors,  like  any  other  human  being.     When  I  know 
that  I  have  made  errors,  I  regret  it.     I  say  very 
sarcastic  and  biting  things  at  times  to  those  that 
cross  me,  and  I  regret  it  very  much  at  other  times, 
after  1  have  done  so,  when  I  find  that  I  have  erred. 
To  be  frank,  perhaps  I  am  too  gullible.     I  forgive 
too  quickly  and  I  am  too  ready  to  believe.     But 
now,  as  1  have  passed  the  fifty-year  mark  and  am 
going   towards   the   grave   rather   than   from   the 
cradle,  I  realize  the  necessity  of  being  serious  and 
being  careful.    That  is  now  my  attitude  in  public 
affairs,   in   my   business   affairs   and   my   conduct 
among  my  friends  and  in  my  home.     I  want  to 
establish   in   this   community,   fellow  members,   a 
reputation  that  those  who  know  me  best  believe  I 
am  entitled  to  —  that  I  am  not  the  wild  radical  in- 
dividual of   twenty  years  ago,  when  I  first  came 
here  and  sat  with  74  colleagues,  or  when  I  went  to 
the  Legislature  in  1891  and  sat  there  with  239  col- 
leagues.    As   you   grow   old   you  become  serious, 
and  I  want  the  people  to  know  that  my  endeavor 
and  desire  is  to  serve  them,  as  is  that  attitude  of 
my  colleagues  here.     I  do  not  claim  all  the  virtue, 
but  I  want  to  impress  upon  the  public,  if  I  can,  in 
some  way,  that  I  love  to  serve  them,  love  to  know 
that  they  know  that  I  am  doing  my  duty,  as  I  see 
it;  and  I  wish,  above  all,  to  make  an  element  in  this 
community  who  have  not  treated  me  seriously  or 
fairly  in  my  political  career  know  that  I  am  as 
honest  and  fair,  pretty  nearly  as  able  and  surely  as 
fearless,  as  any  man  they  send  here  bearing  their 
label  in  the  pamphlet  that  they  have  sent  out  this 
year  as  in  other  years.  _    I  pay  my  respects  to  them 
in  that  way.     They  misunderstand  me.     I  will  say 
that,  to  be  charitable.     They  say  that  I  cannot  be 
trusted.     I  can  be  trusted  when  the  pubic  inter- 
ests are  at  stake,  but  when  it  comes  to  conniving, 
manipulating  and  doing  the  things  that  will  not 
bear  the  light  of  day,  I  cannot  be  controlled  and  I 
will  not  be  controlled.     I   have   about   exhausted 
what  I  had  to  say,  and  in  conclusion  I  want  to  just 
make  this  one  statement,  and  then  I  am  through. 
Tomorrow  ■ —  and  I  ask  the  papers  to  bear  this  in 
mind — ■  Senate  Bill  314,  which  is  the  bill  reported 
by   the   Committee   on   Power   and   Light   unani- 
mously  (the  bill  which  in  its  original  state  was 
called  Senate  130,  which  went  through  the  House 
of  Representatives  unanimously  without  a  single 
one  of  the  240  members  voting  no  upon  it  and  then 
went  to  the  Senate  burying  ground,  where  very 
clever  manipulators,  the  greatest  legislative  fixers 
of  the  land,  handled  it)  will  be  up  for  action.     The 
names  of  these  manipulators  and  fixers  have  been 
across  newspaper  headings  in  red  type.     They  are 
presumed  to  have  retired  from  Beacon  Hill.     Yes, 


when  progressiveness  was  g'oing  forward,  when 
people  were  progressive  and  watchful,  when  the 
tendency  was  to  be  liberal  and  fair  during  the  war 
time,  these  people  retired  temporarily.  But  again, 
I  repeat,  the  reactionaries  are  in  power  everywhere. 
I  repeat  that  that  bill  went  through  the  House  and 
the  Senate,  and  it  seemed  as  if  everything  was  go- 
ing all  right,  as  far  as  those  who  wished  it  were  con- 
cerned. But  they  then  found  that  there  was  some- 
thing not  in  it  that  the  lighting  interests  wanted  — 
not  alone  the  Edison  company,  but  the  lighting 
interests  in  Massachusetts  generally.  Of  course, 
this  is  not  a  thing  that  concerns  simply  the  Edison 
company,  the  Boston  Consolidated  company  or 
the  Cambridge  company.  It  is  true  that  the 
Edison  company  will  be  enabled  to  capitalize  $17,- 
000,000  of  premiums,  the  Cambridge  Gas  Light 
Company  $3,000,000,  and  so  on.  By  amendment 
the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company  has  been 
taken  out  of  the  provisions  of  the  bill.  But  alto- 
gether there  would  be  over  one  hundred  millions, 
in  different  corporations,  handed  over  to  the  com- 
panies and  the  stockholders,  if  this  bill  should  pass. 
Now,  let  me  read  this  preamble  which  has  been 
placed  in  Senate  No.  314,  to  meet  something  else 
which  arose,  and  which  these  corporations  thought 
should  be  met: 

"Whereas,  the  deferred  operation  of  this  act 
would  largely  defeat  its  purpose  to  afford  the  relief 
therein  provided  for,  therefore  it  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  an  emergency  law  necessary  for  the  immediate 
preservation  of  the  public  convenience." 

That  has  been  introduced,  and  that  part  of  the 
bill  makes  it  operative  the  moment  it  passes. 
There  is  only  one  other  bill  that  has  been  passed  in 
this  session  of  the  Legislature  with  that  provision, 
and  that  was  something  for  the  Election  Depart- 
ment, providing  registration  for  women  voters,  as 
an  emergency.  That  could  not  wait  for  ninety 
days,  but  had  to  go  through;  and  then  they  put  a 
provision  of  that  sort  into  this  bill,  so  that  it  would 
not  have  to  wait  ninety  days,  but  would  go  through 
at  once,  without  any  opportunity  to  stop  its  oper- 
ation. But  while  the  bill  was  passed  as  amended, 
to  be  engrossed,  23  to  15,  Senator  Reed  of  Taunton 
fought  the  thing  nobly,  and  some  of  the  senators 
from  Boston  stood  up  in  their  boots  in  spite  of  the 
attitude  of  some  of  the  senators,  including  a  few 
Republicans,  noble  representatives  of  the  city!  and 
voted  "No"  on  the  proposition.  There  was  also  a 
member  from  Worcester,  and  Chamberlain  of 
Springfield.  I  had  better  read  the  names,  in  order 
that  they  may  be  recorded.  Among  those  against 
it  were  Senator  Monk,  of  Watertown,  Senator 
Naphen,  representing  Newton,  Natick  and  Welles- 
ley,  Senator  Nelson  of  Worcester,  Senator  Martin 
L.  Quinn  of  Swampscott,  representing  Lynn,  Sen- 
ator Silas  Reed  of  Taunton,  Senator  Albert  P. 
Wadleigh  —  I  don't  know  just  where  he  is  from. 
But  there  were  fifteen  against  it  and  twenty-three 
for  it.  Then  the  bill  was  amended,  because  there 
was  a  joker  in  it  that  would  strike  at  the  impor- 
tance of  it,  and  they  then  got  it  busy.  They 
amended  it  in  the  Senate.  Of  course,  under  the 
law,  it  then  had  to  go  back  to  the  House  for  con- 
currence. A  cry  was  made  by  the  American  in  its 
editorial  columns  that  I  have  here,  to  which  I  called 
attention  before.  They  set  up  the  cry  about  this 
bill,  stating  what  it  meant  as  applied  to  all  the  gas 
and  electric  light  companies,  and  created  so  much 
of  a  stench  in  the  nostrils  of  the  public  that  it  was 
amended  by  inserting  this  section: 

"Section  7.  None  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  held  to  apply  to  the  Boston  Consolidated 
Gas  Company,  its  successors  or  assigns." 

The  only  reason  I  can  give  for  that  company 
being  exempted  is  that  they  are  getting  it  fast  and 
plenty  in  other  ways.  Now  I  have  had  my  say,  and 
I  have  nothing  further' to  say.  I  seek  the  co-opera- 
tion of  you,  Mr.  President,  and  my  associates  in 
an  endeavor  to  serve  the  public  that  has  served 
us  by  sending  us  here.  We  ought  to  hold  a  mass 
meeting  in  Faneuil  Hall  before  the  Legislature  acts 
on  this  measure  and  before  the  Governor  signs  it  if 
the  Legislature  passes  it.  If  necessary,  we  might 
hold  a  great  concourse  of  people  in  a  place  where 
people  are  likely  to  go.  There  are  in  this  town 
100,000  competent  business  men  of  medium  means 
who  will  protest  against  this  commercial  highway 
robbery  act,  and  I  ask  your  co-operation  so  that  the 
matter  may  be  properly  before  them  and  so  that  we 
as  representatives  may  properly  voice  their  feelings 
in  the  matter  and, bring  the  facts  to  their  attention. 
I  have  had  your  co-operation  to  date.  And  I  ask 
the  Mayor's  co-operation.  I  ask  him  to  let  this 
body  know  what  has  been  the  result  of  the  ex- 
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penditure  of  £24,000  of  the  people's  money,  the 
taxpayers'  money,  in  inquiring  into  the  justice  of 
the  charges  of  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Com- 
pany. I  ask  him  how  it  is  that  the  assurance  he 
had  that  there  would  be  no  increase  from  the  $1.10 
of  a  year  ago  until  he  had  this  information  in  his 
hands  and  could  present  it  to  the  gas  company,  has 
not  been  carried  out.  I  ask  him  to  inform  this 
body,  which  is  just  as  close  to  the  public  as  he  is 
and  just  as  competent  and  just  as  willing  as  he  is  to 
serve  them,  as  to  the  situation,  as  he  has  found  it. 
I  do  not  desire  to  talk  further-  I  might  ask  for  a 
suspension  of  the  rule  and,  if  there  is  no  objection, 
I  will  ask  for  it.  If  any  members  desire  the  matter 
to  go  into  executive  session,  I  am  perfectly  agree- 
able. Perhaps  it  might  be  just  as  well  to  refer  it 
to  executive  session.  The  reason  why  I  have  talked 
so  long  at  the  present  time  was  that  I  thought  I 
might  ask  for  suspension  of  the  rule.  But  it  may 
be  wise  to  refer  it  to  the  Executive  Committee,  to 
report  back  this  afternoon. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive   Com- 
mittee. 


RECESS  TAKEN. 

The  Council  voted  at  3.24  p.  m.,  on  motion  of 
Coun.  DONOGHUE,  to  take  a  recess  subject  to 
the  call  of  the  President. 

The  members  of  the  Council  reassembled  in  the 
Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  by  the  President 
at  3.53  p.  m. 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  REPORTS. 
Coun.  WATSON,  for  the  Executive  Committee, 
submitted  the  following,  viz.: 

1.  Report  on  order  (referred  today),  accepting 
chapter  76  of  the  Acts  of  1921,  entitled  "An  Act 
Authorizing  the  City  of  Boston  to  Pay  a  Sum  of 
Money  to  the  Widow  of  John  F.  Cullen"  —  that 
the  order  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  order  passed. 

2.  Report  on  order  (referred  today-*,  that  there 
be  allowed  and  paid  to  Bridget  M.  Cullen,  widow 
of  John  F.  Cullen,  $990.53  —  that  the  order  ought 
to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  order  passed. 

3.  Report  on  resolve  (referred  today),  protest- 
ing against  the  passage  of  House  Bill  No.  807,  con- 
cerning regulation  of  public  amusements,  etc. — 
that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  resolution  passed. 

4.  Report  on  resolve  (referred  today),  that  the 
Corporation  Counsel  appear  before  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Utilities  and  request  a  reduction  in 
the  price  of  electricity  and  gas  —  that  the  resolu- 
tion ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  resolution  passed. 

5.  Report  on  petition  of  Frances  Lee  (referred 
today),  for  permit  for  children  under  15  years  of 
age  to  appear  at  Huntington  Chambers  Hall, 
March  11  — ■  that  a  permit  be  granted. 

Report  accepted;  permit  granted  on  the  usual 
conditions. 

6.  Report  on  order  (referred  Feb.  28),  that  the 
temporary  presiding  officer  appoint  committees  to 
serve  until  a  permanent  president  is  elected  —  that 
the  order  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE.  Mr.  President,  I  would 
say  in  regard  to  that  order  for  the  appointment  of 
committees  that  I  was  not  in  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee when  the  order  came  up,  or  did  not  hear  it 
when  I  was  there.  I  feel,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
there  are  four  members  of  the  Council  absent  now, 
no  such  order  should  be  allowed  to  go  through  until 
we  at  least  have  the  full  membership  present.  I  do 
not  believe  the  temporary  presiding  officer  can 
appoint  committees  properly,  and  then  have  a 
permanent  president  elected  afterwards,  making 
new  appointments  or  being  obliged  to  confirm  the 
appointments  made  pro  tern  by  the  preceding  offi- 
cer. I  think  matters  should  be  handled  as  they  are 
now,  through  the  Executive  Committee.  I  cer- 
tainly hope  that  they  will  continue  to  be  so  handled 
until  we  have  elected  a  president.  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order  at  this  time,  that  it  requires  a  suspension 
of  the  rule  to  pass  this  order. 

Coun.  WATSON.  Mr.  President,  I  think  Coun. 
Donoghue  was  absent  when  the  matter  was  first 
taken  up.  It  was  taken  up  at  my  suggestion.  I 
talked  with  several  members  of  the  Council  con- 
cerning the  matter,  but  did  not  talk  with  the  mem- 
ber especially  today,  as  the  opportunity  did  not 


offer,  not  through  any  intentional  oversight.  I 
supposed  that  he  understood  the  situation  from  last 
week,  when  we  expressed  ourselves  in  regard  to  the 
matter  in  the  Executive  Committee.  1  expressed 
myself  last  week,  and  1  believe  the  Councilor  did, 
in  sympathy  with  the  idea  suggested  by  Coun. 
Collins,  that  it  might  be  embarrassing  for  the 
president-elect  to  knock  off  the  chairmen  of  the 
different  committees  appointed  by  the  temporary 
chairman  and  substitute  others.  I  thought  then 
that  the  better  way  was  to  send  matters  to  the 
Executive  Committee  for  consideration  until  we 
had  organized,  but  the  preponderance  of  opinion 
was  the  other  way,  and  we  then  agreed,  if  we  did 
not  organize  today,  to  vote  for  the  order  as  it  had 
been  introduced.  I  do  know  that  it  is  necessary  for 
us  to  function  very  quickly.  I  am  satisfied  from 
what  I  know  that  there  will  be  no  decision  as  to  the 
presidency  for  some  time.  I  have  announced  my 
position.  I  shall  vote  for  myself  first  and  last,  if  I 
receive  only  one  vote  at  the  finish.  I  have  served 
notice  on  my  colleagues  to  that  effect.  The  presi- 
dency does  not  mean  anything  to  me,  but  I  have 
felt  that  I  was  entitled  to  it,  under  the  circum- 
stances, and  I  feel  that  the  two  gentlemen  who 
have  voted  for  me  to  date  will  continue  to  do  so. 
If  so,  to  the  end  it  will  be  three  for  Lane,  three  for 
Brickley  and  three  for  myself.  It  appears  that  we 
are  all  determined  to  hold  our  ground.  If  we  do, 
we  must  not  permit  the  city  departments  to  fail  to 
function.  This  way  seemed  to  be  the  way  out  of 
it  that  was  suggested,  and  I  am  agreeable.  I  think 
after  my  talk  with  Coun.  Hagan  that  he  is  agree- 
able to  almost  any  plan  which  will  result  in  com- 
mittees functioning.  I  talked  with  my  colleague  a 
week  ago  and  he  and  I  agreed  that  the  better  way 
to  do  it  would  be  through  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, but  we  must  have  some  way  to  make  things 
move  along,  and  so  I  have  been  willing  to  vote  for 
Coun.  Hagan's  order.  I  wish  the  Councilor  oppo- 
site had  been  present  when  the  matter  was  taken 
up  in  the  Executive  Committee. 

Pres.  HAGAN.  The  point  of  order  raised 
by  the  gentleman,  that  a  suspension  of  the  rule  is 
necessary,  is  not  well  taken.  It  is  not  necessary 
to  suspend  the  rule,  that  the  chairman  may  appoint 
temporary  committees. 

The  order  is  reported  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, and  the  report  may  be  accepted  and  the 
order  passed  by  a  majority  vote. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE.  Mr.  President,  the  rules 
state  that  the  president  of  the  body  shall  appoint 
all  committees,  and  this  order  says  that  the  tem- 
porary president  shall  appoint  all  existing  com- 
mittees. If  that  is  not  an  amendment  to  the  exist- 
ing rules,  I  don't  know  what  is.  But,  inasmuch  as 
the  Chair  has  ruled  that  it  is  not  an  amendment  to 
the  rule,  that  a  suspension  of  the  rule  is  not  neces- 
sary, I  am  going  to  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the 
Chair.  I  would  say  that  I  personally  believe  we 
should  get  down  to  business  and  should  function, 
but  there  is  a  difference  of  opinion  as  to  how  we 
should  function  under  existing  conditions.  I 
would  call  attention  of  the  members  of  the  Council 
to  the  fact  that  the  loan  budget  submitted  by  the 
Mayor,  which  is  intended  to  be  in  effect  after 
April  8,  1921,  appropriates  $3,469,500  out  of  a 
total  appropriating  power  for  this  year  of  about 
$4,400,000.  In  other  words,  there  is  less  than 
$1,000,000  left' to  be  appropriated  for  the  rest  of 
this  entire  fiscal  year.  When  I  submitted  an  order 
last  year  to  appropriate  $750,000,  which  was  after- 
wards amended  to  $200,000  in  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, with  the  understanding  that  the  $200,000 
was  to  be  provided  in  that  year  and  $200,000  n  the 
following  year  for  improvements  at  the  City  Hos- 
pital, I  was  met  with  a  rebuke  from  the  Mayor's 
office,  he  stating  in  his  veto  of  that  proposition 
that  we  should  always  leave  a  certain  amount  of 
money  available  for  emergency  purposes.  At  that 
time,  there  was  $500,000  left,  with  about  a  month 
of  the  fiscal  year  to  go.  Here  this  year  we  have 
gone  through  but  one  month  of  the  year,  and  we 
already  have  submitted  from  the  Mayor  a  bill  for 
$3,470,000.  I  feel  that  some  of  those  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Mayor  should  be  withdrawn.  If  that 
is  done,  I  have  no  objection  to  any  procedure  in 
the  way  of  appointment  of  committees.  But  I 
do  object  to  having  practically  the  entire  appro- 
priating capacity  of  the  city  eaten  up  by  the  Mayor 
in  the  first  month  of  the  fiscal  year.  I  stand  on 
my  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair,  and 
ask  for  a  roll  call. 

Pres.  HAGAN.  The  Chair  has  not  heard  the 
appeal  seconded.     It  is  not  in  order  unless  it  is. 
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Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  will 
second  the  appeal. 

Pres.  HAGAN.  The  question  is  on  sustaining 
the  Chair.  Shall  the  decision  of  the  Chair  stand  as 
the  judgment  of  the  Council? 

Coun.  FORD.  Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
vote  to  sustain  the  Chair.  But  I  merely  wish 
to  say  that  if  there  were  some  other  plan  that 
would  take  care  of  Mr.  Donoghue's  suggestion 
I  would  vote  to  recommit  the  matter.  At  this 
time,  however,  I  shall  vote  to  sustain  the  decision 
of   the   Chair. 

The  decision  of  the  Chair  stood  as  the  judgment 
of  the  Council,  yeas  3,  nays  2:  yeas — Coun.  Ford, 
Lane,  Watson,  3;  nays — Coun.  Brickley,  Donoghue, 
2. 

The  order  as  reported  by  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee was  passed.  Coun.  Donoghue  doubted  the 
vote  and  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  order  was  passed,  yeas  4,  nays  2:  yeas — 
Coun.  Ford,  Hagan,  Lane,  Watson,  4;  nays — 
Coun.    Brickley,    Donoghue,    2. 


APPOINTMENT  OF  COMMITTEES. 
Pres.  HAGAN.  The  Chair  will  at  this  time 
appoint  the  members  of  the  standing  committees 
of  last  year,  in  the  order  in  which  they  were  appoint- 
ed at  that  time,  with  the  exception  that,  on  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations,  Coun.  Donoghue 
not  caring  to  serve,  Coun.  McLaughlin  will  be 
appointed  chairman;  Coun.  Donoghue  will  be 
appointed  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
and  Coun.  Moriarty  will  be  substituted  for  my- 
self (Pres.  Hagan)  on  the  Committee  on  Claims. 
The  committees  will  stand  as  appointed  until 
such  time  as  a  president  elect  has  the  right  to 
appoint    his    committees.

Dear  Sir,' — In  response  to  the  order  of  the  City 
Council  of  February  14,  last,  requesting  a  report 
on  the  advisability  and  cost  of  widening  Morton 
street,  West  Roxbury,  between  Canterbury  street 
and  Washington  street,  the  Board  of  Street  Com- 
missioners submits  the  following: 

A  plan  for  the  widening  of  Morton  street  for  its 
entire  length  was  made  many  years  ago.  It  has 
already  been  widened  between  Canterbury  street 
and  Fuller  street,  in  Dorchester,  to  eighty  feet. 
The  street  between  Washington  street  and  Blue 
Hill  avenue  has  become  one  of  the  most  impor- 
tant traffic  thoroughfares  in  the  city.  During 
the  summer  season  it  is  densely  congested  with 
motor     vehicles. 

On  the  section  of  the  street  between  Canterbury 
street  and  Washington  street  there  are  two  danger- 
ous places  where  accidents  are  of  frequent  occur- 
rence. These  danger  spots  should  be  eliminated 
at  the  earliest  opportunity. 

At  no  time  has  an  appropriation  been  available 
to  make  this  widening.  It  would  cost  $300,000 
to  do  so  as  suggested  in  the  order  of  your  honorable 
body.  Such  a  widening  would  involve  takings 
of  about  180,000  square  feet  of  land,  of  which 
about  124,000  square  feet  would  be  taken  from  the 
Forest  Hills  Cemetery. 

If  a  plan  which  has  recently  been  prepared  by 
the  park  department  should  be  carried  out  it 
would  not  be  necessary  at  this  time  to  widen  Mor- 
ton street  between  Washington  street  and  the 
entrance  to  the  Forest  Hills  Cemetery.  This 
plan  calls  for  an  extension  of  the  Arborway  across 
Forest  Hills  street  and  through  Franklin  Park, 
joining  with  Morton  street  at  Morton  road.  This 
would  eliminate  the  two  dangerous  turns  at  the 
corner  of  Forest  Hills  street  and  Morton  street, 
and  by  the  construction  of  Morton  street,  which 
has  already  been  widened,  nearly  opposite  the 
Forest  Hills  Cemetery  entrance,  the  dangerous 
curve  at  this  point  would  be  materially  reduced 
and  accidents  greatly  lessened. 

This  much  of  the  improvement  could  be  made 
at  a  comparatively  slight  cost,  of  perhaps  less 
than  $25,000.  It  is  the  intention  of  this  board, 
co-operating  with  the  board  of  park  commissioners, 
to  make  this  improvement  during  the  coming 
summer.  Morton  street,  between  Morton  road 
and  Canterbury  street,  could  then  be  widened  at 
a  cost  of  about  $175,000.

INFORMATION    ASKED    CONCERNING 
STREET  LIGHTING. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order— That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Corporation  Counsel  are 
hereby  requested  to  appear  forthwith  before  the 
Executive  Committee  and  furnish  it  with  such 
information  that  they  may  have  that  will  in  any 
way  aid  the  Council  in  the  matter  of  the  contract 
between  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Edison  Illu- 
minating Company  for  street  lighting,  and  any 
other  information  that  they  may  have  bearing 
on  the  question  of  price,  etc.,  of  electric  and  gas 
lighting  as  it  has  to  do  with  the  city  of  Boston  and 
the  consumers  generally. 

Coun.  WATSON.  Mr.  President,  for  the  fifth 
consecutive  Monday  and  the  fifth  consecutive 
meeting  of  this  body  I  have  introduced  another 
order  here  pertaining  to  the  gas  and  electric  light- 
ing situation  and  concerning  the  bill  that  provides 
for  premiums  to  the  holders  of  stock  in  the  lighting 
companies  of  Massachusetts.  I  have  a  two-fold 
reason  for  introducing  this  order  today:  First,  to 
call  to  the  attention  of  the  public  through  the  press 
that  tomorrow  in  the  House  of  Representatives 
Senate  Bill  No.  314,  which  provides,  in  my  opinion, 
for  the  taking  from  the  pockets  of  the  taxpayers  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  of  not  less 
than  fifty  million  dollars  in  premiums  which  will  be 
paid  to  the  holders  of  stock  in  the  several  lighting 
companies  of  the  state  will  be  up  for  consideration. 
The  bill  has  already  passed  the  Senate  and  is  now 
before  the  House.  Mr.  President,  while  I  know  of 
these  sinister  designs  and  the  great  influence  that 
the  lighting  interests,  backed  by  the  financial  in- 
terests of  Massachusetts,  use  to  steer  away  from 
the  straight  path  those  sent  to  the  Legislature  by 
the  sovereign  people  of  Massachusetts,  I  have 
confidence  in  the  members  on  Beacon  Hill,  so  far  as 
the  public  interests  are  concerned,  whenever  they 
will  look  into  matters  carefully.  But  when  we  have 
designing  interests  back  of  corrupt  legislation,  filed 
for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  burden  upon  the 
taxpayers  of  the  Commonwealth  benefiting  the 
privileged  class,  I  am  a  little  mite  pessimistic  and 
a  little  mite  fearful  of  the  result,  unless  the  mem- 
bers up  there  are  thoroughly  awake. 
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No  member  of  the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts, 
knowing  the  intent  of  the  legislation  proposed  in 
Senate  Bill  314,  would  for  one  moment  dare  vote 
for  it.  He  would  certainly  not  dare  vote  for  it 
if  lie  was  a  candidate  for  re-election  next  year; 
and  no  member  will  vote  for  it  unless  he  is  con- 
trolled through  friendly  or  business  relations  that 
interlock  with  the  interests  asking  for  the  legisla- 
tion, or  because  he  is  willing  to  be  corrupted  by  a 
lobby  that  is  always  willing  to  corrupt  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  people  in  the  interests  of  the 
privileged  class. 

That  is  a  broad  statement,  gentlemen  of  the 
press,  and  in  order  to  make  it  more  emphatic  I 
will  repeat  it.  No  member  of  the  Massachusetts 
House  of  Representatives  would  dare  to  vote  to- 
morrow for  Senate  Bill  No.  314  without  its  being 
amended  so  as  to  protect  the  taxpayers'  interest, 
unless  he  does  it  because  of  interlocking  friendship 
or  business  relations  with  those  who  are  behind 
this  bad  and  crooked  legislation  or  because  he  is 
willing  to  be  corrupt  and  is  going  to  be  corrupted 
by  the  evil  influences  behind  Senate  Bill  No.  314. 
I  cannot  make  it  any  clearer  than  that.  I  intend 
to  say  that,  and  exactly  that,  because  that  is  ex- 
actly the  proposition  today,  fellow  members.  That 
is  the  situation  on  Beacon  Hill  today.  The  great 
lobbying  interests  there  were  formerly  in  charge  of 
J.  Otis  Wardwell.  He  is  not  now  operating  in  the 
open,  but  those  interests  are  there,  and  the  machin- 
ery and  the  gumshoe  men  are  now  at  work  on 
Beacon  Hill.  That  is  the  reason  why  I  have  intro- 
duced this  order  today. 

Something  should  be  done  to  block  Senate  Bill 
No.  314.  There  ought  to  be  a  mass  meeting  held 
on  Boston  Common  tomorrow  at  noontime,  at 
which  all  nine  of  the  members  of  the  City  Council 
might  be  present,  the  eight  members  beside  myself, 
because  my  fellow  members  have  been  sympathiz- 
ing with  and  following  me  in  my  attempt  to  get 
justice  and  fair  treatment  for  the  public  from  these 
unscrupulous  men  of  great  wealth  and  these  heart- 
less corporations.  We  ought  to  have  a  public 
meeting  in  Boston,  giving  it  publicity  in  the  press, 
calling  on  the.  citizens  of  Massachusetts  and  of 
Boston  to  go  there  and  pass  resolutions,  not  re- 
questing members  of  the  Legislature  to  vote 
against  the  bill  but  demanding  it. 

There  would  be  but  few  votes  for  the  bill  if  we 
had  annual  elections  of  the  members  of  the  Legis- 
lature. But  they  are  elected  for  two  years.  They 
think  the  people  forget  these  things — and  they  do, 
I  am  sorry  to  say.  Even  great  public  leaders 
forget,  at  times.  1  have  sought  the  assistance  of 
James  M.  Curley,  of  John  F.  Fitzgerald,  and  of 
Edmund  Billings.  I  have  sought  the  assistance  of 
numerous  men  in  my  endeavor  to  have  something 
done.  I  called  a  meeting  last  Friday  in  order  to 
take  some  of  the  burden  of  the  work  off  my  shoul- 
ders. A  chairman  and  a  secretary  were  appointed, 
and  the  committee  is  anxious  to  do  something. 
But  we  still  need  the  help  of  some  of  those  big  men 
of  the  community,  who  are  always  talking  about 
Boston  and  its  commercial  opportunities,  about 
the  fact  that  the  port  of  Boston  ought  to  be  one  of 
the  greatest  ports  in  the  United  States.  They 
are,  at  times  like  this,  however,  deaf,  dumb,  and 
blind.  1  have  been  leading  these  committees, 
but  I  would  certainly  be  glad  to  step  aside  if  some 
of  these  men  can  handle  the  matter  more  ably  than 
I  can  handle  it.  But  they  must  be  as  honest  in 
the  matter  as  1  am,  to  take  my  place. 

As  far  as  ex-Mayor  John  F.  Fitzgerald  is  con- 
cerned, let  me  say  that  I  have  nothing  whatever 
against  him.  He  goes  to  Hull,  however,  where  he 
resides  in  the  summer,  and  takes  up  in  a  town 
meeting  there  the  matter  looking  towards  the 
decreasing  of  taxes  in  the  town  of  Hull,  but  when 
there  is  a  matter  coming  up  involving  taking  from 
the  pockets  of  the  public  at  least  fifty  million 
dollars  in  the  state  of  Massachusetts,  and  when 
there  is  a  matter  in  which  we  are  interested  con- 
cerning the  cost  of  gas,  which  affects  every  man, 
woman  and  child  in  the  state,  he  is  absent.  How- 
ever, as  a  friend  of  mine  says,  "Jerry,  don't  blame 
him.  If  he  can't  be  the  bell  cow,  he  won't  be  a 
cow  at  all."  (Laughter.)  There  is  the  same  situa- 
tion with  regard  to  ex-Mayor  James  M.  Curley. 
If  he  does  not  care  to  be  connected  with  the  move- 
ment because  I  am  the  leader  and  because  1  am 
prominent  in  it,  1  will  gladly  step  aside,  giving  up 
whatever  glory  there  may  be  for  me  as  one  of  the 
pioneers,  and  letting  him  go  through  with  it.  1  am 
willing  that  these  other  men  shall  come  into  the 
movement  and  go  through  with  it,  and  I  will  step 


aside,  but  I  want  them  to  go  through  straight,  and 
they  must  go  through  straight. 

Edmund  Billings,  the  Collector  of  the  Port,  is 
said  to  have  aspirations  to  be  mayor.  He  cannot 
mix  with  the  plain  people  now,  because  he  doesn't 
need  to.  There  is  not  now  a  mayoralty  campaign 
on.  But  very  likely  he  might  be  glad  to  do  so 
later.  God  help  Boston,  if  that  is  the  land  of 
people  who  are  going  to  put  it  on  the  map. 

1  hold  no  brief  for  Mayor  Peters,  but  I  have 
been  intimate  with  him  personally  for  perhaps 
thirty-five  years,  having  lived  within  a  stone's 
throw  of  him  at  Forest  Hills  in  childhood.  He 
knows  me  and  knows  my  people,  and  I  know  him 
and  his  people.  Although  I  did  not  support  him 
for  mayor,  1  have  no  quarrel  with  him.  I  do  stand 
back  of  him,  however,  in  the  quarrel,  mix-up, 
discussion  or  disagreement  that  he  has  had  with 
ex-Mayor  Edwin  U.  Curtis,  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner, on  the  matter  of  badges  for  the  policemen. 
1  am  free  to  confess  that  in  that  matter  I  agree  with 
Mayor  Peters  that  the  Boston  Police  Department 
is  a  Boston  department.  They  could  not  be  sent 
into  Cambridge,  and  the  state  police  can.  Police 
Commissioner  Curtis  has  made  a  mistake,  but  it  is 
one  that  will  benefit  the  Democratic  party  when 
there  is  an  election.  However,  I  agree  with 
Mayor  Peters  in  that  matter.  But  it  is  a  small 
thing  for  Mayor  Peters  to  quarrel  about  a  little  tin 
badge  on  the  front  of  a  policeman's  hat,  especially 
when  at  least  fifty  million  dollars  of  the  money 
of  the  taxpayers  of  Massachusetts  is  held  in  the 
balance  in  another  matter  in  which  I  would  like 
to  see  him  interest  himself.  That  is  what  this 
order  is  for,  Mr.  President,  they  have  not  reached 
me  and  they  cannot  reach  me,  although  they  have 
tried  to  reach  me.  I  could  say  more,  but  I  will 
not  do  so. 

As  far  as  Mayor  Peters  is  concerned,  by  the  way, 
1  feel  this  way  in  regard  to  him.  I  want  to  give 
him  all  the  credit  that  belongs  to  him.  I  think 
that  he  has  made  a  fairly  good  mayor,  as  good  as 
the  average  we  have  had,  and  I  might  say  better 
than  some,  but  he  ought  to  have  done  a  lot  more 
than  he  has  done.  He  could  have  improved  vastly 
on  his  performance  if  he  had  been  a  little  more 
frank  with  this  body  and  with  the  press.  1  have 
no  quarrel  with  him,  and  he  must  take  this  as  I 
send  it,  with  the  best  of  feeling.  He  does  his  duty 
as  he  sees  it.  When  I  do  my  duty  in  this  body  and 
he  disagrees  with  me,  he  says  so  plainly,  and  I  feel 
that  I  have  a  right  to  take  the  same  position  when 
the  positions  are  reversed.  I  might  refer  to  his 
action  on  the  gas  matter,  when  we  gave  him 
$24,000  without  a  whimper  under  orders  intro- 
duced or  initiated  by  Coun.  McLaughlin  a  year  and 
two  months  ago. 

The  report  of  the  Arthur  D.  Little  Company  is 
here  before  us.  The  Mayor  has  had  it  in  his  cus- 
tody since  November  20,  and  here  it  is  marked. 
Why  has  it  been  kept  back  until  this  time?  What 
use  has  been  made  of  that  report,  that  book  which 
cost  $24,000  of  the  taxpayers'  money?  All  we 
have  got  to  show  for  it  is  a  volume  of  about  500 
pages,  for  which  the  $20,000  was  spent,  and  about 
25  pages  for  which  $4,000  was  spent.  This  book 
contains  a  mass  of  figures  from  the  Arthur  D. 
Little  company;  and,  while  I  am  on  the  proposition, 
I  am  going  to  touch  upon  a  letter  that  I  received 
from  Arthur  D.  Hill,  Corporation  Counsel.  It  is 
dated  March  8,  1921,  and  is  addressed  to  me.  He 
says: 

"Dear  Sir, — In  the  report  of  yesterday's  pro- 
ceedings of  the  City  Council  in  this  morning's  Post, 
page  12,  column  3,  the  following  occurs  in  what 
purports  to  be  a  part  of  your  speech." 

And  by  the  way,  it  is  rather  strange  that  a 
conservative,  well-balanced  lawyer  would  attempt 
to  base  any  comment  on  a  newspaper  report  of  a 
speech,  knowing  the  way  they  have  to  cut  down 
speeches  and  remarks.  But  he  takes  me  up, 
nevertheless,  instead  of  waiting  for  the  official  re- 
port, which  I  now  have  and  which  he  can  read, 
which  does  not  say  what  the  paper  says  but  which 
at  least  suggests  it. 

"'He  (Coun.  Watson)  charged  that  one  of  the 
firms  doing  the  examination  of  the  company  books 
was  on  the  payroll  of  both  the  city  and  the  gas 
company.  The  company  he  referred  to  is  that  of 
Arthur  D.  Little.' 

"May  I  ask  that  you  will  furnish  me  with  the 
evidence  on  which  you  base  this  charge?  It  is 
obviously  of  great  importance  to  my  intelligent 
handling  of  the  City's  case  that  I  should  know  the 
facts  in  such  a  matter.  I  have  never  heard  any 
suggestion  of  the  kind  and  have  believed  Messrs. 
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Arthur  D.  Little,  Inc.,  to  be  experts  of  high  pro- 
fessional standing  upon  whose  fidelity,  capacity 
and  freedom  from  relations  with  the  Gas  Company, 
which  would  in  any  way  hamper  their  giving  the 
City  the  full  benefit  of  their  services,  I  was  entitled 
to  rely.  If  you  have  any  definite  information 
which  would  show  me  that  I  was  erroneous  in  my 
belief  I  think  you  should  let  me  have  it  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment. 

"This  letter  is  written  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
effective  co-operation  with  you  in  the  city's  inter- 
est. I  am  not  giving  it  to  the  press  but  I  do  not 
mean  to  impose  any  restrictions  of  privacy  upon 
you. 

Very  truly  yours, 
Arthur  D.  Hill,  Corporation  Council." 

Mr.  President,  I  got  Mr.  Hill  on  the  phone  and 
told  him  that  he  had  better  read  the  minutes  of  the 
Council,  because  if  the  Post  had  printed  all  of  my 
speech  there  wouldn't  have  been  room  for  anything 
else  in  the  paper.  Of  course,  they  cut  down  the 
speech.  You  cannot  expect  a  newspaper  to  run 
verbatim  what  is  said  here.  They  take  that  which 
they  consider  to  be  good  reading,  and  print  it.  I 
have  no  fault  concerning  the  Post  or  any  other 
paper  as  regards  the  way  in  which  they  have  treated 
me  in  my  controversy  on  this  matter  of  legislation 
on  Beacon  Hill  and  this  attempt  to  protect  the 
taxpayers. 

Then  Mr.  Hill  followed  this  up  with  another 
letter,  under  date  of  March  9,  1921: 

"James  A.  Watson,  Esq., 

City  Councillor,  City  Hall. 
"Dear  Sir, —  1  enclose  herewith  copy  of  letter 
dated  March  9,   1921,   received  from   Mr.  Arthur 
D.  Little,  President  of  Arthur  D.  Little,  Inc. 
Very  truly  yours, 
Arthur  D.  Hill,  Corporation  Counsel." 

The  letter  enclosed  is  too  long  to  read,  but  I  am 
going  to  give  it  to  the  press.  They  do  admit 
through  their  auditor,  the  bookkeeper  working  with 
the  Arthur  D.  Little  Company,  that  "the  total 
payments  received  from  the  Boston  Consolidated 
Gas  Company  for  similar  occasional  services  ren- 
dered during  this  term  of  about  nine  years  aggre- 
gate $283.83." 

Well,  I  did  not  say  that  they  were  on  the  payroll. 
I  said  it  was  my  information  that  they  were,  but 
that  I  would  not  charge  it  definitely  until  I  had 
checked  up  my  information.  But  they  come  back 
here  and  prove  my  case.  The  Arthur  D.  Little 
Company  have  received  from  the  Consolidated  Gas 
Company  at  least  $283  for  work  perforned  for  the 
Consolidated  Gas  Company.  Mind  you,  that  is 
from  the  bookkeeper  of  the  Arthur  D.  Little  Com- 
pany. Does  the  Arthur  D.  Little  Company  do  any 
work  for  the  Edison  Electric  &  Illuminating  Com- 
pany? Methinks  they  do,  a  lot  of  it.  Mr.  Hill 
told  me  that  the  Institute  of  Technology  is  con- 
nected with  the  Arthur  D.  Little  Company,  Inc. 
Yes,  and  Harvard  College  and  other  institutions  of 
learning  have  recommended  other  people  for  dif- 
ferent positions,  and  they  have  fallen  down.  The 
endorsement  of  the  Institute  of  Technology  is  a 
grand  one,  but  I  prefer  an  endorsement  concerning 
a  man  or  an  institution  from  some  source  that  is 
less  susceptible  to  influence  because  of  business 
relations.  The  Institute  of  Technology  is  a  pet 
scheme  of  Stone  &  Webster's,  and  the  Stone  & 
Webster  Company  are  as  closely  linked  with  the 
gas  company  and  the  Edison  company  as  the 
Siamese  twins  were  linked  to  one  another.  Intend 
to  close  shortly,  but  I  must  refer  to  two  or  three 
matters  of  vital  importance  to  the  public  and  I 
believe,  gentlemen  of  the  press,  that  you  will  run 
them,  print  them.  They  are  new.  The  Boston 
Consolidated  Gas  Company  lays  nothing  aside  for 
depreciation.  That  is  admitted  to  be  a  bad  busi- 
ness policy,  one  that  would  not  exist  in  a  little  store 
in  Roxbury,  if  the  woman  or  the  man  who  ran  it 
intended  to  stay  in  business.  What  man  of  us  will 
not  lay  something  away  in  the  way  of  insurance? 
Perhaps  death  may  come.  Who  will  not,  if  they 
can,  purchase  accident  insurance?  A  man  who 
has  a  wife  and  children  is  criminal  if  he  will  not 
carry  insurance  against  death,  in  order  to  leave 
them  a  little  something  when  he  passes  away.  The 
same  principle  applies  to  a  great  corporation  like 
the  Consolidated  Gas  Company.  Not  one  nickel 
for  depreciation,  but  plenty  for  salaries. 

They  don't  make  gas  any  longer  out  of  coal. 
Scientific  research  and  knowledge  lias  shown  to  the 


gas  company  that  gas  can  be  manufactured  cheaper, 
poorer  gas  and  more  dangerous  to  the  health,  from 
what  is  called  illuminating  oil.  Therefore,  in  the 
wisdom  of  Mr.  Snow,  Mr.  Richards,  Mr.  Wright- 
ington,  and  Mr.  Winsor  of  Kidder,  Peabody  & 
Company,  who  are  also  directors  of  the  Consoli- 
dated Gas  Company,  as  well  as  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Gas  Companies,  the  holding  company,  they 
decided  that  they  would  build  an  oil  tank  in 
Everett.  And  they  did,  the  Boston  Oil  Company. 
They  organized  as  a  separate  corporation.  They 
said,  "We  have  to  pay  salaries  to  the  boys  and  make 
a  profit  for  the  stockholders  and,  therefore,  we  will 
not  buy  illuminating  oil  direct  from  the  producers 
but  will  erect  a  plant  and  be  middle  men  and  collect 
from  both  ends  and  the  middle."  So  they  organ- 
ized the  Beacon  Oil  Company,  a  Massachusetts 
corporation  organized  January  27,  1919,  capitalized 
for  approximately  $2,000,000.  The  president  is 
William  E.  McKay,  according  to  the  records  at  the 
State  House;  the  treasurer  is  E.  N.  Wrightington, 
and  the  directors  are  William  G.  McKay,  J.  L. 
Richards,  C.  M.  Leonard  and  F.  E.  Snow.  Mr. 
Snow  is  of  the  firm  of  Gaston,  Snow  &  Saltonstall, 
and  is  also  connected  with  the  Consolidated  Gas 
Company,  and  there  is  also  Robert  Winsor,  con- 
nected with  the  Consolidated  Gas  Company  and 
with  Kidder,  Peabody  &  Company.  In  fact,  you 
have  almost  the  identical  membership  of  the  Con- 
solidated Gas  Company.  On  the  certificate  filed 
January  27,  1919,  the  treasurer  was  E.  M.  Richards, 
the  son  of  James  L.  Richards;  but  they  have  re- 
organized, and  a  later  certificate  shows  that  Mr. 
E.  N.  Wrightington,  who  is  vice-president  and 
manager  of  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gag  Company, 
with  a  salary  there  of  $14,500  a  year,  is  also  treas- 
urer of  this  company,  the  Beacon  Oil  Company  of 
Everett,  Mass. 

Oh,  Mr.  President,  the  consumers  of  gas  are 
paying  the  freight.  What  Barnum  said  is  as  true 
today  as  it  ever  was.  "There  is  a  sucker  born 
every  minute,  and  two  to  catch  him."  It  is  ab- 
solutely true.  Shame  on  the  leading  public  men 
of  Massachusetts  and  of  Boston,  to  allow  a  little 
fellow  like  me  to  make  this  fight  that  I  am  making. 
I  could  not  make  it  alone,  of  course,  and  I  have 
here  the  co-operation  of  Coun.  Lane,  Coun.  Donog- 
hue,  and  other  members  of  this  body.  You  are 
aiding  me.  But  by  helping  me  you  are  helping 
yourselves;  by  helping  me  you  are  helping  the 
public;  you  are  helping  every  man,  woman  and 
child  in  Massachusetts.  You  are  starting  a 
snowball  down  the  hill  which,  when  it  reaches  the 
bottom,  will  have  become  a  great  mass,  and  you 
will  be  remembered  for  it,  as  I  will  be. 

I  ask,  through  the  press,  the  assistance  of  every 
public-spirited  man  in  Boston  and  in  Massachu- 
setts in  this  matter.  When  I  invited  ex-Mayor 
Fitzgerald,  ex-Mayor  Curley  and  Edmund  Billings, 
and  about  nine  others,  just  three  responded.  A 
number  of  gentlemen,  like  Mr.  William  C.  Prout, 
did  respond.  There  were  Mr.  Prout  and  some 
others,  about  a  hundred,  who  came  here.  But 
they  were  not  leaders,  men  in  the  public  eye  in 
these  public  movements.  They  were  ordinary, 
everyday  men,  of  standing,  it  is  true,  of  ability  and 
honor;  but  we  need  the  big  fellows — the  big  fellows 
on  paper,  at  least  —  to  help  in  this  contest. 

Mr.  E.  A.  Filene  wrote  me  back  —  or  rather  his 
secretary  did  —  that  owing  to  the  fact  that  he  had 
to  go  on  to  Chicago  he  would  be  unable  to  attend; 
and  Joseph  O'Connell,  the  former  congressman, 
told  me  that  he  was  tied  up  in  court.  All  the  others 
have  not  even  treated  my  invitation  with  the 
courtesy  that  I  would  extend  to  them,  of  at  least 
a  reply  to  the  letter.  While  they  have  held  posi- 
tions of  high  honor  in  public  life,  they  lack  that 
sense  of  courtesy.  It  costs  nothing  to  be  a  gentle- 
man; it  would  have  taken  but  a  moment  to  dictate 
a  letter  to  a  stenographer,  and  to  sign  their  names. 
But  they  have  never  even  answered.  Are  they 
against  the  people?  Are  they  with  the  lighting 
interests  and  the  financial  interests?  I  leave  it 
for  them  to  answer.  Do  they  hold  stock  in  the 
Edison  company  of  Boston?  Do  they  hold  shares 
in  the  Massachusetts  Gas  Companies?  Are  they 
interested  in  the  Beacon  Oil  Company?  Are  they 
interested  in  some  of  the  subsidiary  companies 
of  the  Consolidated  Gas  Company  and  the  Massa- 
chusetts Gas  Companies?  Because  the  Massa- 
chusetts Gas  Companies  do  have  subsidiary  gas 
companies,  they  do  cover  the  field.  They  even 
have  a  subsidiary  company  that  has  boats  to  handle 
oil  and  other  cargoes,  and  they  went  through  the 
war  without  losing  a  boat  or  a  man. 
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Where  are  these  people  I  speak  of?  Where  do 
they  stand?  Are  they  with  these  corporations 
and  against  the  multitude,  with  the  few  and 
against  the  many?  Are  they  against  the  people, 
who  honored  them  with  high  public  office?  If 
they  are,  they  are  a  degraded  low  set  of  men  who 
never  should  have  held  public  office.  I  do  not 
say  that  they  are  low  or  degraded  men,  but  I  say 
that  if  they  hold  stock  in  the  Edison  company 
and  remain  quiet  because  they  do,  they  are  no 
longer  friendly  with  the  masses  —  and  when  I  say 
"the  masses"  I  don't  mean  simply  the  men  who 
work  for  $3  or  $5  a  day.  This  is  a  matter  which 
affects  rich  men  as  well.  Why,  Coun.  Lane  showed 
me  a  letter  from  a  rich  man  whom  he  knows  on 
Beacon  street,  a  man  who  signs  his  name  and  who 
says  frankly  that  these  lighting  people  are  robbing 
him.  They  charged  him  the  same  bill  for  three 
months  when  his  house  was  closed  in  the  summer 
as  they  did  when  he  was  at  home,  absolutely. 

So  much  for  that.  Now,  as  to  interlocking 
directorates.  We  have  the  Massachusetts  Gas 
Companies  —  and,  by  the  way,  the  poor  Con- 
solidated Company  is  in  awfully  tough  shape.  Do 
you  know  what  has  happened?  They  have 
bought  a  $1,600,000  building.  They  bought  it, 
not  directly,  but  through  one  of  their  little  cunning 
schemes.  I  have  got  the  record  of  it  here.  They 
were  not  satisfied  with  the  old-fashioned  building 
on  West  street,  where  they  could  serve  the  people, 
but  they  are  going  to  give  them  an  up-to-date 
big  building,  which  the  people  will  pay  for.  So 
they  have  bought  a  fine  building  from  the  Lawrence 
estate  at  the  corner  of  Mason,  Tremont  and  West 
streets,  a  magnificent  building  which  represents 
$1,600,000  in  value  on  the  books  of  the  assessors 
of  the  City  of  Boston.  The  Lawrence  estate  on  a 
given  date  conveyed  that  property  and,  according 
to  the  stamps  upon  it  in  the  assessors'  office,  it 
amounts  to  $850,000.  That  was  the  cash  tran- 
saction. This  conveyance  of  deed  recites  that 
the  estate  is  subject  to  two  mortgages  —  the  first 
of  $800,000,  held  by  the  Massachusetts  Life  In- 
surance Company,  and  second,  of  $575,000,  held 
by  Lawrence  et  al.,  trustees.  I  have  here  the 
number  of  the  deed,  which  is  a  matter  of  record. 
By  the  deed  Sober,  a  dummy  in  the  operation, 
conveys  the  property  to  the  Massachusetts  Gas 
Companies.  And  who  are  they?  If  you  will 
permit  me,  I  will  read,  as  I  go  along,  the  names  of 
the  directors  of  the  Consolidated  Gas  Company 
and  will  also  read  the  names  of  the  directors  of  the 
Massachusetts  Gas  Companies,  the  controlling  or 
holding  company  that  owns  about  all  the  gas  plants 
in  Massachusetts. 

The  deed  is  signed  by  the  following  Massachu- 
setts Gas  Companies'  trustees:  Robert  Winsor,  also 
a  Consolidated  Gas  Company  director,  Walter  C. 
Baylies,  Massachusetts  Gas  Companies  trustee 
and  also  a  Consolidated  Gas  Company  director; 
Edwin  S.  Webster,  a  Massachusetts  Gas  Com- 
panies trustee,  also  a  Boston  Consolidated  Gas 
Company  director;  James  L.  Richards,  trustee 
of  the  Massachusetts  Gas  Companies,  and  also  a 
director  of  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Com- 
pany; Charles  Francis  Adams,  a  Massachusetts 
Gas  Company  trustee,  and  also  representing  the 
Consolidated  Gas  Company;.  Samuel  Carr,  con- 
nected with  Massachusetts  banks,  a  trustee  of  the 
Massachusetts  Gas  Companies  and  also  a  director 
of  the  Consolidated  Gas  Company;  Frederic  E. 
Snow,  of  Gaston,  Snow  &  Saltonstall,  a  Massachu- 
setts Gas  Companies  trustee  and  also  representa- 
tive of  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company; 
Charles  S.  Davis,  trustee  of  the  Massachusetts 
Gas  Companies,  and  director  of  the  Consolidated 
Gas  Company.  Interlocking  directorates,  for  the 
purpose  of  bleeding  the  people,  making  the_  poor 
poorer  and  the  few  privileged  rich  class  richer. 
They  conveyed  that  property  immediately,  in 
order  to  cover  it,  but  they  could  not  conceal  their 
movements  entirely  and  so  we  can  trace  them. 
Articles  of  organization  of  the  Lawrence  Building, 
Inc.,  were  filed  July  3,  1920.  This  whole  trans- 
action took  place  in  a  very  few  weeks.  A  ma- 
jority of  the  directors  of  the  Lawrence  Building, 
Inc.,  were  given  as  George  W.  Mathews,  Roger  W. 
Bennett  and  Dunbar  F.  Carpenter.  I  believe 
that  they  are  office  boys  in  Gaston,  Snow  and 
Saltonstall's  offices.  I  will  check  that  up  later. 
The  address  is  given  as  Room  714,  National  Shaw- 
mut  Bank  Building.  The  authorized  capital 
stock  is  1,000  shares  common,  but  the  incorpora- 
tors whose  names  I  have  given  held  but  one  share 
each  of  the  stock.  You  see,  they  were  only 
dummies,  and  there  were  only  three  shares  issued, 


they  holding  one  share  apiece.  The  other  997 
shares  are  owned  and  controlled  by  the  managing 
trustee  by  the  name  of  Frederick  Cunningham. 
Frederick  Cunningham  is  merely  a  useful  agent  or 
tool  to  aid  the  gas  companies  in  collecting  tribute 
from  the  consumers  of  Massachusetts,  and  of 
Boston  in  particular. 

The  report  filed  by  the  A.  D.  Little  Company 
shows  that  their  investigation  terminated  in  June, 
1920,  and  upon  conditions  as  found  up  to  that  time 
they  made  a  report.  But  since  then  until  the 
present  time  prices  have  been  dropping,  particu- 
larly the  price  of  labor,  which  always  comes  down 
first — not  what  is  paid  to  the  big  fellows.  Theirs 
comes  down  last,  if  it  comes  down  at  all.  But  the 
prices  for  commodities  and  labor  entering  into  the 
making  of  gas  since  June,  1920,  have  been  reduced 
to  a  very  considerable  extent.  Their  report,  how- 
ever, only  gives  us  information  from  February  14, 
1920,  to  June,  1920.  They  say  in  that  report —  I 
have  seen  it — that  there  is  an  advantageous  con- 
tract with  the  Beacon  Oil  Company.  Of  course — 
advantageous  to  the  Beacon  Oil  Company!  It 
makes  the  Consolidated  Gas  Company  the  borrower 
and  compels  it  to  raise  the  price  of  gas,  but  it  makes 
the  stockholders  in  the  Beacon  Oil  Company 
richer,  and  the  consumer  pays  it  all.  I  might  say 
more,  Mr.  President,  but  I  have  already  taken 
longer  than  I  should.  I  have  done  so  with  a  pur- 
pose. We  are  going  to  compel  the  Boston  Con- 
solidated Gas  Company  to  lower  the  price  of  gas 
to  the  consumer.  We  may  not  be  able  to  do  it  by 
law,  but  we  are  going  to  do  it  by  the  greatest 
weapon  in  existence  when  you  are  fighting  an  in- 
justice, the  weapon  that  is  being  used  throughout 
the  world  to  give  to  Ireland  self-determination! 
Public  sentiment;  public  sentiment  will  take  from 
their  thrones  kings,  it  will  remove  from  public  of- 
fice at  the  end  of  their  term  men  who  stand  highest 
in  public  life  in  our  republic;  and  public  sentiment, 
properly  directed  and  properly  conducted,  will 
compel  the  gas  companies  to  give  to  the  public  fair 
treatment.  That  is  all  that  we  ask,  justice.  It 
is  all  that  the  people  ask,  that  there  shall  be  no 
profiteering  upon  them.  We  have  been  witnessing 
profiteering  on  every  side. 

I  am  talking  strong,  vigorously;  you  would  think 
I  was  addressing  a  public  meeting.  Perhaps  you 
think  I  am  talking  to  hear  myself  talk.  But  I 
have  an  inspiration  in  this  matter.  A  great  in- 
justice has  been  done  to  the  public,  and  it  can  be 
and  must  be  righted.  You,  my  fellow  members  in 
this  body,  are  helping  me  to  right  it.  We  are  the 
pioneers  in  this  movement,  myself  and  my  eight 
colleagues  here,  standing  shoulder  to  shoulder,  and 
showing  to  the  public  that  at  least  nine  men  in 
Boston,  Mass.,  are  united  in  standing  against  the 
sinister  and  corrupt  influences  here  represented  in 
the  state  of  Massachusetts.  I  move  a  suspension 
of  the  rule,  in  order  that  we  may  request  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  to  appear  before  us  and  give  us  the  data 
that  we  desire. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  was  passed.

IMPROVEMENTS  AT  WAYFARERS'  LODGE. 

The  following  was  received: 

Office  of  the  Mayor, 

March  21,  1921. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  have  several  times  discussed 
with  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  the  matter  of  mak- 
ing certain  necessary  changes  and  improvements 
at  the  Wayfarers'  Lodge  on  Hawkins  street,  and 
I  have  also  discussed  the  matter  with  the  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Buildings.  As  a  result  of  these 
conferences,  and  also  of  my  personal  experience 
at  the  Wayfarers'  Lodge  last  week,  I  am  con- 
vinced that  certain  improvements  are  absolutely 
essential  for  the  well-being  of  whose  who  are 
forced  to  find  shelter  at  the  Lodge. 

I  am  herewith  attaching  a  copy  of  a  communi- 
cation from  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Build- 
ings stating  what  changes  should  be  made,  and 
estimating  the  cost  of  making  them.  You  will 
note  that  his  estimate  is  $42,900,  but  in  order  to 
be  on  the  safe  side,  I  believe  it  would  be  wise  to 
authorize  the  expenditure  of  the  sum  of  $45,000. 
I  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying order.

Dear  Sir, — In  accordance  with  your  communi- 
cation under  date  of  February  16,  1921,  same 
having  reference  to  the  various  repairs  necessary 
to  provide  suitable  quarters  for  the  Overseers  of 
the  Poor  Department,  I  respectfully  report  that 
I  have  taken  the  subject  matter  up  with  the  Over- 
seers and  in  making  up  my  estimates  I  have  been 
governed  wholly  by  their  wishes. 

The  building  used  by  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor 
Department  on  Hawkins  street  is  known  as  the 
Wayfarers'  Lodge  and  it  has  become  totally  unfit 
for  the  purposes  it  is  intended  for.  The  bathing 
showers,  kitchen  and  disinfecting  rooms  are  all 
located  in  the  basement  which  is  below  the  side- 
walk grade,  the  ceilings  being  low  studded  and 
improperly  ventilated.  The  street  floor  is  used  for 
offices,  doctors'  examining  quarters,  storerooms, 
dining  rooms  and  sleeping  quarters  for  the  night 
superintendent. 

The  second  and  third  floors  are  used  for  general 
sleeping  quarters,  one  small  room  for  hospital 
purposes,  two  small  toilets  (one  on  each  floor  with 
a  toilet  and  urinal  in  each)  and  the  surrounding 
space  outside  the  building  is  used  for  the  storage 
of  wood  with  outside  toilet  rooms  for  the  workers 
in  the  yard. 

The  shower  room  has  but  three  showers.  This 
is  far  too  small  a  number  and  should  be  increased 
to  twelve  to  meet  requirements  and  should  be 
located  on  the  street  floor  in  order  to  get  the  proper 
light  and  ventilation. 

The  dining  room  could  be  located  in  one  of  the 
present  storerooms  and  the  kitchen  in  the  other 
storeroom.  The  offices  will  require  some  changes 
also.  The  dormitories  will  require  a  general 
overhauling.  The  ceilings  should  be  replaced  by 
new  ones  throughout  the  building.  The  lighting 
system  will  need  changing  throughout  to  agree 
with  the  general  remodelling  of  the  building. 
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The  cost  of  the  necessary  improvements  would 
be  approximately  $42,900,  itemized  as  follows: 

Carpentry 88,000 

Plumbing 6,000 

Plastering 2,500 

Electric  work 2,500 

Waterproofing 1,500 

Replace  woodshed  with  brick  building     12,000 

Fireproofing  and  fire  escapes 1,500 

Sprinklers 2,500 

Painting 1,500 

Incidental 1,000 

$39,000 
Architectural  services 3,900 

Total $42,900 

In  conclusion  I  would  say  that  if  it  would  be  the 
pleasure  of  Your  Honor  to  carry  this  work  through 
to  completion,  it  would  be  necessary  to  provide  a 
special  appropriation  in  the  above  mentioned  sum.

My  dear  Sir, — In  further  response  to  your  letter 
of  September  21,  1919,  in  which  you  request  the 
particulars  concerning  the  death  of  Charles  J. 
McCarthy,  Co.  A,  301st  Infantry,  later  trans- 
ferred to  Company  M,  109th  Infantry,  who,  it  is 
stated  was  killed  in  action  September  6,  1918,  I 
have  the  honor  to  advise  you  that  this  office  is  in 
receipt  of  a  communication  from  one  Paul  McGill, 
formerly  a  member  of  Co.  M,  109th  Infantry,  as 
follows: 

"I  was  personally  acquainted  with  Pvt.  Mc- 
Carthy. On  or  about  the  6th  of  September,  1918, 
Company  M,  109th  Infantry,  was  on  the  line  and 
stationed  at  Fismes,  France.  We  were  in  the 
town  holding  the  line.  Sometime  during  the  night 
while  McCarthy  was  on  an  outpost  in  a  house, 
about  300  yards  from  the  river,  as  near  as  I  can  tell, 
a  shell  came  over  from  the  Germans  and  hit  the 
building  he  was  in  and  McCarthy  and  about  five 
others  were  killed.  The  bodies  were  removed  and 
were  buried  about  twenty-five  yards  from  the 
place  they  were  killed." 

The  date  of  death  of  Pvt.  McCarthy  will  be  de- 
termined as  soon  as  the  investigation  of  the  case 
is  completed,  when  you  will  be  further  advised.

INVESTIGATION  OF  LIGHTING 
AND  HEAT. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order — That  the 
temporary  Executive  Committee  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil be  directed  to  take  such  steps  as  it  may  deem 
necessary  to  bring  about  a  hearing  before  the 
Board  of  Public  Utilities  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  to  take  steps  to  compel  the  gas 
and  electric  lighting  companies  to  reduce  the  price 
of  heat  and  lighting  to  the  consumers  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  and  to  cancel  the  so-called  "fuel  clause." 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  respect- 
fully requested  to  recommend  the  City  Council 
to  appropriate  the  sum  of  So, 000  to  enable  the 
Executive  Committee  to  conduct  such  investiga- 
tion before  the  Board  of  Public  Utilities  as  will 
compel  the  heat  and  lighting  companies  to  reduce 
their  rates  to  consumers  and  to  cancel  the  "fuel 
clause." 

Coun.  WATSON.  Mr.  President,  for  the  sixth 
consecutive  meeting  I  introduce  an  order  pertain- 
ing to  the  gas  and  electric  light  situation  in  the 
City  of  Boston.  If  in  the  beginning  I  had  merely 
introduced  the  first  order  and  then  the  body  had 
passed  it  unanimously  and  I  had  let  it  go  at  that, 
nothing  would  have  been  thought  of  it  today. 
Consequently,  I  have  continued  to  introduce 
these  orders,  all  having  for  their  purpose  results 
favorable  to  the  great  consuming  public  of  Boston; 
and  I  have  been,  if  I  may  use  the  term,  heroically 
and  fearlessly  sustained  by  my  fellow  members  of 
this  body,  without  a  dissenter.  If  there  are  to  be 
any  results  that  will  benefit  the  public  of  the  City 
of  Boston  whom  this  body  represents  in  City  Hall, 
then  the  credit  should  be  divided  into  nine  equal 
parts,  one-ninth  for  myself  and  one  of  each  of  the 
other  eight-ninths  to  each  individual  member  of 
this  body,  because  without  their  assistance,  co- 
operation and  votes,  without  their  sustaining 
encouragement,  I  would  have  had  to  give  up  long 
before  this  the  efforts  I  have  made  in  behalf  of 
the  consumers  of  gas  and  electric  light  in  Boston, 


and  things  would  be  back  where  they  were  before 
I  started  this  little  movement. 

I  feel  stronger  today  concerning  the  successful 
results  of  our  efforts  than  I  have  felt  at  any  time 
during  the  last  six  weeks.  I  am  proud  of  my 
membership  in  this  body;  I  am  proud  of  my  asso- 
ciates here,  because  I  believe  they  are  immune 
from  the  sinister  influences  of  the  great  financial 
interests  of  the  City  of  Boston,  this  great,  gigantic, 
financial  business  highwaymen's  combine'  which 
is  draining  from  the  pockets  of  the  people  of  Boston 
and  the  State  of  Massachusetts  enormous  sums 
of  money  so  sadly  needed  in  other  channels  of 
activity  in  the  Commonwealth.  Their  activities 
are  draining  the  coffers  of  the  workmen  of  needed 
money,  money  that  they  could  and  should  use  in 
other  directions,  for  the  support  of  their  families. 

When  I  came  from  my  place  of  worship  yester- 
day I  was  congratulated  by  more  than  one  indi- 
vidual on  the  action  we  have  taken  here,  and  one 
man  told  me,  "Jerry,  if  I  had  in  my  pocket  the 
excess  charges  that  have  been  placed  on  my  gas 
bills  in  the  last  three  years  by  the  Consolidated 
Gas  Company,  there  would  be  no  better  dressed 
family  of  children  in  Roxbury  than  mine  on  Easter 
Day."  I  merely  say  this  to  you,  Mr.  Chairman 
and  fellow  members,  to  show  you  how  these  men 
are  dragging  at  the  very  vitals  of  our  citizenship. 
I  do  not  intend  to  discuss  at  length  today  this 
proposition.  I  merely  desire  to  place  upon  the 
record  a  continuity  of  circumstances,  remarks 
and  facts,  data  that  in  the  future  some  individual 
with  far  more  ability  and  influence  than  I  have, 
somebody  occupying  a  higher  position  in  public 
life  than  I,  may  be  able  to  use. 

I  started  out  with  the  support  of  a  concern  with 
the  greatest  electrical  engineering  ability  in  the 
United  States,  if  not  as  great  as  any.  They  have 
informed  me  that  I  may  use  the  facts  that  they 
give,  but  under  no  circumstances  use  their  name. 
And  I  have  another  communication  just  handed 
'  to  me  containing  facts  that  cannot  be  denied  by 
the  paid  engineers  of  the  Edison  Company  or  the 
engineers  in  charge  of  any  of  the  Massachusetts 
public  utilities.  I  will  use  the  facts  later,  when 
their  use  will  be  more  germane  to  the  question 
and  be  more  important.  But  I  must  refer  to  two 
things  today  to  show  the  heartlessness  and  the 
contemptibleness  of  the  corporations  that  are 
dragging  at  the  very  vitals  of  our  people  from  the 
cradle  to  the  grave,  taxing  them  when  they  come 
into  the  world  and  taxing  them  when  they  pass 
out.  They  care  nothing  about  the  people  or  their 
sufferings;  but,  thank  God,  in  this  body  we  have 
nine  members  whose  blood  is  red  and  whose  hearts 
beat  for  the  unfortunates,  who  have  a  word  of 
encouragement  for  the  down-trodden,  and  who 
will  not  hesitate  to  render  any  assistance  that  is 
within  their  power  to  give. 

The  gas  company  taxed  a  deaf  and  dumb  man 
in  Dorchester,  with  a  wife  and  two  children, 
occupying  three  rooms,  for  the  month  of  Decem- 
ber, 1920,  $2.16  for  gas.  He  paid  it.  His  name 
is  Elias  Dulman,  of  25  Preston  street,  Dorchester. 
For  the  month  of  January,  1921,  the  following 
month,  Elias  Dulman  received  a  bill  of  S16.24, 
nearly  800  per  cent  increase  over  the  month 
previous,  although  he  was  occupying  the  same 
three  rooms,  using  the  same  lights,  and  using 
practically  the  same  amount  of  gas.  He  com- 
plained to  the  gas  company  and  they  sent  him 
this  letter: 

March  7,  1921. 
Mr.  E.  Dulman, 

25  Preston  street,  Dorchester,  Mass. 

"Dear  Sir, — In  further  reply  to  your  inquiry  of 
recent  date,  we  have  verified  the  statement  of 
your  consumption  as  shown  on  the  bill  in  question, 
by  re-reading  your  meter,  and  find  the  same  to  be 
correct  as  rendered. 

"Should  you,  however,  still  feel  that  the  amount 
is  out  of  proportion  to  the  actual  usage,  kindly 
communicate  with  us  further." 

And  he  did. 

"For  your  convenience,  we  enclose  herewith  a 
card  showing  how  to  read  your  meter,  and  would 
suggest  that  by  taking  readings  at  regular  intervals 
you  may  check  up  your  usage  and  trace  and  elimi- 
nate waste  on  the  premises." 

What  a  joke,  simply  sending  him  a  card  telling 
him  how  to  read  his  meter. 

"Very  truly  yours,  Boston  Consolidated  Gas 
Company." 

That  man  lost  three  days'  pay,  which  he  could 
ill  afford  to  lose,  running  to  the  Boston  Consoli- 
dated Gas  Company's  office  to  right  that  injus- 
tice, and  he  has  sent  me  today  another  bill.     The 
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agitation  here  has  done  some  good,  because  the 
bill  has  now  dropped  down  for  the  month  of 
February  to  $7  and  some  odd  cents,  which,  even 
at  that,  is  300  per  cent  more  than  his  bill  for 
December.  He  writes  me,  "My  bill  is  $23.80 
for  the  months  of  January  and  February.  I  can- 
not pay  it.  What  shall  I  do?  I  would  pay  it  now 
if  I  had  the  means,  but  I  haven't."  He  has  to 
pay  that  amount  or  else  his  gas  will  be  shut  off. 
That  is  the  arrogant,  contemptible  conduct  of  that 
whole  crew  called  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas 
Company.  Mr.  Wrightington  gets  S14.500  a 
year  as  treasurer  and  he  also  gets  a  large  amount 
as  treasurer  of  the  Beacon  Oil  Company,  from 
which  company  the  Consolidated  Company  buys 
fuel  oil  to  make  gas;  and  I  am  told  by  a  scientific 
engineering  man  that  gas  made  with  this  illuminat- 
ing oil  goes  three  times  as  fast  through  the  meter 
as  gas  made  from  coal.  That  is  why  your  meters 
run  around  like  an  automobile;  that  is  why  you 
have  to  pay  the  bills  you  are  paying  today. 

And  here  we  have  had  a  report  from  the  Arthur 
D.  Little  Company,  Inc.,  a  company  to  whom 
we  paid  S20.000  for  information,  a  mass  of  stuff 
that  looks  like  a  dime  novel  to  me.  We  paid 
S20.000  for  that  information,  that  it  would  take  a 
Philadelphia  lawyer  to  digest,  and  that  report  was 
simply  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Mayor,  the  Little 
Company  saying  that  the  Consolidated  Gas  Com- 
pany were  doing  all  right,  that  it  had  made  an 
advantageous  contract  with  the  Beacon  Oil  Com- 
pany for  illuminating  oil  in  connection  with  the 
manufacture  of  its  gas.  And  still  here  are  the 
Beacon  Oil  Company  and  the  Boston  Consoli- 
dated Gas  Company,  with  interlocking  directorates, 
and  yet  we  are  told  that  an  advantageous  contract 
has  been  made  with  the  Beacon  Oil  Company  for 
the  oil,  and  that  SI. 40  is  not  too  much  for  gas. 
That  is  what  the  A.  D.  Little  Company  tells  us, 
"God  help  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts," 
as  they  say  in  court  and  on  Beacon  Hill.  I  say, 
"God  help  the  people  of  Boston,  and  God  spare' 
them  from  being  let  further  into  the  clutches  of 
those  who  make  up  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas 
Company." 

A  corporation  is  a  dead  thing,  but  I  will  say 
that  these  directors  and  officers  of  the  Boston 
Consolidated  Company  and  of  the  Edison  Com- 
pany are  not,  in  my  opinion,  Christian  men. 
When  they  pass  to  their  judgment,  they  will  have 
much  to  answer  for.  I  would  not  want  to  do  the 
penance  that  they  will  have  to  do  for  all  the  wealth 
of  the  world.  Even  if  they  should  try  to  make 
restitution,  they  would  be  unable  to  restore  to 
the  public  that  which  they  have  robbed  from  them 
if  they  started  now  and  continued  until  the  day 
they  died.  If  they  handed  the  money  to  the  public 
as  fast  as  it  could  be  counted  they  could  not  make 
restitution  for  the  highway  robberies  they  have 
committed  in  the  last  twenty-five  years  in  Boston. 

I  have  had  my  say.  If  anybody  desires  my 
order  to  go  to  the  Executive  Committee  I  will 
welcome  it.  I  have  several  important  questions 
to  ask  of  the  Arthur  D.  Little  Company  and  of 
Arthur  D.  Hill,  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  as  well  as  representatives  of  Patterson, 
Teal  &  Dennis.  I  was  in  conference  recently  in 
my  house  until  half  past  ten  at  night  with  one  of 
the  most  eminent  engineers  in  matters  of  lighting, 
costs  and  dividends  in  the  United  States,  and 
got  many  facts.  All  the  facts  in  my  possession 
have  not  been  furnished  by  him,  but  have  been 
furnished  by  public-spirited  individuals  and  organi- 
zations. He  came  from  New  York  and  furnished 
me  with  certain  information,  however.  Mr. 
President,  990  out  of  1,000  of  the  men,  women 
and  children  in  the  streets  of  this  city  are  with  us 
in  our  fight  against  this  outfit.  In  fact,  I  was  told 
by  Mr.  Mclntyre,  attorney  for  the  Loyal  Coali- 
tion— for  which  I  have  no  regard — that  he  was  a 
stockholder  of  the  Edison  Company,  and  he  said 
to  me,  "I  believe  in  your  stand.  You  are  doing 
right.  I  do  not  believe  the  Edison  Company  is 
doing  the  right  thing.  They  are  paying  too  much 
money  to  Edgar,  and  I  don't  approve  of  it." 
Mr.  Mclntyre  is  an  attorney  at  law  and  knew  me 
when  I  was  in  George  Fred  Williams'  office  years 
ago.  He  stopped  me  in  front  of  the  Kimball 
Building  and  expressed  that  opinion,  and  I  don't 
believe  he  will  deny  it.  So,  you  see,  the  feeling 
in  this  matter  is  not  confined  to  the  rabble,  so- 
called.  That  is  the  weapon  that  they  use  when 
some  one  starts  to  right  an  injustice.  They  refer 
to  him  as  representing  the  mob,  the  rabble,  an- 
archists, Bolshevists,  unreliable  people,  and  some- 
times insane  and  crazy  people.     But  this  time  they 


are  in  bad,  and  that  sort  of  talk  will  not  do  them 
any  good.  The  public  are  aroused,  and  the 
public  will  continue  this  fight,  even  if  this  Council 
should  go  out  of  existence  today.  It  has  got  to  a 
point  where  it  has  passed  beyond  the  nine  of  us. 
The  public  are  aroused,  not  only  in  Boston  but 
throughout  the  state.  Last  Wednesday  I  went 
on  a  business  trip  to  Worcester  and  met  Mayor 
Sullivan,  who  is  in  entire  sympathy  with  this 
movement.  I  also  talked  in  Northampton  with 
the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  Mr.  Smith, 
and  in  Pittsfield  I  talked  with  the  chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  the  City  Clerk  and  leading 
newspaper  men.  They  all  agreed  with  my  posi- 
tion and  said  that  the  Berkshire  Edison  Company 
are  charging  11  per  cent  under  the  coal  clause, 
although  they  are  now  getting  their  coal  delivered 
cheaper  than  we  get  it  here  in  Boston  at  tidewater. 
Mayor  Creamer,  in  Lynn,  and  Mayor  White,  in 
Lawrence,  other  leading  public  men,  are  with  us 
in  this  fight.  They  realize  that  the  time  is  ripe 
to  curb  the  on-rushing  desires  and  ambitions  of 
heartless  wealth. 

Unless  some  member  desires  reference  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  I  would  move  suspension 
of  the  rule  in  order  that  the  order  may  take  its 
passage  at  this  time,  because  we  want  action.  I 
have  asked  the  Mayor  to  send  to  us  an  appro- 
priation for  85,000.  I  don't  think  we  will  spend, 
perhaps,  $500  of  it,  but  we  want  to  be  in  a  position 
where  we  can  handle  the  matter  properly.  I  know 
the  public  are  satisfied  that  the  committee  of  which 
I  am  chairman  will  handle  it  properly  in  behalf 
of  the  community  as  against  the  privileged  class. 
Therefore,  I  would  move  a  suspension  of  the  rule, 
unless  somebody  wishes  the  order  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee. 

(A  suggestion  being  made  that  it  be  referred  to 
the  Executive  Committee,  Coun.  Watson  said  he 
was  willing,  if  it  was  to  be  reported  back  this 
afternoon  ) 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


SIDEWALK,  HYDE  PARK  AVENUE. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order— That  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  make  a  grano- 
lithic sidewalk  along  Hyde  Park  avenue  on  the 
southerly  side  of  Oak  street  to  Maple  street,  and 
along  the  westerly  side  of  Maple  street  to  Pine 
street,  Ward  24,  in  front  of  the  estates  bordering 
thereon,  said  sidewalk  to  be  from  3  to  10  inches 
above  the  gutter  adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to  12  feet 
in  width,  and  to  be  built  of  artificial  stone  with 
granite  edgestones  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
196  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1917. 

Passed,  under  a  suspension  of  the  rule. 


MUNICIPAL  BUILDING,  WARD  4. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order— That  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  submit  to  the 
City  Council  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  a  municipal 
building  to  be  erected  on  the  site  now  occupied 
by  the  Ward  4  municipal  building,  Charlcstown, 
said  building  to  be  equipped  with  gymnasium, 
shower  baths,  etc.,  and  to  serve  as  a  ward  room. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


ABOLITION  OF  CONTRACT  SYSTEM. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  Whereas  the  Mayor  of  the  city  of 
Boston  has  publicly  stated  that  he  is  lending  his 
every  effort  to  help  relieve  the  employment  situa- 
tion at  present  existing  in  said  city;  therefore  be  it 
Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston  feel- 
ing that  this  result  can  best  and  most  speedily  be 
brought  about  by  the  abolition  of  the  so-called 
contract  system,  and  the  performance  of  such 
work  in  the  future  by  citizens  of  Boston  employed 
direct  by  the  city,  do  hereby  request  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  to  take  immediate  steps  to  bring  about 
this  condition. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE.  Mr.  President,  I  move  a 
suspension  of  the  rule  that  the  resolution  may  be 
put  upon  its  passage.  Last  week  we  saw  in  the 
newspapers  a  statement  purporting  to  come 
from  the   Mayor,   in  which  he   criticized   me,   as 
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chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  for  not 
calling  a  meeting  of  that  committee  one  week 
after  1  had  been  appointed  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee. I  want  to  state  that  the  Commissioner  of 
Fublic  Works  practically  asked  every  other  mem- 
ber of  this  Council  to  have  that  meeting  called  for 
last  Monday,  but  he  failed  to  extend  to  me,  as 
chairman  of  the  committee,  the  common  courtesy 
of  asking  me  to  call  the  meeting.  1  had  no  par- 
ticular objection  to  calling  a  meeting  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  last  Monday,  any  more  than  1 
have  to  calling  such  a  meeting  for  today.  When 
I  saw  the  Public  Works  Commissioner  last  Monday 
afternoon,  I  told  him  that  I  would  call  the  meeting 
for.  this  Monday,  and  evidently  he  was  satisfied; 
but  later  on,  in  the  Executive  meeting,  we  saw  an 
attempt  to  rush  a  matter  through  without  the 
courtesy  of  asking  the  chairman  of  the  committee 
to  call  a  meeting.  I  naturally  rebelled  against 
any  such  proceeding  on  the  part  of  any  members 
of  this  Council,  attempting  to  place  me  in  a  posi- 
tion in  which  I  did  not  desire  to  be  placed. 

The  following  day,  previous  to  the  Mayor's 
celebrated  trip  to  the  Wayfarers'  Lodge,  he  issued 
a  statement  to  the  papers.  And,  right  here,  I 
want  to  comment  on  that  trip,  which  in  my  opinion, 
really  amounted  to  nothing.  The  Mayor's  going 
down  to  the  Wayfarers'  Lodge  and  spending  the 
night  there  and  eating  his  breakfast  the  following 
morning,  has  been  heralded  far  and  wide.  He 
got  there  at  ten  o'clock  at  night,  was  up  at  five  in 
the  morning,  and  worked  on  the  woodpile  for  four 
hours,  in  his  overcoat,  as  evidenced  by  the  pictures 
in  the  newspapers.  I  wonder  how  much  wood  he 
either  sawed  or  split?  And  down  at  the  bottom 
of  the  interview  he  gave  to  the  reporters  after  he 
came  back,  he  immediately  wanted  to  appropriate 
S45,000  for  improvements  at  the  Wayfarers' 
Lodge.  Now,  I  have  no  objection  to  improving 
any  city  property  that  needs  improvement,  but  I 
feel  that  a  question  might  be  raised  in  regard  to 
the  Wayfarers'  Lodge  where  a  man  who  is  down 
and  out  is  compelled  to  work  four  hours  in  the 
morning  for  the  very  meagre  meal  that  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  said  he  received  after  spending  the 
night  there.  To  get  back  to  my  original  subject, 
I  want  to  say  that  in  this  week's  issue  of  the  Boston 
Review,  which  is  one  of  the  weekly  papers  of  Boston 
that  is  not  afraid  to  say  what  it  thinks,  and  which 
seems  to  me  to  state  facts  as  they  are,  there  is 
something  regarding  this  particular  controversy 
between  the  Mayor  and  myself.     It  says: 

"This  week  we  are  regaled  with  a  statement  by 
the  mayor  that  is  entirely  characteristic  of  those 
who  prepare  his  statements  for  him.  We  are 
told  that  Coun.  Donoghue  is  'causing  untold 
suffering  to  hundreds  of  families'  because  a  loan 
of  one  million  dollars  for  sewerage  works  has  been 
held  up.  That  on  its  face  is  a  falsehood,  and,  if 
the  man  who  framed  that  assertion  is  not  a  liar 
he  is  a  fool.  The  only  people  who  may  be  suffer- 
ing because  those  contracts  are  not  yet  made  are 
the  contractors,  and  the  contractors,  I  am  in- 
formed, have  not  suffered  much  under  the  present 
administration. 

"There  may  be  contractors  who  are  not  on  the 
right  terms  with  those  who  dig  for  gold  in  City 
Hall,  but  they  would  suffer,  no  matter  what  con- 
tracts were  made.  Knowing  that,  if  a  loan  should 
be  voted,  it  would  take  weeks  to  prepare  for  the 
work  and  make  necessary  contracts,  it  was  not 
only  absurd  but  it  was  asinine  for  the  Mayor,  or 
anybody  representing  him,  to  declare  that  'untold 
suffering  to  hundreds  of  families'  was  the  result 
of  holding  up  the  order. 

"Coun.  Donoghue  was  right  when  he  replied 
that  'the  contractors  would  have  benefited  and 
most  of  the  work  would  have  been  done  by  aliens'. 
Moreover,  he  might  have  added  that,  under  the 
eagle  eyes  of  those  charged  with  protecting  the 
city  from  bunco-steerers,  some  of  the  contractors 
now  employed  by  the  city  are  making  neat  profits 
out  of  charging  the  city  a  great  deal  more  for  labor 
than  they  pay  for  it." 

I  want  to  say  that  all  through  this  issue  of  the 
Boston  Review  there  are  very  pertinent  sayings. 
Another  one  is  here: 

"Here  and  now  I  desire  to  warn  the  group  of 
intellects  surrounding  the  nominal  mayor  of  Boston 
that  if  they  don't  keep  their  eyes  open  the  Com- 
monwealth will  leave  nothing  on  which  Andrew 
may  support  his  dignity  except  the  chair  in  which 
he  sits  when  he  is  not  exchanging  the  fogginess  of 
his  office  for  the  fogginess  of  the  Maine  and  Cape 
Cod  coasts.  There  are  intense  intellectuals  in  the 
Peters     group;      they     exude     profundity;      they 


lunch  together  and  they  discuss  wicked  politicians 
with  a  contempt  that  is  almost  ivithering." 

"I  don't  know  just  how  to  express  my  feelings 
at  the  present  time.  I  still  believe  that  the  Mayor 
is  honest,  but  I  cannot  feel  that  his  administration 
is  honest  or  constructive.  He  has  done  so  many 
remarkable  things  which  should  not  have  been 
done;  he  has  insisted  on  finding  so  much  fault 
with  the  City  Council  as  an  excuse  for  his  own 
shortcomings,  that  I  am  surprised  to  a  degree 
which  hitherto  I  had  believed  impossible  in  con- 
nection with  anything  that  might  happen  at  City 
Hall  under  any  administration." 

He  then  goes  on  to  say  that,  whether  justly  or 
unjustly,  the  newspapers  of  Boston  have  practi- 
cally covered  up  the  administration  of  Mayor 
Peters  so  that  the  most  flagrant  things  that  have 
happened  during  his  administration  have  never 
even  seen  the  light  of  day.  He  points  out  the 
following: 

"The  discovery  that  the  Mayor's  closest 
political  friend,  one  who  has  been  his  man  Friday 
in  all  his  political  engagements,  was  being  carried 
on  the  payrolls  of  a  corporation  that  is  taking 
money  from  the  city  for  accepting  the  city's 
garbage  and  selling  the  treated  stuff  at  a  profit." 

All  these  things  are  pointed  out  in  this  paper. 
In  answer  to  the  statement  issued  by  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  in  regard  to  the  employment  situa- 
tion, I  want  to  say,  if  Mayor  Peters  is  really 
interested  in  relieving  the  non-employment  situa- 
tion that  now  exists  in  Boston,  let  him  immediately 
place  in  effect  a  system  of  hiring  directly  citizens 
of  Boston  to  perform  the  work  of  the  city  of  Bos- 
ton. Today  he  has  an  unusual  opportunity  to  do 
that  and  to  have  his  very  work  performed.  Today 
we  have  in  the  city  of  Boston  practically  20,000 
men  in  the  building  trades,  mechanics,  out  on 
strike,  and  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  if  he  sees  fit  to 
do  so,  can  start  work  on  municipal  enterprises, 
putting  those  men  at  work  on  those  jobs.  He 
will  thus  not  alone  provide  work  for  the  mechanics 
of  Boston  and  for  those  out  of  employment,  but 
will  immediately  break  the  effort  of  the  interests 
to  crush  down  the  laboring  class.  I  read  some- 
thing in  the  Boston  American  yesterday  bearing  on 
the  importance  of  the  situation  here  today  in  this 
respect.  There  may  be  some  talk  to  the  effect 
that  this  is  not  possible,  that  under  civil  service 
rules  and  regulations  it  is  not  feasible  to  put 
this  idea  into  effect,  but  I  say  that  the  civil  service 
rules  and  regulations  really  do  not  amount  to 
anything.  The  Boston  American,  I  believe  yes- 
terday, said  that  up  in  the  State  Auditor's  office 
there  is  practically  a  sign  hung  outside  the  door, 
"No  Irish  Catholic  need  apply."  I  say  that  if  the 
Civil  Service  rules  are  such  that  that  condition 
can  prevail  in  that  office,  they  do  net  amount  to 
anything,  and  I  am  certainly  absolutely  opposed 
to  any  rules  and  regulations  that  restrict  or  restrain 
any  citizen,  no  matter  what  his  faith  or  bringing-up 
may  be,  from  getting  any  job  he  is  qualified  for 
or  has  passed  the  test  for.  We  know,  those  of  us 
who  are  practical,  that  this  contract  system  will 
take  weeks  and  weeks  to  be  placed  into  effect. 
Only  a  week  ago  we  read  in  the  newspapers  "that 
thousands  of  dollars'  worth  of  work  had  been  let 
cut  to  contractors,  that  work  that  had  been  let  out 
last  year  was  about  to  be  started  this  year.  Now, 
are  we  going  to  have  the  same  condition  prevailing 
again  this  year  that  has  prevailed  in  previous 
years?  Are  w-e  going  to  appropriate  81,000,000 
for  sewer  construction  without  knowing  how  much 
money  was  appropriated  last  year  and  how  much 
money  was  spent?  Are  we  going  to  appropriate 
another  million  dollars  under  sewer  loans  and 
SI, 400, 000  for  street  laying  out,  without  having 
any  idea  of  what  is  going  to  be  done?  Why,  the 
Mayor  himself  sent  in  an  order  to  the  Council 
the  first  week  of  this  year  asking  for  51,400,000 
for  streets,  and  a  week  or  two  weeks  later  he  re- 
vised his  estimate  as  to  how  muchinoney  should 
be  spent  on  the  streets  of  Boston,  calling  back  his 
original  appropriation  order  and,  instead  of  sug- 
gesting Sl,400,000,  introducing  an  order  of  SS00,- 
000  for  streets,  and  8600,000  for  the  Chelsea 
bridge.  That  is  what  we  see  under  existing  con- 
ditions, with  a  total  appropriating  power  of  84,400,- 
000 — the  Mayor  appropriating  within  the  first 
three  weeks  of  his  administration  83,500,000,  and 
leaving  less  than  $1,000,000  in  the  city  treasury 
of  appropriating  power.  He  showed  himself, 
through  his  action  in  sending  in  the  Chelsea  bridge 
appropriation,  that  he  has  no  idea  of  what  amount 
of  money  should  be  spent  on  any  proposition  that 
he  sends  in  here.     When  anything  is  referred  to 
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the  Mayor  for  his  information,  he  turns  it  over  to 
others,  and  it  comes  back  here,  if  it  does  come  back 
at  all,  as  information  or  an  opinion  from  somebody 
else,  and  not  from  the  Mayor.  I  want  to  call  the 
bluff  of  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  when  he  states  that 
he  is  trying  to  relieve  the  unemployment  situation. 
If  he  is  as  earnest  as  he  says  he  is  in  trying  to  re- 
lieve the  situation,  let  him  hire  citizens  of  Boston 
to   perform   Boston's  work. 

Coun.  WATSON.  Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  Councilor  who  has  just  finished  speaking 
if  he  will  kindly  permit  that  resolution  to  go  to  the 
Executive  Committee? 

Coun.  DONOGHUE.  Certainly,  Mr.  Chair- 
man. I  don't  care  where  it  goes,  as  long  as  it  is 
acted  upon  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 


RECESS  TAKEN. 

The  Council  voted  at  3.15  p.  m.,  on  motion  of 
Coun.  MORIARTY,  to  take  a  recess  subject  to 
the  call  of  the  President. 

The  members  of  the  Council  reassembled  in  the 
Council  Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  by  the 
President  at  6.54  p.  m.

WATSON,  the  Council 
proceeded  to  a  ballot  for  President.  The  Clerk 
called  the  roll,  with  the  following  result:

Coun.  DONOGHUE,  for  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  submitted  the  following  reports  on  orders 
for  appropriations — that  the  orders  ought  to  pass, 
viz.: 

Order  (referred  February  7),  for  loan  of  $1,000, - 
000  for  sewerage  works. 

Order  (referred  February  28) ,  forjloan  of  $800,000 
for  highways  and  $600,000  for  Chelsea  bridge, 
south. 

Order  (referred  February  28),  for  loan  of  $78,- 
000  for  municipal  building,  old  Ward  12.

Coun.  WATSON.  Mr.  President,  I  desire  to 
be  placed  correctly  on  this  matter.  I  desire  to 
have  my  position  stated,  as  a  matter  of  record.  I 
am  in  favor  of  building  a  court  house  at  Forest 
Hills,  but  I  am  opposed  to  changing  the  location 
from  a  site  we  already  own  to  another  one  that 
means  an  additional  cost  for  land. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  was 
passed;  yeas  6,  nays  3. 

Yeas — Coun.  Collins,  Donoghue,  Ford,  Hagan,  • 
Lane,    McLaughlin,    6.     Nays — Coun.    Brickley, 
Moriarty,  Watson,  3. 

The  order  will  take  its  final  reading  not  less 
than  fourteen  days  from  date.

Coun.  WATSON,  for  the  Executive  Committee, 
submitted  the  following,  viz.:

Corcoran,  an  employee  of  the  Hospital  Depart- 
ment, should  be  removed  for  the  reasons  charged 
by  the  Hospital  Trustees,  and  that,  the  City  Clerk 
be  directed  to  give  the  notice  and  statement  re^ 
quired  by  law. 

Report  accepted;  order  passed. 

7.  Report  on  preamble  and  resolve  (referred 
today),  concerning  work  of  the  city  by  contract — ■ 
that  the  preamble  and  resolve  ought  to  pass. 

Coun.  WATSON.  Mr.  President,  in  order  that 
I  may  be  properly  recorded,  so  that  my  position 
at  this  time  may  be  clear  in  the  future  on  this 
matter,  I  am  compelled  to  say  something  briefly. 
I  think  the  intent  of  the  introducer  of  the  order  is 
to  be  commended,  but  I  don't  think  the  order 
reaches  the  point  that  it  should  reach.  It  is  so 
broad  that  we  would  go  on  record  as  being  opposed 
to  any  city  work  being  done  other  than  by  day 
labor  and  by  city  horses.  That  would  mean  that 
the  Schoolhouse  Commission,  which  builds  school- 
houses  by  contract,  would  be  called  upon  to  build 
the  schoolhouses,  draw  the  plans  and  do  all  its 
work  by  city  help.  That  would  call  for  the  em- 
ployment of  skilled  mechanics  for  that  work,  and 
that  work,  which  only  takes  a  part  of  a  year, 
would  mean  the  carrying  on  the  rolls  of  high  class 
and  high  paid  employees  who  would  not  be  needed. 
I  am  not  one  who  would  decry  day  work.  I 
would  like  to  see  the  city  do  all  its  own  work  by 
day  labor,  provided  the  taxpayers  would  get  a 
return  for  their  money.  I  do  not  mean  by  that 
that  the  laborers  of  the  city  would  not  perform 
their  work  properly  if  they  had  it  to  do,  but  I  do 
know  that  the  skilled  mechanics  who  might  be 
employed  by  the  Schoolhouse  Commission  and 
other  departments  to  do  work  for  the  city,  would 
not  be  employed  at  their  trades  for  the  entire  year. 
Therefore,  the  order  being  so  broad,  I  cannot  vote 
for  it. 

Coun.  MORIARTY.  Mr.  President,  1-  realize 
that  the  hour  is  getting  late,  but  I  will  not  perform 
my  duty  if  I  allow  certain  statements  to  go  on 
record  without  answering  them.  The  order  does 
not  say  that  any  head  of  a  department  will  have 
to  keep  an  employee  who  works  in  that  depart- 
ment on  a  yearly  basis.  Let  us  take  the  statement 
of  the  Councilor  who  just  spoke  on  the  other  side. 
If  they  did  hire  an  architect,  for  instance,  and 
had  him  in  the  employ  of  the  city,  would  he  get 
a  year's  salary  for  drawing  the  plans  of  one  school? 
No.  The  situation  would  be  just  as  it  is  at  the 
present  time.  Just  look  and  see  what  an  architect 
gets  for  drawing  plans,  and  you  will  find  about 
the  same  result  as  has  been  referred  to  here  this 
afternoon,  where  $24,000  was  spent  for  certain 
work.  The  building  trades  mechanics  of  this 
city  would  not  ask  the  City  of  Boston  to  keep 
them  employed  when  it  did  not  have  work  for 
them  to  do.  All  they  want  is,  when  there  is  work 
to  be  put  on  it,  and  when  the  work  was  finished 
they  would  do  the  same  as  they  do  today, — loaf 
five  months  a  year,  which  is  the  average  for  a 
building  trades,  man.  But  if  you  had  them  doing 
the  work  directly  you  would  not  find  anything  like 
what  you  found  down  on  Long  Island  in  the 
nurses'  home,  in  the  building  that  was  built  by 
contract,  where  some  friend  of  the  administration

did  the  work  and  they  did  not  put  the  stock  into 
the  building  that  they  were  supposed  to  put  in. 
The  result  is  that  the  building  is  falling  down  and 
the  nurses  cannot  sleep  on  the  easterly  side, 
because  the  contractor  skun  the  job.  And  the 
municipal  building  in  South  Boston  is  a  disgrace 
to  the  City  of  Boston,  on  account  of  the  contract 
system.  If  the  city  was  doing  the  work  and 
handling  the  mechanics,  it  would  accomplish 
something  in  the  way  of  getting  buildings  that  it 
was  paying  for.  For  instance,  we  have  a  little 
place  in  the  top  of  this  building,  where  every  bit 
of  cement  that  goes  into  the  sewers,  mark  you,  is 
tested;  but  there  is  no  cement  that  goes  into  the 
structures  above  ground  that  is  tested  by  any 
department.  The  City  of  Boston  does  test  the 
cement  that  goes  underground.  That  helps  some. 
But  there  was  no  test  of  anything  that  went  into 
the  building  I  have  referred  to  at  Long  Island, 
and  where  cement  should  have  gone  in  they  put 
in  beach  sand,  and  you  can  go  there  and  tear  down 
the  partitions  with  your  thumb  nail,  allowing  the 
water  to  come  through.  My  contention  is  that 
people  seem  afraid  of  giving  the  man  who  works 
with  his  hands  too  much;  but  there  is  no  fear  of 
giving  too  much  to  the  contractor  who  comes  in 
here  and  loots  your  city  treasury.  There  some- 
times seems  to  be  a  desire  to  give  him  all  the  oppor- 
tunity he  wants.  While  I  do  not  want  to  steal 
any  thunder  from  the  Councilor  who  introduced 
the  order,  I  think  I  know  a  little  bit  more  about 
building  conditions  on  account  of  my  connection 
with  the  industry  than  the  Councilor,  and  I  don't 
want  to  allow  certain  statements  that  have  been 
made  to  go  unchallenged.  I  claim,  taking  the 
schoolhouses  built  for  the  City  of  Boston  alone, 
that  the  city  could  buy  the  equipment  necessary, 
the  equipment  that  is  being  used  by  the  contractors, 
and  in  the  building  of  five  schools  could  save  the 
amount  necessary  for  the  equipment  in  the  saving 
that  would  be  made  as  compared  with  the  con- 
tract price  at  the  present  time.  It  is  all  right  for 
a  head  of  a  department  to  come  in  and  exaggerate, 
saying  that  it  would  cost  so  much  for  lumber  and 
so  on,  and  then  coming  back  and  telling  you  that  if 
we  had  taken  care  of  a  wall  out  in  the  South  Chan- 
nel some  time  ago,  for  a  small  amount  of  money, 
it  would  not  afterwards  have  cost  the  city  $300,000 
to  fix  it  up  as  it  is  at  the  present  time.  Yes,  and 
maybe  if  there  are  not  some  inspectors  out  there 
watching  the  type  of  cement  that  is  being  put  into 
some  contract  work  at  the  present  time,  we  may 
have  to  pay  $200,000  or  $300,000  more  in  a  short 
while. 

I  feel  that  a  city  employee  who  works  for  the 
city  today  as  a  laborer  or  as  a  mechanic  is  giving 
as  much  of  a  return  as  any  employee  who  works 
for  the  city,  and  I  believe  the  more  quickly  we  get 
away  from  the  contract  system  the  better.  But  I 
don't  feel  that  we  are  accomplishing  anything 
here;  I  don't  feel  that  the  order  is  worth  the  paper 
it  is  written  on — because  when  it  goes  down  stairs 
it  is  going  into  the  waste  basket.  But  I  do  believe 
that  we  should  try  to  let  the  citizens  of  Boston 
know  the  facts  and  should  also  bring  to  their  atten- 
tion the  fact  that  political  promises  that  were  made 
by  the  present  Mayor  on  the  stump,  to  do  away 
with  the  abolishing  of  some  contracts,  have  not 
been  lived  up  to  in  the  three  years  and  approximate- 
ly two  months  of  the  present  administration. 

Coun.  COLLINS.  Mr.  President,  I  did  not  in- 
tend to  say  anything  on  this  matter,  but  I  could 
not  conscientiously,  discharging  my  duties  as  a 
member  of  this  Council, vote  for  this  order,  because, 
carrying  it  to  its  logical  conclusion,  if  the  order 
were  adopted  it  would  mean  the  entire  elimination 
of  everything  in  the  nature  of  contract  work  as 
controlled,  contracted  for  or  supervised  by  the 
city.  We  had  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
today,  discussing  the  question  of  a  million  dollars 
which  we  were  about  to  pass  for  the  purpose  of 
building  sewers,  and  he  said  roughly  speaking, 
that  if  this  order  were  carried  out  by  the  executive 
and  administrative  heads  of  the  city,  for  the  cost 
of  equipment  alone  there  would  be  about  $700,000 
or  $800,000  of  the  money  spent.  That  is  interest- 
ing from  this  angle,  Mr.  President.  I  have  been 
in  this  body  for  some  years  and  in  my  own  poor 
way,  realizing  that  we  had  very  little,  if  anything, 
to  do  with  the  administrative  and  executive  work 
of  the  city,  I  have  yet  gone  repeatedly  on  record 
in  favor  of  resolutions  contemplating  the  elimina- 
tion of  the  contract  system  as  pertaining  to  the 
disposition  of  garbage  and  ashes.  I  believe  that 
is  a  most  crying  municipal  need  today,  to  do  away 
with  our  contract  system  as  applied  to  that  work , 


for  the  reason  that  we  do  not  get  proper  service  in 
this  city  in  the  disposition  of  garbage  and  ashes 
under  the  present  contract  system.  Why  has  it 
not  been  done  away  with?  The  argument  has 
been  the  same  as  that  set  forth  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works,  that  the  initial  cost  of  equipment 
would  be  practically  so  great  as  to  be  prohibitive, 
so  far  as  doing  the  work  for  the  municipal  year 
within  the  amount  available  was  concerned.  We 
must  cut  our  cloth  according  to  our  means.  We 
cannot  go  to  work  and  vote  money  ad  libitum. 
We  are  controlled  by  the  statutes.  Our  borrow- 
ing capacity  is  limited,  our  tax  rate  is  set  by  the 
Legislature;  and  if  you  were  to  carry  this  out  to  its 
logical  conclusion  ,you  would,  in  my  opinion,  have 
this  municipality  paralyzed.  I  do  not  believe  the 
employees  of  the  city,  the  taxpayers  or  the  citizens, 
would  favor  a  proposition  that  would  result  in 
making  bad  matters  worse.  Consequently,  I  am 
going  to  vote  against  this  order;  mindful,  how- 
ever, of  the  fact  that  wherever  practicable  the  day 
labor  system  ought  to  be  employed.  I  believe  that 
this  order,  carried  to  its  logical  conclusion,  is  im- 
practicable, under  the  circumstances,  and  unwise, 
and  I  shall  vote  "No." 

Coun.  DONOGHUE.  Mr.  President,  I  did  not 
intend  to  get  into  any  further  controversy  over 
this  matter,  but  I  would  like  to  say  that  when 
Coun.  Moriarty  arose,  in  answer  to  the  Councilor 
on  the  other  side,  and  said  that  the  skilled  me- 
chanical laborer  hired  by  the  City  of  Boston  under 
this  order  would  only  expect  to  be  paid  while  he 
worked,  that  was  my  thought,  and  it  is  what  I 
have  contended  right  along,  that  they  will  only 
expect  to  get  paid  when  they  work.  The  other 
Councilor,  who  has  sought  to  alibi  himself  by  voting 
against  the  order  with  one  breath  and  saying  that 
he  believes  in  doing  away  with  the  contract  system 
in  relation  to  garbage  and  ashes  in  the  next  breath, 
is  certainly  illogical.  I  cannot  see  wherein  there 
is  anything  consistent  in  his  statement.  If  it  is 
logical  to  do  away  with  the  contract  system  as  far 
as  the  garbage  and  ashes  are  concerned,  it  is  logical 
to  do  away  with  it  in  everything  pertaining  to  the 
city.  When  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
says  it  would  cost  a  million  dollars  to  provide  the 
equipment  to  carry  out  this  order,  I  don't  see  how 
he  gets  his  figures.  However,  the  higher  he  makes 
his  figure,  the  more  merit  there  is  in  this  proposi- 
tion, because  it  means  that  the  contractors  have 
paid  the  price  of  that  equipment  out  of  the  City 
of  Boston.  They  have  made  that  $700,000  or 
$800,000  out  of  the  taxpayer,  and  I  say,  even  if 
we  should  spend  $1,000,000  or  $2,000,000,  no 
matter  how  many  million  dollars  it  might  be,  for 
equipment,  it  will  eventually  come  back  to  the 
people  of  Boston,  and  they  will  receive  something 
in  consideration  for  the  money  they  are  spending 
in  public  improvements  and  municipal  enterprises. 
I  think  it  is  ridiculous  to  have  councilors  stand  on 
this  floor  and  say  that  they  are  in  favor  of  day 
labor  in  one  breath  and  in  the  next  breath  say  they 
will  vote  against  the  abolition  of  the  contract 
system.  I  don't  want  to  stir  up  any  further 
trouble  on  this.  I  think  we  all  know  how  we  are 
going  to  vote.  But  I  am  absolutely  in  favor  of  the 
abolition  of  the  contract  system,  and  I  think  the 
sooner  we  make  a  start  on  it  the  better  it  is  going 
to  be  all  down  the  line  for  every  citizen  of  Boston. 

Coun.  MCLAUGHLIN.  Mr.  President,  I  did 
not  intend  to  say  anything  on  this  matter,  and  I 
don't  intend  to  now,  so  I  will  sit  down.  (Laughter.) 

Pres.  HAGAN.  You  said  a  whole  mouthful. 

The  order  was  passed,  yeas  5,  nays  4.  Yeas — 
Councilors  Brickley,  Donoghue,  Ford,  McLaugh- 
lin, Moriarty — 5  ;  Nays — Councilors  Collins, 
Hagan,  Lane,  Watson,  4.

Dear  Sir, — With  reference  to  the  request  of  this 
Board  dated  January  26,  for  the  appropriation  of 
the  balance  of  the  income  of  the  Parkman  Fund,  I 
present  the  following  explanation: 

The  bids  for  Greenhouse  construction  received 
on  September  30,  1920,  were  rejected  for  the  reason 
that  the  Cemetery  Department  was  annexed  to  the 
Park  Department  by  vote  of  the  City  Government, 
and  as  it  would  not  be  economical  to  conduct  two 
separate  outfits  for  growing  plants,  it  is  now  the 
opinion  of  the  Board  that  the  Greenhouses  to  be 
located  at  Franklin  Park  would  most  effectively  do 
the  work  required.  These  houses  being  open  to 
the  public  would  prove  an  additional  attraction  to 
Franklin  Park  visitors. 

A  further  economy  would  be  effected  by  the  use 
of  the  land  now  occupied  by  the  Mt.  Hope  Ceme- 
tery Greenhouses,  which,  when  sold  for  burial  lots 
would  produce  an  amount  estimated  at  $74,250, 
(33,000  sq.  ft.  at  $2.25  ft.)  nearly  half  of  which' 
would  go  to  the  Perpetual  Care  Fund. 

The  additional  amount  required  to  erect.  Green- 
houses of  sufficient  capacity  to  care  for  the  com- 
bined departments  is  S30,000,  and  the  specifica- 
tions are  so  drawn  that  the  contractor  may  use 
such  material  as  can  be  salvaged  from  the  Mt. 
Hope  Greenhouses, — the  plans  being  arranged 
with  that  end  in  view. 

Relative  to  the  disposition  of  the  balance  of  the 
income,  namely  $12,400,  for  grading  and  laying 
macadam  walks  and  the  necessary  planting  in  con- 
nection with  the  same  at  the  Franklin  Park  Zoologi- 
cal Garden,  I  wish  to  say  that  it  is  a  noticeable 
fact  that  this  portion  of  Franklin  Park  has  been 
overrun  for  a  number  of  years  past  by  visitors  to 
the  Zoo,  who  make  their  own  paths  and  tread  out 
the  turf,  giving  the  place  a  very  untidy  look. 

This  condition  has  been  publicly  criticized  by 
many  people  during  the  past  few  years,  and  the 
Board  feels  that  it  is  its  duty  to  correct  this  fault.

Gentlemen, — I  am  herewith  transmitting  an 
order  authorizing  the  City  of  Boston  to  dispose  of 
the  so-called  Police  Station  2  site  at  the  corner  of 
Arch  street  and  Hawley  place,  for  a  sum  not  less 
than  its  1920  assessed  valuation. 

The  City  has  owned  the  property  now  for  more 
than  four  years,  and  of  course  during  the  entire 
time  it  has  lost  any  income  which  might  have  been 
derived  from  taxes.

NEEDS. 

Coun.  COLLINS  offered  an  order,  That  to  pro- 
vide temporarily  money  to  meet  the  appropria- 
tions for  the  financial  year  1921-1922,  the  City 
Treasurer  issue  and  sell,  at  such  times  and  in  such 
amounts  as  he  may  deem  best,  notes  or  certificates 
of  indebtedness  to  the  City  of  Boston  not  exceed- 
ing fourteen  million  dollars  in  the  total,  in  antici- 
pation of  the  revenue  of  the  current  municipal  year;

Auditor,  the  City  Treasurer,  and  the  Mayor  may 
determine. 

Coun.  COLLINS.  Mr.  President,  this  is  a  cus- 
tomary order,  one  which  has  appeared  here  every 
year  at  about  this  time,  providing  that  the  city 
may  borrow  from  time  to  time  a  certain  amount  of 
money  for  the  purpose  of  talcing  care  of  needed 
things,  the  money  eventually  to  come  from  taxes. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  complete  membership 
of  the  Council  is  not  here,  1  suggest  that  the  order 
be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee.  Of 
course,  if  there  is  no  objection  on  the  part  of  any 
member  I  would  move  suspension  of  the  rule.  But 
I  thought  as  long  as  we  did  not  have  a  full  member- 
ship present  today,  it.  might  be  well  not  to  do  so.

THE  "RACE  SUICIDE"  RENT  CLAUSE. 

Coun.  FORD  offered  an  order,  That  the  Rent 
and  Housing  Commission  of  the  City  of  Boston  at 
once  consult  with  the  Corporation  Counsel  to  as- 
certain whether  or  not  it  is  possible  legally  to  pre- 
vent landlords  from  including  in  leases  the  so-called 
"race  suicide"  clause. 

Coun.  FORD.  Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
have  the  rule  suspended  so  that  the  order  might 
be  put  upon  its  passage  today.  This  at  first  blush 
does  not  seem  to  be  a  very  serious  order,  but  when 
we  consider  what  the  City  Council  has  tried  to  do 
to  relieve  the  housing  situation,  orders  along  that 
line  having  been  introduced  by  yourself,  Mr. 
Chairman,  and  Coun.  McLaughlin,  and  when  we 
then  find  that  the  landlords  are  taking  advantage 
of  the  inactivity  of  both  the  City  Council  and  the 
Mayor  in  the  housing  matter,  by  including  in 
leases  a  ciause  which  says  that  if  there  shall  be 
another  member  of  the  family  there  will  be  an  addi- 
tion of  $10  a  month  in  the  rent,  it  does  seem  either 
that  something  should  be  done  in  regard  to  the 
general  housing  situation  or  that  something  should 
certainly  be  done  in  regard  to  that  particular 
matter,  when  there  is  such  criminal  conduct  on  the 
part  of  landlords.  When  people  go  into  a  home 
they  look  forward  to  having  some  blessing  come 
into  it,  and  when  any  landlord  says  that  when  a 
child  appears  in  the  home  there  shall  be  an  increase 
of  $10  in  the  rent,  it  puts  a  premium  on  an  ex- 
tremely bad  state  of  affairs  and  prevents  the  de- 
velopment and  progress  of  civilization  itself. 
Such  a  clause  in  a  lease  is  a  specific  thing  that  can 
be  remedied  by  some  sort  of  legislation,  and  I  ask 
that  this  order  be  passed  so  that  the  Rent  and 
Housing  Commission  can  spend  a  part  of  the  $7,500 
which  we  have  appropriated  in  doing  something  in 
the  way  of  constructive  legislation  to  help  in  the 
housing  situation.  I  ask  a  suspension  of  the  rule 
that  the  matter  may  be  sent  along,  so  that  they  can 
get  together  with  the  Corporation  Counsel  and 
decide  whether  anything  can  be  done  in  regard  to 
this   particular  situation. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


SIDEWALK  ON  WACHUSETT  STREET.

PROPOSED  NEW  GYMNASIUM  FOR  SOUTH 
BOSTON. 

Coun.  FORD  offered  an  order— That  the  Chair-

of  the  cost  of  a  site  and  building  for  a  gymnasium 
in  South  Boston. 


Coun.  FORD.  Mr.  President,  I  move  that  the 
rule  be  suspended  and  that  this  order  be  put  upon 
its  passage  today.  Last  year  we  were  notified  that 
the  gymnasium  in  South  Boston  which  had  been  at 
Commonwealth  Park  for  twenty  years  was  about 
to  be  abolished  and  removed,  because  the  state 
was  re-taking  the  land  on  which  the  gymnasium 
was  then  situated.  We  had  a  conference  with  the 
Park  and  Recreation  Commissioners  and  they 
agreed  at  that  time  that  in  the  budget  there  would 
be  an  appropriation  to  take  care  of  that  new  gym- 
nasium in  South  Boston.  It  is  needless  for  me  to 
recount  to  the  Council  the  benefit  and  value  of  a 
gymnasium  in  that  particular  location.

FORD  offered  the  following  orders,  That, 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  135  of  the  Acts  of 
1921,  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to  the  widow  of 
James  E.  McDonough,  formerly  an  employee  of 
the  Public  Buildings  Department,  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  the  sum  of  five  hundred  and  seventy-five 
dollars,  being  the  balance  of  the  salary  to  which 
he  would  have  been  entitled  had  he  lived  and  con- 
tinued to  occupy  his  position  until  February  1, 
1921. 


That  chapter  135  of  the  Acts  of  1921,  entitled 
"An  Act  Authorizing  the  City  of  Boston  to  Pay 
a  Sum  of  Money  to  the  Widow  of  James  E.  Mc- 
Donough"— be  and  the  same  hereby  is  accepted. 

The  orders  were  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 


NEEDED  IMPROVEMENTS  AT  CARSON 
BEACH. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order,  That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  respectfully  requested  to 
confer  with  Commissioner  Shea  of  the  Park 
Department  in  reference  to  the  badly  needed 
improvements  at  Carson  Beach,  Dorchester,  so 
that  these  improvements  can  be  put  into  effect 
this  spring,  and  have  this  beach  resort  in  proper 
condition  for  the  mothers  and  children  who  patron- 
ize Carson  Beach  during  the  summer  months. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


FREDERICK    D.    EMMONS    PLAYGROUND. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order,  That  the 
Park  Commissioners  be  requested,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  change  the  name  of  the  play- 
ground on  Rutherford  avenue,  Charlestown,  to 
Frederick  D.  Emmons  playground. 

Coun.  WATSON.  Mr.  President,  I  have  a 
letter  that  accompanies  that,  which  I  would  like 
to  have  made  a  part  of  the  record,  and  I  would  ask 
a  suspension  of  the  rule  that  the  order  might  be 
put  upon  its  passage. 

The  letter  referred  to  is  as  follows:

Dear  Sir, — Many  of  the  men  of  the  former 
Charlestown  companies  of  the  Fifth  Infantry, 
Massachusetts  National  Guard,  the  majority  of 
whose  men  were  transferred  to  the  101st  U.  S. 
Infantry,  have  asked  me  to  invite  your  interest  in 
having  a  public  street  or  public,  ground  named  in 
honor  of  Frederick  D.  Emmons,  who  was  a  mem- 
ber of  Company  A,  Fifth  Regiment,  Massachusetts 
National  Guard,  and  who  was  transferred  to  Com- 
pany A,  101st  Infantry.  He  was  killed  in  action 
at  St.  Mihiel,  France,  at  the  same  time  that  his 
commanding  officer,  Captain  McConnell  was 
killed. 

He  lived  with  his  parents  on  Union  street, 
Charlestown.  I  am  told  that  some  of  his  comrades 
made  an  effort  to  have  the  name  of  Union  street 
changed  to  Emmons  street,  but  what  steps  were 
taken  I  am  unable  to  ascertain.  I  understand 
that  the  changing  of  the  names  of  streets  meets  in 
some  instances  with  opposition.  If  you  do  not 
advise  advocating  the  changing  of  the  name  of 
Union  street,  will  it  be  possible  to  have  the  name 
of  the  Rutherford  avenue  playground,  which 
borders  on  Union  street,  changed  to  the  Emmons 
Playground? 

Knowing  your  interest  in  the  Fifth  Regiment  is 
my  reason  for  asking  your  aid  in  the  matter.

OBJECTION   TO  LIGHTING   COMPANY 
STOCK  AND  BOND  BILLS. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  the  following: 

Be  it  Resolved,  Whereas  Senate  Bill  No.  131, 
"An  Act  to  authorize  the  issue  by  gas  and  electric 
companies  of  capital  stock  without  nominal  or  par 
value";  Senate  Bill  No.  132,  "An  Act  relative 
to  the  issue  of  Capital  Stock  by  Gas  and  Electric 
Companies,"  and  Senate  Bill  No.  133,  "An  Act 
relative  to  the  issue  of  Bonds  by  Gas  and  Electric 
Companies,"  have  passed  the  Senate  and  are  soon 
to  be  considered  by  the  House  of  Representatives; 
and 

Whereas,  these  bills,  Senate  131,  132  and  133 
are  against  public  policy  and  established  custom 
of  the  Commonwealth  and  will  create  special 
privilege  for  a  special  class  of  individuals, 

Be  it  Resolved,  that  the  Boston  City  Council  un- 
qualifiedly opposes  the  passage  of  Senate  Bills 
Nos.  131,  132  and  133,  and  requests  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  to  join  with  the  Council  in  its  efforts  to 
defeat  said  bills. 

Ordered,  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to 
the  Speaker  and  to  the  Republican  and  Demo- 
cratic floor  leaders  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 

Coun.  WATSON.  Mr.  President  and  fellow 
members  of  the  Council,  this  might,  in  the  lan- 
guage of  the  moving  picture  houses,  be  referred  to 
as  the  sixth  episode  in  the  serial  of  the  gas  and 
electric  companies'  attempt  to  bleed  the  public. 
In  all  seriousness,  I  want  to  say  that  I  regret  that 
I  am  compelled  to  burden  my  fellow'  members  with 
any  further  discussion  of  the  matter  upon  which 
I  have  introduced  this  order.  But,  having  in 
mind  that  an  early  statesman  said  that  "eternal 
vigilance  is  the  price  of  liberty,"  I  am  going  to  use 
that  term  in  another  way,  by  saying  that  constant 
agitation  and  constant  publicity  with  reference  to 
the  conduct  of  the  privileged  class  is  necessary  to 
prevent  the  legal  robbing  of  the  public — vigilance 
plus  publicity  through  the  public  press.  Without 
the  publicity  that  has  been  given  by  the  action  of 
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this  body  concerning  the  lighting  situation  in 
Massachusetts,  it  is  my  candid  belief  that  the 
legislation  known  as  Senate  Bill  No.  314  would  by 
now  have  passed  through  the  hands  of  the  Gov- 
ernor and  would  have  been  operative,  because  the 
ways  were  well  greased  and  it  was  skilfully  and 
cleverly  started  on  its  momentous  voyage  by  the 
master  mind  of  the  framers  of  legislation  for  the 
privileged  class  on  Beacon  Hill.  For  twenty-eight 
years,  off  and  on,  I  have  been  in  public  life,  cover- 
ing service  in  this  body  in  1898  and  1899,  followed 
by  two  years  on  Beacon  Hill  in  1900  and  1901,  and 
I  have  seen  a  number  of  measures  against  public 
policy  and  against  public  interest  passed  by  the 
Legislature  and  signed  by  the  Governor.  I  have 
in  mind  the  leasing  of  the  Boston  &  Albany  Rail- 
road, the  only  independent  line  in  Massachusetts, 
to  the  New  York  Central,  a  foreign  corporation, 
and  the  merging  of  the  Fitchburg  with  the  Boston 
&  Maine,  as  well  as  other  matters  that  were  handled 
skilfully,  cleverly,  and,  in  my  opinion,  illegiti- 
mately by  the  master  minds  of  the  lobby  on  Beacon 
Hill.  So  I  have  had  some  experience  in  observing 
things  as  one  on  the  outside  looking  in,  always  on 
the  outside  looking  in,  with  no  desire  to  be  a  party 
to  their  methods  or  their  acts.  I  believe  there  is 
no  greater  master  mind  in  manipulation  and  greas- 
ing the  ways  legitimately  and  otherwise  for  legis- 
lation against  the  public  interests,  public  policy 
and  public  good,  than  Everett  W.  Burdett,  the 
legislative  counsel  for  the  Massachusetts  gas  and 
electric  lighting  interests;  and  it  was  Everett  W. 
Burdett,  plus  the  puppet  gang  employed  by  him, 
plus  the  financial  interests,  who  always  benefit  by 
these  measures,  that  would  have  passed  this  bill 
through  the  House  and  Senate,  and  the  Governor 
of  the  Commonwealth  would  not  have  dared  to 
veto  it.  It  would  have  become  a  law  and  the 
public  would  have  been  bled  to  the  extent  of  up- 
wards of  fifty  million  dollars  in  additional  charges 
for  electricity  and  gas. 

I  note  in  the  bulletin  of  the  Legislature  that  this 
master  mind — I  was  going  to  say  of  corruption, 
because  I  have  an  opinion  on  the  subject,  but  I 
will  be  careful  in  my  statement — that  this  master 
mind  of  manipulation  introduced  three  bills  in  the 
Senate,  and  each  of  the  three  bills  contained  the 
now  famous  and,  to  my  mind,  notoriois  and  in- 
famous clause  called  the  emergency  preamble  or 
clause.  The  first  bill  was  Senate  130,  afterwards 
amended  to  Senate  314, — and  that  is  where  they 
first  slipped,  by  amending  the  bill.  For  the  in- 
formation of  you,  my  fellow  members,  let  me  tell 
you  why  they  amended  the  bill  providing  for  the 
capitalizing  of  premiums  by  the  lighting  interests 
of  Massachusetts.  The  bill  included  all  lighting 
companies  and  necessarily  that  included  the  Con- 
solidated Gas  Company.  They  reported  the  bill 
unanimously.  Every  member  of  the  Committee  on 
Light  and  Power  assented  to  its  report  to  the 
Senate.  But  when  it  got  into  the  Senate,  the 
crafty  brain  of  Everett  W.  Burdett,  plus  his  paid 
puppets  in  the  Senate,  found  that  the  bill  would 
not  operate  for  the  benefit  of  the  Consolidated 
Gas  Company,  because  they  were  doing  business 
under  an  independent  act  called  the  sliding  scale 
act;  and  Senate  130  was  amended  by  inserting  a 
clause  stating  that  that  act  should  not  apply  to 
the  Consolidated  Gas  Company.  That  neces- 
sarily obliged  the  re-drafting  of  the  bill,  and  that 
redrafted  bill  is  Senate  314,  formerly  Senate  130, 
which  according  to  the  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Light  and  Power  on  Beacon  Hill,  Senator 
Parkhurst,  is  on  its  way  to  the  graveyard  in  the 
House  of  Representatives.  That  is  according  to 
his  own  statement  made  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate, 
when  some  of  these  bills  were  being  considered,  as 
reported  in  the  Herald  a  few  days  ago. 
Yes,  it  is,  thank  God,  because  of  the  alertness  of 
this  body,  because  of  our  desire  to  support  and 
protect  the  public  interests,  because  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  public  here,  as  shown  by  their 
conduct  on  this  floor,  are  alive  and  active,  and  are 
bringing  publicity  to  bear  on  matters  of  this  sort. 
Because  of  that  fact  the  bill  is  on  its  way  to  the 
graveyard,  and  if  it  had  not  been  for  our  activities 
and  my  talk  here,  fellow  members — although  I 
may  have  burdened  you  with  what  I  have  said 
at  times — that  bill  would  have  been  passed  and 
signed  today,  and  the  public  would  be  paying 
tribute  to  the  lighting  interests  from  the  Atlantic 
coast  to  the  Berkshires  and  from  Newburyport  to 
Buzzards  Bay,  to  the  extent  of  $3,000,000  a  year 
at  least.  So  we  are  doing  something  for  the  public. 
I  am  proud  of  my  associates  and  incidentally 
proud  of  the  fact  that  I  am  a  part  of  this  move- 


ment to  step  the  greatest  highbinders,  as  far  as 
legal  highway  robbery  is  concerned,  that  we  have 
seen  in  Massachusetts.  I  am  proud  that  they  are 
being  thwarted  in  their  attempts  to  bleed  the 
public  and  to  perpetrate  upon  the  public  what,  in 
my  opinion,  is  absolute,  downright  thievery. 

Just  a  word  concerning  this  Senator  Parkhurst. 
I  think  that  this  may  be  a  revelation  to  the  mem- 
bers of  this  body  and  to  the  members  of  the  public, 
too.  Mr.  Parkhurst,  the  Senate  chairman  of  this 
important  Committee  on  Light  and  Power,  comes 
from  Winchester,  Mass.  He  never  saw  any  ex- 
perience in  public  life  before  this  year.  But  he 
comes  from  Winchester.  The  Committee  on  Light 
and  Power  considers  all  these  matters  that  have 
to  do  with  the  lighting  interests  of  the  Common- 
wealth, the  great  lighting  trust,  which  in  turn  is 
represented  by  Kidder,  Peabody  and  Lee,  Higgin- 
son  &  Company.  Senator  Parkhurst  is  chairman 
of  that  committee,  from  Winchester,  I  repeat,  to 
make  my  point  clearer  and  more  forcible  to  you 
gentlemen.  The  moderator  of  the  town  of  Win- 
chester, the  Republican  leader  of  the  town  of  Win- 
chester, is  Mr.  Ives,  the  attorney  for  the  Edison 
Company  in  all  its  legal  matters  outside  of  the 
Legislature.  Think  of  it.  The  first  year  that 
he  is  in  the  Legislature,  Mr.  Parkhurst  of  Win- 
chester, in  my  opinion  through  the  influence  of 
Ives  and  Burdett,  is  made  chairman  of  that  all- 
important  committee  that  has  to  do  with  the  public 
interests  and  that  is  responsible  for  this  attempt 
to  bleed  the  public.  Here  is  proposed  action  that 
not  only  benefits  the  privileged  class,  but  benefits 
the  few.  There  might  be  some  quarrel  with 
matters  that  injured  three-quarters  of  the  people 
for  the  benefit  of  the  other  one-quarter,  but 
here  is  a  matter  that  benefits  a  thousand  against 
the  multitude  of  this  Commonwealth.  It  is  high- 
handed business.  I  wonder — and  I  say  this  in  a 
very  moderate  and  conservative  way,  although 
my  thoughts  would  lead  me  into  other  channels — 
I  wonder,  was  Mr.  Parkhurst  made  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Power  and  Light  with  the 
full  knowledge  that  Everett  W.  Burdett  was  going 
to  introduce  these  bills,  in  order  that  Mr.  Burdett, 
through  Mr.  Ives,  the  moderator  of  the  town  of 
Winchester  and  the  Republican  leader  out  there, 
might  talk  the  matter  over  with  Mr.  Parkhurst 
at  home  rather  than  inconveniencing  him  to  go 
elsewhere? 

It  is  plain  to  me,  as  was  said  by  an  illustrious 
leader,  a  well  known  man  in  the  city,  that  they 
badly  messed  the  whole  proposition.  They  have 
badly  messed  it,  and  I  will  make  this  suggestion, 
Mr.  President,  and  I  think  you  will  agree  with  me. 
Were  not  these  three  or  four  Senate  bills  framed 
and  talked  over  in  the  presence  of  Mr.  Parkhurst, 
who  was  elected  Senator  from  the  Winchester 
district,  by  Mr.  Ives  and  Mr.  Burdett,  prior  to 
Mr.  Parkhurst  taking  the  oath  of  office  and  prior 
to  his  being  made  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Public  Light  and  Power?  May  not  that  suggestion 
be  correct?  I  think  perhaps  you  will  agree  with 
me  that  the  suggestion  may  be  correct.  I  would 
go  further  and  say  it  is  my  honest,  candid  belief 
that  this  is  a  premeditated  proposition  raised 
beforehand,  with  malice  aforethought,  to  frame 
this  legislation  and  shove  it  through  on  Beacon 
Hill,  to  put  a  greater  burden  on  the  people  of  this 
Commonwealth.  We  read  much  concerning  the 
investigation  of  the  Boston  Elevated  trusteeship 
bill  on  Beacon  Hill  because  of  the  action  of  cer- 
tain members  of  the  Legislature  of  1918  who,  it  is 
understood,  borrowed  money  from  a  bank  in 
Boston  pending  the  passage  of  the  trusteeship 
bill  and  invested  that  money  in  Elevated  stock 
when  it  was  quite  low.  That  is  a  case  of  locking 
the  stable  door  after  the  horse  has  been  stolen. 

What  can  come  of  that  investigation?  Nothing 
can  come  of  it.  It  will  be  hushed  up  and  forgotten. 
Some  men's  characters  and  reputations  will  be 
smirched,  and  rightfully  so.  But  where  will  the 
public  benefit  by  the  proposition?  More  power  to 
them  in  the  matter.  It  means  publicity  and  may 
help,  generally  speaking,  but  as  far  as  real  service 
is  concerned  nothing  can  be  done.  That  is  my 
prediction,  and  I  have  no  apology  to  make  and  ne 
defence  to  offer  for  the  men  who  may  have  done 
that  sort  of  thing,  men  who,  because  of  their  vote 
on  the  bill,  may  have  been  able  to  borrow  money 
from  banking  institutions  presided  over  by  the 
president  of  the  Senate,  Mr.  McKnight,  and  buy 
stock  of  the  Elevated,  using  their  advance 
information. 

Why,  that  is  nothing  more  nor  less  than  is  being 
done  every  day  by  the  so-called  respectable  ele- 
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ment  on  State  street.  How  do  Lee,  Higginson 
and  Kidder,  Peabody  &  Company  make  money  on 
stock?  Through  inside  information.  They  know 
what  is  going  to  happen  and  they  pound  the  stock 
down,  knowing  that  it  is  worth  more  than  the 
price  which  is  set  for  it,  and  when  they  get  it  low 
enough  they  buy  it  up  and  then  push  it  up  again, 
becoming  millionaires  over  night.  It  is  all  done 
through  inside  information.  Although  I  hold  no 
brief  for  members  of  the  House  of  1918,  and  say 
that  they  ought  to  be  condemned,  that  they  were 
not  fit  to  represent  a  constituency  in  that  body, 
the  publi?,  as  far  as  they  are  concerned,  is  not  now 
getting  information  that  it  has  not  already  heard. 
People  know  that  they  have  been  misrepresented 
on  Beacon  Hill  for  years.  It  is  nothing  new,  the 
electing  of  men  to  public  office  because  they  are 
good  fellows.  There  are  too  many  elected  who  use 
their  office  for  their  own  personal  benefit  and  too 
few  who  serve  the  public  interest.  I  am  not  dis- 
crediting the  investigation.  But  the  action  that 
this  body  has  been  taking  recently  to  defeat  the 
kind  of  bills  that  are  now  pending  means  the 
protection  of  the  public.  Some  .good  can  come 
from  it.  I  sincerely  trust  that  the  proposition  I 
am  talking  for  today  will  not  be  beclouded,  pushed 
aside  or  lost  sight  of,  because  of  what  is  considered 
by  the  press  and  perhaps  rightfully  so,  to  be  better 
information  and  greater  news  to  sell  through  the 
papers.  I  have  no  quarrel  with  that.  But  this 
means  something  at  the  present  time,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent. 

I  am  going  to  continue  for  one  moment  longer, 
I  do  hope  that  the  present  move  on  Beacon  Hill 
will  not  over-shadow  this  proposition.  I  have 
talked  about  long  enough,  but  I  do  desire  to  read 
one  or  two  sections  of  Senate  Bills  Nos.  131,  132 
and  133;  and  that  brings  me  back  again  to  where  I 
broke  the  thread  of  my  remarks  and  went  on  to 
the  Parkhurst  matter.  There  are  those  four  bills 
now  pending — the  original  130,  which  is  now 
called  314,  and  131,  132  and  133.  They  were  all 
filed  in  order  on  petition  of  the  Massachusetts  Gas 
and  Electric  Association,  by  Mr.  Everett  W. 
Burdett.  The  first  one,  No.  131,  is  'An  Act  to 
authorize  the  issue  by  gas  and  electric  companies 
of  capital  stock  without  nominal  or  par  value." 
Professor  Ripley,  one  of  the  best  writers  on  cor- 
poration administration,  has  said  that  the  most 
dangerous  method  in  the  matter  of  issuing  stocks  is 
to  issue  them  at  less  than  par  value;  and  when  these 
people  try  to  pass  this  bill  with  a  preamble  which 
means  that  the  moment  the  bill  passes  the  House 
and  Senate  and  is  signed  by  the  Governor,  it  is 
operative,  thereby  doing  away  with  the  opportu- 
nity to  invoke  the  referendum,  there  is  something 
rotten  about  it  —  that,  plus  the  fact  that  these 
bills  are  the  creatures  cf  Burdett,  Parkhurst  and 
Ives.  Of  course,  Winchester  is  probably  a  place 
where  the  majority  of  the  people  own  Edison  stock 
and  they  will  keep  sending  back  Parkhurst  and 
keep  doing  what  Ives  wants  them  to  do  and  what 
Burdett  wants  them  to  do;  or  if  they  cannot  get 
Parkhurst  back  they  will  call  on  Kidder,  Peabody 
and  Lee,  Higginson,  and  they  with  their  war  chests 
will  take  care  of  the  rest.  One  section  of  Senate 
No.  131  is  interesting.  The  bill  tells  how  the 
stock  may  be  issued,  and  the  last  paragraph  of 
section  1  is  very  interesting. 

"Gas  or  electric  companies  hereafter  organized 
or  incorporated  may  issue  their  original  stock 
without  nominal  or  par  value," — listen! — "and 
the  issue  thereof  shall  not  require  the  approval  or 
authorization  of  said  department,"  referring  to  the 
Public  Utilities  Department.  Cunning!  I  guess 
there  are  those  in  that  department  who  would  let 
them  go  easily,  but  they  don't  even  want  to  take  a 
chance  with  the  Public  Utilities  Commission;  and 
when  the  Edison  company  and  the  lighting  in- 
terests are  afraid  to  take  a  chance  with  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission,  they  must  have  a  pretty 
rank  proposition  to  present.  There  are  many 
other  sections  here  that  might  be  examined.  Sec- 
tion 10  says,  for  instance: 

"If  any  provision  cf  this  act  shall  be  adjudged 
unconstitutional  such  judgment  shall  net  affect, 
impair  or  invalidate  any  other  provisions  of  this 
act." 

Talk  about  cunning  in  framing  legislation! 
Oh,  if  you  do  anything,  even  commit  murder,  and 
retain  Everett  W.  Burdett,  he  will  get  you  out. 
Senate  No.  132  accompanies  the  petition  of  the 
Massachusetts  Electric  and  Gas  Association  for 
legislation  relative  to  the  issue  of  capital  stock  by 
gas  and  electric  companies.  It  is  the  same  general 
proposition,  and  the  emergency  preamble  is  also 


attached  to  that,  so  that  the  public  will  not  have 
an  opportunity  to  pass  upon  it.  Senate  No.  132 
provides  for  the  issue  of  capital  stock  at  less  than 
par  value,  and  Senate  No.  133  is  an  act  relative 
to  the  issue  of  bonds  by  gas  and  electric  com- 
panies. So  they  have  covered  the  whole  situation. 
The  bills  are  born  in  corruption,  conceived  in  the 
minds  of  a  few,  who  cry  "Bolsheviks"  to  us  who 
oppose  their  attempts  to  rob  the  public.  Gentle- 
men, these  bills  are  going  to  be  defeated  by  the 
House  of  Representatives,  all  of  them — 314,131, 
132  and  133.  These  men  do  not  dare  to  use  their 
usual  argument.  They  do  not  dare  to  tap  the 
war  chest.  When  we  started  this  movement,  the 
boys  on  Beacon  Hill  said,  "You  are  going  to  make 
business  for  us."  I  don't  mean  to  say  that  they 
are  all  off-color  there,  but  that  was  the  way  some 
of  them  felt.  They  said,  "That  means  good  busi- 
ness for  us,  Jerry."  But  I  have  made  a  mess  of  it, 
now.  These  men  don't  dare  to  do  business  with 
their  war  chest,  and  I  predict  that  the  House  of 
Representatives  will  not  dare  pass  these  bills, 
because  any  members  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives who  vote  for  No.  314,  or  for  Nos.  131, 
132  and  133,  will  be  relegated  to  private  life  one 
year  and  eight  months  hence,  because  the  effect 
of  this  legislation  will  be  felt  then,  and  when  the 
public  know  those  who  have  sold  them  out — and 
that  is  all  it  means — those  who  have  sold  out  their 
honor,  their  reputation  and  their  public  careers 
in  the  future  for  a  mess  of  pottage  that  will  not  last 
over  night,  they  will  see  that  they  are  no  longer 
kept  as  public  servants.  The  result  will  be  that 
those  who  take  the  places  of  those  who  have  been 
relegated  to  private  life  will  go  to  the  Legislature 
and  vote  right  on  momentous  questions  that  per- 
tain to  the  public  good.  In  order  not  to  attempt 
to  do  something  hurriedly,  I  am  willing  that  the 
order  should  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, if  that  is  the  wish  of  any  member  here; 
but  if  no  member  desires  such  reference,  I  respect- 
fully move  a  suspension  of  the  rule  that  it  may  go 
on  its  passage  now.  I  trust  that  any  member 
who  may  be  absent  will  be  given  an  opportunity 
later  either  to  be  recorded  or  to  state  his  position 
on  the  matter.  I  don't  want  to  take  any  ad- 
vantage of  an  absent  member. 

The  rule  was  suspended,  and  the  preambles, 
resolve  and  order  were  passed,  Coun.  Watson  call- 
ing for  the  yeas  and  nays.     Yeas,  8;   nays,  none. 


REQUEST  THAT  ONLY  CITIZENS  BE  EM- 
PLOYED IN  PUBLIC  WORKS. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  an  order,  That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  request  all  department  heads  to 
instruct  all  inspectors  and  other  supervisory  offi- 
cials employed  by  the  city  and  assigned  to  jobs 
which  have  been  let  out  by  contract  to  report  to 
said  department  head  all  instances  where  any 
other  than  citizens  are  employed,  and  that  they 
see  to  it  that  in  so  far  as  possible  none  but  citizens 
be  employed. 


Coun.  DONOGHUE.  In  offering  this  order, 
Mr.  President,  I  want  to  say  that  last  week,  at  a 
budget  hearing,  when  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  was  present,  he  stated  that  he  would  be 
glad  to  comply  with  a  request  similar  to  that  which 
I  have  presented  here  today.  I  feel  that  if  he,  as 
head  of  the  Public  Works  Department,  and  other 
department  heads,  will  comply  with  this  request 
and  will  see  that  none  but  citizens  are  employed 
on  jobs  that  are  let  out  by  contracts — work  on 
which  the  Public  Works  alone  expends  three  or 
four  million  a  year — that  we  will  have  accom- 
plished something  for  the  citizens  of  Boston  in 
relieving  the  unemployment  situation. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


ROPING    STREETS    FOR    ROAD    RACE. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  an  order,  That 
the  City  Messenger  be  hereby  authorized  to  rope 
off  the  streets  in  the  vicinity  of  Union  Park  street 
and  Harrison  avenue  on  Saturday,  April  9,  1921, 
for  the  road  race  held  by  the  Cathedral  Young 
Men's  Catholic  Association,  the  expense  to  be 
charged  to  the  appropriation  for  City  Council, 
Flags,  Ropes  and  Stakes. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 
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RESPECT  TO  MEMORY  OF  CARDINAL 
GIBBONS. 

Coun.  DO  NOG  HUE  offered  an  order,  That 
the  Boston  City  Council  rise  and  remain  standing 
for  one  minute  in  silence,  to  record  their  sense 
of  the  great  loss  that  has  befallen  the  nation  in  the 
death  of  His  Eminence  Cardinal  Gibbons,  who  for 
many  years  has  been  so  potent  a  force  in  every- 
thing that  has  made  for  a  nobler,  juster  and  purer 
life',  and  whose  great  qualities  as  a  churchman, 
American  citizen  and  patriot,  will  continue  to 
serve  as  an  inspiration  for  generations  to  come.  _ 

The  order  was  passed  by  a  unanimous  rising 
vote,  and  the  members  stood  silent  for  a  minute.

First,  use  of  intoxicating  liquors  and  intoxica- 
tion  on   or   about  the   following   dates:   June   16, 


1920;  July  7,  1920;   July  14,  1920;  September  26, 
1920,  and  on  divers  other  dates. 

Second,  carelessness  or  inefficiency  in  the  opera- 
tion of  his  machine  and  injury  to  city  property, 
April  28,  1920;  May  5,  1920. 

Third,  the  good  of  the  service, 
and    that   the    City    Council   be    respectfully    re- 
quested to  institute  necessary  proceedings  for  such 
removal   pursuant   to    the   provisions    of   General 
Laws,  ch.  31,  sec.  26. 

John  J.  Connorton,  foreman  of  the  Hospital 
Ambulance  station,  and  in  charge  of  the  City  of 
Boston  ambulances,  testified  in  regard  to  the  con- 
duct of  Mr.  Corcoran,  stating  that  he  had  not 
noticed  any  evidence  of  drinking  on  Mr.  Corcoran 
until  he  had  been  employed  for  about  six  months, 
and  that  then  for  the  next  nine  months,  up  to 
September.  1920,  about  once  each  week  he  had 
noticed  the  smell  of  liquor  on  his  breath,  and  that 
at  times  he  seemed  disagreeable  and  surly.  But 
he  had  not  known  of  cases  where  he  had  run  the 
ambulance  improperly  as  a  result.  He  had  not 
complained  when  he  might  otherwise  have  done 
so,  because  Mr.  Corcoran  was  a  service  man.  He 
started  to  testify  about  what  had  happened  when 
Mr.  Corcoran  was  not  on  duty,  a  question  which 
was  ruled  to  be  admissible  by  Corporation  Counsel 
Hill,  but  which  was  objected  to  by  Coun.  Watson 
and  was  not  allowed  to  be  gone  into  by  the  Council. 

Other  witnesses  were  James  H.  Buxton,  night 
supervisor  at  the  South  Department  of  the  hospital; 
Superintendent  John  J.  Dowling,  Daniel  R.  Hig- 
gins,  an  employee  and  Charles  Daly,  an  ambulance 
driver  at  the  institution.  They  had  not  noticed 
anything  that  had  interfered  with  Mr.  Corcoran's 
performance  of  his  duties  during  business  hours. 

Mr.  Kenny  asked  if,  under  the  circumstances, 
the  Council  felt  that  he  was  called  upon,  as  repre- 
senting Mr.  Corcoran,  to  meet  the  case  that  had 
been  presented  against  him,  and  after  a  conference 
Mr.  Hill  said: 

"Under  the  rulings  made  by  the  Council,  the 
evidence  as  against  the  veteran  is  so  slight  that  I 
have  advised  them,  as  a  matter  of  law,  that  they 
would  be  warranted,  if  they  saw  fit  in  their  dis- 
cretion, to  decide  in  his  favor  without  hearing  any 
evidence  on  his  behalf." 

President  HAGAN.  The  Council  has  so  voted 
and  decided  the  question,  and  I  will  now  declare 
the  hearing  closed.

Sir, — In  answer  to  your  communication  of 
March  24,  asking  the  advice  of  the  Finance 
Commission  on  your  approval  to  chapter  109 
of  the  General  Acts  of  1916,  which  authorized 
the  appointment  of  paid  interpreters  for  the 
civil  session  of  the  Municipal  Court  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  the  Finance  Commission  re- 
ports  as   follows  : 

The  act  was  passed  five  years  ago  and  in 
that  interval  no  demand  has  been  shown  for 
the  appointment  of  paid  interpreters  in  this 
court.  At  the  present  time  if  interpreters  are 
needed  they  are  paid  by  the  litigant  who 
employs    them. 

The  Finance  Commission  understands  that 
a  short  time  ago  a  group  of  attorneys  called 
upon  Chief  Justice  Bolster  to  urge  the  ap- 
pointment of  an  Italian  interpreter,  claiming 
that  the  litigants  were  too  poor  to  pay  the 
expense  of  interpreters  and  that  these  at- 
taches were  necessary  for  the  proper  conduct 
of  civil  cases.  On  the  advice  of  the  chief 
probation  officer  of  the  court,  Judge  Bolster 
authorized  the  employment  of  an  Italian  clerk 
in  the  probation  office  who,  in  addition  to  his 
clerical  duties,  was  used  by  the  courts  in  civil 
cases  where  Italians  who  could  not  speak 
English  were  involved.  This  clerk  was  ap- 
pointed five  months  ago,  and  during  that 
period  he  has  been  called  into  court  only  nine 
times  and  has  spent  approximately  four  hours 
in    interpretation    cases. 

There   have   been    no   other   demands,   as   far 
as    the    Finance    Commission    has    learned,    for 
interpreters    and   nothing    will    be    lost   by    re- 
fusing  to   accept  the  act  at  the   present   time.

2.  Visitors  shall  not  throw  anything  into 
any  enclosures. 

3.  Visitors  shall  not  climb  on  or  over  any 
guard  rail  or  fence  or  enter  ranges,  corrals, 
dens  or  enclosures  without  authoritative  per- 
mission. 

4.  Smoking  is  not  allowed  in  any  building 
connected   with   the   Zoological   Gardens. 

5.  Dogs,  cats,  other  pet  animals  or  bicycles, 
velocipedes  and  baby  carriages  shall  not  be 
allowed    in    any    building. 

6.  Dogs  shall  not  be  allowed  within  one  hun- 
dred feet  of  any  den,  range  corral  or  enclosure 
wherein  are  kept  birds,   animals  or  reptiles. 

7.  Loitering  will  not  be  permitted  after  at- 
tendant has   ordered   a  person   to   move   on. 

8.  It  is  not  permitted  to  take  photographs 
in  any  building  of  the  Zoological  Gardens 
without   a  written  permit  from  the   Curator. 

Special   Regulations    Concerning   the 
Aquarium. 

1.  Visitors  shall  not  climb  on  or  over  any 
guard   rail. 

2.  Visitors  shall  not  annoy,  injure,  feed, 
spit  upon  or  throw  anything  at  any  animal, 
fish  or  reptile  in  the  Aquarium. 

3.  Smoking  is  not  allowed  in  the  Aquarium. 

4.  Visitors  shall  not  rap  on  the  guard  rails 
or  touch  with  anything  the  glass  tank  fronts 
or  anything  within  the  guard  rails. 

5.  Dogs  or  other  pets,  bicycles,  velocipedes 
and  baby  carriages  will  not  be  allowed  in  the 
building. 

6.  Canes,  umbrellas  or  sticks  must  be 
checked. 

7.  No  loitering  will  be  permitted  after  an 
attendant  has  ordered  a  visitor  to  move  on.

5.  Dogs,  cats,  other  pet  animals  or  bicycles, 
velocipedes  and  baby  carriages  shall  not  be 
allowed    in    any    building. 

6.  Dogs  shall  not  be  allowed  within  one 
hundred  feet  of  any  den,  range,  corral  or 
enclosure  wherein  are  kept  birds,  animals,  or 
reptiles.

A    QUESTION    OF    PRIVILEGE. 

Coun.  WATSON.  Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
question    of    personal    privilege. 

Pres.  HAGAN.  What  is  the  question,  Coun. 
Watson  ? 

Coun.  WATSON.  An  editorial  in  a  daily 
newspaper  reflecting  upon  the  members  of 
this    body,   of  which  I   am   one. 

Pres.  HAGAN.  The  gentleman  may  pro- 
ceed. 

Coun.  WATSON.  Mr.  President,  I  had 
hoped  that  some  other  member  than  myself 
might  be  the  instrument  through  which  a 
reply  might  be  directed  at  an  editorial  in  a 
paper  of  a  few  days  ago,  but,  not  knowing 
for  certain  that  the  matter  would  be  handled 
by  any  other  member  of  this  body,  and  for 
fear  the  attack  might  pass  without  a  word 
from  any  member  of  this  body,  without  a 
defence  ot  the  body  or  the  individual  mem- 
bers, I  felt  that  I  must  be  the  one  to  bare 
myself  to  the  attack  that  will  follow  my 
attack  upon  the  individual  responsible  for 
this  editorial.  Mr.  President,  1  realize  fully 
and  appreciate  the  great  power  the  Press  of 
the  United  States  has  for  good  as  well  as 
evil.  I  have  felt  the  lash  of  the  unfriendly 
critics  on  the  local  newspapers  on  several  oc- 
casions. The  lash  has  been  one  of  ridicule 
sometimes,  and  at  other  times  the  lash  of 
vilification  and  abuse.  I  do  not  address  my 
words  today  as  a  reflection  on  the  subordinates 
of  those  in  high  places  on  any  newspaper  in 
Boston.  My  thought  is  far  from  that,  because 
I  hope  I  now  enjoy  at  least  the  personal 
friendship  of  those  who  cover  City  Hall  for 
the  several  newspapers.  If  I  do  not,  I  regret 
it.  My  remarks  today  will  be  directed  specif- 
ically at  a  gentleman  holding  a  high  posi- 
tion with  a  paper  I  read  every  day  and  enjoy, 
because  of  its  navrowness.  In  order  that  we 
may  not  misunderstand  one  another,  permit 
me  to  have  placed  on  the  records  of  this  body 
the  editorial  in  the  Boston  Herald  of  recent 
date  headed  "Our  Council  on  Display."  It  is 
as    follows  : 

Our  Council  on  Display. 

The  municipal  Council  of  Boston  may  well 
attract  the  attention  of  students  of  our  insti- 
tutions. If  the  commission  which  has  gone 
out  to  investigate  the  Philippine  Islands  to 
see  whether  they  are  fitted  for  self-govern- 
ment can  find  any  municipality  in  that  archi- 
pelago which  tolerates  such  a  governing  body 
as  this  we  shall  be  ready  to  agree  that  the 
archipelago  ought  to  remain  under  perpetual 
tutelage. 

Look  at  the  decision  of  the  day  before  yes- 
terday in  favor  of  the  City  Hospital  chauffeur 
who  had  been  discharged  by  the  trustees  last 
September !  He  was  reinstated  by  the  Council 
and  paid  for  the  time  he  was  out,  upon  the 
ingenious  legalistic  theory  that  his  condition 
and  conduct  when  not  on  duty  were  not  rele- 
vant to   the  case. 

Look  at  the  arrest  of  Coun.  Watson  for 
running  his  car  without  lights  ;  for  refusing  to 
show  his  license,  and  for  telling  the  police- 
men who  arrested  him — according  to  their 
story — that  it  would  cost  them  their  jobs ! 
And  right  on  the  heels  of  an  overwhelming 
majority  for  Warren  G.  Harding  last  Novem- 
ber, Boston  elected  James  A.  Moriarty  to  the 
Council,  thus  perpetuating  the  control  of  that 
body   which   makes    it   notorious. 

Any  member  of  this  body  who  would  remain 
silent  under  that  vile,  contemptible  editorial 
would  not  be  fit  to  remain  a  member  of  this 
body  one  minute  longer ;  and  I  assume,  when 
I  attack  the  gentleman  who  is  responsible  for 
that  editorial,  the  members  will  agree  to  some 
degree  with  my  remarks.  They  must,  in  all 
honesty  to  themselves,  having  in  mind  their 
reputation,  their  honor  and  their  standing  in 
this  community  as  gentlemen.  I  know  the  in- 
stigator of  that  editorial.  He  and  I  are  as 
far  apart  as  the  two  poles,  personally,  politi- 
cally and  otherwise.  He  is  a  bigot  in  religion, 
politics  and  his  newspaper  work.  His  name 
is  Robert  Lincoln  O'Brien,  editor  of  the  Boston 
Herald,  a  newspaper  that  all  the  time  is  within 
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two  breaths  of  being  insolvent.  The  Boston 
Herald  can  attack  any  person  in  public  life, 
vilify  him  to  their  heart's  content,  and  no 
man  can  get  redress  in  the  matter  of  secur- 
ing judgment  on  a  verdict,  if  he  received  a 
verdict  for  libel.  The  only  hope  would  be  in- 
dictment through  the  District  Attorney's  office 
or  the  Grand  Jury,  and  then  they  sit  behind 
their  privilege,  because  in  indicting  a  news- 
paper no  one  can  go  to  jail  for  contempt  or 
criminal  libel.  A  fine  prevails,  and  the  Bos- 
ton Herald  has  paid  time  and  again  fines  for 
criminal  libel,  and  I  will  cite  the  instances 
of  it  if  Mr.  O'Brien  desires  to  give  me  space 
in  his  paper.  I  tried  to  find  out  today  who 
the  stockholders  of  the  Boston  Herald  were, 
and  I  was  informed,  much  to  my  surprise, 
that  in  1903  the  newspapers  of  Boston,  in 
order  to  hide  the  so-called  responsible  individ- 
uals behind  the  publications,  who  were  benefit- 
ing thereby  or  whose  character  might  be  in- 
vestigated, both  morally  and  otherwise,  secured 
through  the  Legislature  an  amendment  to  the 
act,  so  that  they  don't  have  to  file  a  return 
showing  who  the  stockholders  of  the  news- 
paper are  ;  but  once  in  a  year,  in  some  corner 
hidden  away,  the  Herald,  the  representatives 
of  the  United  Shoe  Machinery  or  the  Edison 
Electric  Illuminating  Company,  the  Consoli- 
dated Gas  Company,  and  the  financial  inter- 
ests, hide  who  the  stockholders  are  in  some 
remote  part  of  a  paper  where  I  cannot  find 
it.  I  know  this,  that  at  the  head  of  the  edi- 
torial page  of  March  31  there  appeared  the 
name  of  R.  L.  O'Brien,  of  Abington,  as  editor, 
O'Brien  !  O'Brien  !  God  save  the  mark  !  Rob- 
ert Lincoln  O'Brien  !  Oh,  it  is  a  wonder  that 
Abraham  Lincoln  doesn't  turn  in  his  grave! 
Robert  Lincoln  O'Brien,  the  narrow  bigot,  the 
religiously  narrow  bigot,  the  narrow  bigot  in 
politics,  the  narrow  bigot  in  newspaper  work, 
and  the  narrow  bigot  in  family  affairs.  Oh, 
I  know  what  is  coming  to  me.  I  will  be  vili- 
fied by  him.  But  it  is  nothing  new.  I  know 
the  man  and  he  knows  me.  Physically  he 
doesn't  dare  to  tell  me  to  my  face  what  he 
dares  write  here.  He  is  a  coward  as  well  as 
a  bigot.  He  is  an  editor,  but  he  doesn't 
handle  any  money.  The  interests  know  him 
well  enough  to  pay  him  a  salary  in  an  en- 
velope, and  that  is  all.  They  have  a  man 
named  James  H.  Higgins,  from  Lynn.  James 
H.  Higgins  represents  the  United  Shoe  Ma- 
chinery's interests  in  the  Boston  Herald,  and 
perhaps  Enwright  of  the  new  paper,  which  I 
hope  will  remain  true  to  the  people  a  little 
while,  at  least,  will  kindly  tell  us  in  the  news 
columns  or  otherwise,  how  Mr.  Higgins  tried 
to  interfere  with  his  progress  in  the  city  of 
Lynn,  James  H.  Higgins, — I  don't  know  the 
man,  but  I  am  going  to  take  a  chance  and 
say,  God  save  the  name  of  Higgins  !  Robert 
Lincoln  O'Brien  and  James  Harrison  Higgins 
—what  a  beautiful  pair  of  birds!  Oh,  the  old 
fashioned  Globe  is  harmless.  It  will  never 
take  sides  editorially.  We  like  it.  We  love 
real  journalists,  who  know  what  a  journal  is 
and  who  are  fair.  Who  doesn't  idolize  and 
look  up  to  General  Taylor  of  the  Boston  Globe? 
I  won't  say  a  word  about  the  Post,  because 
the  editor  is  sick,  and  what  I  might  say 
wouldn't  be  fit  to  put  on  the  records.  And, 
by  the  way,  I  am  rather  a  unique  individual 
in  public  life  in  Boston.  You  have  to  go  back 
some  time  to  find  another  such  man,  who  has 
been  a  wild  petrel,  a  stormy  petrel  in  politics 
in  Boston,  who  has  dared  to  go  through  with 
a  libel  suit  against  a  powerful  paper.  I  did 
it.  They  went  back  forty-five  years  in  my 
life,  fellow  members,  and  they  didn't  pin  a 
thing  on  me.  They  didn't  find  a  single  thing 
in  my  family,  political  or  business  life,  that 
warranted  what  they  said  of  me  through  their 
defence  of  a  member  of  this  body.  Is  it  pos- 
sible that  after  that  vitriolic  and  vile  editorial 
you,  Mr.  President,  are  going  to  remain 
-iVnt?  Is  it  possible  that  other  members 
are  going  to  remain  silent?  Or  are  you 
going  to  see  me  through  in  what  I  say? 
Of  course,  you  will  have  to,  as  men, — not 
as  far  as  my  reference  to  O'Brien  is  con- 
cerned, because  you  don't  know  him  as  well  as 
I  do.     I  know  him.     They  know  him  in  Abing- 


ton, too,  where  he  was  born.  I  served  in  the 
Legislature  with  his  brother,  John  H.  O'Brien 
— God  save  the  mark ! — also.  Now,  gentle- 
men, that  editorial  in  all  probability  written 
by  Robert  Lincoln  O'Brien,  or  approved  by 
him,  is  a  direct  indictment  of  the  thirty-odd 
thousand  voters  who  saw  fit  to  return  to  this 
body  my  colleague  and  yours,  Coun.  Moriarty. 
If  the  interests  represented  by  Lincoln  O'Brien 
cannot  pick  men  fit  enough,  able  and  clean 
enough  to  defeat  Moriarty,  Watson,  Ford  or 
Donoghue,  or  anybody  here,  it  is  no  fault  of 
the  public  that  they  pick  the  lesser  of  evils. 
I  am  willing  to  admit  that  in  electing  me  to 
this  body  several  times  they  have  not  picked 
the  ablest  man,  but  they  couldn't  pick  a  more 
honest  man,  if  I  do  say  it.  They  have  not 
picked  the  ablest  man,  but  they  have  picked 
the  lesser  of  evils,  and  that  is  what  they 
do  all  the  time.  The  people  can  be  trusted, 
and  that  editorial  is  an  indictment  of  the 
32,000  or  33,000  people  who  re-elected  to  this 
body  James  T.  Moriarty,  despite  the  vilifica- 
tion of  the  Good  Government  Association,  the 
Boston  Herald  and  every  newspaper  in  town. 
They  returned  him  because  they  believed  he 
was  the  better  of  those  who  went  to  defeat. 
Crooked !  Oh,  dear !  Why,  Lincoln  O'Brien 
is  so  crooked  in  his  political  views,  his  re- 
ligious views,  his  business  views  and  his  social 
views,  that  if  he  went  down  an  alley  way  he 
couldn't  turn  around  without  meeting  himself 
coming  back,  positively.  Who  is  Robert  Lin- 
coln O'Brien?  Why,  years  ago,  in  the  old 
Common  Council  days  I  remember  Robert 
Lincoln  O'Brien  getting  his  start.  To  use  the 
vernacular  of  the  street,  he  was  wet  nurse  to 
Grover  Cleveland,  one  of  our  past  presidents. 
He  was  society  secretary  to  Mrs.  Prances 
Folsom  Cleveland.  Our  clerk  probably  remem- 
bers the  occasion — society  secretary  to  Mrs. 
Frances  Folsom  Cleveland,  Grover  Cleveland's 
wife — in  other  words,  a  wet  nurse.  Robert 
Lincoln  O'Brien, — oh,  Robert !  Robert !  Robert ! 
Did  youisee  the  Boston  Hera'd  saying  any- 
thing editorially  concerning  the  defeat  or  the 
attempt  of  ours  to  defeat  the  corrupt  legis- 
lation known  as  Senate  314,  131,  132  and  133, 
in  regard  to  which  today  City  Clerk  Donovan 
received   this   communication :

Dear  Sir, — I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt 
from  you  of  a  copy  of  an  order  adopted  by 
the  City  Council  protesting  against  the  pas- 
sage of  several  bills  relating  to  gas  and  electric 
companies. 

Senate  No.  130,  a  bill  to  equalize  the  cash 
and  share  capital  of  certain  gas  and  electric 
companies,  having  passed  the  Senate  was 
amended  in  the  House  by  the  substitution  of 
a  Resolve  for  the  complete  investigation  of 
this  entire  subject  by  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic  Utilities,   to   report   next  year. 

Senate  No.  131  has  been  referred  to  the 
next   annual   session    in    both   branches. 

Senate  No.  132,  having  passed  the  Senate, 
has  been  referred  to  the  next  annual  session 
by  vote  of  the   House. 

Senate  No.  133  is  still  in  the  Committee  on 
Power  and  Light.

Has  the  Hei-a'd  said  a  word  concerning  that 
legislation?  No.  The  lighting  interests  wanted 
it  and  the  Herald  wanted  it.  But  thanks  to 
the  Boston  American  and  other  papers,  the 
Globe  and  other  papers,  the  Herald,  as  far 
as  our  genial  City  Hall  man  could  write  it, 
but  the  belly  was  cut  out  of  it,  of  course, 
and  very  little  was  said,  very  little, — it  was 
defeated.  Of  course,  the  interests  wanted  it. 
Now,  Mr.  President,  I  think  I  have  got  a  little 
bile  out  of  me,  and  I  will  say  this,  and  I  can 
say  it  without  feeling.  I  try  to  say  it  con- 
servatively    and     quietly,     and     tempering     it 
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somewhat ;  but  when  I  think  of  that  nonentity 
and  bigot,  the  wet  nurse,  a  low-down,  cruel 
man,  who  takes  advantage  of  his  right  to 
write  what  he  pleases  about  a  man  who  has 
no  chance  to  reply,  I  get  a  little  warm.  But 
remember  this,  he  sometimes  errs,  this  won- 
derful prophet,  this  brilliant  man,  who  dances 
when  Lee,  Higginson  pull  the  strings,  and  if 
he  lost  his  job  tomorrow  he  would  have  to 
leave  town.  I  don't  think  he  would  be  able 
to  get  a  job  that  would  keep  him  alive  an 
hour  in  Boston.  He  criticises  the  City  Coun- 
cil and  the  City  Hospital  action  of  ours.  He 
ought  to  know,  if  he  doesn't  know,  that  Mr.

If  the  man  who  in- 
vestigates for  the  Herald  would  investigate 
Lincoln  O'Brien's  conduct  outside  of  business 
hours,  there  might  be  another  Solley  trial  in 
Boston.  If  a  man  conducts  himself  improperly 
outside  of  business  hours,  it  is  no  one's  busi- 
ness but  the  man's,  provided  the  police  don't 
get  him.  Yes,  they  caught  me,  but  they  are 
going  to  pay  the  price.  I  want  to  tell  you, 
Mr.  President,  for  the  benefit  of  the  members 
here,  that  both  the  officers  who  maliciously 
and  without  reason  persecuted,  attacked  and 
humilated  me,  will  be  discharged  by  Police 
Commissioner  Curtis,  not  on  charges  preferred 
by  me  but  by  orders  of  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
missioners, because  they  both  committed  per- 
jury on  their  application  blanks.  That  is  why 
I  withdrew  my  charges.  They  are  gone,  and 
I  will  have  more  to  say  about  the  Police 
Department,  not  today  but  later,  and  it  won't 
be  the  little  coppers  that  I  will  go  after.  I 
will  pick  out  the  big,  shining  marks.  I  don't 
know  what  will  happen  to  me,  but  I  am 
going  to  it.  Now,  Mr.  President,  Robert  Lin- 
coln O'Brien  not  only  does  not  like  what 
we  do,  but  in  this  morning's  Herald  he  has 
two  thirds  of  a  column  in  which  he  attacks 
the  New  York  World,  the  New  York  Times, 
the  New  York  Herald,  the  Boston  Transcript, 
the  Springfield  Republican  and  the  New  York 
Tribune,  and  that  is  about  all ;  but  each  one 
of  the  papers  mentioned  is  as  good  as  the 
Herald.  I  love  to  read  the  Herald,  it  is  so 
ridiculous.  I  get  it  for  nothing,  but  I  always 
read  it,  because  it  is  on  file  out  here.  I  love 
to  read  what  my  friend  the  City  Hall  man 
says  about  me,  now  that  we  are  friendly. 
Mr.  President,  I  think  I  have  said  about 
enough.  I  think  I  have  made  myself  plain 
about  the  Boston  Herald,  which  represents  the 
financial  and  corrupt  interests  in  Boston.  I 
think  I  have  made  myself  clear  about  Mr. 
Robert  Lincoln  O'Brien.  If  I  haven't,  I  will 
repeat  it.  In  order  that  there  may  be  no  mis- 
take or  misunderstanding  about  it  in  the 
minds  of  the  members  here,  I  want  to  say 
that  I  reiterate  what  I  have  said,  plus.  Of 
course,  no  paper  will  use  this — mutual  agree- 
ment, honor  among — gentlemen  !  You  thought 
it  was  something  else.  There  was  a  custom 
that  prevailed  for  years  by  which  the  Boston 
Post,  for  instance,  would  say  to  the  Herald, 
"Don't  hit  us,  and  we  won't  hit  you,"  and 
the  Transcript  would  say,  "Leave  us  alone," 
to  the  American,  "and  we  won't  touch  you," 
and  if  once  in  awhile  after  the  agreement 
they  slipped  over,  they  would  apologize.  But 
I  suppose  it  might  be  well  to  have  extra  copies 
of  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Council 
printed,  so  that  I  may  sell  them  out  in  front 
of  the  hall.  I  think  there  would  be  a  pre- 
mium, if  only  those  who  love  Lincoln  O'Brien 
would  know  that  I  had  said  something  about 
him.  I  have  said  all  I  want  to  say,  but  would 
simply  say  in  conclusion,  it  is  high  time  for 
Robert  Lincoln  O'Brien  to  remember  that,  in 
order  to  be  a  good  American  citizen — which 
he  does  not  know  how  to  be — one  must  not  hit 
below  the  belt. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  rise 
to  a  question  of  personal  privilege.  I  am  not 
going  to  take  much  time,  but  will  simply 
say  that  the  views  of  the  councilor  opposite 
are  practically  my  views  in  regard  to  Robert 
Lincoln    O'Brien    and    the    Boston    Herald.     I 


want  to  say  that  I  was  the  only  member  of 
this  body  that  got  free  advertising  in  the  Bos- 
ton newspapers,  thanks  to  the  Boston  Herald- 
Traveler,  during  the  last  campaign,  both  in 
news  items  and  in  editorials,  daily  and  nightly. 
The  Boston  Herald-Traveler  said  everything 
about  me  before  election  that  it  was  pos- 
sible to  say  and  they  have  continued  since 
election  every  time  that  they  have  got  a 
chance.  But  I  feel  the  way  that  Spargo  feels 
— I  take  it  from  the  source  from  which  it 
comes,  that  "every  knock  is  a  boost,"  coming 
from  the  source  of  the  Boston  Herald,  known 
as  the  narrowest  paper  in  Boston,  even  as  bad 
as  the  Menace.  Only  a  few  years  ago  it  was 
practically  put  out  of  business  on  account  of 
its  narrowness  and  the  editorials.  I  refrain 
from  reading  the  Boston  Herald,  and  it  is 
going  to  be  my  effort  from  this  time  out  in 
every  place  that  I  see  it  to  ask  the  people  in 
Boston  not  to  read  the  Boston  He  'aid-Trav- 
eler. That  will  make  them  at  least  respect  the 
majority  of  citizens  of  this  city.  The  Herald 
did  not  put  me  here.  The  Herald  tried  in 
every  way  prior  to  election  to  vilify  me.  They 
have  not  yet  found  anything  against  my  char- 
acter as  a  man,  against  my  living  as  a  man, 
that  they  can  say  against  me.  But  the  way 
they  play  the  game  is  in  anything  but  man 
fashion,  and,  if  I  may  use  one  of  the  coun- 
cilor's remarks,  the  councilor  who  last  spoke, 
we  shouldn't  hit  below  the  belt  and  we  should 
use  all  men  as  man  to  man.  I  wouldn't  know 
Lincoln  O'Brien  if  he  walked  into  the  place, 
and  if  I  did  know  Lincoln  O'Brien  and  he 
did  walk  into  the  place,  from  what  I  know 
about  him,  I  would  walk  out.  I  want  to  say 
in  conclusion  that  I  hope  that  the  Boston 
Herald  will  continue  giving  me  the  space  on 
its  editorial  page  that  it  has  for  the  last  six 
months.  Maybe  if  I  decide  to  be  a  candidate 
for  any  further  political  honors  they  may  help 
me.  because  everything  that  they  say  edi- 
torially, I  feel,  is  a  boost  for  any  individual 
who  may  get  it.

WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  desire  to 
say  that  the  sentiment  expressed  by  the  coun- 
cilor appeals  to  me,  that  I  take  the  same  view 
that    he    does    in    regard    to    the    matter. 

Coun.  DONOHUE— Mr.  President,  I  want 
to  say,  as  chairman  of  the  committee,  that 
the  Mayor,  being  the  administrative  head  of 
this  government  of  ours,  ought  to  be  in  a 
position    to    know    what    is    the    best    policy    to 
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pursue  in  regard  to  much  needed  improve- 
ments in  the  Wayfarers'  Lodge.  While  I  have 
at  various  times  differed  with  the  Mayor,  this 
is  one  of  the  times  I  am  going  to  be  with 
him,  and  I  intend  to  vote  for  this  improve- 
ment  and    for   the   passage   of   this    order. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  I  beg 
leave  to  differ  from  the  member  who  has  just 
spoken.  There  is  one  duty  we  do  have,  and 
that  is  to  appropriate  money  in  what  we 
think  is  a  proper  way.  First,  it  is  our  duty 
to  vote  on  questions  of  appropriating  money 
raised  from  taxation,  and,  secondly,  it  is  our 
duty  to  consider  and  to  vote  upon  loans  com- 
ing before  the  body.  It  seems  to  me  to  be 
our  fundamental  duty  not  to  vote  to  raise 
money  by  loan  for  an  expenditure  that  we 
think  should  be  met  from  taxes.  That  is  the 
reason   for  my   position   upon   this   matter. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
rejected,  yeas  three,  nays  five.

The  Cambridge  Street  Bridge  over  the  Bos- 
ton &  Albany  Railroad,  Allston,  should  be  re- 
built during  this  year,  it  having  been  closed 
to  car  traffic  for  some  time  and  partially  closed 
to   teaming   traffic. 

I  therefore  respectfully  suggest  that  the 
usual  procedure  be  followed,  that  is,  have  the 
Law  Department  prepare  a  petition  for  pres- 
entation by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  to 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  for  a  decision 
as  to  the  necessity  of  rebuilding.

This  body  has 
accomplished  some  good  in  the  matter  of  secur- 
ing justice  for  the  people  of  Boston  and  the 
state  in  the  matter  of  treatment  accorded  by 
the  lighting  interests.  Of  five  measures  con- 
taining the  emergency  preamble  that  were  in- 
troduced into  the  Legislature  upon  the  petition 
of  the  attorney  for  the  lighting  companies 
of  Massachusetts,  all  with  the  exception  of 
one  have  been  defeated.  That  one  measure 
is,  in  all  probability,  the  most  vicious  of  the 
entire  five,  but  I  am  informed  by  Representa- 
tive Shattuck,  whom  I  have  known  but  a  short' 
time,  and  Representative  Silbert,  who  led  the 
fight  against  the  premium  bill,  that  the  Com- 
mittee on  Light  and  Power  will  not  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  the  measure,  but  at  best 
will  recommend  that  it  be  referred  to  the  next 
General  Court.  I  airain  repeat  that  the  City 
Council,  with  limited  powers,  plus  public  senti- 
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ment,  has  done  wonderful  work  in  the  interest 
of  the  public.  But  the  all-essential  proposi- 
tion, the  thing  that  we  all  desire  most — that 
is,  the  reduction  in  the  price  of  gas  and  elec- 
tricity— has  not  been  accomplished.  Nothing 
will  be  accomplished  unless  the  fight  is  contin- 
ued, and  from  the  indications  as  I  see  them 
this  body,  with  limited  influence,  must  be  the 
instrument  by  which  good  may  result  in  the  way 
of  reduction  of  price  of  gas  and  electricity  to 
the  consuming  public.  Therefore  I  have  intro- 
duced the  order  just  read,  Mr.  President, 
which  has  been  referred  by  you  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  the 
matter  alive,  with  the  assistance  of  my  eight 
colleagues  and,  while  I  am  on  my  feet,_  in 
order  that  they  may  be  spread  upon  the 
records  of  this  body,  in  order  that  these  mat- 
ters may  be  made  matters  of  public  record, 
so  that  later  they  may  be  referred  to  in  the 
process  of  checking  up  or  proving  their  worth 
or  unworthiness,  I  intend  to  read  some  com- 
munications and  make  reference  to  other  mat- 
ters that  are  very  germane  to  the  proposition. 
This  body  passed  an  order  two  weeks  ago 
calling  for  an  investigation  with  a  view  to 
bringing  about  a  reduction  in  the  price  of  gas 
and  electricity  to  the  City  of  Boston,  not  to  the 
consuming  public,  because  we  have  no  power 
to  act  for  the  consuming  public.  But  we  have 
a  right  to  act  for  the  city  so  far  as  it  uses 
gas  and  electricity.  If,  however,  we  can  take 
action  which  will  result  in  the  reduction  of 
the  price  of  gas  and  electricity  to  the  City  of 
Boston,  the  amount  paid  for  lighting  the 
public  buildings  of  the  city,  a  reduction  in 
price  to  the  consuming  public  will  naturally 
follow  a  reduction  in  price  to  the  municipality. 
The  order  I  introduced  two  weeks  ago  asked 
the  Mayor  to  send  to  this  body  an  order  appro- 
priating $5,000  in  order  that  we  might  pos- 
sibly prosecute  this  matter  and  attempt  to 
reduce  the  price  of  gas  and  electricity  used  in 
the  public  buildings  to  the  City  of  Boston. 
That  order  will  meet  with  one  or  two  fates. 
Either  his  Honor  the  Mayor  will  let  it  lie  on 
his  desk,  or  he  will  send  back  an  order  recom- 
mending the  appropriation  of  $5,000  to  prose- 
cute our  contest.  I  don't  know  what  action 
he  will  take  concerning  it,  but  I  do  know  that 
I  had  an  interview  with  the  Corporation 
Counsel  at  his  suggestion.  For  the  present, 
at  the  request  of  Mr.  Hill,  I  am  not  going 
to  make  public  what  took  place  at  the  inter- 
view. I  am  not  going  to  say  anything  con- 
cerning the  $5,000  appropriation  that  has  been 
proposed  until  his  Honor  the  Mayor  has  had 
a  chance  to  look  further  into  the  matter.  But 
if  he  follows  the  recommendation  of  the  Law 
Department  there  will  be  no  investigation  and 
attempt  to  reduce  'the  price  of  gas  and  elec- 
tricity to  the  municipality,  because  Mr.  Hill 
is  opposed  to  it  in  the  way  we  suggest.  How- 
ever, I  shall  make  no  comment  or  suggestion 
with  reference  to  what  took  place  between 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  myself  at  our  inter- 
view, or  the  interview  that  I  had  with  Mr. 
Arthur  D.  Hill,  Mr.  Wiswall,  Mr.  Hill's  part- 
ner, or  Mr.  Joseph  D.  Lyons,  the  assistant 
Corporation  Counsel,  until  the  Mayor  has 
taken  a  definite  stand  concerning  the  order  I 
have  referred  to.  But  there  are  three  orders 
that  have  been  sent  to  the  Mayor,  some  of 
them  many  weeks  ago,  to  which  there  has 
been  no  response,  or  in  regard  to  which  we 
have  received  no  information  as  to  what  has 
happened  concerning  them,  and  I  simply  have 
the  feeling  that,  as  we  have  here  started 
something  for  the  benefit  of  the  public,  we 
should  continue  it  to  its  ultimate  conclusion, 
either  failure  or  success.  I  will,  therefore, 
say  no  more  now  concerning  the  last  order, 
asking  that  $5,000  be  appropriated  for  pur- 
poses of  investigation,  having  in  view  the 
lowering  of  the  rate  for  gas  and  electricity ; 
but  I  will  say  something  today  concerning  the 
order  I  have  just  introduced,  the  object  of 
.which  is  to  have  placed  upon  our  minutes 
all  possible  facts  which  will  throw  light  upon 
the  situation.  There  has  been  quite  a  contest 
throughout  the  country  on  the  part  of  con- 
sumers of  gas  and  electricity  to  obtain  a  reduc- 
tion in  the  price  of  those  commodities,  and 
in  many  cases  the  contest  has  ended  suc- 
cessfully. The  last  contest  was  in  Elmira, 
N.   Y.,   and  I  have  letters  here  which  it  would 


take  a  long  time  for  me  to  read,  but  which 
I  will  submit  to  the  stenographer,  so  that  they 
may  be  a  part  of  the  record  and  the  members 
may  read  them  later.  I  shall  only  refer  to 
them  at  the  present  time  in  a  general  way. 
The  letters  are  from  a  firm  of  leading  en- 
gineers in  public  utility,  gas  and  electric  light- 
ing matters,  letters  of  recent  date.  I  shall  ask 
the  stenographer  to  omit  the  headings  of  the 
letters  and  the  signature,  because  I  am  pledged 
to  confidence  with  reference  to  the  individual. 
But  any  member  may  see  the  names  and 
know  the  man  who  signs  them  and  check  them 
up  if  he  desires,  later.  It  is  sufficient  for  me 
to  say  that  I  believe,  on  my  word  of  honor, 
that  the  writer  is  a  member  of  an  engineer- 
ing concern  that  has  to  do  with  public  utili- 
ties, gas  and  electric  lighting  and  street  ^ail- 
way  matters,  a  concern  that  is  well  known  in 
New  England  and  throughout  the  United 
States.  He  has  written  me  several  letters 
and  has  interviewed  me,  and  he  sent  to  me 
this  letter  on  March  23,  1921.  There  is  the 
usual  salutation,  "Dear  Mr.  Watson,"  and 
then  it  says : 

"I  note  from  the  papers  that  your  agita- 
tion is  having  its  effect,  and  that  Mr.  Shattuck 
is  doing  his  part  in  the  Legislature,  all  of 
which   is  encouraging. 

"I  wrote  Mr.  Ballard  regarding  this  matter, 
and  inclose  herewith  copy  of  his  letter  to  me 
and  the  letter  from  the  Corporation  Counsel 
of  Elmira,  to  whom  he  refers.  Bear  in  mind, 
however,  that  they  procure  coal  at  much  lower 
prices  than  obtained  in  New  England,  and 
as  the  fuel  cost  is  the  major  part  of  the  cost 
per  kilowatt  hour  (for  power  house),  their 
rates  could  naturally  be  lower  than  ours  in 
New    England. 

"I  trust  this  information  will  help  a  little, 
and  shall  continue  sending  you  any  data  bear- 
ing on  the  subject  until  you  say,  'Hold — 
enough.'  " 

It  is  signed  by  the  gentleman  to  whom  I 
referred  in  my  opening.  I  will  now  refer  in 
a  general  way  to  and  merely  skim  the  surface 
of  a  communication  sent  to  this  gentleman 
by  F.  W.  Ballard  of  F.  W.  Ballard  &  Co., 
engineers,  Swetland  Building,  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
written  to  my  friend  who  gave  me  this  infor- 
mation, and  I  will  first  refer  to  the  post- 
script: 

"At  Cleveland  the  man  who  put  the  plan 
across  was  Frederick  W.  Ballard,  Swetland 
Bufding,  Ceveland,  and  in  Philadelphia,  Mr. 
Morris  L.  Cooke,  401  "West  Walnut  lane,  Ger- 
mantown,   Pennsylvania." 

Mr.  Morris  L.  Cooke  is  the  former  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works  in  the  city  of  Phila- 
delphia and  an  editor  of  the  "Utilities  Maga- 
zine," and  associated  with  him  in  the  Utilities 
Bureau  are  Frederick  A.  Cleveland,  director 
of  the  New  York  Bureau  of  Municipal  Re- 
search ;  Leo  S.  Bowe,  educator,  of  Philadel- 
phia, "professor  of  political  science.  University 
of  Pennsylvania,  president  of  the  American 
Academy  of  Political  and  Social  Science  ;  Sam- 
uel S.  Fels,  manufacturer,  of  Philadelphia ; 
Felix  Frankfurter,  administrator  and  lawyer, 
Cambridge,  Mass.,  professor  of  law  in  Harvard 
University ;  Chester  H.  Rowell,  publisher,  of 
Fresno,  Calif. ;  Charles  F.  Jenkins,  of  Phila- 
delphia, publisher  of  the  "Fax-m  Journal,"  and 
Charles  R.  Van  Hise,  educator,  of  Madison, 
Wis.,  president  of  the  University  of  Wiscon- 
sin. They  are  the  trustees.  Morris  Llewellyn 
Cooke  is  the  acting  director  of  the  Utilities 
Bureau  and  the  editor  of  the  "Utilities  Maga- 
zine." The  officers  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
are  Charles  R.  Van  Hise,  president ;  Samuel 
S.  Fels,  treasurer,  and  Clyde  Lyndon  King, 
secretary.  I  simply  desire  to  call  to  your 
attention  the  importance,  at  least  on  paper, 
of  the  gentlemen  associated  with  Mr.  Morris 
Llewellyn  Cooke,  formerly  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  in  Philadelphia,  who  compelled 
the  United  Lighting  Companies  of  Philadel- 
phia to  reduce  the  cost  of  electricity  and  gas 
to  the  consuming  public  of  Philadelphia. 
Finally,  because  of  their  tremendous  influence, 
the  companies  were  able  to  get  his  head,  to 
use  the  vernacular  of  the  day.  But  he  is 
prosecuting  his  work  through  other  channels 
and  remains  true  to  his  conscience  and  true 
to  his  desire  to  serve  the  public.  I  will  now 
read  the  letter  of  the  F.  W.  Ballard  Company, 
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engineers,  Swetland  Building,  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
signed  by  F.  W.  Ballard.  I  will  omit  the  name 
of  the  gentleman  to  whom  he  is  writing,  the 
gentleman  to  whom  I  have  referred  hereto- 
fore, and  merely  quote  the  contents  of  the 
letter : 

"I  wish  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  favor 
of  the  21st  and  was  very  glad  indeed  to  hear 
from  you. 

"I  note  what  you  have  to  say  in  regard  to 
your  rate  case  coming  up  again  in  Boston.  I 
certainly  would  be  glad  to  help  you  out  and 
will  hold  myself  in  readiness  to  serve  you  in 
any  way  possible  when  the  opportunity  pre- 
sents  itself." 

May  I  digress  for  a  moment?  I  am  will- 
ing to  admit  frankly  that  my  remarks  today 
are  of  a  dry  nature  and  may  not  be  of  interest 
to  the  Council,  but  I  am  perfectly  willing  to 
rest  content  with  having  them  spread  on  the 
records,  believing  that  my  associates  will  ac- 
quaint themselves  with  the  contents  of  these 
letters  and  my  remarks  pertaining  to  this 
very  important  proposition,  looking  to  a  re- 
duction in  the  price  of  very  necessary  com- 
modities, gas  and  electricity.  I  will  continue 
reading   the  letter : 

"My  experience  in  this  kind  of  work  is 
growing  every  day  and  I  feel  that  I  am  get- 
ting more  and  more  in  line  for  handling 
these  proposition.  I  am  sending  you  inclosed 
herewith  a  copy  of  a  letter  recently  received 
from  the  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  city  of 
Elmira,  N.  Y.,  which  will  be  self-explanatory 
and  will  show  you  what  we  did  for  them. 
We  have  been  doing  work  for  the  city  of 
Elmira  for  the  past  four  years,  having  had  a 
gas  case,  a  street  railway  fare  case  and  finally 
this  electric  rate  case.  Before  we  started  the 
electric  rate  ease  the  maximum  rate  was  15 
cents  per  kilowatt  hour,  voluntarily  reduced 
by  the  company  to  10  cents  per  kilowatt  hour 
after  the  case  was  started.  The  decision  in  , 
this  case  has  just  been  handed  down  by  the 
Public  Service  Commission  at  Albany,  the  ad- 
vance information  being  given  to  me  in  this 
letter  from  M.  Danaher,  all  of  which  is  very 
gratfying  to  me.  With  kindest  personal  re- 
gards, I   am,

The  date  of  this  letter,  by  the  way,  is 
March  22,  1921.  Then  there  is  this  letter  of 
March   5,    1921: 

"Department  of  Law,.  Elmira,   N.   Y. 
Michael   Danaher,   Corporation   Counsel. 
"Mr.  F.   Tv'.   Ballard,   Consulting   Engineer, 
Swetlana   Building,   Cleveland,   Ohio : 

"My  dear  Sir, — I  have  mailed  you  under 
separate  cover  a  typewritten  copy  of  Judge 
Kellogg's  opinion  in  the  Elmira  electric  rate 
case.  While  in  Albany  Thursday  I  obtained  a 
copy  of  the  opinion,  and  upon  my  return  to 
Elmira  had  a  copy  made  for  you.  The  printed 
copy  can  be  obtained  later  from  the  commis- 
sion. I  requested  the  secretary  to  mail  you 
a  copy  of  the  printed  opinion  in  the  street  car 
rate  case,   which   he   assured  me   he  would   do. 

"The  rates  for  commercial  and  metered  users 
have  been  reduced  to  8  cents  for  the  first  20 
kilowatt  hours  and  6  cents  for  all  in  excess  of 
20  kilowatt  hours,  with  a  minimum  charge  of 
$1.  No  service  charge  is  made.  The  average 
rate  for  commercial  and  metered  users  will  be 
about  7  cents  per  kilowatt  hour.  The  decision, 
therefore,  is  all  that  we  could  reasonably  ex- 
pect and  will,  I  am  sure,  satisfy  the  people 
of  Elmira.  While  the  total  expense  to  the 
city  for  street  lighting  will  exceed  the  amount 
heretofore  paid,  the  city  under  the  new  plan 
will  have  much  better  street  lights  and  a 
modern,  up-to-date  system.  In  1920  the  city 
paid  $43,000  for  street  lights,  while  under  the 
new    plan    the    cost   will    be    about    $60,000. 

Please  accept  my  congratulations  upon  the 
successful  termination  of  this  case.  Your  con- 
tention as  to  the  proper  allowances  and  de- 
ductions to  be  made  in  arriving  at  the  value 
of  the  property  for  rate-making  purposes,  and 
in  estimating  the  operating  expenses  for  the 
purposes  of  fixing  the  rate,  have  been  quite 
generally  followed  by  the  commission  in  its 
decision.  This  is  high  proof  of  the  value  of 
your    services    to    the    city    of    Elmira    and     I 


am  sure  the  people  of  this  city  will  feel 
grateful  for  the   services   rendered. 

"I  wish  to  add  my  personal  acknowledg- 
ments for  the  courtesies  extended  to  me  at 
our    conference    at    Cleveland    and    Albany. 

"Your  work  in  the  Elmira  electric  rate  case 
has  been  a  success  fully  accomplished,  and  I 
sincerely  wish  you  equal  success  in  all  your 
future   undertakings.

What  has  been  done  in  Elmira,  N.  Y.,  can 
be  done  in  Boston  or  any  city  in  this  state, 
if  properly  prosecuted.  It  can  be  done  by 
this  Council,  if  our  hands  are  not  tied.  With 
proper  engineering  advice,  such  as  that  from 
Mr.  Ballard,  uninfluenced  by  consideration  of 
anybody's  social  standing,  social  prominence, 
or  other  considerations,  we  can  secure  for  the 
people  of  Boston  a  reduction  in  the  cost  of 
gas  and  electricity.  But  will  it  be  done  ? 
That  is  the  question.  It  may  be  or  it  may 
no  be,  but  if  this  body  has  its  way  it  will 
be.  I  hope  there  will  be  no  change  of  front 
in  this  body  in  this  agitation  that  we  have 
started.  I  do  not  believe  that  sinister  in- 
fluences, whether  of  individuals  or  corpora- 
tions, will  have  any  more  effect  here  than 
they  had  in  the  House  of  Representatives 
when  Mr.  Shattuck  of  Ward  8,  representing 
the  aristocratic  element  of  the  state,  the  so- 
called  blue  blood  district,  people  whom  we 
ordinary  fellows  sometimes  think  have  noth- 
ing in  common  with  the  average  man,  could 
not  be  stopped  in  his  honest  desire  and  pur- 
pose to  protect  the  people  from  the  ravaging, 
robbing  lighting  interests.  Certainly,  if  his 
efforts  could  not  be  stopped  there,  those  inter- 
ests can  make  no  inroads  here.  If  we  mark 
time  or  have  lost  motion,  our  efforts  of  the 
past  will  die  of  their  own  weight,  but  I  have 
confidence  in  you,  Mr.  President,  and  in  my 
colleagues,  believing  that  we  are  all  going 
to  keep  this  matter  alive.  I  may  be  the  mouth- 
piece, and  I  may  be  doing  what  Mr.  Burdett 
and  others  say  I  am  doing,  talking  my  head 
off.  Yes,  I  am,  and  I  intend  to  continue  so 
as  long  as  I  can.  I  intend  to  be  the  instru- 
ment in  this  body  whereby  justice  and  fail- 
treatment  will  be  accorded  to  the  gas  and  elec- 
tric light  consuming  public  of  Boston,  as  long 
as  I  am  a  member  here,  even  though  I  am 
persecuted  from  every  quarter,  as  I  am  being 
persecuted.  The  influence  of  these  interests 
is  tremendous.  They  have  their  fingers  where 
you  would  least  expect.  They  can  corrupt 
your  friends  and  use  your  friends  to  injure 
you  socially,  politically  and  otherwise.  They 
will  stop  at  nothing  to  lay  low  the  one  who 
dares  to  have  the  effrontery  to  question  their 
right  to  dominate  and  to  press  down  upon 
you  and  me  the  burdens  that  we  should  not 
bear.  Thank  God,  I  am  honest.  I  hate  to  say 
this  so  much,  Mr.  President,  but  it  has  been 
said  that  I  am  off  color.  However,  I  defy 
any  man  in  this  world  to  point  to  one  single 
act  of  mine  of  a  corrupt  nature,  where  I 
was  ever  bribed  or  where  I  ever  sought  a 
bribe,  where  one  cent  of  tainted  money  has 
ever  touched  my  palm.  I  have  known  at 
times  where  it  has  been  and  where  it  has 
been  going.  My  dear  friends  have  had  it  and 
1  could  have  had  it  for  the  asking  But  I 
have  defended  them.  I  have  been  asked  to 
tell  things  about  them,  but  no  friend  of  mine 
even  though  he  falls  down  and  misunderstands 
me  will  suffer  through  any  statement  of  mine 
unless  my  own  self-protection  demands  it.  I 
am  true  to  my  friends,  but  many  of  them 
misunderstand  me.  I  repeat  that  I  am  honest 
and  I  dont  say  that  my  colleagues  are  not. 
Vi  °»„knoT  thls'  that  X  am  being  per- 
secuted My  telephone  rings  when  I  am  there 
and    when    I    am    away    my    wife    answers    it

and  threats  that  are  made  to  me,  if  I  repeated 
them.  :No  man  would  believe  a  word  that 
I  uttered  along  that  line,  and  I  would  not 
blame  him  for  not  doing  so.  Therefore  I 
shall  not  make  public  what  they  are  But 
1   will  say  this,   that  I   have  the  moral  support

that  do   not  like  me,  I   defy  the   interests   that 
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are  attempting  to  stop  me  from  blowing  my 
head  off  at  every  meeting.  I  have  made  prog- 
ress in  this  matter.  1  have  established  a 
reputation  in  Boston  for  sincerity  at  last, 
after  twenty-six  years  off  and  on  in  public 
life.  The  average  man  who  knows  me  knows 
that  I  am  honest,  knows  that  I  cannot  be 
reached.  The  average  man  who  does  not 
know  me  now  believes  that  I  am  sincere, 
and  I  am  adding  to  that  reputation,  thank 
God,  every  hour  that  I  exist ;  and  no  act  of 
mine,  political,  social  or  in  business  life,  will 
be  such  in  the  future  as  to  take  from  me 
the  reputation  that  I  have  been  seeking  to 
establish  among  the  public  for  twenty-six 
years.  I  am  through  with  politics  when  my 
term  in  this  body  ends.  No  more  for  me. 
I  am  disgusted  with  politics  ;  I  am  disgusted 
with  the  methods  used  by  those  outside  and 
in.  I  am  disgusted  with  the  lack  of  loyalty 
of  those  with  whom  I  have  communed  politi- 
cally. I  am  disgusted  with  the  methods  used. 
They  are  not  square,  they  are  not  on  the 
level.  As  long  as  you  dance  when  a  man 
plays  the  fiddle,  as  long  as  you  serve  him,  you 
are  a  great  fellow,  but  when  you  don't  obey 
the  order  "John,  get  up,"  and  "John,  sit 
down,"  it  is  another  matter,  i  don't  know 
whether  the  newspapers  will  use  this.  The 
Herald  may  use  it,  but  I  have  had  my  say 
about  the  Herald  and  its  editor.  I  pass  him 
up,  because  his  reputation  is  doubtful — not 
with  me  but  with  those  who  know  him  best. 
The  other  papers  can  do  as  they  please.  I 
know  that  as  long  as  I  am  here  doing  as  I 
am  now,  trying  to  do  what  is  right  and  fair, 
calling  a  spade  a  spade,  that  there  will  not  be 
enough  copies  of  the  minutes  of  the  Council 
printed  to  supply  the  people  who  would  other- 
wise read  it  in  the  newspapers,  if  it  was 
printed  there.  There  will  not  be  enough 
copies  of  the  minutes  printed  surely  to  supply 
the  public  that  want  them.  There  have  been 
demands  made  on  me  for  the  minutes  of  last 
Monday,  when  I  had  my  say  about  Mr. 
O'Brien,  to  such  an  extent  that  I  would 
have  to  take  a  truck  in  order  to  supply 
them.  The  best  of  it  is  that  what  I  say  is 
all  true.  I  would  like  to  read  one  more  letter : 
"Mr.  James  Watson,  City  Councilman, 
Boston,   Mass.: 

"Dear  Sir, — You  are  on  the  right  track  in 
the  matter  of  the  lighting  situation  in  Boston 
and  deserve  the  support  of  every  citizen  in 
this  matter.  I  think  you  have  their  support, 
but  the  majority  of  them  do  not  know  how  to 
express    it   or   are   too   diffident   about   it. 

"There  are  many  general  reasons  why  the 
rates  for  both  gas  and  electricity  are  too 
high,  but  you  are  familiar  with  most  of  them. 
The  particular  point  I  want  to  make  is  about 
the  moot  question  of  capitalizing  the  so-called 
premiums    by    the    Edison    Company. 

"The  great  reason  for  the  existence  of  those 
premiums  is  because  the  people,  that  is,  the 
consumers,  through  their  government  have 
given  this  company  a  monopoly  and  otherwise 
built  up,  or  have  allowed  to  be  built  up,  such 
a  well  protected  and  gilt-edged  investment  that 
the  investors  are  willing  to  pay  that  pre- 
minum.  That  is  to  say,  the  benefits,  financial 
or  otherwise,  that  accrue  from  this  company's 
operation  go  to  the  company  and  the  investor 
instead  of  to  the  consumer  through  reduced 
rates.  Of  course,  it  the  company  had  cut 
rates  as  low  as  possible  the  investment  might 
not  have  been  quite  so  attractive  from  the 
high  interest  standpoint  but  it  would  be 
through   its   safety. 

"Of  course,  if  every  penny  of  the  pre- 
miums has  been  put  into  new  productive 
equpiment,  and  it  should  have  been  if  it  is  to 
be  capitalized,  it  means  that  the  company  has 
that  much  more  earning  capacity ;  or  if  it 
has  bought  new  money-saving  equipment  the 
consumer  ought  logically  and  naturally  to  be 
entitled  to  lower  rates,  but  he  had  not  been 
so  benefited,  so  that  is  ample  question  as  to 
what  may  have  been  done  with  money  so  easily 
obtained.  Perhaps  if  it  were  a  little  more 
difficult  to  get  there  might  not  be  so  many 
recreation  houses,  tennis  courts  and  baseball 
diamonds,  etc.,  etc.,  etc.,  at  the  disposal  of 
the  employees.  Incidentally,  since  this  is  a 
public  service  outfit,  by  what  right  do  they 
spend  the  money  they  get  from  the  people  for 


such  extravangances  that  of  course  under 
other  circumstances  might  be  commendible 
enterprises  ? 

"Also  why  is  it  necessary  for  such  a  well 
protected  investment  to  command  and  exact 
rates  high  enough  to  pay  12  per  cent  even  if 
that  only  figures  about  7  per  cent  for  $100  ? 
Savings  banks  only  pay  five  or  less.  It  is  cer- 
tain that  even  if  those  who  buy  with  a  pre- 
mium paid  get  but  7  per  cent,  the  original 
holders  who  bought  at  par  or  less  get  the  12 
per  cent,  and  there  was  quite  a  bit  of  that 
stock   out.     Yours   very   truly." 

I  am  going  to  burden  the  Council  but  a 
moment  longer.  I  have  some  information  here 
that  is  interesting  concerning  the  Boston  Con- 
solidated Gas  Company.  The  Massachusetts 
Gas  Companies  of  Everett,  being  the  holding- 
company,  1,300  feet  of  coal  gas  from  the 
ton  of  soft  coal,  which  costs  something  like 
$2.58  per  ton.  The  gas  abstracted  from  this 
coal  is  put  into  the  holders  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Gas  Companies  and  that  company  gets 
the  by-products — the  tarvia,  which  is  the  tar 
that  is  spread  on  the  streets,  acids,  the  am- 
monia and  the  coke.  The  coke  is  then  sent 
to  the  Consolidated  Gas  Company's  plant  at 
Everett  nearby,  a  subsidiary  company,  and 
treated  with  a  steam  process.  The  by-product 
from  this  is  sulpho-napthol.  This  is  called 
water  gas.  This  water  gas  is  put  into  the 
holders  of  the  Consolidated  Gas  Company,  to- 
gether with  the  coal  gas  bought  from  the 
Massachusetts  Company,  and  to  it  is  added 
the  illuminating  oil  that  the  Consolidated  Gas 
Company  contracts  to  buy  from  the  Beacon 
Oil  Company,  a  subsidiary  company  of  the 
Massachusetts  Gas  Companies.  Mr.  Wright- 
ington,  the  vice  president  and  treasurer  of 
the  Consolidated  Gas  Company,  is  also  treas- 
urer of  the  Beacon  Oil  Company.  The  direc- 
tors of  the  Beacon  Oil  Company  and  the 
,  directors  of  the  Consolidated  Gas  Company  are 
practically  one  and  the  same.  The  illuminat- 
ing oil  is  added  to  give  the  gas  at  the  burnre 
the  yellow  light.  If  the  illuminating  oil  was 
not  added  the  flame  at  the  burner  would  be 
blue  or  green  and  would  be  valueless  for  illumi- 
nating purposes.  Further,  the  City  of  Boston 
has  a  contract  with  the  Welsbach  Lighting 
Company  for  lighting  the  city  streets  by  gas, 
a  contract  made  in  1914  and  running  for  ten 
years,  expiring  in  1924.  The  contract  price  is 
$21  per  light.  Ten  thousand  gas  lights  are 
used  on  the  city  streets.  Of  that  $21  per 
light,  $9.60  is  paid  by  the  Welsbach  Company 
to  the  Consolidated.  Gas  Company,  as  per  con- 
tract for  gas  for  the  year  for  each  light. 
If  the  schedule  that  the  Welsbach  is  supposed 
to  operate  under  was  closely  followed,  the  cost 
per  1,000  feet  of  gas  to  the  Welsbach  Com- 
pany would  be  80  cents.  But  the  schedule  is 
not  followed.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  there  is 
additional  gas  used  by  the  Welsbach  company, 
.because  the  schedule  is  not  followed,  and  the 
amount  of  gas  used(  and  over  what  should  be 
used  is  such  that  the  price  of  gas  to  the 
Welsbach  Company  is  nearer  to  60  cents  per 
1,000  cubic  feet  than  80  cents.  That  is,  be- 
cause of  the  methods  now  used  and  the  laxity 
of  the  employees  of  the  Welsbach  Company, 
the  lights  are  lit  from  two  to  five  hours 
longer  than  as  per  schedule.  Therefore,  in- 
stead of  using  $9.60  worth  of  gas  per  year 
per  light,  as  per  schedule,  they  are  using 
nearer  to  $15  worth  of  gas  per  year  per 
light,  and  paying  only  $9.60  per  year  per  light, 
bringing  the  price  of  gas  per  thousand  cubic 
feet  actually  used  by  the  Welsbach  people 
down  nearer  to  60  cents,  or  55  cents,  than  80 
cents.  In  order  to  continue  on  with  their 
losing  contract,  they  go  and  show  that  their 
concern  is  not  making  money,  or  is  losing 
money,  and  they  produce  their  data  and  the 
city  produces  the  Arthur  D.  Little  volume. 
Each  page  in  Little's  report,  which  cost 
$24,000,  is,  in  my  opinion,  of  just  as  much  use 
as  so  much  blank  paper,  absolutely  and  posi- 
tively. The  Arthur  D.  Little  Company  didn't 
find  out  anything  about  what  I  have  just 
been  referring  to..  No  reference  has  been 
made  to  these  important  things  in  their  re- 
port. But,  Mr.  President,  the  gas  company 
went  and  secured  from  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  an  order  to  permit  them  to  charge 
$1.40    a    thousand    cubic    feet,    and    somebody 
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is  sending  me  marked  copies  of  the  "Boston 
News  Bureau"  weekly.  I  don't  know  why,  be- 
cause I  don't  see  any  information  that  does 
the  gas  company  any  good  or  that  does  me 
any  good,  either.  But  there  is  an  interesting 
item  here  headed  "Massachusetts  Gas  Com- 
panies earned  $7.75  a  share  on  common  stock 
against  $7.60  in  1919."  That  is,  they  earned 
15  cents  more  a  share  on  the  common  stock 
in  1920  than  they  did  in  1919.  Then  there 
are  a  lot  of  figures,  that  I  will  not  refer  to, 
and  the  article  is  continued  on  page  4.  One  of 
the  paragraphs  there  is  interesting,  very  in- 
testing.  It  refers  to  the  Massachusetts  Gas 
Companies  and  the  subsidiary  companies,  such 
as  the  New  England  Manufacturing  Company 
and  the  New  England  Fuel  and  Transporta- 
tion Company.  Lord,  they  have  got  a  line  of 
boats  !     It  says  : 

"Operating  costs  of  the  Boston  Consolidated 
Gas  Company  reached  a  figure  during  the 
year  which  had  never  before  been  approached 
in  the  company's  history.  Labor,  fuel  and 
oil,  the  three  major  elements  of  operating 
costs,  all  advanced  very  materially.  During 
the  calendar  year  two  increases  in  the  stand- 
ard price  of  gas  under  the  Sliding  Scale  Act 
have  been  determined  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Utilities,  permitting  the  company  to 
advance  its  price  to  $1.10  per  thousand  cubic 
feet  on  March  5  and  to  $1.35  on  July  23.  An 
increase  of  30  cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet 
in  the  price  of  gas  sold  to  other  gas  com- 
panies was  approved  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Utilities,  and  put  into  effect  on  July 
22.  Department  of  Public  Utilities  fixed  the 
standard  price  temporarily  at  $1.40,  effective 
January  4,  1921,  at  the  same  time  stating  that 
the  remedies  heretofore  afforded  have  been 
'tardy  and  inadequate.'  " 

That  is  what  the  Department  of  Public 
Utilities  says. 

"The  year  1920  as  regards  production,  ship- 
ments and  distribution  of  coal,  like  the  year 
1919,  has  been  one  full  of  changing  condi- 
tions and  anxieties.  In  the  early  part  of  the 
year  there  was  a  severe  shortage  in  the  stocks 
of  bituminous  coal  and  in  current  shipments, 
due  to  the  after-effects  of  the  miners'  strike 
in  November,  1919,  and  to  the  railroad  outlaw 
strike,  so  called,  which  began  in  the  spring 
of  1920.  The  demand  for  bituminous  coal 
(domestic  and  foreign)  was  very  great  and 
could  only  be  met  by  large  production.  Dur- 
ing the  first  half  of  the  year  production  of 
coal  was  considerably  retarded  by  strikes  and 
shortage  of  cars.  Special  service  orders  issued 
by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  to 
relieve  certain  sections,  railroads  and  public 
utilities  affected  the  distribution  of  coal.  Pro- 
duction of  coal,  however,  increased  toward  the 
last  half  of  the  year, — follow  me,  gentlemen, 
this  is  their  own  report,  the  report  instigated 
by  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company 
and  the  Massachusetts  Gas  Companies, — "pro- 
duction of  coal,  however,  increased  toward  the 
last  half  of  the  year  and  was  at  its  maximum 
when  general  business  began  to  recede,  with 
the  result  that  before  the  close  of  the  year 
the  supply  greatly  exceeded  the  demand.  Not- 
withstanding all  the  conditions  referred  to, 
the  coal  department  made  a  satisfactory  show- 
ing for  the  year.  Since  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year," — that  is,  since  June,  1920,  Mr.  Steno- 
grapher,— "since  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year 
prices  have  di-opped  even  more  rapidly  and, 
in  fact,  in  many  instances,  good  grade  bitumi- 
nous coal  is  now  being  sold  below  cost  of 
production  and  handling.  There  is  very  little, 
if  any,  demand  for  steam  coal  at  the  present 
time.  Buyers  are  deferring  making  contracts, 
influenced  by  the  existing  business  depression 
or  in  hope  of  obtaining  lower  prices.  Pro- 
duction of  coal  is  steadily  decreasing  and  many 
mines    are   being    shut   down." 

There  is  their  own  article,  inspired  by  the 
Masachusetts  Gas  Companies,  the  holding  com- 
pany, and  also  for  the  benefit  of  the  Con- 
solidated Company,  the  subsidiary  company. 
They  state  that  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year, 
June,  1920,  the  price  of  bituminous  coal  used 
to  manufacture  gas  from  has  decreased  rap- 
idly. Nevertheless,  on  January  4,  1921,  the 
price  of  gas  is  placed  at  $1.40  per  thousand 
cubic  feet,  or  60  cents  more  than  it  was  seven 
or    eight    years    ago,    and    40    per    cent    more 


than  was  charged  18  months  ago,  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  the  most  important  ele- 
ment in  the  making  of  gas  has  been  reduced 
perhaps  200  per  cent.  You  can  buy  Poca- 
hontas and  New  River  coal  today  at  the  bins, 
the  highest  grade,  from  the  Bachelder  Com- 
pany, or  the  City  Fuel  Company,  at  $9.75  a 
ton.  They  are  getting  their  coal  200  per 
cent  less  today  than  they  got  it  a  year  ago 
last  June,  before  they  were  permitted  to  in- 
crease the  price.  I  had  one  or  two  other 
matters  here  that  I  would  like  to  refer  to, 
hut  I  will  not  attempt  to  burden  you  with 
them.  I  do  have  here,  however,  an  article 
by  Morris  Llewellyn  Cooke  which  I  will  hand 
to  the  stenographer  and  ask  that  he  put  it 
in  the  record. 

(The  article  referred  to  is  published  in 
"The  Utilities  Magazine"  of  September,  1916, 
and   is   as    follows : 

"The  Cleveland  News  of  September  19, 
1916,  states  that  there  is  a  report  in  Cleve- 
land credited  at  the  City  Hall  that  the  Cleve- 
land Illuminating  Company  will  make  public 
this  fall  a  reduction  in  the  charge  for  cur- 
rent to  small  consumers,  home  owners  mainly, 
as  one  means  of  fighting  the  proposed  $1,- 
750,000  bond  issue  for  enlarging  the  municipal 
light  system   . 

"The  new  rate,  it  is  said,  will  practicallv 
wipe  out  the  charge  of  10  cents  per  kilowatt 
hour  for  the  first  units,  varying  with  the  size 
of  the  residence  and  the  number  of  connec- 
tions. The  basic  charge  of  5  cents  per  unit 
will  not  be  changed.  This  newspaper  also 
states  that  the  company  will  explain  its  offer 
of  new  rates  on  the  ground  that  the  installa- 
tion of  two  new  large  generating  units  will 
generate  current  for  them  at  the  switch  at 
the  cost  of  but  little  over  2  mills  per  kilo- 
watt. 

"Two  cuts  in  electric  rates  have  already  been 
made  fairly  recently  by  the  Illuminating  com- 
pany for  big  power  users  but  no  reduction 
to  home  owners  since  the  5-cent  rate  has 
been   put  in   effect.") 

One  of  my  colleagues  and  a  supporter  (Coun 
Donoghue)  suggests  to  me  that  I  do  not  over- 
look a  certain  proposition.  We  asked  the  ex- 
pert of  the  A.  D.  Little  Company,  in  execu- 
tive session — I  asked  him  first,  and  others 
later — "Is  it  true,  with  the  combination  of 
coal  gas,  water  gas  and  illuminating  oil,  that 
a  consumer  would  use  more  gas  at  the 
burner  than  he  would  straight  coal  gas?" 
I  said,  "I  am  told  that,  in  the  way  that  the 
companies  pump  gas  through  the  meters,  by 
means  of  the  pressure  pumps  in  the  sub- 
stations, and  so  forth,  that  those  people  who 
use  gas  pay  for  twice  the  quantity  of  gas 
that  they  use.  That  is,  the  meters  run  faster 
— in  some  cases  400  per  cent,  in  others  200 
per  cent,  in  my  own  case  300  per  cent 
Now,  is  that  so?"  He  said,  "No."  But  I 
have  been  informed  that  that  is  the  case, 
upon  scientific  authority;  that  the  result  of 
the  combination  that  is  used  is  to  make  the 
gas  meter  register  more  rapidly.  I  simply 
tried  as  chairman  of  the  committee  to  clear 
the  matter  up  so  that  there  would  be  no 
mistake,  and  I  was  not  at  all  satisfied,  and 
others  tried  to  clear  it  up  without  getting 
any  satisfaction.  I  repeat  that  it  has  been 
very  evident  to  myself  and  to  many  others 
that  there  has  been  a  larger  amount  of  gas 
going  through  the  meters.  In  my  own  case, 
as  I  say,  it  has  amounted  at  times  to  30o' 
per  cent.  There  is  a  general  feeling  among 
the  gas  consumers  of  Boston  that  that  is 
being  done,  and  the  bills  show  it.  So  the 
consumers  are  not  suffering  alone  from  the 
increased  cost  of  production,  but  from  the 
ingenuity  of  the  Consolidated  Gas  Company 
in  compelling  the  meters  to  move  faster, 
milking  the  public  in  that  way.  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, I  am  through.  I  don't  think  this 
measure  ought  to  be  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.  It  simply  calls  upon  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  to  furnish  us  with  informa- 
tion which  will  become  a  matter  of  record, 
and  upon  which  our  action  can  be  based! 
It  is  entirely  legitimate  and  proper.  You 
cannot  refer  my  speech  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  but  only  the  order.  Consequently 
I  am  going  to  ask  my  colleagues  to  not  place 
this   today    upon   the   shoulders    of   the   Execu- 
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tive  Committee,  of  which  I  am  chairman,  on 
the  ground  that  it  is  unnecessary  to  do  it. 
I  will  now,  in  conclusion,  hand  to  the 
stenographer  the  "Utilities  Magazine"  of 
September,  1916,  four  years  ago,  and  ask  that 
the  article  at  the  bottom  of  page  16,  con- 
cerning the  conduct  of  the  Cleveland  Illumi- 
nating Company,  be  printed  in  our  minutes. 
That  states  what  happened  in  the  city  of 
Cleveland.  I  trust  that  reconsideration  will 
prevail  and  that  we  will  put  the  order  upon 
its   passage   at   this    time. 

Reference  of  the  order  to  the  Executive 
Committee  was  reconsidered,  and  the  order 
was  passed  under  a  suspension  of  the  rules. 


FRANCIS     J.    DOCKS     SQUARE.

Passed   under   a  suspension  of   the   rule. 


JOHN   JOSEPH  MORONEY   SQUARE. 

Coun.  FORD  offered  an  order. — That  the 
space  at  the  junction  of  F  street  and  Broad- 
way, South  Boston,  be  named  and  known  as 
John  Joseph  Moroney  square,  in  honor  of 
the  memory  of  said  John  Joseph  Moroney, 
who  lost  his  life  in  the  World  War,  and  that 
said  space  be  suitably  marked  with  signs. 

Passed  under  a  suspension  of  the  rule. 


ARTHUR  W.   BURNS   SQUARE. 

Coun.  FORD  offered  an  order — That  the 
space  at  the  junction  of  Fourth  and  L  streets, 
South  Boston,  be  named  and  known  as  Arthur 
W  Burns  square,  in  honor  of  the  memory 
of '  said  Arthur  W.  Burns,  who  lost  his  life 
in  the  World  War,  and  that  said  space  be 
suitably  marked   with  signs. 

Passed   under   a  suspension   of   the   rule. 


RICHARD    J.    DOYLE    SQUARE. 

Coun.  FORD  offered  an  order — That  the 
space  at  the  junction  of  Sixth  street,  Colum- 
bia road  nad  Farragut  road,  South  Boston, 
be  named  and  known  as  Richard  J.  Doyle 
square,  in  honor  of  the  memory  of  said 
Richard  J.  Doyle,  who  lost  his  life  in  the 
World  War,  and  that  said  space  be  suitably 
marked  with  signs. 

Passed  under   a  suspension   of  the  rule. 


WILLIAM  J.  LYNCH   SQUARE. 

Coun.  FORD  offered  an  order — That  the 
space  at  the  junction  of  Dorchester  avenue,

FORD  offered  an  order — That  chapter 
235  of  the  Acts  of  1921,  entitled  "An  Act 
Establishing  the  Salary  of  the  Messenger  of 
the  Office  of  the  District  Attorney  for  the 
Suffolk  District,"  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
accepted. 

Referred    to   the    Executive    Committee. 

Later  in  the  session  the  order  was  recalled 
from  the  committee,  on  motion  of  Coun. 
FORD,  and  was  passed,  under  a  suspension  of 
the   rule.

Coun.  HAGAN  called  up  unfinished  business, 
Nos.    1    and   2,   viz. : 

Action  on  appointments  submitted  by  the 
Mayor,   April  4,   1921,  viz. : 

1.  Arthur  George  Grant,   to  be  a   Constable. 

2.  J.  E.  Shaughnessy,  to  be  a  Weigher  of 
Goods. 

The  question  came  on  confirmation.  Com- 
mittee, Coun.  Ford  and  Lane.  Whole  num- 
ber of  ballots  cast,  9  ;  yeas  9,  nays  0,  and 
the   appointments    were    declared    confirmed. 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  BRICKLEY 
said :  Mr.  President,  I  want  to  refer  back  to 
,No.  1.  I  do  not  see  why  that  was  not  re- 
ferred to  the  Executive  Committee.  I  be- 
lieve we  had  trouble  about  that  matter  be- 
fore, and  I  don't  know  who  is  trying  to 
slip    it  over  here  at  this  time. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  at  the 
last  meeting,  I  think  it  was,  we  got  into 
a  mix-up.  I  know  that  I  intended,  person- 
ally, as  I  believe  others  did,  to  vote  against 
a  lady  and  gentleman  who  were  detectives, 
and  who  had  been  appointed  constables.  We 
then  voted  to  confirm  an  appointment  we 
did  not  intend  to  confirm,  and  refused  to  con- 
firm the  appointment  of  a  lady  and  of  this 
man  Grant,  whose  name  is  now  before  us.  I 
at  least  was  satisfied  that  he  was  all  right, 
and  the  Mayor  sent  his  name  back  again. 
I  now  move  reconsideration  of  our  vote. 

The  action  of  the  Council  confirming  the 
appointment  under  No.  1  was  reconsidered, 
and  the  matter  was  assigned  to  the  next  meet- 
ing.

Coun.  HAGAN  called  up  unfinished  business, 
No.   3,   viz. : 

3.  Ordered,  That  to  provide  temporarily 
money  to  meet  the  appropriations  for  the 
financial  year  1921-22,  the  City  Treasurer  issue 
and  sell,  at  such  times  and  in  such  amounts 
as  he  may  deem  best,  notes  or  certificates  of 
indebtedness  to  the  City  of  Boston  not  exceed- 
ing fourteen  million  dollars  in  the  total,  in 
anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  current 
municipal  year ;  that  all  such  notes  or  certi- 
ficates of  indebtedness  be  dated  the  day  the 
money  for  the  same  is  received,  be  made  pay- 
able with  the  interest  thereon  within  one  year 
of  their  date  from  the  revenue  of  the  year 
1921,  and  bear  interest  from  their  date  until 
the  same  are  made  payable  at  such  rate  as  the 
City  Auditor,  the  City  Treasurer  and  the 
Mayor  may  determine. 

On  March  28,  1921,  the  foregoing  order  was 
read  once  and  passed,  yeas   8,   nays  0.

Ordered,  That  to  meet  the  current  expenses 
payable  during  the  financial  year  beginning 
with  the  first  day  of  February,  1921,  of  per- 
forming the  duties  and  exercising  the  powers 
devolved  by  statute  or  ordinance,  or  by  vote 
of  the  City  Council  during  the  year,  upon  the 
City    of    Boston   or   the    County    of   Suffolk,    or 


the  departments  or  officers  thereof,  and  to 
meet  their  respective  obligations  for  interest 
on  debt,  sinking  fund  requirements  and  matur- 
ing debt  not  provided  for  by  sinking  fund, 
the  respective  sums  of  money  specified  in  the 
tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the 
several  departments  and  for  the  objects  and 
purposes   herienafter  stated. 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriations  for  Water 
Service,  current  expenses,  and  the  payment  to 
the  state  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  488 
of  the  Acts  of  1895,  and  acts  in  addition  or 
amendment  thereto,  and  for  the  interest  and 
debt  requirements  for  loans  issued  for  water 
purposes,  be  met  by  the  income  of  said  works 
and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes  ;  that 
the  appropriation  for  City  Record  be  met  by 
the  income  from  the  publication  and  any  excess 
over  income  from  taxes  ;  that  the  other  appro- 
priations hereinafter  specied  be  met  out  of  the 
money  remaining  in  the  treasury  at  the  close 
of  business  on  January  31,  1921,  exclusive 
of  the  money  raised  by  loan  or  needed  to 
carry  out  the  requirements  of  any  statute, 
gift,  trust  or  special  appropriation,  and  by 
the  income  of  the  financial  year,  beginning 
February  1,  1921,  and  taxes  to  the  amount  of 
$22,622,722.13,  and  that  said  amount  be  raised 
by  taxation  on  the  polls  and  estates  in  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Ordered,  That  all  sums  of  money  which 
form  no  part  of  the  income  of  the  city,  but 
shall  be  paid  for  services  rendered  or  work 
done  by  any  department  or  division  for  any 
other  department  or  division,  or  for  any  per- 
son or  corporation  other  than  the  City  or 
Boston,  be  paid  into  the  general  treasury, 
and  that  all  contributions  made  to  any  appro- 
priation be  expended  for  the  objects  and  pur- 
poses directed  by  the  several  contributors 
thereof. 

Ordered,  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the 
appropriations  of  the  city  and  all  taxes 
assessed  for  meetings  the  city's  proportion  of 
the  state  tax  of  the  year  1921,  or  of  any  other 
taxes  or  assessments  payable  to  the  Common- 
wealth, be  due  and  payable  on  the  fifteenth 
day  of  October,  1921  ;  that  interest  shall  be 
charged  on  all  taxes  remaining  unpaid  after 
the  first  day  of  November,  1921,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provision  of  chapter  460  of  the 
Acts  of  1920,  until  paid,  except  the  taxes

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question 
came  on  the  adoption  of  the  appropriation 
bill. 

Coun.    MORIARTY— Mr.    President,    I   move 
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you  that  in  the  Health  Department  budget 
the  salary  on  page  66,  the  first  item,  that  of 
the  Health  Commissioner,  $7,500  per  year,  be 
stricken   from   the  budget. 

Pres.  HAGAN — You  have  heard  the  amend- 
ment proposed  by  Coun.  Moriarty,  and  the 
question  comes  on  the  acceptance  or  rejec- 
tion   of   the   amendment   in   question. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — Mr.  President,  I  want 
to  say  that  I  have  changed  my  mind  since 
the  budget  hearing.  I  have  made  a  state- 
ment that  I  was  going  to  vote  against  the 
whole  Health  Department  appropriation,  but 
I  realize  that  if  that  should  prevail  it  would 
mean  a  hardship  on  some  of  the  employees 
working  in  the  Health  Department.  So  I 
have  tried  to  get  at  the  root  of  the  evil,  and 
the  root  of  that  evil  is  that  the  Health  Com- 
missioner of  Boston,  receiving  $7,500  a  year  as 
Health  Commissioner,  has  to  go  to  St.  John, 
N.  B.,  to  get  a  woman  to  fill  a  position  here 
at  $2,500  a  year.  I  want  to  say  that  it  is 
in  the  minutes  of  the  Appropriation  Com- 
mittee that  the  commissioner  has  said  that 
he  is  unable  to  get  a  woman  to  fill  that  posi- 
tion in  the  United  States,  and  so  he  has  had 
to  go  to  Canada  to  get  her.  I  realize  that  I 
am  not  going  to  get  enough  votes  for  the 
adoption  of  my  motion ;  I  realize  that  there 
are  not  four  other  men  going  to  vote  with 
me.  I  am  sorry  for  that,  but  I  personally 
am  going  to  vote  to  cut  out  the  Health  Com- 
missioner's salary.  I  shall  be  glad  to  vote 
to  restore  it  when  he  gets  rid  of  the  alien 
that  he  has  at  the  Blossom  Street  Unit.  I 
was  told  over  the  telephone  on  Saturday 
morning,  before  I  left  my  house,  that  a 
young  woman  born  in  Boston,  No.  1  on  the 
civil  service  list,  a  graduate  nurse  from  the 
Carney  Hospital,  made  application  for  this 
position  and  the  Health  Commissioner  said 
to  this  young  lady,  "Young  lady,  you  are 
wasting  your  time ;  you  did  not  take  a  course 
in  Simmons  College  on  physics,  and  therefore 
you  are  not  in  a  position  to  get  the  job." 
If  we  are  going  to  have  a  commissioner  who 
is  going  to  give  the  citizens  of  Boston  that 
kind  of  a  square  deal,  I  think  it  is  sufficient 
reason  for  making  my  motion,  and  I  think 
it  is  about  time  that  we  not  only  got  rid  of 
the  alien  now  working  at  Blossom  street  but 
that  we  got  rid  of  the  man  who  is  willing 
to  hire  aliens  in  preference  to  United  States 
citizens.  I  have  not  gone  even  so  far  as  to 
say  that  a  resident  of  Boston  should  have  it: 
I  have  not  got  down  so  keen  as  that  on  this 
job.  But  I  do  think  that  a  resident  of  the 
United  States  should  have  it,  and  I  think 
we  have  gone  pretty  far  when  we  have  a 
Commissioner  of  Public  Health  in  Boston  who 
will  come  before  this  Council  and  in  his  own 
words,  in  reply  to  questions  by  members  of 
the  Council,  tell  us  that  he  is  unable  to  find 
a  woman  in  the  United  States  who  is  capable 
of  filling  that  position.  I  feel  that  every 
member  of  the  Council  agrees  with  my  posi- 
tion in  so  far  as  being  against  the  employ- 
ment of  alien  labor  by  the  City  of  Boston  is 
concerned.  Of  course,  I  am  not  going  to 
criticise  them  for  not  voting  for  my  motion. 
They  say  that  they  agree  with  me  on  general 
principles,  but  they  cannot  see  any  way  out 
of  it.  After  three  years  in  the  Council, 
putting  up  with  the  same  things  that  my 
colleagues  are  putting  up  with  now,  I  feel 
that  there  has  got  to  be  some  drastic  action 
taken  so  that  the  heads  of  departments  em- 
ployed by  the  City  of  Boston  and  paid  by 
money  of  the  City  of  Boston  will  at  least 
give  to  the  citizens  some  consideration  in 
return,  and  in  this  matter  there  has  not 
been  one  ounce  of  consideration  given  to 
any  man  or  any  woman  within  the  confines* 
of  our  city,  within  the  confines  of  our  state, 
or  •  within  the  confines  of  the  United  States, 
when  it  comes  to  filling  this  position.  Let 
me  say,  as  though  it  were  not  bad  enough 
to  put  this  woman  into  that  position,  that 
every  employee,  every  person  who  goes  to 
the  Blossom  Street  Unit,  if  he  or  she  wants 
a  bandage,  or  anything  else,  if  the  nurse  in 
that  district,  who  is  an  outside  nurse,  goes 
to  the  Blossom  Street  Unit  and  is  short  of 
a    bandage,    for    instance,    has    to    go    to    an 


alien  to  get  that  bandage.  This  may  be  a 
drastic  measure  that  I  propose,  but  I  believe 
it  is  the  only  way  to  deal  with  the  thing. 
I  want  to  say  that  I  talked  with  the  Mayor 
on  Friday  of  last  "week  in  regard  to  this 
matter.  He  agreed  that  he  "would  get  in 
touch  with  the  Health  Commissioner.  He 
agreed  that  I  was  right.  Now,  if  he  agreed 
that  I  was  right,  he  is  the  man  who  is  over 
the  Health  Commissioner,  the  man  who  has 
appointed  him,  and  I  say  that  either  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  should  get  rid  of  both  of 
these  employees  and  put  Americans  in  both 
jobs,  or  I  am  going  to  continue  meeting  after 
meeting  to  introduce  an  order  here  for  the 
remainder  of  the  year,  criticising  you,  Mr. 
Mayor,  on  the  floor  of  this  Council,  for  hav- 
ing within  the  confines  of  our  city  and  hav- 
ing charge  of  city  employees  an  alien,  and 
also  a  commissioner  who  is  in  favor  of  hiring 
aliens    in    preference    to    American    citizens. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  as  my 
colleagues  know  my  position  full  well,  from 
what  was  said  in  the  budget  hearings,  in 
which  we  had  much  debate,  I  am  not  going 
to  amplify  it  at  this  time,  except  to  state 
for  purposes  of  the  record  that  the  selec- 
tion of  the  administrative  heads  of  the  City 
of  Boston  and  the  appointees  under  them  are 
executive  acts.  The  Mayor  has  the  duty 
under  the  charter  of  appointing  heads  of 
departments  and  the  sole  responsibility  is 
that  of  the  Mayor.  The  duty  of  appointing 
proper  subordinates  and  supervising  them 
rests  upon  the  administrative  heads  of  the 
department,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor.  That  being  the  fact,  our  position  and 
our  province,  duty  and  function,  are  very 
narrow.  The  question  is,  simply,  shall  we 
appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money,  for 
the  payment  of  employees  in  given  positions  ? 
We  haven't  any  right  to  say  who  the  occu- 
pants of  those  positions  shall  be.  Conse- 
quently, I  do  not  believe  we  ought  to  attempt 
to  do  indirectly  that  which  we  have  no  right 
to  do  directly.  That  brings  me  to  the  motion 
before  the  Council  at  this  time,  that  the 
salary  of  $7,500  for  the  Health  Commissioner 
of  the  City  of  Boston  be  stricken  from  the 
budget.  If  that  motion  prevails,  this  Coun- 
cil will  stand  in  the  anomalous  position  of 
saying  that  the  Health  Department  should 
have  no  head,  because  all  we  do  is  to  vote 
for  the  appropriation  for  that  head.  Of 
course,  no  one  can  truthfully  and  reasonably 
argue  that  there  is  no  need  of  a  Health  De- 
partment of  the  City  of  Boston  ;  and  if  there 
is  need  of  a  Health  Department  of  the  City 
of  Boston  there  should  be  an  administrative 
head,  and  the  salary  of  $7,500  was  estab- 
lished by  the  government  a  few  years  ago  as 
an  adequate  one.  Therefore,  the  question 
which  we  are  voting  on  is  this,  whether  or 
not  $7,500  is  a  fair  salary  for  the  head  of 
the  health  service  in  this  city  ?  In  passing 
upon  that  question  we  are  not  passing  upon 
the  desirability  of  retaining  the  present  oc- 
cupant, or  passing  upon  the  qualifications  of 
his  predecessor,  but  are  simply  acting  upon 
the  narrow  question  of  whether  or  not  a  sum 
sufficient  for  the  salary  of  the  head  of  that 
department  should  be  paid  by  the  City  of 
Boston.  Consequently,  I  shall  vote  against 
the    motion. 

Coun.    LANE    in    the   chair. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  on  the 
question  raised  by  the  councilor  opposite  as 
to  whether  the  salary  is  too  large,  I  say  that 
it  is  too  large  for  a  man  who  will  go  out- 
side the  confines  of  this  state  or  of  the  United 
States  to  hire  an  alien.  Yes,  $7,500  of  Bos- 
ton's money  is  too  much  for  that  man,  and 
that  is  the  reason  why  I  am  voting  against 
it.  If  you  are  •conscientious  you  will  agree 
with  me.  When  the  gentleman  says  that  un- 
less we  adopt  this  item  we  will  have  no 
head  of  the  department,  I  would  simply  say 
that  one  of  the  most  essential  departments 
we  have  in  the  City  of  Boston,  the  Soldiers' 
Relief  Department,  has  been  without  a  regu- 
lar head  since  last  September,  and  the  Coun- 
cilor  across   the    way    knows    it.     That    is    the 
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most  essential  department  that  we  have  in 
Boston  today,  the  department  handing  out 
money  to  the  unfortunate  soldiers  who  were 
maimed  in  France,  and  yet  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  has  not  seen  fit  to  fill  that  position 
since  September.  There  has  been  only  a 
temporary  head.  The  Treasurer  of  the  City 
of  Boston  has  been  acting  as  temporary  head 
of  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department.  The  man 
who  was  head  of  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Depart- 
ment was  given  two  months'  leave  of  absence 
on  November  29,  and  that  department  until 
this  time  has  been  without  a  permanent  head. 
The  conditions  in  that  department  have  not 
only  been  a  disgrace  to  the  department,  but 
a  disgrace  to  the  Mayor  of  Boston  and  a 
disgrace  to  every  member  of  this  Council, 
having  in  mind  the  way  that  veterans  who 
served  in  the  last  war  have  been  neglected. 
There  has  been  a  fight  going  on  up  there 
every  morning.  They  have  to  have  a  police- 
man at  the  door  to  keep  out  the  crowds, 
only  allowing  so  many  men  or  so  many  women 
in  the  department  each  morning,  letting 
soldiers  guess  as  to  where  they  are  going 
to  get  their  next  meal.  I  was  called  out- 
side here,  when  a  man  was  turned  down 
on  Friday,  a  man  with  a  wife  and  two  chil- 
dren, driven  out  of  that  office,  with  only  11 
cents  in  his  pocket,  and  with  money  in  that 
office  that  he  was  rightly  entitled  to,  that 
belonged  to  him.  When  the  councilor  says 
that  the  Health  Department  would  be  with- 
out a  head  if  this  motion  prevailed,  I  say  it 
is  time  that  it  should  be,  when  we  have  there 
the  kind  of  head  we  see  at  present.  That  is 
why  I  am  introducing  the  order.  I  believe 
in  meeting  a  person  with  the  same  kind  of 
weapons  that  he  uses  when  he  meets  me. 
If  he  uses  a  gun,  I  want  the  same  weapon  ; 
if  he  uses  a  knife,  I  want  the  same  implement. 
The  Commissioner  of  Public  Health  of  Bos- 
ton is  a  very  slick  gentleman,  the  slickest 
head  of  a  department,  being  both  a  doctor 
and  a  lawyer,  who  has  ever  appeared  before 
this  Council.  Therefore,  when  he  appears 
here  in  an  evasive  way,  I  believe  the  only  way 
we  can  meet  the  commissioner  and  the  Mayor, 
is  to  strike  out  his  salary,  and  then  some 
understanding  will  be  arrived  at  in  the  throne 
room  between  the  Commissioner  of  Health  and 
the  Mayor  of  Boston,  so  as  to  get  rid  of  that 
woman.  I  will  then  be  glad  to  put  back  into 
the  budget  the  $7,500  for  him  or  for  his  suc- 
cessor. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  in  answer 
to  the  gentleman  who  has  just  spoken  I 
will  say  that  it  is  because  I  am  conscientious 
in  the  matter,  it  is  because  I  believe  we 
haven't  any  right  to  try  to  dictate  by  a  pro- 
cess of  indirection  who  shall  be  the  head  of 
an  administrative  department  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  that  I  take  the  stand  I  do.  The 
gentleman  insists  that  there  is  no  head  of  the 
Soldiers'  Relief  Department.  I  deplore  that 
fact.  I  wish  there  were.  But  it  is  not  our 
fault  that  there  is  no  head  of  the  Soldiers' 
Relief  Department.  An  appropriation  is  avail- 
able for  it.  But  if,  on  the  other  hand,  I 
wanted  to  strike  out  the  position  of  head  of 
the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department,  I  would  do 
what  the  gentleman  is  just  trying  to  do  with 
the  Health  Department,  make  a  motion  to 
that  effect.  So  far  as  we  are  concerned,  we 
say  that  there  ought  to  be  a  head  of  the 
Soldiers'  Relief  Department,  and  we  have  pro- 
vided money  for  that  purpose.  Money  is  avail- 
able for  that  position.  It  is  the  Mayor's  duty 
to  see  that  it  is  filled,  not  ours.  It  is  the 
duty  of  the  Mayor  to  pick  out  the  type  of 
Soldiers'  Relief  Commissioner  that  he  may  wish. 
But  our  duty  in  the  matter  is  plain,  and  that 
is  to  vote  the  salary  for  the  position  of  head 
of  the  Health  Department  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, because  the  position  is  an  absolutely 
essential  one. 

Coun.  Moriarty's  amendment  was  declared 
rejected.  Coun.  Moriarty  doubted  the  vote 
and  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays.  The  amend- 
ment was  rejected,  yeas  2,  nays  7 : 
Yeas — Coun.  Brickley,  Moriarty — 2. 
Nays — Coun.  Collins,  Donoghue,  Ford, 
Hagan,    Lane,    McLaughlin,    Watson — 7. 

Coun.   MORIARTY— Mr.   President,   on  page 


68,  I  move  to  strike  out  the  fourth  item 
under  Institutions  Department:  Central  Office 
— "secretary,  one  at  $2,300  per  year, 
$2,293.72."  I  want  to  say  that  this  is 
an  item  that  stands  in  about  the  same  posi- 
tion, except  that  the  person  involved  is  not 
an  alien.  This  is  a  new  job  that  has  been 
created  by  Thomas  C.  O'Brien,  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Institutions,  appointed  by  the  Mayor 
of  Boston,  who  was  an  employee  of  the  state 
of  Massachusetts  prior  to  being  so  appointed. 
After  the  amalgamation  of  these  three  depart- 
ments Mr.  O'Brien  went  to  the  State  House 
and  found  an  old  pal  there  who  worked  in  the 
office  with  him,  a  young  lady  who  was  a  resi- 
dent of  Medford  up  to  last  January,  and  who 
then  became  a  mattress  voter  by  moving  into 
Boston  some  time  about  last  January  and  has 
come  down  here  to  City  Hall,  where  she  has 
been  given  the  second  highest  salary  for  fe- 
male service  within  the  employ  of  the  City 
of  Boston.  We  have  women  within  our  de- 
partments who  have  worked  here  for  the  best 
part  of  their  lives  and  who  are  receiving 
only  $1,100,  $1,200  and  $1,300,  and  here  this 
young  woman  is  brought  in  and  is  given  a 
$2,300  job.  I  realize  again  that  I  am  not 
going  to  get  enough  votes  to  carry  this  mo- 
tion. I  realize  that  I  am  going  to  vote 
for  the  motion,  and  I  don't  know  how  many 
other  members  of  the  Council  are  going  to 
vote  with  me ;  but  I  am  going  to  vote  this 
way  realizing  that  it  is  a  protest  against  the 
way  these  things  are  being  done.  Some  of  the 
old  and  middle-aged  women,,  I  think  all 
widows,  who  are  acting  as  matrons  in  the 
Park  Department,  some  of  them  with  one, 
two,  three,  four,  five  and  six  children,  are 
receiving  the  wonderful  salary  of  $16  a  week, 
and  on  Friday  I  requested  the  Mayor  to  put 
into  the  budget  an  amount  that  would  afford 
to  those  poor  women  a  decent  living.  This 
morning  I  got  the  Mayor's  answer  and  it  was 
"No."  But  he  allows  the  Commissioner  of 
Institutions  to  go  to  Medford  and  pick  out 
a  woman  and  pay  her  $2,300,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  one  man.  I  don't  like  to  single 
out  this  young  lady.  I  don't  know  her.  I 
would  not  know  her  if  she  came  into  the 
room.  But  I  think  the  method  is  wrong,  and 
again  I  say,  instead  of  making  an  amend- 
ment to  cut  one  salary  out,  I  ought  to  have 
proposed  an  amendment  to  cut  out  two  sal- 
aries ;  that  of  the  head  of  the  department  and 
of  the  secretary.  I  realize  that  it  is  not  going 
to  prevail,  in  all  probability,  but  I  am  going 
to  get  this  on  the  record,  and  I  am  also  going 
to  request  that  not  only  my  remarks  of  today 
but  those  that  were  taken  down  at  the  budget 
hearing  when  both  Commissioners  Woodward 
and  O'Brien  appeared  here,  be  made  a  part 
of  the  minutes  of  the  City  Council  of  today. 
I  don't  want  to  take  up  the  time  of  the  mem- 
bers, but  I  have  expressed  my  feeling  in  this 
matter,  and  the  sooner  we  let  the  heads  of 
departments  know  that  we  are  a  body  with 
some  rights,  that  we  have  a  right  to  appro- 
priate money  in  whatever  way  we  see  fit, 
the  sooner  these  things  will  be  remedied.  We 
certainly  have  a  right  to  say  whether  heads 
of  departments  shall  have  certain  amounts  to 
spend,  or  whether  certain  amounts  shall  be 
spent  for  their  salary. — Therefore,  I  am  mak- 
ing this  motion,  realizing  that  it  is  not  going 
to  prevail,  but  feeling  that  if  we  should  do 
something  to  show  how  we  regard  this  sort  of 
thing.  If  the  only  way  in  which  we  can  pro- 
tect the  men,  women  and  children  of  Boston 
is  to  take  some  such  drastic  step  as  this,  then 
I  say  let  us  take  the  drastic  action,  and  if  I 
do  not  get  it  through  today  there  may  be 
another  day  coming.  I  will  be  here  next  year, 
if  the  Almighty  does  not  remove  me  and  if 
"  that  wonderful  body  on  Beacon  Hill  does  not 
wipe  out  the  Council.  I  will  be  here  next 
year  and  the  year  after  to  continue  this  fight 
with  heads  of  departments  who  will  not  give 
preference  to  citizens  of  this  city  or  even  citi- 
zens of  the  country.  I  say  that  if  the  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Health  cannot  find  a 
woman  within  the  confines  of  the  United 
States  to  fill  that  position,  he  ought  to  lock 
the  door  of  the  Blossom  Street  Unit  and  throw 
the   key   overboard. 

Coun.    COLLINS— Mr.    President,    my    posi- 
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tion  on  the  motion  is  this.  I  believe  that 
the  position  referred  to  is  not  only  desirable 
but  necessary.  Like  the  member  who  has 
just  taken  his  seat  I  do  not  know  the  young 
lady  who  occupies  it,  but  the  duty  of  select- 
ing her  is  an  administrative  one,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  and  if  there  is 
anyone  with  whom  the  gentleman  should 
take  this  up  it  is  with  the  Mayor  himself, 
and  not  with  us.  Our  duty  is  simply  to  pass 
on  the  question  of  whether  there  should  be 
an  appropriation  for  this  position,  which  ad- 
mittedly is  a  necessary  one.  Consequently,  I 
shall  vote  against  the  motion. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— I  would  like  to  say  that 
if  I  did  the  bidding  of  the  Mayor,  like  my 
colleague  who  has  just  taken  his  seat,  I 
might  get  some  favors  from  the  Mayor  s 
office,  and  if  I  was  in  the  position  he  is, 
of  doing  the  bidding  of  the  Mayor's  office, 
I  might  get  the  thing  straightened  out.  But, 
not  being  handled  by  the  Mayor's  office,  I 
have    not    been    able    to    straighten    it    out. 

Coun.     COLLINS— Mr.     President,     I     have 
been    a    member    of    this    body    twice    as    long 
as   the   member   who   has   just  taken   his   seat, 
and  I   will   simply   say   that   during   my   entire 
membership   in  the  body  my   attitude  towards 
the    present    Mayor    and    other    mayors    under 
whom     I     have    served     has     always     been    to 
favor    any    proposition    that    I    believed    was 
right    and    vote    against    any    that    I    believed 
was   wrong.     That  has   been   my   position,   not 
only   with  the  present  Mayor  but  with   previ- 
ous   mayors,    as    I    think    is    well    known    by 
members    of    the    body    who   have    served    here 
with    me.     I    think    if    the    member    who    has 
just  spoken  will   do  me  the   courtesy   of  scan- 
ning  the   records   of  the   Council  for  the   past 
few   years   he   will   apologize  for   his   remarks. 
Coun.    MORIARTY— Mr.    President,    I    have 
no  idea  of  making  any  apology.    I  have  scanned 
the   records.     Today   there   is   a   Good   Govern- 
ment  Mayor   in    office,    and  the    so-called    Good 
Government    wing    of    this    body,    during    the 
administration    of    the    preceding    mayor,    the 
mayor  prior  to  him,   were  the  ones  who  were 
using    the    the    monkey    wrench,    throwing    it 
into  the  machinery   if  things  did  not  go  their 
way.     In  this   administration  some  of  vis  have 
been   the   "wilful   four,"   so-called   by   the   Bos- 
ton   Herald    and    the    Good    Government    gang, 
a    gang    which    has    gone    along    with    every- 
thing   that    the    Mayor    has    asked.     Not    one 
thing     has     the     Good     Government     gang     in 
here  tried   to   upset  or   been   willing  to   try   to 
upset,    but    they   have    gone    along   with    it.     I 
have   no   reason   to  apologize   because   I  believe 
my  remarks  to  be  absolutely  true. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  the  mem- 
ber who  has  just  taken  his  seat  has  an 
unusually  short  memory.  Only  last  Monday 
the  Mayor  had  an  order  in  here  which  con- 
templated spending  $45,000  for  improving  the 
Wayfarers'  Lodge  down  on  Hawkins  street. 
He  sent  that  order  in  and  suggested  that  it 
ought  to  come  from  a  loan.  I  believed  that 
it  ought  to  come  from  taxes,  and  I  voted 
against  the  Mayor's  order.  Will  the  gentle- 
man look  up  the  records  of  last  week  and 
see  if  that  is  not  correct  ?  The  Mayor 
wanted  it  to  go  through  as  a  loan,  and  I 
believed  that  the  money  ought  to  come  from 
taxes,   so   I  voted  against  the  order,   sir. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  this  is  not 
such  a  serious  matter  that  my  colleagues 
should  argue  in  one  way  from  one  side  of 
the  chamber  and  in  the  other  way  from  the 
other   side. 

Coun.  WATSON— Blessed  are  the  peace- 
makers ! 

Coun.  FORD — I  think  the  councilor  on  the 
other  side  (Coun.  Moriarty)  will  agree  that 
there  are  not  votes  enough  to  strike  out  the 
particular  item  he  refers  to  in  the  budget, 
and  I  think  he  has  said  so.  But  I  believe 
it  is  very  good  of  him,  very  laudable  on  his 
part,  to  say  that  the  other  members  of  the 
Council  believe  that  alien  labor  should  not 
be  employed  in  the  departments  of  the  city. 
I  think  we  all  do  feel  that  way,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, but  aliens  do  creep  in.  Sometimes  they 
get    into     departments    here    through     substi- 


tutes    and     sometimes     through     a     well     laid 
scheme   and  plan.     I   agree   with  the  councilor 
opposite   in   a   number   of   things   that   he   has 
said      In     looking     over     the     Health     Depart- 
ment   budget    for    several    years    I    have    won- 
dered  whether   there   were   aliens   in   that  par- 
ticular   department.     I    am    not    referring    to 
this  young  lady  employed  at  the   Health  Unit. 
I    don't    know    her.     I    think    she    is    paid    by 
the    Metropolitan    Chapter    of   the    Red    Cross. 
Certainly    she    seems    to    be    an    alien.     But    I 
have   always    wondered   what   that   rat   catcher 
was    doing    in    the    Health    Department,    Mr. 
President.     I  suspect   that   that  must  be  some 
sort    of    a    feline,     a    cat,    perhaps    an     alien 
withal.     I    feel   that   I   should   move   that   that 
item  be  stricken  from  the  budget ;   and,  paus- 
ing  one  moment,   Mr.   President,   with   all   the 
seriousness   I   can   command,   I  find  that  there 
has    crept    within    this    sanctum    a    man    who, 
while  he  is  usually  fair,  may  have  got  in  here 
through  some  artifice.     Turning  to  page  61  of 
this     budget     I     would    move    that     there    be 
stricken   from  the   appropriation   for  the   City 
Council    one    councilor    at    $1,500    a   year,    be- 
cause I  don't  think  the  City  of  Boston  should 
have  in  its  employ  and  in  our  presence  a  full- 
blooded    Mohawk    Indian.      (Laughter.) 

Coun.    WATSON — Mr.     President,     I    plead 
guilty.      (Laughter.)      The    gentleman    on    my  ■ 
left    (Coun.   Ford)    has   referred   to   a  possible 
alien    who    may    be   a   cat.     I   don't   know   the 
nationality  of  a  cat,  and  I  don't  know  whether 
there  is  a  cat  on  the  pay  roll,  whether  it  may 
be  Tom  or  Jerry  or  Mary  or  Minnie,  Mike  or 
Pete.     But,   whether   the   cat    is    or   is    not   an 
alien,    it    undoubtedly    deals    with    alien    rats 
that    come    over    here   in    ships    from    Europe. 
I  want  to  say,  too,  that  I  am  opposed  to  aliens 
being    on    the    pay    roll    and    if    any    member 
here   will    tell    me    that    this    lady    who    works 
for    Mr.    O'Brien    is    an    alien,    my    individual 
vote  will  go  to   striking  her   name   and  salary 
out   of   the   budget.     But   if   she   is    a   resident 
of   Boston,   even   from  last   January,    if   she   is 
a   resident   as   of   April    1   or   thereabouts,    she 
is   a   legal  voter  of  the   City   of    Boston.     Con- 
sequently   she   is    not    an    alien.     Furthermore, 
hard   as   it   is   for   me   at   times   to   agree  with 
the   leader  of   the   reform   forces   in   the   Coun- 
cil,  my   honored   friend   the    Councilor   on    the 
extreme    left    (Coun.    Collins),    and    much    as 
I    dislike    to    follow    him,    because    sometimes 
he     is     led    away     by    the    reformers     outside 
of   the   Council,    nevertheless,   I   am   willing  to 
sit  at  his   feet   at  this   time  and  drink   in  the 
wisdom  that  he  sometimes  utters.     The  Mayor 
asked    me    why    I    voted    against    the    $45,000 
loan    order   for   the    extension    or    improvement 
of  the  Wayfarers   Lodge,  and   I  told  him   this 
in   substance.     I   said   that   in    my   opinion    re- 
construction   work    of    a    permanent    nature, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  sages  of  finance 
and    reformers     in     Boston    believe     it    should 
come   out   of   loans,   I   think,   where   it   is   sub- 
stantial and  permanent  in  its  nature  and  will 
have  a  life  of  twenty  years  or  more,  it  should 
not  be  paid   for  entirely   by   the   present   gen- 
eration,  when   it   does   not   get   all   the  benefits 
of  it.     What  is  good  for  the  goose  is  good  for 
the   gander,   and  I   said,    "Mr.   Mayor,   if   your 
argument   for    a   loan    for    the   permanent    re- 
construction    proposition     on     the     Wayfarers 
Lodge    is    a     good    argument    and    represents 
good,    sound,    financial    policy,    I    believe    you 
ought   to   follow   it  to   the   ultimate   conclusion, 
and   when   you   are  dealing   with   an   old,   worn- 
out   street   of    water-bound   macadam,    passe   a 
long   time   ago,    with   gravel   sidewalks    on    the 
side,  all  gone  to  pieces  and  the  roadbed  gone, 
why    should   that    be   dealt   with    in    any   other 
way?     Why   not  go    in   there  and   build   a   new 
permanent   highway,    with    a    concrete   base    of 
six  to  eight  inches,  with  granite  blocks  upon  it, 
or   bitulithic,    asphalt    or    concrete,    and    put    in 
new     granolithic     sidewalks?     When    you    are 
building    what    is    practically    a    new    highway 
along  those  lines,   if  you   say  that  this   $45,000 
for    the    repair,    extension    and    reconstruction 
of  the  Wayfarers   Lodge  should  properly  come 
out    of    a   loan,    then,    why    shouldn't  the   other 
proposition,    having    to    do    with    the    rebuild- 
ing   and    construction    of    highways,    come    out 
of  a  loan?"     I  said,   "I  shall   vote  against  the 
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extension,  repair  and  reconstruction  of  the 
Wayfarers'  Lodge  out  of  loan,  because  I 
think  if  you  are  correct  concerning  the  re- 
construction of  highways  being  paid  for  out 
of  taxes,  then  the  reconstruction  of  the  Way- 
farers Lodge  also  should  come  out  of  taxes. 
I  am  going  to  vote  today  against  striking 
from  the  budget  the  money  for  the  rat 
catcher,  and  will  overlook  and  forget  the 
insinuating  remarks  of  my  colleague  con- 
cerning the  Mohawk  Indian  being  within  the 
wigwam.  I  have  said  time  and  time  again 
that  I  am  descended  from  a  Mohawk  In- 
dian. My  mother"s  great  great  grandmother 
was  a  full  blooded  Mohawk  Indian,  and  I  am 
very  proud  of  it.  To  my  mind  it  is  a  great 
deal  finer  grade  of  blood  than  that  of  some 
of  the  reformers  who  originally  sent  you  to 
the  Council.  (Laughter.)  I  shall  vote  against 
striking  from  the  appropriation  bill  the  item 
for  salary  of  Mr.  O'Brien's  secretary.  I  do 
not  agree  with  Mr.  O'Brien  once  in  fifty 
times,  but  I  think  this  is  dealing  with  an 
administrative  function,  and  I  must,  there- 
fore, agree  with  the  learned  gentleman  on 
my  left  (Coun.  Collins)  and  vote  accord- 
ingly. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  want 
to  say  this  much,  and  get  it  on  the  record. 
.That  woman  may  have  become  a  resident 
some  time  about  January.  Of  course,  it  is 
now  about  April  1  and  she  is  a  full-fledged 
Boston  voter.  But  she  was  appointed  prior 
to  the  first  of  April,  and  when  the  com- 
missioner did  appoint  her  she  was  not  a 
legal   resident   of  the   City   of   Boston. 

Caun.  MCLAUGHLIN— Mr.  President,  I 
don't  think  we  are  making  much  progress 
here,  and  it  seems  to  be  the  tendency  of  the 
debate  to  get  away  from  the  subject  matter 
in  hand.  I  want  to  say  just  this,  that  when 
the  budget  is  passed,  I  intend  to  offer  an  order 
calling  upon  the  temporary  chairman  to  ap- 
point a  commitee  of  five  members  of  the 
Council — and  that  is  subject  to  amendment, 
and  if  desired  the  committee  can  include  the 
entire  membership  of  the  Council,  I  care  not 
for  that, — to  make  a  complete  study  and  to 
make  a  report  and  recommendations  as  to  the 
agents  employed  by  the  City  of  Boston  and 
noncitizens  in  the  employ  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton. There  is  not  going  to  be  much  head- 
way here  today  through  the  offering  of 
amendments  of  this  kind,  because  we  have 
heard  the  opinions  expressed  by  Coun.  Col- 
lins, Ford  and  Watson,  and  I  myself  do  not 
quite  approve  of  the  picking  out  of  one  or 
two  isolated  cases  and  making  them  the  ob- 
ject of  attack  on  the  floor.  I  have  been  given 
to  understand  by  stories  brought  to  me 
directly  or  indirectly  that  there  are  now  em- 
ployed in  the  City  of  Boston  on  its  pay  roll 
100  to  200  non-residents  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton. I  cannot  substantiate  that  at  the  mo- 
ment ;  I  don't  know  whether  it  is  true.  But 
I  do  feel  that  it  is  worthy  of  consideration, 
and  I  do  feel  that  Coun.  Moriarty  is  abso- 
lutely sincere  in  the  position  he  is  taking 
here,  that  he  desires  to  accomplish  something. 
I  believe  the  only  sensible  and  sane,  way  to 
accomplish  anything  in  the  matter  of  aliens 
or  nonresidents  is  through  an  investigation,  a 
complete  and  thorough  study  of  the  matter, 
and  a  report  embodying  recommendations.  If 
we  will  have  such  actions  taken,  perhaps  we 
can  come  to  a  conclusion  as  to  the  proper 
thing  to  do  in  a  matter  that  has  been  haras- 
sing the  public  and  the  Council  for  many 
years.  After  the  Council  passes  the  budget, 
I    will    offer   that    order. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — Mr.  President,  I  merely 
want  to  say  that  I  also  am  opposed  to  alien 
labor  being  paid  for  by  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  I  also  deprecate  the  policy  of  some  heads 
of  departments  of  bringing  into  the  city  em- 
ploy those  who  are  not  residents  of  the  city. 
While  I  would  have  liked,  from  one  point  of 
view,  to  strike  out  from  the  appropriation  for 
the  Health  Department  the  item  for  salary  of 
the  head  of  that  department,  viewing  it  in 
somewhat  the  same  light  that  Coun.  Moriarty 
does,  I  could  not  quite  bring  myself  to  the 
point  of  voting  for  the  amendment  as  it  was 
offered,    because    I  feel   that    we  should   have   a 


head  to  a  great  big  department  such  as  the 
Health  Department,  which,  I  believe,  concerns 
every  citizen  of  Boston.  I  disagree  abso- 
lutely, however,  with  the  policy  of  the  head 
of  that  department,  and  I  feel  that  every 
other  member  of  this  Council  disagrees  with 
that  policy.  In  fact,  that  has  been  stated 
by  the  leaders  of  both  factions  in  this  Coun- 
cil. They  have  criticised  the  Mayor  because 
of  his  appointments  of  various  heads  of  de- 
pai-tments,  but  say  that  the  appointment  of 
the  various  people  in  these  positions  is  en- 
tirely an  administrative  duty  of  the  office, 
something  which  it  is  the  duty  of  those 
officials  to  perform,  that  it  comes  within  the 
functions  of  their  office,  to  appoint  these 
various  people  to  these  postiions,  and  that  it 
is  a  question  how  far  we  should  proceed 
in  taking  action  that  might  result  in  inter- 
ference with  the  conduct  of  the  woi-k  of  the 
departments.  But  here  we  have  a  situation 
where  a  secretary  has  been  appointed  in  the 
Institutions  Department.  All  that  Coun.  Col- 
lins has  said  pertaining  to  the  head  of  a 
department  might  be  true,  but  surely  that  does 
not  apply  equally  to  the  secretary  of  a  de- 
partment brought  in  here  from  outside  and 
put  into  an  absolutely  brand  new  position. 
I  say  that  this  position  is  not  a  necessary 
one,  and  it  is  particularly  not  a  necessary  one 
when  the  policy  has  been  followed  of  taking 
from  the  state  pay  roll  a  state  employee  and 
bringing  her  in  here  and  placing  her  over 
all  the  other  employees  in  that  department. 
I  say  that  that  is  a  false  position  for  any 
head  of  a  department  to  take,  and  I  claim 
that  it  abrogates  the  Veterans'  Preference 
Act,  which  has  been  placed  on  the  statute 
books  presumably  to  give  the  veterans  pref- 
erence when  any  new  positions  are  to  be 
filled  or  created.  If  by  subterfuge  or  indirec- 
tion that  policy  is  not  to  be  pursued  by 
heads  of  departments,  then  I  say  that  we, 
as  members  of  the  Council,  must  meet  subter- 
fuge and  indirection  in  the  only  practical  way 
in  which  it  can  be  met,  by  striking  out  the 
salaries  for  a  position  that  has  been  so  filled 
at  this  time  of  the  year  when  the  matter 
is  before  us  and  when  we  can  act  upon  it. 
A  general  investigation  might  be  all  very 
well,  but  an  investigation,  in  my  opinion, 
should  have  taken  place  before  .  this  budget 
goes  into  effect.  Such  an  investigation  may 
have  some  effect  in  the  future,  but  here  we 
have  this  budget,  and  if  we  pass  it  today  the 
thing  is  going  to  stand  for  one  year,  and  we 
are  going  to  be  in  the  same  position  a  year 
from  today  that  we  are  today,  unless  we  show 
to  heads  of  departments  that  we  believe  in 
what  we  say,  that  we  believe  there  is  no 
necessity  of  hiring  aliens  or  other  than  citi- 
zens in  this  city  of  ours,  that  we  believe  in 
section  12  of  chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances, despite  the  interpretation  placed  upon 
it  by  the  Corporation  Counsel.  We  believe 
when  it  says  that  heads  of  departments  shall 
employ  none  but  citizens  that  that  is  the 
intent  of  the  ordinance.  We  feel  that  we 
should  not  only  live  up  to  the  letter  but  to 
the  spirit  of  that  ordinance,  and  I  am  pre- 
pared to  vote  to  strike  out  the  salary  of  the 
secretary  of  the  Institutions  Department,  be- 
cause I  feel  that  if  we  do  take  some  drastic 
action  against  such  a  flagrant  violation  of  the 
city  ordinances  and  the  charter,  at  least  in 
spirit,  we  are  going  to  put  the  fear  of  God 
into  the  hearts  of  the  heads  of  those  depart- 
ments, and  probably  prevent  this  sort  of  thing.. 
But  if  they  are  to  be  allowed  to  come  into 
this  Council  year  after  year,  after  having  . 
done  what  they  wish,  and  we  are  supposed 
simply  to  give  our  approval  to  their  action, 
if  they  are  going  to  have  the  feeling  that 
we  have  not  the  moral  courage  to  vote  against 
their  say-so,  we  are  going  to  see  the  same 
thing  continued  in  the  future.  Let  them 
realize  that  in  the  future  when  they  take  such 
steps  there  is  an  awkward  day  coming  for 
them,  and  that  that  day  is  when  the  budget 
is  before  us.  I  feel  that  we  have  a  chance 
here  today  to  make  the  start,  and  we  cer- 
tainly must  start  somewhere  or  else  we  are 
going  to  be  floundering  along  as  we  have 
in   the   past,   from   year   to   year.     I   feel   that 
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the  only  practical  thing  to  do  today,  despite 
the  theories  that  have  been  announced  to  the 
contrary,  is  to  strike  out  this  secretary  from 
the  pay  roll,  and  to  see  that  in  the  future 
department  heads  will  not  come  in  and  submit 
to  use  for  our  approval  and  sanction  aliens 
and    noncitizens    in    department    positions. 

Coun.  Moriarty's  amendment  was  rejected 
Coun.  Moriarty  calling  for  the  yeas  and  nays 
yeas   3,   nays   6 : 

Yeas — Coun.  Brickley,   Donoghue,   Moriarty — 

Nays— Coun.  Collins,  Ford,  Hagan,  Lane 
McLaughlin.   Watson — 6. 

The  question  came  on  the  acceptance  of  the 
report  and   the   adoption   of   the   budget 

Coun  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  on  page 
82,  under  Soldiers'  Relief  Department,  "Visitor 
one  at  $1,200-$1,400  per  year,  $1,350,"— I  move 
that  that  increase  of  $200  be  stricken  from 
the  budget.  We  have  here  in  the  Soldiers' 
Relief  Department  a  most  peculiar  situa- 
tion. It  has  been  stated  on  the  floor  of  this 
Council  _  today  that  since  last  November  the 
boldieis  Relief  Department  has  been  without 
a  permanent  head,  and  that  is  true.  We  have 
had  a  temporary  head  appointed,  the  present 
v!  «  Tl;easurer,  whom  I  am  informed,  is 
shortly  to  resign,  and  then  possibly  we  will 
have  another  temporary  head.  When  the  tem-

said  that  in  his  judgment  the  matter  should  go 
over   until    such    time    as    a    new    head    of    the 
department   was    appointed.     He   felt   that   the 
new   head   of   the   department  should   have   the 
right    to  _  increase    salaries    of    the    employees 
working  in   that  department.     I  say,   if  that  is 
true  ol  all  the  other  employees,  surely  it  is  true 
ot   this   particular   employee   who   last  year  re- 
ceived   $200    or    $300    increase,    and    who    is    in 
this    year   for   another   $200   increase,   while  the 
other   employees    of   the   department   are   prac- 
tically   standing    still.     I    feel    that    we    should  ' 
be  fair  to  all  the  employees  of  that  department. 
,    i    feel    that   if    this    Council   wishes    to   see   the 
other  employees   treated  fairly   and  squarely  by 
the    incoming     head     of    the     department,     we 
should   be   consistent   and  should  not   give   any 
one   visitor,    any    one    single    employee    of    the 
department   an   increase,   unless   we   give   them 
all   an    increase,    a   thing   to   which   I   feel   that 
they    are    justly    entitled.     I    move    that    that 
individual      increase      be      stricken      from      the 
budget,   and  hope  that  the  motion  will  prevail 
Coun.    WATSON— Mr.    President,    I    dislike 
very  much   to   take  the  opposite  side  from  my 
colleague    who    has    just    spoken,    but    I    have 
been   very  much   interested   in   the  ladies   up    in 
the     Soldiers'     Relief     Department     who     have 
failed  to   receive  proper   recognition   financially 
for    the    duties    they    have    performed.     I    have 
been    working    in    their   behalf   for   five   or   six- 
months,    and    other    members    are    doing    what 
they    can    to    right    what    is    a    rank    injustice. 
But  the  Mayor  has  said  that  he  would  prefer 
to   have   the   matter  of   regulating   the  salaries 
and  removing  the  injustice  placed  in  the  hands 
of     the     new     commissioner     when     appointed, 
rather    than    have    it    done    under    the    acting 
commissioner.      We     have     made     considerable 
effort   with    the    Mayor    and    the    Budget    Com- 
missioner with   the   assistance  of  Dr.   Watkeys, 
the    assistant,    and    really    the    Soldiers'    Relief 
Commissioner,  to  bring  about  a  remedy  of  this 
unfairness,    and    I    think    we    have    made    some 
progress.      I    think    that    the    Mayor    intends    to 
be  fair  in   this  matter  and  that  the  new   com- 
missioner   when    appointed    will    be    fair ;    and, 
in    order   to   continue   the   high    degree   of   effi- 
ciency   in   that   department,   he  will   be   obliged 
to  raise  the  salaries  of  the  visitors,  who  have 
been    lost   sight    of    in    the    budget    up    to    the 
present  time.     I  do  feel  that  this  lady  referred 


to  should  get  her  increase  from  $1,200  to 
$1,400,  and  I  think  I  can  say  with  authority 
that  the  ladies  who  have  been  apparently 
ignored  or  lost  sight  of  do  not  desire  the 
salary  of  this  lady  who  has  been  advanced  to 
$1,400  from  $1,200  reduced  to  $1,200  They 
feel  that  she  is  entitled  to  the  $1,400,  and 
that  they  are  entitled  to  it,  also.  They  are 
not  at  all  sore,  to  use  the  vernacular  of  the 
day,  at  the  lady  who  has  received  the  $200 
increase  ;  and  I  feel  very  confident  that  before 
sixty  days  have  elapsed,  we  will  be  able  by 
interceding-  with  the  Mayor  and  holding  him 
up  to  what  I  consider  a  very  near  promise 
to  give  to  the  ladies  who  have  been  ignored 
a  $200  increase,  bringing  their  pay  up  to  the 
pay  of  the  lady  who  is  to  receive  the  $200 
under  the  budget.  I  know  that  the  gentle- 
man opposite  (Coun.  Donoghue-)  wants"  to  do 
constructive  work  and  to  help  the  ladies  who 
have  been  unfairly  dealt  with,  but  I  believe 
it  can  be  done  without  cutting  down  the  other 
lady  to  $1,200,  because  then  they  will  all 
simply  be  placed  on  the  basis  of  $1,200, 
whereas  if  the  thing  is  carried  out  as  I  have 
reason  to  believe  it  will  be  carried  out,  they 
will  all  soon  receive  $1,400.  While  I  am  not- 
in  particularly  close  affiliation  with  his  Honor, 
.  I  do  feel  satisfied  in  this  case  that  something 
along  that  line  I  have  stated  will  be  done,  be- 
cause I  feel  that  there  is  no  other  way  out 
of  it.  I  think  that  he  must  in  justice  to  him- 
self and  to  the  ladies  who  are  being  unjustly 
used  right  this  unfairness.  So  I  shall  vote 
against  cutting  down  this  individual  lady's 
salary.  I  hope  the  member  who  has  made  the 
motion  will  be  able  to  see  the  thing  my  way, 
and   that   he   will   also   vote   against    doing    it. 

Coun.    DONOGHUE— Mr.    President,    I   have 
listened    rather   attentively    to    the    remarks    of 
the   councilor   who   has   just   taken   his   seat.     I 
realize  that  he  has  had  a  great  deal  more  experi- 
ence politically   than   I   have,   but   I  cannot  see 
wherein  he  or  any  other  member  of  the  Coun- 
cil   can    justify    a   single,    lone    salary    increase 
for    one    employee    of    the    department    to    the 
neglect  of   other  employees   of   the   department 
who    are    similarly    situated.     I    feel    that    there 
is    only    one    practical    thing    to    do.     If    the 
Mayor     has     given     any     tentative    promise    to 
increase  the  salaries  of  the  other  employees  of 
the    department,    then    I    say,    after    we    have 
acted   as   I   suggest    in   this   matter,    it   will    be 
only    a    question    of    increasing    all    the   salaries 
to    the    proper    amount,    after    this     individual 
one    has    been    decreased.     I    feel    that    if    this 
particular   person   has    been    influential   enough 
to    receive    a    larger    increase    last    year    than 
any  other  member  of  the  office  force,  and  also 
to   receive  an   increase  again   this  year,   instead 
of    hurting    the    cause    of    the    other    employees 
by   the   action   I   suggest   we   will    certainly    be 
helping    their    cause,    because    if    there   was    in- 
fluence  enough    to    pick    her    out,    one    lone  em- 
ployee   of     the     department,    for     an     increase, 
then   the  wheels  are  going  to  be  set   in  motion 
again   just  as  soon   as   this   increase  is  stricken 
from   the  budget.     I   feel   that  we  ought   to   be 
consistent    and    ought    to   say    that   every   mem- 
ber of   the   Soldiers'   Relief   Department  who    is 
entitled    to    an    increase   should    be    granted    the 
increase    at   the    same    time    that    this    party    is 
given    an    increase.     I    hope    that    my    motion 
will    prevail,    to    strike    out    that    increase    for 
that  visitor.      I   am   not  opposed   to   her   receiv- 
ing  $1,400.     I    would   be   glad   to   vote   for    it    if 
it   came    in   with   similar   increases   for    all   the 
other    employees    of    the    department.     I    have 
never     yet     voted     against     any     increase     of 
salary   for   any   employee,    and    I   will   not   vote 
against    an    increase    in    salary    for    her    if    it 
comes    in    at    the    same    time    as    increases    for 
the    other    employees    of     the    department,    all 
being    considered    together     in     the    matter    of 
increases.     I    am   glad   to   vote  for   an    increase 
for  her  or  for  anybody  else  at  any  time,  when 
I    feel    that    all    the    employees    of    the    depart- 
ment   are    to   be   treated   fairly    and    alike. 

Coun.    Donoghue's    proposed"""amendment    was 
rejected,   Coun.   Donoghue   calling  for   the   yeas 
and   nays,  yeas   1,  nays   7 : 
Yea — Coun.    Donoghue — 1. 
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Nays — Coun.  Brickley,  Collins,  Ford,  Lane, 
McLaughlin,    Moriarty,    Watson — 7. 

The  question  came  on  the  acceptance  of  the 
report  and  the  adoption  of  the  budget,  and 
Coun.  McLaughlin  called  for  the  yeas  and 
nays.  Before  the  result  was  announced  Coun. 
COLLINS   said: 

Mr.  President,  I  would  like  with  unanimous 
consent  to  make  a  statement.  Coun.  Hagan 
had  to  leave  to  go  to  New  York.  He  had 
to  leave  a  few  minutes  ago,  thinking  that  the 
debate  was   going  to  be  more  protracted. 

When  Coun.  Moriarty's  name  was  called, 
he   said : 

Mr.  President,  I  desire  to  be  recorded  as 
voting   yes,    but   with    reservations. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  budget  was 
adopted,   yeas    8,   nays   0. 


STATEMENTS    MADE    IN     HEALTH    AND 

INSTITUTIONS     DEPARTMENTS 

BUDGET    HEARINGS. 

Following  are  excerpts  from  statements 
made  before  the  Committee  on  Appropriations 
when  the  budget  was  being  considered,  in  con- 
nection with  the  Health  Department  and  the 
Institutions  Department,  for  which  Commis- 
sioners William  C.  Woodward  and  Thomas  C. 
O'Brien,  respectively,  appeared.  The  quota- 
tions are  included  in  the  minutes  at  the  re- 
quest of   Coun.   Moriarty : 

Health    Department. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— I  will  say  that,  on  ac- 
count of  being  out  of  town  when  the  doctor 
was  here  before,  I  requested  his  presence 
here   today. 

Chairman  WATSON — Does  any  member  of 
the  committee  desire  to  ask  questions  of  Dr. 
Woodward  ? 

Q.  (By  Coun.  MORIARTY.)  I  have  some 
questions  that  I  would  like  to  ask  you,  doctor. 
I  have  a  card  here  that  I  would  like  to  ask 
you  about.  I  would  ask  if  you  know  who  that 
party  is.  ( Handing  card  to  Mrs.  Clara  Belle 
Bligh    to    commissioner.)      A.     I    do. 

Chairman  WATSON — Do  you  mind  telling 
us  what  the  card  is,  and  whom  it  refers  to? 

Coun.  MORIARTY— The  card  is  that  of 
Mrs.  Clara  Belle  Bligh,  director.  Health  Unit, 
Boston  Health  Department,  17  Blossom  street, 
telephone  Haymarket  52992,  with  the  seal  of 
the  City  of  Boston  on  it  in  the  corner  of  the 
card.  . 

Q.  (By  Coun.  MORIARTY.)  Will  you  tell 
me  something  about  whether  she  has  a  right 
to  get  out  a  card  of  this  kind?  She  is  not 
on  the  pay  roll  books,  I  understand,  and  not 
in  the  employ  of  the  city.  Will  you  tell  the 
rest  of  the  Council  and  myself  something 
about  it?  A.  Very  glad  to.  I  don't  know 
how  thoroughly  the  Council  is  informed  in 
regard  to  the  Blossom  Street  Health  Unit, 
at  17   Blossom  street. 

Q.  All  I  am  interested  in  is  in  this  ques- 
tion of  people  who  are  not  representatives  of 
the  city  holding  themselves  out  as  representa- 
tives  of   the   city.     A.     Yes. 

Q.  And  I  suspect  that  this  card  is  printed 
in  the  city  printing  plant.  A.  I  think  you 
are  correct  with  respect  to  that. 

0..  What  I  want  to  know  is  by  what  right 
you  or  any  other  head  of  a  department  give 
power  to  somebody  who  is  not  a  city  employee 
to  represent  themselves  as  being  a  city  em- 
ployee or  a  representative  of  the  city.  A.  Well, 
Mrs.  Bligh  does  represent  the  Health  Com- 
missioner  at  the   Blossom   Street   Health  Unit. 

Q.  (By  Chairman  WATSON.)  Doctor,  you 
started  to  explain  something.  A.  I  believe 
the  Council  would  better  understand  the  situ- 
ation with  a  brief  statement  in  regard  to  the 
organization  of  the  unit.  The  unit  is  a  city 
building,  and  when  I  undertook  to  direct  the 
aifairs  of  the  Health  Department  I  f""'"! 
there  a  nurse  in  the  service  of  the  Health  De- 
partment, a  certain  clinic  that  was  operated  by 
the  Baby  Hygiene  Association  headquarters, 
so   to  speak,   for  certain   consumptive   hospital 


nurses,  a  call  station  for  the  Boston  Dis- 
pensary, and  a  vaccination  station  for  the 
Boston  Health  Department.  The  purpose  of 
the  health  unit  was  to  promote  health  activi- 
ties in  that  particular  neighborhood,  and  since 
that  time  the  Instructive  District  Nursing 
Association  has  also  established  headquarters 
in  the  building.  So,  while  the  health  unit 
building  itself  is  a  city  building  and  certain 
city  departments  function  from  there,  there 
are  private  agencies  that  also  function  from 
the  same  place  and  have  been  so  function- 
ing, so  far  as  I  know,  for  an  indefinite  num- 
ber of  years  past.  To  be  perfectly  frank, 
a  question  arose  in  my  mind  as  to  whether  the 
city  was  deriving  from  that  unit  the  benefit 
that  it  was  entitled  to  derive,  and  I  have  been 
endavoring  to  find  out  whether  the  unit  is 
worth  what  it  costs  the  city  to  keep  up, 
whether  there  are  methods  of  improving  the 
service,  and  with  that  end  in  view  the  Health 
Department  sought  to  find  some  one  who 
might  discover  those  facts  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  Health  Commissioner.  On  the 
request  of  the  Health  Commissioner  the  Bos- 
ton Metropolitan  Chapter  of  the  American 
Red  Cross  made  a  grant  of  $2,500  a  year  to 
pay  for  the  services  of  such  a  person,  and  we 
found  after  a  considerable  search  that  person 
is  Mrs.  Bligh.  It  was  for  that  reason  that 
she  was  appointed  as  the  representative  of 
the  Health  Commissioner,  assigned  to  duty 
there,  in  order  that  we  might  know  whether 
we  are  getting  our  money's  worth  out  of  the 
health  unit;  if  not,  how  we  can  improve  the 
health  unit,  and,  if  we  cannot  improve  the 
health  unit,  how  we  can  get  rid  of  it.  That 
is  the  whole  story. 

Q.  (By  Coun.  MORIARTY.)  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  doctor  when  he  first  met  Mrs. 
Bligh,  or  who  she  was  represented  by,  so 
that  he  concluded  to  appoint  her  as  his  per- 
sonal representative.  A.  She  came,  as  I  re- 
call it,  Mr.  Councilor,  through  the,  I  believe, 
the  Women's  Educational  Industrial  Union.  I 
would  not  be  sure. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  she  is  a  citizen 
of  Boston  or  not?  A.  I  know  that  she  is 
not.  .  . 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  she  is  a  citizen 
of  the  country  or  not?  A.  I  know  that  she 
is  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  where  she  comes  from  ; 
A.  From  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia,  where  she 
has  been  working  under  the  Massachusetts 
Relief  Association. 

Q.  But  she  has  been  appointed  by  you  as 
a  representative  of  the  city,  and  anybody 
who  goes  to  the  Blossom  Street  Home  meets 
her  as  your  representative.  Is  that  so  ?  A. 
That   is  so. 

Q.  Is  this  a  letter  that  you  gave  or  an 
order  you  issued  ?  If  so,  I  would  like  to 
make  it  a  part  of  the  record  (handing  copy 
of  order  of  February  24,  1921,  to  Dr.  Wood- 
ward). A.  That  has  every  appearance  of 
being  an  officially  correct  copy  of  an  order 
that  I   issued. 

Chairman  WATSON— Can  the  Chair  see 
that,   please? 

Coun.  MORIARTY— It  is  on  the  City  of 
Boston,  Health  Department,  paper,  and  is  as 
follows  : 

"City    of    Boston,    Health    Department, 

February    24,    1921. 

"Ordered,  That  Mrs.  Clara  Belle  Bligh,  re- 
cently appointed  director  of  the  Health  Unit 
on  Blossom  street  under  a  grant  from  the 
Metropolitan  Chapter,  American  Red  Cross 
be  and  is  hereby,  designated  as  the  personal 
representative  of  the  Health  Commissioner 
at  the  Health  Unit.  Requisition  for  supplies, 
and  complaints  and  recommendations  regard- 
ing the  Health  Unit,  will  be  submitted  through 
her  Officers  and  employees  of  the  Health  De- 
partment on  duty  at  the  Health  Unit  will 
report  to  Mrs.  Bligh  and  receive  their  orders 
and    instructions   from  her. 

Wm.   C.  Woodward, 
Health    Commissioner." 

I  would  like  to  have  that  made  a  part 
of   the   record. 
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Q.  (By  Coun.  MORIARTY.)  I  would  like 
to  ask  you,  as  Health  Commissioner  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  if  you  have  a  right  under  the 
charter  to  appoint  some  one  not  a  citizen 
of  this  country  and  compel  citizens  of  this 
country  who  have  been  appointed  in  your 
department  through  civil  service  examination 
to  take  orders  from  her.  A.  That  right  is 
granted  by  the  statutes  of  the  state  of  Massa- 
chusetts to  any  officer  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
Q.  What  statute,  if  I  may  ask.  A.  If  you 
will  refer  to  the  General  Laws  you  will  find 
a  distinct  provision  that  when  a  person  not 
a  citizen  of  the  United  States  has  been  ap- 
pointed under  a  provisional  appointment, 
that  person  shall  be  dismissed  from  the  ser- 
vice when  a  list  of  eligibles  is  provided  by 
the  Civil  Service  Board.  The  civil  service 
agency  of  the  state  of  Massachusetts  has  no 
right  to  put  upon  an  eligible  list  a  person 
who  is  not  a  citizen,  but  there' is  that  definite 
recognition  in  the  statutes  of  the  right  to 
appoint  a  noncitizen  provisionally.  I  shall 
be  very  glad  to  furnish  the  councilor  with  a 
reference  to  the  particular  chapter  and  sec- 
tion. 

Q.  And  I  shall  be  glad  to  get  it.  A.  If 
you  have  the  General  Laws  here  I  can  give 
it  to  you  in  a  very  few  minutes.  I  might 
say,  further,  that  there  was  a  noncitizen  on 
the  pay  rolls  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  the 
Health  Department  when  I  took  charge  of  the 
office,  who  remained  there  for  some  time 
during  the  war,  a  Belgian.  When  the  eligible 
list   was    established,    he    was    dropped. 

Q.  (By  Chairman  WATSON.)  Do  I  under- 
stand that  this  party  Coun.  Moriarty  is  re- 
ferring to  is  on  the  pay  roll  now  ?  You  talk 
about  appointing  her  provisionally.  Is  she 
on  the  pay  roll  of  the  city  ?  A.  She  is  not 
on  the  city  pay  roll  in  any  way,  shape  or 
form. 

Q.  What  reference  does  the  statute  have 
to  her,  then  ?  A.  Well,  the  question  was 
asked    of    me    as    a   general    question. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — Well,  I  want  to  find  out 
if  she  is  a  city  employee  or  not,  or  if  she 
has  all  the  powers  of  the  commissioner,  and 
according  to  that  letter  I  would  say  that  she 
had  all  the  powers  of  the  commissioner  in  so 
far  as  the  employees  who  have  to  go  to  her 
are  concerned.  Your  letter  would  certainly 
give  me  that  inference.  What  I  want  to 
know  is  if  any  head  of  a  department — I  don't 
mean  only  you,  but  any  head  of  a  department 
— has  any  such  right.'  I  didn't  know  that 
there  was  a  Belgian  there,  or  anybody  not  a 
citizen.  If  I  did,  you  would  have  heard  from 
me  long  before  this.  This  has  been  brought 
to  my  notice,  however,  and  that  is  the  reason 
why  I  am  bringing  it  to  your  attention.  If 
heads  of  departments  are  to  be  allowed  to  put 
people  who  come  here  from  other  countries 
over  the  heads  of  those  who  belong  in  our  de- 
partments, who  are  citizens  here  and  who  are 
faithful  employees  of  the  city,  and  if  we 
haven't  got  citizens  enough,  both  men  and 
women,  to  take  charge  of  our  activities,  it  is 
about  time  that  we  found  it  out.  If  there  are 
any  laws  that  we  need  to  change,  we  will 
have   those   laws   changed. 

Doctor  Woodward — I  would  say  for  the 
councilor's  information  that  the  place  was 
open  for  weeks  and  for  months,  that  a  can- 
vass was  conducted  most  carefully  both  among 
men  and  women,  not  only  in  the  City  of 
Boston  but  in  the  state  of  Massachusetts  and 
in  this  country  to  find  a  person  who,  for 
the  available  salary,  would  undertake  the 
work,  and  it  was  not  until  prolonged  and  care- 
ful efforts  were  made  along  those  lines  to 
fill  the  place  that  this  woman,  Mrs.  Bligh, 
was    appointed. 

Q.  (By  Coun.  MORIARTY.)  Is  this  one 
of  the  positions  that  I  voted  against  two  years 
ago,  in  the  budget?  A.  This  position  has 
never  been  submitted  as  a  permit  or  budget 
position.  It  is  purely  a  temporary  matter,  for 
determining  the  expediency  of  continuing  the 
Blossom  Street  Unit  in  its  present  form,  or 
modifying  it  or  abandoning  it.  The  fact  that 
she  is   not  a  citizen   of  the  United   States   and 


for  that  reason  could  not,  under  the  laws  of 
the  state  acquire  a  civil  service  position,  is 
the  best  possible  indication  that  she  was  not 
selected  as  a  permanent  appointee  or  with 
any  view  of  putting  her  on  the  pay  rolls  of 
the    city. 

Q.  The  only  difference,  then,  between  non- 
citizens  of  the  country  and  citizens  of  the 
country  is  that  the  citizens  have  to  take  a 
civil    service    examination    and    noncitizens    do 

m^'ufiS.  ?•'  the  /ituation?  A.  When  the 
qualified  citizens  of  a  country  do  not  want 
a  job,  it  is  probably  good  enough  to  turn 
over  to  a  foreigner. 

Q-  You  say  you  looked  for  a  person  for 
some  time  before  appointing  her?  Did  you 
have    an    understanding    that    you    were    going 

nLKf  «,f  .la-'ary  P.rior  to  looki-nSf  for  some 
one  to  fill  this  posrtion,  that  the  Red  Cross 
would  furnish  you  with  the  salary'  A  I 
certainly   did. 

Q.  So,  before  taking  up  anything  about 
furnishing-  money,  as  the  Health  Commissioner 
ot  Boston  you  went  to  some  outside  organiza- 
tion to  try  to  find  the  money,  instead  of 
coming  to  the  city  to  find  it?  A  The  or- 
ganization, as  I  have  already  stated,  is  an 
organization  in  which  private  agencies  have 
always  been  largely  represented,  and  with 
respect  to  which  they  function  as  an  integral 
part. 

Q.  Well,  this  is  about  the  situation,  isn't 
it,  as  far  as  the  city  is  concerned,  when  an 
outside  organization  comes  in  to  some  city 
place,  that  it  assumes  the  responsibility  and 
grasps    everything   that   there    is    in    there'     A 

1   n"1  rrJuabl-e    to   speak    with    respect    to    that! 
y.     That  is  so  down  at  Blossom  street  now  ? 
A.     No,    that    is    not    the    case    with    respect 
to     Blossom    street,     because     the     director    at 
Blossom    street    is    responsible    to    the    Health 
Commissioner  and  not  to  the  private  agencies. 
•if?'     I    shou,d    think    she    would    be    respon- 
sible  to   those   who  were  paying   her.     A.     She 
is   being   paid  under  the  grant  that  was   made 
to   the   Health   Commissioner  for  that  purpose. 
Q.     I    know,   but,   still,    if   she   didn't   satisfy 
them     they    would     stop     the    salary,     wouldn't 
they?     A.     Not     if     she     satisfied     the     Health 
Commissioner. 

Q.  Well,  have  you  got  that  assurance  from 
the  Red  Cross?  A.  So  far  as  anything 
humanly  possible,  yes.  The  grant  has  been 
made  to  the  Health  Commissioner  for  a 
specific   purpose. 

Q.  Have  there  been  any  communications 
between  your  department  and  the  Red  Cross 
in  regard  to  the  appointment  of  this  lady  ? 
A.  I  don't  recall  that  there  was  any  written 
communication.  Her  qualifications  have  been 
discussed  and  she  was  interviewed  by  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Red  Cross,  as  well  as  the 
Health     Commissioner. 

Q.  But  no  written  communications  ?  A.  I 
don't  recall  any  written  communication,  as 
I  have  stated.  The  Red  Cross  was  notified 
at  the  time  of  her  appointment  by  the  Health 
Commissioner  as  his  representative  at  Blossom 
street. 

Q.  Must  have  been  a  very  thorough  ex- 
amination ?     A.     It   certainly   was. 

Q.  Do  you  mind  telling  the  Council  what 
it  was  ?  A.  I  shall  be  very  glad  to  submit 
to  the  Council  the  correspondence  that  pre- 
ceded Mrs.  Bligh's  appointment  and  memo- 
randa of  the  conferences  with  her  to  deter- 
mine   her   qualifications. 

Q.  I  just  asked  you  if  there  were  any  com- 
munications, and  I  understood  you  to  say 
there  were  not.  A.  I  understood  you  to  ask 
whether  there  were  any  communications  with 
the  Red  Cross.  I  am  not  referring  to  com- 
munications with  the  Red  Cross,  but  with 
Mrs.  Bligh  and  with  persons  with  whom  Mrs. 
Bligh  had  been  associated  prior  to  her  com- 
ing   to    Boston    for    work    of    this    character. 

Q.  (By  Coun.  BRICKLEY.)  How  is  it 
that  she  went  into  the  Red  Cross?  A.  That 
would  be  a  relatively  long  story.  The  Red 
Cross,  as  a  peace-time  program,  has  em- 
barked   largely    on    the    work    of    stimulating 
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health  centers  throughout  the  United  States. 
It  w;is  in  that  connection  that  application 
was   made. 

Q.  Don't  you  believe  that  a  lot  of  thai 
was  propaganda?  I  myself  have  been  in  as 
many  hospitals  as  mosl  people,  and  !  never 
have  seen  Red  Cross  representatives  in  my 
life.  I  have  seen  a  lot  of  posters  around, 
like  those  of  the  Salvation  Army,  telling  what 
work  they  do,  the  most  wonderful  lot  of  them 
all  over  the  world,  but  I  haven't  seen  the 
Red  Cross.  I  have  seen  their  posters  with 
wonderful  pictures  and  things.  But  I  was 
wondering  if  it  was  propaganda.  A.  In  one 
sense  propaganda,  perhaps,  in  another  sense, 
mi.  The  whole  thing  was  organized  to  en- 
able the  American  Red  Cross  to  maintain  a 
proper  place  in  the  communicity  and  a  proper 
organization  in  ordinary  times,  especially  to 
he  prepared  for  disaster,  its  primary  func- 
tion, and  for  war.  It  was  on  that  basis  that 
the  Red  Cross  has  undertaken  to  keep  up  an 
efficient  organization  in  the  genera!  field  of 
health    work    in    peace    time. 

Q.  Well,  the  only  thing  is  this,  Mr.  Com- 
missioner. I  have  had  a  few  run-ins  with 
them.  I  had  an  experience  the  other  day. 
I  was  called  upon  to  go  to  the  City  Hos- 
pital in  regard  to  a  veteran  up  there,  and 
a  doctor  told  me  that  he  was  going  to  die. 
and  it  was  a  matter  of  getting  him  to  the 
Consumptives'  Hospital  and  from  there  to  the 
United  States  Health  Service,  and  having 
him  removed  to  Corey  Hill,  with  the  idea  of 
going  to  Rutland.  So  in  that  connection  1 
met  with  a  worker  of  the  Red  Cross.  But 
I  never  saw  one  before  except  one  at  Parker 
Hill.  I  believe  that  they  take  a  lot  of  women 
and  give  them  good  jobs,  running  this  thing 
from  Washington.  This  woman  came  to  me 
and  asked  about  the  wife  of  the  husband  that 
I  had  been  looking  after,  wanted  to  know 
how  I  knew  her,  and  one  thing  and  another. 
I  went  up  to  her  and  said,  "Is  that  what  you 
are  investigating  '<  Y/hy  ■:i-i.r.  t  yoj  inv:sti 
gating  that  felow's  health?"  1  said  a  few 
words  to  her,  what  1  though!  of  her.  I  am 
outspoken,  and  I  wouldn't  want  to  have 
what  I  told  her  published.  I  believe  they  are 
all  the  same.  They  have  got  all  mixed  up 
in  the  United  States  health  service,  the  Red 
Cross.  I  am  not  kidding  you  about  this.  1 
have  been  around  for  years  in  man-  hos- 
pitals and  have  been  operated  on  as  many 
times  as  the  ordinary  fellow,  and  1  agree  with 
what  Coun.  Moriarty  has  said.  I  can'!  see 
where  she  comes  in,  either.  A.  You  under- 
stand that  Mrs.  Bligh  was  appointed  from 
the  Red   Cross   list? 

tj.  Yes.  but  some  one  is  paying  her.  I 
suppose  she  is  being  paid  through  the  United 
States  Government,  the  Red  Cross  or  some- 
thing. A.  By  the  funds  of  the  Boston  Metro- 
politan   Chapter    of    the    American     Red    Cross. 

Q.     Well,    what     good    are    they?     What    do 

they     do?     My    Cod,     I     have    s a     lot     of 

these  young  doctors  going  around  in  my 
time,  and  1  tell  you  il  is  pretty  tough. 
They  go  through  the  public  schools  and  then 
go  four  years  to  college,  and  then  they  go 
to  the  medical  school  a  few  years,  and  then 
if  they  get  anything  to  do  they  are  lucky. 
if  they  get  a  chance  at  all.  Why  don't  you 
hire  one  of  those  fellows  instead  of  going  ou1 
and  getting  an  outsider?  I  can't  see  the  idea 
of  that.  1  think  the  profession  should  be  ele- 
vated. A  young  fellow  gets  an  education  and 
tries  to  get  a  chance  as  a  doctor,  and  cer- 
tainly his  education  ought  to  fit  him  for  some- 
thing, and  he  ought  to  be  worth  something, 
and  ought  to  have  a  chance.  But,  no,  these 
women  come  in  and  get  the  jobs.  My  Cod. 
1  don't  know  how  it  happens,  especially  in 
tin.  case  of  tins  woman  who.  to  my  mind, 
is  a  foreigner.  My  Hod,  1  don't  believe  she 
should  have  a  job  in  this  country,  unless  she 
becomes   a   citizen. 

Q.  (By  Chairman  WATSON.)  Dr.  Wood- 
ward, how  long  has  this  Mrs.  Bligh  been 
employed  by  the  Metropolitan  Chapter  of  the 
Red  Cross  as  supervisor  of  your  health  unii 
at  Blossom  street?  A.  Probablj  seven  or 
eight   weeks. 


Q.  She  hasn't  had  lime  enough  to  make  a 
report,  to  you  yet  as  to  the  value  of  that 
institution  or  as  to  the  improvement  that 
should    be    made?     A.     Not    at   all. 

O.  How  lorn;,  do  you  think  it  would  take 
her  to  do  that?  A.  I  should  suppose  a  year 
or    two. 

Q.  How  long,  if  you  know,  has  Mrs.  Bligh 
been  a  resident  of  the  United  States?  A. 
For  a  comparatively  short  time,  measured  in 
months    rather    than    years. 

Q.  Long  enough  to  take  out  her  papers  and 
become  a  permanent  citizen?  A.  She  has 
not    done   so. 

Q.  I  am  sorry  I  asked  you  that.  What 
do  you  know  about  the  services  rendered  by 
this  woman  at  the  time  of  the  Halifax  dis- 
aster V  A.  The  reports  that  we  get  from 
there  are  very  creditable  both  with  respect 
to  her  ordinary,  efficiency  and  her  efficiency 
in    this    particular    line   of   work. 

Q.  Do  1  understand  that  she  is  not  on  the 
city  pay  roll?  A.  She  is  not  on  the  city 
pay    roll. 

Q.  And  how  is  she  paid?  This  money  is 
provided  by  the  Metropolitan  Chapter  of  the 
Red  Cross.  How  is  the  money  provided?  Is 
il  paid  by  you?  A."  Once  each  month  we 
draw    a    voucher. 

Q  How  of  ten  ?  A.  Draw  a  voucher  for 
her  services  as  director  once  each  month. 
I  approve  it  and  send  it  to  the  Boston  Society 
of  the  Red  Cross,  the  Boston  Metropolitan 
I  lhapter  of  the  Red  Cross,  and  she  is  paid. 
Q.  (By  Coun  MORIARTY.)  I  would  like 
to  ask  yoi,  doctor,  if  you  think  it  is  fair  to 
compel  citizens  when  they  want  supplies  in 
a  city  institution,  to  go  to  an  alien  to  get 
Mi  supplies,    to    have    a   citizen    who   should 

have  those  supplies,  obliged  to  go  to  an  alien 
for  them?  A.  1  cannot  see  that  any  of  the 
supplies  that  any  of  the  officers  or  employees 
at  the  Health  Depart  mem  get  belong  to  those 
officers   or   employees. 

Q.  To  the  citizens.  A.  They  belong  to 
the    City    of    Boston. 

Q.  Well,  in  part.  A.  Well,  in  a  very 
small  part,  of  course.  But  Mrs.  Bligh  makes 
cut  no  requisitions'  on  the  purchasing  agent 
or  otherwise.  The  most  she  does  is  to  see 
that  the  requisition  is  made  into  a  form,  and 
if  it  appears  to  be  a  reasonable  requisition  she 
ut. mils  it  through  proper  channels  to  .the 
Health  Commissioner,  and  if  the  Health  Com- 
missioner deems  it  a  proper  requisition  he 
approves  it  and  the  gouds  are  then  supplied. 
I  _  don't  believe  that  that  lowers  the  dignity  of 
an  American  citizen  in  any  way,  shape  or 
form. 

Q.  Well,  il  doesn't  strike  me  as  right  that 
those  people  have  to  do  that.  I  don't  know 
whether  the  things  are  theirs  or  not,  but  it 
does  strike  me  as  an  American  citizen  that 
we  are  taking  away  from  the  powers  of  the 
City  of  Boston  in  a  way  in  doing  that  sort 
of  thing,  that  we  are  taking  away  from  the 
rights  of  citizens.  I  don't  think  that  any 
mi  inner  of  this  Council  feels  that  that  is  a 
proper  matter,  that  those  who  are  compelled 
to  get  such  supplies  should  be  compelled  to 
go  to  any  alien,  no  matter  where  he  or  she 
comes  from,  to  have  them  handed  out  to  citi- 
zens, people  in  the  employ  of  the  city  and 
citizens  of  Boston.  A.  You  understand,  of 
ionise,    that    Mrs.    Bligh    handles    no    money. 

Q.  Well  as  your  personal  representative,  as* 
this    order    and    this    card   say,    if    there    is    any 

.    coming  that  way  she  would  have  power 

to  accept  it.  wouldn't  she?  A.  There  is  no 
money    cuming    that    way. 

().  Well,  does  anybody  who  goes  into  that 
unit  have  to  pay  for  anything  that  they  get 
there?  A.  Not  so  far  as  I  know.  Those  who 
receive  service  from  the  Instructive  District 
Society  in  their  homes,  when  they 
are  able,  are  expected  to  make  some  pay- 
ment. That  payment,  as  I  understand  it,  goes 
directly  to  the  nurse  in  the  field,  but  I  know 
th.it  it  th,.-*  not  go  to  any  representative  or 
employee  of  the  Health  Department  under 
any   conditions. 

Q.      Is   there  anybody   who   visits  the  Blossom 
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street  building  for  anything  who  has  to  pay 
for  it  in  any  way  ?  A-  Not  that  I  know  of. 
Q.  Well,  you  would  know  if  it  was  so, 
wouldn't  you  ?  A.  There  may  be  with  re- 
spect to  the  district  nursing,  as  I  have  stated, 

certain  

Q.  I  am  talking  about  the  treatment  that 
they  get  in  the  Blossom  Street  Home,  or  the 
Blossom  Street  Unit.  A.  No,  there  is  no 
charge  for  any  service  rendered  in  the 
Blossom  Street  Unit. 

Q.  Is  there  any  charge  made  for  bandages 
or  medicines  that  may  be  supplied  there? 
A.  Neither  bandages  or  medicine  are  supplied 
there. 

Q.  How  does  anybody  have  to  get  band- 
ages, if  they  don't  go  to  this  woman  and  get 
them  ?  I  understand,  if  she  is  employed  down 
there,  that  any  employee  who  wants  anything 
has  to  get  it  from  her,  anything  in  the  way 
of  supplies,  that  "requisitions  for  supplies 
and  complaints  and  recommendations  regard- 
ing the  health  unit  will  be  submitted  through 
her."  That  is  the  language  in  your  letter, 
you  see.  A.  Well,  supplies  at  the  health  unit 
don't  mean  bandages  or  medicines.  They 
mean  such  things  as  mops  and  soap,  coal,  ash 
cans  and  articles  of  that,  kind,  and  those  are 
dealt  with  through  printed  blanks.  One  of 
the  medical  inspectors  spends  three  hours  a 
day  there  as  a  vaccinator,  vaccinating  all 
comers.    ' 

Q.  And  if  that  doctor  wants  to  make  a 
recommendation,  he  has  to  make  it  to  Mrs. 
Bligh?  A.  He  is  supposed  to,  if  it  is  through 
the  health  unit.  He,  however,  is  a  medical  in- 
spector, serving  outside  his  vaccination  work 
as  a  field  inspector,  and  can  operate  in  that 
way   also. 

Q.  An  employee  of  the  Health  Department? 
A.     Yes. 

Q.  Receiving  pay  from  the  City  of  Boston  ? 
A.     He   does. 

Q.  And  if  there  is  anything  he  sees  down 
there  that  he  thinks  ought  to  be  changed, 
or  any  recommendation  he  has  to  make,  that 
recommendation  must  be  made  through  an 
alien?  A.  If  it  relates  to  the  management 
of    the    health    unit,    yes. 

Q.  And  you  still  think  you  have  the  power 
to  keep  her  there  and  can  keep  her  there  as 
the  representative  of  the  City  of  Boston?  A. 
I  do. 

Q.  Have  you  been  to  the  Lav/  Department 
in  regard  to  it?     A.     I  have  not. 

Q.  Haven't  got  anything  from  the  Law 
Department?     A.     No. 

Q.  Does  the  Mayor  know  that  this  is  going 
on  ?     A.     That  I   don't  know. 

Q.  You  didn't  take  it  up  with  the  Mayor? 
A.      Not   a   matter   of   that   kind,   no. 

Q.  Don't  you  think  that  is  a  matter  oi 
serious  consequence  that  should  be  taken  up 
with  the  Mayor?  A.  No,  I  don't  believe  a 
matter  of  detail  of  that  kind  is  a  matter  that 
ought  to  consume  the  time  and  attention  of 
the    Mayor    of    a    city    like    Boston. 

Q.  Why  don't  you  think  so?  A.  Well,  it 
is  a  matter  of  detail.  When  the  work  has 
been  done  and  the  conclusions  have  been 
reached,  it  will  be  very  properly,  or  may 
be  very  properly,  a  matter  to  submit  for  his 
consideration    and    action. 

Q.  You  said  earlier  in  the  meeting  that  you 
had  tried  for  some  time  to  get  somebody  for 
this    place?     A.     Yes. 

Q  Did  you  ask  the  civil  service  to  put  on 
an    examination   for    it?     A.     I    did    not. 

Q.  You  are  a  member  of  the  Metropolitan 
Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross?  A.  I 
am  one  of  the  directors  of  that  chapter,  yes. 
Q.  It  looks  to  me  as  though  the  Metro- 
politan Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross 
had  a  pretty  good  insight  into  the  Health 
Department.  I  have  nothing  against  the  Red 
Cross,  and  I  am  not  saying  anything  in  this 
matter  because  she  is  connected  with  the  Red 
Cross,  but  because  she  is  an  alien.  I  don  t 
know  her.  I  haven't  been  in  the  Blossom 
Street  Unit.  I  don't  know  her  and  I  don  t 
know  anybody  else  down  there,  but  I  believe 
we  have  a  lot  of  citizens,  both  men  and 
women,    who    are    capable    of    giving    you    all 


the  information  that  you  would  want  in  one 
or  two  years,  all  the  information  that  you 
would  need  down  there,  and  I  don't  think  we 
have  got  to  go  to  Nova  Scotia,  to  Italy,  to 
Ireland  or  to  any  other  country,  to  find  any- 
body. I  believe  we  can  find  them  right  here. 
You  say  she  hasn't  been  here  long  enough 
to  become  a  citizen.  I  don't  think  it  takes 
any  length  of  time  for  any  alien  coming  in 
here  to  signify  his  or  her  intention  to  become 
an  American  citizen,  and  I  think  you  could 
go  to  every  country  in  the  old  world  and 
promise  them  a  position  at  $2,500  a  year  and 
you  could  get  shipload  after  shipload  of  them 
to  come  over  here  and  be  willing  to  declare 
their  intention  to  become  American  citizens. 
I  am  not  blaming  Mrs.  Bligh  for  taking  this 
position,  if  she  can  get  it.  but  I  don't  believe 
in  this  idea  of  getting  aliens  in  here  in  this 
way.  If  you  want  to  get  somebody  from 
Nova  Scotia,  you  can  go  down  there  and 
offer  them  $2,500  a  year,  and  a  lot  of  them 
would  walk  up  here  to  get  it.  A.  She  was 
in  Boston  when  she  was  appointed  and  had 
taken   up   her    residence   in   the   City   of    Boston. 

Q.  I  By  Coun.  DONOGHUE.)  What  spe- 
cial qualifications  has  this  Mrs.  Bligh,  doctor, 
that  you  have  found  it  impossible  to  find  in 
any  American  citizen  ?  A.  She  has  had  a 
training  as  a  nurse,  is  a  regular  graduate 
nurse,  and  has  had  private  and  institutional 
nurse  training  in  New  York  City  ;  she  has 
had  a  great  deal  of  medical  social  work  in 
Halifax,  and  has  done  work  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Massachusetts  Relief  Commission, 
having  charge  of  a  similar  unit  in  Halifax. 
She  came  to  Boston  because  her  husband's 
business  brought  her  here  to  Boston,  and  she 
had  to  give  up  her  medico-social  work  in  Hali- 
fax. She  was  in  Boston  when  we  located  her, 
uad  taken   up    a   residence   in   Boston. 

Q.  Well,  doctor,  what  different  qualifica- 
cions  have  you  found  in  her  different  from 
what  any  graduate  nurse  has?  A.  People  of 
this  kind  are  extremely  difficult  to  get,  and 
that  is  why  although  we  were  offering  $2,500 
a  year,  we  found  it  so  difficult  to  find  any- 
body for  the  place.  People  occupying  such 
a  position  would  in  many  cases  expect  much 
larger  amounts.  She  has  had  a  broad  experi- 
ence. She  has  been  a  nurse  in  a  hospital, 
has  taken  temperatures  of  patients,  has  looked 
after  them,  applied  bandages,  administered 
medicine,  made  beds,  looked  after  the  gen- 
eral care  of  the  patients  individually,  and 
she  has  also  done  medical  social  work,  and 
work  of  that  type  involves  working  not 
merely  with  the  individual,  working  not  merely 
for  the  relief  of  illness  and  injury,  but  work- 
ing with  the  mass  of  the  community  and  work- 
ing for  the  prevention  of  disease.  That  is 
work  for  which  the  ordinary  graduate  trained 
nurse,  even  women  with  a  great  deal  of 
experience  in  bedside  nursing,  are  not  par- 
ticularly fitted. 

Q.  Don't  you  think  any  graduate  nurse 
who  has  had  the  education  and  has  spent  the 
time  to  become  a  graduate  nurse  would  easily 
tit  into  this  medieo-social  work?  A.  The  best 
answer  to  that  is  the  fact  that  we  have  had 
at  the  unit,  I  don't  know  for  how  long  a 
time  but  it  antedated  my  arrival  in  Boston, 
a  trained  nurse  whom  I  believe  is  a  good 
trained  nurse  when  it  comes  to  nursing 
work,  and  who  certainly  has  not  filled  the 
bill  as  a  director  of  the  health  unit.  I  think 
that   answers   the   question. 

Q.  No,  you  haven't  answered  the  question 
for  me,  doctor.  You  said  you  had  a  trained 
nurse    down    there?      A.     Yes. 

Q  We  are  talking  about  a  graduate  nurse, 
not  a  trained  nurse?  A.  This  Mrs.  Coyle, 
I  believe,  is  a  graduate  nurse.  I  have  always 
so  regarded  her.  1  know,  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
that  few  of  the  nurses  that  are  employed 
by  the  city  as  visiting  nurses  are  as  a  mat- 
ter of  fact,  graduate  nurses.  Mrs.  Coyle,  1 
believe,  is.  She  is  a  very  estimable  woman 
and  I  have  no  fault  to  find  with  Mrs.  Coyle 
in    her   own    position. 

q.      But     you     I',  el     thai      il      takes     rather     a 
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nappy  combination  to  become  a  medico-social 
worker?     A.     It  clearly   does. 

Q.  Don't  you  know  a  great  many  women 
engaged  in  medico-social  work  that  didn't 
know  anything  about  nursing  or  anything  in 
connection  with  it  previous  to  their  getting 
into  that  work?  A.  I  don't  know  of  any 
women  who  are  engaged  in  medico-social 
work,  with  a  single  exception,  who  didn't 
know  anything  about  nursing  before  they  went 
in.  There  are  a  large  number  of  social  work- 
ers, some  of  whom  are  working  along  the 
line  of  health  activities,  but  you  will  find  that 
practically  all  of  those  are  women  who  had  a 
full  nursing  training.  There  may  be  some 
who  have  not,  I  expect  there  are ;  but  a 
nursing  training  is  looked  on  as  practically 
essential  to  a  medico-social  worker.  Of  course, 
you  must  draw  the  distinction  between  a 
medico-social  worker  and  an  ordinary  social 
worker. 

Q.  I  draw  the  distinction,  but  I  fail  to 
aee  where  any  position  can  be  filled  by  any 
alien  that  cannot  be  filled  by  an  American 
citizen.  I  think  we  have  as  high  a  class  in 
any  line  right  here  in  America  as  anywhere 
in  the  world.  A.  I  agree  with  you,  thor- 
oughly. 

Q.  And  I  believe  that  an  American  citizen 
should  get  that  job.  A.  I  agree  with  you 
entirely.  She  is  a  woman  who  has  been 
trained  in  Amercian  schools,  has  had  a  train- 
ing in  New  York  City,  has  had  a  training 
under    American    direction. 

Q.  (By  Coun.  MORIARTY.)  "Was  she  a 
resident    of    New    York  ?     A.      I    don't    know. 

Q.  How  long  was  she  there?  A.  I  don't 
recall. 

Q.  I  heard  you  say  that  she  hadn't  been 
In  America  very  long.  A.  She  has  not  been 
in    Boston   long  enough   to   become   a   citizen. 

Q.  Well,  New  York  City  is  a  part  of  the 
United  States.  A.  Her  residence  in  New 
York  City  antedated  her  taking  up  her  resi- 
dence   in    Halifax,    I    understand. 

Q.  Was  that  before  she  was  married?  A. 
I    believe    it   was. 

Q.  So  she  had  no  intention  here  before 
she  was  married  to  become  an  American 
citizen  ?     A.     That  I  don't  know. 

Q.  Your  statement  earlier  was  that  she 
hadn't  had  time.  She  evidently  has  had 
time,  if  she  put  in  some  time  in  New  York. 
A.  That  I  am  not  prepared  to  say,  with  re- 
spect to  her  New  York  experience.  We  were 
not  discussing  her  New  York  experience  at 
that  time  ;  we  were  discussing  her  Boston  resi- 
dence. 

Q.  We  didn't  know  about  that  experience 
in  New  York,  until  you  told  us  about  it. 
Now,  I  don't  know  the  lady.  I  only  know 
that  I  have  got  this  card  and  communication. 
I  haven't  talked  with  any  one.  But  I  have  got 
those.  I  thought  that  was  the  best  communi- 
cation I  had  got  since  I  have  been  in  the 
Council. 

Q.  (By  Coun.  DONOGHUE.)  I  would  like 
to  ask  Doctor  Woodward,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  he  said  he  didn't  think  it  was  a  matter 
of  much  moment,  in  other  words,  was  merely 
a  trifle,  and  therefore  he  didn't  take  the  mat- 
ter up  with  the  Mayor,  if  he  considers  the  fact 
that  there  is  an  alien  in  this  city  of  ours 
receiving  $2,500  a  year  for  medico-social  work 
a  small  matter,  when  there  are  a  lot  of  citi- 
zens, in  my  opinion,  who  would  be  only  too 
anxious  and  too  glad  to  get  that  job,  in  view 
of  the  great  unemployment  situation  ?  I 
would  like  to  ask  him  if  he  does  not  think, 
when  it  comes  to  giving  a  position  paying 
a  $2,500  salary  to  an  alien,  that  matter  ought 
to  be  taken  up  by  the  Mayor  of  Boston  and 
receive  his  sanction,  as  to  whether  or  not  it  is 
in  accordance  with  his  policy  or  not?  A.  My 
conceit   is   that   the   Mayor   desires   results. 

Q.  Irrespective  of  who  is  employed?  A. 
When  a  study  has  been  made  and  action  is 
called  for,  it  may  be,  dependent  upon  the 
action  recommended,  something  that  ought  to 
be  submitted  to  the  Mayor  for  consideration ; 
but  it  hardly  appears  to  me  that  the  Mayor 
of    a    city    like    this,    with    many    obligations 


and  duties,  should  be  expected  to  be  con- 
sulted upon  each  and  every  detail  of  ad- 
ministration of  the  departments  of  the  city. 
I  will  say,  further,  that  the  functions  of  the 
Health  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  are 
largely  defined  by  the  statutes  of  the  state, 
the  department  itself  paralleling  the  boards 
of  health  of  the  state,  and  to  that  extent  the 
matters  dealt  with  are,  you  may  say,  governed 
by  statute  law  to  a  large  extent.  With  re- 
spect to  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  I  have 
been  unable  to  find  anything  in  the  ordinances 
of  the  city  laying  down  any  rule  with  re- 
spect to  a  matter  of  this  kind  or  even  re- 
quiring that  a  woman  be  a  resident  of  the 
City  of  Boston.  Now,  if  the  City  of  Boston 
lays  down  any  rule,  I  assure  you  that  no  one 
will  be  more  willing  than  I  to  comply  with  its 
letter  and  spirit.  But  there  is  nothing  cer- 
tainly, either  in  statute  or  in  ordinance,  that 
in  any  way  tends  to  interfere  with  this  ser- 
vice or  that  would  tend  to  interfere  with  it 
even   if  the  woman   were  on  the  city  pay  roll. 

Q.  I  would  like  to  ask  a  couple  of  more 
questions.  You  say,  doctor,  that  there  isn't 
any  ordinance  or  statute  to  prevent  employ- 
ment of  this  woman,  that  there  isn't  any 
statute  or  ordinance  preventing  you  from 
hiring  her.  Possibly  that  may  be  so.  I  have 
maintained  right  along  that  the  civil  service 
is  a  farce,  and  I  think  you  are  proving  my 
contention  ;  and  here  we  have  a  condition 
now  that,  in  my  opinion,  is  a  fundamental 
one.  It  is  not  a  trifle.  When  an  alien  is 
hired  in  preference  to  an  American  citizen, 
that  is  a  fundamental  thing,  in  my  opinion. 
In  your  opinion  it  might  be  a  trifle.  A.  I 
will  agree  with  you  that  when  an  alien  is 
hired  in  preference  to  an  American  citizen 
and  paid  for  from  American  funds,  it  is  not 
a  trifle.  But  there  was  not  before  the  Health 
Commissioner  at  any  time  any  American  citi- 
zen who  came  within  this  group.  Therefore, 
one  was  not  hired   in   preference  to  the  other. 

Q.  You  say,  no  American  citizen  within 
this  group, — do  you  say  that  there  was  no 
American  citizen  that  possessed  the  necessary 
qualification  to  take  this  job  ?  A.  I  beg  your 
pardon.  I  was  unable  to  find  any  American 
citizen  who  would  take  the  job  for  the  price 
offered. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Take  my  advice  and 
hang  a  shingle  on  the  outer  door,  and  you 
will  have  a  raft  of  them  around  in  the  morn- 
ing.    That   is    all   I   have   to  say. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY — Mr.  Chairman,  I  can- 
not understand  the  commissioner's  attitude, 
and  I  take  exceptions.  He  says  he  coincides 
with  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council.  Now, 
I  don't  want  to  be  discourteous,  but  I  don't 
think  he  does.  We  provided  $15,000  for  a 
committee  of  the  City  of  Boston  on  the  mat- 
ter of  Americanization,  and  then  to  have  the 
present  commissioner  go  outside  in  this  way 
and  employ  alien  labor  I  think  is  all  out  of  the 
question.  Not  only  that,  but  you  say  the  city 
doesn't  pay  for  it.  You  acknowledge  your- 
self that  you  made  out  a  voucher  for  the 
city. 

Doctor  WOODWARD— For  the  Red  Cross. 

Q.  (By  Coun.  BRICKLEY.)  Yes,  but  the 
city  is  chai'ged  for  it,  not  in  the  sum  and 
substance,  but  it  is  put  against  the  city's 
name.  You  vouch  for  the  City  of  Boston 
when  you  sign  your  name  to  that  voucher. 
I  think  something  should  be  done  in  this  case. 
My  God,  I  think  America  has  been  deprived 
of  enough.  I  am  not  going  after  anything 
for  myself,  but  I  think  the  time  has  come 
when  we  should  look  after  our  citizens.  I 
don't  think  the  young  blood  of  the  country  is 
forcible  enough.  They  have  been  putting 
things  over  on  us.  When  we  were  defending 
the  country  they  put  through  the  suffrage 
amendment  and  other  things,  and  if  the  war 
had  gone  on  a  little  longer  we  would  have 
been  deprived  of  our  American  citizenship 
by  not  being  given  the  power  to  vote.  Now 
things  like  this  come  along.  Now,  if  this 
sort  of  thing  is  going  to  continue,  I  would 
like  to  know  it.  I  certainly  am  going  to 
vote    against    anything    of    the    sort    when    I

have  a  chance.  I  think  that  woman  should  he 
done  away  with  immediately  and  that  power 
given  to  yourself  or  somebody  else.  The  City 
Council  isn't  accountable  for  that  woman. 
She  could  tell  you  to  chase  yourselves.  Now, 
this  $2,500  is  a  charge  against  the  city, 
although  it  does  not  come  out  of  the  city 
funds  heie,  it  is  credited  against  the  Red 
Cross  to  the  City  of  Boston.  I  think  that 
job  should  be  done  away  with,  Mr.  Commis- 
sioner. I  don't  think  that  woman  should 
have  it.  That  is  my  honest  opinion.  My  God, 
there  are  enough  Americans  that  need  jobs. 
That    is    all,    Mr.    Chairman. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— I  have  here  the  Re- 
vised Ordinances  of  1914,  Chapter  3,  section 
12,  "Every  officer  in  charge  of  a  department 
shall  employ,  fix  the  compensation  of,  and 
make  a  discharge  for  such  cause  as  he  shall 
deem  sufficient  and  cause  to  be  recorded  in 
the  records  of  the  department,  all  subordi- 
nates in  his  department,  but  shall  employ 
none  but  citizens  and,  if  male  subordinates, 
legal  voters  of  Boston,  in  any  capacity." 
Haven't  you  found  that  in  your  three  years  ? 
A.  I  found  the  legal  voters,  in  the  case  of 
the  male  citizens.  The  male  l'esidents  must 
be  legal  voters.  I  am  frank  to  say  that  I 
had  not  found  the  citizen  end  of  it,  because 
I  found  a  foreigner  in  the  office  when  I  came 
in. 

Q.  (By  Coun.  MORIARTY.)  After  you 
found  him  he  continued  to  work  there  for 
some   time?     A.      He   certainly   did. 

Q.  You  didn't  remove  him  on  account  of 
that  ordinance?  A.  No,  because  we  were 
unable  to  fill  his  place.  It  is  exactly  the 
same    as    in    the    present   situation. 

Q.  I  would  ask  the  doctor  how  many  ap- 
plications he  did  investigate  for  this  position  ? 
A.     Probably    eighteen    to    twenty-five. 

Q.  Where  were  their  residences  ?  A.  Their 
residence  was  in  various  parts  of  the  United 
States,   all   over  the   country,  you  may  say. 

Q.  Did  you  investigate  any  from  any  other 
country  ?  A.  No.  They  were  living  within 
the  United  States.  I  don't  know  as  the 
question  of  citizenship   came  up   in  their  cases. 

Q.  So  you  were  unable  to  find  anybody 
in  the  whole  United  States?  You  didn't  do 
any  advertising,  did  you,  doctor  ?  A.  We 
communicated  with  the  various  agencies  that 
register    persons    of    this    kind. 

Q.  What  agencies?  A.  We  asked,  for  in- 
stance, the  Women's  Educational  Union. 
There  is  a  New  York  organization  where 
most  of  those  social  workers  register  and  we 
applied  to  them  for  aid.  I  don't  recall  any 
advertising    in  this  case. 

Q.  How  many  Boston  agencies,  if  any,  did 
you  communicate  with?  A.  Well,  the  Wo- 
men's Industrial  and  Educational  Union  we 
communicated  with,  and  it  was  through  them 
that  we  got  Mrs.   Bligh. 

Q.  Is  that  the  only  help  that  they  supply? 
A.     No,   oh,   no. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Well,  I  will  say  that  I  am 
prepared  to  go  as  far  as  to  cut  out  the  appro- 
priation, to  get  rid  of  her,  closing  up  that  unit 
on  Blossom  street.  That  is  how  far  I  am  pre- 
pared to  go,  if  you  people  are  going  to  take 
the  methods  you  do  to  get  these  employees. 
I  realize  that  I  am  doing  something  that 
may  be  resulting  in  a  wrong,  but  if  you  heads 
of  departments  are  going  to  give  preference 
to  aliens  and  noncitizen  labor,  I  am  going  to 
take  the  alternative  of  closing  the  place  up. 
If  we  cannot  get  able-bodied  men  and  women 
to  fill  our  positions,  without  going  to  foreign 
countries,  I  am  willing  to  cut  that  particular 
budget  out,  for  that  place.  I  am  sick  and 
tired  of  having  heads  of  departments  come  in 
here  and  use  their  judgment  on  the  appro- 
priation of  money  that  is  appropriated  by  this 
appropriating  body,  doing  as  they  themselves 
see  fit.  I  believe  you  can  get  an  American 
citizen,  born  in  this  country,  to  do  that  work, 
a  graduate  nurse.  You  say  that  this  lady 
down  there  is  a  graduate  nurse.  But  still 
we  have  to  take  a  foreigner  and  put  her  in 
there,  and  if  those  under  her  have  to  ask  tor 
bandages,  or  if  any  recommendations  are  to 
be    made,    they    have    to    take    them    from    an 


alien,  can't  go  to  the  commissioner,  but  have 
to  go  to  an  alien.  It  is  about  time  that  we 
closed  up  not  only  that  department  but  any 
other  department  of  the  city  that  adopts  that 
method.  I  will  say  this,  that  I  have  communi- 
cations by  the  armful  calling  us  un-American, 
and  I  am  going  to  show  to  the  public  that 
I  am  a  true  American,  that  I  am  trying  to 
make  places  for  Americans,  and  to  see  that 
the  money  of  the  citizens  will  not  be  spent 
for  supervision  over  citizens  by  aliens.  I 
want  to  say,  further,  that  practically  every 
cent  of  money  that  is  paid  to  her  as  wages 
is  American  money  donated  by  people  who 
pleaded  and  pleaded  to  us  during  the  war  as 
Americans  to  donate  it,  to  the  American  Red 
Cross,  and  I  believe  when  the  money  has 
been  donated  in  that  way,  when  work  is 
going  to  be  done  here  it  should  be  done  by 
Americans.  This  woman  has  been  in  New 
York  and  has  been  here,  and  I  believe  she 
has  had  ample  opportunity  in  her  stay  in 
New  York  and  her  stay  in  Boston  to  at  least 
signify  her  intention  to  become  an  American 
citizen,  and  when  she  is  not  doing  so,  I  have 
no  use  for  her  or  the  likes  of  her,  who  don't 
want  to  become  citizens  of  this  country.  I 
will  go  a  little  farther  and  say  that  I  have 
no  use  for  any  head  of  a  department  who 
will  go  along  in  this  way  and  who  will  use 
every  effort  to  hinder  me  in  carrying  out  my 
duty,  a  man  who  does  not  look  for  American 
citizens  first  and  all  the  time.  I  have  con- 
cluded,   Mr.    Chairman. 

Q.  (By  Coun.  DONOGHUE.)  I  would 
like  to  ask  you  what  your  interpretation  is, 
doctor,  of  that  section  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances which  says  that  you  shall  employ  none 
but  citizens.  A.  I  think  with  respect  to  any 
place  on  the  pay  roll  we  would  have  to  have 
citizens.  I  will  be  perfectly  frank  with  re- 
spect to  that. 

Q.     That  is,   any  place  paid   direct  ■ A. 

By  the  city. 

Q.  You  would  have  to  employ  a  citizen  ? 
A.     Yes. 

Q.     But,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  this  money 

is   indirectly  paid  A.     I   don't  think  that 

applies  in  a  case  of  this  sort. 

Q.  That  is,  owing  to  the  indirect  method 
by  which  this  woman  gets  her  salary,  you 
don't  think  that  the  ordinance  applies  to  her? 
A.     No. 

Q.  Well,  I  just  merely  want  to  say  that  I 
am  fearful  of  this  avoidance  of  the  civil  ser- 
vice regulations  that  have  been  laid  down. 
We  saw  here  yesterday  an  instance  where  a 
woman  not  a  resident  of  Boston  was  pulled 
in  here  and  given  a  salary  of  $2,300,  a  job 
of  that  kind,  without  any  examination,  being 
placed  in  a  supervisory  capacity  in  the  In- 
stitutions Department.  It  would  seem  that 
the  law  that  the  veterans  had  placed  on  the 
statutes  up  there  in  the  State  House  is  not 
going  to  amount  to  anything,  because  they  are 
supposed  now  to  receive  preference.  In  con- 
nection with  civil  service  examinations  and 
lists,  they  are  supposed  to  go  to  the  top  of 
the  list.  But  if  this  practice  is  going  to  be 
followed,  that  they  are  going  to  take  some 
one  from  a  state  list  and  put  her  in  a  job, 
and  are  going  to  avoid  giving  preference  to 
soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  late  war  or  any 
other  war  of  this  country,  something  is 
wrong.  I  am  absolutely  opposed  to  such  a 
policy  being  followed  out  or  attempted  by 
any  head  of  a  department,  and  I  am  abso- 
lutely in  accord  with  Coun.  Moriarty  in  this 
entire    proposition. 

Chairman  WATSON — Any  further  questions 
of  Doctor  Woodward?  (No  response.)  You 
are  excused,  doctor,  with  the  thanks  of  the 
committee. 

Doctor  WOODWARD— Thank  you,  gentle- 
men. 


At  a  later  hearing  Doctor  Woodward  was 
recalled   and  continued  his  statement. 

Chairman  MCLAUGHLIN— Doctor  Wood- 
ward, some  of  the  members  of  the  Council 
yesterday     questioned     some     things     in     your 
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budget,  and  I  presume  that  the  members  who 
passed  those  particular  items  will  now  proceed 
to   ask  questions   in   regard  to  them. 

Q.  (By  Coun.  MORI  ARTY.)  I  said  yes- 
terday that  I  was  prepared  to  vote  against 
the  whole  budget  of  the  Health  Department 
unless  some  provision  was  made  to  stop  the 
present  method  in  some  way,  if  possible,  of 
having  an  alien  give  instructions  to  the  help 
now  employed  by  the  City  of  Boston.  I  would 
like  to  know,  where  power  has  been  given 
to  an  alien  to  have  charge  of  our  city  em- 
ployees and  to  be  the  personal  representative 
of  the  Health  Commissioner  representing  the 
City  of  Boston,  if  that  cannot  be  stopped 
in  some  way.  A.  Is  the  question  addressed 
to  me? 

Q.  Yes.  A.  I  should  say  that  that  is  a 
matter  that  the  City  Council  should  consider 
and  determine  the  policy  with  respect  to.  If 
it  is  in  the  power  of  the  City  Council  under 
the  charter  to  adopt  a  resolution  expressing 
its  wishes  and  desires  in  a  matter  of  that 
kind,  and  the  City  Council  so  expresses  its 
wishes  and  desires,  I  shall  give  the  matter 
very  serious  consideration  and  take  it  up  with 
those  furnishing  the  city  with  services  worth 
$2,500  a  year.  I  imagine  that  they  would  be 
able  to  find  other  use  for  their  $2,500,  but  I 
would  like  to  know  very  definitely  the  opinion 
of   the   City   Council   on   the   subject  first. 

Chairman  MCLAUGHLIN — I  think  the  sense 
of  the  committee  is  this,  that  they  feel  that 
the  men  and  women  employed  by  you  should 
not  be  supervised,  governed  or  controlled  by 
people  not  responsible  to  the  City  of  Boston, 
no  matter  how  paid.  I  think  that  Coun. 
Moriarty's  request  meets  with  the  moral  sup- 
port of  the  entire  membership  of  the  Council, 
and  it  is  only  a  question  of  how  we  can  most 
effectively  proceed  to  accomplish  the  ends  he 
desires.  That  probably  is  an  administrative 
function  on  your  part,  sir,  over  which  we 
have  no  control.  You  are  an  officer  respon- 
sible only  to  the  Mayor  and  not  to  the  City 
Council.  It  would  be  too  bad  to  have  to  ac- 
knowledge that  we  have  not  in  the  entire  City 
of  Boston  or  even  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  for  that  matter,  a  person 
capable  of  doing  this  work.  It  is  bad  enough 
to  have  to  go  outside  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
to  say  nothing  of  having  to  go  outside  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  the 
United  States,  lor  some  one  qualified  to  do  the 
work  that  this  particular  lady  is  doing.  It 
does  not  seem  as  though  that  could  be  so  :  that 
it  is  rather  a  commentary  on  the  ability  of 
hundreds  and  perhaps  thousands  of  our 
women.  ' 

Doctor  WOODWARD — I  think  the  conclu- 
sion is  not  justified  by  the  facts,  for  the 
simple  reason  that  a  six  months'  search  was 
made  for  the  competent  man  or  woman  in 
Boston,  or  anywhere  else,  if  one  could  be 
found,  who  was  fitted  for  the  place  and  who 
would    take    it   for   this   salary. 

Q.  (By  Chairman  MCLAUGHLIN.)  Of 
course,  you  are  going  to  pass  on  the  fitness 
of  any  one  who  may  be  suggested?  A.  I 
should  have  to  do  so. 

Q.  And,  of  course,  the  Council  will  have 
to  leave  this  to  you  in  the  final  analysis,  and 
you  will  put  on  the  K.O.  if  you  have  to. 
I  suppose  it  is  the  consensus  of  the  Council 
that  there  must  be  some  one,  a  citizen  of 
Boston,  who  is  capable  of  doing  that  par- 
ticular work  that  this  lady  is  doing.  I  can- 
not really  make  myself  believe  that  there  is 
not  some  one  woman  in  this  city  who  is  as 
eminently  fitted  as  that  lady  we  are  talking 
about.  If  that  is  not  true,  it  is  a  terrible 
condition  of  affairs.  I  never  knew  of  any 
such  condition  to  prevail  in  our  city  of  culture 
and  learning.  A.  I  would  suggest  that  the 
City  Council  before  action  produce  such  a 
woman.  . 

Chairman  MCLAUGHLIN— We  may  be  able 
to  do  that  and  call  your  bluff,  if  you  will 
accept  her  ;  but,  no  matter  how  well  she 
might  be  qualified,  if  you  said  "No  that 
would  settle  it.  You  would  have  to  be  the 
one  who  decided,  and  would  not  be  obliged 
to   take   our  suggestion. 


Coun.  COLLINS — Doctor  Woodward  has 
asked  a  question  here.  I  thought  I  '  had 
made  myself  perfectly  clear  to  my  colleagues 
yesterday,"  in  answer  to  your  question.  1 
think,  all  things  being  equal,  a  citizen  of 
Boston  and  of  our  country  should  have  the 
preference. 

Doctor    WOODWARD— I    agree   with    you. 

Coun.  COLLINS — But  I  think  service  is 
the  important  thing,  and  under  the  charter 
I  think  it  is  your  duty  to  select  such  a  person  ; 
that  it  rests  upon  you  as  the  administrative 
officer,  subject  to  the  Mayor.  I  think  the  one 
thing  we  have  to  pass  on  is  the  desirability 
of  the  position  itself,  and  that  we  have  noth- 
ing to  say  about  the  patricular  person,  except, 
as  the  chairman  has  suggested,  that  we  might 
express  our  feelings  by  resolutions  as  favor- 
ing a  citizen  of  Boston.  Naturally  we  favor 
a   citizen   of    Boston,    if   one   can   be   had. 

Doctor  WOODWARD— And  so  do  I,  Mr. 
Councilor,    absolutely. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  Chairman,  I  think 
I  have  a  constructive  proposition  to  submit 
here.  I  have  no  lady  in  mind  and  don't 
know  where  one  can  be  found  that  will  satisfy 
the  standards  set  for  that  particular  position. 
But  I  agree  with  the  other  members  that  we 
should  find  a  woman,  or  it  need  not  be  a 
woman  ;  that  we  should  find  a  citizen  who 
can  do  this  work  under  your  direction.  In 
order  that  there  may  be  none  but  a  citizen 
employed  there,  I  ask  you  this  question.  If 
the  Mayor  will  send  to  us  a  $2,500  item  in 
the  budget  for  the  position  which  this  lady 
now  fills,  and  we  should  agree  and  the  Coun- 
cil would  pass  it,  would  you  then  be  com- 
pelled to  hire  none  but  a  citizen?  It  is  true 
that    you    would    be,    isn't    it? 

Doctor  WOODWARD— That  is  true. 

Coun.  WATSON — Well,  you  have  people  in 
your  office,  in  my  opinion,  who  are  fully  com- 
petent to  make  a  survey  of  the  Blossom 
street  unit,  of  which  this  lady  is  now  in 
charge,  representing  you  unofficially  but  rep- 
resenting the  Red  Cross  organization  in  fact. 
I  believe  you  have  her  there.  I  believe  if 
you  search  your  department  you  will  find 
among  your  employees  a  competent  and  fit 
man  or  woman  who  can  go  down  there  and 
faithfully  get  the  information  desired  concern- 
ing the  unit,  and  who  can  as  well  look  into 
the  matter  of  making  recommendations  for 
improving  the  service  as  the  lady  you  have 
got  htere :  and  if  the  Council  will  provide  the 
money,  will  vote  for  the  $2,500  if  the  Mayor 
will  send  in  a  recommendation  to  that  effect, 
will  you  make  another  effort  to  find  somebody 
who  can  fill  the  position — because,  pardon  me, 
I  don't  say   you   tell   an   untruth  

Doctor    WOODWARD— No. 

Coun.  WATSON— Pardon  me.  This  is 
serious,  but  I  will  say  that  you  are  mistaken 
when  you  say  that  you  have  made  a  thorough 
search  for  someone  for  that  particular  posi- 
tion. 

Doctor  WOODWARD — I  have  brought  here 
today,  as  physical  evidence  of  the  search, 
a  batch  of  correspondence,,  practically  all  of 
which  represents  the  result  of  my  search 
through  persons  I  corresponded  with  in  hope 
of   finding  someone. 

Coun.  WATSON — Don't  turn  the  subject ; 
don't  be  hostile.  I  am  going  to  vote  for  your 
appropriation,  anyway,  because  I  cannot  af- 
ford to  hold  up  an  important  department  like 
yours  to  right  a  minor  injustice.  I  feel  that 
I  would  be  doing  a  greater  injustice  in  vot- 
ing against  your  budget.  That  is  my  point 
of  view.  But  you  have  men  in  your  depart- 
ment, faithful  employees,— I  know  it  if  you 
don't, — who  are  competent  to  do  the  very  work 
that  this  lady  is  doing.  You  have  not  made 
that  effort.  Have  you  talked  with  anyone  in 
your  department,  any  subordinate,  concerning 
this   survey  ? 

Doctor  WOODWARD— I  had  those  persons 
in  mind.  May  I  be  permitted  to  make  one 
statement  in  relation  to  the  proposition  that 
Coun.   Watson   advances? 

Coun.   WATSON— Surely. 

Doctor    WOODWARD— That   is    this,    that   if 
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a  person  comes  through  the  budget,  whether 
the  appointment  be  made  from  within  the 
Health  Department  or  without  the  Health 
Department,  it  must  be  made  under  civil  ser- 
vice rules  and  from  a  list  certified  by  the 
Civil  Service  Commission,  except  as  we  may 
have  authority,  of  course,  to  make  a  pro- 
visional appointment  pending  the  result  of  the 
examination. 

Coun.  WATSON — Or  a  promotion  in  your 
department. 

Doctor     WOODWARD— An     appointment    to. 
a    new    position    carrying    such    duties    would, 
I    believe,    carry   with    it    an   examination. 

Coun.  WATSON — You  would  simply  have 
to  change  the  rating  to  put  them  at  this  work. 

Doctor  WOODWARD — I  will  simply  say  in 
reply  to  that  that  in  an  analogous  situation, 
when  I  had  under  consideration  the  possibility 
of  assigning  certain  of  our  sanitary  inspec- 
tors to  supervisory  duties,  breaking  up  the 
larger  group  into  several  small  groups,  I  was 
informed  that  the  men  assigned  to  super- 
visory work  would  have  to  be  selected  as  the 
result  of  an  examination  held  under  civil 
service  direction ;  so  I  presume,  even  though 
an  appointment  might  me  made  from  within 
the  Health  Department,  that  rule  would  be 
applied.  I  want  to  say,  with  respect  to  a 
position  of  this  sort,  that  the  civil  service 
examination  is,  in  my  judgment,  absolutely 
not  calculated  to  determine  the  qualifications 
of  the  person.  The  qualifications  of  a  man  or 
woman  who  is  to  make  a  study  of  a  unit  of 
that  kind,  co-ordinating  public  and  private 
agencies,  call  for  an  ability  that  you  cannot 
express  in  black  and  white  or  by  word  of 
mouth.  You  have  to  judge  a  man  or  a  woman 
on  his  or  her  record.  Mr.  Watson  speaks  of 
the  possibility  of  having  a  man  rather  than 
a  woman.  I  would  have  preferred  a  man  for 
the  place.  There  are  problems  connected  with 
the  administration  in  connection  with  which 
a  man,  I  think,  would  have  been  a  distinct 
advantage.  I  could  not  get  a  man.  I  will 
say  frankly  at  the  present  time  that  I  do 
not  believe  the  city  is  getting  its  money's 
worth  out  of  the  unit.  I  will  say  that  the 
defects  of  the  unit,  the  shortcomings  of  the 
unit,  if  I  may  so  call  them,  were  made  a 
matter  of  record  May  19,  1916,  as  the  result 
of  a  meeting  in  the  interest  of  the  Blossom 
Street  Unit,  at  which  were  present  my  pre- 
decessor, Doctor  Mahoney,  and  the  late  Doc- 
tor Shea.  Those  same  defects  still  exist. 
They  will  exist  until  some  provision  is  made 
for  a  proper  administrative  head.  I  am  will- 
ing to  work  to  that  end  with  the  City  Coun- 
cil or  with  anyone  in  any  practicable  way, 
but  unless  we  can  improve  the  unit  quite 
clearly  I  think  the  unit  had  better  be  aban- 
doned. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Of  course,  that  is  up 
to  the  doctor,  whether  the  unit  will  be  dis- 
continued or  not.  He  is  the  administrative 
head  of  that  department,  and  he  has  the  right 
to  recommend  that  it  be  abandoned.  My 
only  contention  here  is — and  it  is  not  a  trifle, 
as  some  members  of  the  Council  seem  to  think 
it  is,  but  a  very  important  matter — that  there 
should  be  a  citizen  there.  I  realize  that  tech- 
nically this  woman  is  not  an  employee  of  the 
city,  but  I  claim  again  that  she  is  really 
an  employee  of  the  city  when  she  has  the 
control  over  those  who  are  paid  by  1he  city. 
She  can  go  broadcast,  as  the  card  I  presented 
here  the  other  day  indicates,  as  the  personal 
representative  of  the  Health  Commissioner, 
with  a  card  that  has  the  seal  of  the  City  of 
Boston  on  it.  She  may  go  to  any  place  and 
present  that  card  and  be  met  as  a  representa- 
tive of  the  Health  Department  of  the  < 
Boston,  even  though  technically  she  may  not 
be  on  the  pay   roll. 

Doctor  WOODWARD— If  the  City  Cpuneil 
will  provide  $2,500  or  more  for  the  director 
of  the  Blossom  Street  Health  Unit,  1  shall  be 
very  glad  to  take  up  with  the  donors  oi  the 
money  with  which  Mrs.  Bligh  is  paid  thj 
tei    of    recalling   the  money   or   a   si]  rung  Mrs. 

Bligh    tO    Other    work     under    ll ■i-yisioll. 

If    we    are    simply    going    to    get     rid    <>1    Mis. 
Bligh     with    no    substitute    in    her    place,    thou 


I  shall  certainly  have  to  decline  to  be  re- 
sponsible for  the  welfare  of  the  health  unit 
and  for  the  wise  expenditure  of  the  money 
that   is  spent  there. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— The  Council  has  no 
right  to  appropriate  money  in  that  way,  as 
the  head  of  the  Health  Department  realizes. 
We  have  no  power  to  give  you  $2,500  or  25 
cents,  in  so  far  as  the  health  unit  on  Blossom 
street  is  concerned.  But  I  don't  think  we 
ought  to  get  away  from  the  issue.  The  issue 
is  this,  that  we  have  got  an  alien  there  now 
who  has  control  of  citizens  of  our  country, 
who  is  being  paid  by  citizens'  money,  fur- 
nished by  the  Red  Cross,  and  I  have  no  fight 
with  the  Red  Cress.  I  feel  that  the  Red 
Cross  are  all  right,  or  that  the  work  that 
they  have  done  is  all  right,  and  I  have  sym- 
pathy with  the  work  that  they  are  doing. 
But  I  don't  believe  that  the  Red  Cross  has 
a  right  to  have  somebody  in  their  employ  or 
in  their  organization  who  has  control  over 
our  employees,   and   who   is   an   alien. 

Doctor  WOODWARD — She  does  not  control 
the  employees.  I  control  the  employees,  and 
I   am   a  citizen. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — Mr.  Commissioner,  in 
the  order  which  you  issued  which  I  read  and 
showed  to  you  the  other  day,  that  you  had 
posted,  didn't  you  say  that  all  people  in 
your  department  having  business  to  do  with 
the  health  unit  were  to  report  to  her  for 
anything  ;  that  any  recommendations  they  had 
to    make    were    to    tie    reported    to    her? 

Doctor  WOODWARD— I   did. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— That  any  orders  to  be 
given  to  our  employees  there  were  to  be 
given  by  her;  that  any  supplies  that  were  to 
be   given   out  were   to   be   given   out  by   her  ? 

Doctor   WOODWARD— Yes,   sir. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — So  anybody  who  is  an 
employee  of  the  Health  Department  and  who 
comes  in  touch  with  the  Blossom  Street  Unit, 
who  wants  to  make  recommendations  or  who 
wants  to  take  up  anything  concerning  that 
unit,  has  to  take  orders  from  an  alien.  Is 
that   not   true  ? 

Doctor  WOODWARD— It   is   not  true. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Well,  the  communica- 
tion  does  not  mean   what   it  says,   then  ? 

Doctor  WOODWARD— It  means  what  it 
says,   yes. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — Then,  explain  to  me 
what   it   means. 

Doctor  WOODWARD— I  meant  that  the 
orders  that  are  given  out  for  the  health 
unit  are  given  out  from  the  Health  Depart- 
ment, through  the  Health  Commissioner  com- 
monly, and  that  the  persons  who  go  there 
have  a  right  to  come  to  the  Health  Com- 
missioner for  advice  and  instruction,  if  they 
have   any   grievance. 

Q.  (By  Coun.  MORIARTY.)  Why  did 
you  put  that  notice  in  your  office,  then  ? 
Wasn't  that  to  keep  them  away  from  you  and 
make  them  take  orders  from  this  woman 
who  was  appointed  there?  A.  No.  It  was 
to  co-ordinate  the  health  unit.  You  under- 
stand that  the  health  unit  is  made  up  more 
largely  of  private  agencies  than  of  public 
agencies,    probably. 

Q.  I  realize  that  when  the  health  unit 
was  established  some  of  the  organizations 
now  taking  part  down  there  were  not  in 
existence.  I  figure  that  when  that  unit  was 
organized  and  prepared  by  the  City  of  Boston 
it  was  the  thought  that  it  was  going  to  be 
in  control  of  Boston  and  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ten,  and  I  am  not  going  at  this  late  date 
to  allow  it  to  slip  out  from  under  our  fingers 
if  I  can  help  it.  This  is  one  case;  next  year 
there  may  he  another ;  the  next  year  there 
may  By    tlie    time    we    wake    up 

we  may  find  that  they  have  an  immigration 
station  down  there  instead  of  a  health  unit, 
and  that,  instead  of  being  controlled  by  citi- 
zens of  our  country  -mid  I  am  not  getting 
this  down  even  to  citizens  of  our  city,  but 
to  citizens  el'  em'  country— it  will  be  in  the 
hands  el"  aliens  entirely.  I  am  net  new  try- 
ing to  confine  it  even  te  .citizens  of  Boston. 
I  am  giving  yen  a  wider  latitude  than  that. 
My      contention      new      is      simply      that      there 
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should  at  least  be  there  a  citizen  of  the 
country,  and  if  we  cannot  find  a  man  or  a 
woman  who  is  a  citizen  and  who  is  capable 
of  filling  that  position,  I  think  you  ought  to 
lock  the  place  down  there  up  and  throw  the 
key  overboard,  down  the  harbor.  I  am  pre- 
pared to  take  that  position.  I  realize  that 
it  is  taking  drastic  measures  to  vote  against 
the  whole  budget.  I  know  that  I  cannot  get 
enough  other  members  of  the  Council  to  vote 
with  me  to  put  that  through.  Nevertheless, 
I  am  convinced,  if  I  am  the  only  member 
of  the  Council  who  votes  that  way,  that  it 
is  my  duty  to  vote  against  the  whole  budget 
for  your  department,  unless  I  get  an  agree- 
ment from  you  that  you  will  put  a  citizen 
in  that  position. 

Q.  (By  Coun.  DONOGHUE.)  Doctor,  I 
am  rather  interested  in  the  statement  you 
have  made  relative  to  the  Council  providing 
$2,500  for  the  employment  of  somebody  down 
in  that  health  unit  as  a  director.  I  would 
like  to  ask  you  this  question  :  If  the  City 
Council  did  have  the  power  to  appropriate 
$2,500  in  order  that  you  might  appoint  a 
director  down  in  that  health  unit,  how  would 
it  be  possible  to  find  anybody  to  take  that 
job,  if  today  you  cannot  find  anyone  to  take 
the  job?  A.  That  is  a  matter  that  the  City 
Council  would  have  to  determine.  The  pro- 
cedure, Mr.  Councilor,  would  be  this.  If 
$2,500  were  provided  under  the  city  budget, 
I  should  make  a  requisition  on  the  Civil  Ser- 
vice Department  of  the  state  for  a  list  of 
eligibles.  If  they  had  such  a  list  of  eligibles 
they  would  send  me  down  from  that  list, 
and  I  should  make  an  appointment  from  the 
three  at  the  top  of  the  list.  If  they  had  no 
list  of  eligibles,  it  would  then  be  a  matter 
of  making  a  provisional  appointment  and 
arranging  for  an  examination.  I  should  then 
be  where  I  am  now,  looking  around  for  some 
competent  person  pending  the  examination. 
In  looking  around  I  would  be  limited  to  per- 
sons who  are  citizens  of  this  country  and  per- 
sons who  are  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
except  possibly  in  the  case  of  a  woman,  where 
the  ordinance  does  not  call  for  residence.  It 
is  only  a  question  of  policy,  I  understand,  in 
respect  to  women.  They  must  be  citizens. 
But,  at  any  rate,  I  should  have  to  practically 
limit  myself  to  citizens  of  Boston  in  making 
the    appointment. 

Q.  Doctor,  don't  you  think  it  is  rather 
illogical  reasoning  for  you  to  come  in  here 
and  make  a  blank  statement  that  it  is  impos- 
sible to  get  anyone  else  but  this  one  woman 
capable  of  filling  that  job,  no  matter  what 
provision  may  be  made  or  what  conditions 
may  be  provided  either  by  the  Mayor  or  the 
City  Council  ?  If  you,  in  your  judgment,  say 
that  there  is  only  one  woman  in  these  United 
States  that  is  qualified  to  fill  that  job,  we 
cannot  by  appropriating  money  make  it  two 
women.  A.  I  don't  think  I  said  that.  I  said 
I  had  been  unable  to  find  anyone  after  six 
months    of   diligent  search. 

Q.  Do  you  think  by  six  months  more  of 
diligent  search  you  might  find  somebody  else? 
A.     Why,    that    is    possible,   yes. 

Q.  Possible,  but  not  probable — is  that  it, 
doctor?  A.  I  don't  know  at  the  present 
time.  There  is  a  very  serious  shortage  of 
competent  nurses.  A  large  number  of  nurses 
have  been  absorbed  for  public  health  nurs- 
ing all  over  the  country,  in  institutional  work, 
and  I  don't  know  of  any  class  of  service  more 
difficult  to  provide  than  that  of  public  health 
nurses  of  a  high  grade.  They  are  very  scarce. 
If  the  money  is  available  I  shall  do  my  best, 
and  with  the  utmost  good  faith,  I  assure  you, 
and  with  the  utmost  good  will  to  find  the 
proper  person.  Meanwhile,  I  shall  ask  that 
we  be  permitted  to  do  what  is  clearly  for 
the  interest  of  the  city — endeavor  to  improve 
the  organization  and  service  of  that  institu- 
tion. There  is,  of  course,  one  very  distinct 
advantage  in .  this  transition  stage  in  having 
someone  who  is  not  on  the  pay  roll,  and  in 
having  this  a  temporary  matter.  In  other 
words,  at  the  expiration  of  the  grant  her  ser- 
vice  terminates,   in   any   event.     It  would   be   a 


little    more    difficult    if    she    were    on    the    city 
pay   roll. 

Q.  Yes,  but  as  far  as  the  circumstances 
of  her  employment  are  concerned,  it  wouldn't 
make  any  difference  whether  she  were  a  citizen 
or  a  noncitizen,  as  far  as  that  is  concerned? 
A.     No. 

Q.  So  that  doesn't  enter  into  it,  whether 
you  can  find  anybody  else  for  the  job  or  not. 
A.  It  only  enters  into  the  expediency  of  mak- 
ing it  a  matter  of  public  pay  roll  at  the  time. 
But  if  you  can  find  an  item  of  $2,500  for 
the  position  of  public  health  unit,  I  shall  do 
my  best  to  find  that  person  and  to  co-operate 
with  the  Council  and  the  individual  members 
of  the  Council  in  getting  the  money's  worth 
out  of   that   person   and   the   health   service. 

Q.  Well,  what  hope  is  there,  doctor,  of 
finding  any  such  person  and  establishing  any 
such  position  as  a  city  position?  A.  Well, 
that  suggestion  originated  with  the  Council. 
I  say,  if  it  is  done  I  will  do  my  best  to  find 
the  person. 

Q.  In  your  opinion,  is  there  any  hope  of 
finding  any  such  person  ?  A.  Little,  I  should 
say.  With  respect  to  a  position  that  has  ap- 
peared on  the  budget  for  two  years — director 
of  the  child  hgyiene  division — we  have  never 
been  able  to  find  any  one  who  would  take  that 
position.  We  have  held  an  examination,  with 
no  eligible  list  as  the  result  of  the  examina- 
tion. They  are  holding  another  examination, 
and  I  think  two  or  three  are  going  into  that 
at  the  present  time.  That  shows  the  scarcity 
of    these    workers. 

Q.  (By  Coun.  MORIARTY.)  If  a  larger 
amount  were  paid,  it  might  be  easier?  A. 
It   might   be   easier,    of   course. 

Q.  Then  it  is  a  question  of  dollars  and 
cents,  that  Boston  isn't  paying  enough  money 
to  get  the  right  people  or  the  people  they 
want?  Is  that  the  right  idea?  A.  I  think 
that  is  the  idea  to  a  very  large  extent  with 
all  the  city  service,  so  far  as  it  is  confined 
to  the  Health  Department.  I  should  say  that 
was  the  case.  But  the  positions  are  not  at- 
tractive. 

Q.  Would  that  be  so  in  so  far  as  this  job 
down  there  is  concerned,  that  all  that  could 
have  been'  obtained  was  $2,500?  A.  No,  I 
think  we  would  have  been  willing  to  pay  more. 

Q.  Oh,  you  were  willing  to  pay  more.  A. 
But  we  were  unable  with  the  larger  sum  to 
find  some  one  who  was  worth   the  larger  sum. 

Q.  You  mean  to  say,  doctor,  with  all  the 
graduate  nurses  who  have  been  graduated 
from  the  City  Hospital,  from  the  Brigham 
Hospital,  from  the  Massachusetts  General  Hos- 
pital, from  the  Homeopathic  Hospital,  from 
the  Carney  Hospital,  from  the  Long  Island 
Hospital,  that  we  are  unable  to  find  a  gradu- 
ate nurse  out  of  that  number  of  women  who 
is  capable  of  filling  that  position?  A.  I  will 
say  that  I  was  unable  to  find  a  graduate  nurse 
out  of  those  graduates  from  those  schools  that 
remained  in  Boston  or  were  available  in  the 
United  States,  so  far  as  I  could  get  into  com- 
munication with  them,  or  among  the  graduates 
of  any  and  all  other  nursing  schools  in  the 
United  States.  I  will  say,  further,  that  I 
didn't  limit  my  inquiry  to  graduate  nurses. 
I    looked    for    a    competent    person. 

Q.  The  job  doesn't  even  call  for  a  nurse, 
does  it?  A.  Not  if  you  can  get  one  with 
the  proper  experience  in  medico-social  work, 
no.  A  nurse  or  a  physician,  preferably  a 
nurse,    I    should    say,    was    to    be    preferred. 

Q.  A  graduate  nurse  was  to  be  preferred  ? 
A.  I  should  say  so,  some  with  some  social 
work    back    of   her   nursing   training. 

Q.  I  would  like  to  ask  one  more  question. 
I  would  ask  whether  the  Health  Commissioner 
is  going  to  continue  as  the  Health  Commis- 
sioner of  Boston  to  keep  that  lady  down  there, 
who  is  an  alien,  in  the  same  capacity  that  she 
is  at  the  pi-esent  time,  with  supervision  over 
city  employees  and  with  the  right  to  go  out 
and  represent  Boston,  the  Boston  Health  De- 
partment? A.  Until  some  better  arrange- 
ment   can    be    made,    yes. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— That  is  satisfactory  to 
me.  I  am  prepared  to  vote  against  the  whole 
budget  of  the  Health  Department. 
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Chairman  MCLAUGHLIN — Any  other  ques- 
tions of  Doctor  Woodward  ?  ( No  response. ) 
You  are  excused,  doctor,  with  the  thanks  of 
the  committee. 

Institutions    Department. 

Q.  (By  Coun.  MORI  ARTY.)  Did  the  new 
stenographer  get  an  increase  this  year  ?  Is 
she  in  the  central  office — the  secretary  ?  A. 
No,    I    think    she    does    not    get    any    increase. 

Q.  You  thought  you  gave  her  enough?  A. 
No. 

Q.  Well,  she  didn't  get  any?  A.  I  don't 
think  so. 

Q.  Is  that  young  lady  a  resident  of  Boston  ? 
A.     Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Bona  fide  ?  A.  Yes,  sir ;  a  resident  of 
Boston. 

Q.  Not  a  mattress  resident?  I  understand 
that  she  has  a  room  on  Blue  Hill  avenue  and 
is  living  with  her  mother  out  of  town.  A. 
She  hasn't  a  room  on  Blue  Hill  avenue.  She 
has  moved  from  there.  She  is  living  in  Dor- 
chester. 

Q.  I  understand  that  she  is  living  in  Med- 
ford,  with  her  mother.  A.  That  isn't  so. 
Her  home  is   in   Boston. 

Q.  Isn't  her  mother's  home  in  Medford? 
A.     Yes. 

Q.  She  is  a  single  woman,  isn't  she?  A. 
Yes,  sir. 

Q.  I  understand  that  she  puts  in  most  of 
her  time  in  her  mother's  home  in  Medford. 
I  am  going  to  have  detectives  put  on  her 
track  to  see  if  it  is  true  or  not.  A.  All 
right. 

Q.  Isn't  there  anybody  else  in  that  depart- 
ment in  any  way  capable  of  holding  the  same 
kind   of   job?     A.     Not   in  my   judgment. 

Q.  Do  you  think  the  wages  should  vary 
as  they  do  between  the  other  women  in  that 
department  and  her  wages?  A.  If  I  didn't 
think  so  I  would  not  recommend  the  wages 
which  I  have  given  her. 

Q.  It  must  be  an  awfully  tough  bunch  of 
employees  you  have  over  there  if  that  differ- 
ence of  wages  is  a  proof  of  it.  A.  There  is 
a  difference  of  $300  between  her  and  the  next 
one.  . , 

Q  She  is  the  second  highest  paid  woman 
in  the  city  employ,  isn't  she?  A.  The  press 
so   state. 

Q.  We  have  women  working  for  the  city 
who  have  given  the  best  part  of  their  lives 
to  it,  who  have  had  just  as  much  schooling 
and  education  as  this  lady  has  had,  but,  in  so 
far  as  salary  is  concerned,  we  give  an  out- 
sider, who  comes  in  here  and  hires  a  room 
in  Boston,  the  second  highest  paid  job  m 
Boston,  in  so  far  as  women  are  concerned. 
I  am  not  kicking  about  her  salary,— good  luck 
to  her,  as  far  as  the  salary  is  concerned  — 
but  I  think  you  ought  to  be  just  as  favor- 
able to  the  other  women  working  m  your  de- 
partment and  the  men  working  m  your  de- 
partment, to  bring  them  up  to  where  she  is. 
I  don't  think  she  is  getting  too  much  money. 
I  don't  think  any  woman  working  for  the 
city  gets  too  much  money.  A.  I  think  if  you 
look  "the  salary  list  over  you  will  find  that  the 
employees  under  me  get  pretty  good  wages 
that  they  get  more  under  me  than  they  did 
before,    and   that   they   are   a   pretty   contented 

°Q  I  don't  understand  so.  I  don't  under- 
stand that  they  are  a  very  contented  lot.  I 
haven't  been  in  your  office  since  you  put  on 
the  new  secretary,  but  I  have  heard  from 
certain  sources  that  the  people  in  your  office 
are  anything  but  a  contented  lot.  A.  Well, 
that   is   news   to  me. 

Q  I  understand  that  they  resent  it  very 
much  a  woman  who  has  come  m  as  an  entire 
stranger  receiving  more  compensation  than 
they  receive,  without  even  giving  them  the 
consideration  of  an  opportunity  to  take  an 
examination    for    the    job?     A.     No. 

Q  Any  other  office  in  your  place  would 
have  to  be  filled  by  competition.  If  one  ot 
the  girls  there  got  through  you  would  have 
to  get  permission  from  the  civil  service  to 
fill  her  place.  A.  In  this  instance  I  had  to 
get    permission    from    the    civil    service.      This 


is  the  highest  grade  in  the  civil  service,  in 
the    clerks'    service,    the    highest    rating. 

Q.  She  was  transferred  from  the  state  list 
to    the    Boston    list?     A.     She    was. 

Q.  You  have  to  have  a  pretty  good  stand- 
ing to  do  that,  don't  you?  A.  She  had  one 
of  the  highest  ratings  in  civil  service,  was  con- 
sidered by  the  civil  service  the  most  efficient 
woman  in  the  Commonwealth,  and  I  feel  that 
the  city,  and  hiy  department  particularly,  is 
benefited  by  the  transfer.  She  is  a  woman 
skilled  in  dealing  with  institutional  matters, 
and  I  feel  that  even  to  date  her  transfer  has 
been  more  than  warranted  and  more  than 
justified. 

Q.  Then  you  and  I  must  disagree.  You 
claim  a  great  many  things  for  your  depart- 
ment that  I  would  not  agree  with.  A.  Well 
unfortunately,  I  am  charged  with  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  department,  and  not  you,  and 
being  charged  with   it,   I  shall  conduct   it. 

Q.  And,  in  so  far  as  appropriating  the 
money  is  concerned,  I  am  one  of  those  who  is 
appropriating  it,  and  you  are  not.  A.  Ex- 
actly. 

Q.  And  that  is  why  you  are  here  today. 
A.     Exactly. 

Q.  And  I  have  a  right  to  question  you 
in  so  far  as  your  judgment  is  concerned  on 
the  salaries  you  are  paying  in  the  department. 
A.     And    I    have    not    questioned    your    right. 

Q.  (By  Coun.  WATSON.)  Mr.  O'Brien, 
what  was  this  lady's  position  at  the  State 
House?  A.  Chief  clerk  of  the  Department 
of   Correction. 

Q.  And  you  think  the  state  is  the  loser 
and  the  city  the  gainer  by  her  employment? 
A.     I   know    it. 

Q.  Was  it  to  her  advantage  to  leave  the 
state  employ  and  come  into  the  city  employ  ? 
A.     By   $200. 

Q.  You  think  that  is  why  she  came?  A. 
Yes. 

Q.  Well,  if  you  had  your  way  she  would 
be  back  in  the  state  employ  pretty  quick? 
A.     If  I  were  there,  yes. 

Q.  That  is  not  what  I  mean.  You  are  in 
favor  of  turning  your  department  over  to 
the   Commonwealth  ?     A.     No,   I   am   not. 

Q.  Haven't  you  appeared  at  the  Legislature 
in  favor  of  putting  the  Penal  Department 
of  the  City  of  Boston  under  state  control  ? 
A.  That  is  the  smallest  part  of  my  depart- 
ment at  the  present  time. 

Q.  I  understood,  Mr.  O'Brien,  that  she 
was  an  expert  on  matters  having  to  do  with 
correctional  institutions.  A.  Institutions  gen- 
erally. 

Q.  What  was  her  employment  before  the 
consolidation,  on  Beacon  Hill?  A.  She  was 
with  the  

Q.  Mind  you,  I  have  no  objection  to  her 
employment.  '  I  am  trying  to  arrive  at  some- 
thing, lead  up  to  something.  A.  Chief  clerk 
of  the  Bureau  of  Prisons. 

Q.  Then  her  knowledge  of  her  particular 
work  was  her  knowledge  of  penal  institution 
matters  prior  to  the  consolidation?  A.  Hos- 
pital. 

Q.  Before  the  consolidation,  what  hospital .' 
A.  Tuberculosis  hospital  at  Rutland  and  in- 
sane  hospital    at   State    Farm. 

Q.     Those  are  prisons  ?     A.     No. 

Q.  That  is,  my  statement  that  she  was  em- 
ployed at  the  State  House  prior  to  the  con- 
solidation in  matters  that  had  to  do  with 
the  criminal,  was  correct?  A.  That  is  sub- 
stantially right.     ...  . 

q,  ...  If  you  had  your  way  this  lady 
would  be  back  on  her  pay  roll  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, shortly.  A.  No.  As  I  said  be- 
fore, the  Penal  Department  alone  would  be 
affected  by  the  state  control  bill. 

Q  Then  you  would  retain  her  for  the 
Long  Island  Hospital  matter  and  other  mat- 
ters that  pertain  to  your  department,  minus 
the  correctional  end  of  it.  She  would  still 
be   very    valuable   to  you?     A.     She   would. 

Q  Don't  you' think  that  might  be  the  same 
with    your    new    secretary    that   you    have    put 
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in  there,  that  we  might  save  that  $2,300  with 
advantage  to  the  city,  paying  it  out  in  some 
other  way,  rather  than  adding  a  new  clerk 
to  your  department.  A.  I  would  say  that 
there  were  two  clerks  that  went  out  and  I 
didn't    fill    their   positions. 

Q.  And  you  brought  one  in  and  gave  her 
two    salaries  ?     A.      Not    quite. 

Q.  How  much  difference  between  the  sal- 
aries of  the  two  that  went  out  and  her  salary  ? 
A.     $400    or    $500,    I   should   say. 

Q.  I  suppose  she  will  need  an  errand  boy 
before  long  and  that  that  will  eat  up  the  $400 
or  $500.  Coming  from  the  state,  she  won't  be 
used    to    getting    along    for    herself. 

Q.  (By  Coun.  WATSTON.)  Mr.  O'Brien, 
this  is  entirely  impersonal.  You  understand 
that?     A.      Perfectly. 

Q.  As  far  as  we  are  concerned — as  far  as 
I     am     concerned,     any     way.     How     long     has 

Miss  what   is   the   name  of   the   lady   who 

is    getting    $2,300?     A.     Miss    Fife. 

Q.  I  would  like  to  ask  you  in  regard  to 
Miss  Fife, — someone  said  "Miss  Drum," — what 
is   her  position  with  you,  secretary?     A.     Yes. 

Q.  Stenographer?  A.  She  is  not  a  short- 
hand  writer. 

Q.  Oh,  she  is  a  typewriteress  ?  If  she  is 
so  valuable,  why  not  get  her  to  handle  all 
this  valuable  data?  A.  Because  I  have  a 
fiscal   agent   who   handles   all   that. 

Q.  What  does  Miss  Nelson  get  ?  A.  $2,000 
a  year. 

Q.  Well,  we  get  only  $1,500.  So,  there- 
fore,   we    compliment   you    on    your    salaries. 

Q.  (By  Coun.  MORIARTY.)  I  would  like 
to  ask  how  long  Miss  Nelson  has  been  work- 
ing in  the  department,  how  long  she  has  been 
connected  with  your  department?  A.  I  think 
Miss  Nelson  will  have  to  answer  that  herself. 
She  tells   me  since   1903. 

Q.  And  it  has  taken  her  from  1903  until 
1921  to  receive  $2,000,  and  we  find  someone 
who  has  not  been  working  in  the  city  employ 
who  comes  fresh  into  the  city  employ  and 
becomes  the  second  highest  paid  woman  in 
the  city  departments.  Now,  if  you  say  that 
she  received  this  wonderful  education  in  the 
State  House,  because  she  has  been  in  touch 
with  institutions  of  the  state,  that  also  must 
be  true  of  Miss  Nelson,  having  been  in  touch 
with  the  institutions  here,  in  connection  with 
her  department.  Isn't  that  so?  A.  Yes, 
and  the  only  regrettable  thing  is  that  I  did 
not  come  with  the  city  three  or  four  years 
ago,  in  which  case  probably  some  more  of 
our  efficient  city  employees  would  have  been 
recognized,  because  I  think  Miss  Nelson  has 
been  recognized  since  I  came  into  the  city 
service,  and  it  has  been  to  her  disadvantage 
that  I   did  not  come  earlier. 

Q.  Has  that  not  been  in  accordance  with 
a  general  plan,  Commissioner,  the  increases 
that  they  have  received?  A.  No.  it  hasn't. 
I  think  she  was  appointed  chief  clerk  last 
year  and  got  her  increase  since  I  have  been 
in   charge  of  the  department. 

Q.  In  most  reorganizations  there  are  in- 
creases in  the  salaries,  aren't  there?  A.  I 
am  not  familiar  with  reorganizations  of  the 
citv    departments. 

Q.  Under  amalgamation  your  salary  was 
increased,    was    it    not?     A.     Yes. 

Q.  So  it  was  a  general  rule  in  the  matter 
of  those  departments,  a  general  thing,  wasn't 
it?  A.  No.  I  think  there  were  but  three 
salary    increases   throughout   the    consolidation. 

Q.     And   how   many   new    jobs?     A.     One. 

Q.  And  that  job  was  the  second  highest 
paid  woman  in  the  city  departments?  A. 
Yes 

Q.'.  (By  Coun.  WATSON.)  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  we  are  giving  you  a  little  mite 
of  a  grilling,  I  want  to  pay  you  a  compli- 
ment.    A.     Tha'nk  you. 

Q.  You  haven't  got  it,  yet.  A.  Maybe  1 
shall   not  want  to   thank   you  ! 

Q  I  want  to  say  that  you  are  one  of  the 
few  department  heads  that  has  shown  that 
the  ladies  are  entitled  to  pay  pretty  nearly 
equal  to  that  of  men.  I  would  like  to  refer 
to  that,  because  they  have  a  vote  now.  Is 
that     the     reason?     A.     No.     It    may     be    be- 


cause I  have  three  ladies  in  my  family,  three 
daughters.  That  may  have  something  to  do 
with    it. 

Q.  ■  Very  good.  A  very  clever  answer.  A. 
Thank   you. 

Coun.  WATSON— So  I  do  get  the  thanks, 
after  all. 

Q.  (By  Coun.  MORIARTY.)  Under  per- 
sonal service  I  see  that  they  have  one  steno- 
grapher in  here,  $1,200.  A.  That  is  Miss 
Bosworth. 

Q.  I  don't  know  any  of  them  by  name. 
I  am  not  taking  their  increases  of  wages 
on  account  of  my  knowing  them.  I  want  to 
say  that  I  am  not  criticising  your  depart- 
ment alone  for  this,  altogether^  But  women 
who  come  into  the  department  as  new  em- 
ployees seem  to  get  better  treatment  than 
those  who  have  worked  here  for  a  number  of 
years.  We  have  had  another  case  in  the 
Soldiers'  Relief  .Department,  a  new  employee 
recommended  in  the  budget  last  year  for 
$300,  and  the  only  woman  in  that  depart- 
ment that  is  recommended  for  a  $200  increase 
this  year.  Last  year  they  gave  us  the  answer 
that  it  was  because  they  wanted  to  put  her 
on  a  level  with  the  other  women  in  that 
department.  This  year  they  have  given  no 
reason  why  she  is  increased.  Whether  they 
wanted  to  create  a  higher  level  for  that 
woman  or  not,  I  don't  know.  We  were  unable 
to  get  an  answer.  What  I  am  trying  to 
get  at  is  this,  that  conditions  now  seem  better 
for  those  who  come  in  as  new  city  employees 
than  for  those  who  have  given  the  best  part 
of  their  lives  to  work  for  the  city.  A.  Do 
you  think  that  length  of  service  should  be 
the   determining   factor   in   salary   increases  ? 

Q.  I  will  say  this  to  you  in  answer  to 
that  question.  I  think  if  there  was  going  to 
be  a  secretaryship  established  in  your  depart- 
ment that  each  woman  in  that  department 
had  a  right  to  compete,  to  try  to  get  that 
job.  A.  They  had  the  right  to  get  on  the  list 
at  the  State  House  for  the  highest  grade  of 
clerical   service. 

Q.  Do  I  understand  you  to  answer  me 
that  they  should  be  on  the  state  list?  A. 
The  civil  service  list  is  the  same  for  the  state 
and    city.     It    makes    no    difference    at    all. 

Q.  It  is  the  same?  A.  They  take  the 
same  type  of  examination,  interchangeably. 
They  take  the  regular  examination,  that  is  all. 

Q.  But  if  they  are  drawing  from  the  state 
they  take  from  the  state  list,  and  don't  take 
from  the  city  list?  A.  Yes,  I  think  so,  Mr. 
Councilor. 

Q.  I  don't  think  they  do.  Nobody  but 
you  knew  that  you  were  going  to  create 
a  secretaryship  for  your  department.  A.  I 
don't  recall  it. 

Q.  In  so  far  as  her  salary  is  concerned, 
you  had  no  permission  from  the  Council  to 
pay    her   her   salary,    did   you  ?     A.     No. 

Q.  Had  to  have  the  money  transferred, 
didn't    you?     A.     I    did. 

Q.  You  did  it  during  the  month  of  the 
year  when  the  Council  had  no  control  over 
transfers  ?  A.  I  did  it  just  as  soon  as  I 
could  act  in  the  matter.  The  Council  delayed 
in    passing    its    bill   until   late    in    October. 

Q.  That  wasn't  my  question.  A.  I  just 
wanted  you  to  know  that  I  didn't  do  it  pur- 
posely   at    that    time. 

Q.  That  wasn't  my  question.  You  had 
that  money  transferred  in  a  month  of-  the 
year  when  the  Council  had  no  control  over 
transfers  ?     A.     That  is   a  fact. 

Q.  (By  Coun.  DONOGHUE.)  Another 
question,  relative  to  the  employment  of  that 
Miss  Fife.  You  say  that  she  was  taken  from 
the  state  list  as  a  secretary?  A.  No,  you 
misunderstand  me.  They  have  a  classification 
in  the  state,  and  the  highest  classification  in 
the  clerical  service  is  Grade  5,  which  includes 
chief  clerks  and  secretaries  to  heads  of  de- 
partments, and  she  was  taken  as  a  part  of 
that   Grade   5.  .  " . 

Q  She  was  already  working  on  a  job  tor 
the    state,    was    she?     A.     Receiving    $2,100    a 
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Q.     She   wasn't   on    that   list.     A.     No. 

Q.  But  the  civil  service  still  allows  them 
to  maintain  that  rating  that  they  originally 
passed  as  secretary  and  chief  clerk  ?     A.     Yes. 

Q.  Then  she  could  be  transferred  to  the 
city?     A.     Yes. 

Q.  And  appointed  to  practically  a  similar 
position    in   the   service   of   the   city  ?     A.      Yes. 

Q.  Now,  if  that  policy  was  continued  by 
the  various  department  heads  there  would  be 
seldom  an  opportunity  for  any  one  working 
in  a  department  to  reach  any  of  the  high 
jobs  in  the  particular  department,  would 
there,  Mr.  Commissioner?  A.  I  can't  say 
that  that  is  true.  There  are  very  few  in  that 
grade,  if  you  are  speaking  of  that  grade.  But 
I  suppose  we  could  go  on  indefinitely.  Any 
number  of  transfers  might  be  made  in  a  year. 
There  are  now  any  number  of  transfers  being 
made.  Some  of  my  former  employees  are 
now   in   the  city  service   in   other   departments. 

Q.  The  state  service?  A.  No,  the  city 
service. 

Q.  That  is  a  general  policy  going  on  all 
the    time?     A.     Yes.     It    is    nothing    new. 

Q.  I  am  only  interested  in  the  workings  of 
the  civil  service  rules  and  regulations,  that  is 
all.  I  feel  that  it  is  nothing  but  a  camouflage 
all  the  way  through,  that,  in  my  opinion,  the 
civil  service  rules  don't  amount  to  anything. 
That  is   all  I  have  to  say. 


Mr.  O'Brien  was  recalled  at  a  later  hear- 
ing, when  the  statements  made  were  as 
follows  : 

Chairman  MCLAUGHLIN — We  will  now 
take  up  the  Institutions  Department,  Com- 
missioner   O'Brien. 

Chairman  MCLAUGHLIN— Several  of  the 
councilors  here  yesterday  passed  certain  items 
in  your  budget,  Mr.  O'Brien.  I  don't  recall 
exactly  who  the  councilors  were.  But  the 
item  was  the  fourth  item  under  Central  Office 
of  the  Institutions  Department,  on  page  68, 
"seeretai-y,  at  $2,300   per  year." 

Q.  (By  Coun.  DONOGHUE.)  I  would  like 
to  ask  you,  Commissioner,  what  evidence  you 
have  that  this  woman  in  question  is  a  citizen 
of  Boston — or  did  you  have  any  ?  A.  I  have 
none.  I  know  that  she  is  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  because  she  was  born  hei'e. 
I  know  that  she  was  a  resident  of  Medford 
until  the  1st  of  January,  1921.  I  know  that 
since  that  time  she  has  been  a  resident  of 
Boston. 

Q.  When  was  she  a  resident  of  Medford? 
A.     Until    the     1st    of    January,     1921. 

Q.  When  did  she  get  this  job?  A.  The 
last   of   January,    1921. 

Q.  There  is  no  other  evidence  that  she  is 
a  resident  than  her  own  say-so  in  the  mat- 
ter?    A.     That   is    all. 

Q.  As  far  as  you  know,  she  just  merely 
rooms  in  Boston  ?  A.  Presumably  all  that 
any  of  us  do  is  room  and  live  in  Boston, 
and  she  rooms  and  lives  here,  like  the  rest  of 
us. 

Q.  Oh,  no.  Some  of  us  are  what  I  term 
bona  fide  residents  of  Boston.  A.  My  infor- 
mation from  her  is  that  she  is  a  bona  fide 
resident  of  Boston,  that  she  has  moved  to 
Boston  and  intends  to  remain  here,  and  my 
knowledge  of  law  leads  me  to  believe  that 
that  is  all  that  is  necessary  to  constitute  a 
domicile. 

Q.  Your  knowledge  of  law,  of  course,  is 
superior  to  mine.  I  am  not  a  lawyer.  I  was 
merely  dragged  up  in  the  South  End.  But, 
so  far  as  common  sense  goes,  I  am  not  taking 
my  hat  off  to  you.  I  merely  want  to  say  in 
connection  with  this  matter  that  I  personally 
feel  that  it  is  going  to  establish  a  very  bad 
precedent.  Here  we  have  an  instance  of  an 
employee  taken  by  the  head  of  a  department 
from  the  state  list,  and  under  the  Revised 
Ordinances  I  believe  it  is  not  necessary  for  her 
to  be  a  citizen  of  Boston.  But  the  head  of  the 
department  takes  from  a  state  list  or  a  state 
job  an  employee  of  the  state  and  brings  her 
in  Were  and  places  her  in  a  responsible  posi- 
tion in  the  city  employ,  which  is  allowable 
under  civil  service  rules  and  regulations. 
But    I    feel    that    it    is    going    to    establish    a 


rather  dangerous  precedent.  In  the  first  place, 
we  know  that  there  has  been  legislation 
passed  recently  which  has  given  the  veterans 
preference  on  appointments  to  different  city 
positions.  Now,  if  this  policy  is  going  to  be 
followed  out  and  employees  in  state  jobs  are 
going  to  be  transferred  to  city  jobs  without 
any  examination  and  without  any  reference 
to  ratings  on  civil  service  lists,  I  feel  that, 
as  far  as  the  veterans'  act  is  concerned,  it  is 
going  to  amount  to  practically  nothing,  that 
the  veteran  is  not  going  to  receive  that  which 
the  Legislature  had  led  him  to  believe  he  was 
to  receive,  a  preference  in  employment  in  city 
positions.  Now,  it  does  not  seem  to  me  when 
a  woman  who  has  lived  in  Medford  comes  in 
here,  changing  her  residence  January  1,  and 
is  appointed  January  30,  it  does  not  seem  to 
me  that  it  is  very  likely  that  she  has  severed 
all  her  home  ties  and  has  separated  herself 
from  her  own  people,  to  go  to  live  in  Rox- 
bury  or  Dorchester.  Personally,  I  am  abso- 
lutely opposed  to  any  such  policy  as  that 
being  carried  on  by  any  head  of  a  depart- 
ment in  this  city  of  ours,  because  I  think  it 
is  going  to  discriminate  against  residents  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  who,  in  my  opinion,  are 
entitled  to  prefeience  when  there  are  any 
city  jobs  available.  That  is  all  I  have  to  say, 
Mr.    Chairman. 

Chairman  MCLAUGHLIN— Are  there  any 
other  questions  to  be  asked  of  Commissioner 
O'Brien  ? 

Q.  (By  Coun.  MORIARTY.)  Mr.  Chair- 
man, I  want  to  say  that  I  questioned  Com- 
missioner O'Brien  the  other  day.  I  don't  want 
to  go  over  the  same  thing,  now.  But  I  will 
say  that  it  was  I  yesterday  who  wanted  to 
have  you  come  here  today.  I  don't  want  any- 
body to  think  that  I  don't  wish  to  say  this 
while  you  are  here.  I  was  the  one  who  made 
the  motion  yesterday,  that  the  equivalent  of 
this  money  from  May  1  be  stricken  from  the 
budget,  and  I  am  still  in  that  same  frame 
of  mind.  If  I  can  get  three  others  to  vote 
with  me,  I  am  going  to  try  to  have  that 
money  taken  from  the  budget,  so  that  there 
will  be  no  money  to  pay  to  a  secretary  in  that 
department.  A.  Of  course,  I  appreciate  the 
fact  that  in  doing  that  ycu  are  really  acting 
in  the  administrative  affairs  of  the  city,  when 
in  fact  you  are  a  legislative  body.  I  presume 
you  know  the  law  as  it  is  construed  by  the 
Corporation  Counsel  with  reference  to  the 
employment  of  residents  and  nonresidents  of 
the  city,  and  I  .assume  that,  as  a  law-abiding 
body,  you  will  conform  to  the  ruling  of  the 
Corporation  .Counsel.  If  you  by  subterfuge 
evade  the  law,  of  course,  I  am  helpless.  You 
know  that  you  cannot  abolish  the  position. 
Therefore,  you  adopt  the  next  step,  which  is 
to  deprive  me  of  the  means  to  maintain  it, 
which  you  have  a  right   to  vote  to  do. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  object.  Are  you  speak- 
ing literally  when  you  say  it  is  depriving  you  ? 

Mr.    O'BRIEN— Actually. 

Q.  (By  Coun.  WATSON.)  I  don't  see  how 
there  is  a  deprivation  unless  the  Council  acts 
in  that  way.  A.  Well,  I  am  addressing  the 
Council.  It  is  all  hypothetical,  of  course, — 
I  mean,  provided  you  gentlemen  are  in  accord 
with   Coun.   Watson   or   Coun.   Moriarty. 

Q.  It  does  not  follow  that  I  will  vote  that 
way.  I  will  go  my  own  way.  A.  I  assume 
that  you  will,  and  I  just  wished  to  have  the 
situation    understood. 

Q.  Well,  to  banish  any  doubt  from  your 
mind,  I  would  simply  say  that  I  am  not  in 
accord   with    the  striking   out. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— I  will  say  this,  that  I 
believe  in  meeting  situations  here  just  as  the 
heads  of  departments  meet  them,  and  if  there 
has  not  been  subterfuge  in  this  case  I  don't 
want  to  see  any  subterfuge.  The  young  lady 
moves  into  the  city  the  first  day  of  January, 
or  thereabouts,  and  is  appointed  to  a  position 
in  the  Penal  Institutions  Department  on  the 
thirtieth  day  of  January.  If  that  isn't  subter- 
fuge,   I    would    like   to  know   what    is. 

Mr.  O'HRIEN — I  have  evaded  nothing,  be- 
cause   the    law    gives    me    the    right    to    appoint 
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anybody  who  is  a  citizen  of  the  United  States 
as  a  subordinate  in  my  department,  notwith- 
standing the  city  ordinance. 

Q.  (By  Coun.  MORIARTY.)  As  long  as 
we  have  opened  the  thing  up  again,  this  was 
not  in  the  budget  last  year.  A.  It  was  cre- 
ated as  a  result  of  the  consolidation  of  depart- 
ments. 

Q.  That  is  not  an  answer  to  the  question. 
This  was  not  in  the  budget  of  last  year,  the 
secretary?     A.     That  is  true. 

Q.  So  it  is  a  new  position  established 
since  February,  1920?  A.  As  were  three 
others,  the  deputy  commissioners  and  the  chief 
clerk  of  the  department,  all  under  the  con- 
solidation. 

Q.     I    would    like    to    ask    another    question. 

Didn't    the     oidinance    sent     in    here    by     the 

Mayor    create    the    two    deputies  ?     A.     It    did. 

Q.     Did  it  create  the  secretary  ?     A.     It  did 

not. 

Q.  So,  as  far  as  the  ordinance  sent  in  by 
the  Mayor  is  concerned,  there  was  nothing  in 
it  upon  which  the  members  of  this  Council 
voted  concerning  the  appointment  of  a  secre- 
tary at  the  highest  salary,  or  the  second  high- 
est salary,  of  the  female  sex  of  our  city  ? 
That  is  so,  isn't  it,  Commissioner?  A.  There 
was  nothing  in  the  ordinance  which  provided 
for   it. 

Q.  But  as  far  as  the  two  others  are  con- 
cerned, that  isn't  so,  is  it?  A.  There  was 
no  provision  for  the  appointment  of  a  chief 
clerk,  nor  was  there  provision  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  fiscal  agent ;  nor  was  there 
provision  for  adjustment  of  my  department  or 
the   Institutions  Department. 

Q.  You  said  it  did  provide  for  two  depu- 
ties. So  it  is  not  true  that  the  two  deputies 
were  created  without  knowledge  of  this  Coun- 
cil ?  A.  Well,  you  spoke  of  the  budget  of 
last  year,  to  begin  with. 

Q.  And  you  answered  the  question  by  say- 
ing that  there  were  three  others,  two  depu- 
ties and  a  chief  clerk,  besides  the  secretary. 
A.  And  I  might  include  others.  But,  as  far 
as  the  two  deputies  are  concerned,  they  were 
cove  ed  by  a  part  of  the  ordinance  that 
brought  about  the  amalgamation  of  your  de- 
partments?    A.     That   is    true. 

Q.  The  Council  knew  that  there  were 
going  to  be  two  deputies?  A.  That  is  true. 
Q.  Up  to  the  present  time  those  two  have 
not  been  appointed,  or  both  appointed  and 
one  didn't  receive  the  approval  of  the  Civil 
Service    Commission  ?     A.     That    is    right. 

Q.  So  that  neither  you  nor  the  Mayor  of 
the  city  has  even  seen  fit  to  carry  out  the 
ordinance  submitted  here  for  the  Council  to 
act  upon,  by  providing  two  deputies?  A.  I 
don't  understand  that  the  ordinance  was 
mandatory,  so  far  as  the  appointment  of  the 
deputies    is    concerned. 

Q.  It  wasn't  mandatory  that  they  have  a 
head  of  the  department,  either?  A.  That  is 
true. 

Q.  But  the  sense  was  that  there  would  be 
a  head  of  the  department  and  two  deputies  ? 
A.     Yes. 

Q.  That  is  the  belief  of  both  of  us,  isn't 
it?     A.     Yes. 

Q.  And  I  was  against  the  ordinance.  I 
was  simply  referring  to,  bringing  out,  this 
subterfuge.  You  said  to  me  the  other  day 
here,  if  I  remember  your  remarks  right,  that 
you  were  running  your  department.  A.  I 
trust    that    I    am. 

Q.  And  I  answered  you  that  I  was  one  of 
the    appropriating    powers?     A.     Yes. 

Q.  You  run  your  department,  doing  your 
duty  as  you  see  it?     A.      Yes. 

Q.  And  I  do  my  duty  as  I  see  it,  and  I 
feel  that  the  charter  gives  me  the  right  to 
vote  to  strike  out  any  item  in  this  budget,  as 
far  as  money  is  concerned,  dollars  and  cents, 
and  if  you  have  not  the  money  to  pay  any- 
body in  that  position  it  will  be  very  hard  for 
you  to  keep  them  in  the  position.  That  is 
true,    isn't    it?     A.     That    is   true. 

Q.  It  was  also  brought  out  here  at  the 
last  hearing  that  when  this  appointment  was 
made,    it    was    made    at    a    time    of    the    year 


when  this  Council  had  no  authority  over 
transfers  in  your  department?  A.  As  were 
others. 

Q.  In  all  departments?  A.  Yes,  and  as 
were   other   appointments. 

Q.  Well,  I  say  that  this  one  was  so  done. 
I  am  not  talking  about  others.  If  I  want  to 
talk  about  others  I  will  do  so.  But  I  am  talk- 
ing about  this  one,  now,  that  it  was  done 
in  a  month  of  the  year  when  the  Mayor  had 
whole  and  sole  control  of  the  transfers  without 
even  referring  them  to  the  Council.  A.  True. 
Q.  From  the  first  day  of  December?  A. 
That   is   true. 

Q.  Do  you  think  that  if  there  was  an 
appropriation  brought  in  from  February  until 
December  to  hire  some  one  who  is  not  a  bona 
fide  resident  of  the  city,  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  she  has  been  living  here  since 
January  1,  that  that  appropriation  should  be 
favorably  acted  upon  here?  I  claim  that  at 
least  in  order  to  get  a  bona  fide  residence 
you  have  to  live  here  at  least  six  months,  and 
I  believe  that  is  your  interpretation,  too,  as 
a  lawyer.  If  she  was  taken  sick  at  the  pres- 
ent time  and  was  taken  into  the  City  Hos- 
pital, if  she  would  not  pay  the  bill  I  believe 
that  a  bill  would  be  sent  to  the  city  of  Med- 
ford  by  the  City  Hospital.  A.  That  would 
be  true  until  a  residence  of  five  years  was 
established. 

Q.  That  is  true — showing  that  she  is  not 
a  resident  of  Boston.  A.  Doesn't  have  a 
settlement  in  Boston.  There  is  a  distinction 
between    residence,    settlement    and    domicile. 

Q.  Well,  you  agree  that  under  the  civil 
service  laws,  in  order  to  take  a  civil  service 
examination  for  some  positions,  she  would 
have  to  be  a  resident  of  Boston  for  six 
months?  That  is  so,  isn't  it?  A.  I  don't 
know  as  to  that.  I  do  know  this,  that  no 
subterfuge  was  practiced  in  her  appointment. 
It  had  been  determined  to  appoint  a  secretary 
before  the  period  of  which  you  speak,  and  a 
request  would  have  been  made  to  the  Council  to 
provide  money,  and  I  don't  imagine  that  any 
member  of  the  Council  would  have  first  tried 
to  find  out  who  was  to  fill  the  position  for 
whom  the  money  was  to  be  supplied.  The 
law  permits  me  to  do  this  thing,  and  why 
should  I  resort  to  subterfuge?  I  believe,  as 
you  believe,  that  those  getting  money  from 
Boston  should  have  a  residence  here.  She  is 
living  in  Boston,  has  a  residence  here,  but 
has    not   yet   been   here   six   months. 

Q.  Don't  you  think  you  could  go  all  over 
the  state  and  get  a  lot  of  people  to  come 
here  to  get  jobs,  if  heads  of  departments 
would  go  scouting  through  the  outlying  dis- 
tricts ?  A.  I  think  it  might  be  a  good  thing 
for  the  city  if  we  did  it  more  than  we  do 
now. 

Q.  Yes.  It  might  give  the  state  more  con- 
trol than  they  have  now.  I  say  that  I  don't 
agree  with  the  commissioner.  I  say  that  we 
have  just  as  capable  men  and  women  in  Bos- 
ton as  in  the  rest  of  the  state.  But,  of 
course,  when  you  sit  around  the  State  House 
a  few  years  you  get  that  state  atmosphere 
that  you  can  never  blow  away  from  yourself. 
Q.  (By  Coun.  DONOGHUE.)  Mr.  Com- 
missioner, did  .you  mean  to  say  that  you  think 
if  more  heads  of  departments  went  searching 
for  city  employees  throughout  the  state  it 
would  improve  the  civil  service  here?  A. 
Why,  I  merely  made  that  as  a  retort  cour- 
teous, if  you  want  to  so  designate  it.  I  don't 
know  that  I  could  substantiate  it  in  that  re- 
spect, but  I  know  that  I  have  drawn  a  number 
of  people  from  the  state  service  already,  and 
trust  that  I  may  continue  to  do  so.  They  are 
all  residents  of  Boston  except  this  particular 
person,  and  no  trouble  has  resulted  from  it. 
Q.  And  you  don't  consider  that  subterfuge? 
A.  Absolutely  not.  I  shall  continue  to  draw 
from  the  state  service.  I  only  today  ap- 
pointed a  head  farmer  who  is  from  the  state 
service,   a   resident  of    Boston,   it  is   true. 

Q.      (By    Coun.    WATSON.)      And    appointed 
a   butcher,    too?     A.     No,   not   today. 

Q.      (By     Coun.     DONOGHUE.)      Of    course, 
I    agree    that   under    an    interpretation    of    the 
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ordinance,  and  under  chapter  600  of  the  Acts 
of  1914,  you  have  a  right  to  do  as  you  have 
done    in    this    case.     A.     Exactly. 

Q.  But  do  you  realize  that  the  interpreta- 
tion that  is  now  placed  upon  that  ordinance 
was  given  as  an  opinion  of  a  corporation 
counsel  of  this  city  of  ours  in  1899?  A. 
Perfectly,  and  reiterated  in  1920,  and  reiter- 
ated again  in  1921  as  the  opinion  of  the  pres- 
ent Corporation  Counsel.  Within  three  weeks 
it  was  reiterated  by  him. 

Q.  To  whom  ?  A.  To  the  Superintendent 
of   the   Printing    Plant. 

Q.  And  when  in  1920  was  it?  A.  On 
March  20,  1920,  in  a  communication  to  your 
Honorable  body. 

Q.  I  disagree  with  you  that  that  was  his 
interpretation.  He  merely  cited  it  in  his  let- 
ter to  the  Council  on  March  20,  1920 — that 
that  was  an  opinion  of  the  Corporation  Coun- 
sel of  1899.  A.  Well,  I  have  a  copy  of  both 
opinions    in    my    possession,    now. 

Q.  And  I  had  one  in  my  possession  yes- 
terday, and  my  interpretation  of  that  letter 
might  differ  from  yours.  In  my  opinion  he 
doesn't  state  his  opinion.  He  merely  cites 
the  opinion  of  a  previus  Corporation  Coun- 
sel. Now,  I  feel  that  there  have  been  many 
reversals  of  opinions  by  different  corporation 
counsels  of  the  City  of  Boston.  A.  Mr.  Hill 
writes,   and   it  is  very  clear : 

"In  my  opinion,  the  requirements  for  the 
employment  of  'none  but  citizens  and,  if  male 
subordinates,  legal  voters  of  Boston  in  any  ca- 
pacity,' is  in  contravention  of  the  terms  of 
Statutes   1914,   chapter  600." 

What  you    refer   to    is    this : 

"I  may  add  that  the  legality  of  the  amend- 
ment to  the  original  ordinance  by  the  inser- 
tion  of   the   provision   in   question   was   a   sub- 


ject of  grave  doubt  at  the  time  of  its  passage 
over  the  veto  of  the  mayor  of  the  city  in 
1899." 

He   merely   puts   that   in   as   an   addendum. 

Q.  Well,  he  doesn't  state  that  that  is  his 
opinion  relative  to  the  ordinance.  He  cites  it 
as  his  opinion  relative  to  the  statute,  but  not 
relative  to  the  ordinance.  A.  Well,  the  ordi- 
nance is  the  requirements.  The  ordinance  and 
the  requirement  in  this  case  are  synonymous. 
There  is  no  requirement  in  this  city  other 
than  the  ordinance.  Theerfore,  he  might  have 
said  that  the  ordinance  requiring  such  am- 
ployment  was   illegal. 

Q.  I  agree  with  you  that  he  might  have 
said  so,  but,  if  we  are  going  to  be  technical 
about  it,  he  didn't  say  so.  A.  Well,  if  there 
are  some  other  requirements,  I  am  ignorant 
of   them. 

Q.  (By  Coun.  MORI  ARTY.)  I  would  like 
to  ask  one  question.  I  would  ask  what  chance 
any  female  or  male  resident  of  Boston  has 
got  to  go  out  into  the  city  of  Medford,  in  his 
opinion,  if  he  desires  to  give  it,  and  get  a 
position  out  there,  even  if  capable  of  filling 
the  position?  A.  I  am  afraid  you  will  have 
to  consult  Ben  Haines,  who  is  the  mayor  of 
Medford. 


GENERAL    RECONSIDERATION.

I  have 
been  looking  over  the  budget  for  that  depart- 
ment because  of  numerous  bitter  complaints 
that  have  been  made  to  me  personally,  as 
they  have  been  made  I  presume  to  other  mem- 
bers, by  veterans  who  are  even  now  waiting 
upon  the  Mayor,  wanting  relief  from  the 
Soldiers'  Relief  Department.  I  wish  simply 
to  say  that  I  think  the  acting  head  of  the 
department,  if  he  has  the  power — and,  if  not, 
he  should  get  in  touch  with  the  Mayor — should 
employ  at  once  the  $5,400  that  has  been  pro- 
vided in  the  budget  to  employ  temporary  help. 
I  feel  that  this  suggestion  should  come  not 
from  myself  but  from  the  whole  council, — 
that  the  acting  commissioner  should  act  at 
once,  spending  the  $5,400  if  necessary,  and 
we  will  supply  as  much  more  as  he  desires, 
in  order  to  employ  temporary  help  to  relieve 
the  situation,  investigators  or  clerks.  I  also 
suggest,  and  will  ask  the  President  to  draw 
an  order  to  that  effect  in  the  executive  ses- 
sion, to  be  presented  to  the  Council,  that  if 
there  is  not  enough  help  on  the  civil  service 
list  to  provide  clerks,  investigators,  or  what- 
ever is  necessary,  he  at  once  employ  some  of 
those  veterans  who  are  now  calling  there, 
who  are  not  incapacitated  from  doing  investi- 
gating work.  I  understand  that  some  of  them 
who  cannot  work  at  hard  labor  in  their  re- 
spective callings  can  do  investigating  work. 
I  trust  that  reconsideration  will  not  prevail, 
but  I  simply  wished  to  make  this  statement 
on  behalf  of  the  whole  Council,  in  order  that 
we  may  show  these  worthy  men  applying  to 
that  department  that  we  are  in  entire  sym- 
pathy with  their  claims  and  have  tried  to 
relieve    the    situation    by    providing    $5,400.

Gentlemen, — The  Rent  and  Housing  Com- 
mittee respectfully  submits  the  following  re- 
port on  your  order  dated  March  28,  1921, 
which  reads  as  follows  : 

"Ordered,  That  the  Rent  and  Housing  Com- 
mission be  requested  to  at  once  consult  with 
the   Corporation    Counsel   to   ascertain    whether 
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or  not  it  is  possible  legally  to  prevent  land- 
lords from  including  in  leases  the  so-called 
'race-suicide*   clause." 

Conferences  have  been  held  with  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel  and  the  fullest  publicity  has 
been  given  the  matter  through  the  newspapers. 

Real  estate  men  were  asked  through  the 
press  to  give  the  committee  immediately  any 
information  within  their  knowledge  or  hearsay 
and  the  public  was  asked  to  bring  to  the 
attention  of  the  committee  any  lease  contain- 
ing  such  clause. 

While  it  is  undoubtedly  true  that  there  is 
and  always  has  been  a  reluctance  on  the  part 
of  some  landlords  to  admit  children  to  their 
property,  and  while  there  may  be  cases  where 
leases  have  been  drawn  discriminating  against 
children,  the  committee  has  had  called  to  its 
attention  but  one  lease  containing  a  clause 
discriminating  against  children.  This  was 
submitted  by  a  landlord  who  stated  that  he 
had  no  intention  of  enforcing  the  provisions 
of  the  clause. 

In  another  case  complaint  was  made  by  a 
tenant  at  will  that  his  landlord  proposed  to 
raise  the  rent  $2  per  month. 

While  there  has  been  presented  to  the  com- 
mittee little  direct  evidence  of  a  discriminatory 
policy  in  written  leases,  it  is  our  opinion  that 
the  widespread  publicity  of  the  past  few 
weeks  has  been  entirely  beneficial  in  expressing 
public  disapproval  of  discrimination  against 
children.  We  believe  that  by  reason  of  this 
a  great  deal  of  hardship  has  been  averted 
and  that  both  sides  of  the  controversies  aris- 
ing between  landlord  and  tenant  have  been 
made  to  feel  the  imperative  need  of  adjusting 
their  affairs  peaceably  and  placing  them  on 
a  basis  as  far  removed  as  possible  from  dis- 
pute and  litigation.  The  committee  has  been 
advised  by  the  Corporation  Counsel  that  it  is 
possible  to  draw  legislation  to  prevent  objec- 
tionable contracts  relating  to  children,  but  he 
states  that  such  a  law  would  be  subject  to 
the  danger  of  evasion  and  not  easily  en- 
forcible.  We  believe,  therefore,  that  cases 
which  may  arise  in  the  future  can  be  satis- 
factorily handled  by  this  committee  as  other 
rent  cases  have  been  and  do  not  at  this  time 
advise  the  passage  of  specific  legislation  deal- 
ing with  the  subject  matter  of  your  order.

MORIARTY  offered  an  order— That 
the  City  Messenger  rope  off  the  course  of  the 
race  to  be  held  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Michael  J.  O'Connell  Post,  Jamaica  Plain, 
April  19,  and  also  to  rope  off  the  course  of  the 
Marathon  race  to  be  held  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Boston  Athletic  Association,  the  ex- 
pense attending  the  same  to  be  charged  to 
the  appropriation  for  City  Council,  Incidental 
Expenses. 

Passed  under  a  suspension  of  the  rule. 


Coun.    FORD    in    the   chair. 


EXTRA   EMPLOYEES.   SOLDIERS'    RELIEF. 

Coun.  WATSON,  under  instructions  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  offered  the  following, 
viz.: 


Ordered,  That  the  Acting  Commissioner  of 
Soldiers'  Relief  be  requested,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  employ  temporarily  extra 
visitor's  and  clerks  to  attend  to  the  applicants 
for  soldiers'  relief,  and  if  said  employees  can- 
not be  obtained  from  the  civil  service  list 
to  employ,  temporarily,  veterans  for  such 
work. 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
spectfully requested  to  appoint  a  Commis- 
sioner  of   Soldiers'   Relief   at   once. 

The   order   was   passed. 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  DONOGHUE 
said  : 

Mr.  President,  I  move  that  the  Council  re- 
consider the  order  just  passed  relative  to  the 
Soldiers'  Relief  Department,  whereby  they 
asked  that  additional  employees  be  provided  in 
that  department,  for  the  purpose  of  asking 
for  a  division  of  the  question.  While  I  agree 
with  both  requests  made  in  that  order,  I  think 
one  of  the  requests  is  none  of  our  business. 
I  refer  to  that  one  which  said  that  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  shall  be  requested  to  appoint  at 
once  a  Soldiers'  Relief  Commissioner.  I  think 
that  is  the  business  of  the  Mayor,  and  it  is 
none  of  our  business  to  interfere  in  his  ap- 
pointments or  to  make  any  suggestions  to 
him  along  that  line.  I  would  like  to  vote 
against   that  part   of  the  order. 

Chairman  FORD — Coun.  Donoghue's  motion 
is  to  reconsider  the  vote  whereby  we  passed 
the  order  relative  to  the  Soldiers'  Relief  De- 
partment. 

Reconsideration  prevailed,  and  Coun.  DON- 
OGHUE moved  to  strike  out  that  part  of 
the  order  requesting  that  the  Mayor  appoint 
at   once   a   Soldiers'   Relief   Commissioner. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  don't 
quite  know  the  gentleman's  reason  for  his 
amendment.  He  gave  some  reason  for  it 
while  I  was  otherwise  engaged,  and  I  would 
like   to   have   him   give   it   again. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  did 
not  give  any  reason  other  than  that  I  feel 
that  it  is  none  of  the  Council's  business  to 
request  the  Mayor  to  appoint  a  Soldiers'  Relief 
Commissioner.  I  feel  that  that  is  the  Mayor's 
duty  under  the  law  and  that  we  are  rather 
overstepping  our  authority  when  we  request 
the  Mayor  to  do  that  which  the  law  says  it  is 
in  his  province  to  do.  That  is  all.  It  may  be 
just    merely    a    question    of    ethics. 

Coun.  WATSON— Well,  I  want  to  continue 
in  harmony  with  my  friend  opposite,  and  I 
accept  his  amendment.  I  would  like  to  say 
that  I  agree  with  the  Finance  Commission  for 
the  first  time  in  my  life,  that  it  is  high  time 
that  a  Commissioner  of  Soldiers'  Relief  was 
appointed. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  will 
say  that  the  councilor  on  the  other  side  does 
not  have  to  go  so  far  as  to  agree  with  the 
Finance  Commission  in  the  matter,  because  I 
think  I  called  the  matter  of  the  Soldiers' 
Relief  Commissioner  to  the  Council  prior  to 
the  Finance  Commission  even  making  that 
recommendation.  I  do  not  agree  with  my 
friend  the  councilor  on  the  right  (Coun. 
Donoghue)  that  we  have  not  a  right  to  call 
the  attention  of  the  Mayor  to  the  neglect  now 
going  on  in  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department  on 
account  of  its  not  having  a  permanent  head. 
It  is  true  that  the  Mayor  has  power  to  ap- 
point, but  I  believe  we,  as  members  of  the 
Council,  have  a  right  to  request.  We  have  no 
right  to  demand,  but  we  have  a  right  to 
request  that  he  fill  that  position,  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  boys  and  those  who  are  com- 
pelled to  go  to  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Depart- 
ment. I  thought'  that  the  fighting  for  the 
boys  was  all  over  when  they  came  back  from 
France,  but  they  still  have  to  continue  to 
fight  to  get  their  money  upstairs.  The  other 
morning  there  was  such  a  crowd  up  there  that 
the  windows  in  the  door  were  even  broken. 
There  is  no  uniformity  or  anything  else  in 
the  way  things  are  being  run,  and  I  think  we 
have  a  right  to  request  the  Mayor  to  fill  that 
position. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  had 
no  intention  of  "starting  any  controversy  over 
the   matter,   but  have   only   expressed   my   per- 
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sonal  opinion.  I  stated  in  the  beginning  that 
I  agreed  with  both  portions  of  the  order.  I 
said  that  I  thought  they  ought  to  have  more 
help  in  the  Soldier'  Relief  Department,  and 
that  I  also  felt  that  there  should  be  a  per-  ' 
manent  head  of  a  department  appointed  as 
soon  as  possible.  I  agree  with  the  order  in 
its  entirety,  as  far  as  my  personal  feelings 
go,  but,  nevertheless,  I  feel  that  for  us  to  act 
upon  that  part  of  the  order  I  have  referred 
to  is,  as  we  may  call  it,  a  sort  of  breach  of 
ethics.  That  is,  we  are  requesting  the  Mayor 
to  do  that  which  he  has  a  right  to  do  and  is 
supposed  to  do  under  the  law,  a  thing  which, 
as  the  chief  executive  of  the  city,  it  is  his 
duty  to  do.  I  feel  that  he  ought  to  attend 
to  that  matter  himself,  without  any  request 
from   the   City   Council. 

Coun.    Donoghue's    amendment   was    declared 
rejected.      Coun.     DONOGHUE     doubted     the 
vote    and   asked    for    the   yeas    and    nays.     The 
roll  was  called  with  the  following  result : 
Yeas — Coun.  Donoghue — 1. 
Nays — Coun.   Ford,   Lane,   Moriarty — 3. 
Chairman   FORD — One   having   voted   in   the 
affirmative    and    three    in    the    negative,    it    is 
not    a   vote.     The    question    is    on    the    passage 
of  the  original  order,   as   drawn. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — Mr.  President,  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  but  four  members  of  the 
Council  voted  on  the  order,  I  feel  that  there 
has  been  no  vote  on  the  question. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  will  the 
gentleman  yield  for  a  moment? 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— I  will  yield  after  I 
have  made  my  statement.  I  feel  that,  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  a  quorum  has  not  voted 
on  the  matter,  the  action  taken  ought  not 
to  stand. 

Chairman  FORD — The  question  comes  on 
the  original  order   as   drawn. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  ask 
the  chair  if  that  vote  should  stand,  a  quorum 
not  voting  ? 

Chairman  FORD — The  Chair  would  rule 
that,  there  being  five  members  present,  that 
constitutes  a  quorum,  and  the  Council  can  do 
business.  There  being  sufficient  votes  in  the 
negative  to  defeat  the  amendment,  the  amend- 
ment  will   stand   rejected. 

Coun.  LANE — Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
reconsideration  of  this  matter  go  over  until 
next  Monday. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Hasn't  the  matter  been 
already  decided? 

Coun.  LANE — The  amendment  was  de- 
feated, I  understand,  Mr.  President,  and  the 
main  question  is  now  up.  I  move  that  the 
question   go    over   till   next   Monday. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  didn't 
you  declare  that  it  had  already  been  passed? 
Chairman  FORD — No,  the  Chair  did  not  so 
declare.  The  Chair  declared  the  amendment 
defeated,  and  the  question  then  before  the 
house  was  on  the  original  order  as  drawn. 
The  Chair  had  no  time  to  put  that  question 
before  Coun.  Donoghue  rose  and  asked  a  rul- 
ing from  the  Chair.  Before  the  question  was 
put,  Coun.  Lane  moved  that  the  matter  be 
laid  on  the  table  or  postponed  until  next  Mon- 
day, which  motion  was  properly  in  order, 
and  the  question  is  now  on  the  motion  of 
Coun.    Lane. 

Coun.  Lane's  motion  to  assign  the  matter 
to  next  Monday's  meeting  was  lost. 

The  order  as  originally  drawn  was  passed, 
yeas  5,  nays  0  : 

Yeas — Coun.    Donoghue,    Ford,    Lane,    Mori- 
arty,  Watson — 5. 
Nays — 0. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  has  Coun. 
Brickley   gone  ? 

Chairman  FORD — The  Chair  cannot  answer 
that  question. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  move 
that  we  proceed  to  take  a  ballot  for  presi- 
dent  of    the    Council   for    1921. 

(An  effort  was  made  to  find  if  Coun.  Brick- 
ley  was  still  in  the  hall.) 

Coun.      WATSON— Mr.      President,      I '    ask 
unanimous   consent  to  withdraw  my   motion. 
The  motion  was   withdrawn.

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question 
came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  shall  be 
very  brief  on  this  matter,  as  I  simply  desire 
to  have  a  record  made  of  what  I  said  in  the 
Executive  Committee  concerning  the  order. 
From  information  I  have  received  I  know 
that  the  United  States  authorities  have  been 
negotiating  with  someone  in  Boston,  either 
real  estate  interests  or  someone  representing 
or  claiming  to  represent  the  Mayor,  concern- 
ing the  taking  over  of  the  Army  Base.  The 
question  of  taking  over  the  Army  Base  was 
considered  by  some  one  representing  the  army 
with  a  real  estate  concern  in  Boston,  who 
desired  to  take  it  over  for  development  pur- 
poses on  a  cost-plus  basis,  but  that  proposition 
did  not  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  United 
States  authorities,  and  there  were  then  re- 
quests made  of  certain  individuals  and  cor- 
porations to  make  an  offer  for  the  taking  of 
a  long-time  lease  of  the  Army  Base  at  South 
Boston.  You  want  to  bear  in  mind,  gentle- 
men, that  the  Army  Base  represents  more 
than  ten  million  dollars,  that  the  physical 
valuation  is  more  than  ten  million  dollars. 
Today  it  is  practically  inactive ;  it  is  a  lia- 
bility rather  than  an  asset  to  either  the 
United  States  Government,  the  state  of  Massa- 
chusetts or  the  City  of  Boston.  Under  a  call 
for  bids  there  were  bids  by  different  indi- 
viduals and  corporations,  some  of  them  to  take 
it  under  a  long-time  lease  on  a  cost-plus  basis, 
and  others  bid  a  certain  sum  per  year  for  a 
number  of  years.  The  high  bidder  was  one 
by  the  name  of  Wiggin,  who  I  understand 
is  a  developer  of  watei'front  property  and 
waterfront  storage.  I  am  informed  by  Coun. 
Lane  that  that  is  so — not  that  he  in  any 
way  has  communicated  with  Coun.  Lane  con- 
cerning the  matter,  but  Coun.  Lane  informs 
me  that  there  is  a  Wiggin  interested  in  mat- 
ters of  this  kind.  The  government,  I  believe, 
has  turned  down  that  bid  or  offer,  as  it  was 
not  an  advantageous  one  to  the  United  States 
Government,  or  for  some  other  reason.  Now 
it  seems  to  me  Boston  is  not  going  ahead. 
We  hear  much  from  ex-Mayors  and  leading 
men  in  the  business  world  of  lack  of  initiative 
and  progress  in  our  community.  I  think 
there  is  a  lot  in  what  they  have  said.  I  have 
heard    much    about    our    port    being    so    much 
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nearer  Europe  than  any  other  port.  We  have 
heard  much  about  what  a  grand  harbor  we 
have.  I  know  little  about  it,  but  believe  much 
that  has  been  said  is  true.  Now,  we  can 
develop  Boston  as  a  port  by  the  city  in  some 
way  or  other,  by  act  of  the  Legislature  or 
otherwise,  and  that  if  we  can  rent,  lease  or 
purchase  from  the  "United  States  Government 
the  Army  Base  it  will  be  of  great  assistance 
in  this  line.  The  waters  there  are  deep 
enough  for  the  largest  boats  to  land,  dis- 
charge and  take  on,  and  it  seems  to  me 
there  ought  to  be  enough  public-spirited  citi- 
zens in  Boston,  men  of  means,  men  who 
desire  to  develop  the  city,  plus  the  city's  help, 
to  take  over  that  Army  Base  and  develop  it 
as  a  port  station,  in  a  way.  The  thought  oc- 
curred to  me  that  it  might  be  well  for  us  to 
initiate  it,  and  in  this  order  we  call  upon  the 
Mayor  to  consider  the  advisability  of  so  doing, 
communicating,  if  he  will,  what  he  may  or 
may  not  do  concerning  the  matter.  I  trust 
that   the  order  will  pass   unanimously. 

The     report    was     accepted    and    the    order 
was  passed. 


A    QUESTION    OF    PRIVILEGE. 

Coun.  "WATSON — Mr.  President,  as  a  mat- 
ter of  information  I  would  like  to  have  it 
made  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  Council  that 
the  order  passed  by  this  body  last  week  call- 
ing upon  the  Police  Commissioner,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  place  a  traffic  officer  at 
Tremont,  Davenport  and  Hammond  streets,  in 
Roxbury,  before  and  after  school  sessions, 
for  the  protection  of  school  children,  has  been 
honored  by  a  reply  from  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner, and  it  is  about  the  first  time  since 
I  have  been  a  member  of  the  Board  that  any 
official  request  of  ours  has  been  so  speedily 
recognized.  Of  course,  there  have  been  other 
actions  more  speedy,  but  those  are  personal ! 
The  language  used  by  the  Police  Commissioner 
is  as  follows  : 

Police    Department, 

Office  of  the  Commissioner,  April  18,  1921. 
To    the    City    Clerk: 

Dear  Sir, — The  Police  Commissioner  directs 
me  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  a  copy  of  an 
order  passed  by  the  City  Council  April  11, 
requesting  that  a  policeman  be  stationed  in 
Tremont  street,  near  Cabot,  Hammond  and 
Davenport  streets,  "for  the  protection  of  school 
children  immediately  before  and  after  each 
school   session." 

He  further  directs  me .  to  inform  you  that 
the  order  was  sent  to  the  superintendent  with 
instructions  to  take  up  the  matter  with  the 
captain  commanding  Division  10,  who  reports 
that  this  place  will  be  covered  by  an  officer 
while  school  children  are  going  to  and  from 
school.

VETO— PENSION    FOR    WILLIAM 
S.   FOSTER. 
The  following   was    received : 

City  of   Boston, 
Office   of   the   Mayor,   April   20,    1921. 
To  the  City   Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  am  herewith  returning  with- 
out my  signature  the  order  passed  by  the 
City  Council  on  April  4  accepting  chapter  192 
of  the  Acts  of  1921,  and  also  the  order  passed 
on  April  4  providing  for  the  pension  of 
William  S.  Foster  at  an  annual  pension  equal 
to  one  half  of  his  present  annual  salary. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  these  orders  I  requested 
the  Finance  Commission  to  advise  me  what 
course  should  be  followed  in  connection  with 
them.  In  the  report  received  from  the  Fi- 
nance Commission  today  it  points  out  that  at 
the  present  time  the  commission  has  a  bill 
before  the  General  Court  providing  for  a  com- 
prehensive pension  system  which  would  cover 
just  such  a  case  as  that  of  Mr.  Foster  in  case 
the  bill  became  law.  In  view  of  this  fact  it 
recommends  that  I  disapprove  your  orders, 
and  it  is  for  this  reason  that  I  am  vetoing 
them.

MEMORIAL     TABLETS     IN     PARKS,     ETC.

WATSON— Mr.  President,  early  in 
1919  I  offered  an  order  similar  to  this,  and 
at  that  time  nothing  came  of  it,  except  that 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  appointed  a  committee 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  erecting  one 
grand  memorial  to  those  who  died  in  the 
great  World  War.  We  met  several  times,  and 
the  thing  dropped  out  of  sight.  I  am  now 
embarrassed  by  the  numerous  legitimate  re- 
quests made  of  me  by  relatives  and  friends 
of  the  boys  who  died  in  the  service,  and  who 
had  lived  in  Boston  to  do  something  to  honor 
their  memory.  I  find  now  that  suitable 
squares  and  parks  are  exhausted,  and  that 
there  are  many  boys  who  died  in  the  service 
who  will  be  forgotten,  so  far  as  having 
parks  and  squares  named  after  them  is  con- 
cerned. I  know  the  members  of  the  body 
agree  with  me  that  we  do  not  desire  to 
belittle  the  memory  of  a  single  man  who 
died  in  the  service  ;  but  we  cannot  do  justice 
to  them  all  now  by  naming  squares  after 
them.  Consequently  I  believe  now,  as  I  be- 
lieved two  years  ago, — and  Coun.  Lane  agreed 
with    me    at    the    time. — that    the    proper    way 
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to  remember  the  boys  would  be  by  the  erec- 
tion of  bronze  tablets  in  all  the  open  spaces, 
public  squares  and  playgrounds  in  the  city,, 
having  inscribed  on  those  tablets  the  names 
of  the  boys.  My  idea  would  be,  for  instance, 
to  have  in  Cedar  square,  Roxbury,  near  my 
home,  a  bronze  tablet  erected,  containing  the 
names  of  all  the  boys  within  a  certain  zone 
or  radius  from  that  place  who  died  in  the 
war,  whether  a  soldier,  sailor  or  marine.  The 
same  thing  could  be  done  on  Boston  Com- 
mon. There  are  a  number  of  brave  men  who 
died,  who  lived  in  Coun.  Lane's  vicinity, 
whose  names  could  be  commemorated  there. 
Tablets  might  also  be  erected  on  Common- 
wealth avenue,  in  all  the  parks  and  open 
spaces  of  the  city,  and  the  names  of  the  boys 
who  had  lived  in  each  vicinity  thus  com- 
memorated. The  bronze  tablets  will  endure 
and  will  not  be  battered  or  become  disgrace- 
ful looking.  I  believe  we  ought  to  spend 
$15,000  or  $20,000  on  this  proposition.  The 
Mayor  might  not  consider  it  a  proper  subject 
for  a  loan,  but  it  might  well  be  taken  care 
of  by  appropriation.  We  can,  if  the  Mayor 
is  agreeable,  confer  with  him,  with  the  result 
that  we  can  provide  a  reasonable  sum  for 
the  purpose,  after  the  matter  has  been  looked 
into.  In  that  way  we  can  honor  the  memory 
of  our  noble  boys  who  died  in  the  service, 
boys  in  whose  honor  we  are  at  the  present 
time  unable  to  name  additional  parks  and 
squares.  I  venture  to  say  that  as  the  years 
go  on  there  will  be  found  to  be  many  boys 
who  were  as  great  or  greater  heroes  than 
any,  who  have  been  neglected,  through  no 
fault  of  ours,  but  whose  memory  can  be 
honored  in  this  way.  I  ask  a  suspension  of 
the  rule  that  the  order  may  be  put  upon 
its  passage. 

The   order   was    passed   under   suspension    of 
the   rule. 


MUNICIPAL  GAS  AND  ELECTRIC  PLANT. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order — That  the 
Executive  Committee  be  directed  to  consider 
and  report  as  to  the  advisability  and  feasi- 
bility of  establishing  a  municipal  gas  or  elec- 
tric lighting  plant  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  164  of  the  General  Laws. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  intro- 
duce the  order  for  a  committee  to  investigate 
and  report  as  to  the  advisability  of  the  city 
entering  into  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  gas 
and  electricity  to  the  inhabitants  of  Boston, 
because  I  realize  the  absolute  futility  of  any 
help  through  any  other  channel.  I  have  said 
on  many  occasions  on  the  floor  of  this  body 
that  the  lighting  interests  of  Massachusetts, 
and  particularly  of  the  City  of  Boston,  are 
committing  daily  legalized  robbery  upon  the 
consumers  of  these  commodities.  With  brazen 
effrontery  the  Edison  Company,  because  there 
is  no  controlling  power  over  them,  to  compel 
them  to  strike  from  the  consumers  bills  the 
additional  charge  under  the  fuel  clause,  are 
not  only  continuing  this  method  of  extortion, 
but  are  increasing  the  charge  under  the  fuel 
clause  so  it  runs  anywhere  from  15  per  cent 
to  50  per  cent,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
the  price  of  coal  in  large  quantities,  as  the 
Edison  Company  purchases,  has  dropped  more 
than  100  per  cent  in  eight  months.  I  have 
been  contending  since  I  first  entered  public 
life  in  1898  against  these  and  other  vicious 
special  privilege  interests  and  individuals,  and 
it  is  with  much  satisfaction  I  seen  blazing 
before  me  a  realization  of  the  loosening  of 
the  cruel  clutches  of  these  brutal  aggregations 
of  wealth  from  the  throats  of  the  individuals 
and  municipalities  and  public  servants.  The 
Legislature  on  Beacon  Hill  has  truly  unearthed 
a  rotten  condition  which  I  have  known  of 
in  a  general  way  as  having  existed  for  more 
than  a  generation.  Nothing  will  come  of  the 
Elevated  inquiry  other  than  the  public  defi- 
nitely knowing  the  unlaithfulness  of  some  of 
their  public  servants.  No  reduction  in  fares, 
no  better  service  will  come  of  it.  A  few 
blasted  reputations  and  future  relegation  to 
private  life  of  unfaithful  and,  perhaps,  cor- 
rupt public  servants.  I  wonder  why  it  is, 
if  the  purists  on  Beacon  Hill  are  sincere,  that 


they  do  not  do  something  besides  locking  the 
stable  door  after  the  horse  is  gone.  Give 
greater  power  to  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission over  the  Edison  Company,  as  I  under- 
stand that  they  are  powerless  in  controlling 
this  and  other  lighting  companies  in  the  Com- 
monwealth. It  is  my  opinion  that  the  total 
amount  representing  the  pilfering  of  those 
serving  sentences  in  our  correctional  institu- 
tions in  Massachusetts  does  not  equal  the 
sum  total  of  legalized  graft  and  extortion 
paid  to  the  lighting  interests  for  the  past 
twelve  months  in  Massachusetts.  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, have  you  read  in  the  newspapers  within 
72  hours  the  statement  by  that  great  pub- 
licist, William  J.  Bryan,  saying  that  the  total 
sum  representing  the  stealings  of  those  in 
our  penitentiaries  in  the  United  States  does 
not  equal  the  amount  robbed  from  the  people 
by  the  profiteering  coal  barons  in  twelve 
months  ?  You  may  not  want  to  take  my 
word  for  some  of  these  things.  There  is  a 
public  man  who  is  looked  up  to  who  says 
frankly  and  plainly  that  the  coal  barons  of 
the  United  States  have  taken  by.  profiteering 
— which  is  really  genuine  robbery — more  money 
from  the  consuming  public  of  the  United 
States  than  all  the  pilferings  of  the  men 
serving  time  within  the  boundaries  of  the 
United  States  today.  What  an  amazing  state- 
ment !  And  it  cannot  be  denied.  We  believe 
it  is  so.  We  cannot  say  that  it  is  so, 
but  I  certainly  believe  it  is  so,  as  much 
as  I  believe  that  there  is  a  great  creator 
overhead.  I  have  never  seen  Him,  but  my 
faith  leads  me  to  believe  that  He  is  there, 
and  I  believe,  just  as  much  as  a  man  can 
believe,  that  the  lighting  corporations  of 
Massachusetts  have  stolen  more  money  through 
extortion  and  high  prices  for  their  commodi- 
ties from  the  consuming  people  of  Massachu- 
setts than  has  been  stolen  by  the  convicts 
in  our  correctional  and  penal  institutions  in 
the  past  twelve  months.  I  know  that  that  is 
a  mighty  strong  statement,  and  I  know  that 
perhaps  members  here  may  think  that  during 
the  past  nine  weeks  I  have  been,  in  the 
vernacular  of  the  street,  blowing  my  bag, 
blowing  off  my  excess  steam.  It  may  be  that 
the  public  think  so,  and  it  may  be  that  you, 
my  colleagues,  believe  .it.  Perhaps  it  may  be 
so,  but  I  intend  to  continue  my  course  on  the 
floor  of  this  Council  from  now  to  the  close 
of  my  term,  doing  my  part  with  your  assist- 
ance to  brinir  to  their  knees  the  corrupt  and 
vile  influences  represented  by  the  privileged 
class  and  the  money  interests  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, even  though  I  am  hounded  in  cer- 
tain quarter's  as  I  have  been  hounded  in  the 
past  few  weeks.  They  sprinkle  their  poison 
very  cleverly,  and  they  go  far  afield  when 
they  desire  to  incriminate  and  embarrass  with 
the  Police  Department  of  +he  city  a  man  whose 
methods  they  do  not  like.  I  believe,  in  a 
general  way,  that  some  one  greater  than  the 
ordinary  man  is  responsible  for  the  activity, 
for  instance,  of  Superintendent  Crowley  of  the 
Police  Department,  who  compelled  an  officer  to 
arrest  me  after  the  officer  decided  that  I  was 
not  guilty  of  any  offence.  There  is  greater 
power  than  that  of  the  ordinary  man  re- 
sponsible for  action  of  that  sort.  There  is 
some  power  responsible  for  the  position  taken 
by  policemen  of  the  city  in  ,  embarrassing, 
handicapping  and  insulting  me  and  beating 
my  friends ;  certainly  some  greater  power 
than  that  of  the  ordinary '  man.  I  do  not 
accuse  the  Police  Commissioner  of  being  re- 
sponsible, or  Mr.  Crowley,  the  superintendent 
of  Police,  or  some  of  the  captains  ;  but  I  say 
that  somebody  of  great  influence  is  responsible 
for  what  has  been  done  for  me  and  what  may 
be  continued  as  far  as  I  am  concerned.  But 
as  long  as  God  gives  me  breath,  as  long  as 
he  gives  me  my  voi.ce,  as  long  as  I  remain 
a  member  of  this  body,  I  shall  continue  in 
my  perhaps  helpless  and  floundering  way  to 
bring  about  relief  from  extortion  and  legalized 
highway  robbery  on  the  part  of  the  privileged 
clsases  of  this  city  and  state  as  against  the 
consuming  classes.  And  I  am  going  to  have 
your  co-operation,  my  colleagues.  It  has  been 
suggested  to  me  that  the  members  of  this 
body  are  not  in  co-operation  with  me  ;  it  has 
been    suggested    that   you,    Mr.    Chairman,    are 
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receiving  special  rates  from  the  Edison  Com- 
pany. I  do  not  believe  it.  You  tell  me  that 
I  can  see  your  bills,  and  I  accept  your  proffer. 
I  believe  it  is  a  part  of  their  game  to  be- 
little those  who  dare  attack  them  and  who 
attempt  to  prevent  their  profiteering  and  ex- 
tortion. We  are  having  a  spectacle  on  Beacon 
Hill  of  a  vile  smelling  scandal,  reminding  one 
of  the  contents  of  a  garbage  can  after  it 
has  lain  around  for  a  long  time.  But  we 
who  have  been  in  politics  for  a  number  of 
years — as  I  have  for  twenty-seven  years — 
know  all  about  these  things.  I  saw  this  sort 
of  thing  on  Beacon  Hill  in  1901.  I  saw  them 
buy  members  of  the  Legislature,  as  Lawson 
said,  like  herrings  at  the  wharf.  I  remember 
distinctly  when  these  very  interests  were  using 
their  influence  to  turn  over  to  the  New  York 
Central  Railroad  the  only  Massachusetts 
owned  railroad  that  we  had,  the  Boston  & 
Albany.  I  voted  against  it.  I  remember  when 
the  Fitchburg  lease  to  the  Boston  &  Maine 
was  consummated,  and  I  remember  that  they 
bought  them  in  the  same  way.  I  tried  to 
tell  the  public  about  it,  but  everybody  dis- 
counted what  1  said.  They  said,  "He  is  crazy ; 
don't  notice  him,"  and  some  people  believed 
that  sort  of  thing  and  didn't  notice  me.  But 
I  have  kept  hammering  and  hammering,  until 
today  the  privileged  class  not  only  respect  me 
but  fear  me.  That  is  not  said  in  any  spirit 
of  vanity.  I  know  it.  If  I  told  this  body 
about  the  pulling  and  hauling  that  they  have 
done,  the  inducements  that  have  been  sug- 
gested, the  opportunities  that  I  have  had  to 
lie  off  in  clover  for  a  few  years,  it  would 
astound  you.  But,  thank  God,  I  am  going 
to  wind  up  my  career  in  this  body  in  eighteen 
months  and,  thank  God,  I  am  going  out  as 
clean  as  I  was  in  1898.  I  am  going  to  retire 
with  my  self-respect,  with  the  admiration,  re- 
spect and  confidence  of  those  who  know  me, 
and  without  any  necessity  of  apologizing  for 
my  action  to  the  great  public.  I  started  this 
contest  against  the  lighting  interests  in  1898, 
when  I  joined  with  Councilman  Sonnabend 
of  Ward  8,  who  introduced  an  order  for  a 
joint  committee  of  the  Board  of  Alldermen 
and  Common  Council  to  investigate  the  ques- 
tion of  lower  rates  and  possible  municipal 
ownership  of  gas  and  electric  lighting  plants. 
That  order  went  through  the  Council  at  that 
time,  went  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  down- 
stairs, and  was  there  referred  to  the  grave- 
yard, the  Committee  on  Public  Improvements, 
and  later  on,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  it  came 
out  with  a  report,  "No  further  action  neces- 
sary." In  1899  I  introduced  an  order  on  the 
thirteenth  day  of  April  that  a  joint  special 
committee,  consisting  of  eight  members  of  the 
Common  Council  with  such  as  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  might  join,  be  appointed  to  con- 
sider the  advisability  of  the  city  manufactur- 
ing and  selling  gas  and  electricity,  going  into 
municipal  ownership  of  lighting  plants  either 
by  acquiring  or  building  the  same.  That  was 
sent  up  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  there 
it  was  again  slaughtered.  I  went  to  the 
Legislature  and  made  my  fight  there.  I 
offered  an  order  empowering  not  only  the  City  of 
Boston  but  other  cities  to  build  and  maintain 
plants  and  manufacture  their  own  gas  and 
electricity,  selling  it  to  the  inhabitants,  and,  as 
usual,  they  got  busy,  the  same  interests, 
through  Burdett,  the  cunning  Burdett,  who 
has  just  fallen  prostrate  on  Beacon  Hill  be- 
cause the  Legislature  did  not  dare  pass  his 
bills,  because  the  publicity  that  you  and  I, 
fellow  members,  gave  to  the  papers  and  the 
public  concerning  the  corruption  back  of  them 
had  its  effect.  I  want  to  pay  tribute  here 
and  now  to  one  member  of  the  Legislature  in 
particular,  a  man  whom  I  have  never  met, 
a  man  who  is  an  aristocrat,  they  tell  me,  a 
man  of  great  wealth  and  a  man  of  great 
learning.  He  is  a  friend  of  Coun.  Lane's — 
Representative  Shattuck  of  Ward  8.  Repre- 
sentative Shattuck  has  stood  like  a  stone  wall 
against  their  attempts  to  coerce  and  influence 
him  :  and  I  want  to  say  that  if  all  the 
aristocratic,  so-called  better  element,  in  the 
high  places  where  the  rich  dwell,  were  like 
Representative  Shattuck,  or  if  there  were  a 
few  more  like  him,  there  would  be  fewer  men 
on    the  pay   roll   of   the   state   and   on   the   pay 


l'oll  of  the  corporations  at  the  same  time,  and 
we  in  the  ordinary  walks  of  life,  the  so-called 
lower  stratum  of  life,  would  be  able  to  look 
up  to  them  with  with  admiration  rather  than 
distrust.  In  1906  Alderman  Linehan  intro- 
duced an  order  calling  for  the  city's  embark- 
ing upon  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  elec- 
tricity and  gas  to  the  inhabitants,  and  that 
went  through  for  one  year,  by  a  vote  of  9 
to  3.  I  beg  your  pardon,  I  am  wrong.  I 
withdraw  that.  The  matter  was  referred  to 
a  committee,  and  later  on  I  believe  it  was 
passed  by  that  Board.  The  law  calls  for  the 
passage  by  two  City  Councils  or  Boards  of 
Aldermen  of  such  an  order,  and  it  is  then 
referred  to  the  people  for  their  approval  or 
disapproval,  on  referendum.  It  was  not  passed 
a  second  year,  and  it  has  Iain  dormant  since. 
I  made  a  rather  ridiculous  campaign  for  a 
high  office  once.  I  had  the  audacity  to  be 
the  lamb  to  be  slughtered  for  an  ideal.  I  ran 
for  a  high  public  office  on  the  platform  of 
municipal  ownership,  and  I  received  fewer 
votes  in  the  entire  city  than  I  have  received 
in  some  pi'ecincts  since.  But  I  did  not  care. 
I  was  fighting  for  a  principle.  I  have  been 
fighting  in  favor  of  public  ownership  in  my 
humble  way  ever  since,  and  making  some 
progress.  I  know  I  am  boring  the  members, 
but  I  cannot  quit  for  a  moment  or  two,  be- 
cause I  want  to  say  some  things  that  are 
essential  and  necessary  in  connection  with 
this  order.  The  order  will  be  passed,  un- 
doubtedly. There  will  not  be  a  vote  in  this 
body  against  it.  After  that  committee  meets 
I  am  going  to  produce  an  order  asking  the 
Mayor  to  permit  us  a  reasonable  sum  to 
prosecute  our  inquiry,  in  order  that  we  may 
report  intelligently,  and  if  I  have  my 
way,  from  the  knowledge  I  have  of  gas  and 
electricity,  the  manufacture  and  the  prin- 
ciple of  public  ownership,  we  will  report  back 
an  order  in  favor  of  taking  the  first  step 
for  municipal  ownership  of  gas  and  electric 
light  plants  in  the  City  of  Boston  and  before 
the  act  is  consummated,  passed  another  year 
and  accepted  by  the  voters,  you  will  have 
legislation  on  Beacon  Hill  that  will  permit  the 
City  of  Boston  and  other  cities  and  towns  to 
buy  the  existing  plants  at  a  reasonable  figure 
rather  than  at  a  figure  out  of  all  proportion 
to  their  real  value.  I  might  say  this,  that  I 
think  you  will  all  be  rather  surprised.  There 
will  be  an  order  come  to  this  body,  showing 
that  we  have  made  progress,  for  the  appro- 
priating- of  $50,000  to  prosecute  an  attempt 
on  the  part  of  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  reduce 
the  price  of  electricity,  $50,000 !  It  ought  to 
be  here  today,  and  I  don't  know  why  it  isn't, 
but  it  is  coming  here ;  and  you  can  say  to 
youi'selves,  fellow  members,  that  we  nine  men 
at  least  have  started  something  that  is  going 
to  have  a  definite  result  so  far  as  the  con- 
sumers of  electricity  are  concerned  in  the  City 
of  Boston.  $50,000 !  That  is  the  result  of 
my  order  for  $5,000.  I  knew  if  I  introduced 
an  order  for  $5,000  it  would  not  cover  the 
thing,  but  I  had  hoped  that  public  spirited 
men  would  aid  us,  and  they  would  have  done 
'so.  I  have  been  informed  by  somebody  on 
the  floor  today,  a  member,  that  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  is  interested  in  reducing  the 
price  of  electricity.  In  God's  name,  who  woke 
them  up?  Who  played  a  band  under  their 
window  and  knocked  at  their  door,  and  got 
them  started?  I  did  not  know  that  there  was 
such  a  thing  in  Boston  as  a  real  Chamber  of 
Commerce.  They  are  only  interested  in  put- 
ting around  the  necks  of  the  people  a  phony 
lease  of  the  Army  Base,  which  I  can  tell  you 
a  little  about.  A  little  clique  runs  the  Cham- 
ber. Our  chairman  once  had  faith  in  him. 
but  even  he  got  disgusted.  He  could  not 
stand  their  lack  of  activity  in  matters  affect- 
ing the  progress  of  the  City  of  Boston.  If  I 
am   wrong,   I   will   withdraw   that  statement. 

President   HAGAN — You   are   wrong. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  suppose  I  do  make  mis- 
takes, but  some  of  the  things  I  say  are  true, 
and  I  guess  I  am  being  pitied  by  you,  Mr. 
Chairman,  as  I  have  been  before.  I  was 
pitied  by  you  once  before,  when  you  promised 
to  vote  for  me  for  president  on  the  first 
ballot. 
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President  HAGAN — You  will  kindly  confine 
yourself   to   the    question    before   the   body. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  am  perfectly  willing  to 
have  the  remark  stricken  from  the  record, 
if  there  is  no  objection  on  the  part  of  other 
members.  I  would  rather  have  it  stand  there, 
but  what  is  the  use?  Well,  if  you  are  not  dis- 
satisfied with  the  conduct  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  you  ought  to  be.  Any  business 
man  who  does  not  see  some  action  there, 
aside  from  their  mild  activities,  ought  to  get 
out  of  the  organization.  I  don't  know  your 
thought,  but  it  is  my  judgment  that  right 
down  in  your  heart,  Mr.  Chairman,  you  are 
disgusted  with  the  conduct  of  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  as  it  is  carried  on  today.  And 
do  not  feel  that  it  is  a  live  force  in  the 
affairs  of  the  City  of  Boston,  notwithstand- 
ing your  protestations.  Well,  Mr.  Chairman, 
we  never  have  got  along,  and  I  suppose  we 
never  will.  Let  me  say  that  I  have  in  my 
hand  a  clipping  from  my  favorite  newspaper, 
the  Boston  Herald,  in  which  there  is  an  article 
that  shows  that  the  Holyoke  Electric  Light 
Company,  under  municipal  ownership,  munic- 
ipal control,  is  a  positive  success.  In  the 
Herald!  How  did  it  ever  happen?  It  was  a 
mistake,  of  course.  I  bet  that  the  man  who 
wrote  that  story  will  lose  his  job  when  my 
good  friend  Robert  Lincoln  O'Brien  sees  this 
article.  Well,  I  think  I  have  said  sufficient. 
I  don't  intend  to  give  away  my  entire  case. 
I  have  enough  "dope,"  to  use  the  slang  of  the 
day,  on  the  lighting  situation  from  expert 
electrical  engineers  par  excellent,  to  wake  up 
the  gentlemen  who  preside  over  the  destinies 
of  those  highway-robbing  companies,  the  Edi- 
son and  the  Consolidated  Gas  Companies. 
One  reference,  and  I  am  through.  I  was  as- 
sured of  the  assistance  of  the  Boston  Artificial 
lee  Company  in  this  contest,  in  the  begin- 
ning. They  have  an  artificial  ice  plant  in 
Roxbury.  The  chief  engineer  was  coming  here 
from  Philadelphia.  The  Boston  Artificial  Ice 
Company  is  a  subsidiary  company  of  the 
American  lee  Company,  and  they  were  pay- 
ing 100  per  cent  more  for  fuel  charges  and 
were  going  to  give  me  all  that  data.  I  have 
part  of  it  that  they  gave  me.  They  have  got 
the  originals  back,  but  I  have  got  the  copies. 
They  were  going  to  supply  me  with  informa- 
tion that  I  got  elsewhere,  but  I  have  not  seen 
them  for  six  weeks ;  and  I  make  this  claim, 
that  the  Boston  Artificial  Ice  Company's  plant 
has  got  a  reduction,  a  tremendous  reduction  in 
the  price  they  pay  for  electricity  to  the  Edi- 
son Illuminating  Company,  since  I  started  this 
investigation.  They  have  quit.  I  might  go  on 
indefinitely,  Mr.  President,  but  I  will  not  do 
so.  I  will  close  by  referring  to  a  few  places. 
The  municipal  plant  in  Holyoke  is  a  positive 
success.  The  Old  Colony  Real  Estate  Trust 
is  selling  electricity  for  five  cents  per  kilo- 
watt hour  to  the  courthouse,  and  has  been 
doing  so  for  five  or  six  years,  without  any 
coal  charges.  In  Danvers  they  are  selling- 
electricity  to  the  inhabitants  for  less  than 
five  cents  per  kilowatt  hour  ;  in  Elmira,  N.  Y., 
they  are  selling  it  for  less  than  seven  cents 
per  kilowatt  hour ;  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  for 
less  than  five  cents  per  kilowatt  hour.  But, 
my  fr'ends,  the  Edison  Company  not  only  con- 
tinues charging  under  the  fuel  clause,  but 
raising  the  percentage  of  increase :  and  bear 
in  mind  that  coal  has  dropped  100  per  cent 
in  cost  since  November,  1920,  and  that  they 
have  increased  their  rates  nearly  100  per 
cent.  Oh,  Lord,  how  much  longer  have  we 
got  to  wait  ?  How  much  longer  ?  How  about 
those  purists  on  Beacon  Hill.  How  ahout  the 
great  leader  of  Ward  5  ?  How  about  it  ?  His 
opportunity  is  here,  now.  Let  him  initiate 
some  legislation  giving  the  Public  "Utilities 
Commission  some  power  over  the  Edison  and 
Consolidated  Gas  Companies.  Sir,  you  are  not 
doing  anything  so  far  as  anything  in  which 
the  public  is  interested  is  concerned.  Car- 
fares will  not  be  reduced  and  the  service 
will  not  be  improved  by  anything  you  may 
do,  Mr.  Leader  of  Ward  5,  you  who  say  that 
we  ate  not  fit  to  handle  affairs  pertaining  to 
the  city ;  you  who  took  from  us  the_  little 
power  we  did  have,  and  who  have  tried  to 
take   the   balance ;  you,   sir,   who   are  no   purer 


in  your  public  or  private  life  than  any  member 
of  this  body.  I  say  to  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  5,  let  him  be  consistent.  If  he  believes 
in  home  rule,  let  him  offer  some  legislation 
that  will  give  to  this  body,  the  body  closest 
to  the  people  of  Boston,  some  power  and 
authority,  instead  of  allowing  us  to  be  nothing 
more  nor  less  than  a  rubber  stamp.  Another 
member  of  the  Legislature,  a  gentleman  from 
the  South  Boston  district,  has  come  in  with 
an  order  that,  in  the  event  of  our  not  elect- 
ing a  president  of  this  body  for  four  meet- 
ings, the  Mayor  will  appoint  a  member  as 
presiding  officer.  I  say  to  that  member  that 
we  can  attend  to  our  own  business  here.  I 
cannot  be  president  of  this  body  ;  I  cannot  get 
the  votes.  Some  other  member  may  get  them. 
But  I  will  vote  for  myself  until  a  man  is 
elected.  As  far  as  handling  that  gavel  is 
concerned,  Mr.  President,  I  don't  care  a  whit 
for  that.  I  don't  expect  it  and  don't  want 
it ;  but,  so  far  as  that  representative  from 
South  Boston  is  concerned,  I  say  to  him  that 
if  we  had  the  power  and  could  go  up  on 
Beacon  Hill,  we  can  all  see  where  we  could 
improve  conditions  there  vastly,  where  we 
could  take  action  that  would  be  greatly  for 
the  moral  and  financial  benefit  of  the  people 
of  Boston  and  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts. And  I  say,  sir,  to  that  representa- 
tive from  South  Boston,  that  if  we  cannot 
elect  a  chairman  we  at  least  have  a  chairman 
now  presiding,  and  that  we  are  functioning. 
The  City  of  Boston  is  not  handicapped.  We 
Have  passed  all  the  measures  that  needed  to 
be  acted  upon.  We  have  passed  loan  bills 
and  appropriation  bills  sooner  than  they  have 
been  passed  in  any  other  year  since  I  have 
been  a  member.  The  public  affairs  of  this 
city  are  not  being  handicapped  because  we 
have  not  elected  a  president.  We  are  standing 
on  our  own  feet.  I,  myself,  and  two  of  my 
fellow  members,  believe  that  I  should  be  presi- 
dent. The  two  who  have  been  voting  for  me 
may  change  their  minds  and  turn  to  another, 
but  they  have  been  standing  by  me  so  far. 
There  are  two  other  members  of  this  body 
who  have  been  candidates  for  president,  and 
each  of  them  has  received  two  votes  besides 
his   own  

Pres.  HAGAN — The  gentleman  will  kindly 
confine  himself  to  the  question  before  the 
house. 

Coun.  WATSON— Oh,  Mr.  President,  kindly 
permit  me  to  close.  Some  day  I  may  be 
swinging  the  gavel  and  keeping  you  within 
bounds.  I  am  wandering,  I  know,  but  I  will 
close  in  a  moment.  As  I  have  said,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, and  this  is  in  conclusion,  Coun.  Lane 
has  two  followers  votinc  for  him,  as  they 
rightfully  should  if  they  so  desire,  and  Coun. 
Brickley  has  two  that  have  been  voting  for 
him.  If  we  cannot  elect  a  president,  that  is 
no  business  of  the  gentleman  on  Beacon  Hill. 
As  I  say,  we  are  functioning.  Now,  Mr. 
President,  I  feel  better,  you  feel  better,  we  all 
feel  better,  and'  we  are  good  friends.  You 
and  I  have  disagreed  at  times  and  have  said 
some  bitter  things  to  each  other,  some  harsh 
things.  I  never  have  said  harsher  things  to 
you  than  you  have  said  to  me.  But  I  do  not 
have  any  feeling  of  malice  towards  you,  and 
I  would  be  one  of  the  first  men  to  befriend 
you  if  you  needed  a  friend,  as  I  am  sure  you 
would  do  to  me.  There  is  no  bile,  no  feeling. 
I  am  satisfied  that  among  my  eight  col- 
leagues here  I  have  eight  friends.  We  may 
differ,  but  fundamentally  we  stand  together  on 
the  things  where  the  public  good  is  at  stake. 
On  those  matters  we  are  a  unit.  I  hope,  Mr. 
President,  that  the  order  at  this  time  will  be 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  that 
it    will    be    passed    later    in    the    session. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee.

Gentlemen, — It  has  become  necessary  under 
the  terms  of  the  street  lighting  contract  be- 
tween the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Edison 
Electric  Illuminating  Company,  dated  Decem- 
.ber  7,  1914,  that  there  should  be  a  further 
arbitration,  and  I  have  instructed  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel  to  join  with  the  company 
in  the  necessary  request  for  such  arbitration. 
It  is  also  in  my  judgment  expedient  in  the 
interests  of  the  city  that  I  should  file  a  com- 
plaint with  reference  to  the  price  at  which 
electricity  is  sold  and  delivered  and  the  rates 
charged  for  the  same,  and  I  have  also  in- 
structed the  Corporation  Counsel  to  prepare 
and  file   such   a  petition. 

Both  these  petitions  will  necessarily  in- 
volve hearings  before  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission,  at  which  the  evidence  on  be- 
half of  the  city  ought  to  be  fully  and  ade- 
quately presented.  In  my  opinion,  and  that 
of  the  Corporation  Counsel,  this  will  require 
the  expenditure  of  money  for  the  service  of 
experts,  of  stenographers,  of  legal  assistants 
and  other  necessary  and  reasonable  expenses 
connected  with  the  hearings,  in  .excess  of  the 
your  honorable  body  will  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $50,000  to  be  expended  under  my  direction, 
and  that  of  the  Corporation  Counsel,  for  the 
foregoing  purposes,  and  I  submit  an  order 
for   that  purpose.

LOAN    FOR    ARTIFICIAL    STONE 
SIDEWALKS. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order— That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  send  to  the 
City  Council  an  order  for  a  loan  of  at  least 
$50,000  for  use  in  the  laying  of  artificial  stone 
sidewalks  in  various  parts  of  the  city. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  am  in 
the  position  as  other  members  of  this  body 
are,  concerning  granolithic  sidewalks.  There 
is  hardly  a  meeting  but  what  we  have  one 
or  more  orders  introduced,  with  the  consent 
of  the  Public  Works  Commissioner,  for  arti- 
ficial sidewalks  in  the  different  parts  of  the 
city.  We  appropriated  in  the  budget  some- 
thing like  $50,000  for  granolithic  walks.  I 
understand  that  there  are  live  petitions  in 
the  hands  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  that  represent  in  dollars  and  cents, 
and  that  we  have  passed  orders  to  provide 
for,  granolithic  walks,  if  they  were  all  built, 
amounting  to  more  than  half  a  million  dol- 
lars. Fifty  thousand  dollars  will  build  very 
few  granolithic  walks.  I  have  myself  a 
number  of  live  orders  over  there,  which  I 
have  been  trying  to  have  acted  upon  for 
four  or  five  years,  for  the  building  of  grano- 
lithic walks,  and  the  only  reason  why  the 
work  has  not  been  done  is  that  there  are 
some  streets  or  sidewalks  that  they  claim 
are  more  important  to  fix  up  than  the  ones 
I  am  interested  in.  I  feel  that  the  city  can 
make  no  better  investment,  can  make  no 
improvement  that  would  be  more  appreci- 
ated or  that  would  be  a  more  substantial  pub- 
lic improvement,  than  can  be  done  by  provid- 
ing for  granolithic  sidewalks.  The  average 
person  walks  considerably,  and  walking  on 
uneven  sidewalks  is  not  a  pleasant  thing  for 
people  to  do,  particularly  old  people.  My 
reason    for    introducing    this    order    is    that    I 
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want  to  go  on  record,  and  put  the  members 
on  record,  so  that  we  may  show  that  it  is 
unanimous,  in  favor  of  the  expenditure  of 
more  money  in  this  city  for  granolithic  side- 
walks. I  know  of  several  very  important 
ones  that  should  be  built.  Yesterday,  for  in- 
stance, I  went  up  on  a  place  called  Winder- 
mere road,  at  Uphams  Corner.  A  gentleman 
came  to  me  and  said  that  after  a  storm  the 
sidewalks  on  Windermere  road  were  being- 
washed  away.  I  said  that  that  was  nothing 
remarkable  or  unusual,  that  rain  storms  do 
wash  away  sidewalks.  "But,"  he  said,  "our 
sidewalks  have  been  washed  away.  If  you 
will  come  up  there,  Mr.  Watson,  and  go 
along  that  street  up  to  Stoughton  street,  you 
will  see  what  the  condition  is."  So  I  went 
up  there  and  looked.  I  was  really  surprised. 
The  edgestones  were  all  in,  but  the  gravel 
had  been  washed  away  from  the  sidewalks 
down  to  the  foot  of  the  street,  and  any 
person  going  through  there  in  the  dark  would 
get  up  to  his  ankles  in  it,  and  might  fall 
down  and  be  injured  seriously.  It  might  well 
lie,  that  the  damages  resulting  from  the  in- 
juries to  one  person  alone  would  cost  the 
city  more  money  than  the  granolithic  walks 
would  cost.  Therefore  I  have  introduced  this 
order,  in  order  that  we  may  at  least  make  a 
start  toward  remedying  this  situation.  We  will 
at  least  be  trying  to  do  something,  trying 
to  do  all  that  it  is  in  our  power  to  do, 
and  perhaps  if  $50,000  can  be  appropriated 
at  this  time  we  may  obtain  more  later,  and 
after  awhile  we  may  get  somewhere  with  this 
work.  Therefore  I  ask  for  a  suspension  of 
the   rule. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  the  order 
as  submitted  by  the  member  of  the  Council, 
referring  to  granolithic  sidewalks,  is  one 
that  is  very  dear  to  me,  because  I  suppose 
I  have  put  in  more  of  these  orders  than,  or 
certainly  as  many  as,  any  other  member  of 
the  Council.  But  the  order  as  framed  by 
the  member  provides  that  the  Mayor  shall 
send  in  a  loan  order  for  $50,000  for  this  pur- 
pose. I  feel  that  this  type  of  improvement 
should  come  from  taxes  and  not  through 
loans,  and  therefore  I  feel  that  the  order 
should   be   amended    in   that   respect. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  if  the 
gentleman  will  yield  for  a  moment,  I  want  to 
say  that  I  erred  in  putting  the  order  in  in 
that  way.  I  intended  that  it  should  be  done 
by  appropriation  from  taxes,  and  if  the 
councilor  will  permit  I  will  move  to  amend 
the  order  by  requesting  that  the  money  be 
provided  by  appropriation  from  taxes,  in- 
stead of  by  loan.  I  do  not  agree  with  you 
on  the  principle,  however,  just  the  same, 
but  I  want  to   have  your  support. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  I  am  very 
glad  that  the  member  has  seen  fit  to  move 
that  amendment,  because  if  he  had  not  done 
so  I  was  going  to  do  so.  With  common 
consent,  nobody  objecting,  I  will  now  move 
another  amendment,  that  there  shall  be  an  or- 
der for  at  least  $75,000  sent  in  by  the  Mayor, 
either  by  transfer  from  the  Reserve  Fund  or 
appropriation  from  tax  levy,  for  the  purpose 
of  making  granolithic  sidewalks,  thereby  as- 
suring people  of  the  community  of  a  reason- 
able appropriation  to  start  the  work  on  gran- 
olithic sidewalks  this  year.  Prior  to  1917, 
when  the  great  war  began,  it  was  nothing 
unusual  for  the  City  of  Boston  through  the 
Public  Works  Department  to  spend  at  least 
$100,000  to  $200,000  annually  for  this  pur- 
pose. Then  the  war  came  on.  Public  works 
which  were  not  of  imperative  necessity  were 
suspended,  and  none  of  this  work  was  done. 
During  the  last  year  or  two  the  price  of 
cement  has  been  prohibitive.  That,  with 
other  things,  is  now  on  the  descent,  and  it 
strikes  me,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  are 
orders  with  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
contemplating  the  expenditure,  roughly,  of  over 
half  a  million  dollars  for  granolithic  sidewalks 
— convinces  me  that  we  ought  to  begin  now, 
when  times  are  geting  normal,  to  appropriate 
at  least  $100,000  annually  for  granolithic 
sidewalks.  The  Mayor  has  sent  in  an  item 
in  his  budget  for  the  small  amount  of  $25,- 
000   for  this   purpose.     It   is   frightfully   inade- 


quate. The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
has  so  stated  in  our  budget  hearings.  It 
strikes  me  that  we  ought  at  least  to  have 
$100,000  appropriated,  so  that  eventually  we 
will  catch  up  with  this  work.  I  move,  there- 
fore, that  $50,000  be  stricken  out  and  $75,000 
be  inserted  °in  place  thereof. 

The  order  was  amended  with  a  provision 
that  the  amount  should  be  $75,000  instead  of 
$50,000,  and  that  the  money  should  be  ap- 
propriated from  the  tax  levy  instead  of  by 
loan. 

The  question  came  on  suspension  of  the 
rule  for  passage  of  the  order  in  its  amended 
form. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  while 
I  agree  that  there  ought  to  be  money  spent 
on  granolithic  sidewalks,  still  I  think  when 
'the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  was  before 
us  at  the  budget  hearing  he  said  that  this 
year  he  had  taken  up  with  the  Mayor  the 
-question  of  spending  $50,000  this  year  instead 
of  $25,000  for  granolithic  sidewalks,  but  that 
the  Mayor  had  absolutely  refused  to  do  any- 
thing further  along  this  line  this  year.  It 
does  seem  to  me  that,  if  these  granolithic 
sidewalks  are  to  be  put  in,  they  should  not  be 
confined  almost  entirely  to  the  suburban  dis- 
tricts. I  think  that  some  of  our  sidewalks 
right  here  in  the  center  of  the  city  are  a 
disgrace.  Take  Washington  street,  for  ex- 
ample, I  dont  think  there  is  any  street  which 
might  better  be  fixed  up  so  as  to  make  the 
city  attractive  than  Washington  street,  where 
there  is  more  travel  and  people  passing  back 
and  forward  in  one  day  than  in  a  month  on 
any  of  the  other  sti-eets.  I  have  noticed  on 
most  of  these  granolithic  sidewalk  orders  that 
have  been  submitted  and  passed  with  the 
approval  of  the  Mayor  and  the  consent  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  that  week  af- 
ter week  we  have  read  in  the  City  Record 
that  they  have  not  been  advertised.  They 
have  been  granted  to  a  contractor  without 
any  advertising,  and  the  reason  given  for  it 
is  that,  in  the  first  instance,  the  abutters 
on  the  property  along  the  streets  foot  one 
half  the  expense,  and,  further,  it  is  seldom 
that  the  amount  reaches  more  than  $1,000. 
It  seems  to  me  that  the  principle  of  adver- 
tising these  various  contracts  should  be  rigidly 
enforced.  I  think  we  are  getting  away  al- 
most entirely  from  the  idea  of  advertising 
contracts.  I  should  like  to  see  in  this  city 
of  ours,  where  there  are  contracts  of  a 
nature  that  should  naturally  be  advertised, 
that  they  be  advertised,  and  that  everybody 
have  an  opportunity  to  bid  upon  them.  I 
have  noticed  recently  that  the  Park  Depart- 
ment is  giving  privileges  that  citizens  of  this 
city  have  paid  thousands  of  dollars  for  in 
the  past.  I  refer,  for  instance,  to  the  re- 
fectory building  out  in  Franklin  Park,  and 
also  the  headhouse  privilege  over  in  Marine 
Park.  They  give  as  a  reason  the  fact  that 
the  people  to  whom  they  are  giving  these 
privileges  will  be  people  who  will  better  serve 
the  people  of  the  city  who  go  to  these  various 
places  and  buy  refreshments.  Why  wouldn't 
they  be  better  able  to  serve  them  ?  Let  us 
take,  for  instance,  the  headhouse  at  Marine 
Park,  for  which  in  the  past  I  understand 
$5,000  a  year  has  been  paid  for  the  privilege. 
If  you  take  away  the  $5,000  a  year,  any 
of  those  who  have  held  that  contract  in  the 
past  would  surely  be  ready  to  compete  in  the 
future  with  those  receiving  the  contract,  with 
that  handicap  removed.  I  think  the  ten- 
dency of  the  times,  under  this  administration, 
is  to  give  away  these  revenue-producing  privi- 
leges of  the  City  of  Boston  practically  for 
nothing,  in  my  opinion,  to  a  lot  of  social 
settlement  workers,  who  I  very  much  doubt 
are  even  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston.  I 
think  all  these  things  that  are  advertised  or 
should  be  advertised  should  be  submitted  to 
somebody  such  as  the  Finance  Commission. 
We  see  the  amount  charged  under  contract 
after  contract  increased  after  the  contract 
has  been  granted.  I  think  that  is  a  danger- 
ous practice.  I  think  when  a  contractor  sub- 
mits a  bid  on  a  proposition  he  ought  to  be 
able  to  know  just  about  what  he  is  bidding 
on   and   ought  not  later   to  be   faced   with   the 
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fact  that  some  one  who  bids  lower  than  he 
will  in  addition  to  his  contract  price  be  paid 
more  money  under  that  contract  to  complete 
the  work  than  he  would  have  been  willing 
to  do  the  entire  job  for.  I  think  the  whole 
thing,  seemingly,  is  getting  away  from  what 
it  ought  to  be,  and  I  feel  that  this  matter 
is  worthy  of  serious  consideration.  I  move 
that  it  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  accept 
that     reference. 

The  order  as  amended  was  referred  to  the 
Executive    Committee. 


WORLD    WAR    MEMORIAL    PARK. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order — That  the 
Board  of  Park  Commissioners  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  change  the 
name  of  Wood  Island  Park,  East  Boston,  to 
World  War  Memorial  Park,  in  honor  of  the 
East  Boston  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  who 
gave  their  lives  for  the  cause  of  freedom  dur- 
ing the  World  War,  and  to  properly  mark  the 
park   with   the   necessary  signs. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
be  fair  concerning  this  order  with  the  gentle- 
man who  is  responsible  for  its  birth.  I  am 
merely  an  instrument  by  which  it  is  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  City  Council,  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  and  the  Park  Department.  Mr. 
Giblin,  a  former  member  of  the  Legislature 
and  of  the  City  Council,  from  East  Boston, 
suggested  the  thought  to  me,  and  I  felt  that  it 
was  a  good  one.  In  consequence  I  have  in- 
troduced the  order.  The  object,  if  successful, 
is  to  change  the  name  of  Wood  Island  Park  to 
World  War  Memorial  Park,  and  it  is  pro- 
posed that  a  committee  wait  upon  or  get 
in  touch  with  the  Secretary  of  War  or  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  and  request  that  some 
unknown  hero  of  the  late  war  be  buried  here 
and  that  there  be  a  sort  of  consecration  to 
the  memory  of  all  those  "who  died  in  the  ser- 
vice. I  thought  that  the  idea  was  an  ex- 
cellent one.  I  realize,  however,  that  the 
Mayor  is  inclined  to  oppose  changing  names 
of  existing  parks,  that  is,  where  the  name 
represents  some  individual.  But,  as  I  un- 
derstand it,  Wood  Island  Park  is  not  an 
island  at  all  and  the  name  does  not  have 
reference  to  any  person  by  the  name  of  Wood. 
It  simply  means  that  at  one  time  it  was  a 
wooded  section  on  that  particular  place  that 
was  called  an  island.  So  I  see  no  objection, 
from  my  point  of  view,  to  the  change  of 
name,  and  I  fail  to  see  any  objection  that 
the  Park  Department  can  have  to  the  change 
to  the  name  suggested.  Of  course,  the  Park 
Department  might  decide  on/  some  other 
name,  or  it  might  be  that  some  better  name 
would  suggest  itself.  In  that  case,  I  think 
the  initiator  of  the  order,  Mr.  Giblin,  would 
be  satisfied.  I  spoke  at  the  last  meeting  con- 
cerning the  lack  of  open  spaces  and  parks 
that  might  be  used  to  honor  the  memories 
of  those  who  died  in  the  service.  No  doubt 
the  other  members  here  are  aware  of  the 
scarcity  of  such  places.  There  are  practi- 
cally no  places  left.  I  know  of  one  case  now 
of  a  widow  who  lost  a^  boy  in  Europe  in 
the  late  war,  and  lost  another  boy  off  a 
mine  sweeper,  and  I  cannot  find  a  suitable 
square  in  Roxbury,  where  the  boys  were  born 
and  where  the  mother  now  lives,  to  name  in 
honor  of  the  memory  of  those  boys.  It  is 
unfortunate.  This  lady  would  never  have 
spoken  to  anybody  about  the  matter,  but  I 
was  told  by  somebody  that  that  situation  ex- 
isted, and  I  called  at  her  house.  She  told 
me,  "yes,"  that  she  had  lost  two  boys.  I  said, 
"Well,  don't  you  think  their  memories  should 
be  recognized  by  having  a  square  named  after 
then  ?"  She  replied.  "I  have  nobody  who 
will  do  it,"  and  the  thought  struck  me  that 
there  were  a  tremendous  number  of  fathers 
and  mothers,  sisters  and  brothers  who  had 
lost  some  dear  one  and  who  were  similarly 
situated.  They  feel  that  they  have  no  in-' 
fluence,  nobody  to  interest  themselves  in  the 
matter  and  so  they  simply  let  the  thing  go. 
They   are   not  acquainted   with   Coun.   Brickley, 


Collins,  Ford,  Moriarty,  McLaughlin,  Dono- 
ghue,  Lane,  Hagan  or  Watson.  They  merely 
know  that  some  one  has  been  able  to  get 
some  councilor  to  name  a  square  after  some- 
body's else  boy,  that  it  was  done  because 
those  people  happened  to  have  influence.  I 
think  that  this  idea  of  Mr.  Giblin's — and  I 
feel  that  other  members  here  will  agree  with 
me — helps  to  meet  that  situation.  In  my 
opinion  it  is  an  excellent  idea,  and  he  deserves 
all  the  credit  in  the  world  for  it.  I  think 
there  could  be  no  more  fitting  act  of  the 
Park  Department  than  to  change  the  name  of 
Wood  Island  Park  to  the  name  suggested 
in  the  order,  or  to  some  name  as  appropriate 
or  more  so.  The  idea  of  having  the  body 
of  some  unknown  dead  soldier  or  sailor 
brought  there  and  buried  and  having  a  tab- 
let over  his  remains  to  consecrate  that  par- 
ticular location  to  that  boy's  memory  and  to 
the  memory  of  all  the  East  Boston  boys 
who  died  in  the  service,  I  think  is  an  ex- 
cellent one.  I  believe  the  Park  Commissioners 
would  agree  with  me  in  that  matter,  and  I 
know  that  my  colleagues  will,  because  they 
all  recognize  the  lack  of  opportunity  to  memo- 
rialize all  those  who  have  died  in  the  service 
by  reason  of  lack  of  parks  and  squares.  I 
move  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  in  order  that  I  may  more 
fully  acquaint  myself  with  the  facts,  finding- 
out  whether  or  not  any  real  objection  can  be 
raised  to  the  changing  of  the  name  of  Wood 
Island  Park  to  another  name  such  as  is  pro- 
posed. If  there  is  some  proper  objection, 
if  the  name  "Wood"  represents  some  in- 
dividual of  historic  imporance  who  has  had 
something  to  do  with  the  past  history  of 
Boston,  I  would  withdraw  the  order  rather 
than  have  it  passed  and  vetoed  by  the  Mayor 
because  of  that  reason.  I  move,  therefore, 
that  the  order  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee.

Coun.  MORIARTY,  for  Coun.  BRICKLEY.

Morahan  square,  in  honor  of  Private  Morahan 
of  Company  D,  60th  Infantry,  who  fell  in 
action  in  the  Argonne  on  September  22,  1917, 
while  serving  his  country  during  the  World 
Wax-,  and  that  said  space  be  suitably  marked 
with  signs.

Coun.  MORIARTY,  for  Coun.  BRICKLEY, 
offered  an  order — That  the  space  at  the  junc- 
tion of  Boylston  street  and  Massachusetts 
avenue  be  named  Charles  Newcomb  square, 
in  honor  of  Private  Charles  Newcomb  who 
was  killed  in  action  at  Cnateau  Thierry,  July 
20,  1918,  while  serving  in  Company  C,  103d 
Infantry,  26th  Division,  and  that  said  space 
be   suitably  marked  with  signs.

Coun.  MORIARTY,  for  Coun.  BRICKLEY, 
offered  an  order — That  the  space  at  the  junc- 
tion of  Broadway  and  Washington  street  be 
named  Jerome  J.  Crowley  square,  in  honor  of 
said  Crowley,  who  gave  his  life  for  the  cause 
of  liberty  during  the  World  War,  and  that 
said  place  be  suitably  marked  with  signs. 

Passed  under  a  suspension  of  the  rule. 


DENNIS    J.    CALLAHAN    SQUARE. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order— That  the 
square  at  the  junction  of  East  street  and 
Dorchester  avenue  and  Freeport  street  in  the 
Dorchester  section  be  named  and  known  here- 
after as  Dennis  J.  Callahan  square,  to  com- 
memorate the  memory  of  Dennis  J.  Callahan, 
a  member  of  the  101st  Engineers,  of  the  26th 
Division,   who   lost  his   life   in   France. 

Passed   under   a   suspension   of    the    rule. 


MATHEW   E.  O'GORMAN   SQUARE. 

Coun.  MORIARTY,  for  Coun.  BRICKLEY, 
offered  an  order — That  the  space  at  the  junc- 
tion of  Seaverns  avenue,  Elm,  Gordon  and 
Revere  streets,  Jamaica  Plain,  be  named 
Mathew  E.  O'Gorman  square,  in  honor  of 
Chief  Yeoman  O'Gorman,  who  was  killed 
August  20,  1918,  on  the  Belgian  front,  while 
in  the  performance  of  his  duty  during  the 
World  War,  and  that  said  space  be  suitably 
marked  with  signs.

FIVE-CENT  FARE  LINES. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  an  order— That 
the  Boston  City  Council  request  the  Trustees 
of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  to 
further  improve  the  five-cent  fare  line  run- 
ning between  Eustis  and  Essex  streets,  by 
putting  more  cars  on  this  line,  and  also  ex- 
tending the  hours  of  service  until   11.30   p.  m. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the 
order. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  real- 
ize that  the  Elevated  is  probably  going  through 
a  very  strenuous  stage  of  its  career,  but  I 
do  feel  that  when  we  who  live  near  the  cen- 
ter of  the  city  and  who  have  to  travel  between 
City  Hall  and  Eustis  street  pay  the  same  fare 
that   practically   overyone   else   pays,   and    then 


the  trustees  put  on  a  5-cent  fare  line,  when 
they  do  so,  they  should  at  least  provide  a 
sufficient  number  of  cars  to  adequately  serve 
the  people  of  that  district.  Last  Saturday 
I  purposely  waited  for  the  5-cent  fare  line  at 
Essex  street,  and  seventy-five  people  got  on 
the  car  between  Essex  street  and  Union  Park 
street,  so  that  the  car  was  over-crowded  and 
there  was  no  room  to  move  on  it.  I  also 
went  out  to  the  other  end  of  the  line,  at 
Eustis  street,  and  while  out  there  I  saw  one 
of  these  5-cent  fare  cars  standing  still  on 
Eustis  street  for  about  fifteen  minutes'.  I 
feel  that  they  ought  to  put  more  cars  on  that 
line.  They  have  only  two,  or  possibly  three 
at  the  most,  and  they  are  a  small  type  of  car, 
so  it  means  lack  of  accommodation  even  if 
they  have  three  cars  running  on  that  line  on 
twenty-minute  time,  if  they  are  on  schedule. 
I  think  they  ought  to  do  better  than  that 
for  the  people  who  live  between  here  and 
there,  as  far  as  service  is  concerned,  particu- 
larly in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  cars  if 
they  do  come  along  are  well  crowded  with 
people.  I  think  from  a  business  standpoint 
it  would  be  well  for  the  trustees  of  the  Ele- 
vated road  to  put  more  cars  on  that  line 
and  to  further  extend  the  hours,  so  that, 
instead  of  shutting  down  at  6.30,  as  they  do 
now,  they  would  run  them  until,  say,  11.30, 
so  as  to  take  care  of  the  theater  crowds,  and 
so  forth,  that  come  into  town  and  go  back 
in  the  evening  after  supper.  Along  Harrison 
avenue  they  have  not  been  running  the  cars 
recently,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Castle 
Street  Bridge  has  been  open  for  repairs.  I 
don't  see  any  reason  why  they  could  not  run 
that  line  either  along  Harrison  avenue  from 
Eustis  to  Essex  street  or  along  Shawmut 
avenue  for  the  same  distance,  where  there 
are  no  street  ears  that  run  now.  I  hope  the 
order  will  be  acted  upon  favorably. 
The   order   was   passed. 


Coun.   COLLINS  in  the  chair 


INVESTIGATION   OF   REMARKS. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order— That  the 
Boston  Finance  Commission  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  make  a 
thorough  and  complete  investigation  of  the 
serious  charges  as  made  by  a  member  of  this 
City  Council,  as  reported  in  the  public  press : 
"That  in  order  to  have  the  original  Stuart 
street  act  accepted  by  the  City  Council  it 
would  have  called  for  the  use  of  a  'slush 
fund'." 

(Joun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Piesident,  during  my 
term  of  membership  in  this  body  I  have 
always  taken  considerable  pride  in  the  idea 
that  members  of  the  body  selected  by  the 
citizens  of  Boston  were  men  of  honest  thought 
and  intent,  men  about  whose  vote  under  any 
conditions  there  was  no  question.  I  have 
lived  in  that  thought  up  to  the  moment  when 
I  picked  up  the  Boston  press  a  few  days 
ago  and  saw  the  fact  stated  that  a  member 
of  this  body  before  another  body  of  the  city 
government  had  given  utterance  to  a  thought 
that  was  contrary  to  what  I  had  always  be- 
lieved. I  read  that  with  more  or  less  dis- 
couragement and  some  dismay,  for  I  wanted 
to  continue  to  believe  that  the  members  of 
the  City  Council  of  Boston  were  men  of  abso- 
lutely honest  intent,  that  their  vote  was  not 
and  could  not  be  purchased  and  that,  there- 
fore, there  would  be  no  need  or  no  sugges- 
tion of  the  need  of  a  so-called  "slush  fund." 
Mr.  President,  if  that  is  so  it  must  have  a 
direct  bearing  upon  the  members  of  this 
Council  who  voted  against  the  original  Stuart 
street  act,  for  originally  t  could  not  possibly 
be  applied  to  those  members  of  the  body  who 
consistently  and  persistently  at  all  times  voted 
for  the  original  Stuart  street  act  in  the  be- 
lief then  that  it  was  for  the  best  interests  of 
the  city,  as  that  is  now  the  belief  and  opinion, 
•  I  think,  of  every  observing  citizen.  I  think, 
therefore,  that  those  who  voted  for  the  Stuart 
street  act  are  exempt  from  this  suggestion 
of   being   so   influenced   in   voting  for   it.     Cer- 
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tainly,  in  the  case  of  those  who  so  voted  for 
it  there  would  be  no  need  of  a  "slush  fund," 
and  the  suggestion  must  apply  directly  to  those 
who  voted  against  it.  However,  I  do  not 
agree  with  that  conclusion.  I  do  not  think 
that  those  who  voted  against  it  were  holding 
back  their  vote  for  a  good  and  meritorious  act 
simply  and  solely  because  of  the  fact  that  they 
they  were  on  the  lookout  for  a  so-called  "slush 
fund.'*  I  have  more  confidence  in  the  mem- 
bers of  this  body  than  that.  I  believe  that 
those  members  were  conscientious  in  their  ob- 
jection, that  they  had  a  leason,  and  a  right- 
ful one,  for  withholding  their  approval  from 
that  original  Stuart  s+reet  act.  But  it  is  evi- 
dent that  there  is  a  difference  of  opinion  here, 
that  a  member  of  this  Council  at  least  thinks 
otherwise,  or  that  he  would  not  have  given 
public  utterance  to  any  such  suggestion.  If 
the  gentleman  is  better  informed  upon  the  mat- 
ter than  I  am,  and  if  the  majority  vote  of 
this  Council  was  susceptible  to  the  influence, 
corrupt  and  otherwise,  of  a  "slush  fund,"  I 
think  the  citizens  of  Boston  should  know  it. 
I  believe  it  should  be  unearthed  to  the  very 
depths,  and  that  we  should  find  out  whether  it 
is  possible  or  probable,  so  that  the  reputation 
of  this  body  in  this  community  and  among 
citizens  of  Boston  may  remain,  as  I  feel  that 
it  will,  when  the  facts  are  known,  as  untar- 
nished as  I  have  always  believed  it  was.  If 
there  is  any  truth  in  this  suggestion  it  should 
be  probed  to  the  very  botlom,  that  we  should 
be  shown  who  the  guilty  parties,  if  there  are 
any,  are.  Again  I  reiterate  that,  in  my 
opinion,  there  are  none.  If,  on  the  contrary, 
after  a  complete  and  thorough  investigation 
by  the  investigating  body  of  the  city  govern- 
ment, the  Finance  Commission,  it  should  be 
found  that  there  is  nothing  whatsoever  in  the 
thought  but  the  empty  vaporings  of  a  sick 
mind,  then  let  us  have  that  fact  brought  out. 
Let  us  know  whether  irresponsible  statements 
can  be  made  by  a  person  in  a  position  in  a 
person  of  responsibility  that  cannot  be  borne 
out  by  the  facts,  statements  that  are  a  reflec- 
tion on  every  member  of  this  Council.  While 
we  may  differ  in  some  degree  here  on  many 
matters,  I  think  I  can  safely  say,  for  one  and 
for  all,  that  we  want  our  skirts  cleared  of 
any  suggestion  such  as  appeared  in  recent  edi- 
tions of  the  Boston  press.  I  hope  this  order 
will  go  through  to  its  passage.  I  can  con- 
ceive of  no  legitimate  reason  why  it  should 
not.  Every  man  here  who  believes  in  honesty 
of  purpose,  who  has  confidence  in  his  own 
honor  and  his  own  integrity,  should  favor 
this  order,  in  order  to  clear  this  body  as  a 
whole  of  the  100  per  cent  taint  of  suspicion 
that  has  surrounded  us  since  this  utterance 
appeared  in  the  public  press. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  wish  to 
say  a  word  in  response  to  the  utterances  of 
the  gentleman  who  presides  over  this  body 
by  accident  and  not  because  of  good  judg- 
ment. I  do  not  refer  to  the  present  chairman 
(Coun.  Collins).  I  am  satisfied  that  my 
statement  of  last  week  made  concerning  his 
getting  special  rates  from  the  Edison  Com- 
pany for  his  lighting,  must  have  struck  home. 
Another  reason  for  his  desire  to  introduce 
this  order  is  that  he  has  not  been  in  the 
public  eye  recently.  He  has  not  got  as  many 
press  notices  as  some  of  us.  He  has  played 
the  labor  game,  increasing  the  laborers'  pay 
to  the  limit,  has  got  them  an  increase,  and 
he  feels  now,  in  order  to  preserve  his  identity 
as  a  real  member  of  this  body,  that  he  must 
do  something  of  this  nature.  I  accept  his 
challenge  and  I  will  vote  for  the  order,  and  I 
shall  furnish  the  Finance  Commission  with  all 
the  information  I  have  provided  Mr.  Mc- 
Donald, Sumner  Draper  and  the  rich  real  es- 
tate grafters  will  tell  what  they  know  and 
what  Mr.  Hagan,  opposite,  knows  that  they 
know.  He  makes  reference  to  the  majority 
of  this  Council.  Five  members  of  the  body 
are  a  majority.  The  fact  that  four  members 
voted  for  the  order  against  five  might  lead 
some  one  to  believe  that  the  slush  fund  got 
busy  early  and,  instead  of  being  a  reflection 
on  the  five  who  voted  against  it,  in  my 
opinion  would  be  a  reflection  on  the  four  who 
voted  for  it.  But  I  want  to  say  to  the  gentle- 
man   opposite     (Coun.    Hagan),    with    all    his 


great  business  ability  and  his  communing 
with  the  so-called  better  class,  the  business 
men  in  the  Chamber  of  Commers,  that  he 
ought  to  take  a  little  care  in  his  statements. 
The  vaporings  of  a  sick  mind,  of  course, 
vilification,  abuse  and  reference  to  a  man's 
mental  condition,  is  always  a  cowardly  way 
to  try  to  attack  some  one  who  is  trying  to 
do  something  good.  But  the  public  are  wise 
to  that,  as  well  as  to  my  colleague  opposite, 
who,  I  believe,  although  some  people  may 
have  doubts  in  the  matter,  is  honest.  If  the 
hat  fits  you,  wear  it.  If  my  informant  is 
correct  in  regard  to  you,  Mr.  Hagan,  the 
councilor  opposite,  the  reason  you  are  not 
acting  in  an  attempt  to  lower  the  lighting 
rates  is  because  you  have  a  special  contract 
with  the  Edison  Company,  which  may  furnish 
the  reason  why  every  now  and  then  you  try 
to  pull  my  pins  out  from  under  me.  I 
regard  you  highly,  in  some  things  ;  not  many, 
but  some.  I  think  you  are  a  successful 
business  roan.  You  can  change  your  mind 
in  thirty  seconds.  You  have  the  greatest 
commercial  mind  that  a  man  ever  had.  You 
are  all  right,  sometimes.  Now,  as  for  the 
Finance  Commission,  does  the  gentleman  know 
that  this  personal  organ,  the  Boston  Herald, 
editorially  attacked  the  Finance  Commission, 
saying  recently,  within  a  week,  that  in  order 
to  protect  the  public  or  the  people,  or  officials, 
from  the  errors  of  the  Finance  Commission, 
it  might  be  a  good  idea  to  have  an  organiza- 
tion to  check  up  the  Finance  Commission's 
work.  If  the  gentleman  would  listen  to  me 
for  a  moment,  he  might  get  some  wisdom  that 
wonld  do  him  some  good  in  his  public  life. 
You  wouldn't  stumble  so  often.  I  would  like 
to  move,  and  I  will  move,  to  get  the  report, 
in  order  that  the  members  of  the  body  may 
know  just  what  I  said  before  the  members  of 
the  Street  Commission,  and  I  will  pay  for  it. 
There  was  a  stenographer  present  during  my 
remarks,  and  I  will  get  those  remarks  and 
make  them  a  part  of  the  record  of  this 
body,  if  necessary.  I  suggest  to  you,  sir, 
that  instead  of  reading  and  judging  from  a 
newspaper  report,  extracts  being  taken  from 
my  remarks  that  they  thuoght  were  apropos 
and  important,  because  through  lack  of  space 
they  could  not  print  it  all,  you  get  and  read 
my  remarks  in  full  before  the  Street  Com- 
missioners before  attempting  to  criticise  me 
for  criticism  of  this  body.  You  cannot  get 
my  goat,  sir.  You  got  it  once,  sir,  but  never 
again.  I  have  got  your  measure.  The  gentle- 
man has  attempted  for  three  or  four  years 
to  make  a  buffoon  out  of  me,  and  has  not 
succeeded.  He  has  discounted  my  attempts 
.to  do  my  public  work  properly,  has  attempted 
to  slight  my  efforts,  but  he  has  failed.  He 
has  acted  the  hyprocrite,  by  pledging  his 
vote  to  me  on  the  first  ballot  for  president 
of  this  body  and  then  voting  otherwise,  with- 
out rhyme  or  reason.  Why,  I  will  take  your 
word  when  your  bond  is  with  it,  and  then 
only  when  the  bond  is  protected  as  well.  I 
stand  by  every  word  said  by  me  in  front  of 
the  Street  Commission.  The  act  that  the 
Mayor  is  operating  under  in  connection  with 
the  extension,  widening  and  construction  of 
Stuart  street,  is  against  the  interests  of  the 
taxpayers  of  this  city.  You  know  that  it  is, 
and  I  believe  in  years  to  come  it  will  be 
found  to  the  sorrow  of  the  citizens  that  that 
act,  instead  of  being  a  proper  thing  for  the 
citizens,  has  placed  a  burden  on  their  shoulders 
that  the  gentleman  and  others  cannot  remove, 
because  they  will  not  have  the  power  to  do  so. 
I  refer  to  the  Mayor,  now.  Now,  sir,  as  long 
as  you  have  brought  up  the  Stuart  street  mat- 
ter, let  us  have  a  complete  record  of  what 
1  said  across  the  way.  I  said  that  I  believed, 
although  I  could  not  prove  it,  that  a  "slush 
fund"  was  secured  by  the  real  estate  politi- 
cians who  put  through  the  Stuart  street  act. 
I  did  not  say  that  that  "slush  fund"  was  used 
in  connection  with  any  member  of  this  body, 
that  any  member  of  trie  body  knew  that  it 
was  going  to  be  used,  because  it  is  my  be- 
lief that  many  an  act  goes  through  this 
body  where  every  member  votes  honestly,  in- 
telligently and  fairly,  where  money  is  being 
paid  to  somebody  other  than  the  members  of 
this    body.     The   gentleman   may   have   another 
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reason  for  introducing  this  order.  He  has 
a  great  good  friend,  the  political  leader  of 
Ward  5,  whom  he  hobnobs  with.  Although 
the  gentleman  is  a  member  of  the  Good 
Government  Association  and  receives  their 
indorsement,  although  Coun.  Hagan  hobnobs 
with  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  also 
with  the  reformers  in  the  Good  Government 
Association,  he  also  goes  down  and  does  the 
self-same  thing  ten  minutes  afterwards  with 
the  Mahatma  of  Ward  5,  Martin  M.  Lomas- 
ney. Oh,  you  are  perfect.  Talk  about  Dr. 
Jekyll  and  Mr.  Hyde ;  I  never  saw  a  better 
example  of  Dr.  Jekyll  and  Mr.  Hyde  in  poli- 
tics before  than  the  example  given  us  by 
the  member  who  spoke  prior  to  me.  I  have 
no  fear  of  Mr.  Lomasney.  Mr.  Lomasney  is 
one  man,  and  I  try  to  represent  him  as  well 
as  my  other  constituents.  I  try  to  represent 
all  my  constituents  properly.  If  I  fail,  the 
fault  is  with  my  head  and  not  with  my  heart. 
But  I  don't  dance  when  Martin  M.  Lomasney 
fiddles,  I  don't  dance  when  Coun.  Hagan 
fiddles,  and  I  don't  dance  when  Laurence 
Minot  fiddles,  unless  the  tune  suits  me  and 
my  feet  are  in  good  dancing  order.  I  do  not 
fear  you,  sir,  politically  or  otherwise.  I  be- 
lieve— God  forgive  me  for  being  vain,  as  I 
do  not  desire  to  be — that  I  have  as  good  an 
intellect  as  yours,  that  I  am  as  intelligent  as 
you  are  and  as  honest  as  you  are,  as  good 
living  a  man  as  you  are,  that  I  am  as  much 
respected  by  those  who  know  me  as  you  are, 
if  not  more.  Now,  as  to  your  order,  I  will 
vote  for  it.  The  Finance  Commission,  if  it 
was  a  live  body,  would  not  wait  for  the 
Good  Government  Association,  would  not  wait 
for  such  men  as  reformer  Bob  Bottomley, 
rfeormer  Charles  H.  Innes,  reformer  Laurence 
Minot,  reformer  Robert  Winsor,  reformer 
James  J.  Storrow,  and  all  the  rest  of  the  hypo- 
critical leaders  of  public  affairs  in  Boston.  I 
fear  nothing  from  them.  I  may  be  driven 
from  the  town,  but  I  have  opinions  and  I 
will  express  them,  and  I  do  not  take  back 
one  word  I  said  concerning  Stuart  street.  I 
say  that  when  they  passed  the  bill  in  the 
Legislature  and  amended  it  so  that  we  would 
have  no  power  over  it,  it  was  because  they 
felt  that  we  intended  to  see  that  the  people 
of  Boston  got  a  square  deal.  They  secured 
that  bill,  got  it  through  the  Legislature,  I 
presume,  the  same  way  in  which  they  passed 
the  trustee  act  of  the  Elevated,  not  with  a 
"slush  fund"  but  with  a  bundle.  I  want  to 
say  that  I  accept  the  suggestion  of  the  gen- 
tleman opposite.  I  hope  that  the  Finance 
Commission  will  be  asked  to  look  into  the 
matter,  and  I  will  be  willing  to  unbosom  my 
heai;t  to  them,  as  I  wish  he  would.  He  may 
know  more  than  he  tells  us  about  the  "slush 
fun."  I  don't  know  that  he  got  anything. 
I  think  he  is  honest,  but  he  may  know  some- 
thing. Search  your  conscience.  Think  over 
the  conferences  you  have  had  with  men  and 
groups  of  men.  Think  of  the  visits  you  made 
prior  to  coming  down  here  to  offices  of  big 
business  men.  I  don't  know  that  the  gentle- 
man got  anything,  but  my  guess  is  that  when 
these  men  wanted  to  have  the  bill  put  through 
here  the  gentleman  opposite  was  not  the  last 
one  they  saw  but  one  of  the  first,  and  I  would 
like  to  have  the  gentleman  make  good  his 
promise  to  me  in  regard  to  his  lighting  bills. 
I  would  like  to  see  his  lighting  bills  of  re- 
cent date.  I  await  the  opportunity  to  look 
at   them. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  in  my 
former  statement  in  presenting  this  order  I 
took  particularly  good  care  not  to  cast  any 
reflection  upon  the  honesty  of  the  gentleman 
opposite.  I  raised  no  question  as  to  his 
honesty.  I  did  refer  to  the  fact  that  he  was 
raising  a  question  as  to  the  honesty  of  his 
colleagues  in  this  body  by  giving  utterance 
to  that  thought  publicly.  We  can  always  trust 
the  gentleman,  with  his  adroitness  of  mind, 
by  a  deluge  of  words  to  create  a  smoke  screen 
that  will  obscure  the  real  issue.  He  has 
gotten  through  life  on  words — then  more 
words  and  more  words — and  facts  are  beyond 
him  and  beneath  his  serious  consideration. 
At  the  last  meeting  of  this  body  the  gentle- 
man  plucked   out  of  the   air  the   thought   that 


I  was  getting  some  rebate  for  a  contract  that 
was  particularly  favorable  to  myself  from  the 
Edison  Company. 

Coun.  WATSON— Tell  it  all,  now.  Tell  it 
all. 

Coun.  HAGAN— Yes,  Mr.  President.  When 
the  gentleman  has  the  floor,  every  member  of 
this  Council  listens  in  respectful  silence,  but 
X  find  that  that  is  impossible  when  some- 
body else  has  the  floor  and  he  is  in  his  seat. 
Out  of  the  air  he  pulled  that  thought.  He 
had  nothing,  absolutely  nothing,  to  convince 
him  of  it.  But  he  wants  to  think  evil,  evi- 
dently, of  his  fellow  men,  and  he  thought  evil 
of  me.  He  came  to  me  and  asked  me  if 
I  had  got  a  reduction  on  my  bill,  and  I  said, 
"If  I  have,  I  don't  know  it."  And  he  said, 
"Will  you  permit  me  to  look  over  your  bills?" 
I  said,  "Very  willingly,  you  can  see  them." 
And  I  think  I  remarked,  "If  you  can  show 
me  where  I  can  get  the  advantage  of  some 
concessions,  I  think  I  would  appi'ove  of  hav- 
ing them."  In  his  remarks  before  this  body 
a  little  later  he  insidiously  got  that  in  in  a 
new  way.  In  insidious  methods  is  where  the 
gentleman  plays  best.  Today,  knowing  ab- 
solutely in  his  heart  of  hearts  that  I  told 
him  the  truth  when  I  told  him  that  I  had 
no  private  agreement  with  the  Edison  Com- 
pany, and  that  there  had  been  no  reduction 
in  my  bills,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and 
belief,  knowing  that  fact  he  stands  on  his 
feet  here  and  repeats  that  and  now  makes  it 
as  a  charge  direct.  And  I  say  that  it  is  a 
falsehood,  absolutely,  and  I  believe,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, that  it  was  known  to  be  a  falsehood 
when  utterance  was  given  to  the  word.  We 
are  now  led  to  believe  by  the  gentleman  that 
all  the  men  who  have  displayed  public  spirit 
in  the  affairs  of  Boston  for  a  long  period 
of  years  are  crooks  and  criminals,  and  names 
have  been  mentioned  here  promiscuously  to- 
day, the  names  of  Mr.  Minot,  Mr.  Storrow, 
men  of  that  high  type  and  high  character, 
men  whom  every  man  of  sane  and  sensible 
judgment  in  this  community  admire  and  re- 
spect. But  destruction,  and  not  construction, 
represents  the  chaotic  condition  of  the  gentle- 
man's mind,  and  he  would  destroy  the  repu- 
tations of  those  men  of  integrity  at  one  blow, 
if  it  were  possible  for  him  to  do  so.  For- 
tunately, they  stand  too  high,  stand  too  firmly 
on  their  own  feet  in  this  community,  to  be 
pulled  from  their  pedestals  today  by  any 
member  of  this  body.  I  have  been  charged 
with  being  a  Dr.  Jekyll  and  a  Mr.  Hyde  be- 
cause of  the  fact  that  I  have  received  the 
approval  and  indorsement  of  the  Good  Gov- 
ernment Association,  which  the  gentleman 
opposite  never  did  receive,  because  in  their 
opinion  he  never  deserved  it.  One  would  be 
led  to  believe  that  the  gentleman  opposite 
never  wanted  it.  There  never  was  a  mo- 
ment that  he  did  not  want  it,  but  he  never 
could  get  it.  I  am  called  a  Mr.  Hyde  because 
of  the  fact  that  Mr.  Lomasney  in  my  cam- 
paigns as  a  member  of  this  body  has  seen 
fit  likewise  to  give  me  support.  Let  me  tell 
the  gentleman  opposite  for  his  benefit,  that 
in  my  first  campaign  as  a  member  of  this 
body  Mr.  Lomasney  gave  me  his  indorsement. 
I  had  never  met  the  gentleman  or  spoken  to 
him  once  in  my  life,  before  that.  Let  me  tell 
the  member  opposite  that  since  I  have  been 
a  member  of  this  body  I  have  personally  met 
Mr.  Lomasney  just  twice  in  my  life,  and 
both  times  it  was  with  the  express  purpose 
of  thanking  him  for  helping  me,  a  duty  that 
I  felt  I  owed  to  any  man.  So  much  for  the 
insidious  talk  that  I  am  playing  a  Dr.  Jekyll 
and  Mr.  Hyde  game  with  the  Good  Govern- 
ment Association  and  with  Mr.  Lomasney, 
sometimes  considered  in  the  politics  of  Boston 
its  direct  opposite.  Mr.  President,  it  is  truly 
unfortunate  that  I  cannot  present  an  order 
here  in  good  faith  and  make  in  good  faith 
the  statement  I  have  of  my  reasons  for  so 
presenting  it,  and  have  my  statement  taken 
as  100  per  cent  true,  that  I  cannot  do  this 
without  being  accused  in  these  various  ways, 
through  camouflage,  subterfuge,  and  attempts 
to  confuse  the  real  issue,  taking  the  mem- 
bers' minds  off  of  what  is  really  before  us 
and   concentrating   attention   on   my   poor  self. 
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I  am  told  that  I  am  playing  politics,  a  thing 
of  which  I  have  been  accused  in  connection 
with  every  good  and  meritorious  act  I  have 
tried  to  do  since  I  have  been  a  member  of 
this  body.  Playing  politics  !  My  Lord,  what- 
ever else  is  ever  played  here  ?  Why  pick  me 
out  more  than  all  the  others  ?  Let  me  say 
right  here  and  now,  as  far  as  it  is  humanly 
possible  to  give  utterance  to  the  thought,  that 
I  am  not  committing  any  act  in  this  body 
with  any  political  thought  back  of  it.  I 
am  not  a  candidate  for  any  office  now  or 
ever,  that  I  know  of  at  this  minute,  and 
there  is  no  reason  for  my  playing  politics.  I 
do  not  get  my  living  from  politics.  I  am 
here  to  try  to  do  my  duty,  believing  that 
every  public  man  in  any  sphere  of  action 
should  contribute  at  least  20  per  cent  of  his 
time  to  public  work.  In  my  judgment,  no 
man  can  be  considered  a  good  public  servant 
unless  he  is  so  willing,  and  today  that  applies 
as  well  to  women  with  the  franchise.  They 
cannot  consider  themselves  good  citizens  un- 
less they  are  willing  to  give  part  of  their 
time  to  public  work.  It  was  my  fortune  or 
misfortune  to  be  asked  to  give  that  time  in 
this  body,  and  I  have  given  it  without  thought 
or  consideration  to  the  effect  it  might  have 
upon  myself  personally ;  for  if  I  were  to 
consider  that,  in  the  matter  of  dollars  and 
cents  and  everything  else,  it  would  mean  that 
I  would  have  quit,  I  assure  you,  long  ago. 
The  gentleman  sees  fit  to  attack  my  honesty 
of  purpose,  in  an  attempt  to  divert  atten- 
tion from  his  statement  before  the  Street 
Commissioners,  in  which  he  said,  not  what 
he  would  now  like  to  make  you  think  he 
said,  but  in  which  he  really  said  that,  in 
order  to  have  the  original  Stuart  street  act 
accepted  by  the  City  Council  would  have 
called  for  the  use  of  a  "slush  fund."  He 
would  now  try  to  make  you  believe  that  he 
was  attacking  the  Park  Squai'e  Real  Estate 
Trust,  that  he  was  attacking  the  big  men 
of  Boston,  who  were  going  to  create  this 
"slush  fund."  But  he  did  not  say  that.  He 
said  that  it  "would  have  called  for  the  use 
of  a  slush  fund,"  which  carries  with  it  the 
thought  that  no  "slush  fund"  was  established, 
but  that  it  would  have  called  for  such  a  fund 
to  have  gotten  the  act  through  the  City 
Council.  I  do  not  believe  it.  This  gentleman, 
who  questions  my  honesty,  who  has  questioned 
the  honesty  of  his  colleagues  in  this  state- 
ment, is  the  same  gentleman  who  stood  on 
the  floor  of  this  house  for  the  last  few  weeks 
making  speeches  of  an  hour  or  more  in  dura- 
tion upon  a  subject-matter  in  regard  to  which, 
it  was  very  clear  to  all  of  us  of  intelligent 
thought,  he  really  possessed  little  information. 
He  made  the  statements  that  he  did  make,  as 
I  am  informed,  at  the  suggestion  of  somebody 
else,  with  the  thought  in  mind  of  bearing  down 
the  stock  of  the  Edison  Company,  not  realiz- 
ing and  not  caring,  he  or  his  cohorts,  what 
effect  it  might  have  upon  small  stockholders. 
I  am  not  here  to  defend  the  Edison  Company. 
I  agree  absolutely  and  entirely  with  these 
suggestions  that  they  have  been  getting  ex- 
orbitant rates  in  recent  months,  with  that 
coal  clause  still  in  existence.  I  believe  that 
I  am  one  of  the  victims,  just  as  much  as  any 
other  citizen  of  Boston  who  uses  electricity, 
and  I  will  be  as  anxious  to  join  with  the 
gentleman  opposite  in  modifying  the  terms 
of  their  contracts  as  anybody  else.  But  I 
believe  before  we  approach  a  matter  of  this 
sort  we  should  have  some  real  knowledge, 
not  pulling  down  out  of  the  air  something 
destructive,  but  presenting  something  of  a 
really  constructive  nature.  Mr.  President, 
when  I  have  anything  to  say  about  this 
gentleman  or  any  other  member  of  the  body, 
I  invariably  make  it  a  point  to  say  it  when 
the  gentleman  is  present.  I  find,  however, 
that  he  has  not  been  as  generous  in  that  re- 
spect. Sometimes  when  I  have  been  absent 
and  unable  to  defend  myself  he  has  made 
an  attack  of  some  bitterness  on  me.  I  have 
in  mind  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Committee 
on  Appropriations,  whore  the  gentleman, 
taking  advantage  of  my  absence,  doing  what 
I  believe  he  would  not  have  done  if  I  were 
present,    gave    utterance    to   some   thoughts    at 


that  time,  because  I  had  been  detained  from 
attending  one  or  two  of  the  meetings  of  the 
committee  by  something  which  came  up  that 
made  it  impossible  for  me  to  be  here.  The 
gentleman  stood  here  on  the  floor  of  this 
chamber,  without  any  attack  having  been 
made  upon  him,  of  any  nature,  by  myself 
or  any  other  member  of  the  Council,  and, 
with  a  sob  in  his  voice  in  every  syllable, 
declared  to  the  world  that  he  was  honest. 
He  was  the  honest  man ;  there  was  no  other 
honest  man,  evidently,  but  him.  It  gave  rise 
to  the  thought  that  "the  gentleman  doth  pro- 
test too  much !"  Or  perhaps  a  better  adage 
is  that  "a  guilty  conscience  needs  no  ac- 
cuser." I  have  been  in  attendance  at  com- 
mittee meetings  of  the  Appropriations  Com- 
mittee over  a  long  series  of  years,  when  the 
gentleman  did  not  attend  meetings  of  that 
committee,  when  he  did  not  attend  10  per 
cent  of  the  meetings  of  the  committee  that 
were  held.  That  was  all  right  and  honest 
for  him,  but  because  I  was  unable  to  be  here 
at  one  or  two  meetings  recently  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Appropriations  he  took  advantage 
of  the  fact  to  make  the  direct  attack  that 
he  made  upon  me  at  that  time.  I  did  not 
intend  to  go  into  that  matter  today,  but  to 
take  it  up  at  some  future  time  as  I  have  a 
transcript  of  what  took  place  at  that  meeting. 
I  want  first  a  chance  to  read  and  absorb  it 
so  that  I  can  make  a  proper  reply.  We  have 
had  in  this  case  simply  another  illustration 
of  his  attitude  of  mind,  his  attempts  at  all 
times  to  confuse  the  issue  and  to  make  me 
the   goat,  where   he  was   the   goat. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  the  gentle- 
man has  been  given  the  same  latitude  that 
the  Chair  allowed  me,  and  I  think  the  Chair 
has  used  both  of  us  very  fairly.  The  gentle- 
man has  seen  fit  to  bring  up  the  question 
of  my  criticism  of  his  absence  from  the  bud- 
get hearings.  I  want  to  answer  that,  be- 
cause it  has  some  bearing  on  this  discussion, 
and  because  I  want  him  to  know  something 
that  he  does  not  know  concerning  it,  that 
other  members  besides  me  attacked  him  for 
his  absence.  The  fact  is  that  the  largest" 
single  department,  the  department  with  the 
greatest  budget,  was  under  consideration  that 
day,  a  department  that  was  to  spend  eight 
million  of  the  taxes,  pretty  nearly  one  third. 
This  business  man,  who  is  a  big  business  man, 
who  deals  in  soles,  in  shoes  and  not  other 
souls,  was  absent.  If  I  hurt  his  feelings  by 
showing  to  the  public  that  the  great  busi- 
ness man  accidentally  neglected  his  duty,  I 
am  sorry.  But  he  cannot  get  away  from 
the  main  argument,  nor  can  he  get  away  from 
what  I  _  know,  that  his  whole  intent  today 
is  to  discount  me  and  my  actions,  in  the 
past  and  the  future,  concerning  a  great  big 
proposition.  The  gentleman  has  not  yet  shown 
me  his  bill  from  the  Edison  Company.  Un- 
til he  does  I  will  have  to  say  that  I  think 
my  informant  is  correct  and  that  he  is  getting 
special  rates.  He  has  not  been  very  vocifer- 
ous in  his  defense  of  my  orders,  or  our  or- 
ders. In  fact,  in  the  Executive  Committee, 
he  started  in  to  defend  the  gas  company  one 
day.  Perhaps  he  burns  a  good  deal  of  gas 
and  is  getting  special  rates,  I  don't  know. 
He  says  that  if  he  could  he  would.  All  right ; 
that  is  his  privilege.  If  he  can,  he  has,  and 
if  he  hadn't  he  would  come  here  and  howl 
louder  than  I  have.  I  use  gas.  The  gentle- 
man is  all  right,  but,  of  course,  it  is  cruel 
that  he  cannot  be  the  headliner  all  the  time. 
This  is  a  body  of  nine  stars,  instead  of  one, 
and  the  gentleman  has  to  take  the  same 
chance  of  publicity  for  his  future  campaigns 
that  he  doesn't  intend  to  make,  as  others. 
If  the  gentleman  says  anything  worth  while, 
the  papers  will  print  it,  but  they  won't  print 
much  for  that  reason,  that  he  does  not  say 
much  that  is  worth  while.  We  might  as  well 
have  it  out  today,  because  we  are  going  to 
shake  hands  afterwards  and  be  good  friends. 
The  fact  that  you  ai-e  going  to  retire  from 
public  life,  as  you  suggest,  is  a  welcome 
notice  to  the  intelligent  voters  of  the  com- 
munity, who  seldom  vote  for  you.  The  gen- 
tleman speaks  of  my  making  some  state- 
ments   with    a   sob    in    my    voice.      The   gentle- 
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man  must  have  been  in  a  closet  somewhere 
listening,  and  must  have  mistaken  some- 
thing else  for  a  sob.  I  was  not  sobbing ;  I 
was  laughing.  But  he  always  gets  things 
contrary,  anyway ;  gets  the  cart  before  the 
horse.  I  want  to  say  one  word  in  conclu- 
sion. I  cannot  gather  much  from  his  argu- 
ment or  his  reasoning.  He  says,  in  the  first 
place,  that  he  does  not  say  anything  in  the 
nature  of  criticism  of  me  in  his  speech,  and 
then  goes  on  to  say  that  my  statements  were 
the  ravings  of  a  sick  mind.  I  suppose  his 
ravings  are  those  of  a  great  intellect.  After 
referring  to  my  remarks  as  the  ravings  of  a 
sick  mind,  he  goes  on  to  tell  about  my  "usual 
adroitness."  I  certainly  cannot  figure  out 
what  he  means.  I  seem  to  be  adroit  and 
also  the  opposite.  But  it  is  old  stuff,  the  old 
story  of  Dr.  Jekyll  and  Mr.  Hyde.  I  want 
to  tell  him  that  I  am  one  of  the  members  of 
this  body,  elected  here  by  the  people,  and 
I  think  I  have  the  respect  of  most  of  my 
colleagues.  I  do  not  think  that  wealth  is  the 
standard  by  which  to  measure  men,  and  it 
never  has  been.  He  must  take  the  conduct 
and  the  character  of  men,  not  measuring  them 
by  artificial  standards.  "A  man's  a  man 
for  a'  that,"  as  Bobbie  Burns  says.  You 
don't  have  to  have  a  bank  roll  or  to  profiteer 
in  shoes,  coal  or  anything  like  that,  to  be  a 
big  man  or  to  rise  to  a  proper  standard.  A 
man  without  a  dollar  can  be  a  good  citizen, 
can  conduct  himself  properly  and  be  recog- 
nized as  a  worthy  citizen  in  the  community. 
He  refers  to  my  attack  upon  certain  people 
of  standing  in  this  community.  I  referred 
to  Mr.  Innes,  to  Mr.  Lomasney,  to  Mr.  Stor- 
row  and  several  others,  that  the  stenographer 
knows,  and  said  that  I  didn't  dance  when 
they  played  the  fiddle.  That  is  nothing  out 
of  the  way.  I  didn't  say  anything  other  than 
that.  He  knows  them  better  than  I,  and  he 
apparently  has  referred  to  something  else. 
I  don't  know  that  they  are  off  color.  He 
knows  them,  and  when  their  names  are 
mentioned  he  is  ready  to  defend  them.  But 
what  is  the  use  of  wasting  time  on  trivial 
matters  ?  The  gentleman  knows  perfectly 
well  that  we  have  accomplished  some  good 
in  the  gas  situation.  I  don't  forget  a  ses- 
sion when  you  brought  out  for  the  benefit 
of  the  gas  company  the  fact  that  the  reason 
they  took  the  Lawrence  Building  which  they 
bought  for  nearly  two  million  dollars  of  the 
taxpayers'  money,  was  that  they  had  to  give 
up  the  building  on  West  street.  You  brought, 
out  the  fact,  or  somebody  told  you  of  the 
fact,  that  the  reason  why  they  moved  was 
because  the  lease  was  up  and  they  had  to 
get  a'  new  lease.  Of  course,  the  gas  com- 
pany didn't  know  it  until  they  were  brought 
right  up  against  it.  Well,  of  course,  we  all 
know  that  you  are  with  the  public.  You  are 
with  them  as  long  as  they  will  buy  their 
shoes  ;   that   is   as   long  as   you   are  with   them. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  rise 
in  opposition  to  the  order.  I  will  say  that  if 
the  matter  was  going  to  some  body  that  had 
some  power  to  make  the  investigation,  I 
would  be  glad  of  it.  If  they  will  change  the 
words  from  "Finance  Commission"  to  "Dis- 
trict Attorney"  I  will  vote  for  it.  Otherwise, 
I  shall  vote  against  it.  The  Boston  Finance 
Commission  has  no  power  to  call  any  wit- 
nesses before  it  and  put  them  under  oath. 
What  is  the  use  of  going  into  an  investigation 
that  is  going  to  be  a  pink  tea  party  ?  But 
if  the  matter  can  be  sent  to  some  place 
where  some  one  will  have  power  to  put  wit- 
nesses under  oath,  something  may  be  brought 
out  that  will  be  of  interest  to  the  public 
and  to  men  here.  Until  an  order  is  put  in, 
however,  that  proposes  to  refer  the  matter  to 
somebody  with  power,  I  am  going  to  vote 
against   it. 

Coun.  HAGAN— -Mr.  President,  if  the  gentle- 
man makes  that  as  an  amendment  I  will 
accept  it  as  an  amendment  and  incorporate 
it  in  the  original  order.  I  shall  be  glad  to 
do   so. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  have 
never  been  accused  of  being  a  copper,  yet. 
If  I  want  an  investigation  I  will  introduce 
an    order,   and    if   somebody   else   wants   to    in- 


troduce an  order  and  hasn't  courage  enough 
to  send  it  to  the  place  where  it  ought  to  go, 
that  is  not  my  fault.  I  am  not  going  to  pull 
anybody's  chestnuts  out  of  the  fire.  If  any- 
body brings  in  an  order  here,  the  person 
bringing  in  the  order  ought  to  be  satisfied 
to  go  the  distance,  without  expecting  anybody 
else  to  amend  it. 

Coun.   WATSON— Good  boy,  Jim! 

Coun.  MORIARTY— If  the  gentleman  who 
put  the  order  in  wants  to  amend  it  as  sug- 
gested, I  will  vote  for  it,  but  if  I  am  asked 
to  pull  anybody's  chestnuts  out  of  the  fire, 
I   say   "No." 

Coun.  HAGAN— Mr.  President,  I  shall  be 
glad  to  amend  the  order  so  that,  instead  of 
simply  referring  to  the  Boston  Finance  Com- 
mission, it  will  include  the  District  Attorney 
of  Suffolk  County  I  put  in  the  Boston  Fi- 
nance Commission,  believing  that  that  was  the 
investigating  body  of  the  city  government 
and  the  body  that  would  be  able  to  make  the 
investigation.  I  am  willing,  however,  to  bow 
to  the  judgment  of  others.  To  show  my  good 
faith,  I  shall  be  glad  to  include  the  District 
Attorney  in  the  order,  putting  in  both,  if 
it   is   deemed  wise. 

Chairman  COLLINS — Do  I  understand  the 
gentleman  to  move  that  the  words  "and  the 
District    Attorney"    be   added? 

Coun.  HAGAN — The  Finance  Commission 
and   the   District   Attorney. 

Chairman  COLLINS — Instead  of  substitut- 
ing the  District  Attorney  for  the  Finance 
Commission. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would 
vote  for  the  order  if  the  Finance  Commission 
were  struck  out  and  the  District  Attorney 
substituted  therefor,  making  it  perfectly  clear 
that  the  District  Attorney  was  to  look  into 
the  matter,  in  order  that  the  gentleman  may 
have  all  the  information  he  desires  on  the 
proposition  referred  to.  I  do  not  think, 
however,  that  we  ought  to  have  any  duplica- 
tion of  work.  Why  doesn't  the  gentleman 
move  to  strike  out  the  Finance  Commission 
and  substitute  therefor  the  District  Attorney, 
making  it  a  straight  order  to  that  effect  ? 
I  will  not  vote  for  an  order  that  divides  re- 
sponsibility. The  gentleman  heard  the  sug- 
gestion made  by  Coun.  Moriarty,  and  I  think 
it  is  a  proper  one.  If  you  want  information 
concerning  the  matter,  and  if  you  are  on  the 
level  in  inquiring  into  it  and  want  a  thor- 
ough inquiry,  then  have  it  sent  to  the  proper 
authority.  The  Finance  Commission  has 
nothing  to  do  with  it.  If  there  is  something 
they  want  to  know  concerning  this  matter 
from  me,  I  want  to  go  to  some  one  whom  we 
can  depend  upon  to  tell  what  little  I  may 
know  about  the  matter,  some  one  who  are 
not  friends  of  those  who  are  interesting  them- 
selves in  the  thing  at  the  moment  and  un- 
friendly to  me.  That  is  all.  I  do  not  be- 
lieve in  going  against  a  packed  jury,  and  I 
think  if  the  gentleman  opposite  is  sincere  he 
will  eliminate  the  Finance  Commission  and 
send  his  worthy  order,  his  wonderful  order, 
to  the  District  Attorney  for  consideration ; 
and  I  will  be  on  tap  and  furnish  all  the  in- 
foi-mation  I  have  to  the  District  Attorney  and 
I  trust  that  he  will  do  likewise.  I  will  not 
vote  for  an  order  calling  upon  the  Finance 
Commission  and  the  District  Attorney  jointly 
to  work  on  it,  because  oil  and  water  do  not 
mix,  and  I  think  that  applies  to  the  present 
controversy. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  the  gentle- 
man only  a  few  moments  ago  said  he  was 
going  to  vote  for  the  order,  and  it  then  pro- 
vided for  investigation  only  by  the  Finance 
Commission.  Now  he  takes  advantage  of  the 
fact  that  the  District  Attorney  has  been  in- 
terjected into  the  dispute  to  say  that  he  is 
willing  that  the  matter  should  be  referred 
to  the  District  Attorney,  but  he  objects  to 
referring  it  jointly  to  the  Disrict  Attorney 
and  the  Finance  Commission.  He  says  now 
he  will  not  vote  for  it  if  the  Finance  Com- 
mission is  included,  although  before  he  was 
willing  to  vote  for  it  when  it  was  proposed 
that  it  should  be  referred  to  the  Finance 
Commission.  I  don't  care  who  it  goes  to.  I 
want    an    investigation    made,    a   thorough    and 
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absolute  investigation,  to  clear  the  skirts  of 
this  body  from  the  tinge  that  has  been  placed 
upon  them  by  the  gentleman  opposite  when 
he  gave  public  utterance  to  that  thought.  If 
there  is  anybody  you  can  send  it  to  who  will 
give  us  results,  I  am  perfectly  willing  to  bow 
to  the  superior  judgment  of  the  majority  of 
my  colleagues  here,  in  order  to  get  the  re- 
sult that  I  want.  Let  us  not  camouflage  this 
any  more.  If  the  District  Attorney  is  the 
place  and  the  only  place,  and  we  have  the 
power  to  send  it  there,  then  let  us  send  it 
there,  if  you  are  agreed.  If,  on  the  contrary, 
it  has  to  be  first  investigated  by  the  Finance 
Commission,  as  the  city  investigating  body, 
we  can  include  them  in  the  order,  as  wTell 
as  the  District  Attorney,  with  the  approval 
of   the  Mayor. 

Coun.  WATSON— No,  you  don't  need  the 
Mayor. 

Coun.  HAGAN — I  am  talking  now.  You 
have  had  your  say.  We  cannot  pass  this 
order  without  the  approval  and  consent  of 
the  Mayor.  I  want  the  matter  investigated, 
I  want  the  gentleman  to  tell  a  complete  story 
to  some  reliable  body  which  can  put  him 
under  oath  and  get  the  truth  from  him  if  that 
is  possible.  I  would  like  to  get  facts,  and  not 
fancies,  and  I  am  satisfied,  if  the  facts  are 
absolutely  ascertained,  that  we  will  find  that 
there  was  absolutely  no  truth  in  "what  the 
gentleman  said  before  the  Street  Commission- 
ers. That  is  my  judgment  and  opinion.  If 
there  is  any  truth  in  what  was  said,  let  us 
have  it ;  and  if  there  is  no  truth  in  it,  let 
the  public  know,  what  many  have  suspected, 
that  this  is  simply  another  vagary  of  an 
idle  mind.  Let  us  place  the  responsibility 
where  it  belongs.  I  do  not  want  this  un- 
savory reputation  surrounding  me  in  my 
remaining  time  in  this  body,  and  I  don't 
think  anybody  wants  it.  Yet  the  gentleman 
has  characterized  us  and  put  us  in  that  un- 
enviable position.  I  lived  in  the  country 
when  I  was  a  boy,  and  I  know  the  animal,  and 
I  know  that  it  is  safe  to  give  him  a  wide 
berth.  Mr.  President,  I  want  this  order 
passed,  so  that  we  may  have  a  complete  and 
thorough  investigation.  I  don't  care  where 
it  goes.  I  would  ask  now  that  the  order  be 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  so  that 
we  can  come  to  a  conclusion  as  to  the  form 
in  which  it  should  be  passed  here,  instead 
of  threshing  it  out  here  and  talking  our  heads 
off   all  day. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  the  gentle- 
man is  now  showing  signs  of  common  sense. 
After  all,  when  we  go  after  information  we 
ought  to  do  so  coolly  and  carefully,  or  we 
might  get  on  somebody's  corns  that  we  did 
not  expect  when  we  throw  these  things  into 
the  ring.  The  gentleman  refers  to  an  ani- 
mal. Well,  there  are  other  animals  besides 
the  skunk.  There  are  hounds.  The  gentle- 
man has  come  down  from  his  pedestal  as  a 
great  business  man  and  has  now  got  down 
to  the  ordinary  fellow  in  his  discussion  here. 
He  has  got  down  below  me  now  in  some  of 
the  thing  I  have  said.  But  the  gentleman 
knows,  as  I  do,  that  I  meant  every  word  I 
said  before  the  Street  Commissioners.  I  will 
have  it  made  a  part  of  the  record  of  this 
body  as  soon  as  I  can  get  the  typewritten 
report.  I  do  not  take  back  one  single  word  ; 
I  do  not  rub  out  the  dot  of  an  i  or  the  cross- 
ing of  a  t.  I  stand  by  every  word  I  say. 
I  welcome  every  kind  of  inquiry  he  may  de- 
sire, and  I  am  prepared  to  go  forward  and 
tell  all  that  I  know.  I  am  satisfied  that  the 
public  believe  in  me  as  much  as  they  believe 
in  him ;  and  if  this  is  part  of  an  attempt 
to  discount  my  efforts  and  those  of  my  col- 
leagues in  bringing  about  a  reduction  in 
lighting  rates  in  Boston,  or  an  attempt  to 
discount  my  efforts  along  other  lines,  the 
gentleman  has  fallen  down  very,  very  much, 
because  the  reduction  in  wage  rates  by  the 
Edison  Company  and  the  possibility  of  munici- 
pal ownership  are  going  on  just  as  the  wave 
comes  up  on  the  shore.  You  cannot  stop  it. 
The  public  are  back  again.  They  are  no 
longer  reactionary  ;  they  are  again  progres- 
sive. They  are  getting  back  to  the  normal, 
and  are  no  longer  in  an  abnormal  state.    They 


now  know  what  is  what  and  they  know  that 
the  rich  man,  the  privileged  class  have  been 
using  all  kinds  of  camouflage  and  bluff.  The 
people  are  awake  and  have  caught  them 
bluffing.  They  do  not  propose  to  allow  the 
gentleman  opposite,  with  any  camouflage,  if 
he  is  an  agent  for  the  Edison  Company,  to 
discount  our  action  and  our  efforts.  He  has 
failed  signally,  because  the  matter  of  re- 
duced rates  is  going  to  be  fought  out  and 
public  ownership  will  ultimately  succeed, 
whether  you  remain  a  member  here  or  pass 
away,  or  whether  I  remain  a  member  or  pass 
away.  It  is  a  great  public  question,  a  matter 
of  great  public  importance.  Why  should  not 
the  public  get  the  benefit  of  earnings  from 
the  furnishing  of  gas  and  electric  light?  Why 
should  this  privilege  be  allowed  to  Robert 
Winsor,  of  Elevated  fame,  and  his  friends, 
McKnight  of  the  Fidelity  banking  concern 
and  other  gentlemen  who  have  for  some 
time  been  prominent  in  certain  affairs,  men 
who  are  not,  in  my  opinion,  the  equal  of  any 
member  of  this  body,  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  I  consider  the  gentleman  opposite? 
Why,  Mr.  Lomasney  referred  to  this  body 
with  disrespect.  On  Beacon  Hill  he  ridiculed 
this  body,  and  consequently  must  have  ridi- 
culed the  member  opposite.  Why?  We  are 
doing  something  here.  The  nine  members  of 
this  body  were  responsible  for  the  defeat  of 
five  bills  that  would  have  meant  taking  from 
the  pockets  of  the  people  of  the  Common- 
wealth $100,000,000  in  increased  rates  for 
lighting.  Does  the  gentleman  opposite  know 
that?  Does  he  realize  what  he  has  done  or 
helped  to  do?  Does  he  realize  that  he  has 
done  something  in  his  career?  If  he  doesn't, 
let  me  tell  him  that  he  was  one  of  the  nine 
men  responsible  for  defeating  five  measures 
m  the  House  of  Representatives  which,  if 
they  had  passed,   would  have  meant   $100,000,- 

000  in  additional  burdens  placed  upon  the 
shoulders  of  the  people  of  the  Commonwealth. 
You  have  done  much,  unknowingly ;  you 
have  built  better  than  you  knew.  Further- 
more, we  are  going  to  have  a  reduction  in 
electric  lighting  and  a  reduction  in  gas,  be- 
cause the  public  are  aroused,  and  no  camou- 
flage, no  attempt  to  lead  me  from  the   course 

1  am  pursuing  as.  the  instrument  of  the  peo- 
ple, with  the  Jielp  of  the  other  members  here 
no  attitude  of  yours,  will  lead  me  to  change 
my  position  of  leing  on  watch,  watching  the 
rich  grafter,  whether  the  real  estate  politician 
°}~  the  Edison  light  robber  barons,  or  the 
Consolidated  Gas  Company,  who  are  robbing 
the  blind,  the  eld,  the  infirm,  the  poor  and 
the  rich  alike.  I  will  not  be  turned  aside  • 
I  will  not  be  side-tracked.  You  can  pull  no 
red  herring  across  the  trail,  as  far  as  I 
am  concerned.  You  may  be  doing  the  bidding 
ot  the  interests.  If  you  are,  you  are  making 
a  mighty  poor  job  of  it.  You  cannot  change 
my  course.  No  vilification,  no  ridicule,  no 
iaise  statements,  no  acts  of  yours,  will  change 
my  position.  The  public  are  satisfied  that'l 
anl  °n.  t}?e  i°b',  and  ^e  only  unfortunate  part 
of  it  is  here  that  you  have  to  get  a  part  of 
the  credit  as  unfortunately  you  will.  I  am 
through.     Come  on. 

Coun.  HAGAN— Mr.  President,  the  order  as 
presented  is  clear  and  concise  in  its  language 
there  is  no  undercurrent  of  thought  con- 
tained in  that  order.  The  gentleman  in  his 
harangue  is  only  endeavoring  to  create  another 
smoke  screen,  another  barrage  of  words,  with 
an  attack  on  myself  and  other  representative 
citizens.  It  is  an  endeavor  to  confuse  the 
issue,  to  lead  you,  my  colleagues,  to  believe 
that  the  order  as  presented  is  to  discourage 
and  discount  the  work  that  he  has  done  in 
this  body  and  his  efforts  to  reduce  the  price 
of  electricity.  How  under  the  name  of  the 
sun  he  can  work  that  in  is  beyond  my  under- 
standing. The  investigation  that  is  called  for 
here  has  no  bearing  upon  the  Edison  Com- 
pany, has  no  bearing  upon  what  the  gentle- 
man has  said.  I  do  not  mean  that  it  shall 
have;  I  am  not  trying  to  discount  his  action. 
I  am  supporting  him  and  have  supported  him 
in  his  efforts.  I  am  sympathetic  to  his  efforts 
in  that  direction.  I  wish  him  Godspeed  in 
bringing  down  the  price  of  electricity  anil 
gas,    if    it    is    in    his    power    or    in    our    power 
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collectively.  There  is  no  desire  on  my  part 
to  interfere  with  that  work,  and  the  gentle- 
man knows  it.  He  speaks  of  dragging  a  red 
herring  across  the  trail.  He  is  the  one  who 
is  dragging  the  red  herring,  to  see  if  he  can- 
not confuse  the  minds  of  the  members  of  this 
body.  I  hope  the  order  will  be  considered  for 
its  real  worth  and  that  it  will  be  referred  to 
the  Executive  Committee,  to  decide  what  body 
it  should  go  to  for  investigation.  If  it  were 
in  my  power  to  do  so,  in  order  to  get  at  the 
truth  I  would  send  it  to  the  Supreme  Court 
of    the    United    States. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  do  I  under- 
stand that  the  order  now  contains  the  Finance 
Commission    and    the    District    Attorney  ? 

Chairman  COLLINS — Coun.  Hagan's  motion 
is  that  further  consideration  of  the  order  be 
referred    to    the    Executive    Committee. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee.  Coun.  Moriarty  doubted 
the  vote  and  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays.

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  would  say 
in    connection    with    this    order    I    have    intro- 
duced that  I   have  two  letters  that  were  given 
to  me   today   by   the   boy's   mother.      She   came 
to   me   today,   a   nervous   wreck,   with   tears   in 
her  eyes,   and  told  me  that  yesterday   in  front 
of   her    home,    at    the    junction    of    Kenilworth 
and  Dudley  streets,   where  she  has   resided  for 
over   thirty   years,   a   square   was    dedicated   to 
the   memory    of   John    H.   Dickey,   another   boy 
who  made  the  supreme  sacrifice,   and   it  upset 
her    so    that    she     not    rest    until    she     came 
to    City    Hall   to   see   someone,    to   see   whether 
an  arrangement  could  not  be  made  to   change 
the  name  of  that  square  to  a  square  in  some 
other    location,    naming    that    square    for    her 
boy,  in  front  of  the  home  where  he  was  born. 
She  went  to  the  Adjutant-General's  office,  and 
he  sent  her  to  me,  knowing  that  I  came  from 
Roxbury.      As   I   said   a  moment   ago,   she  was 
in  a  pitiful  condition,   and  I   did  what  I   could 
to  allay  her  worries  and  send  her  home  feeling 
as     comfortable     as     possible     under     the     cir- 
cumstances,    with    the    understanding    that    I 
would    introduce    this    order    today.       This    is 
just   a   short   half-block   from   the   boy's    home, 
and   the  locality    is    unnamed.      This    is   merely 
another     example     of     the     rather     haphazard 
way  in  which  we  have  started  out — and  I  have 
been  a  party  to  it — to  name  squares  and  parks 
after    boys    who    made    the    supreme    sacrifice 
in    the    late    World    War.      I    am    as    much    to 
blame  for  it  as  anyone,  because  I  think  I  was 
one  of  the  first,  if  not  perhaps  the  first,   who 
started    to    recognize    the    deeds    of    valor    of 
these  boys   by  honoring  their  memory  through 
naming    a    locality    in    their    vicinity    m    then- 
honor.     It  has  now  reached  a  point  where  the 
squares    are    all    gone    and    practically    all    the 
parks    that    we    may    name    after    those    who 
died    for    you    and    me,    Mr.    President     have 
been  named.     The  limit  has  been  reached,   and 
thousands  of  boys  whose  mothers,  fathers,  sis- 
ters   and    brothers    were    without    mfluer.ee    or 
acquaintance   with   members    of   this    body    are 
going  to  be   forgotten   in  the  matter   of   keep- 
ing   their    memory    green    in    this    way.      At 
the    last    meeting    I    offered    an    order,    at    the 
suggestion    of    another    gentleman,    to    change 
thf   name    of    Wood    Island    Park    to    Worlds 
War  Memorial  Park,  in  honor  of  all  the   East 
Boston    boys    who    died   in    the   service   of    our 
country.       Evidently    my     good    intention    has 
stirred    up    a    hornet's    nest    m    East    Boston 
It  was   not  my   intention  to  say   a  word  today 
on   the  floor   of  this   Council,   as   I   realize  that 
T  have   taken   up   so   much   of   the  time   of  the 
membersby  talking  for  the  last  ten  or  twelve 
weeks,   sometimes  by   choice   and   at  least once 
bv  necessity ;  but  I  felt  when  I  read  an  article 
hi    tte    East    Boston    Argus-Advocate    tha ;    I 

the    article,   avoid ^km  ^fXontery  to 

the   newspapers    therein    P^hed^  1^  ^ 
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have  a  constructive  purpose ;  but  it  so  hap- 
pens that  I  received  no  advice  or  request  from 
East  Boston  whatsoever  through  the  press. 
Everything  that  I  have  heard,  particularly 
through  the  so-called  press  in  East  Boston, 
has  condemned  either  myself  or  my  colleagues 
for  something  we  have  tried  to  do  that  would, 
from  our  point  of  view,  be  for  the  benefit 
of  East  Boston.  The  East  Boston  Argus- 
Advocate  is  published  and  controlled  by  one 
J.  B.  Maccabe,  M-a-c— c-a-b-e,  all  one  word, 
who  was  an  athletic  director  during  the  late 
■war,  to  keep  the  soldiers  across  in  good  shape 
in  an  athletic  way,  not  to  fight  but  to  play. 
He  is  the  owner  and  proprietor  of  this  eight- 
page  advertising  handbill.  One,  two,  three, 
four,  five,  six  pages  of  it  are  what  they 
call  patent  boiler  plate  matter,  that  is, 
handed  to  them  by  the  non-union  shop  in 
which  they  print  the  paper  free  gratis,  in 
order  to  give  them  eight  pages  and  make  the 
people  of  East  Boston  believe  that  they  have 
a  real  newspaper,  a  local  paper,  in  East  Bos- 
ton. Mr.  Maccabe  and  I  have  nothing  in  com- 
mon. I  assumed  that  he  was  rather  broad, 
but  unfortunately  I  did  not  know  the  facts, 
and  I  erred  again.  He  is  broad  physically 
but  not  mentally  or  otherwise.  Mr.  Maccabe 
has  an  article  in  the  East  Boston  Argus- 
Advocate  of  May  7,  1921,  with  great  heavy 
headlines,  "Island's  Headache.  City  Council 
Passes  Order  Requesting  New  Name  for 
Wood  Island  Park.  Mayoralty  Vetoes.  Dis- 
approves Orders  Relating  to  Monmouth,  Put- 
nam and  Prescott  Squares,  on  Ground  of  Pub- 
lic Policy."  The  article  starts  out  as  follows : 
"Led  by  Councilors  Watson  and  Brickley, 
the  City  Council  is  busy  legislating  for  East 
Boston,  in  a  manner  not  altogether  popular 
with  local  residents.  At  last  Monday's  ses- 
sion, the  irrepressible  Jerry  introduced  an 
order  changing  the  name  of  Wood  Island  Park 
to  World  War  Memorial  Park,  which  was 
unanimously  passed,  as  were  orders  naming 
several  public  squares  for  World  War  vet- 
erans. These  latter  were  offered  last  week, 
Monday,  by  Mr.  Brickley  and  provided  that 
the  space,  junction  of  Saratoga  and  Chelsea 
streets,  be  named  Jeffrey  A.  O'Connell  square, 
in  honor  of  O'Connell,  who  died  in  the  serv- 
ice." 

Then  it  continues  in  regard  to  Mr.  Brick- 
ley's  other  orders  and  the  Mayor's  veto.  Then 
it  continues  on  under  a  sub-heading,  "City 
Council's  action  gives  East  Boston  a  head- 
ache." I  don't  know  about  other  individuals 
in  East  Boston  getting  a  headache  easily,  but 
I  didn't  know  that  Mr.  Maccabe  could  get  a 
headache  under  any  circumstances,  because  I 
never  considered  that  he  had  a  head.  (Laugh- 
ter in  the  gallery.)  I  am  not  speaking  for 
the  benefit  of  the  gallery,  but  so  that  Mr. 
Maccabe  may  read  in  cold  type  what  I  think 
concerning  him,  as  I  am  able  to  read  here 
what  he  says  concerning  me.  I  know  nothing 
about  his  personal  character,  and  if  I  did 
that  is  his  own  business.  But  I  never  heard  of 
Joseph  B.  Maccabe  doing  anything  monumen- 
tal, for  East  Boston  or  elsewhere.  They  tell 
me  that  he  used  to  keep  his  automobile  in 
the  Paris  Street  Gymnasium,  and  I  think  that 
is  true.  They  also  tell  me  a  few  other  things. 
It  is  for  him  to  tell  the  public  about  some  of 
the  monumentally  great  things  he  has  done 
for  East  Boston.  The  article  continues  on 
about  my  action  in  regard  to  David  Hoffman 
Park.  I  introduced  the  order  to  have  the 
name  of  Eagle  Hill  Park  changed  to  "David 
Hoffman  Park,"  because  the  boy's  brother 
came  to  me  and  requested  it.  I  did  it,  as  I 
would  do  it  again  under  such  circumstances. 
David  Hoffman,  the  son  of  a  Hebrew  immi- 
grant, was  washed  off  a  mine  sweeper  and 
lost  his  life,  and  Admiral  Dunn  told  me  that 
he  met  a  hero's  death  but  because  his  name 
was  Hoffman,  because  he  was  a  son  of  one 
of  the  later  immigrants  to  this  country,  it 
was  distasteful  to  Joseph  B.  M-a-c— c-a-b-e, 
all  one  word,  because  Hoffman  was  the  son 
of  a  Hebrew  immigrant.  I  am  inclined  to 
believe  that  his  opposition  to  the  proposed 
O'Connell  and  other  squares  is  a  similar  op- 
position, because  they  represent  names  of 
the  Celtic  race,  that  fact  rendering  the  names 


distasteful  to  Mr.  M-a-c-c-a-b-e,  all  one 
word.  I  am  going  to  leave  Mr.  Maccabe  to 
the  tender  mercies  of  those  who  fought,  that 
he  might  remain  a  free  man,  to  the  members 
of  the  American  Legion,  who  did  their  work 
across  the  water,  to  the  relatives  of  those 
who  died  in  the  service  and  whose  parents 
and  loved  ones  mourned  their  loss.  They  will 
take  good  care  of  Mr.  Maccabe,  because  I  am 
satisfied  that  the  people  of  East  Boston  have 
no  more  regard  for  the  name  "Wood  Island 
Park"  than  they  would  have  if  it  were  called 
"Pine  Island  Park"  or  "Hemlock  Island  Park." 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  "Wood  Island,"  so  called, 
is  not  an  island.  It  is  connected  with  the 
main  land.  He  speaks  of  the  name  "Wood 
Island"  and  its  historic  value.  It  is  historic, 
perhaps,  from  the  point  of  view  of  some  of 
the  interests  who  hope  to  secure  a  part  of 
Wood  Island  for  development  purposes  for 
the  East  Boston  Land  Company,  or  a  similar 
company.  That  is  his  interest  altogether, 
with  his  narrow  bigotry.  If  the  square  were 
called  after  some  good  old  Yankee  name  he 
might  not  enter  his  objection,  but  becauee 
we  try  to  name  places  for  O'Connells  and 
O'Callaghans,  because  we  name  them  after 
the  black  and  the  white,  the  Jew  and  the 
Gentile,  the  noncitizen  who  served  in  our 
forces  and  died  across  the  water,  as  well  as  the 
citizen,  he  objects.  If  we  had  used  some  other 
name  thero  would  be  no  objection  from  Jo- 
seph B.  Maccabe,  the  man  who  acquires  a 
headache  when  he  has  not  got  a  head  to  have 
a  headache  in.  I  will  discontinue  reading  this 
article,  and  will  simply  make  this  one  remark. 
The  article  makes  a  very  kindly  reference  to 
Captain  Brickley,  referring  to  him  as  one 
"for  whom  East  Boston  entertains  really  a 
kindly  feeling."  Captain  Brickley  has  a  grand 
record  for  service  overseas,  and  my  friend 
knows  that  "irrepressible  Jerry"  Watson  did 
not  go  across,  although  a  lot  of  them  wished 
that  I  had  and  that  I  stayed  there.  Un- 
doubtedly Joseph  B.  Maccabe  is  one  of  them. 
Poor  Joe  Maccabe !  Poor  Joe !  I  think  we 
ought  to  add  "ker"  to  the  name,  so  that  he 
might  properly  be  named  "Joker."  The  ref- 
erence to  Coun.  Brickley  is  a  left-handed  com- 
pliment, while  mine  is  a  right-handed  one.  I 
will  quote  what  he  says  about  Coun.  Brickley, 
if  I  can  find  what  I  want.  This  paper  is 
printed  in  a  scab  shop  and  the  print  is  so 
rotten  that  I  cannot  at  the  moment  locate 
it.     Oh,  yes,   here  it  is : 

"Coun.  Brickley,  for  whom  East  Boston 
entertains  really  a  kindly  feeling." 

I  will  stop  there.  It  is  perfectly  apparent 
and  positive  that  there  is  no  friendly  or 
kindly  feeling  for  me.  Well,  I  wish  I  could 
talk  this  matter  over  on  the  corner  with  Mr. 
Maccabe.  I  think  what  I  would  s-ay  would 
not  be  fit  to  print  and  what  he  would  say 
about  me  likewise.  I  would  simply  say  in 
conclusion  that  the  other  advertising  hand- 
bill, called  "The  East  Boston  Free  Press,"  is, 
if  you  take  its  word  for  it,  "the  voice  of 
70,000  people."  Think  of  that — 70,000  people, 
fellow  members.  It  is  the  voice  of  Esau,  as 
much  as  the  voice  of  70,000  people.  They 
have  a  circulation  of  about  400,  and  the  only 
people  who  read  it,  outside  of  the  400  who 
have  to  take  it,  are  these  who  pick  it  out 
of  the  street.  The  publisher,  Mr.  James  E. 
Maguire,  changed  his  political  coat  after  he 
ran  for  Congress  and  got  so  few  votes  that 
they  didn't  tabulate  them.  He  then,  in  order 
to  help  out  the  spite  of  a  leader  in  East 
Boston,  changed  his  coat  over  and  became 
a  Republican.  I  shall  not  pay  as  much  at- 
tention to  him  as  to  Maccabe,  and  the  two 
of  them  together  are  not  worth  discussing 
on  the  floor  of  this  honorable  body.  In  con- 
clusion I  am  feoing  to  ask  the  stenographer 
to  have  printed  in  full  the  article  that  I  have 
referred  to  on  the  first  page  of  the  Argus- 
Advocate  and  also  the  little  sqib  which  appears 
in  the  East  Boston  Free  Press,  "The  Voice  of 
70,000  People."  All  that  Mr.  Maguire  says 
there    is : 

"The  only  interest  some  members  of  the 
City  Council  seem  to  have  in  East  Boston  is 
to  change  the  old  names  of  our  parks  and 
squares." 
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And  there  his  pencil  broke  off,  and  he 
stopped.  East  Boston  will  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  express  itself  on  my  order  for  the 
changing  of  the  name  of  Wood  Island  Park, 
because  I  have  requested  Mr.  Shea,  the  chair- 
man of  the  Park  Commission,  to  arrange,  be- 
fore taking  any  definite  action  on  the  order, 
that  the  people  of  East  Boston  may  be  given 
an  opportunity  to  be  heard.  There  will  be  an 
opportunity  for  Maccabe  to  be  heard  and  for 
Maguire  to  be  heard,  and  I  venture  this  asser- 
tion, that  if  the  people  are  as  red-blooded  as 
I  believe  they  are,  Mr.  Maccabe  won't  appear 
at  the  hearing  representing  either  himself, 
the  East  Boston  Land  Company  or  the  other 
company  that  wants  the  water  rights  of  Wood 
Island  Park.  I  move  a  suspension  of  the  rule 
that  my  order  may  go  on  its  passage. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  was 
passed.

Disapproves  Orders  Relating  to  Monmouth, 
Putnam  and  Prescott  Squares  on 
Ground  of  Public   Policy. 


Led  by  Councilors  Watson  and  Brickley, 
the  City  Council  is  busy  legislating  for  East 
Boston,  in  a  manner  not  altogether  popular 
with  local  residents.  At  last  Monday's  ses- 
sion, the  irrepressible  Jerry  introduced  an 
order,  changing  the  name  of  Wood  Island 
Park  to  World  War  Memorial  Park,  which 
was  unanimously  passed,  as  were  orders  nam- 
ing several  public  squares  for  World  War  vet- 
erans. The  latter  were  offered  last  week 
Monday  by  Mr.  Brickley  and  provided  that  the 
space,  junction  of  Saratoga  and  Chelsea 
streets,  be  named  Jeffrey  A.  O'Connell  square, 
in   honor   of   O'Connell,   who   died   in  service. 

That  the  open  space,  junction  of  Benning- 
ton, Ashley  and  Blackinton  streets,  be  named 
James  J.  Cunningham  square,  in  honor  of 
Cunningham,  who  died  from  disease  con- 
tracted   in    service. 

That  the  open  space,  junction  of  Prescott, 
Trenton  and  East  Eagle  streets,  be  named 
William  A.  Tryder  square,  in  honor  of  Tryder, 
who    fell    in    action. 

That  the  space,  junction  of  Putnam,  Tren- 
ton and  White  streets,  be  named  James  Jo- 
seph Flynn  square,  in  honor  of  Flynn,  who 
died   at   sea. 

Mayor  Vetoes  Brickley's  Queenan  Square 
Order. 
The  City  Council's  attempt  to  honor  the 
memory  of  Miss  Agnes  Queenan,  an  East 
Boston  nurse,  by  naming  for  her  the  area 
at  the  junction  of  Monmouth  and  White 
streets,  was  vetoed  Saturday  by  Mayor  Peters. 
Residents  in  that  section  know  this  area  al- 
ready by  the  name  of  Monmouth  square. 
Long  ago  in  these  matters  the  Mayor  laid 
down  the  principle  that  no  squares  already 
familiarly  named  should  be  renamed  for  World 
War  heroes.  Miss  Queenan  served  with  the 
Army  Nursing  Corps  and  died  of  pneumonia 
at  home  as  the  result  of  weakness  brought  on 
by  her  war  service.  Councilor  David  J. 
Brickley,  who  introduced  the  order  which  the 
Mayor  vetoed,  undoubtedly  will  propose  an- 
other square  on  Noddle  Island  to  be  named 
for  her. 

Mayor   also   Vetoes    Flynn    and   Tryder 
Square  Orders. 

Mayor  Peters  has  also  vetoed  the  orders  of 
Coun.  Brickley  relating  to  the  renaming  of 
Putnam  square  to  that  of  Flynn  square,  and 
Prescott    square    to     that    of    Tryder    square. 


Secretary  Parks  said  that  this  was  done  in 
accordance  with  the  policy  of  Mayor  Peters, 
as  set  forth  in  the  Queenan  veto.  Both  these 
squares  are  already  familiarly  designated,  and 
to  rename  them  would  not  be  in  accord  with 
public    sentiment   or    time-honored    tradition. 

City  Council's  Action  Gives  East  Boston  a 
Headache. 
^Following  last  Monday's  session  of  the  City 
Council,  one  of  the  City  Fathers  sententiously 
observed  that  the  proceedings  gave  him  a 
headache.  And  that's  precisely  what  the  City 
Council  is  giving  the  people  of  East  Boston, 
by  its  action  in  the  matter  of  trying  to  re- 
name parks  and  squares  without  our  knowl- 
edge or  consent.  For  example :  Coun.  Watson 
introduced  the  order  which  sought  to  rename 
Eagle  Hill  Park,  David  Hoffman  Park  and 
now  he  is  duplicating  that  effort  in  another 
order  to  name  Wood  Island  Park,  "World 
War  Veteran  Memorial  Park."  Coun.  Brick- 
ley, for  whom  East  Boston  entertains  really 
a  kindly  feeling,  has  also  been  active  in  the 
matter  of  renaming  our  old  squares  after  vet- 
erans of  the  late  war.  Recurring  to  Mr.  Wat- 
son's orders,  it  might  be  said  his  Eagle  Hill 
order  brought  forth  a  vigorous  pi'otest  at  a 
public  hearing  before  the  Park  Commission, 
who  gave  the  petitioners  leave  to  withdraw. 
This  same  spirit  will  oppose  changing  the 
name  of  Wood  Island,  or  Central  Park,  to 
that  of  any  other  title,  however  worthy.  This 
is  not  done  with  any  disrespect,  but  is  simply 
put  forth  for  the  protection  of  our  historic 
names  and  traditions.  Wood  Island  has  been 
thus  designated  since  before  1623,  and  as" 
such  has  been  borne  on  all  the  maps  of  the 
colony.  It  will  be  found  thus  inscribed  on 
French  and  English  maps,  drawings  and  blue- 
prints prior  to  the  Revolution,  and  on  Ameri- 
can maps  following  the  Revolution.  More- 
over, it  stands  as  a  landmark  in  the  military 
history  of  the  American  Revolution.  For 
that  reason,  if  none  other,  the  name  Wood 
Island  should  not  be  eliminated.  Like  Eagle 
Hill,  or  Central  square,  it  would  make  an  ad- 
mirable site  for  a  memorial  to  not  only  the 
soldiers  of  the  Revolution  but  the  heroes  of 
'61,  as  well  as  all  other  sailors  and  soldiers 
who  fought  for  Old  Glory.  It  will  be  recalled 
that  the  friends  of  Ensign  Hoffman,  after  the 
Mayor's  refusal  to  change  the  name  of  Cen- 
tral square  to  that  of  Hoffman  square,  planned 
to  change  the  name  of  Wood  Island  to  Hoff- 
man Park.  It  will  also  be  remembered  by 
our  older  residents  that  at  least  one  other 
decided  effort  was  made  to  name  the  park 
after  a  distinguished  East  Bostonian,  but  the 
family  and  friends  of  the  citizen  in  question 
registered  their  protest  against  any  such  ac- 
tion. In  their  judgment,  Wood  Island  Park 
was  a  historic  landmark  that  should  not  be 
disturbed,  but  continue  to  bear  the  name 
originally  applied  to  it  in  the  good  old  colony 
days.  It  would  be  interesting  to  know  just 
who  inspired  Mr.  Watson  to  this  action,  for 
East  Bostonians  cannot  believe  it  was  done 
by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  two  local 
American    Legion   posts.

DONOGHUE  offered  an  order— That 
the  name  of  King  square,  Dorchester,  be 
changed  to  John  T.  Connors  square,  in  mem- 
ory of  Sergeant  Connors  who  fell  in  action 
near  Fleville  in  the  department  of  the  Arden- 
nes during  the  World  War,  and  that  said  place 
be   suitably    marked    with    signs.

OGHUE submitted  the  following  letter,  viz. : 

Subject :  Copy  of  letter  sent  to  the  mother 
of  Mr.  John  T.  Connors,  for  service  rendered 
in  the  United  States  Army,  in  France. 

Headquarters    Second    Battalion, 
27  Infantry,   Champlittle,  France, 
January   26,    1919. 
Mrs.   Mary   Connors, 

25  Leeds ville  Street,  Dorchester,  Mass. : 

Dear  Mrs.  Connors, — Your  letter  addressed 
to  the  commanding  officer  of  this  regiment 
in  regard  to  your  son  Sergt.  John  T.  Con- 
nors has  been  turned  over  to  me  and  I  am 
glad  to  get  hold  of  your  address  for  I  have 
been  wanting  to  write  to  some  of  his  family. 
He  was  a  member  of  F  Company  of  this  regi- 
ment and  I  was  in  command  of  the  platoon 
of  which  he  was  sergeant.  He  was  killed  on 
the  morning  of  October  7,  in  action,  near  the 
town  of  Fleville  in  the  department  of  the 
Ardennes,  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Aire  river 
and  on  the  right  of  the  Argonne  forest.  The 
first  platoon  of  F  Company,  of  which  he  was 
sergeant  and  I  was  lieutenant,  had  been 
ordered  to  push  forward  and  connect  up  with 
the  First  Division  which  was  on  the  right  of 
the  road  leading  into  Fleville.  Because  of  the 
heavy  fire  of  the  Boche  it  was  difficult  to  go 
forward.  Mr.  Connors  and  I  had  crossed  the 
road  and  ■were  lying  in  a  ditch  to  try  and 
get  some  protection  from  the  rain  of  machine 
gun  bullets.  While  there  he  was  struck  and 
instantly  killed.  We  were  ahead  of  the  line, 
having  gone  out  to  reconnoiter,  and  at  that 
time  it  was  impossible  to  remove  his  body. 
Later  he  was  buried  near  the  spot,  but  what 
became  of  his  personal  possessions  I  do  not 
know,  for  a  few  days  later  I  was  sent  to  the 
hospital  as  the  result  of  being  gassed.  I  do 
not  think  that  he  had  any  personal  possessions 
art  the  time  of  his  death,  on  his  person,  but 
I  will  make  inquiry  and  if  there  are  any  I 
will  send  them  to  you.  As  you  understand  all 
this  occurred  during  the  thick  of  battle,  and 
men  were  killed  and  wounded  all  around  us 
an  dthe  living  had  to  always  go  ahead,  fight- 
ing as  they  went.  The  wounded  were  always 
carried  back  and  the  dead  were  buried  as  soon 
as  possible  but  in  the  case  of  Sergeant  Con- 
nors, when  he  was  killed  we  were  right  in 
among  the  Boche,  and  it  wTas  possibly  two  or 
three  days  later  when  they  were  driven  back 
before  it  was  possible  to  bury  him. 

Sergt.  John  T.  Connors  was  a  fine  soldier, 
brave,  courageous,  and  never  complaining,  no 
matter  what  task  was  ahead  of  him.  He  was 
in  my  platoon  for  months  before  his  death  and 
was  a  model  for  the  others.  It  was  shortly 
after  we  first  landed  in  France  that  he  was 
made  corporal  and  when  my  platoon  sergeant 
was  wounded  in  front  of  Baulny  on  the  1st 
of  October  Connors  was  immediately  pro- 
moted and  made  platoon  sergeant,  and  as  such 
was  second  in  command.  He  never  followed, 
he  always  lead.  He  was  one  I  always  counted 
on  and  he  never  failed.  He  was  one  of  the 
most  popular  men  in  his  company  and  was 
respected  alike  by  officers  and  men.  He  was 
in  every  respect  a  fine  young  man  and  was 
a  power  for  good  in  the  platoon  and  the  com- 
pany. I  was  very  fond  of  him  and  it  was  my 
intention  to  recommend  him  for  the  next 
officers'  training  camp,  and  I  am  certain  that 
he  would  have  received  a  commission.  He 
died  as  he  had  lived,  a  manly,  ideal  soldier 
and  his  death  was  not  in  vain  for  like  the 
other  thousands  of  our  comrades  who  gave 
their  lives  in  the  conflict,  he  died  that  others 
may  live.  I  mourn  with  you  in  his  death  and 
yet  I  am  proud  of  his  memory,  proud  that  he 
was  in  my  company,  and  proud  that  I  knew 
him    as    I    did.     His    was    an    enviable    record 


and  I  am  sure  that  he  would  not  have  had   it 
otherwise.

QUESTIONS     OF    PRIVILEGE. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to 
a  question  of  personal  privilege.  On  Wednes- 
day, May  11,  Mr.  President,  you  spoke  before 
the  Boston  Women's  Voters  League  in  this 
chamber,  and  you  are  reported  in  the  press 
as  having  made  some  very  strong  and  un- 
complimentary references  to  the  members  of 
this  body  in  its  entirety.  I  refer  particularly 
to  the  story  in  the  Boston  Post  of  Thursday, 
May    12,   and   I  will   read  from   it: 

"Pie  (Mr.  Hagan)  told  them  of  the  'politi- 
cal gang,'  of  the  mismanagement  of  funds, 
of  'grafting,'  favoritism,  waste,  extravagance, 
inefficiency,  all  of  which,  he  charged,  are 
bringing  the  government  of  Boston  to  rack  and 
ruin." 

And   then    it   continues : 

"  'A  good  many  of  the  members  of  the  Bos- 
ton City  Council,'  declared  Mr.  Hagan,  'are 
not  qualified  by  any  training,  education  or 
natural  equipment  to  handle  the  financial 
affairs  of  the  city.  Members  of  the  City 
Council  should  be  more  than  platform  speak- 
ers, mere  demagogues,'  he  added,  'they  should 
have  training  in  business  and  finance.'  'Some 
of  the  men  who  appropriate  the  city's  money 
care  as  much  about  $15,000  as  you  care  about 
$15,'  he  declared.  'Money  by  the  bushel  is 
wasted.  There  is  no  conscience  in  city  spend- 
ing. Sums  as  large  as  $30,000  to  $50,000  are 
spent   without   a   minute's    hesitation.'  " 

I  now  ask  you  to  inform  the  members  of 
this  body  generally,  and  myself  particularly, 
if  your  reference  to  inefficiency  and  neglect 
and  graft  were  directed  to  Messrs.  Collins, 
Lane  and  Ford,  as  well  as  to  the  other  mem- 
bers of  this  body.  If  you  desire  to  qualify 
your  remarks,  this  is  the  place  and  time  to 
do  so  officially,  as  I  consider  them  to  be 
without  basis   in   fact  and   totally  uncalled  for. 


Coun.    COLLINS    in    the   chair. 


Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  in  reply 
to  the  question  which  has  been  asked  me  by 
my  esteemed  colleague,  I  feel  as  if  he  is  in 
every    way    justly    entitled    to    a    reply,    and    I 
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take  no  offence  whatever  at  the  request  as 
made.  I  was  asked  to  speak  here  in  this 
chamher  before  the  Boston  League  of  Women 
Voters  on  the  general  subject  of  municipal 
activities.  That  was  rather  a  large  order, 
and  I  concluded  that  I  would  talk  upon  that 
subject  in  which  I  am  intensely  interested 
and  with  which  I  am  more  or  less  familiar, 
the  segregated  budget  system  in  use  in  the 
city  government.  It  so  happened  that  the 
Budget  Commissioner  was  likewise  asked  to 
speak,  and  he  covered  the  technical  matters 
pertaining  to  the  budget  very  well.  In  giving 
my  talk  to  the  ladies  I  expressed  my  opinions, 
and  it  is  within  my  rights  and  within  my 
province  to  express  my  individual  opinion 
here  or  anywhere  else,  and  I  hope  there  will 
never  be  any  denial  of  the  right  to  express 
an  individual  opinion.  That  does  not  neces- 
sarily make  my  opinions  right,  but  what  I 
said  was  my  opinion,  and  I  was  honest  in 
my  conviction.  I  picked  up  the  Boston  Post 
the  next  morning  and  read  a  version  of  the 
statement  that  I  was  supposed  to  have  made. 
I  think  I  was  the  most  astonished  fellow  in 
Boston  at  what  I  read  therein.  It  was  noth- 
ing that  I  said,  at  all.  Charges  that  I  was 
alleged  to  have  made  and  words  which  I  was 
supposed  to  have  uttered  were  never  uttered 
by  me.  The  report  of  that  meeting  that  ap- 
peared in  the  Boston  Herald  was  more  to  the 
point  and  stated  the  thing  quite  clearly.  I 
was  surprised,  because  I  found  that  I  was 
alleged  to  have  referred  to  a  "political  gang," 
to  "the  mismanagement  of  funds,"  of  "graft- 
ing," a  word  I  never  use,  "favoritism,  waste, 
extravagence,  inefficiency."  Waste,  extrava- 
gance and  inefficiency  was,  in  a  measure,  re- 
ferred to  ;  graft  and  absolute  dishonesty  of 
management  never  were  thought  of.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  I  made  no  criticism  whatso- 
ever of  any  of  the  men  in  the  employ  of  the 
city  as  heads  of  departments  or  as  subordi- 
nates. My  attack,  if  attack  it  could  be  called, 
or  my  comments,  as  I  prefer  to  call  them, 
were  upon  the  lack  of  efficiency  that  we  are 
obtaining  from  the  present  segregated  budget 
system  in  comparison  with  the  possibilities, 
that  could  be  obtained  from  that  system.  That 
is  nothing  but  what  I  have  stated  here  hun- 
dreds of  times  before,  privately  and  publicly, 
in  this  council  chamber.  Now,  I  have  a  type- 
written copy  of  what  I  said  before  that  body. 
Under  the  circumstances,  I  presume  that  I 
will  have  to  ask  your  indulgence  so  that  it 
may  be  read  and  you  may  hear  it.  It  is  un- 
fortunate, of  course,  that  there  was  not  a 
stenographer  present  at  this  particular  hear- 
ing, so  that  this  matter  might  have  been 
taken  down  officially.  It  shows  the  unwis- 
dom of  talking  before  any  body,  leaving  one's 
self  subject  to  the  mercy  of  some  newspaper 
reporter  who  does  not  seem  to  grasp  the 
situation  or,  who,  perhaps,  with  malice  afore- 
thought, may  have  given  the  public  the  false 
impression  that  they  did  obtain,  and  naturally 
would  obtain,  from  the  reading  of  the  Post 
article  My  words  were  as  follows,  for  I  had 
given  some  thought  prior  to  making  this  talk 
to  the  ladies'  committee.  The  accuracy  of 
the  statements  made  herein  can,  of  course, 
be  proven  by  the  lady  who  presided  at  the 
meeting  and  by  the  forty  or  fifty  or  more 
who  were  present:  "When  I  received  an  in- 
vitation to  come  here  I  was  told  I  was  to 
talk  on  municipal  matters,  and  this,  you  must 
understand,  was  a  very  large  order  for  it 
would  take  some  hours  for  detailed  consider- 
ation, and  unfortunately  I  have  not  that  time 
at  my  disposal.  I  therefore  concluded  that 
I  would  give  some  thought  and  consideration 
and  take  up  with  you  the  question  of  the 
most  important  work  that  the  City  Council 
has  to  perform,  and  that  is  the  appropria- 
tion of  money,  and  the  consideration  of  the 
annual  segregated  budget.  The  Budget  Com- 
missioner has  talked  with  you  on  this  mat- 
ter today,  and  explained  in  detail  the  techni- 
cal features  of  the  budget  system,  and  I  am 
very  glad  of  that,  for  he  is  best  qualified  to 
give  you  this  instruction,  and  you  can  have 
the  utmost  confidence  in  what  he  has  said  to 
you  for  he  is  a  man  thoroughly  well  qualified 
in    his    profession,    and    absolutely    honest    and 


reliable.  I  differ,  however,  regaining  the  most 
efficient  result  to  be  obtained  from  this  budget 
system,  as  I  feel  Mr.  Carven  has  the  general 
ideas  of  the  department  head  and  is,  therefore, 
and  quite  naturally,  inclined  to  be  sympathetic 
to  other  department  heads.  I  look  at  the  bud- 
get from  the  standpoint  of  business,  absolutely 
and  entirely,  and  I  realize  fully  how  difficult 
it  is  for  any  man  located  permanently  at  City 
Hall  to  avoid  the  atmosphere  and  environment 
that  seems  to.  predominate  the  building  and 
prevents  a  clear  understanding  of  any  busi- 
ness situation  from  the  real  broad  view- 
point. I  think  perhaps  a  little  history  of  the 
earlier  consideration  of  this  budget  system 
might  be  interesting,  and  would  say  that  the 
segregated  budget  was  born  in  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  where  a  very  able  and  compe- 
tent committee  did  study  it  for  a  period  of 
two  years,  under  the  guidance  of  Prof.  W. 
B.  Munro,  and  the  best  expert  advice  obtain- 
able was  brought  to  bear  during  the  progress 
of  the  work  of  this  budget,  and  then  it  was 
sent  to  City  Hall  to  have  it  installed  if  pos- 
sible. No  results  were  obtained  for  a  year 
or  more,  and  then  I  decided  I  would  be  a 
candidate  for  office  so  that  I  might  do  my 
utmost  to  install  this  segregated  budget  in  the 
Boston  business  system.  The  desire  to  do 
this  is  my  only  excuse  for  being  in  politics, 
for  this  is  what  drove  me  into  politics.  I 
was  elected  and  undertook  to  install  the  segre- 
gated budget  in  one  little  division  of  the  Pub- 
lic Works  Department,,  namely  the  Sewer 
Division.  We  met  with  bitter  opposition  with 
certain  members  of  the  City  Council,  and  the 
then  Mayor  was  hostile  to  the  thought.  The 
fight  waxed  warm  and  furious  over  a  period 
of  months,  and  the  majority  of  the  members 
of  the  City  Council  of  that  year  refused  to 
pass  any  appropriation  to  the  Sewer  Division 
of  the  Public  Works  Department,  and  finally 
Mayor  Curley  conceived  the  idea  of  having 
a  committee  or  commission  to  investigate  and 
report  back  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council, 
with  the  understanding  that  all  parties  would 
abide  by  the  decision  of  that  commission. 
Ex-Mayor  Matthews  was  appointed  to  repre- 
sent Mayor  Curley  and  because  of  the  fact 
that  he  was  opposed  to  the  segregated  budget 
system,  Mr.  T.  J.  Kenney  was  appointed  to 
represent  the  City  Council,  and  Prof.  W.  B. 
Munro  represented  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, and  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange, 
and  the  Massachusetts  Real  Estate  Exchange 
had  a  representative  on  this  commission,  and 
to  the  surprise  of  everybody  the  commission 
reported  back  in  favor  of  the  segregated  bud- 
get system,  and  not  in  one  little  department, 
whei'e  the  majority  members  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil were  trying  to  get  it  installed,  but  to 
cover  every  department  of  the  city,  and  fol- 
lowing the  agreement  as  made  by  Mayor  Cur- 
ley, the  system  was  installed.  At  that  time 
it  was  understood  with  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce that  we  would  install  the  system,  and 
put  on  the  perfected  or  finishing  touches  at 
some  later  period  for  the  whole  perfected 
system  would  be  too  big  a  dose  for  City  Hall 
to  swallow  at  one  time.  This  matter  was 
brought  to  the  attention  of  Mayor-elect  Peters 
before  his  inauguration  and  a  reference  to 
his  inauguration  speech  will  show  you  that 
50  per  cent  to  60  per  cent  of  same  refers  to 
this  segregated  budget,  and  the  opportunities 
for  improvement,  and  manifests  on  his  part 
a  disposition  to  get  this  segregated  system 
into  the  best  possible  working  order  so  that 
we  could  receive  somewhere  near  100  per  cent 
of  good  from  the  system.  Unfortunately,  how- 
ever, nothing  of  this  sort  has  been  done,  and 
conditions  remain  now  as  they  were  three 
years  ago  for  the  Mayor  has  been  ill-advised 
for  instead  of  getting  somewhere  near  100 
per  cent  of  good  from  the  segregated  budget 
system,  we  are  now  receiving  not  much  more 
than  25  per  cent  of  what  is  possible.  In  the 
annual  consideration  of  this  budget,  the  Com- 
mittee on  Appropriations  of  the  City  Council, 
which  is  the  City  Council  sitting  as  a  whole, 
it  is  very  clear  that  we  have  certain  members 
in  the  Council  who  by  training  and  educa- 
tion are  not  qualified  to  give  proper,  serious 
and    just    consideration    of   this    budget    system. 
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and  without  reference  to  the  present  members, 
it  is  my  firm  conclusion  that  the  City  Council 
as  it  always  will  be  will  have  members  who 
are  not  at  all  qualified  to  give  proper  thought 
and  consideration  to  financial  and  accounting 
methods.  I  think  it  can  be  safely  said  that 
this  would  be  in  every  other  city  as  well  as 
Boston,  where  an  elective  body  are  to  consider 
this  serious  problem.  There  are  other  mem- 
bers in  the  City  Council  who  by  training  and 
education  are  qualified  to  give,  some  thought 
and  consideration  to  the  budget,  but  who  be- 
lieve because  of  political  expediency  that  it 
U  better  to  pass  the  Mayor's  budget  just  as 
the  Mayor  sends  it  in,  and  there  are  other 
members  of  the  City  Council  who  are  in 
agreement  with  me  as  to  the  way  the  budget 
should  be  properly  handled.  I  have  tried  my 
best  over  various  years  to  have  an  intelligent 
consideration  of  this  budget,  but  being  of 
the  minority  group  in  City  Hall  our  policy 
has  not  prevailed,  and  of  the  entire  budget 
last  year  there  was  $100  or  $200  that  was 
cut  out,  I  think,  from  the  Mayor's  budget,  and 
this  was  done  I  think  to  save  the  face  of  the 
Council,  s.nd  this  year  the  Mayor's  budget 
was  passed  without  a  nickel  cut  out.  This 
budget  was  passed  and  the  money  appropri- 
ated by  the  City  Council,  of  something  near 
$30,000,000.  with  no  more  thought  and  consid- 
eration than  you  and  I  would  give  to  the  con- 
sideration ot  30  cents.  Under  the  law  it  was 
always  intended  that  the  City  Council  should 
be  a  check  upon  the  Mayor,  whether  he  be  a 
gang  mayor,  or  a  reform  mayor,  or  a  good 
mayor  or  a  bad  mayor  the  City  Council  should 
be  a  check,  and  has  complete  power  to  re- 
duce appropriations,  but  this  has  not  been 
done.  We  have  as  per  typed  report  a  long 
survey  of  the  situation  as  submitted  by  the 
Finance  Commission  for  your  consideration, 
and  this  report  is  submitted  after  being  in- 
spected by  the  inspecting  force  of  the  Finance 
Commission,  and  they  make  various  recom- 
mendations, all  in  the  line  of  economy  to  reduce 
the  appropriations  as  listed  in  the  budget  as 
submitted  by  the  Mayor.  I  believe  the  Finance 
Commission  last  year  recommended  reductions 
somewhere  near  seven  or  eight  hundred  thou- 
sand, and  as  I  say,  only  $200  was  reduced 
from  the  Mayor's  budget,  and  this  year  they 
must  have  recommended  reductions  that  were 
approximately  $400,000,  or  perhaps  one-half 
a  million,  and  not  a  cent  was  reduced  from 
the  Mayor's  budget.  It  is,  therefore,  clear 
that  the  majority  group  at  City  Hall  consider 
the  Finance  Report  as  100  per  cent  wrong, 
and  they  absolutely  refuse  to  give  any  serious 
thought  and  consideration  to  the  recommen- 
dations made  therein.  I  do  not  consider  the 
Finance  Commission  100  per  cent  right,  but  I 
think  they  are  85  per  cent  right,  and  we  ought 
to  give  serious  thought  and  consideration  to 
their  recommendations,  and  this  will  never 
be  in  the  present  personnel  of  the  present 
City  Council.  We  receive  requests  from  va- 
rious sections  of  the  city  and  invariably  are 
met  with  the  statement  that  we  have  no 
money,  and  yet  money  has  been  apropriated 
in  this  annual  budget,  and  being  appropriated 
is  not  available  for  other  use  except  in  that 
particular  department  to  which  it  has  been 
appropriated.  Every  department  head  wants 
to  make  good,  and  wants  to  get  all  the  money 
he  can  in  his  department  so  that  he  can  ex- 
tend the  work  of  his  department,  or  perhaps 
return  an  unexpended  balance  at  the  end  of 
the  year  to  show  that  he  is  a  capable  man, 
and  lives  within  his  appropriation.  This  to 
my  mind  should  not  be,  for  I  believe  the 
money  that  comes  into  the  City  Treasury 
each  year  should  be  used  in  that  fiscal 
year  to  make  the  necessary  impi'ovements  to 
promote  the  health,  happiness  and  prosperity 
of  our  citizens.  I  do  not  blame  any  depart- 
ment head  for  getting  all  the  money  he  can 
appropriated  for  his  department,  for  these 
department  heads  are  very  human  fellows 
just  as  you  and  I,  and  if  I  was  a  department 
head  I  would  do  exactly  what  they  do,  and 
that  is  to  get  all  the  money  I  could  appro- 
priated to  my  department.  This  is  quite  pos- 
sible, for  under  the  general  heading  of  one 
of    the    items    in    the    budget    called    'General 


Plant,  Item  39,'  it  permits  of  the  appropria- 
tion of  money  for  various  things  which  is 
contemplated  being  done  in  the  next  fiscal 
year,  but  which  in  a  great  many  cases  is 
not  done,  and  therefore  a  nest  egg  is  safely 
tucked  away  under  Item  39,  under  the  head- 
ing 'General  Plant'  and  this  can  and  is  drawn 
on  to  supply  other  department  needs  in  the 
budget,  for  under  the  law,  the  department 
head  is  permitted  to  make  a  transfer  from 
one  item  to  another  in  his  department.  This 
transfer  system  has  been  abused,  and  is  one 
of  the  great  evils  that  is  making  people  criti- 
cise this  segregated  budget  system,  and  in 
a  few  years  may  be  thrown  into  the  discard, 
and  return  perhaps  to  the  old  way  of  mak- 
ing lump  sum  appropriations  to  each  depart- 
ment head.  I  do  not  think  the  department 
head  should  be  blamed,  for  as  I  say  I  would 
do  exactly  the  same  thing,  and  I  realize  in 
this  atmosphere  and  environment  of  City  Hall 
that  after  awhile  all  men  think  alike  regarding 
public  furds.  In  this  expression  of  my  opinion 
as  to  how  matters  should  be  handled  is  alto- 
gether from  the  business  view  point,  and  I 
am  sure  that  a  great  deal  that  is  now  wasted, 
and  a  great  many  of  the  inefficient  methods 
that  are  now  in  vogue  could  be  positively 
improved  were  this  segregated  budget  put 
into  better  working  condition.  For  one  thing, 
just  to  mention  an  example,  I  think  a  better 
spirit  of  co-ordination  should  exist  between 
city  departments,  and  I  have  known  of  cases 
where  they  were  selling  horses  in  one  de- 
partment, and  buying  horses  in  another,  and 
where  they  were  selling  second-hand  automo- 
biles in  one  department,  and  in  another  de- 
partment they  were  in  need  of  automobiles, 
and  in  the  market  to  purchase."  I  fail  to 
perceive,  Mr.  Chairman,  wherein  I  have  said 
anything  about  graft,  wherein  I  have  accused 
any  department  head  of  being  other  than  in- 
tensely human,  where  I  have  said  that  if  I 
were  a  department  head  I  would  probably 
do  the  same  thing  ;  where  I  have  said  that  cer- 
tain members  of  this  Council  are  not  qualified 
by  education  and  training  to  properly  handle 
matters  involving  finance  and  accounting.  In 
saying  that  I  meant  no  disrespect.  We  cannot 
all  be  certified  public  accountants,  and  never 
will.  We  cannot  all  be  financial  people  m 
the  City  Council  and  never  will  be ;  and  it 
should  not  be  so,  for  the  Citv  Council  should 
be  properly  constituted  to  reflect  the  different 
elements  in  this  community,  and  never  should 
be  a  body  of  men  with  any  one  sole  thought. 
It  is  no  disrespect  to  say  to  a  member  of 
this  Council  that  he  is  a  good  lawyer  and  to 
say  in  the  same  breath  that  he  is  a  bad 
business  man.  That  is  quite  a  common  con- 
dition. It  is  no  disrespect  to  say  to  a  mem- 
ber of  this  body,  if  there  were  such  a  one, 
that  he  is  a  very, fine  and  excellent  mechanic, 
but  a  mad  man  on  finance,  and  that  he  does 
not  understand  accounting  methods.  Why 
should  he?  His  life  training  has  been  in 
other  directions.  It  is  the  handling  of  this 
budget  by  this  City  Council  or  any  city  coun- 
mil  that  I  am  commenting  on  and  am  opposed 
to.  The  handling  of  this  segregated  system 
should  be  by  trained  experts,  who  can  go 
over  the  estimates  submitted  by  the  depart- 
ment heads  prior  to  the  Mayor's  consideration 
of  those  items,  pass  intelligently  on  them  and 
report  intelligently  to  the  Mayor.  That,  I 
think,  would  give  the  protecting  touches  to 
this  system.  So  while  I  stated  what  I  did 
about  this  body  in  that  respect,  as  it  lay  in 
my  mind  at  the  time,  it  was  simply  because 
they  were  not  qualified  to  give  proper  atten- 
tion to  such  matters  because  their  life  work 
has  been  in  other  directions,  and  it  was  not 
a  fair  thing  to  expect  them  to  be.  I  did 
not  mean  it  in  a  disrespectful  sense,  I  would 
say  to  my  esteemed  colleagues,  as  it  appeared 
in  the  Boston  Post.  Let  me  say  what  I  said 
in  starting,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  I  probably 
was  more  surprised  to  read  the  article  in  the 
Boston  Post  than  was  my  esteemed  colleague  ; 
and  the  explanation  I  am  giving  you  is  the 
true  story   of   what   took  place   on   that   day. 

Coun.    WATSON— Mr.    President 

Chairman      COLLINS — For      what     purpose 
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does  the  gentleman  rise  ?  To  a  question  of 
personal    privilege? 

Coun.  WATSON — For  the  same  reason  that 
the  gentleman  who  preceded  me  rose.  He 
left  the  chair  and  you  took  the  chair  and 
gave  him  permission  to  speak,  and  I  trust 
that   I    will   be    accorded    the    same    permission. 

Chairman  COLLINS— The  Chair  would  say 
that  the  gentleman  took  the  floor  to  answer 
a  query  propounded  by  Coun.  Brickley,  and 
I  assumed  that  unanimous  consent  was  given 
for  him  to  do  so. 

Coun.  WATSON— Thank  you.  I  ask  the 
same   privilege. 

Chairman  COLLINS — I  understand  that  the 
gentleman  rises  to  a  question  of  personal 
privilege? 

Coun.  WATSON — A  question  of  personal 
privilege. 

Chairman    COLLINS— Proceed. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  Chairman,  it  was  not 
my  intention  to  say  anything  concerning  the 
question  of  the  remarks  of  the  gentleman 
opposite,  Coun.  Hagan,  printed  in  the  Boston 
Post  of  Thursday,  May  12,  until  I  heard  him 
speak  in  answer  to  Coun.  Brickley's  request 
that  he  qualify  his  remarks  as  per  that  state- 
ment. I  think  Coun.  Brickley  deserves  much 
credit  for  being  the  one  to  take  the  floor 
and  compel  the  gentleman  to  qualify  his  re- 
marks concerning  his  attack  on  some  mem- 
bers of  this  body,  if  not.  all.  I  want  to  say 
to  Coun.  Brickley  that  he  has  gained  much 
in  my  estimation,  because  he  has  taken  the 
initiative  in  this  matter.  It  was  not  my 
intention  to  touch  it,  because  I  did  not  consider 
it  worthy  of  consideration,  but  as  long  as  the 
gentleman  opposite  has  seen  fit  to  read  what 
are  presumed  to  be  remarks  made  before  the 
Boston  Women  Voters'  League, — which,  in  my 
opinion,  he  probably  printed  and  carried  in 
his  mind,  or  had  them  typewritten  and  car- 
ried them  in  his  mind,  and  brought  them 
down  in  his  mind  and  forgot  to  state  them 
when  he  addressed  the  ladies, — I  wish  to  say 
.lust  a  word  at  this  time.  It  so  happens  that 
he  and  I  were  invited  last  Wednesday,  the 
11th.  by  the  Boston  League  of  Women  Voters, 
to  addi'ess  them.  Their  calendar  for  May, 
1921,  as  printed  by  the  League  of  Women 
Voters  under  the  head  of  general  meetings, 
says  "Wednesdav,  Mav  11,  2  to  4,  an  after- 
noon at  C'.tv  Hall :  short  discussion  of  the 
City    Council's    activities    by    Councilors    Henry 

E.  Hagan  and  James  A.  Watson."  I  was 
informed  to  be  here  at  half  past  three,  that 
Coun.  Hagan  and  I  wTere  going  to  discuss 
matters  pertaining  to  the  city  government  : 
and  later,  because  of  something  that  occurred 
before  or  just  after  the  invitation  was  sent, 
I  received  an  invitation  from  Mary  Kenny 
Healy  asking  me  if  I  would  not  come  at  two 
o'clock,  instead  of  half  past  three,  and  I 
agreed  to  do  so.  I  came  and  ta'ked  half  an 
hour  on  public  ownership  and  left,  and  it 
was  not  my  privilege  to  hear  the  distinguished 
gentleman  opposite  when  he  discussed  our 
shortcomings  of  the  whole  and  those  of  a  few 
of  us  in  part:cular,  referring  to  our  lack  of 
intelligence  and  of  standing  in  the  commun- 
ity and  of  other  things  that  happened  to 
drift  into  his  mind  and  drift  out  again.  He 
forgets  that  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
Thomas  F.  Sullivan  was  present  here  during 
his  remarks  :  and,  while  he  does  not  want  to 
take  the  Boston  Post  story  as  being  correct 
and  refers  to  the  Herald  as  being  pretty 
nearly  right.  I  desire  to  read  what  was  said 
hv     Commissioner     of     Public     Works     Thomas 

F.  Sullivan  after  having  heard  the  remarks 
of  the  distinguished  gentleman  opposite,  as 
printed  on  pages  21  and  22  of  the  Boston 
Herald  of  Thursday,  Mav  12: 

"Defends  Peters  against  Hagan.  Public 
Works  Commissioner  Thomas  F.  Sullivan 
warmly  defended  Mayor  Peters'  administration 
and  the  present  system  of  city  government 
from  indictment  bv  Councilman  Henry  E. 
Hagan,  at  the  meeting  of  the  League  of 
Women  Voters  in  the  council  chamber  yes- 
terday afternoon." 

Thr-n  comes  a  quotation  from  Mr.  Sullivan, 
and  this  is  from  the  Herald,  and  I  understand 
that   the   gentleman   does   not   take   any   excep- 


tion to  what  the  Herald  says.  So  I  am  going 
to  quote  what  Commissioner  Sullivan  said  in 
reply  to   what  you   have  said  : 

"  'From  the  remarks  of  Mr.  Hagan,'  said 
Mr.  Sullivan,  'it  would  appear  that  the  city 
government  is  a  joke ;  that  there  is  a  terrific 
waste  of  money ;  everything  is  shot  to  pieces, 
and  the  only  hope  lies  in  getting  the  women 
voters  to  do  something.  But  I  have  seen 
nothing  of  that  sort,  although  I  came  into 
the  service  of  the  city  after  twenty  years 
with    a    public   service    corporation.    " 

Is  it  possible,  fellow  members — and  you, 
Coun.  Hagan  in  particular — that  Mr.  Sullivan 
would  make  those  statements  after  hearing 
vour  verv  moderate  printed  speech  that  you 
have  read  to  us,  which  I  doubt  your  deliver- 
ing at  that  meeting?  Then  the  Boston  Herald 
goes  on  and  quotes  you  : 

"Attempt  at  economy,  therefore,  was  re- 
stricted to  supplies  and  materials,  the  improve- 
ments that  everybody  wanted.  A  year  ago 
the  Council  had  cut  the  budget  perhaps  $200, 
to  save  their  faces,  but  this  year  not  a  nickel." 

That  is  a  quotation,  and  I  did  not  hear  it 
in  your  remaiks,  as  you  have  quoted  them 
here,  and  I  listened  very  attentively.  Fur- 
thermore, you,  Mr.  Coun.  Hagan,  have  been 
a  member  of  this  body  for  over  six  years.  In 
my  opinion,  even  though  you  are  an  extremely 
able  business  man  in  big  things,  the  only 
business  man  in  the  Board,  nevertheless  I 
say — and  I  think  I  am  correct — that  you  can- 
not find  without  a  guide  over  five  department 
offices  under  the  head  of  the  city  govern- 
ment, and  you  know  less  than  2  per  cent  of 
the  actual  functions  of  all  the  departments  of 
the  city.  You  have  been  here  over  six  years, 
and  von  cannot  draw  an  order  properly.  I 
can  refer  to  the  minutes  of  the  Council,  ex- 
amining every  order  you  have  drawn,  show- 
ing that  it  i?  contrary  to  the  usual  course, 
which,  to  my  mind,  shows  a  lack  of  knowl- 
edge of  parliamentary  procedure  and,  in 
particular,  as  to  the  conduct  of  the  city  de- 
partments or  the  duties  of  this  body  which, 
under  the  charter,  you  so  sacredly  watch  over 
and  refer  to  from  time  to  time.  Why  not 
name  the  members  who  are  demagogues,  the 
members  who  are  off  color,  in  your  opinion, 
who  a^e  inefficient  ?  Why  not  name  them? 
You  might  kindly  name  one,  but  if  you  did 
it  would  be  because  of  the  old  narrow  bigotry 
exhibited  towards  that  member  since  you 
have  been  he^e.  I  would  probably  be  one 
member  at  least  whom  you  would  refer  to. 
But  why  not  name  these,  if  you  wish  to  do 
so  ?  Do  you  refer  to  Coun.  Collins,  to  Coun. 
Lane,  to  Coun.  Ford?  Do  vou  refer  to  them 
as  being  inefficient,  as  lacking  knowledge  of 
city  affairs  and  of  financial  matters,  concern- 
ing the  budget  and  otherwise?  If  you  do, 
why  not  name  the  ones  who  are  included,  not 
indicting  the  entire  membership  ?  You  have 
read  a  speech  that  you  have  delivered.  You 
criticise  the  newspapers  for  misquoting  you, 
as   naturally   they  will  at  times. 

Chairman    COLLINS — Coun.    Watson 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  cannot 
call  the  gentleman  by  name,  but  I  am  referring 
to    Coun.    Hagan.    Mr.    President. 

Chairman  COLLINS — You  can  talk  through 
the    chair. 

Coun.  WATSON— And  I  shall  be  glad  to 
do  so.  Mr.  President.  I  shall  be  pleased  to. 
M".  President,  it  is  your  duty  to  defend  this 
bodv  from  the  attacks  of  the  gentleman  op- 
posite, rather  than  leave  it  to  the  so-called 
gang  members.  He  read,  Mr.  President,  from 
a  presumed  address  of  his  before  the  Boston 
Women  Voters'  League,  and  criticised  the  Post 
for  failing  to  report  him  properly.  To  use 
his  own  words,  in  substance,  he  was  "ama^°d 
to  read."  I  haven't  seen  anything  in  the  Post 
over  his  signature  criticising  the  Boston  Post 
for  their  misquotation  of  him.  They  would 
g'adly  print  such  an  article  from  him,  as 
they  did  a  long  article  when  he  claimed  that  I 
misquoted  him  some  years  ago.  That  led  to 
a  law  suit.  But  he  has  made  no  effort  to 
correct  what  he  says  was  a  mis-report  in  the 
Boston  Post  if  they  did  err  in  reporting  him. 
and  I  don't  think  that  they  did  err,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent,  a   particle.     I    am   informed   that   a   lady 
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came  in  here  and  took  his  speech  down,  not 
the  regular  reporter,  but  a  lady  reporter,  mak- 
ing a  report  of  what  took  place  in  the  cham- 
ber. I  am  willing  to  take  her  word  that  the 
statement  in  the  Boston  Post  concerning  what 
he  said  was  pretty  nearly  correct.  I  am  glad 
that  there  are  some  of  our  new  voters  present 
here  in  the  persons  of  the  ladies,  and  that 
they  will  be  able  to  judge  of  the  calibre  of 
this  member  and  other  members  of  the  City 
Council,  of  the  other  member  as  well  as  of 
those  who  claim  to  be  representatives  of  the 
Good  Government  Association.  I  want  them 
to  see  that  we  are  human,  that  we  have  av- 
erage intelligence,  and  that  we  are  willing  to 
defend  our  rights  against  attack  by  members 
in  and  out  of  the  body.  The  gentleman  op- 
posite has  done  more  in  his  time  in  the  Coun- 
cil to  bring  on  the  city's  fair  name  a  blot 
than  all  the  gang  members  of  the  body  since 
the  charter  came  into  effect.  It  is  tear  down, 
tear  down,  tear  down,  all  the  time,  with  them. 
There  is  no  thought  of  construction.  He  at- 
tempts to  violate  the  charter  at  practically 
every  meeting.  He  talks  about  the  segregated 
budget  failing.  Yes,  it  has  failed,  and  we 
so-called  gang  members  have  said  so.  It  was 
born  in  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  fathered 
by  Nathan  Matthews  and  other  men  who 
never  did  anything  for  anybody  but  them- 
selves. And  he  now  comes  in  and  says  that 
the  budget  has  fallen  down.  His  criticism 
before  the  Women's  League  of  Voters  was  a 
direct  criticism  of  the  Budget  Commissioner, 
whom  you  laud  as  being  able  to  conduct  the 
affairs  of  the  city  under  the  budget.  Now 
that  you  have  read  your  speech  let  me  ask 
you  why  you  did  not  wait  before  introducing 
your  order  for  publicity  concerning  my  state- 
ment before  the  Street  Commissioners,  until 
you  read  what  I  had  said.  I  told  the  body 
that  I  made  a  speech  there  concerning  the 
so-called  Stuart  street  proposition,  that  there 
was  a  stenographer  who  took  it  down.  But 
the  gentleman,  without  looking  into  the  mat- 
ter at  all,  offered  an  order  calling  on  the  Dis- 
trict Attorney  to  investigate  my  statement  as 
made  there.  There  was  an  attempt  after- 
wards to  get  the  minutes  of  my  remarks,  and 
they  couldn't  find  them.  But  I  found  them. 
The  remarks  were  taken  down  by  a  young 
lady  for  Mr.  Robert  Homans,  of  the  firm  of 
Hill,  Barlow  &  Homans.  Mr.  Arthur  D.  Hill 
of  the  Law  Department  is  a  member  of  the 
firm,  and  I  have  in  my  office  a  copy  of  the 
speech.  There  is  not  one  word  there  that 
can  be  considered  as  a  reflection  on  the  mem- 
bers of  the  City  Council ;  and  the  same  can- 
not1 be  said  of  your  remarks,  as  set  forth  in 
the  Boston  Herald  or  the  Boston  Post.  Dema- 
gogues, business  men  ?  Permit  me,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, through  you  to  tell  the  gentleman  op- 
posite, Mr.  Hagan,  that  I  don't  know  about 
his  affairs  thoroughly,  but  I  can  say  without 
fear  of  contradiction  that  none  of  his  col- 
leagues here — Coun.  Lane,  Collins,  Moriarty, 
Brickley,  Donoghue,  Ford  or  Watson — have 
ever  failed  in  business  at  any  time  in  their 
career.  Can  you  say  as  much  ?  He  speaks 
about  the  Finance  Commission,  Mr.  President, 
and  he  talks  about  their  work  being  85  per 
cent  correct.  I  don't  think  so,  and  my  guess 
is  as  good  as  his.  I  believe  it  is  85  per  cent 
wrong.  Every  paper  in  Boston  recently 
printed  a  serious  mistake  of  theirs  concerning 
the  ballots  on  the  side  of  the  ledger  in  favor 
of  the  present  Mayor.  Will  you  tell  us  about 
their  thorough  inspecting  force?  Why,  the 
man  who  makes  up  all  the  reports  is  a  gen- 
tleman named  Dowling,  and  in  order  to  evade 
the  civil  service  Mr.  Dowling  has  been  called 
assistant  or  junior  counsel,  although  he  is  the 
secretary  of  the  commission.  It  has  been 
done  in  order  to  avoid  civil  service ;  and  Mr. 
Dowling  is  more  active  on  real  estate  business 
in  his  own  behalf  than  he  is  on  business  of 
the  Finance  Commission.  He  is  a  lawyer, 
and  in  his  business  he  attempts  to  collect  bad 
debts  over  the  telephone  in  the  Finance  Com- 
mission's office.  That  is  the  kind  of  men 
who  give  what  the  gentleman  calls  super- 
vision. I  wish  to  make  no  reflection  or  sug- 
gestion of  reflection  upon  Mr.  Sullivan,  the 
chairman.      I    think    he   is   an    able  man    and   as 


soon  as  he  finds  out  the  failings  of  the  de- 
partment he  may  remedy  the  evils  there  ex- 
isting. The  gentleman  told  the  ladies  that  we 
had  just  been  acting  on  a  budget  involving 
$30,000,000  to  which  he  said  we  paid  as  much 
attention  as  we  would  to  30  cents.  But  I 
have  here  the  minutes  of  the  Council  of  April 
11,  when  the  budget  was  reported  by  the 
Appropriations  Committee  of  the  Council,  and 
not  one  single  amendment  was  offered  by  the 
gentleman  either  on  the  floor  of  this  body 
or  in  any  of  the  executive  sessions  of  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations,  to  the  budget. 
Not  one  single  amendment  did  he  offer.  He 
did  not  vote  for  it  because,  according  to  a 
statement  that  was  made  by  Coun.  Collins, 
Coun.  Hagan  had  to  go  to  New  York,  and 
he  wanted  the  reason  for  his  absence  and 
for  his  not  voting  noted.  But  I  assume  that 
if  Coun.  Hagan  desired  to  be  registered 
against  the  budget,  Coun.  Collins,  the  acting 
chairman,  would  have  so  announced.  There- 
fore, you,  Coun.  Hagan,  are  in  the  position  of 
acquiescing  in  the  $30,000,000  budget,  and, 
therefore,  if  the  other  eight  members  of  the 
Council  paid  as  little  attention  to  it  as  peo- 
ple would  usually  pay  to  30  cents,  you  are 
equally  guilty.  And  you  are  the  wonderful 
big  business  man.  There  wei-e  two  amend- 
ments offered  by  Coun.  Moriarty  and  Coun. 
Donoghue.  They  were  attempts  to  save  a 
few  thousand  dollars,  one  in  the  Penal  In- 
stitutions Department,  and  the  other  on  the 
Health  Board,  and  the  gentleman  opposite 
voted  "no"  on  saving  the  money.  He  voted 
with  me,  and  he  couldn't  claim  that  he  was 
with  the  minority.  He  was  with  the  majority. 
I  think  I  have  said  about  all  I  care  to,  ex- 
cept this.  This  body — and,  by  chance,  you  are 
a  member  of  it,  and  I  am  talking  to  the 
gentleman  opposite  through  the  president — 
saved  the  City  of  Boston  $200,000  in  the  mat- 
ter of  the  attempt  by  the  Edison  Electric  II—. 
luminating  Company  to  take  $200,000  from 
the  treasury.  The  gang  here  did  that.  We 
haven't  had  your  help  on  these  lighting  propo- 
sitions, and  I  am  speaking  through  you,  .Mr. 
President.  We  have  not  had  the  assistance 
of  the  gentleman  opposite  on  those  matters, 
matters  which  are  likely  to  call  for  the  ex- 
penditure or  the  investment  of  several  mil- 
lion dollars  by  the  City  of  Boston  at  some  time 
in  the  near  future.  If  the  City  Council,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  votes  two  con- 
secutive years  in  favor  of  the  city  entering 
into  the  public  ownership  of  gas  and  electric 
lighting  plants,  and  the  voters  after  two  years' 
vote  by  this  body  give  their  approval  to  it, 
it  will  mean  the  investment  of  a  considerable 
amount  of  money  to  carry  on  that  work  ; 
and  yet  the  gentleman  has  been  absent  each 
time  when  we  were  considering  that  momen- 
tous question.  You  complain  of  being  in  a 
minority.  I  would  say,  Mr.  President,  that 
it  shows  that  the  members  making  up  the 
so-called  respectable  element  here,  members 
of  the  better  type,  according  to  themselves, 
representing  the  Good  Government  Association, 
have  not  always  been  in  a  minority  here.  You 
have  had  majorities,  but,  mind  you,  when 
there  has  been  money  saved  in  this  body  in 
the  eight  years  I  have  been  here  the  so-called 
bad  members  have  voted  in  favor  of  that  sav- 
ing as  well  as  the  learned  gentleman  oppo- 
site, the  successful  business  man.  Of  course, 
we  fellows  who  are  not  actively  engaged  in 
business  for  ourselves,  who  work  for  some- 
body else  for  a  living,  who  have  to  measure 
our  work  by  the  yard  stick  provided  by  our 
employers,  are  not  in  a  position  to  cater  to 
the  big  financial  interests  for  loans  to  tide 
us  over,  and  when  you  are  close  to  the  Good 
Government  Association  those  loans  are  al- 
ways forthcoming.  Of  course,  I  am  making 
no  reference  to  the  gentleman  opposite,  hut, 
of  course,  all  good  business  men  are  pinched 
sometimes.  We  have  had  two  hearings  be- 
fore the  committee  which  is  considering  mu- 
nicipal ownership,  and  the  gentleman  has  not 
been  present  at  a  meeting.  We  had  a  meet- 
ing here  last  Friday  afternoon,  when  we  heard 
from  the  former  minister  to  Greece,  appointed 
by  President  Wilson,  a  former  congressman, 
a    man     learned     in     the    law     and     in     public 
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ownership  questions,  and  he  had  to  sit  here 
and  address  himself  to  five  members.  There 
were  only  five  members  present,  and  those 
five  members  were  not  the  so-called  business 
men.  Of  course,  they  have  alibis.  One  of 
the  lawyers  was  in  court,  another  man  was 
tied  up  somewhere  else,  and  the  other  gentle- 
man was  probably  trying  to  figure  out  a  way 
to  get  out  of  the  hole  that  he  is  in  here  to- 
day. One  more  word,  and  I  am  going  to  con- 
clude. This  body  is  without  a  president,  Mr. 
President,  I  mean  a  real  president.  Of  course, 
we  have  a  make-believe  president  who  is  an 
accident  and  does  not  represent  a  choice  of  the 
body.  The  three  members  who  have  come 
here  bearing  the  Good  Government  label,  tag 
and  chain,  have  been  voting,  one  for  himself 
and  the  other  two  for  him.  We  have  bean 
accused  of  failing  to  select  a  president  of  this 
body.  Those  men  will  not  vote  for  me,  be- 
cause the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Com- 
pany will  not  let  them  do  so.  This  is  not 
any  red  herring  across  the  trail.  The  gentle- 
man opposite  smiles  for  the  first  time  today. 
When  I  want  to  make  believe  that  a  thing 
isn't  so  I  smile,  too.  They  can  elect  a  presi- 
dent any  time  they  want  to  do  so.  They  can 
cast  two  of  their  three  votes  for  Brickley 
or  for  myself.  They  will  not  do  it,  because 
they  don't  want  to  dirty  their  hands  and  be 
responsible  for  the  selection  of  a  so-called  un- 
desirable as  president  of  this  body.  They 
cannot  get  together.  I  am  assured  that  they 
have  a  practical  agreement  to  vote  for  one 
of  the  three  until  the  close  of  the  year,  in 
order  to  keep  a  make-believe  president  in  the 
chair  if  they  cannot  elect  one  of  their  own 
number.  Furthermore,  I  will  say  this,  that 
a  friend  of  mine  who  has  been  close  to  the 
Good  Government  Association,  who  has  been 
a  member  of  this  body,  called  up  the  secre- 
tary of  the  Gocd  Government  Association  and 
said  to  him  this,  in  substance,  and  I  was  in 
the  room  when  he  telephoned.  He  said,  "I 
think  you  folks  ought  to  elect  Jerry  Watson 
president  of  the  Council.  I  admit  that  per- 
haps he  is  a  little  erratic  at  times,  and  has 
been,  but  he  is  honest  and  it  belongs  to  him. 
He  is  a  different  man  today."  Then  there 
was  a  conversation  from  the  other  end,  which 
I  didn't  hear,  of  course,  and  then  more  con- 
versation, and  then  I  heard  the  man  I  am 
speaking  about  say  this,  "You  don't  mean 
to  tell  me  you  would  do  that?"  Then  there 
was  more  conversation,  and  he  said,  "Why, 
that  is  the  way  the  other  side  does  business." 
Then  they  talked  a  little  while  longer  and  the 
conversation  was  concluded,  and  that  man 
told  me  that  the  Good  Government  Associa- 
tion expected  to  get  two  votes,  no  mater  how 
they  got  them,  and  that  was  when  this  man 
answered  back,  "You  don't  mean  to  say  you 
are  going  to  do  things  in  that  way?" — the 
way  things  are  always  done  on  Beacon  Hill 
when  they  want  something.  You  can  only 
get  three  votes  for  any  one  of  your  candi- 
dates, and  I  will  suffer  with  you  the  balance 
of  the  year,  and  I  am  talking  through  you, 
Mr.  President — even  though  you  profess  to 
be  a  business  man  and  above  the  rest  of  us. 
You  have  got  two  votes  besides  your  own. 
Those  votes  do  not  belong  to  you.  There 
are  three  all  told,  but  two  of  them  don't  be- 
long to  you.  You  have  to  stand  where  you 
are.  You  don't  dare  elect  a  president.  You 
cannot  elect  a  president,  because  you  are 
bound  body  and  soul  not  to  vote  for  me,  and 
I  doubt  if  you  will  ever  vote  for  Coun.  Brick- 
ley.  But  I  will  receive  one  vote  until  the  end 
of  the  year,  if  I  receive  no  more.  Now,  I 
have  taken  a  lot  of  time,  but  it  called  for 
it.  The  gentleman  who  follows  me,  I  pre- 
sume, will  attempt  to  pour  hot  shot  into  me, 
and,  although  I  would  like  to  spare  the  Coun- 
cil's time  and  worry,  and  do  not  care  to  bore 
the  officials  and  the  newspaper  men,  I  promise 
that  if  you  come  back  at  me  I  will  go  back 
at  him.  He  cannot  get  away  today,  because 
he  is  in  a  hole.  He  called  the  members  of 
this  body  demagogues  and  grafters,  and  that 
is  what  he  believes  we  are,  either  as  an  entity 
or  as  individuals ;  and  I  make  this  prophecy, 
that  when  he  answer  me,  if  he  makes  a  state- 
ment as  to  the  ones  he  considers   undesirables, 


demagogues,    and    grafters,    one    of    such    will 
be  the  gentleman   who   now   takes   his   seat. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  rise 
to  a  question  of  personal  privilege.  I  am 
going  to  take  only  a  few  moments.  I  wish 
to  say  that  I  do  not  think  I  would  be  doing 
justice  to  myself,  after  the  newspaper  notoriety 
of  last  week,  if  I  did  not  stand  here  in 
defence  of  my  colleagues,  along  with  myself. 
I  might  say  that  I  did  not  think  much  of 
the  statement  that  appeared  in  the  papers. 
I  would  have  thought  less  of  the  statement  if 
my  brother  councilor,  after  saying  that  he 
was  the  most  surprised  man  in  Boston,  had 
sat  down  and  written  a  simple  letter 
to  the  newspapers,  denying  the  assertions 
there  made,  and  until  he  does  send  such  a 
notice  to  the  papers  I  must  take  the  state- 
ments for  what  they  are  worth.  I  think  that 
the  man  who  has  just  taken  his  seat  should 
at  least  have  named  the  parties.  I  realize 
that  my  name  would  have  been  one  of  the 
names  he  would  mention  as  not  being  fit  by 
education  or  by  experience  to  act  as  a  mem- 
ber of  this  body.  I  suppose  that  my  name 
might  top  the  list.  But,  after-  serving  with 
the  councilor  in  the  consideration  of  four 
budgets,  the  councilor  who  is  supposed  to 
have  made  that  statement,  I  would  say  that 
I  have  yet  to  hear  him  at  any  one  of  these 
meetings  make  an  amendment  to  cut  out  any 
item  in  the  budget.  That  applies  not  only  to 
this  last  budget,  but  to  my  experience  in  my 
four  years  serving  here  as  a  member.  He 
does  not  like  to  see  such  members  as  myself 
elected  to  this  body.  Let  me  simply  say  that 
with  every  newspaper  in  Boston  during  the 
last  election,  both  editorially  and  in  their  news 
columns,  against  me,  the  people  of  Boston  saw 
fit  to  return  me  to  membership  in  this  body 
for  three  more  years  of  service.  When  he 
talks  about  a  minority,  it  was  not  always  so. 
The  same  Good  Government  members  were 
in  the  majority  a  few  years  ago,  and  the 
budget  was  no  better  under  the  majority 
rule  of  the  Good  Government  Association 
than  it  is  today.  I  am  surprised  when  he 
talks  of  transfers.  The  budget  was  passed 
only  a  month  or  six  weeks  ago,  and  this  same 
councilor  has  voted  on  more  than  one  occasion 
this  year  to  transfer  money  in  a  new  budget. 
If  he  was  honest  in  his  address  before  the 
women  he  would  have  told  them  that  there 
was  never  one  transfer  in  four  years  that 
he  has  gone  on  record  as  voting  against.  If 
he  believes  in  the  segregated  budget,  he 
should  at  least  have  protested  in  the  meet- 
ings of  this  Council,  but  he  has  not  done 
so  by  voice  or  bv  vote.  I  can  well  sav  that, 
in  mv  opinion,  this  same  man  is  not  a  fit  man 
to  sit  here  as  a  representative  of  all  the 
people,  because  he  is  owned  and  controlled 
absolutely  in  his  vctes  here  by  the  Good  Gov- 
ernment Association.  I  am  not  blind  and 
other  members  of  the  committee  are  not  blind. 
When  we  leave  this  chamber  to  go  into 
executive  session  and  when  many  things  of 
great  importance  are  to  be  voted  on,  the 
so-ca'Ied  Good  Government  members  go  to 
the  telephone  to  get  word  as  to  how  thev 
are  going  to  vote.  They  are  not  under  their 
own  control ;  they  are  absolutely  under  the 
control  and  whip  of  the  Good  Government 
Association.  I  will  say  that  perhaps  I  have 
voted  wrong  many  times,  but  it  was  not  at 
the  dictation  of  the  Good  Government  Associa- 
tion or  of  any  other  organization  or  in- 
dividual in  this  city.  If  I  have  voted  wrong, 
it  has  been  mv  fault,  and  not  because  I  have 
been  to'd  or  asked  to  place  mvself  in  that  posi- 
tion. T  have  stood  absolutelv  upon  my  own 
feet.  The  member  of  the  Council  who  has 
gone  broadcast  with  this  attack  cannot  com1 
here  and  get  away  with  this  statement.  I 
feel  that  during  the  last  election  some  of  the 
editorials  that  were  given  great  space  in  the 
Boston  Hrra'd-TravcJer  were  written  with  the 
consent  of  the  Good  Government  members  of 
this  Council,  that  they  acquiesced  to  those 
editorials  before  they  were  put  in  the  paper. 
Talk  about  squandering  money,  about  having 
men  who  are  trained  by  education  and  ex- 
perience, w  have  seen  a  certain  situation 
in    City    Hall    within    the    last    month,    where 
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auditors,   public    accountants,    if    you   may   call 
them     so,     Mr.     President,     have    been     going 
through    the    books    of    the    treasurer    of    the 
City    of    Boston.     For    twenty-five    years    there 
has    been    a    shortage,    and    so-called    educated 
men    have    been    unable   to    find    the    shortage. 
It    was    only    found    out    through    an    absolute 
mistake.     Talk   about  men  with   education  ;  we 
hired    some    men    here    a    month    or    two    ago 
and   voted   them    $18,000    for   a   report   on    the 
gas   and  electric  light  situation.    It  was  just  the 
same  as   taking   $18,000    and   dumping    it   down 
one    of    Boston's    sewers.     But    we    paid    them 
that    amount   because   they   were   educated.     In 
the  last   budget,   in   order   to  increase  the  com- 
pensation of  some  people  in  the  Law  Depart- 
ment, they  allowed  one  place  to  remain  vacant, 
and  they  have  distributed  the  salary  connected 
with  it  among  the  other  members  of  the  Law 
Department.     And     the     Corporation     Counsel 
told    us    in    executive    session    last    week    that 
he   had   hired   his    law   partner    to    defend    the 
city    in    the    gas    hearings !     And    we    do    not 
have  a  gang  mayor,  but  one  representing   the 
highbrows    of    the    city.     Again,    when    the    Li- 
brary Trustees   were  here  we  found  that  they 
were   gettting   more  money   in   the   budget   for 
books   than   was   ever   handed   to   them   in   any 
other    year,     and     after    a     little    quizzing    we 
found    that    the    Chamber    of    Commerce,    the 
body   where  this   infant  of  the   so-called    segre- 
gated  budget   was   born,   were   trying   to   make 
a  deal  with  the  Trustees  of  the  Library,  with 
the    Mayor    and    everybody    else,    to    steal    a    li- 
brary  for   their   new    building    down   town,    at 
the   expense  of  every  taxpayer   of  the   city   of 
Boston,    Mr.    President.     I    did    not    then   hear 
this    eloquent    and    brainy    business    man    who 
knows    the    budget    from    A    to    Z    get    up    and 
defend    the    citizens    of    the    City     of     Boston. 
But   it   is   coming   along   to   about   the   political 
time,    gentlemen.      In    December    of    this    year 
the    citizens    of    this    city    are    going    to    elect 
a    mayor.      Everybody    is    chasing    the    balloon, 
and  it   was  a  political   speech   pure  and  simple 
that   was   made   in   this    chamber,    so   that   the 
Good    Government    Association    might    tag    the 
balloon   on    the   member   who   made   the   attack, 
so   that   he   might    go    up,    high    and   dry,    and 
land    in    the    Mayor's    chair.      Of    course,    he    is 
going   to    deny    it.      I    would    deny    it    if    I   were 
in    his    position.     He    and    I    have    not    always 
voted    the    same    way,    I    do    not    think,    per- 
sonally,   the    wav    the    Boston    City    Council    is 
made    up,    that    it    needs    half    as    much    intelli- 
gence,   half    as   much    a   business    education,    as 
this    man    has    tried    to    state    to    the    public. 
I     believe    that     any     citizen     of     Boston,     any 
man  or  woman   with   an   ounce  of  intelligence, 
is    capable    of   sitting    here    and    going   through 
that   budget.     But  the  situation,   as  far  as  the 
budget   is  concerned,   in  my  estimation,   is  that 
the  people  who  were  responsible  for  it  did  not 
know    half    as    much    when    they    got    through 
with   it   as   they   did  when   they   started,   and   I 
think     they     have     been     less     informed     since. 
The    Chamber    of    Commerce !     Why,     what    I 
think  about   them    personally   would    not   sound 
good    in    print.     And   the    Finance    Commission 
have   been    referred   to,    here.      Everything   that 
they    ever    got    from    this    body    since    I    have 
been    a   member   they   have   come  here   and   got 
under   a  subterfuge,   because  they   are   so   used 
to     doing    crooked    business     that     they     don't 
know    how    to    do    it    straight.      Just    imagine 
this,     Mr.     President.     Last    year    I    had    the 
honor    of    being    president    of    the    Boston    City 
Council.      I  appointed  one  of  mv  brother  mem- 
bers   chairman    of    the    Committee    on    Appro- 
priations,    Coun.     Donoghue,     and     I     will     say 
this,   that   in   my   four  years   of  service,   Coun. 
Donoghue — and     I     am     saying     this     to     you 
through  the  President — you  did  the  best  job  as 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on   Appropriations 
of    any    chairman    during    my    term    of    office ; 
and  you  took  up  more  time  quizzing  the  heads 
of  departments  than  any  member  of  the  Coun- 
cil,   and    I    would    almost   say   more   time   than 
all    the    rest    of    the    members    of   the    Council 
put    together.     And    then    they     say    that    we 
did    not    go    into    the    budget.     We    did    not    go 
into   it   as   they   would    like  to  have  us   go   into 
it,  and,  in  my  estimation,  it  is  not  all  a  mat- 
ter of  dollars  and  cents,  Mr.  President.     There 


is   a  humane  side  to  the  budget,   when   we  are 
considering   how   money   is   going   to   be   spent. 
Intelligence !     Well,    I    have   seen    some   of   the 
candidates   who,   after  a  quizzing  by  the  Good 
Government  Association,  have  been  given  their 
label   as    efficient.     It    is   my   opinion    that   the 
efficiency  of  the  men  who  have  been  designated 
as  the  gang  element  of  this  Council  so  far  out- 
shines in  efficiency  the  so-called   Good   Govern- 
ment  element  that   there   is   no   comparison.     I 
suppose  tomorrow  morning   they  will   have  on 
the   front    page    of    all    the    Boston    newspapers 
the  fact  that  we  have  had  a  fight.     Only  two 
weeks    ago    the    same    councilor    who    is    sup- 
posed   to    have    uttered    the    statements    that 
have   brought    about   so   much    discussion    here 
today    introduced    an    order    on    hearsay,    or    on 
the    reading    of    certain     Boston    newspapers, 
and   he   wanted   an    investigation.     He   wanted 
an    investigation   by   the   Finance   Commission, 
in    the    first    place.     To    my    mind,    he    is    the 
only   one  here  who  has   ever   stuck   up   for  the 
Finance  Commission,  and  he  wanted  this  mat- 
ter   to    go    to    a    friendly    body.     The    Finance 
Commission    came    in    here    some   time    ago    to 
make   an    investigation   of   the   pension   system 
of   Boston,   and   what   do  we   find?     That   they 
have    net    made    a    half    investigation    before 
they    are    up    to    the    Legislature    with    bills 
They    did    not    tell    the    Council,     when    they 
asked  for  $10,000,  that  it  was  their  purpose  to 
go   to   the   Legislature.     We   haven't   found   out 
a    thing    about   the   subject,    in    so    far    as    the 
$10,000    that    the    Finance    Commission    asked 
for   and  has   sent   is   concerned,  with   reference 
to   the   pensions   of   the   men    and   women    who 
worked  for  the  city.     No,  but  they  have  taken 
ft  upon  their  own  shoulders  to  go  to  the  Legis- 
lature.    Mr.    President,    last    year    during    the 
budget   hearings    we   had   some    discussion    here 
as     to    the     Printing    Department.     We    knew 
that    the    Finance    Commission    had    just    had 
an    investigator    working   in   the    Printing   De- 
partment.    The   clerk    was    requested,   with   the 
consent  of  the  Council  to  ask,  for  the  enlight- 
enment   of    the    members    of    the    Council,    that 
the   results   of  the   investigation   be   forwarded 
the     results     of     the     investigation     that     the 
citizens     of     Boston     had     paid    for,     but     the 
Finance    Commission    told    the    Clerk    of    Com- 
mittees   that    the    investigation    was    not    made 
for    the    Citv    Council    but    was    made   for    the 
Mayor    of    Boston.     We    are    an    appropriating 
body,    and    after   we    appropriate    we   have    got 
no    further    rights,    we    are    told.     Of    course, 
if    you    don't    fall    in    with    the    understanding- 
laid    down    by    the    members    of    the    Chamber 
of   Commerce,    you    don't   know   anything   about 
the  budget,   in  their  estimation.     As  far  as  the 
Boston   budget  is  concerned,  I  am  glad  to  have 
heard    from    the    member    who    has    made    the 
attack,     if    I    understood    his    statements    cor- 
rectly,  that  the  segregated   budget,   born   under 
and   controlled   by   the   Chamber  of   Commerce, 
the    Good    Government    Association,    ex-Mayor 
Matthews    and    a    few    other    selfish    men,    for 
themselves,    is    a    failure.     I    am    glad    to    find 
out   after   a   number   of   years   that   the   segre- 
gated  budget   as   now   controlled   has   not   been 
a    success.     If    that    is    so,    if    the    gentleman 
feels    that    that    is    so,    he,    as    a    member    of 
the   Boston    government,   ought   to   start   some- 
thing   which    will    make    it   possible    for    us    to 
get    awav    from    the    so-called    Boston    segre- 
gated   budget.     I    will   say    that    I    don't    know 
who  gave  it  that  name,  but  it  is  a  child  unduly 
named,    because    Boston    has    not   got   a    segre- 
gated budget,   and  never  did  have,   and,   under 
the    system    that    is    now    being    used,    never 
will  have.     I   want  simply  to  make  this  state- 
ment,   in    conclusion.     If    I    got    the    statement 
by     the     councilor     right,     he     did     practically 
name    the    members    of    the    Council    who    are 
not   capable   of   doing   business   here.     He  said 
that  he  was   in   the  minority,   and  he  said  that 
the    only    ones    who    agreed    with    him    were 
in    the    minority.     So    I    am    going   to    take    it 
from  his  statement  that  the  six  other  members 
besides   Coun.   Hagan,   Coun.   Collins  and  Coun. 
Lane,    in   his   estimation   are   not   capable   as   a 
result    of    education    or    experience    of    serving 
the   City  of   Boston.     In   conclusion    I   want   to 
say   this  to  the  citizens   of   Boston,  that   every 
act   of   mine   since   I   have   been   a   member   of 
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this  body  has  been  an  honest  one — to  give  to 
them  100  cents  upon  the  dollar ;  and  I  will 
■ay.  as  long  as  he  has  singled  me  out  as  one 
of  the  majority,  that  the  other  members  of  the 
so-called  majority  can  stand  on  this  floor  and 
make  these  assertions  as  honestly  as  I  have 
made  them. 

Coun.    HAGAN — Mr.   President   

Chairman  COLLINS— For  what  purpose 
does    the   gentleman    rise? 

Coun.  HAGAN— To  answer  the  remarks  of 
the  gentleman  opposite  with  reference  to  my- 
self and  my  standing  as  a  member  of  this 
body. 

Chairman  COLLINS— The  gentleman  rises 
to    a    question     of     personal     privilege.     Coun. 

Coun.  HAGAN— Mr.  Chairman,  it  was  my 
purpose  when  on  my  feet  before  to  mention 
the  fact  that  Commissioner  Sullivan  had  taken 
some  exception  to  my  remarks  before  the 
women's  meeting  the  other  day.  That  slipped 
my  mind,  or  I  would  have  spoken  of  it.  I 
don't  understand  where  he  got  his  impres- 
sion from.  He  was  in  the  room  during  a  part 
of  the  time  that  I  talked.  He  heard  what  I 
had  to  say  about  the  Mayor  being  ill-advised, 
which  was  the  harshest  term  I  used,  and  that, 
I  think,  is  a  true  statement  of  fact :  and  it 
is  quite  likely  that  he  thought  need  existed 
for  him  to  rise  to  the  defence  of  his  chief. 
I  am  sorry  that  he  so  thought,  but  he  has  a 
right  to  express  his  individual  personal 
opinion,  as  I  have  a  right  to  express  mine. 
The  gentleman  has  seen  fit  to  question  my 
sincerity  because  I  took  no  exception  to  the 
passing  of  this  budget  before  the  City  Council 
some  few  weeks  ago.  Of  course,  the  gentle- 
man, in  pleading  his  case,  will  never  play 
within  the  rules  of  the  game.  He  is  a  man 
who  has  never  been  known  to  play  within 
the  rules  of  any  game  fairly  and  squarely 
with  his  fellow-men,  so  we  would  not  expect 
him  ever  to  do  so.  I  don't  think  it  is  a  part 
and  parcel  of  his  being.  He  knows  that  on 
that  day,  Mr.  Chairman,  there  were  many 
amendments  that  were  offered  here.  There 
was  a  great  deal  of  speech  making,  there  was 
a  great  deal  of  time  consumed  and,  unfortu- 
nately, because  of  an  urgent  and  very  press- 
ing engagement,  I  had  to  take  the  five  o'clock 
train  for  New  York.  It  was  my  purpose  at 
that  time,  as  known  to  some  of  my  colleagues 
to  whom  I  had  made  the  statement,  to  offer 
an  amendment  to  the  budget,  the  amend- 
ment as  offered  embodying  various  suggestions 
and  recommendations  as  made  by  the  Finance 
Commission.  I  had  no  opportunity  to  do  so 
because  of  the  lengthy  remarks  that  were 
made  and  the  time  consumed  by  my  col- 
leagues. Knowing  fully  in  advance  that  my 
ideas  would  not  prevail,  that  the  votes  were 
against  me,  I  realized  that  it  would  mean  an 
utter  waste  of  time  and  energy  on  my  part, 
any  way,  besides  consuming  your  time  and 
trying  your  patience.  So  perhaps  it  was  just 
as  well'  that  I  did  not  have  the  opportunity 
to  propose  these  various  amendments,  which 
unquestionably  would  have  been  voted  down  ; 
because  that  body,  as  constituted  in  the  ma- 
jority, have  gone  on  record  and  shown  con- 
clusively that  in  their  judgment  the  investigat- 
ing bodv  of  the  city  government,  the  Finance 
Commission,  are  100  per  cent  wrong.  By 
that  very  act  they  prove  their  own  insin- 
cerity of  purpose,  because  nothing  in  this 
world  is  100  per  cent  wrong.  Had  I  waited 
for  a  vote  on  that  segregated  budget,  Mr. 
President,  I  would  have  voted  "no."  I  voted 
"no"  the  year  before.  I  have  voted  "no" 
consistently  since  the  budget  has  ceased  to 
receive  that  proper  and  intelligent  considera- 
tion that  I  think  it  deserves  and  that  some 
day  I  hope  it  will  again  have.  So  much  for 
his  innuendo  and  his  insidious  suggestion  that 
I  was  insincere,  when  he  knew  when  he  made 
the  remark  the  real  reason  which  I  have 
now  offered  to  you,  because  of  which  there 
was  no  need  of  my  offering  amendments.  But 
he  has  worked  it  into  the  record  as  a  reflection 
upon  my  honesty  of  purpose.  Much  has  been 
said  because  I  have  not  seen  fit  to  enter  a 
public   denial   in  the  newspapers   of   the  article 


that  appeared  in  the  Boston  Post.  As  all 
of  us  know,  when  a  denial  reaches  a  news- 
paper office  it  never  catches  up  with  the 
original  article.  It  is  never  headlined  in  the 
sensational  way  that  the  original  article  was. 
It  is  printed  down  in  a  little  corner,  on  an 
inside  page  of  the  paper,  where  only  those 
who  are  close  observers  will  ever  see  it.  "We 
all  know  the  folly  of  trying  to  make  a  denial 
in  the  public  press  of  something  that  took 
place,  and  every  editor  in  Boston  would  advise 
you  not  to  do  it.  I  thought  that  the  place 
to  make  my  statement  was  here.  I  don't 
like  to  rush  into  the  public  press  on  every 
slight  provocation.  The  gentleman  would  pub- 
licly charge  that  in  the  statement  which  I 
have   read  here  

Coun.  WATSON — To  whom  do  you  refer? 
Let  us  have  the  record  clear. 

Coun.  HAGAN — The  gentleman  opposite 
(Coun.  "Watson) . 

Coun.  "WATSON — "Why  not  name  the  mem- 
ber, so  as  to  make  the  record  clear? 

Chairman  COLLINS — Does  Coun.  Hagan 
yield   for   a   question  ? 

Coun.  HAGAN — I  do  not,  Mr.  Chairman. 

Coun.   WATSON— He  has   already  yielded. 

Coun.  HAGAN — I  refer  to  the  gentleman 
opposite.  Following  the  rules  of  the  City 
Council,  I  am  not  supposed  to  mention  names. 

Coun.  WATSON— Well,  there  are  two  of  us 
opposite,   here. 

Coun.  HAGAN — The  gentleman  opposite, 
Mr.  Chairman,  has  seen  fit  to  state  and  to 
reiterate  that  he  does  not  believe  that  what 
I  have  read  to  my  colleagues  here  are  the 
remarks  I  made  before  the  "women's  organiza- 
tion. In  other  words,  he  is  accusing  me  of 
more  than  insincerity,  of  absolute  untruthful- 
ness. He  still  insists  that  the  article  in  the 
Post  was  a  correct  one,  and  he  takes  excep- 
tion to  the  fact  that  I  a  few  "weeks  ago 
brought  up  a  matter  of  some  remarks  that  he 
had  made  before  the  Street  Commissioners. 
But  before  doing  so  I  verified  the  fact  that 
he  had  made  those  remarks.  I  will  reiterate 
here  that  what  I  have  quoted  to  you  gentlemen 
here  todav  is  substantially,  word  for  word, 
what  I  said  to  the  women's  organization,  and 
that  no  charge  I  made,  directly  or  indirectly, 
was  any  more  severe  than  what  has  appeared 
in  what  I  have  read ;  that  the  attack  was 
on  the  segregated  budget  system  and  the  lack 
of  proper  consideration  of  the  same  and  not 
upon  the  men  in  the  employ  of  the  city  and 
not  upon  mv  colleagues  in  a  disrespectful 
sense  :  for  I  can  even  make  a  broader  state- 
ment here  now — that  in  this  Council,  in  the 
one  to  follow  and  in  all  the  years  to  come, 
there  will  be  no  one  man,  I  think,  elected, 
who  can  properly  consider  the  segregated 
budget  system  in  all  honesty  of  purpose  and 
who  can  get  100  per  cent  out  of  it,  unless  he 
is    a   certified   public    accountant   by   profession. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President  

Coun.  HAGAN — I  do  not  yield,  Mr.  Chair- 
man. I  referred  to  this  matter  in  that  sense, 
claiming  that  the  budget  should  receive  proper 
consideration  at  the  hands  of  people  of  educa- 
tion and  training  in  that  direction,  and  it  is 
no  reflection  upon  members  of  this  body, 
whose  education  and  "whose  life  work  has  been 
in  other  lines,  to  say  that  they  are  not  as 
well  qualified  in  regard  to  this  budget  matter 
as  they  are  in  their  own  line.  And  in  saying 
that  I  place  myself  in  the  same  category  as 
the  others.  Perhaps  in  my  business  career 
I  have  had  occasion  to  have  more  under- 
standing of  matters  of  accounting  than  some, 
as  it  has  been  more  a  part  and  parcel  of 
mv  dailv  work  than  it  has  of  the  work  of 
some  other  members  of  the  bodv.  But  that 
would  onlv  mean  a  partial  qualification  for 
really  serious  work  in  connection  with  this 
budget,  and  I  think  I  can  safely  say  that  I 
would  place  mvself  in  the  same  general  cate- 
gory of  not  being  thoroughly  qualified  to  pass 
on  this  budget,  as  other  members.  The  gentle- 
man will  follow  and  again  in  his  own  insid- 
ious way  will  work  in  something,  as  he  did 
on  this  last  occasion,  against  me,  because 
when  evil  exists  in  the  mind  it  will  come  out. 
If  evil  is  in  the  heart  it  is  bound  to  be  uttered 
by  the  lips,  and  where  the  evil  permeates  and 
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controls,  the  evil  disposition  will  manifest 
itself  through  a  man's  life,  as  this  gentleman 
has  through  life  been  casting  evil  reflections 
upon  everybody  with  whom  he  has  come  in 
contact.  He  has  a  destructive  mind,  a  chaotic 
mind,  a  mind  that  sees  nothing  and  is  bent 
upon  nothing  but  a  policy  of  tearing  down. 
And  so  he  works  in  something  that  hap- 
pened thirty-five  years  ago,  in  which  he  at- 
tempts to  besmirch  my  good  name  in  busi- 
ness, a  thing  which  happened  through  the 
misfortune  of  another,  which  was  what  brought 
it  to  pass.  But  he  has  worked  it  in  here,  as 
he  worked  it  on  the  stump.  It  was  that  that 
brought  a  suit  earlier  against  the  Boston 
Post.  At  that  time  I  gave  utterance  to  my 
public  opinion,  above  my  own  signature.  What 
I  said  then  has  been  proven  to  all  humanity  to 
be  the  truth,  and  everybody  is  pretty  much 
in  accord  with  the  conclusions  arrived  at  by 
a  jury  of  his  peers  in  the  Municipal  Court. 
At  that  time,  in  order  to  win  the  applause 
of  the  jury,  he  attempted  to  exert  that  same 
evil  influence,  working  in  this  same  little 
business  trouble  of  thirty-five  years  ago.  It 
came  out  then,  as  he  has  brought  it  out 
today.  That  was  the  result  of  the  destruction 
which  is  ever  foremost  in  his  mind,  an  im- 
pulse of  destruction  that  prompted  him  to 
endeavor  to  influence  that  jury,  to  testify 
against  his  own  parent,  his  own  father,  to 
carry  out  his  own  purpose.  The  dead  past 
should  bury  its  dead,  but  the  gentleman  will 
bring  these  things  up,  and  when  he  does  he 
has  to  take  it  back  from  me.  On  the  budget 
transfers  I  did  vote  as  I  have  been  charged, 
because  there  is  nothing  else  to  do  if  depart- 
ment heads  make  mistakes  and  want  items 
transferred  in  the  budget,  and  in  such  a  case 
I  am  going  to  vote  to  grant  the  request. 
There  is  no  other  system  that  we  have  in 
vogue.  To  the  charge  made  by  the  gentleman 
on  my  right  (Coun.  Moriarty)  that  I  said  that 
the  segregated  budget  was  not  a  success,  I 
want  to  repeat  what  I  did  say,  that  I  thought 
the  segregated  budget  was  not  receiving  the 
attention  it  properly  deserved  from  the  Mayor 
and  the  Citv  Council,  the  entire  city  govern- 
ment, that  it  required  more  serious,  scientific 
and  accurate  study  and  discussion  before  the 
money  was  appropriated.  Then  there  is  the 
charge  uttered  so  often  in  this  body  by  certain 
members,  who  see  in  the  Good  Government 
Association  something  that  simply  makes  their 
minds  run  riot,  and  who  charge  us  constantly 
and  persistently  with  being  controlled,  I  will 
simply  say  now,  as  I  have  always  said,  that 
since  I  have  been  a  member  of  this  body  I 
have  yet  to  receive  once  any  suggestion  or 
any  controlling  influence  from  that  organiza- 
tion as  regards  my  vote  in  this  bodv.  I  have 
never  gone  to  the  telephone  to  get  their  views 
and  to  find  their  wishes,  as  has  been  pub- 
licly charged.  There  is  no  man  or  group  of 
men  in  this  city  that  has  ever  controlled  or 
ever  will  control  me.  I  am  going  to  vote  here 
as  a  free  lance  and  a  free  agent  for  what 
I  conceive  to  be  the  best  interests  of  the 
citizens  of  Boston  as  a  whole,  without  regard 
to  any  factions  of  so-called  "gang"  or  Good 
Government  members  :  and  when  the  hour  ar- 
rives that  I  have  to  be  controlled  by  anybody, 
my  resignation  will  come  at  that  moment. 
To  the  insidious  suggestion  that  the  talk  I 
made  before  the  ladies  the  other  day  was 
political  in  nature  and  that  I  was  going 
around  trying  to  have  a  balloon  tagged  on 
me,  the  thought  being  that  perhaps  the  Good 
Government  Association  might  tag  the  so- 
called  balloon  onto  me  after  I  talked  in  all  sin- 
cerity to  the  ladies,  as  I  did,  I  want  to  say  to 
the  gentleman  that  I  think  there  is  just  as 
much  chance  of  the  Good  Government  Asso- 
ciation tagging  that  balloon  onto  me  as  there 
is  of  the  same  association  tagging  it  onto  my 
colleague  on  the  right  (Coun.  Moriarty). 
There  is  just  as  much  chance,  and  no  more. 
I  mention  that  simply  to  show  that  he  is  mis- 
taken, as  he  quite  often  is  mistaken,  in  his 
conclusions.  His  heart  and  his  mind,  I  think, 
are  sincere.  His  seeming  powers  to  under- 
stand what  is  being  discussed — or,  at  least, 
what  I  discuss — seems  at  times  limited,  per- 
haps   because    I    am    unable    to    make    myself 


understood.  It  is  truly  unfortunate,  because 
the  gentleman  does  seem  to  persist  in  a  mis- 
understanding which  I  trust  does  not  result 
from   a   desire   to   misunderstand   me. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to 
a  question  of  personal  privilege.  The  gentle- 
man in  his  opening  referred  to  fighting  fairly. 
(Coun.  Hagan  here  started  to  leave  the  room.) 
I  thank  the  gentleman  for  his  absence.  I 
listened  attentively  to  his  remarks  concern- 
ing me,  and  I  presume  that  when  I  am 
through  and  he  reads  my  remarks  he  will 
accuse  me  of  fighting  unfairly.  I  therefore 
request  Coun.  Hagan  to  be  present  when  I 
am  addressing  the  Council  in  reply  to  his 
attack  on  me,  which  to  say  the  least,  was 
a  little  far  fetched  and  a  good  deal  more 
of  a  gang  type  of  procedure  than  anything 
I  have  ever  lesorted  to  either  here  or  else- 
where in  my  political  career.  The  gentlman 
has  referred  to  his  failure  in  business  thirty- 
five  years  ago.  I  made  no  reference  on  this 
floor  to  his  failure  in  business.  I  merely  said 
that  the  eight  other  members  of  this  body,  I 
knew,  had  never  had  a  failure  in  business, 
and  asked  if  he  could  say  as  much,  and  he 
came  back,  very  nicely  supplying  the  balance 
of  the  story,  which  was  omitted  before  a  jury, 
not  of  the  Municipal  Court,  but  of  the  Su- 
perior Court,  Civil  Session,  for  Suffolk  County, 
where  I  had  the  audacity  to  bare  my  whole 
past  life  history,  political  and  personal,  to 
the  shafts,  the  arrows  from  the  bow  of  Ed- 
mund M.  Whitman,  considered  the  leading 
member  of  the  Suffolk  County  Bar.  I  went 
all  through  a  cross  examination  without  limit, 
and  after  a  searching  inquiry  all  through  the 
United  States  from  those  with  whom  I  had 
been  in  business  and  in  political  and  personal 
contact,  even  to  the  extent  of  sending  to 
Pittsburgh,  Penn.,  to  inquire  of  the  now 
Secretary  of  Labor  in  the  cabinet  of  Presi- 
dent Harding,  nothing  was  discovered  against 
me.  As  I  say,  they  even  went  into  my  deal- 
ings with  James  J.  Davis,  the  now  Secretary 
of  Labor  in  the  Harding  cabinet,  trying  to 
find  whether  they  could  learn  anything  to  my 
discredit,  and  they  got  a  reply  from  the  Sec- 
retary of  Labor  Davis,  who  is  in  Boston  today 
and  who  may  visit  this  chamber  later,  to  the 
effect  that  his  dealings  with  me  satisfied  him 
that  I  was  a  man  of  honor  and  standing  in 
the  community.  Coun.  Hagan  has  referred 
to  the  fact  that  he  did  fail  thirty-five  years 
ago.  Then  if  he  did,  he  either  has  told  a 
falsehood  or  he  perjured  himself  before  a 
jury  in  the  Suffolk  County  Courthouse  when 
I  sued  the  Boston  Post.  I  believe  he  told  the 
truth  here  and  perjured  himself  before  a  civil 
jury  in  Suffolk  County.  They  look  ino  my 
character  from  A  to  Z,  Mr.  President,  and 
they  did  not  find  one  act  of  mine  in  my  whole 
life  history  that  could  be  considered  by  the  av- 
erage man  as  showing  other  than  proper  con- 
duct on  the  part  of  a  man  who  realized  his 
duties  as  a  public  official,  as  a  good  father 
and  as  a  duitiful  son.  The  gentleman  has 
referred  to  my  aged  father.  God  bless  my 
father  and  my  mother.  I  have  them  both 
with  me  now,  and  I  am  proud  of  it.  My 
mother  is  eight-six  years  of  age  and  my 
father  eighty-four,  and  my  salary  in  this 
body  is  used  to  a  great  extent  to  supporting 
them  in  comfort,  as  I  should  do,  and  as  every 
dutiful  son  should  do.  It  is  no  credit  to 
me.  I  never  besmirched  the  character  of  my 
dad,  and  I  wouldn't  permit  anybody  else  to 
do  so,  and  when  the  councilor  opposite  in- 
sinuates that  I  have  uttered  one  word  that 
could  be  considered  as  against  my  good 
father,  he  tells  what  he  knows  is  an  abso- 
lute false,  damnable  lie,  which  is  in  line  with 
all  his  conduct  towards  me.  I  bear  no  ani- 
mosity towards  him.  I  do  dislike  his  conduct 
here — his  vilification  of  the  Mayor,  his  ridicul- 
ing in  the  executive  sessions,  before  the  mem- 
bers, the  chief  executive  of  this  city,  with 
whom  I  have  nothing  in  common,  but  he  is  the 
first  citizen  of  our  community.  He  ridicules 
'  him  day  in  and  day  out,  and  then  he  poses 
as  a  man  who  fights  fair.  He  doesn't  fight 
fair.  He  thinks  the  press  tomorrow  will  give 
him  the  best  of  it  and  give  me  the  worst  of 
it.     Whatever   the   press   does   tomorrow   I   will 
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accept  as  good  naturedly  as  possible,  realizing 
that  they  can  do  much  for  good  and  much 
for  evil,  when  they  are  so  inclined.  They  are 
a  very  necessary  evil,  and  they  are  a  very 
necessary  good  in  the  community.  They  do 
things  that  help  and  things  that  hurt.  I  am 
willing  to  let  the  press  exercise  their  own 
good  judgment  concerning  this  discussion. 
But  I  will  not  permit  the  gentleman  oppo- 
site to  go  to  work  and  attack  me  and  then 
duck  behind  the  door,  to  use  the  vernacular 
of  the  street  and  show  himself  to  be  less  of 
a  gentleman  than  I  considered  he  was,  and 
I  never  had  a  very  high  opinion  of  him,  so 
far  as  his  being  a  genleman  is  concerned. 
He  talks  about  ridicule,  about  tagging  a  bal- 
loon onto  him.  A  balloon  for  what?  Oh, 
no.  But  the  gentleman  can  always  be  trusted 
to  furnish  that  which  goes  into  the  baloon, 
and  which  when  pricked  comes  out  into  the 
atmosphere  and  fades  away,  a  let  of  cheap 
gas  that  amounts  to  nothing.  He  speaks 
about  being  a  business  man.  Why,  anybody 
would  think  the  gentleman  opposite,  Coun. 
Hagan,  calling  him  by  name  with  your  per- 
mission, Mr.  President,  was  a  big  business 
man.  Why,  he  runs  a  two  by  four  shoe  store 
on  Washington  street  and  sublets  an  alleyway 
in  the  rear  to  a  little  stand  where  they  sell 
peanut  shells  and  indulge  in  other  kinds  of 
shell  games,  perhaps.  Talk  about  being  a 
business  man,  he  doesn't,  in  my  opinion, 
know  any  more  about  the  segregated  budget 
than  James  T.  Moriarty,  the  metal  worker, 
or  James  A.  Watson,  the  salesman,  or  David 
J.  Brickley,  the  chemist,  or  John  J.  Donoghue, 
the  business  agent  of  the  Telephone  Union, 
or  the  learned  counsel,  the  attorney  at  my 
left,  Coun.  Ford,  or  you,  Mr.  President.  I 
say  to  you,  sir,  that  with  your  excellent  knowl- 
edge of  the  law,  you  know  more  about  the 
segregated  budget  than  fifteen  or  twenty 
Hagans,  if  there  are  that  many  in  the  com- 
munity. Segregated  budget !  He  came  in 
here  with  fourteen  or  fifteen  pencils  all 
sharpened,  and  never  used  the  point  cf  one. 
He  said  he  was  never  able  to  vote  on  the 
budget  because  he  had  to  go  to  New  York. 
Mr.  President,  his  duty  was  to  the  citizens 
of  Boston,  and  when  the  budget  was  finally 
passed,  calling  for  the  expenditure  of  $30,- 
000,000  of  the  taxpayers'  money,  he  should 
have  slaved  on  the  job  here  and  done  his 
duty  by  those  who  misplaced  their  confidence 
and  sent  him  here.  He  should  have  stayed 
here.  He  said  he  knew  it  was  a  losing  fight. 
Well,  it  is  only  the  great  cowards  who  simply 
make  a  fight  when  they  can  win.  It  takes  a 
man  of  courage  to  make  a  losing  fight,  believ- 
ing that  he  is  right  and  still  making  his  losing 
fight.  Where  was  he  when  the  $8,000,000 
was  considered  in  this  body  ?  That  was  the 
appropriation  for  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment, and  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
came  here  before  us  in  regard  to  it.  The  gen- 
tleman was  net  in  New  York  that  day,  but 
was  somewhere  in  Boston.  That  was  the  day 
when  we  considered  the  $8, 000, 000,  represent- 
ing more  than  a  quarter  and  almost  a  third 
of  the  entire  appropriating  power  of  this  body, 
SS, 000, 000  of  the  taxpayers'  money.  Where 
was  he  when  the  Public  Works  Department 
was  considered  ?  Absent,  absent,  absent ! 
Where  was  he  when  we  considered  the  gigan- 
tic proposition  of  having  the  city  enter  into 
municipal  ownership  of  gas  or  electric  light- 
ing plants  ?  He  talks  about  my  insidious  sug- 
gestions. Well,  I  "will  leave  that  again,  not 
making  any  suggestions.  Perhaps  his  lack 
of  interest  in  public  ownership  of  municipal 
electric  lighting  plants  is  because  of  his  getting 
a  special  rate  from  the  Edison  Illuminating 
Company.  Again  I  ask  him  to  make  good  his 
promise  to  me  to  produce  his  Edison  lighting 
bills  for  the  past  seven  months,  and  also  those 
for  two  years  ago,  for  comparison.  I  now 
believe  he  is  getting  special  rates.  That  is 
not  an  insidious  suggestion :  it  is  a  frank 
statement  of  a  frank  proposition,  frankly 
put,  and  a  statement  that  I  believe  to  be 
true.  The  only  way  he  can  prove  otherwise 
is  to  produce  his  bills  for  my  consideration, 
as  he  promised,  and  then  if  I  am  in  error  I 
will    rise   on    this    floor,    Mr.    President    and  fel- 


low members,  and  publicly  apologize  to  the 
gentleman,  Mr.  Hagan,  for  having  made  the 
statement,  humiliating  as  it  may  be  to  me 
to  do  so.  When  he  went  to  New  York,  Presi- 
dent Collins,  you  rose  in  your  place  and  made 
a  statement  to  the  Council.  The  question 
was  on  the  amendment  offered  by  Coun. 
Moriarty  to  strike  out  from  the  appropriation 
bill  the  entire  appropriation  for  the  Health 
Department.  The  vote  on  that  was,  yeas, 
Coun.  Brickley  and  Moriarty,  2 ;  nays,  Coun. 
Collins,  Donoghue,  Ford,  Hagan,  Lane,  Mc- 
Laughlin, Watson,  7.  There  were  then  one 
or  two  short  speeches  and  then  came  the 
vote  on  the  budget.  We  adjourned  that  day 
about  four  o'clock,  I  think,  or  thereabouts. 
We  adjourned,  after  about  twelve  pages  of 
other  business,  at  4 :28  p.  m.,  and  his  train 
went  at  five  o'clock.  We  finished  the  budget 
by  four  o'clock,  early,  and  next  to  the  final 
vote  was  a  vote  on  an  amendment  of  Coun. 
Doncghne's  in  connection  with  the.  Soldiers' 
Relief  Department,  which  was  rejected  by  a 
vote  of  one  to  seven,  Coun.  Donoghue  voting 
yes,  and  Coun.  Brickley,  Collins,  Ford,  Lane, 
McLaughlin,  Moriarty  and  Watson,  no — a 
total  of  eight  votes,  Coun.  Hagan  not  being 
there.  The  question  then  came  on  the  ac- 
ceptance of  the  report  and  the  adoption  of 
the  budget,  and  Coun.  McLaughlin  called  for 
the  \"eas  and  nays.  Before  the  result  was  an- 
nounced  Coun.   Collins  said : 

"Mr.  President,  I  would  like  with  unani- 
mous consent  to  make  a  statement.  Coun. 
Hagan  had  to  leave  to  go  to  New  York.  He 
had  to  leave  a  few  moments  ago,  thinking  that 
the  debate  was  going  to  be  more  protracted." 

"When  Coun.  Moriarty's  name  was  called, 
he  said: 

"  'Mr.  President,  I  desire  to  be  recorded  as 
voting   yes,   but   with    reservations.'  " 

"The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  budget 
was   adopted,  yeas,   S,  nays,   0." 

Mr.  President  (Coun.  Collins),  you  must 
have  talked  with  Coun.  Hagan  before  he  left, 
or  else  you  made  an  unauthorized  statement. 
Why  didn't  you  announce  to  the  Council  that 
Coun.  Hagan  intended  to  offer  some  amend- 
ments, some  changes,  as  long  as  you  were 
aivxious  to  protect  his  interests  in  his  ab- 
sence? Did  you  have  authority  to  make  that 
statement,  I  ask  you,  or  did  you  do  it  volun- 
tarily? Did  Coun.  Hagan  make  any  state- 
ment to  you  concerning  an  amendment  he 
wished  to  make  to  the  budget?  If  he  did, 
did  ycu  agree  to  his  views  ?  If  you  did,  why 
didn't  you  offer  the  amendment,  as  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  so-called  minority?  Every- 
thing shows,  Mr.  President,  that  the  bubble 
blown  up  by  the  gentleman  opposite  has 
burst,  very  much  to  his  dissatisfaction  and 
discredit.  He  has  not  cleared  his  skirts  by 
his  insidious  attack  on  seme  or  all  the  mem- 
bers. To  my  mind  it  is  an  insult  to  the  rest 
of  us  to  be  compelled  to  sit  beneath  the  gavel 
of  the  gentleman  for  the  balance  of  the  year. 
If  it  were  not  my  intention  to  stand  by  the 
party  I  believe  in,  I  would  gladly  vote  for 
any  other  one  of  my  seven  colleagues,  in  order 
that  I  might  be  properly  represented  in  that 
chair  where  you  sit,  sir,  because  if  a  man 
was  ever  entitled  to  be  relegated  to  the  rear 
for  his  conduct  toward  his  associates,  it  is 
the  man  who  is  acting  president  of  this 
bedy,  who,  by  his  insidious,  round-the-coraer 
talk  and  his  ego  as  to  his  ability  and  his  ego 
as  to  our  lack  of  ability,  stands  before  us  and 
before  the  community  in  the  position  that 
he  stands  today.  I  say  it  is  an  insult  to  each 
one  of  us.  Would  that  I  were  free  from  my 
feeling  of  conscientious  duty,  so  that  I  might 
gladly  put  my  name  with  those  of  seven  other 
members  of  this  body,  minus  Coun.  Hagan's 
name,  in  a  hat,  drawing  from  that  hat  the 
name  of  the  one  who  should  be  president  of 
the  body.  I  would  surely  be  willing  to  do 
that  if  it  were  not  a  question  of  principle. 
Let  the  other  seven  members  go  into  session, 
minus  Hagan,  let  the  seven  names  go  in  the 
ballot  box,  and  let  the  six  other  men  vote 
for  the  man  whose  name  is  drawn,  and  the 
man  whose  name  is  drawn  can  vote  for  him- 
self if  he  so  desires,  and  I  will  have  no  quar- 
rel,   but   will   vote   for   myself,   because    it   will 
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be  an  honest  way  of  settling  the  bad  con- 
dition here,  made  so  by  the  attacks  of  the 
go-called  business  man,  Henry  E.  Hagan,  who 
stands,  in  my  opinion,  indicted  by  his  asso- 
ciates as  being  one  who  uses  words  loosely, 
regardless  of  the'  insinuations  carried  with 
them  and  regardless  of  the  damage  that  is 
done.  Boston  is  now  under  close  scrutiny 
by  the  rest  of  Massachusetts  and,  in  fact, 
by  the  rest  of  the  United  States,  because  of 
certain  unfortunate  happenings  in  this  build- 
ing, reflecting  upon  the  honesty  of  certain 
of  her  officials.  Men  have  fallen  before,  and 
will  fall  again.  Any  man  who  falls  will  have 
my  heartfelt  sympathy,  provided  he  regrets 
his  action  sincerely,  provided  he  pays  the 
penalty  for  his  misdeeds,  either  through  be- 
ing ostracized  by  his  associates  or  suffering 
the  penalties  imposed  by  law.  If  he  thoroughly 
repents  he  is  entitled  to  forgiveness,  and 
from  me  he  will  receive  a  helping  hand.  I 
say,  on  top  of  the  unfortunate  incident  that 
has  occurred  in  the  treasurer's  office,  and  on 
top  of  the  unforunate  passing  away  by  his 
own  hand  of  another  former  good  public 
official,  with  another  on  trial  to  retain  his 
position,  and  with  the  names  of  those  men 
named  that  would  indicate  that  they  are  sons 
of  immigrants  and  followers  of  a  particular 
creed,  this  is  not  time  for  Henry  Hagan  or 
any  other  member  of  this  body  to  place  any 
further  stain  upon  the  name  of  this  city 
which  gives  him  a  living,  which  is  my  birth- 
place and  the  place  where  I  intend  to  die, 
God  willing.  Shame  upon  him  !  Charity  com- 
pels me  to  say  no  more.  Shame  upon  him ! 
Boston  was  Boston,  with  all  her  glories,  be- 
fore Hagan  ever  was ;  Boston,  entirely  inde- 
pendent of  the  monumental  egotism  and  con- 
celt  of  Henry  Hagan,  accompanied  by  his 
monumental  lack  of  ordinary  intelligence,  will 
always  look  at  Bunker  Hill  as  being  a  more 
historic  and  creditable  institution  than  Henry 
E.  Hagan  and  his  business  ability.  But 
shame  upon  him,  shame  upon  him !  He  is 
beneath  my  dignity,  as  low  as  I  am.  His  in- 
sinuations and  his  cunning  have  turned  me 
from  him  to  such  an  extent  that  I  cannot 
believe  that  at  any  time,  excepting  when 
it  is  for  his  own  personal  gain,  he  is  sincere 
with  his  fellow  men  or  even  with  himself. 
More  I  will  not  say  at  this  time,  because  I 
want  to  be  charitable.  But  he  owes  this  body 
an  apology,  and  he  should  make  it ;  and  if 
he  will  make  it,  I  will  accept  it  as  being  an 
apology  to  the  Council  with  me  only  omitted, 
in  order  that  he  may  do  the  proper  thing  by 
you,  sir  (Coun.  Collins)  ,  who  have  served  here 
honorably  and  well  for  nigh  on  to  thirteen 
years,  , if  not  more;  to  you,  sir  (Coun  Ford), 
who  have  served  here  well  and  ably,  and 
have  been  clean,  fair  and  honest ;  to  you,  sir 
(Coun.  Lane),  who  have  been  here  for  several 
years ;  and  to  the  other  members  of  the 
body.  If  he  is  manly,  as  I  hope  he  will  be 
on  this  occasion,  he  will  stand  up  opposite 
there  and  fairly  apologize  to  the  seven  mem- 
bers of  the  Council,  and  I  respectfully  ask 
him  to  omit  my  name,  because  an  apology 
made  to  me  and  to  friends  of  his  when  he 
not  be  sincere,  any  more  than  his  promise 
made  to  me  and  to  friends  of  his  when  he 
said  that  he  would  vote  for  me  for  presi- 
dent as  a  complimentary  vote  on  the  first 
ballot — which  he  did  not  have  the  manhood, 
nerve  or  courage  to  do.  Oh,  Henry  !  Henry  ! 
May  your  Maker  take  from  you  some  of  the 
ego  or  conceit.  May  He  add  a  trifle  to  your 
manhood,  if  you  have  sufficient  wisdom  to 
drink  it  in  ;  and,  believe  me,  you  can  take 
wisdom  to  advantage,  even  if  it  comes  from 
the  lips  of  an  enemy,  or  even  from  "Jerry" 
Watson,  so  called  by  you  and  those  who  be- 
lieve in  your  methods.  I  am  through,  Mr. 
President,  and  I  respectfully  ask  the  dis- 
tinguished-looking gentleman  —  the  distin- 
guished-looking gentleman,  at  least — to  do 
his  duty  by  you  and  your  six  colleagues,  Mr. 
President,  to  yourself  (Coun.  Collins)  and 
Couns.  Donoghue,  Ford,  Lane,  Moriarty  and 
Brickley  ;  apologizing  even  for  the  insinua- 
tion in  your  read  article  that  you  are  not  as 
competent  as  he.  But,  believe  me,  in  the 
minds  of  serious-minced  people  and  men  of 
intelligence    it    is    the    public    belief    that    you 


are  just  as  able  as  he,  although  I  know  it 
will  take  a  piledriver  to  drive  it  into  his 
head    and    make    him    believe    it. 


EDWARD     JOSEPH     REILLY    SQUARE. 

Coun.  MORIARTY  offered  an  order — That 
the  open  space  at  the  junction  of  K  street 
and  Broadway,  South  Boston,  be  named  Ed- 
ward Joseph  Reilly  square,  in  memory  of 
said  Reilly,  who  died  in  the  service  of  the 
United  States  during  the  World  War,  and  that 
signs   be   placed   to   designate   the   same. 

Passed   under   a   suspension   of   the   rule. 


MAURICE    F.    BURNS    SQUARE. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  the 
open  space  at  the  junction  of  White  and  Eu- 
taw  streets,  East  Boston,  be  named  Maurice 
F.  Burns  square,  instead  of  "Burns  square" 
as  named  by  an  order  of  the  City  Council, 
approved   by   the    Mayor   April    28,    1920. 

Passed  under  a  suspension  of  the  rule. 


GEORGE    D.    EMERY    SQUARE. 

Coun.  FORD  offered  an  order — That  the 
space  at  the  junction  of  Fifth  and  H  streets, 
South  Boston,  be  named  and  known  as  George 
D.  Emery  squaie,  in  honor  of  the  memory  of 
said  George  D.  Emery,  who  lost  his  life  in 
the  World  War,  and  that  suitable  signs  be 
placed    thereon    to    designate    the    same. 

Passed   under    a    suspension   of    the   rule. 


JAMES   W.   TOLMAN   SQUARE. 

Coun.  FORD  offered  an  order— That  the 
space  at  the  junction  of  Talbot  avenue  and 
Wickford  street,  Dorchester,  be  named  and 
known  as  James  W.  Tolman  square,  in  honor 
of  the  memory  of  said  James  W.  Tolman,  who 
lost  his  life  in  the  World  War,  and  that  suit- 
able signs  be  placed  thereon  to  designate  the 
same. 

Passed  under  a  suspension  of  the  rule. 


CATHFDRAL     SQUARE. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  an  order— That 
the  space  at  the  junction  of  Union  Park 
and  Washington  streets,  South  End,  be  named 
and  known  as  Cathedral  square,  and  that  signs 
be  placed   to   designate  the  same. 

Passed   under   a  suspension   of  the   rule. 


CONCESSION     PRIVILEGES     FOR 

VETERANS. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  that  if  any  concession 
privileges  are  to  be  given  away  that  the  same 
be  given  to  disabled  war  veterans  of  the 
United    States. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I 
simply  want  to  say  that  this  matter  has  been 
called  to  my  attention  owing  to  the  fact  that 
the  privilege  out  in  the  Refectory  Building, 
Franklin  Park,  has  been  granted  to  some 
Women's  Aid  Educational  Association  for  a  six 
months'  term  for  nothing.  I  want  to  read 
into  the  records  these  facts.  The  Refectory 
Building,  Franklin  Park,  was  rented  to  A. 
L.  Deutchmann  for  five  years  to  July  15,  1920, 
at  $4,100  per  year.  The  amount  was  paid  in 
full  to  July  15,  1920.  Since  then  no  rental 
has  been  received  from  the  building.  The 
Head  House,  Marine  Park,  was  rented  to 
Henry  W.   Wansker  for   five  years  from   Janu- 
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ary  1,  1916,  at  $5,200  per  year.  The  amount 
was  paid  in  full  to  August,  1919,  when  it  was 
discontinued  because  of  a  fire.  I  want  to  say 
that  if  these  privileges,  which  have-  produced 
in  revenue  to  the  city  84,100  per  year  from 
the  Refectory  Building  at  Franklin  Park,  and 
$5,200  per  year  from  the  Head  House  at  Ma- 
rine Park,  are  to  be  given  away,  I  think  we 
owe  it  to  the  disabled  war  veterans  who  have 
made  sacrifices  for  us  to  give  them  those  privi- 
leges rather  than  giving  them  to  so-called 
•ocieties  or  other  institutions.  If  they  are 
to  be  let  out  to  bid,  I  feel  that  the  disabled 
war  veterans  should  be  given  the  preference 
on  all  bids.  That  is  all  I  have  to  say  in 
the   matter. 

The  order  was   passed. 


PRIVILEGE    AT    REFECTORY,    FRANKLIN 
PARK. 

Conn.  DONOGHUE  offered  an  order — That 
the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  be  requested 
to  furnish,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
the  Boston  City  Council  all  information  rela- 
tive to  the  granting  of  the  privilege  at  the 
Refectory  Building  at  Franklin  Park,  and  also 
what  the  policy  of  said  Board  is  with  relation 
to   the  granting   of   like  privileges. 

Passed. 


CARE     OF    BOSTON    SOLDIERS'     GRAVES 
IN   EUROPE. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  an  order — That 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  recom- 
mend to  the  City  Council  a  transfer  of  $1,000 
from  the  Reserve  Fund,  to  be  used  by  the 
proper  authorities  of  the  American  Legion 
for  the  care  of  the  graves  of  Boston  soldiers 
who  are  buried  in  France  or  other  European 
countries. 

Referred  to  the  Executive   Committee. 


RAYMOND    EARL    BENISON    SQUARE. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order — That  the 
space  at  the  junction  of  Dudley  and  Kenilworth 
streets  easterly  be  named  Raymond  Earl 
Benison  square,  in  memory  of  R.  E  .Benison, 
M.  D.,  who  lost  his  life  during  the  World  War 
while  serving  as  surgeon  on  the  ship  "Malta," 
and  that  said  space  be  suitably  marked  by 
signs. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  desire  to 
say  just  a  word  in  explanation.  At  the  last 
meeting  I  offered  an  order  suggesting  the 
naming  of  a  square  at  Bartlett  and  Dudley 
streets  after  the  same  young  man,  and  at  the 
request  of  his  mother,  who  never  goes  by 
that  particular  spot,  I  have  changed  the  loca- 
tion to  Kenilworth  street  easterly,  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  the  Mayor  at  my  suggestion 
has  vetoed  the  other  order.  I  ask  that  the  rule 
be  suspended  and  that  this  order  be  put  upon 
its   passage. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of 
the    rule. 


EXTENSION    OF    DORCHESTER    PARK. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order— That  the 
Park  Department  be  requested,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  consider  the  extension 
of  Dorchester  Park  by  taking  that  portion  of 
the  property  owned  by  tne  Citv  of  Boston 
and  used  in  connection  with  the  Convalescent 
Home  which  abuts  on  said  pari',  and  grade 
and  place  in  condition  to  permit  of  the  laying 
out   of    diamonds    for   baseball. 

Passed   under    a   suspension    of   the    rule. 


BASEBALL  GROUNDS,  DORCHESTER 
PARK. 

Coun  WATSON  offered  an  order — That  the 
Park  Department  be  requested,  through  his 
Honor    the    Mayor,    to    fill    in    and    grade    that 


portion  of  Dorchester  Park  abutting  en  Adams 
street,  now  used  for  baseball  grounds,  in  order 
that  the  same  may  be  made  suitable  for  base- 
ball and  other  recreational  purposes  for  the 
people  of  the  Dorchester  Lower  Mills  locality. 
Passed  under  a  suspension  of  the  rule. 


LIEUT.  PARKER   BRADFORD  JONES 
SQUARE. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order— That  the 
Park  Commissioners  be  requested,  through  his 
Honoi  the  Mayor,  to  name  the  open  spa.^e  at 
the  junction  of  Highland  street  and  Milton 
avenue,  Hyde  Park,  Lieut.  Parker  Bradford 
Jones  square,  in  honor  of  Lieutenant  Jones, 
w-ho  was  killed  in  action  during  the  World 
War,  and  that  said  space  be  suitably  marked 
by  signs. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
say  that  that  location  is  unnamed.  I  have 
consulted  the  Park  Department  and  there  is 
no  conflict  on  changing  the  name,  1  think 
the    Mayor   will  sign   it. 

The  order  was  passed  under  a  suspension 
of  the  rule. 


ENFORCEMENT    OF    GAS    LIGHTING 
AGREEMENT. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  direct  the 
proper  department  to  enforce  Article  7  of  the 
contract  of  agreement  between  the  Boston 
Consolidated  Gas  Company  and  the  City  of 
Boston  for  the  lighting  of  the  streets  and 
public  ways  of  the  city  by  gaslight,  said 
article  of  Document  74,  1914,  being  as  fol- 
lows : 

7.  Candle  Power. — The  lamps  shall  be 
maintained  when  in  service  at  not  less  than 
sixty  (60)  horizontal  candle  power  for  single- 
burner  lamps  and  one  hundred  (100)  hori- 
zontal   candle    power    for    double-burner    lamps. 

The  city  may  at  any  time,  by  written  notice, 
require  the  contractor  to  employ  a  competent 
and  disinterested  person  connected  with  either 
the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  or 
the  Scientific  Department  of  Harvard  Univer- 
sity, or  such  other  person  acceptable  to  both 
parties,  to  examine  and  test  by  standard  labo- 
ratory methods,  under  conditions  which  dupli- 
cate as  nearly  as  possible  the  lamps  as  they 
burn  on  the  streets,  the  apparatus  employed 
in  furnishing  the  lighting  service  herein  pro- 
vided for,  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  the 
contractor  is  complying  with  the  terms  of  this 
agreement,  and  for  such  purpose  such  person 
may  have  access  at  all  reasonable  times  to 
the  lamps,  fixtures  and  other  apparatus  of 
the  contractor  used  in  carrying  out  this 
agreement.  In  case  two  tests  of  any  lamp 
shall  be  made,  separated  by  an  interval  of 
not  less  than  one  hour  during  any  one  night, 
and  both  of  said  tests  shall  prove  that  the 
contractor  is  not  furnishing  the  light  re- 
quired by  this  agreement,  then  such  lamps 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  deficient,  and  a  deduc- 
tion shall  be  made  from  the  charge  in  respect 
to  such  lamp  as  herein  provided.  If  such 
tests  show  that  the  contractor  is  not  furnish- 
ing the  light  required  by  this  agreement,  the 
contractor  shall  pay  the  expense  of  the  ex- 
amination and  test  provided  for  herein  ;  other- 
wise the  city  shall   pay  such   expense. 

For  each  lamp  which  shall  be  shown  by  the 
tests  above  specified  to  furnish  less  than  60 
candle  power  for  single  burner  lamps,  and 
100  candle  power  for  double  burner  lamps,  but 
more  than  30  candle  power  for  single-burner 
lamps  and  50  candle  power  for  double  burner 
lamps,  a  sum  equal  to  1-365  of  the  yearly 
contract  price  for  such  lamp  for  each  night 
in  which  such  deficiency  occurs  shall  be  de- 
ducted from  the  amounts  due  to  the  contrac- 
tor. For  each  lamp  found  to  give  less  than 
30  candle  power  for  single-burner  lamps  and 
50  candle  power  for  double-burner  lamps,  a 
sum  equal  to  2-365  of  the  yearly  contract  price 
for   such   lamp   for   each   night   on   which   such 
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deficiency  occurs  shall  be  deducted  from  the 
amounts  due  the  contractor.  For  each  lamp 
reported  out  by  the  Police  Department  at  its 
respective  police  stations  or  by  the  officials 
of  the  Public  Works  Department,  a  sum  equal 
to  2-365  of  the  yearly  contract  price  for  such 
lamp  for  each  night  such  failure  occurs  shall 
similarly  be  deducted  from  the  amounts  due 
the  contractor.  Such  reports  shall  be  made 
daily  in  writing,  open  to  the  contractor,  and 
shall  be  regarded  as  final  and  binding  upon 
the  contractor  except  for  errors  proven  or 
admitted. 

The  standard  of  candle  power  to  be  em- 
ployed shall  be  the  recognized  international 
candle. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  the  docu- 
ment referred  to  is  Public  Document  74  of 
1914,  and  the  contract  is  a  ten-year  contract 
which  runs  to  1924,  unless  there  is  an  arbi- 
tration, or  something  like  that,  between  the 
parties.  A  very  astounding  thing  was  brought 
to  my  attention  concerning  the  contract  be- 
tween the  Consolidated  Gas  Company  and  the 
City  of  Boston  for  the  lighting  of  streets  by 
Ba»  for  a  term  of  ten  years.  I  remember 
at  the  time  when  we  appropriated  the  money 
for  that  contract — we  had  but  little  to  do  with 
it — there  was  a  clause,  section  7,  which  had 
to  do  with  the  candle  power  that  was  to  be 
supplied  by  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Com- 
pany to  the  burners  on  our  streets.  When 
you  stop  to  think  that  we  pay  $21,000  a  year 
for  lights,  and  there  are  10,000  of  them  in 
Boston,  you  can  appreciate  the  magnitude 
of  the  amount  of  gas  used  by  the  city.  The 
contract  provides  that  on  single-burner  lights 
the  Consolidated  Gas  Company,  during  the  life 
of  the  contract,  for  ten  years,  must  supply 
60  candle  power  at  the  burner  for  single 
lights  and  100  candle  power  at  the  burner 
for  double  lights.  So  if  they  should  desire, 
as  perhaps  they  do,  to  keep  the  candle  power 
of  single-burner  lights  in  our  city  streets, 
10,000  of  them,  down  to  40  or  30  candle 
power,  they  are  taking  from  the  city  at  least 
25  per  cent  of  the  volume  of  illumination  that 
the  city  is  entitled  to  as  per  contract.  It  pro- 
vides in  section  7  that  whenever  the  city 
desires  it — this  is  in  substance — it  shall  notify 
the  Consolidated  Gas  Company,  and  the  gas 
company  shall  make  a  test,  through  experts 
from  Technology  or  Harvard,  it  being  limited 
to  those  institutions,  at  the  city's  expense  and 
at  a  tirrfe  that  is  agreeable  to  the  gas  light 
company.  Just  think,  seven  years  have  passed 
since  1914,  and  I  am  astounded,  as  I  said  in 
the  beginning,  to  find  that  there  has  never 
been'  a  test  of  the  candle  power  furnished 
at  the  burner  for  illuminating  our  streets 
with  the  10,000  lights  furnished  by  the  Bos- 
ton Consolidated  Gas  Company.  Seven  years, 
10,000  lights  per  night,  multiplied  by  365, 
then  multiply  that  by  7,  and  think  of  the 
amount  of  legalized  graft  that  the  Consoli- 
dated Gas  Company — business  highwaymen,  as 
I  call  them, — secure  out  of  the  taxpayer's 
pockets  if  they  only  give  75  per  cent  of  the 
candle  power  called  for  as  per  contract.  What 
a  beautiful  condition  !  The  criticism  does  not 
apply  any  more  to  Mayor  Peters  than  to 
Mayor  Curley,  and  applies  no  more  to  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works  Thomas  F.  Sulli- 
van than  it  does  to  Louis  K.  Rourke,  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works  under  Mayor  Curley. 
But  there  is  something  wrong,  and  I  say  it 
is  high  time  that  we  should  get  a  finding, 
even  from  a  hostile  camp,  as  to  the  alnount 
of  legalized  graft  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas 
Company  has  taken  out  of  the  pockets  of  the 
gas  consumers  of  Boston  by  giving  to  the 
people  a  less  candle  power  than  is  called  for 
in  the  contract.  I  have  studied  law  for  two 
years,  I  don't  know  much  about  it,  I  will  ad- 
mit, but  as  a  layman,  Mr.  President, — I  call 
you  a  little  more  than  that,  as  you  are  a  man 
of  considerable  legal  talent,  having  studied  law 
one  year  more  than  I  have,  and  were  admitted 
when  the  standard  required  three  years' 
study,  while  at  the  time  when  I  studied  it 
required  four  years, — I  appeal  to  you  as  to 
whether  you  think  that  contract  is  a  proper 
one?  I  would  also  appeal  to  Coun.  Ford,  an- 
other    attorney,     who    ought    to    know     about 


these  matters.  It  is  my  guess,  as  a  layman, 
that  the  contract  is  void,  that  that  section  that 
says  they  will  give  60  candle  power  and 
100  candle  power  for  double  burners,  in  order 
to  have  a  test  it  must  be  made  at  the  con- 
venience of  the  one  who  supplies  the  gas 
and  at  the  expense  of  the  city,  is  made  under 
conditions  that  are  favorable  to  only  one  side. 
It  looks  to  me  as  though  it  were  a  one-sided 
contract,  and  when  a  contract  is  one-sided 
I  believe  the  courts  have  sometimes  upset  it. 
I  don't  see  you  nodding  assent,  but  1  think 
I  am  pretty  nearly  right,  and  I  think  when  the 
great  public  is  being  robbed,  that  the  courts 
will  say,  in  the  case  of  a  contract  of  this 
kind,  which  is  drawn  in  a  way  that  is  very 
friendly  to  the  gas  company,  being  evidently 
made  in  their  behalf  either  through  their 
efforts  or  through  accident,  that  the  contract 
is  one-sided,  and  should  not  hold.  Further- 
more, for  every  candle  power  less  than  fifty 
the  city  is  to  be  reimbursed  for  failure  of 
the  gas  company  to  give  the  full  quota  of 
candle  power  as  per  contract.  Let  me  say 
further  that  I  am  going  to  continue  to  have 
my  say  on  the  gas  and  the  electric  situation 
when  occasion  requires  it,  from  now  until  the 
close  of  my  earthly  existence,  if  it  takes 
place  while  I  am  a  member  of  this  body,  or 
until  I  close  my  career  here  a  year  from  next 
February,  because  we  are  making  progress. 
We  brought  about  a  reduction  of  5  cents  per 
thousand  cubic  feet  by  the  Consolidated  Gas 
Company  four  weeks  ago  to  large  users,  as 
set  forth  in  a  notice  which  said  that  on  and 
after  June  10  those  users  would  secure  gas  at 
$1.35  a  thousand,  provided  they  used  25,000 
cubic  feet  of  gas  a  month.  Why,  the  price  of 
■25,000  cubic  feet  of  gas  at  $1.40  a  thousand 
is  almost  $40  a  month,  if  not  more.  That 
is  quick  figuring  by  one  who  has  no  education 
or  training,  of  course.  Forty  dollars  is  almost 
two  thirds  of  the  salary  of  many  able-bodied 
men  in  Boston  who  have  to  use  gas.  There- 
fore, those  people  who  are  paying  $5,  $6,  $7, 
$2,  and  $3  per  month  for  gas,  got  no  reduc- 
tion. But  we  got  busy,  and  I  am  going  to 
give  you  all  credit  for  it.  You  are  all  in  it, 
whether  you  are  sincere  or  not  I  don't  know, 
but  apparently,  as  far  as  votes  are  concerned, 
you  are,  on  the  proposition  to  compel  the 
lighting  companies  to  do  the  right  thing.  The 
agitation  continues,  and  I  am  informed  today 
that  on  bills  going  on  to  consumers  on  and 
after  June  10,  all  consumers  of  gas  in  Bos- 
ton will  get  the  5-cent  reduction  in  price  after 
.June  10.  Well,  if  that  sort  of  reduction 
should  continue  right  on  from  month  to  month 
we  would  soon  get  back  to  a  dollar.  So  we 
are  making  progress,  and  I  intend  to  con- 
tinue, and  I  am  going  to  have  your  support. 
Every  member  of  this  body  is  going  to  be  with 
me  on  the  proposition.  As  I  said  before,  it 
happens  that  I  am  the  bell  cow.  This  makes 
sixteen  weeks  that  you  have  heard  from  me 
on  the  gas  situation,  and  it  is  only  the  begin- 
ning. In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  order  is 
very  plain,  our  secretary  having  included  in 
it  a  provision  from  Document  74,  section  7, 
setting  forth  the  contract,  I  ask  a  suspension 
of  the  rule  that  it  may  go  upon  its  passage 
at   this   time. 

The   order   was    passed   under   suspension    of 
the   rule.

I  would  simply  say  in  connection  with  this 
order  that  I  feel,  as  a  public  servant,  a 
servant  of  the  people,  that  the  Boston  City 
Council,  when  requested  to  grant  a  public 
hearing  to  any  body  of  citizens,  ought  to  have 
courtesy  enough  to  extend  to  them  the  privi- 
lege of  going  out  to  their  section  and  meeting 
with  them  on  their  own  ground  to  discuss 
questions  they  are  interested  in  with  them.  I 
feel  that  it  would  be  a  great  inconvenience 
and  hardship  to  many  residents  of  German- 
town  to  have  to  come  in  here  on  Monday 
afternoon  to  attend  a  public  hearing  on  mat- 
ters that  they  are  interested  in.  Most  of  the 
people  of  the  district  are  working  people,  and 
for  them  to  take  a  day  off  necessitates  their 
losing  a  day's  wages.  Furthermore,  if  they 
were  to  come  down  here  and  run  into  such  a 
session  as  we  have  had  here  today,  we  might 
be  here  for  hours  before  we  could  even 
attempt  to  listen  to  their  story  as  to  condi- 
tions in  their  district.  I  feel  that  we  owe 
it  to  the  citizens  of  Germantown  to  give  them 
the  same  privilege  that  we  have  extended  to 
citizens  of  South  Boston,  Brighton  and  other 
sections  of  the  city,  and  that  we  ought  to 
hold  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee 
in  their  locality  so  that  we  may  discuss  with 
them  the  municipal  needs  of  their  district.  I 
don't  feel  that  the  citizens  of  Germantown  are 
asking  any  too  much  in  asking  us  to  devote 
one  night  out  of  the  year  to  listening  to  their 
needs,  and  I  hope  the  order  will  be  passed. 

The  rule  was  suspended,  yeas  8,  nays  0,  and 
the  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  am  glad 
to  see  that  my  enemies  have  taken  wisdom 
from  my  lips  concerning  this  proposition.  I 
am  satisfied  that  it  should  and  will  pass 
unanimously.

ELIMINATION    OF    COAL    CLAUSE.   . 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order — That  His 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  join  with 
the  City  Council  in  petitioning  the  present 
General  Court  for  the  enactment  of  legisla- 
tion that  will  compel  the  Edison  Electric 
Illuminating  Company  to  eliminate  the  so- 
called  fuel  charges  under  the  coal  clause,  or 
to  place  in  the  jurisdiction  of  some  ac- 
credited commission  the  power  to  order  said 
company  to  charge  for  fuel  under  the  coal 
clause   only   with    its   approval. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  am 
satisfied  that  there  are  just  two  agencies 
that  will  be  responsible  for  a  reduction  in 
the  charges  for  lighting  and  the  elimination 
of  the  fuel  charge  from  the  bills  of  the 
consumers  of  electricity  in  Boston.  One  is 
this  body  and  the  other  is  publication  that 
is  giving  great  space  to  the  efforts  of  this 
body  to  bring  about  a  reform.  That  latter 
agency  is  the  Boston  American,  which  is  giv- 
ing heroic  support  to  the  public  cause  in  the 
matter  of  compelling  the  lighting  interests 
to  do  the  fair  thing  by  the  electric  light  and 
gas  consuming  public  of  our  city.  If  benefit 
should  accrue  to  the  citizens  of  Boston,  it 
will  automatically  follow  that  the  benefit  will 
spread  to  the  entire  Commonwealth,  because 
the  two  major  lighting  companies  of  the 
Commonwealth  are  the  Boston  Consolidated 
Gas  Company,  which  distributes  gas  to  the 
consumers  of  Boston,  and  the  Edison  Elec- 
tric Illuminating  Company  of  Boston,  which 
supplies  electricity  to  Boston  and  the  nearby 
suburbs,  the  adjoining  cities  and  towns.  If 
the  city  can  secure  the  elimination  of  the 
fuel  charge  there  will  automatically  follow 
the  elimination  of  this  charge  from  the 
consumers  bills  throughout  the  city.  This 
is  a  large  sum  that  is  dishonestly  and  bru- 
tally taken  out  of  the  peoples'  pockets.  It 
has  been  suggested  that  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  on  Beacon  Hill  is  helpless  in  the 
matter  because  of  the  lack  of  power  over 
this  corporation.  If  this  is  true  we  should 
know  it.  Then  we  can  do  something,  or  at 
least  try  to  do  something  to  secure  legis- 
lation that  will  put  teeth  in  the  law  and 
compel  this  arrogant  combination  of  selfish 
and  profiteering  men  to  deal  fair  with  the 
public  that  are  entitled  to  this  sort  of  treat- 
ment by  virtue  of  the  law  that  haa  to  do 
with      public      utilities      or      of      corporations 
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granted  charters  such  as  this  corporation 
has.  It  is  a  fundamental  principle  con- 
nected with  the  granting  of  charters  such 
as  the  Edison  Company  has  that  it  is  erven 
with  the  distinct  understanding  that  the  com- 
pany has  two  functions  to  perform — to  serve 
the  public  properly  and  charge  a  fair  price 
for  its  commodity  and  therefrom  receive  a 
fair  return  to  the  investing  interests.  These 
are  not  the  methods  used  by  the  Edison  Com- 
pany. Its  plan  is  to  return  large  dividends 
to  those  who  own  stock  and  to  pay  large 
salaries  to  its  employees,  such  as  Mr.  Edgar 
and  those  who  are  in  right,"  to  use  the 
vernacular  of  the'  street.  I  have  introduced 
this  order  here  today  because  I  am  sure 
that  it  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction.  It 
may  be  said  that  it  is  too  late  to  attempt  to 
secure  legislation.  I  reply  to  that  sug- 
gestion, if  it  is  made  or  thought  of,  that  the 
members  of  the  Legislature  and  the  chief 
executive  of  the  Commonwealth  are  paid  to 
sit  on  Beacon  Hill  to  serve  the  public  re- 
gardless of  their  own  desires.  They  are 
public  servants  presumed  to  have  the  inter- 
ests of  their  constituents  in  mind  and  to 
serve  them  at  all  times.  When  they  fail 
to  do  this  they  are  no  longer  public  servants 
but  sitting  there  as  the  public's  bosses  and 
not  their  servants.  There  is  a  day  of  reck- 
oning coming  to  all  faithless  servants  who  sit 
in  places  of  responsibility  and  trust,  and  I 
am  of  the  firm  opinion  that  many  who  have 
failed  in  their  duty  to  those  who  sent  them 
to  the  State  House  last  year  are  beginning 
to  feel  that  it  is  about  time  to  put  up  their 
umbrellas  and  keep  out  of  the  rain,  and  that 
they  will  show  a  different  front  from  now 
on.  The  public  are  in  no  such  a  condtiion  of 
mind  to  be  fooled  with  any  longer.  The  re- 
cent farce  relative  to  the  investigation  of  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  has  woke  them  up, 
and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Legislature 
will  be  only  too  willing  to  save  their  faces 
and  sit  on  Beacon  Hill  until  a  bill  is  passed 
that  will  place  in  the  hands  of  some  body 
the  power  "that  will  curb  the  profiteering  and 
legalized  criminal  conduct  of  these  cold- 
blooded commercial  bandits  and  bring  them  to 
their  knees  and  again  show  these  corporations 
that  they  are  the  servants  of  the  public 
rather  than  their  over-lords.  The  gas  situa- 
tion is  eoually  as  bad.  I  note  that  they  have 
reduced  the  price  of  gas  to  all  consumers  5 
cents  '  per  thousand.  This  is  a  small  re- 
duction, but  nevertheless,  it  is  progress  and 
better  reductions  are  to  follow.  What  a  dif- 
ference between  this  city  and  the  City  of 
New  York.  There  the  price  of  gas  has  been 
voluntarily  reduced  25  cents  per  thousand 
cubic  feet.  The  reason  given  by  the  Con- 
solidated Gas  Light  Company  of  New  York 
for  the  reduction  is  specifically  mentioned  in 
a  statement  quoted  in  the  New  York  Times 
on  the  eighteenth  day  of  this  month.  Among 
other  things  referred  to  in  their  quoted  state- 
ment, they  say  that  the  reason  for  this  re- 
duction of  25  cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet 
is  because  of  their  being  able  to  secure  their 
illuminating  oil  at  one  half  the  price  they 
formerly  paid.  They  state  that  the  illumi- 
nating oil  they  use  amounts  to  about  four 
gallons  per  thousand  cubic  feet ;  that  at  12 
cents  per  gallon  that  meant  four  times,  12, 
or  48  cents,  and  that  the  reduction  from  12 
cents  to  6  cents  per  gallon  for  the  oil  knocks 
off  50  per  cent  of  the  oil  charge,  making  the 
oil  charge,  at  4  gallons  of  illuminating  oil 
to  the  thousand  cubic  feet,  24  cents.  And 
the  Consolidated  Company  of  New  York 
added  a  cent  more  to  that,  reducing  the  price 
25  cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet.  The  Con- 
solidated Gas  Company  of  Boston  knocked 
off  5  cents  from  their  $1.40  per  thousand 
cubic  feet,  giving  no  reason.  We  have  heard 
at  one  time  and  another  of  $10,000  beauties 
and  $100,000  beatuies.  There  is  this  little 
report  of  the  A.  D.  Little  Company,  that  I 
might  refer  to  as  a  $24,000  beauty,  the  re- 
port to  this  body  and  to  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  relative  to  the  operations  of  the  Con- 
solidated Gas  Company  in  Boston  and  the 
possibility  of  reduction  in  price  of  gas  to  the 
users.      On    page    147,    while   I    will    not   quote 


it  in  detail,  it  says  in  substance  that  the 
Consolidated  Gas  Company  has  one  of  the 
most  favorable  gas  oil  contracts  in  exis- 
tence in  the  country  today,  and  that  the  low 
price  at  which  it  obtains  this  oil  is  the 
greatest  single  factor  influencing  the  price 
of  gas  in  Boston.  They  speak  in  that  way 
of  this  wonderfully  advantageous  contract 
made  by  the  Consolidated  Gas  Company  with 
an  oil  company  for  the  supply  of  illuminating 
oil  used  in  connection  with  the  manufacture 
of  gas  for  lighting  purposes,  stating  that  a 
fair  price  for  illuminating  oil  is  15  cents  a 
gallon,  but  that  the  company  has  made  an 
advantageous  deal  with  a  company  called  the 
Beacon  Oil  Company  at  the  price  of  12  cents 
per  gallon.  Let  me  simply  say  that  the  New 
York  company  is  paying  6  cents  per  gallon. 
They  probably  buy  it  from  some  independent 
oil  concern.  The  Consolidated  Gas  Company 
in  Boston  buys  it  from  the  Beacon  Oil  Com- 
pany and  pays  12  cents  per  gallon,  and 
probably  Mr.  Wrightington,  the  treasurer  of 
the  Consolidated  Gas  Company,  who  pays  the 
bills  for  that  company  to  the  Beacon  Oil 
Company,  will  not  seek  any  reduction  from 
the  Beacon  Oil  Company,  because  he  would 
have  to  talk  with  the  treasurer  of  the  Beacon 
Oil  Company  concerning  the  reduction,  and 
the  treasurer  of  the  Beacon  Oil  Company  in 
this  case  happens  to  be  the  self-same  gentle- 
man. Mr.  Wrightington,  who  is  the  treasurer 
of  the  Consolidated  Gas  Company.  What  a 
difference  in  price  between  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton and  the  City  of  New  York.  They  are  to 
reduce  the  price  in  New  York  25  cents  a 
thousand  feet,  and  the  reason  stated  for  it 
is  because  of  their  being  able  to  purchase 
oil  at  one  half  the  price  that  thev  have 
hitherto  paid  for  it.  It  is  laughable '  to  re- 
call the  suggestion  made  in  the  report  of  the 
A.  D.  Little  Company.  Incorporated,  a  report 
which  cost  the  city  $24,000,  that  the  reason 
why  the  price  of  gas  was  kept  down  to  $1.40 
was  because  of  the  advantageous  contract  that 
was  made  between  the  Consolidated  Gas 
Companv  and  the  Beacon  Oil  Company,  or, 
to  speak  plainly,  that  the  contract  that  was 
made  by  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Com- 
pany with  itself  was  an  advantageous  one. 
But  that  price  is  referred  to  here  in  the  report 
at  12  cents  per  gallon  as  against  G  cents  in 
New  York.  I  want  to  call  to  your  attention 
this  fact,  too,  Mr.  President  and  fellow  mem- 
bers', that  while  the  Consolidated  Gas  Com- 
pany in  Boston  proposes  to  reduce  the  price 
of  gas  to  the  consumers  5  cents  per  thousand 
cubic  feet,  which  is  a  little  less  than  3  J 
per  cent,  at  the  same  time  the  company  has  re- 
duced the  salaries  of  those  drawing  a  small 
wage  10  per  cent.  The  girls  in  the  office, 
the  bookkeepers,  the  laborers — I  won't  say 
the  laborers,  but  many  of  the  employees — 
have  had  their  salaries  reduced  10  per  cent 
of  their  total  weekly  amounts.  This  is  an- 
other way  of  bleeding  the  public,  using  a  3* 
per  cent  reduction  in  the  price  of  gas  as  a 
pretext  for  reducing  the  salaries  of  these 
people  drawing  a  small  wage  10  per  cent,  and 
the  reduction  is  not  in  the  salaries  of  the 
higher  paid  ones,  but  those  of  the  smaller 
paid  employees.  In  my  opinion,  it  is  the 
intent  of  the  gas  company  to  attempt  to 
have  a  disorganized  lobby  in  the  shape  of  dis- 
satisfied employees,  who  will  use  their  in- 
fluence on  members  of  this  body  so  that  we 
will  discontinue  our  attempts  to  secure  fair 
treatment  for  the  public  from  this  outfit.  I 
have  heard  from  a  few  of  them  myself,  per- 
sonally, and  by  anonymous  -letters.  One  in 
particular  accused  me  of  doing  dirty  work, 
and  suggesting  that  I  keep  up  my  dirty 
work,  his  salary  having  been  decreased  10 
per  cent  while  the  public  had  been  bene- 
fited only  3}  per  cent — "Keep  up  your  dirty 
work,  Jerry  Watson,  and  by  and  by  we  won't 
have  anything  left  as  a  result  of  a  day's 
work,  by  reason  of  what  you  and  others  such 
as  you  do."  That  is  the  sort  of  thing  I  re- 
ceived from  one  party.  Others  are  more 
gentlemanly,  and  do  not  blame  me  for  my  at- 
tempts to  cut  down  the  price  of  gas  in  Bos- 
ton, but  say  it  is  unfortunate  that  they  must 
be  the  target  and  that  they  must  be  the  ones 
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who  are  to  suffer  by  this  agitation.  Most 
of  them  have  been  very  reasonable  with  me. 
But  that  simply  shows  how  hard  it  is  for 
me  and  for  my  colleagues  to  go  ahead  and 
attempt  to  do  anything  here  for  the  people 
when  we  are  dealing  with  a  heartless  corpo- 
ration which  will  act  in  these  insidious  ways, 
which  will  try  to  strike  at  us  through  these 
small  wage-earners,  having  them  act  in  a 
way  like  a  lobby,  in  order  to  prevail  on  me 
and  my  colleagues  to  stop  our  efforts  to  get 
reduced  prices  of  gas  for  the  citizens  of 
Boston.  That  gives  an  idea  of  what  is 
done  by  these  two  cruel,  heartless  corpora- 
tions, representing  aggregations  of  wealth, 
represented  by  cunning  and  mean  individuals 
whose  only  thought  is  for  themselves,  who 
will  thus  impose  upon  our  good  nature  and 
try  to  negative  our  efforts  in  behalf  of  the 
people.  But  I  have  no  fear  of  my  col- 
leagues. It  is  unfortunate  that  we  are  with- 
out power  to  do  something  radical,  something 
of  a  strong  nature ;  but  I  believe  that  the 
day  is  not  far  distant  when  the  wise  men 
on  Beacon  Hill  will  be  wise  for  the  public 
rather  than  for  themselves :  that  they  will 
see  the  need,  the  fairness  and  the  justice  of 
giving  to  this  body  some  powers,  so  that 
we  may  be  responsible  to  the  demands  and 
the  pleas  of  the  people  who  send  us  here.  At 
the  present  time  we  are  without  that  power, 
due  to  the  efforts  of  some  of  the  so-called 
better  class  in  the  community,  who  are 
continually  harping  at  this  body  because  of 
our  lack  of  balance  or  the  lack  of  balance  of 
some  cf  the  individual  members,  or  because 
of  the  radical  statements  made  by  _  myself  or 
my  colleagues,  or  because  of  our  inactivities 
in  certain  directions  when  we  do  not  act,  as 
we  are  powerless.  They  want  to  take  away 
from  us  the  power  we  have,  so  that  we  may 
not  be  able  to  be  responsive  to  the  demands 
and  appeals  of  our  constituents.  Because  we 
have  open  hearts  and  sometimes  become  per- 
haps a  little  too  liberal,  they  step  in,  going 
to  Beacon  Hill  and  securing  a  charter  devised 
in  the  interest  of  those  who  framed  it,  so 
that  we  could  not  act  as  we  wish  to  act  in 
the  interests  of  the  citizens  of  our  com- 
munity. We  have  heard  a  good  deal  of 
comment  recently  about  the  segregated  bud- 
get, devised  by  the  sponsors  of  the  charter. 
I  might  say  much  more.  But  it  is  my  intent 
to  continue  this  contest  to  the  end.  "We  are 
going  to  secure  results  because  of  our  agi- 
tation. I  am  assured  by  men  high  in  au- 
thority that  the  Boston  American  proposes 
to  back  up  this  body  without  any  qualifica- 
tions in  every  move  it  makes  towards  com- 
pelling the  lighting  interests  and  other  cor- 
porations who  are  heartless  to  be  responsive 
to  the  demands  and  pleas  of  the  consuming 
public  of  Boston.  The  American  will,  to  use 
the  vernacular  of  the  street,  '  "go  through" 
with  this  proposition,  and  without  that  pub- 
licity we  would  not  step  one  foot  forward 
in  this  agitation.  But  with  a  solid  front, 
from  the  acting  president  down  to  myself, 
from  alpha  to  omega,  with  a  continued  con- 
test on  this  floor,  led  by  me,  and  with  the 
support,  I  trust,  in  the  future,  that  I  have 
had  in  the  past  from  my  colleagues,  we  will 
get  results.  It  calls  for  a  lot  of  labor  and 
a  lot  of  energy  to  continue  this  contest. 
There  are  others  in  this  body  far  better 
fitted  than  I  to  join  in  this  movement,  and 
I  believe  that  they  will  assist  me.  They 
have  loaned  their  moral  support  and  their 
votes,  which  are  of  tremendous  assistance, 
to  the  cause.  But  they  must  continue  in 
touch  with  the  situation  to  some  extent,  at 
least  sufficiently  to  add  their  voice  to  the 
protest  and  not  make  the  matter  look  to  be 
a  one-man  affair.  I  am  not  opposed  to  praise. 
I  am  human.  I  am  not  opposed  to  receiving 
credit  for  any  effort  of  mine,  and  I  am  re- 
ceiving it  without  stint  all  along  the  line, 
because  I  don't  know  of  a  more  popular 
move  that  has  ever  been  made  by  this  body 
or  any  legislative  body,  in  any  city  or  town 
in  any  state  of  the  Union,  one  that  has 
met  with  a  more  favorable  response  than  we 
have  met  with,  in  connection  with  this  gas 
and    electric    lighting    matter.     That    response 


has  not  come  alone  from  those  who  have 
to  stretch  their  pennies  to  pull  them  through 
the  week,  but  it  has  been  an  interesting  thing 
to  note  that  men  of  means  in  the  Back  Bay, 
men  who  can  afford  to  pay  high  prices  for 
anything  they  need,  nevertheless  believe  in 
fair  play  and  are  joining  us  in  this  move- 
ment. I  am  not  one  of  those — and  I  do 
not  want  any  utterance  of  mine  to  convey 
the  idea — who  has  any  quarrel  with  a  rich 
man.  I  am  with  any  man  who  has  accumu- 
lated his  riches  by  honest  endeavor  and  hon- 
est investment,  without  oppressing  those  from 
whom  he  has  received  them,  any  man  who 
has  acted  in  a  human  and  Christianlike  way 
with  his  neighbor  and  with  his  fellow  men. 
Such  a  man,  even  if  he  has  acquired  wealth 
up  into  the  billions,  is  entitled  to  use  it, 
and  I  will  certainly  direct  no  criticism  at 
him,  provided  he  conducts  himself  as  a 
Christian  man — and  there  are  many,  many, 
many  of  those  men  in  this  town.  It  is  my 
belief  that  85  per  cent  of  the  men  in  this 
city  whom  I  consider  men  of  wealth  are  good 
citizens  and  as  responsive  to  the  pleas  and 
demands  of  their  neighbors  as  any  member 
of  this  body  is  to  the  pleas  and  demands  of 
his  constituents,  provided  they  know  the 
circumstances  and  know  about  the  particular 
things  in  question.  So  I  want  to  be  put 
plainly  on  record  as  saying  that  no  word  of 
mine  uttered  on  this  floor  or  elsewhere,  where 
I  have  referred  to  the  privileged  class,  refers 
to  the  men  of  wealth  who  have  acquired  it 
honestly  and  who  treat  their  fellow  men  in 
a  Christianlike,  brotherly,  human  manner. 
I  will  doff  my  hat.  to  such  gentlemen,  and  I 
believe  that  85  per  cent  of  the  men  of  wealth 
in  this  city  and  elsewhere  are  of  that  kind. 
When  I  refer  to  the  privileged  classes  and  the 
interests  I  refer  to  the  small  coterie  of  gen- 
tlemen who  debauch  Beacon  Hill  and  other 
legislative  bodies  with  their  ill-gotten  gains 
and  secure  therefrom  the  right  to  rob  the 
people  by  special  privileged  legislation,  and 
they  are  confined  to  a  very  small  percentage 
of  our  citizenship  in  this  city,  state  and 
union.  They  do  not  amount  to  more  than 
one  half  of  one  per  cent,  and  that  is  why 
the  thing  is  so  cruel ;  that  is  why  it  is  so 
base,  so  criminal,  that  they  are  permitted  to 
continue  to  control  the  affairs  of  the  other 
99i  per  cent  of  the  citizenship  of  our  country. 
It  has  been  said  truthfully  many  times, 
"Would  that  more  Roosevelts  lived ;  would 
that  more  La  Follettes  lived ;  would  that 
more  sterling  men  of  that  character  were 
in  positions  of  high  influence."  Would  that 
those  in  public  life  would  follow  the  dictates 
of  their'  consciences  and  their  hearts  rather 
than  the  dictates  of  their-  pocketbooks  and 
their  pleasures.  I  believe  the  day  is  not 
far  distant,  fellow  members,  when  the  people 
who  sent  you  and  me  here,  the  people  who 
elect  presidents,  congressmen,  senators,  gov- 
ernors, members  of  the  legislature  and  other 
public  officials,  will  begin  to  scrutinize  the 
characters,  both  private  and  political,  of 
those  whom  they  send  to  represent  them  in 
places  of  influence  and  power.  They  are 
going  to  be  more  careful  in  their  selection  of 
public  officials.  Thank  God,  I  have  not  ar- 
rived at  the  stage  in  my  life  where  I  am 
obsessed  with  the  idea  that  the  country  has 
gone  to  the  dogs  and  is  going  to  stay  there. 
I  have  not  arrived  and  believe  I  never  will 
arrive  at  that  stage.  I  love  my  country,  as 
you  do,  as  every  good  American  does,  as, 
more  than  90  per  cent  of  the  people  do.  One 
day  we  may  be  in  the  dumps  concerning  pub- 
lic affairs,  because  of  some  trifle  or  because 
of  some  bi<r  matter,  which,  however,  may 
simply  be  of  passing  moment.  The  •  next 
day  we  think  over  our  feelings  of  the  day 
before  and  we  regret  them,  and  we  see  that 
we  were  mistaken.  As  one  who  believes  in  our 
institutions,  as  one  who  believes  that  right 
will  prevail  over  might,  I  am  satisfied  that 
in  the  very  near  future — perhaps  during  the 
administration  of  our  present  President  or 
during  the  administration  of  Governor  Cox, 
or  during  the  administration  of  Mayor  Peters 
and  during  our  office-holding  here — there  will 
be    more    diligent    work,     more    honest    work, 
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more  sincere  thought  for  the  people  and 
their  interests  than  there  has  been  in  the 
past  few  years.  Mr.  President  and  fellow 
members,  I  will  conclude  by  saying  that  I 
know  the  public  are  demanding  that  we  seek 
legislation  on  Beacon  Hill  to  eliminate  the 
coal  clause  from  the  bills  of  our  citizens. 
That  is  the  only  way  we  can  secure  it,  and 
I  believe  if  we  make  that  demand  on  the 
Legislature,  the  Legislature  will  respond,  or 
else  the  Edison  Company  will  voluntarily  re- 
spond and  cut  its  prices  before  official  action 
is  taken.  Therefore  I  move  a  suspension  of 
the  rule  that  the  order  may  go  on  its  pas- 
sage  this   time. 

The  chairman  put  the  question  on  sus- 
pending   the    rule. 

Chairman  HAGAN — The  rule  is  not  sus- 
pended. The  order  "will  be  referred  to  the 
Executive   Committee. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  doubt  the 
vote   and   ask  for  the  yeas   and   nays. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  Council  voted 
to   suspend   the   rule,   yeas    6,   nays    1.

PRINTING    OF    CITY    DOCUMENTS. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  an  order— That 
the  Committee  on  Printing  study  and  report 
on  the  matter  of  having  an  arbitrary  num- 
ber of  city  documents  printed  and  a  revision 
of  said  number,  with  a  view  to  printing  more 
of  documents  which  are  valuable  and  the  cut- 
ting down  of  the  number  of  documents  which 
are  but  seldom  called  for. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — Mr.  President,  I  move 
a  suspension  of  the  rule  and  a  passage  of 
the  order. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  I  would  move 
that  the  matter  go  to  the  Committee  on 
Printing,  and  that  they  study  the  order  and 
the  subject-matter  involved,  with  a  view  to 
suggesting   appropriate   action. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  the 
order  so   reads   that   the   Committee   on   Print- 


ing study  the  question  of  an  arbitrary  num- 
ber of  city  documents  being  published  every 
year,  that  number  being  applied  to  all  docu- 
ments, whether  so  many  are  necessary  or 
not.  The  matter  was  brought  to  my  atten- 
tion through  the  order  that  came  before  us 
today  to  provide  some  suitable  quarters  for 
the  documents.  I  think  it  is  about  time  that 
the  printing  and  binding  of  some  of  the  use- 
less documents  that  we  see  around  here  year 
in  and  year  out  be  stopped.  It  seems  to  me 
only  a  waste  of  the  city's  money  to  publish 
a  lot  of  documents  that  nobody  calls  for  or 
reads.  I  feel  that  especially  in  these  times 
of  so  much  depression  we  ought  not  to  spend 
the  city's  money  on  such  things,  unless  there 
is  some  call  for  them.  I  think  that  there 
should  be  some  study  made  of  the  proposi- 
tion. This  is  a  thing  that  has  been  allowed 
to  run  wild,  and  it  should  be  stopped.  Nobody 
has  paid  any  attention  to  it,  and  we  have  had 
an  arbitrary  figure  of  300  copies  of  each  docu- 
ment printed  from  year  to  year,  whether  that 
number  was  necessary  or  not.  We  find  that 
there  is  a  call  for  the  street  books,  for 
example,  which  are  valuable.  We  sometimes 
print  1,500  copies,  and  then  another  order 
has  to  be  introduced  to  provide  a  larger 
number.  The  same  is  true  of  the  city  pay- 
roll book.  That  also  is  a  book  for  which 
there  is  a  great  demand,  and  we  have  had 
1,500  or  more  of  those  printed.  I  feel  that 
that  is  the  way  in  which  the  matter  should 
be  handled — that  documents  for  which  there 
is  a  demand  should  be  printed  in  greater 
numbers  and  that  there  should  be  a  smaller 
number  of  those  for  which  there  is  not  such 
a  demand.  The  number  printed  should  have 
reference  to  the  demand  that  is  apt  to  be 
made  for  the  particular  document,  and  then 
citizens  interested  in  any  particular  docu- 
ment may  receive  them  by  calling  at  the  City 
Messenger's  office.  Since  I  have  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Council  I  have  found  that  it  is 
practically  impossible  to  get  a  copy  of  these 
two  reports  that  I  have  particularly  referred 
to,  the  demand  for  them  is  so  great ;  but  in 
the  meantime  the  other  documents,  for  which 
there  is  no  demand,  go  on  piling  up.  They  are 
taking  up  a  continually  increasing  amount  of 
room,  and  certainly  something  must  be  done. 
According  to  the  testimony  this  afternoon, 
they  are  piled  up  in  an  old  fire  trap  down 
in  the  cellar,  and  are  really  a  menace.  Of 
course,  they  are  valueless.  Not  only  that,  but 
they  are  a  fire  menace,  and  they  represent 
a  great  waste  of  the  city's  money.  I  feel 
that  the  time  has  come  when  such  reports 
ought  to  be  done  away  with,  and  that  of  the 
comparatively  few  reports  of  which  a  large 
number  is  necessary  a  proper  number  should 
be  furnished.  I  hope  that  the  order  will 
pass. 

Chairman  HAGAN — The  Chair  would  sug- 
gest that  the  gentleman's  object  will  be  accom- 
plished if  this  is  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Printing  for  study.  I  understand  that  that 
is  what  he  wants   done.. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— That  is  what  I  asked 
for. 

Chairman  HAGAN — You  asked  for  a  sus- 
pension of  the  rule.  It  seems  to  me  you 
mean  that  you  want  the  matter  referred  to 
the    Committee    on    Printing. 

Coun.   DONOGHUE— Yes. 

Chairman  HAGAN — The  order  is  so  re- 
ferred. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on    Printing. 


GENERAL    RECONSIDERATION. 

Coun.  COLLINS  moved  a  general  recon- 
sideration on  all  business  transacted  at  the 
meeting,  hoping  that  the  same  would  not 
prevail.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor, — May  I  recall  to  your 
mind  your  letter  of  December  14  last  in  which 
you  called  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees to  a  visit  from  Mr.  Frank  W.  Tulley, 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Americaniza- 
tion of  the  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
and  a  group  of  representative  citizens  of 
East  Boston,  in  reference  to  the  establishment 
of  a  library  reading  room  in  the  so-called 
Jeffries  Point  section  of  East  Boston.  At 
this  time  a  petition  signed  by  a  large  number 
of  representative  citizens  of  the  district  was 
presented  to  you,  also  letters  written  by  the 
children   of  the  various  schools. 

The  Board  has  had  the  helpful  assistance 
of     the     Americanization     Committee     of     the 


Chamber  of  Commerce  since  that  time,  and 
the  members  of  the  Board  and  the  librarian 
have  considered  no  less  than  seven  different 
locations  in  the  Jeffries  Point  section.  We 
are  now  all  agreed  on  a  suitable  location  at 
195  Webster  street.  The  proposed  location 
is  opposite  the  small  park  of  the  district,  with 
good  light  and  air,  and  most  important,  is 
within  easy  access  of  the  high  school  and 
grammar  and  parochial  schcols.  The  premises 
will  be  remodeled  to  meet  in  every  way  the

Dear  Sir, — This  Board  recommends  that  the 
City  Council  be  requested  to  appropriate 
$5,000  for  bathing  purposes  in  the  first  sec- 
tion   of    East   Boston. 

The  first  section  of  East  Boston  has  been 
without  bathing  facilities  for  a  number  of 
years.  Each  year  sites  are  inspected,  but 
by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  bathers  could 
not  be  properly  safeguarded  from  danger, 
nothing  has  been  done  in  the  matter.  Such 
a  site  can  now  be  had  on  the  shore  border- 
ing land  reclaimed  by  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment of  the  state  at  or  near  the  foot 
of   Maverick   street,   close   to   Jeffries   street.

Gentlemen, — On  May  24  I  received  a  letter 
from  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  in 
which  he  states  that  he  is  of  the  opinion  that 
the  Beacon  Street  Bridge  of  the  Boston  & 
Albany  Railroad,  west  of  Commonwealth  av- 
enue, Ward  8,  should  be  rebuilt  within  a  short 
time  and  that  owing  to  the  necessity  of  re- 
locating the  water  pipes  and  putting  them 
■under  the  railroad  tracks,  which  will  take 
more  than  a  year,  this  work  should  commence 
as  soon  as  possible.  The  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  also  recommended  that  a  peti- 
tion be  presented  by  the  City  Council  to  the 
Public  Utilities  Department  for  a  decision  as 
to   the   necessity   of   rebuilding   the   bridge   and 


that  in  the  event  of  the  Public  Utilities  De- 
partment deciding  that  rebuilding  is  neces- 
sary, that  a  petition  be  presented  to  the 
Superior  Court  for  the  appointment  of  a  com- 
mission to  decide  who  shall  rebuild  the  bridge 
and  to  apportion  the  cost.

Gentlemen, — I  am  herewith  attaching  a  copy 
of  a  memorandum  just  submitted  to  me  jointly 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  and  the 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners relative  to  the  widening  and  construc- 
tion of  that  portion  of  North  Beacon  street, 
Brighton,  lying  between  Market  street  and  the 
Watertown  line.  This  memorandum  was  pre- 
pared in  reply  to  my  request  for  an  estimate 
of  the  cost  of  doing  this  work. 

Several  years  ago  North  Beacon  street  was 
widened  and  paved  from  Brighton  avenue  to 
Market  street.  The  portion  now  under  dis- 
cussion is  very  narrow  and  in  very  bad  con- 
dition, and,  constituting  as  it  does,  an  im- 
portant link  for  through  travel  from  Boston 
to  Watertown  and  points  beyond,  it  is  most 
essential  that  the  street  be  widened  to  a 
width  of  60  feet,  on  which  the  estimate  is 
based,   and  that  it  be  repaved. 

I  desire  to  have  this  improvement  com- 
pleted before  winter  sets  in  and  as  it  is  one 
which  should  properly  be  done  under  a  loan 
account  I  recommend  and  urge  the  imme- 
diate passage  of  the  accompanying  order.

It    is    estimated    that    it    will    cost    $125,000 
to   complete   the  widening   and   construction   of 


North  Beacon  street,  Brighton,  between  Mar- 
ket street  and  the  Metropolitan  Parkway 
Reservation,  bordering  on  the  Charles  river. 
Of  this  sum  $90,000  is  required  for  construc- 
tion and  $35,000  for  land,  grade  and  building 
damages. 

North  Beacon  street,  between  Union  square 
and  Market  street,  was  widened  and  con- 
structed in  1918.  The  complete  widening  and 
construction  of  this  street  could  not  be  made 
at  that  time  because  of  lack  of  sufficient 
money. 

The  Commonwealth  has  erected  a  new 
bridge  over  the  Charles  river,  meeting  North 
Beacon  street  on  the  Boston  side.  The  town 
of  Watertown  has  completed  the  approach 
to  the  bridge  on  its  side  of  the  river. 

The  City  of  Boston  ought  to  give  a  fitting 
approach  to  the  bridge  on  the  Boston  side 
by  completing  the  widening  and  construc- 
tion of  North  Beacon  street,  but  the  money 
required  is  not  available  in  either  the  Public 
Works  Department  or  the  Street  Laying-Out 
Department. 

We  would  respectfully  suggest  that  a  special 
loan  of  $125,000  be  immediately  authorized  so 
that  this  improvement  can  be  undertaken 
this   year.

OUTSTANDING    LIABILITIES    OF    THE 
CITY. 

The   following   was    received : 

Boston,   May  27,   1921. 
To   the   Honorable   the   Mayor   and    City    Coun- 
cil: 

Gentlemen, — The  commission  recently  sent 
two  reports  to  the  Mayor,  one  dated  April 
26  and  the  other  May  3.  dealing  with  certain 
outstanding  liabilities  of  the  citv  at  the  be- 
ginning: of  the  present  fiscal  year  and  not 
included  by  the  Mayor  in  the  financial  state- 
ment submitted  by  him  to  the  City  Council  on 
February   7,   1921. 

These  liabilities  do  not  appear  to  have  been 
considered  by  either  the  Mavor  or  the  City 
Council  when  preparing  and  approving  the 
segregated   budget   for   this   year. 

The  present  auditing  system  of  the  city 
at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  ignores  the 
fact  that  obligations  included  in  the  previous 
year  remain  unpaid.  When  a  bill  is  received 
at  the  auditor's  office  no  inquiry  is  made  as 
to  when  it  was  incurred.  Any  department 
that  spends  in  excess  of  its  appropriations 
has  only  to  hold  back  the  bills  for  such  ex- 
cess until  the  beginning  of  the  new  fiscal 
vear,  when  they  will  be  approved  in  the  audi- 
tor's office  and  paid  out  of  the  appropriations 
for  the  new  fiscal  year.  It  is  therefore  im- 
possible to  find  out  under  this  practice  whether 
the  following  section  (16)  of  the  charter 
amendments    is    violated. 

"Section  16.  No  official  of  said  city,  ex- 
cept in  case  of  extreme  emergency  involving 
the  health  or  safety  of  the  people  or  their 
property,  shall  expend  intentionally  in  any 
fiscal  year  any  sum  in  excess  of  the  appro- 
priations duly  made  in  accordance  with  law, 
nor  involve  the  city  in  any  contract  for  the 
future  payment  of  money  in  excess  of  such 
appropriation,  except  as  provided  in  section 
six  of  this  act.  Any  official  who  shall  violate 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one 
year,  or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  thou- 
sand dollars,  or  both." 

Unless  the  city's  auditing  system  furnishes 
the  necessary  information  to  determine 
whether  the  unpaid  bills  of  any  department 
at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  are  in  excess  of 
the  balance  of  the  appropriations  which  that 
department  returns  to  the  treasury,  this  sec- 
tion of  the  charter  amendments  above  quoted 
is-  nullified. 

The  segregated  budget  system  was  used  for 
the  first  time  in  the  fiscal  year  of  1916-17. 
The  special  commission  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  that  recommended  the  adoption  of  the 
segregated  budget  system  was  authorized  by 
the  City  Council  and  Mayor  in  June,  1915. 
The  chairman  of  that  special  commission  was 
former  Mayor  Nathan  Matthews.  This  special 
commission  recommended  the  present  segre- 
gated budget  system  because,  among  other 
things,  it  would  tend  "to  a  greater  economy 
in  appropriation  and  a  greater  efficiency  and 
accountability    in    expenditure" 

The  Finance  Commission  believes  that  the 
segregated  budget  system  has  not  accom- 
plished as  much  as  it  should,  because  the 
practice  has  continued  of  approving  and 
paying  obligations  of  the  city  regardless  of 
the  fiscal  year  in  which  they  were  incurred. 
For  example,  last  year  there  was  appro- 
priated for  one  department  the  sum  of  $38,000 
for  fuel.  The  sum  of  $45,000,  however,  was 
actually  paid,  the  additional  $7,000  having 
been  transferred  from  other  items  in  the  de- 
partment's budget  to  the  item  for  fuel.  When 
the  budget  for   this   year  was   being  made   up, 


this  department  estimated  $59,000  for  fuel 
for  the  present  year.  The  Finance  Commis- 
sion challenged  this  estimate  on  the  ground 
that  the  estimated  fuel  needed  at  the  then 
going  prices  would  not  exceed  $43,500,  and 
would  probably  be  less,  as  the  price  of  fuel 
was  then  falling.  It  now  appears  that  this 
department  had  purchased  fuel  last  year  to 
the  amount  of  $14,000  over  and  above  the 
$45,000  actually  paid  for,  and  thus  at  the 
beginning  of  the  present  fiscal  year  carried 
over  a  liability  for  fuel  in  the  sum  of  $14,000. 
This  item  of  $14,000  did  not  appear  in  the 
budget  and,  so  far  as  can  be  learned,  was  not 
known  outside  of  the  department  that  incurred 
it,  but  under  the  present  auditing  system  it 
has  been  approved  and  paid  out  of  this  year's 
appropriation.  If  it  was  necessary  for  this 
department  to  expend  $59,000  last  year  in 
the  purchase  of  fuel,  with  an  appropriation 
of  only  $38,000,  this  f9ct  should  have  been 
disclosed  thts  year  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council.  Not  only  was  this  debt  not  dis- 
closed, but  this  department  was  reported  by 
the  auditor  as  having  an  unexpended  balance 
of  several  thousand  dollars  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 

The  very  fact  that  a  department  shows  a 
balance  to  its  credit  at  the  end  of  the  year 
implies  that  all  its  bills  for  the  year  ha'  e  been 
paid.  This,  however,  is  not  true.  Another 
department  showed  a  balance  at  the  end  of 
the  year  of  $6,544.05.  but  did  not  show  ob- 
ligations of  over  $300,000  carried  over  tc 
this  year.  This  practice  extends  in  the  same 
way  to  each  item  of  the  budget  in  every  de- 
partment. A  small  unexpended  balance  is 
shown  on  a  particular  item,  while  large  ob- 
ligations against  the  same  item  are  outstand- 
ing but  undisclosed.     For  example  : 

The  auditor  reported  one  department  last 
year  as  having  an  unexpended  balance  in  its 
budget  under  the  item  of  "Tools  and  Instru- 
ments" of  26  cents,  while  the  department  had 
undisclosed  obligations  against  this  item  of 
$4,295.61,  Another  item  showed  a  cash  bal- 
ance last  year  of  35  cents,  but  did  not  disclose 
obligations  of  $4,064.62.  These  instances 
could  be  multiplied  and  are  typical  of  most 
of    the   departments    of   the   city. 

Under  this  system  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  dollars  are  expended  by  the  departments 
between  one  budget  and  the  next  and  escape 
consideration  by  either  the  Mayor  or  the  City 
Council.  There  is  now  no  practical  means 
by  which  the  appropriating  officials  may 
know  whether  a  department  has  either  ex- 
ceeded its  appropriation  or  has  bills  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  appropriation  for  the  follow- 
ing year.  Of  course  the  bills  incurred  in  any 
fiscal  year  for  the  purposes  of  that  year 
cannot  all  be  paid  before  the  end  of  that 
fiscal  year.  Payment  of  some  bills  must 
necessarily  be  made  in  the  new  fiscal  year, 
but  these  bills  in  any  department  should  not 
exceed  the  unexpended  balance  returned  to 
the   treasury   by   that   department. 

The    Finance    Commission    recommends : 

1.  That  the  Mayor  by  an  executive  order 
to  the  heads  of  departments  cail  attention  to 
section  If-'  of  the  charter  amendmi1  its,  and 
instruct  them  to  comply  vvi'.h  the  provisions 
of  this  section  during  the  present  fiscal 
yea)-. 

2.  That  the  City  Council  withhold  its  ap- 
proval of  any  supplementary  budget  pro- 
posed for  the  present  fiscal  year  for  any 
department  without  a  full  disclosure  of  the 
liabilities  carried  over  from  last  year  by  that 
department  in  excess  of  the  balance  of  ap- 
propriations to  its  credit  at  the  end  of  the 
last   fiscal  year.

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EMPLOYMENT     OF     COUNSEL     BY     THE 
POLICE  COMMISSIONER. 

The  following  was  received  : 
City   of    Boston, 
Police    Department,     May     31,    1921. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council : 

Gentlemen, — Replying  to  your  order  of  May 
23,  1921,  by  arrangement  made  since  I  as- 
sumed this  office,  the  Law  Department  of  the 
City  of  Boston  defends  action  brought  against 
police  officers  in  the  civil  courts  ;  also  brings 
suit,  when  necessary,  on  claims  of  the  Po- 
lice Department  against  persons  or  corpora- 
tions  other   than   the   City   of   Boston. 

The  secretary  of  the  Police  Department, 
appointed  under  section  7,  chapter  291,  Acts 
of  1906,  as  amended  by  chapter  8,  Acts  of 
1920,  is  not  required  to  be  a  lawyer,  but  as 
a  matter  of  fact  the  present  incumbent  is  one. 
He  appears  for  the  department  in  many 
matters  in  all  the  courts,  as  far  as  his  other 
duties  permit,  although  this  service  is  not 
required  of  him  by  the  terms  of  his  ap- 
pointment. He  also  takes  care  of  all  mat- 
ters in  the  civil  courts  that  have  to  do  with 
the  disposition  of  property  coming  into  the 
possession  of  the  Police  Department,  where 
there  are  adverse  claimants,  and  advises  the 
department  on  all  questions  of  law  when  it  is 
not  deemed  necessary  to  ask  opinions  of  the 
Attorney    General. 

Acting  under  section  9,  chapter  291,  Acts 
of  1906,  as  amended  by  chapter  13,  Acts  of 
1920,  I  have  employed  outside  counsel  when, 
in  my  judgment,  it  was  necessary  so  to  do. 
The  amount  so  paid  to  outside  counsel  in  the 
financial    year    1919-1920    was    $5,994.99. 

In  answer  to  your  question  as  to  why  I  do 
not  employ  the  City  Law  Department,  I  re- 
ply that  I  use  the  City  Law  Department  in 
all  matters  as  before  stated.  When,  in  my 
judgment,  it  is  expedient  to  avail  myself  of 
the  authority  vested  in  me  under  the  statute 
last  above  quoted,  I  do  so.

ELIMINATION    OF    FUEL    CLAUSE. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Edison  Electric  Illuminating 
Company  of  Boston,  which  supplies  the  City 
of  Boston  with  electricity  for  lighting  pur- 
poses in  its  several  departments  and  public 
buildings,  other  than  street  lighting  which  is 
done  under  a  ten-year  contract,  imposes  an 
extra  charge  under  the  so-called  "fuel  clause," 
irrespective  of  the  fact  that  the  price  of  the 
coal  used  by  them  has  been  reduced  to  a  very 
large  extent  over  what  it  was  twelve  months 
ago,  and  as  it  appears  that  there  is  no  prob- 
ability of  this  "fuel  clause"  being  eliminated  ; 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
requests  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to 
inform  the  Council  whether  or  not  it  has  the 
power  under  the  statutes  to  compel  the  elimi- 
nation of  this  unreasonable  excess  clause,  and 
if  there  is  any  method  that  it  may  know  of 
whereby  action  may  be  resorted  to  compel  said 
company  to  immediately  take  steps  towards  the 
elimination  of  this   unfair  excess   charge. 

Ordered,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be 
sent  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  with 
a  request  that  an  immediate  answer  be  sub- 
mitted. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  question 
came   on   passage. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  am  at- 
tempting to  keep  up  the  contest  on  the  part 
of  the  City  Council  with  the  lighting  inter- 
ests. I  admit  that  it  is  rather  hard  work  to 
find   new   matter  with   which   to   keep    the   old 


matter  alive,  but  I  am  making  the  effort, 
nevertheless.  I  have  said  several  times  on 
the  floor  of  this  body  that  it  seems  as  though 
the  only  great  public  service  corporation  in 
Massachusel's  that  is  bold  enough  to  profiteer 
upon  the  public  regardless  of  the  sentiment 
that  exists  is  the  Edison  Company.  It  seems 
that  this  arrogant  organization  intends  to 
continue  to  make  its  excess  charge  under  the 
fuel  clause.  Everyone  who  is  acquainted  with 
the  coal  situation  knows  that  the  New  River 
coal  that  is  used  by  the  Edison  Company  for 
energy  to  make  its  electricity  has  been  re- 
duced almost  60  per  cent  in  twelve  months, 
and  they  also  know — or  if  they  dont,  they 
should — that  the  reason  why  the  Edison  Com- 
pany added  the  charge  for  fuel  was  because 
of  the  increased  cost  of  coal  that  it  was 
obliged  to  purchase  in  the  open  market  dur- 
ing war  times.  Therefore  any  reasonable  per- 
son will  admit  that  if  they  were  justified  in 
increasing  the  cost  cf  their  product  because 
of  the  increased  cost  of  the  materials  that 
went  into  the  making  of  the  product,  the  op- 
posite must  be  true — that  when  the  cost  of 
materials  used  in  the  manufacture  of  that 
product  is  reduced,  the  price  of  the  products 
should  be  reduced  accordingly.  But  not  so 
with  the  Edison  Company.  With  their  arro- 
gant attitude,  which  in  my  opinion  is  not 
equaled  by  that  of  any  public  service  corpo- 
ration in  the  world,  they  continue  to  heap 
upon  the  shoulders  of  the  taxpayers  of  Bos- 
ton a  tax  that  is  not  warranted  by  reason, 
fairness  or  decent  management.  You  may 
consider  that  the  Edison  Company's  total 
gross  receipts  for  a  given  year  are  $10,000,- 
000 ;  then  you  can  consider,  for  the  sake  of 
illustration,  that  at  least  one  and  one  half 
million  of  those  gross  receipts  is  plain  profi- 
teering, which  cannot  be  denied.  Today  I 
saw  two  bills  to  a  consumer  of  electricity,  one 
bill  that  I  think  amounted  to  somewhere 
around  $375  for  the  month,  and  the  other 
$200.  The  extra  charge  for  fuel  on  the 
smaller  bill  was  24  per  cent  of  the  total  bill, 
and  the  additional  charge  under  the  fuel 
clause  on  the  larger  bill  was  15  per  cent. 
There  we  have  illustrations  of  pure  grafting 
and  profiteering  upon  one  individual  con- 
sumer. The  company  are  not  even  respecters 
of  the  city.  Our  city  burns  electricity  in  the 
several  departments,  and  other  than  that 
which  is  -  bought  from  the  Edison  Company 
under  the  contract  for  street  lighting  they 
are  charging  the  City  of  Boston  under  the 
fuel  clause.  Therefore  this  body  has  every 
right,  acting  for  the  department,  over  which 
we  have  some  control,  to  demand,  at  least 
so  far  as  those  departments  are  concerned, 
that  some  step  be  taken  toward  the  elimina- 
tion of  this  mean  and  contemptible  profiteer- 
ing clause.  But  we  received  no  help  from  the 
late-lamented  Legislature ;  and  no  one  who 
knows  the  make-up  of  the  Legislature  for  the 
Past  year  and  this  year — and  it  will  be  the 
same  for  the  coming  year — need  be  surprised. 
I  am  not  talking  of  the  membevs  collectively  ; 
I  am  referring  to  certain  individuals  who 
control  the  destinies  of  that  body.  I  mean,  as  I 
have  said  here  before,  that  probably  today  80 
per  cent  of  the  members  of  the  Legislature 
are  absolutely  honest.  I  stated  that  today  to 
a  member  of  the  Legislature  and  he  said 
that  a  larger  percentage  were  absolutely  hon- 
est, and  I  will  grant  that.  Nevertheless,  the 
great  majority  of  the  members  follow  the 
bell  cow,  the  leader.  I  have  not  the  slightest 
doubt  that  80  per  cent  of  the  House  and  the 
Senate  are  absolutely  honest,  but  they  do  not 
investigate  into  public  affairs  or  look  as  they 
might  into  important  matters  affecting  the 
interests  of  the  people.  They  let  George  do  it, 
taking  the  word  of  interested  people  or  con- 
cerns— the  Edison  Company,  the  Consolidated 
Gas  Company,  or  others.  It  is  scandalous, 
Mr.  President.  In  my  opinion,  if  the  Legis- 
lature decided  to  investigate  into  the  electric 
lighting  and  gas  lighting  situation  in  this 
Commonwealth  today,  it  would  unearth  a 
worse  condition  than  the  Elevated,  which  has 
never  really  come  to  anything,  as  I  suggested 
would  be  the  case.  That  has  amounted  to 
nothing  at  all.  The  public  has  known  for 
years   what   was   shown   by   that   investigation. 
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Those  members  of  the  Legislature  who  lead 
the  other  members  are  well  taken  care  of 
by  the  interests,  and  by  "the  interests"  I  do 
not  mean  the  average  rich  man,  but  a  hand- 
ful of  men  who  get  their  wealth  by  ques- 
tionable methods  and  who  continue  to  add  to 
it  by  means  that  are  not  considered  honest 
by  the  average  gentleman.  As  I  say,  the 
great  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Legis- 
lature are  honest,  but  they  show  a  lack  of  in- 
terest in  matters  that  come  before  them. 
Take  the  last  day  of  their  session,  when  they 
were  prorogued  on  Beacon  Hill,  it  was  the 
desire  of  a  great  number  of  the  members,  ab- 
solutely honest  members,  and  perhaps  a  natu- 
ral desire  on  their  part,  to  have  the  body  pro- 
rogued so  that  they  could  get  the  balance  of 
the  salaries  due  them  from  the  state,  which 
they  could  not  receive  until  they  adjourned 
for  all  time,  or  for  this  year.  That  was  one 
of  the  reasons  which  actuated  them.  They 
had  a  mock  session  on  Beacon  Hill,  which 
was  not  really  a  mock  session  but  a  serious 
session  and  in  which  some  of  .the  leaders 
were  shown  up  in  their  true  light.  There 
were  things  suggested  in  the  way  of  a  joke 
that  were  really  not  a  joke.  It  is  certainly  no 
joke  the  way  the  interests  of  the  public  in 
many  respects  are  not  protected.  The  few 
who  control  on  Beacon  Hill  have  dominated 
and  controlled  affairs  there,  and  have  made 
the  people  of  the  entire  Commonwealth  suf- 
fer, day  in  and  day  out,  not  only  this  year 
but  for  manv,  many  years.  It  is  not  a  new 
condition.  The  good  have  to  suffer  with  the 
bad,  and  many  a  man  on  Beacon  Hill  whom 
I  know  is  of  pure  character  in  politics  and 
in  public  and  home  life,  nevertheless  carries 
into  his  immediate  home  locality,  as  viewed 
by  his  neighbors  or  constituents,  an  atmos- 
phere which  leads  them  to  think  he  is  dis- 
honest and  corrupt,  when  he  is  not  dishon- 
est. It  is  because  he  is  inactive  ;  it  is  because 
he  allows  the  leaders,  socalled,  to  conduct  af- 
fairs and  talk  for  him.  As  far  as  this  Edi- 
son Company  is  concerned,  I  don't  know 
whether  or  not  we  can  do  anything,  but  I  do 
know  this,  that  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Lawrence  and  a  majority  of  the  City  Council 
have  come  down  here  today  to  consult  with 
me  concerning  what  might  be  done  to  remove 
the  Edison  Company's  shackles  from  the 
ankles  and  hands  of  the  people  of  Lawrence. 
They  are  going  back  there,  my  friends,  with 
reinforced  confidence  that  if  one  body  like 
ours  can  create  the  interest  we  have  created 
in  this  great  subject  and  can  make  the  prog- 
ress we  have  made,  and  are  going  to  make, 
legislative  bodies  in  other  cities  can  do  like- 
wise, because  conditions  in  Boston  are  iden- 
tical with  conditions  in  every  nook  and  cor- 
ner of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
except  where  municipally  owned  plants  are 
operated.  The  situation  here  is  an  exact  dup- 
licate of  that  elsewhere.  If  the  bill  to  cap- 
italize premiums  had  passed  the  Legislature, 
it  would  have  taken  money  from  the  pockets 
of  light  consumers  in  the  city  of  Lawrence, 
almost  a  million  dollars,  the  same  as  it  would 
have  taken  money  from  the  pockets  of  peo- 
ple all  over  the  state ;  because  what  affects 
us  here  in  Boston  affects  people  in  Pittsfield, 
Haverhill,  New  Bedford,  and  all  over  the 
Commonwealth.  I  sav  that  we  should  be 
proud  of  our  action  here.  We  have  done 
wonderful  work  in  the  matter  of  arousing 
public  sentiment  concerning  the  conduct  of 
this  arrogant,  overbearing.  un-American  in- 
stitution, comprising  the  lighting  companies, 
both  gas  and  electric.  I  do  not  desire  to  bur- 
den the  members  further  with  any  words  of 
mine,  because  you  have  been  awfully  good  in 
listening  to  me  Monday  after  Monday  on  this 
subject.  Many  of  the  other  members  of  the 
Board  are  just  as  conve\"sant  with  the  facts 
and  conditions  as  I  am.  I  believe  I  am  mere- 
ly sneaking  for  them,  because  I  know  they 
would  say  "Amen"  to  all  I  say,  knowing  con- 
ditions as  well  as  I  do.  The  fact  is,  as  we 
all  know,  that  the  conditions  are  bad.  The 
Edison  Company  claims  to  believe  or  feel  that 
the  pepole  are  satisf.ed  with  conditions,  when 
I  know  that  ninety-nine  out  of  every  one 
hundred  individuals  in  the  Commonwealth  are 
dissatisfied.     But   they   have   got   into   a  frame 


of  mind  where  they  say  "What  is  the  use? 
What  can  we  do  ?"  Probably  we  cannot  do 
anything  except  to  keep  the  matter  alive,  and 
some  day  we  will  have  a  Legislature  on  Bea- 
con Hill  that-  will  be  responsive  to  the  needs 
of  their  constituents,  to  the  needs  of  the  dif- 
ferent communities,  and  who  will  stand  up 
man-fashion  in  the  interests  of  the  people.  I 
believe  some  one  is  responsible  for  permitting 
the  Edison  Company  to  continue  in  business 
in  Boston  and  the  nearby  cities  and  towns 
without  some  supervision  or  power  of  control 
over  it.  It  is  amazing,  when  you  stop  to 
think  of  it,  that  these  things  are  being  done 
by  a  company  that  could  not  exist  without 
using  our  streets  for  its  conduits  and  poles.  It 
could  not  exist,  could  not  do  a  dollar's  worth 
of  business,  its  stock  would  not  be  worth  a 
nickel,  if  it  did  not  have  the  privileges 
granted  to  it  by  the  different  municipalities. 
It  could  not  sell  its  stock  for  anything,  and 
its  bonds  would  be  worthless.  The  important 
thing  it  has  is  the  franchise  to  use  our 
streets  for  its  wires  and  poles,  to  conduct 
current  to  the  homes  of  our  citizens,  thereby 
enabling  them  to  consume  the  product  of  the 
company.  Without  such  a  franchise  the  com- 
pany "would  be  nowhere,  and  yet  this  Edison 
Company  is  absolutely  without  any  supervi- 
sion so  far  as  any  over-power  is  concerned. 
The  Public  Utilities  Commission  are  helpless. 
They  cannot  regulate  rates.  And  the  strange 
thing  is  that  the  reason  why  the  company 
has  not  charged  more  than  12  cents  per  kilo- 
watt hour  for  electricity  in  Boston  is  that  it 
filed  voluntarily,  for  shame's  sake,  a  few 
yea'-s  ago,  with  the  old  commission,  a  tariff 
seating  that  it  would  never  charge  more  than 
32  cents  per  kilowatt  hour  for  its  electricity. 
A  fine  concession  !  Twelve  cents  per  ki'owa^t 
hour  here,  when  in  Cleveland  the  price  is  5 
cents,  when  it  is  being  obtained  in  New  York 
for  7  cents ;  when,  in  fact,  in  cities  and 
towns  aU  over  the  country  the  price  is  r0 
per  cent  less  than  it  is  in  Boston.  But  we 
cannot  compel  them  to  reduce  their  rates. 
The  Public  Utilities  Commission  is  helpless  in 
that  matter,  and  the  reason  whv  we  are  be- 
ing heard  on  behalf  of  the  city  in  the  matter 
of  a  possible  reduction  of  prices  is  merely  be- 
cause it  has  been  agreed  in  a  contract  made 
between  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Edison 
Company,  under  the  old  lighting  commission, 
both  parties  mav  at  certain  times  appeal  to 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  as  arbiters  to 
determine  the  question.  It  is  not  because 
there  is  any  real  power  over  them  at  all  in 
the  matter  of  rates.  It  is  true  that  the  de- 
partment may  have  power  over  them  con- 
cerning the  erection  of  poles,  the  stretchincr 
of  wires,  or  the  issuing  of  bonds,  but  that  is 
something  that  thev  can  get  any  way.  They 
do  about  as  they  please.  That  is  the  situation 
that  confronts  us  as  far  as  this  company  is 
concerned,  and  I  sav.  For  shame!  Boston, 
the  citv  of  culture,  the  hub  of  the  universe, 
the  enlightened  city,  the  modern  Athens,  to- 
day is  under  the  control  and  domination,  so 
far  as  one  of  our  greatest  necessities  is  con- 
cerned, of  a  handful  of  arrogant,  unfair.  un- 
American  men,  who  make  up  the  Edison  Com- 
pany of  Boston.  I  trust  that  the  rules  will 
be  suspended  and  that  the  order  will  go  upon 
its  passage  at  this  time,  so  that  we  may  at 
'east  make  another  step  in  the  direction  of 
doing  something  for  the  consumers  of  elec- 
tricity in  the  City  of  Boston. 

The    preamble,     resolution    and    order    were 
passed.

Gentlemen, — On  March  28  I  sent  a  message 
to  the  City  Council  requesting  the  passage  of 
an  order  which  would  give  me  authority  to 
sell,  at  a  price  not  less  than  the  1920  assessed 
valuation,  the  property  at  the  corner  of  Arch 
street  and  Hawley  place,  originally  purchased 
as  a  site  for  Police  Station  2. 

It  has  been  repeatedly  brought  to  the  at- 
tion  of  the  City  Council,  not  only  that  the  site 
was  unfit  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was 
originally  purchased,  but  that  there  was  not 
the  slightest  likelihood  that  the  Police  Com- 
missioner would  consent  to  its  being  used  for 
a  police  station  site.

DONOGHUE  offered  an  order— That 
the  trustees  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
Company  be  requested,  through  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  to  run  cars  at  a  five-cent  rate  of 
fare  from  Roxbury  Crossing  to  Boylston  street 
and    return    on    Tremont   street.

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  ask 
a  suspension  of  the  rule  for  the  passage  of 
the  order,  dealing  with  this  question  of  a 
five-cent  fare  for  the  people  who  patronize 
the  Elevated  service  between  Roxbury  Crossing 
and  Boylston  street.  I  feel,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  Elevated  is  now  establishing  the 
policy  of  five-cent  fare  districts,  it  certainly 
ought  to  give  the  people  of  the  central  dis- 
trict, within  a  radius  of  a  mile  and  a  half 
of  this  hall,  the  benefit  of  a  five-cent  fare,  and 
I  believe  it  would  be  a  paying  proposition  for 
the  trustees  of  the  Elevated  to  follow  that 
policy.  I  hope  when  the  matter  is  referred  to 
them  that  they  will  take  it  up  seriously.  I 
hope,  instead  of  sending  back  a  communica- 
tion saying  they  will  further  investigate  it, 
but  that  it  does  not  seem  advisable  at  this 
time — which  seems  to  be  a  stock  phrase  of 
theirs — they  will  make  a  serious  investigation 
as  to  the  possibilities  of  a  five-cent  fare  with 
adequate  service,  with  an  adequate  number  of 
cars,  say  on  Tremont  street.  They  will  find 
that  it  would  be  to  the  financial  advantage  of 
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the  Elevated  road  to  pay  some  attention  to 
the  great  riding  public  in  this  way,  particu- 
larly in  the  central  district  of  Boston.  I  don't 
want  to  be  one  of  those  who  are  continually 
trying  to  step  on  the  public  trustees  of  the 
Elevated  road,  but  when  I  look  around  and 
see  that  they  are  spending  so  much  money  for 
new  rolling  stock,  for  depreciation,  for  fitting 
up  with  new  rails,  and  that  sort  of  thing, 
spending  the  people's  money  and  spending  it 
in  the  most  lavish  way,  it  seems  to  me  that 
the  people  who  are  here  today  ought  not  to  be 
compelled  to  bear  the  entire  burden  of  re- 
habilitating that  road,  which  was  on  the 
verge  of  bankruptcy  until  it  was  saved  by 
a  Legislature  whose  action  has  since,  through 
the  recent  investigation,  been  shown  to  be 
absolutely  contrary  to  the  wishes  of  the  peo- 
ple of  Boston  and  the  outlying  sections-.  I 
feel  that  when  the  trustees  put  aside  ten  times 
as  much  in  one  year  as  the  old  officials  of 
the  Boston  Elevated  put  aside  in  ten  years 
for  such  purposes,  there  is  something  radi- 
cally wrong.  I  feel  that  the  people  who  are 
here  today  ought  not  to  be  compelled  to 
pay  the  entire  cost  of  rehabilitating  that  road 
inside  of  two  or  three  years.  I  think  the 
least  the  trustees  might  do  is  to  stretch  it 
over  the  ten-year  term  for  which  they  were 
appointed.  But  it  is  rather  a  peculiar  thing 
to  me  to  find  that  there  has  never  been  a 
minority  report  from  any  decision  of  the  Ele- 
vated trustees,  or,  if  there  has,  I  have  yet 
failed  to  see  it.  When  that  Board  was  ap- 
pointed, ordinary  people  were  supposed  to  be 
given  some  representation  on  the  Board,  but 
it  seems  that  they  have  not  been  given  any 
representation,  and  those  now  conducting  the 
affairs  of  the  Elevated  do  not  seem  to  respond 
to  the  wishes  of  the  people,  which  certainly 
are  in  the  direction  of  an  attempt  to  estab- 
lish a  five-cent  fare,  at  least  in  the  city  proper. 
When  they  establish  five-cent  fares  in  East 
Boston,  Medford,  Somerville,  and  all  through 
those  outlying  sections,  while  I  have  no  fault 
to  find  with  that  policy,  I  think,  with  the 
great  income  derived  from  the  people  who 
live  within  a  two-mile  radius  of  City  Hall, 
those  people  surely  are  entitled  to  the  same 
consideration  as  those  in  the  outlying  dis- 
tricts. The  service  here  is  something  fright- 
ful. The  service  between  here  and  Roxbury 
is  abominable.  You  wait  fifteen  or  twenty 
minutes  for  a  car  after  you  leave  the  Ele- 
vated. I  ride  myself  from  Boylston  street  to 
Dover  street  on  the  Elevated  and  then  walk 
downstairs  to  the  street  and  I  have  to  wait 
ten  or  fifteen  minutes  for  a  car  almost  any 
time  in  the  day.  That  does  not  seem  to  me 
right  when  I  can  go  into  the  subway  and 
find  cars  shooting  out  to  Newton,  Watertown 
and  Brighton  every  minute  or  two.  I  think 
the  people  have  been  very  patient  with  the 
trustees,  and  I  think  they  ought  to  make 
some  effort  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  people 
by  establishing  a  five-cent  fare  in  the  central 
district  I  hope  the  rule  will  be  suspended 
and   that  the  order  will  go  on  its   passage. 

The  rule  was  suspended   and  the   order  was 
passed. 


SIDEWALK,    PARK    STREET,    DORCHES- 
TER.

Dear    Sir, — Inspectors    Clayton    and    Wilson, 
who    are    supervising    the    installation    of    the 
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sprinkler  equipment  at  the  Boston  Almshouse 
and  Hospital,  inform  me  that  it  will  be  neces- 
sary, for  the  protection  of  the  sprinkler  heads, 
to  heat  the  attics  of  the  several  buildings  so 
that  the  temperature  will  not  drop  below 
freezing   in    the    coldest   weather. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  run  coils  of  steam 
piping  into  these  attics  since  they  have  never 
been  heated  at  an  estimated  cost  'of  not  more 
than   $5,000. 

I  have  consulted  with  the  auditor  as  to  the 
propriety  of  incurring  expense  for  the  in- 
stallation of  the  necessary  equipment,  under 
the  appropriation  order  passed  by  the  City 
Council  September  20,  1920,  for  $105,000  for 
Long  Island  Fire  Protection.  The  City  Audi- 
tor informs  me  that  it  would  not  be  a  proper 
charge  under  the  appropriation  order  as  at 
present    drawn. 

I  respectfully  ask  that  you  recommend  to 
the  City  Council  that  I  be  permitted  to  ad- 
vertise for  proposals  and  complete  the  neces- 
sary contracts  for  the  proper  heating  of  the 
above  described  attics,  the  cost  to  be  charged 
to  the  appropriation  for  Long  Island  Fire 
Protection.

20  relative  to  the  City  Council  order  dated 
May  16,  asking  that  the  Board  of  Park  Com- 
missioners be  requested  to  furnish,  through 
your  Honor,  more  information  relative  to  the 
granting  of  the  privilege  at  the  refectory 
building  at  Franklin  Park,  and  also  what  the 
policy  of  the  Board  is  with  relation  to  the 
granting   of   like   privileges. 

As  the  concessions  let  for  a  number  of 
years  back  by  public  advertisements  at 
Franklin  Park  and  Marine  Park  have  been 
very  badly  managed,  resulting  in  poor  service 
and  poorer  material  furnished  to  the  public 
who  patronized  them,  particularly  the  young 
children,  the  Park  Commissioners  have  voted 
to  request  the  Women's  Educational  and  In- 
dustrial Union  to  take  over  the  refreshment 
privilege  at  Franklin  Park  without  remun- 
eration to  the  city.  This  privilege,  it  is  under- 
stood, is  to  continue  for  six  months  during  the 
present  summer.  If  the  results  obtained  are 
satisfactory,  the  commission  may  vote  to  con- 
tinue the  privilege  for  a  longer  time  if  the 
Women's  Educational  and  Industrial  Union 
are   in   a   mind   to   continue   the  work. 

It  is  possible  that  arrangements  can  be 
made  with  the  same  organization  to  take  over 
the  work  at  Marine  Park  headhouse.  No 
arrangements,  however,  have  yet  been  made 
to  do   this. 

No  other  concession  has  been  considered  by 
the  Board  as  yet,  for  the  reason  that  th« 
present  arrangement  is  considered  more  as  an 
experiment.  The  Women's  Educational  and 
Industrial  Union  furnishes  the  children  of 
the  public  schools  food  and  refreshments  at  a 
low  cost  and  we  hope  that  the  public,  particu- 
larly the  children,  may  in  this  way  get 
nourishing  food  and  good  refreshments  and 
clean,   sanitary  service.

I  submit  the  following  figures 
received  by  me  from  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Buildings :  Electric  illuminating  sign 
installed  at  Merchants  row  entrance  to  the 
market,  $850 ;  installing  two  200-watt  unit 
fixtures  at  each  end  of  the  market ;  installing 
nine  lights  with  steel  reflectors,  three  on  the 
north  side,  three  on  the  south  side,  three  on 
the  west  side;  furnish  and  install  three  200- 
watt  unit  fixtures  in  doorways  and  entrances 
of  the  market  house.  In  connecting  whole 
lighting  systems  now  in  use  with  house  light- 
ing, present  wiring  will  be  used  as  far  as  pos- 
sible. This  estimate  covers  all  additional  ma- 
terial to  install  complete  system  of  wiring 
markets  and  furnish  all  labor,  $950.  Two  new 
up-to-date  doors,  $1,100.  This  includes  re- 
moving of  bulkheads  now  used  as  entrances, 
new  awning  around  Faneuil  Hall  Market  of 
No.  24  gauge  galvanized  corrugated  iron  on 
all  four  sides,  renewing  No.  2  by  2  by  3-16 
angle  irons  and  circular  gutters  where  neces- 
sary, painting  with  one  coat  of  best  red  lead 
and  oil  after  erection,  $1,950.

Sir, — This  is  the  report  of  an  examination 
made'  during  the  night  of  June  3  and  4,  1921, 
of  the  candle  power  of  certain  incandescent 
gas  street  lights   in  Boston. 

By  the  provisions  of  section  7,  Document 
74,  1914,  "Contracts  with  the  Boston  Consoli- 
dated Gas  Company  ....,"  the  City  may  at 
any  'time  require  the  contractor  to  employ  a 
competent  person,  acceptable  to  both  parties, 
to  examine  the  apparatus  employed  in  fur- 
nishing the  lighting  service,  to  ascertain 
whether  or  not  the  contractor  is  complying 
with  the  terms  of  the  agreement.  At  the  re- 
quest of  both  parties  I  examined  a  number  of 
lights  and  determined  the  light  given  in  a 
horizontal  direction  as  expressed  in  candle 
power. 

The  tests  took  place  during  the  night  of 
June  3  and  4,  1921,  between  9.40  p.  m.  and 
2.05   a.   m.  , 

I  tested  the  candle  power  of  five  groups 
of  four  lights  each,  the  particular  lights  being 
designated  by  the  inspector  of  street  lighting, 
Mr.  Cornelius  Lee.  The  streets  on  which  are 
located  the  lights  are:  Girard,  off  Massachu- 
setts avenue  ;  Pleasant,  off  Cottage  ;  Hamilton, 
off  Columbia  road ;  Norfolk,  off  Morton,  and 
Burroughs,   off   Centre  street. 

The  method  used  was  to  reflect  the  light 
through  a  tubular  box  to  the  test  plate  of  a 
Sharp-Millar  photometer.  The  tube  and  re- 
flector were  hung  on  the  lamp-post  and  the 
light  measured  through  the  globe,  thus  measur- 
ing the  light  as  given  under  actual  service 
conditions.  The  system,  reflector,  tubular  box, 
test  plate  and  photometer  were  calibrated  by 
me  and  a  value  found  and  used  expressed  in 
international  candles. 

The  agreement  calls  for  a  light  of  not  less 
than  sixty  horizontal  candle  power.  Fifteen 
of  the  lights  gave  a  candle  power  exceeding 
sixty    candles    in    a    horizontal    direction ;    the 


remaining  five  fell  below  sixty  candle  power 
on  the  first  test,  but  exceeded  sixty  candle 
power  after  regulation.  The  average  candle 
power  for  the  twenty  lights  as  found  was  63.9 
and  ranged  from  42.8  to  78.2  horizontal  candle 
power.

NEWSPAPER     COMMENTS     ON     NAMING 
SQUARES. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  Chairman,  I  rise  for 
the  purpose  of  having  recorded  on  the  min- 
utes of  the  Council  two  editorials  pertaining 
to  the  action  of  this  body  on  the  naming  of 
squares  after  those  who  passed  away  in  the 
late  war.  One  commends  our  attitude  and 
the  other  condemns  it,  and  I  think,  as  a  mat- 
ter of  record,  we  ought  to  have  them  both  on 
file  and  in  the  record.  Therefore  I  ask  that 
permission  be  granted  to  print  them  in  the 
record. 

President  FORD — There  being  no  objection, 
the   editorials   or  excerpts   will   be  printed. 

The  editorials  referred  to  by  Coun.  Watson 
are   as   follows  : 

(Editorial    from    the    Herald    of    June    8.) 

"Our  New  City  Squares. 
"We  have  received  letters  questioning  the 
taste  of  naming  street  intersections,  miscalled 
squares,  m  honor  of  the  boys  who  died  in  the 
great  war.  Though  we  lack  the  space  to 
print  these  communications,  we  would  like 
to  reassure  their  writers  that  no  organic  re- 
sults will  follow  these  designations  and  that 
in  view  of  the  type  of  statesmanship  now 
dominant  in  our  City  Council,  they  should  re- 
joice that  it  has  not  undertaken  a  more 
sweeping  revision  of  the  nomenclature  of  our 
thoroughfares. 

"The  Mayor  has  not  allowed  the  City 
Council  to  rename  any  existing  street  or 
square.  This  is  imjportant.  Other  com- 
munities have  not  always  adhered  to  such  a 
rule.  In  Salt  Lake  City  a  generation  ago 
the  Mormons  and  the  Gentiles  ran  a  spirited 
race  for  a  control  which  carried  with  it  the 
naming  of  the  streets.  Just  as  we  turn  out 
Democratic  office  holders  to  put  in  Republi- 
cans, when  there  is  a  change  in  Federal  ad- 
ministration, the  rival  factions  in  Salt  Lake 
City  changed  the  names  of  the  streets  on  a 
corresponding  overturn.  Why  not?  Is  not 
honor  more  than   the  emoluments  of  office? 


"Our  city  has  wisely  decided  to  adhere  to 
established  designations,  and  to  plaster  the 
new  names  only  on  places  which,  not  already 
named  have  no  use  for  a  name.  James  F. 
Mahoney  square,  for  example,  to  the  south  of 
us,  serves  no  purpose  of  designation.  The 
Little  Building  will  still  be  known  as  at  the 
corner  of  Boylston  and  Tremont  streets.  The 
Touraine  Hotel  has  not  re-embossed  its  sta- 
tionery with  the  name  James  F.  Mahoney 
square,  or  even  announced  that  it  is  the  finest 
hotel  on  James  F.  Mahoney  square,  which 
would  have  the  virtue  of  under-statement. 
Nor  have  the  Tremont  street  merchants 
adopted  as  designations  the  number  of  doors 
they  are  north  of  James  F.  Mahoney  square. 
It  is  the  same  way  with  Laban  S.  Beecher 
square,  named  in  the  olden  times  in  Roxbury. 
Not  one  in  ten  of  our  readers  know  where  it 
is.  Nor  is  it  a  square  !  Under  the  new  bap- 
tisms we  now  have  three  Kennedy  squares 
in  Boston — with  different  first  names,  to  be 
sure — but  it  would  be  a  catch  question  to  ask 
a  class  in  geography  to  give  their  locations. 

"In  Mexico  City  the  street  names  often 
change  with  each  block.  Our  City  Council 
might  have  done  that  hei-e,  in  addition  to 
renaming  our  old-time  thoroughfares.  By 
giving  a  new  name  to  each  block  what  a 
large  number  of  the  soldiers  of  the  late  war 
our  eouncilmen  could  recognize.  That  they 
did  not  do  that  we  may  be  profoundly  thank- 
ful. With  the  precedent  of  Mexico  and  Salt 
Lake  City  before  them,  our  eouncilmen  might 
have  offended  egregiously  against  community 
convenience.     They   have   not   done  so  yet. 

"Nor  need  we  be  deeply  moved  by  the 
criticism  of  some  of  our  correspondents  that 
there  is  not  an  adequate  distribution  of  ra- 
cial groups ;  that  the  Italians,  for  example, 
have  not  squares  enough  named  for  them. 
Or  the  Polish  boys  have  been  forgotten ! 
That  French-Canadian  valor  seems  over- 
looked !  Never  mind !  When  the  majority  of 
the  city  becomes  Italian  stock  it  will  be 
time  enough  to  call  the  crossings  of  Wash- 
ington and  Winter  streets,  now  modestly 
known  as  Shuman's  corner,  Tetrazzini 
square.  Let  time  work  out  its  own  prob- 
lems. Let  us  be  cheerful  over  its  present 
dispensations  of  favor  to  us  !" 

( Editorial  from  the  Boston  Telegram  of 
June  9.) 

"The   Names   op   Soldiers. 

"It  is  sorrowing  to  find  that  some  Boston 
newspapers  are  offended  because  the  names 
of  boys,  who  gave  up  their  lives  in  the  serv- 
ice of  their  nation  in  France,  have  been  be- 
stowed upon  the  intersection  of  Boston 
streets. 

"What  an  affront  it  must  be  to  these  news- 
papers to  find  that  the  name  of  the  son  of 
an  immigrant  is  emblazoned  in  gold  upon  a 
vreet  marker  !. 

"How  disconcerting  and  disturbing  it  is  to 
those  who  consider  they  have  a  mortgage  upon 
Boston  and  her  streets  and  her  public  places, 
to  find  that  one,  who  bears  a  name  which 
grates   upon   their  ears,   is   honored   as    a  hero. 

"It  is  too  bad  indeed  that  the  City  Council 
has  honored  the  boys  who  went  out  from 
Boston  to  serve  their  country  and  who  gave 
all  they  had,  even  life,  for  their  city  and  their 
nation. 

"Whose  name  should  be  placed  in  public 
places  ? 

"Whose  name  should  be  substituted  for 
those   who   died  ? 

"Should  the  alleged  aristocratic  critics  be 
given  honor  simply  because  in  their  own 
petty  group  they  are  considered  as  brahmins 
and   as   cultured? 

"Do  they  consider  the  soldiers  and  sailors 
as  mercenaries  who  are  to  be  thrown  $30  a 
month  and  who  must  then  thank  those  who 
pay,  and  consider  themselves  adequately  re- 
warded? 

"The  same  nasty  opposition  that  rears  its 
reptilian  head  against  naming  streets  and 
squares  for  service  men,  fights  the  bonus  for 
veterans.

"The  opponent  of  honor  and  reward  and 
justice  to  service  men  are  those  hand-shakers 
who  thronged  the  streets  as  the  men  went 
out  to  war  and  wildly  cheered  because  they 
knew  the  departure  of  these  boys  insured 
their  own  skins  against  danger. 

"No,  Boston's  squares  should  not  be  named 
for  boys  who  died  in  France ;  they  should  be 
named  after  those  shirt  fronts  who  are  al- 
ways in  the  front  rank  of  every  procession 
except  those  processions  which  lead  to  sac- 
rifice."

MONEY    FOR    LEGAL    SERVICES. 

The   following   was   rceived : 

City   of   Boston, 
Office   of   the   Mayor,   July    5,    1921. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City   Council: 

Gentlemen,— Some  short  while  after  the  pass- 
age of  chapter  159,  Acts  of  1918,  '  An  Act 
to  Provide  for  the  Public  Operation  of  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company,  which 
act  when  originally  drafted  as  recommended 
by  the  Public  Service  Commission  was  changed 
without  the  City  of  Boston  or  any  of  its 
officials  being  notified,  and  which  act  I  have 
always  been  opposed  to  in  its  present  form, 
I  was  advised  by  the  then  Corporation  Counsel, 
Alexander  Whiteside,  that  the  act  was,  as  far 
as  the  City  of  Boston  was  concerned,  uncon- 
stitutional, as  it  was  in  the  nature  of  a  taking 
of  the  subways  without  providing  for  compen- 
sation, as  we  held  the  subways  in  our  pro- 
prietary capacity  because  of  acts  passed  in 
1902  and  1911,  and  said  chapter  159,  Acts  of 
1918  provided  for  the  control  of  the  subways 
by  the  Commonwealth  through  public  trustees 
appointed   by   the   Governor. 

This  act  also  provided  for  assessment  upon 
the  City  of  Boston  without  a  provision  for 
the   acceptance  of   any   act  by  the   city. 

Acting  upon  said  advice,  I  instructed  the 
Corporation  Counsel  to  institute  proceedings 
to  test  the  constitutionality  of  the  act.  Action 
was  brought  in  the  name  of  the  City  of  Boston 
v.  Burrill,  the  then  State  Treasurer,  and  the 
Boston  Elevated  appeared  in  said  action  and 
filed  a  demurrer,  which  demurrer  was  over- 
ruled in  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  for  the 
County  of  Suffolk  by  a  single  justice.  The  case 
was  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  for 
the  Commonwealth,  and  the  finding  of  the  sin- 
gle justice,  who  had  retired  from  membership 
in  said  court  and  was  no  longer  a  member 
thereof,  was   reversed. 

I  consider  the  question  of  our  private  and 
proprietary  rights  in  the  subways  as  well  as 
the  question  of  the  right  of  the  state  to  tax 
the  inhabitants  of  the  city  for  the  upkeep, 
repair  and  improvement  of  private  property 
of  a  corporation  and  the  payment  of  dividends 
on  stock  by  a  general  tax  levy  of  such  iniqui- 
tous character  as  legislation  that  my  opposi- 
tion should  continue  until  the  highest  court  of 
the  land,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States,  determines  its  constitutionality.  Dur- 
ing the  proceedings  in  this  case  the  Hon. 
Nathan  Matthews  was  employed  to  assist 
as  special  counsel  in  the  Law  Department  and 


1  feel  that  his  services  as  special  counsel 
should  be  continued  so  that  regardless  of  any 
charge  in  the  personnel  of  the  department, 
that  he  should  act  to  the  end,  as  he  has  from 
the  beginning  represented  the  city  in  the  sub- 
way enterprises  both  at  the  Legislature  and 
in  court ;  as  he  was  the  chief  supporter  of 
the  Acts  of  1902  and  Acts  of  1911,  wherein 
the  Legislature  provided  that  the  City  of 
Boston  hold  the  subways  in  their  private  and 
proprietary  capacity ;  as  he  argued  the  case 
of  Brown  v.  Turner,  involving  the  principles 
concerning  these  proprietary  acts  ;  and  as  he 
has  been  thoroughly  conversant  in  this  case 
from  its  inception  ;  was  engaged  in  the  prepa- 
ration and  argument  of  the  case  in  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  for  the  county  and 
was  engaged  in  assisting  the  present  Corpora- 
tion Counsel  in  the  argument  of  the  case 
before  the  full  bench ;  as  he  has  thus  far 
received  no  compensation  for  his  services,  ex- 
cept a  nominal  sum  of  $300,  and  as  I  con- 
sider the  sum  of  $7,500,  which  he  will  charge 
for  services  already  rendered  and  to  be 
rendered  until  a  final  decision  is  rendered  by 
the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  a  reasonable 
amount  to  be  paid,  I  recommend  the  passage 
of  the  accompanying  order.

Gentlemen, — This  year  for  relief  work  by 
the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department  there  was  ap- 
propriated the  sum  of  $500,000,  it  being  felt 
that  this  would  be  ample,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  last  year  only  $417,000  was  spent  of  the 
$490,000   appropriated. 

The  demands  upon  the  department,  how- 
ever, have  been  so  great,  because  of  wide- 
spread unemployment,  that  the  department's 
funds  are  practically  exhausted,  and  it  be- 
comes necessary  to  make  available  an  addi- 
tional sum  of  $375,000.  The  Soldiers'  Relief 
Commissioner  believes  that  this  amount  will 
carry  him  through  until  January  31,  1922. 
The  city  should  do  everything  in  its  power  to 
aid  those  veterans  who  are  entitled  to  finan- 
cial assistance,  and  I  therefore  recommend 
the  immediate  passage  of  the  accompanying 
order.  I  hope  that  the  City  Council  will  pass 
the  order  at  the  meeting  on  July  11,  for 
unless  the  money  is  immediately  made  avail- 
able the  financial  relief  given  by  the  Soldiers' 
Relief  Department  will  have  to  be  cut  off.

Sir, — I  have  the  honor  to  request  the  appro- 
priation   of    $375,000    for   the   use    of    this    de- 


partment under  the  heading  in  the  budget 
"F,  Special  Items — 8,  State  and  Military  Aid, 
Soldiers'  Relief  and  Burial."  This  request  is 
necessary  because  of  the  great  increase  of 
expenditures  under  this  heading  during  the 
six  months  ending  June  30. 

At  this  time  it  is  not  possible  to  state  with 
accuracy  what  demands  will  be  made  for  re- 
lief during  the  balance  of  the  year.  Based  on 
the  present  situation,  however,  there  will  be 
required  approximately  $435,000.  In  the 
hope  that  conditions  of  employment  will  make 
it  possible  to  reduce  the  amounts  paid  for 
relief,   the   present    request    is    for    $375,000. 

While  the  recipients  of  aid  from  the 
Soldiers'  Relief  Department  on  account  of 
service  in  the  Civil  War  and  the  War  with 
Spain  remain  more  or  less  constant  in  number, 
those  receiving  relief  because  of  service  in  the 
World  War  have  increased  very  largely  in 
number  as  shown  in  the  following  table:

The  increases  indicated  above,  both  in  the 
number  of  applicants  for  relief  and  in  the 
amount  of  money  expended,  are  due  to  a 
great  extent  to  the  condition  of  business, 
which  makes  it  practically  impossible  for  a 
man  to  obtain  a  situation.  In  investigating 
along  this  line  a  conference  was  had  with 
the  director  of  the  State  Employment  Bu- 
reau, situated  on  Kneeland  street,  Boston,  and 
he  stated  that  as  many  as  3,000  men  and 
women  report  in  a  single  day  at  this  office 
seeking  situations.  He  stated  further  that 
for  every  position  which  he  was  able  to  ob- 
tain where  a  man  or  woman  was  wanted 
there  were  fifty  people  looking  for  the  situ- 
ation. As  long  as  this  condition  prevails  it  is 
very  probable  that  there  will  be  no  decrease  in 
the  demands  made  upon  the  Soldiers'  Relief 
Department.

LEGALITY    OF    PARK    PRIVILEGES. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  an  order— That 
the  Corporation  Counsel  be  requested  to  in- 
form the  City  Council  as  to  whether  or  not  it 
is  legal  for  the  Park  Department  to  give  away 
the  privileges  at  Franklin  Park  and  at  the 
Headhouse  at  City  Point. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  don't 
want  to  make  any  extended  remarks  in  refer- 
ence to  this  matter,  because  I  think  everybody 
here  is  conversant  with  it,  but  it  has  come  to 
my  attention  that  the  refectory  building  has 
been  given  to  the  Women's  Educational  In- 
dustrial Union,  the  president  of  which  is  a 
resident  of  Arlington,  Miss  Marion  Churchill. 
I  feel  if  any  of  these  privileges  are  to  be  given 
away  they  should  be  given,  as  I  said  a  few 
weeks  ago,  to  the  disabled  war  veterans.  If 
they  are  going  to  give  away  the  two  largest 
concessions  that  the  Park  Department  has  to 
give  out,  in  this  way,  there  isn't  any  reason 
to  my  mind  why  all  the  other  concessions 
that  the  Park  Department  or  any  other  de- 
partment gives  out  should  not  be  given  away 
gratis   to   some  one   who  does  not  live  in  Bos- 
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ton.  Owing  to  present  building  conditions  in 
Boston  you  have  to  go  to  the  Building  Depart- 
ment to  get  a  permit  to  shingle  your  house, 
and  they  tax  you  a  dollar  for  it — a  dollar 
for  this,  half  a  dollar  for  that,  picayune 
charges  of  that  kind.  We  have  such  taxes 
placed  upon  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston 
who  are  trying  to  improve  their  own  property 
and  to  better  existing  conditions,  and  then 
on  the  other  hand  we  find  here  a  case  where 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  has  allowed 
privileges  such  as  these  to  people  who  come 
in  from  outside  the  city — privileges  which 
have  brought  into  the  city  $5,200  per  year 
from  the  Headhouse  in  South  Boston  and 
$4,100  per  year  from  the  refectory  building 
in  Franklin  Park,  under  five-year  leases,  mak- 
ing practically  a  total  of  $50,000  in  just  these 
two  cases,  given  away  to  people  who  do  not 
reside  in  the  City  of  Boston.  The  Park  De- 
partment last  week  sent  to  us  a  reason  for 
this  procedure.  I  was  not  here  at  the  time 
and  I  did  not  have  an  opportunity  to  even 
see  it  until  I  read  it  in  the  City  Record.  But 
their  answer,  to  my  mind,  was  a  very  poor 
one.  They  said  that  in  the  past  the  privileges 
had  not  been  conducted  as  they  should  have 
been  conducted.  The  answer  to  that  is  that 
they  should  have  supervised  them  so  as  to 
see  that  they  were  conducted  in  a  proper 
way.  As  far  as  any  claim  they  may  make 
about  the  superiority  in  the  quality  of  goods 
sold  by  certain  people  as  compared  with  cer- 
tain others  is  concerned,  that  does  not  amount 
to  anything,  because  you  and  I  know  that 
there  are  only  a  few  people  who  deal  in  ice 
cream,  cakes,  tonics,  and  the  other  refresh- 
ments that  are  handled  in  connection  with 
these  refreshment  privileges.  You  must  buy 
them  all  from  som;  one  of  a  few  concerns, 
and  there  cannot  be  a  great  deal  of  difference 
in  the  quality  of  the  food  served  in  these 
various  places.  If,  however,  there  has  been 
any  bad  food  sold,  it  is  up  to  the  Health  De- 
partment to  see  that  that  sort  of  thing  is 
not  allowed ;  and  if  the  Park  Department  has 
allowed  such  a  condition  to  exist  for  any 
length  of  time,  it  has  been  negligent  and 
derelict  in  the  performance  of  its  duty.  But 
certainly  up  to  this  time  we  have  not  heard 
of  any  question  of  that  kind  being  raised. 
We  find  now  that  they  have  not  only  given 
away  this  refectory  privilege  to  the  Women's 
Educational  and  Industrial  Union,  the  presi- 
dent of  which  comes  from  Arlington,  but  they 
further  want  to  give  the  other  privilege,  at 
the  headhouse  in  South  Boston,  to  the  same 
organization.  I  do  not  understand  what  is 
behind  all  this  sort  of  camouflage,  but  there 
certainly  must  be  something  back  of  it  all. 
It  does  not  seem  reasonable  to  me  that,  after 
all  these  years  that  concessions  have  been 
advertised  and  granted  to  the  highest  bidder, 
at  this  late  date  they  should  give  away  to 
people  who  do  not  reside  in  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton privileges  of  this  sort.  I  certainly  hope 
that  the  Law  Department  will  so  construe  the 
law  that  they  will  be  unable  to  grant  these 
privileges  to  the  Women's  Educational  and  In- 
dustrial Union. 

The   order   was   passed   under   suspension    of 
the   rule. 


FILLING    OF    CARROLL    POND. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  an  order— That 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  send 
to  the  City  Council  a  request  for  an  appro- 
priation of  $10,000  to  be  expended  for  the 
filling   in   of   Carroll   Pond   in   Germantown. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  hope 
some  action  will  be  taken  on  this  particular 
matter  by  the  Mayor.  We  held  a  public  hear- 
ing out  in  West  Roxbury  and  found  the 
people  in  the  Germantown  section  up  in  arms 
over  what  they  consider  an  eyesore  and  menace 
to  the  public  health,  something  which  exists 
in  their  midst,  which  has  been  condemned 
by  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  has  been 
condemned  by  Dr.  Jordan  of  the  Health  De- 
partment. The  taxes  on  the  property  have 
not  been  paid  for  years,  and  still  the  property 
has  not  been  taken  over  by  the  City  of  Boston. 


They  have  been  trying  to  locate  the  one  who 
was  supposed  to  be  the  owner  of  the  property, 
and  at  one  time  they  did  locate  him  and  put 
him  into  court.  Since  that  time  he  has  gone 
to  parts  unknown,  and  it  is  impossible  to 
locate  the  owner  of  the  property.  In  my 
opinion,  Carroll's  Pond,  as  the  people  of  that 
district  term  it,  is  a  nuisance  that  ought  to 
be  abated.  It  should  be  filled  in.  There 
ought  not  to  be  any  more  dilly-dallying  about 
it  and  chasing  ai'ound  to  the  various  depart- 
ments by  the  residents  of  that  district.  I 
think  the  City  of  Boston  is  morally,  if  not 
legally,  bound  to  see  to  it  that  the  health  of 
the  people  of  that  district  is  protected,  that 
they  are  guarded  against  diphtheria  germs, 
malaria,  and  all  those  diseases  that  have 
stricken  themselves  and  their  children,  coming 
from  that  place.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
pond  should  be  filled  in  and  that  an  appro- 
priation adequate  to  perform  the  work  should 
be  sent  to  the  Council,  and  I  hope  that  the 
order  will  pass. 

The   order   was    passed   under   suspension   of 
the    rule. 


RAYMOND   EARL  BENNISON  SQUARE.

MORIARTY — Mr.  President,  I  am 
going  to  vote  against  all  permits  for  the  sale 
of  firearms,  and  I  want  to  clearly  state  my 
position  in  the  matter  at  this  time.  I  am 
going  to  say  that  for  the  first  time  since  1 
have  been  a  member  of  the  Council  courtesy 
has  not  been  extended  to  an  absent  member, 
myself  in  this  case,  by  delaying  action  upon 
a  matter  in  which  he  was  interested,  during 
his  absence,  a  matter  that  could  perfectly  well 
have  awaited  action  until  his  return.  During 
my  absence  this  Council  did  pass  some  per- 
mits. The  members  who  did  so  did  not  show 
the  courtesy  they  should  have  shown  to  me  as 
a  member  of  this  body.  While  some  of  them 
may  have  felt  that  they  made  a  mistake  in 
taking  the  action  they  did,  they  have  even 
shown  me  the  discourtesy  of  rubbing  it  in, 
saying,  "Because  we  have  granted  some  per- 
mits we  now  feel  that  we  have  got  to  grant 
permits  to  all  others  who  apply  here."  That 
is  the  statement  that  is  made,  that  is  the 
reason  that  they  give  for  voting  to  allow 
others  to  sell  firearms  in  this  city.  It  has  got 
to  a  point,  as  one  of  the  Boston  papers  said 
in  an  editorial  two  weeks  ago,  that  you  can 
buy  firearms  in  Boston  as  easily  as  a  child 
buys  a  penny  stick  of  candy.  And  the  mem- 
bers here  cannot  even  rectify  their  mistake. 
When  they  have  made  a  mistake,  these  big 
men  who  have  been  elected  by  the  popular 
vote  of  the  people,  instead  of  trying  to  correct 
the  mistake  and  protecting  the  people  who 
elected  them,  are  simply  going  to  protect  them- 
selves, continuing  the  mistake  that  they  made 


about  one  month  ago.  Mr.  President,  if  they 
have  voted  to  allow  some  pawnbrokers  in  this 
town  to  sell  firearms,  that  is  no  reason  why 
they  should  grant  others  permits  to  do  so, 
particularly  in  times  like  the  present.  If 
there  were  no  other  arguments,  we  might  con- 
sider what  has  been  said  by  the  Soldiers' 
Relief  Commissioner  today,  in  regard  to  the 
$375,000  for  soldiers'  relief,  to  the  effect  that 
the  reason  for  the  necessity  of  such  a  large 
expenditure  is  because  of  the  unemployment 
situation.  If  the  soldiers  in  this  town  are  un- 
employed, if  a  big  percentage  of  the  citizens 
of  Boston  are  unemployed,  and  if  the  thing  is 
going  to  continue  and  progress  from  now  until 
the  winter  months,  and  it  is  going  to  con- 
tinue to  be  easy  at  any  time  for  anybody  to  buy 
a  gun,  you  are  going  to  find  in  a  short  period 
ahead  more  disasters,  more  hold-ups,  more 
robberies,  more  assaults  by  men  carrying  guns. 
The  members  of  this  body  frequently  complain 
because  their  powers  are  so  slight,  but  they 
should  certainly  at  least  use  the  power  they 
have  in  putting  every  possible  barrier  in 
the  way  of  getting  guns  in  this  city.  Every- 
body is  in  favor  of  the  city  ordinance  that 
I  have  presented  here  today,  but  I  cannot  see 
how  a  man  can  consistently  vote  to  stop  the 
sale  of  firearms  without  a  permit,  on  the  one 
hand,  and  the  next  moment  vote  to  grant 
twelve  licenses  to  pawnbrokers  in  this  city. 
Mr.  President,  it  was  said  in  executive  com- 
mittee that  a  revolver  is  a  legitimate  article. 
I  saw  a  news  item  in  the  paper  a  short  time 
ago  where  a  man  by  the  name  of  Thompson, 
I  think  the  head  of  Thompson's  restaurant, 
offered  anybody  $1,000  for  any  good  reason 
why  a  gun  should  be  carried  by  anybody. 
Thompson's  thought  was  the  manufacture  and 
the  handling  of  guns  should  be  taken  over 
and  supervised  by  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment. I  say  to  you  as  men  that  you  would 
not  be  afraid  to  meet  anybody,  in  the  day 
or  night,  if  you  knew  that  he  did  not 
have  a  gun.  But  your  fear  of  anybody  who 
stops  you  on  the  street  or  who  enters  your 
house  in  the  night  is  that  he  is  armed  with 
a  gun.  If  you  knew  that  he  was  not  armed 
with  a  gun  you  would  take  your  chances 
with  him  as  man  to  man.  I  say  to  you 
men,  in  the  interest  of  the  protection  of 
the  life  and  limb  of  the  residents  of  this 
city,  those  who  made  it  possible  for  you  to 
be  here,  that  you  should  defeat  the  applica- 
tions for  these  ten  or  twelve  licenses  that 
you   have   granted  here   today. 


Coun.   FORD   in   the   chair. 


Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  do  not 
think  the  remarks  of  the  councilor  opposite 
should  go  without  a  reply  from  some  one,  and 
therefore  I  am  desirous  of  going  on  record  as 
at  least  attempting  to  refute  some  of  the 
statements  made  by  him,  or  to  show  that  our 
original  action — action  participated  in,  I  be- 
lieve, by  the  councilor  opposite — was  what  led 
to  the  wrong,  if  we  are  wrong  at  all.  We 
voted  to  give  a  monopoly  to  three  or  four 
concerns  dealing  with  firearms  in  Boston.  We 
voted  to  do  that  without  hesitation,  because 
we  were  informed  that  such  concerns  as  Iver 
Johnson  Company,  the  William  Read  Com- 
pany and  a  few  others,  were  legitimate, 
tax-paying  business  men,  reputable  concerns. 
So  we  voted  unhesitatingly  in  favor  of  grant- 
ing them  the  right  to  lease,  sell  and  rent  fire- 
arms. We  took  that  action  quickly,  I  voting 
with  the  rest,  and  I  believe  the  vote  was 
unanimous.  I  am  quite  confident  that  the 
gentleman  opposite  (Coun.  Moriarty)  voted  as 
I  voted.  Nevertheless,  we  voted  to  give  a 
monopoly  in  a  certain  line  of  business  to  three 
or  four  concerns  in  Boston,  and  we  took  it 
for  granted  that  all  the  pawnbrokers  dealing 
in  firearms  were  rather  slack  in  their  con- 
duct of  the  business.  We  have  since  been 
informed  that  a  man  can  more  easily  secure 
a  revolver  from  the  Iver  Johnson  or  the 
Read  Company  than  from  a  pawnbroker,  for 
the  reason  that  the  police  have  a  stricter 
supervision  and  make  a  more  thorough  exam- 
ination of  the  pawnbrokers  selling,  renting 
and    keeping    firearms,    than    they    do    of    the 
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large  reputable  business  houses  I  have  named. 
But  the  fact  remains  that  there  is  a  greater 
opportunity  to  secure  firearms  from  Iver 
Johnson,  the  Read  and  other  concerns,  than 
there  is  from  a  pawnbroker.  In  regard  to  the 
gentleman's  statement  that  there  is  liable  to 
be  a  large  number  of  unemployed  this  winter 
and  that  our  action  is  apt  to  lead  to  a  great 
deal  of  trouble  because  of  that  fact,  I  think 
that  argument  falls  of  its  own  weight,  be- 
cause any  man  who  wants  to  get  a  revolver 
to  commit  a  crime,  using  it  for  purposes  of 
burglary  or  highway  assault,  has  only  to  go 
across  the  line  into  our  neighboring  city  of 
Chelsea,  or  to  the  cities  of  Cambridge,  Som- 
erville  or  Newton,  procuring  a  gun  there  and 
coming  back  and  committing  a  felony  if  he 
so  desires.  Furthermore,  while  I  don't  know 
that  it  entered  the  gentleman's  mind  while 
he  was  speaking,  I  think  when  he  comes  to 
consider  he  will  realize  that  his  statement 
was  somewhat  of  a  reflection  on  the  unem- 
ployed. I  have  more  confidence  in  the  level- 
headedness and  good  judgment  of  our  law- 
abiding  citizens,  both  employed  and  unem- 
ployed, than  his  remarks  would  lead  us  to  be- 
lieve that  he  has.  I  am  satisfied,  also,  that 
if  there  is  not  strict  enough  supervision 
over  the  sale,  renting  and  leasing  of  firearms 
in  Boston,  the  fault  is  not  with  this  body. 
1  have  voted  for  the  ordinance  that  the  gentle- 
man has  introduced,  looking  to  the  regulation 
of  this  matter.  I  think  we  all  feel  that  there 
should  be  supervision  and  regulation  so  that 
there  will  not  be  reckless  sale  of  firearms  and 
the  placing  of  them  in  the  hands  of  reckless 
individuals.  That  is  a  dangerous  proposition, 
and  it  ought  to  be  regulated  in  some'  way, 
if  it  can  be  done  legally.  The  monopoly  situa- 
tion I  have  dealt  with.  As  I  say,  I  think 
our  original  vote  along  that  line  was  unani- 
mous. I  afterwards  felt — and  I  am  speaking 
for  myself  alone — that  we  had  done  an  in- 
justice to  others  by  granting  a  monopoly  to 
the  three  or  four  concerns  to  whom  we  gave 
the  right  to  sell,  lease  or  rent  firearms,  and 
I  felt  that  we  were  not  entitled  to  take  away 
from  others  the  opportunity  to  do  some  busi- 
ness, the  same  opportunity  which  we  had 
given  to  the  few.  That  side  of  the  question 
was  presented  to  us  here  very  forcibly,  and  I 
think  if  the  member  himself  had  been  present 
he  would  have  agreed  with  me  and  with  other 
members  in  the  position  we  took,  in  view 
of  the  statements  made.  It  is  an  unfortu- 
nate situation,  of  course,  but  I  do  not  think 
the  position  of  my  colleagues  and  myself  in 
voting  as  we  did  on  the  question  of  granting 
these  permits  ought  to  be  criticised  as  strongly 
as  the  gentleman  has  been  criticising  it.  I 
think  if  our  action  was  wrong,  it  was  an 
error  of  the  heart  rather  than  of  the  head, 
or  of  the  head  rather  than  of  the  heart, 
whichever  way  you  want  to  put  it.  Therefore, 
I  intend  to  vote  to  grant  to  these  men  doing 
business  as  pawnbrokers  the  right  to  sell,  rent 
or  lease  firearms,  under  the  restrictions  and 
penalties  existing,  in  order  that  they  may 
have  the  same  opportunity  given  to  them  that 
is  afforded  to  William  Read,  Iver  Johnson  and 
other  concerns,  which  can  sell  firearms  to  a 
child   if  they   desire  to   do  so. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  am 
going  to  go  back  a  little  farther,  so  far  as 
criticisms  are  concerned.  Some  time  ago  there 
was  a  motion  made  in  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee that  a  special  committee  be  appointed 
to  look  into  the  subject  of  the  regulation  of 
firearms.  At  the  next  meeting  an  order  along 
that  line  was  submitted  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, and  Coun.  Hagan,  the  acting  presi- 
dent of  the  Council,  upon  the  passage  of  the 
order,  appointed  Coun.  Ford,  Lane  and  my- 
self as  said  committee,  and  all  of  the  pawn- 
brokers' licenses  were  laid  on  the  table  until 
the  committee  made  an  investigation.  As 
one  member  of  the  committee  I  remember  that 
we  had  a  meeting  one  day  after  the  Council 
meeting.  I  was  seated  directly  between  Coun. 
Ford  and  Lane,  as  they  are  seated  here  today. 
There  was  no  further  activity  of  that  com- 
mittee. Certainly  I,  as  one  member  of  the  com- 
mittee, have  never  been  notified  of  another 
meeting     since    that     day.     Still,     I    was     told 


today  in  the  Executive  Committee  that  the 
commitce  did  make  a  report.  Of  course,  if 
it  was  a  mistake  of  the  head  or  a  mistake  of 
the  heart,  as  the  councilor  who  just  preceded 
me  has  said,  that  is  his  fault  and  not  mine. 
I  want  to  say,  as  a  member  of  the  Council, 
that  at  the  first  meeting  after  I  returned 
from  my  trip  I  served  notice  in  the  Executive 
Committee,  so'  far  as  courtesy  was  concerned, 
that  never  since  I  have  been  a  member  of  the 
Council  had  I  seen  such  tactics  used  while  a 
member  was  away  on  important  business.  It 
certainly  cannot  be  said  hereafter  that  it  was 
a  mistake  on  my  part.  I  am  not  going  to 
hide  behind  anything.  One  of  the  councilors 
said  inside  that  he  realized  the  day  that  the 
licenses  went  through  that  they  should  be  held 
up  until  I  got  back,  that  he  did  not  care 
about  putting  them  through.  I  certainly  feel 
that,  without  a  motion  to  reconsider  the  lay- 
ing of  the  matter  on  the  table  until  that  com- 
mittee made  a  report,  no  such  action  as  was 
taken  should  have  been  taken,  and  I  feel  that 
all  of  the  action  of  the  Boston  City  Council 
since  that  time  is  illegal  and  that  the  licenses 
granted  were  granted  illegally.  The  under- 
standing was  that  the  matter  should  lie  on  the 
table  until  that  committee  made  an  investiga- 
tion. That  was  my  impression,  and  I  think 
it  was  the  impression  of  everybody  here.  If 
it  were  not  so,  what  was  the  committee  ap- 
pointed for  ?  To  kid  me  or  to  kid  the  pub- 
lic, or  to  kid  whom  ?  The  committee  has  not 
done  the  work  that  it  was  appointed  to  do, 
and  until  the  committee  does  do  the  work  it 
was  appointed  for,  I  think  the  action  of  this 
Council,  without  a  reconsideration,  was  illegal  ; 
and  there  was  no  vote  reconsidering  the  action 
that  was  taken  at  that  time,  laying  the  mat- 
ter on  the  table  until  the  committee  had  re- 
ported. The  councilor  says  that  he  has  more 
confidence  in  the  unemployed  than  I  have, 
as  indicated  by  my  remarks.  That  may  be 
so,  but  I  will  say  to  you  this,  that  history 
will  only  repeat  itself,  and  during  times  of 
unemployment  in  the  past  there  have  been 
more  robberies,  more  holdups,  than  in  times 
of  good  business.  When  you  have  these  men 
who  have  families,  and  they  see  their  young- 
sters starving,  what  else  is  there  left  for  them 
to  do  but  to  go  out  and  get  some  of  the 
world's  goods  to  save  them  ?  I  feel,  as  far  as 
employment  is  concerned,  that  we  are  going 
to  have  the  worst  winter  that  Boston  has 
seen  in  a  good  many  years.  I  may  be  wrong 
in  my  judgment,  but  that  is  my  feeling  in  the 
matter.  The  gentleman  says  that  even  if  we 
did  prevent  this  sort  of  thing  in  Boston  they 
could  go  over  to  Chelsea,  to  Cambridge  or  to 
Bi-ookline.  They  do  not  have  any  pawnshops 
out  in  Brookline.  When  anybody  living  in 
Brookline  wants  to  dispose  of  anything  in  a 
pawnbroker's  shop  he  comes  to  Brookline's 
dumping  ground,  Boston.  Chelsea?  Yes,  they 
could  go  over  to  Chelsea.  They  could  go  to 
any  other  city  in  the  state.  But  that  is  not 
our  hunt.  We  are  not  legislating  to  protect 
the  citizens  of  Chelsea,  the  citizens  of  Cam- 
bridge or  the  citizens  of  any  other  city  in  this 
Commonwealth.  We  were  elected  by  the 
citizens  of  Boston,  and  if  we  do  our  duty 
it  may  be  possible  that  Chelsea,  Cambridge 
and  the  other  cities  alongside  of  us  may  take 
similar  action.  Let  Cambridge  take  care  of 
herself  and  let  Chelsea  do  likewise ;  but  I  am 
here  as  a  representative  of  Boston  and  I  am 
going  to  use  every  honorable  means  to  make  it 
impossible,  if  within  my  power,  to  buy  fire- 
arms in  Boston.  As  far  as  the  trust  or 
monopoly  is  concerned,  while  I  don't  think  my 
brother  did  it  intentionally,  I  think  he  gave 
a  wrong  impression  by  his  remark  in  regard 
to  that.  I  think  there  were  seven  or  eight 
concerns  to  whom  licenses  were  granted,  who 
sold  new  revolvers.  Monopoly?  I  never 
thought  of  a  monopoly.  I  thought  of  a  mini- 
mum, and  I  tried  to  protect  myself  by  not 
giving  the  maximum.  Then  he  says  that  it  is 
harder  to  buy  a  revolver  in  a  pawnshop  than 
it  is  in  Iver  Johnson's,  to  use  the  same  name 
that  he  used.  We  will  give  them  some  ad- 
vertising, anyway !  All  that  is  required,  in 
buying  a  revolver  in  this  city,  is  to  go  into 
a   place   and   purchase   it,   either   in   a   second- 
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hand  store  or  in  one  of  the  stores  that  sell 
new  revolvers  exclusively.  You  pay  over  the 
money  and  write  your  name  and  address  in 
a  book,  and  that  book  is  left  open  for  the 
inspection  of  the  people  who  grant  the  license. 
It  certainly  proves  to  me,  if  it  does  not  prove 
it  to  the  councilor  who  just  took  his  seat,  that 
there  must  be  some  justification  for  saying 
that  the  pawnbrokers  are  not  legitimate  when 
the  police  observe  the  supervision  they  do 
over  them,  watching  them  more  closely  than 
they  do  the  stores  selling  exclusively  new  re- 
volvers. If  the  police  do  not  do  their  duty  in 
supervising  Iver  Johnson  and  the  other  con- 
cerns to  whom  we  have  granted  permits,  that 
is  the  fault  of  the  police,  and  not  of  ourselves. 
Let  us  stand  on  our  own  feet.  If  the  police 
are  not  doing  their  duty — and  I  don't  want 
to  say  anything  about  the  police  or  inject 
my  feelings  in  regard  to  them  into  this  mat- 
ter— that  is  up  to  the  police.  For  some  un- 
known reason,  the  police,  body  and  soul,  have 
been  taken  from  the  hands  of  this  Council. 
I  simply  say  to  you  men  that  if  we  can,  by 
rejecting  these  percnits,  prevent  one  man  from 
carrying  a  revolver,  we  will  be  doing  justice 
to  the  citizens  of  our  city ;  and  I  believe,  as 
a  preventative  measure,  we  should  reject,  for 
the  protection  of  the  citizens  of  Boston,  each 
one   of   these   petitions. 


Csun.   WATSON   in  the  chair. 


Coun.  FORD.  Mr.  President,  I  simply  want 
to  say  one  word  about  the  committee  that  has 
been  referred  to,  I  being  its  chairman.  Coun. 
Collins,  when  he  said  in  the  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Committee  that  we  made  a  report, 
was  in  error.  We  made  no  report,  Coun. 
Lane  and  myself,  to  the  Executive  Committee. 
What  we  did  was  this.  We  told  them  about 
the  different  letters  that  were  coming  in  and 
the  different  applications  that  were  being 
made.  We  told  the  Executive  Committee  about 
the  absence  of  our  good  friend  (Coun.  Mori- 
arty)  in  the  West  and  then  left  it  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  without  any  report  at 
all,  to  decide  whether  or  not  they  would  take 
action.  The  Executive  Committee  voted,  al- 
though some  of  us  did  urge  that  the  matter 
be  delayed  until  the  councilor  got  back,  to 
take  action.  It  does  not  matter  what  in- 
dividuals voted  or  did  not  vote  for  that,  the 
Executive  Committee  voted  to  take  the  ap- 
plications from  the  table  and  vote  upon  them. 
When  the  Executive  Committee  took  that 
action  they  were  fully  informed  in  regard  to 
the  absence  of  the  other  member  of  the  com- 
mittee. They  knew  about  his  absence  in  the 
West  and  they  did  consider  the  question 
whether  or  not  they  should  delay  action 
until  the  councilor  got  back.  But  they  voted 
that  they  would  not  delay  action  on  the 
matter,  and  they  took  action,  as  they  had  a 
right  to  do.  They  were  entirely  within  their 
rights  and  were  acting  properly  in  taking 
action  on  the  applications,  because  the  ap- 
plications were  properly  before  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  if  Coun. 
Moriarty  refers  to  me  as  the  gentleman  who 
made  that  statement  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, he  is  misinformed,  because  I  simply 
stated  that  the  committee  made  a  report  to 
the  Executive  Committee  without  recommen- 
dation. That  is,  the  committee,  consisting  of 
Coun.  Ford  and  Lane,  made  no  recommenda- 
tion that  there  should  be  speedy  action  or 
otherwise,  but  the  Executive  Committee  after- 
wards did  act  upon  the  matter.  As  one  mem- 
ber of  the  Executive  Commitee,  at  the  meet- 
ing we  had  on  that  day,  I  did  suggest  that 
perhaps  it  would  be  well  not  to  take  action  in 
your  (Coun.  Moriarty)  absence.  But  there 
was  a  strong  impression  made  upon  the  mem- 
bers of  the  committee  at  that  hearing,  and 
there  was  an  impression  among  members  of 
the  Council  that  if  you  were  there  and  had 
listened  to  the  evidence,  Coun.  Moriarty, 
you  would  have  been  of  the  same  opinion. 
Today  we  have  had  here  an  ordinance  offered 
by  Coun.  Moriarty  in  good  faith,  with  a  view 
to  trying  to  restrict  the  sale  of  firearms.     The 


great  difficulty  with  the  proposition  is  that 
we  are  regulated  by  statute.  The  City  of  Bos- 
ton is  a  part  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  as 
a  municipal  corporation  is  regulated  by  the 
statute  laws  of  the  Commonwealth.  The 
statutes  of  the  Commonwealth  provide  the  con- 
ditions under  which  firearms  may  be  sold, 
and  my  primary  purpose  in  opposing  the  ordi- 
nance was  due  to  the  fact  that  I  did  not  think 
we  had  the  authority  to  limit  the  sale  of 
firearms  as  defined  in  the  ordinance  offered 
by  Coun.  Moriarty.  For  that  reason  I  wanted 
the  opinion  of  the  Law  Department.  The 
Council  in  Executive  Committee  voted  not  to 
ask  the  opinion  of  the  Law  Department,  voting 
down  the  motion  that  it  be  obtained.  So  the 
question  came  on  the  main  question,  the  pass- 
age of  the  ordinance  offered  by  Coun.  Mori- 
arty restricting  the  sale  of  firearms.  The 
whole  question  is  one  that  needs  investigation, 
but  in  order  to  have  it  effective  it  should 
come  by  virtue  of  legislative  enactment.  As 
has  been  pointed  out  here,  the  neighboring 
cities  could  go  ahead  and  make  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  they  saw  fit,  thereby 
destroying  the  effect  of  any  regulation  made 
by  the  City  of  Boston,  even  if  we  had  the 
authority  to  act  as  set  forth  in  that  ordinance. 
But  I  do  not  think  we  have  the  right  to  so 
act.  Looking  at  the  matter,  however,  from 
a  broader  standpoint,  and  trying  to  accomplish 
some  results,  it  struck  me,  following  the  hear- 
ing we  had,  that  the  action  of  this  Council  was 
arbitrary  and  very  unjust,  denying  to  a  large 
class  of  the  citizens  of  Boston  the  right  to  sell 
firearms,  while  that  right  was  given  to  others, 
and  was  given  to  them  by  unanimous  vote  of 
the  Council.  In  a  nutshell  it  comes  down  to 
this :  Are  we  going  to  give  such  a  right  to 
a  few  persons  and  deny  it  to  others  of  equally 
good  repute?  I  don't  think  we  should  do  so. 
As  I  understand  the  law,  at  this  time  all  we 
can  do  is  either  grant  or  deny  those  permits, 
and  until  I  have  more  light  or  information  as 
to  our  rights  in  the  matter  I  do  not  intend 
to  act  arbitrarily  or  unjustly.  For  that  reason 
I  take  the  position  I  do,  being  impelled,  as  I 
feel  that  other  members  of  the  Council  have 
been  impelled,  by  a  sense  of  fair  play  and 
justice. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— To  be  brief,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, all  I  have  to  say  is  this.  Two  weeks 
ago  today  ten  licenses  that  are  being  voted 
on  today  were  laid  on  the  table,  without  a 
protest  from  any  member  of  the  Council,  and 
you  were  all  present  here  two  weeks  ago  today. 
But  two  new  licenses  came  in  today,  and  if 
the  two  new  ones  had  not  come  in  today  we 
would  not  be  voting  on  twelve.  I  don't  believe 
it  was  the  intention  of  any  member  to  show 
fair  play,  as  they  call  it,  to  those  that  were 
laid  on  the  table  at  the  last  meeting.  If  they 
want  to  show  fair  play  today,  why  didn't  they 
show  fair  play  two  weeks  ago,  when  they 
voted  to  place  the  applications  on  the  table? 
Of  course,  there  is  always  a  way  to  get  out 
of  things.  I  wish  I  knew  some  way  to  r,evoke 
the  licenses  not  only  of  the  pawnbrokers  but  of 
Iver  Johnson  and  evesy  other  firm  in  Boston 
that  is  selling  firearms,  and  I  want  to  say 
to  you  that  I  may  be  around  one  week  from 
today  or  two  weeks  from  today  asking  that 
some  of  them  be  revoked.  What  happens  ? 
We  give  them  the  right  to  sell  firearms,  and 
75  per  cent  of  the  people  to  whom  they  sell 
firearms  within  five  minutes  after  they  make 
the  purchase  break  the  law,  because  75  per 
cent  of  the  men  who  buy  firearms  immedi- 
ately put  them  in  their  pockets,  thereby 
violating  the  law  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  as  no  person  has  a  right  to 
carry  a  firearm  without  a  permit.  My  con- 
tention is  that  75  per  cent  of  the  men  and 
women  who  buy  guns  do  so  before  they  have 
permits  to  carry  them.  We  are  allowing  today 
twelve  more  men  to  help  the  citizens  of  our 
Commonwealth  to  violate  the  law,  not  the  law 
in  regard  to  using  guns,  but  the  law  in  re- 
gard to  carrying  them.  I  will  say  to  you  this, 
that  I  would  not  care  who  I  met  in  the  dark 
or  in  the  bright  of  the  day,  if  there  was  a 
restriction  on  guns.  I  would  not  care  how  big 
he  was,  I  would  get  a  bite  while  he  might 
be  getting   a  meal.     I  believe   that   this    Coun- 
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cil  ought  to  prevent  the  sort  of  thing  that 
is  going  on.  If  we  made  a  mistake  in  grant- 
ing the  others,  that  is  no  reason  why  we 
should  grant  these,  making  a  second  mistake. 
They  say,  use  all  people  equally.  There  is  not 
a  law  that  is  passed  that  puts  all  citizens  on 
an  equal  footing.  We  have  a  Licensing  Board 
up  here.  They  grant  licenses  to  whomsoever 
they  see  fit.  They  talk  about  our  civil  service, 
but  there  is  no  equality  under  it.  The  Legis- 
lature gave  preference  to  the  soldiers,  but 
there  is  no  equality  about  that.  There  is  no 
such  thing  as  equality  in  these  matters.  If 
there  is  ever  to  be  equality,  we  may  see  it 
in  the  hereafter,  but  certainly  none  of  us 
have  ever  seen  it  here.  I  will  simply  say 
in  conclusion,  Mr.  President,  that  we  ought 
to  vote  not  to  grant  these  applications. 

President  WATSON — The  question  is  on  the 
acceptance  of  the  reports  and  the  granting 
of  the  licenses. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  ask  for 
a   roll   call. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  want 
to  say  that  I  was  not  here  two  weeks  ago 
when  these  other  ten  applications  that  have 
created  all  this  controversy  here  today  came 
before  the  Council.  Therefore,  I  was  not  then 
in  a  position  to  move  that  the  same  privilege 
be  given  to  these  citizens  of  Boston  that  we 
had  previously  granted  to  other  residents  of 
this  city  of  ours.  I  feel  that  there  may 
be  some  justification  for  the  statement  made 
by  the  councilor  on  my  left  (Coun.  Moriarty) 
that  there  is  not  any  real  reason  why  anybody 
should  be  allowed  to  purchase  or  carry  fire- 
arms ;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  we  must  admit 
that  the  Council,  practically  in  its  entirety, 
voted  to  grant  certain  firms  in  this  city  of 
ours  the  right  to  sell  firearms.  I  personally 
do  not  believe  in  granting  a  monopoly  to  any 
group  of  citizens.  I  believe  in  equal  rights 
for  all  and  special  privileges  for  none.  I 
am,  however,  reminded  of  the  old  adage,  that 
if  you  build  a  better  mouse  trap  than  any- 
body else  a  beaten  path  will  be  made  at 
your  door,  even  though  you  are  located  in 
the  wilderness.  If  a  person  is  desirous  of 
securing  firearms,  he  can  do  so  in  this  city 
from  half  a  dozen  supposedly  reputable  firms, 
and  he  can  do  so  no  more  easily  if  we  were  to 
grant  all  these  people  a  license  to  sell  firearms, 
or  to  buy  and  dispose  of  them  under  the 
regulations  of  the  Police  Department.  I 
feel  that  I  have  made  no  mistake,  and  I 
do  not  feel  guilty  of  having  made  a  mistake. 
I  have  voted  as  my  conscience  has  dictated  in 
the  matter,  and  I  feel  that  I  should  not  be 
subjected  to  criticism  for  viewing  the  matter 
as  I  do,  conscientiously.  I  am  entitled  to  my 
opinion  on  this  subject,  the  same  as  any  other 
member  of  the  Council,  and  to  be  so  severely 
castigated  because  of  my  vote  does  not  rest 
very  well  in  my  system.  I  feel  that  we  should 
treat  the  little  fellow,  who  has  no  friend  par- 
ticularly interested  in  him,  in  the  same  man- 
ner that  we  treat  the  so-called  big  fellow.  I 
will  siy  that  if  it  is  shown  to  me  in  a  suffi- 
ciently clear  manner  that  it  is  unnecessary  to 
have  firearms  sold  to  any  one,  I  will  be  pre- 
pared to  vote,  if  necessary,  to  stop  everybody 
in  the  City  of  Boston  from  selling  firearms, 
but  treating  everybody  alike.  On  the  other 
hand,  if  it  is  necessary  to  sell  firearms,  I  do 
not  feel  that  we  should,  as  the  Boston  City 
Council,  vote  to  grant  to  certain  favored  con- 
cerns a  monopoly  of  the  sale  in  this  city  of 
ours.     I  am  prepared  to  stand  by  my  vote. 

The  reports  were  accepted  and  the  permits 
granted,  yeas  5,  nays  1.

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question 
came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  want 
to  say  that  I  am  going  to  vote  against  this 
order,  and  my  reason  for  doing  so  is  this, 
that  we  have  a  Law  Department  with  five  at- 
torneys, more  or  less,  to  the  best  of  my 
knowledge.  I  am  not  prepared  to  say  just 
what  the  individual  salaries  are,  but  I  think 
we  are  paying  $9,000  to  the  Corporation 
Counsel,  $7,500  to  his  assistant,  $5,000  to  an- 
other assistant,  and  so  on.  I  think  we  are 
paying  out  approximately  $50,000  a  year  for 
salaries  in  the  department  and  that  the  de- 
partment is  costing  us  perhaps  $100,000  or 
$150,000  a  year.  And  still  they  go  outside  to 
hire  special  attorneys,  paying  them  large 
sums.  The  Mayor  comes  in  here  with  an  or- 
der,' which  is  now  before  us,  to  pay  $7,500 
for  this  special  purpose,  in  this  case,  for  this 
one  man,  and  before  we  are  through  God  only 
knows  what  his  bill  will  be.  I  simply  say  this 
in  protest,  believing  that  if  the  Law  Depart- 
ment is  incapable  of  taking  care  of  the  city's 
affairs  the  Mayor  should  ask  for  their  resigna- 
tion and  put  in  men  who  are  capable  of  do- 
ing the  business  of  the  city.  That  is  why  I 
rise,  knowing  that  I  am  going  to  be  in  the 
minority,  that  the  order  is  going  through,  but 
simply  to  enter  my  protest.  I  want  to  say 
again  that  this  is  not  the  only  case  of  the 
kind.  A  short  time  ago  in  the  Executive 
Committee  the  Corporation  Counsel  told  the 
Council  that  his  law  partner — lest  I  make  any 
mistake  I  will  not  mention  the  gentleman's 
name — was  to  be  hired  to  represent  the  City 
of  Boston  in  the  electric  light  hearings  before 
the  Public  Utilities  Department.  It  seems 
that  they  are  starting  in  to  hand  out  the 
plums,  and  if  they  are  going  to  hand  them  out 
at  the  rate  of  $7,500  we  will  soon  find  that 
we  have  no  reserve  fund,  but  will  be  away 
beyond  our  appropriating  and  borrowing  ca- 
pacity, and  if  we  want  anything  that  we 
really  need  we  will  not  have  the  money  nor 
the  credit  to  go  out  and  borrow   it. 

President  WATSON — I  want  to  state  that 
I  am  somewhat  in  sympathy  with  Coun. 
Moriarty's  position  in  regard  to  hiring  out- 
side counsel ;  but,  as  I  understand  it,  the  work 
has  already  been  performed,  and  there  is 
some  important  work  that  may  yet  remain  to 
be  done.  If  there  is  a  chance  in  a  million  of 
getting  any  court  to  say  that  the  Elevated 
Trustee  Act  is  unconstitutional,  I  would  be 
willing  to  vote  for  any  reasonable  amount 
that  would  i-esult  in  such  a  decision  possibly 
being  made. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel's  office  in  special  cases,  and 
very  rarely,  hires  outside  counsel.  In  this 
particular  case  the  work  represented  by  the 
money  involved  was  done  by  ex-Mayor  Mat- 
thews. The  work  has  largely  been  done,  as  I 
understand  it.  He  was  the  senior  counsel  in 
arguing  the  very  big  question  of  the  consti- 
tutionality of  the  Elevated  Act  of  1918,  before 
the  Supreme  Court  of  Massachusetts.  The 
Supreme  Court  decided  that  that  act  was  con- 
stitutional, and  the  question  now  comes  on 
the  case  being  taken  to  the  highest  court  of 
the  land,  to  be  tried  out  on  the  constitutional 
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question.  Mr.  Matthews  is,  of  all  men  in  our 
city,  the  ideal  man  to  select  to  argue  such  a 
question,  by  reason  of  his  profound  legal 
knowledge,  his  ability  and  his  experience  in 
street  railway  matters,  dating  back  to  the 
time  when  he  was  Mayor  of  Boston,  and  as 
such  was  the  first  Mayor  to  favor  the  old 
subway  running  under  the  Common.  Since 
that  time  he  has  kept  in  very  close  touch 
with  street  railway  matters,  and  I  think  the 
selection  of  Mr.  Matthews  by  the  Mayor  and 
the  Corporation  Counsel  showed  the  height  of 
wisdom.  As  I  say,  also,  he  has  done  prac- 
tically all  of  the  work  that  will  be  required 
of  him  unless  he  argues  before  the  United 
States  courts.  There  is  no  question  but  what 
he  could  recover  for  services  performed,  if  he 
sued,  and  I  venture  to  say  that  the  sum 
charged  would  be  considered  very  moderate  by 
many  lawyers  for  the  work  already  accom- 
plished. Now,  this  order  requires  six  votes 
for  passage.  One  of  our  members  has  already 
left,  and  I  don't  know  how  he  would  vote  if 
he  were  here.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  it  re- 
quires six  votes,  however,  I  am  going  to  ask 
that  action  upon  the  matter  be  deferred  until 
the  next  meeting  of  the  City  Council.  I  move, 
Mr.  President,  that  the  matter  lie  on  the 
table. 

The  question  came  on  the  motion  to  lay  on 
the  table. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — Mr.  President,  I  want 
to  say  that  I  am  not  opposed  to  the  carrying 
on  of  the  fight  to  see  if  it  is  possible  to  have 
the  Supreme  Court  decide  that  the  act  re- 
ferred to  is  unconstitutional.  Don't  let  any- 
body infer  that  that  is  my  position.  My  at- 
titude is  strictly  this,  that  if  the  men  who  are 
now  members  of  the  Corporation  Counsel's 
force  are  not  capable  of  carrying  on  the  city's 
business,  they  should  resign.  That  is  my  con- 
tention. If  every  time  when  a  case  of  this 
sort  gets  into  court  we  have  got  to  pay  what 
some  consider  a  nominal  fee  of  $7,500  to  some 
outside  man,  I  wish  to  say  simply  that  while 
that  may  be  nominal  in  some  people's  minds 
it  is  not  nominal  in  my  mind.  I,  as  well  as 
other  members  of  the  Council,  have  had  occa- 
sion to  be  brought  in  contact  with  the  meth- 
ods of  the  Law  Department,  and  we  know 
what  they  did  in  connection  with  the  gas 
question,  for  instance.  They  went  out  and 
hired  some  public  accountants  and  spent  $20,- 
000,  and  the  paper  that  the  report  of  those 
accountants  was  typewritten  on  was  worth 
more  than  the  report  for  which  the  city  had 
paid  approximately  $20,000.  There  is  your 
Law  Department.  Now,  here  they  go  out  and 
buy  up  Nathan  Matthews,  and  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel  also  comes  in  and  tells  us  that 
he  has  hired  a  man  from  his  law  office  to  do 
another  job.  Why,  we  would  get  the  infer- 
ence that  all  the  jobs  they  do  are  special 
jobs.  I  think  that  the  Law  Department  is 
spending  enough  money  of  the  city  to  take 
care  of  all  the  city's  business  in  court  with- 
out going  out  and  hiring  any  special  attorneys 
for  anything.  That  is  my  reason  for  pro- 
testing. I  realize  that  the  bill  is  going  to  be 
paid. 

Coun.  Collins'  motion  to  lay  the  matter  on 
the  table  was  carried. 


FINANCE. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE,  for  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  submitted  a  report  on  message  of 
Mayor,  communication  and  order  (referred 
June  6)  for  loan  of  $125,000  for  widening 
and  construction  of  North  Beacon  street — 
that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  order  was 
given  its  first  reading  and  passed,  yeas  6, 
nays   0. 

The  order  will  be  given  its  final  reading  not 
less  than  fourteen  days  from  date.

COUNTY  ACCOUNTS. 

Coun.  FORD,  for  the  Committee  on  County 
Accounts,  submitted  a  report  on  communica- 
tion from  Chief  Justice  Bolster  of  the 
Municipal  Court  of  the  City  of  Boston  (re- 
ferred June  6)  giving  notice  of  appointment 
of  Thomas  G.  Davis  as  probation  officer  at  an 
annual  salary  of  $2,600 — that  the  same  be 
placed   on   file. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  com- 
munication was   placed  on  file. 

Later  in  the  session  it  was  voted,  on  mo- 
tion of  Coun.  MORIARTY,  to  take  the 
matter  from  the  files,  and  lay  the  same  on 
the  table. 

In  connection  with  the  above  Coun.  MORI- 
ARTY offered  an  order — That  the  compen- 
sation of  Thomas  G.  Davis,  probation  officer 
of  the  Municipal  Court,  determined  by  the 
justices  of  said  court  at  $2,600  per  annum,  be 
and   the  same  hereby   is   disapproved. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  want 
to  say  my  reason  for  introducing  the  order  is 
this,  that  the  citizens  of  Suffolk  County  are 
paying  the  bills  of  Suffolk  County  and  I  feel 
that  it  is  about  time  that  the  judges  of  the 
Municipal  and  Superior  Courts,  appointed  to 
serve  in  Suffolk  County,  should  give  prefer- 
ence to  people  who  live  in  Suffolk  County 
when  they  are  making  appointments  to  posi- 
tions in  the  court.  This  man  is  not  even  a 
resident  of  our  county,  but  lives  in  Newton, 
and  a  number  of  other  probation  officers  who 
are  pulling  down  from  $1,800  to  $2,600  are 
nonresidents.  That  is  my  reason  for  intro- 
ducing this  order.  I  don't  know  this  man, 
Mr.  Davis,  by  sight  or  in  any  other  way,  and 
I  do  not  desire  to  injure  anybody,  but  I  be- 
lieve it  is  about  time  that  we  made  it  possible 
for  residents  of  our  district  to  receive  posi- 
tions. It  would  be  impossible  for  any  resi- 
dent of  Suffolk  County  to  go  into  any  other 
county  in  Massachusetts  and  receive  an  ap- 
pointment, and  I  believe  the  same  position 
should  be  taken  with  reference  to  residents  of 
Suffolk  County,  as  far  as  positions  in  the 
Suffolk   County   courts   are   concerned. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  in  voting 
against  this  order  I  do  not  want  to  be  mis- 
understood. The  opinion  of  all  the  members 
of  this  Council,  including  my  own,  is  that,  all 
things  being  equal,  positions  in  this  county 
should  go  to  residents  of  the  county.  Service, 
however,  is  paramount  to  everything  else.  I 
submit,  on  the  question  of  probation  officers 
for  Suffolk  County,  that  we  can  get  plenty  of 
good  men  here  in  Boston.  But  that  is  not  the 
question  before  us,  as  set  forth  in  this  order. 
The  statute  under  which  we  are  acting — I 
read  it  several  times  some  years  ago,  when  I 
served  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  of 
County  Accounts — provides  that  the  judges  of 
the  Municipal  Court  may  appoint  such  pro- 
bation officers  as  they  deem  wise,  and  that 
the  salaries  shall  be  or  shall  not  be  approved 
by  the  members  of  this  body,  acting  as 
county  commissioners.  From  listening  to  the 
remarks  of  the  gentleman  who  has  just 
spoken  one  might  be  led  to  the  conclusion 
that  we  had  a  right  to  confirm  the  ap- 
pointees. Our  duty  here  is  not  to  confirm,  at 
all ;  we  have  no  right  under  the  law  to  con- 
firm. The  only  question  for  us  to  decide  is, 
whether  or  not  another  position  should  be  oc- 
cupied, that  of  probation  officer  in  the  Mu- 
nicipal Court.  One  of  the  former  incumbents 
of  that  office  has  been  promoted  to  the  Su- 
perior Court,  Mr.  McManus.  That  has  left  a 
vacancy.  The  question  for  us  to  decide  at 
this  time  is  simply  whether  or  not  the  sal- 
ary for  the  person  appointed  to  fill  that  po- 
sition should  be  approved  by  us.  Conse- 
quently, feeling  that  the  salary  should  be 
approved,  I  shall  vote  against  the  order  as 
offered  by   Coun.  Moriarty. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  am 
going    to    move    to    suspend    the    rule   so    that 
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the  order  may  be  placed  upon  its  passage. 
Again  they  say,  "Give  equal  opportunity,"  and 
this  is  one  place  where  there  isn't  a  chance 
for  equal  opportunity.  Not  one  resident  of 
Suffolk  County  was  considered,  but  they  have 
taken  a  man  from  Newton,  with  a  $1,200  or 
$1,600  job,  and  put  him  into  a  $2,600  job,  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  there  are  a  number  of 
citizens  of  Suffolk  County  who  are  capable 
of  filling  that  position,  but  who  are  not  given 
an  equal  opportunity  to  do  so.  That  is  my 
contention.  We  have  got  no  right  to  confirm, 
I  agree.  But  it  has  always  been  said  here, 
"What  is  the  use?  They  will  get  it  anyway." 
This  is  the  first  time  that  an  order  of  this 
kind  has  been  put  in.  The  only  way  they 
can  get  it,  if  this  body  goes  through,  is  for 
somebody  else  to  put  in  an  order  to  allow 
him  that  money.  If  it  was  not  so  easy  for 
some  of  those  fellows  up  on  the  hill,  the  so- 
called  judges,  to  do  these  things,  if  we  did  not 
give  them  everything  they  wanted,  things 
might  be  different.  If  we  are  going  to  try  to 
have  equal  opportunity,  let  us  extend  it  to 
the  courthouse.  I  hope  that  the  order  will 
pass,  and  that  they  will  not  be  allowed  to 
place  this  man  into  this  position.  If  Mr. 
McManus,  who  is  a  resident  of  Suffolk 
County,  has  risen  to  a  higher  position,  the 
job  he  did  occupy  is  still  entitled  to  have  a 
Suffolk  County  man  filling  it.  When  the 
chief  justice  sends  down  a  Suffolk  County 
man,  no  matter  who  he  may  be,  I  will  vote  to 
restore  the  salary  to  the  maximum,  which  I 
believe   is   $2,600. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  just  one 
word  more.  There  is  another  way  in  which 
that  man  may  perhaps  get  his  salary  for 
services  rendered,  and  that  is  by  bringing 
suit  in  court.  If  that  man  should  sue,  he 
could  recover,  in  my  opinion,  for  services 
rendered. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — Mr.  President,  in  an- 
swer to  that  I  will  simply  say  that,  if  that  is 
so,  it  would  seem  useless  to  give  us  the  right 
to  appropriate.  If  the  courts  are  going  to 
decide  that  the  judges  have  the  right  to  make 
the  salaries  for  probation  officers,  the  voters 
of  Boston  ought  to  vote  to  wipe  this  body 
out  of  existence,  because  that  is  all  the  power 
we  have  got.  If  the  courts  are  going  to  take 
away  that  power  and  give  it  to  the  judges, 
we  might  just  as  well  go  out  of  business,  and, 
instead  of  having  members  of  this  body 
elected  by  the  voters  at  large,  turn  the  whole 
thing  over  to  the  judges  of  the  Municipal  and 
Superior  Courts,  letting  them  make  the  wages 
for  the  men  who  work  for  Suffolk  County 
and   for   the   city   as   well. 

The  rule  was  declared  not  suspended.  Coun. 
MORIARTY  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for 
the  yeas   and  nays! 

The  Council  voted  not  to  suspend  the  rule  (a 
two  thirds  vote  being  necessary  for  suspen- 
sion), yeas  3,   nays  3:

Coun.    MORIARTY— Mr.    President,    I    want 
to    say    that    I    will    reintroduce    the    order    at 
the    next    meeting    of    the    Council,    and    con- 
tinue  to   do  so  until 


President  WATSON— The  Chair  would  say 
that  the  matter  will  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  County  Accounts. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  rise 
to  a  question  of  personal  privilege.  I  am  go- 
ing to  introduce  the  order  at  the  next  meet- 
ing, and  at  every  meeting  hereafter,  until 
passed. 


PROTEST   AGAINST  ICE   CREAM 
PROFITEERS.

"I  am  of  the  opinion  that  as  the  Legisla- 
ture provided  for  the  conditions  to  be  ex- 
pressed in  the  license,  any  ordinance  passed 
by  the  City  Council  adding  to  these  conditions 
would  be  of  no  force  or  effect.  The  second 
section  of  the  proposed  ordinance  states  that 
the  ordinance  shall  be  in  addition  to  the 
conditions  contained  in  section  123  of  chap- 
ter 140  of  the  General  Laws.  The  Legisla- 
ture having  dealt  with  this  matter,  the  City 
Council  cannot  enlarge  or  abridge  the  section. 
I  therefore  am  of  the  opinion  that,  if  passed, 
the   ordinance   would   not   be    legal." 

I  am  vetoing  this  ordinance  in  view  of  the 
statement  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  that  it 
would   not   be   legal.

You  will  recollect  that  in  this  year's  budget, 
the  Reserve  Fund  was  made  $200,000  less  than 
last  year,  it  being  our  hope  that  we  could  get 
along  with  that  much  less.  The  auditor  esti- 
mates now,  however,  that  he  will  need  an 
additional  $100,000  to  carry  him  through  the 
fiscal  year.  This  sum  will  still  be  $100,000 
less   than    the   previous  year. 

I  have  had  a  conference  with  the  Board  of 
Overseers  of  Public  Welfare  and  it  develops 
that  they  need  an  additional  sum  of  $85,000 
for  item   F-9,  which  is   "Care  of  Dependents.*' 

The  industrial  depression  is  largely  respon- 
sible for  the  increased  demands  upon  the 
overseers,  and  it  is  the  city's  duty  to  place 
at  the  disposal  of  the  overseers  sufficient  funds 
for   them   to   carry  on   their   necessary   work. 

You  will  note  two  other  items  in  the  appro- 
priation order  which  I  am  submitting.  These 
are  for  cartage  and  freight  and  general  plant 
supplies,  and  are  badly  needed  by  the  over- 
seers. 

I  recommend  the  immediate  passage  of  the 
accompanying    order.

Dear  Sir, — As  requested  I  would  report  fur- 
ther details  in  reference  to  the  appropriation 
for  the  rebuilding  and  remodeling  of  fire 
stations  known  as  Engine  26-35,  Engine  7  and 
Engine  28. 

The  amount  asked  for  Engine  26-35  is 
$25,000.  This  estimate  has  been  made  on  the 
basis  of  35  cents  per  cubic  foot.  We  figure, 
with  the  present  walls  and  old  material,  that 
this  is  a  fair  amount,  and  I  renew  my 
recommendation  for  $25,000  as  sufficient  to  do 
the  work. 

The  amount  asked  for  Engine  7  is  $40,000. 
This  figure  was  arrived  at  by  estimating  on 
the  basis  of  45  cents  per  cubic  foot.  This 
building  will  have  to  be  torn  down  and  a  new 
building  erected,  hence  the  extra  cost  per 
cubic  foot.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the 
amount  asked  for  should  be  sufficient,  and 
renew   my   recommendation. 

The  amount  asked  for  Engine  28  and  Lad- 
der 10,  Centre  street,  Jamaica  Plain,  was 
$13,000.  This  is  to  be  a  remodeling  job,  and 
with  other  matters  that  have  come  up  since 
the  original  estimate  was  made,  I  would  sug- 
gest that  your  Honor  increase  the  amount 
asked  for  from   $13,000   to   $15,000. 

The  Fire  Department  in  its  work  has  the 
advantage  over  other  city  departments  in  that 
it  has  its  own  architect,  and  there  will  be  no 
chaiges  for  architectural  services  for  any  of 
the  above-mentioned  three  jobs.

cial stone,  with  granite  edgestone,  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  196  of  the  Special  Acts 
of   1917.

REMOVAL    OF    SANITARY    STATION. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  an  order— That 
the  Park  Department,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  be  requested  to  consider  the  advis- 
ability of  removing  the  sanitary  station  lo- 
cated  in   Blackstone  square,   Ward   6. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  just 
want  to  say  in  connection  with  that  order  that 
there  is  an  old  sanitary  station  up  there  in 
Blackstone  square  that  has  probably  been 
there  thirty  years.  I  think  it  has  outlived 
its  usefulness,  and  it  is  a  sort  of  bad  spot 
just  now  in  the  South  End  of  Boston.  I  feel 
that  there  really  is  no  necessity  for  the  further 
continuance  of  that  station,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  we  are  now  going  to  erect  a  new 
municipal  building  on  Brookline  street,  within 
fifty  yards  of  the  old  sanitary  station.  It  is 
only  a  men's  station,  anyway,  and  the  odors 
arising  from  it  at  times  are  something  ter- 
rible. There  is  a  little  children's  playground 
right  there,  and  I  dont  think  it  is  conducive 
to  the  best  interests  of  the  children  to  have  that 
station  located  practically  before  their  very 
eyes.  Then,  again,  we  have  on  the  other  side 
of  the  park  the  Franklin  Square  House,  which 
is  a  women's  house  entirely.  All  in  all,  I 
feel  that  that  station  has  outlived  its  useful- 
ness and  should  be  removed.  I  hope  the  order 
will   pass. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of 
the  rule. 


PRICE    OF    MILK. 

Coun.   DONOGHUE' offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Quart  bottles  of  milk  are  selling 
in  western  Massachusetts  for  7  cents  a  quart 
and  in  New  York  for  10  cents  a  quart,  and 
that  in  Boston  they  are  selling  for  15  cents 
with  a  threatened  jump  to  16  cents  August 
1  ;  and 

Whereas,  The  supply  of  milk  in  Massa- 
chusetts is  so  plentiful  that  the  price  should 
automatically  drop,  responding  to  the  law 
of  supply  and  demand,  but  is  sustained  by 
artificial  means  employed  by  the  distributers, 
and  the  farmers  as  a  consequence  must  feed 
their  milk  to  their  cattle  or  throw  it  away  ; 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  re- 
quest the  Commission  on  the  Necessaries  of 
Life  to  advise  it  on  the  Boston  milk  situa- 
tion with  a  view  of  taking  action  against  the 
milk   profiteers. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the 
preambles    and    resolutions. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — Mr.  President,  in  con- 
nection with  this  order  I  want  to  say  that 
Boston  is  paying  a  higher  price  for  milk  today 
than  any  city  in  the  eastern  part  of  the 
country.  As  most  of  the  milk  that  is_  used 
in  Boston  today  comes  from  points  outside  of 
Massachusetts,  and  as  the  farmers  in  the 
western  part  of  this  state  are  feeding  their 
milk  to  the  cattle  or  are  throwing  it  away, 
it  would  seem  that  the  distributers  are  using 
some  artificial  means  of  keeping  the  price  up. 
The  distributers  of  milk  in  Boston  now 
threaten  to  raise  the  price  of  quart  bottles  of 
milk  from  15  to  16  cents  a  quart  on  August  1. 
If  they  are  allowed  to  do  this  it  will  probably 
mean  that  milk  will  soon  be  selling  at  19  and 
20  cents  a  quart,  as  it  was  some  time  ago.  In 
New  York  City,  where  the  distribution  of  milk 
is  harder  than  in  Boston,  because  of  its 
greater  distance  from  the  seat  of  production, 
milk  is  selling  for  10  cents  a  quart.  Is  there 
any  good  reason  why  the  people  of  this  city 
should  not  be  able  to  obtain  milk  at  1he  same 
price.  There  is  no  reason,  except  that  the 
milk  dealers,  who  are  the  worst  kind  of 
profiteers,  because  they  steal  from  the  poor 
babies    of    the    city,    are    attempting    to    mulct 


the  people.  The  people  of  Boston  in  the  name 
of  their  babies  demand  10-cent  milk.  The 
milk  distributers  of  this  city  through  their 
high  salaried  legal  talent  and  their  high  paid 
propagandists  have  bamboozled  the  press, 
leading  women's  organizations  and  even  Doctor 
Woodward,  Health  Commissioner,  in  regard 
to  the  true  milk  situation  in  this  city.  One 
of  the  claims  of  the  milk  distributers  is  that 
if  they  bring  a  lower  price  milk  into  Boston 
that  they  will  be  compelled  to  bring  in  a 
cheaper  quality.  This  they  maintain  would 
be  bad  for  the  community  and  would  cause 
greater  sickness  among  the  babies.  This  is 
absolutely  false  as  is  proven  by  recent  statis- 
tics which  show  that  in  New  York,  where 
milk  is  selling  for  10  cents  a  quart,  the  rate 
of  infant  mortality  is  less  per  capita  than 
in  the  City  of  Boston  where  milk  is  selling 
•for  15  cents.  The  people  of  Boston  demand 
10-cent  milk,  and  I  hope  the  order  will  go 
on  its  passage. 

The    order    was    passed. 


RETAINING     CITY     EMPLOYEES. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  an  order— That 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  consider 
the  advisability  of  making  some  provision  to 
retain  in  the  city  employ  those  who  have  been 
employed    temporarily. 

Coun  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  don't 
know  whether  I  have  worded  that  order  just 
exactly  so  as  to  let  others  know  what  my 
meaning  or  intent  is,  but  it  has  come  to  my 
attention  that  the  City  of  Boston  has  had  to 
call  upon  the  civil  service  for  temporary  em- 
ployees— that  is,  so-called  ninety-day  men. 
In  many  cases  the  time  of  these  ninety-day 
men  will  soon  expire.  Of  course  we  realize 
that,  under  the  recent  act  passed  by  the  Leg- 
islature, we  give  preference  to  the  veterans. 
The  great  majority,  if  not  all,  of  the  men 
who  have  been  temporarily  employed  are  vet- 
erans of  either  the  late  war,  the  Spanish- 
American  War,  or  some  other  war  that  this 
country  has  participated  in  Now,  I  would 
like  to  raise  the  point — I  don't  know  whether 
or  not  it  has  -ever  been  definitely  settled — as 
to  whether  or  not  the  recent  act  passed  by  the 
Legislature,  which  says  that  vetrans  shall  only 
be  removed  from  the  employ  of  the  city  by 
vote  of  the  City  Council,  applies  to  tempo- 
rary employees  I  am  not,  of  course,  in  a 
position  to  determine  that,  but  to  my  mind 
the  situation  in  Boston  today  is  such  that  it 
is  important  to  decide  whether  the  recent  sta- 
tute gives  to  those  men  the  right  to  appeal  to 
the  City  Council  if  they  are  laid  off  at  the  end 
of  their  ninety  days  There  is  so  much  work 
to  be  done  by  the  City  of  Boston  and  so  much 
need  for  the  services  of  these  men,  and  they 
can  be  used  to  such  good  advantage  by  the 
city,  that  I  believe  they  ought  to  be  kept  on, 
and  that  there  should  be  some  provision  made 
through  a  supplementary  budget  to  provide 
for  their  payments  during  the  rest  of  the  fis- 
cal year  I  hope  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
will  find  some  means  of  continuing  in  the  em- 
ploy of  the  city  these  men  who  have  been 
employed  temporarily,  because  we  know  that 
conditions  today  are  unprecedented.  There  are 
more  people  out  of  work  in  Boston  today  than 
there  have  been  at  any  time  during  my  recol- 
lection. I  know  that  business  is  practically 
stagnant.  There  is  no  reason  for  the  city 
adding  to  this  unrest,  increasing  the  hardship 
arising  from  the  unemployment  situation,  if 
we  can  avoid  it ;  and  when  we  find  that  there 
is  a  great  deal  of  work  now  being  done  by 
the  city  which  is  let  out  to  contractors,  it 
occurs  to  me  that  something  might  be  done 
along  that  line.  I  have  tried  to  make  some 
sort  of  a  fight  against  it  earlier  in  the  year. 
I  think  the  work  that  is  being  let  out  to  con- 
tractors, or  a  great  deal  of  it,  could  be  done 
by  these  men  who  are  employed  temporarily 
by  the  city  I  feel,  in  so  far  as  these  men 
are  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston,  it  is  high 
time  that  this  administration  should  do  some- 
thing   to   see    that   he    unemployment   situation 
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is  alleviated,  to  the  extent  that  it  might  be 
alleviated  by  providing  employment  through 
different  channels  for  citizens  of  Boston  pri- 
marily. I  am  one  of  those  who  believe  that 
all  jobs  in  the  City  of  Boston  belong  first  to 
Boston  men.  Every  man  in  public  life,  when 
he  is  up  either  for  election  or  re-election,  ap- 
peals to  the  voters  of  Boston  to  elect  or  re- 
elect him ;  but  when  it  comes  to  giving  out 
contracts  and  providing  work,  jobs,  they  seem 
to  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  the  people  of 
Boston  are  the  ones  they  are  directly  respon- 
sible to  and  who  should  be  first  considered.  I 
believe  that  every  job  for  the  City  of  Boston 
belongs  first  to  a  Boston  man,  if  he  is  capable 
of  handling  it,  and  I  don't  know  of  any  posi- 
tion which  we  cannot  find  a  Boston  man  cap- 
able of  handling.  Afterwards,  if  it  is  neces- 
sary, it  might  be  well  enough  to  go  to  Law- 
rence, Cambridge,  Somerville,  Haverhill  or 
other  sections  to  hire  people  to  do  our  work. 
But  it  is  only  the  proper  time  to  do  so  when 
we  have  provided  for  the  needs  of  the  citi- 
zens of  Boston.  I  hope  the  order  will  pass. 
The   order   was    passed. 


FRED    W.    ISBISTER    SQUARE. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY  offered  an  order— That 
the  open  space  at  the  junction  of  Dudley 
street  and  Harrison  avenue  be  named  and 
hereafter  known  as  Fred  W.  Isbister  square, 
in  honor  of  Fred  W.  Isbister,  who  lost  his  life 
in  the  service  of  the  United  States  in  the 
World    War.

PAVING  OF  POST   OFFICE  SQUARE,  ETC. 

The    following    was    received: 
City   of   Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  July  26,   1921. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — It  is  essential  that  Post  Office 
square  and  Congress  street  to  State  street  be 
suitably    repaved   before   the   winter   arrives. 

At  the  present  time  the  granite  blocks  are 
in  wretched  condition,  and  as  the  square  and 
Congress  street  constitute  one  of  the  most 
used  trucking  thoroughfares  in  the  city,  it  is 
desirable  that  they  be  placed  in  good  repair  at 
the  earliest  possible  moment. 

The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  esti- 
mates that  the  cost  of  repaving  Post  Office 
square  and  Congress  street  will  be  $40,000.

SPEED    LIMIT,    HARVARD    BRIDGE. 

The  following  was   received  : 
City  of  Boston, 
Office   of   the   Mayor,   August   2,    1921. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — There  have  been  a  number  of 
complaints  from  persons  living  in  the  vicinity 
of  Harvard  Bridge  about  the  noise  made  by 
vehicles  crossing  this  structure.  It  is  the 
opinion  of  the  Boston  and  Cambridge  Bridge 
Commission  that  this  situation' can  be  cor- 
rected if  the  speed  on  the  bridge  is  limited  to 
fifteen  miles  per  hour,  and  it  is  also  the  be- 
lief of  the  commission  that  for  the  best  in- 
terest of  the  bridge  itself  the  speed  of  vehi- 
cles  should  be   so   limited. 

On  June  23  of  this  year  the  Boston  and 
Cambridge  Bridge  Commission  passed  the  fol- 
lowing vote : 

"Voted,  That  a  speed  limit  of  fifteen  miles 
an  hour  for  vehicles  crossing  Harvard 
Bridge  be  fixed,  and  that  the  police  authori- 
ties of  the  cities  of  Boston  and  Cambridge  be 
directed   to  enforce  this   rule." 

This,  however,  is  not  effective  unless  an  ap- 
propriate order  is  passed  by  the  City  Council. 
Such  an  order  I  am  herewith  transmitting, 
with  the  recommendation  that  it  be  passed 
immediately  as  the  situation  is  one  which 
should  not  be  allowed  to  continue  without  this 
corrective  measure.

Sir, — The  amount  granted  this  department 
for  expert  service  for  the  year  was  $5,000, 
the  same  as  has  been  granted  in  previous 
years.  The  cost  of  examining  the  Treasury 
Department  in  other  years  has  been  less  than 
$1,000,  but  this  year,  owing  to  the  defalca- 
tion and  other  irregularities  discovered,  it 
was  necessary  to  make  special  investigations 
extending  over  a  longer  period,  the  expense 
of  which  has  exceeded  the  total  appropriation 
for  the  year.  The  expenses  incurred  for  the 
examination  of  other  departments  to  date 
amounts  to  $2,041.50.  The  bill  of  Stewart, 
Watts  &  Bollong  for  their  examination  of  the 
Treasury  Department  amounts  to  $5,698.75, 
making  the  total  expenditure  incurred  to 
date  of  $7,740.25,  leaving  a  deficit  of  $2,740.25 
to  be  provided  for. 

In  order  that  I  can  proceed  with  the  ex- 
amination of  other  departments  and  to  make 
good  the  deficit  now  existing,  it  will  be  nec- 
essary to  have  a  transfer  of  $5,000  to  Audit- 
ing Department,   B-28.

Dear   Sir, — In   making   out  our  estimates    of 
expenditures  for  1921,  we  requested  $1,000  for 
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temporary  employees  under.  Item  A-2.  This 
amount  was  reduced  by  your  Honor  to  $750, 
but  we  were  later  authorized  by  the  Budget 
Commissioner,  after  our  hearing  before  the 
City  Council,  to  proceed  on  the  basis  of  our 
original  request,  $1,000,  and  that  the  remain- 
ing $250  would  be  transferred  from  the  Re- 
serve  Fund  or  some  other  source  when 
needed. 

Our   appropriation   of   $750   under   this    item 
will  be  practically  exhausted  the  first  week  in 
August.      We    are    using    this    money    for    the 
services   of   our   assistant    investigator,    a   man 
who  is   particularly  qualified  in  every  way  for 
the    work    of    the    department.      He    graduated 
from   Harvard,   A.   B.,   in   1916,   and   after   two 
years  in  engineering  work  for  the  Government 
took    a    course   in    landscape    architecture    and 
city    planning    at    Harvard    University,    gradu- 
ating with  a  degree  of  M.  L.  A.  in  June,  1921. 
The   additional   $250   promised  us   under  A-2 
will   enable   us   to  continue  his   services  on   the 
basis    of    $30    per    week,    until    the    middle    of 
October.      To    be    deprived    of    his    services    at 
that   time   would   be   a   distinct   loss   to   the  de- 
partment.     We   have    a    variety   of    city   plan- 
ning   studies    under    way    in    connection    with 
which  his  ability  as  assistant  investigator,  and 
as    a    draughtsman    are    particularly    valuable. 
Not  only  are  his   services   actually  needed,  but 
if     compelled     to    sever     his     connection     with 
this  office  in   October,  he  would  without  doubt 
form   other   and  permanent  associations  which 
would  preclude  any  future  relations   with  him. 
We    have    always    found    it   extremely    difficult 
to   locate   men   possessing   the   necessary   quali- 
fications   for   the   work   of   this   office,    combin- 
ing as  it  does  among  other  things  a  knowledge 
of    architecture,    landscape    architecture,    engi- 
neering and  economics. 

In  order  to  provide  for  the  services  of  this 
assistant  investigator  to  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year,  an  additional  appropriation  of  $735  is 
needed.  Of  this  amount  $250  has  been  already 
promised,  so  that  the  actual  additional  appro- 
priation would  be  only  $485,  which  I  earnestly 
hope  your  Honor  can  see  your  way  clear  to 
approve. 

In  May,  1920,  a  special  appropriation  of 
$2,000  was  authorized  to  be  expended  by  this 
Board  in  connection  with  an  investigation  of 
housing  conditions.  Of  this  amount  $626.16 
remains  unexpended,  and  we  have  been  in 
hopes  that  in  some  way  this  money  might  be 
made  available  for  our  use,  particularly  since 
housing  conditions  are  one  of  the  chief  con- 
cerns of  this  Board.  We  are  advised  by  the 
City  Auditor,  however,  that  this  balance  can- 
not be  utilized   by   us. 

I  have  written  at  length  in  order  to  im- 
press upon  you  what  appears  to  us  to  be 
the  necessities  in  the  case,  and  once  more  I 
repeat  that  I  trust  your  Honor  can  see  your 
way  clear  to  recommend  to  the  City  Council 
an  additional  appropriation  for  this  Board  of 
not  only  the  $250,  which  we  were  assured 
would  be  available,  but  an  additional  $485  (a 
total  of  $735)  in  order  that-  we  may  continue 
without  interruption  the  services  of  our  as- 
sistant investigator.

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  would 
ask  that  No.  6  on  the  calendar  be  referred  to 
the  Executive  Committee.  I  would  like  a 
little  information  on  it.  Changing  the  re- 
strictions does  not  mean  anything  to  me  at 
present. 

Chairman  WATSON— Coun.  Collins  may 
perhaps   explain   that   to  us. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  the 
councilor  asked  me  the  question  as  I  passed 
his  chair  a  few  minutes  ago.  There  is  a 
statute  which  prohibits  a  building  within  a 
certain  distance  of  the  park  line.  This  court- 
house which  is  to  be  erected  in  the  West  Rox- 
bury  section  of  the  city  provides,  in  the  plans 
prepared  by  the  architect  and  approved  by 
the  Park  Department,  for  the  construction  of 
a  building  within  that  restricted  area.  This 
removal  of  the  restrictions  to  build  the  court- 
house is  suggested  and  not  a  general  removal 
of  restrictions,  and  it  being  a  public  building 
and  not  an  apartment  house,  and  being  doubt- 
less a  building  of  good  design,  no  harm  can  be 
done  by  removing  the  restrictions. 

The  restriction  is  to  keep  the  distance  100 
feet  back  of  the  park  line  beautiful  and  un- 
marked by  unsightly  buildings.  It  was  there- 
fore deemed  wise  to  ask  for  the  removal  of 
the   restriction. 

Chairman  WATSON — The  councilor  is  ap- 
proximately correct. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  don't 
understand  it  that  way  from  the  way  the  or- 
der reads.  I  should  understand,  from  the  way 
I  read  it,  that  Jacob  W.  Seaver,  when  he  left 
that  property  to  the  City  of  Boston,  left  it 
with  the  restriction  that  no  building  be  built 
upon  it.  It  expressly  says  "modify  and 
amend  the  restrictions  contained  in  a  deed 
given  by  Jacob  W.  Seaver  et  al.  to  the  City 
of  Boston."  I  should  say,  this  says  Mr.  Seaver 
left  this  piece  of  property  to  the  city,  with 
some  restrictions  on  it,  and  I  believe  the  re- 
strictions that  he  left  in  his  will  that  it  be 
used  for  park  purposes.  In  so  far  as  the  100 
feet,  I  believe  that  is  a  park  regulation  and 
has  to  be  approved  by  both  the  Park  Depart- 
ment and  the  Council. 

Chairman  WATSON — For  the  information 
of  the  Council,  I  will  state  that  property  was 
purchased  by  the  city  from  the  Seaver  estate. 
The  land  was  not  left  by  Seaver  to  the  city  ; 
it  was  bought  from  the  Seaver  heirs,  but  in 
order  that  it  be  cleared  up,  I  will  refer  it  to 
the   Executive  Committee. 

No.  6  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee.

The    question    came    on    reconsideration. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  think 
it  would  be  very  inconsistent  if  I  were  to  sit 
here  and  allow  that  to  go  through  without  my 
protest.  I  think  that  after  the  incident  that 
happened  on  Saturday  night  on  Hanover 
street,  if  the  newspaper  reports  are  anyway 
true,  that  a  man  in  the  condition  of  the  one 
who  did  the  act  on  Hanover  street,  going  into 
a  pawnshop  and  getting  a  gun  and  buying 
cartridges  in  the  same  place,  and  before  he 
got  ten  feet  from  the  pawnshop  committing 
the  deed  that  was  committed  by  taking  from 
our  midst  Officer  Cuneo  and  leaving  a  wife 
and  nine  children,  and  I  think  that  this 
Council,  if  it  had  refused  to  grant  permission 
to  the  pawnbrokers  of  Boston  to  sell  firearms, 
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that  then  nine  children  would  not  be  without 
a  father  today.  And  I  say  to  this  Council 
that  I  believe  that  any  man  with  good  sense 
or  judgment,  if  a  man  went  in  to  buy  fire- 
arms as  this  man  did  on  Saturday  night,  that 
if  he  had  had  an  ounce  of  judgment,  would 
have  realized  the  condition  of  the  man  when 
he  went  there  trying  to  buy  firearms.  But 
what  do  they  care  for  death  ?  What  do  they 
care  for  the  wife  and  nine  children  that  are 
left  fatherless  as  long  as  they  would  get  their 
dollars  for  their  firearms?  I  think  that  it  is 
a  lesson.  I  think  that  it  is  a  lesson  for  every 
man  holding  public  office  to  be  a  little  more 
careful  in  what  he  hands  out  to  people  that 
are  irresponsible  persons  to  sell  firearms  to 
take  the  life  of  our  citizens  and  to  leave 
fatherless  children  in  our  midst. 

You  read  the  story  as  well  as  I  did,  that  the 
mother  told  the  newspapers  that  if  the  public 
did  not  give  her  assistance  it  will  not  only 
leave  these  children  fatherless  but  it  will 
leave  them  homeless,  and  the  family  that  was 
but  yesterday  a  father  and  mother  and  nine 
children  will  be  scattered  about,  taken  into 
homes  where  they  will  not  get  the  protection 
that   they   rightfully   deserve. 

Under  those  conditions  I  believe  we  should 
start  now,  no  matter  if  we  made  a  mistake 
before  in  granting  forty  or  fifty  licenses.  I 
believe  we  ought  to  turn  this  one  down  and 
not  only  not  allow  the  pawnbrokers  to  sell 
firearms,  but  I  think  we  ought  to  stop  "the 
sale  of  every  firearm,  no  matter  what  concern 
may  sell  them. 

One  of  my  brother  councilors  criticised  me 
for  saying  that  I  would  allow  Iver  Johnson, 
and  Reade,  and  some  of  the  large  stores  to  sell 
firearms.  I  am  satisfied  that  net  a  firearm 
should  be  allowed  to  be  sold  in  our  city, 
though  it  may  be,  as  the  Corporation  Counsel 
says,  that  if  we  had  a  law  we  could  not  en- 
force it.  The  only  way  we  could  do  is  not  to 
grant  the  permit  to  sell  them,  and  then  they 
would  not  have  the  right  to  sell  them  and 
they  would  be  violating  that  same  law.  I  be- 
lieve that  this  Council  should  go  on  record 
that  we  will  not  grant  this  one  and  we  will 
not  grant  any  more  licenses  to  sell  firearms 
within  our  city. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  declared  lest. 
Coun.  MORIARTY  doubted  the  vote  and  while 
the  Chair  was  solving  the  doubt  raised  the 
point  of  order  that  a  quorum  was  not  present. 
After  a  conference  with  the  Chair  the  point 
of  order  was  withdrawn,  and  the  motion  to 
reconsider   was    declared   carried. 

The  matter  was  then  laid  on  the  table  on 
motion    of    Coun.    MORIARTY.

MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  will 
say  my  reason  for  introducing  that  order  is 
that  the  city  has  spent  a  considerable  amount 
of  money  on  the  Strandway  from  Columbia 
Road  Bridge  to  Castle  Island  Bridge,  and  I 
suppose  there  is  not  a  spot  within  the  con- 
fines of  our  city  where  there  are  as  many 
children  crossing  a  parkway  as  on  that  park- 
way in  the  place  designated.  I  will  say  that 
some  machines  aie  going  through  there  at 
thirty,  forty  and  fifty  miles  an  hour.  We 
have  had  many  accidents  over  there  this 
summer.  We  have  a  motor  policeman  over 
there  and  they  have  many  convictions,  but  I 
believe  if  the  speed  limit  is  cut  down  to  ten 
miles  an  hour  between  these  two  points  we 
will  save  many  children  in  that  district  from 
being  maimed  and  some  from  being  killed.  I 
believe  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Park  Department 
to  limit  the  speed  in  that  space  to  even  less 
than  ten  miles  an  hour.  I  may  say  I  drive 
there  quite  often  and  perhaps  even  I  forget 
myself,  and  I  believe  if  there  are  some  signs 
put  up  there  that  the  speed  limit  will  be  kept 
down.

REVISION  OF  CITY  ACCOUNTING 
METHODS. 
The  following   was   received : 
City   of   Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  September  6,  1921. 
To   the   City   Council: 

Gentlemen, — During  recent  years  the  most 
effect:ve  instruments  suggested  for  improved 
municipal  government  have  been  new  charters, 
segregated  budgets  and  revised  accounting 
systems. 


Boston  under  the  amended  charter  is  con- 
ducting its  affairs  to  the  general  satisfaction 
of  the  citizens.  The  adoption  of  the  segre- 
gated budget  has  resulted  in  much  more 
effective  control  of  the  expenses  of  the  city. 
We  have  failed  as  yet,  however,  to  make 
any  material  change  in  the  accounting  system 
of  the  city,  thus  losing  the  benefits,  as  some 
believe,  that  would  accrue  from  a  more 
modern    system. 

Many  of  the  c'ties  throughout  the  country 
have  adopted  the  income  and  expenditure 
basis  of  accounting,  "with  a  view  to  more 
clearly  recording  the  financial  transactions  of 
the  year ;  while  many  others  still  continue 
the  cash  rece:pts  and  payments  basis  similar 
to  that  in  use  in  Boston 

The  advisability  of  changing  the  system 
is  of  such-  importance  that  most  careful  study 
should  be  made  before  any  decision  is  arrived 
at,  and  I  am  of  the  op'nion  that  this  can  be 
best  accomplished  through  a  commission  sim- 
ilar to  the  one  which  reported  on  the  adop- 
tion of  a  segregated  budget  some  few  years 
ago. 

I  am  submitting  herewith  an  order  for  your 
consideration    and    I    recommend    its    adoption.

Ordered,  That  an  Accounting  System  Com- 
mission to  consist  of  five  citizens  of  Boston, 
be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  as  follows :  One 
member  to  be  nominated  by  the  directors  of 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  one  by  the  City 
Counc'l,  one  by  the  directors  of  the  Boston 
Real  Estate  Exchange,  one  by  the  Central 
Labor  Union,  and  one  to  be  selected  by  the 
Mayor  the  chairman  of  the  commission  to 
be  designated  by  the  Mayor  and  to  receive 
such  compensation  as  shall  be  allowed  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council,  the  other  members 
to    serve    without    compensation. 

The  commission  shall  have  authority  to 
employ  a  secretary  and  other  assistants  and 
to  incur  such  expenses  as  it  may  deem  neces- 
sary, not  exceeding  $2,500  in  the  aggregate, 
exclusive  of  the  compensation  of  the  chair- 
man, and  all  expenses  shall  be  paid  by  the 
city  upon  requisition  of  the  commission  and 
be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  Reserve 
Fund. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commission  to 
investigate  and  to  report  on  or  before  Decem- 
ber 1,   1921,   upon  the  following  matters  : 

1.  The  advisability  of  revising  the  account- 
ing   methods    of    the    city : 

(a.)  For  the  departments  under  the  con- 
trol   of    the   Mayor. 

(b  )  For  the  School  Committee  and  the 
Schoolhouse  Department. 

(c. )      For    the    Suffolk    County    departments. 

(d. )  For  the  departments  in  charge  of 
officials    appointed    by    the    Governor. 

2.  If  a  revision  is  approved,  what  legis- 
lation,   if   any,    will   be   necessary. 

3.  If  a  revision  is  approved,  what  out- 
side  assistance,   if   any,    should    be   obtained.

Operations. 
Be    it   orda:ned    by    the   City   Council   of    Boston 
as    follows  : 

Section  1.  Section  1  of  chapter  8  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1914,  as  amended,  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  said  section 
and   substituting   the  following : 

Section  1.  All  work  of  construction,  altera- 
tion, removal  or  tearing  down  of  buildings 
or  structures  in  the  city  of  Boston  shall, 
hereafter,  be  under  the  charge,  control  and 
personal  supervision  of  a  licensed  mechanic, 
qualified  by  education,  training  or  experience 
for  the  performance  of  that  duty  in  a  manner 
which  shall  preserve  public  safety  and  con- 
form to  the  laws,  ordinances,  rules  and  regu- 
lations relating  to  the  construction,  altera- 
tion, removal  or  tearing  dov^n  of  buildings 
and     structures     in     the     city    of     Boston.

SALE   OF   POLICE   STATION   SITE. 

The   following   was    received: 
City    of    Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  August  25,  1921. 
To   the    City    Council: 

Gentlemen, — On  March  28  and  again  on 
June  7,  I  sent  a  message  to  the  City  Council 
requesting  the  passage  of  an  order  which 
would  give  me  authority  to  sell  at  a  price  not 
less  than  the  1920  assessed  valuatiion,  the 
property  at  the  corner  of  Arch  street  and 
Hawley  place,  originally  purchased  as  a  site 
for   Police   Station   2. 

It  has  been  repeatedly  brought  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  City  Council,  not  only  that  the 
site  was  unfit  for  the  purpose  for  which  It 
was  originally  purchased,  but  that  there  was 
not  the  slightest  likelihood  that  the  Police 
Commissioner  would  consent  to  its  being  used 
for  a  police  station  site.  There  is  every  rea- 
son to  believe  that  the  city  could  dispose  of 
this  property  on  very  favorable  terms.  For 
the  city,  under  the  circumstances,  to  continue 
to  hold  this  property,  involves  the  city  in  a 
substantial  loss.  Not  only  is  the  city  pre- 
vented from  receiving  a  large  sum  of  money 
which  is  needed  for  other  public  improve- 
ments, but  in  addition,  the  city  is  also  de- 
prived of  the  income  from  taxes  on  this 
property.  Therefore,  the  failure  of  the  City 
Council  to  act  upon  my  request  for  authority 
to  sell  this  property,  is  involving  the  city  in  a 
financial   loss   which  cannot  be  justified.

Gentlemen, — Some  time  ago  the  recreation 
building  at  the  West  Department  of  the  City 
Hospital,  West  Roxbury,  now  occupied  by  the 
United  States  Public  Health  Service  Hospital, 
was  completely  destroyed  by  fire.  At  the 
present  time  the  veterans  there  under  treat- 
ment can  get  along  without  a  permanent  recre- 
ation building,  using  tents  instead,  but  the  lat- 
ter, of  course,  will  not  be  practical  when  the 
cold  weather  sets   in.

Dear  Sir, — The  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  Col.  Thomas  F  Sullivan,  is  of  the 
opinion  that  the  high  pressure  pumping  sta- 
tions should  be  manned  by  .and  be  under  the 
control  of  the  Fire  Department.  I  under- 
stand that  he  has  communicated  with  your 
Honor  in  reference  to  this  matter.  I  concur 
with    the   opinion    of    the   commissioner. 

I  recommend  that  I  be  authorized  to  appoint 
the  necessary  men  at  once,  and  detail  them 
from  time  to  time  to  observe  the  installation 
of  the  pumps,  machinery,  etc.,  at  the  various 
pumping  stations,  so  that  they  may  be  thor- 
oughly prepared  to  assume  the  duties  of  act- 
ing as  engineers  at  the  two  pumping  stations 
which  are  to  be  completed  at  the  latest  by 
September   15,   1921. 

One  engineer  and  one  assitsant  engineer 
should  stand  an  eight-hour  watch  in  each 
station,  and  each  day  of  twenty-four  hours 
should  be  divided  into  three  watches.  It  will 
take  on  this  basis  thi-ee  engineers  and  three 
assistant  engineers  to  man  each  station,  or 
six  engineers  and  six  assistant  engineers  to 
man   the   two  stations. 
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It  will  be  necessary  to  increase  the  num- 
ber of  engineers  in  the  department  from  49 
to  55  and  the  number  of  assistant  engineers 
from  51  to  57.  If  this  is  done  it  will  mean 
the  appointment  of  twelve  probationers  in 
the   department. 

I  therefore  recommend  that  under  Perma- 
nent Employees,  A-l,  of  the  budget,  the  item 
of  assistant  engineers  be  changed  from  61  to 
57  in  number  and  the  item  of  engineers  be 
changed  from  49  55  in  number.  The  extra 
amount  of  money  to  provide  for  these  changes 
will  be  $8,675.16,  assuming  that  the  men  are 
appointed  to  take  up  their  duties  August  1, 
1921.  I  question  the  necessity  of  making  a 
money  appropriation  to  cover  these  appoint- 
ments. There  should  be  sufficient  money,  by 
transfer  from  other  items  in  the  budget  of 
the  Fire  Department,  available  at  the  end  of 
the    fiscal  year.

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LEGALITY  OF  PARK  PRIVILEGES. 

The   following   was   received : 
City    of    Boston, 
Law  Department,  Septembe-:  7,   1921. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council : 

Gentlemen, — In  answer  to  your  request  for 
information  as  to  whether  or  not  it  is  legal 
for  the  Park  Department  to  give  away  the 
privileges  at  Franklin  Park  and  the  head- 
house  at  City  Point.  The  leasing  of  land  or 
buildings  which  are  under  the  control  of  the 
Park  Department  for  use  as  boathouses,  re- 
fectories and  other  purposes  and  the  granting 
of  concessions  for  keeping  boats,  carriages 
and  other  things  for  the  accommodation  of 
the  public,  is  governed  by  section  1,  chapter 
365,  Acts  of  1897,  which  is  as  follows: 

"The  board  of  park  commissioners  of  the 
City  of  Boston  may  lease  any  lands  or  build- 
ings under  their  control,  to  be  used  for  boat- 
houses,  refectories  and  other  purposes,  and 
may  grant  concessions  for  keeping  boats,  car- 
riages and  other  things  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  the  public,  for  such  terms  and  on  such 
conditions  as  the  board,  with  the  approval  of 
the  mayor,  may  deem  proper :  provided,  that 
nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
affect  in  any  "way  any  contract  or  agreement 
entered  into  by  said  board  of  park  commis- 
sions prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act." 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  while  this  act 
gives  to  the  Park  Commissioners,  now  the 
Park  Department,  authority  to  lease  and 
grant  concessions  for  such  terms  and  on  such 
conditions  as  they,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor,  may  deem  proper,  that  they  cannot 
give  away  these  concessions  or  privileges 
without  a  reasonably  valuable  consideration  to 
the  City  of  Boston.  While  the  language  of 
the  statute  gives  wide  authority  to  the  de- 
partment, it  does  not  justify  the  giving  away 
of  public  property  or  of  rights  therein  for 
the  benefit  of  individuals,  and  if  such  a  con- 
struction were  placed  upon  the  statute,  the 
statute  itself  would  in  all  probability  be  de- 
clared unconstitutional.  While  a  gift  of  these 
concessions  cannot  be  made,  the  amount  of 
the  consideration,  if  legally  reasori?b,e,  reels 
entirely  with  the  Park  Department  and  the 
Mayor,  and  if  the  party  or  parties  to  whom 
the  concession  or  concessions  are  granted  bin! 
themselves  to  do  certain  things  which  will 
inure  to  the  substantial  benefit  of  the  city, 
then  I  am  of  the  opinion  whether  the  agree- 
ment be  for  the  lease  of  land  or  buildings  or 
the  granting  of  concessions  covered  by  the 
act  they  would  undoubtedly  be  upheld  by  the 
courts.

Dear    Sir, — In    the   matter   of    the    claims    of 
the    city    against    the    Edison    Electric    Illumi- 
nating   Company    of    Boston    I    beg    to    report 
as   follows : 


From  the  facts  brought  to  my  attention  in 
the  preparation  of  the  case  of  the  petition 
brought  by  you  before  the  Department  of 
Public  Utilities,  asking  for  a  reduction  in  the 
rates  charged  for  electricity,  I  have  reached 
the  conclusion  that  the  10  per  cent  additional 
charge  and  the  additional  charge  under  the 
so-called  "Coal  Clause,"  which  have  at  various 
times  between  October  1,  1917,  and  the  present 
date  been  charged  to  consumers  by  the  Edison 
Company  in  connection  with  certain  of  its 
rates,  are  illegal  and  that  these  charges  have 
not  been  fairly  or  correctly  applied  by  the 
company. 

The  City  of  Boston  not  only  takes  electricity 
from  the  Edison  Company  under  its  contract 
for  street  lighting  (under  which  neither  of 
these  charges  have  been  applied),  but  also 
purchases  considerable  quantities  of  electricity 
for  lighting  its  schoolhouses  and  other  mu- 
nicipal buildings.  Upon  these  charges  the  10 
per  cent  and  coal  clause  have  been  applied 
and  large  sums  of  money  have  this  way  been 
collected  from  the  city.  As  to  the  future,  the 
matter  can  be  satisfactorily  dealt  with  through 
the  Department  of  Public  Utilities,  but  for 
payments  made  in  the  past  that  department 
has  no  legal  authority  to  order  repayment. 
I  have  therefore  with  your  approval  brought 
an  action  on  behalf  of  the  city  against  the 
Edison  Company  to  recover  the  amount  which 
in   my  judgment   has   been   illegally  collected. 

So  far  as  relates  to  payments  under  the 
coal  clause,  what  I  have  done  is  in  accordance 
with  an  order  passed  by  the  City  Council, 
February  21  last  and  transmitted  by  you  to 
me.  In  this  order  you  were  requested  to 
direct  the  Law  Department  to  take  steps  to 
compel  the  Edison  Company  to  refund  all 
moneys  received  from  the  city  under  the  coal 
clause.  Until  the  present  time,  however,  I 
have  not  had  the  information  which  seemed 
to  me  necessary  as  a  foundation  for  legal 
action. 

This  report  is  made  in  pursuance  of  recent, 
conferences  between  us  and  in  order  that 
knowledge  of  what  has  been  done  may  be 
transmitted   to   the   Council.

RESOLUTIONS      CONCERNING     THE     KU 
KLUX  KLAN. 

Coun.   WATSON   offered   the   following : 

Whereas,  An  organization  claiming  to  be 
patriotic  and  calling  itself  the  "Ku  Klux 
Klan"  has  recently  spread  its  activities 
throughout  our  country,  and  its  appearance 
has  been  accompanied  by  lawlessness,  disre- 
gard of  the  rights  of  citizens  and  crimes  of 
violence  of  almost  every  character  ;   and 

Whereas,  The  real  aims  and  objects  of  the 
organization  have  been  and  are  now  being 
exposed  by  the  Boston  Post  and  other  news 
agencies   and 

Whereas,   It    is   clear   that   this   organization 


is  un-American  in  its  objects  (criminal  in 
many  of  its  activities)  and  is  dedicated  to  the 
creation  of  race  hatred  and  religious  preju- 
dice ;  and 

Whereas,  The  lawless  activities  and  un- 
American  objects  of  the  Ku  Klux  Klan  under 
the  cloak  of  patriotism  and  hiding  behind  the 
racial  and  religious  hatreds  which  it  is  en- 
gendering are  carried  on  for  no  other  pur- 
pose than  the  financial  gain  of  its  promoters  • 
and 

Whereas,  Wherever  it  has  been  established 
the  Ku  Klux  Klan  has  proven  itself  a  meuaee 
to  the  peace  and  well-being  of  the  commu- 
nity and  a  challenge  to  the  enforcement  of 
law  and  the  exercise  of  the  rights  of  citizen- 
ship ;  now  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  ap- 
preciating the  dangers  that  lurk  in  this  form 
of  un-American  propaganda,  and  being  aware 
of  the  crimes  which  have  followed  in  its  wake, 
and  deprecating  the  attacks  which  it  is  foster- 
ing against  the  negro,  the  Catholic  and  the 
Jew,  believes  that  it  is  its  duty  to  warn  the 
citizens  of  Boston  and  its  vicinity  of  the  true 
character  and  malign  influence  of  the  Ku 
Klux  Klan  and  to  beseech  all  real  Americans 
to  discourage  to  their  utmost  the  spread  of  the 
Ku  Klux  Klan  or  the  propaganda  for  which 
it   ;s   responsible  ;   and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  City 
Council  of  Boston  be  conveyed  to  the  Boston 
Post  for  its  patriotic  work  in  exposing  the 
sordid  and  unpatriotic  character  of  the  Ku 
Klux  Klan. 

Coun.  WATSON.  Mr.  President,  I  realize 
that  many  members  of  this  body  are  opposed 
to  resolutions  which  are  national  in  their 
scope,  and  I  realize  that  I  have  been  the 
sponsor  of  several  of  these  resolutions  which 
this  body  has  passed,  usually  unanimously.  I 
am  inclined  to  agree  that  perhaps  we  have 
overstepped  the  bounds  of  our  actual  duty  in 
passing  several  of  these  resolutions.  I  think, 
however,  that  good  always  comes  from  resolu- 
tions if  nothing  more  becomes  of  them  than 
to  spread  publicity  concerning  the  activities  of 
those  against  whom  the  resolutions  are  ad- 
dressed. 

I  have  been  following  pretty  closely  the  ex- 
pose by  the  Boston  Post  and  the  New  York 
World  of  the  insidious  and  un-American  con- 
duct of  the  so-called  Klu  Klux  Klan.  I  pre- 
sume that  many  others  have  done  likewise.  I 
am  not  struck  much  by  the  importance  or  the 
danger  of  its  work  other  than  the  fear  that 
it  will  recreate  that  religious  feeling  in  our 
community  which  has  been  put  underground 
and  kept  there  for  many  years,  in  fact,  ever 
since  the  days  when  the  late-lamented  George 
Frisbie  Hoar,  the  United  States  Senator  from 
Massachusetts,  put  his  heel  on  the  head  of  the 
serpent  called  A.  P.  A.-ism. 

The  Klu  Klux  Klan,  so  called,  claim  that 
of  all,  financial  benefit  to  its  members,  but  in 
order  to  create  a  financial  return  for  those 
who  are  at  the  head  of  the  organization  they 
must  use  the  means  of  stirring  up  race  hatred 
and  religious  bigotry ;  and  I  feel  that  they 
strike  at  the  fountain  of  American  institu- 
tions ;  they  strike  at  the  very  source  of  our 
freedom,  when  they  attempt  to  reflect  or  in- 
terfere with  the  conduct  of  any  of  our  citi- 
zens, be  they  black,  be  they  Catholic  or  be 
they  Jew.  The  Constitution  guarantees  to  all 
our  citizens  certain  rights  and  privileges  re- 
gardless of   their   race,  religion   or  color. 

The  Klu  Klux  Klan,  so-called,  claim  that 
they  have  a  membership  of  half  a  million,  and 
today  are  propaganding  in  Massachusetts  as 
well  as  in  every  other  state  of  the  Union  and 
claim  that  inside  of  twelve  months  they  ex- 
pect to  have  a  membership  of  at  least  two 
million  in  their  organization,  and  I  say  that 
there  is  no  more  fitting  place  in  the  world 
than  here  in  Boston,  where  freedom  and  liberty 
were  born,  where  we  foster  and  adore  the 
Cradle  of  Liberty — Faneuil  Hall — where  the 
best  that  is  in  America  was  either  born  or 
came  from  foreign  shores,  the  best  in  the 
matter  of  brains,  the  best  in  the  matter  of 
citizenship,  the  best  in  the  matter  of  business 
life  and  all  that  goes  to  make  up  a  successful 
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community,  I  say  that  the  best  that  this 
Council  can  do,  and  do  with  much  credit,  is  to 
pass  this  resolution  today  unanimously,  be- 
cause when  you  come  to  figure  out  the  ele- 
ments of  our  citizenship,  those  against  whom 
the  Klu  Klux  Klan  are  operating  make  up  the 
majority  of  our  better  citizens,  both  men  and 
women,  and  I  know  that  no  member  of  this 
body  will  disagree  with  me  as  to  the  principle 
attached  to  this  order  or  its  purpose.  The 
members  may  feel  that  it  is  none  of  our 
business  to  interfere  in  this  affair,  but  when 
cities  of  the  country  as  large  and  as  influen- 
tial as  ours  have  taken  this  action,  we  can  at 
least  follow.  We  should  have  led.  And, 
therefore,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  move  suspension  of 
the  rule  in  order  that  the  resolution  may  go 
on   its  passage   at  this   time.

9.  Report  on  petition  of  Patrick  Cronin 
(referred  today)  .  for  retirement  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  765,  Acts  of  1914 — 
recommending  the  passage  of  the  following, 
viz. : 

Ordered,  That  the  Retirement  Board  for 
Laborers  be  hereby  authorized  and  requested 
to  retire,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  765 
of  the  Acts  of  1914,  as  amended  by  chapter  63 
of  he  Special  Acts  of  1915,  Patrick  Cronin,  em- 
ployed in  the  labor  service  of  the  City  of 
Boston  in  the  Public   Works   Department. 

Report   accepted ;   order   passed. 

10.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  today)  for  sale  of  estate  corner 
Arch  street  and  Hawley  place  at  public  auc- 
tion— recommending  the  passage  of  the  order 
in  the  following   new   draft,   viz. : 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Street  Com- 
missioners be  authorized  to  sell  the  estate, 
corner  of  Arch  street  and  Hawley  place,  at 
public  auction,  at  a  price  not  less  thsn  ten 
per  cent  above  the  assessed  valuation  at  the 
time  of  sale,  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  to  be 
used  toward  the  purchase  of  a  site  and  the 
erection  and  furnishing  of  a  police  station  for 
Police   Division    Number   2. 

Report  accepted;  order  rejected  (six  votes 
being  required),  the  vote  on  passage  being 
yeas — Coun.  Collins,  Ford,  Hagan,  Lane,  Wat- 
son— 5  ;  nays — Coun.  Brickley,  Donoghue,  Mori- 
arty — 3. 

11.  Report  on  preamble  and  order  (referred 
today)  for  revocation  of  licenses  to  sell  fire- 
arms— that  the  preamble  and  order  ought  to 
pass. 

The  question  came  on  the  acceptance  of  the 
report  and  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  this  mat- 
ter was  very  carefully  threshed  out  in  Execu- 
tive Committee,  and  I  do  not  plan  at  this 
time  to  make  any  protracted  statement  of  my 
reason  for  voting  against  the  order.  My  rea- 
sons for  voting  against  the  order,  they  are, 
briefly,  first,  because  I  think  as  drafted  it  is 
illegal.  As  bearing  upon  that,  I  sought  in 
committee  an  opinion  of  the  Corporation 
Counsel,  but  my  motion  was  voted  down.  The 
reason  why  I  think  it  is  illegal  is  that  when 
licenses  are  once  issued,  in  my  opinion,  un- 
der the  statute,  the  only  way  in  which  they 
can  be  revoked  is  for  cause  and  by  notice  to 
those  holding  the  license  to  the  effect  that  the 
Council  or  the  committee  of  the  Council  pro- 
poses to  give  a  hearing  on  the  question  of  re- 
vocation of  the  license.  I  do  not  think  under 
the  statute  as  it  stands  that  the  Council  has  a 
right  when  it  once  issues  a  license  to  sum- 
marily revoke  it  within  a  few  months,  with- 
out cause  shown  and  without  a  hearing.  It 
may  be  said  with  reference  to  this  statute, 
which  has  been  on  the  books  for  some  years, 
that  various  attempts  have  been  made  by  offi- 
cials who  believe  that  the  law  should  be 
amended,  to  have  it  amended,  from  time  to 
time,  without  success.  The  gentleman  offering 
this  motion  has  filed  a  bill,  I  understand,  in 
the  Legislature,  asking  that  a  proper  statute 
be  enacted  for  the  sale  of  firearms.  I  am  one 
of  those  who  believe  that  some  kind  of  re- 
strictive legislation  is  necessary,  but  I  do  not 
believe  that  we  ought  to  proceed  in  an  illegal 
manner  by  voting  for  an  order  that  strikes 
me  as  amounting  to  nothing,  as  far  as  results 
go,  in  the  sense  of  being  an  effective  order  or 
ordinance.  Some  weeks  or  months  ago,  I 
think  two  months  ago,  the  Council  passed  an 
order  here  restricting  the  sale  of  firearms 
only  to  those  people  who  had  a  right  to  carry 
them,   and  the  Corporation   Counsel   ruled  that 


we  did  not  even  have  that  right.  I  voted 
against  that  order  at  that  time,  not  believing 
that  we  had  the  legal  right  to  pass  it.  I  am 
voting  against  this  order  today  because  I  do 
not  believe  we  have  the  legal  right  to  pass  it. 
But  I  am  not  hiding  behind  any  technicality. 
I  believe,  in  order  that  there  may  be  an  effec- 
tive law  for  the  sale  of  firearms,  that  it  ought 
to  be  state  wide  in  its  nature.  In  the  event  of 
this  order  being  really  effective,  we  would 
have  the  anomaly  of  nobody  in  the  City  of 
Boston  having  a  right  to  sell  firearms  even  to 
people  having  the  right  to  carry  them.  It 
strikes  me  that  we  do  not  want  to  put  our- 
selves in  such  a  position,  which  seems  ridicu- 
lous, in  view  of  the  fact  that  anybody  wishing 
to  purchase  firearms  could  go  to  any  of  the 
nearby  cities  and  towns  and  get  them.  Maniacs 
or  a  dishonest  person  would  be  able  to  obtain 
firearms  or  their  equivalent  and  do  the  dam- 
age against  which  we  are  trying  to  protect 
the  public.  At  the  same  time  we  ought  to 
view  the  matter  from  a  broad  standpoint,  as 
I  believe  we  all  see  the  righteousness  of  hon- 
est people  having  a  right  to  purchase  and  to 
carry  firearms  when  it  is  right  for  them  to 
do  so.  I  want  to  say  that  my  opinion  in  this 
matter  was  sustained  in  committee  by  the 
other  attorney,  Coun.  Ford.  In  my  opinion, 
for  two  reasons,  we  should  not  at  this  time 
pass  the  order  that  is  before  us,  first,  that  it 
would  be  illegal,  and  second,  that  if  passed  it 
would  be  ineffective. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  I  don't  want  to 
take  up  the  time  of  the  body  by  merely  sum- 
ming up  what  Coun.  Collins  has  said,  be- 
cause, as  the  councilor  has  stated,  I  agree 
with  him  absolutely.  I  thought  also  it  would 
be  well  to  have  the  opinion  of  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel  upon  the  legal  points  which  the 
councilor  has  suggested  here.  There  were 
also  one  or  two  other  points  that  were  doubt- 
ful in  my  mind.  One  was  this,  whether  a  li- 
cense once  granted  for  a  term  should  be  re- 
voked except  at  the  expiration  of  the  term? 
Surely,  to  my  mind,  it  could  not  be  revoked 
except  for  cause,  and  we  have  to  bear  in  mind 
the  fact  that  these  licenses  have  been  granted 
for  the  balance  of  the  year  for  which  they 
were  given,  up  to  April  1.  Another  point  that 
struck  me  was  this,  that  when  we  vote  on 
these  licenses  or  these  various  permits  we 
make  an  individual  report  on  each  applica- 
tion for  a  license  or  a  permit,  and  therefore 
I  think  the  proper,  legal  and  effective  way  to 
act,  if  it  is  to  be  done  at  all  as  suggested, 
is  to  introduce  an  individual  order  of  revoca- 
tion of  each  permit.  For  the  reasons  I  have 
added  to  those  stated  by  the  councilor  who 
preceded  me,  I  thought  in  committee,  and  still 
think,  that  the  matter  ought  to  go  to  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel  for  an  opinion.  I  say  that 
also  in  view  of  the  fact  that  I  think  the  Mayor 
will  send  for  an  opinion  of  the  Corporation 
Counsel  to  determine  whether  or  not  it  is  le- 
gal, and  we  ought  not  to  be  put  in  the  posi- 
tion of  voting  for  what  we  might  call  an  il- 
legal order  until  we  find  out  just  where  we 
are  on  it.  I  agree  fully  that  something  should 
be  done  to  straighten  the  thing  out,  that  some 
action  should  be  taken.  The  councilor  who 
introduced  the  order  said  he  would  be  more  or 
less  willing  to  have  us  act  on  the  order  today 
and  then  summon  in  all  those  who  had  applied 
for  licenses  and  ask  them  whether  or  not  they 
would  sell  a  firearm  to  one  who  had  no  license 
to  carry  it ;  that  if  they  were  not  willing  to 
agree  to  do  that  their  license  should  be  re- 
voked, but  that  if  they  should  agree  not  to 
sell  to  one  who  did  not  have  a  license  they 
should  be  allowed  to  continue  to  carry  fire- 
arms. I  thought,  and  still  think,  that  the 
better  way  to  accomplish  what  the  councilor 
has  in  mind  is  this,  not  to  revoke  the  licenses 
at  the  present  time,  but  to  endeavor  to  have 
the  Legislature  put  into  effect,  state  wide, 
such  a  law  as  the  councilor  has  in  mind  here, 
a  law  not  to  sell  a  firearm  except  to  one  who 
has  a  permit  to  carry  it :  and  then,  we  cap 
perhaps  ask  those  who  have  licenses  or  per- 
mits to  come  before  the  Council,  when  we  can 
ask  them  if  they  will  agree  not  to  sell  to 
those  who  do  not  have  permits  to  carry  fire- 
arms.     I   think    in    that   way    we    can    accom- 
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plish  what  the  councilor  has  in  mind,  and 
what  I  feel  the  Legislature  itself  ought  to  ac- 
complish. I  believe  that  a  great  many  mem- 
bers of  the  Legislature  want  to  vote  for  such 
a  law,  that  the  Police  Commissioner  wants  to 
have  the  Legislature  pass  the  law,  and  that 
everybody  except  the  lobby  at  the  State  House 
conducting  the  affairs  of  those  who  want  to 
sell  firearms  wishes  to  have  such  a  law  passed. 
I  think  perhaps,  in  view  of  what  we  may  call 
the  illegality  of  the  ordinance  of  the  order, 
and  having  in  mind  the  other  facts  we  have 
stated,  we  are  justified  in  taking  the  position 
we  take  today.  Of  course,  we  are  all  in  favor 
of  preventing  this  whole  abuse,  but  I  think,  as 
a  lawyer,  that  it  is  a  matter  for  the  Legisla- 
ture and  not  for  the  Council.  If  the  Corpo- 
ration Counsel,  on  the  other  hand,  says  we 
have  the  power  to  do  what  the  councilor  on 
the  other  side  is  trying  to  do,  conscientiously 
without  a  question  of  doubt,  I  should  not  hesi- 
tate for  a  second  to  vote  for  his  order,  even 
though  I  think  it  is  a  matter  for  the  Legis- 
lature, because,  as  I  said  in  the  committee, 
if  we  have  the  power,  the  legal  right  to  do 
what  is  being  attempted  through  the  passage 
of  this  order,  it  might  have  the  effect  of  forc- 
ing the  large  dealers  who  have  power  at  the 
State  House  to  go  up  there  and  favor  action 
that  would  correct  the  abuse.  But  I  think  the 
suggestion  made  by  Coun.  Collins  is  a  valid 
one,  that  unless  broader  action  than  is  con- 
templated here  is  taken  there  is  nothing  to 
prevent  a  maniac  or  one  similarly  inclined 
from  going  to  Chelsea  or  any  city  or  town  a 
few  miles   out  of  Boston   and  buying  firearms. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  as  I  desire 
to  vote  differently  from  the  two  gentlemen 
who  have  preceded  me,  I  wish  also  to  get  my 
point  of  view  on  the  record.  I  wish  to  Kay 
that  if  today  our  vote  for  revocation  of  the 
permits  granted  to  legitimate  and  careful,  as 
well  as  the  illegitimate  and  careless  dealers  in 
firearms,  will  result  possibly  in  saving  one 
life,  I  will  be  satisfied  personally  to  vote  for 
revocation,  entirely  apart  from  what  the 
strict  legal  view  of  the  law  and  statutes  re- 
lating to  firearms  and  their  sale  may  be.  I 
was  one  of  those  who  voted  in  favor  of  grant- 
ing licenses  or  permits  to  all  the  so-called 
dealers  in  firearms  at  the  last  meeting.  I 
simply  thought  that  everybody  ought  to  live 
up  to  the  same  rules  and  regulations  as  laid 
down  in  the  permits,  but  since  then  there 
have  been  three  murders  as  the  result  of  the 
careless  sale  of  firearms.  I  do  not  feel  guilty 
in  those  matters,  as  one  who  voted  for  the 
permits,  but  I  do  feel  that  if  there  had  been 
a  little  closer  control  of  the  sale  of  firearms 
at  least  one  or  two  of  the  deaths  that  took 
place  because  of  the  use  of  the  firearms  by  in- 
dividuals might  have  been  stopped.  I  realize 
that  the  legitimate  dealers  in  firearms  are  en- 
titled to  the  right  to  sell  their  commodities. 
There  may  be  a  close  question — I  am  not  a 
lawyer — whether  or  not  we  have  the  right 
legally  to  revoke  the  permits  we  have  granted 
I  am  inclined  to  think  as  a  layman  that  we 
have,  if  it  is  for  the  public  good,  in  our 
opinion,  to  do  it.  If  we  are  in  error,  un- 
doubtedly the  Mayor,  under  advice  of  the  Law 
Department,  will  prohibit  it.  But  I  do  want 
for  the  sake  of  my  neighbors  and  the  com- 
munity in  which  I  live,  and  for  the  sake  of 
those  who  may  lose  dear  ones  by  the  acts  of 
insane  or  criminally  minded  people,  to  go  on 
record  as  being  in  favor  of  perhaps  acting 
rather  strongly  in  the  matter  of  registering 
my  vote,  as  a  protest  at  least,  for  the  revo- 
cation of  the  licenses  that  have  been  granted, 
both  to  those  who  sell  firearms,  legally,  prop- 
erly and  carefully,  and  those  who  do  the  op- 
posite. I  am  prepared  to  vote  to  revoke  these 
permits  regardless  of  whether  I  am  acting 
legally  in  doing  so  or  not. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  re- 
alize that  the  hour  is  getting  late,  and  I  shall 
not  take  much  time.  I  will,  however,  simply 
repeat  the  language  of  my  brother  on  the 
other  side,  whether  it  is  lawful  or  unlawful, 
if  by  our  action  it  is  possible  to  save  one  life, 
or  help  to  save  one  life,  I  believe  there  is  not 
one  of  us  who  ought  to  duck  behind  the  law. 
I   claim  that  the  allowing  of   the  sale  of   guns 


is  against   the   public  safety  of  our   city.     We 
have    cases    every    day    in    court   where    people 
who  are  given  a  license  to  operate  an  automo- 
bile   are    brought    in    and    have    their    licenses 
taken    away,    because    they    have    driven    their 
car     under     the     influence     of     liquor     or     in 
such    a    way    as    to    endanger   the   lives    of   the 
public;    and   it   seems    to   me   that  there   is   no 
better   reason   why   licenses   should   be   revoked. 
What    better    reason    can    we    have    than    the 
protection    of    the    lives    of   our    citizens?      Art 
far  as  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation   Counsel 
is   concerned,    I   am   beginning   to   believe   as   a 
layman   that  I   never  saw  two   lawyers — and   I 
have  a  lot  of  them  who  are  my  friends  -who 
will    not    take    a    case    on    opposite    sidas    and 
argue   the    law    from   opposite   points    of    view 
before   the  justice   of   any   court,   one  claiming 
that  his   side   is   right,   and  the  other  claiming 
that   his    side   is    the   correct  one.      As    far   as 
justice  is  concerned  in  our  courthouse,  I  th:nk 
it   is    to    be   found   outside   of  the   courthouses. 
There  is  little  justice  on  the  inside.     If  we  ar- 
gue   on    interpretations    of    law,    we    ars    not 
going   to   get   anywhere  so   far    as    prohibiting 
the  sale   of  firearms   in   our   city  is   concerned. 
Agreeing    that    our    action    is    unlawful,    what 
harm  have  we  done  ?     As  far  as  the  action  of 
the     Legislature     is     concerned,      7ne     of     my 
brother     councilors     on     the     other     side     has 
stated,   what  everybody  knows,  that  they  have 
tried    to    get   legislation    along    this    line   every 
year  at  the  State  House,  and  a  powerful  lobby 
had   stopped  our  getting   legislation   to   protect 
ourselves.      My    idea    is    to    continue    at    this 
thing,  if  I  only  have  my  own  vote  here,  meet- 
ing    after     meeting,     introducing     oiders     and 
keeping    the    thing    alive,    so    as    to    keep    cur 
citizens     awake    to    the    importance    of    some 
such     action     being     taken,     and    so     that    we 
will  as  soon  as  possible  get  rid  of  this  menace 
that  comes  from  guns  being  bought  in  this  ir- 
responsible way,   in  the   majority   of   instances 
from  the  pawnshops  of  Boston.     The  gun  that 
slew  Officer  Cuneo  was  bought  in  a  pawnshop  ; 
the  gun  with  which  the  murder  of  a  man  and 
woman    in   West   Roxbury   was   committed   the 
other  day  was  sold  by  a  second-hand  dealer  on 
Broadway.     Nobody  knows  when   or  where  the 
next   case  of  the   sort   is   going   to   take   place, 
and  nobody  knows  where  the  weapon  is  going 
to  be  bought.     I  believe  that  it  is  our  duty  to 
act  in  the  matter.     If  it  is  beyond  our  power, 
that    is    not    our    fault.       We    who    favor    the 
passage  of  this  order  may  be  right,  or  the  two 
lawyers   on  the  other  side  may  be  right.     But 
I   believe  this,   that  before  the  order  is  signed 
the    Mayor   will    ask    the    Corporation    Counsel 
for  an  opinion  in  the  matter,   and   if  the  Cor- 
poration   Counsel    says    that    the    order    is    un- 
lawful,   at    the    next    meeting    I    will    have    in 
here   the    number    of    licenses    that    have    been 
passed   individually,   and   I   will   ask   that  every 
one  of  them  be  revoked  individually.     If  a  pub- 
lic hearing  upon   them  is  called  for,   I  shall  be 
glad  to  give  my  time,  if  it  is  possible  that  we 
may    save    one    life.      I    will    say    this    in    con- 
clusion.      I     believe     if    we    had    not    granted 
these    permits    in    June    Officer    Cuneo    would 
be  home  tonight   with   his   wife   and   nine  chil- 
dren.    Again,   in   that  connection,  what  do  we 
do  ?     We  pass   an   order  today  for   a  thousand 
dollars  ;    we   give    an    annuity    of    $600    a   year 
to    the    officer's    family.       But    we    allow     the 
newspapers   to   take  up   the   cause  of   a   public 
servant,    instead    of    doing    it    ourselves.      The 
City    of   Boston    allows    the    newspapers   to    go 
out  and   interest  the  public   in   the  matter,   in- 
stead  of    the   city    taking    care   of    an   officer's 
family    itself,    although    the    officer    was    killed 
when  he  was  doing  our  duty,  not  his  but  ours. 
We    simply    give    his    family    a    thousand    dol- 
lars,   and    we    allow    the    public    to    give    him 
$24,000    or    $25,000.       It    should    be    the    city's 
duty  to  take  care  of  the  family  of  any  public 
servant,    when   he   is    injured   or   killed    in    the 
performance   of   the   duty   that   he   is   hired   to 
perform.       If    he     loses     his     life,     we    should 
amply   take   care   of   his   family.      I  believe,   so 
that    such    cases    may    not    happen    again,    so 
that    nobody    may    lose    his    life    through    the 
improper    sale    of    firearms,    we    ought    to    re- 
voke  each    and   every    license    in    Boston.      Mr. 
Chairman,     they     say     that     people     can     buy 
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weapons  in  Chelsea.  Let  Chelsea  take  care 
of  itself  for  the  time  being,  and  let  every 
other  town  take  care  of  itself.  We  have 
always  heard  during  the  war  from  speakers, 
men  and  women,  a  great  deal  said  about  the 
prominent  part  that  has  always  been  played 
by  Boston  in  history.  When  any  big  thing 
has  been  commenced  they  have  said,  "It 
started  in  Boston."  They  told  us  about  the 
Tea  Party,  and  they  told  us  about  a  number 
of  other  movements  that  started  in  Boston. 
Let  this  start  here.  If  they  want  to  make  it 
state  wide,  and  can  do  so,  very  well,  or  if  it 
can  be  made  nation  wide.  But  let  it  start 
here  and  now.  Let  us  abolish  the  sale  of  fire- 
arms here,  and  then  abolish  it  in  Massachu- 
setts, and  not  only  in  Massachusetts  but  the 
country  at  large. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE.— Mr.  President,  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  practically  all  members  of 
the  Council  have  stated  their  views  on  this 
matter,  I  want  also  to  state  mine.  I  wish  to 
state  that  I  voted  to  grant  these  permits  to 
the  pawnbrokers  after  they  had  been  held  up 
for  the  reason  that  I  felt  that  we  should  not 
make  fish  of  one  and  flesh  of  the  other,  that 
is,  that  after  we  had  granted  licenses  to  the 
so-called  larger  concerns  that  sold  firearms, 
we  should  not  discriminate  against  the  pawn- 
brokers. I  felt  that  we  should  give  to  the  lit- 
tle fellow  the  same  rights  and  privileges  that 
were  given  to  the  big  fellow.  I  said  also,  when 
the  order  was  introduced  to  revoke  all  per- 
mits, that  I  would  be  glad  to  vote  for  it.  We 
have  had  a  lot  of  controversy  here  today  in 
regard  to  the  legality  of  this  order.  Nobody 
here  today  is  qualified  to  say  whether  the  or- 
der is  or  is  not  legal.  That  is  for  the  Corpo- 
ration Counsel,  and  you  men  who  have  stood 
behind  his  opinion  in  the  past  will  have  to 
stand  behind  it  again  in  the  future.  But  we 
all  know  that  the  opinions  of  corporation 
counsels  very  often  vary.  One  will  take  a 
certain  position  at  one  time,  on  one  side  of  a 
question,  and  another  will  take  just  the  oppo- 
site position  on  the  same  question.  We  have 
had  evidence  in  regard  to  the  kind  of  opinions 
we  get  here  today.  The  Corporation  Counsel 
has  ruled  that  the  privileges  given  to  the 
Women's  Educational  and  Industrial  Union, 
privileges  that  in  previous  year  have  net- 
ted the  city  over  $9,000  a  year,  and  have  been 
given  to  this  organization  this  year  for  noth- 
ing, are  legal.  That  being  so,  surely  he  can 
rule  that  this  order  that  has  been  introduced 
here  today  is  legal.  But  if  he  rules  that  it  is 
not  legal,  which,  in  my  opinion,  he  will  do, 
whether  it  is  legal  or  not,  he  will  rule  that  it 
is  not  legal,  we  will  at  least  have  the  satis- 
faction of  saying  to  the  Legislature  that  we, 
the  City  Council  of  Boston,  have  gone  on  rec- 
ord in  favor  of  abolishing  the  sale  of  firearms 
to  anybody  who  does  not  have  a  permit  to 
carry  them.  So  when  the  bill  is  presented  to 
the  incoming  Legislature  by  the  councilor  on 
my  left  (Coun.  Moriarty)  and  is  considered 
by  the  committee,  you  will  have  something  to 
fall  back  on.  You  can  say  that  the  City 
Council  of  Boston  believes  that  the  Legisla- 
ture should  pass  legislation  that  should  not 
alone  be  local,  but  should  be  statewide  in  its 
scope.  In  that  way  I  feel  that  we  will  have 
accomplished  something  by  passing  this  order. 

The   order  was   passed,   yeas   5,   nays    3. 

Yeas — Councilors  Brickley,  Donoghue,  Lane, 
Moriarty,  Watson — 5. 

Nays — Coun.   Collins,   Ford,   Hagan — 3. 


FINANCE. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE,  for  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  submitted  a  report  on  message  of 
Mayor  and  order  (referred  today)  for  loan 
of  $200,000  for  Highways,  Making  of — that  the 
order   ought  to   pass. 

The  report  was  accepted ;  the  order  was 
given  its  first  reading  and  passed,  yeas  8, 
nays   0. 

The  order  will  take  its  final  reading  not 
less    than   fourteen    days    from    date. 


COUNTY    ACCOUNTS. 

Coun.  FORD,  for  the  Committee  on  County 
Accounts,  submitted  a  report  on  order  (re- 
ferred July  12)  disapproving  salary  of  Thomas 
G.  Davis,  probation  officer  of  Municipal  Court 
— that   the   order   ought  not   to   pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question 
came  on  the  acceptance  of  the  report. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  want 
to  say  that  I  am  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of 
this  order.  We  have  here  a  situation  where 
the  justices  of  the  court  are  appointing  to  the 
position  of  probation  officer  a  man  who  is  not 
a  resident  of  the  City  of  Boston.  I  don't  want 
to  make  any  lengthy  speech  a>out  it,  but  I 
feel  that  for  positions  in  Suffolk  County  peo- 
ple who  are  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston 
should  be  considered  first.  If  you  cannot  get 
a  resident  of  the  City  of  Boston  capable  of 
filling  such  a  position,  it  is  then  time  enough 
to  go  outside.  But  on  numerous  occasions 
here  during  the  past  year  we  have  seen  cases 
where  men  who  live  in  Arlington,  Cambridge, 
Somerville,  Newton  and  other  places  outside 
of  Boston  have  been  appointed  to  such  po- 
sitions here  and  they  are  confirmed,  or  their 
salaries  are  approved  by  this  Council.  I  want 
to  go  on  record  as  being  in  favor  of  Boston 
positions  for   Boston  men. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  some 
time  ago  we  had  a  debate  here  in  this  Council 
relative  to  this  matter,  and  I  took  the  posi- 
tion then  as  I  do  now,  that  under  the  law 
the  judges  of  the  court  have  the  right  to  ap- 
point ;  that  the  only  question  we  have  to.  de- 
termine is  that  of  the  approval  of  the  salary. 
The  gentleman  who  last  spoke  intimates  that 
this  is  a  confirmation.  It  is  not,  and  it  has 
never  been  so  considered  by  the  Council  in 
the  years  I  have  been  here.  That  being  so, 
the  only  question  with  me  is,  whether  the  po- 
sition is  necessary  ?  All  other  things  being 
equal,  I  believe  such  positions  should  be  given 
to  Boston  people.  But  that  is  not  a  matter 
for  us  to  decide  under  the  statutes  ;  it  is  for 
the  judges  of  the  Municipal  Court.  If  you 
disagree  with  the  law,  change  the  statutes. 
There  can  be  no  question  that  the  position  it- 
self is  one  that  is  most  important  to  the  com- 
munity, and,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  all  we 
pass  on  is  the  necessity  of  the  position,  I 
shall  vote  against  the  order,  unless  it  can  be 
shown  to  me  that  the  position  itself  is  an  un- 
necessary one. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  my  posi- 
tion should  be  well  known  to  the  public,  as  it 
is  certainly  well  known  to  the  Council.  I  am 
opposed  with  all  my  limited  power  to  the  sort 
of  thing  involved  in  this  appointment  in  our 
courts.  Even  though  I  have  no.  right  to  vote 
on  confirmation,  I  want  to  register  my  pro- 
test against  the  right  of  residents  of  Middle- 
sex or  other  counties  coming  in  here  and 
taking  such  positions  in  Suffolk  County.  There- 
fore, I  intend  to  vote  for  the  order,  which 
contemplates  not  paying  the  salary. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
say  that  I  understand  that  Mr.  Davis,  so  far 
as  I  know,  is  a  resident  of  Boston.  I  think 
some  of  the  members  of  the  Council  here  are 
ignorant  of   that  fact. 

Coun.   WATSON— No,  he  is  not. 

Coun.    BRICKLEY— Yes,   he   is. 

Coun.   WATSON— No,   he   isn't. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— You  will  find  out  that 
he  is. 

Coun.  FORD— Mr.  President,  I  think  we  all 
agree  with  what  Coun.  Donoghue  has  said. 
This  Council  is  unanimously  in  favor  of  giving 
Boston  positions  to  Boston  residents,  abso- 
lutely, so  as  to  keep  our  men  at  work  ;  and  it 
is  an  excellent  argument  in  favor  of  that  po- 
sition that  if  we  went  to  Middlesex  County, 
those  of  us  who  have  resided  in  Boston  part 
or  all  of  our  lives,  we  could  not  get  a  position 
there.  But  the  fact  in  this  case  is  that  this 
young  man  is  a  resident  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton. I  met  young  Mr.  Davis  a  long  while  ago 
and  pointed  out  to  him  the  objection  against 
him  as  a  probation,  officer,  that  he  did  not  re- 
side in  Boston.  He  told  me  at  that  time  that 
he   intended   to   move    into    Boston,   and   I   un- 
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derstand  that  he  has  done  so,  into  the  Rox- 
bury  district,  Coun.  Watson's  district,  al- 
though at  the  time  I  understand  that,  moving 
right  into  Boston  then,  he  did  not,  of  course, 
immediately  become  a  legal  voter.  He  was 
not  here  April  1  of  this  year,  but  he  does  re- 
side in  the  city  at  the  present  time,  and  by 
April  1,  1922,  he  will  be  entitled  to  become  a 
registered  voter  of  the  City  of  Boston.  He  is  a 
young  man  who  has  been  in  the  office  for 
some  time,  who  has  worked  himself  up  to  pro- 
bation officer,  and  I  think  he  is  entitled  to  a 
great  deal  of  credit  for  the  attitude  that  he 
has  taken  in  the  matter.  He  has  shown  him- 
self to  be  quite  willing  to  meet  the  objection 
to  his  candidacy  to  that  office,  and  I  think  he 
is  worthy  of  the  position.  Mr.  Davis,  I  un- 
derstand, is  a  resident  of  Boston,  and  I  think 
his  salary  ought  to  be  approved.  As  Coun.  ■ 
Collins  says,  we  are  not  confirming  the  ap- 
pointment. But  we  ought  to  be  glad  that  a 
young  man  of  his  type  is  seeking  the  posi- 
tion. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  do  not 
propose  to  let  my  colleague  on  the  left  get 
away  with  that  last  statement  without  a  reply 
from  me.  I  want  it  understood,  and  I  want  it 
to  be  stated  entirely  specifically,  that  I  don't 
think  any  man  should  be  a  candidate  for  an 
office  of  this  kind  in  one  county  who  is  a 
legal  voter  in  another  county.  The  mere  fact 
that  after  he  becomes  a  candidate  for  the  po- 
sition he  becomes  a  resident  of  my  district, 
because  he  wants  to  avoid  the  protest  against 
his  appointment  to  the  position,  I  do  not 
think  is  much  to  his  credit.  If  Boston,  in  his 
opinion,  was  a  good  place  to  live  in,  he  should 
have  become  a  resident  and  a  citizen  of  Bos- 
ton when  he  was  working  up  in  the  office,  not 
waiting  until  this  time.  I  believe  that  he 
should  have  become  a  resident  of  Boston  at 
that  time.  Furthermore,  I  wish  to  state  that  I 
shall  cast  my  vote  in  a  manner  to  show  the  judges, 
or  a  few  of  them,  that  at  least  some  of  the 
members  of  this  body,  the  County  Commission- 
ers of  Suffolk  County,  are  strongly  in  favor 
of  legal  voters  of  Boston  or  of  the  County  of 
Suffolk  being  appointed  to  positions  of  this 
sort  in  the  court.  That  is  my  position.  I  do 
not  know  Mr.  Davis.  Personal  friends  of 
mine  have  asked  me  to  vote  to  approve  the 
salary,  stating  that  I  was  voting  not  for  the 
position  but  for  the  salary,  but  when  I  gave 
them  my  reasons  for  opposing  the  approval 
of  the  salary,  they  all  agreed  that  my  posi- 
tion was  correct.  They  all  agreed  with  me 
that  if  Suffolk  County  was  a  good  enough 
county  to  be  on  the  pay  roll  of,  it  was  a 
good  enough  county  to  be  a  legal  voter  in. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  point  out-  the  fact  that  some  of  us,  ex- 
cluding myself,  were  not  born  in  Boston  ;  that 
they  came  to  Boston  a  long  time  ago  and 
that  they  are  now  drawing  salaries  in  the 
City  of  Boston ;  that  they  are  now  enjoying 
the  full  privilege  of  the  City  of  Boston,  al- 
though  thev   were  not  born   in   Boston. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — Mr.  President,  I  had  no 
intention  of  making  any  further  statement, 
but  after  the  last  remarks  of  mv  brother  on 
the  other  side,  I  will  simply  say  that  what  he 
says  hits  me.  I  was  not  born  in  Boston,  al- 
though I  was  born  in  the  State  of  Massachu- 
setts. I  have  lived  in  Boston,  however,  for 
twenty-five  years,  and  I  believe  I  am  as  good 
a  citizen  of  Boston  as  he  is.  I  don't  believe  that 
means  that  you  have  got  to  be  born  in  Boston. 
When  I  moved  here,  I  moved  to  South  Bos- 
ton, and  I  have  continually  resided  in  South 
Boston.  I  have  been  elected  to  this  body  by 
the  people  of  Boston,  not  being  appointed  by 
a  judge,  as  Mr.  Davis  has  been,  and  some  day 
the  judges  will  answer  to  the  people,  when 
the  people  elect  the  judges.  I  do  not  know 
Mr.  Davis.  I  would  not  know  him  if  he 
came  into  the  room.  But  I  have  been  con- 
sistent against  the  employment  by  this  city 
and  county  of  those  coming  from  outside.  I 
am  surprised  that  these  men  who  represent. 
Boston,  men  who  were  born  in  Boston,  will 
not  stick  up  for  the  men  ,who  were  born  and 
brought  up  in  Boston,  but  are  willing  that 
those  from  outside  districts  shall  come  in  here 
and    take    the    positions    that    belong    to    the 


people  of  Boston.  I  want  to  say  that,  as  far 
as  Mr.  Davis'  ability  is  concerned,  I  am  not 
going  into  the  question  of  his  ability,  because 
I  do  not  know  him.  I  have  been  asked  no 
questions  about  him.  There  have  been  people 
who  have  tried  to  reach  me,  to  change  my 
vote,  but  I  am  going  to  vote  against  this,  not 
against  Mr.  Davis  but  against  the  method  of 
the  justices  of  the  court  allowing  other  than 
citizens  of  Suffolk  County  to  be  on  the  pay 
roll  of  Suffolk  County.  I  realize  that  it  is  not 
going  to  do  any  good,  but  I  am  willing  to  ac- 
cept the  issue  with  the  councilor  on  the  other 
side,  so  far  as  I  am  concerned.  To  the  best 
of  my  knowledge,  there  may  be  two  men  here 
who  were  not  born  in  Boston ;  but  I  believe 
that  Mr.  Davis,  and  the  likes  of  Davis,  before 
they  take  positions  here,  should  become  legal 
citizens  of  the  city.  That  is  what  I  did  before 
I  tried  to  hold  public  office  here,  and  I  was  not 
elected  by  the  judges,  because  I  realized  that 
few  of  them  voted  for  me.  I  did  not  have  the 
ring  in  the  courthouse  behind  me  in  my  last 
election,  like  some  of  the  men  who  are  sitting 
here,  and  I  do  not  do  the  bidding  of  the 
courthouse,  like  some  of  the  men  who  are  sit- 
ting hei-e.  If  some  of  the  members  here  want 
to  go  into  that  matter,  let  them  do  so.  I  was 
not  born  in  Boston,  although  I  would  have 
been  proud  to  be  born  here,  but  I  had  no 
choice  as  to  where  I  was  born.  I  claim  that 
my  father  and  mother  are  as  good  as  any 
father  or  mother  of  any  other  member  of 
this  Council.  When  I  decided  to  live  in  Boston, 
I  became  a  legal  citizen  of  Boston,  and  if  I 
am  going  to  be  criticised  by  a  man  who  was 
born  in  Boston  for  not  being  born  in  Boston, 
and  it  then  appears  in  his  next  breath  that  he 
is  not  willing  to  vote  that  Bostonians  have  the 
positions  that  those  of  us  who  were  not  born 
in  Boston,  but  who  are  now  citizens  of  Bos  ■ 
ton,  have  been  fighting  for  since  we  have 
been  members  of  this  body,  on  behalf  of  the 
citizens  of  Boston,  let  the  fact  be  known  to 
the  people  of  this  city. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — Mr.  President,  I  want 
to  say  that  I  believe  absolutely  in  home  rule 
for  the  City  of  Boston  in  everything.  In  this 
instance,  it  has  been  pointed  out  that  we  have 
not  the  power  to  confer  or  appoint  to  this 
position,  but  we  have  the  power  to  say  how 
the  money  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  be 
spent,  and  we  have  the  power  to  say  whether 
or  not  that  money  shall  go  to  a  resident  of 
the  City  of  Boston  or  a  resident  of  the  city 
of  Newton.  Let  us  draw  the  lines.  We  know, 
if  we  pass  this  order  today,  that  "we  are  going 
to  see  so  much  money  voted  by  the  City  of 
Boston  to  a  legal  voter  of  the  city  of  Newton. 
There  is  no  way  of  getting  around  it.  The 
councilors  who  take  the  opposite  side  say  they 
agree  that  these  positions  in  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton belong  to  Boston  men,  and  the  next  mo- 
ment they  vote,  under  one  subterfuge  or  an- 
other, camouflaging  it  as  you  wish,  to  give 
this  position  that  belongs  to  a  Boston  bov  to 
a  Newton  boy.  I  am  not  saying  anything 
against  the  calibre  of  this  young  man.  He 
may  be  all  that  they  say  he  is,  a  high  type  of 
man,  but  we  have  lots  of  young  men  of  high 
type  in  the  City  of  Boston,  young  men  who 
will  not  take  off  their  hats  to  young  men  in 
the  city  of  Newton  or  in  any  other  cities  sur- 
rounding the  City  of  Boston.  I  believe  all 
these  positions  should  be  given  to  citizens  of 
Boston,  and  if  we  have  not  the  power  to  con- 
firm them,  we  have  the  power  to  deny  them 
anv  salary,  and  if  they  have  no  salary  they 
will  not  ask  for  positions  in  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton very  long.  If  Boston  is  a  good  enough 
city  to  draw  money  from,  it  certainly  is  good 
enough  to  live  in  and  be  a  legal  voter  in. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  I  have  • 
just  one  suggestion  to  make.  If  we  deny  and 
disapprove  of  this  salary,  there  is  nothing  to 
prevent  this  gentleman  from  bringing  suit  in 
court  and  recovering  against  the  county  for 
services  performed  :  so  the  action  of  the  Coun- 
cil in  refusing  this  man's  salary  will  not 
negative  his  ultimate  right  to  collect  it. 
There  is  no  better  reason  for  believing  he  has 
that  right  than  is  shown  in  the  fact  that  for 
some    months    this    Council    has    been    refusing 
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his  salary  and  he  is  still  working  there.  He 
is  confident,  I  suppose,  that  he  is  able  to  col- 
lect it. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  in  my 
opinion  it  is  not  a  question  of  his  knowing 
that  he  can  recover  that  salary.  It  is  simply 
that  he  knows,  if  he  gets  the  wires  working 
properly,  that  it  will  be  only  a  question  of  a 
short  time  before  he  can  probably  get  votes 
enough  in  the  Council  to  put  the  matter  over. 
That  is  all  there  is  to  it.  If,  on  the  other 
hand,  he  stays  up  there  and  has  to  go  to 
court  in  order  to  recover  his  salary,  how  long 
are  the  people  of  Boston  going  to  stand  for 
any  such  procedure  ?  How  long  are  the 
people  of  Boston  going  to  be  denied  home 
rule?  We  have  been  trying  for  home  rule 
since  the  Police  Department  was  taken  away 
from  the  City  of  Boston.  There  are  not  a 
dozen  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  who  do' 
not  believe  that  the  City  of  Boston  should 
come  directly  under  the  Mayor  of  the  City 
of  Boston.  That,  like  all  other  departments 
of  the  city,  each  should  be  directly  under  the 
control  of  the  Mayor  of  this  city  of  ours.  It 
is  only  going  to  be  a  short  time,  in  my  opin- 
ion, before  the  people  of  Boston  will  rebel 
against  the  present  set-up  against  residents 
of  Boston,  under  which  Boston  must  pay  the 
bills  "while  the  positions  go  to  -those  who  are 
not  residents  of  Boston.  In  my  opinion,  the 
time  is  not  far  distant  when  these  judges 
and  others  who  now  have  the  appointing 
power  and  appoint  others  than  citizens  of 
Boston  to  these  positions  will  dare  not  ap- 
point other  than  a  Boston  man  to  a  position 
paid  for  by  Boston  money.  I  hope  that  this 
order  will  be  defeated. 

The  report  was  declared  accepted,  and  the 
order  rejected.  Coun.  WATSON  doubted  the 
vote  and  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  I  understand 
that  the  question  is  on  the  passage  of  Coun. 
Moriarty's  order  to  disapprove  the  salary? 

President  HAGAN — The  question  is  on  the 
acceptance  of  the  report  of  the  committee, 
which  reported  "ought  not  to  pass"  on  Coun. 
Moriarty's  order  to  disapprove  the  payment 
of  the  salary. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  re- 
jected, yeas   3,   nays   5. 

Yeas — Couns.  Donoghue,  Moriarty,  Watson 
—3. 

Nays — Coun.  Brickley,  Collins,  Ford,  Hagan, 
Lane — 5. 


SALARY    OF    PROBATION    OFFICER 
DAVIS. 

Coun.  FORD  offered  an  order — That  the 
salary  of  Thomas  G.  Davis,  probation  officer 
of  the  Municipal  Court  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
fixed  by  the  chief  justice  of  said  court  at  $2,600 
per  annum  from  May  23,  1921,  be  and  the 
same  hereby   is   approved  by   the  City   Council. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  think 
that  is  out  of  order.  We  have  No.  2  on  the 
calendar,  on  the  table,  which  I  think  covers 
that,  and  I  think  there  is  no  necessity  for 
this  order. 

(No.  2,  referred  to,  is  as  follows:  "Report 
of  Committee  on  County  Accounts  on  com- 
munication from  the  Chief  Justice  of  the 
Municipal  Court  determining  the  salary  of 
Thomas  G.  Davis,  Probation  Officer — Recom- 
mending that  the  same  be  placed  on   file." 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  I  consulted  the 
Assistant  City  Clerk  before  introducing  the 
order  and  was  informed  that  there  was  no 
necessity  of  taking  No.  2  from  the  table, 
but  that  the  order  I  have  presented  would 
suffice.

FIREARM  PERMIT  FOR  H.  ANGUS 
CONNORS. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY  called  up  No.  3,  from  the 
table,    viz. : 

3.  Report  of  Executive  Committee  on  peti- 
tion of  H.  Angus  Connors  for  a  license  to 
sell,  rent  or  lease  firearms  at  99  Massachu- 
setts avenue — recommending  that  a  license 
be  granted. 

The  question  came  on  accepting  the  report 
and  granting  the  license. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  think 
where  we  have  so  much  agitation  on  the 
question  of  firearms,  and  where  the  other  pe- 
titions besides  this  have  been  granted,  this 
one  having  been  held  up,  that  this  petition 
should  be  granted  at  this  time,  regardless  of 
what  action  has  been  taken  otherwise,  so  as 
to  place  all  these  matters  on  the  same  basis. 
Therefore,  I  move   that  we  proceed  to   a  vote. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  we  have  just  passed  an  order 
revoking  all  permits  to  sell  firearms,  it  seems 
to  me  that  if  we  now  grant  this  permit  we 
will  place  ourselves  in  the  position  of  voting 
to  revoke  the  licenses  of  those  who  now  have 
permits  to  sell  and  of  granting  this  particular 
party  the  right  to  sell.  For  that  reason,  I 
think  that  this  pai-tieular  matter,  for  the  pres- 
ent at  least,  should  be  left  on  the  table. 
Otherwise,  I   shall   vote   against   it,   personally. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  think 
all  of  the  councilors  present  realize  how  small 
are  the  powers  that  we  have  and  how  little 
we  can  do  in  matters  of  this  sort,  that,  in 
fact,  we  have  no  power  at  all,  without  the 
sanction  of  the  Mayor.  I  do  not  believe  that 
the  Mayor  will  give  his  sanction .  to  anything 
that  will  be  detrimental  in  this  case  in  any 
way  whatsoever.  So  I  say  that  there  is  no 
harm  in  granting  this  license  here  at  this 
time. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  I  think  it  is  a 
perfectly  proper  position  for  us  to  take  that 
we  will  grant  this  permit  and  get  all  these 
matters  before  the  Mayor,  because  they  will 
not  be  revoked,  if  revoked,  until  they  reach 
the  Mayor.  So  it  seems  to  me  all  right  to 
grant  this  permit  at  this  time. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — Mr.  President,  it 
seems  to  me  if  we  grant  this  permit  it  will  be 
optional  with  the  Mayor  to  O.  K.  it  or  not. 
He  can  O.  K.  it,  and  then  this  man  will  have 
the  right  to  sell  firearms.  On  the  other 
hand,  if  he  sees  fit  to  O.  K.  this,  and  the 
other  permits  should  be  revoked  under  the 
action  we  have  taken,  he  will  have  no  pow«  r 
to  revoke  this  particular  license,  which  would 
have  been   granted. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  license 
granted. 

Coun.  WATSON  doubted  the  vote  and 
called   for   the   yeas    and   nays. 
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The  Council  voted  to  accept  the  report  and 
grant  the  license  to  the  petitioner,  yeas  5, 
navs   3 :

JOHN    JOSEPH    MULLEN    SQUARE. 

Coun.  MORIARTY  offered  an  order— That 
the  space  at  the  junction  of  Second  and  O 
streets  be  named  John  Joseph  Mullen  square, 
in  memory  of  said  Mullen,  who  fell  in  action 
in  France  during  the  World  War,  and  that 
said   space   be   suitably    marked   with   signs. 

Passed   under   a  suspension   of   the   rule. 


PHILLIPS    RIZNICK    SQUARE. 

Coun.  MORIARTY  offered  an  order— That 
the  space  at  the  junction  of  G  street  and 
Broadway,  South  Boston,  be  named  Phillips 
Riznick  square,  in  memory  of  said  Riznick, 
who  was  killed  while  serving  in  the  United 
States  Navy,  and  that  sa.d  space  be  suitably 
marked    with    signs. 

Passed    under    a   suspension   of    the   rule. 


ALEXANDER  A.  MILLIGAN  SQUARE.

MORIARTY— We  will  all  disagree, 
Mr.  President,  I  suppose,  as  far  as  law  is 
concerned,  but  the  rules  of  this  body  say 
that  we  shall  meet  weekly,  and  there  is  no 
question  about  that.  We  have  been  around 
kidding  the  people  long  enough,  ducking  our 
meetings  and  ducking  our  duty.  (To  another 
member)  Yes,  that  means  you,  too,  if  you 
want  to  take  it  up.

VETO— REVOCATION    OF    FIREARM 

LICENSES. 
The    following    was    received : 
City   of   Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  September  15,  1921. 
To  the  City  Council : 

Gentlemen, — I  am  herewith  returning  with- 
out my  signature  the  order  passed  by  the 
City  Council  on  September  12  revoking  all 
licenses  to  sell,  rent  or  lease  firearms  for  the 
term  ending  April  30,  1922,  heretofore  granted 
by  the  City   Council. 

Upon  receipt  of  this  order  I  requested  the 
Corporation  Counsel  to  advise  me  as  to  whether 
or  not  the  order  was  legal.  I  have  today 
received  an  opinion  from  which  I  quote  the 
following    pertinent    paragraphs : 

"The  sale  of  firearms  is  regulated  by  statute 
in  this  Commonwealth  and  the  Board  author- 
ized to  grant  licenses  in  the  City  of  Boston 
is  the  City  Council.  By  section  123,  chapter 
140,  General  Laws,  the  license  for  the  sale 
of  firearms  shall  be  expressed  to  be  subject 
to  the  following  conditions  : 

"First,  That  the  provisions  in  regard  to 
the  nature  of  the  license  and  the  building  in 
which  the  business  may  be  carried  on  under 
it  shall  be  strictly  adhered  to.  Second,  That 
every  licensee  shall  before  delivery  of  a  fire- 
arm make  or  cause  to  be  made  a  true  entry 
in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose, 
specifying  the  description  of  the  firearm,  the 
make,  number,  whether  single  barrel,  maga- 
ine,  revolver,  pin,  rim,  or  central  fire,  whether 
sold,  rented  or  leased,  the  date  and  hour  of 
such  delivery,  and  the  full  name,  sex,  resi- 
dence and  occupation  of  the  purchaser,  ex- 
changer or  hirer.  The  said  book  shall  be 
open  at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of  the 
licensing  board  and  of  the  police.  Third, 
That  the  license  or  a  copy  thereof,  certified 
by  the  recording  officer  of  the  licensing  board 
or  by  the  clerk  of  the  town  by  which  it  is 
issued,  shall  be  displayed  on  the  premises 
in  a  position  where  it  can  easily  be  read. 
Fourth,  That  no  firearms  shall  be  displayed 
in  any  outer  window  of  said  premises  or  in 
any  other  place  where  they  can  readily  be 
seen  from  the  outside.  Fifth,  That  the  license 
shall  be  subject  to  forfeiture  as  herein  pro- 
vided for  breach  of  any  of  its  conditions,  and 
that  if  the  licensee  is  convicted  of  a  viola- 
tion of  any  such  condition,  his  license  shall 
thereupon  become  void. 

"Section  125,  chapter  140,  General  Laws, 
provides  for  the  suspension  or  revocation  of 
license,   and   is   as   follows : 

"Section  125.  The  licensing  board,  after 
notice  to  the  licensee  and  reasonable  oppor- 
tunity for  him  to  be  heard  by  the  board  or 
by  the  mayor  and  a  committee  of  the  city 
council,  may  declare  his  license  forfeited,  or 
may  suspend  his  license  for  such  period  of 
time  as  they  may  deem  proper,  upon  satis- 
factory proof  that  he  has  violated  or  permit- 
ted a  violation  of  any  condition  thereof  or 
has  violated  any  law.  The  pendency  of  pro- 
ceedings  before   a   court   shall    not    suspend   or 
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interfere  with  the  power  to  declare  a  for- 
feiture. If  the  license  is  declared  forfeited, 
the  licensee  shall  be  disqualified  to  receive  a 
license  for  one  year  after  the  expiration  of 
the   terra   of   the   license   so   forfeited. 

"As  there  was  no  violation  of  the  condi- 
tions expressed  in  and  to  which  the  license 
was  subjected  and  as  there  was  no  notice  to 
the  licensees  and  no  reasonable  opportunity 
for  the  licensees  to  be  heard  and  as  the 
action  of  the  City  Council,  so  far  as  sus- 
pension or  revocation  of  the  license  is  con- 
cerned, is  controlled  by  the  provisions  of 
section  125,  chapter  140,  General  Laws,  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  the  passage  of  the 
order  by  the  City  Council  is  ineffective  and 
void." 

I  am  vetoing  your  order  in   accordance  with 
the   above   advice   of   the   Corporation   Counsel.

In  the  development  of  the  work  of  the  de- 
partment a  great  deal  remains  to  be  accom- 
plished. This  may  be  viewed  in  a  two-fold 
aspect,  that  of  the  office  and  of  the  field. 

Office. 

During  the  past  four  years  the  office  force 
has  been  laboring  under  a  severe  handicap. 
The  work  has  increased  in  such  volume  that 
it  was  possible  simply  to  keep  abreast  of 
the  current  demands.  There  was  neither  time 
nor  opportunity  to  keep  up  the  records  of 
the  department  in  proper  shape,  and  this  same 
condition  exists  with  reference  to  the  in- 
vestigation of  cases.  There  has  not  been 
sufficient  office  help  available  for  the  pur- 
pose of  co-ordinating  the  energies  of  the  force, 
so  as  to  insure  the  best  results.  With  this 
in  mind,  it  may  become  necessary  later  to 
make  further  requests  for  increase  in  the 
amount  appropriated  for  temporary  employees. 

The  plan  of  proposed  improvements  is  sum- 
marized  as   follows : 

(a.)  Arrangement  and  co-ordination  of 
files. 

(b. )      Rehabilitation    of   card   indexes. 

(c.)  Installation  of  pay  cards.  The  pay 
cards  will  supplant  the  present  pay  roll  books 
and  effect  economy  in  the  handling  of  the 
records. 

(d.)  Establishment  of  addressograph  to 
insure  a  ready  and  speedy  system  of  prepara- 
tion of  pay  rolls,  and  of  the  Ediphone  to 
economize  on  office  time  in  making  a  record 
of   the   reports   of   investigators. 

(e.)  Introduction  of  payments  by  check. 
This  innovation  is  introduced  in  order  to 
serve  the  persons  drawing  aid  on  account  of 
service  in  the  Civil  War  and  the  War  with 
Spain,  so  that  they  will  not  be  under  the 
necessity  of  coming  to  City  Hall  to  obtain 
payment. 

(f. )  Effecting  an  arrangement  to  keep  in 
contact  with   sources  of  employment. 


Field. 
Establishing  a  system  of  reinvestigation  to 
determine  by  review  and  supplementary  visi- 
tation where  cases  may  be  dropped  by  reason 
of  developments  since  adjudication.  There 
should  be  a  systematic  visitation  where  found 
necessary.

Dear   Sir, — In    response   to   the   order   of   the 
City    Council    of    the    12th    instant,    requesting 
"an    estimate   of   the   cost   of   building    a   foot- 
bridge   over    the    tracks    of    the    New     York, 
New   Haven   &   Hartford   Railroad,   at  the   foot 
of    Greenmount    street,    Dorchester,    and    as    to 
the   advisability   of   building   such   a   structure" 
the    Board    of    Street    Commissioners    begs    to 
report  as  follows  : 

Greenmount  street  now  ends  at  Dorchester 
avenue,  which  is  about  one  thousand  feet 
from  the  railroad.  A  street  would  have  to 
be  laid  out  and  constructed  for  this  distance 
before  a  footbridge  over  the  railroad  could 
be  used.  This  street  and  the  footbridge  and 
its     approaches     would     cost    about    $90,000. 

A  footbridge  such  as  suggested  would  not 
meet  the  needs  of  the  Savin  Hill  territory 
which  lies  east  of  the  railroad.  The  people 
in  this  territory  have  been  asking  for  a  high- 
way and  a  bridge  over  which  all  kinds  of 
traffic  could  be  carried.  They  are  dependent 
now  on  a  single  bridge  over  the  tracks. 
If  this  bridge  should  be  discontinued  the 
people  in  this  territory  would  be  left  with- 
out a  way  in   or  out. 

In  the  interest  of  safety  and  for  a  way 
in  and  out,  in  any  emergency  for  both  vehicles 
and    pedestrians,    another    bridge    is    needed. 

It  has  been  suggested  heretofore  that 
Romsey  street  be  extended  over  the  railroad 
10  the  Savin  Hill  territory.  This  is  the 
only  feasible  plan,  but  it  is  a  costly  plan. 
The  etsimated  cost  of  this  plan  is  $372,000. 
It  would,  however,  give  the  territory  the  kind 
of  a  street  and  bridge  which  it  needs,  not 
jnly  for  today  but  for  a  long  time  in  the 
future  as   well.

The  following  was  received : 
City    of    Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  September  23,  1921. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council : 

Gentlemen, — The  Finance  Commission  has 
given  consideration  to  an  order  now  before 
your  honorable  body,  providing  for  an  addi- 
tional appropriation  of  $200,000  to  be  raised 
by  loan  for  the  construction  of  highways. 


The  commission  understands  that  this  or- 
der was  presented  to  your  honorable  body  by 
the  Mayor,  without  giving  any  reasons  for 
this  appropriation,  except  that  the  $800,000 
loan  authorized  April  5,  1921,  for  the  con- 
struction of  highways  was  not  sufficient. 

The  reasons  given  by  the  Board  of  Street 
Commissioners  for  appropriating  this  addi- 
tional $200,000  at  this  time  are  contained  in  a 
letter  and  statement  sent  to  the  Mayor  on 
August  24,   1921,  which  are  as  follows  :

The  foregoing  statement  of  the  Street 
Commissioners  to  the  Mayor  does  not  disclose 
how  the  $800,000  loan  of  April  5  last  was  ex- 
pended. The  Finance  Commission,  therefore, 
made  inquiry  of  the  Board  of  Street  Com- 
missioners as  to  the  disposition  of  this 
$800,000  loan.  The  reply  to  this  inquiry 
contains  a  list  of  the  streets  designated  by 
the  Street  Commissioners  for  construction  this 
year,  eighteen  in  all,  giving  the  estimated 
cost  of  construction  as  $235,300  and  land 
damage  awards  of  $771.75.  But  these  land 
damage  awards  have  not  been  paid  and  less 
than  $600  has  been  expended  on  the  con- 
struction of  these  eighteen  streets  by  the 
Public  Works  Department. 

It  appears  therefore  that  only  a  nominal 
part  of  the  $800,000  raised  by  loan  last  April 
has  been  expended  on  this  year's  street  con- 
struction program,  although  the  auditor's 
exhibit  for  September  1,  1921,  indicates  that 
$720,746.92  of  the  $800,000  loan  has  been  ex- 
pended. It  must  have  been  expended  for 
street  construction  contemplated  before  this 
fiscal  year.

It  will  be  noted  that  none  of  these  streets 
appears  in  the  list  given  to  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  by  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners 
in  answer  to  his  inquiry  of  August  23  last, 
although  they  were  matters  pending  before 
the   department  for  expenditures. 

It  is  not  at  all  clear  why  the  Street  Com- 
missioners ordered  the  construction  of  any 
new  streets  this  year  with  so  many  streets 
from  former  years  unfinished  and  to  which 
they  have  apparently  applied  the  loan  that 
was  made  for  this  year's  construction. 

The  Finance  Commission  understands  that 
no  information  is  furnished  by  the  Street 
Commissioners  or  the  Mayor  to  the  City 
Council  as  to  what  streets  are  to  be  buiit 
from  a  loan  proposed  for  that  purpose.  The 
auditor's  records  do  not  show  the  streets  1o 
which  the  loan  of  any  particular  year  was 
applied.  It  appears  therefore  that  there  is  no 
program  furnished  your  honorable  body  to 
which  the  appropriation  requested  is  to  be 
applied ;  nor  does  the  system  of  accounting 
indicate  in  sufficient  detail  how  the  money 
was  expended.  One  is  unable,  without  in- 
tensive study,  to  ascertain  the  cost  to  the  city 
of  constructing  a  public  street  under  a  loan 
for  the  making  of  highways,  or  the  total 
amount  paid  in  damages  to  abutting  owners : 
or  the  amount  collected  from  abutting  owners 
for  betterments  ;  or  the  changes  made  in  bet- 
terment assessments  and  the  land  damage 
awards  from  the  original  amounts  established 
by   the   Board  of  Street  Commissioners. 

There  appears  to  be  no  obligation  upon  the 
Street  Commissioners  to  carry  out  a  street 
construction  program  from  this  annual  loan 
for  the  construction  of  streets,  even  aftet- 
they  have  established  such  a  program.  They 
may  designate  streets  and  have  the  cost  es- 
timated, as  they  have  done  this  year  and  then 
abandon  that  program  and  adopt  another  with 
totally  different  streets  designated.  The 
present  practice  and  procedure  of  the  Street 
Laying-Out  Department  and  the  inadequate 
accounting   system   applied   to   it  makes   it   al-

most  impossible  to  tell  to  what  extent  the  city 
is  committed  in  advance  for  street  con- 
struction. 

If  a  loan  for  the  making  of  highways  is 
requested  in  any  one  year,  the  request  ought 
to  be  accompanied  at  least  with  information 
showing  whether  it  was  needed  to  discharge 
past  obligations,  or  to  put  into  effect  a  new 
and  definite  program  not  in  excess  of  the 
amount  asked  tor. 

The  Finance  Commission  opposes  an  addi- 
tional appropriation  of  $200,000  by  loan  for 
the  construction  of  highways  for  the  follow- 
ing  reasons : 

1.  The  uncollected  awards  for  land  and 
grade  damages,  stated  by  the  chairman  of  the 
Street  Commissioners  to  be  $55,000,  is  an  ob- 
ligation which  should  never  have  been  entered 
into  w'thout  funds  to  meet  it.  If  the  city  is 
now  obligated  to  the  extent  of  $55,000  by 
the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  in  excess 
of  the  money  already  appropriated  for  that 
purpose  this  year,  as  indicated  by  the  letter 
of  the  chairman  of  the  Street  Commissioners 
to  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  that  fact  should 
be  further  established  and  dealt  with  as  a 
special   matter. 

2.  The  item  of  $57,500  for  the  proposed 
'widening  of  Washington  street,  between  Ord- 
way  place  and  Harvard  place,  will  not  have 
to  be  used  in  any  event  in  this  fiscal  year  on 
the  statement  of  the  chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Street  Commissioners.  If  this  widening  is 
proposed  at  this  time  because  of  a  donation  of 
land  by  certain  interests  that  are  about  to 
construct  a  building  upon  a  part  of  that 
frontage,  the  city  should  wait  until  that  do- 
nation is  actually  made  before  obligating  it- 
self at  this  time  to  the  extent  of  borrowing 
money. 

3.  The  widening  of  Ashland  street,  West 
Roxbury,  should  not  be  added  to  the  already 
overburdened  program  of  the  Street  Laying- 
Out  Department  with  no  funds  to  carry  it  out. 

If  this  loan  order  is  passed  the  borrowing 
power  of  the  city  is  reduced  to  $187,000  which,

in  the  opinion  of  the  Finance  Commission,  is 
far  below  what  the  proper  protection  of  the 
city  requires  for  the  remaining  four  months 
of  the  fiscal  year. 

The  Finance  Commission  recommends  : 

1.  That  the  Street  Laying-Out  Department 
and  the  Public  Works  Department  give  a  de- 
tailed statement  of  the  present  outstanding 
obligations  to  which  these  two  departments 
have  committed  the  city,  on  account  of  street 
construction. 

2.  That  the  Street  Laying-Out  Department 
be  required  to  submit  to  the  City  Council  a 
list  of  the  streets  proposed  to  be  built  and 
the  estimated  cost  of  each,  with  each  order 
for  an  appropriation  from  the  proceeds  of  a 
loan  for  the  construction  of  highways,  and 
that  when  any  such  appropriation  is  made 
the  streets  be  designated  upon  which  the  ex- 
penditure is   to  be  made.    ■

REPLY    OF    STREET    COMMISSIONERS. 

The  following  was   received : 
City    of   Boston, 
Street  Laying-Out  Department, 

September  26,  1921. 
To   the  Honorable   the   City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — You  have  had  presented  to  you 
a  report  from  the  Finance  Commission  con- 
cerning the  proposed  highway  loan  for 
$200,000,  which  is  pending  before  your  hon- 
orable body  and  which  also  discusses  the  use 
made  of  the  $800,000  loan  authorized  early  in 
the  year.  This  report  concludes  with  a 
recommendation  that  the  proposed  loan  be  not 
allowed. 

There  are  some  things  in  the  report  which 
ought  to  be  explained  in  justice  to  your  hon- 
orable body,  who  authorize  loans,  and  to  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  who  approves  them.  There 
is  nothing  mysterious  or  hidden  in  the  man- 
ner in  which  this  money  has  been  expended. 
Most  of  it  is  paying  for  the  construction  of 
highways  previously  accepted  as  public 
ways,  as  will  the  present  proposed  loan  if  it 
is  granted.  Streets  accepted  one  year  can- 
not generally  be  entered  upon  for  construc- 
tion until  the  year  following,  because  of  the 
preliminary  work  necessary,  such  as  prepar- 
ing construction  plans  and  the  doing  of  un- 
derground work,  both  by  the  city  and  the 
public   service   corporations. 

The  statement  that  "the  Finance  Commis- 
sion understands  that  no  information  is  fur- 
nished to  the  City  Council  as  to  what  streets 
are  to  be  built  from  a  loan  for  that  purpose 
is  not  in  accordance  with  the  facts.  No 
specific  list  was  presented  to  your  honorable 
body,  but  you  did  inquire  and  you  were  told 
how   the  money  would  be  expended. 

With  something  like  two  hundred  petitions 
pending  before  this  Board  for  highway  im- 
provements, which  would  require  the  expen- 
diture of  more  than  $9,000,000,  if  they  could 
be  allowed,  the  City  Council  wisely  refrains 
from  attempting  to  name  the  streets  to  be 
improved  under  the  very  limited  loan  which  it 
can   authorize  for  this   purpose. 

The  Finance  Commission's  report  states, 
that  "the  auditor's  records  do  not  show  the 
streets  to  which  the  loan  of  any  particular 
year  was  applied."  They  do  show  expendi- 
tures, street  by  street,  and  the  facts  are  pub- 
lished in  the  auditor's  annual  report,  very 
much  in  detail,  with  the  clearness  for  which 
that  report  is  justly  appraised,  and  where 
anyone  who  is  interested  may  easily  find 
them.  Not  only  this  but  the  orders  author- 
izing the  laying  out,  widening,  extension   and 


construction  of  highways  are  published  as 
well  in  the  City  Record  as  soon  as  they  are 
passed  by  this  Board  and  approved  by  his 
Honor  the  Mayor.  If  damages  have  been  al- 
lowed they  also  are  published  in  the  City 
Record,  as  are  estimates  of  betterment  as- 
sessments,  where   all  may  read   them. 

It  probably  was  not  the  purpose  of  the 
Finance  Commission  to  imply  that  there  was 
intention  on  the  part  of  this  Board  to  cover 
up  its  doings  in  authorizing  the  laying  out 
and  construction  of  highways,  or  that  there 
was  anything  improper  in  its  selection  of 
highways  to  be  improved,  but  such  an  in- 
terpretation could  easily  be  given  to  the 
language  of  the  report. 

The  Finance  Commission  says  further  that 
this  Board  "may  designate  the  streets  and 
have  the  cost  estimated,  as  they  have  done 
this  year,  and  then  abandon  the  program  and 
adopt  another  with  totally  different  streets 
designated."  This  is  unwarranted.  It  im- 
plies that  this  Board  would  deliberately  de- 
ceive people  who  have  been  called  into  pub- 
lic hearings  and  who  have  received  assur- 
ances that  their  streets  would  be  accepted. 
The  records  of  the  department,  covering  a 
period  of  fifty  years,  do  not  warrant  any 
such  assumption. 

The  fact  that  there  are  damages  remaining 
unpaid  causes  the  Finance  Commission  to 
state  that  this  "is  an  obligation  which  should 
never  have  been  entered  into  without  funds 
to  meet  it."  It  was  not  entered  into  "without 
funds  to  meet  it."  The  statute  under  which 
streets  are  laid  out  specifically  provides  that 
when  an  order  is  passed  for  a  highway  im- 
provement another  order  shall  be  passed  at  the 
same  time  estimating  the  damages  and  ben- 
efits. This  statute  has  been  strictly  com- 
plied with.  The  reason  why  there  are  un- 
paid damages  is,  in  many  cases,  that  people 
were  not  willing  to  take  the  amounts  awarded 
to  them,  and  they  brought  petitions  in  the 
Superior  Court  which  are  pending.  Others 
have  not  come  forward  to  collect  their 
awards. 

No  commitment  has  been  made  for  the 
widening  of  Washington  street,  between  Ord- 
way  place  and  Harvard  place.  It  is  proposed 
to  raze  some  buildings  at  this  point  and  erect 
in  their  stead  a  structure  costing  about  $1,- 
500,000.  The  city  has  been  offered  a  release 
of  about  600  square  feet  of  land,  having  a 
value  of  about  $95,000,  without  cost,  in  order 
that  there  may  be  more  sidewalk  room.  Good 
judges  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  a 
mistake  not  to  take  advantage  of  this  oppor- 
tunity to  widen  Washington  street  at  this 
point,  especially  when  it  can  be  done  so 
cheaply,  and  thus  prepare  the  way  for  a  fur- 
ther widening  north  to  School  street  and 
south  to  Bromfield  street  when  the  present 
buildings  are  removed,  which  may  be  in  a 
few  years. 

Ashland  street,  between  Washington  and 
Sycamore  streets,  is  of  uneven  width.  It  is 
proposed  to  reconstruct  the  street,  and  in  con- 
nection with  this  work  it  should  be  made  of 
uniform  width.  People  of  West  Roxbury 
have  been  seeking  this  improvement  for  a 
long  time  and  it  has  been  promised  to  them. 
It  would  be  difficult  to  adhere  to  any  fixed 
program  for  the  laying  out  of  highways  with 
the  very  limited  amount  of  money  available 
for  such  improvements  from  year  to  year. 
Occasions  are  constantly  arising  where  build- 
ings are  to  be  removed  on  streets  where 
widenings  are  planned,  and  where  the  erec- 
t'on  of  new  buildings  on  existing  lines  would 
be  a  positive  detriment  to  the  city's  welfare. 
Aside  from  the  Washington  street  case,  re- 
ferred to  above,  there  are  three  others  which 
this  Board  is  watching  now.  Limiting  the 
use  of  the  loan  would  prevent  the  quick  ac- 
tion necessary  in  most  of  these  cases. 

This  Board  is  as  desirous  as  is  the  Finance 
Commission  for  the  best  results  in  highway 
developments  and  the  proper  expenditure  of 
the  money  granted,  and  it  believes  that  the 
records  will  show  that  the  highway  loans 
have   been   wisely   expended    and   that   the    lm- 
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p  movements     made     under     them,     hava     been 
fairly  distributd   throughout  the  city.

Section  1.  The  selling,  renting  or  leasing 
of  revolvers  or  pistols,  except  to  persons 
licensed  under  section  131  of  chapter  140  of 
the  General  Laws,  is  hereby  prohibited  within 
the  limits  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Sect.  2.  This  ordinance  shall  not  apply 
to  sales  made  at  wholesale. 

Sect.  3.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation 
violating  this  ordinance  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  each 
offence.

Yeas — Coun.  Collins,  Ford,  Hagan,  Lane, 
McLaughlin — 5. 

Nays — Coun.  Brickley,  Donoghue,  Moriarty — 
3. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  I  move  a 
reconsideration  of  the  foregoing  vote  and  as- 
signment of  the  reconsideration  to  the  next 
meeting.  My  purpose  in  moving  recon- 
sideration is  as  follows :  This  matter  has 
come  up  a  number  of  times,  and  my  attitude 
is  well  known  on  the  proposition.  I  have 
always  voted  in  favor  of  it,  and  I  am  voting 
in  favor  of  it  now.  My  reason  for  asking  re- 
consideration is  that  I  think  it  is  time  that 
the  Council,  with  its  full  membership,  should 
settle  the  matter  next  week  or  the  week  fol- 
lowing, and  the  motion  I  have  made  will  save 
the  bother  of  another  message.  I  respectfully 
ask  that  the  assignment  prevail  at  this  time, 
and  I  trust  that  the  Council  will  at  the  next 
meeting  pass  the  order  and  appropriate  this 
money   for   Police   Station   2. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  have 
no  intention  of  entering  into  any  controversy 
over  this  particular  matter,  but  in  view  of 
the  statement  just  made  and  the  motion  for 
reconsideration,  I  want  to  say  that  I  am 
voting  against  this  order  because  I  think  a 
particular  site  is  being  selected  by  the  Mayor 
and  Police  Commissioner.  I  am  not  going 
to  vote  for  any  particular  site,  and  I  do  not 
believe  any  opinion  of  the  courts  can  compel 
any  member  of  the  Council  to  vote  for  any 
particular  site.  For  that  reason  I  am  abso- 
lutely  opposed   to   the  order. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  am 
voting  against  the  order  for  the  same  reason 
as  the  councilor  who  preceded  me.  It  is  very 
easy  to  take  a  rule  and  measure  the  number 
of  feet  that  may  be  desired  for  a  building  to 
the  satisfaction  of  anybody.  The  time  when  an 
order  first  came  in  to  build  a  new  Station  2 
was  back  in  1914.  The  City  of  Boston  tore 
down  the  old  Probate  Building  and  then  spent 
$10,000  in  round  figures  for  a  set  of  plans. 
That  set  of  plans  is '  today  in  the  Building 
Commissioner's  office,  the  costliest  roll  of 
paper  in  the  office.  After  having  those  plans 
prepared  by  an  architect  the  lot  was  then 
sold  to  the  Kimball  Building  estate,  which  has 
erected  on  it  the  building  at  this  end  of  the 
Kimball  Building.  They  then  decided  that 
they  were  going  to  build  Station  2  on  the  site 
of  the  real  Station  2.  They  hired  another 
architect  and  spent  another  amount  of  money. 
They  remodeled  the  basement  of  City  Hall 
for  the  purpose  of  using  it  as  a  temporary 
station.  We  have  no  assurance,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, if  you  please,  that  if  we  appropriate 
this  money  there  is  going  to  be  a  station  built. 
The  other  money  was  appropriated  in  good 
faith,  but  those  who  handled  the  money 
did  not  handle  it  in  good  faith 
Then  they  went  to  the  corner  of  Haw- 
ley  and  Arch  streets  and  spent  .$130  000 
for  the  purpose  of  building  Station  2.  an-1 
they  have  had  that  property  for  pretty  nearly 
five  years.  Then  they  come  along  with  a 
member  of  the  Good  Government  Association 
who  has  a  pig  in  the  bag,  a  piece  of  property 
at  the  corner  of  Milk  and  Sears  streets  that 
they  could  not  sell  to  anyhody  but  the  City 
of   Boston   for    its   assessed   valuation.     Nobody 
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would  buy  it  for  its  assessed  valuation,  but 
for  some  consideration  Mr.  Bangs  of  the 
Good  Government  Association  is  in  here  to 
peddle  off  to  the  city  this  piece  of  property. 
I  have  voted  "no"  on  the  proposition  con- 
tinually, and  shall  do  so  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  I  respect  the  mandates  of  the  court. 
In  so  far  as  giving  them  a  site  that  is  of 
sufficient  area,  I  will  say  "yes,"  and  I  have 
said  continually,  "Mr.  Mayor,  bring  in  an- 
other site  with  the  same  area  and  I  will  vote 
for  it."  But  I  will  not  vote  for  the  Sears 
street  site,  and  no  court  in  this  Common- 
wealth has  the  power  to  make  me  do  so.  I 
am  going  to  continue,  so  far  as  that  site  is 
concerned,  to  vote  "no."  Of  course,  this 
means  nice  newspaper  notoriety.  We  are 
coming  upon  political  times.  It  is  a  fine  time, 
when  you  are  a  candidate  for  office,  to  get 
headlines.  Of  course,  we  must  bear  that  in 
mind,  in  dealing  with  this  matter.  There  was 
the  court's  decision  last  week,  and  we  will 
see  the  newspaper  headings  tomorrow  with 
regard  to  the  action  of  the  Council  today,  with 
a  favorable  comment  on  candidates  for  Mayor. 
It  is  a  fine  chance,  even  in  connection  with 
the  $200,000  for  street  improvements  that  was 
slipped  over  here  last  Monday  by  the  Good 
Government  Mayor.  If  it  was  Curley  or  if 
it  was  Fitz  who  ever  dared  to  slip  over  what 
the  Mayor  slipped  over  last  Monday  or  a 
week  ago  last  Monday,  every  paper  in  Boston 
would  be  hollering,  "Thief!  Murder!"  Where 
is  the  Transcript,  where  is  the  Herald- 
Traveler,  papers  that  have  been  shouting  out 
for  the  protection  of  the  citizens,  upon  this 
matter?  We  do  not  see  a  comment.  No, 
because  they  are  afraid  that  it  might  hurt 
the  Good  Government  candidate  in  the  on- 
coming mayoralty  election.  Where  are  those 
gods  who  try  to  save  the  treasury  of  the 
City  of  Boston  ?  You  do  not  hear  a  word 
from  them.  You  members  of  the  Council 
who  were  present  here  two  weeks  ago  today 
were  told  that  the  $200,000  was  for  the  im- 
provement of  small  streets.  Of  course,  I 
agree  that  Washington  street  is  a  very  small 
street,  and  he  didn't  tell  any  lie  in  that  re- 
spect. But  he  left  a  wrong  impression.  All 
the  members  of  the  Council,  if  they  were 
not  in  on  it,  thought  that  he  meant  new 
streets  in  the  suburbs.  And,  Mr.  President, 
as  long  as  I  am  talking  upon  this  order  I 
may  as  well  talk  on  the  other  one  that  is 
coming  up,  the  one  for  selling  the  Arch  and 
Hawley  street  site.  The  Mayor  does  not  dare 
to  bring  in  the  price,  does  not  dare  tell  you 
that  he  was  once  offered  in  writing  $160,000 
for  the  site  that  they  bought  for  $135,000. 
So  the  holding  up  from  selling  of  the  Arch 
and  Hawley  street  site  has  made  money  for 
Boston,  notwithstanding  the  assertion  of  the 
Mayor.  He  has  in  writing  in  his  office  an 
offer  of  $160,000  for  that  site.  Why  doesn't 
he  come  in,  dealing  fairly  with  the  Council, 
and  tell  the  Council  what  the  offer  has  been  ? 
Is  he  trying  to  slip  this  over  so  that  he  can 
sell  it  for  somebody  for  less  than  he  has  been 
offered?  Mr.  President,  in  conclusion,  I 
think,  with  the  Sears  street  site,  the  Hawley 
street  site,  the  old  Probate  building  site, 
with  the  money  that  we  have  spent  for  plans 
and  repairs,  that  the  City  of  Boston  has  spent 
enough  money  already.  The  treasury  has 
been  looted  enough  to  almost  build  a  station, 
and  we  have  got  nothing  except  in  the  way 
of  plans.  I  don't  want  to  use  the  name  of 
the  man  who  had  the  plans  made.  Of  course, 
he  was  a  candidate,  and  maybe  he  paid  enough 
for  geting  them.  But  I  will  say  that  I  am 
not  going  to  vote  for  this  site.  I  don't  care  if 
it  comes  up  next  Monday,  the  Mondav  after 
or  the  Monday  after  that,  I  will  continue  to 
vote  "no"  on  each  and  every  occasion  when 
it  comes  up  as  long  as  I  am  a  member  of 
the  Council,  until  we  have  presented  to  us 
some  other  site  than  that  owned  by  the  bag- 
man of  the  Good  Government  Association  Mi- 
Bangs. 

Coun.    COLLINS— Mr.    President,    I    did   not 
intend    to   say   anything   in    reply,    but   the    in- 


sinuation cast  by  the  gentleman  on  the  other 
side  compels  me  to  say  a  few  words.  He 
makes  a  long  speech  here  about  the  history 
of  Station  2,  tracing  it  back  about  ten  years. 
We  had  this  matter  up  in  the  Council  three 
or  four  months  ago.  It  was  then  very  clearly 
pointed  out  that  the  legislative  branch  of  the 
government  was  not  to  blame  for  what  had 
happened  in  the  past,  because  it  had  tried  to 
furnish  enough  money  for  the  station  and 
site.  He  also  speaks  of  the  Hawley  street 
site,  bought  three  or  four  years  ago  by  an- 
other administration.  Since  that  time  we 
have  had  a  new  Police  Commissioner,  and  since 
the  new  commissioner  has  come  into  office 
he  has  seen  fit  to  inaugurate  a  special  divi- 
sion known  as  the  traffic  squad.  The  housing 
of  that  squad  requh'ed  a  larger  station  than 
could  be  furnished  by  the  site  on  Hawley 
street,  and  hence  the  Mayor  was  obliged  un- 
der '  the  law  to  endeavor  to  furnish  to  the 
present  commissioner  an  adequate  site  for 
the  purpose  contemplated,  the  adequacy  of 
it  to  be  determined  primarily  by  the  Police 
Commissioner,  and  the  commissioner  has  rig- 
idly held  to  the  ground  that  the  particular 
site  which  has  been  referred  to  on  Sears 
street  was  more  available.  Today  the  Coun- 
cil by  a  vote  of  five  to  three,  six  votes  being 
required  for  passage,  has  defeated  this  order. 
In  other  words,  the  Council  has  tried  to  do  its 
duty  in  the  matter,  the  majority  having  voted 
to  furnish  the  money  for  a  site  for  Station 
2.  Because  of  the  failure  of  the  Council  to 
act  upon  this  matter  in  the  past  a  writ  of 
mandamus  was  sought  by  the  Police  Com- 
missioner and  was  finally  issued  by  the  court, 
and  the  Mayor  in  conformity  with  that  order 
of  the  court  has  seen  fit  in  his  message  to 
state  that  there  was  $90,000  that  could  be 
appropriated  by  way  of  transfer  from  pre- 
vious  loans,  parts  of  which  were  not  used  for 
the  specific  purpose  of  providing  a  site  for 
Station  2.  The  technical  objection  made  by 
some  members  of  the  Council,  that  they  were 
not  going  to  vote  for  a  particular  site,  has 
now  been  met,  and  the  Council  is  compelled 
by  order  of  the  court  to  furnish  sufficient 
money  for  this  purpose.  Now,  as  referring 
to  a  man  by  the  name  of  Mr.  Bangs,  I  have 
known  Mr.  Bangs  for  years.  I  don't  know 
whether  he  is  a  member  of  the  Good  Govern- 
ment Association  or  not,  but  I  don't  think 
he  is.  He  was  a  former  member  of  this 
body,  a  man  of  high  standing  in  the  com- 
munity, a  decent  fellow  from  every  angle,  and 
I  know  that  the  idea  of  trying  to  speculate 
and  make  money  unreasonably  at  the  expense 
of  the  city  would  be  the  thing  that  would  be 
farthest  from  his  mind.  I  resent  that  in- 
sinuation. I  think  it  is  high  time  that  some- 
body in  the  Council  should  resent  insinuations 
cast  at  men  who  are  unable  to  stand  up  here 
and  defend  themselves.  Our  duty  is  clear  in 
this  matter,  and  it  is  to  pass  this  order. 
Therefore,  I  desire  a  reconsideration,  in  order 
that  the  matter  may  be  finally  disposed  of 
giving  the  people  of  the  City  of  Boston  a 
proper  police  station  in  the  second  district. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  d&n't 
care  what  you  call  them,  insinuations  or  any- 
thing else,  or  whether  anybody  wishes  to  dis- 
agree with  me  and  resent  them  or  not,  it  is 
not  going  to  stop  me  from  saying  what  I 
think.  When  a  member  gets  up  here  and 
says  that  he  does  not  know  whether  Mr. 
Bangs  is  a  member  of  the  Good  Government 
Association,  if  I  am  not  wrong,  I  wish  to  say 
that  he  is,  and  a  member  of  the  Exchange 
Club,  where  I  see  that  the  Mayor  made  a 
speech,  stating  that  the  reason  why  a  certain 
man  should  be  picked  by  the  Good  Government 
Association  as  a  candidate  for  Mayor  was  that 
he  had  done  everything  that  they  wanted  him 
to  do,  and  that  there  was  no  better  reason 
why  he  should  be  picked  than  that.  I  read 
that  m  the  paper.  I  am  not  responsible  for 
what  :t  says  in  the  papers.  I  might  be  re- 
sponsible for  what  I  say  here,  but  I  certainly 
am  not  responsible  for  what  the  Mayor  said 
1  have  made  the  same  statement  at  other 
times.      I    made    it    today    in    the    presence    of 
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the  chairman  of  the  Finance  Commission, 
and  when  I  made  it  today  I  was  more  sure  of 
it,  because  I  read  that  the  Mayor  said  it. 
The  gentleman  says  that  they  have  cleared  it 
up  by  not  putting  in  a  specific  site.  Oh,  yes, 
that  is  a  joker.  Why,  they  cannot  see  any 
other  site.  Maybe  they  would  not  dare  to 
spend  it  in  any  other  place.  Maybe  Mr.  Bangs 
might  have  too  much  hold  on  them,  so  that 
they  would  not  dare  to  spend  it  on  any  other 
place  than  the  Sears  and  Milk  street  site.  Of 
course,  we  haven't  any  particular  right  to  pick 
a  site,  but  if  a  blind  man  could  not  pick  a 
site  better  than  the  one  that  has  been  selected 
at  the  far,  extreme  end  of  the  Station  2  dis- 
trict, I  would  be  much  surprised.  I  believe 
that  the  business  district  desires  more  from  the 
Police  Commissioner  and  from  the  Mayor  than 
to  go  away  down  to  the  extreme  end  of  the 
Station  2  district,  when  the  station  house  has 
been  in  the  center  of  the  business  district  for 
many  a  year,  and  leaving  the  business  dis- 
trict without  proper  police  protection,  such 
as  would  be  given  by  a  police  station  nearer 
to  the  center  of  the  district.  I  have  been 
down  in  the  market  district,  and  I  have  talked 
to  men  who  are  lessees  in  Faneuil  Hall  Mar- 
ket, and  they  have  told  me  that  we  are  ab- 
solutely right,  that  that  is  not  the  place  for 
Station  2.  Of  course,  the  councilor  is  right 
when  he  says  that  we  have  not  the  right  to 
select  the  site,  and  certainly  if  we  had  that 
right  and  built  the  station  on  the  outside  of 
the  district,  where  it  is  proposed  to  put  it, 
we  could  not  be  given  ci'edit  for  having  much 
brains.  The  Police  Commissioner,  of  course, 
is  the  candy  baby.  He  can  do  anything  he 
wants.  Mr.  President,  I  realize  that  the  hour 
is  getting  late  and  that  it  is  only  a  waste  of 
time  for  me  to  say  anything  here.  We  have 
got  the  votes,  and  the  city  treasury  has  got 
the  dough.  The  Police  Commissioner  went  into 
court  and  got  a  mandamus.  Let  him  now  go 
into  court  and  get  the  right  to  get  the  money. 
He  will  not  get  it  with  my  vote,  not  for  the 
Sears  street  site.  If  the  Mayor  will  come  in 
at  the  next  meeting  and  say  that  the  money 
is  not  for  the  Sears  street  site,  I  will  vote 
to  give  him  the  money  for  Station  2.  But 
until  he  does  tell  me  that,  I  will  vote  "no." 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  I  did  not 
intend  to  speak  again,  but  the  attitude  of  the 
gentleman  who  has  just  spoken  in  impugning 
the  motives  of  men  who  are  not  here  to  de- 
fend themselves  needs  a  reply.  I  believe  that 
in  every  effort  the  Mayor  has  made  in  this 
matter  he  has  been  actuated  by  but  one  mo- 
tive, and  that  is  the  best  interests  of  the  city 
and  the  people  of  Boston.  I  am  too  long  and 
too  old  in  service  in  this  Council  to  start  in 
impugning  the  integrity  and  the  motives  of 
my  colleagues.  I  am  assuming  that  they  are 
just  as  honest  and  conscientious  as  I  am. 
But  on  this  matter  of  Police  Station  2  I  re- 
peat again  that  our  duty  is  plain,  and  it  is 
to  provide  the  money  in  accordance  with  the 
request  of  the  constituted  officer,  the  Police 
Commissioner  of  Boston.  I  hope  that  the 
Council   will   pass   the   order. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  unlike 
the  councilor  who  has  just  taken  his  seat,  I 
did  intend  to  talk  again.  I  want  to  say  that 
to  me  this  is  a  most  outrageous  proceeding, 
to  think  that  in  the  dying  days  of  the  Peters 
administration,  when  he  is  passing  out  of 
office,  the  gentlemen  who  believe  that  every- 
thing he  does  is  right  are  voting  for  this  ap- 
propriation at  this  particular  time,  knowing 
that  no  building  can  be  erected  under  his  ad- 
ministration, and  knowing  that  a  new  mayor 
will  be  elected  on  December  13.  This  question 
has  dragged  along  since  1914,  until  now,  when 
the  Police  Commissioner,  through  some  au- 
thority that  has  been  given  to  him  by  a  Re- 
publican legislature  over  a  Democratic  city, 
through  the  power  that  he  got  with  that  leg- 
islature, has  gone  to  the  court  and  got  a  ruling 
from  them  The  ruling  is  one  which  might  be 
interpreted  in  more  than  one  way.  According 
to  my  interpretation  there  is  nothing  in  it 
that    says    we    shall    provide    money    for    any 


particular  site.  What  is  the  sense  of  kidding 
ourselves  ?  We  know  that  Mayor  Peters  has 
sent  in  repeatedly  to  this  Council  this  year  the 
Sears  street  site,  and  I  feel,  as  Coun.  Moriarty 
feels,  that  it  is  the  worst  site  that  could  pos- 
sibly be  picked.  As  long  as  I  am  allowed  to 
stay  in  this  Council  I  will  never  vote  any  ap- 
propriation order  to  build  a  police  station 
down  on  the  Milk  and  Sears  street  site.  I 
hope  that  this  unusual  proceeding,  asking  for 
a  reconsideration  under  these  circumstances, 
will  be  denied.* 

Coun.  COLLINS'S  motion  to  assign  re- 
consideration to  the  next  meeting  was  de- 
clared carried.  Coun.  DONOGHUE  doubted 
the  vote   and  asked  for  the  yeas   and  nays. 

The  motion  was  declared  carried,  yeas  5, 
nays   3. 

Yeas — Coun.  Collins,  Ford,  Hagan,  Lane, 
McLaughlin — 5. 

Nays — Coun.  Brickley,  Donoghue,  Moriarty 
—3. 

President  HAGAN — The  matter  is  referred 
to   the   next   meeting   of   the   Council. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  rise 
to  a  point  of  information.  I  understand  that 
the    question    has    just   been   reconsidered? 

President    HAGAN — Yes. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Then  how  is  it  re- 
ferred   to    the    next   meeting    of   the   Council  ? 

President  HAGAN — The  motion,  as  I  under- 
stand it,  was  a  motion  made  by  Coun.  Collins 
to  reconsider  and  that  the  question  of  recon- 
sideration be  assigned  to  the  next  meeting 
of  the   Council. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  how 
could   he  make   two  motions   in   one? 

President  HAGAN — The  motion  was  per- 
fectly proper,  to  reconsider  and  to  assign  the 
question  of  reconsideration  to  the  next  meet- 
ing. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  believe 
I  have  a  fairly  good  pair  of  ears,  and  I  didn't 
hear  him  make  any  such  motion   as  that. 

(The  reporter  repeated  Coun.  Collins's  mo- 
tion, "I  move  a  reconsideration  of  the  fore- 
going vote  and  the  assignment  of  the  recon- 
sideration to  the  next  meeting.") 

President  HAGAN — Does  that  answer  the 
gentleman's    question    all    right? 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— It  does,   Mr.   President.

Coun  COLLINS  called  up  No  4,  assignment, 
viz: 

4.  Ordered,  That  under  authority  of  chap- 
ter 261  of  the  Acts  of  1893,  the"  City  Auditor 
be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  make  the  follow- 
ing  transfers  : 

From  the  appropriation  for  Police  Head- 
quarters, Pemberton  square,  £31,906.87 ;  New 
Building,  Rainsford  Island,  £50,786.79 ;  Power 
and  Heating  Plant,  Deer  Island,  57,306.34,  to 
the  appropriation  for  Police  Station  2,  Site  and 
Plans,    $90,000. 

Question  on  motion  of  Coun.  COLLINS 
to  reconsider  the  vote  of  September  26,  on 
the   passage   of   the   order. 

The  question  came  on  Coun.  COLLINS'  mo- 
tion to  reconsider  the  vote  of  September  26, 
of  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — Mr.  President,  I  rise 
to  a  point  of  order.  While  I  realize  that  those 
of  us  who  have  voted  against  this  proposition 
have  not  got  votes  enough  to  defeat  it,  I  do 
have  this  feeling  in  the  matter.  At  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Council,  when  reconsideration 
was  moved  by  Coun.  Collins  and  consideration 
of  the  question  of  reconsideration  was  assigned 
to  today's  meeting,  that  motion  prevailed.  At 
the  close  of  the  meeting  a  motion  was  made 
by  the  same  Coun.  Collins  that  there  be  a 
general  reconsideration  of  all  business  trans- 
acted at  the  meeting  hoping  the  same  would 
not  prevail.  That  motion  was  lost.  My  point 
is  this,  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  ques- 
tion was  reconsidered  and  assigned,  and  then 
all  matters  acted  upon  by  the  Council  at  the 
last  meeting  of  the  Council  were  reconsidered, 
the  reconsideration  being  refused,  this  question 
on  reconsideration  of  this  matter  is  now  out 
of  order. 

President  WATSON — It  is  rather  a  peculiar 
position  to  put  the  new  presiding  officer  in, 
to  pass  upon  a  question  raised  by  a  member 
under  another  chairman.  But,  as  the  result 
will    be    the   same,    whatever    ruling    the    Chair 


might  decide  upon,  the  Chair  feels  that  he 
must  rule  that  the  point  of  order  is  not  well 
taken. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — Mr.  President,  I  know 
that  it  is  useless  to  appeal  from  the  decision 
of  the  chair.  But,  still,  after  listening  to  the 
opinion  rendered  by  the  Chair,  I  feel  that  I 
must  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair  in 
this  particular  matter.  I  believe  in  voting 
upon  any  matters  coming  before  this  body 
in  the  light  in  which  I  see  them,  and  when 
you  say  that,  irrespective  of  whatever  ruling 
you  might  make,  the  result  will  be  the  same, 
that,  in  my  opinion,  is  not  a  sufficient  reason 
for  ruling  that  my  point  of  order  is  not  well 
taken,  for  this  reason.  While  this  is  prob- 
ably a  most  unusual  proceeding,  and  while  I 
realize  that  the  new  president  was  not  in 
the  chair  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council, 
I  believe  that  we,  as  the  City  Council  of  Bos- 
ton, should  conduct  our  meetings  along  parlia- 
mentary lines  and  not  along  the  lines  of  what 
might  eventually  happen.  I  know  that  the 
vote  will  probably  not  be  with  me,  but  I  be- 
lieve I  am  absolutely  within  my  rights  in 
questioning  the  legality  of  reconsidering  the 
same   question    twice. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  I  trust  that 
no  one  will  second  the  appeal  from  the  de- 
cision of  the  chair,  because  it  is  manifestly 
clear  that  a  general  motion  to  reconsider,  such 
as  I  made  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council 
refers  solely  to  finished  and  not  to  unfinished 
business. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — Mr.  President,  I  want 
to  say  in  reply  that  the  motion  does  not  say 
any  such  thing.  The  motion  is,  a  general  re- 
consideration of  all  business.  "All  business," 
in  my  way  of  looking  at  it,  means  every  piece 
of  legislation  that  has  been  acted  upon.  There 
is  no  other  interpretation  that  can  be  placed 
upon  it  either  by  the  lay  mind  or  the  legal 
mind.  It  refers  to  all  matters,  unfinished  or 
finished,  and  I  do  not  see  how  Coun.  Collins 
can  draw  that  line. 

President  WATSON— Well,  the  Chair  has 
made  that  ruling,  and  he  thinks  he  is  right, 
trying  to  be  fair  with  all  members  in  so  ruling. 
(The  appeal  was  not  seconded.)  The  question 
is  on  reconsideration  of  the  action  taken  on 
No.  4  on  the  calendar,  and  the  clerk  will  call 
the    roll. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — Mr.  President,  I  am 
going  to  say  just  one  word,  I  am  not  going 
to  take  very  much  time.  I  am  sorry  at  this 
late  day  to  see  members  of  the  Council  chang- 
ing their  minds,  not  one  of  them  asking  that 
the  Corporation  Counsel  be  brought  in  to  tell 
us  what  our  rights  are  on  this  matter.  The 
Corporation  Counsel  has  been  appealed  to  by 
members  to  find  out  what  our  rights  were,  or 
were  not,  on  other  matters  that  have  come  in 
here,  for  technical  purposes,  and  members  re- 
serve the  right  not  to  vote  upon  matters  be- 
cause they  are  afraid  that  they  are  not  within 
the  law.  Now,  this  case  has  been  in  court, 
and  we  have  not  consulted  with  the 
man  who  is  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City 
of  Boston.  There  is  no. member  of  the  Coun- 
cil here  who  can  say  that  he  knows  his  rights 
on  this  question,  not  one.  Some  of  us  have 
been  toid  by  prominent  attorneys  in  this  town 
that  if  we  do  not  pass  this  order  we  will  be 
in  contempt  of  court,  but  we  have  here  a 
Council  of  nine  members  and  a  Corporation 
Counsel  of  the  city  receiving  £9,000  a  year,  and 
no  member  of  the  Council  has  asked  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel  to  come  in  here  and  tell  the 
Council  what  our  rights  are.  But  a  gun  order 
is  laid  upon  the  table  two  weeks  because  the 
Law  Department  is  away.  We  have  no  Law 
Department  of  the  city  at  the  present  time 
because  the  Corporation  Counsel  is  away,  and 
our  city  government  cannot  get  an  interpreta- 
tion of  law.  Some  of  the  members  here  are 
hiding  behind  law.  They  want  the  interpreta- 
tion of  the  Corporation  Counsel  on  some 
things,  but  when  it  conies  to  an  issue  of  this 
kind,  that  has  been  in  here  for  the  last  month, 
since  the  decision  has  been  handed  down  by 
the  court,  we  have  had  no  member  of  the 
Council    ask    for    an    interpretation    from    the 
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Law  Department.  I  want  to  say  that  I  am 
going  to  vote  the  same  as  I  have  been  voting 
for  better  than  a  year.  I  don't  think  I  will 
be  in  contempt  of  court  in  voting  the  way 
that  I  am  going  to  vote,  and  I  don't  think 
that  any  other  member  of  this  Council  will 
be  in  contempt  of  court  for  voting  as  his 
conscience  dictates.  The  message  that  has 
been  recently  sent  in  here  by  the  Mayor  on 
the  matter  is  the  first  one  sent  in  by  him 
since  this  matter  has  been  before  the  city 
government  that  did  not  mention  the  site. 
The  court  does  not  say  when  you  have  got 
to  act.  It  has  got  to  give  you  at  least  a  rea- 
sonable  time  after  the  court  order  is  issued 
before  you  shall  be  compelled  to  vote,  and  I 
believe,  after  a  court  hearing,  the  Corporation 
Counsel  should  at  least  appear  before  the  city 
government  and  tell  us  on  what  basis  this 
matter  may  be  handled,  and  handled  lawfully. 
I  am  going  to  continue  to  vote  as  I  have 
voted.  I  don't  believe  we  have  the  votes  to 
stop  the  order,  but  I  believe  that  I  am  within 
mv  rights  when  I  vote  as  I  have  voted  on 
this  measure  and  as  I  am  going  to  continue 
to  vote  on  this  appropriation  of  $90,000  for 
a  site   for   Station   2. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  no  one  in 
this  Council  here  has  denied  the  right  to  any 
other  member  or  has  tried  to  prevent  any 
other  member  of  the  Council  from  asking 
the  Corporation  Counsel's  opinion  as  to  his 
rights.  The  sole  question  that  we  have  had 
to  consider  here  for  the  last  year  or  two  is 
the  question  of  providing  adequate  money  for 
a  site  for  Police  Station  2.  Most  of  us  feel 
that  it  ought  to  be  done,  and  done  forthwith, 
that  it  should  have  been  done  a  considerable 
length  of  time  ago.  Most  of  us  contended  that 
the  selection  of  the  site  rested  within  the  duty 
of  the  Police  Comissioner  and  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  and,  having  that  opinion,  of  course,  we 
voted  for  the  order.  Nobody  here  now  asks 
or  seeks  to  prevent  any  member  from  asking 
the  Corporation  Counsel  his  opinion.  This 
order  requires  two  readings,  and  I  am  very 
glad  that  the  Council  has  seen  its  way  clear 
to  give  it  a  reading  today. 

_  Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  de- 
sire to  say  that  I  am  going  to  continue  to 
vote  as  I  have  voted  upon  this  matter,  al- 
though realizing  that  I  am  in  the  minority. 
Coun.  Collins  has  said  that  the  ■  sole  ques- 
tion  is  providing   a   site. 

Coun.   COLLINS — Money   for   a  site. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Money  for  a  site, 
rather.  In  my  opinion,  that  is  not  so.  As 
Coun.  Moriarty  has  said,  this  is  the  first  time 
that  we  have  seen  any  such  order  come  into 
this  Council,  as  the  last  order  presented  by  the 
Mayor  on  this  matter.  On  all  previous  occa- 
sions the  order  named  a  particular  site.  It 
was  a  question  of  a  particular  site,  and  not 
the  sole  question  of  providing  money  for  a 
site.  I  have  always  stood  ready  to  vote  money 
for  a  site,  but  not  for  that  particular  site,  and 
I  am  going  to  continue  to  vote  against  the  ap- 
propriation of  any  money  where  I  know  it  is 
going  for  a  particular*  site.  I  think  they  are 
outside  of  the  scope  of  their  duties  when  they 
are  picking  out  the  particular  site  on  which  to 
locate  the  police  station,  and  I  feel  that  I  am 
absolutely  within  my  rights  on  this  proposi- 
tion in  taking  the  position  I  do. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  the  vote  of  Sep- 
tember 26  was  declared  lost.  Coun.  Collins 
doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  the  yeas  and 
nays. 

Reconsideration   pi-evailed,  yeas   6,   nays   3.

Coun  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  have 
got    to   cover   myself.      I    seem   to    be    the    only 


one    here    who    has    not    done    so.      My    reason 
for  voting  as  I   have  is  this. 

President  WATSON— Coun.  Brickley  asks 
unanimous  consent  to  make  a  statement. 
•  Coun.  BRICKLEY— I  think  in  the  year 
1921  we  are  a  little  bit  in  advance  of  years 
that  have  gone  by.  When  these  station  houses 
were  originally  established,  it  was  the  habit 
to  carry  prisoners  to  them  personally,  instead 
of  using  motor  vehicles  or  even  horse-driven 
apparatus.  But  the  way  things  are  now  the 
first  five  station  houses,  in  my  opinion,  should 
be  consolidated  into  one,  with  motor  appara- 
tus. I  think  the  City  of  Boston  could  build  a 
building  that  would  be  a  memorial  to  itself  and 
a  memorial  to  the  department.  That  is  my 
reason  for  voting  against  a  sub-station  like 
Station    2. 


SALE    OF    LAND,    ARCH    STREET. 

Coun.  HAGAN  called  up  No.  5,  assignment, 
viz. : 

5.  Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Street 
Commissioners  be  authorized  to  sell  the  estate 
corner  of  Arch  street  and  Hawley  place,  pur- 
chased for  a  site  for  a  new  station  house, 
at  public  auction,  at  a  price  not  less  than  10 
per  cent  above  the  assessed  valuation  at  the 
time  of  sale,  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  to  be 
used  toward  the  erection  and  furnishing  of  a 
police  station  for   Police  Division   2. 

Question  on  motion  of  Coun.  LANE  to 
reconsider  the  vote  of  September  26,  on  the 
passage  of  the  order. 

The  question  came  on  Coun.  Lane's  motion 
to  reconsider  the  vote  of  September  26,  on  the 
passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  want 
to  say  in  connection  with  this  order  that  I 
believe,  before  voting  upon  it,  we  ought  to 
have  what  information  concerning  the  same 
is  in  the  hands  of  the  Mayor  submitted  to  the 
City  Council.  It  has  been  stated  here  on  the 
floor  of  this  Council  that  the  Mayor  has  been 
offered  $160,000  for  this  particular  site.  The 
Mayor  sent  in  an  order  asking  that  the  site 
be  sold  at  public  auction,  without  specifying 
any  particular  amount.  This  is,  he  proposed 
that  it  be  sold  at  public  auction,  I  presume  for 
the  assessed  valuation  at  least,  although  his 
order  does  not  say  so.  The  Council  amended 
it  so  as  to  set  a  price  on  it  of  10  per  cent 
above  the  assessed  valuation.  That  meets  with 
my  approval.  Nevertheless,  I  hate  to  vote  for 
it  because  of  the  fact  that  we  have  had  ab- 
solutely no  information  on  the  order,  and  I 
think  before  we  vote  on  a  proposition  such 
as  that,  the  Mayor  should,  in  courtesy  at  least 
to  the  Council,  submit  whatever  information 
he  has  pertaining  to  that  particular  site.  If 
I  am  in  order,  I  move  that  the  matter  be  laid 
over  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council. 

Pres.  WATSON — The  question  is  on  recon- 
sideration, and  Coun.  Donoghue,  when  the 
matter  is  reconsidered,  will  then  move  that  the 
matter  be  assigned  to  the  next  meeting.  Coun. 
Donoghue  moves  that  the  matter  be  reconsid- 
ered and  that  the  question  of  reconsideration 
be  referred  to  the  next  meeting 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  am  un- 
aware of  any  particular  need  for  holding  this 
matter  up  today.  The  order  has  had  its  first 
reading,  and  any  member  of  this  body  has 
fourteen  days  to  get  information  from  the 
Mayor  before  the  order  comes  up  for  its  second 
reading.  That  gives  us  ample  time  to  con- 
sider the  point  that  Coun.  Donoghue  brings 
up  within  the  next  fourteen  days.  I  am 
anxious  to  see  this  matter,  which  has  been  in 
our  minds  and  on  the  calendar  so  long,  settled, 
taking    its   first   reading   today   at    least. 

President  WATSON— The  Chair  will  at- 
tempt to  make  the  question  clear.  The  ques- 
tion before  the  house  is  on  Coun.  Lane's  mo- 
tion to  reconsider  the  vote  of  September  26 
on  the  passaue  of  the  order,  No.  5  on  the 
calendar.  Coun.  Donoghue  moves  that  the 
question  of  reconsideration  be  assigned  to  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Council.  The  question 
is    on    Coun.    Donoghue's   motion. 
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Coun.  DONOGHUE'S  motion  to  assign  the 
question  of  reconsidering  the  vote  of  Septem- 
ber 26  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council  was 
declared    carried. 

Coun.  COLLINS  doubted  the  vote  and  asked 
for   the  yeas   and  nays.

Nays — Coun.  Brickley,  Collins,  Ford,  Hagan, 
Lane,    McLaughlin — 6. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  the  vote  of  Sep- 
tember 26,  on  the  passage  of  the  order,  was 
declared  carried  and  the  order,  No.  5  on  the 
calendar,  failed  of  its  first  reading  and  pas- 
sage (six  votes  being  required  for  passage), 
yeas   5,  nays   4. 

Yeas — Coun.  Collins,  Ford,  Hagan,  Lane, 
McLaughlin — 5. 

Nays — Coun.  Brickley,  Donoghue,  Moriarty, 
Watson — 4.

President  WATSON  called  up  Nos.  1  and  2, 
unfinished   business,   viz. : 

Action  on  appointments  submitted  by  the 
Mayor    September    26,    1921,    viz. : 

1.  Herber  T.  West  and  Fred  C.  Collet,  to 
be  Gaugers  of  Liquid  Measures  and  Weighers 
of   Goods. 

2.  James  H.  Griffin,  to  be  a  Weigher  of 
Goods. 

The  question  came  on  confirmation.  Com- 
mittee— Coun.  Moriarty  and  Hagan.  Whole 
number  of  ballots  cast  9,  yeas  9,  and  the 
appointments   were  confirmed. 


LOAN    FOR    HIGHWAYS. 

Coun.  MORIARTY  called  up  No.  3,  un- 
finished   business,    viz. : 

3.  Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $200,000  be 
and  hereby  is  appropriated  for  Highways, 
Making  of,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
393  of  the  Acts  of  1906,  and  that  to  meet  said 
appropriation  the  City  Treasurer  be  and  hereby 
is  authorized  to  issue,  from  time  to  time,  upon 
the  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates 
of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said  amount. 

On  September  12,  1921,  the  foregoing  order 
was  read  once  and  passed,  yeas  eight,  nays 
none. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  I  am  going 
to  move  that  that  be  assigned  to  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Council,  for  the  very  manifest 
reason  that,  first,  we  asked  the  Finance  Com- 
mission at  our  last  executive  meeting  to  report 
on  the  communication  from  the  Street  Com- 
missioners in  regard  to  this  particular  matter, 
and  again,  as  I  understand  it,  the  Mayor  has 
asked  the  Finance  Commission  to  make  a 
specific  report  on  the  question  of  this 
Washington  street  widening.  It  seems  to  me 
we  ought  to  wait  until  we  at  least  hear  from 
the   Finance   Commission   on   those   reports. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  would 
say  that  my  reason  for  bringing  it  up  is  that 
we  have  already  had  it  up,  that  we  have 
given  it  one  reading  and  passage,  that  some- 
body found  a  joker  in  it,  and  that  since  this 
joker  was  found  there  has  been  no  action 
upon  the  matter  as  far  as  the  City  Council 
is  concerned.  The  Executive  Committee  did 
see  fit  to  take  it  up  with  the  Finance  Com- 
mission last  Monday,  but,  in  my  estimation, 
with  no  right.  It  was  on  our  calendar.  It 
was  not  before  the  Executive  Committee,  and 
that  committee  had  no  right  to  take  it  up  when 
it  was  on  the  calendar.  If  the  Mayor  does  not 
know  before  he  sends  a  message  in  what  he 
wants,  he  should  call  upon  the  Finance  Com- 
mission to  find  out  before  he  does  send  the 
message.  Last  week  we  had  the  Finance  Com- 
mission before  us,  and  the  thing  was  put  up  to 
them.  They  have  had  a  week,  and  we  haven't 
got  any  word  from  them  in  a  week.  Maybe 
next  week  they  will  take  the  joker  out,  or 
perhaps  some  of  you  fellows  will  come  along 
next   Monday   and   pass    it   whether   there   is   a 


joker  in  it  or  whether  it  is  taken  out,  some  of 
you  fellows  that  have  to  go  along  on  these 
matters.  The  old  whip  is  being  cracked  now. 
We  are  coming  on  the  eve  of  election  and  they 
are  dcing  a  fine  job.  I  am  glad  that  I  am 
under  no  such  power,  that  no  whip  has  been 
able  to  reach  me  yet.  Of  course,  if  I  stayed 
here  long  enough,  as  some  of  them  have,  they 
might  have  a  whip  long  enough  to  reach  me. 
But  up  to  the  present  time  they  have  not. 
I  believe  we  ought  to  take  up  this  order  and 
wh;.p  it  once  and  for  all,  so  that  we  won't  have 
any  jokers  in  here.  I  am  prepared  to  vote 
"no"   on  the  order  today. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  on  this 
$200,000  order  I  thought  we  had  agreed, 
although  it  does  not  make  any  material  differ- 
ence as  far  as  mv  position  is  concerned,  that 
the  matter  should  stand  until  the  Finance 
Commission  did  render  a  report.  But  if  I  am 
called  upon  today  to  vote  on  the  order  as  it 
stands,  I  shall  vote  to  defeat  it.  I  want,  how- 
ever, to  give  my  specific  reason  for  voting 
against  the  $200,000  order  for  highways.  I 
think  when  the  order  came  in  Coun.  Donoghue 
tried  to  hold  it  up,  rightfully  of  course,  for 
seme  investigation,  and  then  we  were  assured 
that  the  situation  with  reference  to  unemploy- 
ment was  a  very  bad  one  and  that  the  passing 
of  these  orders  with  at  least  some  degree  of 
haste  would  relieve  the  situation  That  led  us 
to  have  a  meeting  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
without  any  notice  having  been  sent  out  to  the 
members  by  unanimous  consent,  Coun.  Donog- 
hue having  withdrawn  his  objection.  Then, 
when  we  gave  the  first  reading  to  the  order, 
there  were  seme  things  that  had  not  been 
pointed  out.  We  thought,  we  were  given  to 
understand,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  that 
the,  $200,000  was  to  be  spent  for  highways, 
smaller  highways  in  the  suburbs,  for  making 
and  laying  out,  and  that  no  really  large 
specific  improvements  ■were  to  be  put  in  it. 
There  is  a  strange  thing  in  connection  with 
this  recommendation  that  we  pass  this  $200,000 
order — that  is,  that  there  was  no  communica- 
tion connected  with  the  order,  either  from  the 
Public  Works  Commissioner,  from  the  Street 
Commissioner  or  from  the  Mayor's  office,  point- 
ing out  in  detail  what  this  $200,000  was  to  be 
spent  for.  I  think  that  was  overlooked  by  all 
of  us  in  our  haste  to  pass  the  order  in  the 
first  instance.  But  the  Finance  Commission 
pointed  out  to  us  that  the^e  was  included  in 
the  $?00.000  upwards  of  $50,000  for  the  widen- 
ing of  Washington  street.  Mr.  President,  that 
matter  was  kept  from  our  knowledge,  either 
because  of  design  or  mistake,  I  know  not 
which.  We  will  leave  it  this  way,  that  it  was 
because  of  a  mistake.  I  don't  think  that  it 
was  done  designedly,  but  the  result  was  that 
it  was  done,  and  that  we  sitting  in  the  Council 
did  not  know  that  we  were  going  to  spend 
almost  $60,000  for  that  specific  widening. 
That  widening  of  Washington  street  may  or 
may  not  be  a  good  thing,  but  surely  is  not 
good  practice  to  send  in  a  consolidated  order 
which  includes  in  it  a'  specific  improvement 
such  as  Washington  street.  Mr.  President, 
that  order  in  reference  to  Washington  street 
should  come  in  by  loan  by  itself,  in  a  special 
order,  and  I  cannot  help  feeling  in  this  par- 
ticular case  that  for  some  unknown  reason 
the  widening  of  Washington  street  was  put 
into  a  consolidated  order  because  of  this  fact, 
that  there  was  an  anticipation  of  feeling  that 
most  of  the  members  of  the  committee  would 
oppose  this  specific  improvement  because  of 
the  fact,  as  I  said  in  committee,  that  it  is  an 
improvement  for  special  and  specific  interests, 
and  not  particularly  for  the  good  of  the  City 
of  Boston.  For  these  reasons,  Mr.  President, 
if  the  vote  is  taken  today  on  the  merits  I 
shall  vote  "no"  on  the  whole  order,  but  I 
shall  vote  to  have  the  matter  go  over  to  the 
next  meeting  in  order  that  the  Finance  Com- 
mission and  the  Planning  Board,  in  accord- 
ance with  your  own  order,  may  make  then- 
report. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  despite 
the  fact  that  a  few  moments  ago  I  asked 
to  have  No.  3  on  the  calendar  postponed  until 
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the  next  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  that  re- 
quest was  refused  by  other  members  of  the 
body,  I  want  to  say  that  I  am  going  to  vote 
to  postpone  this  matter  until  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Council.  I  want  to  just  relate  a  little 
history  in  relation  to  the  matter,  now  that  it 
has  been  mentioned  by  Coun.  Ford.  It  per- 
tains particularly  to  myself.  Over  six  months 
ago,  probably  eiirht  months  ago,  when  the  first 
order  came  in  here  for  $1,000,000  for  streets 
and  street  construction,  as  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Finance,  I  felt  that  before  the 
Council  voted  away  $1,000,000  of  the  people's 
money  the  Council  should  be  made  aware  of 
what  the  money  was  to  be  spent  for.  I  did 
not  even  infer  that  we  might  suggest  any  of 
the  streets  that  might  be  laid  out,  but  I  did 
feel  that  the  least  the  Street  Commissioners 
should  have  done  was  to  submit  to  the  Coun- 
cil a  list  of  the  streets  that  they  contemplated 
laying  out.  For  that  reason  I  refused  to  call  a 
meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Finance.  Pick- 
ing up  the  following  morning's  paper  I  found 
that  Coun.  Donoghue  was  severely  castigated 
by  the  Mayor  because  he  saw  fit  not  to  hold 
up  the  order  for  particular  or  specific  in- 
formation, but,  as  the  Mayor  put  it,  holding 
up  action  would  deprive  citizens  of  Boston  of 
work.  I  pointed  out  in  retaliation  to  that 
charge  that  that  money  would  not  be  spent 
probably  for  months  after  it  had  been  ap- 
propriated by  this  Council,  and  that  no  citi- 
zens would  enjoy  any  benefits  under  the 
$1,000,000  that  would  be  appropriated,  because 
the  entire  amount  practically  would  be  let  out 
by  contract  for  contract  labor.  I  took  the 
stand  then,  as  I  have  done  ever  since,  that  this 
money  should  be  spent  for  the  benefit  of  the  " 
citizens  of  Boston  and  not  for  the  benefit  of 
alien  contractors  and  those  whom  they  cared 
to  employ.  My  position  since  that  time  has 
been  vindicated  by  the  Finance  Commission, 
which  is  rather  a  peculiar  thing — having  the 
judgment  of  one  of  the  so-called  gang  element 
of  this  Council  vindicated  by  the  august  Fi- 
nance Commission.  In  connection  with  this 
order  for  $200,000  I  tock  identically  the  same 
position.  I  feel,  as  Coun.  Ford  feels,  that  lots 
of  things  have  gone  through  here  where  the 
facts  were  unknown.  That  is  the  reason  why 
I  asked  that  No.  3  on  the  calendar  be  post- 
poned for  one  week,  so  that  we  might  receive 
some  information.  I  don't  believe  that  this 
Council  should  continue  to  go  along  the  line 
which  it  has  been  going  the  last  ten  or  twelve 
years,  simply  because  it  is  according  to  cus- 
tom. The  argument  that  this  thing  should 
be  done  or  that  thing  should  be  done  because 
it  has  been  done  in  the  past  does  not  have  any 
weight  with  me.  I  believe  we  ought  to  have 
information  on  all  these  subjects.  I  believe 
that  is  what  the  Council  is  here  for,  to  pass 
judgment  on  matters  after  it  has  considered 
them  and  after  the  information  pertaining 
to  them  has  been  furnished,  considered  and 
discussed.  But,  as  I  say,  although  the  Council 
did  not  vote  to  postpone  action  on  No  3  till 
the  next  meeting,  I  am  going  to  vote  to  post- 
pone action  on  this  matter  until  the  next  meet- 
ing of  the  Council  I  am  not,  simply  because 
they  voted  against  me,  going  to  vote  against 
them.  I  believe  we  should  have  information 
on  all  these  matters  and  my  position  is  abso- 
lutely   consistent. 

Coun.  MOEIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  want 
to  say  one  word.  We  were  told  that  there 
were  a  number  of  small  streets  that  they 
wanted  to  fix  up.  I  think  this  has  been  in 
here  five  weeks  now.  I  don't  know  upon 
whom  the  responsibility  is  going  to  fall  be- 
cause the  small  streets  are  not  fixed.  The 
Council,  in  my  estimation,  would  have  ap- 
propriated the  $200,000  for  the  fixing  of  small 
streets  if  they  had  not  put  in  this  joker,  mak- 
ing Washington  street  a  small  street.  Of 
course,      nobody      disagrees     that     Washington 


street  is  a  small  street,  but  it  is  not  such  a 
small  street  as  we  thought  was  contemplated. 
The  matter  has  been  in  here  for  five  weeks 
and  I  am  entirely  willing  to  leave  it  to  the 
public  as  to  who  is  responsible  for  the  ninety- 
two  other  streets  aside  from  Washington  street 
being  held  up,  not  being  fixed.  The  Council 
is  ready  to  appropriate  the  money  if  they 
will  take  Washington  street  out  of  it.  I  have 
no  intention  of  voting  to  pass  the  order  at 
the  present  time,  but  I  want  to  put  the 
blame  where  it  rightfully  belongs.  It  belongs 
in  the  Mayor's  office,  the  blame  for  the  ninety- 
two  streets  not  being  worked  upon  at  the 
present  time,  because  of  putting  in  that  joker 
in  regard  to  the  widening  of  Washington 
street,   from    Milk   to    Bromfield   streets. 

Coun.  Collins'  motion  to  postpone  action 
upon  No.  3  until  the  next  meeting  was  de- 
clared carried. 


APPOINTMENT    OF    COMMITTEES. 

President  Watson  announced  the  appoint- 
ment of  Coun.  Moriarty  to  be  chairman  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  and  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  members  serving  on  the  tempo- 
rary committees  to  be  members  of  the  perma- 
nent committees. 


GENERAL  RECONSIDERATION. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  I  move  a  gen- 
eral reconsideration  of  all  matters  acted  upon 
today,  hoping  that  the  motion  will  not  prevail. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  hope 
you  will  not  act  upon  that  motion  at  this  meet- 
ing of  the  Council,  because  if  we  do  we  are 
going  to  be  in  the  same  position  at  the  next 
meeting,  in  my  opinion,  that  we  were  today. 
A  few  motions  have  been  passed  to  assign 
matters  to  the  next  meeting,  and  now  it  is 
proposed  to  reconsider  the  action  that  you 
have  just  taken  on  those  motions.  I  don't 
see  what  harm  is  done  by  adjourning  this 
Council  from  one  meeting  to  the  next  without 
a  reconsideration  of  matters  acted  upon  at 
the  particular  meeting.  Conditions  may 
change  in  a  week,  so  that  we  might  take  a 
very  different  view  of  certain  things.  This 
is  simply  one  of  the  old  customs  of  this  Coun- 
cil since  its  inception,  acting  upon  a  motion 
of  that  kind.  I  think  any  member  of  the 
Council  ought  to  have  the  right  to  have  a 
week's  thought  on  any  matter  coming  in  here 
at  a  previous  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  I 
want  to   vote  against   reconsideration. 

President  WATSON— The  Chair  will  state 
that,  so  far  as  he  can  ascertain,  the  motion 
for  a  genera]  reconsideration  is  not  mentioned 
or  defined  in  any  authority  on  parliamentary 
practice,  and  is  not  used  in  any  other  legis- 
lative body.  It  was  originated  in  the  old  Board 
of  Aldermen,  about  1894,  for  the  purpose  of 
relieving  the  clerk  of  the  necessity  of  retaining 
in  his  possession  for  a  period  of  twenty-four 
hours  from  the  time  of  adjournment  the  papers 
requiring  the  Mayor's  approval,  and  the  cus- 
tom has  continued  ever  since.  In  view  of  its 
origin  and  somewhat  doubtful  parliamentary 
value,  the  Chair  will  rule  that  the  motion  for 
a  general  reconsideration,  as  used  in  this 
body,  applies  only  to  those  matters  upon  which 
the  Council  has  taken  final  action  and  not  to 
any  matters  still  under  consideration.  The 
question  is  on  Coun.  Ford's  motion,  to  re- 
consider general  matters  acted  on  today, 
hoping   that  it   will   not  prevail. 

Coun.  Ford's  motion  to  reconsider  was 
lost.

APPROPRIATION     FOR     UNEMPLOY- 
MENT   COMMITTEE. 

The  following  was   received  : 

City    of    Boston, 
Office   of   the   Mayor,    October   6,    1921. 
To  the  City   Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  have  this  day  appointed  a 
committee  to  undertake  direction  of  an  effort 
to  relieve  the  unemployment  situation  in  Bos- 
ton. This  action  is  taken  following  the  Na- 
tional Conference  on  Unemployment  which 
opened  September  26  at  Washington,  D.  C 
and  in  conformity  with  the  policy  and  pro- 
cedure then   and  there  adopted. 

There  is  no  question  that  there  exists  in 
this  city,  as  in  most  cities,  a  condition  of  un- 
employment which  causes  undue  suffering,  and 
which  is  a  matter  of  concern  to  all  citizens. 
It  is  our  duty  to  deal  seriously  and  energeti- 
cally with  this  problem.  This  we  propose  to 
do   through   the   committee   appointed. 

The  maintenance  of  this  committee  re- 
quires some  expenditure  of  money,  and  it  is 
to  provide  these  necessary  funds  that  I  have 
called  the  City  Council  into  special  session 
today.  The  sum  needed  at  this  time  and  for 
the  purpose  of  meeting  the  expenses  of  the 
committee  on  unemployment  is  $2,500.  1 
therefore  recommend  the  immediate  passage 
of  the  accompanying  order,  that  the  work  of 
the  committee  may  proceed  without  delay. 
Respectfully  yours,

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $2,500  be  ana 
hereby  is  appropriated  to  be  expended  by  the 
Committee  on  Unemployment,  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  Mayor,  in  the  prosecution  of 
its  duties,  said  sum  to  be  charged  to  the  Re- 
serve Fund. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  all  of  us 
who  read  the  newspapers  are  conversant  with 
the  necessity  back  of  this  order.  Unless  some 
member  of  the  Council  wants  delay  and  an 
opportunity  to  investigate  the  matter  further, 
I  move  a  suspension  of  the  rule  for  the  pass- 
age   of    the    order. 

The  rule  was  suspended,  and  the  question 
came    on    the    passage    of    the    order. 

Ccun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President.  I  want 
to  say  I  realize  that  the  Mayor  has  been 
to  Washington,  and  I  also  realize  that  we 
have  been  alive  to  the  situation  here,  some- 
thing which  he  does  not  give  us  any  credit 
for.  At  a  meeting  held  in  this  Council 
Chamber  some  four  weeks  ago  I  introduced 
an  order  asking  that  a  committee  be  ap- 
pointed. In  so  far  as  the  situation  being 
acute  is  concerned,  that  is  no  news  to  some 
of  us,  and  if  the  Mayor  had  to  go  to  Wash- 
ington  to   find  out   the   acuteness    of   the    situa- 


tion,   I    am    surprised.     I    believe    the    Council 
brought   that   fact   to   the  Mayor's    notice   some 
time    ago,    by    asking    that    the    committee    be 
appointed.     I   simply   refer   to   that   because   of 
his    acknowledging    in   his   communication   that 
he    introduced    the    order    because    of    what    he 
had    learned    on    his    last    trip    to    Washington. 
Coun.    DONOGHUE— Mr.    President.    I   want 
to    say    in    connection    with    this    order    that    I 
would   like   to   offer    a   suggestion    to   the    com- 
mittee   which    is    to    be    appointed,    and    which 
I     recognize     as     a     fairly     representative     one, 
noticing    that   there    are   many    prominent    men 
connected   with    large   manufacturing    concerns 
throughout  the  city  on  it.     I  expect,  of  course, 
that    they    will    try   to    find   work    for    men    in 
the  various  establishments  and  concerns  which 
are    representsd    by    these    men    on    this    com- 
mittee :    but    I    am    one    of    those    who    believe 
that    the    city    itself    should    be    the    leader    in 
such     a     proposition     as     this,     and     I     have 
thought     so     right     along.       In     fact,     I     have 
said   so   on   the   floor   of   this    Council.      I    would 
l.ke    to    suggest    to    this    committee    that    they 
investigate   and   analyze   the  statistics    and   the 
moneys    appropriated    for    the    Department    of 
Public    Works,    the    Public    Buildings    Depart- 
ment   and    other    departments    which    have    the 
spending    of    large   sums    of   the   city's    money, 
to   see   if   it   is   not   possible   that  seme   of   this 
money  which  has  been  appropriated  and  which 
has    not    been    expended     up     to    the    present 
time   might   be   diverted,   so    that  citizens   may 
get    the    opportunity    to    go    to    work    at    this 
time.     I   feel  that  Boston  men  should  be  given 
preference   on   all   these  works.     In  fact,  I  feel 
that    various    customs    that    have    prevailed    in 
the   past   should   be   wiped    away.      This    is    an 
emergency,     and     the    fact    that    the    City     of 
Boston  has  labored  so  long  under   the  contract 
system     does     not     necessarily     mean     that     it 
should    continue    to    do    so    indefinitely.     I    feel 
under  the  existing  conditions,   with   the   extra- 
ordinary   unemployment    situation    confronting 
us,    that    the    City    of    Boston    should    be    the 
first    to    take    steps    to    help    its    own    citizens 
to    get    a   day's    pay    and    a    day's    work,    when 
they    are    ready,    anxious    and    willing.     I    also 
called    this    matter    to     the     Mayor's     attention 
through  a  letter,  probably  a  month  and  a  half 
ago.     I    received    a    courteous    response    saying 
that   he   would   investigate   my   suggestion,    and 
he   did,   I    understand,    hold   a   conference   with 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  the  Soldiers' 
Relief   Commissioner   and   the   chairman   of   the 
Park    Board.     And,    by    the    way,    don't    let    us 
forget    that   the    Park    Department    is    spending 
a    great    deal    of    the    city's    money    and    that 
practically    all    of    it    is    let    out    by    contract. 
I    feel    that    that    is    not    as    it    should    be.      In 
my    letter    to    the    Mayor    I    pointed    out    one 
specific    instance    where    the    city    had    appro- 
priated  .$60,000   for  a   roadway  to  be   built   out 
through    Forest    Hills,    and    I    asked    then,    as 
I   ask   now,   why   that  work   could  not   be   done 
by  these  men   who   are  out   of  work,   not  alone 
veterans    of   the   war   seeking   employment,    but 
other    citizens    of    this    city    of    ours.     If    the 
Mayor    would    act    along    such    lines    on    these 
various    jobs,    he    would    be    killing    two    birds 
with    one    stone.     Here    we    have    the    Soldiers' 
Relief    Department,     with     the     amounts     paid 
out   from   one   week   to   the   next   ever   increas- 
ing ;    and    if    these    citizens    and    veterans    who 
are  depending  on   what  they  can  get  from  the 
Soldiers'    Relief    were    provided    with    work    it 
would     iessen     the    amount    paid     out     by     the 
Soldiers'  Relief  Department  and  the  city  would 
be    getting    an    adequate    day's    pay    from    the 
money    expended    on    these   different    works.     I 
feel    that    the    city    should    be    the    leader    in 
this   proposition,   not  depending  on    the  various 
manufacturers     and    concerns    throughout    the 
city   to   take   care   of   this   extraordinary   situa- 
tion. 

The  order  was  passed,  yeas  S,  nays  0. 
President  WATSON— The  purpose  for  which 
the    meeting    was    called    having    been    accom- 
plished,  the  Council  stands   adjourned   to   Mon- 
day  next.

Dear  Sir, — At  the  suggestion  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works,  I  am  calling  to 
your  attention  the  report  of  Dr.  McKenna, 
veterinary,  stating  that  two  of  the  horses  used 
to  haul  the  prison  van  used  by  this  court  for 
the  transportation  of  prisoners  cannot  safely 
be  used  longer  for  that  purpose.  Dr.  Mc- 
Kenna's  suggestion  is  that  these  horses  be 
turned  back  to  the  Sanitary  Division,  where 
work  could  be  found   suitable   for   them. 

This  expenditure  was  unforeseen,  and  there 
is  no  provision  in  the  budget  for  it.  Com- 
missioner    Sullivan     states     that     the     cost    of 
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horses  suitable  for  these  vehicles  will  be  $350 
each.  In  this  situation  it  seems  proper  to 
request  an  appropriation  be  made  in  the  sum 
of  $700,  which  I  assume  would  be  an  increase 
of  the  Item   B-l    in   the  budget. 

I  do  not  know  that  it  is  necessary  to  call 
your  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  van  service 
is  somewhat  of  an  anomaly.  These  vans  were 
originally  provided  by  the  Board  of  Aldei-men, 
and  placed  at  the  service  of  the  court  to  save 
the  expense  of  the  earlier  method  of  having 
policemen  transport  prisoners  in  cabs.  The 
court  does  not  appoint  van  drivers,  or  regard 
them  as  emoloyees  of  the  court,  under  this 
arrangement,  although  for  budget  purposes 
they  have  been  so  listed  at  the  request  of  the 
auditor's    office.

HIGHWAY    LOAN. 

The  following  was   received : 

Finance  Commission,  October  7,  1921. 
To   the   Honorable   the   City   Council : 

Gentlemen, — The  Finance  Commission  has 
received  from  your  honorable  body  a  copy  of 
a  letter  from  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Street  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
commenting  upon  the  Finance  Commission's 
report  to  your  honorable  body  under  date  of 
September  23,  upon  the  matter  of  a  proposed 
highway   loan   for    §200,000. 

The  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Street  Com- 
missioners  states   in   his   letter : 

"It  would  be  difficult  to  adhere  to  any  fixed 
program  for  the  laying  out  of  highways  with 
the  very  limited  amount  of  money  available 
for  such  improvements  from  year  to  year. 
Occasions  are  constantly  arising  where  build- 
ings are  to  be  removed  on  streets  where  wid- 
enings  are  planned,  and  where  the  erection 
of  new  buildings  on  existing  lines  would  be 
a  positive  detriment  to  the  city's  welfare. 
Aside  from  the  Washington  street  case,  re- 
ferred to  above,  there  are  three  others  which 
this  Board  is  watching  now.  Limiting  the 
use  of  the  loan  would  prevent  the  quick  action 
necessary    in    most    of    these    cases." 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  policy  above  out- 
lined, there  must  always  be  available  to  the 
Street  Commissioners  sufficient  money  to  take 
advantage  of  conditions  like  that  now  arising 
on   Washington   street. 

This  year  your  honorable  body  appropriated 
the  largest  sum  of  any  one  year  in  the  past 
twenty  years,  with  a  few  exceptions,  for 
"Highways,  Making  of,"  with  no  limitation 
upon  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  as  to 
what  streets  it  was  to  be  used  upon,  yet  none 
of  it  has  been  retained  for  occasions  like  the 
Washington  street  widening,  although  this  wid- 
ening has  been  before  the  Board  of  Street 
Commissioners   since  May  of  this  year. 

It  is  true  that  the  streets  accepted  one  year 
may  not  be  built  until  the  next  year.  But  the 
money  which  it  was  necessary  to  appropriate 
to  construct  those  streets  before  they  were 
accepted  should  be  retained  to  build  those 
streets  and  not  be  used  to  construct  some  other 
streets. 

The  $800,000  appropriated  this  year  appears 
to  have  been  first  used  as  a  basis  for  an  ex- 
penditure of  $235,000  for  building  the  streets 
named  in  the  report  of  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion to  your  honorable  body  on  September  23. 
Having  served  this  function,  the  whole  of  this 
§800,000  was  used  to  build  streets  that  had 
been  designated  in  other  years,  so  that  the 
street  program  laid  out  this  year  is  now  with- 
out  any   appropriation   by   loan  or  otherwise. 

The   City  Auditor,   in   a  letter  to  the  Finance 
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Commission  under  date  of  September  30,  stated 
as   follows : 

"In  answer  to  yours  of  yesterday  would  say 
that  at  the  present  time  there  are  no  author- 
ized loans  for  Highways,  Making  of,  yet  issued. 

"Where  streets  are  designated  in  the  loan 
order  passed  by  the  City  Council  for  High- 
ways, Making  of,  the  expenses  are  charged  to 
the  appropriations  for  the  particular  streets  ; 
otherwise  they  are  charged  to  the  loan'  or 
balance  of  loan  in  the  treasury  at  the  time 
payment   is  made." 

The  following  letter  was  received  from  John 
E  Baldwin,  Clerk  of  Committees,  under  date 
of   September  30,   1921: 

"In  answer  to  your  letter  of  the  29th  mst., 
concerning  street,  construction  programs  for 
the  past  three  years,  submitted  to  the  City 
Council  by  the  Mayor  and  Street  Commis- 
sioners, I  wish  to  say  that  there  were  no  writ- 
ten programs  submitted  except  the  informa- 
tion contained  in  the  Mayor's  messages  re- 
questing the  loan  orders,  which  are  printed 
in   the   City   Council  minutes." 

These  letters  are  submitted  as  adequate  an- 
swers to  the  statement  of  the  chairman  of  the 
Street  Commissioners,  that  the  auditor's  re- 
port gives  definite  information  as  to  the  ap- 
propriation from  which  street  construction  is 
carried  on  under  general  loan  orders,  and  the 
statement  that  your  honorable  body  is  informed 
of  the  streets  to  be  built  before  making  an  ap- 
propriation. 

The  policy  of  making  an  appropriation  in 
one  sum  for  street  construction  before  the 
program  for  the  year  is  made  up  by  the  Board 
of  Street  Commissioners  should  not  be  con- 
tinued. The  Board  of  Street  Commissioners 
should  decide  what  streets  are  to  be  built 
with  a  given  appropriation,  but  the  decision 
should  be  made  before  the  appropriation  is  re- 
quested and   adhered  to   thereafter. 

The  Finance  Commission  is  in  entire  agree- 
ment with  the  judgment  that  the  opportunity 
now  offered  to  widen  Washington  street,  be- 
tween Harvard  place  and  Ordway  place,  should 
not  be  lost,  but  it  does  not  believe  that  the 
borrowing  power  of  the  city  at  the  present 
time  should  be  further  lowered  and  the  city's 
finances  imperiled  for  the  next  four  months, 
even  to  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity. 
In  any  event,  whenever  an  appropriation  is 
made  for  this  widening  or  any  other  such 
widening,  it  should  be  so  designated  and  not 
be  mingled  in  a  general  appropriation  for 
"Highways,   Making   of." 

The  Finance  Commission  reaffirms  its  report 
to  your  honorable  body  of  September  23,   1921, 
and   the   recommendations   therein   contained.

LOAN    FOR    HIGHWAYS,   MAKING    OF. 

Coun.  COLLINS  called  up  unfinished  busi- 
ness, No.   6,  viz. : 

6.  Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $200,000  be 
and  hereby  is  appropriated  for  Highways, 
Making  of,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
393  of  the  Acts  of  1906,  and  that  to  meet 
said  appropriation  the  City  Treasurer  be 
and  hereby  is  authorized  to  issue,  from  time 
to  time,  upon  the  request  of  the  Mayor, 
bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city 
to   said  amount. 

On  September  12,  1921,  the  foregoing  order 
was  read  once  and  passed,  yeas  eight,  nays 
none. 

Chairman  HAGAN — The  question  comes  on 
the  indefinite  postponement  of  the  order. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  who 
made  the  motion  to  indefinitely  postpone  on 
No.   6,    and   for   what   reason  ? 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  we  have 
already  acted  upon  a  loan  order  for  $150,000, 
which  was  in  effect  introduced  in  substitution 
for  the  $200,000  order  in  No.  6  on  the  calendar. 
I  think  the  Mayor's  letter  acts  practically 
as  a  negative  on  No.  6  on  the  calendar,  and 
to  make  the  thing  doubly  certain,  making 
sure  of  the  rejection  of  No.  6,  I  have  called 
it   up    at   this   time. 

Coun.  FORD — If  the  motion  to  indefinitely 
postpone  will  have  the  effect  of  killing  the 
order,  that  is  all  right,  but  what  Coun. 
Donoghue  is  probably  worried  about,  and  what 
I  am  worried  about,  also,  is  whether  the 
order  will  go  into  effect  on  November  11, 
1921,   sixty   days   after  the   second   reading. 

Chairman  HAGAN — It  cannot,  if  it  is  in- 
definitely   postponed    now. 

Coun.  FORD — I  think  the  better  way,  so  as 
to  be  sure,  would  be  to  call  the  order  up  and 
reject  it.  I  am  not  sure,  of  course,  as  to 
the  proper  action  to  be  taken. 

Chairman  HAGAN — If  it  is  the  sense  of 
the  Council,  the  Chair  will  put  the  motion 
on  the  passage  of  the  order,  and  it  can  be 
voted  down. 

Coun.  COLLINS — I  have  no  doubt  that  in- 
definite postponement  will  act  absolutely  as  a 
rejection  of  the  order,  but  in  order  that 
the  situation  may  be  clarified  I  will  with- 
draw my  motion   and   ask  for  a  roll   call. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  before 
the  roll  is  called,  I  would  like  to  say  just 
a  word.  To  me  it  seems  rather  strange  that 
we  should  be  passing  an  appropriation  order 
today  for  $150,000,  when  we  have  on  the 
calendar  an  order  appropriating  $200,000. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  we  have  but  $387,000 
in  the  unexpended  balance,  that  would  prac- 
tically take  the  entire  amount.  For  that 
reason,  I  feel,  as  Coun.  Ford  has  already 
said,  that  this  particular  order  should  be 
defeated.

COLLINS,  for  the  Committee  on  Un- 
claimed Baggage,  submitted  a  report  on  peti- 
tion of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company  (referred  today)  for 
leave  to  sell  unclaimed  baggage — recommend- 
ing the  passage  of  the  following,  viz. :

LANE  offered  an  order — That  the  space  at 
the  junction  of  Sterling  and  Cabot  streets, 
Roxbury,  be  named  Richard  F,  Walsh  square, 
in  memory  of  said  Walsh,  who  lost  his  life  in 
the  World  War  in  the  service  of  his  country, 
and  that  said  space  be  suitably  marked  with 
signs. 

Passed  under  a  suspension  of  the  rule. 


LOAN     FOR    CHRISTOPHER    J.    LEE 
PLAYGROUND. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  an  order— That 
the  sum  of  $150,000  be  appropriated  for  the 
extension  and  improvement  of  Christopher  J. 
Lee  Playground.  South  Boston,  and  that  to 
meet  said  expenditure  the  City  Treasurer  be 
authorized  to  issue,  from  time  to  time,  on 
the  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates 
of    indebtedness    of    the    city    to    said    amount. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the 
Committee   on    Finance. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  ask 
a  suspension  of  the  rule  and  passage  of  the 
order.  I  offer  this  order  today  realizing  that 
we  have  a  small  unappropriated  balance  in 
the  way  of  loans  still  left  in  the  city  treasury, 
but  I  feel  that  the  reasons  that  have  been 
advanced  by  the  Mayor  and  others  from  time 
to  time  as  to  using  up  practically  the  entire 
amount  of  the  unappropriated  balance  should 
at  this  particular  time  not  have  the  effect 
that  it  has  had  at  other  times,  as  I  am  one 
of  those  who  believe  that  this  is  an  extraor- 
dinary time.  This  is  a  time  when  there  is 
so  much  unemployment  that  I  feel  that  all 
the  money  that  it  is  possible  for  the  city  to 
spend  in  the  way  of  appropriations  that  will 
give  work  to  the  unemployed  should  be  spent 
by  the  city.  I  think  the  city  should  be  the 
leader  in  this  matter,  should  take  the  first 
step  to  relieve  unemployment,  if  possible. 
Over  here  in  South  Boston  we  have  the 
Christopher  J.  Lee  Playground,  a  very  small 
playground,  which  is  entirely  inadequate  to 
meet  the  demands  of  the  residents  of  South 
Boston,  who  go  to  see  the  baseball  games, 
and  so  on,  that  are  held  on  that  playground. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  8,000  or  10,000  people 
have  congregated  there  several  times  during 
the  past  season  to  watch  ball  games,  and 
there  is  absolutely  no  provision  made  for 
them  to  enjoy  the  game.  Even  the  players 
are  restricted  in  the  playing  of  the  game, 
because  of  the  fact  that  the  playground  is  so 
small  that  there  are  trees  on  one  side  of  it. 
The  ball  is  hit  up  into  the  trees,  and  many 
times  that  detracts  from  the  use  of  the  ground 


as  a  baseball  ground,  giving  the  impression 
that  you  are  playing  hockey  or  something 
of  the  sort,  instead  of  baseball.  I  think  the 
city  could  at  this  time  well  afford  to  extend 
the  Christopher  J.  Lee  Playground,  and  in  the 
extension  and  improvement  of  the  same  to  let 
the  work  out  by  day  labor  to  Boston  citizens, 
to  a  great  extent  relieving  the  unemployment 
situation  that  now  exists.  I  hope  the  rule 
will  be  suspended  and  that  the  order  will  take 
its    readings    and    passage   today. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President.  I  do  not 
suppose  the  gentleman  seriously  presses  his 
motion  that  the  rule  be  suspended  on  an 
order  of  this  size,  appropriating  $150,000 
by  way  of  loan,  leaving,  if  this  is  appro- 
priated, a  balance  of  only  $86,000  to  be 
borrowed  during  the  remaining  four  months 
of  the  fiscal  year.  This  is  the  first  time  that 
this  order  has  come  before  the  body.  I  per- 
sonally have  no  idea  how  much  should  be 
appropriated  for  this  playground,  or  of  the 
necessity  of  an  appropriation  at  this  time, 
and,  of  course,  I  think  we  may  naturally  ex- 
pect the  reference  of  the  order  to  a  committee 
for    consideration. 

Chairman  HAGAN — The  Chair  would  say 
that  it  has  been  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Finance  for  consideration,  being  a  loan 
order  for  $150,000.  Coun.  Donoghue,  the 
sponsor  of  the  order,  asks  for  a  suspension  of 
the  rule  and  the  immediate  passage  of  the 
order. 

The   rule   was    declared    not    suspended. 

Chairman  HAGAN — And  the  order  stands 
committed    to    the    Committee    on    Finance. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— I  doubt  the  vote,  Mr. 
President. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  Council  refused 
to   suspend   the  rule,   yeas   3,   nays   3. 

Yeas — Coun.  Brickley,  Donoghue,  Moriarty 
—3. 

Nays — Coun.    Collins,    Hagan,    Lane — 3. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  would 
ask  that  the  other  members  present  vote  on 
this  order  and  that  the  sergeant-at-arms  be 
requested  to  instruct  the  other  members  to 
vote    upon    it. 

Coun.  Ford's  name  was  called,  and  he 
voted  "No,"  the  vote  on  the  suspension  of 
the  rule  then  standing  3  to  4,  and  sus- 
pension   being    accordingly    refused. 

The  order  stood  referred  to  the  Committee 
on    Finance.

VETO  DISAPPROVAL  OF  GENERAL 
BAKING  COMPANY  PERMIT. 

The    following    was    received : 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  October   13,   1921. 
To   the    City    Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  return  without  my  approval 
the  attached  order  passed  by  the  Honorable 
Council  on  October  3,  1921,  disapproving  the 
granting  of  a  permit  to  the  General  Baking 
Company  for  the  keeping  and  storage  of  one 
thousand  gallons  of  gasolene  in  a  tank  on 
the  premises  bounded  by  Tremont,  Edgeworth 
and   Ferrin   streets,    Charlestown. 

My  reasons  for  disapproval  of  your  action 
in  this  matter  are  as  follows :  The  keeping 
of  gasolene  comes  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  State  Fire  Marshal  who,  by  statute,  has 
power  to  delegate  to  local  officials  the  authority 
to  grant  such  permits.  In  the  City  of  Boston 
the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  acts  under 
this  delegated  authority.  After  a  full  and 
complete  hearing  the  Board  of  Street  Com- 
missioners voted  unanimously  to  grant  this 
permit,  thereby  recording  their  judgment  that 
the  grant  was  entirely  consistent  with  the 
preservation  of  public  safety.  The  Board  acted 
after  the  application  for  the  permit  was 
approved  by  the  Fire  Commissioner  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  who,  presumably,  acted  with 
deliberation  and  with  full  knowledge  of  all  the 
facts  bearing  upon  the  question  of  fire  hazard. 
If  I  were  to  approve  the  action  of  the  Honor- 
able Council  it  would  be  equivalent  to  a 
declaration  on  my  part  that  the  actions  of 
the  Board  and  of  the  Fire  Commissioner  were 
wrong  and  in  view  of  the  duty  and  respon- 
sibility resting  upon  these  officials  and  of  the 
fact  that  they  have  opportunities  to  learn 
all  the  facts  which  are  superior  to  yours  and 
mine,  I  am  not  prepared  to  make  such  a 
declaration.  The  remonstrants  have  taken  an 
appeal  from  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Street 
Commissioners  under  the  authority  given  by 
statute,  and  this  appeal  is  now  pending  and 
will  be  heard  by  the  State  Fire  Marshal.  I 
feel  that  I  should  be  governed  by  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners, 
the  Fire  Commissioner  and  the  State  Fire 
Marshal,  and  therefore  veto  your  action.

UNEXPENDED     BALANCES     OF     BUDGET 
APPROPRIATIONS. 

Coun.    DONOGHUE   offered   the   following- 
Ordered,    That    his    Honor    the    Mayor    be    re- 


quested to  instruct  the  heads  of  all  depart- 
ments to  ascertain  immediately  and  inform 
the  Council  at  its  next  meeting  as  to  what 
part  of  their  budget  appropriations  remain 
unexpended  and  what  amount  approximately 
will  remain  unexpended  at  the  end  of  the 
present    fiscal    year. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  have 
introduced  that  order  at  this  time  with  the 
purpose  in  view  of  ascertaining  just  what  por- 
tion of  the  present  appropriation  remain 
unexpended  in  the  various  departments.  I 
do  that  for  the  reason  that  today  we  have 
this  .  extraordinary  unemployment  situation 
confronting  us,  and  I  feel  that,  instead  of 
waiting  until  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  to 
turn  back  into  the  treasury  whatever  moneys 
remain  unexpended  by  the  various  depart- 
ments, it  should  be  done  now,  and  that  that 
money  should  then  be  used  to  relieve  to  some 
extent  the  unemployment  situation  which  we 
all  have  with  us  here  today.  We  have  been 
told  by  the  Finance  Commission  that  to  drop 
below  $500,000  in  the  debt  incurring  power 
is  bad  financial  policy  on  the  part  of  the 
city.  While  I  personally  feel  that  under  ex- 
traordinary conditions  any  such  policy  as  that 
should  be  waived,  still,  in  order  to  get  away 
from  any  possibility  that  there  may  not  be 
a  sufficient  amount  left  in  the  city  treasury 
for  any  extraordinary  contingency  that  might 
arise,  I  think  that  the  moneys  that  remain 
unexpended  by  the  various  department  heads 
for  the  present  fiscal  year  might  just  as  well 
be  turned  back  to  the  treasury  now  as  to  wait 
until  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  so  that  a 
surplus  may  be  piled  up  at  that  time.  I  feel 
that  all  the  moneys  that  have  been  appro- 
priated for  the  various  departments  this  year 
above  all  years  should  be  spent,  if  it  is  pos- 
sible for  the  departments  to  spend  them, 
and,  if  not,  that  they  should  be  turned  back 
to  the  treasury,  allowing  the  Mayor  to  use 
them  in  other  ways.  I  hope  that  this  order 
will  pass.

100TH    ANNIVERSARY   OF    CITY   OF 
BOSTON. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  respectfully  requested 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  appointing  a 
special  committee  of  public-spirited  citizens, 
who  would  be  fairly  representative  of  the 
citizens  of  our  city,  to  prepare  plans  and 
give  estimates  for  a  proper  public  celebra- 
tion of  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  an  order 
similar  in  character  was  presented  by  me  in 
the  City  Council  some  fifteen  months  ago. 
Nothing  has  ever  been  heard  from  the  Mayor. 
I   presented   a  second   order   some   four   or   five 
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months  later,  and  no  reply  has  been  received 
to  that.  I  now  present  the  order  for  the 
third  time,  in  the  hope  that  the  Mayor  can 
give  the  Council  some  information  in  the 
matter  of  whether  or  not  there  is  going  to 
be  any  public  celebration  of  the  institution  of 
Boston  as  a  city.  Our  sister  city,  Cambridge, 
celebrated  her  seventy-fifth  anniversary  only 
a  few  days  ago,  and  it  seems  fitting  that 
we  should  take  notice  at  this  time  of  our 
approaching  anniversary  ;  that  some  action  of 
the    executive    should   be   forthcoming. 

The   order   was   passed   under   suspension    of 
the    rule. 


RECESS    TAKEN. 

The  Council  voted  at  2.39  p.  m.,  on  motion 
of  Coun.  COLLINS,  to  take  a  recess  subject 
to  the  call  of   the   President. 

The  members  of  the  Council-reassembled  in 
the  chamber  and  were  called  to  order  at  7.17 
p.   m.   by   President   WATSON. 


RELIEF    OF    UNEMPLOYMENT 
SITUATION. 

President    WATSON    offered    the    following: 

Whereas,  There  apparently  exists  in  our 
city  at  the  present  time  an  abnormal  condi- 
tion with  regard  to  unemployment,  with  little 
prospect  of  any  immediate  improvement 
therein  ;  and 

Whereas,  The  nation,  state  and  municipality 
should  take  the  lead  in  attempting  to  relieve 
the  situation,  thereby  setting  an  example  to 
private  capital ;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  is  limited  by 
law  in  appropriating  money  by  loan,  such 
limit  having  been  practically  reached  for  the 
year   1921  ;   and 

Whereas,  Legislative  action  is  necessary  in 
order  to  issue  bonds  outside  the  debt  limit 
for  public  improvements,  such  as  the  laying 
out  of  public  ways,  and  the  widening  and 
construction    of    streets  ;    therefore,    be    it 

Resolved.  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  City 
Council  the  exigencies  of  the  present  situa- 
tion would  warrant  the  calling  of  a  special 
session  of  the  Legislature  for  the  purpose  of 
authorizing  the  City  of  Boston  to  borrow  out- 
side the  debt  limit  $5,000,000  for  the  purpose 
of  street  improvements,  and  for  other  legisla- 
tion in  relation  to  the  unemployment  situa- 
tion. 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  transmit  this  resolution  to  the  Gov- 
ernor and  to  request  his  action   in  the  matter. 

Referred  to  the  Finance  Commission,  on 
motion    of    Coun.    Watson.

JITNEY    ORDINANCE. 

The  Committee  on  Ordinances  submitted 
a  report  recommending  the  passage  of  the 
following  : 

An  Ordinance  Concerning  the  Licensing  and 
Regulation    of    Jitneys. 

Section  1.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation 
shall  engage  in  the  business  of  operating 
a  motor  vehicle  or  motor  vehicles,  except 
trackless  trolley  vehicles,  so  called,  upon  any 
public  street  or  way  in  the  city  of  Boston 
for  the  carriage  of  passengers  for  hire  in 
such  manner  as  to  afford  a  means  of  trans- 
portation similar  to  that  afforded  by  a  street 
railway,  without  first  obtaining  from  the  city 
council  a  license  to  engage  in  such  business, 
and  unless  such  license  is  in  force  according 
to  the  provisions  of  and  subject  to  this  ordi- 
nance. Such  license  shall  remain  in  force 
until  revoked  by  order  of  the  city  council. 
The  fee  for  such  license  shall  be  five  dollars. 
Wherever  the  word  "licensee"  is  used  in  this 
ordinance  it  shall  mean  the  person,  firm,  or 
corporation   licensed  under   this   section. 

Sect.  2.  No  licensee  shall  so  operate  any 
such  motor  vehicle  except  between  such  termini 
and  over  such  route  and  with  such  stopping 
places  as  shall  be  specified  by  the  city  council 
in  the  license  granted  under  the  provisions 
of  section  one,  and,  except  in  case  of  emer- 
gency, the  licensee  shall  not  deviate  from 
the  specifications  of  said  license  without  the 
approval    of   the    city    council. 

Sect.  3.  No  licensee  shall  charge,  demand, 
collect  or  receive  a  greater,  or  less,  or  dif- 
ferent compensation  for  the  transportation  of 
passengers  or  for  any  service  in  connection 
therewith,  than  the  rates,  fares  and  charges 
applicable  to  such  transportation  as  specified 
in    the    license   granted    by    the    city   council. 

Sect.  4.  No  such  license  shall  be  issued  or 
become  operative  until  the  licensee  shall  have 
filed  with  the  city  clerk  either  a  bond  of  a 
surety  company  approved  by  the  city  treasurer, 
conditioned  to  pay  any  final  judgment  against 
the  principal  named  therein  for  any  injury  to 
person  or  property,  or  damage  for  causing  the 
death  of  any  person,  by  reason  of  any  negli- 
gence or  unlawful  act  on  the  part  of  the  prin- 
cipal named  in  said  bond,  his  or  its  agents, 
employees  or  drivers,  in  the  use  or  operation 
of  any  such  vehicle,  or  an  automobile  liability 
insurance  policy  of  the  commercial  type,  ac- 
companied by  a  bond  with  surety  approved 
by  the  city  treasurer,  conditioned  to  make 
payment  as  required  by  such  policy  even 
though  the  insurance  company  receives  no 
notice  or  information  of  the  accident  causing 
the  damage  or  injury  from  the  assured,  his 
employees,  agents  or  servants.  The  bond,  or 
the  insurance  policy  and  the  bond  accom- 
panying such  policy,  shall  be  in  a  sufficient 
sum  to  cover  each  and  every  vehicle  operated 
by  the  licensee  in  accordance  with  the  fol- 
lowing   schedule  : 

For  a  vehicle  having  a  seating  capacity  of 
five    persons    or    less — $5,000. 

For  a  vehicle  having  a  seating  capacity  of 
six  or  more  persons — $5,000  and  $500  addi- 
tional for  each  passenger  seat  in  excess  of 
five. 

Provided,  however,  that  a  bond,  or  an  in- 
surance policy  and  bond,  of  $25,000  shall  be 
deemed  sufficient  to  cover  all  the  vehicles  op- 
erated   by    any   one   licensee. 

Sect.  5.  No  person  shall  drive,  operate,  or 
be  in  charge  of  any  such  motor  vehicle  in 
any  public  street,  way,  or  place,  without  first 
obtaining,  in  addition  to  the  chauffeur's  license 
issued  by  the  Massachusetts  Highway  Com- 
mission, a  special  annual  license  from  the 
street  commissioners,  and  unless  both  of  said 
licenses  are  in  force.  The  special  license 
granted  by  the  street  commissioners  shall  be 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  street 
commissioners  may  deem  proper  to  impose  and 
shall  be  granted  only  to  a  person  licensed 
under  section  one  of  this  ordinance  or  to  an 
employee  of  a  person,  firm  or  corporation  so 
licensed. 

Sect.  6.  No  licensee  shall  operate  by  him- 
self  or   by   his   agents   or   employees    any   such 
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motor  vehicle  unless  it  has  been  inspected  and 
licensed  annually  by  the  street  commissioners. 
The  fee  for  such  license  shall  be  five  dollars 
for  each   vehicle. 

Sect.  7.  Every  licensee  shall  file  with  the 
street   commissioners : 

(a.)  A  schedule  of  operation  in  conformity 
with  section  twelve  hereof,  showing  the  effec- 
tive date  thereof,  the  time  of  arrival  and 
departure  from  and  at  all  termini,  and  the 
time  of  departure  from  important  intermediate 
points. 

(b.)  A  schedule  or  tariff  showing  the  pas- 
senger fares  to  be  charged  under  the  license 
granted  by  the  city  council  between  the  several 
points  or  localities  and  the  principal  inter- 
mediate points  to  be  served. 

(c.)  The  seating  capacity,  according  to  its 
trade  rating,  of  each  motor  vehicle  which 
it  is  proposed  to  operate. 

If  the  motor  vehicle  has  been  adopted  for 
use  as  a  bus  either  by  converting  a  freight- 
carrying  truck  into  a  passenger-carrying 
vehicle,  or  by  reconstructing,  modifying  or 
adding  to  the  body  or  seating  arrangements 
of  a  passenger-carrying  motor  vehicle,  a  state- 
ment of  the  seating  capacity  shall  be  added. 

Sect.  8.  No  such  motor  vehicle. shall  be  used 
or  operated  without  a  printed  sign  thereon 
stating  the  termini  of  the  route,  the  fare  to 
be  charged,  and  the  license  number,  which 
sign  shall  be  so  printed  and  attached  to  the 
motor  vehicle  as  to  be  plainly  visible  to  per- 
sons on  the  street,  or  without  a  printed 
sign  thereon  showing  the  schedule  of  service 
filed  and  in  effect  at  the  time,  which  sign  shall 
be  so  printed  and  attached  to  the  said  motor 
vehicle  as  to  be  plainly  visible  to  passengers 
boarding    such    motor    vehicle. 

Sect.  9.  The  license  issued  for  such  motor 
vehicle  shall  designate  the  number  of  pas- 
sengers, exclusive  of  the  operator,  the  licensee 
is  authorized  to  carry  in  said  vehicle,  and  no 
person  driving  or  in  charge  of  said  vehicle 
shall  take  on  or  suffer  or  permit  any  more 
persons  to  ride  or  to  be  carried  thereon  at 
any  time  than  the  number  designated  in  the 
license,  or  permit  any  person  to  stand  inside 
or  to  stand  or  sit  upon  any  running  board, 
steps,  fender,  dash  or  hood  thereof,  or  permit 
any  person  to  ride  on  such  motor  vehicle  out- 
side the  body  thereof  ;  provided,  however,  that 
in  addition  to  the  number  of  passengers  which 
said  motor  vehicle  by  the  terms  of  its  license 
is  permitted  to  carry,  children  under  seven 
years  of  age  may  be  carried  therein,  in  arms, 
or  seated  on  the  laps  of  adult  persons  accom- 
panying them,  but  no  passengers  with  a  child 
in  arms  or  seated  on  the  lap  shall  be  per- 
mitted on  any  front  seat  of  the  vehicle. 

Sect.  10.  The  licensee  shall  not  recon- 
struct, materially  alter,  modify,  or  add  to  the 
body  or  seating  arrangements  of  any  such 
motor  vehicle  after  the  license  thereof  is 
issued,  without  first  applying  for  and  receiv- 
ing the  consent  of  the  street  commissioners. 

Sect.  11.  No  license  for  such  motor  vehicle 
shall  be  transferable  or  applicable  to  any 
other  motor  vehicle  than  that  specified  therein, 
provided,  however,  that  the  street  commission- 
ers may  revise  said  license  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  so  that  under 
said  license  as  revised  another  motor  vehicle 
may  be  substituted  for  one  previously  covered. 

Sect.  12.  The  schedule  of  operation  filed  by 
the  licensee  with  his  application  for  said 
license  shall  provide  for  the  regular  opera- 
tion of  a  motor  vehicle  between  the  termini 
and  oyer  the  route  designated  in  the  license. 
The  licensee  shall  regularly  operate  a  motor 
vehicle  in  substantial  accordance  with  the 
schedule  of  operation  filed  and  in  effect  at  the 
time,  except  in  cases  of  accidents,  break- 
downs, or  other  controlling  emergency,  shall 
operate  such  motor  vehicle  to  the  terminus  of 
the  route  before  turning  around,  and  shall  not 
operate  nor  permit  to  be  operated  any  such 
motor  vehicle  off  or  away  from  the  route 
stated  and  fixed  in  the  license  for  the  opera- 
tion of  such  motor  vehicle  except  in  case  of 
controlling  emergency.  Nothing  herein  shall 
be  construed  to  prohibit  the  operation,  in 
addition     to     the     service     described     in     the 


schedule  on  file  and  in  effect  at  the  time,  of 
special  or  extra  trips  over  said  route  and 
between  said  termini  during  certain  hours  or 
on    special    occasions. 

Sect.  13.  No  person  operating  any  motor 
vehicle  so  licensed  shall  refuse  to  carry  any 
person  offering  himself  or  herself  at  any 
regular  stopping  place  for  carriage,  unless 
the  seats  of  such  vehicle  are  fully  occupied, 
or  unless  such  person  is  in  an  intoxicated  con- 
dition, or  conducting  himself  in  a  boisterous 
or  disorderly  manner,  or  is  using  profane 
language. 

Sect.  14.  No  motor  vehicle  so  licensed  shall 
be  operated  from  one-half  hour  after  sunset 
till  one-half  hour  before  sunrise,  with  the 
top  and  curtains  of  said  vehicle  up,  or  while 
said  vehicle  is  otherwise  enclosed,  unless  there 
be  sufficient  light  provided  to  adequately  light 
the  whole  of  the  interior  of  said  vehicle ;  and 
all  motor  vehicles  so  licensed  with  a  seating 
capacity  of  more  than  seven  passengers  shall 
come  to  a  full  stop  immediately  before  crossing 
the  tracks   of   any  railroad   at  grade. 

Sect.  15.  Every  such  motor  vehicle  shall 
be  equipped  with  a  suitable  horn  or  other 
similar  warning  device,  with  a  standard  speed- 
ometer, and  with  a  liquid  fire  extinguisher  of 
a  design  or  type  approved  by  the  police  com- 
missioner, and  such  horn,  speedometer  and 
fire  extinguisher  shall  be  kept  in  satisfactory 
operating  condition  at  all  times.  Every  such 
motor  vehicle  shall,  when  leaving  either 
terminus,  be  equipped  with  at  least  one  extra 
serviceable  tire,  and  shall  at  all  times  carry 
and  maintain  in  good  working  order  a  set  of 
skid  chains,  which  shall  be  applied  to  the  rear 
wheels  when  such  vehicle  is  operated  in  any 
street  or  public  place  where  there  is  snow  or 
ice,  or  during  other  weather  conditions  when 
the  applications  of  such  chains  is  necessary 
to   prevent   skidding. 

Sect.  16.  No  person  operating  any  motor 
vehicle  so  licensed  shall  collect  fares,  make 
change  or  take  on  or  discharge  passengers 
while  such  vehicle  is  in  motion ;  nor  shall  he 
have  a  lighted  cigarette,  cigar  or  pipe  in 
his  possession  while  any  passenger  is  being 
carried  therein,  nor  drink  any  intoxicating 
beverage  or  use  morphine,  cocaine,  opium  or 
other  harmful  drug  of  any  kind,  or  be  under 
the  influence  thereof  while  engaged  in  operat- 
ing  such   vehicle. 

Sect.  17.  Every  licensee  shall  immediately 
report  fully,  in  writing,  to  the  city  clerk, 
the  time,  place,  and  cause  of  any  fatal  acci- 
dent or  any  injury  to  a  passenger  or  other 
person,  and  of  any  accident  resulting  in  sub- 
stantial damage  to  property,  in  which  he  or 
any  motor  vehicle  or  operator  under  his  con- 
trol   is    involved. 

Sect.  18.  The  street  commissioners  may 
suspend  or  revoke  any  license  granted  for 
such  motor  vehicle,  and  any  license  issued 
by  them  to  any  person  to  drive  or  operate 
such  vehicles,  for  violation  of  any  law  of 
the  commonwealth  in  relation  to  the  opera- 
tion of  motor  vehicles,  or  for  violation  of  any 
ordinance  or  street  traffic  regulations,  or  for 
violation  of  any  of  the  rules,  restrictions,  re- 
quirements or  regulations  herein  prescribed, 
or  for  any  other  cause  deemed  by  said  street 
commissioners,  in  the  exercise  of  reasonable 
discretion,    to    be    sufficient. 

Sect.  19.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation 
violating  any  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall 
be  subject  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  twenty 
dollars   for  each  offense. 

Sect.  20.  Chapter  three  of  the  Ordinances 
of    1919,    chapter    four    of    the    Ordinances    of 

1919,  and   chapter   four   of    the   Ordinances    of 

1920,  are  hereby  repealed.

WIDENING   WASHINGTON   STREET. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  October  17,  1921. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  am  attaching  herewith  an  order 
requesting  the  appropriation  of  857,000,  by  loan, 
to  cover  the  expense  of  widening  Washington 
street,  between  Harvard  place  and  Ordway  place. 

The  proposed  improvement  involves  the  taking 
of  a  strip  of  land  of  about  186  feet  in  length  along 
the  frontage  of  several  lots  on  the  northwesterly 
side  of  Washington  street,  and  to  a  depth  of  i\  to 
5  feet,  an  area  of  approximately  855  square  feet. 
The  land  is  very  valuable  and  can  be  secured  by 
the  city  now  at  a  cost  which  is  very  small  in  com- 
parison to  its  value,  as  approximately  two  thirds 
of  the  area  will  be  given  free  of  charge  to  the  city 
if  it  determines  to  make  the  improvement. 

The  widening  of  Washington  street  at  this  point 
will  result  in  great  public  benefit,  as  it  will  relieve 
congestion  in  a  place  where  the  traffic  is  great  and 
the  space  available  for  travel  is  entirely  inadequate. 
The  demolition  of  the  existing  buildings  and  the 
erection  of  two  new  buildings  will  measurably 
relieve  unemployment;  will  add  permanently  to 
the  city's  taxable  valuation,  and  will  remove  one  of 
the  worst  fire  hazards  in  the  city. 

The  project  has  already  received  favorable 
consideration  oy  the  Board  of  Street  Com- 
missioners. It  has  also  been  considered  by  the 
Finance  Commission,  which,  in  a  report  dated 
October  7,  1921,  stated: 

"It  is  unnecessary  to  state  that  the  widening  of 
Washington  street  at  the  point  in  question  is 
desirable.  But  the  only  way  that  any  part  of 
Washington  street  through  the  congested  district 
can  ever  be  widened  to  any  extent  and  for  any 
great  length,  without  imperilling  the  finances  of 
the  city,  is  by  taking  advantage  of  conditions 
similar  to  those  now  presented." 

The  Finance  Commission,  although  it  favored 
the  improvement  in  the  report  referred  to,  also 
stated  its  opposition  to  providing  for  it  by  loan 
during  the  balance  of  the  present  fiscal  year,  on 
the  assumption  that  the  amount  to  be  authorized, 
557,000,  would  reduce  the  borrowing  capacity 
below  the  margin  of  safety.  I  do  not  share  this 
fear.  The  city's  financial  condition  is  not  so 
precarious  as  to  require  the  rejection  of  a  very 
advantageous  proposal  which  involves  only  857,000. 
I  am  informed  that  consideration  of  the  favorable 
proposition  already  made  to  the  city  cannot  be 
postponed  to  next  year,  and  that  the  offer  must  be 
withdrawn  if  it  cannot  be  acted  upon  now.  The 
fact  that  the  improvement  will  give  immediate 
relief  to  the  unemployed  is  a  factor  of  importance 
which  ought  not  to  be  overlooked  in  such  a  trying 
time  as  the  present. 

The  removal  of  an  existing  fire  hazard,  in  the 
heart  of  the  city,  within  a  few  hundred  feet  of  City 
Hall,  will  also  result  from  the  making  of  the  im- 
provement. There  are  many  old  buildings  in  the 
area  beginning  at  the  corner  of  Harvard  place  and 
Washington  street,  and  extending  along  Washing- 
ton street  to  Ordway  place,  thence  along  Ordway 
place  to  Province  court,  thence  along  Province 
court  to  Province  street,  and  thence  to  the  point 
of  beginning.  These  old  buildings  constitute  a 
most  serious  danger  to  life  and  property.  In 
their  place  will  be  erected  modern  fireproof  build- 
ings which  will  remove  this  menace. 

The  many  favorable  results  from  the  proposed 
improvement  so  far  outweigh  the  single  objection 
made  against  it  that  I  earnestly  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  accompanying  order.

Dear  Sir, — In  answer  to  the  order  of  the  City 
Council  of  the  3d  instant,  requesting  the  City 
Planning  Board  and  the  Board  of  Street  Com- 
missioners to  report  "as  to  the  advisability  and 
feasibility  of  widening  Washington  street,  from 
Adams  Square  to  Kneeland  street,  by  eliminating 
the  present  sidewalks  in  said  section,  and  arcading 
the  area  specified  so  it  may  be  used  by  foot  passen- 
gers," the  following  report  is  submitted: 

To  make  a  detailed  study  of  this  problem  so  as 
to  give  an  accurate  estimate  of  the  cost  would 
require   many   months'   time     a   special   force   of 
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engineers  to  make  the  necessary  plans,  the  advice 
of  a  builder,  and  perhaps  also  of  an  architect,  and 
a  special  appropriation  to  pay  for  such  service. 

Without  this  study  it  is  possible,  however,  to 
roughly  estimate  what  this  plan  of  arcading  would 
cost.  The  distance  suggested  in  the  order  of  the 
City  Council  is  approximately  3,400  feet  in  length. 
An  arcade  ought  not  to  be  less  than  twenty  feet 
in  width.  This  would  mean  land  taking  of  about 
136,000  square  feet.  At  an  average  value  of  S125 
a  square  foot  the  cost  of  the  land  alone  would  be 
more  than  817,000,000.  About  one  hundred  sixty 
buildings  would  be  involved,  and  for  alterations 
and  damage  to  remainders  a  further  sum  of  at  least 
So, 500, 000  would  be  needed,  making  a  total  of 
S22,500,000. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  City  Planning  Board  and 
the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  the  plan  of 
arcading  is  not  feasible,  because  the  cost  is  pro- 
hibitive, and  because  it  would  not  give  sufficient 
relief  to  traffic  to  justify  such  an  expenditure.  It 
would  undoubtedly  give  some  relief,  which  would 
be  apparent  for  a  few  years,  but  if  traffic  is  to 
continue  to  grow  apace,  as  it  has  in  the  past  ten 
years,  some  further  costly  expenditure  would  have 
to  be  made  in  another  decade. 

That  something  drastic  needs  to  be  done  to  give 
relief  to  traffic  in  the  down-town  district  is  rec- 
ognized by  both  the  City  Planning  Board  and  the 
Board  of  Street  Commissioners,  and  it  is  recognized 
also  what  that  something  is.  Traffic  rules  and 
regulations  cannot  do  much  more  than  they  are 
doing  now  unless  they  be  made  to  keep  all  but 
commercial  vehicles  out  of  the  down-town  streets 
during  the  crowded  hours  of  the  day. 

What  the  down-town  business  territory  needs 
above  all  else  is  a  broad  highway  paralleling  Wash- 
ington street,  connecting  the  north  side  of  the  city 
with  the  wholesale  territory  which  lies  east  of 
Washington  street  and  which  extends  to  Kneeland 
street.  This  parallel  highway  should  begin  at 
Adams  square,  with  Exchange  street  widened  so 
as  to  make  it  uniform  in  width  with  Congress 
street,  and  it  should  be  carried  far  enough  southerly 
so  as  to  bring  it  into  close  relationship  with  the 
Stuart  street  opening  which  has  been  authorized. 

Much  of  the  vehicular  traffic  troubles  on  Wash- 
ington and  Tremont  streets  are  now  due  to  the 
fact  that  commercial  vehicles  of  all  sorts,  from  small 
trucks  to  huge  vans,  are  using  these  highways  as 
cross-town  ways,  when  they  ought  to  be  reserved 
for  a  different  class  of  traffic. 

How  to  divert  these  commercial  vehicles  is  a 
problem  impossible  of  solution  unless  a  new-  way 
east  of  Washington  street  is  provided  for  them. 
The  natural  way  out  of  the  market  district  to  the 
south  is  across  State  street,  and  the  natural  way 
for  the  transportation  of  merchandise  from  the 
wholesale  district  to  the  north  is  also  across  State 
street.  But  the  north  side  of  State  street  is  a 
barrier  to  the  free  movement  of  this  kind  of  traffic 
because  of  the  narrowness  and  the  crowded  con- 
dition of  the  streets  intersecting  State  street  on 
that  side.  The  widening  of  Exchange  street  would 
in  itself  make  it  comparatively  easy  to  move  in  and 
out  of  these  districts,  and  drivers  of  commercial 
vehicles  would  then  have  no  reason  for  entering 
such  highways  as  Washington  and  Tremont 
streets  during  the  busy  hours  as  they  are  doing  now. 

The  great  sum  of  money  which  would  be  re- 
quired to  arcade  Washington  street  would  give  far 
better  results  to  the  city  as  a  whole  if  it  could  be 
had  for  other  street  widenings  and  extensions 
It  would  give  the  relief  suggested  in  the  foregoing, 
and  it  would  also  permit  of  the  widening  of  Cam- 
bridge and  Court  streets,  and  the  making  of  a  new 
highway  from  the  North  Station  through  the  West 
End  to  join  with  Cambridge  street,  near  Chailes 
street:  if  not  also  the  widening  of  Cross  street  and 
its  extension  to  Atlantic  avenue  through  the 
market  territory,  giving  this  district  a  way  in  and 
out  which  it  greatly  needs.

My  dear  Mr.  Mayor, — The  Committee  on 
Wayfarers'  Lodge  respectfully  requests  an  ad- 
ditional appropriation  of  substantially  $3,500 
■in  order  to  complete  the  necessary  changes 
in  the  Wayfarers'  Lodge.  The  appropriation 
was  $45,000.  The  contractor's  bid  was  $31,845, 
to  which  should  be  added  the  following  items  : 
Architect's  charges,  about  $4,000 ;  blueprints, 
specifications  and  printing  of  same,  $1,641  ; 
three  new  windows  complete,  and  tile  shower 
room  instead  of  white  enamel  painted  room : 
two  sinks  where  there  were  none;  several 
partitions  in  the  woodshed,  made  necessary 
on  account  of  the  different  kinds  and  sizes 
of  wood  ;  setting  up  circular  saw  in  concrete 
foundation  and  replacing  fire  escape.  These 
several  items  amount  to  substantially  $7,205. 
This    leaves    an    unexpended    balance    of    $309. 

In  changing  over  the  dining  room,  which 
under  the  present  specification  would  accom- 
modate only  twenty-five,  with  a  proposed 
change  it  will  seat  100.  The  committee  sug- 
gests the  installation  of  counters  to  accommo- 
date 100  persons,  which  counters  should  be 
covered  with  vitroiite  glass  set  in  iron  pipe 
forms  with  a  sanitary  base.  This  will  entail 
the  expenditure  of  $1,800.  The  old  rope  dumb- 
waiter should  be  replaced  by  a  suitable  electric 
dumb-waiter  with  necessary  fireproofing  con- 
nected therewith.  This  dumb-waiter  will  be 
larger  and  more  serviceable  than  the  present 
wood  dumb-waiter.  This  entails  an  expendi- 
ture of  about  $700.  There  should  be  installed 
some  steel  lockers  for  the  regular  men  and 
office  force,  about  twelve  in  number.  This  will 
entail   an   expenditure  of  about   $250. 

There  should  be  about  $1,400  for  installing 
a  new  sprinkler  system  for  our  dormitory 
building,  which  in  our  opinion  is  absolutely 
necessary. 

The  office  furniture  and  fixtures  are  an- 
tiquated and  in  a  dilapidated  condition  and 
hardly  serviceable.  There  should  be  an  addi- 
tional expense  of  about  $200  in  order  to  pro- 
vide the  Wayfarers'  Lodge  with  suitable  office 
furniture    and    fixtures. 

In  order  to  make  the  necessary  repairs  in 
the  old  building  the  committee  was  required 
to,  and  did,  arrange  with  the  Schoolhonse 
Commission  for  use  of  the  first  floor  and  base- 
ment of  the  Baldwin  School,  situated  just 
in  the  rear  of  the  Wayfarers'  Lodge.  To  use 
this  building  it  was  necessary  to  have  the 
basement  cleared  and  the  two  rooms  on  the 
first  floor  vacated ;  iron  grille  work  installed 
around  the  stairway  of  the  upper  floors.  The 
committee  has  received  a  bill  from  the  School- 
house  Commission  for  $527.50.  We  therefore 
respectfully  ask  your  Honor  for  an  additional 
appropriation  *of  $5,000  in  order  to  meet  the 
proposed  expenditure. 

When  the  Wayfarers'  Lodge  has  been  thus 
renovated  and  changed,  insteal  of  it  being  a 
disgrace  to  the  City  of  Boston,  which  it  has 
been  for  several  years,  it  will  be  a  building 
of  "which  the  citizens  may  be  justly  proud, 
and  will  serve  as  a  memorial  of  the  present 
administration.  It  was  owing  to  your  suc- 
cessful efforts  and  determination  that  it  was 
possible  to  get  the  appropriation  necessary 
to   complete   this   work.

Gentlemen,— The    contract    with    the    Boston 
Development   and    Sanitary    Company    for    the 
disposal    of    refuse    will    expire    on    the    first 
day   of   July,    1922.      I,    anticipating   the   expi- 
ration    of     this     contract,     appointed     a     com- 
mittee   consisting   of    the    following :    Dr.    Wil- 
liam    C.     Woodward,     chairman     Francis     R. 
Bangs,    Guy    C.     Emerson,    Richard    W.    Gar- 
rity,    Joseph    P.    Lyons,    Col.    Thomas    F.    Sul-

LEASING    OF    PARK    PRIVILEGES. 

The   following   was    received : 

The  Finance  Commission, 

October  27,   1921. 
To   the   Honorable   the   City   Council : 

Gentlemen, — The  Finance  Commission  is  in 
receipt  of  the  following  order  of  the  City 
Council : 

"Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Finance  Com- 
mission be  hereby  requested  to  investigate 
the  contract  entered  into  between  the  Wo- 
men's Educational  and  Industrial  Union  rel- 
ative to  the  leasing  of  the  refectory  building 
privileges  in  Franklin  Park  and  leasing  of 
privileges  of  the  headhouse  to  the  same  or- 
ganization to  determine  as  to  whether  or  not 
the  city  has  entered  into  a  legal  contract, 
and  as  to  whether  or  not  same  is  to  the 
advantage    or    disadvantage    of    the    city." 

The  question  of  whether  or  not  the  city 
has  entered  into  a  legal  contract  is  for  the 
City  Law  Department,  and  has  already  been 
answered  by  the  Law  Department  in  an  opin- 
ion filed  with  the  City  Council  on  September 
7,  1921.  (See  City  Council  Minutes,  page 
220.) 

The  question  of  whether  or  not  the  leases 
as  made  are  to  the  advantage  or  disadvan- 
tage of  the  city  has  been  considered  by  the 
Finance   Commission. 

It  appears  that  these  leases  were  made 
with  the  Women's  Educational  and  Industf'a' 
Union  after  the  Park  Department  had  had 
very  unsatisfactory  experience  with  former 
lessees  who  received  the  concession  privileges 
after  public  competition.  The  Park  Depart- 
ment found  that  the  prices  charged  by  for- 
mer lessees  for  refreshments  were  high  ;  that 
the  quality  of  the  food  served  was  poor ;  and 
that  the  premises  were  kept  in  an  unsan- 
itary condition,  especially  the  Franklin  Park 
refectory. 

The  purpose  of  maintaining  places  of  re- 
freshment in  our  public  parks  is  for  the 
comfort  and  accommodation  of  citizens  who 
frequent  them,  particularly  the  children  and 
their  attendants.  The  first  consideration, 
therefore,  should  be  given  to  the  sanitation 
and   cleanliness   of  the   buildings. 

In  respect  to  the  refreshments,  such  as  the 
food  and  drink  that  is  offered  for  sale  at 
those  places,  primary  consideration  should 
be  given  to  the  quality.  Nor  should  the  citi- 
zens, and  particularly  the  children,  be  ovei 
charged  for  such  refreshments  as  are  sold  to 
them   in   the  city's   parks. 

The  city  has  dealt  with  this  question  in 
another  department.  For  years  thousands 
of  high  school  pupils  have  been  provided 
with  lunches  of  excellent  quality,  -  repar».d 
and  served  under  clean  and  savutu-y  con- 
ditions, at  practically  cost  prices,  by  _  he 
Women's    Educational    and    Industrial    Union. 

The  Park  Department,  recognizing  that 
the  object  of  these  places  of  refreshment  in 
the  public  parks  was  similar,  if  not  identi- 
cal, with  that  of  serving  lunches  to  school 
children  in  the  high  schools,  applied  to  the 
Women's  Educational  and  Industrial  Union 
to  extend  its  services  to  the  refectory  build- 
ing at  Franklin  Park  and  the  headhouse  at 
Marine   Park,   South    Boston. 

The  improvement  in  quality  of  food,  its 
low  selling  price,  and  the  excellent  condi- 
tion in  which  the  buildings  are  maintained 
by  the  Women's  Educational  and  Industrial 
Union  are  so  out  of  proportion  to  the  small 
sum  of  money  which  might  be  saved  by  the 
city  under  competition  that  the  action  of 
the  Park  Department  seems  to  be  fully 
justified  and  the  leases  made  are,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Finance  Commission,  to  the 
advantage   of  the   citizens.

CITIZENS   TO    DO   MUNICIPAL   WORK. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  an  order— That 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  have  an 
inspection  made  of  all  municipal  work  under 
construction,  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  the 
requirements  as  to  employment  of  citizens  are 
being  lived  up  to. 

The  rule  was  suspended,  and  the  question 
cami  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  have 
introduced  that  order  at  this  time  because 
it  has  recently  come  to  my  attention,  in  con- 
nection   with    work    now    proceeding    on    the 
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so-called  Ward  12  Gymnasium  on  Brookline 
street  and  Shawmut  avenue,  that  a  great 
many  people  are  working  on  the  building  who, 
in  my  opinion,  are  not  even  citizens  of  the 
United  States.  I  think  it  is  about  time  for. 
this  administration  to  adopt  the  policy  that 
citizens  of  Boston  shall  be  given  preference 
on  all  work  that  the  city  at  least  is  paying 
for.  I  feel  particularly  that  when  municipal 
enterprises  are  being  engaged  in  there  is  no 
excuse  for  the  letting  of  contracts  to  any 
contractor  who  will  not  agree  to  hire  citizen 
labor  on  the  work.  I  realize,  of  course,  that 
the  statute  states  that  citizens  of  Boston  shall 
be  given  preference  on  municipal  work,  and 
that  if  citizens  of  Boston  cannot  be  obtained 
others  must  be  employed ;  but  in  the  instance 
I  have  referred  to,  at  least,  there  are  many 
on  that  job  today  who,  in  my  opinion,  are 
not  citizens  of  the  United  States,  certainly 
a  lamentable  situation  at  a  time  when  so  many 
citizens  of  Boston  are  out  of  work.  It  seems 
to  me  particularly  reprehensible  on  jobs  such 
as  that  to  allow  contractors  to  hire  people 
who  are  not  residents  of  Boston,  when  our 
own  people  are  looking  for  work  and  can- 
not get  it.  I  feel  that  at  such  a  time  as 
this  we  should  insist  and  that  the  heads  of 
all  deparments  should  insist  that  all  contracts 
which  are  let  out  should  be  let  to  contractors 
who  will  agree  to  hire  citizens  of  Boston. 
The  policy  of  a  contractor,  of  course,  is  to 
hire  the  cheapest  labor  he  can  possibly  get 
on  a  job,  and  I  understand  that  up  there  they 
are  paying  something  like  30  or  35  cents  an 
hour.  It  is  a  most  deplorable  condition  when 
able-bodied  men  are  expected  to  work  for  $2.40 
a  day.  They  would  not,  of  course,  be  able  to 
get  American  citizens  to  do  it,  and  I  say  that 
the  contractors  ought  to  be  compelled,  and  can 
be  compelled  if  this  administration  will  insist 
upon  it,  to  hire  citizen  labor,  and  contracts 
should  not  be  given  to  contractors  who  will 
not  agree  to  hire  citizen  labor.  I  think  an 
inspection  should  be  made  of  all  municipal 
work  now  under  construction  to  ascertain 
whether  or  not  on  those  jobs  men  who  are  at 
least  citizens  of  this  country  are  employed. 
While  possibly  the  contract  system  may  be 
necessary,  it  cannot  go  so  far  in  times  such 
as  these  as  to  lead  to  the  employment  of 
those  who  do  not  live  in  the  City  of  Boston 
in  preference  to  those  who  do.  I  hope  some 
action  will  be  taken  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
to  see  that  residents  of  Boston  are  given  the 
protection  that  the  statutes  intended  they 
should  be  given,  and  that  all  municipal 
work  now  under  construction  and  to  be  con- 
structed in  the  future  should  be  let  to  con- 
tractors who  will  employ  Boston  residents 
when    Boston's   money   is   being   spent. 

The   order    was    passed   under    suspension    of 
the    rules. 


WILLIAM    GORMAN    SQUARE. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  an  order— That 
the  square  at  the  junction  of  McBride  street, 
Rossmore  road  and  Washington  street  be 
named  William  Gordon  square,  in  memory  of 
the  only  boy  from  Jamaica  Plain  who  lost 
his  life  on  the  ill-fated  battleship  "Maine" 
in  Havana  Harbor  on  February  18,  1898.  He 
was  born  in  that  neighborhood  and  lived  there 
all   his   life.

Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  an  order— That 
chapter  308  of  the  Acts  of  1921,  entitled  "An 
Act  to  Authorize  the  County  of  Suffolk  to 
Pension  Timothy  R.  Sullivan,"  be  and  the 
same  hereby   is   accepted.

Coun.  DONOGHUE — Mr.  President,  I  ask 
a  suspension  of  the  rule  so  that  that  order 
may  be  put  upon  its  passage  at  this  time, 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  order  was  passed 
by  the  Council  about  a  year  ago  and  went 
to  the  Mayor's  office,  being  vetoed  by  the 
Mayor  at  that  time  owing  to  some,  contro- 
versy that  arose  as  to  whether  or  not  this 
man  was  entitled  to  the  appropriation  that  it 
was  proposed  to  provide  for  him.  I  have 
heard  that  Mr.  Alexander,  of  the  courthouse, 
where  the  accident  happened,  has  been  in 
communication  with  the  Mayor  on  this  or- 
der and  that  some  agreeable  understanding 
has   been   arrived   at.

DONOGHUE  offered  an  order— That 
the  Finance  Commission  be  requested  to  as- 
certain from  the  heads  of  all  departments  as 
to  what  part  of  their  budget  appropriations 
remain  unexpended  and  what  amount  ap- 
proximately will  remain  unexpended  at  the 
end  of  the  present  fiscal  years  and  inform  the 
Council   on    the   same. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  am 
referring  those  orders  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mission for  the  purpose  of  trying  to  receive 
some  information.  A  week  ago  and  two 
weeks  ago  I  introduced  similar  orders  re- 
questing that  information  through  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  from  the  various  department 
heads,  and  also  from  the  City  Auditor,  and 
we  received  a  communication  back  here  today 
which  to  my  mind  is  absolutely  contrary  to 
what  the  auditor  stated  before  the  meeting 
of  the  Executive  Committee  last  Monday.  The 
auditor,  in  front  of  the  members  of  the 
Council,  in  executive  meeting,  stated  that  he 
could  give  the  information  that  I,  at  least, 
and  other  members  of  the  Council  by  voting 
for  it  showed  they  were  desirous  of  receiv- 
ing,   and  I    was   very   much   surprised    to    find 
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today  that  he  merely  states  that  those  figures 
can  be  ascertained  from  the  auditor's  re- 
port of  November  1.  This  is  only  October 
31,  and,  therefore,  the  November  1  auditor's 
report  is  not  out.  I  don't  want  to  say  any- 
thing about  the  auditing  system,  don't  want 
to  enter  into  it  at  this  time,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  I  have  understood  that  the  auditor 
was  to  resign  on  the  first  of  December.  But 
there  is  something  peculiar  about  this  when 
the  auditor  says  that  he  can  give  that  in- 
formation, and  when  in  my  opinion  anyone 
who  would  sit  down  and  take  the  time  to  do 
it  could  also  get  that  information,  and  yet 
today  that  communication  comes  in  bunching 
the  two  of  them  together  and  giving  the 
Council  no  information  whatever.  I  hope  the 
order  will  pass  under  suspension  of  the  rule 
and  that  we  may  get  the  information  we  are 
desirous  of  obtaining  from  the  Finance  Com- 
mission, because  I  feel  that  through  these 
orders  there  may  be  at  least  a  possibility  of 
securing  a  great  amount  of  money  that  has 
lain  idle  in  the  city  treasury,  or  upon  which 
the  City  of  Boston  has  been  paying  interest 
for  quite  a  number  of  years.  I  have  stated 
that,  in  my  opinion,  there  are  millions  of 
dollars  involved.  It  was  pointed  out  by  ex- 
Mayor  Curley  that  during  his  administration 
$68,000  had  been  appropriated  for  a  certain 
thing.  That  was  about  five  years  ago  that 
money  was  appropriated.  The  City  of  Bos- 
ton has  been  paying  interest  on  it  for  five 
years  and  it  has  not  been  used  for  any  pur- 
pose. There  is  also  a  great  deal  more  money 
that  has  been  appropriated  for  other  pur- 
poses   which    has    lain    idle    for    a    number    of 


years,  and  I  think  if  the  present  adminis- 
tration is  not  going  to  use  that  money  for 
the  purposes  for  which  it  was  appropriated  we 
should  know  that  fact,  and  when  we  know 
it  we  will  know  how  much  money  we  have 
outstanding,  upon  which  the  City  of  Boston 
is  paying  interest.  From  a  business  stand- 
point I  think  that  is  very  bad  policy,  and  I 
think  almost  anybody  else  interested  in 
finances  from  the  municipal  standpoint  or 
from  any  other  standpoint  will  agree  with  me 
in  that  respect.  I  feel  that  that  money,  if  it 
is  not  going  to  be  used  for  the  specific  pur- 
poses for  which  it  was  appropriated,  should 
be  used  for  some  other  purpose.  At  least  the 
City  of  Boston  should  not  be  paying  interest 
on  money  that  has  been  appropriated,  that 
has  been  borrowed,  and  that  is  not  being 
used  or  is  not  proposed  to  be  used  in  the  im- 
mediate future  for  any  purpose  whatsoever. 
I  ask  a  suspension  of  the  rule  and  the 
passage  of  the  order. 

The   order   was   passed   under   suspension   of 
the  rule. 


GENERAL    RECONSIDERATION.

$7,306.34,  to  the  appropriation  for  Police  Sta- 
tion   2,    Site   and   Plans,    $90,000. 

The  order  failed  of  passage  (six  votes  being 
required   to   pass),   yeas    5,    nays    4: 


Yeas — Coun.  Collins,  Ford,  Hagan,  Lane, 
McLaughlin — 5. 

Nays — Coun.  Brickley,  Donoghue,  Moriarty, 
Watson — 4. 

Coun.  COLLINS  moved  a  reconsideration ; 
declared    lost. 

Coun.  COLLINS  doubted  the  vote  and  asked 
for   the   yeas    and   nays. 

Reconsideration    prevailed,    yeas    5,    nays    4 : 

Yeas — Coun.  Collins,  Ford,  Hagan,  Lane, 
McLaughlin — 5. 

Nays — Coun.  Brickley,  Donoghue,  Moriarty, 
Watson — 4. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
further  consideration  of  the  matter  be  post- 
poned  until   the   next   meeting   of   the   Council 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  have  some  reason  given  to  the  Council 
for  further  postponement  of  action  on  this 
matter.  I  think  it  has  been  in  here  long 
enough,  and  just  merely  to  call  up  this  num- 
ber on  the  calendar  and  have  it  defeated,  and 
then,  without  any  reason  for  it,  ask  that  it 
be  postponed  to  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Council,  does  not  appeal  to  me.  H  there  is 
some  good  reason  for  asking  that  it  be  post- 
poned to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council 
I  will  vote  in  favor  of  it,  but  simply  to  post- 
pone, delay  further  action  upon  it,  to  my 
mind  is  absolutely  unnecessary  and  unwar- 
ranted. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  as  the 
gentleman  is  asking  for  reasons,  it  behooves 
me  to  give  one  or  two.  The  first  and  primary 
reason  is  that  there  is  dire  need  of  a  suit- 
able police  station  in  the  Station  2  district 
to  house  the  police  officers  of  the  traffic  squad 
in  that  division.  This  matter  has  been  be- 
fore the  Council  in  one  form  or  another  for 
a  year  and  a  half.  Finally  we  thought  we 
began  to  see  the  light  when  the  Supreme 
Court  handed  down  a  mandatory  order  com- 
pelling the  Council  to  furnish  the  money. 
The  Mayor  sent  in  a  communication  looking 
to  that  result,  and  the  Council  by  a  vote 
of  six  to  three,  a  sufficiently  large  vote  for  the 
purpose,  voted  for  an  appropriation  some  time 
ago.  I  have  been  here  in  the  Council  for  the 
last  month  at  every  meeeting  waiting  to  call 
up  this  order,  when  the  necessary  six  votes 
required  to  pass  it  might  be  present.  I  thought 
that  there  were  those  votes  here  today.  I 
called  up  the  order,  and  there  were  only  five 
votes  for  its  passage.  Six  votes  are  neces- 
sary, and  since  it  is  the  matter  of  most  press- 
ing need  before  the  City  Council  at  this  time, 
I  think  it  would  be  absolutely  wrong  for  me, 
who  have  favored  the  thing  from  the  start, 
to  permit  it  to  drop  because  of  a  five  to  four 
vote  when  six  votes  were  necessary  for  pass- 
age. For  that  reason,  sir,  I  have  moved 
assignment  to  the  next  meeting,  in  the  hope 
of  then  getting  an  addiional  vote,  in  order 
that  the  most  meritorious  transfers  may  be 
obtained. 


Coun.    MORIARTY    in    the    chair. 


Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  have 
voted  against  the  passage  of  the  order  today, 
as  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  Station 
2  has  been  made  a  football  of  too  much. 
It  has  been  made  a  political  issue  by  certain 
newspapers  against  certain  members  of  this 
body,  and  unfairly  so.  The  second  reason 
why  I  am  voting  against  it  at  this  time  is 
that  it  is  altogether  too  late  to  attempt  to 
build  a  police  station  now.  The  present 
Mayor  and  the  present  Superintendent  of 
Public  Buildings  will  hold  office  but  a  few 
months  longer — most  certainly  the  Mayor  and 
probably  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets. 
This  matter  has  been  lying  dormant  here  for 
months.  The  Station  2  matter  has  been  under 
consideration  for.  years.  I  have  not  been  un- 
friendly at  any  time  to  doing  something  to 
properly  house  the  officers  of  Station  2.  But 
there  is  going  to  be  another  Mayor  here, 
and  there  is  no  reason  in  the  world  why  the 
incoming  Mayor  should  not  be  the  one  to 
be  responsible  for  the  kind  and  class  of 
building,  and  who  the  architect  shall  be  who 
shall    erect   the   building.     I   have   changed    my 
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vote  on  the  proposition  because  I  have  be- 
come disgusted  for  months  at  the  attitude 
taken  by  the  proponents  of  Station  2.  My 
colleagues  in  this  body  who  have  been  op- 
posed to  Station  2  from  their  point  of  view 
believe  that  they  have  been  right,  and  they 
have  been  maligned  and  politically  crucified, 
and  I  would  be  derelict  in  my  duty  as  a 
friend  of  theirs  politically  and  personally  if 
I  did  not  make  this  utterance  today.  So 
far  as  I  am  concerned,  Station  2  will  wait 
for  my  vote  until  1922,  and  there  is  no  use, 
so  far  as  any  possible  change  in  my  atti- 
tude is  concerned,  of  postponing  the  matter 
any  further.  I  think  we  have  been  used 
viciously  here  by  every  head  of  a  depart- 
ment in  the  City  of  Boston  during  the  past 
four  years,  "with  one  or  two  exceptions.  We 
have  been  politely  ignored,  have  never  been 
considered  on  matters  where  we  might  prop- 
erly feel  that  we  should  be  consulted.  The 
gentleman  opposite,  Coun.  Hagan,  for  whom 
I  hold  no  brief  politically  or  as  a  member 
of  this  body,  has  stood  on  this  floor  and 
offered  orders  time  and  time  again,  where  he 
has  called  for  information  on  matters  of 
slight  importance,  and  should  receive  courteous 
answers  or  something  in  the  way  of  a  move- 
ment showing  that  some  consideration  was 
being  shown  to  his  wishes,  and  yet  every 
order  that  he  has  introduced,  that  I  have  in 
mind,  up  to  the  present  time  has  been  utterly 
ignored.  For  what  reason  I  don't  know,  but 
in  my  opinion  there  has  been  a  deliberate 
ignoring  of  the  members  of  the  body  by 
those  who  should  at  least  consult  us.  I  have 
no  quarrel  with  Mayor  Peters.  I  have  been 
President  of  this  body  for  about  one  month, 
and  I  have  not  been  consulted  once  regard- 
ing matters  coming  in  here  prior  to  the  time 
when  they  were  introduced  into  the  body, 
I  say  that  that  is  scant  treatment  to  give  to 
the  head  of  this  body,  and  in  saying  that  I 
am  no  egotist.  There  is  no  vanity  in  my 
make-up,  but  I  have  a  little  pride,  as  we  all 
have,  and  a  desire  to  be  given  decent  and 
proper  consderation  and  recognition.  The 
former  Mayor,  Mayor  Curley,  would  fre- 
quently call  us  into  conference  and  talk 
over  things  with  us,  but  this  man  has  done 
so  only  a  few  times  in  his  administration. 
I  did  not  intend  to  say  a  word  on  this  mat- 
ter, but  there  was  a  remark  made  by  the 
gentleman  who  preceded  me  to  the  effect 
that  he  thought  he  had  the  votes.  When  I 
think  I  have  the  votes  on  a  matter,  I  usually 
inquire  to  make  sure.  Everything  is  in  the 
bag,  in  politics  as  in  other  things.  As  I 
have  already  said,  I  have  changed  my  mind 
and  intend  to  vote  through  1921  against  any 
further  appropriation  for  Station  2  at  this 
time.  I  am  going  to  wait  until  1922  and 
let  the  incoming  Mayor  have  a  free  hand 
with  the  Commissioner  in  the  matter  of 
settling    the   Station    2    difficulty. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  I  had 
every  reason  to  believe  that  the  necessary 
number  of  •votes  was  present  to  pass  this 
order  to  its  second  reading  today,  as  was 
the  case  when  it  took  its  first  reading.  The 
gentleman  has  changed  his  vote.  He  had  a 
perfect  right  to  do  that,  Mr.  President.  I 
called  up  the  order  primarily  for  the  purpose 
of  obtaining  action  on  the  matter.  It  has  been 
stated  by  the  last  speaker  that  this  matter 
has  been  made  a  football.  I  take  issue  with 
him  as  far  as  this  Council  has  been  con- 
cerned, particularly  with  reference  to  voting 
money  in  many  years  past  for  Station  2. 
The  Council  has  invariably  provided  money 
except  in  this  particular  instance,  and  in  this 
particular  instance  there  has  been  a  delay  of 
months.  We  hear  men  talking  about  the 
necessity  of  carrying  on  work  and  providing 
employment  for  labor.  I  realize  that  this 
would  be  only  a  drop  in  the  bucket,  but 
the  erection  of  the  station,  house  in  the 
second  district  would  provide  some  work.  I 
certainly  can  see  no  good  to  be  obtained  by 
postponing  the  matter  until  another  year.  The 
same  Police  Commissioner  will  doubtless  be 
there  then,  and  his  say-so  will  be  final,  in 
my  opinion,  because  no  site  can  be  selected 
without  the  concurrent  action  of  the  Police 
Commissioner   and   the   Mayor.     I   repeat,   it  is 


the  duty  of  this  Council  to  provide  the 
money,  and  I  again  insist  on  my  motion  to 
assign  to  one  week  from  today. 


President  WATSON  in  the  chair. 


Coun.  MORIARTY — Mr.  President,  I  sup- 
pose I  have  been  subjected  to  more  criticism 
over  this  Station  2  matter  than  all  the  rest 
of  the  Council  put  together.  There  is  nobody 
here  who  hates  to  vote  at  this  time  against 
the  erection  of  a  new  Station  2,  in  so  far  as 
the  erection  of  a  building  is  concerned,  more 
than  I  do.  I  realize  that  men  want  work, 
and  I  realize  that  they  are  using  some  dirty 
politics  here  to  put  people  in  a  hole  at  the 
present  time  on  account  of  the  unemployment 
situation.  Why  don't  you  go  back  to  1914, 
when  there  were  only  a  few  members  seated 
here  now  who  were  seated  here  at  that 
time,  and  when  they  stole  approximately 
$18,000?  There  is  not  a  word  said  about 
that.  There  is  now  a  set  of  plans  in  the 
Building  Commissioner's  office  that  cost  over 
$10,000,  which  never  have  been  used.  Not  a 
word  is  said  about  that,  and  nothing  is  said 
about  taking  the  basement  of  this  building 
away  and  spending  approximately  $4,000  to 
use  it  as  a  temporary  police  station.  We 
don't  hear  a  word  about  that.  Then,  again, 
there  is  the  money  that  was  spent  for  the 
drawings  in  connection  with  the  site  where 
Station  2  now  exists,  and  not  a  word  is  said 
about  that.  I  am  going  to  repeat  what  I 
said  here  some  meetings  ago,  that  I  was 
elected  by  the  people  of  Boston.  I  was  the 
choice  of  a  number  of  people  who  thought 
I  should  serve  them,  and  I  was  not  elected 
by  the  courts  of  Massachusetts.  Notwith- 
standing the  order  sent  from  the  court,  it  is 
not  going  to  change  my  course.  If  I  am  going 
to  be  held  in  contempt  of  court  for  living 
up  to  my  oath  of  office  when  I  was  sworn 
in  here  one  year  ago,  then  I  am  going  to 
serve  time  in  jail  for  contempt  of  court, 
if  the  courts  of  Massachusetts  are  going  to 
take  the  position  that  they  can  compel  me 
to  vote  for  this  order.  Remember,  this  is  a 
transfer  order,  and  nobody  is  in  contempt 
of  court  for  not  transferring  where  they 
have  already  voted  that  money  should  be 
spent.  This  order  proposes  the  transfer  from 
the  appropriation  for  police  headquarters, 
Pemberton  Square,  of  $31,906.87  ;  from  new 
building,  Rainsford  Island,  $50,786.79  ;  from 
power  and  heating  plant,  Deer  Island, 
$7,306.34.  And  I  want  to  say  this:  I  do 
not  believe  there  is  a  member  who  has  voted 
for  this  transfer  today  who  knows  whether 
the  money  referred  to  here  should  be  spent 
for  the  power  and  heating  plant  at  Deer 
Island  or  r.ot,  or  whether  or  not  the  $31,906.87 
that  has  already  been  voted  for  police  head- 
quarters at  Pemberton  square  should  be  spent 
there.  There  is  not  one  member  who  can 
get  up  here  on  this  floor  and  say  that  that 
money  is  not  needed  at  police  headquarters 
or  that  the  heating  plant  at  Deer  Island 
does  not  need  to  be  taken  care  of.  Notwith- 
standing that  fact,  we  are  told  today  to 
do  the  bidding  of  Kaiser  Curtis  and  the  bag 
man,  Mr.  Bangs,  who  wants  to  loot  the  city 
by  passing  over  a  parcel  of  land  that  some 
of  you  are  willing  to  vote  for.  I  saw  that 
after  the  last  criticism  I  made  of  Mr.  Bangs 
in  regard  to  this  same  fight  he  resigned  as 
an  officer  of  the  Republican  City  Committee, 
and  he  might  be  afraid  of  criticism  that 
would  reach  a  little  bit  farther.  One  of  the 
councilors  has  said  that  he  has  watched  this 
from  meeting  to  meeting  and  that  he  wanted 
to  take  it  up  before  today,  but  didn't.  The 
rules  of  our  body  provide  that  there  must 
be  a  quorum  present  in  order  to  hold  a  meet- 
ing. What  is  the  reason  why  the  member  did 
not  bring  it  up  before?  We  have  had  meet- 
ings continually  evei'y  week  for  the  last  five 
weeks,  and  this  order  has  been  on  the  cal- 
endar for  some  time.  But  his  reason  for  not 
calling  it  up  was  that  the  people  who  would 
vote  for  it  were  not  present,  and,  not  having 
the  votes,  he  did  not  bring  it  up.  But  today 
he  did  bring  it  up,  and  he  thought  he  had 
the  votes   in   Mr.   Bangs'   bag.     But  one  of  the 
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votes  got  lost,  and  it  seems  that  they  had  only 
five.  They  are  now  waiting  to  get  the  other 
one  into  the  bag.  They  have  not  been  able 
to  do  it,  and  I  hope  that  they  will  not  get  it. 
I  am  going  farther  than  Coun.  Watson  and 
will  say  that  in  1922,  during  which  I  expect 
to  be  a  member  of  this-  body,  and  in  1923, 
when  I  also  expect  to  be  a  member,  no  vote 
of  mine  during  those  two  years  will  favor  the 
appropriation  of  money  to  buy  that  site  or 
to  build  a  building  on  the  site  at  the  corner 
of  Milk  and  Sears  streets.  If  they  ever  do 
get  the  money  there  is  certain  work  they 
will  have  to  do  before  they  build  the  build- 
ing, and  remember  what  I  have  said  here 
on  this  floor  in  regard  to  that  building,  that 
the  foundation  will  cost  more  to  prepare 
than  would  be  the  case  on  any  other  site 
that  has  been  mentioned  in  connection  with 
Station  2.  Since  the  matter  came  up  in  1914 
this  is  the  fourth  site  that  has  been  picked 
out,  and  it  is  about  time  that  the  Supreme 
Court  started  after  the  real  estate  gang  that 
is  trying  to  throw  property  on  to  the  city 
when    it    cannot    get    any    other    customers. 

Coun.    COLLINS — Mr.    President,   the   mem- 
ber  who    just   took    his    seat   has    spoken    about 
the   appropriation   passed  in   1914   by   the   City 
Council     relative    to     Station     2.     It     was    the 
desire  of  the  then  City   Council  to  do  anything 
in    its    power   to   provide   necessary   money   for 
for   the   construction   of   Station   2.      The   then 
Mayor    sent    in    his    orders,    and    the    Council, 
in    keeping    with    its    highest    traditions,    voted 
the   money,    because   it   believed    it    was    neces- 
sary   to    furnish    money    for    an    adequate    site 
for    Station     2,    and    the    Council    was    never 
remiss    in    its    duty.     That    really    supplies    an 
argument  at  this  time  in  favor  of  this  Council 
acting    favorably    upon    the    matter    before    us. 
Money    for     a    site    was     appropriated     under 
Mayor   Curley's  administration,   and  a  site  was 
taken.     Since     that     time     there    has     been     a 
change    in    the    personnel    of    the   head    of    the 
Police    Department,    and    a    traffic    squad,    new 
so    far    as    this    city    is    concerned,    from    the 
standpoint    of   being    a    separate    division,    has 
been    established.      The   constituted   officers  who 
have     the     say     as     to     site     have     selected     a 
cei'tain   site   down    on    Milk   street.     The   mem- 
ber   speaks    of    its    costing    a    great    deal    of 
money     for     a     foundation.     He     spoke     about 
that    months    ago,    and    the    Building    Commis- 
sioner  refuted   the   statement   effectively.      The 
problem    before    us    is    a    simple    one.     It    is, 
whether    or    not    he    should    provide    the   money 
with    which    the    constituted    officers    may    pro- 
ceed  with    their   takings    and   construct   a   sta- 
tion house  in  the  second  district.     The  Council 
apparently    a    few    weeks    ago    was    going    to 
give    them    that    right ;    apparently    now    it    is 
going   to    deny    them   that   right.     I    am    frank 
to   confess  that,   after  my  twelve  years    in    this 
body,  I  was  anxious   in  my   humble  way  to  do 
all    I    could    to    provide    the    necessary    money. 
I   want   to   say    now,    and   say    it   publicly,    that 
I  have  been  here  twelve  years.     I  have  enjoyed 
my  experience  very  much.      It  has  been  a  won- 
derful   training.     But   this    is   my   twelfth    and 
last    year    in    this    body.     I    shall    not    run    for 
the    Council    again.     This    being    true,     I    am 
particularly     desirous     of     seeing     the     money 
for   this    purpose   provided   this   year,    and   not 
next     year.     The     member     stands     here     and 
talks     about    a    Mr.     Bangs    and    about    others 
in     a    real    estate    trust.     If    those    gentlemen 
have    any    ulterior    motives,    if    this    matter    is 
not    fair    and    above    board,    it    is    the    gentle- 
man's   duty  to   come   forward    and   produce   the 
evidence,     not     making     empty     charges     and 
vague     insinuations.     If     he     can     substantiate 
the  suggestion  that  there  is   any   deal   involved 
here   under  which  the  city   will   not   be   treated 
fairly     and    justly,     I     shall     vote    to    withhold 
the    money.     But    until    that    time    I    shall    do 
everything  I  can   in  my  power  to   provide  the 
money.     It    is,    therefore,    with    a    faint    hope, 
but  with  hope,  nevertheless,  that  I  have  moved 
assignment   to    the   next   meeting,   and    I   hope 
the    same   will   prevail. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  want 
to  say  that  the  speaker  who  has  just  taken 
his  seat  has  said  that  a  statement  of  mine 
had    been    refuted    by    the    Building    Commis- 


sioner.    I    think    he    means    the    Commissioner 
of    Public    Buildings. 

Coun.    COLLINS— One   of    the   heads    of   de- 
partments,   Mr.    President. 

Coun.    MORIARTY— I    remember    the    same 
head    of    a    department    letting    a   job    a    short 
time     ago,     and     he     did     not     know     whether 
there    was    a    ledge    under    the    lot    where    the 
building    was    going    to    be    built    or    not.     But 
he     did     go     out     with     a     lantern     at     night 
and    with    a    pick    and    shovel    to    find    out,    if 
he    could,    whether    there    was    a    ledge    under- 
neath.    That    was    after   the    contract    for    the 
building   had   been   let.     I   don't   know   whether 
it   is   the  same  man   that   originated   the  state- 
ment   referred    to    here    or   not,    but,    if    so,    it 
behooves    those    acting    on    his    advice    to    go 
slowly.     I    say    that    so    far    as    builders     are 
concerned,    the    United    States    Government,    I 
suppose,    has    the    best    construction    engineers 
that  thare  are  in  the  country,  and  the  United 
States    Government   has   never   built   a  drydock 
on     time    for    the    money    first    appropriated, 
because     the     figures     are    taken     on     borings, 
and   have   to   be  very   seriously   modified   after- 
wards.    We    need    not    even    go    so    far    as    the 
United     States     Government.     Our    state    gov- 
ernment   built    one    drydock,    and,    fortunately 
for    the    contractor    and    unfortunately    for    the 
citizens,    they    have    always    been    able    to    find 
quicksands.      They    figure    on    borings,    and    if 
those    borings    are    different    from    what    they 
figure    on,    the    contract    is    broken.     I    don't 
want    to    accuse    every    contractor    who     ever 
built    a   United    States   drydock    of    having   the 
quicksand   brought   there,   but   they  have  found 
it    and    of    course,    I    am    not    responsible    for 
how     it     got     there.     But     the     contract     was 
broken,    and    if    they    ever    go    to    work    at    the 
corner  of  Milk   and   Sears  streets   the  contract 
for    that     building     will     be     broken.     I     don't 
know    whether    some    of    the    people    concerned 
in   this  matter   are  sincere   or   not.     I   have  no 
hesitancy  in  saying  that  I  believe  the  councilor 
who   has    just    taken   his    seat   is   sincere.     But 
it  comes  back  to  my  mind,  in  connection  with 
the    first    site    that    they    had    for    Station    2, 
that   the   same   man,    Bangs,    was    again    inter- 
ested.    He    bought    it.     He    was    interested    in 
the    Kimball    Building    estate,    and    during    the 
Curley  administration,   after   $10,800   and  some 
odd    has    been    spent    for    a    set    of    plans,    Mr. 
Bangs     bought     the     building.     Of     course,     it 
may  be   that  they  have  no  set  of  plans   drawn 
up    for    Milk    and    Sears    streets,    and    he   may 
soon     have     another    piece    of     land.     I     don't 
know   whether   he   was   interested   in   the  piece 
of    land    at    the    corner    of    Hawley    and    Arch 
streets,    for   which    we    paid    $130,000.     So    far 
as   sites    are   concerned,   they    have   been    given 
every  site  that  they  have  asked  for.     You  have 
given  them  aU  the  money  they  have  asked  for 
for  three   sites,  and  now  they  come  in   with   a 
fourth  one.     I  say  that   I  am   prepared  to  vote 
today,    next    Monday,   or   any   Mondav.    for    any 
other    site    within    the    Station    2    district,    but 
for  the  Milk  and  Sears  street  site  I  will  never 
vote. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  want 
to  say  that  I  am  prepared  to  discuss  this 
matter  dispassionately,  so  far  as  I  am  per- 
sonally concerned,  but  some  of  the  things  that 
have  been  said  by  the  councilor  who  favors 
this  proposition  and  who  has  just  spoken  in 
favor  of  it  seem  particularly  to  substantiate 
our  reasons  for  voting  against  this  rather 
than  for  it.  While  I  have  been  in  the 
Council  the  past  three  years  I  have  never 
seen  any  order  come  in  asking  to  appropri- 
ate money  for  a  particular  site,  and  that  is 
what  has  been  done  in  this  instance.  We  are 
not  a  lot  of  fools,  or  rather  I  don't  think  we 
are,  and  when  it  comes  in  in  the  last  in- 
stance with  the  change  involved  in  striking 
out  the  words  specifying  the  particular  place 
that  is  to  be  purchased,  we  still  realize  that 
that  is  the  place  that  the  present  Mayor  and 
Police  Commissioner  wish  to  buy.  There  is 
no  question  about  it.  I  don't  believe  anybody 
doubts  for  an  instant  that  if  the  money  is 
appropriated  that  is  the  site  to  be  selected. 
Now  this  question  has  been  before  various 
Councils  for  a  number  of  yeai-s.  The  past 
Police   Commissioner,   the  present  Police   Com- 
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missioner  and  the  previous  Mayor  were  in  favor 
of  selecting  the  Arch  and  Hawley  street  site. 
The  new  commissioner  comes  in  and  decides 
that  that  is  not  the  proper  place  for  a  police 
station.  Now,  why  could  not  the  argument 
be  used  the  other  way,  that  after  the  13th  of 
December  this  city  will  have  a  new  Mayor 
elected,  and  he  can  agree  with  the  present 
Police  Commissioner  as  to  the  site  to  be  se- 
lected? I  know,  and  the  rest  of  the  members 
know,  that  even  though  the  money  for  this 
police  station  were  to  be  appropriated  now 
there  would  be  nothing  done  about  it,  no 
police  station  would  be  erected,  until  a  new 
Mayor  is  in  office,  and  I  do  not  believe  there 
would  be  a  single  dollar  spent  to  start  the 
work  on  this  pi'oposition.  As  far  as  the  un- 
employment situation  is  concerned,  I  don't 
see  how  that  enters  into  the  matter  at  all, 
and  for  this  reason.  A  week  or  two  weeks 
ago  I  introduced  an  order  into  this  Council 
asking  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  ask  the  heads 
of  departments  to  let  us  know  how  much 
money  remained  unexpended  of  their  budget 
appropriations,  and  I  also  introduced  an  or- 
der asking  the  City  Auditor  to  notify  the 
Council  as  to  how  much  money  was  unex- 
pended from  loans  that  were  issued  and 
authorized  to  be  issued.  "We  received  back 
last  Monday  a  wonderful  communication  from 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  which  said,  relative'  to 
my  orders  : 

"In  this  connection  the  auditor  has  submit- 
ted  to  me  the  following  memorandum  : 

"  'The  statement  of  the  City  Auditor  of 
November  1  will  show  the  condition  of  the  ap- 
propriations as  they  stand  at  present.  It  will 
be  impossible  at  this  time  of  the  year  to 
make  any  reliable  estimate  of  the  amount 
that  may  remain  unexpended  at  the  end  of 
the  present  fiscal  year.'  " 

I  merely  want  to  say  there  that  I  did  not 
ask  anything  about  the  unused  borrowing 
power.  I  know  I  could  find  out  from  the 
auditor's  report  what  the  unused  borrowing 
power  of  the  city  was  and  how  much  money 
remains  unborrowed.  That  is  not  what  I 
asked  for.  I  asked  for  a  list  of  the  various 
amounts  that  have  lain  in  the  city  treasury 
for  years,  upon  which  the  city  has  been  pay- 
ing interest,  and  they  sent  back  such  a  report 
as  that.  Either  they  do  not  grasp  the  signi- 
ficance of  the  order  or  they  deliberately  want 
to  try  to  give  us  some  information  that  we  do 
not  even  ask  for.  By  the  way,  I  want  to  say 
right  here  that  the  auditor's  report  for  No- 
vember 1  probably  will  not  be  out  until  the 
middle  of  November,  so  at  the  present  time 
there  is  no  way  of  knowing  or  getting  the  in- 
formation that  I  asked  for  unless  it  is  sub- 
mitted direct  from  the  records  of  the  City 
Auditor  up  to  date.  In  hastily  looking  over 
the  last  report  of  the  auditor  of  October  1 
I  find  that  there  has  been  appropriated  for 
the  building  of  a  fire  station  at  Neponset, 
$10,000  ;  for  house  and  apparatus,  Parker 
Hill.  $14,972.10  ;  for  remodeling  house,  Engines 
26-35,  $24,972.10  ;  remodeling  house,  Engine  28 
and  Ladder  10,  $15,000  :  Hyde  Park  trans- 
portation district,  $30,000 ;  new  building, 
Rainsford  Island,  $59,797.72  ;  Adams  street, 
Dorchester,  playground.  $25,205.54 ;  bath- 
house, Orient  Heights,  $5,000  ;  bathing  beach, 
Jeffries  Point,  $5.000 ;  Franklin  Park,  recon- 
structing roads,  etc.,  $56,000 ;  Orchard  Park, 
improvement,  $7,238.92 ;  park,  Dorchester 
Centre.  $1,012.76 ;  playground,  district 
bounded  by  Castle,  Washington,  Dover  and 
Tremont  streets,  $124,750  ;  Cottage  Street 
Playground,  East  Boston,  $1,749.38;  Mystic 
Playground,  Charlestown,  $3,462.58 :  prop- 
erty,  East  Cottage,  Pleasant  and  Pond 
streets,  $10,000 ;  branch  library.  West  Rox- 
bury  site,  $7,000  ;  Engine  31  and  Police  Divi- 
sion 8  building,  $5,000,  plus  a  previous  loan 
of  $225,000.  making  a  total  of  $230,000  ; 
Faneuil  Hall  building,  $65,790.62 ;  municipal 
building,  Brighton  squai'e,  $3,400;  municipal 
building,  Hyde  Park,  site,  $18,800  ;  Old  State 
House,  water  curtain,  $2,000 :  police  head- 
ouarters,  Pemberton  square.  $31,906.87;  po- 
lice station.  Hyde  Park,  $2,660 ;  Police  Sta- 
tion 1.7,  $1,250;  Police  Station  2,  site,  $10,000; 
Quincy   Market  building,   $47,300  ;   ferry  boats. 


repairs,  etc.,  $3,359.68 ;  Boston  tunnel  and 
subway,  $71,795.57 ;  High  School  of  Com- 
merce, $3,482.64 ;  sewerage  charges,  repay- 
ment of,  $201.69  ;  Norfolk  street,  Dorchester, 
widening,  $1,464.47 ;  Norfolk  street  widening, 
$342.80.  Those  are  all  that  I  have  been  able 
to  hastily  glance  at,  and  it  seems  to  me  that, 
adding  up  the  totals  of  all  those  various 
municipal  enterprises,  the  moneys  for  which 
have  been  authorized,  the  loans  issued  and 
upon  which  the  City  of  Boston  has  been  pay- 
ing money,  interest  charges  for  a  number  of 
years,  they  are  more  vital  to  the  interest  of 
the  people  of  Boston  today  than  any  con- 
troversy we  might  enter  into  as  to  the  ad- 
visability of  appropriating  money  for  a  police 
station  site  for  Station  2.  I  think  either 
that  money  that  has  been  appropriated  for 
those  various  municipal  purposes  ought  to  be 
used  for  those  purposes,  or  else  the  Mayor  of 
the  city  should  immediately  draw  up  and  send 
to  the  Council  a  transfer  order  to  transfer 
those  amounts  so  that  they  can  be  used  for 
some  other  municipal  purposes.  We  are  dis- 
cussing at  this  time  this  Police  Station  2  mat- 
ter as  though  it  were  the  most  vital  thing 
that  concerned  the  city.  I  have  taken  my 
stand  on  the  proposition.  I  have  read  the 
Supreme  Court  ruling,  and  I  cannot  see  any- 
thing in  that  ruling  which  says  that  I  as  a 
member  of  this  Council  will  have  to  vote,  or 
will  be  compelled  to  vote,  for  any  appropria- 
tion to  provide  money  for  a  particular  site. 
I  have  always  stood  ready  and  willing  to 
vote  the  money  for  a  site  for  a  police  station, 
but  not  for  that  particular  site.  I  have 
stood  on  the  floor  of  this  Council  and  asked 
the  Mayor  to  send  to  the  Council  a  statement 
showing  just  where  he  was  going  to  apply  that 
money,  but  he  has  refused  to  do  so  since  this 
order  has  been  here.  So  I  am  going  to  stay 
where  I  am  on  this  proposition  and  going  to 
vote  against  this  order  now,  next  week  or 
any  other  time  while  I  am  a  member  of  the 
Council,  until  such  time  as  I  feel  that  the 
city  is  getting  a  fair  return  for  its  money 
expended. 

The  question  came  on  the  motion  to  assign 
reconsideration  to  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Council.  The  Clerk  called  the  roll  and  the 
following  members  responded : 

Yeas — Coun.   Collins,   Ford,   Hagan,  Lane — 4. 
Nays — Coun.    Brickley,   Donoghue,    Moriarty, 
Watson — 4. 

Coun.  McLaughlin  was  not  present  in  the 
chamber  at  the  moment,  and  the  Chair 
waited   before   announcing   the   vote. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  move 
that  we  go  right  on.  I  don't  think  we  should 
wait  for  him  any  longer.  He  has  been  given 
opportunity  enough. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  I  ask 
unanimous  consent  that  an  opportunity 
should  be  given  to  Coun.  McLaughlin  to  vote 
upon  this  matter.  I  think  it  is  a  courtesy 
that  should  be  extended  to  any  member  of 
the  Council. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  take 
exception  to  it,  and  I  move  that  we  take  ac- 
tion. 

President  WATSON— The  Chair  is  some- 
what   embarrassed. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— I  feel  that  I  am  in  the 
right   in  the  suggestion   I  make. 

President  WATSON— The  Chair  believes 
that  Coun.  McLaughlin,  who  is  nearby,  would 
vote  to  postpone  the  matter  to  the  next 
meeting.  The  Chair,  therefore,  will  change 
his  vote  from  "No"  to  "Yes,"  in  order  that 
that  opportunity  may  be  afforded. 
The  '"'levk  called  Cnun.  Watson's  name. 
President  WATSON — I  change  my  vote 
from   "No"  to   "Yes." 

Coun.    DONOGHUE— Mr.    President,    I    ask, 
as    a  point   of   information,    if   it   is    necessary 
to  have  the  consent  of  the  Council  to  change 
your  vote  on  such  a  matter  as  this  ? 
Pres.  WATSON— No. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — I  was  merely  going  to 
say  that  we  could  easily  postpone  this  matter 
until  the  end  of  the  proceedings  today,  in 
order  that  Coun.  McLaughlin  might  vote 
upon   it. 
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Pres.  WATSON — There  are  five  votes  in 
the  affirmative  and  three  in  the  negative,  and 
the  matter  is  postponed  Until  the  next  meet- 
ing.

APPROPRIATION     FOR     SOLDIERS'     RE- 
LIEF DEPARTMENT. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY  offered  an  order— That 
there  be  allowed  and  paid  to  the  Soldiers' 
Relief  Commissioner,  and  charged  to  the  ap- 
propriation for  Soldiers'  Relief  Department, 
the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars,  said  sum  to 
be  expended,  subject  to  approval  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Soldiers'  Relief,  by  said  commis- 
sioner in  affording  immediate  relief  to  per- 
sons entitled  to  aid  under  chapter  115  of  the 
General  Laws  and  acts  in  amendment 
thereof  and  addition  thereto. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — Mr.  President,  I  hope 
that  matter  will  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  because  of  the  fact  that  there 
are  some  matters  in  connection  with 
soldiers'  relief  that  are  troubling  me  lately 
as  a  member  of  this  Council.  I  have  heard 
all  over  the  city  that  there  is  a  great  deal  of 
dissatisfaction  at  the  way  the  Soldiers'  Relief 
Commissioner  is  handling  the  present  soldiers' 
relief  in  his  department,  and  I  feel  that 
before  we  appropriate  any  more  moneys  we 
ought  to  have  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Commis- 
sioner before  the  City  Council  -to  see  whether 
or  not  the  City  Council  agrees  with  the  atti- 
tude he  takes,  particularly  in  the  matter  of 
paying  soldiers'  relief  to  soldiers  who  have 
come  within  the  clutches  of  the  law  for  some 
minor  infraction  of  the  law,  some  misde- 
meanor. I  am  absolutely  and  unqualifiedly 
opposed  to  the  present  stand  of  the  Soldiers' 
Relief  Commissioner  in  striking  from  the  pay 
roll  of  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department  the 
names  of  any  veterans  who,  because  of  a 
misdemeanor,  have  come  into  the  hands  of 
the  law  and  have  been  found  guilty,  in  cases, 
for  instance,  having  been  held  over  night  on 
a  charge  of  drunkenness,  and  for  that  reason 
stricken  from  the  soldiers'  relief  pay  roll.  I 
do  not  believe  that  that  is  fair  to  the  soldier, 
nor  do  I  believe  it  is  fair  to  the  family  of 
the  soldiers.  I  think  it  is  about  time  that' 
something  was  done  to  change  the  present 
position  of  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Commissioner 
with  respect  to  such  matters.  I  think  the 
City  Council  has  the  authority  to  do  so.  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Soldiers'  Relief 
Commissioner  is  merely  the  agent  of  this 
Council  in  the  matter  of  the  distribution  of 
the   money    for   soldiers'    relief.      I   think   that 


we  ought  to  consider  this  proposition  our- 
selves and  determine  whether  or  not  we  feel 
that  this  policy  is  a  proper  one,  of  striking 
off  the  roll  soldiers  who  for  some  minor  in- 
fractions of  the  law  have  had  a  decision  of 
guilty  rendered  against  them ;  whether  or 
not  we  believe  that  represents  what  we  con- 
sider a  proper  interpretation  of  the  policy  to 
be  adopted  in  the  relief  of  soldiers  and  their 
families.  We  are  going  to  have  a  great  many 
more  pressing  cases  in  the  months  to  come, 
owing  to  the  present  unemployment  situation, 
than  we  have  right  now.  I  have  one  case 
particularly  in  mind  in  which  I  have  been 
personally  interested,  a  case  where,  in  my 
opinion,  and  I  think  in  the  opinion  of  any 
members  of  this  Council,  soldiers'  relief 
ought  to  be  granted.  Still,  the  Soldiers  Re- 
lief Commissioner  has  drawn  the  line  so 
hard  and  fast  that  it  is  impossible  to  pro- 
vide relief  for  anybody  who  happens  to  be 
arrested  and  found  guilty.  This  is  not  even 
a  case  where  the  man  has  had  a  court  trial, 
but  where  the  man  was  arrested  for 
drunkenness,  was  held  over  night,  and  was 
let  go  in  the  morning.  He  didn't  even  have 
to  go  to  court.  But  for  that  reason  he  is 
stricken  off  the  Soldiers'  Relief  pay  roll.  I 
don't  think  that  is  the  way  in  which  the  law 
was  intended  to  be  applied.  I  think  it  was 
intended  that  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Commis- 
sioner should  at  least  be  lenient  and  merci- 
ful in  his  dealings  with  the  soldiers,  and  I 
believe  we  ought  to  stand  up  and  see  to  it 
that  the  soldiers  get  a  square  deal.  I  hope 
the  matter  will  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

The    order    was    referred    to    the    Executive 
Committee.

Dear  Sir, — When  the  budget  for  1920-21 
was  originally  presented  it  contained  an  item 
totaling  $38,500  for  completing  the  installa- 
tion of  a  sprinkler  system  at  the  main  hos- 
pital. It  was  suggested  that  this  item  be 
dropped  from  the  budget,  and  that  later  the 
same  amount  be  requested  as  a  loan,  as  the 
installation  of  the  sprinklers  was  a  permanent 
improvement.  Since  that  time  the  contract 
for  the  Thorndike  Building  has  been  awarded 
and  the  contract  for  the  Out-Patient  Build- 
ing will  very  shortly  be  advertised,  which 
eliminates  the  sprinkler  system  from  Ward 
P  and  the  Out-Patient  Building  ;  and  as  money 


has  been  provided  to  remodel  the  Lodge 
Building  into  a  pavilion  for  male  employees, 
it  seems  unwise  to  expend  any  money  in 
sprinkling   that   building. 

Inasmuch  as  the  buildings  which  it  is  desired 
to  sprinkle  are  not  of  first-class  construction 
and  the  installation  of  an  adequate  sprinkler 
system  would  make  them  of  practically  first- 
class  construction,  the  trustees  respectfully  re- 
quest that  they  be  granted  an  appropriation 
of  $25,000,  which  amount  will  complete  the 
present  installation  at  the  hospital.

DISAPPROVAL    OF   ACTION   OF    COUNCIL 
ON    GASOLENE    LICENSE. 

The    following    was    received : 
City    of    Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  November  16,  1921. 
To    the    Honorable    the    City    Council : 

Gentlemen, — I  return  herewith,  without  my 
approval,  your  disapproval  of  the  granting  of 
a  license  or  permit  for  the  storage  of  gasolene 
by  the  Atlantic  Refining  Company  in  tanks 
on  land  located  on  Cambridge  street  in  the 
Brighton  District. 

Mv  reason  for  disapproval  of  your  action 
is  that  in  modern  business  it  has  become 
necessary  to  use  large  quantities  of  gasolene 
and  it  is  also  necessary  to  have  large  quanti- 
ties of  gasolene  stored  in  convenient  places 
to   meet  the  demands  of  trade. 

Boston  is  the  largest  commercial  center  of 
New   England. 

Boston's  growth  depends  upon  its  keeping 
pace  with  the  development  of  business  condi- 
tions. 

These  new  conditions  make  it  necessary  that 
large  quantities  of  gasolene  shall  be  stored  in 
some  sections  of  the  city. 

The  land  where  this  permit  or  license  has 
been  asked  for  is  bounded  on  one  side  by  a 
public  highway  and  on  the  other  sides  is  sur- 
rounded by  the  Charles  river,  by  the  property 
of  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  Company, 
which  is  used  for  roundhouse  purposes,  and 
by  land  already  used  for  the  storage  of  large 
quantities  of  gasolene.  The  site  of  the  tank 
where  it  is  proposed  to  store  the  gasolene 
is  located  a  considerable  distance  from  the 
public  highway  and  between  the  location  of 
the  tank  and  the  public  highway  there  are 
premises  now  used  for  the  storage  of  in- 
flammable fluids.  In  the  immediate  vicinity 
of  these  premises  are  the  tanks  of  the  Boston 
Consolidated  Gas  Company. 

When  it  is  possible,  as  in  this  case,  to 
have  gasolene  stored  upon  premises  well  re- 
moved from  residential  districts  and  in  places 
where  the  menace  to  life  and  property  is  re- 
duced to  the  minimum,  permits  should  un- 
doubtedly  be   granted. 

I,   therefore,    feel   forced    in   the   general    in- 
terests  of  the   city   to   tfeto  your   action.

WORK      ON      PUBLIC      CONTRACTS      FOR 
UNITED   STATES    CITIZENS. 

Coun.  MORIARTY  offered  the  following: 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council,  as  fol- 
lows : 

All  contracts  for  public  works  for  the  City 
of  Boston  shall  be  awarded  to  none  but  citizens 
of  the  United  States,  who  represent  com- 
panies, associations  or  corporations  wherein 
the  controlling  interest  and  stock  is  held  to 
the  extent  of  51  per  cent  by  citizens  of  the 
United    States. 

All  persons  employed  on  public  works,  con- 
tracts or  subcontracts  for  the  City  of  Boston, 
must  be  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and 
shall  be  paid  the  customary  and  prevailing 
rates  of  wages. 

In  cases  where  citizens  are  not  available, 
contractors  or  subcontractors  are  to  apply  to 
the  head  of  department  that  has  supervision 
over  contractor  or  subcontractor,  or  apply  to 
the  Mayor  of  the  city,  or  both,  for  permission 
to  employ  other  than  citizens,  and  must  give 
satisfactory  proof  to  the  head  of  a  department, 
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or  to  the  Mayor,  that  citizens  are  not  avail- 
able. When  all  interested  parties  are  heard 
relative  to  application,  and  satisfactory  proof 
given  that  the  prevailing  and  customary  rates 
of  wages  are  being  offered,  then,  only  in  the 
judgment  of  the  head  of  a  department,  or 
the  Mayor,  shall  permission  be  given  to  em- 
ploy other  than  citizens  of  the  United  States 
.by  a  contractor  of  subcontractor. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  inspectors  repre- 
senting the  City  of  Boston  to  report  to  the 
head  of  a  department  that  is  supervising  any 
Public  Works  operations  any  violation  of  this 
ordinance. 

If  it  has  been  proven  that  any  contractor 
or  subcontractor  has  violated  any  of  the  above 
provisions,  they  shall  be  penalized  by  forfeiture 
of   their   contracts   and  moneys   due  them. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  want 
to  say  that  I  have  been  actuated,  in  intro- 
ducing that  ordinance,  by  visits  to  some  of 
the  jobs  now  under  construction  by  the  City 
of  Boston.  I  have  three  jobs.  There  is  a 
schoolhouse  in  East  Boston  being  built  by 
a  contractor.  I  suppose  it  would  not  be  fail- 
to  use  the  names  of  contractors  at  this  meet- 
ing. But  I  have  a  job  in  East  Boston,  a 
schoolhouse,  and  in  connection  with  it  I  have 
the  names  and  addresses  of  ten  noncitizens  of 
the  United  States.  I  have  a  South  End  job 
being  built,  a  municipal  building,  with  fifteen 
noncitizens,  and  I  have  a  hospital  being  built 
at  the  Charles  Street  Jail,  with  seven  non- 
citizens,  making  thirty-two  jobs  that  citizens 
of  the  United  States  could  get  if  these  men 
did  not  insist  upon  hiring  noncitizens  of  this 
country.  And  the  only  reason  they  are  hiring 
these  men  is  because  it  is  easier  to  get  a 
man  who  is  not  educated  to  the  customs  and 
conditions  of  the  country  to  work  cheaply 
than  a  man  who  is  so  educated.  Unfortu- 
nately, each  and  every  one  of  the  thirty-two 
is  an  Italian,  and  these  contractors  are  plead- 
ing for  these  men  to  come  to  the  country 
so  that  city,  state  and  federal  work  can  be 
taken  up  at  a  reduced  wage  scale.  At  the 
job  in  East  Boston  they  are  paying  forty 
cents ;  at  the  job  at  the  South  End  they  are 
paying  forty  cents ;  and  at  the  jail  they  are 
paying  fifty  cents,  while  the  customary  pre- 
vailing wages  for  labor  on  construction  work 
is  sixty  cents  an  hour.  When  these  contractors 
figured  on  these  jobs  they  were  not  fair  to 
United  States  citizens,  but  were  able  to  bid 
lower  because  they  took  it  out  of  the  poor 
unfortunate  who  is  compelled  when  he  comes 
here  to  start  at  the  bottom  of  the  ladder  as 
a  laborer.  For  years  the  only  men  we  have 
been  able  to  get  to  work  with  pick  and 
shovel  have  been  from  foreign  soil.  Many, 
many  years  ago  that  work  was  done  by  Irish 
immigrants.  But  at  this  time  you  cannot  get 
many  Irish  immigrants  to  work  with  a  pick 
and  shovel.  The  same  is  true  of  a  number 
of  other  nationalities,  until  today  the  greatest 
number  of  men  working  at  that  line  in 
building  construction  are  Italians.  And  what 
do  we  find  ?  Ninety-five  per  cent  of  the  work 
let  out  by  the  City  of  Boston  either  in  the 
construction  of  buildings  or  in  the  Public 
Works  Department  or  in  the  takings  by  the 
Street  Commissioners,  is  let  out  to  men  who 
form  fake  corporations,  first,  through  being 
able  to  get  some  "pol,"  or  some  one  who  is 
in  with  the  administration,  go  and  plead  with 
them  for  the  work.  I  understand  from  a 
letter  sent  out  by  the  Mayor  some  short  time 
ago  that  nobody  would  be  allowed  to  get  in- 
side City  Hall  in  other  than  working  hours, 
when  many  of  the  engineers  employed  daily 
by  the  Public  Works  Department  have  been 
using  the  lights  paid  for  by  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton to  bring  some  of  these  contractors  into  the 
Annex  and  show  them  how  they  could  sharpen 
their  pencils  so  as  to  get  these  jobs.  I  under- 
stand further  that  in  many  of  the  depart- 
ments in  our  city,  desks  have  been  pried 
open  so  that  these  same  engineers  could  get 
inside  information  and  give  it  to  a  lot  of 
these  cheap  contractors  who  are  doing  work 
for  the  City  of  Boston.  This  is  no  political 
speech.  If  I  were  campaigning  for  re-elec- 
tion at  this  time  it  might  be  said  that  it  was 
a  political   speech   but,  having  two  years  more 


to  serve  here,  I  am  not  actuated  by  any 
political  motive  or  by  a  desire  to  do  any- 
thing except  to  straighten  out  what  is  now 
going  on  in  the  City  of  Boston.  I  want  to 
say  in  regard  to  the  ordinance  I  have  intro- 
duced here  today  that  it  may  be  unconstitu- 
tional according  to  the  opinion  we  will  get 
from  the  Law  Department.  Of  course,  I  be- 
lieve the  Law  Department  should  do  the  test- 
ing ;  I  believe  it  should  start  proceedings  in 
court  forthwith  asking  for  a  temporary  in- 
junction against  each  and  every  contractor 
doing  work  for  the  city  who  has  a  non- 
citizen  working  for  him.  The  law  says  that 
citizens  shall  be  given  preference.  I  don't 
know  whether  that  means  anything  or  whether 
it  does  not  mean  anything.  In  so  far  as  con- 
tracts and  the  activities  of  contractors  are  con- 
cerned, it  does  not  mean  anything,  because 
citizens  aie  not  being  given  the  preference.  I 
believe,  and  I  think  every  member  of  this 
Council  will  agree  with  me,  that  I  can  start 
out  tomorrow  and  get  able-bodied  citizens  who 
are  willing  to  take  the  place  of  every  non- 
citizen  working  on  every  job  that  is  now  being 
done  by  contractors  for  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  I  don't  think  it  would  be  very  hard  to  do 
it.  Talking  to  one  of  the  heads  of  departments 
within  the  last  ten  days  he  told  me  that  he 
was  surprised,  that  he'  had  forty  men  from  the 
civil  service  list,  each  and  every  one  of  them 
veterans,  and  that  he  was  absolutely  satisfied 
with  the  way  they  were  carrying  on  their 
work,  delivering  a  day's  work  every  day  that 
they  were  on  the  job.  I  have  heard  some 
criticism  by  other  heads  of  departments  of 
the  men  they  were  getting  from  the  list,  but 
I  will  simply  say  that  the  Commissioner  of 
Penal  Institutions,  Mr.  OIBrien,  told  me  that 
he  had  forty  men  working  at  Long  Island, 
forty  veterans,  and  that  each  and  every  one  of 
them  was  delivering  the  goods.  There  are 
many  veterans  loafing,  there  are  very  many 
men,  married  men  with  families,  who  have 
lived  here  ten,  twelve,  twenty,  twenty-five 
and  thirty  years,  willing  at  this  time  to  take 
common  laborers'  jobs,  and  I  believe  it  is  up 
to  this  Council,  if  possible,  to  either  put 
through  my  new  ordinance  in  entirety,  or  in 
amended  form,  so  that  we  may  clean  up  the 
situation  now  confronting  us  on  the  jobs  in 
Boston.

CHANGING  OF  PLAYGROUND  AND   PARK 
NAMES. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  an  order— That 
the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
hold  a  meeting  of  said  Board  immediately  for 
the  purpose  of  taking  action  on  the  changing 
of  the  names  of  playgrounds  and  public  parks 
to   be   named    after    heroes    of   the    World    War. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  do  not 
intend  to  make  any  speech,  but  I  do  wish 
simply  to  say  it  is  about  time  that  the  Board 
of  Park  Commissioners  at  least  held  a  meeting 
and  took  some  action  one  way  or  the  other  on 
the  changing  of  the  name  of  parks  and  play- 
grounds within  their  jurisdiction  where  the 
Council  has  requested  them  to  apply  the 
names  of  heroes  of  the  late  war.  I  know  of 
some  orders  that  were  passed  by  this  Council 
probably  four  or  five  months  ago  upon  which 
no  action  has  been  taken  by  the  Board  of 
Park  Commissioners,  other  than  as  indicated 
in  a  communication  which  came  back  here 
some  few  months  ago  saying  that  they  were 
going  to  make  a  comprehensive  study  of  the 
matter  and  make  their  finding  known  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council.  I  think  they  have 
had  time  enough  to  make  any  study  they  need 
to  make  upon  such  a  matter  as  this.  What 
study  is  required  is  beyond  me.  I  do  not 
feel  that  it  needs  any  study  to  change  the 
name  of  a  playground  such  as  the  Randolph 
Street  Playground,  the  Mozart  Street  Play- 
ground or  the  Marcella  Street  Playground, 
giving  it  the  name  of  some  young  fellow  who 
has  given  his  life  to  his  country.  I  think,  in- 
stead of  naming  the  playgrounds   after  streets 
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and  then  wanting  some  great  outstanding 
reason  for  changing  the  name  to  that  of 
some  veteran,  they  ought  to  give  the  new 
name  the  minute  they  receive  such  an  order, 
without  any  hesitancy  or  quibbling  about  the 
matter.     I   hope   the   order   will   pass. 

The   order   was    passed   under    suspension    of 
the   rule. 


Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  an  order— That 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  consider 
the  advisability  of  placing  a  tablet  on  each 
of  the  sign  posts  designating  squares,  play- 
grounds and  parks  named  after  veterans  of 
the  World  War  with  the  history  of  their  sacri- 
fice.

CO-OPERATION   WITH   MARITIME   ASSO- 
CIATION. 

The  following  was  received: 

Citv  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  November  26,  1921. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — Last  Friday  I  received  a  letter 
from  F.  S.  Davis,  manager  of  the  Maritime  Asso- 
ciation of  the  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
from  which  for  your  information  I  shall  quote  a 
portion  as  it  very  clearly  states  the  situation 
which  I  wish  to  lay  before  you: 

"The  Maritime  Association,  after  careful  con- 
sideration of  all  conditions  that  are  militating 
against  a  reasonably  full  utilization  of  the  facili- 
ties and  natural  advantages  of  the  Port  of  Boston 
and  which  are  causing  foreign  and  coastwise  busi- 
ness, that  may  properly  be  considered  tributary 
to  said  port,  to  be  diverted  to  other  ports,  has 
reached  the  conclusion  that  permanent  relief  from 
the  present  intolerable  and  unfair  situation  may 
be  realized  only  when  the  present  rail  rate  differ- 
entials in  favor  of  Baltimore  and  Philadelphia 
applicable  to  export  and  import  traffic  from  and 
to  the  West  are  abolished  and  such  readjustment 
made  as  will  place  all  Atlantic  and  Gulf  ports  on  a 
parity  in  respect  to  said  rail  rates. 

"For  many  years  Baltimore  and  Philadelphia 
have  had  the  advantage  of  differentials  in  rail 
rates  under  New  York  and  Boston  on  traffic  from 
and  to  the  western  territory,  bounded  roughly  by 
a  line  from  Pittsburgh  to  Buffalo,  north  of  the 
Ohio  river,  east  of  the  Mississippi,  and  south  of 
the  Great  Lakes.  Through  rates,  however,  were 
in  a  measure  equalized  up  to  1919  by  the  practice 
of  the  steamship  lines  in  maintaining  lower  ocean 
rates  from  Boston  than  from  Baltimore.  This 
practice  was  discontinued  in  1919,  since  which 
time  the  steamship  lines  have  charged  substan- 
tially the  same  ocean  rates  from  all  Altantic  and 
Gulf  ports,  and  although  the  Maritime  Associa- 
tion has  been  endeavoring  to  bring  about  the  resto- 
ration of  the  pre-war  sea  differentials,  there  is  no 
definite  assurance  that  it  will  be  accomplished  in 
the  reasonably  near  future,  and  if  it  were  it  could 
only  be  considered  a  temporary  remedy  at  best. 

"Under  the  order  of  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  in  1912,  Baltimore  was  allowed  3 
cents  and  Philadelphia  2  cents  per  100  pounds  less 
than  the  rail  rates  to  New  York  on  general  cargo, 
while  Boston  was  required  to  maintain  New  York 
rates.  On  grain  Baltimore  was  allowed  a  differ- 
ential of  1.5  cents  and  Philadelphia  1  cent  per  100 
pounds  under  New  York  and  Boston.  On  import 
traffic  Baltimore  was  allowed  differentials  of  8,  8, 
3,  3,  3,  3  cents  on  the  six  classes  of  freight,  and  3 
cents  on  commodities,  and  Philadelphia  6,  fi,  2,  2, 
2,  2  e«nts  on  the  six  classes  and  2  cents  per  100 


pounds  on  commodities.  As  to  all  of  these  differ- 
entials, they  should  be  considered  as  being  less 
than  the  New  York  rates  which  carriers  are 
obliged  to  maintain  to  and  from  Boston  under  the 
order  of  the  commission. 

"Mr.  Edgar  E.  Clark,  who  is  generally  recog- 
nized as  the  leading  transportation  authority  of 
this  country,  recently  resigned  as  chairman  of  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  for  the  pur- 
pose of  engaging  in  private  practice.  His  associate 
is  Mr.  Wilbur  LaRoe,  Jr.,  formerly  chief  examiner 
of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission. _  These 
gentlemen  have  been  consulted  by  a  special  com- 
mittee of  the  Maritime  Association  and  have 
expressed  the  opinion  that  there  is  a  reasonable 
prospect  that  the  Baltimore  and  Philadelphia 
differentials  may  be  successfully  attacked  under 
present  conditions  which  are  very  different  from 
those  which  prevailed  at  the  time  said  differentials 
were  authorized  by  tiie  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission in  1912. 

"Messrs.  Clark  &  LaRoe  will  prosecute  our  case 
before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  for 
a  total  retainer  of  $15,000,  plus  actual  cash  ex- 
penditures. It  is  estimated  the  total  expense  will 
not  exceed  $25,000.  A  tentative  apportionment 
of  this  expense  is  shown  in  the  statement  attached 
hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof,  totalling  $29,500. 
Should  New  York  interests  participate  and  assume 
a  part  of  the  expense,  the  individual  amounts  as 
shown  in  the  statement  would  be  scaled  accord- 
ingly. 

"A  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Governors 
of  the  Maritime  Association  was  held  on  Friday, 
October  7,  at  which  the  Board  unanimously  voted 
to  employ  Messrs.  Clark  &  LaRoe  for  the  amount 
stated,  and  this  action  was  ratified  on  October  15 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  in  accordance  with  Article  III.  of  th« 
by-laws  of  the  Maritime  Association.^ 

'  'It  seems  appropriate  that  the  City  of  Boston 
should  subscribe  to  this  fund  and  participate  in 
this  Boston  port  differential  case  as  co-com- 
plainants. I  am  therefore  inclosing  subscription 
form  filled  in  for  $2,500,  and  hope  you  may  see 
your  way  ciear  to  have  same  executed  and  re- 
turned with  the  least  possible  delay.

I  am  convinced  that  it  is  the  city's  duty  in  the 
interest  of  its  citizens  and  its  industries  to  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  money  suggested  and  I  therefore 
recommend  the  immediate  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying order.

The  Council  voted  at  3.07  p.  m.,  on  motion  of 
Coun.  COLLINS,  to  take  a  recess  subject  to  the 
call  of  the  President. 

The  members  of  the  Council  reassembled  in  the 
chamber  and  were  called  to  order  by  the  President 
at  5.05  p.  m.

$2,000  to  Old  State  House,  Fire  Prevention— that 
the  order  ought  to  pass. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  move 
as  an  amendment  that  the  matter  be  referred  back 
to  the  Executive  Committee,  because  of  the  fact 
that  I  understood  while  the  committee  meeting 
was  in  session,  that  we  were  to  receive  some  infor- 
mation from  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Build- 
ings relative  to  this  particular  proposition.  I  do 
not  believe  we  ought  to  vote  in  a  haphazard  fashion 
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on  every  transfer  that  comes  in  here.  I  think  we 
ought  to  get  some  information  relative  to  the 
various  transfers  asked  for  and  why  they  are  asked 
for,  and  I  respectfully  move  that  we  refer  this 
matter  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  pur- 
pose of  receiving  some  information  as  to  what  they 
intend  to  do  down  in  the  Old  State  House  with  the 
money  that  we  are  asked  to  transfer. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  have 
been  informed  since  leaving  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee that  this  is  a  loan  order  and  that  the  Mayor 
has  no  right  to  put  it  into  effect  without  our  con- 
sent. We  were  informed  in  committee  that  this 
was  the  last  meeting  where  we  would  have  to  act 
on  transfers,  that  the  next  meeting  would  be  after 
the  first  day  of  December  and  that  we  would  then 
have  nothing  further  to  do  with  them.  I  do  not 
understand  that  to  be  the  fact,  and  I  am  now  in 
accord  with  Coun.  Donoghue  in  asking  t.-iat  the 
matter  be  laid  over  for  one  week. 

The  matter  was  referred  back  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

5.  Report  on  report  and  order  from  Com- 
mittee on  Soldiers'  Relief  (referred  today)  for  pay- 
ment of  aid  to  soldiers  and  sailors  and  their  families 
for  the  month  of  November — that  the  order  ought 
to  pass.

THE  COUNCIL'S  AUTHORITY  IN  CLAIMS. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
move  at  this  time  that  the  Committee  on  Claims 
of  the  City  Council  hold  a  hearing  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble with  the  purpose  of  getting  in  touch  with  the 
Law  Department  in  regard  to  the  matter  of  claims 
against  the  city.  As  one  member  of  the  Council, 
at  least,  I  want  to  try  to  find  out  something  about 
the  way  in  which  claims  against  the  City  of  Boston 
are  being  handled  and  settled.  I  have  seen  in  the 
City  Record  recently  reference  to  numerous  claims 
against  the  City  of  Boston  that  were  referred  to 
the  Law  Department.  Some  of  them  have  been 
granted  and  others  have  been  disallowed.  I  would 
like  to  know  just  what  the  authority  of  the  City 
Council  in  the  matter  of  approving  or  disapproving 
claims.  My  reason  for  making  this  request  at 
this  time  is  that  I  have  noticed  in  the  Ci"j  Record 
that  invariably  where  a  claim  against  the  city  has 
been  disallowed,  it  is  stated  that,  because  of  the 
fact  that  there  is  no  legal  liability  against  the  city, 
the  claim  has  been  disallowed.  If  my  under- 
standing of  the  law  is  correct,  there  is  no  claim 
that  has  any  legal  right  to  be  considered  by  the 
City  of  Boston  or  allowed.  Therefore,  those  that 
have  been  allowed  have  no  more  legal  standing  than 


those  that  have  been  disallowed.  The  reason 
why  I  am  particularly  interested  in  the  matter  at 
this  time  is  because  of  the  fact  that  within  a  couple 
of  weeks  a  case  came  to  my  attention  of  a  police 
patrol  wagon  running  over  the  foot  of  a  citizen, 
in  consequence  of  which  he  was  incapacitated,  as  I 
understand  it,  from  doing  any  work  for  a  period 
of  six  to  eight  weeks  at  least.  Another  case  which 
came  to  my  attention,  also  from  the  district  where 
I  reside,  was  that  of  a  man  standing  on  a  street 
corner  and  being  knocked  off  the  corner  by  the 
swing  of  a  fire  truck  ladder.  He  was  killed.  Up 
to  the  present  time  there  has  been  no  allowance 
made  by  the  city  on  either  of  those  particular 
claims,  and  I  believe  that  both  of  them  have  been 
disapproved.  I  feel,  if  there  is  no  legal  liability 
on  the  city  in  any  of  these  cases,  there  should  be 
the  same  rule  applied  to  all  cases  that  is  applied 
to  the  two  I  have  mentioned.  If  there  is  a  moral 
liability  on  the  city  to  pay  some  compensation 
when  a  citizen  is  either  injured  or  killed  without 
any  fault  of  his  own,  then  I  feel  that  we  ought  to 
at  least  know  something  about  the  claims  that 
are  being  adjusted  through  the  Law  Department. 
The  procedure  followed,  according  to  my  way  of 
looking  at  it,  has  been  more  or  less  of  a  haphazard 
nature.  We  refer  claims  to  the  Law  Department 
and  they  come  back  here  and  the  City  Council 
accepts  or  rejects  the  verdict  of  the  Law  Depart- 
ment without  any  thought,  investigation  or 
information  at  all  on  the  matters  that  are  sub- 
mitted to  us  by  the  Law  Department.  I  feel  that 
the  City  Council  hasn't  very  much  authority  or 
very  many  powers,  at  best,  but  whatever  author- 
ity and  powers  we  have  we  ought  to  keep.  We 
ought  not  to  delegate  them  to  any  other  part  of 
the  city  government.  I  believe,  if  it  is  within  the 
power  of  the  City  Council  to  hear  and  adjust 
claims  that  we  ought  to  do  so,  and  that  we  should 
not  delegate  our  powers  to  the  Law  Department 
as  far  as  matters  concerning  claims  go.  I  feel  that 
we  owe  a  duty  to  the  citizens  of  Boston  to  investi- 
gate any  claim  against  the  city  that  is  submitted 
to  the  City  Council  for  adjustment  and,  without 
trying  to  upheave  the  entire  system,  I  think  we 
ought  to  hold  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  on 
Claims  and  find  out  where  we  are  at  on  this  entirt 
proposition. 

The  motion  was  carried.

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Proceedings  of  City  Council. 


Wednesday,  November   30,   1921. 

Meeting  of  the  City  Council,  held  in  the 
Council  Chamber,  City  Hall,  at  two  o'clock 
p.  m.,  to  continue  a  hearing  on  the  question  of 
approval  of  a  ten-year  contract  for  the  dis- 
posal of  refuse,  President  WATSON  in  the 
chair,    and    a   quorum   present. 

The  hearing  to  those  objecting  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  proposed   contract  was   resumed. 

Walter  R.  Meins,  Esq.,  president  of  the 
United  Improvement  Association  of  Boston, 
felt  that  in  dealing  with  the  question  of  gar- 
bage disposal  a  separation  of  the  garbage  and 
refuse,  as  provided  for  by  law,  should  be  prop- 
erly enforced,  a  thing  that  has  not  been  done 
for  over  twenty  years.  Dumping  of  garbage, 
for  example,  should  not  be  permitted.  The 
association  did  not  believe,  either,  that  the 
large  sum  to  be  paid  bv  the  city  under  the 
proposed  contract  was  warranted ;  that,  even 
if  warranted  under  present  conditions,  the  city 
should  not  be  so  tied  up  for  the  next  ten  years 
because  of  present  abnormal  conditions.  He 
believed  that  the  best  solution  of  the  problem 
was  for  the  city  to  exercise  its  option  to 
take  the  plant  under  the  present  contract, 
thereby  owning  the  whole  plant  and  machinery, 
and  leasing  the  operation  to  responsible  and 
experienced  parties,  and  that  there  should  be 
broad  advertising  which  would  attract  such 
parties. 

Maj.  Frederic  Gilbert  Bauer.  Lieut. -Col. 
Wilder  Willing  and  Capt.  P.  L.  Focardi,  rep- 
resenting the  Army  Corps  and  Base,  and  ap- 
pearing for  Commanding  General  Clarence  R. 
Edwards,  submitted  the  following : 

Recommendations   Looking   Toward   the  Abate- 
ment of  the  Nuisance  from  the  Operation 
of  the   Spectacle   Island   Garbage   Plant    as 
a  Result  of  Investigations  made  by  Lieut. - 
Col.    W.    Willing,    Corps    Arear    Engineer, 
First    Corps    Area,    Capt,    P.    L.    Focardi, 
Assistant  Corps  Area  Engineer,  and  W.  F. 
Robinson,  United  States  Assistant  Engineer. 
1.     That   the  plant  be   completely   overhauled 
at   the   beginning   of   operation   under   the   new 
contract,    in    a    manner    not    to    interrupt    its 
operation,    and    in    particular    that    the    follow- 
ing points  be  remedied : 

(a.)  New  Work. — That  the  scrubbers  be  re- 
modeled and  added  to  so  as  to  double  their 
present  capacity  ;  that  the  driers  be  designed 
for  a  maximum  drying  temperature  which 
shall  be  less  than  that  which  can  cause  the 
burning   of    the   tankage. 

(b.)  Modernization. — That  apparatus  which 
has  given  a  reasonable  measure  of  service  be 
replaced  with  apparatus  which,  by  the  most 
approved  engineering  practice,  is  considered 
the  apparatus  best  adapted  for  the  purpose 
for  which  it  is  used. 

(c.)  Repairs. — That  parts  which  are  worn 
out  or  nearly  so  be  renewed  so  that  all 
apparatus  will  operate  without  leaks  and  in 
the  manner  approved  by  the  best  engineering 
practice. 

(d. )  That  the  improvements  outlined  in  the 
specifications  submitted  by  Coleman  Brothers 
for  the  operation  of  the  disposal  plant  under 
the   new    contract   be    insisted   on. 

(e.)  That  the  recommendations  proposed  by 
I.  S.  Osborn  for  the  garbage  disposal  plant  at 
Barren  Island,  N.  Y.,  be  followed  in  regard 
to  the  Spectacle  Island  plant  in  a  general  way, 
as  both  plants  are  operated  on  the  same  basic 
principles.  See  "Engineering  Record,"  July  3, 
1915,    in    particular: 

That  special  attention  be  given  to  keeping 
all  tanks  containing  digested  garbage,  or  gar- 
bage in  the  process  of  digestion,  free  from 
leaks,  and  that  equipment  not  absolutely  free 
from  leaks  when  under  pressure  be  kept  out 
of  service  until  repairs  are  made. 


That  gases  shall  not  be  permitted  to  escape 
at  the  time  of  opening  digesters. 

That  special  attention  be  given  to  all  con- 
densers to  insure  sufficient  water  being  used, 
and  at  a  temperature  that  will  condense  all 
the  steam  and  take  up   all  soluble  gases. 

That  the  present  drier  plant  be  so  con- 
structed or  changed  as  to  prevent  leakage  and 
reduce  the  amount  of  gases  to  be  treated. 

That  all  gases  given  off  from  the  drier  shall 
be  thoroughly  scrubbed  and  deodorized  before 
being    allowed    to    escape   to    the    atmosphere. 

That  the  scrubber  now  installed  be  replaced 
or  reconstructed  to  enable  the  volume  of  gas 
passing  through  it  to  be  thoroughly  washed 
or  scrubbed. 

That  the  water  supply  at  the  plant  be  in- 
creased and,  where  necessary,  pumps  be  dupli- 
cated to  insure  sufficient  water  for  condensing 
and  scrubbing  of   gases   at   all   times. 

That  pumps  be  of  a  type  that  will  insure 
the  required  amount  of  water  being  delivered 
and   fitted   with   motors   to   show  amount   used. 

That  the  works  and  grounds  be  at  all  times 
kept    in    a    clean    condition. 

That  the  city  at  all  times  have  inspections 
made'  to  determine  the  manner  in  which  the 
work    is   being    done. 

2.  In  this  connection  it  is  recommended 
that  inspections  be  made  by  an  engineer  rep- 
resenting the  City  of  Boston  at  least  once  a 
week  or  whenever  a  complaint  is  made,  for : 

Cleanliness  of  plant,  including  buildings  and 
yards :  operating  conditions  of  all  parts  es- 
sential to  the  prevention  of  a  nuisance,  noting 
that  no  operation  is  circumvented  or  omitted, 
that  all  leaks  are  repaired  without  delay,  that 
all  broken  windows  and  other  openings  in  the 
buildings  that  may  liberate  odors  are  repaired 
or   closed   promptly. 

3.  One  thing  which  will  be  of  prime  im- 
portance in  preventing  the  recurrence  of  the 
present  nuisance  is  a  more  effective  co-opera- 
tion by  the  city,  through  a  frequent  collection 
of  garbage,  particularly  during  the  summer 
months,  and  a  sorting  of  the  refuse  sufficiently 
to  prevent  injury  to  the  machinery  by  paving 
blocks  and  other  foreign  substances  being 
mixed  with  the  garbage.  To  this  end  it  is 
suggested  that  garbage  be  collected  weekly 
from  October  to  April,  inclusive,  and  not  less 
than  twice  a  week  from  Mav  to  September,  in- 
clusive, and  that  a  city  ordinance  penalize  any 
person  who  puts  any  substance  other  than 
food  refuse  in  any  garbage  or  garbage  carrier 
or    container. 

4.  It  is  further  recommended  that  whether 
or  not  provisions  are  made  for  a  better  col- 
lection of  garbage  by  the  city,  the  contract 
between  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  operator 
of  the  garbage  disposal  plant  contain  a  clause 
prepared  by  the  legal  department  of  the  city 
providing    substantially    as    follows : 

"Inasmuch  as  the  city  makes  no  warranty 
or  representation  as  to  the  condition  in  which 
garbage  shall  be  delivered  to  the  contractor, 
the  contractor  hereby  agrees  that  his  plant 
will  at  all  times  be  equipped  with  such  facili- 
ties and  operated  in  such  a  manner  as,  what- 
ever the  condition  of  the  garbage  dslivered, 
will  render  said  garbage  without  creating  or 
liberating  foul  or  disagreeable  odors.  The  eon- 
tractor  further  agrees  that  the  plant  shall  at 
all  times  be  equipped  with  the  machinery  and 
other  devices  approved  by  the  best  engineering 
practice,  and  that  his  driers  shall  be  operated 
at  such  a  temperature  as  will  not  burn,  char 
or  scorch  the  tankage."

Raymond  P.  Delano,  Esq.,  representing  the 
Dorchester  Board  of  Trade  and  the  Taxpayers 
League  of  Dorchester,  and  acting  as  legislative 
counsel  for  the  Upham's  Corner  and  Dorchester 
Centre  Improvement  Associations,  said  that 
those  he  represented  opposed  the  proposed  con- 
tract on  account  of  its  excessive  cost  and  its 
lack  of  protective  terms.  He  felt  that  the  con- 
tract should  be  rejected,  that  the  option  by 
which    the    city,    under    the    present    contract. 
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could  take  the  plant  and  equipment  of  the 
present  contractor  be  availed  of,  the  city 
thereby  owning  the  plant,  which  it  should 
bring  up  to  date,  then  entering  into  a  contract 
which  should  be  properly  advertised  to  run 
it.  He  felt  that  an  immense  sum  could  be 
saved  to  the  city  in  this  way  and  that  the 
work  would  be  more  efficiently  and  satis- 
factorily done ;  that  in  many  particulars  the 
proposed  contract,  while  costing  much  more, 
is  even  less  advantageous  in  its  provisions 
and  in  the  amount  of  work  to  be  performed 
under  it  than  the  present  contract  ;  and  he 
felt  that  those  responsible  for  not  properly 
separating  the  garbage  and  other  refuse  should 
be  held  up  to  their  duties. 

Mr.  F.  W.  Merrick  of  Dorchester  said  that 
the  committee  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
of  which  he  was  a  member,  was  investigating 
the  subject,  but  desired  further  time  to  look 
into  it,  presenting  its  findings  at  a  later  day. 
It  is  seeking  information  from  men  who  have 
had   practical   experience   in   such  matters. 

Mr.  Albert  H.  Brown,  representing  City 
Men's  "Union  No.  449,  believed  that  the  city 
should  go  back  to  the  old  Barney  scow  dump- 
ing system  by  which  certain  refuse  should  be 
dumped  at  sea,  and  that  the  plant  at  Spectacle 
Island  should  be  taken  over  by  the  city  and 
used  as  an  incinerating  or  reduction  plant  for 
garbage.  The  clean  product  might  be  used  for 
filling  and  there  might  be  a  good  deal  of  value 
in  by-products.  The  Barney  dumping  scows 
are  not  expensive,  and  the  city  could  take 
advantage  of  the  option  in  the  present  con- 
tract, running  the  plant  itself  and  bringing  it 
up  to  date,  the  whole  result  being  more  ad- 
vantageous, economical  and  satisfactory  in 
every  way  than  has  been  the  case  under  the 
present  contract  or  than  would  be  the  case 
under   the   proposed   contract. 

Mr.  Charles  A.  Ufford  thought  the  city 
should  not  enter  into  the  proposed  contract 
too  hastily ;  that  it  should  take  advantage 
of  its  option  at  Spectacle  Island  and  then 
study  carefully  the  economies  that  could  be 
introduced  by  the  improved  methods  of  trans- 
portation already  existing,  under  which  much 
larger  loads  can  be  handled  than  at  present, 
and  much  more  cheaply  and  quickly,  resulting 
in  speedier  collection.  The  laws  regarding 
separation  should  also  be  enforced.  Careful 
study  will  show  that  the  work  can  be  done 
much  more  efficiently  and  economically  than 
is  proposed  by  the  contract  under  considera- 
tion, either  by  the  city  itself,  or  under  a  more 
favorable  contract  which  could  be  readily 
made  if  the  thing  is  properly  advertised  and 
improved    methods    insisted    upon. 

Mr.  H.  U.  Upham,  secretary  of  the  South 
End  Improvement  Society,  stated  that  the 
society  is  in  touch  by  correspondence  and 
otherwise  with  a  large  number  of  cities  where 
this   sort  of   work   is   done,   is   getting   valuable 


information,  and  believes  that  later  it  can 
present  a  definite  plan  that  will  be  worthy  of 
consideration  by   the  Council. 

Mr.  Walter  F.  Keen,  representing  the  South 
Boston  Citizens'  Association,  said  that  the 
people  of  South  Boston  had  been  misled  in  this 
entire  matter.  They  had  been  invited  to  a 
hearing  by  the  Mayor  who  they  supposed  was 
going  to  take  an  active  interest  in  behalf  of 
people  who  were  suffering  from  this  nuisance, 
and  had  found  that  the  meeting  was  immedi- 
ately turned  over  to  the  chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Health,  and  had  also  found  that  the 
Mayor  had  gone  ahead  without  informing  them 
of  what  he  was  going  to  do  and  appointed 
a  committee,  which  committee  had  apparently 
proceeded  and  taken  action  without  taking 
the  people  into  their  confidence  at  all. 

Mr.  Thomas  A.  Niland  of  East  Boston  felt 
that  there  should  be  municipal  operation  of 
this  public  utility,  the  city  itself  doing  the 
work  in  a  proper,  responsible  and  sanitary 
way,  and  not  having  a  repetition  for  the 
next  ten  years  of  the  terrible  conditions  of 
the  past  decade.  East  Boston  particularly  had 
suffered  by  reason  of  the  dumping  of  refuse, 
resulting  in  the  introduction  of  flies  and  rats, 
with  accompanying  disease,  into  the  section. 
The  public  certainly  look  with  suspicion  upon 
the  proposed  contract. 

Mr.  George  F.  Murphy  of  East  Boston  felt 
that  steps  should  be  taken  for  proper  separa- 
tion of  refuse  matter,  under  the  ordinances, 
and  that  the  city  should  be  very  careful  to 
see  that  any  arrangement  entered  into  would 
assure  the  work  being  done  in  a  decent  and 
sanitary  manner.  He  felt  also  that  it  was 
the  duty  of  the  present  Council  to  settle  the 
question  properly,  not  passing  another  bad 
ten  years'  legacy  on  to  their  successors.  The 
present  situation  is  a  stench  in  the  nostrils  of 
the  people  and  cries  out  for  relief  at  the  hands 
of   the   city. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Upham's  Corner  Improvemeni  Association 
stating  that  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the 
association  it  was  voted  that  the  following 
requests  be  made  of  the  City  Council : 

That  you  disapprove  the  garbage  contract 
now  before  you  ;  that  you  recommend  general 
advertising  for  bids  upon  a  proper  contract ; 
that  you  approve  no  contract  unless  it  shall 
guarantee  absolute  relief  from  ..oxious  odors,

Too  little  attention  has  been  given  in  the 
past  to  the  stimulation  of  interest  in  the 
beautification  of  our  city.  Mr.  Parker's  offer 
should  to  my  mind  give  an  added  impetus 
to  the  erection  of  buildings  which  combine 
greater  architectural  beauty  with  durability 
and  I  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying  order.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor, — I  have  long  felt  that 
public  interest  in  the  architectural  quality  of 
our  buildings  should  be  stimulated,  and  that 
work  of  distinct  architectural  merit  should 
receive  public   recognition   by   the  city. 

I  therefore  desire  to  present  to  the  city  a 
sufficient  sum  to  provide  for  the  production 
each    year    of    a   suitable    gold   medal    which    I 
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wish  to  have  known  as  the  Harleston  Parker 
medal,  in  honor  of  my  late  father,  a  citizen 
of  Boston,  this  medal  to  be  presented  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  city  with  the  approval  of  the 
Boston  Society  of  Architects  or  its  successor 
from  time  to  time,  but  in  no  case  at  more 
than  a  three  year's  interval,  to  such  architect 
or  firm  of  architects  as  shall  have  completed 
the  erection  for  any  private  citizen,  associa- 
tion, corporation,  or  public  authority,  of  the 
most  beautiful  piece  of  architecture,  building, 
monument  or  structure  within  the  limits  of 
the  metropolitan  parK  district,  as  defined  in 
section  3,  chapter  407,  of  the  Acts  of  the 
Legislature  tor  the  year  1893  ;  any  unexpended 
income  may  from  time  to  time  be  spent  by 
the  Mayor  with  the  approval  of  the  said  so- 
ciety or  its  successor  toward  stimulating  the 
improvement  of  architecture  in  said  district 
in   any  suitaDle  manner. 

Should  this  gift  be  accepted,  I  propose  to 
have  at  my  expense  a  design  and  dies  made 
which  will  meet  with  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor  and  xne  Boston  Society  of  Architects, 
such  design  and  dies  when  approved  to  be 
used  unchanged.  I  learn  from  investigation 
that  the  sum  of  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars

At  that  time,  however,  it  did 
not  seem  advisable  to  place  the  department 
under  civil  service,  and  your  order  was  there- 
fore vetoed,  but  without  any  prejudice  to 
future  action  looking  to  the  acceptance  of  the 
act. 

I  am  certain  you  will  agree  with  me  that 
it  is  most  desirable  that  all  departments  of 
the  city  be  under  civil  service,  and  I  there- 
fore recommend  the  early  passage  of  the  ac- 
companying order.

Chapter   305,   Acts,   1920. 
An    Act    to    Place    Certain    Employees    of    the 
Election   Department   of   the   City   of   Bos- 
ton Under  the  Civil  Service  Law. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  All  appointments  to  the  posi- 
tion of  assistant  registrar  of  voters  in  Boston 
for  regular  and  permanent  assignment  to 
work  in  the  office  of  the  election  department 
of  said  city  shall  hereafter  be  subject  to  the 
civil  service  laws  and  regulations,  and  the 
present  and  future  incumbents  of  the  said 
positions  shall  hold  office  until  removed  in 
accordance  with  the  laws  relating  to  civil 
service  employees.  The  present  incumbents 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  protection  of  the  said 
laws   and   regulations  without  examination. 

Sect.  2.  To  be  eligible  for  appointment  to 
the  position  aforesaid  under  section  eighty  of 
chapter  eight  hundred  and  thirty-five  of  the 
acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  an  ap- 
plicant for  civil  service  examination  shall  file 
with  the  civil  service  commission  a  certifi- 
cate signed  by  a  member  of  the  board  of 
election  commissioners  of  said  city  of  the 
same  political  party  affiliation  as  the  appli- 
cant, which  shall  certify  to  the  applicant's 
enrollment  in  the  said  party  for  the  three 
consecutive  years  next  preceding  the  date  of 
his  application. 

Sect.  3.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  affect  the 
appointment  or  employment  of  assistant 
registrars  of  voters  who  are  per  diem  em- 
ployees and  appointed  for  outside  ward  regis- 
tration work,  or  employed  in  .the  office  of 
said  department  for  temporary  work  not  ex- 
ceeding thirty  days  in  any  one  year. 

Sect.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
acceptance  by  the  City  Council  of  the  said 
city,   subject   to   the  provisions   of   its   charter.

President  WATSON— Mr.  President,  the  order 
just  read  by  the  Clerk  meets  with  my  full 
indorsement  and,  I  believe,  just  as  full  an 
indorsement  by  all  the  members  of  this  Coun- 
cil and  the  public  generally.  J.  Alfred  Mitchell 
has  been  a  faithful  servant  of  the  City  of 
Boston  for  many,  many  years.  I  doubt  if 
there  is  a  more  popular  or  more  conscientious 
employee  of  the  city  either  in  a  small  job 
or  a  large  job  than  that  self-same  gentleman. 
He  has  seen  fit,  for  reasons  best  known  to 
himself,  to  sever  his  connection  with  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  by  so  doing  the  city 
and  its  people  are  the  losers.  Mr.  Mitchell, 
in  my  opinion,  is  the  most  conscientious  gentle- 
man who  ever  had  his  name  upon  the  pay 
roll  of  the  City  of  Boston,  courteous,  pleasant, 
agreeable,  and  willing  at  all  times  to  serve  any 
and  all  people  who  might  call  upon  him  for 
information,  advice  or  on  matters  of  business. 
I  was  waited  upon  by  a  member  of  his  depart- 
ment, who  told  me  that  a  handsome  thing 
could  be  done  by.  me  and  the  Council  and  by 
the  city  as  a  whole  if  a  resolution  calling  upon 
the  Legislature  to  pass  an  act  enabling  the 
City  of  Boston,  if  in  its  wisdom  it  saw  fit, 
to   pay  a  pension  to  Mr.   Mitchell.      The  gentle- 
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man  asked  me  if  I  would  sleep  on  the  matter 
over  night  and  give  my  decision.  Immedi- 
ately, I  said  "I  am  ready  with  mv  answer 
now,  and  the  answer  is,  yes,  I  will  do  it," 
but  with  one  proviso,  that  I  am  not  doing 
something  contrary  to  the  wishes  of  the  gentle- 
man who  may  he  the  beneficiary  of  the  order, 
and  that  before  I  would  consider  doing  it  I  would 
consult  with  him.  I  consulted  with  the  City 
Auditor  and,  in  his  frank,  good,  old-fashioned 
manner,  hs  told  me  he  did  not  seek  a  pension. 
I  asked  him  if  he  would  veto  the  proposition 
if  the  Council  felt  we  should  do  it,  and  his 
answer  was,  "It  is  a  very  handsome  thing, 
and  I  will  leave  it  entirely  to  the  judgment 
of  the  Council."  As  a  result  of  that  inter- 
view and  as  a  result  of  the  faithful  services 
given  to  the  City  of  Boston  by  J.  Alfred 
Mitchell  in  several  capacities,  but  in  the  last 
capacity  as  City  Auditor,  there  is  no  matter 
I  can  look  back  upon  with  more  satisfaction 
and  feel  better  satisfied  for  having  done,  or 
in  trying  to  do,  than  the  act  I  am  now 
asking  this  Council  to  unanimously  agree  with 
me  should  be  the  position  of  the  City  of 
Boston  concerning  a  good  clean,  faithful,  de- 
voted city  official  in  the  pei-son  of  J.  Alfred 
Mitchell.  Mr.  President,  I  ask  the  unanimous 
consent  that  the  rule  be  suspended  that  it 
may  pass  at  this   time. 

The    rule  was   suspended   and   the   order   was 
passed. 


President  WATSON    in   the   chair. 


RECESS    TAKEN. 

The  Council  voted  at  2.50  p.  m.,  on  motion 
of  Coun.  LANE,  to  take  a  recess  subject  to 
the    call    of    the    President. 

The  members  of  the  Council  reassembled  in 
the  chamber  and  were  called  to  order  by  the 
President    at    4.30    p.    m. 


EXECUTIVE    COMMITTEE    REPORTS. 

Coun.  MORIARTY,  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee,   submitted    the    following,    viz. : 

1.  Report  on  petition  of  Amelia  Burnham 
( referred  today )  for  permit  for  children  under 
fifteen  years  of  age  to  appear  at  the  Copley- 
Plaza  ballroom,  December  19 — that  permit  be 
granted. 

Report  accepted  ;  permit  granted  on  the 
usual    conditions. 

2.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor,  communi- 
cation and  order  (referred  today)  for  appro- 
priation of  $61,732.68  from  income  from  Park- 
man  Fund  for  improvements  on  Park  and 
Common — that    the    order    ought    to   pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question 
came  on  the  passage  of  this  order. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  can  I 
hear  that  matter  read  again?  I  think  I  was 
not  in  the  executive  session  when  it  was 
discussed. 

(The    clerk    read    the    order.) 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  receive  some  information  relative  to 
that   proposition. 

President  WATSON— The  Chair  will  state 
that  the  information  was  in  the  hands  of  the 
Executive    Committee. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— I  would  like  to  ask  who 
had    the    information. 

President  WATSON — It  was  presented  by 
information  from  the  Mayor  and  from  the 
Park  Department  before  the  committee.  It 
may  be  that  the  men  who  weren't  present 
when    that    was    considered    

Coun.  DONOGHUE — Mr.  Chairman,  I  was 
not  present  when  it  was  considered.  I  think 
that  matters  of  thousands  of  dollars  are  passed 
here   altogether   too   hastily. 

President  WATSON— The  Chair  will  enter- 
tain   any    motion. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— I  move  that  the  mattei 
be   referred   to   the   Executive   Committee. 

President  WATSON — If  there  is  no  objec- 
tion, the  vote  concerning  the  acceptance  of  the 
committee's  report  will  be  suspended,  and  the 
question  now  is  on  recommending  the  order 
to  the  Executive  Committee. 


Coun.  DONOGHUE— I  think  the  matter 
ought  to  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee because  the  income  from  the  Parkman 
Fund  is  a  great  deal  of  money.  This  amount 
here  is  something  like  sixty-one  thousand  dol- 
lars^ if  I  understand  correctly.  I  have  been 
looking  over  some  of  the  reports  that  have 
been  submitted  from  the  Park  Department 
in  connection  with  the  work  done  by  their 
department,  and  there  have  been  thousands 
upon  thousands  of  dollars  used  to  put  in  all 
kinds  of  criss-cross  walks  through  the  Boston 
Common  until  today  it  is  practically  a  grano- 
lithic surface.  It  looks  to  me  as  though  they 
were  trying  to  find  how  many  different  kinds 
of  walks  they  can  place  through  the  Common, 
and  it  looks  like  a  checker  board  today.  There 
are  about  fifteen  different  kinds  of  walks 
changed  every  year.  It  is  very  near  time  that 
some  sort  of  a  comprehensive  program  was 
carried  out  in  connection  with  the  laying  of 
new  walks  through  Boston  Common.  I  think 
the  same  thing  applies  to  the  expenditure  of 
the  Parkman  Fund.  Simply  and  solely  be- 
cause of  the  fact  there  is  so  much  money  to 
be  spent  isn't  any  reason  why  the  City  of 
Boston  must  go  out  and  spend  it  without  any 
program,  without  any  knowledge  of  what  it 
is  to  be  spent  for.  Here  we  have  a  great  in- 
come that  has  come  to  the  city  from  the 
Parkman  Fund.  Since  I  have  been  a  mem- 
ber of  this  Council  I  have  had  it  told  to  me 
time  after  time  that  this  money  must  be 
appropriated  in  order  that  we  can  spend  it  for 
matters  of  this  kind.  I  don't  think  that  is  so. 
I  believe  that  this  money  from  the  Parkman 
Fund,  if  it  isn't  necessary  to  be  used  for  the 
various  purposes  such  as  it  has  been  used  for, 
we  ought  to  take  that  money  and  apply  it  to 
the  reduction  of  the  city  debt,  or  some  other 
purpose  instead  of  just  simply  and  solely,  be- 
cause of  the  fact  that  there  is  so  much  money 
provided  as  income  from  the  Parkman  Fund, 
to  spend  it.  I  think  if  this  is  a  financial 
business  policy  then  I  am  absolutely  opposed 
to   it   and    disagree   with    it. 

Coun.  HAGAN— Mr.  President. 
President  WATSON.— Coun.  HAGAN. 
Coun.  HAGAN — If  the  gentleman's  disposi- 
tion of  mind  is  that  he  would  like  to  see 
this  money  diverted  to  city  debt  requirements, 
I  think  it  would  perhaps  be  just  as  well  to 
enlighten  him  that  under  the  provisions  of 
the  will  that  it  is  absolutely  impossible  as 
the  money  is  to  be  spent  entirely  and  solely 
on   parks   existing   at   that   time. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  have 
heard  that  statement  before,  and  I  absolutely 
disagree  with  it.  I  say  that  in  my  opinion 
that  that  money  can  be  diverted  to  other 
city  uses,  and  that  is  my  opinion,  and  I  would 
like  to  find  out  from  the  law  department  as 
to  whether  or  not  that  opinion  is  correct. 
The  statement  has  been  made  around  here 
since  I  have  been  in  the  Council  that  it  can 
only  be  used  for  some  specific  purpose,  but  I 
disagree  with  it.  I  have  been  led  to  believe 
that  my  contention  is  right,  and  that  it  can 
be  used  for  other  purposes.  Just  how  to  get 
about  it,  through  the  legal  mesh  that  sur- 
rounds it,  I  am  not  a  lawyer,  and  I  don't 
know  just  how  to  go  about  it,  but  I  am  con- 
vinced of  the  fact  that  it  can  be  used  for 
other  purposes. 

President  WATSON— For  the  benefit  of  the 
gentleman  who  has  just  spoken  the  Chair 
thinks  perhaps  that  if  it  is  brought  to  his 
attention  he  will  realize  that  the  Parkman 
Fund  is  different  from  any  other  city  activity 
so  far  as  finances  are  concerned.  The  money 
was  left  for  specific  purposes,  the  income  to 
be  expended  on  parks  in  vogue  at  the  time 
of  the  will,  at  the  time  of  the  death  of  the 
one  who  left  the  money,  and  that  any  money 
or  income  not  used  goes  back,  properly  and 
legally  I  have  been  told  several  times  by 
everybody  from  whom  I  inquired  about  it,  into 
the  general   fund. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  if  the 
gentleman  who  makes  this  motion  desires 
further  time  in  which  to  ascertain  how  this 
fund  may  be  used  ;I  have  no  objection  except 
that  this  appropriation  of  income  from  the 
Parkman     Fund,     roughly     speaking,     amounts 
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to  about  $200,000  a  year.  That  comes  in  at 
different  times  during  the  year,  being  paid  into 
the  city  treasury.  If  this  money  or  income 
isn't  used  before  the  end  of  the  calendar  year 
it  reverts  to  the  principal.  Therefore,  action 
by  this  Council  is  necessary  if  it  desires  to 
use  the  income  prior  to  the  1st  of  January. 
I  don't  think  on  further  reflection  or  investi- 
gation he  will  find,  Mr.  President,  that  this 
income  can  be  used  except  for  the  improve- 
ment and  maintaining  of  playgrounds  and 
parks  in  existence  at  the  time  of  the  execu- 
tion of  Mr.  Parkman's  will  which,  as  I  remem- 
ber it,  was  in  1'888.  If  the  gentleman  wants 
more  time  to  look  into  that,  I  have  no  objec- 
tion although  I  will  insist  that  action  be  had 
at  the  next  meeting.  I  think  it  is  a  merited 
criticism,  and  I  made  it  in  the  committee, 
that  this  money  which  amounts  to  about 
$200,000  a  year  ought  to  be  spent  in  accord- 
ance with  some  plan  so  that  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  may  know  about  how  the  money 
is  to  be  spent  rather  than  coming  in  from 
time  to  time  and  expecting  the  Council  to  pass 
immediately  on  the  plan.  In  other  words, 
there  ought  to  be  a  budget  every  year  as  to 
the   expenditure    of    this    $200,000. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  agree 
with  Coun.  Collins  absolutely  in  what  he  says. 
I  think  both  of  us  are  favorable  to  the  same 
proposition.  I  am  troubled,  I  frankly  con- 
fess it,  because  of  the  fact  that,  as  he  says, 
there  is  something  like  $200,000  a  year  spent 
out  of  the  Parkman  Fund.  Two  hundred 
thousand  dollars  a  year  is  considerable  of  an 
item,  in  city  finances,  and  we  ought  to  have 
some  program  as  to  how  the  money  is  to  be 
spent,  instead  of  when  they  feel  like  sending 
in  an  order  appropriating  part  of  that  amount 
and  telling  you,  practically,  that  vou  can  con- 
sider it  for  two  or  three  minutes  and  then 
pass  on  it,  without  any  knowledge,  without 
anybody  knowing  anything  about  it.  They 
tell  you  you  have  either  got  to  pass  it  or 
you  are  not  going  to  be  able  to  have  it,  so 
that  you  are  really  in  a  quandary  as  to  what 
to  do.  You  don't  want  to  lose  the  benefit  of 
the  money  for  the  city,  and  still  on  the  other 
hand  you  hastily  pass  a  large  sum  of  money 
without  actually  knowing  what  it  is  to  be 
spent  for,  or  what  means  are  contemplated 
and  without  any  program  whatsoever  being 
laid  out  or  submitted  to  the  Council  as  to 
what  use  it  is  to  be  put  to.  I  feel  we  ought 
to  have  at  least  some  sort  of  an  investigation 
as  to  the  program  that  is  contemplated,  for 
those  in  charge  of  the  Parkman  Fund,  not 
alone  for  this  year  but  for  every  year.  As 
I  stated  sometime  ago  in  previous  remarks,  it 
can  be  diverted  to  other  uses.  That  might  be 
so,  or  it  might  not  be  so,  I  am  not  prepared 
to  say  absolutely  that  it  is  so.  However,  I 
have  been  led  to  believe  that  the  money  from 
the  Parkman  Fund  in  the  past  has  been  di- 
verted to  uses  other  than  the  will  specified 
that  it  should  be  used  for.  I  think  there 
is  a  possibility  that  the  moneys  appropriated 
might  be  diverted  to  other  uses  that  might  be 
of  some  value  to  the  city  other  than  the  pur- 
poses for  which  this  money  is  being  expended. 
Therefore,  I  hope  it  will  be  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee  and  we  will  receive  some 
further  enlightenment  in  the  entire  proposi- 
tion. 

The  motion  to  recommit  to  the  Executive 
Committee  was  carried. 

3.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor,  communi- 
cation and  order  (referred  today),  accepting 
gift  of  $1,000  from  J.  Harleston  Parker  for 
medal  for  architecture — that  the  order  ought 
to   pass.

Report  accepted ;  order  passed,  yeas  5, 
nays  2,  Coun.  COLLINS  and  HAGAN  voting 
nay.

Tuesday,   December   6,   1921. 

Meeting  of  the  City  Council,  in  the  Council 
Chamber,  City  Hall,  at  two  o'clock  p.  m.,  to 
continue  the  hearing  in  regard  to  the  pro- 
posed garbage  contract. 

Miss  I.  B.  Gilbreth,  representing  the  South 
End  Women's  Club,  protested  against  the 
approval  of  the  proposed  contract.  She  felt 
that  it  was  not  specific  enough  and  that  the 
city  would  probably  get  no  better  service 
under  it  than  it  is  getting  at  the  present 
time.  The  association  approves  of  the  re- 
duction process,  but  feels  that  the  city  should 
own  its  own  plant. 

Public  Works  Commissioner  Thomas  F.  Sulli- 
van spoke  of  the  abnormal  conditions  which 
had  existed  during  the  last  few  years,  which 
had  caused  the  present  contractor  to  try  to 
throw  up  his  contract  and  forfeit  his  bond. 
He  had  not  been  allowed  to  do  this,  because 
the  commissioner  felt  that  the  continuance 
of  the  work  by  the  city  would  involve  too 
heavy  expense.  The  Mayor's  committee  held 
nineteen  meetings  and  had  an  examination 
made  of  the  books  of  the  present  contractor  ; 
appointed  an  engineer-secretary  and  sent  him 
to  twenty-five  or  thirty  of  the  largest  cities 
in  the  country  to  investigate  method  of  dis- 
posal. The  result  was  the  report  made  by 
that  committee.  As  for  publicity  in  the  mat- 
ter, the  commissioner  pointed  out  the  fact 
that  it  had  been  commented  upon  and  set 
forth  at  more  or  less  length  in  all  the  lead- 
ing engineering  journals  of  the  country. 
Every  recognized  expert  in  the  handling  and 
disposing  of  garbage  and  refuse  knew  the 
entire  story.  Because  of  high  wages  and 
prices  the  contractor  has  been  losing  between 
$20,000    and    $25,000    a    month.      The    commis- 


sioner did  not  try  to  defend  garbage  col- 
lection in  the  city.  More  frequent  collec- 
tions are  desirable,  but  it  would  require  more 
money  to  make  them,  and  the  necessary 
money  has  not  been  furnished.  Educational 
and  other  methods  would  probably  also  be 
adopted  which  would  result  in  better  separa- 
tion of  garbage  from  other  refuse.  But  that 
is  a  difficult  question  to  deal  with.  You  can- 
not arrest  a  whole  community,  and  neglect 
in  this  matter  at  present  is  general.  The 
commissioner  felt  that  the  dumping  situation 
would  be  much  better  in  the  future,  and  that 
Coleman  Brothers,  a  highly  responsible  con- 
cern, would  live  up  to  the  terms  of  their 
contract.  The  reason  for  extra  cost  of  gar- 
bage collection  in  Boston  is  that  Boston  does 
much  more  than  is  done  in  any  of  the  other 
large  cities,  the  men  going  into  back  yards 
and  cellars  to  handle  the  stuff,  whereas  in 
other  cities  private  individuals  are  expected 
to  deliver  the  refuse  at  the  curb.  As  for  tho 
present  contractor,  the  Commissioner  thought 
that  until  within  a  fw  years  he  had  done  a 
wonderful  job,  but  that  since  then  condi- 
tions had  been  against  him,  so  much  so  that 
he  "would  have  withdrawn  and  forfeited  his 
bond  had  he  been  allowed  to  do  so.  Mr.  E.  B. 
Rich,  representing  the  Boston  Hotel  Associa- 
tion, criticised  the  situation  that  had  pre- 
vented the  hotelkeepers  from  delivering  the 
cream  of  the  gaAage  to  their  own  outside 
farms  or  to  outside  farmers,  a  situation  which 
he  was  now  glad  to  say  had  been  remedied 
by  the  passage  of  a  law  in  the  last  session 
of  the  Legislature  which  allows  the  hotels  to 
dispose  of  their  garbage  in  that  way  and  have 
it    transported   through    the   city. 

Major  Irwin  S.  Obsorn,  advisory  engineer 
employed  by  Coleman  Brothers,  said  it  was 
perfectly  feasible  for  Coleman  Brothers  to 
carry  out  the  proposad  contract  in  a  proper 
manner,  and  that  their  reputation  was  such 
that  he  felt  that  they  would  do  it.  The  con- 
tract itself,  too,  had  teeth  in  it  so  there  was 
no  doubt  that  it  would  be  enforced.  He  de- 
scribed the  process  which  was  to  be  employed. 


The    hearing    was    adjourned   to   Wednesday, 
December  7,   at  two  o'clock  p.  m. 
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Wednesday,  December   7,    1921. 

Meeting  of  the  City  Council,  in  the  Council 
Chamber,  City  Hall,  at  2  p.  m..  President 
WATSON  in  the  chair,  and  a  quorum  pres- 
ent. The  meeting  was  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  a  continued  hearing  on  the  matter 
of  the  proposed  contract  with  Coleman  Broth- 
ers   for    the    disposal    of    refuse. 

Health  Commissioner  William  C.  Woodward 
urged  the  adoption  of  the  contract  in  its  pres- 
ent form,  looking  to  responsibility  for  results 
rather  than  to  particular  devices  or  details 
which  might  lead  to  discussion  and  con- 
troversy. He  believed  that  there  should  be 
a  responsible  representative  of  the  city  on 
Spectacle  Island  at  all  times  ;  that  much  might 
be  done  in  the  way  of  proper  separation  by 
citizens  through  persuasion,  co-operation  and 
the  appointment  of  additional  inspectors,  and 
that  only  occasional  prosecutions  would  be 
necessary. 

Mr.  Ransom  Rowe,  representing  the  New 
England  Contractors  Association,  and  the  head 
of  the  Rowe  Contracting  Company,  thought 
Coleman  Brothers  were  to  be  much  com-- 
mended  for  their  courage  and  nerve  in  mak- 
ing the  proposal  they  did.  His  own  concern 
had  loked  into  the  matter  and  had  given  it 
up.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  thing  was  so 
well  advertised  all  over  the  country  through 
the  trade  papers  that  everybody  at  all  in- 
terested had  ample  opportunity  to  know  about 
it.  He  spoke  in  terms  of  highest  commenda- 
tion of  the  responsibility  and  standing  of 
Coleman  Brothers. 

Thomas  J.  Kennv,  Esq..,  representing  the 
Committee  on  Municipal  and  Metropolitan  Af- 
fairs of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  submit- 
ted for  that  committee  a  report  setting  forth 
the  results  of  study  of  the  proposition,  and 
embodying  at  the-  end  the  following  recom- 
mendations : 

Recommendations. 

"Your  committee  suggests  that  the  Cham- 
ber make  the  following  recommendations  to 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  regarding  the 
disposal    of   municipal    waste : 

"I.  The  proposed  contract  with  Coleman 
Brothers,  now  pending  before  City  Council, 
be   rejected. 

"II.  The  city  secure  the  services  of  recog- 
nized sanitary  engineers  of  national  reputa- 
tion experienced  in  the  treatment  of  city 
waste,  a  careful  study  be  made  by  these 
engineers  of  present  methods  of  separation, 
collection  and  disposal ;  and  recommendations 
be  submitted  showing  how  the  most  approved 
methods  now  known  and  practiced  may  be 
applied,  with  a  view  to  making  such  changes 
as  will  secure  for  the  city  the  best  methods 
for  efficient  and  sanitary  treatment  of  its 
waste,  and  will  bring  separation,  collection 
and  disposal  into  closer  relations  with  each 
other. 

"III.  Pending  the  report  of  the  engineers, 
no   contract   be  entered   into. 

"IV.  Particular  attention  be  paid  to  a 
study  of  the  following  : 

"1.  Means  for  strict  enforcement  of  present 
sanitary  ordinances,  or  such  changes  in  the 
ordinances  as  are  required  to  make  them 
consistent  with   approved  methods   of  disposal. 


"2.  Means  for  securing  more  frequent  and 
more  efficient  collection  service,  with  special 
reference  to  the  advisability  of  abandoning 
contract  collection  and  adopting  uniform  col- 
lection  by   city   forces. 

"3.  Whether  the  interest  of  the  city  would 
be  better  served  by  the  ownership  of  an  up-to- 
date  reduction  plant  by  the  city,  and  contract 
operation. 

"4.  Whether  refuse  disposal  should  be  di- 
vorced from  garbage  disposal  and  handled  by 
separate    contract    or    by    city    operation. 

"5.  Whether  it  is  advisable  for  the  city  to 
obligate  itself  definitely  in  a  disposal  con- 
tract to  collect  garbage  and  refuse  as  provided 
in   the   city  ordinances. 

"6.  If  it  is  recommended  that  the  city  pro- 
ceed under  the  present  plan  of  private  owner- 
ship and  operation',  whether  the  following  pro- 
visions  should   be  made  : 

"(a.)  Ai-bitration  of  prices  in  any  long- 
term  contract,  after  the  first  half  of  the  term 
has    been    completed. 

"(b.)  Absolute  prohibition  against  dump- 
ing of  garbage  mixed  with  refuse  :  and  specific 
provisions  in  the  contract  for  incineration, 
or  the  so-called  'land-fill'  method  of  disposal, 
of  all  material  which  is  delivered  to  the  dis- 
posal   contractor    unseparated. 

"(c.)  Better  protection  for  the  city  in 
eliminating  odors  and  in  securing  sanitary 
operation  at  the  reduction  plant,  by  means 
of  such  provisions  in  the  contract  as  more 
detailed  specifications  or  the  requirements  that 
recognized  methods  shall  be  used,  or  that 
methods  shall  be  changed  if  found  unsatis- 
factory." 

Miss  Anna  M.  Niland  of  East  Boston  ob- 
jected to  the  conditions  which  had  been  in 
force  in  the  last  ten  years  at  the  East  Boston 
dump  and  strenuously  opposed  any  chance  of 
their  continuance.  They  have  resulted  in 
nuisance  and  sickness  in  the  district.  The 
present  contract  was  supposed  to  protect  citi- 
zens against  such  conditions,  but  has  not  done 
so,  and  the  citizens  seriously  doubt  whether 
the  pi'oposed  contract  will  offer  any  protection. 
They  feel  also  that  a  contract  for  as  long 
a  term  as  ten  years  is  unwise ;  that  there 
should  be  the  fullest  investigation  and  that 
every  means  should  be  adopted  to  protect  the 
people  of  the  district  in  the  event  of  the  con- 
tinuance  of    dumping    of   the    refuse   there. 

Mrs.  Robert  A.  Woods,  for  the  Women's 
Municipal  League,  counseled  delay  and  further 
consideration  of  the  whole  matter,  feeling 
particularly  that  the  matter  of  dumps  is  not 
adequately  covered  in  the  proposed  contract. 
At  the  present  time  there  is  also  lack  of  men 
for  co-operation  between  the  different  depart- 
ments in  the  matter  of  dealing  with  nuisances, 
with  the  result  that  one  complaining  to  one 
department  is  apt  to  be  sent  along  to  another. 
There  should  be  a  definite  placing  of  respon- 
sibility. 

Mrs.  Amelia  Massa,  representing  the  Black- 
inton  Mothers'  Club,  repeated  her  objection, 
as  stated  at  previous  hearings,  to  contnuance 
of  the  nuisance  conditions  at  the  East  Boston 
dump. 

Mr.  William  H.  Sayward,  as  secretary  of  the 
Master  Builders'  Association  and  individually, 
spoke  in  high  terms  of  the  reputation,  stand- 
ing and  responsibility  of  Coleman   Brothers. 

Commissioner  Thomas  F.  Sullivan  submitted 
reading  matter  from  trade  magazines — "Pub- 
lic Works"  and  the  "Engineering  News- 
Record" — showing  that  ample  publicity  in  the 
matter  of  the  proposed  contract  had  been 
given   to   the  trade. 


The   meeting    was    adjourned    at    5.05    p.   m., 
to  Friday,   December  9,   at  2  p.  m. 
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Friday,  December  9,  1921. 

Meeting  of  the  City  Council,  held  in  the 
Council  Chamber,  City  Hall,  at  two  o'clock 
p.  m.,  President  Watson  in  the  chair  and  a 
quorum  present.  The  meeting  was  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  a  continued  hearing  on  the 
matter  of  the  proposed  contract  with  Coleman 
Brothers   for   the   disposal   of   refuse. 

Commissioner  Thomas  F.  Sullivan  said  that 
the  lack  of  separation,  which  had  been  com- 
plained of  at  length,  was  largely  a  matter  of 
nonobservance  and  lack  of  enforcement  of 
existing  regulations,  which  could  only  be  en- 
forced through  an  adequate  appropriation  of 
money  for  inspectors,  and  so  forth,  and 
through  the  education  and  co-operation  of  the 
public.  He  felt  that  the  Coleman  contract 
was  a  good  one  for  the  city  to  enter  into  and 
that  it  meant  the  saving  of  considerable  money 
to  the  city  as  compared  with  the  bid  of  the 
present  contractor.  As  for  the  matter  having 
been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  trade 
throughout  the  country,  he  repeated  that  this 
had  been  done  through  the  reading  columns 
of  the  leading  trade  journals.  He  felt  that 
if  the  city  were  to  take  advantage  of  its  op- 
tion and  piovide  the  plant,  and  get  a  con- 
tractor to  run  it,  there  would  be  a  divided  re- 
sponsibility which  should  not  exist  in  such  a 
contract ;  that  if  the  city  is  going  to  own  the 
plant  it  should  operate  it ;  if  the  contractor 
is  going  to  operate  the  plant  he  should  own  it. 

Maj.  Irwin  S.  Osborn,  the  consulting 
engineer  of  Coleman  Brothers,  felt  that  the 
matter  of  collection  and  separation  was  really 
up  to  the  city.  As  for  municipal  operation,  he 
said  that,  while  there  were  cases  of  good  and 
bad  operation  by  municipalities,  he  knew  of 
no  municipally  operated  plant,  which  could 
not  be  operated  more  economically  under  pri- 
vate operation.  The  city  must  satisfy  itself 
whether  it  can  go  out  and  operate  in  a  busi- 
ness way  on  the  same  basis  that  a  private 
company  can  operate.  The  fundamental  fact 
is  that  not  one  -of  the  municipal  entei-prises 
has  been  able  to  show  the  low  operating  re- 
sults  shown   under   private   operation. 

Mr.  John  F.  Coleman,  of  Coleman  Brothers, 
stated  the  history  of  his  company  that  the 
business    had    been    built    up    for    twenty-five 


years  and  that  the  keynote  had  been  for  serv- 
ice and  the  performance  of  its  agreement,  and 
that  the  company  proposed  to  carry  out  the 
contract  in  a  proper  manner  in  this  case.  He 
felt  that  his  company  could  do  the  job  to  the 
entire  satisfaction  of  the  people  of  Boston, 
stating  that  it  is  a  Boston  concern  and  that 
it  takes  pride  in  the  city.  He  also  stated  that 
there  are  ways  to  eliminate  odors  or  reduce 
them  to  a  minimum  on  dumps,  and  that  he 
would  certainly  employ  those  ways. 

Mr.  Guy  C.  Emerson  appeared  for  the  Fi- 
nance Commission,  and  stated  that  the  com- 
mission had  found  in  an  investigation  noth- 
ing to  indicate  dishonesty,  interference  or  in- 
fluence in  connection  with  the  work  of  the 
committee  appointed  by  Mayor  Peters.  He 
said  that  members  of  the  Chamber  and 
others  had  an  opportunity,  if  they  had  wished 
to  do  so,  to  appear  before  the  Mayor's  com- 
mittee and  state  their  views  in  regard  to  the 
matter,  that  if  they  had  asked  to  be  heard 
they  would  have  been  welcomed.  The  recom- 
mendations of  the  committee  of  the  Chamber, 
at  least  by  inference,  insult  the  intelligence 
of  all  the  members  of  the  Mayor's  committee 
and  the  technical  skill  of  Professor  Turner, 
Doctor  Woodward  and  the  speaker.  The 
work  of  the  Mayor's  committee  was  carried 
on  simply  with  the  idea  of  finding  out  what 
"was  the  best  result  in  the  interests  of  the 
city  and  the  citizens,  and  the  report  was 
the  report  of  representative  men,  and  of 
men  who  sought  the  best  advice  obtainable 
before  forming  a  judgment.  He  felt  that 
much  of  the  complaint  of  violation  of  the  city 
ordinances  with  regard  to  separation  is  be- 
cause of  the  character  of  the  receptacles  in 
which  the  materials   are  kept. 

Mr.  F.  W.  Merrick,  representing  the  Cham- 
ber, asked  that  time  be  allowed  to  digest  what 
had  been  put  in  and  to  make  such  answer 
as   deemed  advisable. 

Mr.  Thomas  J.  Giblin,  representing  the  East 
Boston  Realty  Association,  repeated  the  ob- 
jections he  had  stated  at  a  previous  hearing 
to  the  manner  in  which  dumping  was  done  in 
East  Boston,  but  said  that  he  had  somewhat 
modified  his  views,  feeling  that  if  something 
could  be  done  which  improved  the  condition 
of  the  material  dumped,  that  the  dumping 
itself  might  be  of  service,  to  the  community 
in  adding  available  land  to  the  section.  He 
did  feel,  however,  that  stricter  safeguards 
should  be  imposed  on  the  dumping,  so  that 
the  nuisance  now  existing  should  not  continue. 

The  hearing  was  adjourned  to  5.40  p.  m., 
to  Wednesday,  December  14,  at  two  o'clock 
p.   m. 
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Wednesday,   December  14,   1921. 

Meeting  of  the  City  Council,  held  in  the 
Council  Chamber,  City  Hall,  at  two  o'clock  p.  m., 
President  "WATSON  in  the  chair  and  a  quorum 
present.  The  meeting  was  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  a  continued  hearing  on  the  matter  of 
the  proposed  contract  with  Coleman  Brothers 
for  the  disposal  of  refuse. 

Mr.  F.  W.  Merrick  appeared  for  the  United 
Improvement  Association,  and  said  that  today 
he  was  not  speaking  for  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  which  was  working  upon  the 
problem  and  which  intended  to  submit  some- 
thing later.  He  stated  that  in  anything  he 
liad  said,  either  personally  or  in  a  repre- 
sentative character,  no  reflection  on  the  hon- 
esty of  the  men  interested  in  the  contract 
could  be  implied,  and  that  no  ear  was  given 
to  any  rumors  of  graft.  The  men  are  widely 
and  well  known,  and  everybody  holds  them  in 
the  highest  honor  and  respect,  and  this  in- 
cludes Coleman  Brothers,  the  Mayor's  com- 
mittee, the  Mayor  and  the  opponents  of  this 
measure.  All  are  working  for  the  common 
welfare  and  everybody  feels  that  they  are 
giving  their  best.  But  it  is  felt  that  the  sit- 
uation is  one  that  requires  very  careful  study, 
and  that  it  is  very  questionable  whether  as  a 
matter  of  public  policy  such  a  long-term  con- 
tract is  to  be  entered  into  at  this  time  with- 
out most  earnest  thought  and  consideration. 
While  not  questioning  the  good  faith  of  the 
men  favoring  the  proposed  contract,  we  do 
question  their  judgment.  It  is  a  one-sided 
contract,  and  such  a  contract  is  never  for 
the  advantage  of  either  party.  The  one  party 
evades  his  duty  and  the  other  party  has  to 
charge  extra  for  the  risk,  and  you  do  not  get 
the  job  you  should  in  either  case,  as  any  man 
with  business  experience  knows.  He  believed 
it  would  be  for  the  advantage  of  the  city  to 
own  an  efficient  plant  for  the  handling  of 
the  job,  because  under  present  conditions  we 
buy  the  plant  periodically  •  and  never  own  it, 
and  it  is  not  for^the  advantage  for  any  one  to 
give  us  an  efficient  plant.  There  is  a  serious 
question  whether  the  city  should  attempt  to 
operate ;  but  if  you  have  an  efficient  plant  it 
can.  if  necessary,  be  operated  by  the  city  for 
a  year  or  two,  and  the  city  can  then  make  up 
its  mind  whether  it  is  better  to  do  the  work 
in  that  way.  The  Improvement  Association 
does  feel  that  the  proposed  price  under  the 
contract  is  excessive  and  that  no  long-time 
contract  should  be  made  under  such  abnormal 
conditions  as  exist  at  present.  It  might  be 
well,  if  a  ten-year  contract  is  to  be  made,  to 
pi-ovide  in  it  that  there  shall  be  a  revision  of 
price  by  arbitration  at  the  end  of  five  years. 
Mr.  H.  S.  Upham,  for  the  South  End  Im- 
provement Society,  felt  that  a  great  deal  more 
study  should  be  given  to  the  subject  before 
entering  into  such  a  contract  as  that  pro- 
posed. There  are  alternatives,  some  of  which 
were  suggested  in  the  reports  of  the  special 
committees  appointed  by  Mayor  Hibbard  some 
years  ago,   and   Mr.   Upnam  quoted  from  those 


reports.  If  dumping  is  to  be  done,  he  felt 
that  a  clause  should  be  inserted  in  the  contract 
compelling  the  bidder  to  cover  over  any  refuse 
or  material  that  might  be  deposited  on  any  in- 
land dump,  with  the  approval  of  the  Health 
Commissioner,  at  least  two  feet  deep  with 
clean,  dry  ashes,  or  clean,  dry  dirt,  gravel  or 
loam.  That  might  in  a  measure  eliminate  ex- 
isting nuisance  conditions  at  such  dumps,  al- 
though he  did  not  'know  whether  the  Health 
Commissioner  would  consider  it  an  absolute 
cure.  He  also  felt  that  the  method  in  vogue 
in  Buffalo,  Rochester,  Cleveland  and  some 
other  large  cities,  might  be  carefully  consid- 
ered. Buffalo,  for  instance,  has  maintained  a 
reclamation  plant  for  several  years  and  fur- 
nished steam  to  an  adjoining  pumping  station, 
and  that  plant,  he  understood,  paid  its  run- 
ning expenses,  besides  furnishing  labor  to 
men.  Then  there  is  the  New  Bedford  plant, 
a  drying  process,  "where  raw  garbage  col- 
lected by  contractors  is  put  through  a  heat- 
ing process  of  hot  air  which  dries  the  garbage 
sufficiently  so  that  it  can  be  packed  in  an 
adjoining  building,  or  a  portion  of  the  same 
building,  for  several  weeks  without  giving  an 
offensive  odor.  After  being  dried  it  is  re- 
duced to  merchantable  grease  by  the  Cobwell 
process.  So  there  are  available  processes 
which  would  eliminate  the  Spectacle  Island 
plant   entirely. 

In  answer  to  questions  by  Coun.  Hagan, 
Public  Works  Commissioner  Thomas  F.  Sulli- 
van said  that  while  the  suggestion  in  regard 
to  using  certain  parts  of  the  garbage  for  hog 
feeding  might  have  reduced  the  expense  un- 
der the  contract,  a  serious  question  arose 
whether,  in  hog  feeding  beyond  a  certain 
point,  an  additional  nuisance  in  connection 
with  the  hogs  themselves  might  not  arise. 
Also,  taking  into  consideration  the  condition 
in  which  much  of  the  garbage  is  received,  it 
is  unsafe  to  feed  it  to  hogs  or  to  any  other 
animals.  He  knew  of  no  big  city  in  the 
country  where  the  garbage  was  fed  to  hogs. 
No  matter  what  methods  are  adopted  for  dis- 
posal of  garbage,  there  will  be  complaints 
in  some  direction,  and  it  will  be  impos- 
sible to  eliminate  it.  Nobody  wants  a 
dump  or  an  incinerating  station  in  his 
neighborhood.  As  to  the  hog  feeding,  it  was 
tried  in  Baltimore,  and  in  the  present  year 
the  contractor  walked  off,  threw  up  the 
sponge,  and  most  of  the  hogs  died  overnight. 
The  garbage  piled  up  for  weeks  before  they 
could  dispose  of  it.  and  there  was  a  terrible 
condition,  so  that  they  are  going  to  put  in  a 
reduction    plant   the    1st   of   January. 

Sewall  C.  Brackett,  Esq.,  stated  for  the 
Coleman  Company  that  they  would  be  en- 
tirely willing  to  adopt  any  process  suggested 
either  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Mr. 
Merrick,  Mr.  Upham  or  anybody  else,  which 
they  will  file  in  the  form  of  a  letter,  which 
has  the  approval  of  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment. Anything  that  will  help  Mr.  Cole- 
man is  perfectly  willing  to  do,  no  matter  at 
whose  suggestion. 

A  letter  was  received  from  Thomas  J. 
Kenny,  Esq.,  on  behalf  of  the  special  com- 
mittee of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  having 
the  matter  in  charge,  requesting  further  op- 
portunity to  file  additional  information  in  a 
further  communication  before  the  Council 
passes  upon  the  proposed  contract  in  execu- 
tive session.

FINANCIAL    CONDITION    OF    CITY. 

The  following  was  received : 

Boston,   December    17,    1921. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council : 

Gentlemen, — On  April  26,  1921,  the  Finance 
Commission  reported  to  the  Mayor  that  on  the 
first  day  of  the  present  financial  year,  Feb- 
ruary 1,  1921,  the  City  of  Boston  owed 
$1,800,000  more  than  was  shown  by  the  books 
of  the  Auditing  Department,  and  recommended 
that  the  Mayor's  financial  statement  to  the 
City  Council  on  February  7,  1921,  to  the  effect 
that  the  city  had  a  surplus  of  $3,817,250.61 
at  the  beginning  of  this  financial  year,  be 
revised.  The  Mayor  replied  in  part  as  fol- 
lows : 


"The  point  to  be  emphasized  is,  that  the 
commission  in  its  ill-advised  communication 
failed  to  state  that  a  compliance  with  its 
contention  would  have  included  the  payment 
of  fourteen  months'  invoices  in  the  last  year 
as  well  as  thirteen  months'  payments  to  those 
employees    paid    on    a    monthly    basis.     .     .     . 

"In  this  connection  it  may  be  of  public 
interest  to  note,  that  the  commission's  state- 
ment was  further  in  error,  as  it  included 
over  $517,000  of  school  pay  rolls,  which,  under 
the  law,  could  not  in  any  event  be  paid  from 
the  surplus  stated,  as  the  expenses  of  the 
School  Department  are  separately  provided  for 
by   state   law." 

Thereafter  the  Finance  Gommission  con- 
tinued the  investigation  of  the  system  of  ac- 
counting of  the  City  Auditor's  department  and 
engaged  Patterson,  Teele  and  Dennis,  account- 
ants  and   auditors,   to    assist    it. 

The  following  facts  seem  now  well  estab- 
lished : 

1.  The  authority  given  the  treasurer  of  the 
city  to  pay  current  expenses  of  the  financial 
year  before  the  appropriations  for  the  year 
are  made  has  been  misused. 

2.  This  misuse  of  authority  by  the  treas- 
urer has  continued  for  twenty-five  years,  and 
has  .resulted  in  accumulating  a  present  undis- 
closed debt  of  more  than  $3,000,000,  for  the 
payment  of  which  no  provision  has  been  made. 

3.  The  Corporation  Counsel  has  rendered 
to  the  Finance  Commission  an  opinion  that 
this  misuse  of  city  funds  by  the  treasurer 
is   illegal. 

4.  This  illegal  use  of  funds — 

(a)  has  made  one  financial  year  overlap 
the  next ; 

(b)  has  made  it  possible  for  heads  of  de- 
partments at  the  end  of  .the  financial  year 
to  show  balances  of  unexpended  appropriations 
when    in    fact    no    such    balances    existed ; 

(c)  has  destroyed  the  effect  of  those  pro- 
visions of  the  charter  amendments  prohibit- 
ing expenditures  in  excess  of  appropriations 
and  especially  the  penalty  provided  in  section 
16    of    these    amendments  ; 

(d)  has  encouraged  extravagance  by  heads 
of   departments  ; 

(e)  and,  except  in  the  matter  of  salaries, 
has  rendered  the  segregated  budget  of  little 
or  no  effect. 

5.  The  city  had  no  surplus  at  the  end 
of  the  last  financial  year  and  has  had  none 
for  many  vears.  On  the  contrary,  for  Janu- 
ary next,  the  last  month  of  the  present  finan- 
cial year,  there  will  not  be  legally  available 
sufficient  funds  to  pay  the  current  bills  against 
the  city  and  the  salaries  of  the  city  officials 
and  employees.  Funds  for  these  purposes  can 
be  made  legally  available  only  by  action  of  the 
Legislature. 

6.  The  present  auditing  system  of  the  city 
is  a  cash  book  system,  with  the  result  that 
the  income  receivable  but  uncollected,  and 
liabilities  incurred  but  unpaid,  are  not  brought 
into  account  in  arriving  at  the  financial  con- 
dition  of  the   city   at  the   end   of   the  year. 

7.  It  does  not  disclose  the  actual  financial 
condition   of  the  city  at  any   time. 

•  8.  No  information  is  available  from  the 
auditor's  accounts  as  to  whether  or  not  any 
department  ends  its  financial  year  with  un- 
paid bills  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  its  au- 
thorized expenditures  under  the  budget. 

9.  The  monthly  pay  roll  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee for  January,  1921,  was  paid  with  money 
that  had  not  been  appropriated.  This  pay- 
ment was  not  regularly  entered  in  the  books 
of  the  city  until  February   1,   1921. 

The  comments  and  recommendations  of  Pat- 
terson, Teele  and  Dennis  and  the  opinion  of 
Corporation  Counsel  Hill  are  annexed  to  this 
report. 

The    Finance    Commission    recommends : 

1.  That  the  February  1st  draft  be  abolished 
and  the  City  Treasurer  be  directed  to  observe 
the  construction  given  by  the  Corporation 
Counsel    to    chapter    320    of   the    Acts    of    1889. 

2.  That  immediate  steps  be  taken  to  obtain 
authority,  if  possible,  from  the  Legislature  to 
provide  adequate  funds  to  meet  the  cost  of 
carrying  on  the  business  of  the  city  and 
county,     for     the     remainder    of    the     present 
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financial    year,    which    appears    to    be    the    only 
resources  left  for  the  present  predicament. 

3.  That  the  Mayor  inform  the  School  Com- 
mittee of  the  necessity  of  providing  similarly 
for  its  needs.

Appendix  A. 

Comments   and  Recommendations. 

Comments. 

The  present  accounting  system  of  the  city 
was  inaugurated  nearly  a  century  ago,  many 
years  before  the  incumbency  of  the  present 
City  Auditor,  who  is  held  in  high  esteem 
because  of  his  sterling  character  and  long 
experience   in   city   finance. 

In  the  operation  of  the  system  the  city's 
accounts  are  recorded  upon  the  basis  of  re- 
ceipts collected  and  charges  paid,  and  are 
not  recorded  on  the  basis  of  income  actu- 
ally accrued  and  expenditures  actually  in- 
curred during  a  given  period,  with  the  result 
that  income  receivable  but  uncollected,  and 
liabilities  incurred  but  unpaid,  are  not  brought 
into  account  in  arriving  at  any  so-called  "sur- 
plus." Such  a  "surplus"  represents  merely 
the  excess  of  income  actually  received  during 
a  year  over  the  income  estimated  for  that 
year,  plus  unexpended  balances  of  appropria- 
tions. It  is  customarily  anticipated  that  the 
city's  estimated  income,  including  taxes  for  a 
year,  will  meet  the  appropriations  made  for 
that  year,  plus  the  state  taxes,  assessments, 
etc.  Conseouently,  if  the  income,  plus  un- 
expended appropriations,  should  prove  to  be 
less  than  the  estimate  there  would  be  a  deficit. 
No  provision  being  made  for  unpaid  liabili- 
ties, the  precise  financial  condition  of  the  city 
is  not  disclosed,  and  no  information  is  avail- 
able as  to  whether  any  department  ends  its 
financial  year  with  unpaid  bills  that  go  beyond 
the  amount  of  its  authorized  expenditure 
under  the  budget.  In  every  year  there  have 
been  outstanding  obligations  paid  by  the  City 
Treasurer  which  were  really  in  relation  to  a 
prior  year,  though  not  ascertained  until  the 
bills  for  the  same  were  presented  for  pay- 
ment, sometimes  weeks  or  even  months  after 
the  obligations  weiv  actually  incurred.  For 
example,  on  February  1,  1921,  the  first  day 
of  the  current  fiscal  year,  the  City  Auditor's 
draft  for  regular  department  appropriations 
then  paid  amounted  to  $1,137,953.19,  the  whole 
of  which  represented  liabilities  contracted  in 
the  preceding  fiscal  year.  There  were,  of 
course,  many  other  bills  applying  to  that  year 
which  were  paid  through  subsequent  draft  of 
the  ensuing  year,  but  their  amount  could  only 
be  determined  as  a  result  of  a  detailed  exami- 
nation of  all  bills  paid  in  the  earlier  months 
of  the  ensuing  year.  In  this  connection  it 
should  be  noted  that  the  School  Department's 
pay  rolls  for  services  during  the  month  of 
January,  1921,  were  really  paid  prior  to  the 
1st  of  February  but,  as  has  been  customary 
for  several  years,  the  City  Treasurer  carried 
these  payments  as  "an  advance"  and  charged 
them  off  on  the  February  1st  draft  of  the 
new  fiscal  year.  Obviously,  all  outstanding 
obligations  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  ought 
to  be  offset  by  corresponding  unexpired  bal- 
ances   of    appropriations. 

While  it  is  true  that  in  each  fiscal  year 
of  the  city  there  have  been  charged  expendi- 
tures for  a  period  of  twelve  months,  it  is  also 
apparent  that  under  the  present  procedure  (1) 
the  city's  annual  financial  condition  is  in- 
cori-ectly  stated  ;  (2)  the  expenditures  actually 
incurred  by  the  city  in  each  year  are  not 
clearly  disclosed:  and  (3)  the  charges  made 
against  appropriations  during  a  year  may 
include  items  relating  to  a,  former  year's  ap- 
propriations, so  that  items  for  which  appro- 
priations have  been  made  may  become  charge- 
able in  an  ensuing  period  to  an  appropriation 
not  provided  actually  for  them.  This  would 
seem   to  be   contrary   to   section   16   of   chapter 


456  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  which  provides  that 
"no  official  of  said  city  (Boston),  except  in 
case  of  extreme  emergency  involving  the  health 
or  safety  of  the  people  or  their  property,  shall 
expend  intentionally  in  any  fiscal  year  any 
sum  in  excess  of  the  appropriations  duly  made 
in  accordance  with  law,  nor  involve  the  city 
in  any  contract  for  the  future  payment  of 
money  in  excess  of  such  appropriation,  except 
as  provided  in  section  6  of  this  act.  Any 
official  who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  be  punished  by  imprison- 
ment for  not  more  than  one  year,  or  by  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars, 
or  both." 

It  was  not  until  April  11,  1921,  that  the 
Committee  on  City  Appropriation  reported  the 
Appropriation  Bill  for  the  city  and  county 
for  the  fiscal  year  February  1,  1921,  to  Janu- 
ary 31,  1922.  Consequently,  bills  and  pay 
rolls  that  were  paid  between  February  1,  1921, 
and  April  11,  1921,  in  advance  of  appropria- 
tions, would  seem  to  have  been  paid  under 
authority  of  chapter  320  of  the  Acts  of  1889, 
which  provides  that  "at  the  beginning  of 
the  financial  year,  to  meet  the  liabilities  of 
the  several  departments  incurred  in  the  carry- 
ing on  of  the  work  entrusted  to  them,  until  the 
city  government  shall  otherwise  order,  expendi- 
tures may  be  made,  liabilities  may  be  incurred 
and  payments  made  from  the  treasury  from 
any  funds  therein,  and  the  treasurer  may 
borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes  to  pro- 
vide funds.  Such  expenditures  and  liabilities 
shall  not  exceed  for  each  department,  one  third 
the  entire  amount  appropriated  for  the  de- 
partment the  previous  year,  and  shall  be  con- 
sidered and  reckoned  as  a  part  of  the  ex- 
penditures of  and  the  money  paid  therefor  as 
a  part  of  the  appropriations  for,  the  current 
financial   year." 

Recommendations. 

Whenever  the  head  of  a  city  department 
authorizes  any  expenditure  a  record  of  that 
commitment,  representing  an  obligation  of  the 
city,  ought  to  be  immediately  available  for 
the  information  of  the  Mayor,  the  City  Treas- 
urer and  the  City  Auditor,  in  order  that 
there  may  be  maintained  an  accurate  record 
of  the  city's  financial  condition  and  a  current 
check  upon  the  actual  state  of  appropriations 
for  current  expenditures.  It  is  noteworthy 
that  in  line  with  modern  developments  in  civic 
accounting,  many  cities  throughout  the  coun- 
try, including  cities  in  Massachusetts,  have 
abandoned  their  former  method  of  recording 
income  merely  as  it  is  received  and  charges 
merely  as  they  are  paid,  and  have  adopted 
the  "accrual"  basis  of  income  and  expendi- 
ture in  their  system  of  accounting  and  finan- 
cial reports. 

It  is  recommended,  therefore,  that  the  City 
of  Boston's  system  of  accounting  and  report- 
ing should  be  established  upon  a  fiscal  year 
basis  in  fact  and  not  merely  in  name,  in  order 
that  all  charges  incurred  by  the  city  (whether 
paid  or  unpaid)  may  be  brought  into  account 
in  the  fiscal  year  to  which  they  relate,  and 
in  order  that  the  actual  status  of  depart- 
mental appropriations  and  of  financial  con- 
dition may  be  clearly  and  currently  disclosed. 
On  this  basis  the  city's  income  should  also  be 
reported  as  it  accrues  for  each  year,  and  not 
merely  as  it  is  collected,  so  that,  for  example, 
all  uncollected  taxes  may  be  brought  into  ac- 
count for  the  year  to  which  they  actually  re- 
late, and  special  diligence  directed  to  the 
collection   of   overdue  taxes   and   assessments. 

If  the  city's  system  of  accounting  and  re- 
porting were  thus  established  upon  an  in- 
come and  expenditure  basis,  it  would  be  nec- 
essary for  the  City  Auditor  to  be  advised 
whenever  an  obligation  were  incurred  by,  or 
on  behalf  of,  any  city  department,  so  that 
he  could  forthwith  record  the  same  as  a 
charge  against  the  appropriation  provided  for 
it,  and  as  a  liability  or  commitment  assumed 
by  the  city.  The  practice  of  disregarding  such 
contracts  and  commitments  until  a  bill  for 
.the  same  (possibly  belated)  has  been  for- 
warded for  approval  by  the  department  af- 
fected, would  thus  be  abolished.  In  maintain- 
ing such  revised  system  certain  additional  rec- 
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ords  would  be  required  in  the  City  Auditor's 
office,  including  a  "Register  of  Appropriations, 
Contracts,  and  Open  Market  Orders"  for  each 
city  department  and  appropriation  sub-classi- 
fication supplemented  by  an  "Appropriation 
Ledger"  for  the  same  departmental  sub-classi- 
fication. The  register  of  appropriations,  con- 
tracts and  open  market  orders  would,  of 
course,  record  the  initial  appropriation,  as 
well  as  the  transfers  to  and  transfers  from 
that  appropriation,  representing  each  sub- 
classification  of  the  segregated  budget  for 
each  department.  The  register  would  also 
record  the  "Reserve  for  Encumbrances", 
comprising  the  requisitions  or  orders  placed 
by  the  departments.  It  would  further  show 
the  .  disbursements  made  through  approved 
bills  against  the  designated  appropriation,  with 
the  result  that  for  each  appropriation  there 
would  be  currently  disclosed  "Balance  of  Ap- 
propriation",  comprising  : 

(1.)  Balance  unencumbered  (t.  e.,  not  re- 
served against  orders  placed ) . 

(2.)  Balance  unexpended  (i.  e.,  the  differ- 
ence between  original  appropriation,  plus  or 
minus  transfers  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  dis- 
bursements made  through  approved  bills,  on 
the  other  hand. 

The  summarized  totals  of  the  entries  in 
such  register  of  appropriations,  contracts,  and 
open  market  orders,  would  be  carried  into  a 
controlling  "Appropriation  Ledger"  for  each 
sub-classification  of  the  segregated  budget  af- 
fected. Inasmuch  as  the  majority  of  the 
commitments  or  purchase  orders  of  the  city 
departments,  but,  of  course,  copies  of  all  or- 
purveying  departments  of  the  city,  viz.:  (1) 
Supply  Department,  (2)  Public  Buildings  De- 
partment, (3)  Printing  Department,  the  ad- 
vices of  requisitions,  or  purchase  orders,  to  be 
sent  to  the  City  Auditor's  Department  would 
largely  originate  in  one  of  those  purveying 
departments,  but,  of  course,  copies  of  all  or- 
ders placed  by  department  heads  outside  of 
the  three  departments  named  should  also  be 
transmitted  promptly  to  the  City  Auditor  for 
record  by  him  in  the  manner  indicated  above. 
Through  such  records  the  actual  liabilities  and 
commitments  of  the  city  would  be  clearly  dis- 
closed from  day  to  day,  and  a  continuous 
check  would  be  maintained  upon  the  status  of 
each  appropriation  for  current  expenditures. 
Certain  other  changes  of  procedure,  incidental 
to  the  inauguration  of  the  system  herein 
recommended  for  the  City  Auditor's  Depart- 
ment, should  form  the  subject  of  a  more  de- 
tailed examination    and   report. 

In    the   meanwhile   we  desire   to   express   our 
appreciation     of    the    courtesy     and     attention 
shown  us  by  the  City  Auditor  in  the  course  of 
the  preliminary  examination  we  have  made.

Appendix  B. 
City  of  Boston, 
Law   Department,   December   18,   1921. 
Hon.   Michael   H.   Sullivan,   Chairman,   Finance 
Commission, 
Dear  Sir, — In  your  letter  of  November  2  you 
requested     my     opinion     whether     section     6, 
chapter     266,     Acts     of     1885,     as     amended    by 
chapter  320,  Acts  of  1889,   authorizes  the  City 
Treasurer     to    pay     obligations     brought     over 
from    the    prior    fiscal    year    in    excess    of    the 
balances     also    brought    over    from    the    same 
year,    before    the    annual     appropriations    are 
made. 

The  statute   in   question   reads   as  follows : 

"The  executive  powers  of  said  city,  and  all 
the  executive  powers  now  vested  in  the  board 
of  aldermen,  as  such,  as  surveyors  of  high- 
ways, county  commissioners  or  otherwise, 
shall  be  and  hereby  are  vested  in  the  mayor, 
to  be  exercised  through  the  several  officers 
and  boards  of  the  city  in  their  respective  de- 
partments, under  his  general  supervision  and 
control.  Such  officers  and  boards  shall,  in 
their  respective  departments,  make  all  neces- 
sary contracts  for  the  employment  of  labor, 
the  supply  of  materials,   and  the  construction, 


alteration  and  repair  of  all  public  works  and 
buildings,  and  have  the  entire  care,  custody 
and  management  of  all  public  works,  institu- 
tions, buildings  and  other  property,  and  the 
direction  and  .control  of  all  the  executive  and 
administrative  business  of  said  city.  They 
shall  be  at  all  times  accountable  for  the  proper 
discharge  of  their  duties  to  the  mayor,  as  the 
chief  executive  officer,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  secure  the  honest,  efficient  and  economical 
conduct  of  the  entire  executive  and  adminis- 
trative business  of  the  city,  and  the  harmo- 
nious and  concerted  action  of  the  different 
departments.  Every  contract  made  as 
aforesaid  in  which  the  amount  involved  ex- 
ceeds two  thousand  dollar's  shall  require  the 
approval  of  the  mayor  before  going  into  ef- 
fect ;  and  no  expenditure  shall  be  made  nor 
liability  incurred  for  any  purpose  beyond  the 
appropriation  duly  made  therefor. 

"Except  that  at  the  beginning  of  the  finan- 
cial year,  to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the  several 
departments  incurred  in  the  carrying  on  of 
the  work  entrusted  to  them,  until  the  city 
government  shall  otherwise  order,  expendi- 
tures may  be  made,  liabilities  may  be  in- 
curred and  payments  made  from  the  treas- 
ury from  any  funds  therein,  and  the  treas- 
urer may  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of 
taxes  to  provide  funds.  Such  expenditures 
and  liabilities  shall  not  exceed  for  each  de- 
partment, one-third  the  entire  amount  ap- 
propriated for  the  department  the  previous 
year,  and  shall  be  considered  and  reckoned  as 
a  part  of  the  expenditures  of  and  the  money 
paid  therefor  as  a  part  of  the  appropriations 
for,   the   current   financial   year." 

the  words  of  the  second  paragraph  being  those 
added  by  the  amendment  of  1889. 

The  question  which  you  ask  me  is  one  of 
great  importance  and  has  received  from  me 
the  most  careful  consideration.  The  language 
of  the  statutes  in  question  and  of  the  other 
legislation  dealing  with  the  city  finances  (see 
especially  Charter  Amendments,  Statutes  1909, 
chapter  486,  section  3)  is  far  from  clear  and 
it  has  been  the  settled  practice  to  treat  the 
city  finances,  the  obligations  of  the  city  and 
the  appropriations  for  carrying  on  the  various 
departments  as  if  the  financial  year  coin- 
cided with  the  calendar  year.  The  expenses 
incurred  in  January  of  each  year  have  been 
paid  out  of  whatever  moneys  were  available 
after  the  beginning  of  the  succeeding  fiscal 
year  on  the  first  of  February  without  regard 
to  their  relation  to  the  appropriation  in  which 
they  were  theoretically  based.  Only  twelve 
months'  expenses  are  paid  in  any  one  fiscal 
year,  for  the  January  before  a  fiscal  year  be- 
gins is  paid  in  that  fiscal  year  and  the  Jan- 
uary at  the  end  of  a  fiscal  year  is  carried  over 
to  the  next  fiscal  year.  Thus  the  bills  of 
January,  1920,  were  paid  in  the  fiscal  year 
beginning  February  1,  1920,  and  the  bills  in- 
curred in  January,  1921,  were  paid  in  the 
fiscal  year  beginning  February  1,  1921.  I 
have  not  attempted  to  ascertain  how  this 
practice  originated  but  it  has  existed  without 
a  break  for.  the  last  twenty  years,  and  during 
that  time  has  been  acquiesced  in  by  every 
successive  administration  and  by  all  branches 
of   the   city   government. 

In  my  judgment,  however,  the  statutes  do 
not  warrant  the  established  practice.  The 
purpose  of  the  City  Charter  and  the  amend- 
ments thereto,  in  connection  with  which  the 
acts  referred  to  must  be  read,  is  to  limit  the 
expenditure  of  the  municipal  officials  of  Bos- 
ton to  such  amounts  as  have  been  appropri- 
ated by  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  and 
to  make  it  possible  to  know  in  each  year  for 
what  the  money  raised  by  taxation  has  beeen 
spent,  what  are  the  amounts  of  such  expendi- 
tures and  what  is  the  financial  situation  of 
the  city.  These  purposes  are  to  a  great  ex- 
tent nullified  if  a  construction  be  adopted 
which  allows  expenditures  substantially  in 
excess  of  an  annual  appropriation  to  be  car- 
ried forward  and  paid  out  of  the  available 
funds  in  the  succeeding  fiscal  year,  even  if 
no  balance  of  the  appropriation  remains  for 
that  purpose.  It  is  manifest  that  this  would 
allow,   by  the   simple   process   of   holding   back 
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bills,  the  creation  at  the  end  of  a  fiscal  year 
of  a  large  apparent  balance  of  free  cash 
which  had  no  real  existence.  It  would  allow 
an  outgoing  administration,  which  might  be 
corrupt  or  extravagant,  to  cripple  an  incom- 
ing administration  by  the  creation  of  obliga- 
tions, to  meet  which  the  outgoing  adminis- 
tration left  no  available  funds.  It  would  make 
it  substantially  impossible  at  any  given  mo- 
ment for  any  one  to  tell  by  the  city's  books 
and  appropriations  just  what  was  its  finan- 
cial condition.  It  cannot  be  supposed  that 
the  Legislature  intended  any  such  results,  and 
in  spite  of  the  clumsy  wording  of  the  amend- 
ment of  18S9  its  purpose  is  plainly  apparent. 
That  purpose  was  to  allow  the  various  de- 
partments, at  the  beginning  of  the  financial 
year,  to  carry  on  the  work  which  they  were 
authorized  to  do  during  the  interval  that  must 
necessarily  elapse  before  appropriations  could 
be  made.  It  must  be  read  as  authorizing  only 
the  payment  of  liabilities  created  after  the 
new  financial  year  has  begun.  Such  is  the 
fair  interpretation  of  its  language.  The 
words  "Except  that  at  the  beginning  of  each 
fiscal  year  .  .  .  until  the  city  government 
shall  otherwise  order"  limit  the  time  when 
the  granted  authority  shall  be  exercised. 
The  words  which  follow  "expenditures  may 
be  made,  liabilities  may  be  incurred  and  pay- 
ments made  from  the  treasury  from  any 
funds  therein,  and  the  treasurer  may  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes  to  provide 
funds"  show  just  what  authority  is  granted. 
They  plainly  refer  to  expenditures,  liabilities 
or  payments  incurred  after  the  beginning  of 
the  financial  year.  There  is  nothing  in  the 
act  expressly  referring  to  liabilities  incurred 
before  the  financial  year  and  the  clause  be- 
tween the  commas  beginning  in  the  second 
line  "to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the  several  de- 
partments incurred  in  the  carrying  on  of  the 
work  entrusted  to  them"  is  obviously  only 
intended  to  show  the  purpose  of  the  expendi- 
tures, liabilities  and  payments  authorized, 
namely,  those  required  to  carry  on  the  cur- 
rent work  of  the  departments. 

If  I  am  correct  in  this  opinion  steps 
should  be  taken  as  promptly  as  possible  to 
modify  the  existing  practice.  It  must,  how- 
ever, be  recognized  that  to  make  a  change 
which  will  satisfy  the  law  is  not  a  simple 
matter.  Th$  provisions  of  the  charter  (1909, 
chapter  486,  section  3)  allowing  the  trans- 
fers in  appropriations,  the  fact  that  all  mon- 
eys remaining  from  the  various  appropriations 
have  been  considered  as  becoming  part  of 
the  general  funds  of  the  city  at  the  close  of 
the  financial  year  without  regard  to  the  out- 
standing obligations,  and  many  other 
effects  of  the  course  which  has  been  followed 
must  be  carefully  considered.  A  radical 
change  in  long  established  usages,  dealing 
with  matters  as  complicated  as  the  financial 
organization  of  a  great  city,  however  proper 
and  advantageous  it  may  be,  cannot  wisely  be 
made  suddenly  nor  without  careful  considera- 
tion of  its  practical  effects.  It  is  at  least  pos- 
sible that  some  further  ordinance,  and  it 
may  be  some  further  statute  provisions  will 
be   desirable.

VETO — ACT  CONCERNING  OLIVE  P. 
GATELY. 

The   following   was   received : 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  December  21,  1921. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  return  herewith  without  my 
approval  your  order  accepting  chapter  414, 
Acts  of  192J,  entitled  "An  Act  Authorizing 
the  City  of  Boston  to  Pay  a  Sum  of  Money 
to  Olive  P.  Gately." 

The  purpose  of  said  act  is  substantially  to 
reopen  a  settlement  made  in  1913  of  a  case 
then  pending  in  the  Supreme  Court  for  the 
Commonwealth,  in  which  Mrs.  Gately  and  her 
three  children,  who  were  then  minors,  were 
the  plaintiffs  and  the  City  of  Boston  the  de- 
fendant. 

The  claim  of  the  plaintiffs  was  based  upon 
a  written  agreement  made  with  the  city  in 
July,  1903,  and  an  oral  agreement  made  in 
1906.  The  plaintiffs  at  the  time  both  these 
agreements  were  made  owned  certain  wharf 
property  on  Albany  street  and  petitioned  the 
Board  of  Harbor  and  Land  Commissioners  for 
permission  to  fill.  The  City  of  Boston  was 
desirous  of  continuing  to  maintain  a  sewer 
through  this  property  which  it  had  maintained 
for  some  long  period  of  time  and  having  said 
sewer  have  an  outlet  into  the  harbor.  The 
written  agreement  of  1903  provided  that  in 
consideration  of  the  plaintiffs  permitting  the 
city  to  build  and  maintain  this  sewer  the  city 
would  do  certain  filling  and  other  work  neces- 
sary to  be  done  upon  the  said  property. 
There  was  some  delay  on  the  part  of  the  city 
in  doing  the  work  agreed  on  and  an  oral 
agreement  was  entered  into  by  'which  the  city 
agreed  to  pay  the  sum  of  $450  a  month  as 
rent,  and  §3,600  was  so  paid.  Upon  the  ad- 
vice of  the  then  Corporation  Counsel,  the  late 
Thomas  M.  Babson,  Esquire,  the  payment  of 
rent  was  discontinued. 

As  the  result  of  further  negotiations  in  1906 
a  settlement  was  arrived  at  between  the  City 
of  Boston  and  the  plaintiffs.  The  city  paid 
the  sum  of  S9.S00,  for  which  a  written  receipt 
was  given  in  full  for  all  claims  and  demands 
which  the  Gatelys  had  against  the  city.  This 
agreement    was    not    validly    effective    because 


permission  was  not  obtained  from  the  Pro- 
bate Court  to  make  the  same  on  behalf  of 
the  minors.  The  total  amount  paid  for  rent 
of  this  wharf  by  the  city  to  these  parties 
was  $13,400. 

The  suit,  the  settlement  of  which  is  now 
sought  to  be  reopened,  was  referred  by  the 
Superior  Court  to  an  auditor  who  found  for 
the  plaintiffs  in  the  sum  of  330,450 : 

First,  for  damages  suffered  by  reason  of 
the  loss  of  the  use  of  the  wharf  from  Febru- 
ary 1,  1906,  to  July  1,  1909,  41  months  at 
$450   per  month,   S18,500. 

Second,  for  damages  suffered  by  reason  of 
the  defendant's  failure  to  build  a  bulkhead  and 
platform  and  do  other  work  called  for  by  the 
contract  of  July  24,  1903,  and  by  the  oral 
agreement  of  January  31,  1906,  in  the  manner 
agreed,  $12,000 

When  the  case  was  tried  in  the  Superior 
Court,  Justice  Fessenden,  who  was  then  sit- 
ting, "  ruled  that  the  plaintiffs  were  only  enti- 
tled to  recover  for  rent,  that  amount  being 
$18,500.  The  plaintiffs  in  this  case  were  rep- 
resented by  the  firm  of  attorneys,"  Elder, 
Waite  &  Barnum,  and  the  city  by  the  then 
Assistant  Corporation  Counsel,  George  A. 
Flynn,  now  a  justice  of  the  Superior  Court. 

Exceptions  were  taken  by  both  parties  to  the 
Court's  ruling.  While  these  exceptions  were 
pending  the  plaintiffs  were  in  dire  financial 
straits  and  the  property  of  the  plaintiffs  was 
threatened  with  a  foreclosure  sale  of  a  mort- 
gage which  was  then  upon  it  and  unless  a 
settlement  was  made  "with  the  city  the  property 
would  be  lost  to  the  plaintiffs.  To  protect 
the  interests  of  the  minors  in  this  litigation 
the  Superior  Court  suggested  the  appointment 
of  a  guardian  ad  litem  for  the  children,  and 
acting  upon  that  suggestion,  William  H.  Irish, 
Esquire,  Attorney-at-law,  was  appointed 
guardian  ad  litem  for  the  minor  children  by 
the  Probate  Court  for  the  County  of  Suffolk 
to  represent  their  interests,  and  appeared  in 
the  case  as  a  party  of  record.  The  negotia- 
tions for  settlement  of  this  case  were  carried 
on  by  George  A.  Flynn  for  the  ctiy  and  by  the 
said  William  H.  Irish  for  the  plaintiffs,  and 
before  the  agreement  for  judgment  was  finally 
entered  into  Mr.  Irish  conferred  with  Mr. 
Whitman  about  the  settlement,  and  as  Mr. 
Whitman  now  recalls  he  said  to  Mr.  Irish, 
"that,  considering  Mrs.  Gately's  financial  con- 
dition and  the  prospect  of  delay  in  a  decision 
of  the  case  by  the  full  court  and  that  her 
creditors  and  mortgagee  were  pressing,  I  was 
in  favor  of  any  settlement  she  could  make  in 
order  to  avoid  financial  disaster."  The 
agreement  for  judgment  was  for  the  sum  of 
$23,000  signed  by  Elder.  Waite  &  Barnum, 
George  A.  Flynn  and  William  H.  Irish.  The 
execution  "was  taken  out  and  the  money  on 
the  same  collected  by  Elder,  Waite  &  Bar- 
num who  retained  the  sum  of  $3,02S.06  for 
the  professional  services  rendered  in  this 
case. 

With  the  exception  of  what  has  been  above 
stated,  the  office  of  Elder,  Waite  &  Barnum 
had  no  conference  at  all  with  the  Law  De- 
partment relative  to  a  settlement  and  claimed 
that  they  had  nothing  whatsoever  to  do  with 
taking  it  up. 

In  addition  to  the  payments  which  were 
made  as  above  referred  to,  there  was  an  addi- 
tional payment  to  the  plaintiffs  Gately  of 
$6,900  on  account  of  a  suit  brought  in  the 
Superior  Court  for  the  County  of  Suffolk  in 
February,  1914,  for  a  permanent  and  tempo- 
rary taking  for  sewer  purposes  of  a  certain 
portion  of  this  property.  In  this  case  Elder, 
Whitman  &  Barnum  were  counsel  and  the 
same  was  settled  on  the  12th  of  June,  1914. 
Mr.  George  A.  Flynn.  Assistant  Corporation 
Counsel,  represented  the  city  in  this  matter 
and  the  case  was  settled  by  agreement  with- 
out trial. 

The  total  aggregate  amount  paid  by  the 
city  at  various  times  for  damage  to  and  rent 
of   this  property,   was   $43,300. 

With  these  facts  before  me.  I  cannot  ap- 
prove your  order.  There  has  already  been 
paid  by  the  city  at  various  times  substantial 
amounts  in  settlement  of  Mrs.  Gately's  claims, 
aggregating    in    all    $43,300,    and    she    has,    on 
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two  different  occasions,  purported  to  give  the 
city  a  release  in  full  of  all  claims.  It  does  not 
appear  that  the  city  made  any  attempt  to 
take  undue  advantage  of  her  and  of  her 
children,  and  in  the  settlement  made  in  1913 
not  only  were  the  children  represented  by  the 
guardian  ad  litem,  Mr.  Irish,  but  the  papers 
were  signed  by  the  firm  of  Elder,  Whitman 
&  Barnum,  a  firm  of  lawyers  of  recognized 
standing  and  the  facts  in  the  settlement  were 
known  to  at  least  one  member  of  that  firm. 
It  is  true  that  they  now  state  that  they  did 
not  take  any  but  a  purely  formal  part  and 
had  nothing  to  do  with  arranging  the  terms, 
but  Mrs.  Gately  was  their  client  and  had  am- 
ple opportunity  to  consult  with  them  if  she 
had  seen  fit  to  do  so. 

At  the  time  when  the  settlement  was  made, 
the  City  Law  Department  supposed  and  were 
justified  in  supposing,  that  she  had  the  bene- 
fit of  Elder,  Whitman  &  Barnum's  advice  and 
Mr.  Irish  certainly  consulted  with  them. 
Moreover  the  litigation  in  which  the  settle- 
ment was  made  involved  legal  points  in  which 
the  result  was  very  doubtful  and  it  is  far 
from  certain  that  even  if  Mrs.  Gately  had 
carried  through  her  case  to  a  final  decision, 
that  she  would  have  received  as  much  as  she 
did  under  the  settlement.  Whether,  under  all 
the  circumstances,  she  could  or  could  not  have 
made  a  better  settlement,  I  do  not  think  it  is 
now  possible  to  say,  but  I  am  far  from  sure 
that  she  could,  and  I  find,  as  I  have  said,  no 
indication  that  any  unfair  advantage  was 
taken  of  her  or  that  anything  was  done  to 
prevent  her  trying  out  her  case  if  she  saw 
fit  to  do  so.  If  a  compromise  so  made  is  to 
be  set  aside  in  pursuance  of  a  special  enact- 
ment, the  force  of  all  compromise  settle- 
ments made  by  the  city  will  be  greatly  weak- 
ened and  an  attempt  to  reopen  numerous 
other  cases  may  reasonably  be  anticipated.  A 
dangerous  precedent  moreover  will  be  created 
as  regards  action  in  future  cases  and  the 
ability  of  the  Law  Department  to  make  com- 
promise settlements  with  claimants  against  the 
city  with  the  confidence  that  once  made  they 
will  not  be  disturbed,  will  be  seriously  im- 
paired. In  my  judgment  this  will  be  not  only 
a  great  disadvantage  to  the  city,  but  perhaps 
an  even  greater  disadvantage  to  persons  hav- 
ing valid  claims  against  the  city. 

For  the  foregoing  reasons,  I  return  your 
order  without  my   approval.

6„  Report  on  message  of  Mayor,  communi- 
cations and  order  (referred  October  31)  ap- 
proving contract  with  Coleman  Brothers  for 
disposal  of  refuse  and  garbage — that  the  order 
ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question 
came    on    the    passage    of    the    order. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  wish  to 
present  an  order  at  this  time.  I  spoke  about 
it  in  executive  session  and  was  told  that  I 
might    do    so. 

President  WATSON— If  there  is  no  objec- 
tion, the  Chair  will  permit  Coun.  Hagan  to 
present   his  order  at  the  present  time. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  informed  that  the 
City  Council  cannot  approve  of  the  grant- 
ing of  a  ten-year  lease  for  the  garbage  dis- 
posal to  the  firm  of  Coleman  Brothers  because 
of  the  fact  that  the  City  Council  believes 
that     a     more     advantageous     and     profitable 
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arrangement  can  be  made  for  the  benefit  of 
the  city.  We  therefore  suggest  to  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  that  he  give  his  most  serious 
thought  to  the  advisability  of  the  City  owning 
the  plant  and.  equipment  as  recommended  by 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  we  likewise 
respectfully  suggest  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
to  give  his  most  serious  consideration  to  the 
advisability  of  the  plan  of  municipal  opera- 
tions as  favored  and  recommended  by  the 
majority   of  the  members   of  the   City    Council. 

President  WATSON— The  Chair  will  say  at 
this  time  that  in  Executive  Committee  Coun. 
Hagan  suggested  that  he  would  introduce  such 
an  order,  and  the  chairman  said  he  would 
permit  it  to  be  introduced  and  acted  upon 
without  reference  to  a  committee  if  there  was 
no  objection  from  members  of  the  Council. 
There  being  no  objection  the  Chair  will  per- 
mit Coun.   Hagan  to   offer  the  order. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the 
order. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  the  object 
of  the  order,  as  I  think  it  states  in  clear 
language,  is  to  show  to  members  of  the 
Council,  first,  that  in  my  judgment  we  should 
not  approve  of  this  contract  bceause  it  is 
not  to  the  advantage  of  the  city  ;  second,  to 
show  to  members  of  the  Council  the  advisabil- 
ity of  giving  their  most  serious  thought  and 
consideration  to  the  possibility  of  establishing 
the  entire  garbage  collection  and  disposal  under 
municipal  control.  At  all  of  the  hearings,  Mr. 
President, — and  this  must  in  a  measure  be  a 
rehash  of  what  I  said  in  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee room, — there  was  most  pronounced  op- 
position to  the  granting  of  this  contract  from 
individuals  and  from  various  organizations 
who  took  up  days  or  afternoons  of  our  time. 
Men  appeared  here  who  were  delegated  by 
their  respective  organizations  to  do  so,  in  op- 
position to  the  approval  of  this  contract.  We 
heard  opposition  of  that  nature  from  the 
various  improvement  societies  in  different  parts 
of  the  city,  from  the  United  Improvement  As- 
sociation, the  parent  body  of  all  the  improve- 
ment associations,  and  from  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  who  devoted  some  months  to  the 
study  of  the  problem,  with  expert  advice  which 
enabled  them  to  arrive  at  the  wise  and  in- 
telligent conclusion  to  which,  I  think,  they  did 
arrive.  We  had  opposition  in  plenty  from  in- 
dividuals, in  addition  to  that  which  developed 
from  organizations,  and  that  opposition  was 
because  of  the  fact  that  the  present  contract 
had  not  been  carried  out  in  its  provisions 
and  that  different  residential  sections  of  the 
city  had  been  oppressed  during  recent  years 
because  of  unsavory  odors  emanating  from 
Spectacle  Island  and  from  the  dump  in  East 
Boston.  It  has  been  only  a  rehash  of  what 
took  place  ten  years  ago,  when  the  present 
contract  was  up  for  consideration  ;  it  is  only 
a  rehash  of  what  will  take  place  ten  years 
from  today  when  a  new  contract  comes  up 
for  action ;  and,  gentlemen,  the  same  thing 
that  has  been  going  on  for  the  past  twenty 
years  will  continue  to  go  on,  so  long  as  the 
present  conditions  exist,  conditions  under 
which  citizens  of  this  city  suffer  from  a  thing 
which  can  be  prevented.  The  thing  that  we 
seem  to  want  to  do  in  this  city  is  the  one 
thing  that  we  ought  to  do  most,  and  quickly. 
That  it  is  unwise  for  a  large  municipal  center 
like  the  City  of  Boston  at  this  time  to  enter 
upon  another  ten-year  contract  for  garbage 
disposal  is,  it  seems  to  me,  a  statement  .that 
admits  of  no  denial.  In  no  business  would 
any  man  undertake  to  contract  today  for  sup- 
plies, material  and  labor  for  the  next  ten 
years.  It  would  be  crazy,  suicidal,  for  any- 
body in  business  to  seriously  consider  it ;  and 
yet  that  is  exactly  what  we  are  doing  here 
today  if  we  ratify  this  proposed  contract  for 
a  future  ten-year  period.  When  the  contract 
was  up  for  consideration  ten  years  ago  a 
similar  situation  existed  in  the  matter  of 
getting  bids.  It  seemed  to  be  very  difficult 
to  get  bids.  That  may  seem  strange,  until  we 
stop  to  think  that  there  are  but  few  com- 
panies in  this  country  doing  a  contracting 
business  in  the  disposal  of  garbage,  and  when 
there  are  only  a  few  such  companies  in  the 
country  it  is  the  easiest  thing  in  the  world, 
as    we    men    of    experience    and    vision    know, 


for  those  people  to  perhaps  have  an  under- 
standing. But  when  bids  were  again  asked 
for  and  the  thing  was  properly  advertised  ten 
years  ago,  instead  of  the  two  bids  that  had 
come  in  previously,  under  the  administration 
of  that  year  seven  bids  were  opened ;  and 
were  we  to  reject  this  contract  today  and 
it  were  to  be  readvertised  tomorrow  by  the 
present  administration  before  going  out  of 
office,  all  the  plans  being  ready  and  every- 
thing being  prepared  for  advertisement  for 
bids,  there  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  the 
City  of  Boston  would  get  new  bids  that  would 
mean  a  reduction  of  approximately  $100,000 
a  year  at  least  less  than  the  present  price. 
In  that  event  $1,000,000  would  be  saved  to 
the  city  over  the  ten-year  period,  $1,000,000 
that  will  be  given  to  the  present  contractor 
for  the  discharge  of  his  obligations  during 
the  ten-year  period  under  the  present  pro- 
posed contract.  That  million  dollars  could  be 
well  devoted  to  crying  needs  of  our  citizens 
in  other  directions,  to  the  improvement  of  our 
playgrounds  for  the  youth.  If  during  the  next 
ten-year  period  there  will  be  $1,000,000  more 
available  to  the  citizens  of  Boston  for  needed 
things,  $100,000  a  year  for  ten  years,  that 
it  js  now  proposed  to  devote  to  this  specific 
purpose,  much  can  be  done  with  it  in  many 
directions.  But  unless  steps  are  taken  so  that 
that  money  will  be  so  available,  it  cannot  be 
so  applied.  I  am  not  pleading  to  save  money. 
I  am  pleading  to  hold  on  to  what  money  we 
have,  that  we  may  have  money  to  spend  in 
other  directions  for  the  benefit  of  the  people. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  other  bidders  will  ap- 
pear when  this  is  properly  advertised.  It  is 
known  to  some  of  us,  as  a  matter  of  record, 
that  there  are  other  bidders  waiting  for  an 
opportunity  right  now,  men  of  reliability,  men 
of  contracting  experience  who  would  be  will- 
ing to  make  a  bid  on  this  contract  at  a  price 
considerably  less  than  the  amount  now  asked. 
Then,  what  is  going  to  happen  if  this  con- 
tract does  go  through  ?  Are  we  going  to  see 
a  repetition  of  what  has  been  going  on  in 
the  past  two  years?  Certainly  the  price  we 
are  called  upon  to  pay  would  hardly  seem  to 
warrant  the  contractor  in  disposing  of  the 
garbage  for  the  feeding  of  hogs,  as  75  per 
cent  of  the  garbage  of  the  City  of  Boston  has 
been  disposed  of  in  the  past  two-year  period. 
What  has  impressed  me  particularly  in  this 
matter,  Mr.  President,  is  the  great  volume  of 
accumulated  opposition  from  different  sections 
of  the  city  and  from  all  the  organizations  that 
have  been  represented  here,  as  well  as  from 
individuals.  If  the  proposed  contract  were 
good  and  desirable,  is  it  not  strange  indeed 
that  so  few  have  appeared  in  favor  of  it? 
There  were  only  two  who  really  appeared 
before  us  in  favor  of  the  proposed  contract, 
if  we  exclude  representatives,  attorneys  and 
other  representatives  connected  with  Coleman 
Brothers  Company,  who  very  naturally  and 
quite  rightfully  had  a  good  word  to  say  for 
their  clients  and  their  interests.  The  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works  was  one  of  the 
two  men  and  the  engineer  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission the  other,  both  city  employees,  both 
men  who  sat  on  the  Mayor's  committee  and 
were  interested  ■ . 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  ask  the  gentleman  whether  he  refers 
to  Mr.   Emerson  as  in  the  employ  of  the  city? 

Coun.  HAGAN — Perhaps  I  should  not  have 
said  that,  as  the  body  he  represents  is  a  state 
institution,  but  we  are  apt  to  refer  to  those 
as  city  employees  who  draw  their  wages  from 
the   city   through    force  of   habit. 

Coun.  WATSON— The  Chair  thinks  the 
gentleman  is  again  in  error,  that  the  Finance 
Commission  is  a  board  vested  with  metro- 
politan powers  as  far  as  the  City  of  Boston 
is  concerned,  and  therefore  not  a  state  in- 
stitution. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Both  men,  however,  were 
members  of  the  Mayor's  committee,  who  passed 
favorably  upon  this  contract,  and  it  is  quite 
natural  that  they  would  be  glad  to  see  a 
contract  that  they  had  passed  upon  favorably 
considered  favorably  by  this  body.  I  have 
every  confidence  in  the  gentlemen  as  individuals 
and  feel  (hat  they  are  men  of  good  parts 
and    of    integrity,    but    I    cannot    help    feeling

that  they  would  naturally  be  prejudiced  to 
a  greater  or  less  degree  in  favor  of  this  con- 
tract, under  the  circumstances  ;  and  yet  they 
were  the  cnly  ones  who  appeared  in  favor  of 
the  contract,  and  the  opposition  to  it  was 
indeed  pronounced.  I  now  come  to  the  second 
part  of  the  subject,  the  possible  development 
of  the  garbage  disposal  system  of  this  city 
under  municipal  control.  If  there  is  any  par- 
ticular function  of  the  city  that  ought  to  be  a 
subject  of  municipal  control,  it  would  seem 
to  be  this  function.  The  very  fact  that  the 
city  is  functioning  as  it  is  along  this .  line 
today,  doing  a  considerable  part  of  the  work 
of  collecting  the  refuse  of  the  city,  shows 
that  it  is  possible  of  accomplishment.  There- 
fore, I  have  asked  you  in  the  order  I  hare 
presented  to  consider  one  of  the  strong  recom- 
mendations of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  in 
my  judgment,  that  we  own  the  plant,  build- 
ings and  equipment,  for  which  in  any  event 
we  are  going  to  pay  in  the  next  ten  years, 
as  we  have  paid  for  it  in  the  last  ten  years 
and  in  the  time  previous,  and  as  we  will  con- 
tinue to  pay  for  it  as  long  as  such  an  ar- 
rangement as  is  now  in  existence  and  is  con- 
templated continues.  We  are  going  to  continue 
to  pay  for  the  plant  and  the  equipment  in 
every  ten  years,  just  so  long  as  such  a  con- 
tract exists,  and  at  the  end  of  each  ten-year 
period  "we  are  not  going  to  own  it.  Under 
the  recommendation  of  the  Chamber,  we  would 
own  the  plant,  would  own  the  buildings  and 
equipment,  would  have  them  all  under  our 
absolute  control,  paying  for  them  once  only, 
whereas  we  have  paid  for  them  at  least  twice 
in  the  past  twenty  years  and  are  now  going 
to  pay  for  them  a  third  time  in  the  next 
ten  years,  and  still  are  not  going  to  own 
them.  By  owning  the  plant  and  equipment 
we  will  also  be  opening  the  door  wide  to  the 
possibility  of  municipal  control  in  operation. 
On  that  matter  I  would  have  an  open  mind.  I 
believe  it  is  possible  of  accomplishment,  and 
here  is  an  opportunity  for  this  body,  the 
members  of  which  have  voiced  that  senti- 
ment so  often  in  my  presence,  to  exercise 
the  right  and  authority  given  them  by  law 
to  put  in  practice  some  of  the  things  they 
have  preached.  If  we  do  not  take  advantage 
of  this  opportunity  to  practice  that  which  we 
have  preached,  then  let  us  cease  preaching 
something  which  we  do  not  intend  to  practice. 
The  opportunity  is  here,  within  the  control 
of  this  body,  to  obtain  municipal  control  in 
the  collection  and  disposal  of  all  our  garbage 
in  this  city,  having  the  control  entirely  in  the 
hands  of  the  Mayor  and  city  officials,  thereby 
getting  through  this  system  that  which  any 
well  qualified  mayor  can  get  and  which  a 
badly  qualified  mayor  will  not  get.  To  under- 
take to  enter  into  this  contract  at  this  time, 
with  the  high  cost  of  supplies,  materials  and 
labor,  and  with  the  low  cost  of  the  products 
of  the  company  at  the  present  time,  is  unwise 
and  to  the  distinct  disadvantage  of  the  taxpay- 
ers and  citizens  of  Boston,  and  to  that  extent  I 
oppose  it.  The  order  which  I  have  introduced 
here  today  is  one  that  I  think  is  a  move  in 
the  right  direction,  modern  and  constructive, 
and  one  that  I  believe  will  meet  with  the 
approval  of  the  vast  majority  of  the  citizens 
of  Boston.  It  is  strange,  I  may  say  in  pass- 
ing,— it  is  even  more  than  strange, — with  a 
contract  such  as  this,  which  to  my  mind  is 
to  the  distinct  disadvantage  of  the  citizens  of 
this  city,  which  is  going  to  be  costly  and  which 
is  not  going  to  relieve  the  evils  that  have  been 
complained  of,  that  the  press  of  Boston  have 
been  so  infernally  quiet  all  this  time,  with 
the  exception  of  one  paper.  If  this  contract, 
presenting  the  phases  it  does,  word  for  word 
as  it  is,  were  up  for  consideration  during  the 
past  administration,  during  the  administration 
of  the  same  executive  that  we  are  to  have  in 
the  next  administration,  there  would  not  be 
type  large  enough  for  some  of  the  headlines 
that  would  appear  in  the  papers  in  opposi- 
tion to  it.  Yet  there  has  been  nothing  I  have 
seen  except  in  one  newspaper  in  opposition 
to  the  proposed  contract ;  which  shows  that 
the  press  of  Boston  are  not  always  alert  in 
the  matter  of  safeguarding  the  interests  of  the 
taxpapers  of  Boston.  I  refer  to  this  because 
I   have   vivid   recollections   of  the   past   admini- 


stration, when  measures  were  up  for  con- 
sideration, measures  which  to  my  mind  would 
not  have  been  as  costly  to  the  citizens  as  this, 
and  concerning  which  I  remember  the  great 
hurrah  that  was  made,  as  compared  with  the 
hush  and  the  stillness  of  the  present  hour. 
I  hope,  Mr.  President,  that  the  order  I  have 
presented  will  appear  to  the  members  of  this 
body  as  a  way  out  and  as  a  move  in  the  right 
direction,  as  something  constructive  in  char- 
acter in  dealing  with  this  matter,  that  it 
will  result  in  delaying  action  upon  this  con- 
tract, in  at  least  obtaining  additional  bids, 
and  as  something  which  may  lead  to  sugges- 
tions to  the  present  or  the  incoming  Mayor  as 
to  the  advisability  of  owning  and  controlling 
the  plant  at  Spectacle  Island,  and  of  also 
possibly  controlling  the  operation  of  the  same. 
I  believe  it  may  well  result  in  a  happy  solu- 
tion of  the  serious  problem  that  confronts 
us,  and  that  it  would  save  the  city  at  least 
a  million  dollars  during  the  next  ten-year 
period,  money  which  could  be  well  used  to 
the  advantage  and  benefit  of  the  citizens  in 
various    directions. 


Coun.   MORIARTY   in  the  chair. 


Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  Chairman,  I  would  be 
untrue  to  myself  if  I  permitted  the  question 
before  this  body  this  afternoon  to  be  dis- 
cussed without  having  my  say,  setting  forth 
my  position  in  the  matter.  The  order  intro- 
duced by  the  gentleman  opposite  was  read 
by  him  in  the  executive  session  and,  through 
the  courtesy  of  the  Council,  was  allowed  to 
be  introduced  by  him  here  now  without  ref- 
erence to  the  Executive  Committee.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  the  same  object  that  he 
desires  might  be  obtained  if  he  never  intro- 
duced the  order,  because  the  question  of  ap- 
proving or  not  approving  the  contract  will 
be  considered  a  little  later  in  the  evening 
and  then,  if  the  contract  is  defeated,  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  may  be  obliged  to  consider  the 
thing  the  gentleman  suggests  in  his  order. 
Nevertheless,  the  order  is  now  here,  and  it  has 
been  a  vehicle  which  has  enabled  the  gentle- 
man to  have  his  say.  He  has  said  much  in 
words,  but  little  in  logic.  He  berates  the 
newspapers,  which  is  rather  unusual  for  him, 
and  makes  a  misstatement  concerning  them 
at  the  very  outset.  He  says  that  but  one 
paper  in  Boston  has  made  any  reference  to 
this  garbage  contract,  referring  to  the  Boston 
Telegram.  It  is  true  that  the  Boston  Telegram 
did  make  reference  in  an  editorial  and  in  a 
few  news  articles  to  the  contract,  but  the 
councillor  opposite  did  not  suggest  that  the 
Boston  American  also  had  an  editorial  against 
the  garbage  contract.  But  I  would  also  call 
the  gentleman's  attention  to  this  fact,  that 
he  has  also,  becoming  very  friendly  with  the 
Telegram,  been  fighting  the  members  of  this 
body  unfairly.  He  hit  us  below  the  belt  today 
in  an  article  that  he  sent  to  the  paper,  to 
which  later  in  the  evening  I  am  going  to  refer 
more  in  detail.  He  speaks  about  the  pre- 
ponderance of  the  opposition  to  this  contract. 
There  was  very  little  that  came  out  in  the 
hearings  agajnst  the  contract  except  that 
which  was  stirred  up  by  the  Disposal  Com- 
pany, which  now  desires  another  crack  at 
this  proposition  for  ten  years ;  and  if  I  am 
obliged  to  choose  between  a  contract  with 
Coleman  Brothers  and  a  contract  that  would 
be  controlled  by  the  Boston  Development 
Company  which  has  abused  the  taxpayers  of 
this  city  for  ten  years  by  intolerable  treat- 
ment of  them  under  its  contract,  I  want  to  go 
on  record  as  being  with  the  Coleman  con- 
tract, line,  bob  and  sinker.  The  gentleman 
talks  about  the  preponderance  of  evidence 
against  the  contract.  Why,  there  was  but 
very  little  substantial  evidence  against  it.  We 
had  a  man  here  named  Merrick,  who  was 
the  instigator  and  ringleader  of  the  opposi- 
tion, and  perhaps  the  agent  of  the  Disposal 
Company.  He  led  the  contest  here  and  formed 
all  the  opposition.  He  formed  and  framed 
the    opposition,     and     the    others     were    mere 
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puppets  in  his  hands,  and  even  the  councillor 
opposite  had  criticised  Merrick  as  being  a 
nuisance.  I  say  here  publicly  that  he  is 
forty-five  nuisances  and  is  absolutely  value- 
less as  a  public-spirited  citizen.  He  speaks 
about  no  one  appearing  in  favor  of  this  con- 
tract. The  Mayor  of  Boston  favors  the  con- 
tract, and  I  have  some  faith  in  his  judgment. 
There  has  never  been  a  finger  pointed  at  him 
in  criticism  of  his  absolute  honesty,  and  no 
one  has  criticised  his  thoroughness  in  looking 
into  matters  of  this  sort.  In  fact,  he  has 
been  criticised  for  being  too  thorough,  too 
particular,  as  doing  too  much  in  the  line  of 
figuring.  The  Mayor  sent  to  us  this  con- 
tract, after  a  long  study  by  his  experts  and 
by  himself,  for  our  consideration,  and  the 
contract  as  presented  to  us  carries  with  it 
his  approval.  It  is  a  ten-year  contract.  It 
is  going  to  be  of  no  value  to  the  public,  it 
does  not  matter  if  the  great  Divine  Man 
above  should  write  a  contract  to  handle  the 
garbage  situation  in  Boston,  if  there  is  no 
enforcement  of  its  provisions.  Without  proper 
enforcement  the  contract  is  absolutely  value- 
less. There  is  the  nub  of  this  whole  propo- 
sition— enforcement.  The  contract  has  not 
been  enforced.  I  would  not  gamble  that  it 
will  be  enforced  in  the  future,  but  if  it  is 
within  my  power  to  compel  enforcement  of 
the  contract  to  the  letter  I  propose  to  do  it. 
The  gentleman  talks  about  public  ownership. 
I  stand  for  that  on  all  fours,  and  he  stands 
for  it  on  one  finger.  He  is  in  favor  of  the 
City  of  Boston  buying  or  erecting  a  plant 
and  owning  it,  and  having  it  run  by  a  con- 
tracting operator.  That  is  what  they  call  an 
abortion  in  public  ownership,  Mr.  President. 
As  far  as  his  order  is  concerned  it  is  value- 
less, and  I  propose  to  vote  against  it.  It  has 
not  been  introduced  here  with  any  intelli- 
gent thought  back  of  it.  It  has  been  intro- 
duced for  the  purpose  of  attempting  to  be- 
cloud the  issue  with  the  public  and  to  afford 
to  him  an  opportunity  perhaps  to  get  some 
favorable  publicity  in  the  papers  which  he 
now  criticises.  Lord !  "when  he  spoke  about 
the  papers  I  thought  it  was  my  past  self 
reincarnated !  That  has  been  my  position,  pro- 
testing about  the  papers,  in  the  past,  and  the 
Lord  knows  I  have  suffered  for  it.  Now  he 
takes  my  place,  but  not  Quite  so  sincere!'*'  be- 
cause he  has  a  soft  spot  for  them  when  he 
wants  to  wVite  letters  to  the  papers,  or  to 
himself,  apologizing  for  his  action  !  He  talks 
about  saving  money  and  the  danger  of  buy- 
ing things  in  a  high  market,  with  the  possi- 
bility of  low  prices  later.  He  says  that  a 
million  dollars  can  be  saved.  I  am  afraid  of 
his  judgment  on  falling  prices,  because  he 
and  I  talked  over  the  shoe  situation  within 
ten  months  and  he  told  me  that  instead  of 
shoes  going  lower  they  were  going  higher, 
and  recently  he  told  me  that  he  was  selling 
out  his  whole  stock  at  less  than  he  paid  for 
it.  Therefore,  his  judgment  as  to  what  will 
happen  in  the  future  in  the  matter  of  the 
prices  of  wages  and  materials  is  valueless  as 
far  as  I  am  concerned.  Now,  who  appeared 
in  opposition?  The  United  Improvement  As- 
sociation and  some  ladies,  well-meaning 
ladies,  and  their  contention  was  not  in  regard 
to  the  contract  but  as  to  the  method  of  col- 
lecting garbage  by  the  city  teams  and  con- 
tractors, which  has  nothing  to  do  with  this 
contract  whatsoever.  That  has  been  the 
trouble.  Those  opposing  this  contract  have 
misled  people's  minds  with  the  idea  that  the 
poor  collections  are  because  of  the  contract. 
I  want  to  have  it  spread  on  the  records  that 
the  collection  of  garbage  in  Roxbury,  Dor- 
chester and  other  places  has  nothing  to  do 
with  the  question  of  the  disposal  of  garbage 
whatsoever.  The  disposal  does  not  begin 
until  it  is  collected.  After  it  is  collected-  it 
can  then  be  disposed  of  by  being  dumped  at 
sea,  treated  in  the  plant  at  Spectacle  Island, 
or  placed  on  the  city  dumps.  But  that  has 
nothing  whatever  to  do  with  the  collection. 
It  we  could  do  away  with  the  dumps  and 
substitute  something  else  for  them,  that  would 
be  one  thing,  but  dumps  are  a  necessary  evil. 
The  whole  Back  Bay  "was  formerly  a  mud 
hole.     If   it   were   not   for   dumping   there,    the 


Back  Bay  would  be  a  mud  hole  today.  Filling 
in  means  progress.  There  was  opposition  to 
the  filling  there  at  the  time,  but  we  now  see 
the  blessings,  twenty-five,  thirty  or  forty  years 
afterwards.  The  situation  in  East  Boston  is 
bad.  There  is  no  doubt  of  it.  But  it  is  going 
to  be  remedied,  because  this  contractor  has  a 
little  human  kindness  in  his  make-up.  He  is 
a  resident  of  this  city,  and  not  a  foreigner, 
as  are  the  ones  who  now  have  the  contract. 
I  think  the  gentleman  opposite  will  himself 
admit  that  this  bidding  concern  is  a  reputable 
concern.  They  stand  high  in  this  community. 
They  are  jealous  of  their  reputation.  They 
built  the  Camp  Devens  camp  and  the 
Chatham  training  grounds.  They  built  the 
subway  in  Court  street,  underneath  the  Ames 
Building  without  changing  a  hair  in  the 
structure  of  that  building.  They  built  the 
Washington  Street  Subway,  and  they  ■  got 
through  104  days  earlier  than  their  contract 
required  and  received  a  bonus.  They  built  a 
station  underneath  the  Park  Street  Station, 
without  delaying  one  single  car  during  the 
entire  time  that  their  contract  was  on.  They 
have  a  reputation.  As  against  them  I  want 
to  bring  to  your  attention  Mr.  Cranford  of 
Brooklyn,  a  kid-gloved  contractor,  whose  in- 
terest in  the  collection  or  the  disposal  of 
garbage  and  doing  away  with  offensive  odors 
and  offensive  dumps  was  confined  to  walking 
down  Commonwealth  avenue  with  a  new  suit 
of  clothes  every  day,  and  a  cane.  He  has  no 
interest  in  Boston.  He  is  a  foreigner ;  he 
does  not  care  for  our  comfort  and  does  not 
care  how  the  garbage  is  disposed  of.  He  has 
merelv  wanted  a  return,  a  dividend,  for  a 
little  group  of  men  banded  together  to  exploit 
Boston.  They  bid  on  this  contract,  too,  but 
their  bid  was  half  a  million  dollars  above 
that  of  Coleman  Brothel's.  They  were  in  a 
better  position  to  make  a  low  bid  than  were 
Coleman  Brothers.  They  were  in,  and  in 
pretty  nearly  right.  They  knew  the  situa- 
tion from  pretty  nearly  every  angle,  and  they 
hid  half  a  million  dollars  above  Coleman 
Brothers  on  the  same  identical  contract. 
Then  there  was  a  revision.  The  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works  sent  to  the  Disposal  Com- 
pany and  said,  "We  will  order  another  bid. 
What  will  you  do  ?"  Coleman  Brothers  bid 
again,  the  same  price,  and  the  present  com- 
pany came  down  to  within  $180,000  of  the 
present  bid.  Still,  they  knew  the  situation 
better  than  any  group  of  men  who  could 
handle  the  matter  in  Boston  and  were  better 
able  to  give  a  low  price  than  any  man  or 
group  of  men  organized  for  that  purpose. 
Nevertheless,  they  bid  $180,000  above  home 
talent.  Now,  it  is  not  generally  known  to 
the  public  that  in  this  contract  Coleman 
Brothers  have  furnished  this  body  with  a 
statement  in  detail,  signed  by  John  F.  Cole- 
man, the  president  of  the  company,  that 
whatever  was  asked  for  by  the  people  who 
appeared  here  would  be  granted.  And  they 
even  went  further.  The  engineers  for  the 
United  States  Government  came  here,  repre- 
senting the  government,  and  said  that  if  cer- 
tain things  were  put  in  in  the  way  of  machin- 
ery it  would  be  all  right,  that  they  would 
withdraw  their  opposition,  and  the  very 
things  they  wanted  put  in  are  going  to  be 
put  in  by  Coleman  Brothers  under  the  con- 
tract, and  will  be  carried  out  provided  the 
terms  of  the  contract  are  enforced,  and  I 
have  confidence  enough  in  the  incoming 
Mayor  to  believe  that  his  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works,  whether  the  present  commis- 
sioner or  a  new  commissioner,  will  enforce 
the  contract  to  the  letter.  If  that  is  not  to 
be  done,  then  no  contract  is  necessary  in  the 
matter  of  the  disposal  of  garbage.  All  that  is 
nrcessary  is  to  pay  a  certain  stipulated  amount 
of  money  to  certain  contractors  and  let  them 
ride  roughshod  over  the  public.  Now,  I  have 
used  a  lot  of  time,  but  in  conclusion  let  me 
call  to  vour  attention  those  who  aoneared  in 
favor  of  this  proposed  contract.  There  was 
Guy  C.  Emerson,  for  whom  I  hold  no  brief ; 
but  he  is  a  competent  engineer,  and  a  com- 
petent engineer  plus  actual  experience  in  the 
handling  of  this  proposition.  He  is  a  man 
with    whom    I    have    never    had    anything    in 
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common,  but  I  have  never  heard  one  word 
of  criticism  of  his  actions,  his  honesty  of 
purpose,  or  his  desire  to  carry  out  what  he 
considered  was  the  best  thing  to  do.  There 
is  Professor  Turner,  appointed  by  the  head  of 
Technology,  considered  the  best  sanitation  en- 
gineer in  this  part  of  the  country,  a  product 
of  the  greatest  technical  school  in  the*  world, 
the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology. 
Then  there  is  Francis  R.  Bangs,  a  man  for 
whom  I  hold  no  brief,  and  we  are  not  on 
speaking  terms,  but  I  believe  he  is  a  man  of 
good  judgment  and  ought  to  know  something 
after  twelve  years  of  study  of  conditions  in 
the  City  of  Boston.  If  he  does  not  he  is  a 
bigger  dunce  than  I  ever  accused  him  of  be- 
ing. Then  we  have  Thomas  F.  Sullivan. 
Here  is  where  I  warm  up,  because  I  never 
met  a  better  man,  a  squarer  man  or  a  more 
competent  man  in  charge  of  our  highways 
than  Thomas  F.  Sullivan.  He  has  made  er- 
rors, has  rather  a  brusque  way  about  him, 
but  he  is  competent,  honest,  painstaking  and 
thorough,  and  he  is  no  man's  man.  He  has 
been  absolutely  free  as  Commissioner  of  Pub- 
lic Works,  and  if  he  leaves  the  service  the 
city  will  be  the  loser.  I  will  regret  it  very 
much  if  he  leaves.  But  there  is  another  day 
coming.  Mr.  President,  the  other  member  was 
a  labor  man,  and  I  ought  to  leave  it  to  a 
labor  man  to  talk  about  him.  But  I  know 
him  better  even  than  the  labor  men  do.  He 
is  Richard  Garrity.  He  was  a  pioneer  in  the 
Federation  in  1873,  and  prominent  in  the 
Motormen's  and  Conductor's  Union  in  1890, 
and  I  was  with  him  when  he  was  president 
of  the  organization.  I  know  that  he  was  a 
competent,  thoroughly  honest  man.  He  rep- 
resents the  labor  angle  here,  and  he  recom- 
mended this  contract  to  the  Mayor  without 
qualification.  Then  there  is  Dr.  Woodward. 
Dr.  Woodward,  I  believe,  is  a  competent  man. 
I  cannot  gainsay  it.  I  do  not  like  his  meth- 
ods. Some  things  about  his  department  do 
not  appeal  to  me.  I  think  he  has  it  sys- 
tematized to  death.  But  he  is  thorough  and 
he  has  had  great  experience  in  the  matter  of 
health  precautions  and  health  reforms,  hav- 
ing obtained  a  great  deal  of  that  experience 
as  Commissioner  of  Health  in  the  District  of 
Columbia,  being  commissioner  in  Washington 
in  charge  of  garbage  disposal  there.  There- 
fore. I  believe,  he  is  competent  and  can  be 
thoroughly  relied  upon  in  this  matter.  The 
other  man  was  a  man  who  investigated  in  the 
interests  of  the  city,  Mr.  Shea,  an  engineer 
of  high  reputation,  a  thorough  man  who 
knows  his  business.  Representing  the  com- 
mittee he  visited  all  the  important  large 
cities  where  disposal  of  garbage  was  handled 
in  a  big  way.  He  brought  back  a  thorough 
report,  whjch  I  read  in  part.  I  have  suffi- 
cient confidence  in  him  to  say  that  if  he  told 
me  conditions  were  so  and  so  in  Minneap- 
olis, Columbus  or  New  York,  that  would  be 
enough  for  me,  because  I  have  faith  in  him. 
On  the  other  hand,  we  have  one  Major  Os- 
borne, who  is,  I  am  told,  the  leading  sanitary 
engineer  of  the  United  States,  without  excep- 
tion. It  is  true  that  he  was  a  paid  represen- 
tative for  Coleman  Brothers  but,  nevertheless, 
I  believe  he  was  just  as  honest  on  the  side  of 
the  contractor  as  was  Mr.  Merrick  on  the 
other  side.  Then,  what  do  we  have 
against  them  ?  We  have  a  committee  of 
three.  The  gentleman  opposite  (Coun. 
Hagan)  speaks  about  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. In  heaven's  name,  can  we  speak  of 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  when  we  have 
three  members  out  of  7,500  members  of  the 
Chamber,  the  Committee  on  Municipal  and 
Metropolitan  Affairs  of  nine,  headed  by  Al- 
exander Whiteside,  appointing  a  subcom- 
mittee of  three,  made  up  of  Thomas  J.  Ken- 
ny, Mr.  Merrick  and  a  Mr.  Hope  ?  Mr.  Hope, 
I  will  admit  for  the  sake  of  the  argument,  is 
an  engineer,  I  don't  know  whether  locomo- 
tive or  stationary.  I  know  that  he  is  not  a 
sanitary  engineer,  that  he  does  not  know  as 
much  about  the  garbage  question  as  Guy  C. 
Emerson,  Thomas  F.  Sullivan,  Major  Os- 
borne, and  "Reggie"  Bangs.  He  appears  in 
the  position  of  a  public-spirited  citizen,  my 
friends,  but  he  had  as  much  to  do  with  draw- 


ing up  that  report  and  with  investigating  the 
matter  as  did  my  daughter  out  home.  Mer- 
rick was  the  fly  in  the  ointment  all  the  time, 
always  busy,  with  his  chest  thrown  out. 
There  aren't  any  city  affairs  that  Merrick 
isn't  in,  not  only  on  one  side  but  on  both 
sides.  He  is  always  there,  Mr.  Merrick. 
When  we  come  to  my  friend  Kennv,  the 
lawyer,  of  course,  he  gave  very  little  thought 
to  the  matter.  As  for  Mr.  Hope — the  name 
"Hope"  sounds  good — I  think  nobody  will 
claim  that  he  will  offset  Major  Osborne,  Guy 
C.  Emerson  and  Thomas  F.  Sullivan  in  knowl- 
edge of  sanitary  engineering.  Merrick,  the 
third  man,  is  really  the  man  behind  all  the 
opposition,  I  guess.  As  for  the  Boston  Dis- 
posal Company,  Cranford  represents  the  New 
York  ring,  the  sanitary  trust.  And  when  I 
speak  of  the  operations  of  that  trust  I  am 
not  accusing  the  councilor  opposite  with  be- 
ing responsible  for  or  having  anything  to  do 
with  it,  and  he  knows  that  I  am  not.  In 
conclusion,  I  wish  to  say  just  a  final  word, 
for  the  present.  I  have  some  consideration 
for  the  members  here  tonight  who  want  to 
get  home,  and  I  am  not  going  to  prolong  the 
debate  unneccssarilv.  Not  only  has  this  mat- 
ter been  talked  of  thoroughly  and  fully  on 
the  floor  of  the  body,  but  there  hav?  been 
prolonged  hearings,  and  the  Lord  knows  they 
were  fair  hearings.  Everybody  was  given  a 
chance,  and  some  were  given  ten  chances,  to 
be  heard.  The  greatest  opportunity  was  af- 
forded to  furnish  information  in  favor  of  or 
against  the  proposed  contract  that  was  ever 
given  by  a  committee.  There  was  nobody 
shut  off ;  all  were  permitted  to  go  the  limit. 
As  for  the  papers,  the  Telegram  in  an  article 
made  some  suggestions  that  were  not  at  all 
kindly  to  me,  but  I  think  the  Telegram's  in- 
formant was  wrong.  I  don't  think  he  knew 
the  situation.  I  think  if  he  had  come  here 
and  had  heard  or  had  read  the  testimony  and 
had  inquirsd  into  the  matter  as  we  have,  that 
article  never  would  have  been  written.  I 
know  it  would  not  have  been  written  if  it  had 
not  got  abroad  wrongly  that  Parke  and  De- 
land  were  going  to  go,  because  the  editorial, 
I  understand,  was  merely  for  the  purpose  of 
saying  a  good  word  for  Parke  and  Deland. 
But  now,  in  this  connection,  just  a  word 
about  the  position  of  the  Finance  Commission 
in  the  matter.  With  all  this  publicity  in  the 
papers,  and  all  these  hearings,  the  Finance 
Commission  have  not  opened  their  mouths.  Not 
a  word  has  been  said  by  them.  They  have 
had  their  opportunity.  The  gentleman  op- 
posite (Coun.  Hagan)  may  say  that  they 
were  not  asked  for  their  opinion.  Well,  we 
have  not  had  to  ask  them  for  their  opinion 
in  the  past :  they  have  always  volunteered 
it,  and  at  times  very  readily  since  we  five 
red-blooded  non-Good  Government  citizens 
have  controlled  the  situation  here — or 
(turning  to  Coun.  Ford)  six.  I  forgot;  I 
will  add  you,  too.  They  have  not  had  a  word 
to  say  here,  have  not  made  a  suggestion, 
even  through  Mr.  Emerson.  The  chairman 
of  thf  Finance  Commission  had  been  told 
that  there  was  something  crooked  about  the 
contract.  That  came  possibly  from  Mr.  Mer- 
rick. But  there  has  not  been  a  word  from 
the  Finance  Commission,  and  that  is  a  won- 
derful indorsement  of  my  approval  of  this 
contract,  a  wonderful  indorsement  of  my  po- 
sition on  your  order,  sir,  and  on  the  order 
that  Coun.  Collins  introduced.  My  position 
is  more  than  fortified,  when  a  committee  ap- 
pointed by  his  Honor  Mayor  Peters,  com- 
posed of  the  men  whom  I  have  named  ap- 
prove of  this  proposed  contract.  Certainly 
with  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  un- 
der the  Mayor  and  the  other  gentlemen  whom 
I  have  named  we  have  an  outfit  that  fur- 
nishes the  preponderance  of  evidence  on  the 
side  of  the  low  bidders.  On  the  side  of  the 
Disposal  Company  we  have  men  going 
through  chambers,  halls,  on  the  street, 
spreading  their  propaganda :  and  on  top  of 
that  we  have  the  silence  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission and  of  the  press,  as  the  councilor 
has  said.  Under  the  circumstances,  I  am 
satisfied  that  my  position  on  this  contract  is 
absolutely    correct    and,    therefore,    I    hope    the 
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order  introduced  by  Coun.  Hagan  will  be  de- 
feated. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
accept  the  correction  made  by  the  honorable 
gentleman,  our  President,  opposite,  and  to 
give  credit  to  the  fact  that  there  were  two 
papers  who  commented  on  the  contract.  I 
said  there  "was  one,  because  there  was  only 
one  paper  that  happened  to  come  under  my 
personal  observation.  But  I  accept  his  cor- 
rection. Much  of  what  we  have  heard  in  the 
past  half  hour  was  a  defence  of  the  character 
of  men,  Mr.  Coleman,  Mr.  Emerson,  Mr.  Sul- 
livan and  others.  I  hope  nothing  I  said  called 
for  any  such  defence,  for  in  my  judgment  the 
character  of  these  men  is  not  on  the  defen- 
sive. I  hold  them  in  the  highest  respect  per- 
sonally, and  I  think  that  the  organization 
headed  by  Mr.  Coleman  is  of  the  same  high 
type  as  the  man  himself.  I  feel,  therefore, 
that  there  was  no  need  of  rushing  in  to  de- 
fend their  character  when  I  certainly  made 
no  attack  or  uttered  no  word  that  would 
lead  to  any  such  thought.  It  may  have  been, 
as  my  honored  friend  has  suggested  was  the 
situation  in  my  ease,  that  the  issue  might 
have  been  befogged  in  his  mind ;  but  I  wish 
now  to  take  the  opportunity  to  say  that  I 
meant  no  reflection  on  those  men,  that  I 
made  no  attack  on  the  character  of  any  man. 
Neither  should  this  problem  be  considered  in 
terms  of  personalities.  But  whether  you  men 
may  like  me  or  I  may  like  you  is  not  the 
question.  The  question  is,  Is  this  contract  a 
good  one  for  the  citizens  of  Boston  ?  We 
have  that  problem,  and  that  problem  only, 
before  us,  and  let  us  keep  that  problem  be- 
fore our  eyes  and  minds  and  leave  personali- 
ties out.  I  do  not  expect  that  everybody  is 
going  to  like  me.  I  would  hardly  be  a  good 
fellow  if  everybody  did  like  me.  That  is  not 
the  question.  I  simply  feel  the  need  of 
making  this  correction  so  that  my  position 
may  not  be  misunderstood,  and  so  that  these 
men,  Mr.  Sullivan,  Mr.  Emerson  and  Mr. 
Coleman,  may  not  be  led  to  believe  that  I 
have  made  any  attack  whatever  on  their  per- 
sonal character  or  reputation.  I  hold  them 
in  too  high  esteem. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  Chairman,  I  want  to 
say  for  the  benefit  of  the  gentleman  opposite, 
if  he  thought  that  by  my  remarks  I  wanted  to 
convey  the  impression  that  he  attacked  those 
gentlemen,  that  I  had  no  such  thought  in 
mind.  I  merely  stated  what  I  did  so  that  it 
might  appear  upon  the  record  that  there 
were  some  people  of  reputation  and  standing 
in    the    community   who    favored   the   contract. 

The  order  offered  by  Coun.  Hagan  was  de- 
clared rejected.  Coun.  Hagan  doubted  the 
vote   and  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  order  was   rejected,  yeas   2,  nays   7. 

Yeas — Coun.    Collins,    Hagan — 2. 

Nays — Coun.  Bricklev,  Donoghue,  Ford, 
Lane,   McLaughlin,  Moriai-ty,   Watson — 7. 

Conn.  COLLINS — With  the  permission  of 
the  President  I  "will  offer  this  order  and  ask 
for    its    immediate    consideration. 

Coun.  COLLINS  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  hereby  authorized  and 
requested  to  give  written  notice  to  the  Boston 
Development  Company  before  January  1, 
1922,  of  the  city's  intention  to  purchase,  un- 
der the  terms  set  forth  in  the  contract  with 
said  company,  the  complete  disposal  plant  and 
all  licenses  and  rights  which  may  be  required 
to  operate  the  same,  after  the  expiration  of 
the  contract. 

Coun.  COLLINS  moved  a  suspension  of  the 
rule,  that  the  order  might  be  put  upon  its 
passage. 

Coun.  COLLINS.— Mr.  President,  I  will  try 
at  this  time  to  keep  mv  remarks  as  near  to 
the  question  at  present  before  the  body — 
namely,  this  order  I  have  offered — as  may  be. 
In  the  contract  for  the  disposal  of  garbage 
and  refuse  for  ten  years  from  July  1,  1912, 
to  July  1,  1922,  there  is  this  provision  to- 
wards the  end  : 

"The  city  shall  have  the  right  to  purchase 
the  complete  disposal  plant  and  all  licenses 
and  rights  which  may  be  required  to  oper- 
ate the  same  after  the  expiration  of  the  con- 
tract.    The    city    shall    give    the    contractor    at 


least  six  months'  prior  written  notice  of  its 
intention  so  to  purchase,  and  if  the  purchase 
price  cannot  be  agreed  upon  such  price  shall 
be  determined  by  arbitration,  and  thereupon 
the  purchase  price  shall  be  paid  and  such 
licenses  and  rights  transferred  to  said  city." 

Toward  the  end  of  an  administration  it  has 
usually  been  considered  the  part  of  propriety 
not  to  take  up  matters  of  public  concern 
which  will  necessarily  bind  future  adminis- 
trations unless  it  was  absolutely  necessary  so 
to  do.  That  provision  in  the  contract,  in  so 
far  as  it  goes,  made  it  necessary  for  the 
Council  and  the  Mayor  to  take  action  one  way 
or  ancther  under  this  clause,  it  not  being  a 
question  of  giving  a  contract  for  ten  years  to 
any  man  or  corporation,  but  the  duty  de- 
volving upon  the  city  of  determining  on  or 
before  January  1,  1922,  as  to  whether  or  not 
it  wished  to  exercise  this  option.  I  have 
gone  over  the  evidence  which  has  been  sub- 
mitted here  in  these  many  hearings  before 
the  body,  having  read  in  the  stenographic  re- 
port anything  that  I  might  have  missed,  and 
I  am  sitting  on  this  case  not  with  any  preju- 
dice but  as  a  juryman,  asking  myself,  "What, 
in  the  interest  of  the  City  of  Boston,  is  the 
best  for  us  to  do  under  the  circumstances?" 
The  contract  which  now  comes  before  us  for 
consideration  contemplates  the  giving  over  of 
a  great  part  of  the  ejty,  from  the  standpoint 
of  disposal  of  garbage  and  refuse,  to  a  con- 
tractor for  ten  years,  at  a  price  of  $3,795,000 
as  compared  with  a  price  in  1912  of  $1,432,- 
000.  In  other  words,  we  members  of  the 
Council  are  asked  to  approve  this  contract, 
which  contemplates  an  expenditure  over  ten 
years  of  2.65  times  as  much  as  has  been  spent 
under  the  existing  contract  for  the  past  ten 
years.  That  being  so,  it  becomes  necessary 
for  us  to  consider  why  we  should  be  asked  to 
approve  a  contract  involving  such  a  large  ex- 
penditure of  money  over  the  next  ten  years. 
That  question  necessavilv  brings  us  to  this 
point  of  view,  that  the  bids  made  under  this 
proposal  were  made  at  a  time  when  prices  of 
materials,  equipment,  supplies,  labor,  every- 
thing which  goes  into  a  project  of  this  kind, 
while  not  at  the  highest  peak  are  very  near 
it.  Certainly  men  actins:  in  good  faith,  bid- 
ding on  a  contract  of  this  nature,  necessarily 
have  to  be  careful  and  to  protect  themselves. 
Consequently,  they  put  in  conservative  prices. 
Now,  what  has  been  the  experience  histori- 
cally in  economic  matters  following  great 
wars  ?  We  always  have  an  era  of  high 
prices.  That  siutation  obtained,  as  I  said  in 
the  Executive  Committee,  after  the  War  of 
1^12,  afte-  the  Napoleon:c  Ware,  after  the 
War  of  the  Rebellion,  and  after  the  recent 
great  war,  the  greatest  catastrophe  from  the 
standpoint  of  affecting  economic  affairs  all 
over  the  world,  that  has  ever  been  known. 
Always  after  such  a  rise  a  reaction  sets  in. 
What  do  we  find,  for  example,  on  this  very 
day  ?  Reading  the  papers  we  see  that  there 
is  a  drcp  in  the  price  of  one  kind  of  coal  of 
$2.50  a  ton.  It  seems  to  me,  Mr.  President, 
as  clear  as  a,  b,  c  that  prices  are  bound  to 
be  considerably  less  as  time  goes  on.  There- 
fore, as  a  juryman  and  as  a  director  in  a 
small  way  of  this  large  municipal  corpora- 
tion, I  deem  it  to  be  my  duty  to  proceed  very 
slowly  before  obligating  the  city  in  these  ab- 
normal times  by  a  contract  to  exist  over  a 
period  of  t3n  years,  particularly  when  the 
price  asked  for  under  it  is  2.65  times  as 
much  as  has  been  obtained  during  the  pres- 
ent ten  years.  Another  phase  of  this  ques- 
tion, and  I  believe  something  I  ought  to  con- 
sider, is  this,  that  the  gentleman  who  is 
now  Mayor-elect  of  this  city  asked  for  an  in- 
junction, a  restraining  order,  in  court,  re- 
questing that  this  Council  and  the  Mayor  be 
restrained  from  proceeding  with  the  passing 
and  execution  of  this  contract.  Aside  from 
the  legality  of  the  proposition,  there  is  some- 
thing to  be  said  in  favor  of  the  fairness  of 
his  request.  At  the  last  meeting  •  of  this 
Council  he  sent  a  letter  here  in  which  he 
said  : 

"I  respectfully  request,  as  Mayor-elect  of 
this  citv,  that  further  consideration  of  the 
proposed    contract   for    the    disposal    of    refuse 
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for  the  term  of  ten  years  from  July,  1922,  be 
postponed  until  I  have  assumed  the  office  to 
which  I  have  been  elected.  I  make  this  re- 
quest without  intending  in  any  way  to  re- 
flect on  the  good  faith  of  those  concerned  in 
making  the  negotiations,  but  feeling  that  I 
am  entitled  to  an  opportunity  to  pass  upon 
any  proposition  of  this  magnitude  which  is 
to  take  effect  under  my  administration." 

If  I  were  in  doubt,  that  request  from  the 
man  who  is  about  to  be  Mayor  of  this  city, 
whether  I  agree  or  disagree  with  him,  would 
be  enough  to  make  me  falter  and  hesitate, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  I  may  have 
technically  the  legal  right  to  act.  But,  in  ad- 
dition to  that  request,  we  have  this  self-evi- 
dent fact,  that  this  proposed  contract  does 
not  begin  to  function  until  July  of  1922.  I 
am,  however,  called  upon  at  this  time  to  act 
affirmatively  or  negatively  on  this  contract.  I 
have  considered  it  from  every  angle,  not  only 
from  the  financial  standpoint  but  from  the 
health  standpoint,  and  I  am  convinced  that 
the  best  interests  of  the  community  require 
and  demand  tHat  th--  citv  control  the  reduc- 
tion plant.  As  to  how  it  shall  be  operated, 
that  is  a  question  for  each  administration  to 
decide,  if  this  order  becomes  effective.  But  I 
cannot,  looking  at  the  matter  from  every 
angle  and  trying  to  be  just  and  fair  to  all 
parties,  make  myself  believe  that  this  con- 
tract is  a  wise  one.  I  believe  it  is  very  un- 
wise. I  believe  that  the  price  is  altogether 
too  high,  the  tenure  under  the  circumstances 
altogether  too  long,  and  that  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  community,  from  the  financial  and 
from  the  health  standpoint,  require  that  I 
should  vote  against  it.  I  am,  therefore,  un- 
nuali^pd],'  cpooscd  to  it  and  shall  vot?  asfainst 
it :  and  I  believe  also  that  the  interests  of  the 
city  require  that  we  should  exercise  the  option 
that  we  have  under  the  existing  contract. 
Therefore.  I  have  introduced  the  order. 

Coun.  WATSON. — Mr.  Chairman,  I  wish  to 
take  just  a  moment  or  two  of  the  Council's 
time  to  reply  to  Coun.  Collins.  I  am  against 
the  o>-der  he  has  introduced  and  trust  that  it 
will  be  defeated,  because  whatever  action  we 
may  take  upon  this  option  in  the  contract 
the  Mayor  has  the  right  to  take  before  the 
1st  of  January.  His  Honor  the  Mayor  has  a 
right  to  do  the  very  thing  that  Coun.  Collins 
requests  in  his  order.  Now  the  gentleman  is 
very  solicitous  about  tieing  up  an  in-ccming 
mavor  under  a  contract  wMch  is  made  bv  an 
out-going  mayor  and  Council.  I  don't  think  he 
is  quite  consistent  in  that  position,  because 
he  was  a  member  of  this  Council  when  the 
present  contract  orjginally  passed,  and  he 
voted  for  it.  At  that  time  I  believe  Mayor 
Fitzgerald  was  mayor,  and  he  voted  to  tie  up 
the  in-coming  mayor  at  that  time.  As  long 
as  he  is  so  solicitous  about  not  tieing  up  an 
incoming  administ-ation,  let  me  ask  this 
question :  Mayor  Curley,  under  the  law,  can 
he  mayor  for  only  four  years,  and  after 
February,  1926,  we  will  have  a  new  mayor, 
who  will  have  to  take  up  the  contract.  He, 
in  turn  will  be  mayor  for  only  four  years, 
and  then  a  new  administration  will  come  in 
for  the  balance  of  the  contract.  So,  if  we 
are  to  follow  the  thing  up  logicallv,  if  we  do 
not  act  at  this  time  because  we  do  not  want 
to  tie  up  the  next  administration,  the  next 
administration  should  not  act  because  its  ac- 
tion will  result  in  tieing  up  the  following  two 
adnvnist  ations.  Therefore,  it  is  an  endless 
chain.  The  question  for  us  to  consider  is 
simply  whether  we  are  doing  the  proper 
thing  by  the  taxpayers  and  I  am  as  willing 
to  stand  or  fall  by  the  position  I  take,  in  case 
a  mistake  is  made,  as  he  is.  He  speaks  of 
the  probability  of  decreased  cost  over  the  next 
ten  years.  He  is  looking  forward  to  a  re- 
duction of  labor  and  other  costs.  Well,  1911 
was  a  normal  time,  and  wages  were  much 
lower  then  than  they  are  now.  You  could 
hire  an  Italian  at  $1.50  a  day.  Does  the  gen- 
tleman want  to  go  back  to  the  time  when  we 
paid  a  human  being  $1.50  a  day  for  eleven 
or  twelve  hours'  work  ?  I  don't  think  he 
does,  when  he  thinks  it  over,  and  I  certainly 
do  not.  Furthermore,  in  the  next  ten  years 
there    will    be    more    garbage    to    collect.      We 


have  a  greater  population,  and  that  will  mean 
increased  costs.  Everything  has  gone  up, 
and  we  certainly  have  no  assurance  of  any 
reduction  in  the  immediate  future.  In  regard 
to  Mayor  Curley's  position,  I  will  simply  say 
that  I  think  we,  as  members  of  the  City 
Council,  are  perfectly  correct  in  voting  for  or 
against  the  approval  of  this  contract.  I  con- 
sidered his  request,  and  considered  it  serious- 
ly, but  I  think,  in  the  interest  of  all  parties, 
the  taxpayers  and  everybody  else,  this  con- 
tract is  as  good  a  one  as  we  can  get.  If  we 
do  not  ratify  it,  we  are  in  danger  of  being 
tied  up  for  another  period  with  a  crowd  of 
foreign  contractors  w^o  will  exploit  the  peo- 
ple of  Boston.  I  think  now  I  have  answered 
the  councilor  who  just  spoke,  and  we  are  all 
a  happy  family  here.  We  have  said  hard 
things  about  one  another,  and  have  joked 
more  or  less  back  and  forth,  but  on  the 
whole,  we  are  a  happy  family.  There  is  an 
honest  difference  of  opinion,  but  the  prepond- 
erance of  honest  judgment,  I  think,  favors 
the  seven  as  against  the  two.  To  be  sure, 
one  of  the  two  is  a  leading  business  man  and 
the  other  an  eminent  jurist,  or  possible 
jurist.  He  is  an  eminent  lawyer,  and  my 
friend.  I  have  the  greatest  respect  for  the 
opinions  of  both  those  gentlemen.  But,  as  I 
sav,  I  think  the  preponderance  of  honest 
judgment  is  against  them.  Therefore,  I  hope 
the  order  will   not  pass. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  I  will  be 
as  brief  as  possible.  The  gentleman  speaks 
of  my  favoring  no  action  being  taken  until 
the  Mayor-elect  Deeomes  mayor.  He,  unin- 
tentionally, no  doubt,  has  misquoted  me.  1 
said  that  I  should  be  influenced  by  that  con- 
sideration if  I  were  in  any  doubt  at  all  other- 
wise. 

Coun.  WATSON— It  would  make  you 
falter. 

Coun.  COLLINS — It  would  make  me  hesi- 
tate. But  I  am  in  no  doubt  as  to  what  I 
ought  to  do.  He  spoke  about  the  contract 
being  made  in  1912  and  tieing  up  another  ad- 
minist-ation. I  would  simply  remind  him 
that    the    two   cases    are    not    analogous   at   all 

Coun.   WATSON— Then,   I  withdraw   it. 

Coun.  COLLINS — The  present  contract  was 
made  in,  1911,  at  the  time  when  Mayor  Fitz- 
gerald was  mayor,  and  he  had  two  terms. 
Consequently  there  was  no  new  incoming 
mayor  and  no  such  request  from  an  incoming 
mayor  as  we  have  here  today.  The  difference, 
therefore,  is  verv  palpable.  It  seems  to  me 
that  the  evidence  as  to  public  opinion  being 
a^a.in-t  this  contract  is  overwhelming,  as  pre- 
sented on  behalf  of  public  bodies  and  news- 
papers. There  has  been  no  division  of  opin- 
ion. The  public,  so  far  as  it  is  possible  to  do 
so,  has  gone  on  record  as  opposing  the  con- 
tract. Finally,  there  is  nothing  in  the  law 
to  preclude  the  contractor  in  this  case  taking 
advantage  of  falling  prices,  whatever  they 
may  be,  in  materials,  supplies  or  labor.  I 
like  to  see  people  get  a  decent  wage.  I  have 
not  offered  resolutions  here  meeting  after 
meeting  on  the  floor  of  the  Council  reiterat- 
ing that  view,  but  my  public  and  private  acts 
are  iUustrative  of  mv  position  in  tht-  macter. 
But  if  there  is  any  saving  under  this  con- 
tract, the  saving  will  inure  to  the  benefit  not 
of  the  city,   but  of  the  contractor. 

The  rule  was  suspended,  and  the  question 
came  on  the  passage  of  the  order.  The  or- 
der was  declared  rejected.  Coun.  Collins 
doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  a  verification 
by  veas  and  nays. 

The  order  was  rejected,  yeas   2,   nays   7. 

Yeas — Coun.   Collins,   Hagan — 2. 

Nays — Coun.  Brickley,  Donoghue,  Ford, 
Lane,    McLauchl;n.    Mo-iartv,    Watson — 7. 

Chairman  MORIARTY— The  question  is  on 
the  passage  of  the  order  approving  the  con- 
tract. 

The  order  was  declared  passed.  Coun. 
Watson  asked  for  a  roll  call,  and  the  Council 
voted  to  pass  the  order  approving  the  con- 
tract, yeas    7,   nays   2. 

Yeas — Coun.  Brickley,  Donoghue,  Ford, 
Lane,   McLaughlin,   Moriarty,   Watson — 7. 

Nays — Coun.   Collins,    Hagan — 2. 
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Chairman  MORIARTY— The  order  is 
passed,  and  by  your  vote  you  have  confirmed 
the  contract. 


COUN.   WATSON'S   POSITION    ON   MUNIC- 
IPAL  LIGHTING. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  Chairman,  I  ask 
unanimous   consent   to   make   a  statement. 

Chairman  MORIARTY — Is  there  any  ob- 
jection? (No  response.)  Hearing  none,  I  will 
grant  the  consent  if  you  do  not  take 
over 

Coun.   WATSON three   minutes. 

Chairman  MORIARTY— All  right.     Granted. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  as  presi- 
dent of  this  honorable  body,  and  as  the  mem- 
ber who  introduced  into  its  deliberations  the 
order  which  was  made  the  subject  of  adverse 
criticism  in  an  evening  paper  on  Thursday 
last,  I  feel  compelled  to  make  this  statement 
in  order  to  clear  up  any  misunderstanding 
which  may  arise  as  the  result  of  this  pub- 
licity. In  the  first  place,  I  introduced  into 
this  body  an  order  calling  upon  the  City 
Council  to  consider  the  advisability  of  the  city 
taking  the  first  one  of  three  steps  that  might 
eventually  lead  to  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
electricity  or  gas,  or  both,  to  the  people  of 
Boston.  For  ten  weeks,  at  each  successive 
meeting  of  the  Council,  I  spoke  upon  the 
lighting  situation,  mainly  for  the  purpose  of 
focusing  upon  the  Legislature  public  interest 
in  the  question  of  the  attempt  of  the  criminal, 
or,  to  be  mild,  the  near-criminal,  attempt  on 
the  part  of  the  bankers  and  lighting  interests 
to  pass  what  is  now  known  as  the  "lighting 
graft,"  but  better  known  at  that  time  as  an 
emergency  bill  to  permit  the  gas  and  electric 
interests  of  the  Commonwealth  to  capitalize 
their  premiums,  or  to  wring  from  the  people 
millions  of  dollars  by  means  of  an  increase  in 
the  price  of  gas  and  electricity.  With  this 
body  co-operating  with  me  by  standing  solidly 
at  my  back,  and  with  the  support  of  the  city 
Law  Department,  his  Honor  the  Mayor  suc- 
ceeded in  defeating  the  deliberate  attempt  to 
rob  the  consumers  of  these  two  products  of 
their  hard-earned  money.  If  the  City  Council 
never  did  another  thing  of  merit,  in  this  act 
alone  it  earned  a  debt  of  gratitude  from  the 
people  and  Justified  the  election  of  each  and 
every  member  of  the  body.  This  same  body 
is  now  about  to  take  another  step  in  the  di- 
rection of  removing  the  shackles  placed  upon 
the  public  by  the  Legislature  and  the  lighting 
interests,  by  passing  the  first  vote  in  favor  of 
the  establishment  of  lighting  plants.  It  is  in 
order  to  provide  for  the  proper  consideration 
of  this  step  that  I  introduced  the  two  orders 
permitting  the  City  Council  to  visit  cities 
where  municipally  owned  lighting  plants  are 
already  established.  I  am  •  prepared  to  vote 
tomorrow,  or  at  this  time,  on  the  question  of 
the  city  taking  the  first  step  of  three  that 
may  mean  the  issuing  of  bonds  by  the  City 
Treasurer  amounting  to  upwards  of  thirty 
million  of  dollars,  but  I  am  not  sure  that 
my  associates  are  as  well  informed  on  the 
question  as  I  am.  I  have  given  more  than 
twenty-five  years  to  a  study  of  this  question, 
and  without  any  desire  to  reflect  upon  any 
of  the  other  members  of  this  body,  I  doubt  if 
they  have  had  the  same  opportunity  upon 
which  to  base  their  official  action.  In  order 
that  they  may  vote  intelligently  upon  this 
question,  therefore,  it  is  absolutely  necessary 
that  they  should  secure  the  most  authentic 
and  direct  information  to  be  had  upon  the 
subject.  This  can  best  be  secured  in  those 
cities  where  municipally  owned  and  operated 
plants  are  located,  and  I  am  confident  that 
the  knowledge  thus  acquired  will  have  more 
potential  value  to  the  City  of  Boston  than 
could  be  expected  from  the  expenditure  of  a 
like  sum  of  money  in  almost  any  other  munici- 
pal investment.  Would  any  taxpayer  indorse 
the  action  of  a  member  of  this  honorable 
body  in  taking  the  initial  step  that  might 
eventually  lead  to  the  expenditure  of  mil- 
lions of  dollars  of  the  people's  money  without 
the   fullest   possible    information  ?      I    am    sure 


he  would  not  .  I  am  equally  sure  that  the 
paper  that  published  the  adverse  criticism  to 
which  I  refer,  once  it  has  the  full  facts  in 
its  possession,  will  no  longer  adhere  to  its 
original  position.  Of  course  the  lighting  trust 
has  been  in  agreement  with  them,  or  with 
others  who  reap  the  benefits  of  special  privi- 
lege. The  people  want  action  against  the 
lighting  interests,  and  I  am  with  them  to  the 
very  limit,  regardless  of  coercion,  intimidation 
or  bribes.  I  am  here  to  represent  the  people, 
and  when  I  fail  to  do  so  I  want  to  retire 
from  public  life.  I  desire  to  go  on  record  as 
being  ready  at  all  times  to  co-operate  with 
anyone  who  is  fighting  the  criminal  interests. 
I  want  no  more  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford,  Boston  &  Maine,  Boston  Elevated  or 
Eastern  Massachusetts  Railroad  situations  if  I 
can  be  of  assistance  in  stopping  them.  The 
banking  interests  and  the  greedy  rich  have 
just  about  killed  the  goose  that  laid  the  golden 
egg,  and  if  we  cannot  save  the  goose  we  must 
do  what  we  can  to  save  the  egg ;  and  about 
the  only  egg  that  is  left  is  the  egg  that  has 
the  power  to  compel  public  officials,  elected 
and  appointed,  to  stand  by  the  interests  of  the 
many  rather  than  do  the  bidding  of  those  who 
have  fattened  upon  the  special  privileges 
meted  out  to  them  by  crooked,  inattentive  and 
subservient    public    officials. 

Now,  Mr.  President,  in  conclusion,  Mr. 
Hagan  is  absent,  but  I  think  he  ought  to  hear 
this.  He  can  read  it  in  the  record.  I  wish  to 
say  hei'e  publicly  that  Coun.  Hagan  agreed  to 
go  with  the  committee  on  their  tour  of  inves- 
tigation. We  never  intended  to  go  to  Montreal 
and  Toronto,  and  we  intended  to  perform  our 
duty  in  a  proper  and  gentlemanly  manner, 
despite  propaganda  and  possible  newspaper 
criticism.  Mr.  Hagan  told  me  he  could  go 
■with  us  on  the  trip  because  he  hoped  to  be  in 
Chicago  on  a  certain  day,  and  that  he  would 
go  to  work  and  see  if  he  could  change  his 
plans  :  that  if  he  could  go  to  Chicago  when  we 
went  he  would  be  glad  to  go  with  us.  That  is 
a  deliberate  contradiction  of  his  statement  in 
the  Boston  Telegram,  printed  on  the  first 
page.  I  want  to  say  that  the  members  of  this 
body,  all  or  few,  ar-e  gentlemen  just  as  well  as 
he  is,  and  that  wherever  we  go  we  will  cast 
credit  on  the  city  we  represent  as  best  we 
know    how.      I  thank   the    members. 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  MORIARTY 
said  : 

Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  make  a  state- 
ment, if  I  may  be  given  unanimous  consent  to 
do  so.  I  would  say  that  I  voted  for  the  ap- 
propriation for  the  proposed  trip  to  obtain  in- 
formation. I  believe  that  there  was  no  ob- 
jection by  any  member  of  the  Council.  At 
the  outset  I  did  not  think  that  I  could  go  :  at 
the  present  time  I  have  decided  that,  on  ac- 
count of  other  business,  I  am  unable  to  go. 
I  am  sorry  at  this  time  that  I  am  not  able  to 
go,  and  I  am  not  hiding  behind  anybody  in 
not  going.  I  am  only  sorry  that  I  cannot 
have  the  information  that  the  other  members 
of  the  Council  who  are  going  to  take  the  trip 
will  be  afforded,  to  bring  back  here  for  the 
benefit   of   the   citizens   of    Boston. 


OUTSIDE    WORK    AT    PRINTING    PLANT. 

Coun.  MORIARTY  offered  an  order— That 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  instruct 
the  Superintendent  of  Printing  to  refuse  to 
accept  anv  work  in  the  city  printing  plant 
which  comes  from  printing  shoDs  in  which 
there   is   any   labor   trouble   or  difficulty. 

Passed   under  a   suspension  of  the   rule. 


REMOVAL   OF   SUBWAY   ENTRANCES   ON 
COMMON. 

Coun.  LANE  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  take  such 
action  as  may  be  necessarv  so  that  the  present 
unsightly  structures  on  Boston  Common  used 
for    subway    entrances    and    exits    be    removed 
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and  less  objectionable  ones,  such  as  are  used 
in  New  York  and  on  the  more  recent  tunnels, 
substituted    therefor. 

Passed  under  a  suspension  of  the  rule.

GENERAL     RECONSIDERATION. 

Coun.  MORIARTY  moved  a  general  recon- 
sideration on  all  business  transacted  at  the 
meeting,  hoping  that  the  same  would  not  pre- 
vail.

RESTRICTIONS    ON    USE    OF    BUILDINGS. 

The   following   was    received : 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the   Mayor,   January   9,   1922. 
To  the  City  Council : 

Gentleman, — Attached  ;s  a  proposed  or- 
dinance to  restrict  and  limit  the  use  of  build- 
ings in  trades  and  industries  and  to  protect 
residence  districts  from  undesirable  business 
encroachments  and  uses  of  buildings  and 
premises.  This  ordinance  has  been  approved 
by  the   Corporation   Counsel. 

One  of  the  constitutiQnal  amendments 
adopted  two  years  ago  authorized  the  General 
Court  to  pass  laws  "to  l:mit  buildings  accord- 
ing to  their  use  or  construction  to  specified 
districts  of  cities  and  towns."  In  the  discus- 
sion pending  the  adoption  of  this  amendment 
it  was  made  plain  that  its  purpose  was  to 
prevent  offensive  building  and  undesirable 
uses  of  bu;ldings  in  business  and  residential 
districts  of  cities  and  towns. 

The  Legislature  of  1920,  by  chapter  601  of 
its  acts,  gave  the  c'ties  and  towns  the  author- 
ity needed  to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  the 
constitutional  amendment,  and  it  :'s  under 
this  act  that  this  proposed  ordinance  has 
been  prepared. 

By   this    ordinance   the  city   would  be   divided 
into  three  classes  of  districts   as  follows : 
Bus:ness   districts. 
Residence  districts. 
Unrestricted  districts. 

Special  regulations  are  proposed  for  business 
and  residence  districts,  while  in  unrestricted 
d'stricts  the  erection,  alteration  and  use  of 
buildings  will  be  regulated  as  now  by  the 
building  laws. 

It  is  proposed  that  in  business  d'stricts 
certain  trades  and  industries  which  may  be 
considered  offensive,  and  which  are  named  in 
the  text,  shall  be  excluded.  No  hardship  need 
be  feared  on  account  of  this  exclusion  for, 
taking  the  business  districts  of  the  city  as  a 
whole,  there  are  very  few  offensive  trades  or 
industries  carried  on  in  them.  Those  that 
exist  will  not  be  disturbed  by  this  proposed 
ordinance,  as  the  statute  permits  them  to 
continue. 

Residence  districts,  all  over  the  city,  need 
protection  from  undesirable  buildings,  trades, 
industries  and  uses  of  buildings  and  premises. 
Many  such  districts  have  been  seriously  de- 
preciated in  value  and  their  desirability  for 
homes  greatly  impaired  because  of  obnoxious 
encroachments  and  uses.  This  is  particularly 
true  _  in  respect  to  violations  of  setbacks. 
Nothing  can  be  more  offensive  to  a  fine  street 
of  single  or  double  dwelling  houses  which  were 
erected  under  restrictions,  including  a  setback 
line,  than  to  have  a  building  erected  or  altered 
with  its  front  wall  extended  beyond  the  set- 
back line  to  the  line  of  the  street.  This  has 
been  done  over  and  over  again  with  immedi- 
ate and  continued  deterioration  to  property  in 
many  streets. 

By  the  terms  of  this  proposed  ordinance 
buildings     and     their     uses     in     residence    dis-

tricts  would  be  limited  to  dwelling  houses, 
hotels,  educational  institutions,  libaries,  mu- 
seums, publ:c  buildings  hospitals  and  sana- 
tariums,  philanthropic  institutions,  clubs, 
railway  passenger  stations,  community  houses, 
truck  gardening,  nurseries  and  greenhouses, 
and  small  garages  for  motor  vehicles  of  the 
passenger  type  for  private  use.  It  provides 
also,  but  under  exacting  conditions,  that  larger 
garages   may    be   erected    in    residence    districts. 

Hospitals,  sanatariums,  philanthropic  insti- 
tutions and  community  houses  may  be  object- 
ionable in  some  parts  of  residence  d'stricts. 
The  location  of  such  institutions  in  residence 
districts  would,  under  this  proposed  ordinance, 
have  to  be  approved  by  the  Health  Commis- 
sioner and  the  Build'ng  Commissioners, 
acting   jointly. 

It  is  proposed  further  that  in  a  newly 
opened  residence  district  no  buMding  shall  be 
erected  to  a  height  in  excess  of  the  width  of 
the  street  on  which  it  is  erected  ;  but  for  each 
foot  that  a  building  may  be  set  back  from  the 
line  of  the  street  two  feet  may  be  added  to 
the  height  of  the  building.  This  provision  is 
intended  to  induce  owners  of  undeveloped 
land  to  open  streets  at  a  proper  width,  and 
to  establish  a  setback  for  buildings,  thus 
adding   attractiveness    to   the    street. 

The  importance  of  an  ordinance  of  this 
kind  is  in  the  protection  it  will  give  to 
res;dence  districts.  I  believe  that  many  home 
seekers  and  home  builders,  if  they  were  as- 
sured of  protection  such  as  this  proposed 
ordinance  is  intended  to  give,  would  build 
the:r  homes  within  the  limits  of  the  city 
instead  of  in  suburban  districts  as  so  many 
former  citizens  of  Boston  have  done.  People 
do  not  leave  Boston  to  establish  and  to  build 
homes  elsewhere  because  of  lower  taxes  and 
lower  property  va!uat:ons  do  not  exist  in 
most  suburban  places.  They  do  so,  I  believe, 
because  they  want  security  against  things 
lower  property  valuation,  as  lower  taxes  and 
which  are  obnoxious,  which  depreciate  the 
value  of  a  home  and  which  make  home  sur- 
round'ngs   undesirable. 

Every  observer  has  '  noted  the  shift  of 
population  in  Boston  from  one  district  to 
another.  Its  cause  is  easily  traced.  It  is 
principally  because  the  district  which  people 
leave  is  made  undesirable  to  them  by  business 
encroachments  and  the  obnoxious  use  of  build- 
ings and  prem'ses.  They  establish  themselves 
in  the  new  district,  with  surroundings  agree- 
able to  their  tastes,  only  to  find  in  the  course 
of  a  few  years  that  the  undesirable  things 
follow  them.  ,  Eventually  these  conditions 
become  unbearable  to  many  people  who  get 
the  feeling  that  there  is  no  security  for  them 
within  the  limits  of  the  city.  Their  final 
move  is  to  establish  their  homes  in  suburban 
districts,    often    in    inconvenient   places. 

Assure  people  who  would  build  their  own 
homes  of  the  protect:on  which  they  seek  and 
which  an  ordinance  of  this  kind  offers,  and 
this  migration  will  stop.  Such  an  ordinance 
will,  I  belive,  cause  a  speedy  and  extensive 
development  of  the  great,  unoccupied  land 
areas  of  the  city  by  the  erect:on  of  homes,  and 
perhaps  a  remodeling  of  many  dwelling  houses 
in  the  older  sections  for  modern   home   uses. 

A  map,  in  colors,  showing  the  proposed 
div'sion  of  the  city  into  the  three  districts 
named,  is  submitted  herewith.  I  submit  here- 
with an  ordinance  for  your  cons'deration. 
While  it  meets  with  my  approval,  I  do  not 
formally  recommend  its  passage,  in  view  of 
the  provisions  of  section  2  of  chapter  486  of 
the  Acts  of  1909,  which  would  make  it 
imperative  for  the  City  Council  to  act  upon 
this  matter  without  the  probable  necessary 
delay.

An   Ordinance   to   Limit   Buildings   According 
to  Their  Use  or  Construction   to   Specified 
Districts  of  the  City.      (Chapter  601  of  the 
Acts  of  1920.) 
Be   it   ordained   by   the   City   Council   of  Bos- 
ton  as  follows : 


Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  restricting 
buildings  to  be  used  for  particular  industries, 
trades,  manufacturing  or  commercial  pur- 
poses to  specified  parts  of  the  city,  and  also 
for  the  purpose  of  regulating  the  construc- 
tion, alteration  and  use  of  certain  other  kinds 
of  buildings  designed  for  specific  uses  the  city 
is  hereby  divided  into  the  following  three 
classes  of  districts,  which  districts  are  hereby 
established  ; 

(A.)      Business  districts. 

(B.)      Residence   districts. 

(C.)      Unrestricted    districts. 

These  districts  are  shown  on  a  map  of  the 
city  and  are  marked  A,  B,  C,  respectively, 
said  map  being  attached  to  this  ordinance  and 
with  its  designations  is  hereby  declared  to  be 
a  part  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  In  a  business  district  the  following- 
named  specific  industries,  trades  or  uses  shall, 
on  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  be  excluded 
therefrom  and  no  building  shall  hereafter  be 
erected  or  altered  for  such  industries,  trades 
or  uses : 

Ammonia,  chlorine,  or  bleaching  powder 
manufacture ;  blacksmith'ng  or  horseshoeing  ; 
boiler  making  ;  carpet  cleaning  ;  distillation  of 
tar,  coal,  wood  or  bones ;  electric  central 
station  power  plant ;  fat  rendering  ;  fertilizer 
manufacture ;  gas  manufacture  or  storage ; 
glue,  size  and  gelatine  manufacture  ;  incinera- 
tion or  reduction  of  garbage,  offal,  dead  ani- 
mals or  refuse ;  inflammable  fluids  or  com- 
pounds or  other  explosives,  the  production  of  : 
junk,  scrap  paper  or  rag  storage  or  baling ; 
paint,  oil,  varnish  or  turpentine  manufacture  ; 
petroleum  refining  or  storage  of  its  products  ; 
raw  hides  or  skins,  storage,  curing  or  tan- 
ning ;  repair  shop  for  motor  vehicles  ;  rubber 
manufacture  from  the  crude  material  ;  saw  or 
planing  mill ;  slaughtering  of  animals ;  soap 
manufacturing  ;  stock  yards  ;  sugar  refining  : 
sulphurous,  sulphuric,  nitric  or  hydrochloric 
acid  manufacture ;  tallow,  grease  or  lard  re- 
fining or  manufacture. 

(a.)  No  building  or  premises  in  a  busi- 
ness district  shall  be  used  for  any  industry, 
trade  or  use  which  is  noxious  or  offensive  by 
reason  of  the  emission  of  smoke,  dust,  odor, 
gas  or  noise  :  but  places  of  amusement  and  the 
printing  of  newspapers  and  other  publica- 
tions shall  not  be  excluded  from  such  districts. 

(b.)  Industries,  trades  or  uses  existing  in 
any  building  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of 
this  ordinance  which  do  not  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  this  ordinance  may  be  contin- 
ued therein  ;  but  such  building  shall  not  be 
enlarged  or  structurally  altered  unless  its  use 
is  changed  to  a  use  which  is  authorized  by 
this  ordinance  in  the  district  in  which  such 
building  is  located. 

Sect.  3.  No  building  shall  hereafter  be 
erected  in  a  residence  district  other  than  a 
building,  including  its  accessories,  arranged  or 
designed  for  any  of  the  following  uses  : 

Dwelling  houses  for  one  or  more  families, 
boarding  and  lodging  houses  and  hotels  of 
twenty  or  more  sleeping  rooms ;  churches : 
educational  institutions,  including  libraries  and 
museums ;  public  buildings  for  governmental 
and  civil  uses  and  municipal  buildings  having 
public  meeting  halls,  baths,  and  gymnasiums  : 
hospitals  and  sanitariums  ;  philanthropic  in- 
stitutions ;  clubs,  but  not  clubs  carried  on  as 
a  business ;  railway  passenger  stations ;  com- 
munity houses  ;  truck  gardening,  nurseries  or 
greenhouses. 

(a.)  In  a  residence  district  no  building  in- 
tended to  be  used  as  a  hospital,  sanitarium, 
philanthropic  institution  or  community  house 
shall  be  erected  or  altered  for  such  a  use  until 
its  location  in  said  district  shall  have  been 
approved  by  the  health  commissioner  and 
building    commissioner    acting   jointly. 

(b. )  No  building  or  premises  in  a  residence 
district  shall  be  used  for  any  purpose  other 
than  as  specified  herein  and  for  the  accessory 
uses  incident  thereto.  The  term  "accessory 
use"  shall  not  include  a  business,  except 
within  hotels  of  twenty  or  more  sleeping 
rooms,  the  business  of  a  newsstand,  ticket 
agency,  cigar  stand,  bar,  stock  brokerage, 
florist    and    milliner    may    be    conducted.       A 
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garage  for  not  more  than  five  motor  vehicles 
of  the  passenger  type  for  private  use  may  be 
deemed  an  accessory  use  in  a  residential  dis- 
trict. 

Sect.  4.  On  a  street  in  a  residence  district 
where  buildings  have  been  erected  to  a  set- 
back from  the  line  of  the  street  on  lots  to- 
talling one  third  of  the  frontage  of  the  street 
no  building  shall  hereafter  be  erected  or  al- 
tered with  the  front  wall  extended  beyond  the 
front  wall  of  the  building  next  nearest  to  it 
on  a  line  parallel  to  the  exterior  line  of  the 
street  on  the  same  side  of  the  street.  Steps, 
windows,  porticos  and  other  usual  structures 
appurtenant  to  the  front  wall  of  a  building  as 
authorized  by  the  building  laws  of  the  city 
may  be  permitted. 

Sect.  5.  On  a  newly  opened  street  in  a 
residence  district  no  building  shall  be  erected 
to  a  height  in  excess  of  the  width  of  the 
street;  but  for  each  foot  that  a  building  may 
be  set  back  from  the  line  of  the  street  two 
feet  may  be  added  to  the  height  of  such 
building.  In  determining  the  height  of  a 
building  having  frontage  on  two  streets  the 
width  of  the  widest  street  may  govern.  The 
height  of  a  building  shall  be  measured  from 
the  mean  grade  of  the  curb.  In  no  case  shall 
the  height  of  a  building  exceed  the  limit  fixed 
by  statutes  relating  to  the  city  and  by  chap- 
ter 45  of  the  General  Laws. 

Sect.  6.  Such  use  of  a  building  or  premises 
as  is  permitted  in  a  residence  district  may  be 
permitted  in   a  business   district. 

Sect.  7.  The  term  "unrestricted  district" 
designates  districts  for  which  no  restrictions 
or  regulations  for  the  erection,  alteration  or 
use  of  buildings  or  premises  are  provided  in 
this  ordinance  but  which  are  governed  by  the 
building  laws  of  the  city. 

Sect.  8.  The  building  commissioner  may 
grant  permits  for  not  more  than  two  years 
for  temporary  structures  and  their  uses  in 
undeveloped  sections  of  the  city  in  contra- 
vention of  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance, 
subject  to  appropriate  conditions  and  safe- 
guards in  harmony  with  the  general  purpose 
of  this  ordinance.  Such  structures  shall  be 
removed  and  their  uses  shall  cease  immedi- 
ately on  the  expiration  of  the  permit. 

Sect.  9.  The  Board  of  Street  Commissioners 
may  grant  a  permit  for  the  erection  of  a  ga- 
rage for  more  than  five  motor  vehicles  in  a 
residence  district  provided  that  the  petitioner 
for  the  garage  files  the  consents,  duly  ack- 
nowledged, of  the  owners  of  seventy-five  per 
cent  of  the  frontage  which  may  be  deemed  by 
said  Board  to  be  immediately  affected  by  the 
proposed  garage.  A  permit  for  a  garage  in 
any  district  shall  specify  the  maximum  size 
or  motor  vehicle  capacity  of  the  garage,  and 
no  use  shall  be  made  of  the  garage  or  the 
premises  with  which  it  is  connected  except 
as  allowed  in  the  permit. 

Sect.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Build- 
ing Commissioner  to  enforce  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance.  He  shall  refuse  to  grant  a 
permit  for  the  construction  or  alteration  of 
any  building  if  the  building  as  constructed  or 
altered  would  be  in  violation  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance.  Any  person  who 
may  be  aggrieved  by  the  refusal  of  a  permit 
for  the  construction  or  alteration  of  a  build- 
ing under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
may  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Appeal  created 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  550,  of  the 
Acts  of  1907.  The  said  Board  of  Appeal  may 
in  specific  cases  where  there  are  practical 
difficulties  or  unnecessai-y  hardships  in  car- 
rying out  the  strict  letter  of  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  vary  any  such  provisions  but 
such  variation  shall  be  in  harmony  with  the 
general  purpose   and   intent  of  this   ordinance. 

Sect.  11.  No  building  or  part  thereof  here- 
after erected,  altered  or  converted  wholly  or 
partly  in  its  use  or  structure  shall  be  used  or 
occupied  until  a  certificate  of  occupancy  shall 
have  been  issued  by  the  Building  Commissioner 
setting  forth  that  the  building  or  premises  as 
constructed,  altered  or  converted  and  the  pro- 
posed use  thereof  conform  to  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance.  Said  certificate  of  occu- 
pancy shall  be  issued  within  ten  days  after  a 
request  for  the  same  shall  have  been  filed  with 


the  Building  Commissioner  by  the  owner  of 
the  building  or  premises  affected  if  the  con- 
ditions of  this  ordinance  have  been  complied 
with.  A  temporary  certificate  of  occupancy 
may  be  issued  by  the  Building  Commissioner 
of  a  part  of  a  building  which  is  being  erected, 
altered  or  converted. 

Sect.  12.  Nothing  contained  in  this  ordi- 
nance shall  require  any  change  in  the  plans  of 
construction,  alteration  or  the  proposed  use 
of  a  building  for  which  a  permit  has  hereto- 
fore been  issued  by  the  Building  Commissioner, 
nor  in  plans  which  have  been  filed  in  his 
office  awaiting  approval  at  the  time  of  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance,  provided  that  said 
plans  are  approved  and  a  building  permit  is- 
sued within  three  months  from  the  date  of 
the  passage  of  this   ordinance. 

Sect.  13.  A  building  which  has  been  wholly 
or  partly  destroyed  by  fire,  explosion,  act  of 
God  or  act  of  the  public  enemy  may  be  re- 
stored and  the  use  of  such  building  as  it  ex- 
isted at  the  time  of  the  destruction  of  said 
building  or  part  thereof  may  be  continued 
therein.  Any  part  of  a  building  declared  un- 
safe by  the  Building  Commissioner  may  be  re- 
stored  and   the  existing  use  continued   therein. 

Sect.  14.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on 
its  passage.

Gentlemen, — I  am  herewith  transmitting  a 
copy  of  a  communication  from  the  Street 
Laying-Out  Department  relative  to  the  auc- 
tion held  on  January  12  for  the  sale  of  the 
property  at  the  corner  of  Arch  street  and 
Hawley  place. 

It  was  obvious  at  the  sale  that  the  minimum 
price  set  by  the  City  Council  was  too  high, 
and  that  an  upset  price  of  $160,000,  which  is 
the  assessed  valuation,  might  have  been  pro- 
ductive of  more  successful  results. 

I  am  also  transmitting  a  copy  of  a  com- 
munication from  the  Superintendent  of  Pub- 
lic Buildings,  stating  that  the  property  is  no 
longer  required  for  public  purposes.

APPROPRIATION     FOR     CASE     AGAINST 
EDISON  COMPANY. 

The  following  was  received : 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  of   the   Mayor,   January    13,    1922. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  am  herewith  transmitting  an 
original  communication  from  the  Corporation 
Counsel  relative  to  an  additional  appropria- 
tion to  be  expended  by  the  Law  Department 
in  its  case  against  the  Edison  Electric  Illu- 
minating Company.  The  letter  from  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel  adequately  covers  the  situa- 
tion. There  is  no  need  for  me  at  this  time 
to  go  into  it  in  further  detail. 

You  will  note  that  the  Corporation  Counsel 
asks  for  an  additional  appropriation  of  $25,000. 
This  sum  is  not  available  in  the  Reserve  Fund, 
and  lack  of  appropriating  power  makes  it 
necessary  for  me  to  restrict  my  recommenda- 
tion for  an  appropriation  to  the  sum  of  $10,- 
000.  I  am  herewith  transmitting  an  order  for 
the  appropriation  of  this  amount,  and  I  recom- 
mend  its   immediate  passage.

All  ex- 
penditures under  this  appropriation  shall  be 
subject  to  the  written  approval  of  the  Mayor 
and  the   Corpoi'ation   Counsel.

Dear  Sir,— On  May  2,  1921,  the  City  Coun- 
cil appropriated  $50,000  to  be  expended  in 
connection,  first,  with  the  arbitration  pending 
before  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  in 
respect  to  the  contract  for  street  lighting  with 
the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company  of 
Boston  ;  and  second,  with  respect  to  the  peti- 
tion filed  by  you  on  behalf  of  the  city  for  a 
reduction  in  the  rates  charged  for  electricity 
by  the  company.  S'nce  that  date,  and  indeed 
before,  this  department  has  been  actively  en- 
gaged in  the  necessary  preparation  for  the 
effective  trial  of  these  petitions,  and  a  number 
of   hearings   have   been  held. 

In  the  course  of  our  work  it  became  evi- 
dent to  us  that  the  coal  clause  and  the  extra 
surcharge  imposed  by  the  Edison  Company  in 
addition  to  its  regular  rates  were  not  neces- 
sary and  also  that  there  was  discrimination  in 
the  application  of  these  charges  by  the  com- 
pany. By  reason  of  the  existence  of  out- 
standing contracts  made  by  the  company  be- 
fore the  time  when  it  first  imposed  any  coal 
clause  or  any  surcharge,  about  one  quarter  in 
quantity  of  the  business  of  the  company  was 
not  subjected  to  pay  these  extra  charges. 
This  fourth  of  the  business  included  street 
lighting  for  various  municipalities,  Boston 
among  them,  but  also  included  a  very  con- 
siderable number  of  the  larger  private  con- 
sumers. The  effect  of  this  situation  was  to 
impose  a  heavy  and,  we  believe,  an  illegal 
burden  on  the  remainder  of  the  business.  Be- 
cause of  the  fact  that  the  coal  clause  and  sur- 
charge were  unnecessary  and  because  of  this 
discrimination  the  city  has  brought  suit 
against  the  company.  The  amount  which  we 
claim  to  recover  is  approximately  $70,000  but 
if  the  city  is  successful  a  considerable  addi- 
tional sum  can  also  be  recovered  and  recov- 
ery may  also  be  had  by  any  private  consumer 
who  has  paid  the  charges.  A  number  of  such 
private  consumers  have,  in  fact,  already 
brought  suit.  The  Edison  Company  filed  a 
demurrer  to  this  suit  which  was  sustained  by 
v'Udge  Hammond  of  the  Superior  Court, 
chiefly  upon  the  ground  that  it  was  desirable 
that  the  legal  aspects  of  the  case  should  be 
determined  before  the  court  and  the  parties 
were  required  to  enter  on  what  would  neces- 
sarily be  a  lengthy  trial  of  the  facts  in- 
volved. The  case  is  now  pending  before  the 
Full  Bench  and  should  be  argued  at  the  next 
erm  of  court. 

In  addition  to  what  we  believe  to  be  the 
•vercharges  above  mentioned,  we  believe  that 
che  average  rates  of  the  Edison  Company  are 
much  higher  than  those  of  the  other  large 
cities.  In  particular  we  find  that  the  maxi- 
mum rate  is  entirely  too  high.  This  is  the 
rate  charged  to  all  the  customers  who  consti- 
tute the  great  bulk  of  those  dealing  with  the 
Edison  Company.  It  is  also  the  rate  under 
■which  most  of  the  charges,  other  than  the 
Jtreet  lighting  charge,  are  made  against  the 
vity  of   Boston. 

It  has  been  necesary  to  examine  all  these 
questions  in  detail,  particularly  as  there  has 
never  heretofore  been  a  thorough  and  com- 
plete examination  by  the  Public  Utilities  De- 
partment of  the  Edison  Company's  rates  and 
the  facts  upon  which  they  were  based.  We 
found   that  the  Department  of   Public  Utilities 
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was  disposed  toward  such  an  investigation 
and  we  have  received  from  it  various  sugges- 
tions as  to  matters  which  it  desired  to  exam- 
ine. In  order  to  secure  a  satisfactory  exam- 
ination of  the  system  of  rates  it  has  been 
necessary  to  determine,  for  example,  the 
present  value  of  the  Edison  Company's  plant. 
This  has  involved  an  examination  of  all  addi- 
tions to  plant  made  by  it  since  the  year  1900 
in  order  that  we  might  include  the  consolida- 
tion of  the  Edison  Company  with  the  prop- 
erties purchased  by  it  in  the  suburban  dis- 
tricts. In  connection  with  this  work  I  have 
employed  as  my  chief  experts  Mr.  S.  H.  Mil- 
dram,  a  well  known  engineer  in  the  city,  who 
«vas  one  of  the  city's  technical  advisers  in 
the  former  street  lighting  arbitration  ;  Col.  T. 
H.  Dillon,  late  United  States  Army,  now  pro- 
fessor at  the  Institute  of  Technology,  and 
Mr.  Edwin  F.  Dwelley,  who  for  some  years 
has  acted  as  expert  in  the  suit  brought  by 
certain  consumers  for  a  reduction  of  rates, 
which  has  been  pending  before  the  depart- 
ment, and  who  has  accumulated  a  large  quan- 
tity of  valuable  material.  I  have  also  em- 
ployed a  number  of  assistants  who  have 
worked  on  the  collection  of  facts,  the  classi- 
fication of  figures  and  other  necessary  mat- 
ters. While  the  work  is  not  yet  completed, 
most  of  the  necessary  data  has  been  collected 
and  what  chiefly  remains  is  the  task  of  get- 
ting it  into  shape  and  the  completion  of  the 
presentation  of  the  case  before  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Utilities.  What  has  been 
done  will,  in  my  judgment,  be  of  the  greatest 
value  not  only  in  the  present  case  but  in  any 
future  relat'ons  between  the  Edison  Company 
and  the  public.  The  examination  of  the  plant, 
for  example,  will  be  of  inestimable  importance 
should  the  city  ever  desire  to  purchase  the 
Edison  property.  If  such  a  purchase  were 
ever  decided  on  an  examination  like  that 
which  we  have  made  would  be  inevitable. 

The  first  appropriation  will  be  exhausted 
before  the  end  of  the  present  month.  It 
would,  in  my  judgment,  be  highly  detrimental 
to  the  interests  of  the  city  to  stop  work  at 
the  present  time  as  this  would  not  only  lose 
the  benefit  of  what  has  been  done  but  would 
also  disrupt  an  organization  which  has  been 
working  on  the  case  for  several  months  and  is 
in  shape  to  get  the  best  results.  For  these 
reasons  I  respectfully  suggest  an  additional 
appropriation  of  $25,000.  This  should,  so  far 
as  I  can  now  see,  be  sufficient  to  complete  the 
case.  I  annex  a  statement  showing  approxi- 
mately how  the  money  has  been  spent.  Out- 
side the  technical  services  and  the  ascertain- 
ment of  facts,  the  only  expense  has  been  the 
employment  of  Mr.  Richard  H.  Wiswall  to 
render  additional  assistance  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  law,  it  being  impossible,  with  the 
other  litigation  of  the  office,  to  deal  adequately 
with  the  legal  side  without  outside  assistance. 
In  the  arbitration  between  the  city  and  the 
Edison  Company  which  took  place  in  1917,  and 
which  involved  only  the  street  lighting  arbi- 
tration, approximately  $75,000  was  appropri- 
ated. The  result  was  a  saving  to  the  city  of 
approximately  $80,000  a  year  for  the  ten 
years  covered  by  its  contract.  The  present 
case  includes  not  only  the  readjustment  of 
street  lighting  rates  but  also  a  building  up  of 
rate  bases  or  plant  investment  from  actual 
figures  taken  from  the  Edison  Company's 
books,  a  criticism  of  the  general  and  oper- 
ating expenses  of  the  company  and  an  in- 
quiry into  their  entire  system  of  rates.  I  be- 
lieve the  results  to  be  reasonably  expected  for 
the  city  and  for  the  public  at  large  will  be  so 
beneficial  as  to  make  the  additional  expendi- 
ture proposed  well  worth  while  and  that  it  is 
greatly  to  be  desired  that  the  incoming  ad- 
ministration should  start  with  such  an  appro- 
priation as  will  be  necessary  to  complete  the 
work  in  hand.  I  therefore  request  that  you 
will  recommend  to  the  Council  an  additional 
appropriation  of  $25,000.

"That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  requested 
to  inform  the  City  Council  whether  or  not  it 
is  possible  for  the  city  to  establish  a  perma- 
nent commission  or  bureau  on  unemployment 
for  the  purpose  of  affording  an  opportunity 
free  of  charge  for  those  out  of  work  to  regis- 
ter, and  for  employers  to  obtain  labor." 

The  General  Laws,  chapter  40,  section  6, 
clause  3,  provides  that  towns  (which  includes 
cities)  may  appropriate  money  for  the  relief, 
support,  maintenance  and  employment  of  the 
poor.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  this  legisla- 
tion makes  it  possible  for  the  city  to  establish 
a  permanent  commission  or  bureau  on  em- 
ployment for  the  purpose  of  affording  an  op- 
portunity, free  of  charge,  for  those  out  of 
work  to  register  and  for  employers  to  obtain 
labor. 

The  expenditure  of  the  money   appropriated 
for  such  purposes  may  be  legally  and  properly 
performed  by  such  a  commission  or  bureau.

Whereas,  The  Mayor  and  Common  Council 
and  citizens  of  the  city  of  Columbus  were  ex- 
tremely liberal  in  the  matter  of  assisting  the 
City  Council  in  securing  said  information ;

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
hereby  expresses  its  deep  appreciation  of  the 
kind,  wholesome  and  generous  treatment  ac- 
corded the  representatives  of  the  legislative 
branch  of  the  Boston  city  government  and 
await  the  day  when  they  may  be  permitted 
to  reciprocate.

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the 
preambles,    resolutions    and   order. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  as  the  re- 
sult of  an  order  passed  by  this  body  early  in 
the  year  appropriating  a  sum  totalling  $5,000 
to  permit  the  City  Council  to  visit  other  cities 
where  municipally  owned  lighting  plants  were 
located,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  informa- 
tion pertaining  to  that  particular  matter,  an 
order  passed  unanimously  by  the  body,  mem- 
bers of  the  City  Council  have  taken  such  a 
trip  and  have  returned.  The  purpose  of  the 
passage  of  the  order  permitting  the  expendi- 
ture of  a  sum  belonging  to  the  taxpayers  for 
that  trip  was  because  of  an  order  before  the 
body  which  will  be  acted  upon  adversely  or 
favorably  on  or  before  the  last  meeting  of 
this  fiscal  year,  an  order  providing  that  the 
City  Council  of  Boston  consider  the  advisa- 
bility of  entering  into  municipal  operation  of 
gas  or  electric  lighting  plants,  either  or  both. 
That  order  is  now  before  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee and  will  be  acted  upon  adversely  or 
favorably  before  the  close  of  the  present 
Council.  There  was  considerable  comment 
upon  and  criticism  of  our  proposed  trip.  We 
accept  the  criticism  in  good  spirit  but  will 
say  in  reply  that  it  is  misdirected  and  based 
on  alleged  facts  that  are  not  facts.  The 
$5,000  appropriated  by  this  body  through  the 
good  offices  of  Mayor  Peters  has  brought  back 
to  the  City  of  Boston  in  the  way  of  publicity 
more  benefit  than  $100,000  that  might  have 
been  expended  by  civic  bodies  in  Boston.  As 
president  of  this  body,  I  feel  highly  honored 
because  of  the  calibre  of  my  associates  who 
sacrificed  their  business  interests  to  seek  in- 
formation on  an  important  topic  which  might 
call  tor  the  expenditure  of  the  taxpayers' 
money  in  a  sum  totalling  $50,000,000,  as  a 
result  of  the  action  that  may  finally  be  taken. 


We  visited  the  city  of  Buffalo  and,  contrary 
to  reports  in  the  newspapers,  we  secured 
much  information  there.  It  is  true  that  per- 
haps we  were  not  treated  there  in  perhaps 
the  same  way  we  were  in  some  other  cities, 
but  that  can  be  easily  explained  when  I  tell 
the  members  who  were  not  present  on  the 
trip  that  the  day  we  landed  in  Buffalo  was 
the  day  that  Mayor  Schwab  was  inaugurated, 
and  we  did  not  see  fit  to  impose  on  his  good 
nature,  although  he  turned  us  over  to  his 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  who  furnished 
me  and  the  committee  on  public  lighting, 
data  in  regard  to  lighting  in  Buffalo.  It  is 
not  my  intention  to  have  anything  to  say 
about  the  lighting  question  today.  I  merely 
wish  to  put  before  the  people  of  Boston  an  ac- 
count of  our  stewardship  as  in  connection 
with  this  trip  that  we  took  for  infoi'mation, 
to  benefit  them  and  not  ourselves.  I  will  touch 
on  the  lighting  question  later  in  the  year,  be- 
fore this  Council  goes  out  of  existence.  In 
Buffalo  we  got  much  information  and  were 
treated  royally  by  those  we  went  to  see,  al- 
though we  did  not  thrust  ourselves  upon  the 
city  government  of  Buffalo.  Your  president, 
however,  met  the  Mayor  of  Buffalo,  with 
Coun.  Donoghue,  and  he  sent  back  his  best 
wishes  to  the  Mayor-elect  of  Boston,  James 
M.  Curley,  and  also  to  the  present  Mayor. 
When  we  left  Buffalo  we  went  to  Cleveland, 
and  in  Cleveland  it  was  the  same  as  in  Buf- 
falo, inauguration  day  of  Mayor-elect  Kohler. 
While  we  did  have  an  opportunity  to  call 
upon  him,  the  hour  set  for  our  visit  was  such 
that  some  were  unable  to  attend.  One  was 
myself,  and,  for  the  reason  that  I  was  not 
present,  the  other  members  did  not  accept 
the  invitation,  but  merely  left  their  respects. 
He  did,  however,  turn  us  over  to  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Utilities,  Mr.  Schwartz,  a  new 
appointee  of  the  office,  under  whom  all  the 
lighting  questions  of  Cleveland  are  attended 
to.  In  Cleveland  we  met  Bostonians  who 
went  to  Cleveland  to  settle.  They  went  to 
Cleveland  because  they  felt  that  the  oppor- 
tunity was  greater  there  than  here  for  a  man 
not  tied  up  to  the  so-called  ultra  class  of  our 
community,  the  so-called  "holier-than-thou" 
outfit,  and  those  men  are  making  good  in 
Cleveland.  We  made  no  preparation  in  ad- 
vance to  see  anybody  in  either  Buffalo  or 
Cleveland,  but  we  did  arrange  by  letter  to  get 
in  touch  with  the  Mayor  of  Columbus,  Ohio, 
the  capital  of  Ohio,  and  the  Mayor  and  the 
entire  Council  were  at  the  depot  to  meet  us 
when  we  arrived.  The  city  was  open  to  us 
for  information  and  sociability  without  stint. 
We  were  entertained  there  in  a  way  in  which 
we  have  never  been  entertaind  here.  We  were 
invited  by  the  Columbus  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce to  be  their  guests,  and  at  the  hotel 
where  the  banquet  was  held  we  were  sur- 
rounded by  the  leading  citizens  of  Columbus, 
the  capital  of  Ohio.  We  listened  to  an  ad- 
dress by  a  professor  from  the  University  of 
Pittsburgh  and  the  vice-president  of  one  of 
the  large  Pittsburgh  banks.  We  heard  from 
the  leading  bankers  of  the  city  of  Columbus 
and,  at  the  conclusion,  it  was  my  honor  to 
sit  at  the  head  of  the  table  with  the  Mayor 
and  other  high  officials  of  the  city  and  the 
president  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.  At 
the  very  beginning  of  the  meeting  I  was  called 
upon,  as  president  of  this  body,  to  address 
the  members  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
and  at  the  conclusion  of  my  few  words,  I 
introduced  each  of  my  colleagues  by  name. 
The  reception  they  got  at  the  hands  of  the 
leading  citizens  of  Columbus  made  my  heart 
glad  and  made  me  think,  "Is  this  possible 
that  we  are  of  this  much  consequence,  in  view 
of  the  way  we  are  treated  in  Boston  by  the 
absent  landlords  of  Boston  ?"  I  have  since  re- 
ceived this  letter,  which  I  will  give  to  the  ste- 
nographer to  be  made  a  part  of  our  records  :

My      Dear      Mr.      Watson, — The      Columbus 
Chamber     of     Commerce     thoroughly     enjoyed 
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having  you  as  our  guest  at  the  forum  meeting 
yesterday  and  we  were  grateful  to  you  for 
your  short  message  of  encouragement  and  for 
introducing  to  us  the  different  members  of 
your   party. 

We  are  very  glad  that  you  were  with  us 
and  that  you  have  paid  honor  to  our  city  in 
visiting  us.  We  assure  you  that  if  we  are 
ever  so  fortunate  that  we  will  be  sure  to  drop 
in    and   pay  you   our  respects. 

Wishing  you  and  yours  a  prosperous  and 
happy  new  year,  I   am,

I  cannot  permit  the  opportunity  to  pass 
without  spreading  on  the  record  here  the  fact 
that  the  secretary  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce of  Columbus,  Mr.  James  T.  Daniels, 
asked  me  to  convey  to  the  secretary  of  our 
Chamber  of  Commerce  his  very  best  wishes, 
and  then  he  said,  "Mr.  McKibben  and  I  do  not 
agree  in  regard  to  the  advisability  of  holding 
weekly  meetings  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. He  thinks  that  that  is  too  frequent." 
But  I  agree  with  Mr.  Daniels  that  this  fre- 
quent rubbing  of  elbows  of  citizens  of  a  city 
mean  better  things  for  the  city ;  and  that  is 
the  spirit  of  the  Columbus  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, which  is  far  different  from  the  spirit 
of  our  Chamber  of  Commerce.  We  then  left 
Columbus  and  sent  word  to  Milwaukee  that 
we  would  be  there  the  following  day.  We 
were  met  in  the  depot  in  Milwaukee  by  the 
president  of  the  Common  Council  of  Mil- 
waukee, Cornelius  Corcoran,  and  a  majority 
of  the  members  of  the  Milwaukee  Common 
Council,  and  they  said  the  only  fault  they 
had  to  find  with  us  was  that  our  stay  in  the 
city  was  too  brief.  We  put  in  about  five 
hours  there,  because  we  were  keeping  our 
schedule  and  doing  our  utmost  to  render  a 
proper  stewardship  of  our  work  to  the  peo- 
ple of  Boston,  whose  servants  we  are.  We 
left  Milwaukee,  leaving  behind  us  wholesome 
effects  of  our  visit  and  deep  appreciation  of 
our  going  to  that  great  city  of  the  West.  I 
will  not  attempt  now  to  spread  on  the  records 
of  this  body  what  we  saw,  because  that  will 
be  done,  and  will  be  most  important,  when 
the  lighting  situation  is  established.  We  left 
them,  and  we  left  them  friends.  The  papers 
everywhere  contained  no  short,  snappy  para- 
graphs about  our  visit,  no  ridiculous  funny 
things  about  us.  We  were  not  considered 
curiosities,  but  the  representatives  of  the  citi- 
zens of  Boston,  the  people's  choice,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  legislative  branch  of  the  city  gov- 
ernment, representing  the  everyday  man  in 
Boston,  the  personal  councilors  and  represen- 
tatives of  the  citizens.  They  pictured  us  in 
fine  colors,  and  I  can  say  without  any  apology 
that  our  conduct,  that  of  each  one  of  us,  was 
such  that  not  one  word  of  criticism  could  be 
directed  against  us  by  the  most  high-minded 
or  fastidious  man  or  woman  drawing  the 
breath  of  life  on  God's  footstool.  From  Mil- 
waukee we  went  to  Chicago.  We  did  not 
make  preparations  for  the  visit  ahead,  but 
went  from  the  hotel  to  the  Mayor's  office  the 
morning  after  we  had  arrived.  Mayor 
Thompson  was  absent,  but  his  secretary,  a 
Mr.  Kelly,  sent  immediately  for  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works  Francis  and  for  representa- 
tives of  the  lighting  department  of  Chicago 
and  we  were  placed  in  their  hands.  We  were 
then  taken  in  hand  by  the  sergeant-at-arms  of 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  Chicago  and  es- 
corted about  by'  several  of  the  leading  mem- 
bers of  the  City  Council.  Even  the  so-called 
conservative  reformers  of  Chicago  in  the  City 
Council  escorted  us  around  their  city,  showing 
us  their  most  magnificent  drives  and  their 
great  things.  We  were  treated  royally  there 
and  left  behind  us  an  impression  that  augurs 
well  for  this  dear  old,  but  quiet  and  sleepy 
city  of  Boston,  in  its  relations  with  Chicago 
in  the  future.  Boston  is  the  city  that  I  love, 
but  it  is  being  relegated  to  the  rear  because 
of  the  cold-blooded  conservatism  of  those  ab- 
sent landlords  who  earn  their  money  here 
and   cut  their  coupons   and  pay   their  taxes   in 


Brookline,  Cambridge,  Weston,  Milton  and 
other  suburbs.  They  run  our  city  down  and 
belittle  us  red-blooded  men,  we  who  know  the 
people's  needs.  But  in  Chicago,  thank  God, 
and  the  same  in  Milwaukee,  Buffalo  and  Co- 
lumbus, absent  landlordism  in  the  manage- 
ment of  public  affairs  of  those  cities  is  miss- 
ing. They  have  home  rule  there.  Their  rep- 
resentatives are  trusted.  People  who  select 
them  to  represent  them  know  the  men  whom 
they  select  and  they  abide  by  their  action.  If 
their  servants  fall  down,  they  do  not  return 
them  to  public  office,  but  when  they  elect 
them  they  give  them  power  and  trust  to  their 
honesty,  and  they  make  good.  They  are  not 
controlled  from  the  State  House  of  their 
state,  as  we  are  from  Beacon  Hill.  The 
Chambers  of  Commerce  of  these  cities  I  have 
mentioned  do  not  mix  into  cheap,  little,  petty 
things.  They  do  not  claim  that  a  man  who 
steals  $10  is  a  thief,  while  a  man  who  steals 
$1,000,000  is  honest.  A  man  who  steals  a 
million  in  any  of  these  cities  I  have  mentioned 
is  a  thief,  as  well  as  the  man  who  steals  a 
pocketbook  with  a  few  dollars  in  it.  We 
do  not  have  that  condition  of  affairs  here,  and 
I  am  sorry  to  say,  and  in  saying  that  I  am 
not  belittling  the  place  of  my  birth,  because 
there  is  no  city  on  God's  earth  that  can  equal 
Boston  in  any  particular.  But  Boston  is 
helpless  because  of  the  lack  of  interest  and 
attention  paid  by  the  voters  to  public  affairs. 
The  result  is  that  things  get  into  the  hands 
of  certain  rich  men,  a  certain  privileged 
class.  I  do  not  refer  to  men  of  wealth  who 
get  their  wealth  honestly,  but  to  the  priv- 
ileged class,  who  ignoi'e  the  public  interest 
and  who  focus  their  minds  and  action  on  cer- 
tain things,  for  their  own  benefit.  That  does 
not  apply  to  the  great  majority  of  our  peo- 
ple. When  we  left  Chicago  we  left  behind  us 
in  the  press  and  in  the  public  mind  the  feel- 
ing that  Boston  is  a  city  that  is  worth  while 
and  that  Boston  has  a  legislative  body  that  is 
on  a  par  with  the  average  legislative  body  in 
any  state,  city  or  board  of  selectmen  in  the 
whole  United  States,  if  not  in  the  world.  We 
left  Chicago,  bound  for  Detroit.  We  arrived 
there  at  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  and 
were  met  at  the  depot  by  a  committee  of 
councilmen,  were  escorted  to  our  hotel,  and 
when  we  had  completed  our  lunch  and  got 
washed  and  cleaned  up  and  dressed,  we  went 
over  in  a  body  to  the  City  Hall.  It  was  in- 
auguration night.  The  Mayor  had  been 
elected,  I  think,  two  years  before  for  a  four- 
year  term,  the  same  as  is  the  case  here.  The 
Mayor  is  James  Couzens.  We  intended  to  be 
there  to  hear  his  message.  They  swore  in 
one  new  member  of  the  Council,  the  first 
labor  man  elected  a  member  of  the  Common 
Council  of  Detroit,  Mich.  We  were  late  in 
getting  there,  but  as  soon  as  we  arrived  in 
City  Hall,  where  they  were  awaiting  us,  we 
were  escorted  inside  the  inclosure  to  seats  re- 
served for  us,  and  I  was  escorted  to  the  pres- 
ident's chair  and  sat  beside  the  president,  a 
Mr.  John  C.  Lodge.  As  soon  as  they  had 
completed  their  business,  a  member  arose  and 
offered  a  resolution,  which  was  passed,  show- 
ing as  a  matter  of  record  that  we  were  there 
as  guests  of  the  city.  I  was  called  upon  to 
respond,  which  I  did,  and  I  introduced  each 
of  my  colleagues  to  the  gathering,  and  our 
reception  was  very,  very  cordial.  We  left 
Detroit  Wednesday  evening  at  ten  minutes 
past  six  and  arrived  in  New  York  on  Thurs- 
day morning,  and  there  we  concluded  our 
trip  of  investigation.  The  trip  was  educa- 
tional and  of  tremendous  value  to  my  col- 
leagues and  myself,  because  many  of  my  col- 
leagues when  we  started  did  not  know  about 
the  lighting  situation  or  how  we  were  being 
mulcted  by  the  Edison  Company.  They  had 
heard  me  speak  for  ten  meetings,  but,  even 
taking  all  I  said  to  be  true,  they  found  that 
they  would  have  to  add  something  even  to 
that  in  order  to  get  at  the  real  conditions  that 
we  have  here  in  Boston,  that  they  are  even 
worse  than  I  could  picture  in  the  most  exag- 
gerated words  I  might  use.  We  secured  won- 
derful information  in  New  York.  We  bring 
back  here  data  from  every  city  we  visited,  in- 
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formation  from  experts,  and  we  are  pre- 
pared, I  think,  any  one  of  us,  to  go  before 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  present  a 
case  against  the  Edison  Company  that  will  be 
almost  as  good  as  the  one  that  is  being  pre- 
sented by  the  Corporation  Counsel  and  other 
attorneys.  We  have  gone  right  to  the  source, 
the  very  fountain  head  of  information,  and  we 
have  got  it  in  black  and  white.  Boston — my 
Boston,  your  Boston,  the  greatest  city  in  the 
world — is  being  strangled  by  a  very  small 
percentage  of  its  citizens ;  Boston,  the  great 
giant,  has  been  sleeping,  but  she  will  wake, 
and  my  prediction  is  this,  that  in  the  coming 
year  the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts  will 
not  dare  to  handicap  Boston  in  any  particu- 
lar. We  are  going  to  get  a  square  deal  from 
the  Legislature.  We  demand  it  and  the  public 
will  demand  it,  and  we  are  going  to  get  it.  I 
have  talked  longer  than  I  intended  to,  and 
there  is  simply  an  incident  that  I  must  refer 
to  at  this  time,  in  addition,  something  that  I 
cannot  permit  to  pass.  I  said  in  my  opening 
that  every  member  of  this  body  approved  the 
85,000  appropriation,  and  that  at  the  begin- 
ning every  member  intended  to  make  this 
trip  of  inquiry.  Three  did  not  do  so.  The 
acting  president  of  the  Council  (Coun.  Mori- 
arty),  because  of  business  reasons  publicly 
stated  here,  regretted  that  he  could  not  go. 
We  then  invited  the  two  members-elect.  One 
could  not  go  for  social  reasons  ;  the  other,  Mr. 
Walsh,  accepted,  and  then  for  some  reason  did 
not  go.  Mr.  Collins  did  not  go  because  he 
said  business  detained  him  here.  Another 
member,  Mr.  Hagan,  did  not  go  because  he 
did  not  want  to  spend  the  taxpayers'  money. 
He  wrote  a  letter  to  a  newspaper  in  Boston, 
and  not  one  other  member  of  this  body 
thought  that  he  did  the  right  thing  in  writing 
that  letter.  He  said  he  would  not  go  on  the 
junket,  but  at  Chicago,  when  we  were  at  the 
Congress  Hotel,  Coun.  Hagan  joined  the  party 
and  accepted  our  hospitality  for  two  days. 
Perhaps  he  will  explain  why  he  did  that.  In 
conclusion  I  will  say  that  there  has  been  a  lot 
of  speculation  and  talk  about  the  junket.  In 
our  party  of  thirteen,  as  it  started  out,  was 
included  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  Sul- 
livan, and,  as  I  say,  a  large  amount  of  very- 
valuable,  information  was  obtained.  Out- 
numbers shrank  to  ten,  I  think.  We  come 
back  from  that  trip  prepared  to  turn  back 
into  the  Reserve  Fund  of  the  city  treasury 
$1,400  unexpended  out  of  $5,000  appropri- 
ated, something  never  known,  they  tell  me, 
in  connection  with  public  trips.  But  we  re- 
turned 51,400  to  the  city  treasury  and,  for 
the  $3,600  spent,  we  bring  back  information 
that  is  invaluable  as  bearing  on  our  action  on 
a  very  important  matter,  plus  more  than 
$50,000  worth  of  genuine  publicity  for  our 
city  in  these  several  cities  that  we  visited,  be- 
cause of  our  trip.  Mr.  President,  I  move  a 
suspension  of  the  rule  that  the  resolutions 
and  orders  may  be  put  upon  their  passage  at 
this  time. 

The  rule  was.  suspended  and  the  preambles, 
resolutions  and  orders  were  unanimously 
passed.

ORDINANCES. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY,  for  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances,   submitted   the   following : 

1.  Report  on  ordinance  (referred  November 
21)  relative  to  employment  of  people  on  city 
contracts — recommending  passage  in  the  fol- 
lowing  new    draft : 

Section  1.  No  contract  shall  be  made  by 
the  City  except  with, — 

(a)    individual  citizens  of  the  United  States; 

(6)  corporations  or  other  legal  associations 
wherein  the  controlling  interest  to  the  extent 
of  at  least  over  one-half  thereof  is  owned  by  a 
citizen  or  citizens  of  the  United  States. 

Sect.  2.  No  person  other  than  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States  shall  be  employed  on  any 
public  work  being  done  by,- — 

(a)    the  City  of  Boston; 

(/;)    any  contractor  with  the  City  of  Boston; 

(c)  any  subcontractor  with  such  contractor; 
except   that  persons   not  such  citizens   may   be

employed  in  the  manner  and  under  the  condi- 
tions set  forth  in  the  following  section. 

Sect.  3.  Whenever  no  citizens  of  the 
United  States  competent  to  perform  the  work 
in  question  can  be  had  at  the  prevailing  and 
customary  rate  of  wages,  the  head  of  the  de- 
partment having  charge  of  the  work  in  ques- 
tion, with  the  written  approval  of  the  Mayor, 
may  issue  a  written  authorization  for  the  em- 
ployment of  such  number  of  persons  other 
than  citizens  for  such  time  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  do  the  work,  provided  that  no  such 
authorization  shall  be  issued  except  after  com- 
pliance with  the  provisions  of  the  following 
section. 

Sect.  4.  Before  issuing  the  written  authori- 
zation provided  for  in  the  preceding  section, 
the  head  of  the  department  having  charge  of 
the  work  or  contract  shall  give  one  or  more 
public  hearings  and  shall  satisfy  himself  and 
certify  in  writing  that  the  facts  exist  which 
warrant  the  issuance  of  such  authorization. 
Where  the  employment  is  to  be  by  a  con- 
tractor or  sub-contractor  he  shall  require  a 
written  statement  from  such  contractor  or 
sub-contractor  to  such  facts  sworn  to  before  a 
Justice  of  the  Peace. 

Sect.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  heads  of 
depai'tments  to  cause  suitable  inspection  to  he 
made  of  all  work  for  which  they  are  severally 
responsible  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance,  and  also  to  call  all 
breaches  thereof  to  the  attention  of  the  proper 
authorities  for  prosecution. 

Sect.  6.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  vi- 
olating any  section  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
subject  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
dollars  for  each  offence  and  a  separate  offence 
shall  be  regarded  as  committed  for  every  day 
during  Which  such  person,  firm  or  corporation 
shall  continue  such  violation. 

Sect.  7.  All  contracts  hereafter  made  by 
the  City  shall  contain  suitable  provisions  re- 
quiring contractors  and  subcontractors  to  com- 
ply with  the  terms  of  this  ordinance  and  pro- 
viding that  no  recovery  shall  be  had  on  such 
contracts  or  subcontracts  either  against  the 
City  or  any  other  person  if  a  breach  of  this 
ordinance  has   been  established. 

The   report  was    accepted. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — Mr.  President,  I  want 
to  say  that  after  introducing  the  former 
ordinance,  after  having  some  talk  with  the 
Corporation  Counsel,  I  left  it  in  his  hands, 
and  the  Corporation  Counsel  is  responsible  for 
the  redrafting  of  the  ordinance.  I  hope  it  will 
receive  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  being  in  my 
estimation,  one  of  the  best  protections  that 
was  ever  introduced  here  for  the  salvation  of 
the    citizens    of    this    Commonwealth.

Limited,  its  successors  and  assigns,  all  the 
right,  title  and  interest  of  the  city,  if  any  it 
has,  in  and  to,  two  certain  parcels  or  strips 
of  land  on  Liberty  square  in  Boston,  one 
parcel  containing  fifteen  (15)  square  feet,  and 
the  other  parcel  containing  less  than  one  (1) 
square  foot,  being  the  lands  deeribed  as  dis- 
continued as  parts  of  Liberty  square,  by  an 
order  of  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners 
of  said  city,  approved  by  the  Mayor,  Septem- 
ber 21,  1921  ;  said  conveyances  to  be  in  form 
satisfactory  to  the  Law  Department  and  to  be 
made  when  and  if  said  New  England  Trust

DISTRIBUTION    OF    LUMBER. 

Coun.  FORD  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  appoint  a 
committee  consisting  of  himself,  Mayor-elect 
Curley,  two  members  of  the  City  Council  and 
the  president  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  to 
co-operate  with  Hon.  John  N.  Cole,  State 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  in  his  efforts 
to  induce  the  lumber  interests  of  the  Pacific 
Coast  to  distribute  their  lumber  throughout 
New   England  from  the   City  of   Boston. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  it  has  come 
to  the  not:ce  of  citizens  of  Boston  recently 
that  the  Pacific  Coast  Lumber  interests  are 
going  to  ship  lumber  through  the  Panama 
Canal  up  toward  New  England  by  the  Atlantic 
Coast.  It  has  been  stated  that  both  Provi- 
dence and  New  London  are  seeking  to  be  the 
terminus  from  which  the  lumber  will  be 
distributed  throughout  New  England.  Mr. 
Cole,  the  State  Commissioner  of  Public  Works, 
has  been  in  the  West  and  has  had  conferences 
with  the  different  lumber  interests  for  the 
purpose  of  getting  the  shippers  to  come  to 
Boston,  and  the  whole  matter  will  boil  down 
to  this,  the  advantages  that  the  particular 
city  will  offer  to  the  lumber  interests.  To 
that  place  the  lumber  interests  v/fll  come  and 
from  there  they  will  distribute  the  lumber. 
I     have     asked     to     have     appointed     on     that 
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committee  the  in-coming  Mayor.  We  were 
West,  most  of  us  ;  we  saw  the  great  dynamic 
energy  that  is  put  into  propositions  out  there. 
Recently  in  the  City  of  Boston,  whether  one 
supported  him  for  Mayor  or  not,  there  was 
seen  coming  from  the  successful  candidate  for 
Mayor  a  most  brilliant  idea,  that  of  paying 
the  differential  rate  for  the  difference  in  the 
rate  that  exists  between  Baltimore  and  the 
West,  Philadelphia  and  the  West,  and  Boston 
and  the  West,  to  the  grain  shippers  in  order 
that  Boston  might  be  the  port  of  shipment 
for  m'llions  of  bushels  of  grain.  That  was 
such  a  very  clever  and  original  idea  that  it 
was  commented  upon  favorable  not  only  in 
the  Boston  papers  but  in  papers  in  other 
parts  of  the  East.  That  particular  idea  of  the 
Mayor-elect  did  more  in  the  way  of  suggesting 
a  solution  of  this  tremendous  problem  toward 
the  solution  of  which  we  here  in  Boston 
appropriated  $2,500  about  two  weeks 
ago,  to  my  mind,  than  anything  else.  It 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  whole  country 
the  fact  that  we  were  being  discriminated 
against  here  in  Boston.  Hence,  I  ask  that 
the  Mayor-elect,  with  the  present  Mayor,  be 
appointed  on  this  committee,  feeling  that  he, 
with  that  type  of  energy  of  his,  such  as  we 
have  also  seen  in  the  West,  might  be  able  to 
take  action  that  would  result  in  affording 
some  advantages  to  the  shipping  interests  so 
that  Boston  may  become  the  center  of  lumber 
shipping  in  New  England.  It  would  mean 
a  tremendous  boom  to  Boston  and  a  tremend- 
ous amount  of  business  for  Boston.  I  would 
say  this,  that  if  these  people  coming  to  New 
England  and  we  are  to  lose  this  business,  it 
will  be  the  fault  of  those  who  are  in  power 
here,  who  will  be  in  a  positi-on  where  they  can 
offer  these  advantages,  and  will  not  do  so. 
I  don't  think  either  the  present  Mayor  or  the 
in-coming  Mayor  will  lose  the  chance  that  is 
offered.  I  think  it  is  another  opportunity  and 
a  great  opportunity,  to  boost  our  town.  When 
we  were  out  in  the  West,  each  one  of  us 
resolved  that  when  we  went  back  to  Boston 
we    would    try    to    put    a    punch    into    the    old 


town,  so  that  things  would  move.  We  hope, 
with  the  assistance  of  the  in-coming  Mayor, 
to  put  the  biggest  punch  into  Boston  com- 
mercial affairs  that  we  have  seen  for  some 
time.  Let  us  now  put  this  over  and  try  to 
get  these  lumber  interests  to  come  to  Boston, 
in  order  that  we  may  take  a  step  in  the  right 
direction  and  go  ahead.  It  was  facetitiously 
remarked  in  a  newspaper  or  newspapers  that 
when  we  were  in  the  West  we  had  punch. 
We  know  that  coming  back  from  the  West  we 
have  punch  left,  and  we  are  going  to  try  to 
put  that  punch  into  the  affairs  of  Boston  the 
coming  year.  I  want  to  move  a  suspension 
of  the  rule  that  this  order  may  go  upon  its 
passage,  so  that  we  here  in  the  City  Council 
may  do  something  to  wake  up  this  city  from 
its  sleepy  condition,  a  position  which  it  truly 
occupies,   according   to  our   best   observation. 

The   rule  was   suspended,   and   the  order  was 
passed.

LEGISLATION   AFFECTING    BOSTON   AND 
SUFFOLK  COUNTY. 

President  WATSON  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  Legislature  be  hereby 
requested  not  to  enact  any  special  legislation 
concerning  Boston  or  the  County  of  Suffolk 
without  attaching  to  the  same  a  referendum 
either  to  the  people  of  the  city  or  county,  or 
the    Mayor    and    City    Council. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  the  pres- 
ent Mayor  has  been  handicapped  to  a  very 
great  extent  by  opposition  from  the  Legisla- 
ture  during   his    term   as    Mayor.      Concerning 
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particular  measures  upon  which  he  has  been 
handicapped  I  have  nothing  to  say  at  this 
time,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  will  retire  from  public  office,  so  far  as 
the  mayor's  office  is  concerned,  on  the  first 
Monday  in  February.  The  incoming  Mayor  is 
meeting  with  even  greater  opposition  from 
the  same  source,  and  I,  for  one,  will  not 
permit  myself  to  remain  a  member  of  this 
body  without  protesting  against  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  interference  by  the  Legis- 
lature in  Boston's  domestic  affairs.  Recently 
it  was  brought  to  my  attention  that  a  bill 
was  introduced  in  the  Legislature  providing 
for  the  placing  of  assessors  under  the  civil 
service  rules  and  regulations.  Regarding  the 
merit  of  that  particular  measure  I  have  noth- 
ing to  say,  except  that  I  believe  thoroughly 
in  civil  service  rules  and  that  the  rules 
shall  apply  to  all  alike.  As  proof  positive 
of  my  position  on  that  matter,  as  well  as  the 
position  of  my  colleagues,  I  will  refer  any 
interested  person  who  may  feel  that  I  err  in 
the  statement  to  the  fact  that  we  have  voted 
to  accept  every  measure  that  was  sent  to 
us  by  the  Legislature  which  had  virtue  in  it, 
whether  it  was  a  matter  that  had  to  do  with 
the  placing  of  some  particular  department 
under  civil  service,  or  some  other  measure 
which  had  to  do  with  employees,  or  other  city 
matters.  Only  recently,  despite  the  opposition 
and  desires  of  certain  people,  I  was  one  of 
nine  members  to  vote  to  accept  the  act  passed 
late  in  the  year  placing  the  employees  of  the 
Collecting  Department  under  civil  service. 
Now,  all  I  ask  and  all  that  my  colleagues 
ask,  I  believe,  is  that  matters  that  have  to 
do  with  the  City  of  Boston  be  sent  down  here 
for  acceptance  before  they  become  a  law,  or 
else  referred  to  our  masters,  the  people,  for 
referendum.  I  have  in  mind,  for  instance, 
such  measures  as  that  placing  the  assessors 
under  civil  service.  I  have  no  quarrel  with 
any  person  who  might  come  within  the  pro- 
tection of  that  bill,  but  I  have  a  strong  ob- 
jection to  the  Legislature  tying  the  hands  of 
the  incoming  Mayor,  because  they  do  not  hap- 
pen to  be  on  friendly  terms  politically  or  other- 
wise with  him.  I  hold  no  brief  for  James 
M.  Curley.  He  owes  me  nothing  and  I  owe 
him  nothing.  I  will  never  ask  him  for  a 
favor  except  in  a  matter  that  contains  merit, 
and  I  will  ask  him  not  to  request  any  favor 
of  me  unless  the  matter  contains  merit.  I 
shall  consider  conscientiously  what  I  should 
do  in  matters  coming  from  him  pertaining  to 
the  affairs  of  the  City  of  Boston,  before  act- 
ing, as  I  am  supposed  to  do  under  my  oath 
of  office  and  as  my  colleagues  are  supposed 
to  do.  The  people  have  spoken,  however,  Mr. 
President,  and  they  have  selected  as  their 
mayor  for  four  years  James  M.  Curley,  despite 
the  opposition  of  every  reformer,  every  crooked 
rich  man,  every  newspaper  but  one,  and  of 
every  political  leader  but  a  few  in  Boston, — 
yes,  every  leader,  because  I  do  not  consider 
myself  a  leader,  nor  do  I  consider  Coun.  Brick- 
ley  or  Donoghue,  my  colleagues,  leaders. 
There  was  not  a  leader  in  Boston  who  sup- 
ported his  candidacy.  In-  fact,  everything 
seemed  to  be  against  him,  but  the  people, 
knowing  the  vicious  elements  behind  the  op- 
position candidate,  decided  that  they  would 
vote  for  him  as  mayor,  and  they  did,  and 
74,000  of  them  did  so  vote  and  selected  him 
to  be  the  standard  bearer  and  the  executive 
in  charge  of  city  affairs  for  the  next  four 
years.  So  much  for  that.  I  propose  to  do 
my  duty  here  during  the  coming  year.  Mayor 
Curley  will  receive  from  me  full  support  for 
anything  just  and  in  the  interests  of  the 
citizens  which  he  may  undertake  to  put  forth  ; 
and  I  believe, — and  I  don't  say  this  to  lick- 
spittle or  suck  around  him,  to  use  the  ver- 
nacular of  the  day, — I  am  confident  that  he 
will  make  good,  as  he  himself  has  promised 
that  he  would,  for  the  sake  of  the  74,000  people 
who  have  confidence  in  him.  So  much  for 
that.  Mr.  President,  the  matter  that  I  have 
most  strongly  in  mind  is  the  conduct  of  one 
member  of  the  Legislature  by  the  name  of 
Elijah  Adlow,  a  Republican  representative  from 
Ward  16  and  a  neighbor  of  mine,  a  young 
man  with  little  experience  in  politics.  I  am 
free   to   confess   that   when   he   was    nominated 


I  was  interested  in  his  success  and  probably 
got  four  or  five  of  my  family  to  vote  for 
him,  although  he  was  a  Republican.  I  knew 
the  young  man,  out  in  Roxbury,  as  he  lived 
near  where  I  lived  when  he  was  in  short 
pants.  His  father  was  a  good  man  who  came 
from  the  other  side  of  the  pond — not  from 
Ireland,  England  or  Scotland,  but  a  gentle- 
man of  Jewish  extraction,  who  came  here 
for  freedom  and  the  right  to  act  according 
to  the  dictates  of  his  conscience,  and  in  order 
to  get  away  from  oppression.  The  young  man, 
the  son,  Mr.  Elijah  Adlow,  went  to  the  Legis- 
lature, with  the  help  of  four  or  five  of  my 
friends  who  voted  for  him  and,  Lord,  I  ought 
to  be  put  away  for  asking  them  to  do  it.  I 
make  lots  of  mistakes,  and  that  was  one  of 
them.  He  stood  on  the  floor  of  the  State 
House,  on  Beacon  Hill,  and  took  the  stand 
he  did  on  the  assessors'  bill  because  he  was 
one  of  the  most  vicious  opponents  of  James 
M.  Curley,  and  because  some  of  the  assessors 
were  appointed  as  politicians,  a  fact  which 
cannot  be  denied.  Eighty  per  cent  of  the 
assistant  assessors  were  appointed  because 
they  were  the  creatures  of  some  political 
leader  in  Boston,  either  Democratic  or  Re- 
publican. Lomasney  has  one  there — and  I 
have  no  quarrel  with  Mr.  Cuddy  ;  and  Charles 
H.  Innes  has  one  there — and  I  have  no 
quarrel  "with  James  H.  Phalen.  Elijah  Adlow, 
with  some  of  the  young  Republicans,  together 
with  Martin  M.  Lomasney,  favored  the  bill. 
Martin  M.  Lomasney  still  lives,  but  not 
politically.  He  still  lives  physically,  and  Mr. 
Lomasney,  together  with  Elijah  Adlow  and 
some  of  the  young  Republicans,  passed  a  bill 
to  put  under  civil  service  the  first  assistant 
assessors,  without  a  referendum  by  the  people 
of .  Boston  and  without  an  acceptance  by  the 
Mayor  or  City  Council.  It  was  finally  passed 
by  a  vote  of  83  to  6 ;  89  members  out  of 
a  total  of  240  voted.  There  was  not  even 
a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  House  vot- 
ing on  the  question  of  passing  the  measure 
to  its  third  reading.  During  the  discussion, 
with  his  eloquence  and  his  bump  of  conceit, 
with  his  acquired  egotism,  with  his  over- 
educated  mind,  from  Harvard,  Mr.  Adlow  said, 
"Do  not  refer  this  measure  to  the  City  Council 
of  Boston,  don't  let  it  go  into  the  garbage 
can."  This  young  man  is  a  graduate  of  Har- 
vard, a  Republican  legislator  from  Ward  16, 
the  son  of  immigrant  parents  who  came  here 
to  get  away  from  oppression  in  Europe,  and 
he  stands  up  there  on  Beacon  Hill  and  denies 
to  the  people  of  Boston  the  home  rule  that 
his  father  and  mother  came  here  from  Europe 
to  obtain.  That  is  why  I  have  offered  this 
resolution  today,  in  order  to  pay  my  respects 
to  Elijah  Adlow.  In  my  opinion  he  is  not 
true  to  his  constituents  and  I  prophesy  that 
when  the  people  of  Ward  16 — which  is  a 
pivotal  ward,  sending  Democrats  and  Repub- 
licans to  the  Legislature — know  that  Elijah 
Adlow,  their  representative,  because  of  bias, 
spleen  and  spite,  undertook  to  shackle  the 
hands  of  their  Mayor  and  their  councilmen, 
he  will  have  a  hard  row  to  hoe  to  go  back 
to  the  House  of  Representatives.  I  know  of 
five  votes  that  he  will  not  get,  and  I  think 
I  will  find  more.  And,  by  the  way,  the  Repub- 
lican party  is  going  to  pieces  in  this  state 
today,  with  the  row  that  is  on  between 
Wilson  and  Lodge  and  between  Governor  Cox 
and  the  Quincy  House,  with  other  things  com- 
ing to  the  front  w  legislation  in  Washing- 
ton and  in  corporation  control  on  Beacon 
Hill.  There  is  soon  going  to  be  a  good  op- 
portunity to  change  the  complexion  of  the 
Governor's  chair  and  perhaps  of  the  Legis- 
lature. I  trust,  therefore,  that  the  rule  will 
be  suspended,  and  that  this  resolution  may 
go  through  unanimously,  letting  it  be  a 
message  to  Governor  Cox  and  the  Republican 
majority  in  the  Legislature,  House  and  Senate, 
to  the  effect  that  the  people  of  Boston,  through 
their  duly  accredited  representatives  in  this 
legislative  branch,  propose  to  demand,  not  ask, 
home  rule  for  Boston,  the  same  home  rule 
that  every  other  city  in  the  Commonwealth 
but  Boston  has.  There  is  no  more  corrup- 
tion, no  more  wrongdoing  in  Boston,  in  pro- 
portion, than  there  is  in  Springfield,  Beverly, 
Haverhill,    or    the   smallest    town    in    the    com- 
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munity  that  is  governed  and  controlled  by 
Republicans.  I  move,  Mr.  President,  a  suspen- 
sion of  the  rule  that  the  resolution  may  go 
upon   its   passage  at  this  time. 

The   rule   was    suspended   and   the   resolution 
was    passed.

MODIFYING   OF    PROHIBITION   LAWS. 

Coun.  LANE  offered  the  following : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  City 
Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  meeting 
assembled,  that  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  ofAmerica,  amend  and  modify  existing 
probhibition  laws  under  its  jurisdiction  and 
within  its  proper  power  which  will  permit  the 
manufacture,  sale  and  distribution  of  whole- 
some beers  and  light  wines,  and  that  all  gov- 
ernmental revenue  derived  from  such  permis- 
sion be  set  aside  as  a  separate  fund  for  the 
payment  of  bonuses*  to  ex-service  men ;  be  it 
further  resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolu- 
tion be  transmitted  to  each  of  the  following 
named  officials  by  the  City  Clerk  of  the  City 
of  Boston :  To  the  President  of  the  United 
States  Senate,  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  United  States,  and  to 
each  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
from  the   State  of  Massachusetts. 

The  rule  was  suspended,  on  motion  of  Coun. 
LANE,  and  the  question  came  on  the  adoption 
of  the   resolution. 

Coun.  LANE — Mr.  President,  I  have  intro- 
duced these  resolutions  because  I  believe  that 
this  country  is  not  satisfied  with  the  work- 
ings of  the  Volstead  Act.  Bootleggers  all 
over  the  country  are  getting  enormously 
wealthy,  and  the  government  is  losing  revenue 
every  day.  If  the  Volstead  Act  could  be 
amended  by  Congress  so  that  light  wines  and 
Tjeers  could  be  manufactured  and  sold,  by 
placing  say  a  tax  of  %X  on  a  gallon  of  light 
wine  and  perhaps  25  cents  on  a  gallon  of 
beer,  sufficient  money  could  be  raised  for 
the  bonus  for  the  veterans,  and  in  ten  years 
all  the  Liberty  Bond  obligation  could  be  paid 
off.  The  city  of  Chicago  through  its  alder- 
men recently  voted  52  to  2  in  favor  of  a 
resolution  similar  to  this  ;  St.  Louis  by  a  vote 
of  25  to  1.  Baltimore  and  Cincinnati  have 
voted  unanimously  in  favor  of  a  resolution 
similar  to  this,  and  Milwaukee  also.  I  believe 
that  the  time  has  come  when  the  city  govern- 
ments of  this  country  by  memoralizing  Con- 
gress may  be  able  to  amend  this  awful  Vol- 
stead Act.  I  trust  that  the  resolutions  will 
pass   unanimously. 

The  resolutions  were  adopted,  Coun.  LANE 
asking  for  the  yeas   and  nays,  yeas   8,  nays  0. 


LEGISLATION    FAVORING    MRS. 
FLANAGAN. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
favors  legislation  for  the  payment  to  the 
widow  of  Lawrence  Flanagan,  late  an  em- 
ployee of  the  Public  Works  Department  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  of  salary  which  he  would  have 
received  for  the  year  1921  had  he  lived  and 
served  throughout  that  year. 

Passed   under  a  suspension   of   the  rule. 


SUITABLE   TRAFFIC    SIGNS. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  an  order— That 
the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
further  study  the  matter  of  erecting  suitable 
traffic   signs    for  the    Citv   of    Boston. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — Mr.  President,  some 
six  months  or  more  ago  I  introduced  an  order 
in  this  Council  asking  the  Board  of  Street 
Commissioners  to  erect  some  suitable  sort  of 
sign  for  the  direction  of  traffic.  It  has  come 
to  my  attention  that  the  signs  here  in  Boston 
were  inconspicuously  placed  and  at  the  same 
time  really  did  not  amount  to  anything  in 
the  matter  of  directing  traffic.  We  have  heard 
a  great  deal  about  the  relief  of  congestion 
and  of  traffic  conditions  in  our  city,  but  the 
Board  of  Street  Commissioners,  to  my  mind, 
have  not  granted  very  much  relief,  particu- 
larly to  the  automobile  traffic.  I  noticed  while 
we  were  on  this  last  trip  of  the  Council  that 
in  the  city  of  New  York  they  have  an  arrow 
which  points  the  direction  in  which  traffic 
should  go,  and  on  that  arrow  it  says,   "Traffic 
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this  way."  It  seemed  to  me  that  that  was 
rather  a  simple  and  at  the  same  time  effective 
sign  to  direct  traffic.  In  our  city  we  have 
little  signs  in  some  of  our  streets,  "One  "way 
street.  Don't  enter,"  with  such  small  letter- 
ing that  no  one  can  read  them  unless  they 
are  right  on  top  of  them,  and  the  average 
person  really  does  not  know  what  they  mean. 
I  think  if  they  instituted  here  some  such 
system  as  the  one  in  New  York,  which  is  a 
very  simple  one,  an  arrow  pointing  the  direc- 
tion in  which  traffic  should  go,  it  would  very 
much  simplify  traffic  conditions  in  the  City  of 
Boston.  I  hope  the  rule  will  be  suspended  and 
that    the   order   will    pass. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of 
the  rule. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  an  order— That 
the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  study 
the  matter  of  relieving  traffic  congestion  by 
building  semi-tunnels  at  the  junction  of  in- 
tersecting streets  where  traffic  at  present  is 
very  congested. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — Mr.  President,  I  got 
the  idea  of  this  from  Detroit,  and  I  think  it 
is  a  very  good  idea.  Coun.  Watson  and  my- 
self made  a  trip  while  we  were  in  Detroit 
and  noticed  at  the  intersecting  corner  of  two 
of  the  busiest  streets  they  had  built  a  sort 
of  semi-tunnel,  so  called,  whereby  the  traffic 
coming  one  "way  could  go  underneath  the 
street  and  the  traffic  going  the  other  way  had 
the  freedom  of  the  street.  I  felt  that  if  at 
a  location,  for  instance,  like  the  corner  of 
Boylston  and  Tremont  streets,  "where  traffic  is 
congested  practically  during  the  entire  day, 
some  such  system  as  this  were  brought  into 
being    it   would    relieve    traffic    conditions    very 


much.  I  think  those  matters  ought  to  be 
studied  by  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners. 
That  is  the  duty  of  the  Board.  They  should 
pay  more  attention  to  the  relief  of  traffic  con- 
ditions that  now  confront  the  citizens  of  Bos- 
ton, instead  of  paying  as  much  attention  as 
they  do  to  the  erection  of  gasolene  tanks  and 
garages  through  the  residential  sections  of  our 
city.  I  hope  the  order  will  pass  and  that  the 
Council  will  receive  some  sort  of  report  from 
the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners.  I  am  get- 
ting sick  and  tired  of  introducing  orders  here 
requesting  information  from  different  boards 
appointed  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  not 
even  receiving  a  reply.  I  think  we  should  at 
least  receive  the  courtesy  of  a  reply  to  any 
order  introduced  here,  particularly  an  order 
that  stands  for  something.  I  hope  the  rule 
will  be  suspended  and  that  the  order  will  go 
upon    its    passage. 

The   order   was   passed   under   suspension   of 
the   rule. 


GENERAL    RECONSIDERATION. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  moved  a  general  recon- 
sideration on  all  business  transacted  at  the 
meeting,  hoping  that  the  same  would  not  pre- 
vail.    Lost.

Conn.  MORIAETY  in  the  chair. 


Coun.  WATSON" — Mr.  President,  for  almost 
one  year,  after  what  I  would  call  an  exhaus- 
tive study  by  at  least  a  majority^  cf  the 
members  of  this  Council  today  the  Executive 
Committee  reports  this  order  favorably  by 
more  than  a  two-thirds  icte,  I  think,  an 
order  which  is  the  first  step  that  Boston 
can  take  in  the  matter  of  public  owner- 
ship of  an  electric  lighting  plant.  There  is 
no  reference  in  the  order  to  the  question 
of  taking  over  the  gaslight  company  or  equip- 
ping a  plaVit  of  the  city  for  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  gas  for  illuminating,  heat  and 
purposes,  and  for  the  reason,  at  least, 
from  my  point  of  view,  that  Boston  cannot 
for  a  moment  afford  to  consider  taking  over 
what  is  now,  in  my  opinion,  close  to  being 
a  bankrupt  concern.  Therefore  I  will  pass 
lightly  over  the  objection  which  may  be  made 
by  some  members  to  the  effect  that  we  have 
not  covered  •  the  ground  called  for  in  my 
original  order.  We  have  been  treated  to  a 
statement  of  conditions  and  principle;,  eco- 
nomic and  political,  by  the  learned  gentle- 
man who  appeared  before  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee ;  but,  entirely  independently  of  what 
he  may  have  said  there,  the  data  that  we  have 
collected,  of  which  each  member  has  a  synop- 
sis before  him,  is  sufficient,  in  my  opinion. 
for  this  body  to  vote  favorably  on  the  ques- 
tion of  Boston  entering  upon  municipal  own- 
ership of  electric  lighting  plants.  The  condi- 
tion that  confronts  us  today,  and  which  has 
led  to  our  acting  upon  this  measure,  has 
been  brought  about  by  the  autocratic  atti- 
tude of  an  aggregation  cf  wealthy  and 
absent  landlords,  who  control  the  Edison  Elec- 
tric Illuminating  Company  of  Boston — which 
is  misnamed,  because  it  is  not  the  Edison 
Electric  Illuminating  Company  of  Boston. 
It  is  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company 
of  Boston  and  ten  or  twelve  other  cities  and 
towns.  Because  they  are  located  in  Boston 
does  not  mean  that  they  do  business  only 
in  Boston,  because  they  take  in  Framingham, 
Maiden,  Newton,  Brookline  and  many 
other  cities  and  towns.  I  am  also  going 
to  pass  over  lightly  the  question  of  the 
control  by  the  Edison  interests  of 
the  Legislature.  It  is  too  wen  known 
to  the  average  man,  and  better  known  by 
those  who  have  served  in  the  Legislature  and 
■who  have  been  in  public  life  in  a  minor  or 
greater  degree,  to  comment  upon.

citizens.  The  only  way  in  which  we  can  get 
the  company  to  do  it,  Mr.  President,  is  by 
passing  such  a  measure  as  this.  Let  me  read 
some  of  the  information  which  we  have  ob- 
tained. Columbus,  Ohio,  has  a  municipal 
plant,  and  has  had  for  some  years.  They 
could  junk  their  present  plant  today  and  show 
a  profitable  investment  after  so  doing.  They 
supply  light  to  the  inhabitants  of  Columbus, 
Ohio,  according  to  the  report  given  to  us 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Utilities,  and 
according    to    the    statement    furnished    us    by 
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Mr.  C.  F.  Turner,  superintendent  of  the  Co- 
lumbus municipal  electric  lighting  plant,  for 
residence  lighting  at  6  cents  per  kilowatt 
hour.  The  private  plant  in  Columbus  charges 
8  cents.  The  charge  for  street  lights  there 
is  $38.70  per  lamp  per  year,  as  against  $78.10 
or  $79.10  per  lamp  per  year  in  Boston.  That 
report  is  here  for  the  members  to  read  if  they 
so  desire.  We  talked  with  many  people  in 
Columbus  in  regard  to  the  matter.  I  will  not 
bother  to  tell  the  Council  all  that  they  told 
us,  but  it  is  enough  to  say  that  they  were 
unanimous  in  the  feeling  that  they  would 
never  think  of  doing  away  with  their  munici- 
pal light  plant.  They  had  an  interesting  and 
enlightening  experience  there  early  in  the 
history  of  the  plant.  Unfriendly  interests, 
representing  the  private  plant,  got  into  the 
municipal  plant,  got  control  there,  and  almost 
wrecked  it,  but  it  was  finally  saved  through 
a  very  watchful  Commissioner  of  Public  Utili- 
ties, who  does  his  duties  as  he  sees  them  in 
the  interest  of  the  taxpayers.  Next  we  pass 
on  to  Buffalo,  New  York.  Buffalo  has  no 
municipal  lighting  plant,  but  it  is  supplied  by 
a  private  plant,  the  Buffalo  General  Electric 
Company.  They  get  the  power  from  which 
to  generate  their  electricity  in  part  through 
a  contract  with  the  Niagara  Falls  Power 
Company,  using  in  large  part  hydro-electrie 
power  generated  from  the  great  Niagara 
Falls,  but  they  also  have  a  90,000-kilowatt 
plant  where  they  generate  electricity  to  the 
full  capacity  from  steam,  which  means  from 
coal.  They  charge  to  the  people  of  Buffalo 
4  cents  per  kilowatt  hour,  as  against  11  cents 
here,  and  there  are  no  coal  charges.  That  is, 
while  they  use  coal  there,  as  they  do  here, 
there  is  no  extra  charge  on  that  account. 
The  charge  for  street  lights  there  by  the 
private  company  is  $43.25  per  year  per  lamp, 
as  against  $79.10  in  Boston.  I  may  err  in 
saying  $79.10  here,  and  it  may  be  $78.10,  but 
it  is  either  $78.10  or  $79.10,  and  the  charge 
for  street  lights  in  Buffalo  is  not  much  more 
than  half  that  amount.  1  have  here  a  receipt 
frcm  a  user  in  Buffalo.  Coun.  Donoghue  was 
with  me  when  I  secured  this  paid  bill,  in 
u  shop  near  the  Statler  Hotel.  I  have  an 
interesting  report  here  from  William  F. 
Schwartz,  Commissioner  of  the  Bureau  of 
Streets  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
of  Buffalo,  regarding  the  prices  per  lamp 
per  year  for  street  lights.  I  will  now  pass 
on  to  Detroit — Detroit,  the  city  beautiful,  pro- 
gressive Detroit.  Perhaps  it  would  not  be  out 
of  place  for  me  at  this  time  to  read  some- 
thing that  was  of  interest  to  me,  if  it  is 
not  a  matter  of  interest  to  the  other  members  • 
of  the  body.  Right  before  the  hotel  where 
we  stopped  in  Detroit  is  what  they  call  Circus 
Square,  in  the  heait  of  Detroit,  and  in  the 
m'ddle  of  that  magnificent  open  space  is  a 
splendid  large  granite  statue  of  a  man  whose 
memory  is  beloved  and  honored  in  that  city. 
<Qn  that  statue  is  an  inscription  that  will  go 
■down  to  the  ages,  and  I  am  going  to  read  it 
ihere ; 

"The  citizens  of  Michigan  erect  this  monu- 
ment to  cherish  the  memory  of  Hasen  Pingree, 
gallant  soldier,  enterprising  and  successful 
citizen,  four  times  mayor  of  Detroit,  twice 
governor  of  Michigan.  He  was  the  first  to 
warn  the  people  of  the  great  danger  threat- 
ened by  powerful  corporations  and  first  to 
awake  to  the  great  inequality  in  taxation,  and 
to  initiate  steps  for  reform." 

The  idol  of  the  people,  he  died  June  18, 
1901,  at  the  age  of  sixty  years,  nine  months 
and  three  days.  And  right  in  front  of  that 
statue  cars  move,  owned  by  the  people  of 
Detroit,  municipally  owned  and  operated  street 
railways,  the  finest  cars  that  your  eyes  were 
ever  permitted  to  look  upon,  with  5-cent  car 
fare ;  and  lighting  the  circle  around  this 
statue  are  great  arc  lights  supplied  by  the 
municipal  electric  lighting  plant  of  Detroit 
at  a  price  of  $65.65  per  lamp  per  year,  as 
against  our  price  of  $79.10  per  lamp  per  year. 
And  the  Detroit  Edison  Company  supplies  cur- 
rent to  the  inhabitants  for  lighting  and  heat- 
ing purposes,  and  I  hold  in  my  hand  a  bill 
rendered  for  the  month  of  April,  1921,  to 
Mr.    George   Davis,   of    16   West    Adams    avenue, 


Detroit,  Michigan,  for  161  kilowatt  hours  of 
electricity  used  at  5  J  cents  per  kilowatt  hour, 
with  no  coal  charges,  as  ag&inst  our  10  cents 
plus  coal  charges  and  excess.  I  have  here 
the  report  of  Mr.  Mistersky,  general  super- 
intendent of  the  Public  Lighting  Commission 
of  the  city  of  Detroit,  giving  the  price  of 
the  city  street  lights  and  the  history  of  the 
lighting  plant  question  in  Detroit.  Next  we 
come  to  the  city  of  Chicago,  another  one  of 
the  cities  where  the  reformers  do  not  control, 
and  there  we  find  that  the  street  lights  in 
Chicago  cost  $29.99  per  lamp  per  year,  ac- 
cording to  the  repoit  for  1919  of  the  gas 
and  electricity  department  of  the  city  of  Chi- 
cago. It  is  true  that  they  get  much  of  that 
power,  their  energy,  for  making  their  elec- 
tricity from  the  Chicago  District  Sanitation 
Commission,  hydro-electrie  power,  but  the 
street  lights  are  lit,  pi-actically  all  of  them, 
by  the  city  of  Chicago  itself  at  the  price  J 
have  mentioned.  Some  of  the  street  lighta 
are  supplied  by  the  private  company,  called 
the  Commonwealth  Edison  Company  of  Chi- 
cago, and  I  hold  here  in  my  hand  a  bill  rend- 
ered to  John  W.  Diemhart,  1737  Summerdale 
avenue,  for  34  kilowatt  hours,  consumed  in  the 
month  ending  December  24,  at  5J  cents  per 
kilowatt  hour,  as  against  10  cents,  besides  the 
coal  and  excess  charges,  in  Boston.  There 
are  no  coal  charges  and  no  excess  charges 
in  Chicago.  I  hold  in  my  hand  a  report  signed 
by  Willis  J.  Spaulding,  Commissioner  ox 
Light,  Power  and  Water  in  Springfield,  Illi- 
nois, in  regard  to  the  operations  of  the  Spring- 
field Municipal  Light  and  Power  Plant. 
Springfield,  Illinois,  was  once  the  home  of 
Abraham  Lincoln,  and  I  cannot  permit  this 
time  to  pass  without  quoting  something  that 
[  clipped  from  the  Boston  Herald  today  in 
regard  to  Abraham  Lincoln,  while  I  am  speak- 
ing of  the  city  of  Springfield,  Illinois.  This 
was  at  the  head  of  the  editorial  column, 
headed  "Anecdote  for  the  day,"  and  is  as 
follows  : 

"When  Lincoln  was  a  candidate  for  Con- 
gress in  1846  his  friends  subscribed  $200  for 
his  campaign  expenses.  When  the  conflict 
was  over  he  gave  back  to  the  treasurer  $199.25, 
with  the  statement  that  his  expense  had  been 
but  75  cents  for  the  entire  canvass.  Wherever 
he  went  he  said  he  found  friends  who  cared 
for  him  and  his  horse  without  charge,  and 
he  wished  the  money  returned  to  the  owners. 
He  had  spent  three  quarters  of  a  dollar 
only  ;  that  for  a  few  gallons  of  cider  to  treat 
a    let   of   hands   in    harvest." 

This  was  taken,  according  to  the  Herald, 
from  an  article  entitled  "Lincoln's  Lessons 
for  Today,"  by  Garrett  Newkirk,  and  I  as- 
sume that  it  is  correct,  even  if  it  is  in  the 
herald,  in  Springfield,  Illinois,  according'  to 
the  report,  six  cents  per  kilowatt  hour  is 
charged  for  electricity  for  light,  heat  and 
power  purposes  to  the  inhabitants,  and  the 
price  paid  for  street  lights  is  50  per  cent  less 
than  the  amount  paid  to  the  private  company 
prior  to  the  city's  taking  over  the  street 
lights  and  operating  them  with  its  own 
plant.  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin,  has  no  munici- 
pal plant.  It  has  a  private  plant,  the  Mil- 
waukee Traction  and  Light  Company.  They 
had  a  municipal  lighting  system  in  Milwaukee 
until  a  few  years  ago,  but  they  are  now  start- 
ing in  to  handle  their  own  street  lighting. 
Under  the  Wisconsin  law  they  do  not  have 
to  go  through  all  the  devious  and  roundabout 
methods  that  we  have  to  adopt  here  in  order 
to  do  our  own  owning,  but  they  can  make 
shoit  cuts.  They  don  t  have  to  read  between 
the  lines  and  try  to  reconcile  all  sorts  of 
provisions  of  law.  The  law  is  such  that  they 
can  go  right  at  the  thing  and  do  their  own 
electric  lighting  business,  when  they  see  fit. 
The  law  is  plain.  They  have  now  taken  over 
the  streets  lights,  have  condemned  and  ordered 
out  the  old  poles,  old  equipment  and  conduits 
of  the  private  company,  and  have  substituted 
their  own  equipment,  with  reinforced  concrete 
poles  and  lamps  of  the  very  latest  design  and 
invention,  and  we  are  informed  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works  that  Milwaukee 
has  the  finest  lighted  streets  in  the  country. 
We    had    to    take    his    word    for    that,    as    we 
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did  not  stay  there  over  night.  They  are  buy- 
ing; their  electricity  at  the  present  time  from 
this  private  company  at  1|  cents  per  killowatt 
hour  to  the  burner  on  the  pole,  and  it  is 
figured  that,  taking  the  money  placed  to  one 
side  for  depreciation  and  for  sinking  fund, 
the  entire  cost  of  the  plant  will  be  cleared 
up  inside  of  twenty  years-  They  are  getting 
their  lights  there  for  less  than  $35  per  lamp 
per  year.  They  have  done  more  than  that. 
The  voters  have  just  voted  by  referendum 
vote  in  favor  of  a  bond  issue  of  half  a 
million  dollars  for  building  the  first  unit  of 
a  municipal  plant  in  Milwaukee.  Jacksonville, 
Florida,  we  did  not  visit,  but  this  informa- 
tion that  I  have  came  from  my  employer,  Mr. 
Dvar,  who  is  in  Florida.  The  information  is 
given  in  a  Florida  newspaper.  The  amount 
charged  by  the  municipal  plant  is  6  cents 
per  kilowatt  hour,  and  9  cents  by  the  private 
plant.  The  price  charged  for  street  lights  is 
$42.85  per  year  per  lamp.  The  newspaper 
article  I  have  here  says  that  the  city  plant  has 
earned  $497,727.27  for  the  year  1921,  and  shows 
a  tremendous  profit  to  the  people.  Cleveland 
has  a  municipal  and  a  private  plant.  I  have 
here  a  copv  of  the  annual  report  of  the  city 
of  Cleveland  for  1920,  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Utilities,  Division  of  Light  and  Power. 
The  Commissioner  of  Light  and  Power  in 
Cleveland  is  Mr.  W.  G.  Davis,  a  wonderful 
man,  who  has  been  on  both  sides  of  the  fence. 
He  was  a  pioneer  in  establishing  and  build- 
ing lighting  plants,  a  big  man,  and  every 
member  of  the  Council  here  who  was  in 
Cleveland  will  admit  that  he  is  a  valuable 
man.  I  have  here  a  communication  which 
would  make  interesting  reading,  but  I  do 
not  think  I  will  go  outside  the  scope  of  this 
order  to  read  it.  Mr.  Davis  is  certainly  an 
extremely  valuable  man,  so  far  as  information 
en  these  matters  is  concerned,  and  I  promise 
now  that  next  year  I  will  ask  the  Council  to 
invite  Mr.  Davis  here  to  give  us  assistance 
in  the  matter  of  arriving  at  a  decision  before 
taking  our  second  vote.  I  think  the  other 
members  of  the  Council  will  agree  with  me 
that  he  ought  to  come.  Cleveland,  as  I  say, 
has  both  a  municipal  and  a  private  plant, 
and  here  is  the  revelation.  Think  of  it — a 
beautiful  plant  supplying  electricity  for  3  cents 
per  kilowatt  hour,  and  prior  to  the  establish- 
ment of  the  municipal  plant  the  Cleveland 
private  plant,  known  as  the  Cleveland  Electric 
Illuminating  Company,  was  charging  12  cents 
per  kilowatt  hour.  When  the  people  were 
about  to  vote  on  the  bond  issue,  to  establish 
the  municipal  plant,  the  private  company 
reduced  their  rate  to  7  cents  to  try  to  offset 
the  possibility  of  the  people  adopting  the 
bond  issue  and  establishing  the  municipal 
plant.  But  that  had  no  effect  in  preventing 
the  establishment  of  the  municipal  plant, 
and  that  plant  is  established  today.  The  pub- 
lic plant  charges  3  cents  per  kilowatt  hour ; 
5  cents  is  charged  by  the  Cleveland  Electric 
Illuminating  Companv,  the  charge  being 
brought  down  from  the  amount  charged  by 
the  company  previously,  which  I  have  men- 
tioned, to  5  cents.  And,  by  the  way,  the 
municipal  company  now  serves  35,000  users, 
and  it  is  branching  out  and  is  going  to  serve 
a  much  larger  portion  of  the  community.  Two 
fifths  of  the  street  lights  are  supplied  by  the 
municipal  plant  and  three  fifths  by  the  private 
plant,  and  the  private  plant  not  wishing  to 
get  out  of  the  street  lighting  business,  an 
agreement  was  reached  with  them  whereby 
both  companies  charge  $46.60  per  year  per 
lamp  for  lighting  the  streets  of  Cleveland.  I 
have  bills  here  from  Cleveland  as  well  as 
from  other  places.  I  think,  Mr.  President, 
that  I  have  about  covered  the  ground  except 
that  I  do  wish  to  make  a  few  references  to 
points  which  occur  to  me.  I  wish  to  refer, 
for  instance,  to  the  growth  of  municipal 
plants.  In  1890  there  were  137  municipal  elec- 
tric light  plants  in  the  United  States,  or  13.50 
per  cent  of  the  whole.  In  1900  there  were 
710  municipal  electric  light  plants,  or  22.02 
per  cent  of  the  whole.  In  1917  there  were 
2,313  municipal  electric  light  plants  in  the 
United  States,  or  35.43  per  cent  of  the  whole. 
So     much     for     that,     Mr.      President.      In     a 


moment  I  shall  be  through.  I  have  tried  to 
condense  my  remarks  as  much  as  possible, 
but  I  cannot  let  the  opportunity  go  by  with- 
out referring  to  an  editorial  in  the  Boston 
Herald  of  this  morning.  I  am  going  to  read 
it  here  and  make  it  a  part  of  our  record, 
so  that  those  who  come  after  us  may  get 
inspiration  from  it.  This  is  an  editorial  in 
the  Herald  of  Thursday,  January  26,  1922,  and 
it  is  an  attack  on  Arthur  D.  Hill  of  the 
Law  Department,  •  the  Mayor  and  the  City 
Council  of  Boston.  It  is  headed  "A  Costly 
Approach."     It  says : 

"To  obtain  easier  contracts  from  the  Edison 
company,  why  should  Boston  have  to  make 
extraordinary  appropriations  running  into  five 
figures  ?  The  City  Law  Department  is  well 
manned.  At  least,  neither  the  Corporation 
Counsel  nor  his  numerous  staff  receives  more 
criticism  than  any  such  department  may 
naturally  expect  in  its  discharge  of  duty. 
The  state's  Department  of  Public  Utilities  en- 
joys an  unusual  degree  of  public  confidence. 
This  it  has  earned  by  its  fair  attitude,  both 
toward  the  service  corporations  and  toward  the 
consumers.  Seemingly  Boston  has  every 
agency  it  needs  for  its  protection  in  such 
simple  transactions  as  buying  light  and  power." 

Why,   that  sounds  almost  like   Coun.   Collins  ! 

"Yet  the  city  has  recently  committed  itself  to 
a  special  outlay  of  $50,000  as  the  first  expendi- 
ture in  an  aggressive  contest  with  a  single 
corporation.  Can  the  situation  warrant  this 
expense?" 

No,  not  from  the  standpoint  of  State  street 
or  of  Lincoln  O'Brien — no  !  And,  by  the  way, 
the  Herald,  you  know,  is  the  paper  that  was 
owned  formerly  by  .the  New  Haven  road. 
See  what  the  Hereld  did  to  the  New  Haven 
road  ! 

"On  the  merits  of  the  demand  for  lower 
rates  the  state  commissioners  can  pass  :  it  may 
well  appear  that  the  'coal  clause'  and  th< 
'surcharge'  have  outlived  their  occasion  ana 
should  be  discontinued.  But  on  the  city's 
method  of  approach  every  taxpayer  must  have 
misgiving.  It  ma"  be  assumed  that  the  Edi- 
son Company  is  shrewd  enough  to  understand 
that  in  getting  new  business  the  satisfied 
customer  is   its   best  agent." 

Shrewd  enough  ?  Has  anyone  ever  doubted 
that,  with  $50,000  being  paid  to  Edgar,  about 
$40,000  to  Ives,  Burdett  and  Wardwell?  They 
are  shrewd  enough,  there  is  no  doubt  about 
that! 

"It  may  be  assumed  that  the  Edison  Com- 
na.ny  is  shrewd  enough  to  understand  that 
in  getting  new  business  the  satisfied  customer 
is  its  best  agent.  Certainlv  a  company  able 
to  keep  its  service  well  above  complaint  is 
able  to  see  that  its  own  interest  demands 
frank  and  friendly  relations  with  its  most  im- 
portant   customer." 

Oh,   what   a   joke ! 

"Is  it  possible  that  the  city  has  been 
fancying  that  the  lower  rates  it  is  seeking  and 
the  changes  it  desires  in  the  company's  ways 
of  making  contracts  can  best  be  gained  bv 
threats  and  force?  In  any  case,  an  approach 
that  must  be  paved  with  extravagant  appro- 
priations should  be  considered,  not  onlv  in  its 
effect  on  the  Edison  Company  and  other 
public  service  corporations  that  are  looking 
on.   but   also   in    its   effect  on    the   city's   funds." 

I  don't  know  whether  I  ought  to  sav  this, 
but  it  is  in  my  mind  and  I  am  inclined  to 
think  it  is  true.  I  think  Burdett  wrote  that 
editorial,  and  that  it  was  run  without  a  change 
hv  the  Herald.  It  all  dovetails  in.  I  see  these 
things  pei'haps  in  rather  a  radical  way  and 
perhaps  I  stretch  my  imagination  somewhat, 
but  they  are  based  somewhat  on  facts.  On 
Beacon  Hill  we  have  a  Legislature :  in  Boston 
we  have  a  Good  Government  Association,  the 
charter  guards.  We  have  Mr.  Balch,  who 
thought  that  the  charter  was  an  immortal 
document  and  should  not  be  changed  an  iota  : 
but  he  now  goes  to  the  Legislature  and 
wants  to  amend  the  charter,  to  change  it, 
because  under  it  he  has  not  been  able  to 
get  a  majority  here  that  is  to  his  way  of 
thinking.  And  I  cannot  help  saving  this  also, 
that  Mr.  Francis  N.  Balch — brigadier-general 
or     corporal,     I     don't     know  .  which,     of     the 
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charter  guards,  custodian  of  the  morals  and 
goodness  in  municipal  and  state  affairs — is, 
I  believe,  the  same  Francis  N.  Balch  who  re- 
cently charged  a  policeman  who  lost  his  posi- 
tion, perhaps  through  neglect,  $250  for  mak- 
ing three  visits  to  the  Police  Commissioner, 
and  he  did  not  succeed  in  reinstating  the  man 
then.  Then  we  have  another  man  here,  Her- 
bert W.  Burr,  another  wonderful  man,  and 
T  cannot  let  this  moment  pass  without  re- 
ferring to  him.  He  went  on  the  pay  roll  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  not  from  the  civil  service, 
and  when  I  was  acting  mayor  I  refused  to 
sign  the  voucher  to  pay  him,  leaving  that  for 
Mayor  Peters  to  do.  He  did  not  work  long ; 
he  was  valueless.  He  wants  to  change  the 
charter,  too.  The  Edison  Company  would  like 
to  get  rid  of  fellows  like  the  great  majority 
here  today.  They  do  not  own  us.  Then  we 
have  somebody  else,  Representative  Rice  of 
Newton,  another  one  of  those  out-of-town 
members  who  want  to  run  affairs  in  the  City 
of  Boston.  Mr.  Rice  wants  the  Governor  and 
the  Governor's  Council  to  be  given  the  right 
to  remove  the  Mayor  of  Boston  from  office — 
a  body  of  nine,  with  only  one  Democrat  ! 
They  want  a  chance  to  remove  the  Mayor, 
if  they  can,  the  man  elected  by  the  people 
of  Boston  to  be  mayor  of  the  city,  and  they 
want  a  chance  to  remove  him  simply  because 
he  does  not  serve  their  purposes.  And  who  is 
Mr.  Rice  ?  He  belongs  in  Newton,  but  he 
gets  a  living  in  Boston.  Ninety  per  cent  of 
the  people  who  buy  things  in  his  store  are 
the  people  who  have  voted  for  the  Watsons, 
the  Donoghues,  the  Fords,  the  Brickleys,  the 
Moriartys  and  the  McLaughlins,  who  are  not 
indorsed  by  the  Good  Government  Association. 
The  gentleman  is  treasurer  of  the  Butler  Com- 
pany, and  if  the  people  who  trade  there  knew 
this  I  would  not  care  much  for  his  receipts 
at  the  end  of  a  week.  He  is  also  owner 
of  the  Glen  Shirt  Company.  He  earns  his 
money  here,  pays  his  taxes  in  Newton,  and 
then  wants  to  run  Boston  from  Beacon  Hill. 
But  the  people  are  awakening.  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, I  have  taken  longer  than  I  intended. 
I  anticipate  amendments.  In  fact,  one  of 
the  councilors  has  said  that  he  will  offer  a 
substitute,  to  the  effect  that  the  Council  ask 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  for  informa  • 
tion  concerning  the  cost  of  the  Edison  plant. 
That  is  all  buncomb  and  all  camouflage.  I  am 
going  to  ask  the  member  to  believe  with  me 
that  we  are  free  from  corporation  control 
to  vote  that  amendment  down  when  it  is 
offered.  The  gentleman  offering  it  will  do  so 
for  the  purpose  of  throwing  dust  in  our  eyes 
and  in  the  eyes  of  the  public,  or  to  save  his 
own  skin.  He  is  against  public  ownership, 
in  mv  opinion,  even  under  the  most  favorable 
conditions.  He  has  told  me  that  he  is  against 
this  measure  or  a  measure  similar  to  it ;  and 
I  want  to  say  now  that  I  am  informed  that 
the  order  I  introduced  the  other  day,  call- 
ing for  ownership  of  the  Edison  Company, — an 
order  which  at  the  time  I  was  informed  rep- 
resented the  only  way  in  which  we  could  get 
at  ownership  of  the  lighting  plant, — was  not 
the  proper  order  to  offer.  Having  learned  that 
I  made  an  error,  and  having  found  out  what 
was  the  proper  order  to  introduce,  I  have 
now  introduced  a  new  order.  Furthermore, 
this  is  not  the  last  step.  As  to  the  cost, 
what  if  it  does  cost  fifty  million  dollars  ? 
Aren't  the  people  of  Boston  better  able  to 
issue  bonds  and  make  good  on  them  than 
the  Edison  Company,  especially  when  the  Edi- 
son Company  is  earning  12  or  15  per  cent  on 
a  big  capitalization,  about  50  per  cent  water? 
They  tried  last  year,  under  their  plan  to 
capitalize  premiums,  to  get  the  benefit  of  a 
forty  million  dollar  melon  cutting  proposi- 
tion, placing  the  additional  burden  on  the 
consumers  of  electricity.  But  that  was  stopped 
then,  and  it  would  seem  by  today's  paper 
that  it  has  been  now  stopped  for  good.  The 
day  is  coming,  and  is  not  far  distant 
either,  when  electricity  will  be  used  for  heat 
in  my  home  and  in  the  humblest  man's  home, 
and  for  light  in  the  humblest  man's  home, 
as  well  as  in  the  home  of  the  rich.  The  Edi- 
son Company  does  not  play  many  favorites. 
A  few  business  men  and  newspapers  are  con- 
trolled   by    them    on    account    of    special    rates, 


but  the  man  who  lives  on  Beacon  street,  near 
Coun.  Lane,  let  him  be  worth  a  million  dollars, 
will  be  bled  by  the  Edison  Company  as  well 
as  the  small  business  man  or  the  poor  man. 
All  are  affected  alike.  And  so  the  rich  man, 
unless  he  benefits  through  some  profiteering 
scheme,  is  just  as  much  back  of  us  in  this 
movement  for  public  ownership  as  the  man 
who  has  only  his  small  pay  envelope  to  look 
at  on  Saturday  night.  I  thank  the  members 
for  bearing  with  me  in  these  remarks,  but 
I  believe  that  what  I  have  said  will  remain 
on  the  record  as  an  indisputable  evidence  of 
the  success  of  municipal  ownership  and  the 
operation  of  municipal  lighting  plants  in  the 
cities  we  visited ;  that  it  will  justify  the 
expenditure  of  the  money  of  the  taxpayers 
that  was  expended  by  reason  of  our  trip  to 
the  West.  We  came  back  from  the  West 
better  educated,  better  informed  and  with 
broader  views  than  we  ever  had  before.  I 
sincerely  trust  that  the  vote  in  favor  of  this 
order  will  be  unanimous,  but  I  do  not  expect 
that.  We  must  secure  a  two-thirds  vote, 
must  have  six  votes  today,  to  pass  the  order. 
I  don't  know  whether  we  have  them  or  not. 
But  the  people,  those  who  believe  as  I  do 
in  the  matter  of  public  ownership,  are  watch- 
ing this  contest.  They  are  watching  their 
servants,  and  we  are  the  servants  of  all 
the  people  in  this  matter,  of  the  rich  as  well 
as  of  the  man  who  uses  the  pick  and  shovel 
on  the  street.  Don't  be  misled  by  the  idea 
that  because  we  sit  here  in  comfortable  chairs, 
in  front  of  a  haughty  desk,  surrounded  by 
comforts,  that  we  are  any  less  public  servants 
than  the  good  woman  who  scrubs  the  floors  in 
this  City  Hall.  We  all  have  a  sworn  duty 
to  perform.  You  all  do  your  duty  as  you 
see  it,  and  no  one  can  expect  less,  but  don't 
do  it  according  to  the  dictates  of  others  who 
have  an  ulterior  motive  and  a  corrupt  thought 
in  mind.  I  ask  and  trust,  Mr.  President, 
tha.t  a  two-thirds  vote  will  be  taken  in  favor 
of  this  proposition  today,  so  that  next  year 
the  incoming  Council  will  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  consider  it  again,  and  finally  I  hope 
our  action  will  he  favorable,  and  that  those 
whose  servants  we  are,  those  who  send  us 
here,  may  be  permitted  to  be  the  final  judges 
of  whether  or  not  we  should  enter  into  the 
manufacture  and  sale  of  electricity  to  the 
inhabitants   through    a  municipal  plant. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  the  mem- 
ber who  has  just  spoken  on  an  earlier  day 
in  this  week  brought  an  order  before  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  was  very  insistent 
on  its  immediate  passage  at  that  time,  pro- 
viding that  the  City  of  Boston  purchase  the 
Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company  of  Bos- 
ton in  so  far  as  that  company  had  property 
within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Boston.  After 
I  heard  the  order  for  the  first  time  that  day 
I  wns  impressed  with  the  fact  that  there  must 
be  something  wrong,  that  the  statute  perhaps 
was  not  quite  as  bald  as  his  order  would  have 
us  believe,  and  I  opposed  that  order  here 
for  over  an  hour  last  Monday.  After  a  de- 
bate on  the  proposition  postponement  was 
voted.  The  Law  Department  was  sent  for, 
and  todav  one  of  the  assistant  corporation 
counsels  in  the  Law  Department,  Mr.  Lyons, 
appeared  before  the  Executive  Committee 
with  a  draft  of  another  order,  which  order  is 
before  the  Council  at  this  time.  That  order, 
Mr.  President,  provides  that  the  city  proceed 
to  the  erection  of  a  municipal  electric  lighting 
plant  in  accordance  with  chapter  164  of  the 
General  Laws.  That  is  the  order  which  is 
now  before  the  Council,  that  we  proceed  under 
chapter  161  of  the  General  Laws.  That  being 
so,  while  an  academic  discussion  of  this  sub- 
ject is  interesting  and  instructive,  it  is  far 
from  convincing,  because  we  are  not  discussing 
here,  as  the  last  speaker  would  have  you 
believe,  the  abstract  question  of  municipal 
lighting,  whether  or  not  it  is  a  success  here,  or 
whether  or  not  it  is  a  success  there.  The 
problem  that  confronts  the  Council  is,  whether 
or  not  we  shall  proceed  in  accordance  with 
chapter  164  of  the  General  Laws,  which  chap- 
ter, as  shown  by  the  advocacy  of  this  order 
by  the  last  speaker,  meets,  as  far  as  the  pur- 
poses of  this  meeting  are  concerned,  with  his 
hearty    approval.     Mr.    President,    we    are    liv-

ing  under  a  government  of  laws.  The  assist- 
ant corporation  counsel  who  appeared  before 
the  Executive  Committee  stated  clearly  that, 
unless  the  law  was  changed,  we  would  have  to 
proceed  under  this  statute.  Let  us  examine  a 
very  interesting  section  of  that  statute,  chapter 
164  of  the  General  Laws.  I  will  call  your  specific 
attention  to  section  42  and,  in  order  that  it 
may  appear  upon  the  record,  I  am  going  to 
read  the  most  important  parts  of  it,  as  they 
appear  to  me  : 

"If,  when  a  town  votes  to  establish  a 
municipal  lighting  plant,  any  person  or  cor- 
poration engaged  at  the  time  of  the  first  vote 
required  by  sections  35  and  36  in  generating 
or  distributing  gas  or  electricity  for  sale  for 
lighting  purposes  in  such  town  shall  elect  to 
sell  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  the 
town  shall  purchase  of  him  or  it  such  portion 
of  his  or  its  plant  and  property  within  the 
limits  of  such  town  as  is  suitable  for,  and  is 
used    in    connection    with,   such    business." 

So  that,  after  all,  aside  from  a  purely  tech- 
nical proposition,  is  in  form  and  essence  sub- 
stantially the  basis  of  the  order  which  was 
offered  a  few  days  ago,  because  the  statute 
provides  that  the  city  or  town  must  buy  the 
plant  of  the  electric  light  company  situated 
within  its  limits  at  the  time  of  the  first  vote 
of  the  Council  or  the  vote  of  its  inhabitants. 
But,  be  that  as  it  may,  the  fact  is  this,  that 
the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company 
is  doing  business  in  Boston  today,  as  it  has 
done  business  for  some  years,  and  if  this 
statute  ever  is  adopted,  if  the  action  of  the 
Council  is  ever  ratified  by  the  people,  it 
means  as  a  practical  matter  that  the  City 
of  Boston  must  buy  the  plant  of  the  Edison 
Electric  Illuminating  Company  of  Boston — I 
mean  the  plant  within  the  limits  of  the  City 
of  Boston.  That  is  a  fine  statute  on  which 
to  launch  a  fight  for  municipal  ownership  ! 
Why,  Mr.  President,  I  cannot  think  of  a 
statute  drawn  up  more  inimical  to  public 
ownership  than  this  particular  statute  under 
which  the  gentleman  seeks  to  have  this  Council 
commit  itself.  But  further  on  that  section 
provides : 

"If  the  main  gas  works  or  the  central 
electric  station  lie  within  the  town  limits, 
such  town  shall  purchase  the  whole  of  such 
plant  and  ithe  property  used  in  connection 
therewith,  lying  within  such  limits,  at  its 
fair  market  value  for  the  purposes  of  its 
use,  taking  into  account  any  depreciation  or 
obsolescence   thereon    or   of    any    part   thereof." 

Mr.  President,  not  only  you  have  to  buy 
the  plant,  but  you  have  to  pay  the  fair 
market  value  of  that  plant  as  a  going  business, 
of   course. 

"But  no  portion  of  such  plant  shall  be 
estimated  at  less  than  its  fair  market  value 
for  any  other  purpose  including,  as  an  element 
of  value,  the  damages,  if  any,  caused  by  the 
severance  of  any  portion  of  such  plant  lying 
outside  such  town  limit,  if  not  purchased  by 
the  town,  and  excluding  any  mortgage  or 
other  encumbrance  or  lien  to  which  such  plant 
or  any  part  thereof  may  be  subject  at  the 
time    of    such    purchase." 

Mr.  President  (referring  to  Coun.  Moriarty, 
in  the  chair) ,  as  chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee  you  called  the  attention  of  the 
asistant  corporation  counsel  to  that  particular 
section,  and  it  was  suggested  by  him  in  the 
committee  that  not  only  would  the  City  of 
Boston  have  to  pay  the  fair  market  value  of 
the  plant  in  the  City  of  Boston  but  would 
have  to  pay  any  consequential  damage  re- 
sulting from  disconnecting  the  lines  here  in 
Boston  from  those  of  our  suburban  neighbors. 
That  being  the  fact  the  City  of  Boston  is 
tied  down  and  absolutely  committed  under 
this  statute.  Now,  is  it  not  fair  to  argue, 
before  the  city  government  proceeds  under 
any  such  law,  that  we  ought  first  to  find  out 
fairly  what  is  the  fair  market  value  of  the 
Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company's  plant 
here  in  Boston  ?  Is  it  not  right  that  w: 
should  find  out  what  that  fair  value  is  from 
competent  authorities?  But  we  will  not  get 
that  information  under  the  proceedings  that 
have  appeared  here  during  the  past  few 
months.  Hearings  have  been  had,  there  have 
been     general    discussions     of    the    subject,     a 


committee  of  six  of  my  associates  have  visited 
some  of  the  western  cities  and  have  come 
back  with  a  report ;  but,  I  would  like  to  ask, 
what  evidence  have  we  here  on  which  to  base 
our  conclusions  as  to  whether  or  not  it 
is  a  wise  plan — not  as  a  general  proposition, 
but  under  this  statute — to  proceed?  The  citi- 
zens of  Boston  are  entitled  to  expect  that 
their  legislative  representatives  here  will  not 
pass  on  a  proposition  of  this  kind  until  those 
members  have  given  it  not  only  the  most 
serious  consideration  but  have  obtained  the 
very  best  data  that  is  obtainable  ;  and  yet  we 
have  the  unusual  situation  of  this  great  city, 
through  its  legislative  branch,  being  about 
to  pass  a  vote  to  proceed,  mark  you,  Mr. 
President,  not  on  the  general  problem  of 
municipal  ownership  in  itself,  but  under  a 
particular  statute  by  which  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton will  be  compelled  to  purchase  the  Edison 
Electric  Illuminating  Company  at  the  election 
of  that  company.  Can  you  think,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, of  anything  more  absurd?  Can  you 
think,  if  that  vote  is  taken,  of  the  Edison 
Company  in  the  present  state  of  market 
prices,  in  the  present  state  of  its  earning 
capacity  and  with  its  stock  selling  at  160, 
doing  anything  other  than  saying,  when  they 
see  the  City  of  Boston  coming  in  in  this  way, 
"Gentlemen,  here  is  your  plant ;  pay  us  our 
price."  And  what  will  be  the  result?  It  is  all 
right  to  stand  up  here  in  this  Council  and 
wave  your  hands  in  the  air  and  say  you  are 
friends  of  the  people  because  you  advocate 
some  general  proposition  which  may  meet  with 
general  approval  as  an  abstract  proposition. 
I  do  not,  as  one  member  of  this  Council, 
hold  myself  second  to  anybody  here  in  the 
city  government,  in  the  executive,  administra- 
tive or  legislative  branches,  in  doing  what  I 
believe  is  right  by  the  citizenship  of  this  city. 
But,  Mr.  President,  what  is  the  right  thing 
to  do  by  the  citizenship  of  the  city?  Should 
we  not,  before  taking  an  affirmative  vote  on 
this  matter,  ascertain,  in  fairness  to  the  city, 
what  this  plant  of  the  Edison  Electric  Illumi- 
nating Company  is  going  to  cost?  Before 
anything  is  done  affirmatively  by  the  Council 
we  ought  to  have  somebody  who  knows  tell 
us  approximately  what  the  cost  is  going  to  be. 
Is  that  not  a  fair,  businesslike,  sensible  propo- 
sition ?  Should  we  not  do  that  before  declar- 
ing ourselves  under  a  certain  statute  in  favor 
of  the  measure  as  advocated  by  the  gentle- 
man who  has  just  spoken  ?  I  want  now  to 
call  your  attention  to  another  statute  which 
relates  to  this  subject-matter,  but  before  doing 
so  I  want  to  say  specifically  at  this  time  that 
many  people  from  whom  I  have  inquired, 
people  who  are  not  experts,  say  that  the  capi- 
tal investment  of  the  Edison  Electric  Illumi- 
nating Company  within  the  limits  of  the  City 
of  Boston  is  more  than  forty  million  dollars. 
That  in  itself,  Mr.  President,  does  not  indi- 
cate what  the  fair  market  value  is.  That 
value  may  be  considered  having  reference  to 
the  earnings  and  other  elements.  But  cer- 
tainly the  fair  market  value  ought  to  be 
determined  by  a  board  whose  duty  it  is  to  set 
before  us  the  facts.  With  that  in  mind  I 
have  prepared  here  an  order  to  offer,  to  ask 
the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  what  the 
approximate  market  value  of  the  property  of 
the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company  is, 
and  also  what  the  capital  investment  is.  I  do 
not  offer  that  as  a  substitute  ;  I  offer  it  in  order 
to  get  the  facts.  I  realize  from  the  attitude 
of  my  colleagues  in  the  Executive  Committee 
that  most  of  the  members  are  going  to  vote 
for  this  order.  Therefore  I  shall  not  offer 
my  suggested  order  as  a  substitute,  but  shall 
simply  vote  against  this  proposition  that  is 
pending  before  us  and  then  will  offer  the 
other  order  afterwards,  because  I  know  that 
the  vote  is  going  to  be  overwhelmingly  against 
my  proposition  not  to  act  upon  this  matter 
until  we  get  the  fullest  and  fairest  informa- 
tion. In  all  the  discussions  that  have  obtained 
here  no  electrical  engineer  has  come  before 
this  Council,  and  no  accountant  has  come 
before  us,  to  give  us  some  ideas  as  to  the  cost 
of  this  particular  plant,  that  of  the  Edison 
Electric  Illuminating  Company.  Bearing  in 
mind   that   the   investment  of  the  Edison   Com- 
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pany  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Boston 
is  forty  million  dollars,  not  to  speak  of  the 
market  value,  whatever  that  may  be,  I  want 
to  call  your  attention  to  this  statute  about 
which  I  spoke  a  few  moments  ago.  In  section 
8  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  para- 
graph   5,    it   says  : 

"For  establishing,  purchasing,  extending  or 
enlarging  a  gas  or  electric  lighting  plant 
within  the  limits  of  the  territory  within 
which  such  gas  or  electric  lighting  plant  is 
authorized  to  distribute  its  product,  twenty 
years  (referring  to  the  period  of  debt  that 
cities  or  towns  may  incur  for  these  pur- 
poses) ;  but  the  indebtedness  so  incurred  shall 
not  exceed  in  a  town  five  per  cent  and  in  a 
city  two  and  one-half  per  cent  of  the  last 
preceding  assessed  valuation  of  such  town  or 
city." 

In  all  the  discussion  to  date  that  section 
of  the  law  has  not  been  referred  to.  What 
does  it  mean,  in  plain  language?  It  means, 
taking  our  assessed  valuation  for  the  last  few 
years,  substantially  not  more  than  $4,000,000 
is  at  the  disposal  of  the  community  for  this 
purpose.  And  yet  you  have  the  peculiar  and 
anomalous  situation  of  asking  for  something 
that  is  going  to  cost  $40,000,000,  $50,000,000, 
$60,000,000  or  $70,000,000,  when  only  $4,000,000 
is  at  your  disposal.  Mr.  President,  I  am  not 
inquiring  into  the  motives  of  any  man.  I 
assume  that  everybody  is  acting  conscientiously 
in  this  matter.  But,  I  submit,  no  one  is 
acting  more  conscientiously  than  I  am.  I  am 
voting  against  this  order  because  to  commit 
the  city  at  this  time  to  this  proposition  is 
committing"  the  city  to  the  purchase  of  the 
Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company  within 
the  limits  of  Boston  at  a  price  we  know  not 
what.  That  being  true,  I  will  not,  not- 
withstanding so-called  political  expediency,  do 
what  I  believe  is  not  right.  I  believe  it  is 
outrageous  to  foist  upon,  this  community  the 
Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company  at  a 
price  that  nobody  here  knows.  Mr.  President, 
it  is  the  application  of  the  doctrine  to  the 
particular  statute  under  consideration  that  I 
object  to.  Under  this  statute  the  proposition 
is  wrong,  is  unfair  to  the  community.  It 
is  very  expensive,  and  it  would  be  unjust  to 
pass  it,  and  for  that  reason,  on  behalf  of 
the  citizenship,  and  as  against  all  other  in- 
terests,   I   am   going   to   vote   against   the  order. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  do  not 
quite  grasp  what  the  gentleman  means  by 
so-called  political  expediency.  He  is  retiring 
from  public  life,  and  I  assume  that  he  is  not 
going  to  run  for  office  again.  Therefore  I  do 
not  quite  understand  when  he  speaks  of  not 
considering  political  expediency.  I  would  like 
to  ask  him  how  it  is  that  since  March,  1921, 
when  this  movement  was  first  started,  he  did 
not  suggest  our  getting  this  wonderful  in- 
formation, so  that  we  might  have  it  b.efore 
this  late  day.  I  want  to  state  to  him  that 
he  is  in  error  about  what  the  Law  Depart- 
ment's representative  said  concerning  what 
we  must  or  must  not  do.  I  had  my  ears 
open,  as  well  as  he,  and  I  am  not  going  to 
allow  any  attorney  to  twist  things  to  suit 
himself  or  to  suit  his  side  of  the  question. 
He  speaks  about  this  section  of  the  law  he 
has  quoted  and  says  that  we  knew  nothing 
about  not  being  allowed  to  raise  by  indebt- 
edness more  than  2~  per  cent  of  the  valuation 
of  the  city,  or  something  of  that  sort.  I 
did  not  get  it  all.  Of  course,  we  cannot  do 
that  without  going  to  the  Legislature.  How 
did  we  get  Stuart  street  ?  We  had  to  go  to 
the  Legislature  for  special  legislation.  What 
do  we  have  to  do  with  all  these  things  ?  He 
speaks  about  the  law.  Every  bit  of  law  that 
he  has  read  there  pertaining  to  electric  light- 
ing was  written  practically  by  Burdett,  Ward- 
well  and  their  associates,  the  attorneys  for  the 
Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company.  He 
ought  to  know  that.  He  was  in  the  House, 
and  he  ought  to  know.  I  would  like  to  ask 
him  this,  in  conclusion, — do  you  believe  in 
public  ownership  of  public  utilities,  such  as 
the  Elevated  railroad,  the  Water  Department 
of  our  city  and  the  Edison  Company,  as  a 
fundamental  principle?  I  ask  the  gentleman 
to  answer  *.hat  question.  Do  you  ?  Silence  is 
the   answer. 


Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  during  the 
recent  months  there  has  been  a  rate  hearing 
before  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities, 
the  case  being  handled  by  the  Corporation 
Counsel  and  now  being  handled  by  him.  That 
rate  case  is  now  pending.  In  connection  with 
that  case,  in  the  matter  of  appropriations 
pertaining  thereto,  I  have  always  done  what  I 
could  in  ray  small  way  to  help  secure  the 
passage  of  the  necessary  orders.  That  is  par- 
ticularly interesting,  perhaps,  in  view  of  the 
gentleman's  remarks  and  his  last  question. 
He  is  asking  a  general  academic  question  that 
has  no  application  to  the  particular  thing 
before  us.  But  I  will  say  this  in  answer  to 
that  question,  that  only  a  few  years  ago 
there  was  passed  through  the  Legislature  a 
so-called  public  control  bill  for  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company.  At  that  time  the 
community  and  the  people  were  led  to  believe 
by  what  appeared  in  print  that  it  would  be 
desirable  from  the  standpoint  of  the  public 
to  act  favorably  upon  that  matter.  And  what 
happened?  The  City  of  Boston  has  paid  out 
millions  of  dollars  from  the  tax  levy,  and  the 
community  are  still  paying  10-cent  fares. 
During  times  of  hysteria  these  general  proposi- 
tions sound  good.  Of  course,  I  prefer  public 
ownership  to  such  a  proposition  as  that.  In 
any  particular  case  which  may  come  before 
the  government,  if  I  believe  a  thing  can  be 
most  advantageously  and  wisely  handled  for 
the  community  through  public  ownership,  I 
will  favor  community  ownership,  if  feasible. 
But  if  not  feasible,  I  believe  in  rigid  public 
control.  We  have  had  in  Massachusetts,  long 
before  it  obtained  in  these  western  cities,  a 
Board  of  Gas  and  Electric  Light  Commis- 
sioners, which  did  its  very  best  to  keep  down 
the  rates,  and  I  believe  that  the  efforts  of  the 
Corporation  Counsel  before  the  present  Public 
Utilities  Board  will  be  successful  in  the  par- 
ticular case  now  going  on.  The  gentleman 
asked  me  another  question,  relating  to  the 
fact  that  this  matter  has  been  pending  for 
months.  There  has  been  only  one  appropria- 
tion passed  within  several  months,  in  connec- 
tion with  this  investigation,  and  that  was 
$5,000.  Some  of  that  remains  unexpended.  I 
had  hoped  that  there  would  be  a  disinterested 
report  by  a  man  or  men  who  could  go  into 
the  matter  and  give  us  the  costs  from  an- 
electrical standpoint  and  also  from  the  stand- 
point of  certified  public  accounting,  before 
we  should  be  called  upon  to  act  ;  and  I  ex- 
pected that  the  gentleman  who  has  just  pre- 
ceded me  would  wait  until  he  got  that  mature, 
deliberate,  disinterested  thought  on  the  sub- 
ject, by  a  paid  expert  or  experts,  in  order 
that  the  Council  might  have  more  light  and 
in  order  that  we  might  not  plunge  into  dark- 
ness   instead    of    into    the    light. 

Coun.  LANE — Mr.  President,  I  stand  ready 
today  to  cast  a  vote  for  the  first  step  in 
municipal  ownership  of  an  electric  lighting 
plant  for  the  City  of  Boston.  I,  together 
with  other  members  of  this  body,  toured 
various  cities  in  the  West,  and  I  got  enough 
information  on  that  trip  to  satisfy  me  that  the 
City  of  Boston  should  take  the  first  step.  That 
first  step,  gentleman,  does  not  commit  us  ab- 
solutely to  the  purchase  of  the  Edison  Com- 
pany's plant  or  to  the  erection  of  a  municipal 
plant  by  this  city.  We  have  to  take  another 
step  next  year, — that  is,  if  the  Mayor  should 
approve  of  this, — and  we  also  have  f:o  take 
that  second  step  by  a  two-thirds  vote.  During 
the  year  to  come  I  expect  that  this  body 
will  get  further  information,  such  as  Coun. 
Collins  thinks  is  necessary,  and  if  that  infor- 
mation should  show  us  that  this  plant  is  not 
feasible,  I  stand  ready  to  reverse  my  vote. 
Coun.  Collins  assumes  that  under  this  act, 
chapter  164  of  the  General  Laws,  the  Edison 
Company  is  going  to  force  the  City  of  Boston 
to  take  its  plant.  Perhaps,  Mr.  President,  the 
Edison  Company  may  not  care  to  sell  its  plant 
at  what  would  be  a  fair  valuation.  It  may 
wish  to  continue  in  the  business.  According 
to  their  figures  they  have  a  goose  that  lays 
a  golden  egg,  and  they  may  not  fear  the 
competition  of  the  City  of  Boston  for  some 
time  to  come.  Or  they  may  believe  that 
through  legislation  they  will  prevent  the  City 
of    Boston    from    interfering    with    their    busi- 
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ness.  Coun.  Collins  Is  very  much  worried 
about  the  price  we  may  have  to  pay  for  the 
Edison  Company's  plant.  I  don't  know  what 
that  price  may  be,  but  I  have  the  figures  here 
showing  what  money  they  have  invested. 
They  have  a  total  funded  and  mortgage  in- 
debtedness of  $22,065,000,  and  capital  stock 
of  $22,528,000.  Then,  gentlemen,  they  have 
$10,000,000  of  5  per  cent  gold  notes  which  are 
due  on  the  first  of  February ;  they  have 
$6,000,000  of  6  per  cent  gold  notes  due  the  first 
of  February ;  and  they  have  $3,000,000  of  7 
per  cent  gold  notes  which  are  due  the  first 
of  August,  1922.  As  you  can  see,  gentlemen, 
they  are  paying  from  5  to  7  per  cent  on  their 
borrowed  money.  The  City  of  Boston  is  bor- 
rowing money  today  at  anywhere  from  41 
to  5  per  cent,  and  so  is  every  other  large  city 
in  the  country.  So,  you  see,  there  would  be 
a  large  saving  in  the  interest  that  would 
have  to  be  paid  if  the  city  should  take  over 
the  plant.  Yet,  gentlemen,  in  spite  of  what 
the  Edison  Company  is  paying  for  money, 
during  this  last  year  they  earned  17.3  per 
cent  on  their  capital  stock,  paying  in  divi- 
dends to  their  stockholders  12  per  cent  and 
carrying  over  5.3  per  cent  into  surplus,  which, 
of  course,  adds  to  the  value  of  the  stock  of 
that  company.  Gentlemen,  if  the  City  of 
Boston  should  take  over  the  Edison  Company 
plant  and  could  earn  17  per  cent  on  the 
capital  invested,  how  long  would  it  take  be- 
fore it  could  mark  off  the  entire  cost  of  that 
Edison  Company  plant?  It  would  take  twenty 
years,  gentlemen,  to  retire  the  bonds,  and  at 
the  end  of  the  twenty  years,  I  predict  that  the 
City  of  Boston  would  own  that  plant  and  not 
have  one  dollar  tied  up  in  it.  Gentlemen,  on 
those  figures  alone  and  from  what  I  learned  in 
the  West,  I  am  perfectly  willing  to  take  the  first 
step  and  to  vote  that  the  City  of  Boston  estab- 
lish its  own  municipal  plant.  It  does  seem 
rather  queer  that  the  two  gentlemen  of  the 
Council  who  did  not  vote  to  go  on  the  trip 
West  are  the  ones  who  are  opposed  to  munici- 
pal ownership.  I  naturally,  by  environment, 
was  opposed  to  municipal  ownership  ;  but  we 
live  and  learn,  and  I  believe  today  that  this 
city  could  enter  into  municipal  ownership  of 
this  electric  light  plant.  I  trust,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, that  the  members  of  this  Council  will 
pass   the  'order  by   a   two-thirds   vote. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  rise  simply 
to  say  a  very  few  words  on  this  important 
matter.  I  do  so  merely  because  I  feel  the 
necessity  of  stating  my  position.  The  gentle- 
man opposite  (Coun.  Watson),  who  is  an  advo- 
cate of  municipal  ownership,  has  said  that 
he  and  all  of  us  should  vote  according  to  the 
dictates  of  conscience  and  for  what  we  believe 
is  the  best  •  interest  of  our  citizens.  I  oppose 
this  order  with  that  full  thought  in  mind.  I 
will  not  go  into  all  the  various  objections 
that  I  could  expatiate  upon,  which  have  been 
so  ably  presented  here  today  by  Coun.  Collins, 
other  than  to  say  that  I  concur  in  the  thought 
to  which  he  has  given  expression.  He  has 
given  you  substantial  reasons  why  you  should 
pause  and  hesitate  now  before  taking  any 
definite  action.  I  am  sorry  for  the  condition 
that  seems  to  have  developed,  a  condition 
beyond  our  control,  because  of  the  fact  that 
there  are  laws  upon  the  statute  books  which 
were  written  there  for  the  benefit  of  the  Edi- 
son Company  and  against  the  best  interests 
of  the  citizens  of  this  city.  Those  laws  were 
enacted  at  a  time  when  the  Law  Department 
of  Boston  and  the  city  government  of  that 
period  must  have  been  asleep  at  the  switch, 
for  there  was  evidently  no  aggressive  action 
to  prevent  the  enactment  of  the  laws  in 
question.  But  they  are  there,  and  they  serve 
as  a  great  impediment,  in  my  opinion,  to  the 
progress  that  all  of  us  would  like  to  make. 
I  stand  second  to  none  in  my  opposition  to 
the  oppression  of  the  public  of  this  city 
by  the  Edison  Company.  I  am  a  victim  my- 
self, with  every  other  citizen  who  uses  electric 
service.  The  coal  clause  and  the  excess  charge, 
with  the  exorbitant  price  charged  per  kilowatt 
hour,  are  simply  ridiculous  in  comparison  with 
the  prices  charged  in  other  cities.  I  would 
like  to  join  with  everybody  here  in  asking  that 
the  City  of  Boston  go  into  the  establishment 
of  a  municipally   owned  electric   lighting  plant 


in  competition  with  the  Edison  Company.  But 
I  cannot  face  the  proposition  before  us.  It 
is  too  vague,  too  uncertain.  I  cannot  face 
the  proposition  of  having  to  buy  out  the  Edi- 
son Company  at  this  time,  because  of  laws 
which  they  themselves  have  written  on  the 
statute  books.  There  is  a  difference  of  opinion 
existing  here  as  to  what  Assistant  Corporation 
Counsel  Lyons  gave  utterance  to  as  his  opinion  ; 
but  the  stenographer,  in  answering  the  ques- 
tion in  the  executive  room,  repeated  what  Mr. 
Lyons  said,  and  what  Mr.  Lyons  said  Coun. 
Collins  has  already  told  you.  It  is  written 
into  the  notes,  so  that  all  element  of  doubt 
on  that  point  is  removed.  If  it  were  possible 
for  Boston  to  establish  a  municipally  owned 
distributing  plant  I  would  gladly  embrace  the 
opportunity  to  have  the  city  enter  into  com- 
petition with  the  company,  for  I  notice  in  the 
report  submitted  by  the  special  committee  who 
traveled  through  the  West  making  an  investi- 
gation that  they  report  upon  eight  cities, 
which  have  eight  privately  owned  electric 
lighting  plants,  and  six  out  of  the  eight — 
Jacksonville,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  Springfield,  Illi- 
nois, Columbus,  Ohio,  Chicago  and  Milwaukee 
— are  now  operating — Milwaukee  is  beginning 
to  operate — municipally  owned  plants  in  com- 
petition with  and  in  opposition  to  the  pri- 
vately owned,  perhaps  so-called  Edison  plants, 
in  those  towns.  You  have  been  allowed  to 
believe  that  these  municipal  plants  were  the 
only  institutions  in  these  cities,  but  all  eight 
cities  have  privately  owned  plants,  and  six 
out  of  the  eight  have  municipal  plants.  You 
see,  there  is  competition,  and  I  believe  in  com- 
petition. I  believe  in  municipal  competition. 
I  have  seen  it  demonstrated  in  San  Francisco, 
where  the  city  has  a  trolley  service  running 
along  with  the  other  trolley  service  in  those 
wide  streets,  with  four  parallel  tracks,  two 
municipally  owned  and  two  privately  owned, 
and  because  there  is  a  privately  owned  and 
a  municipally  owned  traction  system  there  is 
good  service  in  San  Francisco  and  the  fare 
has  been  kept  down  to  a  5-cent  basis,  which 
would  not  be  the  case  were  it  not  for  munici- 
pal operation.  I  cannot  tell  you  whether  all 
the  costs  pertaining  to  the  municipally  owned 
trolley  service  of  San  Francisco  are  properly 
figured  in,  so  as  to  enable  them  to  say  that 
they  are  running  at  a  profit,  or  at  least  pay- 
ing their  way,  but  they  have  at  least  suc- 
ceeded in  keeping  down  the  fare,  and  if  we 
had  competition  here  with  the  Edison  Com- 
pany, without  going  to  this  vast  expenditure 
of  money,  which  at  the  present  time  we  are 
by  law  compelled  to  go  to,  we  would  be  bring- 
ing down  the  price  of  current  to  our  citizens 
and  to  the  city  and  would  eliminate  the  coal 
clause  and  the  excess  clause,  besides  reducing 
the  oppressive  and  ridiculously  high  rates. 
Coun.  Lane  said,  using  it  as  an  argument  in 
favor  of  voting  for  the  order  before  us  at 
the  present  time,  that  the  Edison  Company 
show  by  their  reports  that  they  are  earning 
17  per  cent,  and  that  if  Boston  was  to  own 
that  Edison  plant  it  would  presumably  earn 
17  per  cent  and  at  the  end  of  a  twenty-year 
period  we  would  have  paid  for  the  plant. 
Yes,  but  he  has  forgotten  to  bear  in  mind 
the  fact  that  if  the  17  per  cent  rate  of  earn- 
ings was  continued  the  high  price  of  electricity 
would  have  to  be  continued,  with  the  coal 
clause  and  the  excess  clause,  because  it  is 
the  high  charges  and  those  additional  clauses 
in  the  Edison  Company's  bills  that  enables 
them  to  earn  the  17  per  cent.  Our  President 
is  a  municipal  ownership  man.  He  believes 
in  it  from  the  depths  of  his  heart,  and  I 
know  he  believes  in  it  thoroughly  and  posi- 
tively, whether  right  or  wrong  under  the 
circumstances  now  presented  to  us.  He  is  ab- 
sorbed and  filled  with  it,  and  he  thinks  that 
all  of  us  must  absorb  his  thought.  But  it  is 
within  our  province  to  think  for  ourselves,  and 
sometimes  we  have  to  differ  with  each  other. 
I  am  facing  what  I  think  will  be  the  cost. 
I  have  heard  today  of  $20,000,000,  $40,000,000, 
$70,000,000,  and  somebody  thought  it  might 
be  $100,000,000.  Look  at  the  element  of  doubt 
even  in  our  minds  while  we  are  passing  upon 
this  important  measure.  We  know  nothing 
of  the  cost.  When  our  President  was  on  his 
feet   debating   the   measure,    I   will    repeat   just 
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what  he  says,— "The  cost?  The  cost?  What 
is  $50,000,000?"  Well,  it  is  nothing  between 
friends,  but  it  is  a  vast  sum  to  take  out  of 
the  pockets  of  the  taxpayers  and  an  immense 
burden  to  put  on  the  shoulders  of  this  com- 
munity. It  is  a  great  big  sum  of  money  and 
the  $50,000,000  may  be  increased  by  quite  a 
few  million.  I  am  just  as  good  a  spender 
as  the  ordinary  feliow  when  I  am  spending 
my  own  money,  but  in  this  case  we  are 
spending  somebody's  else  money,  and  that  is 
where  my  conscience  pricks.  I  want  to  pause, 
hesitate,  give  a  great  deal  of  thought  and  con- 
sideration to  a  problem  that  is  as  important 
as  any  that  has  ever  come  before  any  City 
Council  in  the  years  in  which  I  have  been  a 
member.  I  want  more  light,  and  I  want  an 
opportunity  for  more  study,  for  deeper  thought 
and  study.  I  want  the  best  electrical  advice 
available  in  the  electrical  world,  and  the  best 
accounting  advice  available  in  the  accounting 
world,  from  people  in  other  cities  where 
there  are  municipally  owned  plants.  Are  they 
being  operated  successfully  in  the  opinion  of 
the  majority  of  the  citizens  of  those  towns? 
That  is  what  I  would  like  to  know,  and  that 
does  not  appear  from  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee. There  is  a  wealth  of  information  due 
us  but  we  have  been  given  very  little.  This 
is  too  important  a  problem  to  pass  upon 
hastily.  I  have  greater  confidence  in  the 
honesty  and  the  public  spirit  of  the  average 
member  of  our  Legislature  than  has  been  ex- 
pressed here  today,  and  I  believe  that  this 
City  Council,  uniting  with  the  members  of 
the  Legislature  in  a  common  and  a  good 
cause,  and  with  the  assistance  of  the  executive 
of  this  city,  could  prepare  and  have  passed 
by  the  Legislature  a  bill  that  would  remove 
from  the  statute  books  the  obnoxious  laws  that 
are  there  and  clear  the  tracks  for  better 
things,  for  a  better  atmosphere,  in  the  City 
of  Boston,  so  that  the  city  can  go  into  the 
business  of  erecting  and  operating  a  munici- 
pally owned  lighting  plant  which  will  be  their 
property.  I  certainly  trust  that  we  will  not  by 
our  vote  today  perhaps  put  ourselves  further 
into  the  clutches  of  the  Edison  Company. 
That  is  what  I  am  afraid  of,  and  for  that 
reason  I  have  got  to  vote  against  a  measure 
which,  as  far  as  the  fundamental  features  are 
concerned,   I   believe  in. 


President  WATSON  in  the  chair. 

Coun.  LANE — I  would  like  to  say,  in  reply 
to  Coun.  Hagan's  criticism  that  I  overlooked 
the  fact  that  the  city  would  have  to  charge 
the  same  price  as  the  Edison  Company  in 
order  to  pay  off  those  bonds,  that  if  he  will 
refer  to  my  remark  he  will  find  that  I  said 
we  could  reduce  prices  because  we  could  get 
money  much  cheaper  than  the  Edison  Com- 
pany can,  that  we  would  not  be  paying  12 
per  cent  dividends,  and  that  we  would  be  en- 
abled to  reduce  the  cost  of  electricity  by  at 
least  one  third,  owning  the  plant  at  the  end 
of  twenty  years.  We  could  not  only  reduce 
the  price,  but  could  save  a  great  deal  of 
overhead  that  is  being  paid  today.  The  city 
would  not  pay  Mr.  Edgar  $50,000  a  year. 
Why  does  the  Edison  Company  do  it  ?  Be- 
cause he  earns  that  money  by  work  in  con- 
nection with  the  Legislature  ;  because,  as  has 
been  said,  the  company  corrupts  the  Legisla- 
ture. That  costs  money.  Then,  think  of  the 
insurance  rates  they  have  to  pay,  which  the 
city  does  not  have  to  pay.  We  insure  our 
own  buildings.  Neither  would  we  have  to 
pay  workingmen's  compensation  insurance. 
Enormous  amounts  of  money  could  be  saved 
by  city  ownership  and  management.  There- 
fore, as  I  say,  not  only  could  the  price  of 
electricity  be  materially  reduced,  but  the  city 
would  own  its  plant  at  the  end  of  twenty 
years. 

Coun.  MOEIARTY — Mr.  President,  I  realize 
that  no  words  of  mine  are  going  to  change 
any  votes,  because  I  believe  the  members 
here  have  their  minds  made  up  and  are  pre- 
pared to  vote  as  they  think  is  right.  It 
brings  to  my  mind  reading  the  Boston  news- 
papers last  Friday  morning,  setting  forth 
what    took    place    on    Beacon    Hill     (when    one 


member  of  the  Legislature  said  that  the 
Boston  City  Council,  as  now  constituted,  should 
be  taken  to  the  garbage  can.  We  hear  of 
such  men  as  Adlow,  who  sit  in  the  legislative 
halls  on  Beacon  Hill  and  tie  up  the  citizens 
of  this  Commonwealth  very  often  so  that  they 
cannot  get  what  belongs  to  them.  I  myself  do 
not  like  seme  of  the  conditions  brought  about 
by  legislation  surrounding  the  matter  upon 
which  we  will  have  an  opportunity  to  vote 
today  ;  but  if  it  costs  $75,000,000  to  strike 
the  shackles  placed  by  the  Massachusetts  State 
Legislature  upon  the  people  of  Boston,  a  legis- 
lature owned  and  controlled  by  this  corpora- 
tion, I  would  vote  for  it.  The  Republican 
members  of  that  Legislature  have  had  their 
necks  in  a  halter  for  many  years,  and  they 
should  assert  themselves  in  the  interests  of 
the  people.  Coun.  Collins  speaks  of  public 
control.  Well,  if  public  control  is  anything 
like  the  public  control  that  we  have  suffered 
in  connection  with  this  same  Edison  Com- 
pany, take  me  a  long  distance  farther  away 
from  public  control.  If  it  means  the  public 
control  that  we  have  got  of  the  Boston  Ele- 
vated, take  me  farther  away  from  that  con- 
trol. It  may  be  a  good  thing  for  Boston  to 
spend  some  money  to  let  the  public  know  all 
the  barriers  that  we  now  find  before  us  be- 
fore we  can  proceed  and  obtain  entire  munici- 
pal ownership — this  body  that  Mr.  Adlow  says 
should  go  to  the  garbage  can !  I  ask  you, 
Mr.  Adlow,  are  some  of  your  remarks  centered 
against  this  body  because  when  you  appeared 
here  as  a  paid  attorney  representing  real 
estate  owners  on  Washington  street  you  did 
not  see  the  thing  as  we  saw  it  ?  That  is  what 
I  want  to  ask  you,  Mr.  Adlow.  I  hold  no  brief 
for  the  Edison  Company.  I  believe  I  am  the 
one  who  was  responsible  at  the  last  meeting 
for  having  the  meeting  postponed  until  today, 
to  see  if  we  could  not  possibly  find  some 
other  way.  It  was  I  who  suggested  to  the 
President  that  we  postpone  action  until  we 
might  have  the  Law  Department  come  here 
and  tell  us  the  situation,  and  the  Law  De- 
partment has  been  represented  here  today 
and  we  have  been  told  that  there  is  no  other 
way  than  that  now  proposed.  Do  the  men 
who  sent  you  here,  Mr.  Collins,  and  who  sent 
other  representatives  here,  know  that  those 
acts  are  on  our  statute  books?  We  should 
let  them  know.  Let  them  know  every  barrier 
that  the  Legislature  on  Beacon  Hill  has  put 
in  the  way  of  the  people  controlling  what 
belongs  to  them.  Public  control !  I  would 
like  to  know  what  public  control  means.  Of 
the  five  trustees,  the  so-called  Boston  Elevated 
control  board,  four  represent  each  and  in- 
dividually certain  financial  interests  in  our 
community,  and  when  they  were  selected  they 
were  selected  by  certain  financial  interests  on 
State  street.  I  wonder  if  Mr.  Winsor  had 
the  appointment  of  any  of  those  men  ?  Did 
Mr.  Powers  ever  represent  the  public  ?  Every 
time  I  ever  saw  him  he  was  a  corporation 
attorney,  and  he  is  the  same  on  the  Board 
of  Elevated  Trustees  today.  Then  there  is 
Mr.  Jackson,  and  another  fellow  who  was 
secretary  of  one  of  the  Governors — those  men 
are  there  as  representatives  of  the  financial 
interests  of  State  street.  I  do  not  say  that 
Mr.  Burdett  wrote  those  laws.  I  say  that  the 
keenest  corporation  lawyer  in  this  town,  Mr. 
Pillsbury,  is  the  man  who  framed  each  and 
every  one  of  those  laws,  in  so  far  as  the 
gas  company,  the  Edison  Company — yes,  and 
the  Elevated — are  concerned ;  the  honorable 
Mr.  Pillsbury,  the  keenest  and  sharpest  cor- 
poration lawyer  in  this  city.  His  is  the  brain 
that  is  not  only  drawing  these  laws  today 
but  has  drawn  them  for  years.  That  old  Re- 
publican whip  has  been  cracked  year  after 
year.  We  know  how  these  things  are  done. 
If  anybody  ever  told  the  truth,  it  was  the 
man  who  addressed  us  in  the  committee  room 
today,  a  man  whom  I  never  had  the  pleasure 
to  meet  except  on  two  occasions,  once  in  this 
room  awhile  ago,  and  today  in  the  room  of  the 
Executive  Committee.  He  told  us  the  same 
thing  about  the  situation  in  New  York,  where 
there  is  Democratic  control,  that  we  have 
heard  about  the  situation  here  under  Repub- 
lican   control — that    the    old    bag    was    always 
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where  it  could  be  reached.  If  that  has  been 
so  under  Democratic  rule  in  New  York,  I  say 
that  the  same  thing  is  responsible  for  these 
statutes  here  in  Massachusetts,  because  the 
bag  is  always  in  attendance  at  the  Legisla- 
ture. I  am  sorry  that  the  Legislature  has 
tied  my  hands  as  a  member  of  this  body  ;  that 
the  oniy  step  I  can  take,  the  only  way  out,  is 
to  vote  for  this  measure.  I  am  the  only  man 
going  to  vote  for  this  order  today  who  did 
not  take  the  trip.  I  do  not  say  that  with  any 
feeling  because  of  the  fact  that  I  did  not 
take  it.  I  am  sorry  that  I  could  not  have 
gone  along  with  them.  I  would  like  to  have 
got  the  knowledge  that  they  obtained.  I  think 
that  knowledge  is  valuable,  and  I  did  not 
go  simply  because  I  was  playing  the  game  of 
political  expediency.  It  was  because  I  was 
unable  to  go  by  reason  of  things  here  at  home 
that  were  so  pressing  that  I  had  to  stay  here. 
If  it  had  not  been  for  that  I  would  have 
joined  my  colleagues,  looking  for  information 
that  might  result  in  helping  those  who  sent 
me  here,  who  sent  me  here  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  the  responsibility,  as  I  see  it,  for 
the  things  that  come  before  me  for  action.  I 
have  no  criticism  of  the  men  who  are  going 
to  vote  against  this  order.  That  is  their  right. 
But  I  am  going  to  assert  my  right.  I  want 
to  say,  in  conclusion,  why  put  it  off  another 
year  ?  All  of  us  but  two  are  going  to  sit 
here  next  year.  Coun.  Collins  is  going  to 
leave  us  and  Coun.  McLaughlin  is  going  to 
leave  us.  I  believe  every  member  of  the  Coun- 
cil will  feel  the  loss  of  both  of  them,  even  if 
we  have  disagreed  at  times.  But  that  will 
not  change  the  vote.  There  are  two  other 
men  coming  here  next  year.  One  of  them 
received  the  Good  Government  indorsement,  if 
it  is  worth  anything.  Personally  I  don't  think 
'  it  is  worth  anything.  To  me  their  opposition 
was  an  asset.  The  other  man  coming  back 
did  not  receive  the  O.  K.  of  the  Good  Govern- 
ment Association.  So  the  complexion  of  the 
Council  will  not  be  changed  one  iota,  unless  the 
man  who  received  the  Good  Government  in- 
dorsement experiences  a  change  of  heart,  as 
I  believe  he  will,  and  I  believe  he  will  be 
showing  wise  judgment  when  he  does  have  a 
change  of  heart.  I  will  say  in  conclusion — 
not  wanting  to  keep  the  newspaper  men  here 
longer,  ^because  I  know  they  want  to  get 
home — that  I  am  compelled  to  vote  for  an 
order  that  I  do  not  like,  but  as  a  corrupt 
Legislature  through  its  act  has  made  this  the 
only  possible  way  out,  I  am  going  to  take  that 
way  out,  so  as  to  remove  the  shackles  which 
I  think  an  investigation  would  show  that 
some  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  Good 
Government  Association  have  helped  to  place 
on  the  citizens  of  Boston  through  some  of 
these  statutes.  If  those  same  men  were  able 
to  pull  the  wool  over  the  eyes  of  the  voters 
of  Boston,  we  would  have  the  same  kind  of 
legislation  here  that  they  are  giving  us  on 
Beacon   Hill. 

President  WATSON — I  would  simply  like  to 
say,  for  r>urposes  of  the  record,  that  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  vote  on  this  question,  if 
the  order  is  adopted  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  I 
am  going  to  ask  Coun.  Collins  to  assist  us 
in  getting  more  light  for  next  year,  perhaps 
through  the  order  he  has  suggested  asking 
certain  information  from  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission.  I  will  ask  him  to  then  present 
the  order  he  has  in  mind,  in  order  to  get  the 
information  for  next  year. 

Coun.  COLLINS — I  wish  to  assure  the  Chair 
that  I  made  the  point  very  clear  in  my 
statement  that  I  was  not  going  to  try  to 
introduce  parliamentary  tactics  by  offering 
this  as  a  substitute  order  for  the  order  before 
the  Council,  for  the  simple  reason  that  I 
knew  from  the  votes  in  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee that  most  of  my  associates  were  going 
to  vote  in  favor  of  the  order  now  before  the 
Council.  Accordingly  I  shall  offer  it  immedi- 
ately after  the  vote  is  taken  on  the  order 
before  us.  But  before  sitting  down  I  want  to 
say  just  a  few  words.  My  objection  to  voting 
in  favor  of  the  order  before  us  is  primarily 
based  upon  the  provisions  of  the  statute, 
which  do  not  give  the  city  a  fair  chance.  I 
believe,  from  the  standpoint  of  real  municipal 


ownership  and  an  opportunity  for  the  city  to 
operate  properly  under  this  charter,  it  would 
be  unfair  to  the  community.  Feeling  that  way, 
I  shall  vote  against  the  order.  If  it  were  a 
question  of  the  city  having  the  opportunity  to 
meet  the  Edison  Company  on  equal  terms, 
going  into  the  lighting  business  on  a  fair  and 
decent  basis,  I  would  give  my  vote  in  favor 
of  the  order  at  this  time,  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  much  of  the  discussion  has  been 
limited  to  comparatively  few  meetings  and 
that  no  reports  have  been  obtained  from 
electrical  engineers  of  standing.  But  I  would 
not  even  then  wish  to  vote  until  I  had  found 
out  substantially  what  the  cost  was  going  to 
be.  We  have  not  even  got  an  approximation 
of  it. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  was 
passed,   yeas    7,    nays    2 : 

Yeas — Coun.  Brickley,  Donoghue,  Ford,  Lane, 
McLaughlin,   Moriarty,   Watson — 7. 

Nays — Coun.  Collins,    Hagan — 2. 

Coun.   COLLINS  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Department  of  Public 
Utilities  of  the  Commonwealth  be  respectfully 
requested    to    advise   the    City    Council : 

First. — The  amount  of  the  invested  capital 
of  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company 
of  Boston  in  that  portion  of  its  plant  and 
property  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of 
Boston  as  is  suitable  for  and  is  used  in  con- 
nection with  the  business  of  generating  and 
distributing  electricity  for  sale  for  lighting 
purposes    in    the    City    of    Boston. 

Second. — So  far  as  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Utilities  may  be  able  to  do  so,  to  advise 
the  Council  as  to  the  approximate  market 
value  of  the  plant  of  said  Edison  Electric 
Illuminating  Company  of  Boston  as  denned 
in  section  42,  chapter  164,  of  the  General 
Laws. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the 
order. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  the  infor- 
mation I  have  sought  in  that  order  I  have 
contended  should  have  been  obtained  before 
the  passage  of  the  main  order.  This  order 
is  so  fundamental,  so  necessary  and  so  simple, 
that  I  move  a  suspension  of  the  rule  that  it 
mav  take   its   passage   forthwith. 

President  WATSON— The  Chair  would  sug- 
gest, in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  order  has 
only  just  come  to  light,  as  we  have  only 
been  informed  of  the  substance  of  it,  that  it 
should  go  to  the  Executive  Committee,  so  that 
we  may  be  sure  of  our  ground.  That  may 
result,  perhaps,  in  our  drawing  a  better  order. 
I  would  ask,  therefore,  that  the  councilor 
withdraw  his  order,  and  present  it  next  Mon- 
day when  it  can  go  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  I  would 
ask  if  there  is  any  disposition  on  your  part 
to  look  into  the  order  further,  when  you 
make  that  suggestion  as  a  matter  of  courtesy  ? 

President   WATSON— Yes. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Then,  Mr.  President,  I 
will  extend  that  courtesy.  I  do  not  think, 
however,  that  you  ought  to  ask  it,  because 
the  matter  is  so  fundamental  that  it  seems 
to  me  we  should  be  ready  to  pass  upon  it 
at  this   time. 

President  WATSON— Well,  it  has  been 
drawn  up  by  a  lawyer,  and  so  I  would  like  a 
chance  to  look    into   it. 

Coun.  COLLINS — I  would  suggest  that  we 
might  take  a  brief  recess,  so  that  you  will 
have   a   chance   to    look   at   the   order. 

President  WATSON— I  would  say  that  I  am 
only    one    member    of    the    Council. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Well,  you  are  the  only 
one    objecting. 

President  WATSON— Well.  I  am  the  father 
of  the  child.  I  would  suggest,  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  we  are  to  adjourn  sine  die — 
or  without  day,  as  Coun.  Collins  says — a  week 
from  Saturday,  that  this  information  could 
not  be  secured  in  time  for  this  Council.  It 
would  seem  that  it  is  a  thing  that  will  take 
some    time. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Don't  you  think  the  sooner 
we    get    light    in    the   matter   the    better? 

President    WATSON— Well,    I    have    no    ob- 
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jection  to  passing  the  order  at  this  time.  The 
question    is    on    suspending    the    rule. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  there  is  only 
one  thing  I  would  like  to  say,  as  far  as  I 
am  personally  concerned.  I  shall  be  glad  to 
get  the  information,  but  I  want  to  say  now, 
so  that  there  may  be  no  question  about  .  it, 
that  I  am  not  going  to  be  bound  in  any  way 
by  it,  because  I  want  to  confess,  ■  for  one, 
that  I  haven't  enough  confidence  in  the  Pub- 
lic Utilities  Commission  to  be  bound  by  what 
they  say  in  reference  to  the  Edison  Electric 
Illuminating    Company. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  was 
passed.

CITY    COUNCIL. 


Coun.   FORD   in  the   chair. 


LIGHTS,    CHARLES    RIVER    BASIN. 

President  WATSON  offered  an  order— That 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  place 
calcium  lights  at  the  Charles  River  Basin  for 
the   benefit   of   skaters    at   said   location. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  move  a 
suspension  of  the  rule  that  the  order  may 
be  put  upon  its  passage.  During  the  cold 
spell  I  took  my  daughter,  wife  and  son-in-law 
one  evening,  about  half-past  eight,  over  to 
Charlesbank  to  see  the  people  skating  on  the 
basin,  and  as  I  went  along  Harvard  Bridge 
and  down  the  Esplanade  towards  the  West 
Boston  Bridge  we  were  unable  to  see  skaters 
ten  feet  from  the  embankment.  The  thought 
struck  me  on  that  large  expanse  of  frozen 
surface,  where  young  and  old  people  of  Bos- 
ton and  Cambridge  were  enjoying  that  healthy 
outdoor  exercise,  in  the  event  of  the  ice 
cracking  or  somebody  going  through  the  ice 
in  the  darkness,  they  would  perhaps  drown 
before  anybody  went  to  their  rescue.  Further- 
more, I  believe  things  that  are  wrong  are 
committeed  in  darkness, — larceny,  murder  and 
other  things, — and  I  thought,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  morals  of  the  children  who  might 
skate  on  that  basin,  and  in  order  that  people 
of  vicious  minds,  perhaps  degenerates,  might 
not  interfere  with  the  young  people  there,  it 
would  be  a  capital  idea  to  illuminate  the 
basin.  That  very  night  I  went  home  and 
wrote  to  the  Metropolitan  District  Commis- 
sion suggesting  what  I  have  here  said  in  my 
few  remarks  concerning  the  necessity  and 
advisability  of  putting  calcium  searchlights 
around  the  Charles  river,  on  the  Cambridge 
and  Boston  sides.  My  letter  was  dated  Janu- 
ary 21,  and  I  received  a  reply  from  the  secre- 
tary, George  Lyman  Rogers,  on  January  23. 
In  that  letter  he  said  that  he  would  refer 
the  matter  to  the  commission  for  their  con- 
sideration. I  then  waited  for  two  or  three 
days,  during  which  there  was  fine  skating, 
and  I  saw  nothing  developing  along  the  line 
I  had  suggested ;  and  I  then  wrote  back  under 
date   of    January    25,    saying    in   my   letter : 

"I  have  but  one  comment  to  make,  and 
that  is,  it  may  be  that  as  soon  as  the  com- 
mission holds  one  of  its  regular  meetings  there 
may  be  no  more  ice  skating  on  the  basin,  but 
at  the  present  time  the  skating  surface  is  in 
fine  condition.  If  it  is  a  question  of  funds, 
it  may  be  that  Mayor  Peters  will  find  a  way 
to  locate  two  searchlights  on  the  Boston  side 
of  the  basin,  if  you  will  give  him  permission. 
I   will  talk   it  over  with    him,   if   you   say   so." 

Well,  gentlemen,  there  is  ice  still  on  the 
basin,  or  was  up  to  Saturday,  with  excellent 
skating,  but  very  few  people  go  out  far  for 
fear  they  will  break  through  the  ice,  and  very 
few  enjoy  the  pleasure  as  it  might  be  en- 
joyed. At  least  5,000  could  enjoy  skating  on 
the  surface  of  the  basin  if  it  was  properly 
policed  and  lighted,  and  certainly  the  lighting 
for  a  few  nights  would  cost  but  a  very  small 
amount.  Well,  the  Metropolitan  District  Com- 
mission wrote  me  through  their  secretary  on 
January    27,    as    follows : 

"Your  letters  of  January  21  and  25,  rela- 
tive to  maintenance  of  searchlights  on  Charles 
River  Basin,  were  carefully  considered  by  the 
commission  at  its  meeting  yesterday.  I  was 
directed  to  reply  that  the  Commission  deems 
it  inexpedient  to  maintain  lights  as  sug- 
gested. If  the  city  desires  to  maintain  some 
lights,  the  commission  would  be  pleased  to 
give  such  permission  therefor  as  proves  to 
be  necessary.

The  result  of  these  communications  is  the 
order  I  have  now  introduced.  This,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, is  only  a  sample  of  what  we  see  in 
connection  with  the  state  government.  Bos- 
ton pays  the  bills  and  they  draw  the  salaries. 


The  skating  may  continue  or  may  not.  I 
believe  that  Mayor  Peters  is  a  broad-minded 
man,  a  man  who  believes  in  healthy  exercises 
outdoors,  and  I  think  that  perhaps  either 
Mayor  Peters  or  the  incoming  Mayor,  both  of 
whom  are  fathers  of  families  and  who  ap- 
preciate the  value  .to  the  growing  youth  of 
skating  and  other  outdoor  sports,  will  be 
able  to  find  a  little  money  for  the  purpose  of 
furnishing  lights  on  evenings  when  they  are 
required.  A  few  lights  will  cost  only  a  small 
amount,  on  the  Boston  side ;  perhaps  Cam- 
bridge will  co-operate  with  us,  and  we  will 
thereby  accomplish  what  is  desired  and  save 
to  the  Commonwealth  a  few  dollars.  I  hope 
that  the  rule  will  be  suspended  so  that  the 
order  will  be  passed  at  this  time. 

The   order   was    passed   under   suspension   of 
the    rule.

PRINTING     THE     MUNICIPAL     ELECTRIC 
PLANT    HEARING. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  move 
you,  sir,  that  that  portion  of  the  stenographer's 
report  of  the  hearing  before  the  Executive 
Committee,  held  January  26,  on  municipal  elec- 
tric light  plants  in  Boston,  which  includes 
the  address  of  the  Hon.  George  Fred  Williams, 
be  printed  as  a  city  document.  I  move  a 
suspension  of  the  rule  that  action  may  be 
taken    today. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  have  the  President  give  us  some 
reason  for  printing  the  address  of  George 
Fred  Williams  as  a  separate  document.  My 
understanding  is  that  all  that  matter  was 
taken  by  the  stenographer  in  the  Executive 
Committee  meeting,  and  that  it  will  be  printed 
entirely    as    a    city    document. 

Coun.   WATSON— No. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Why  make  a  separate 
document  of  the  address  by  Mr.  George  Fred 
Williams  ? 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  in- 
form the  gentleman  opposite  that  when  he  has 
had  nine  'years'  experience  here  he  will  know 
better  how  things  go  than  he  does  now. 
First  of  all,  let  me  say  that  there  have  been 
only  three  copies  written  out  by  the  stenog- 
rapher— one  for  the  Council,  one  for  the  chair- 
man of  the  committee,  and  one,  as  a  matter 
of  courtesy,  for  the  Law  Department.  I  am 
perfectly  willing,  and  will  ask  unanimous  con- 
sent, to  withdraw  my  motion  and  move  that 
the  entire  report  be  printed  as  a  public  docu- 
ment.    Is   that   agreeable? 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  it  was 
my  understanding  that  the  entire  matter  would 
be  printed.  If  any  of  it  at  all  is  printed,  in 
my  opinion  we  should  have  the  entire  subject- 
matter  printed  rather  than  selecting  any  par- 
ticular address  by  any  individual  and  having 
that   printed   as   a   separate   city   document. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  member  I  will  say  that  a  few 
years  ago  the  Hon.  Thomas  N.  Hart  was  given 
a  banquet  at  the  City  Club,  and  delivered  a 
prepared  address  on  the  subject  of  municipal 
government,  as  he  understood  it,  in  the  old- 
fashioned  way,  and  I  came  down  here  at  the 
next  meeting  and  put  in  an  order  that  his 
entire  address  be  printed  as  a  public  docu- 
ment. That  was  carried,  and  the  document 
is  one  of  the  most  illuminating  publications 
on  real,  genuine  home  rule  that  we  have  seen 
in  the  City  of  Boston.  That  was  an  address 
delivered  by  Hon.  Thomas  N.  Hart  when 
eighty-eight   or   eighty-nine   years   of   age,   and 
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it  was  printed  as  a  public  document  and  has 
been  much  sought  after.  But,  as  I  say,  I 
will,  with  the  permission  of  the  gentleman 
opposite,  withdraw  my  motion  to  print  the 
address  of  Mr.  Williams,  and  will  move  that 
all  the  proceedings  before  the  committee  be 
printed  as  a  public  document.  In  limiting 
it  to  the  address  of  Mr.  Williams  I  had  in 
mind  saving  some  expense.  I  would  now 
move  that  the  entire  stenographic  report  of 
the  hearing  before  the  Executive  Committee 
with  reference  to  an  electric  light,  plant  for 
Boston   be   printed  as   a  public   document. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  think 
that   is   much   better   than   the  oi'iginal  motion. 

Coun.    WATSON— I    agree    with   you. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — I  believe  so  because  of 
the  fact  that  the  information  that  was  gleaned 
from  the  meeting  did  not  come  entirely  from 
George  Fred  Williams.  Of  course,  I  have  no 
feeling  against  Mr.  Williams  whatsoever,  but 
I  feel,  in  fairness  to  everybody,  that  we  should 
not  select  any  one  individual  who  comes  before 
the  Council  or  the  Executive  Committee  to 
make  an  address  and  have  a  public  document 
printed  simply  and  solely  dealing  with  the 
remarks  that  he  has  made.  I  think  it  is  a 
much  saner  way  of  doing  business  to  cover 
the  entire  matter,  if  it  is  going  to  be  printed 
as  a  city  document,  than  any  one  particular 
part   of    it. 

Coun.  WATSON — Perhaps  I  am  not  going 
to  have  the  last  word  on  this  trivial  matter, 
but  I  am  going  to  have  my  say,  anway.  I 
am  going  to  say  that  perhaps  in  my  admira- 
tion for  George  Fred  Williams  as  a  citizen, 
an  incorruptible,  fearless  public  servant,  who 
has  suffered  because  of  standing  up  for  prin- 
ciple, with  my  feeling  for  him  as  a  friend, 
perhaps  I  was  carried  overboard.  I  therefore 
want  to  discontinue  the  debate  upon  the 
matter  at  this  time  and  simply  say  that  I 
agree  that  the  sane  way  to  do  the  thing  is 
the  way  that  the  sane  member  opposite 
suggests. 

The  Council  voted  that  the  hearing  of  Janu- 
ary 26  before  the  Executive  Committee,  in  re- 
gard to  a  proposed  municipal  electric  light 
plant  for  Boston,  be  published  as  a  city  docu- 
ment.

ELECTION   OF   JUDGES. 

Coun.   MORIARTY  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
hereby  approves  of  legislation  favoring  the 
election  of  judges  by  the  voters,  as  against  the 
present    appointive    system. 

Coun.  MORIARTY  moved  a  suspension  of 
the  rule  that  the  resolution  might  be  put  upon 
its  passage. 
'  Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  as  I  under- 
stand it,  an  order  substantially  similar  to  that 
was  placed  on  the  table  by  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  I  further  understand  that  this 
resolution  has  come  before  the  Council  for 
the   first   time  today. 

President  WATSON — The  gentleman  is  cor- 
rect   in    his    assumption. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  am  not 
going  into  the  question  of  the  election  of 
judges  or  the  appointment  of  judges.  I  realize 
the  fact  that  what  the  councilor  on  my  left 
has  just  brought  out  is  absolutely  true,  but 
the  fact  is  that,  as  he  says,  the  order  was 
laid  on  the  table  in  executive  session  today 
and  that  a  hearing  is  to  be  held  at  the  State 
House  next  Wednesday.  That  being  so,  if  we 
adjourn  today  without  taking  action  upon 
this  matter,  we  will  not  be  able  to  take  it 
up  again  under  the  regime  of  this  Council, 
because  the  Executive  Committee  will  not  meet 
again  as  the  Council  is  now  constituted.  The 
laying  on  the  table  in  the  Executive  Session 
was  an  act  intended  to  postpone,  so  that  we 
would  not  be  represented  as  a  City  Council 
at  the  hearing  to  be  held  in  the  State  House 
on  Wednesday.  I  believe,  under  the  circum- 
stances, that  we  did  give  to  that  committee 
our  thought  in  the  matter,  whether  we  are  in 
favor  of  or  against  the  election  of  judges  as 
a  City  Council.  That  is  my  reason  for  bring- 
ing the  matter  up  in  open  session  here  today. 
If  the  committee  was  not  going  to  meet  on 
Wednesday  next  and  give  a  hearing  upon  this 
question,  I  would  not  have  brought  the  reso- 
lution in.  I  will  say  also  that  I  was  not  the 
introducer  of  the  order  that  was  laid  on  the 
table  in  the  committee.  Coun.  Watson  was  the 
introducer  of  the  order.  When  I  heard  the 
order  I  did  not  know  that  he  was  the  intro- 
ducer of  it.  I  did  not  know  who  introduced 
it.  I  am  now  coming  back  here  without  any 
conference  with  Coun.  Watson,  but  on  my  own 
initiative,  introducing  the  resolution  so  that 
he  may  give  that  committee  at  the  State  House 
our  thought  in  the  matter,  whether  we  are 
in  favor  of  or  against  the  election  of  judges. 
I  have  not  had  any  change  in  this  matter. 
I  had  the  pleasure  as  a  member  of  the  Con- 
stitutional Convention  to  vote  in  favor  of 
the  election  of  judges.  Nothing  has  happened 
since  that  vote  in  the  Constitutional  Conven- 
tion   that    has    changed    my    mind,    but    many 


things  have  happened  since  that  have  made 
me  advocate  more  strongly  the  election  of 
judges.  I  feel  that  we  here,  as  local  rep- 
resentatives of  the  people,  ought  to  decide 
upon  this  matter  today,  and  give  our  thought 
to  the  committee  that  is  going  to  give  a  hear- 
ing upon  that  bill  at  the  State  House  next 
Wednesday.  If  we  let  it  lie  over,  it  will  only 
be  straddling  the  issue.  I  realize  that,  looking 
at  this  from  the  viewpoint  of  the  ordinary 
matter,  as  a  matter  of  courtesy,  it  might 
perhaps  be  overstepping  the  bounds,  in  so  far 
as  the  Council  is  concerned,  to  demand  im- 
mediate action  at  this  time.  But,  as  the 
Executive  Committee  has  practically  held  its 
last  meeting,  as  it  has  been  adjourned  sine 
die  today,  and  as,  if  no  further  action  is 
taken,  this  matter  will  simply  go  to  the  waste 
basket,  as  we  voted  to  lay  the  order  on  the 
table  in  Executive  Committee  on  a  motion 
that  was  intended  to  have  the  effect  of  put- 
ting it  in  the  waste  basket,  I  now  come  in 
here  and  offer  this  resolution,  so  that  the 
matter  may  be  acted  upon  before  this  body 
goes  out  of  existence,  and  so  that  we  may 
be  represented  at  the  hearing  to  be  held  at 
the  State  House  next  Wednesday.  I  certainly 
trust  that  the  resolution  will  either  go  on  its 
passage  or  be  defeated,  the  position  of  the 
members  being  recorded  as  their  names  are 
called. 

Coun  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  this  order 
came  before  the  Council  for  the  first  time  to- 
day and  was  sent  to  the  Executive  Committee, 
and  a  majority  of  that  committee  voted  to  lay 
it  on  the  table — not,  as  was  suggested  by  the 
last  member,  to  defeat  it,  but  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  the  matter  further  consideration. 
The  gentleman  is  in  error  when  he  says  that 
because  of  its  having  been  laid  on  the  table 
the  matter  is  defeated  for  all  time,  because 
there  is  always  a  blanket  order  passed  in  the 
Council  on  the  last  meeting  day,  which  will 
be  next  Saturday,  providing  that  all  unfinished 
business  shall  be  carried  over  until  the  fol- 
lowing year.  So  that  order  will  be  alive  in 
the  Executive  Committee  next  year,  for  action. 
The  gentleman  further  stated  that  there  is  to 
be  a  hearing  before  the  Legislature  on  Wed- 
nesday and  that  for  that  reason  it  was  im- 
perative that  action  be  had  forthwith.  Why, 
Mr.  President,  the  legislative  hearing  may  be 
held,  of  course,  but  it  may  continue  for  days 
or  weeks ;  and,  if  the  hearing  is  to  beld  and 
closed,  this  Council  can  act  one  way  or  the 
other,  and  let  the  clerk  of  that  committee 
receive  any  communication  which  we  wish  to 
send.  To  my  mind  nothing  could  be  more 
absurd  and  ridiculous  than  for  this  Council 
to  act  upon  the  matter  without  any  further 
consideration  than  we  have  had  an  opportunity 
to  give,  and  that  is  what  the  motion  to  sus- 
pend the  rules  contemplates.  In  closing,  I 
want  to  suggest  that  this  is  a  very  big  ques- 
tion. The  member  spoke  about  its  being 
threshed  out  before  the  Constitutional  Con- 
vention. As  I  remember,  no  action  was  taken 
by  the  convention,  as  such,  and  here  we,  the 
members  of  the  City  Council,  are  called  upon 
without  any  consideration,  without  any  hear- 
ing, to  go  on  record  for  or  against,  this  reso- 
lution. That  does  not  strike  me  as  the  proper 
way  to  transact  the  city's  business,  in  the 
first  place,  and,  in  the  second  place,  it  strikes 
me  that  the  order  should  not  be  here.  Strictly 
speaking,  it  is  not  a  matter  for  the  City 
Council  but  for  the  Legislature.  Therefore, 
I  hope  the  motion  to  suspend  the  rule  will 
not  prevail,  but  that  the  vote  that  obtained 
in  the  Executive  Committee  will  obtain  in  the 
meeting   of  the  Council. 


Coun.  MORIARTY   in   the  chair. 


Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  think  the 
matter  was  tabled  in  the  Executive  Committee 
under  a  misunderstanding.  It  was  tabled  there 
by  a  vote  of  four  to  three.  My  first  thought 
was  that  it  might  be  well  to  consider  this  at 
a  later  meeting  this  year.  But  Coun.  Donoghue 
raised  the  question  that  on  Wednesday  the 
Committee  on  Judiciary,  I  believe  it  is,  will 
hear  the  measure,  and  that,  if  we  are  going 
to    act,    we    should    do    so    before    that    time. 
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I  agree  with  him,  therefore,  that  we  should 
act  today.  We  could  not  get  the  vote  to 
report  the  order  back  from  the  committee. 
Coun.  McLaughlin  is  absent,  Coun.  Hagan  is 
absent.  I  don't  know  how  they  would  vote 
upon  the  matter  if  they  were  here.  There- 
fore, we  are  met  with  this  condition.  This 
talk  about  postponing  action  in  order  that 
we  may  look  into  the  thing  is  a  joke.  Of 
course,  the  councilor  knows  that  when  he  says 
it.  It  is  a  positive  joke.  This  election  of 
judges  by  the  people  is  no  untried  system. 
It  is  nothing  new.  It  has  existed  in  New 
York,  Illinois  and  all  progressive  states ; 
and  I  want  to  say  that  there  is  less  corruption, 
according  to  the  reports  of  the  press,  of  judges 
elected  by  the  people  than  of  those  selected 
by  governors.  I  have  no  quarrel  with  the 
judges  of  Massachusetts,  but  I  do  have  in 
mind  one  or  two  who  ought  not  to  be  on  the 
bench,  and  if  we  had  elections  by  the  people 
they  would  not  be  elected  to  the  smallest 
position  carrying  with  it  judicial  power.  I 
aave  in  mind  a  local  judge,  a  man  who  would 
never  have  been  thought  of  as  a  judge  except 
for  his  connection  with  a  corporation  attorney 
connected  with  a  certain  firm  of  attorneys, 
the  biggest  firm  of  corporation  lawyers  in  Bos- 
ton, and  men  who  run  a  large  national  bank. 
If  it  was  a  question  of  election  by  the  voters, 
he  would  never  have  been  nominated,  would 
never  even  be  considered,  because  he  would  be 
too  small.  If  he  were  not,  he  would  not  allow 
his  court  to  be  run  by  a  probation  officer. 
And,  gentlemen,  if  you  want  to  know  the 
court,  I  am  not  in  the  habit  of  beating  about 
the  bush, — it  is  the  Roxbury  Municipal  Court, 
where  Joseph  Keane,  a  probation  officer,  runs 
the  judge  and  is  i-esponsible  for  the  decisions. 
I  have  been  waiting  for  this  opportunity,  and 
I  will  speak  plainly.  I  don't  mince  matters, 
and  I  will  give  names.  I  mean  Judge  Albert 
Hayden,  a  man  who  causes  Democratic  Rep- 
resentatives to  introduce  bills  in  the  Legisla- 
ture without  referendum*  to  put  men  on  the 
county  pay  roll  at  large  salaries,  when  we 
are  the  ones  who  have  to  pay  the  salaries. 
In  this  matter  of  election  of  judges  by  the 
people,  I  say  that  the  people  are  wide  awake. 
Thp  people  want  progressive  legislation. 
Beacon  Hill  may  not  be  open  to  progressive 
ideas,  but  this  body  is,  fresh  from  the  people. 
Coun.  Collins  and  I  agree  in  some  matters, 
but  we  disagree  iri  others.  He  is  with  the 
old  order,  and  I  am  not.  Coun.  Ford  perhaps 
feels  the  same  way, — I  don't  know.  Coun. 
Lane  perhaps  agrees  with  the  old  order,  but 
I  believe  he  feels  that  in  many  eases  direct 
elections  would  be  better.  I  know  that  he 
would  certainly  favor  direct  election  of  the 
councilors  here,  not  having  them  appointed 
by  the  Governor,  because  if  they  were  ap- 
pointed by  the  Governor  he  would  not  be 
here,  nor  I.  That  is  understood.  I  say  that 
people  want  progressive  legislation.  The 
judges  are  looked  upon  with  suspicion  by 
right-thinking  people,  whether  rightfully  or 
wrongfully.  There  is  no  getting  away  from 
it.  They  are  considering  in  Pemberton  square 
the  future  of  a  man.  They  may  impeach 
him  and  remove  him  from  office. .  He  may  be 
guilty,  he  may  be  innocent ;  but  I  think  the 
decision  of  that  court  would  be  more  re- 
sponsive to  justice  if  they  knew  that  the 
people  of  Boston,  of  the  State  of  Massachu- 
setts, would  have  their  say  concerning  action 
in  that  particular  case.  Yes,  I  know  I  am 
radical  on  these  subjects.  I  believe  with  Sena- 
tor LaFollette  and  Senator  Owen,  with  all 
progressive  individuals  in  the  United  States, 
that  when  the  people  pay  the  freight  the 
people  should  rule.  Only  the  other  day  we 
passed  a  resolution  concerning  the  Volstead 
act.  If  a  direct  vote  had  taken  place,  on  pro- 
hibition, if  when  the  matter  had  been  acted 
upon  in  Congress  it  had  then  been  referred 
to  the  voters  instead  of  having  it  referred  to 
the  different  Legislatures  for  ratification,  they 
would  never  have  been  able  to  put  on  us  the 
eighteenth  constitutional  amendment,  interfer- 
ing with  the  personal  liberty  of  the  people, 
especially  when  two  millions  or  more  of  the 
voters  were  across  the  sea  fighting  for  liberty 
for  the  world.  There  is  no  getting  away  from 
that.     Let    the    people    choose,    determine.     If 


there  are  going  to  be  errors  made,  let  the 
people  make  them  directly  and  they  will  take 
the  responsibility  and  suffer  the  consequences. 
Don't  delegate  the  rights  of  the  people  through 
misplaced  confidence  or  mistaken  ideas,  where 
the  people  themselves  should  preserve  those 
rights.  Look,  for  example,  at  the  example  of 
the  Edison  Company  fighting  on  Beacon  Hill 
all  the  legislation  of  the  state  that  applies 
to  lighting  plants,  and  practically  compelling 
the  people  to  submit  to  their  demand.  Oh, 
dear  me.  Can't  you  see  that  the  people  are 
demanding  this?  It  is  true  that  the  Telegram 
today  started  this  matter,  but  that  has  noth- 
ing to  do  with  it  in  my  mind.  The  Telegram 
and  I  are  not  on  speaking  terms.  I  don't 
worry  much  about  that.  Anything  which  ap- 
pears in  the  Telegram  that  I  believe  in  or 
anything  that  appears  in  the  Transcript  or 
the  Herald  that  I  believe  in,  will  have  my 
earnest  support,  whatever  it  mav  be.  I  am 
going  to  ask  a  suspension  of  the  rule  that 
this  resolution  may  pass.  The  vote  may  be 
close,  but  let  us  have  it.  If  it  passes,  we 
can  have  a  committee  of  three  appointed  by 
the  Chair  to  appear  Wednesday  in  favor  of 
any  or  all  legislation  that  may  be  up  to  direct 
election  of  judges  by  the  people.  That  is  in 
line  with  action  that  has  been  taken  in  the 
progressive  Western  States.  They  elect  their 
justices  of  the  peace,  as  well  as  their  Supreme 
Court  judges.  We  all  remember  that  when 
we  started  in  with  direct  elections  of  United 
States  Senators,  those  favoring  such  direct 
legislation  were  called  radicals  and  reds.  Who 
would  go  back  to  the  delegate  system,  now? 
Who  would  favor  the  selection  of  the  United 
States  Senators  by  Houses  of  Representatives 
in  the  different  states  ?  Certainlv  no  sane 
person.  Would  we  ever  have  David  I.  Walsh 
in  the  United  States  Senate  if  the  Legislature 
of  Massachusetts  was  the  body  that  decided  it? 
Why,  he  would  never  have  been  heard  of. 
I  am  going  to  pay  you  a  tribute,  Coun.  Collins. 
I  know  that  you  are  honest  in  your  position 
against  the  election  of  judges  by  the  people. 
You  are  honest,  but  you  are  an  attorney.  I 
might  be  an  attorney,  but,  thank  God,  I  am  not, 
and  it  is  perhaps  a  blessing  to  clients  I 
might  have  that  I  am  not.  I  know  your 
point  of  view.  You  are  honest.  And  I  don't 
disagree  with  you,  Coun.  Ford,  on  your  point 
of  view, — although  I  don't  know  what  it  is  yet. 
I  am  simply  judging  by  the  vote  in  the  ex- 
ecutive session.  We  had  four  votes  to  three, 
and  the  four  were  Ford,  Lane,  Collins  and 
another.  Now.  I  trust  that  the  rule  will  be 
suspended  and  that  we  may  have  a  vote  on 
this  resolution  today.  If  the  rule  is  sus- 
pended, I  shall  offer  the  amendment  I  have 
suggested. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — Mr.  President,  I  want 
to  merely  say  as  a  member  of  the  Constitu- 
tional Convention  that  I  then  favored  direct 
election  of  judges  and  am  of  the  same  opinion 
now  that  I  was  then.  I  favor  the  election 
of  judges  today,  as  in  the  Constitutional  Con- 
vention, because  of  one  fact.  To  my  mind  the 
judiciary  of  Massachusetts  is  drifting  alto- 
gether too  much  towards  autocracy  rather 
than  democracy.  I  feel  that  no  man  elected 
by  the  people  is  better  qualified  to  elect  a  judge 
for  any  court  than  the  people  themselves  are 
to   select   that  judge. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  I  did  not 
suppose  on  this  motion  that  there  would  be 
a  discussion  on  the  merits  of  the  proposition. 
I  understood  that  the  question  related  to  the 
suspension  of  the  rule.  Coun.  Watson  has 
suggested  that  I  favor  the  old  order  of  things. 
I  want  to  be  perfectly  frank  with  the  Council 
and  say  that  I  do  favor  that  which  exists 
until  a  better  system  has  been  proven  to  me. 
On  the  question  of  the  judges  of  this  Com- 
monwealth it  does  strike  me  from  my  observa- 
tion and  experience  that  we  have  a  good  set, 
a  most  excellent  set,  of  men.  From  the  stand- 
point of  honor,  fair  dealing  and  justice,  I 
believe  they  are  second  to  none  in  this  coun- 
try, whether  you  compare  them  with  those 
in  the  appointive  or  elective  states.  But  to 
favor  the  change  of  the  whole  structure  or 
form  of  government,  or  a  particular  form  of 
government,    without    giving    the    matter    any 
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consideration  before  acting  upon  it,  is,  it 
strikes,  me,  the  height  of  absurdity.  There- 
fore, I  trust  that  the  vote  to  suspend  the 
rule  will  not  prevail. 

.-'■   President   WATSON    in   the   chair. 


President  WATSON.  I  would  say  for  the 
benefit  of  Coun.  Collins  that  he  knows  as 
well  as  I  do  that  this  is  a  matter  calling 
for  legislative  action  and  then,  I  believe, 
submission  to  the  voters,  as  a  proposed  con- 
stitutional amendment.  To  hear  him  talk 
you  would  think  that  if  we  acted  in  favor 
of  this  resolution  it  might  mean  that  judges 
would  be  elected  tomorrow.  There  are  plenty 
of  chances  for  the  people  to  pass  on  this, 
plenty   of  them. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  just  a 
word  in  answer  to  the  Chair.  The  legislative 
committee,  whose  business  it  is  to  act  prim- 
arily on  this  matter,  is  not  going  to  act  upon 
it  without  a  hearing.  Why  should  we  favor 
the  particular  legislation  referred  to  with- 
out  so,  doing?    • 

President  WATSON — I  don't  know  why  you 
should,  but   I  know  why   I  should. 

Coun.  FORD— Mr.  President,  what  Coun. 
Collins  says  just  now  is  what  I  was  going  to 
point  out.  If  that  committee  of  the  Legis- 
lature, and  the  Constitutional  Convenion,  saw 
fit  to  have  extended  hearings  on  this  matter, 
I  don't  know  why  we  should  not.  I  suppose 
most  or  all  of  the  members  of  the  Committee 
on  Judiciary,  before  whom  this  matter  would 
come,  are  lawyers,  and  in  the  Constitutional 
Convention  the  lawyers  took  a  great  part  in 
considering  the  question  of  the  election  of 
judges,  and  a  great  many  laymen  also  took 
a  prominent  part.  Yet  it  was  considered  by 
'all  that,  being  a  constitutional  question,  it 
heeded  considerable  discussion  and  mulling 
over.  As  Coun.  Collins  says,  and  as  I  was 
going  to  say,  we  ought  to  give  some  sort  of 
a  hearing,  and  consider  both  sides  of  the 
matter.  Another  thing,  we  ought  not  to  dis- 
cuss or  take  the  matter  up  without  a  full  at- 
tendance of  the  Council.  Coun.  Hagan  and 
McLaughlin  ought  to  have  a  chance  to  ex- 
press their  views  in  the  matter.  Now,  as  one 
of  the  speakers  has  mentioned  a  judge  by 
name,  Judge  Hayden  of  Roxbury,  I  might 
say  a  word  myself,  being  known  as  a  trial 
lawyer,  one  who  is  always  in  court  and  rarely 
in  the  office,  of  necessity,  that  if  I  were 
finally  deciding  whether  or  not  I  should  elect 
or  appoint  judges  and  had  to  decide  the  ques- 
tion on  the  basis  of  Judge  Hayden's  standing 
at  the  bar,  I  should  favor  the  retention  of 
the    appointive    svstem. 

President  WATSON— I  know  that. 

Coun.  FORD — I  am  simply  speaking  from 
my  experience:  and,  as  for  the  bench  drift- 
ing towards  autocracy  and  away  from  de- 
mocracy, I  cannot  agree  with  men  who  take 
that  view.  I  think  our  decisions  in  Massachu- 
setts in  reference  to  labor  matters  and  most 
things  that  concern  the  people  themselves 
are  very  liberal  and  broad,  that,  rather  than 
getting  away  from  the  people,  they  are  com- 
ing more  towards  the  people  every  day.  I 
think  the  judges  have  been  very  fair  in  the 
great  majority  of  decisions  here  in  Massa- 
chusetts affecting  labor.  That  is  a  good  place 
to  find  out  in  what  way  the  change  is  going, 
when  you  speak  of  autocracy.  I  cannot  believe 
that  ,  there  is  any  drift  whatever  towards 
autocracy  on  the'  part  of  the  judges  in  this 
state.  The  judges  sometimes  have  to  act  hav- 
ing consideration  statutes  that  are  fixed  and 
upon  the  books.  It  is  not  their  fault  at  times 
that  they  cannot  decide  differently  from  what 
they  do  decide.  If  they  find  the  statutes  on 
the  books  of  Massachusetts  they  have  to  con- 
strue the  statutes  according  to  what  thev  feel 
is  the  intention  of  the  Legislature.  If  the 
thing  is  there,  they  must  gather  it  from  the 
words  that  appear  in  the  statute  and  act  ac- 
cordingly. People  must  not  criticise  the  bench 
for  deciding  in  a  certain  way,  because  the 
words  are  there — because,  for  instance,  a  deci- 
sion may  seem  to  be  against  labor,  when  the 
court     cannot     construe     the     words      of     the 


statute  in  any  other  way.  I  have  often  heard 
judges  say,  "Well,  I  may  not  agree  with  the 
legislation  myself,  but  there  it  is  and  what 
can  I  do?"  It  is  sometimes  the  fault  of  the 
Legislature,  which  passes  the  laws,  and  not 
that  of  the  judges  who  simply  construe  the 
laws,  that  decisions  contrary  to  what  people 
would  like  to  see  are  rendered.  I  think,  as 
I  see  the  bench  of  Massachusetts,  that  it  is 
constituted,  with  perhaps  one  or  two  excep- 
tions, both  the  Superior  and  other  benches, 
of  high-minded  men,  men  who  want  to  do 
the  right  thing.  They  are  pleasant,  affable, 
reasonable  at  all  times.  There  may  be  cases 
where  they  do  not  seem  to  be  reasonable,  but, 
of  course,  they  are  human,  admit  that  they 
do  make  mistakes,  but  when  they  do  try  to 
correct  them.  I  feel  that  the  system  is  at 
present  an  excellent  system.  There  may  be  a 
chance  to  better  it,  but  if  there  is,  and  some 
think  that  it  will  be  bettered  by  the  election 
of  judges,  we  at  least  ought  to  get  informa- 
tion from  different  sources,  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  look  into  the  matter  as  it  presents 
itself  to  the  different  states,  before  deciding 
that  we  want  to  change  the  system.  I  think 
we  ought  to  study  the  system.  I  do  not  think 
members  ought  to  come  in  here  without  notice 
and  without  an  opportunity  for  consideration, 
after  an  order  has  already  been  laid  on  the 
table  in  the  Executive  Committee,  and  attempt 
to  have  such  a  resolution  as  this  passed.  I 
do  not  think  that  is  the  proper  way  to  deal 
with  such  an  important  constitutional  ques- 
tion. It  is  the  most  important  constitutional 
question  that  we  have  tried  to  butt  into, 
Mr.  President,  and  I  feel  that  it  is  one  which 
needs  serious  consideration.  Leaving  the  poli- 
tics out  of  it,  it  tends  to  change  the  whole 
system  of  our  government.  It  was  given 
rather  serious  consideration  in  the  Constitu- 
tional Convention,  when  Coun.  Moriarty  and 
Donoghue  were  present,  and  they  had  the 
benefit  of  the  discussion.  That  may  allow  them 
to  come  in  here  at  this  stage  of  the  game  and 
advocate  the  passage  of  this  resolution,  per- 
haps properly  so,  because  of  their  having  con- 
sidered the  matter.  But  we  have  never  con- 
sidered it  in  any  particular,  and  I  think  we 
ought  to  have  some  hearings  before  we  are 
required  to  act  upon  it.  I  am  in  favor  of  at 
least  a  postponement  until  we  may  get  some 
information.  It  has  been  the  general  practice 
here  when  members  of  the  Council  wanted 
postponement  for  further  consideration,  to 
grant  the  opportunity  to  them.  That  has  been 
accorded  as  a  matter  of  courtesy  among  the 
members,  and  I  think  that  it  is  a  courtesy 
that  should  be  extended  in  this  case,  so  that 
we  may  find  out  just  what  this  will  mean  to 
the  people,  to  the  Commonwealth  and  every- 
body. I  do  sincerely  hope  that  the  members 
of  the  Council  here  who  are  advocating  the 
passage  of  the  measure  will  see  the  position 
of  those  who  ask  for  some  delay  for  con- 
sideration, and  will  be  agreeable  to  having 
the  matter  stand  until  we  may  at  least  give 
it  some  mature  consideration.  It  is  a  very  im- 
portant problem,  and  I  trust  that  we  may 
have  an  opportunity  to  give  it  proper  thought 
later    on. 

President  WATSON— The  Chair,  being  re- 
sponsible for  the  discussion,  is  compelled  to 
add  something  to  the  record.  I  do  not  want 
any  misunderstanding  to  be  conveyed  to  the 
public  to  the  effect  that  I  have  made  any 
reflection  on  any  other  judge  of  the.  Com- 
monwealth than  the  one  I  have  referred  to, 
Judge  Hayden.  I  do  not  withdraw  the  cross- 
ing of  a  "t"  nor  the  dotting  of  an  "i"  in 
what  I  said  concerning  Judge  Hayden.  Thank 
God,  I  am  immune  from  anything  that  would 
lead  me  to  have  any  concern  in  that  respect, 
and,  I  hope  I  will  continue  so.  I  want  to  say 
further  that  I  enjoy  the  confidence  of  Justice 
Carroll,  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Massachu- 
setts, so  that  he  stopped  and  talked  with 
me  within  a  week  on  topics  of  the  day,  man 
to  man.  I  also  enjoy  the  personal  acquaint- 
ance of  Judge  Christopher  T.  Callahan  of 
Holvoke,  with  whom  I  was  very  friendly 
politically  in  1S98  and  1899,  and  I  am  also 
a  friend  of  other  judges  in  Massachusetts, 
including   Judge  Flynn,   a   very   competent   and 
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able  man,  and  a  type  of  man,  as  are  most 
of  the  others  who  would  undoubtedly  be  re- 
elected if  they  went  before  the  voters  for  ap- 
proval. Coun.  Ford  has  said  something  con- 
cerning lawyers  in  this  matter.  Yes,  if  there 
were  nine  lawyers  here  present,  this  order 
would  never  be  introduced  or,  if  it  were  in- 
troduced, it  would  not  get  a  single  favorable 
vote.  There  are,  instead,  three.  We  have  also 
been  told  about  removing  the  things  from 
politics.  Why  not  remove  business  from  this, 
discussion,  rather  than  politics  ?  Forget  poli- 
tcs  and  forget  the  business  end  of  it.  After 
all,  that  has  something  to  do  with  it,  I  think. 
I  do  not  blame  Coun.  Collins  or  Ford  a  particle 
for  their  position.  As  a  lawyer,  I  would  do 
the  same  thing.  It  would  be  a  matter  of 
expediency  in  some  cases.  But  I  want  to 
reiterate  that  anything  I  have  said  in  no  way 
casts  any  reflection  on  the  judges  of  Massachu- 
setts, with  one  exception.  On  the  whole,  I 
believe  that  the  judges  are  the  equal  of  any 
in  the  country,  although  no  better  than  they 
have  in  states  where  they  are  elected  by  the 
people. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  correct  the  Chair.  I  am  speaking  and 
have  spoken,  not  from  the  point  of  view 
of  a  lawyer,  but  from  the  point  of  view  of  a 
public  servant. 

President  WATSON— The  Chair  stands  cor- 
rected. 

Coun.  COLLINS — I  would  not  refer  myself 
to  a  pai-ticular  man  at  this  time  were  it 
not  for  the  fact  that  the  Chair  has  spoken 
twice,  the  second  time  reiterating  what  he 
said  first  in  regard  to  a  particular  judge.  He 
has  referred  to  Judge  Hayden  of  the  Rox- 
bury  District  Court.  I  have  met  Judge  Hay- 
den and  have  tried  several  criminal  and  civil 
cases  before  him,  and  I  want  to  say  that,  in 
my  experience  before  him,  I  have  never  found 
a  more  just  man  than  Judge  Hayden.  I  have 
felt  that  he  has  decided  the  cases  coming 
before  him  "with  an  eye  to  the  best  interests 
of  the  body  politic,  and  I  believe  that  .his 
point  of  view  as  shown  in  that  small  dis- 
trict court  in  Roxbury,  is  respected  in  the 
point  of  view  taken  in  that  respect  by  the 
judges  of  the  Commonwealth  in  general.  I 
repeat  again  that  as  a  public  servant  I  pro- 
test against  any  hasty  action  such  as  is  pro- 
posed   in    this    Council. 

President  WATSON  —  The  Chair  almost 
thought  he  heard  Judge  Hayden's  voice  when 
Coun.   Collins  spoke. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  we  have 
all  heard  a  great  deal  of  talk  about  hasty 
action  upon  the  matter  today  and  the  absurdity 
of  our  acting  as  servants  of  the  people  on  a 
measure  which  any  man  who  has  been  in 
public  life  in  Massachusetts  at  some  time  or 
other  during  his  career  must  have  at  least 
considered.  I  think  the  minds  of  all  the  mem- 
bers of  this  Council  are  made  up  now  as  to 
whether  or  not  they  are  in  favor  of  or  op- 
posed to  the  election  of  judges  by  the  people. 
I  do  not  think  arguments  that  may  be  ad- 
vanced by  those  in  favor  of  this  legislation  or 
opposed  to  it  will  change  a  single  vote  in  this 
Council,  any  more  than  they  would  change  a 
single  vote  in  the  Committee  on  Judiciary 
which  will  hear  the  bill  next  Wednesday.  I 
think  the  minds  of  the  members  of  that  com- 
mittee are  practically  made  up  now,  just  as  the 
minds  of  the  members  here  are  now  made  up.  It 
is  rather  a  peculiar  thing  to  me  that  in  the 
Constitutional  Convention,  when  this  question 
was  before  the  convention  for  consideration, 
when  it  was  voted  upon,  practically  all  the 
lawyers  in  the  convention,  with  the  exception 
of  probably  two,  voted  against  it,  while  those 
who  favored  it  were  the  so-called  laymen. 
To  get  a  lawyer  to  vote  in  a  way  that  might 
be  considered  as  a  vote  against  a  judge  or 
the  interests  of  some  judge,  is  a  rather  diffi- 
cult thing  to  get.  The  old  order  of  things, 
they  say,  maintains  here  in  Massachusetts, 
and  they  say  that  our  system  of  appointment 
of    judges    has    given    us    some    of    the    best 


judges  in  the  United  States.  That  may  be  so, 
and  then  again  it  might  be  that  some  men 
have  never  even  been  considered  for  appoint- 
ment to  the  various  benches  in  the  State  of 
Massachusetts  who  would  make  at  least  as 
able  jurists  as  those  now  serving  in  the  vari- 
ous districts.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  courts, 
as  I  say,  to  my  way  of  thinking,  are  tending 
towards  autocracy.  I  still  maintain  that  that 
is  so.  Instead  of  interpreting  the  laws  made 
by  the  Legislature  in  recent  years,  the  judges 
seem  to  try  to  construe  the  law  not  as  it  was 
intended  when  passed  by  the  Legislature  but 
as  they  would  have  it  themselves.  I  think  if 
the  people — who,  after  all,  are  most  concerned 
in  the  matters  that  come  before  the  courts — 
have  a  voice  in  the  selection  of  the  men  whom 
they  -wish  to  represent  them  upon  the  various 
benches  in  our  courts,  if  they  can  say  who 
those  men  should  be,  they  would  see  to  it  that 
proper  men  were  selected  to  represent  the 
people.  The  fine  deal,  so-called,  that  labor 
has  received,  has  been  referred  to.  I  ask 
any  member  of  this  body  to  show  me  a  single 
instance  of  any  law  written  on  the  statute 
books  that  has  been  interpreted  by  any 
jurist  so  as  to  give  labor  the  best  of  the 
decision.  I  say  that  invariably  labor  has  got 
the  worst  of  it,  rather  than  the  best  of  it,  and 
I  think  that  under  election  of  judges  we  cer- 
tainly would  not  get  any  worse  men  in  the 
various  courts  than  we  have  now.  We  might 
get  some  better  men  in  some  cases  and  in 
some  cases  men  equally  good.  I  favor  the 
election  of  judges  and  am  going  to  vote  for 
it. 

The  Council  refused  to  suspend  the  rule  (a 
two-thirds  vote  being  required  for  suspension), 
yeas    4,   nays    3 : 

Yeas — Coun.  Brickley,  Donoghue,  Moriarty, 
Watson — 4. 

Nays — Coun.  Collins.   Ford,  Lane — 3. 

President  WATSON— The  rule  is  not  sus- 
pended, a  two-thirds  vote  being  necessary 
for  suspension.  The  order  will  be  referred 
to  the   Executive   Committee. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  move 
that  the  City  Council  go  on  record  in  favor 
of  the   direct   election  of  judges   by  the  people. 

President  WATSON— The  councilor  will  re- 
duce his  motion  to  writing.  Coun.  Donoghue, 
the  Chair  under  strictly  parliamentary  rules  is 
compelled  to  rule  that  your  motion  is  out  of 
order,  inasmuch  as  we  already  have  such  a 
resolution  before  the  Council,  and  it  has  been 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  I  move  a  re- 
consideration on  all  matters  acted  upon  today, 
hoping    that    the    same   will    not   prevail. 

Coun.  MORIARTY  — Mr.  President,  I  am 
going  to  rise  to  oppose  Coun.  Ford's  motion, 
for  the  reason  that  there  may  be  something 
in  relation  to  this  order  that  we  may  decide 
at  the  next  meeting  to  reconsider  and,  this 
being  in  the  air,  I  am  not  going  to  be  put 
in  a  box,  simply  because  it  is  usually  the 
practice  to  act  upon  such  a  motion.  I  am 
going  to  vote  for  the  motion  today. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  declared 
carried.  Coun.  Ford  doubted  the  vote  and 
asked  for  the  yeas   and  nays. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  all  action  taken 
today  was  lost,  yeas  3,  nays  4  : 

Yeas — Coun.  Brickley,  Donoghue,  Moriarty — 
3. 

Nays — Coun.  Collins,  Ford,  Lane,  Watson — 
4.

Wednesday,  February  1,  1922. 

Special  meeting  of  the  City  Council,  held  in  the 
Council  Chamber,  City  Hall,  at  eleven  o'clock  a.  m., 
President  WATSON  in  the  chair.  Absent — Coun. 
Donoghue  and  Hagan. 

His  Honor  Mayor  PETERS  entered  the  chamber 
and  President  WATSON  relinquished  the  chair 
to  him  for  the  purpose  of  delivering  his  valedictory 
address,  which  follows,  viz.: 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council: 

This  is  the  last  official  communication  I,  as 
Mayor,  shall  have  with  you  as  members  of  the 
Council  of  the  City  of  Boston.  In  presenting 
this  communication  I,  as  Mayor,  am  meeting 
with  you  as  members  of  the  Council  for  the  last 
time.  I  have  sought  in  this  resume  of  the  past 
four  years  to  indicate  something  of  the  sense  of 
responsibility  which  must  come  to  every  one  shar- 
ing in  the  administration  of  city  affairs.  These 
years  have  been  important  years  for  the  country 
and  for  our  city.  They  have  been  most  agreeable 
years  for  me  as  Mayor,  and  in  saying  good-bye 
to  you  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
opportunities  which  have  come  to  us  to  improve 
this  city  and  to  further  the  purposes  of  municipal 
government. 

We  close  the  city's  financial  year  with  a  surplus 
of  $2,046,809.42.  Four  years  ago  I  commenced 
my  administration  with  an  assumed  deficit  from  the 
previous  administration  of  $804,879.38. 

The  total  net  debt  on  January  31,  1918,  was 
$84,570,177.04.  The  total  net  debt  on  January 
31,  1922,  was  $79,913,010.56.  This  shows  a  reduc- 
tion of  $4,657,166.48. 

In  addition  to  paying  the  bills  for  the  last  four 
years  we  have  paid  to  the  Boston  Elevated  Rail- 
way Company  out  of  revenue,  as  a  special  assess- 
ment, the  sum  of  $2,905,930.87,  which  will  later 
be  repaid  to  the  city  as  revenue. 

A  further  burden  was  added  to  our  financial 
position  by  the  loss  of  the  yearly  revenue  from 
liquor  licenses,  which  amounted  in  1917  to  $1,047,- 
803.91. 

The  accounting  system  of  the  city  is  based  on 
cash  receipts  and  payments.  Under  this  system 
we  have  taken  care  of  twelve  months'  payments 
each  year,  but  this  period  does  not  coincide  with 
the  twelve  months  of  the  fiscal  year.  To  conform 
with  the  provisions  of  the  charter  and  to  strengthen 
the  keeping  within  budget  appropriations,  it  has 
been  determined  to  change  the  accounting  system 
to  an  income  and  expenditure  basis. 

In  order  to  change  to  an  income  and  expenditure 
basis  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  for  certain  pay 
rolls  during  the  month  of  January  and  for  a  large 
number  of  invoices  incurred  during  December  and 
January. 

The  plan  proposed  is  to  finish  this  year  as  has 
been  our  custom  and  to  provide  a  special  account 
for  all  unpaid  current  expenditures,  including  those 
of  the  School  Department,  incurred  to  January 
31,  1922,  inclusive.  The  fund  available  for  the 
payment  of  these  expenditures  will  be  made  up  of 
balances  of  appropriations,  excess  revenue,  and 
taxes  for  1921,  as  received. 

Municipal  Government. 

The  government  of  a  city  is  exactly  what  the 
people  make  it.  They  will  have  precisely  as  good 
government,  or  as  bad  government,  as  they  deserve. 
All  that  city  charters  can  do,  all  that  any  form  of 
law  and  legislation  can  do,  is  to  make  simpler  and 
surer  the  means  of  direct  expression  of  public  will 
in  city  affairs,  and  place  obstructions  in  the  way 
of  those  who  would  seek  self-exploitation  and  self- 
aggrandizement   from   municipal   office. 

There  is  no  magic  formula  by  which  a  city  can 
be  well  governed.  There  is  no  sho-t  cut  to  munic- 
ipal virtue.  There  is  no  political  talisman  by 
which  the  people  of  a  city  can  be  protected  aoainst 
preying  pontics. 

As  long  as  greed  exists  in  the  world  the  greedy 
will  seek  ways  to  gratify  their  hunger.  As  long  as 
dishonesty  exists  in  the  world  the  crooked  and  the 


callous  will  seek  to  divert  to  their  own  material 
advantage  those  assets  which  by  every  moral  right 
belong  to  the  public. 

Boston  is  not  different  from  the  average  Ameri- 
can city.  The  essential  problems  in  any  American 
city  are  the  same.  Reduced  to  their  simplest  terms, 
they  are  problems  of  honesty  and  ability.  Honest 
men  in  office,  able  men  in  office  —  these  are  the 
means  by  which  the  people  of  any  city  can  have 
their  right  to  good  government  assured,  guaran- 
teed and  maintained.      There  is  no  other  way. 

The  mass  of  people  in  any  city  are  honest.  Dis- 
honesty is  the  exception,  not  the  rule.  If  this  were 
not  so,  all  civilization  would  long  ago  have  collapsed 
and  we  should  be  groping  amid  the  wreckage  of  a 
bankrupt  and  ruined  world.  The  forces  of  evil  are 
always  in  the  minority:  but  they  sometimes  profit 
by  the  craft  which  is  theirs  and  by  the  ingenuity 
of  organization.  They  profit  also,  and  this  is  a 
vital  point  to  be  kept  in  mind  in  seeking  to  solve 
problems  of  municipal  government,  by  the  indiffer- 
ence of  the  people  as  a  whole. 

There  exists  another  common  human  quality 
which  often  has  operated  against  good  government 
in  our  cities.  It  is  the  feeling  that  the  city  govern- 
ment is  some  sort  of  curiously  secret  institution, 
an  organization  apart  from  the  people,  and  an  un- 
approachable or  impenetrable  domain  wherein  the 
common  man  has  no  personal  business. 

We  believe  that  the  primary  essential  for  good 
government  is  to  awaken  in  the  minds  of  the  public 
recognition  of  what  is  truly  the  great  truth  in  city 
government.  It  is  this:  The  government  of  an 
American  city  is  the  people  of  that  city.  The 
democratic  form  of  government  may  not  be  per- 
fect, but  it  is  the  best  that  anyone  has  yet  devised. 
Those  who  for  varying  periods  occupy  public 
office  do  so  as  the  agents  of  the  people,  and  for  no 
other  purpose,  by  no  other  right.  There  is  no 
patent  of  nobility  surrounding  any  municipal  office. 
Every  office  in  a  city  government  rests  on  the  single 
foundation  of  the  public  interest.  Every  city  office 
is  a  position  in  which  the  business  of  the  people 
shall  be  conducted  for  the  public  advantage  and 
for  no  other  purpose.  Every  citizen  of  a  city  must 
have  access  to  any  part  of  his  government,  and 
must  carry  with  him  the  conviction  that  he  is,  by 
virtue  of  his  citizenship,  himself  a  part  of  the 
government  of  his  city. 

Until  the  majority  of  the  citizens  do  this  we  shall 
always  have  difficulty  in  maintaining  good  govern- 
ment. "Eternal  vigilance  is  the  price  of  liberty." 
It  is  no  less  the  price  of  good  municipal  government. 
The  public  pocket  is  deep.  The  arm  of  the  greedy 
is  long.  The  temptation  to  exploit,  the  public  con- 
stantly appeals  and  must  constantly  be  thwarted. 
Possessing  natural  advantage  of  location  which 
should  be  of  great  material  worth  to  the  city, 
Boston  can  only  obtain  and  hold  her  rightful 
eminence  as  a  metropolis  by  establishing  and 
maintaining  an  honest  and  efficient  government 
continuously.  No  asset  of  a  city  can  exceed  the 
reputation  for  honest  and  efficient  municipal 
government.  Once  let  it  be  nationnllv  known 
that  the  public  affairs  of  Boston  are  concluded 
with  the  maximum  ability,  and  with  scrupulous 
fidelity  to  the  public  interest;  once  let  it,  be  nation- 
ally known  that  such  a  state  of  affairs  is  customary 
and  constant  in  this  city,  and  we  shall  have  here 
a  growth  of  material  prosperity  unsurpassed  by 
that  of  any  American  city. 

This  is  the  concern  of  every  person  who  lives 
and  does  business  in  this  city.  There  is  no  item 
in  our  municipal  government  too  large,  none  too 
small,  to  enlist  the  interest  of  every  citizen.  All 
prosper  by  the  welfare  of  each.  Bad  government 
takes  toll  from  every  inhabitant  of  the  city.  Minor 
deficiencies  of  administration  come  to  the  indi- 
vidual's attention.  Inefficient  collection  of  ashes 
and  refuse,  bad  street  conditions,  inadequate  fire 
protection — such  matters  would  immediately  and 
always  engage  the  attention  of  the  citizens.  But 
bad  financing,  wasteful  expenditures  and  the  count- 
less details  of  administration  no  less  truly  involve, 
every  day,  the  interests  of  the  people. 

The  relations  between  a  municipal  government 
and  the  public  are  not  dissimilar  to  those  that 
exist  between  any  big  business  and  the  public. 
A  great  retail  store,  or  a  great  manufacturing 
concern,  depends  ultimately  upon  the  public  will 
for  continuance  and  prosperity. 

The  head  of  a  retail  store  holds  his  position 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  people  who  consti- 
tute the  store's  patronage.  He  is  in  some  sense 
elected  by  the  people.  He  surrounds  himself  with 
business  assistants  who  are  in  a  sense  comparable 
to  the  heads  of  a  city  government's  various  depart- 
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ments.  If  the  store  head  fails  so  to  conduct  his 
business  as  to  please  the  nublic,  or  if  he  uses  poor 
judgment  in  selecting  his  assistants,  trade  will 
not  support  him  and  he  will  fail. 

The  final  word  in  any  human  undertaking  is 
always  said  by  the  public  at  large. 

When  any  man  in  public  office  forgets  that  he  is 
there  as  the  spokesman  and  agent  of  the  public 
and  for  no  other  reason,  he  is  instituting  a  process 
of  disintegration  for  the  government  of  which  he 
is  a  part  and  for  the  injury  of  the  public  whose 
representative  he  is.  We  cannot  eliminate  person- 
ality, we  cannot  subordinate  personal  character, 
in  the  conduct  of  business  or  the  conduct  of  govern- 
ment. Human  nature  is  the  controlling  factor  in 
the  affairs  of  humanity.  The  foundation  virtues 
of  honest}  and  sincerity  are  the  basis  for  successful 
business  and  for  efficient  government,  always. 

The  public  determine?  wh'ch  business  under- 
takings shall  prosper.  The  public  determines  what 
shall  be  the  form  and  what  shall  be  the  personal 
leadership  and  direction  of  governments.  Our 
American  business  structure  and  our  American 
political  system  are  anchored  to  this  fact.  All 
our  legislation,  despite  occasional  departures,  takes 
this  fact  into  account,  and  year  by  year  we  build 
up  laws  and  regulations,  in  nation,  state  and  city, 
which  have  for  the  ultimate  purpose  the  single 
object  of  the  public  good  and  the  public  satisfac- 
tion. It  is  by  the  direct  and  continuous  appeal 
to  the  public  favor  that  business  can  be  maintained 
at  a  profit.  It  is  by  the  sincere  and  unremitting 
service  to  the  public  that  government  maintains 
itself  on  a  plane  of  honor  and  progresses  towards 
true  democracy  and  American  effective  self- 
government. 

The  Financial  Problem. 

When  I  took  office  on  February  4,  1918,  the 
supreme  thought,  in  every  mind  was  for  the  nation's 
safety.  We  were  all  in  the  midst  of  our  war 
activity.  Every  other  consideration  was  sec- 
ondary. It  was  apparent,  as  I  said  in  my  inaugural 
address  at  Faneuil  Hall,  that  municipal  improve- 
ments which  were  not  strictly  necessary  must  be 
postponed;  yet  municipal  service  must  be  main- 
tained as  a  contribution  to  an  efficiency  essential 
to  winning  the  war.  Thus  we  started  the  admin- 
istration with  the  double  task  of  devoting  our 
resources  and  energy  to  winning  the  war  and 
keeping  the  municipal  service  adequate. 

To  keep  municipal  administration  effective  in 
the  public  interest  it  was  obvious  that  the  affairs 
of  City  Hall  should  be  run  on  the  single  basis  of 
public  service.  It  was  obvious  that  the  conditions 
called,  more  than  ever  before,  for  the  most  rigid 
adherence  to  sane  and  sober  principles  of  business, 
and  that  if  the  city  was  to  do  its  full  duty  in  the 
war.  and  at  the  same  time  to  maintain  adequate 
public  service,  all  superfluous  consideration  of  per- 
sonal or  party  politics  must  be  eliminated  To 
such  a  purpose  I  pledged  myself  in  my  inaugural 
address.  To  such  a  course  I  have  sought  to  ad- 
here. The  endeavor  has  been  to  condvict  an  admin- 
istration without  partisanship.  To  facilitate  this, 
and  to  diminish  the  number  of  obstacles.  I  pledged 
myself  not  to  be  a  candidate  to  succeed  myself 
and  1  secured  an  amendment  to  the  Boston  City 
Charter  making  the  Mayor  of  Boston  ineligible 
for  a  second  term  immediately  after  the  expiration 
of  the  four-year  term  for  which  he  is  elected. 

The  city's  financial  problem  at  the  beginning  of 
my  administration  was  considerable.  The  pros- 
pect for  city  borrowing,  within  the  debt  limit,  was 
$1,230,373  lower  than  for  the  preceding  year. 
Also  instead  of  having  $1,182,721  of  unappropri- 
ated cash  in  the  treasury,  as  it  had  on  January 
31,  1917,  when  I  entered  office  the  city  had  not  a 
single  dollar  of  unappropriated  cash  in  the  treasury. 
The  total  amount  available  for  general  municipal 
purposes  from  taxes  and  revenue  showed  for  the 
current  year  a  reduction  of  $1,876,758,  more  than 
11  per  cent,  or  from  Sir,, (179,974  to  $14,803,216. 
Thus,  with  a  reduction  of  $1,876,758  in  the  amount 
available  from  taxes  and  revenue,  and  a  reduction 
of  $1,230,373  in  the  borrowing  capacity  within  the 
debt  limit,  the  city  government,  in  February,  1918, 
had  $3,107,131  less  funds  available  than  in  the 
preceding  year,  a  reduction  of  more  than  15  per 
cent. 

With  this  inadequate  financial  equipment  we 
faced  the  necessity  of  maintaining  satisfactory 
city  government  in  war  time,  and  with  many 
special  problems  directly  ahead  of  us,  such  as  the 
need  to  provide  $100,000  more  to  meet  the  increase 
in  the  pay  of  day  laborers,  which  had  been  ad- 
vanced to  $3  a  day  on  June  1,  1917;    to  provide 


$172,000  more  for  extra  firemen,  due  to  granting 
one  day  off  in  three;  and  to  provide  means  to  meet 
many  of  the  exigencies  of  war. 

The  first  year  of  my  administration  was  the  last 
year  of  the  World  War.  The  termination  of  the 
war  did  not,  however,  end  the  difficulties  of  the 
city.  The  problems  of  readjustment  after  the 
war  have  been  serious.  The  war  increased  prices 
of  materials  necessary  for  city  use,  increased  the 
burden  of  relief  departments,  discommoded  city 
financing,  halted  public  construction  work,  and 
in  many  ways  made  the  city's  course  difficult. 
How  heavy  was  the  burden  may  be  seen  from  the 
fact  that  the  actual  expenditures  exceeded  a  round 
total  of  $50,000,000  including  county  and  metro- 
politan expenditures  and  our  share  of  the  state  tax. 
Many  causes  contributed  to  this  high  cost,  such 
as  large  expenditures,  more  than  $1,503,000  for 
street  repairs,  reduction  of  working  hours  in  the 
Police  and  Fire  Departments,  increase  in  the  pay- 
ment of  pensions,  and  for  the  retirement  of  serial 
bonds.  These  were  local  causes,  which  combined 
with  general  conditions  to  increase  the  cost  of  con- 
ducting the  management  of  Boston's  public  affairs. 

These  difficulties  were  overcome.  At  the  end 
of  three  years  of  my  administration  the  deficit 
mentioned  above  had  been  absorbed,  and  that 
year  was  closed  with  unappropriated  cash  in  the 
treasury  of  the  City  of  Boston  amounting  to 
$3,817,250.61,  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  city. 

Assessing. 

This  has  been  brought  about  by  systematic 
management  of  the  city's  affairs  and  by  ade- 
quately assessing  the  properties  of  the  larger 
corporations  of  the  city.  Today  the  six  largest 
corporations  in  the  city  pay  a  tax  on  a  valuation 
$25,615,400  greater  than  that  before  the  present 
administration  took  office. 

The  system  of  the  Assessing  Department  has 
been  both  simplified  and  developed  to  a  degree  of 
much  higher  efficiency  than  it  previously  had. 
The  real  estate  record  sheets,  which  were  used  on 
the  street,  have  been  perfected  so  that  they  con- 
tain in  detail  a  description  of  each  parcel  of  prop- 
erty, snowing  the  character  of  the  budding, 
number  of  stores,  and  giving  a  complete  descrip- 
tion of  the  estate,  including  the  character  of  the 
land,  etc.  ,  . 

As  a  result  of  existing  surveys  the  maps  for  use 
in  the  department  have  been  developed  for  the 
benefit  of  the  city.  The  Assessing  Department 
now  has  on  hand  maps  covering  about  two  hun- 
dred twentv-five  surveyed  blocks  of  the  city.  In 
addition  to  these  gains  in  efficiency,  a  considerable 
number  of  blueprints  have  been  made  of  the 
atlases,  upon  which  is  shown  the  price  per  foot, 
for  the  use  of  the  local  assessors  in  making  their 

The  state  income  tax  law  in  1917  reduced  the 
valuation  of  the  city  by  about  $107,000,000,  as  it 
took  from  the  total  valuation  of  the  city  the  valua- 
tion of  the  intangible  property;  and  in  1920  there 
was  a  further  reduction  of  about  $40,000,000,  que 
to  a  change  in  the  law  regarding  taxation  of  foreign 
corporations.  The  full  effect  of  the  earlier  reduc- 
tion was  felt  for  the  first  time  in  1920.  The  full 
effect  of  the  second  will  probably  be  felt  next  year. 
The  effect  of  the  first  reduction  was  to  reduce  the 
borrowing  capacity  of  the  city  by  2J  per  cent  on 
$167  000  000.  It  is  for  such  a  reason  that  we  had 
to  go  outside  of  the  debt  limit  in  1920  to  get  legis- 
lative authority  to  borrow  $2,500,000  for  Stuart 
street:  $1,000,000  for  new  ferryboats,  and  $100,000 
for  Old  Harbor  improvements.  Thus  the  appro- 
priating and  borrowing  powers  of  the  city  have 
been  seriously  interfered  with  by  charges  effected 
in  state  legislation. 

The  City  Treasury. 

In  the  Treasury  Department  the  system  of  pay- 
ment bv  checks  lias  been  established,  thus  placing 
the  operations  of  this  office  on  a  modern  business 
basis,  with  the  result  that  there  is  a  much  greater 
exactness  and  precision  in  all  of  its  functions. 
This  system  obviously  imposes  a  check  against 
errors,  and  is  a  strong  safeguard  to  the  city.  It 
has  met  with  general  commendation  and  may  be 
taken  as  a  permanent  improvement  in  this  depart- 
ment. 

The  facilities  of  the  treasurer  s  office  have  been 
materially  increased  by  the  addition  of  the  most 
modern,  practical  office  equipment.  The  work  of 
addressing  and  mailing  has  been  appreciably 
speeded  up  bv  this  improvement. 

Two  particular  demonstrations  of  the  efficiency 
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of  the  city  treasury  office  may  properly  be  empha- 
sized, both  of  them  representing  a  distinct  gain  iD 
security  of  the  public  funds.  A  better  interest 
rate,  amounting  to  3jper  cent  on  certain  accounts, 
has  been  obtained  for  the  public  funds.  This  is 
a  better  rate  than  the  city  ha3  received  on  such 
accounts  in  recent  years. 

The  last  year  has  seen  much  disturbance  in 
certain  banking  circles  in  and  about  Boston. 
This  disruption  of  public  confidence  was  a  serious 
menace  from  which  the  state  suffered  heavily  as  a 
depositor,  along  with  many  private  individuals. 
It  is  a  source  of  great  satisfaction  to  the  City  of 
Boston  that  through  the  wise  foresight  and  correct 
action  of  the  City  Treasurer,  not  one  dollar  of  the 
City  of  Boston  funds  was  tied  up  in  any  of  the 
banks  closed  by  state  authority.  The  position  of 
the  Treasury  Department  of  the  city  was  that  its 
first  duty  was  to  safeguard  every  dollar  of  the 
public  money.  No  other  consideration  could  take 
precedence  over  this.  The  City  Treasurer  con- 
ceived it  to  be  his  imperative  duty  to  protect  this 
money,  acting  as  trustee  for  all  of  the  people  of 
Boston.  He  proceeded  from  this  conviction  with 
entire  success  and  with  great  benefit  to  the  city. 
It  is  not  a  part  of  city  government  to  undertake  to 
uphold  weak  or  questionable  banking  institutions. 
The  city  uses  these  institutions  in  its  financial 
operations  precisely  as  any  business  house  should 
do.     Therefore  when  it  became  clear  to  the  City 


Treasurer  that  certain  banks  were  less  strong  than 
any  institution  should  be  to  warrant  doing  business 
with  the  city,  he  acted  with  promptness  and  ap- 
plied his  correct  principle  with  the  result  which  is 
recorded,  that  is,  the  unimperiled  security  of  the 
public  funds  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Further  advantage  and  profit  for  the  city  have 
been  obtained  by  undertaking  in  the  Auditing 
Department  during  the  past  year  the  payment  of 
bills  daily,  in  order  to  take  advantage  of  discounts. 
This  suggestion  was  made  to  the  City  Auditor 
by  me  last  spring  and  was  put  into  operation  on 
March  1,  1921.  The  plan  has  worked  admirably. 
Up  to  December  1,  1921,  the  saving  effected  has 
been  $9,542.96.  This  plan  continued  in  operation 
should  be  of  large  public  advantage.  It  is  the 
business-like  way  and  is  directly  in  line  with  the 
modern  methods  of  conducting  public  business 
on  the  same  lines  of  economical  management  as 
have  been  found  necessary  in,  private  business. 

Methods  of  economy  carried  forward  without 
sacrifice  of  service  have  operated  for  the  public's 
advantage  in  many  departments  of  city  affairs.  It 
is  an  achievement  worth  emphasis  that  during  my 
administration  the  city  debt  has  been  notably 
reduced.  The  decrease  from  January  31,  1918,  to 
December  31,  1921,  was  $4,439,660.26.  The  com- 
plete figures  for  the  debt  of  the  City  of  Boston 
and  County  of  Suffolk  as  compared  for  these  two 
dates  are  as  follows:

Tax  Rate. 

The  history  of  Boston's  tax  rate  for  the  past 
four  years  is  satisfactory.  In  1917  the  Boston  tax 
rate  was  $17.70,  then  the  lowrest  but  one  in  the 
state  —  Peabody,  $15. 

Boston's  1921  tax  rate  is  $24.70.  There  are  only 
four  Massachusetts  cities  with  lower  rates  this 
year.  Those  four  cities  are  Beverly,  $22.80; 
Holyoke,  $24;  Newton,  $24;  Fall  River,  $24.20. 
In  other  Massachusetts  cities  the  tax  rate  runs 
much  higher,  reaching  the  peak  in  Revere,  which 
has  a  1921  rate  of  $37.20. 

In  1917  there  were  a  number  of  cities  grouped 
near  Boston  in  the  size  of  their  tax  rate.  For 
example,  in  1917  these  tax  rates  were  close  to 
Boston's:  Springfield.  $17.80;  Chicopee,  $18.70; 
Lawrence,  $18.80;  Holyoke,  $18.80;  Attleboro, 
$19.  It  is  interesting  to  note  now  that  the  rate 
in  all  of  this  group,  which  four  years  ago  were  close 
to  Boston,  have  increased  far  more  than  has  the 
rate  in  this  city. 

The  increase  in  Boston's  tax  rate  in  the  past 
four  years  has  in  fact  been  absolutely  normal 
The  increase  has  been  exactly  $7.  This  is  precisely 
the  increase  in  the  average  tax  rate  for  thirty- 
eight  Massachusetts  cities.  The  average  rate  for 
these  cities  in  1917  was  $21.56.  The  average  rate 
for  the  same  cities  in  1921  is  $28.56.  Thus, 
Boston's  rate  has  remained  exactly  $3.86  lower 
than  the  average  Massachusetts  city  tax  rate. 

It  will  be  borne  in  mind  also  that  during  this 
period  the  tax  for  city  departments,  despite  the 
unusual  costs,  and  extra  expenditures  for  streets, 
outside  the  schools,  has  shown  a  decrease.  The 
tax  figures  applying  to  such  city  departments  are: 
1918,  $12.37;  1919,  $12.13;  1920,  $11.90;  1921, 
$11.53.  It  will  be  observed  that  since  1918  there 
has  been  an  actual  annual  reduction.  From  1918 
to  1921  this  reduction  was  84  cents.  In  the  same 
period  the  expenditures  for  schools  have  increased 
greatly.  Over  this  the  Mayor  has  no  control. 
The  portion  of  the  tax  which  was  applied  to  schools 
was:  1917,  $4.33;  1918,  $4.48;  1919,  $5.02;  1920, 
$7.14;    1921,  $8.03.     It  will  be  seen  that  the  school 


tax  has  nearly  doubled  in  this  period.  This  made 
the  increased  tax  rate  inevitable,  despite  economies 
in  any  other  municipal  department.  It  is  gratify- 
ing to  Boston  that  during  a  period  of  rapidly  rising 
costs  of  material  and  labor  through  the  stress  of 
difficult  war  conditions  and  almost  equally  difficult 
conditions  accompanying  reconstruction,  we  have 
been  able  to  meet  all  the  demands  resulting  from  the 
war,  and  at  the  same  time  to  increase  the  efficiency 
of  public  service  and  at  the  same  time  to  prevent 
Boston's  tax  rate  from  rising  beyond  reason.  To 
have  kept  the  city's  tax  rate  in  the  same  relation  to 
the  average  city  rate  for  the  state  during  these  four 
years,  to  keep  that  rate  still  $3.86  below  the  average 
rate,  is,  I  think,  a  matter  for  congratulation  to  every 
taxpayer.  The  problems  of  a  large  city  such  as 
Boston  are  more  complicated  than  those  of  a  smaller 
community.  The  war's  demands  were  particularly 
heavy  upon  us  as  the  capitol  city  of  this  state. 
The  pressure  of  acute  unemployment  conditions  fur- 
ther bore  upon  this  city  with  greater  force  than 
on  most  other  cities.  Thus  it  would  have  been 
reasonable  to  expect  a  much  greater  increase  in 
Boston's  tax  rate  than  actually  occurred.  I  think 
the  citizens  of  Boston  should  appreciate  the  fact 
that  an  unreasonable  tax  rate  increase  has  been 
prevented  simply  by  the  co-operation  of  all  city 
departments  in  seeking  to  give  the  maximum  of 
service  at  the  minimum  of  expense. 

Under  the  statutes  the  city  tax  limit  is  $6.52. 
It  became  necessary,  during  my  administration, 
to  increase  this  tax  limit.  A  special  act  was  secured 
from  the  Legislature  permitting  such  increase. 
During  last  year  the  tax  limit  was  fixed  at  $11. 
The  difference  between  $6.52  and  $11  means  an 
increase  in  the  amount  available  for  the  city, 
amounting  approximately  to  $6,750,000. 

It  undoubtedly  will  be  necessary  for  the  incoming 
Mayor  to  seek  similar  assistance  through  legislative 
act.  Due  to  the  termination  of  the  special  act 
increasing  the  tax  limit,  that  limit  now  automati- 
cally returns  to  $6.52.  The  Legislature  at  its  last 
session  was  disinclined  to  increase  tho  tax  limit 
for  Boston  so  far  in  advance,  and  it  therefore  will 
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become  necessary  for  the  incoming  Mayor  to  take 
this  matter  up  on  Beacon  Hill.  I  have  left  available 
facts  and  figures  pertaining  to  this  situation,  which 
I  hope  will  be  useful  to  the  new  administration. 

Politics  and  Administration. 

The  problem  which  the  executive  of  a  city  must 
keep  foremost  in  mind  at  all  times  and  under  all 
conditions  can  be  stated  in  simple  terms,  though 
its  translation  into  action  and  results  is  not  simple. 
In  brie/,  it  is  to  save  the  public  money,  and,  at  the 
same  time,  to  secure  for  the  public  a  maximum  of 
service.  One  of  the  commonest  obstacles  to  the 
solution  of  this  problem  in  municipal  government 
is  the  presence  of  what  may  be  called  political 
considerations.  This  is  the  obstacle  commonly  met 
in  all  departments  of  democratic  government, 
whether  municipal,  county,  state  or  federal.  It 
is  this  consideration  of  political  exigencies  and 
necessities  which  so-  often  leads  commentators  on 
our  public  affairs  to  comment  unfavorably  upon  the 
differences  between  the  conduct  of  public  busi- 
ness and  private  business.  The  temptation  or  the 
pressure  which  interferes  with  the  business-like 
management  of  public  affairs  at  all  times  makes 
difficult  such  management  in  the  public  interest. 
I  have  endeavored  to  provide  in  the  conduct  of  the 
affairs  of  the  City  of  Boston  a  nonpolitical  adminis- 
tration. Considerations  of  political  strategy  and 
the  claims  of  political  prejudices  have  been  elimi- 
nated. I  have  sought  to  direct  city  affairs,  so  far 
as  they  came  within  my  control,  upon  a  basis  of 
the  fundamental  requirement  which  I  have  already 
emphasized,  that  is,  to  secure  the  maximum  of 
public  service  at  the  minimum  of  public  cost. 

It  is  not  possible  to  make  a  precise  comparison 
between  the  government  of  a  city  and  a  private 
business.  It  is  possible,  however,  and  it  is  neces- 
sary if  the  best  results  are  to  be  obtained,  for  those 
directing  a  city  government  to  keep  ever  in  mind 
the  essential  principles  which  promise  the  best 
results  in  any  business  undertaking.  If  a  private 
business  should  be  conducted  with  a  constant 
yielding  to  the  importunities  of  personal  advantage, 
or  if  it  allows  itself  to  be  influenced  by  demands  of 
favoritism  it  must  encounter  difficulties  and  invite 
failure.  So  we  find  in  direction  of  public  affairs 
that  the  pressure  of  political  favoritism  operates 
as  a  brake  against  municipal  progress. 

Recognizing  these  facts,  i  and  recognizing  the 
difficulties  of  my  office  in  this  regard,  I  have  tried 
always  to  keep  the  public  interest  uppermost  and 
to  eradicate  pernicious  politics  from  the  city  admin- 
istrative affairs. 

This  policy  has  been  to  a  marked  degree  success- 
ful. I  believe  that  during  my  administration  city 
employees  in  all  departments  and  of  all  grades  have 
felt  that  their  work  was  judged  on  the  simple  basis 
of  faithfulness  and  efficiency,  and  without  undue 
consideration  to  their  political  affiliations. 

Streets. 

It  is  an  ancient  truth  recognized  by  the  earliest 
builders  of  cities  that  convenient  means  for  travel 
from  place  to  place  are  necessary  for  progress  and 
prosperity.  The  basis  of  such  provision  is  good 
roads  or  streets.  From  the  earliest  times  the 
importance  of  highways  has  received  recognition. 
The  safety  of  the  nation  has  always  depended  upon 
the  facilities  for  travel  from  place  to  place.  The 
prosperous  development  of  a  city  no  less  depends 
upon  an  equipment  of  streets  adequate  in  number 
and  suitably  maintained.  In  laying  out  a  new 
city  under  modern  conditions  this  problem  of  street 
provision  is  the  one  which  receives  first  attention. 
Under  such  conditions  as  apply  to  a  made-to-order 
city  the  problem  of  street  arrangement  and  con- 
struction is  not  particularly  difficult.  Under  such 
conditions  as  prevail  in  a  city  of  Boston's  age 
and  physical  characteristics  the  problem  is,  on  the 
contrary,  supremely  difficulty  We  have  here  an 
old  city,  including  in  its  business  section  and  in 
part  of  its  residential  sections,  a  network  of  old, 
crooked  and  narrow  streets,  which,  however  pic- 
turesque they  may  be,  and  however  well  they  may 
have  served  the  early  colonists,  present  a  con- 
siderable problem  to  modern  city  government. 

Through  years  of  inefficient  service,  inadequate 
appropriations  and  badly  advised  expenditures, 
Boston's  streets  fell  into  a  disgraceful  condition. 
Old  streets  had  been  allowed  to  fall  into  decay  and 
no  longer  served  even  within  their  restricted  range 
of  possibilities  the  normal  demands  placed  upon 
them.  New  streets  had  been  planned  and  con- 
structed often  in  a  haphazard  manner,  and  fre- 
quently for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  importuni- 
ties of  some  politician  or  political  influence.     When 


I  assumed  office  I  was  impressed  by  this  existing 
and  menacing  situation.  It  was  obvious  that  it 
would  not  be  sufficient  simply  to  doctor  this  con- 
dition by  any  haphazard  or  casual  methods.  I 
therefore  dealt  with  this  situation  by  appointing 
a  committee,  on  which  the  engineering  firm  of 
Stone  &  Webster  accepted  membership.  Under 
this  committee  a  searching  investigation  was  made 
by  engineers,  with  the  purpose  of  establishing  a 
policy  for  essential  street  improvements. 

As  a  result  of  the  study  by  this  committee  a 
comprehensive  plan  was  made.  This  plan  called 
for  general  street  improvement  in  the  down-town 
section,  and  then  for  the  construction  of  thirteen 
radial  highways.  This  plan  has  been  followed 
towards  completion.  It  has  to  a  very  large  extent 
obtained  satisfactory  results.  What  is  perhaps 
even  more  important,  in  its  promise  for  the  future, 
is  that  it  has  removed  street  construction  problems 
from  the  confusion  and  contamination  of  local 
politics.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  emphasize  the 
fact  that  this  plan  and  its  operation  have  met 
vigorous  antagonism  from  a  few  local  interests. 
Nevertheless,  the  wisdom  of  the  plan  has  received 
general  recognition,  and  the  opposition  will  dis- 
appear. It  is  important  and  gratifying  to  record 
the  concrete  achievement  of  this  committee  in 
undertaking  a  solution  of  the  street  problem  of  this 
city.  Yet  the  most  important  feature  of  what  has 
been  done  is  not  this  concrete  achievement,  but  is 
rather  the  line  of  procedure  indicated  by  its  under- 
taking. I  most  earnestly  hope  that  the  city  will 
continue  to  approach  its  street  problem  in  the  same 
spirit  and  with  as  gratifying  results. 

Stuart  Street. 

The  most  important  single  undertaking  in 
street  laying-out  or  construction  was  the  Stuart 
street  widening  and  extension.  This  was  auth- 
orized by  me  as  Mayor  on  September  8,  1921, 
when  I  approved  the  order  for  the  laying  out,  ex- 
tension, widening,  relocation  and  construction  of 
Stuart  street  as  a  highway,  between  Huntington 
avenue  and  Washington  street,  over  and  includ- 
ing parts  of  Grenville  place,  Tennyson  and  Eliot 
streets,  and  the  widening  and  construction  of 
Eliot  street,  as  a  highway,  between  Warrenton 
street  and  Broadway.  This  project  is  a  direct 
contribution  toward  the  solution  of  the  large 
traffic  problem  of  the  city.  It  is  impossible  to 
forecast  the  extent  to  which  this  will  increase  the 
general  business  prosperity  of  the  city  as  a  whole. 
It  will,  however,  add  what  the  city  has  long  needed, 
a  broad  and  well-planned  general  highway  cutting 
through  the  city,  or  in  the  midst  of  a  busy  business 
section,  and  certain  to  become  one  of  the  most 
valuable  and  important  portions  of  the  whole  city. 

This  improvement,  one  of  the  largest  of  its  kind 
in  the  city's  history,  will  be  carried  to  completion 
without  excessive  initial  cost,  and  with  the  abso- 
lute assurance  of  largely  increased  public  revenues 
through  the  rapid  development  of  real_  estate 
values  and  the  erection  of  important  buildings. 
Awards  for  land  to  be  taken  and  for  buildings  to 
be  cut  off  or  removed,  make  a  total  of  $2,391,- 
068.25.  The  total  estimated  cost  of  construc- 
tion is  $350,000.  This  makes  the  total  estimated 
cost  of  this  improvement,  $2,741,068.25.  ;  Prop- 
erty in  the  territory  through  which  this  highway 
is  to  extend  should  benefit  to  the  amount,  accord- 
ing to  estimates,  of  $2,369,936.95.  If  these  esti- 
mates are  maintained,  the  net  cost  to  thecity  of 
the  Stuart  street  improvement  and  extension  will 
be  but  $371,131.  This  sum  is  hardly  more  than 
the  annual  tax  revenue  at  2\  per  cent  from  three 
large  buildings  which  are  already  planned  for 
construction  abutting  this  highway.  That  the 
completion  of  the  street  will  largely  increase  the 
taxable  property  of  the  city  is  obvious.  It  is 
hardly  less  clear  that  it  will  immediately  con- 
tribute to  public  prosperity  through  a  new  stimu- 
lation of  business.  The  streets,  in  their  arrange- 
ment and  their  maintenance,  constitute  an  essen- 
tial part  of  the  equipment  by  which  the  city  does 
business  and  prospers.  With  inadequate  streets 
or  with  streets  poorly  maintained,  it  is  not  possi- 
ble for  any  city  to  increase  its  business  or  even 
to  maintain  an  established  activity.  Boston  has 
for  many  years  suffered  from  the  fact  that  it  was 
attempting  to  do  the  business  of  a  modern  city 
in  times  of  great  speed  and  energy  with  a  street 
equipment  designed  for  other  times  and  for  less 
strenuous  needs.  The  problem  of  readjusting 
street  conditions  in  this  city  to  meet  the  pressure 
of  modern  business  and  to  allow  for  what  should 
be  our  normal  development  of  prosperity,  is  not  a 
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simple  one.  I  believe  that  the"  extension  and  im- 
provement of  Stuart  street  is  the  most  direct,  and 
will  be  the  most  effective  attack  on  this  problem 
which  the  city  has  ^  made  in  recent  years.  _  Its 
initial  cost  to  the  city  is  low.  The  possibilities 
of  its  profit  to  the  city  are  incalculably  large. 

Cleveland  Circle. 

Another  improvement  of  much  importance  and 
of  particular  satisfaction  from  the  fact  that  it 
completes  a  scheme  which  was  planned  more  than 
thirty  years  ago,  is  the  development  of  Cleveland 
circle,  at  the  head  of  Beacon  street,  near  the  Res- 
ervoir in  the  Aberdeen  section  of  Brighton.  Pre- 
vious efforts  to  carry  this  work  through  have  been 
retarded  by  a  number  of  reasons,  among  which 
was  the  fear  that  a  number  of  fine  trees  and  a 
fountain  would  have  to  be  destroyed.  At  my 
suggestion  this  matter  was  taken  up  again, 
after  a  careful  study  of  the  problem  by  the  engi- 
neers of  the  Park  Department  and  the  Public  • 
Works  Department,  a  plan  was  worked  out  which 
saved  all  but  two  of  the  trees,  those  saved^  being 
the  best  ones.  It  was  planned  that  additional 
trees  should  be  planted  in  the  circle  this  spring. 

In  connection  with  this  development,  and  as  a 
part  of  it,  Chestnut  Hill  avenue,  between  the 
Brookline  line  and  Commonwealth  avenue,  has 
been  widened;  here  again  a  number  of  trees  which 
it  was  feared  would  have  to  be  destroyed  have  been 
saved  by  the  skillful  planning  of  the  engineers. 
On  the  park  bordering  Chestnut  Hill  avenue  a 
wall  has  been  built  which,  I  am  informed  by  the 
landscape  architects,  is  one  of  the  most  attractive 
of  its  kind  to  be  found  anywhere. 

I  am  speaking  at  some  length  of  the  Cleveland 
circle  improvement  because  it  is  an  example  of 
development  which  not  only  is  of  artistic  value, 
but  also  contributes  specifically  to  the  increased 
safety  of  the  public.  The  widening  of  Chestnut 
Hill  avenue  has  removed  a  dangerous  spot  where 
automobile  collisions  were  of  rather  frequent 
occurrence.  The  avenue  was  formerly  60  feet 
wide  with  a  double  line  of  car  tracks  laid  on  one 
side  of  the  roadway.  It  is  now  80  feet  wide.  This 
is  a  heavy  traffic  point.  This  traffic  formerly 
used  but  one  side  of  the  roadway  and  it  was  forced 
to  meet  on  the  wrong  side  of  the  road  traffic  which 
was  passing  through  from  Beacon  street  westerly. 
Under  the  new  plan  the  tracks  are  in  the  center  of 
the  avenue,  leaving  plenty  of  room  for  traffic. 
This  should  materially  reduce  the  number  of 
accidents  at  this  point.     • 

Thus  we  have  perfected  what  is  probably  the 
most  attractive  approach  to  the  City  of  Boston 
over  the  highways.  Most  of  the  overland  tourists 
to  and  from  New  York  and  the  West  follow  this 
route. 

Other  Street  Development. 

A  larger  amount  of  street  construction  has  been 
undertaken  had  completed  during  my  admini- 
stration than  in  any  preceding  similar  period. 
This  was  in  response  to  an  obvious  need.  The 
business  prosperits'  of  any  city  requires  the  best 
possible  construction  of  its  highways  and  an 
adequate  maintenance  of  them.  The  present 
administration  has  sought  to  keep  this  fact  con- 
stantly in  mind,  and  to  expend  the  city's  money 
with  a  constructive  economy  in  the  field  of  high- 
way development.  There  have  been  constructed 
or  improved  313  miles  of  streets  and  75  miles  of 
artificial  stone  pavement  during  the  past  four  years. 
This  is  the  largest  amount  of  such  construction  in 
any  similar  period  in  the  city's  history. 

A  number  of  other  important  highway  develop- 
ments have  been  put  through  during  the  past  four 
years.  The  Stuart  street  extension  and  the  de- 
velopment of  Cleveland  circle  and  Chestnut  Hill 
avenue,  above  referred  to.  are  of  particular  impor- 
tance, but  they  do  not  stand  alone  as  marking  the 
progress  made  by  the  city  toward  a  satisfactory 
equipment  of  highways. 

For  many  years  the  improvement  of  Centre 
street,  West  Roxbury,  from  South  street  to  Spring 
street,  has  beeD  sought.  This  work  has  now  been 
done.  Its  completion  gives  to  the  important  and 
growing  district  of  West  Roxbury  a  particularly 
fine  radial  highway  which  insures  far  better  trans- 
portation than  in  the  past  for  the  people  of  this 
part  of  the  city.  It  is  to  be  expected  that  this 
improved  highway  will  to  a  considerable  extent 
develop  along  business  lines. 

Complementing  the  Centre  street  improvement 
are  the  extension  of  Belgrade  avenue  and  the 
widening  of  Beech  street.  This  improvement  was 
dictated   by   the   desirability   of   fully   completing 


the  surface  car  transportation  plans  which  the 
widening  of  Centre  street  promotes.  The  Centre 
street  widening  alone  could  not  guarantee  such 
surface  car  transportation  improvement  as  was 
desired,  but  the  work  on  Belgrade  avenue  and 
Beech  street  carried  the  plan  forward  and  elimi- 
nates bad  curves  and  a  roundabout  route  for  the 
ears.  Thus  these  two  important  highway  im- 
provements should  operate  to  develop  rapidly  a 
home  area  adjacent  to  this  better  served  territory. 

Chelsea  street,  Charlestown,  has  been  widened. 
This  improvement  is  made  necessary  by  the  de- 
mands of  teaming  and  street  car  transportation. 
To  and  from  the  docks  along  the  Mystic  river  is  a 
large  amount  of  teaming,  most  of  which  is  by  way 
of  Chelsea  street,  this  being  the  only  approach  to 
the  docks  without  a  difficult  grade.  Before  the 
widening  of  this  street  such  teaming  was  hampered 
by  much  traffic  congestion  and  many  vexatious 
delays.  These  obstructions  to  business  traffic  on 
Chelsea  street  are  now  almost  eliminated. 

Hyde  Park  has  received  a  notable  street  improve- 
ment in  the  widening  of  Hyde  Park  avenue, 'which 
has  been  completed  after  much  difficulty  with  the 
street  railway  situation.  The  Hvde  Park  section 
should  profit  materially  through  this  street  im- 
provement, Doth  in  better  transportation  facilities 
for  business  and  in  a  stimulated  real  estate  develop- 
ment. 

The  widening  of  North  Beacon  street,  Brighton, 
between  Market  street  and  the  Charles  river,  is 
the  fulfillment  of  a  plan  partially  carried  out  a  few 
years  ago  when  this  street  was  widened  between 
Union  square  and  Market  street. 

In  South  Boston,  D  street,  Claflin  street  and 
Fargo  street  have  been  ordered  constructed.  Tt  eve 
improvements  will  mean  much  to  a  large  terr.torv 
close  to  the  waterfront  in  a  part  of  the  city  which 
offers  possibilities  of!  arge  and  profitable  develop- 
ment for  factories  and  storage  warehouses. 

One  of  the  most  important  street  improvements 
of  recent  years  is  the  widening  of  Charles  street 
in  the  city  proper.  This  improvement  was  made 
in  the  interest  of  traffic  and  particularly  to  serve 
the  transportation  of  merchandise  to  and  from  the 
freight  terminals.  The  need  of  some  relief  in 
this  congested  section  of  business  travel  has  been 
recognised  for  many  years,  and  in  recent  years  there 
has  been  much  insistence  upon  making  improve- 
ments_  there.  The  increase  of  motor  vehicle  traffic, 
with  its  consequent  increased  congestion,  created 
a  situation  which  has  now  been  happily  relieved. 
This  Charles  street  widening  is  the  fiist  step  in  a 
scheme  for  better  means  of  motor  transportation 
around  Beacon  Hill  and  away  from  the  retail  shop- 
ping district. 

Additional  improvement  in  street  conditions  in 
the  yicin.ty  of  Park  square  is  obtained  by  the  ex- 
tension of  Clarendon  street,  between  Columbus 
avenue  and  Stuart  street.  Clarendon  street  is  now 
a  complete  thoroughfare  from  Tremont  street 
to  Beacon  street.  Before  this  work  was  under- 
taken there  was  a  break  in  the  street,  between 
Columbus  avenue  and  Stanhope  street,  the  two 
sections  being  divided  by  an  open  railroad  cut. 
This  led  to  confusion  and,  of  course,  it  also  halted 
property  development  in  that  section.  In  order  to 
carry  this  improvement  through  it  was  necessary 
to  build  a  bridge  over  the  railroad  to  ioin  together 
the  two  parts  of  the  street.  The  success  of  this 
improvement  is  already  manifest  in  a  steadily 
increasing  traffic  by  this  route.  It  provides  con- 
venient approach  to  the  Back  Bay  railroad  stations. 
It  is  to  be  expected  that  the  completion  of  this 
street  will  encourage  valuable  real  estate  develop- 
ment in  that  territory.  It  is  a  particular  satis- 
faction to  make  note  of  the  completion  of  this 
work  because  it  has  been  advocated  practically 
every  year  since  1870. 

As  a  material  contribution  to  lessening  the  diffi- 
culties of  the  traffic  situation,  Tremont  and  Boyls- 
ton  streets  were  widened  from  the  Common  side 
after  a  referendum  to  the  people. 

Large  amounts  of  main  highway  construction 
have  included,  in  the  city  proper,  Atlantic  avenue. 
Commercial  street  from  the  South  Station  to  the 
North  Station;  oil  of  Federal  street;  Portland, 
Merrimac,  Cross,  Blackstone  and  Charles  streets, 
Clarendon  street  extension,  Tremont  street  from 
Eliot  street  to  Massachusetts  avenue;  State  and 
Albany  streets,  Harrison  avenue,  Newbury,  Exeter, 
Devonshire,  Franklin  and  Stuart  streets. 

In  East  Boston,  Saratoga  and  Chelsea  streets 
have  been  improved.  In  Charlestown,  Main  street, 
Rutherford  avenue  and  Chelsea  street  have  been 
improved.     Other  important  street  construction  of 
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the  past  four  years  includes,  in  South  Boston, 
Broadway,  East  Fourth  street,  Dorchester  street 
and  Dorchester  avenue;  in  Dorchester,  Dorchester 
avenue,  Washington,  Pleasant,  Stoughton,  Morton, 
Bowdoin,  Norfolk  and  Babson  streets  and  Geneva 
avenue;  in  Roxbury,  Warwick,  Smith,  Conant, 
Parker,  Tremont  and  Dudley  streets  and  Colum- 
bus and  Walnut  avenues;  in  Jamaica  Plain  and 
West  Roxbury,  Centre,  Washington,  Green,  Amory, 
Boylston,  Beech,  La  Grange  and  Morton  streets 
and  Belgrade  and  South  Huntington  and  Metro- 
politan avenues  and  Arborway;  in  Hyde  Park, 
Hyde  Park  avenue  and  River  street;  in  Brighton, 
Washington  and  Cambridge  streets.  North  Beacon 
and  Market  streets,  Chestnut  Hill  avenue  and 
Cleveland  circle.  Much  work  has  been  done  also 
in  improving  the  condition  of  the  bridges,  without 
which  the  use  of  the  highways  is  of  course  ob- 
structed. Work  done  in  this  branch  of  the  public 
works,  is  as  follows: 

Bridges. 

Broadway  Bridge,  over  Boston  &  Albany  Bail- 
road,  rebuilt. 

New  bridge  constructed  over  Belgrade  avenue 
extension  (formerly  Beech  street),  West  Roxbury. 

Norfolk  Street  Bridge,  Dorchester,  over  New 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad,  widened 
to  conform  to  the  new  street  lines. 

Northern  Avenue  Bridge,  reconstructed  to  penrit 
the  operation  of  Union  freight  trains. 

Summer  Street  Bridge,  over  Fort  Point  channel, 
reconstructed  to  permit  the  operation  of  electric 
freight  cars. 

New  bridge  constructed  on  Brookline  avenue, 
west  of  Beacon  street.  This  will  allow  the  opera- 
tion of  the  heaviest  type  trolley  ears. 

New  bridge  constructed  over  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  and  Boston  &  Albany 
Railroad  at  Clarendon  street,  between  Stuart 
street  and  Columbus  avenue. 

Ashland  Street  Bridge,  West  Roxbury,  over  New 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad,  was 
rebuilt. 

Warren  Bridge,  between  Boston  and  Charles- 
town,  was  reconstructed  to  permit  the  diversion 
of  the  heaviest  type  trolley  cars  in  the  event  of  an 
accident  to  Charlestown  Bridge. 

A  contract  has  been  let  for  designing  the  super- 
structure of  a  permanent  bridge,  to  replace  the 
present  temporary  one,  at  Chelsea  South,  between 
Boston  and  Chelsea. 

A  new  steel  deck  girder  bridge,  encased  in 
concrete,  was  built  on  Bennington  street,  East 
Boston,  over  the  Boston,  Revere  Beach  &  Lynn 
Railroad. 

On  Hyde  Park  avenue,  over  Mother  brook, 
Hyde  Park,  a  new  reinforced  concrete  bridge  is 
being  constructed. 

Other  Public  Works. 

A  new  wall  was  constructed  along  the  line  of  the 
Roxbury  canal,  in  the  rear  of  the  city's  paving, 
sanitary,  sewer  and  water  yards  and  the  City  Hos- 
pital, and  the  canal  was  dredged  to  allow  larger 
barges  to  deliver  coal  at  the  City  Hospital  coal 
pocket.  The  old  bulkhead  had  collapsed  and  im- 
peded navigation  in  the  canal. 

Work  is  now  in  progress  on  the  improvement 
and  sanding  of  the  Strandway  beach,  at  M  and  N 
streets.     A  concrete  wall  is  to  be  built,  also. 

Engineering  parties  from  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment have  been  lent  to  the  Institutions,  Fire, 
Public  Buildings  and  Hospital  Departments  to 
supervise  the  erection  of  various  structures  for 
those  departments  at  a  very  appreciable  saving. 

The  interests  of  the  employees  of  the  Public 
Works  Department  and  their  necessities,  in  view  of 
the  difficult  living  conditions  of  the  past  few  years, 
have  been  kept  in  mind,  and  increases  amounting 
to  from  SI  to  $1.50  per  day  have  been  given  to 
laborers  and  mechanics.  Also  to  all  clerks  and 
inspectors  receiving  below  $2,000  per  year  have 
been  granted  salary  increases  to  from  $200  to  $400 
per  year.  A  schedule  allowing  annual  increases  to 
employees  of  the  engineering  service  has  been 
successfully  adhered  to. 

Ferry  Service. 
Further  to  encourage  and  provide  for  improved 
traffic  conditions,  the  Ferry  Service  has  1  een  greatly 
strengthened.  Two  new  steel  ferryboats  of  the 
latent  type  have  been  built  and  are  now  m  opera- 
tion. They  are  the  "Lieut.  Flaherty"  and  the 
"Ralph  J.  Palumbo."  These  boats  irnresent  the 
latest  word  in   this  sort  of  vessel  and  a  feature 


of  them  which  demands  public  interest  and  ap- 
proval is  that  they  are  equipped  with  fire  pumps 
so  that  in  the  event  of  waterfront  fires  they  can  be 
used  as  auxiliaries  to  the  regular  fireboats.  Two 
of  the  old  ferryboats,  no  longer  in  use.  have  been 
disposed  of.  They  are  the  "D.  D.  Kelly"  and  the 
"General  Hancock." 

The  remaining  ferryboats  have  been  reconstruct- 
ed or  repaired  so  that  they  now  are  in  first-class 
condition.  The  ferryboat  "Noddle  Island"  has 
been  given  an  entire  new  hull.  The  "General 
Sumner"  and  the  "John  H.  Sullivan"  have  been  so 
constructed  as  to  provide  for  four  teaming  road- 
ways. This  work  of  reconstruction  has  increased 
the  vehicle-carrying  capacity  of  these  three  boats 
by  about  100  per  cent.  The  ferryboat  "Hugh 
O'Brien"  has  been  given  a  new  boiler  and  its  ma- 
chinery has  been  thoroughly  overhauled. 

On  one  of  the  slips  on  each  side  of  the  South 
Ferry,  provision  is  made  for  a  double  runway,  which 
will  greatly  facilitate  loading  and  unloading  the 
ferries. 

Thus  Boston's  Ferry  Service  has  been  brought 
up  to  date  and  made  to  fulfill  its  purpose. 

Water  Service. 

Another  branch  of  public  works  in  which  par- 
ticular effort  has  been  made  to  increase  the  safety 
and  convenience  of  the  citizens  of  Boston  is  that 
of  the  Water  Service.  In  order  to  strengthen  the 
city's  fire  protection  and  to  anticipate  new  street 
construction,  as  well  as  to  extend  the  high  service 
forsprinkler  systems,  twenty-seven  miles  of  water 
mains  of  various  sizes  have  been  laid  or  relaid  in 
different  parts  of  the  city  during  the  past  four 
years.     These  include: 

A  12-inch  main  was  laid  in  Main  street,  Charles- 
town,  in  place  of  the  worn-out  6-inch  main. 

In  Jamaica  Plain  a  16-inch  main  was  laid,  replac- 
ing small  pipes. 

The  supply  in  Spring  street,  West  Roxbury ,  was 
reinforced  by  a  second  pipe  to  provide  sufficient 
service  for  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service 
Hospital  in  the  old  Parental  School  property. 

A  new  12-inch  flexible  main  was  laid  between 
Moon  and  Long  Islands,  to  afford  a  second  supply 
for  the  hari>or  service. 

Twenty-five  hundred  linear  feet  of  24-inch  pipe 
laid  in  1885  in  Perkins  street,  West  Roxbury,  were 
replaced  with  36-inch  pipe.  This  is  the  first  step 
in  a  plan  to  afford  an  adequate  second  feed  in  the 
high  service  from  the  metropolitan  mains.  To 
make  the  new  supply  fully  effective,  4,000  feet  of 
the  24-inch  pipe  remain  to  be  replaced. 

The  laying  of  the  36-inch  high  service  in  Harrison 
avenue,  over  the  railroad  bridge,  at  Motte  street, 
was  completed,  greatlyi  mproving  the  supply  to  the 
high  value  district  of  the  city  proper. 

Waste  water  surveys  have  been  made  in  Charles- 
town,  Brighton,  South  Boston,  East  Boston,  por- 
tions of  the  city  proper,  Back  Bay,  Roxbury  and 
Dorchester.  The  results  of  this  survey  have  justi- 
fied the  expenditure,  in  that  Boston's  share  of  the 
metropolitan  assessment  has  been  appreciably 
reduced. 

The  two  pumping  stations  of  the  high  pressure 
fire  service  have  been  completed,  one  in  the  Edison 
station  on  Atlantic  avenue  and  the  other  in  the 
Lincoln  power  station  of  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  Company.  The  station  in  the  Ed'son 
property  is  equipped  with  two  electrically-driven 
four-stage  centrifugal  pumps,  each  of  a  capacity  of 
3,000  gallons  per  minute,  at  300  pounds  pressure. 
The  station  in  the  Elevated  property  is  equipped 
with  two  steam  turbine  driven  three-state  centrif- 
ugal pumps  each  of  a  capacity  of  3,000  gallons  per 
minute,  at  300  pounds  pressure. 

Arlincton  Station. 
Improvement  of  transportation  facilities  within 
the  city  and  between  the  city  and  suburbs  is  a  con- 
stant necessity,  and  always  in  the  processes  of  ex- 
pansion, never  completed.  This  process  during  my 
administration  has  been  carried  on  with  such  results 
that  there  is  a  notably  increased  provision  for  the 
business  and  convenience  of  the  residents  of  Boston 
and  for  those  who  do  business  here.  Under  the 
Transit  Department  of  the  city  public  convenience 
has  been  served  by  a  wise  and  well  ordered  expan- 
sion on  transportation  facilities.  The  most  notable 
special  achievement  in  this  line  is  the  completion 
of  the  Arlington  Station  in  the  Boylston  Street 
Subway.  The  demand  for  this  station  was  long 
ago  expressed.  That  demand  is  now  met  by  a 
station  admirably  arranged,  easy  of  access  and 
egress.     This  arrangement  is  particularly  conven- 
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ient  for  the  public.  Each  entrance  and  exit 
leads  to  or  from  all  trains  in  either  direction. 
This  convenient  arrangement  eliminates  confusion 
and  serves  the  public  perfectly.  The  completion 
of  the  Arlington  Station  provides  one  link  in  a  most 
important  chain  of  Boston's  development.  Through 
many  years  past  it  has  been  felt  by  business  men 
that  there  were  opportunities  for  large  develop- 
ment in  the  region  adjacent  to  Arlington  street 
and  Park  square.  Certain  business  establishments 
and  places  of  entertainment  have  made  con- 
siderable investments  there,  yet  street  facilities 
and  transit  conveniences  were  lacking.  During 
my  administration  this  section  of  the  city  has  been 
brought  into  active  participation  in  the  city's 
growth.  The  completion  of  the  Arlington  Station 
and  the  commencement  of  the  Stuart  street  widen- 
ing and  extension  are  specific  and  mighty  factors 
in  opening  up  to  progress  one  of  the  potential 
business  centers  which  has  too  long  suffered  sup- 
pression. Other  improvements  in  transit  facilities 
during  my  administration  include  provision  for 
an  underground  station  at  Maverick  square  for 
the  East  Boston  Tunnel ;  enlargement  and  improve- 
ments  at  the  Park  Street  Under  Station  of  the 
Cambridge  Subway,  and  preliminary  plans  for 
general  expansion  in  existing  facilities. 

Public  Buildings. 

The  demands  of  city  growth  exert  a  continuous 
pressure  upon  the  physical  equipment  of  a  city,  and 
this  must  be  met  by  a  continuous  series  of  additions 
to  the  list  of  public  buildings  of  all  sorts.  The 
growth  of  population  and  improved  methods  of 
education  exert  strong  pressure  year  by  year  to 
amplify  the  equipment  of  school  facilities.  During 
this  administration  the  appropriation  for  new 
schoolhouses  reached  a  total  on  November  30, 
1921,  of  85,763,123.  The  most  important  of  these 
was  the  new  high  school  in  Dorchester,  for  which 
§1,200,000  was  appropriated.  For  a  new  Public 
Latin  School  in  the  Back  Bay  8950,000  was  pro- 
vided. The  Intermediate  School,  Roger  Wolcott 
District,  Dorchester,  required  8400,000.  A  twelve- 
room  building  for  the  Washington  Allston  District 
took  8300.000.  In  West  Roxbury  the  twelve- 
room  building  for  the  Charles  Sumner  District 
took  8360,000.  Other  schools  provided  for  under 
these  appropriations  are:  Dearborn  District  school, 
Roxbury;  Samuel  Adams  District  school,  East 
Boston;  Lewis  District  school,  Roxbury;  George 
Putnam  District,  eighteen-room  intermediate 
school;  Prince  District,  Back  Bay;  Theodore 
Lyman  District,  East  Boston;  Emerson  District, 
East  Boston;  John  Marshall  District,  Dorchester; 
Edward  P.  Tileston  District,  Mattapan;  Robert 
G.  Shaw  District,  West  Roxbury;  Julia  Ward 
Howe  District,  Roxbury,  and  additions  to  the 
Pauline  Agassi'.  Shaw  School,  Dorchester;  Michael 
Angelo  School,  North  End;  Oak  Square  School, 
Bennett  District,  Brighton;  Mary  Lyon  School, 
Brighton;  Bailey  Street  School,  Dorchester,  and 
the  William  Lloyd  Garrison  School. 

For  public  buildings  up  to  November  30,  1921, 
there  was  provided  81,582,000,  these  including  a 
new  municipal  building  for  old  Ward  12,  8527,000; 
a  municipal  building  for  Hyde  Park,  8355,000;  a 
new  courthouse  for  Forest  Hills,  S265.000;  a  build- 
ing for  Engine  Company  31  and  Police  Station  8, 
8230,000;  West  Roxbury  Library.  865,000;  Way- 
farers' Lodge  improvements,  850,000;  besides 
890,000  appropriated  for  Police  Station  4. 

For  Recreation. 
The  growth  of  public  playgrounds  is  of  com- 
paratively modern  experience.  The  value  of 
these  spaces  in  the  development  of  good  citizen- 
ship and  in  meeting  the  legitimate  demands  of  the 
public  have  been  recognized  in  Boston  by  a  pro- 
gressive addition  to  the  number  of  such  play- 
grounds. More  than  a  million  dollars  have  been 
appropriated  during  my  administration  for  the 
construction  and  improvement  of  playgrounds 
and  buildings  thereon.  The  most  important  of 
these  is  provision  for  a  new  gymnasium  building 
with  baths  and  a  swimming  pool  in  South  Boston, 
to  cost  around  8400,000.  This  will  be  located 
at  the  corner  of  Broadway,  C  and  Athens  streets 
and  will  replace  the  old  D  Street  Gymnasium.  It 
is  to  be  of  the  most  modern  type  and  will  be  one 
of  the  finest  buildings  of  the  sort  in  the  United 
States.  Everything  in  the  way  of  up-to-date 
equipment  to  provide  wholesome  enjoyment  and 
to  serve  public  convenience  will  be  included  in 
this  building.  It  will  be  a  gymnasium  of  which 
all  the  city  will  be  proud. 


Conditions  at  Marine  Park  had  long  demanded 
radical  changes.  The  old  head  house  and  the 
bathing  facilities  there  wrere  out  of  date  and  no 
longer  served  the  purposes  for  which  they  were 
maintained.  It  was  apparent  early  in  my  admin- 
istration that  the  situation  at  this  point  demanded 
radical  treatment.  The  work  of  improvement 
was  undertaken  and  has  been  carried  forward  with 
entire  success.  The  head  house  has  been  recon- 
structed, modern  bathing  facilities  have  been  in- 
stalled, the  restaurant  has  been  placed  under  the 
best  business  management  and  there  is  now  located 
at  Marine  Park,  one  of  the  city's  most  notable  rec- 
reation spots,  a  thoroughly  modern  and  altogether 
satisfactory  head  house.  The  cost  of  this  recon- 
struction work  at  Marine  Park  was  8157,500. 
Other  playground  improvement  includes  work 
done  at  Franklin  Park,  including  new  greenhouses 
at  a  cost  of  S90.000  and  a  model  and  up-to-date 
hon  house  at  a  cost  of  865,000:  Portsmouth  Street 
Playground;  Mozart  Street  Playground;  improve- 
ments at  Park,  Washington,  Poplar,  Ashland  and 
South  streets,  Roslindale;  Charlestown  Playground 
at  Sullivan  square;  playground  at  Castle,  Wash- 
ington, Dover  and  Tremont  streets;  Adams  Street 
Playground  in  Dorchester;  land  taken  at  East 
Cottage,  Pleasant  and  Pond  streets;  new  land  and 
grading  at  Carolina  Avenue  Playground,  and  a 
survey  of  the  Jeffries  Point  Bathing  Beach. 

Public  Health. 
It  is  as  true  of  a  city  as  it  is  of  an  individual  that 
physical  well-being  is  essential  for  progress  and 
happiness.  Modern  advance  in  the  care  of  the 
individual  health  is  a  matter  of  record.  Along 
with  this  has  marched  the  development  of  means 
to  protect  what  we  call  the  public  health.  By 
this  is  meant  an  accumulation  of  methods  and  the 
enforcement  of  regulations  under  which  there  is  an 
effective  prevention  of  disease  and  an  encourage- 
ment to  living  conditions  which  shall  be  conducive 
to  health.  Under  my  administration  the  Health 
Department  of  this  city  has  kept  in  mind  its  pri- 
mary purpose,  to  make  Boston  a  healthier  city  in 
which  to  live  and  to  increase,  in  so  far  as  the  limi- 
tations of  its  authority  allow,  the  physical  comforts 
of  city  residents.  The  Health  Department  has 
been  developed  in  these  last  few  years  to  a  high 
state  of  efficiency.  It  has  commanded  the  atten- 
tion and  respect  of  health  authorities  throughout 
the  country.  It  has  adopted  modern  methods  and 
has  laid  a  permanent  foundation  upon  which  I 
trust  the  city  will  hereafter  proceed  toward  further 
perfection  of  guarantees  for  the  public  health. 
The  problem  of  housing  conditions  in  a  city  the 
size  of  Boston,  and  particularly  in  a  city  of  Boston's 
age,  is  always  difficult.  Progress  has  been  made 
to  a  satisfactory  extent  in  improving  these  con- 
ditions. Under  the  direction  of  the  Health  Board 
many  dark  rooms  have  been  provided  with  ade- 
quate light  and  ventilation,  and  in  general  ac- 
commodations and  facilities  have  been  insisted 
upon,  where  practicable,  better  to  safeguard  the 
health  of  the  residents.  It  is  an  important  fact, 
which  of  course  the  Health  Department  has  em- 
phasized, that  the  health  of  every  individual  is  a 
matter  of  public  concern  in  a  densely  populated 
city.  Therefore  these  insistent  efforts  of  the 
Health  Department  to  lessen  the  likelihood  of  un- 
wholesome living  conditions  are  not  only  a  benefit 
to  the  individuals  immediately  affected,  but  are 
also  constant  contributions  toward  the  general 
health  of  the  city. 

In  addition  to  the  work  of  improving  housing 
conditions  within  buildings,  there  has  been  a 
particularly  effective  attention  to  such  danger 
places  as  stables,  hen  yards,  public  dumps,  etc. 
Mosquito-breeding  pools  and  other  dangerous 
accumulations  of  water  have  received  special 
attention.  All  such  places  as  these  have  been 
recorded  on  the  department  maps  and  a  careful 
record  has  been  kept  of  the  work  done.  In  fact 
the  efforts  recorded  particularly  during  the  sum- 
mer of  1921  afford  a  substantial  basis  for  a  syste- 
matic and  more  economical  work  of  similar  sort 
in  the  future. 

Milk. 
The  close  relation  between  the  public  health 
and  the  supply  of  milk  is,  of  course,  recognized 
everywhere.  It  is  a  matter  for  satisfaction  that 
the  regulations  of  the  Boston  Board  of  Health 
concerning  the  handling  of  milk  in  this  city  are 
rigid  in  their  nature  and  that  they  have  been 
strictly  enforced  without  favor,  but  with  absolute 
justice  at  all  times.  Personal  inspection  by  the 
Health  Commissioner  has  been  made  of  many  of 
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the  creameries  and  shipping  stations  through 
which  milk  and  cream  come  from  the  farm  on  their 
way  to  Boston.  The  results  of  this  inspection 
have  been  specifically  better  to  safeguard  the 
public  of  Boston.  I  wish  particularly  to  em- 
phasize the  fact  that  such  results  have  been  accom- 
plished chiefly  by  co-operation  rather  than  by 
compulsion.  This  method  has  been  amply  justi- 
fied. In  pursuance  of  this  policy  a  letter  prepared 
by  the  Health  Department,  urging  the  care  and 
cooling  of  milk  in  transportation,  was  sent  out  to 
about  25,000  persons  by  the  milk  distributors  doing 
business  in  Boston.  This  campaign  covered  the 
entire  milk-producing  area  serving  Boston,  in- 
cluding all  of  New  England,  and  parts  of  New 
York  and  Quebec.  Also,  in  pursuance  of  this 
policy  of  co-operation  and  to  make  it  effective 
between  railroad  managements  and  milk  distribu- 
tors, a  conference  was  held  on  May  16,  1921, 
where  this  matter  was  discussed  and  the  relative 
duties  of  consignors,  transportation  agents  and 
consignees  were  studied.  The  result  of  this  con- 
ference has  been  a  better  understanding  among 
all  parties  and  a  substantial  improvement  in  the 
service.  This  is  a  far-reaching  achievement  in  the 
interests  of  the  health  of  the  people  of  Boston. 
As  another  instance  of  this  policy  of  co-operation, 
a  conference  was  held  with  the  representatives  of 
large  milk-distributing  agencies,  and  as  a  result 
of  this,  the  Health  Department  has  a  more  effec- 
tive control  over  the  milk  supply  and  the  farmers 
have  a  far  better  understanding  of  the  require- 
ments in  this  field. 

Greater  precision  in  establishing  the  fitness  of 
would-be  producers  and  distributors  of  milk  in 
Boston  has  been  attained  through  the  work  of  the 
Health  Department.  It  has  been  established  as 
a  policy  that  no  one  can  enter  the  milk  business 
here  without  demonstrating  some  definite  knowl- 
edge of  the  business.  This  has  operated  to  keep 
unfit  persons  from  being  in  a  position  to  menace, 
although  unintentionally,  the  health  of  Boston 
people. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  several 
disturbances  in  the  milk  business  of  Boston. 
From  these  the  public  has  not  suffered.  A  threat- 
ened labor  disturbance  in  this  industry  was 
fortunately  smoothed  out  after  a  conference  in  the 
Mayor's  office,  which  was  attended  by  representa- 
tives of  all  the  larger  milk  distributors  and  all  of 
the  producers.  Application  was  made  also  during 
the  past  year  by  a  chain-store  system  for  a  license 
to  sell  milk  in  its  stores  on  the  cash  and  carry  plan. 
Such  license  was  granted  only  after  the  applicant 
satisfied  the  commissioner  and  the  department 
that  he  was  qualified  to  conduct  the  business  prop- 
erly, that  his  source  of  supply  was  satisfactory,  and 
that  in  all  the  company  stores  he  would  faithfully 
observe  every  requirement  under  the  health  regu- 
lations. These  conditions  were  complied  with,  and 
as  a  result  the  price  of  milk  to  the  consumer  in 
Boston  has  had  several  reductions.  The  City  of 
Boston  has  no  interest  in  the  milk  business  except 
to  see  that  all  receive  scrupulously  fair  treatment, 
and  that  there  shall  be  no  menace  to  health.  The 
competitive  element  which  entered  the  Boston 
milk  situation  this  last  winter  was,  I  believe,  a 
public  advantage. 

Food  Inspection. 

Hardly  second  to  the  milk  problem  in  a  large 
city  is  that  of  the  food  supply.  There  is  a  long 
dismal  history  of  epidemics  in  the  past  which  have 
been  traceable  to  infection  carried  through  food 
publicly  sold.  Such  epidemics  are  now  less  com- 
mon, and  less  excusable  than  they  were.  In  Boston 
the  Food  Inspection  Division  of  the  Health 
Department  has  most  effectively  guarded  the 
public  health.  The  routine  work  of  condemning 
unsound  or  unwholesome  foodstuffs  has^  been 
carried  on  with  thoroughness  and  with  fairness. 
Food  sold  in  Boston  today  is  better  prepared,  better 
stored  and  better  distributed  than  before.  Two 
recent  pieces  of  legislation  have  been  of  great 
assistance  in  this  regard.  They  are  "The  act  to 
regulate  bakeries  and  bakery  products,"  chapter 
418,  Acts  of  1920,  and  "The  act  regulating  the 
manufacture  or  bottling  of  certain  nonalcoholic 
beverages,"  chapter  303,  Acts  of  1921. 

Last  year  has  been  one  of  particular  danger  to 
the  citizens  of  Boston,  this  danger  being  met  by  a 
greater  activity  of  the  department  in  the  condem- 
nation of  unfit' foodstuffs,  than  ever  before.  There 
appeared  to  be  a  movement  to  unload  upon  the 
public  various  kinds  of  food,  accumulated  during 


the  war  and  held  for  high  prices.  These  prices  not 
being  obtained,  the  owners  dumped  this  stuff  on 
the  market,  and  the  public  was  thereby  imperiled. 
Illustrating  the  extent,  of  this  danger,  it  may  be 
cited,  for  instance,  that  110,000  pounds  of  fish  were 
condemned  in  the  warehouse  of  one  concern.  Else- 
where, 274,200  ice  cream  cones  were  excluded 
from  the  food  market.  Flour  to  the  extent  of 
19,795  pounds  was  condemned  as  unfit  for  use. 
Twenty  thousand  cans  of  foodstuffs  also  were 
seized  and  many  lesser  condemnations  might  be 
recorded. 

I  believe  this  work  of  condemning  foodstuffs 
was  most  important.  And  I  believe  it  should  be 
emphasized  for  the  public  understanding  that  the 
necessity  for  such  considerable  condemnation  is  in 
itself  a  most  unwholesome  sign.  As  long  as  un- 
principled men  will  deliberately  court  disease  and 
death  for  the  public  for  the  sake  of  profits,  no 
system  of  condemnation  or  fines  is  either  adequate 
or  in  accord  with  public  needs.  It  must  be  borne 
in  mind,  furthermore,  that  the  cost  of  such  goods 
destroyed  is  almost  invariably  passed  on  to  the 
consumer  in  the  form  of  higher  prices  for  foodstuffs 
actually  sold.  It  is  an  unfortunate  fact  that  losses 
entailed  by  such  means  are  too  frequently  trans- 
ferred to  the  consumer,  out  of  whose  pocket  comes 
the  penalty  for  such  deliberate  and  vicious  attacks 
upon  the  public  health  for  purposes  of  private 
greed.  The  Health  Commissioner  has  suggested, 
and  I  heartily  accord  with  his  view,  that  "The  only 
hope  in  the  situation  seems  to  be  jail  sentence  for 
habitual  offenders  of  this  class,  for  jail  sentence 
could  not  be  passed  on  to  the  ultimate  consumer  as 
fines  and  losses  through  condemnation  are." 

Danger  from  Fruit. 

It  is  a  source  of  much  gratification  to  this  city  that 
through  its  activity  in  protecting  the  health  of  the 
buyers  of  fruit  here,  a  reform  of  national  importance 
was  effected  in  the  fruit  industry  of  the  Western 
Coast.  In  1919  the  Health  Department  discovered 
that  considerable  fruit  brought  to  this  market  from 
the  Pacific  Coast  was  contaminated  with  arsenic, 
the  result  of  too  late,  too  heavy  or  inefficient  spray- 
ing. It  was  necessary  for  the  Health  Department 
to  condemn  much  of  this  fruit.  Such  action  was 
thoroughly  commendable.  There  was  a  consider- 
able contest  for  some  time  with  the  western  fruit 
growers  over  this  issue  and  an  appeal  was  taken 
by  the  growers  to  the  United  States  Bureau  of 
Chemistry  at  Washington  in  an  effort  to  have  that 
Bureau  sanction  the  shipment  and  distribution  of 
such  fruit  as  was  condemned  by  the  Boston  Health 
Department.  It  is  a  source  of  gratification  for  this 
city  that  its  Health  Department  was  sustained  by 
the  Federal  Bureau.  The  immediate  result  of  this 
was  that  the  western  growers,  instead  of  further 
combating  the  health  protective  methods,  sought 
to  devise  means  whereby  their  fruit  might  be  freed 
from  the  arsenic  taint.  These  efforts  were  of  vary- 
ing success  during  1920  when  condemnations  con- 
tinued large,  though  less  than  in  1919,  and  again 
there  was  some  friction  between  the  growers  and 
the  local  Health  Department.  By  1921,  however, 
the  western  growers  had  put  into  operation  proper 
methods.  The  result  is  that  the  shipment  of  west- 
ern fruit  into  Boston  during  the  past  year  has  been 
satisfactory. 

This  is  a  most  important  achievement  for  the 
Health  Department  of  this  city.  So  far  as  I  know, 
this  department  was  the  first  in  the  United  States 
to  take  an  effective  stand  against  this  very  con- 
siderable public  danger  of  arsenic-tainted  fruit. 
Following  the  local  board's  action,  there  was 
effected  the  co-operation  of  the  state  officers  in  the 
western  states  and  the  growers  themselves,  and 
their  agents  in  Boston.  Thus  the  entire  country 
has  benefited  greatly  through  a  reform  in  the 
western  fruit  business  which  owes  its  origin  to  the 
courageous  stand  taken  by  the  Health  Department 
of  Boston. 

Disease  Prevention. 
In  the  more  direct  function  of  disease  prevention, 
the  efforts  of  the  Health  Department  have  been 
gratifyingly  successful  during  the  years  of  my 
administration.  During  the  year  1921  the  general 
death  rate  for  the  city  was  13.48  per  thousand; 
the  lowest  on  record  in  the  history  of  Boston.  The 
total  number  of  deaths  among  the  population, 
including  residents  and  nonresidents,  for  1921, 
numbered  10,217.  What  these,  figures  mean  in  the 
lives  saved,  or  at  least  in  deaths  postponed,  is 
impressively  shown  in  the  following  table:

Among  residents  of  the  city  there  were,  in  1921, 
8,356  deaths,  the  death  rate  being  11.03.  A  striking 
and  encouraging  feature  of  the  mortality  tables  for 
the  last  year  is  a  lowered  death  rate  among  children 
under  five  years  of  age.  During  the  year  1921  there 
were  but  2,056  such  deaths  as  compared  with  2.773 
in  1920.  Among  children  under  one  year,  there 
were  1,489  deaths,  equivalent  to  a  rate  of  77.52 
per  thousand  births. 

Plague. 

The  threat  of  plague  from  Europe,  South 
America  and  some  of  the  Atlantic  islands  at  least 
served  the  purpose  of  stimulating  the  work  against 
the  presence  of  rats.  A  patrol  of  the  waterfront, 
established  in  1920,  has  been  since  continued 
and  good  results  have  been  obtained.  There 
was  effective  co-operation  by  the  Boston  Health 
Department  and  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Public  Health,  On  the  initiative  of  the  Boston 
Health  Department,  the  Boston  Chamber  of 
Commerce  called  a  conference  to  consider  plague 
prevention,  at  which  were  present  representatives 
from  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service, 
from  the  State  Health  Department  and  from  the 
corresponding  departments  of  other  New  England 
states,  cities,  towns  and  civic  bodies. 

Another  peril  which  stirred  some  public  excite- 
ment was  the  fear  of  typhus  fever  during  the  past 
year.  The  Boston  Health  Department  was  effi- 
ciently active  in  guarding  against  this  danger  and 
throughout  the  season  of  alarm  no  case  was  dis- 
covered. In  December,  however,  one  typhus  pa- 
tient, a  resident  of  Maine,  was  found  in  a  local 
hospital,  having  presumably  caught  the  disease 
during  a  journey  between  New  England  and 
Florida.  The  circumstances,  however,  were  not 
such  as  to  cause  comment,  and  there  was  no  public 
danger. 

In  connection  with  these  dangers,  it  became 
increasingly  evident  that  the  Federal  Quarantine 
Station  at  Gallop's  Island  was  inadequate  to  serve 
the  Port  of  Boston  in  the  event  of  the  influx  of  any 
considerable  number  of  immigrants.  The  station 
there  was  not  even  adequate  for  current  needs. 
The  Boston  Health  Department  therefore  took  the 
initiative  in  calling  a  conference  of  the  health 
authorities,  federal,  state  and  city,  along  the 
Atlantic  sea  coast.  This  conference  was  called  in 
February,  1921,  by  the  Surgeon  General  of  the 
United  States  Public  Health  Service  and  w?s 
held  at  Washington.  It  brought  about  a  better 
understanding  of  the  situation.  The  most  con- 
crete result  of  the  conference  was  a  considerable 
appropriation  for  the  enlargement  and  improve- 
ment of  certain  federal  quarantine  stations, 
including  a  5150,000  appropriation  for  the  Boston 
station. 

Convenience  of  Voters. 

A  municipal  government,  like  a  private  business, 

is  never  a  completed  venture.     It  is  always  in  a 

process  of  growth.     It  draws  to  itself  new  problems 

and  it  increases  the  dimensions  of  the  old  ones. 


Boston  is  a  growing  city  and  its  problems,  there- 
fore, become  increasingly  difficult  year  by  year. 
The  task  of  providing  for  the  elementary  processes 
of  functioning  democracy  is  in  itself  one  which 
demands  efficiency  and  forbids  anything  else  than 
that.  The  admission  of  women  as  voters  has 
increased  the  work  of  registration  and  has  required 
new  and  better  provisions  for  voting.  Preceding 
the  last  election,  for  instance,  during  the  period 
from  September  6  to  November  23,  in  the  central 
office  of  the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners  and 
in  the  several  ward  registration  places  there  were 
registered  14,861  men  and  14,396  women,  To 
accommodate  the  new  pressure  upon  the  registra- 
tion facilities  the  Election  Board  as  a  new  departure 
opened  registration  in  the  ward  quarters  for  nine 
days,  twelve  hours  each  day,  and  on  the  last  two 
evenings  of  registration  doubled  the  numbers  of 
registrars  in  the  evening.  The  result  of  this  effi- 
cient handling  of  the  situation  was  that  at  10  p.  m. 
of  November  23  all  persons  who  had  appeared  to  be 
registered  were  able  to  do  so  before  the  closing 
hour.  A  large  increase  in  the  voting  list  likewise 
has  made  necessary  a  new  division  of  voting  pre- 
cincts. The  number  of  these  are  increased  from 
221  precincts  in  1920  to  274  precincts  in  1921. 
Not  only  has  the  number  of  precincts  been  in- 
creased, but  the  convenience  of  voters,  more 
particularly  the  women  voters,  has  been  consulted 
in  the  location  of  polling  places.  Many  of  these 
have  been  placed  in  churches,  schools  and  private 
buildings.  The  location  of  these  polling  places 
is  shown  by  the  following  table:

Industrial  Unrest  —  Police  Strike. 

During  my  administration  the  city  has  passed 
through  a  difficult  period  in  which  unstable  business 
conditions  and  industrial  unrest  have  presented 
a  series  of  difficult  problems  which  demanded 
sane  treatment  and  the  application  of  patience 
in  their  solution.  It  has  been  my  good  fortune 
in  some  cases  to  aid  in  smoothing  out  these  diffi- 
culties and  in  effecting  a  settlement  satisfactory 
to  the  parties  directly  involved  and,  I  believe,  to 
the  advantage  of  the  public  in  general. 

The  most  serious  of  the  strikes  which  have 
occurred  during  the  past  four  years  was  that  in 
the  Boston  Police  Department  in  the  fall  of  1919. 
The  relations  between  the  city  government  and 
the  Boston  Police  Department  are  in  general  well 
understood  by  the  public.  The  elected  officials 
of  the  City  of  Boston  under  ordinary  conditions 
have  no  responsibility  for  the  maintenance  of 
order  in  the  city,  this  responsibility  resting  with 
the   Boston  Police   Department,  under  a   Police 
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Commissioner  appointed  by  the  Governor  of  Mass- 
achusetts. In  the  event  of  riot  or  tumult,  how- 
ever, emergency  powers  can  be  assumed  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  city. 

When  it  became  apparent  that  the  danger  of  a 
serious  upset  in  the  Boston  Police  Department 
was  likely  to  occur,  I  appointed  a  Citizens'  Com- 
mittee with  the  purpose  of  aborting  a  strike. 
This  committee  endeavored  to  persuade  the  police 
to  abandon  their  plan  of  affiliation  with  the  Ameri- 
can Federation  of  Labor  and  to  drop  the  idea  of 
striking.  The  committee  was  unable  to  persuade 
the  police  to  such  a_  course.  Therefore,  when  on 
September  8  a  strike  appeared  unpreventable, 
and  when  it  appeared  that  in  consequence  of  such 
a  strike  the  lives  and  property  of  the  people  of 
Boston  would  'be  placed  in  peril,  with  members 
of  the  Citizens'  Committee  I  conferred  with  the 
Governor  of  the  state  and  urged  him  to  take  an 
active  part,  pointing  out  to  him  that  I  had  no 
authority  to  act  at  that  stage  of  the  situation. 

On  the  following  day,  being  desirous  that  law 
and  order  in  the  city  should  be  secured,  in  the 
event  of  a  strike  actually  occurring,  and  acting  in 
accord  with  my  responsibilities  as  Mayor  of  the 
city,  I  consulted  with  the  Police  Commissioner, 
seeking  information  as  to  what  measures,  if  any, 
had  been  taken  to  guarantee  such  security  for  life 
and  property  in  Boston.  I  was  assured  by  the 
commissioner  that  he  had  the  situation  well  in 
hand  and  that  there  was  no  occasion  for  alarm. 
I  suggested  to  him  the  wisdom  of  providing  suffi- 
cient forces  to  deal  with  any  emergency  that  might 
arise,  and  asked  him  whether  he  did  not  believe 
that  the  State  Guard  should_  be  mobilized  to  pro- 
vide such  security.  The  Police  Commissioner  was 
emphatic  in  saying  that  he  did  not  wish  suchaid 
at  that  time.  The  Governor  likewise  emphasized 
to  me  that  he  would  not  interfere  with  the  Police 
Commissioner. 

This  left  the  situation  squarely  in  the  hands  of 
the  Police  Commissioner,  the  safety  of  the  public, 
therefore,  resting  upon  his  assurance,  made  to  me, 
that  there  was  no  occasion  for  alarm. 

At  roll  call  that  evening  the  police  went  on  a 
strike.  That  night  the  city  was  without  enforce- 
ment of  law.  The  property  and  lives  of  the  people 
of  Boston  were  placed  in  jeopardy._  Adequate 
provision  for  enforcing  law  and  preserving  order  in 
this  city  had  not  been  made.  The  danger  which  I 
had  foreseen  and  which  I  had  called  to  the  attention 
of  the  Governor  and  the  Police  Commissioner 
developed  into  a  condition  of  extreme  lawlessness. 

On  the  following  morning  which  was  Wednesday, 
acting  under  my  responsibility  to  the  people  of 
Boston  as  their  Mayor  I  took  over  control  of  the 
Police  Department  which  had  failed  to  protect  the 
people  of  this  city,  through  its  error  of  judgment, 
and  through  its  failure  to  gauge  with  accuracy  the 
menace  involved  in  the  threat  to  strike.  I  applied 
immediately  such  emergency  measures  of  protection 
as  the  authority  of  my  office  allowed.  I  ordered 
out  such  portions  of  the  state  troops  as  were  located 
within  the  City  of  Boston.  I  asked  the  Governor 
to  order  out,  under  his  authority,  an  additional 
3,000  soldiers.  Notice  was  sent  by  telephone 
promptly  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  state  that 
orders  would  reach  him  summoning  the  State  Guard 
and  he  was  asked  to  proceed  accordingly.  As  a 
direct  result  of  this  action  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
members  of  the  State  Guard  were  providing  public 
protection  on  the  streets  bv  4  p.  m.  of  that  day. 
The  night  passed  with  a  diminished  disorder  and  by 
Thursday  morning  the  public  danger  was  ended. 
On  Thursday  afternoon  the  Governor  of  Massa- 
chusetts took  control  of  the  State  Guard. 

Other  Labor  Difficulties. 

The  public  convenience  was  threatened  by  a 
strike  of  telephone  operators  in  April,  1919.  Mat- 
ters had  reached  a  deadlock  from  which  no  escape 
presented  itself.  Believing  that  a  solution  was  pos- 
sible, but  that  it  required  active  interest  from  a 
quarter  not  involved  in  the  direct  controversy,  I 
called  upon  the  Postmaster  General  at  Washington, 
and  as  a  result  of  this  visit  he  sent  a  representative 
to  confer  in  Boston  with  representatives  of  the 
company  and  the  striking  operators.  This  repre- 
sentative from  the  Postmaster  General  accompanied 
me  back  to  Boston  and  with  little  delay  succeeded 
in  adjusting  differences.  The  public  was  thus 
within  a  period  of  forty  eight  hours  saved  from  the 
inconvenience  of  a  protracted  strike  and  suspension 
of  telephone  service. 

In  the  following  month  the  welfare  of  the  city 
was  threatened  by  a  similar  deadlock  in  the  build- 


ing trades.  This  condition  prevailed  for  several 
weeks,  with  little  promise  of  resumption  of  con- 
struction work.  In  accordance  with  the  respon- 
sibilities of  my  office  I  suggested  to  the  contending 
parties  a  basis  for  compromise  and  this  was  accepted 
by  both  sides.  The  result  of  this  settlement  was  a 
renewed  stability  in  the  building  industry. 

In  the  summer  of  1919  a  very  grave  danger  pre- 
sented itself  in  the  form  of  a  strike  by  railroad 
employees.  Such  a  strike  if  of  protracted  length 
would  create  a  serious  peril  to  life  and  wrould,  of 
course,  involve  heavy  industrial  loss.  Recognizing 
the  danger  of  a  food  shortage  due  to  interrupted 
transportation  I  organized  a  Committee  on  Food 
Supplies  to  meet  such  an  emergency.  Motor  truck 
lines  were  provided  for  as  a  means  for  supplying  the 
people  of  the  city  with  food.  This  threatened 
danger  did  not  materialize  to  such  an  extent  that 
utilization  of  these  means  of  transportation  became 
necessary.  The  situation,  however,  served  elo- 
quently to  emphasize  the  public  spirit  in  Boston 
which  is  one  of  our  most  dependable  assets,  and 
which  I  am  sure,  we  can  always  count  upon  in  any 
emergency.  My  efforts  at  that  time  to  protect  the 
people  of  the  city  against  temporary  famine  brought 
forward  a  demonstration  of  fine  public  spirit  and 
unselfishness  such  as  have  characterized  Boston 
through  its  history,  and  such  as  will  always  appear 
here.  It  was  proved  in  this  railroad  strike  emer- 
gency that  the  people  of  this  city  are  equal  to  any 
crisis  and  that  our  citizenship  is  an  absolutely 
dependable  force  which  will  work  as  a  unit  for  the 
preservation  of  the  public  welfare. 

The  Soldiers 

When  I  took  office  the  World  War  was  in  its  final 
year.  The  end  of  the  war  was  not  at  the  time  of 
my  inauguration  foreseen.  Every  effort  and 
activicy  of  the  city  necessarily  centered  about  war 
problems.  The  parr,  which  Boston  piajed  in  war 
activities  is  a  matter  of  record  and  it  does  not  need 
new  emphasis  here. 

With  the  signing  of  the  armistiec  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  city  foi  welcoming  returning  soldiers 
ana  looking  after  tneir  weliaro  bee  m(  a  matter  oi 
prime  importance.  Eariy  in  December,  1918, 
before  the  hrrival  in  Boston  of  the  '  Gauopio,'  with 
returning  troops,  1  appointed  a  committee  cf  about 
one  hundred  fifty  persons  who  arranged  for  the 
reception  of  the  returning  men.  Receptions  were 
planned  for  every  steamer  which  should  arrive. 
These  arrangements  were  carried  out  with  entire 
success,  and  1  believe  were  the  equal,  if  not  the 
superior,  of  any  such  receptions  in  the  country. 
The  committee  made  its  heauqw">.rters  in  Liberty 
Hall  on  the  Common  where  every  facility  was 
provided  for  the  comfort  and  assistance  of  dis- 
charged or  returned  service  men.  Positions  were 
found  for  those  desiring  them,  meals  and  enter- 
tainments were  proWded  and  in  general  the  city 
exerted  itself  to  receive  as  it  should  the  men  who 
had  given  their  services  and  offered  their  lives  for 
the  protection  of  America  and  its  people.  In  this 
work  of  welcoming  returned  service  men  I  had  the 
most  enthusiastic  and  efficient  co-operation  of  all 
the  people  of  the  city  and,  as  in  frequent  instances, 
I  was  impressed  with  the  unity  of  spirit  and  the 
willingness  of  action  on  the  part  of  the  people  of 
the  city.  It  was  said  at  Washington  that  no 
organization  for  welcoming  returned  service  men 
equaled  that  of  Boston's.  More  than  40,000 
men  registered  at  Liberty  Hall  and  this  meant 
that  more  than  40,000  returned  soldiers  were  given 
individual  attention. 

With  the  war  fading  into  the  background  there 
arose  an  increasingly  important  task  of  protecting 
the  welfare  and  furthering  the  opportunities  of 
former  service  men.  The  problem  of  aid  preceded, 
however,  the  end  of  the  war.  The  first  contingent 
under  the  selective  draft  arrived  in  camp  in  Septem- 
ber, 1917,  and  immediately  thereafter  demands 
began  to  reach  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department  of 
the  city  for  assistance  to  the  dependents  of  those 
who  had  been  called  to  the  colors.  These  demands 
reached  a  climax  about  August,  1918,  when  the 
pay  roll  on  account  of  dependents  of  those  m  the 
World  War  reached  the  total  of  S69.067.63. 

Following  the  signing  of  the  armistice  November 
11,  1918,  the  demands  for  aid  gradually  decreased, 
so  that  in  February,  1919,  they  show  a  total  of 
$35,157.83.  From  then  there  was  a  more  or  less 
steady  decrease  in  the  demands  upon  the  depart- 
ment until  November  1,  1920.  At  about  this  time 
the  period  of  industrial  depression  showed  itself 
with  the  melancholy  result  that  many  able-bodied 
service  men   found   themselves   without   employ- 
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ment.  From  then  onwards  there  has  been  an 
increase  which  perhaps  is  best  shown  by  the 
statement  that  whereas  on  January  1,  1921,  the 
number  ot  cases  drawing  relief  from  the  depart- 
ment was  2,062,  the  corresponding  number  of  cases 
on  January  1,  1922,  was  4,745.  This  increase, 
within  twelve  months  amounting  to  more  than  100 
per  cent,  was  due  almost  entirely  to  the  serious 
condition  of  unemployment.  The  amounts  ex- 
pended through  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department 
during  my  administration  are  shown  in  the  following 
table:

The  operation  of  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Depart- 
ment has  been  simplified  and  made  more  efficient 
so  that  those  to  whom  the  city  owes  the  responsi- 
bility of  assistance  are  less  inconvenienced  and 
are  better  served.  It  has  in  some  past  years  been 
not  uncommon  to  have  fifty  or  more  men  waiting 
on  the  stairway  at  9  a.  m.  to  have  their  cases  heard 
by  the  department.  This  congestion  and  delay 
was  not  the  fault  of  the  department  itself,  but  was 
due  to  conditions  which  made  it  difficult,  if  not 
impossible,  for  that  department  to  handle  its 
work  expeditiously.  These  conditions  have  been 
changed.  By  employing  additional  help  it  was 
not  long  before  the  work  was  dispatched  day  by 
day  and  it  rarely  was  found  necessary  to  ask  men 
to  come  back  a  second  time  with  the  same  appli- 
cation. As  now  conducted,  the  office  gives  im- 
mediate attention  to  all  applicants. 

This  Soldiers'  Relief  Department  has  been  pro- 
vided with  new  and  roomier  quarters  into  which 
it  moved  last  July.  The  equipment  of  this  depart- 
ment is  now  thoroughly  up  to  date,  and  the  de- 
mands upon  it  are  met  efficiently. 

Committee  for  Americanism. 

The  city's  Committee  for  Americanism,  now 
more  than  two  years  old,  has  proved  its  usefulness 
and  marks  a  constructive  step  toward  solving  one 
of  our  national  problems.  On  Monday,  Decem- 
ber 1,  1919,  there  was  held  in  the  Mayor's  office 
a  meeting  of  various  governmental  agencies 
charged  with  the  duty  of  dealing  with  problems 
of  undesirable  propaganda,  etc.  From  this 
meeting  grew  the  idea  of  the  Boston  Committee 
for  Americanism,  which  I  appointed  on  Deeember- 
10,  1919. 

It  seemed  to  me,  and  it  doubtless  did  to  many 
others,  that  the  best  interests  of  American  citizen- 
ship could  not  be  served  simply  by  processes  of 
investigation  and  suppression  of  evils.  An  atti- 
tude which  regards  the  newcomer  to  this  country 
as  a  hostile  element,  or  as  one  to  be  viewed  with 
suspicion  as  a  potential  criminal  or  revolutionist, 
is  a  vicious  attitude  which  invites  disaster  and 
which  certainly  does  not  strengthen  either  our 
national  establishment  or  the  world's  respect  for 
us.  There  must,  of  course,  be  constant  vigilance 
to  guard  against  dangers  to  the  state  as  well  as 
dangers  to  the  individual,  whether  these  dangers 
are  imported  or  of  domestic  origin.  This,  how- 
ever, is  by  no  means  the  sum  of  all  responsibility 
toward  the  alien.  Neither  is  it  a  measure  of  our 
opportunities  for  national  development.  Our 
country  is  built  up  of  an  almost  unreckonable 
variety  of  racial  origins,  and  it  has  been  the  tri- 
umph of  America  that  these  have  been  blended  to 
form  not  only  a  stable  nation  but  the  strongest 
and  freest  that  history  has  known.  The  homo- 
geneity of  our  country  was  demonstrated  beyond 
dispute  in  the  World  War. 

The  better  sense  of  our  American  responsibili- 
ties now  takes  primary  cognizance  of  the  oppor- 
tunity and  duty  to  build  our  treatment  of  the 
alien  upon  the  assumption  that  he  is  a  potential 
good  citizen  and  that,  barring  mischance,  he  will 
by  coming  here  increase  the  strenght  of  our  nation. 
The  best  guaranty  of  American  stability  is  not  to 
be  sought  along  paths  of  hostile  criticism  and 
suppression,  but  is  to  be  found  by  national  con- 
sciousness of  the  vast  opportunity  which  lies 
before  us  in  national,  state  and  municipal  action 


seeking  constructive  and  friendly  handling  of  the 
problems  of  immigration  and  citizenship. 

Boston's  Committee  for  Americanism  is  based 
upon  this  understanding  of  our  duty  and  oppor- 
tunity. In  creating  this  committee  I  believe  it 
could  work  advantageously  by  getting  in  touch 
with  residents  of  foreign  birth  and  by  giving  them 
a  better  understanding  of  the  ideals  and  practices 
of  the  United  States  form  of  government.  This 
expectation  has  been  realized.  This  committee 
is  an  important  addition  to  the  work  of  the  city 
government  and  it  should  be  developed  into  a 
mighty  source  of  municipal  strength.  Already 
it  has^  attracted  national  and  even  international 
attention  through  its  "Little  Book  for  Immi- 
grants," which  has  been  taken  up  in  a  number  of 
educational  institutions,  and  which  has  been  sent 
for  from  many  quarters  of  the  earth. 

Public  Welfare. 

It  has  been  the  effort  of  the  Board  of  Overseers 
of  the  Public  Welfare  during  my  administration  so 
to  conduct  its  affairs  as  to  impress  upon  those  who 
resort  to  it  for  advice  and  assistance  the  fact  that 
this  department  of  the  city  administration  is  not 
a  bureaucratic  establishment,  but  is  an  organized 
group  of  officials  existing  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
service.  This  department  has  kept  in  close  touch 
with  all  agencies  of  social  work  in  Boston,  and  it 
has  aided  in  bringing  together  for  meetings  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Welfare  and  the  re- 
lief officers  throughout  the  state.  During  the  If  st 
few  years  the  problem  of  unemployment  has 
affected  this  Board  and  it  has  therefore  been  in 
frequent  contact  for  purposes  of  co-operation  wii  h 
many  committees  on  unemployment,  and  with 
the  Boston  Council  of  Social  Agencies.  It  hrs 
also  continued  the  usual  co-operation  with  the 
Family  Welfare  Society  and  the  private  relief- 
giving  organizations  in  the  city. 

The  responsibility  of  this  department  of  the 
administration  is  such  that  large  expenditures 
were  necessary'  under  the  industrial  conditions 
which  have  prevailed.  It  would  have  been  a 
dereliction  of  duty  to  fail  in  liberal  provision  for 
this  necessary  emergency  work,  and  therefore  we 
can  take  a  justifiable  pride  in  the  achievement  in 
this  field.  The  conditions  of  the  last  few  years 
have  made  it  difficult  for  the  private  relief-giving 
societies  to  perform  their  work.  They  have  been 
less  able  than  in  less  difficult  years  to  support  the 
efforts  made  by  the  Overseers  of  the  Pubiic  Wel- 
fare. On  this  account  and  because  of  the  con- 
tinued business  depression,  a  larger  appropriation 
for  last  year  was  required.  It  was  necessary  to 
draw  vpin  the  city  treasury  during  the  vear  end- 
ing January  31.  1922,  to  the  amount  of  SI  ,208,- 
105.34.  Certain  receipts  paid  over  to  the  city 
treasury  during  the  year  will  reach  S40S.000,  leav- 
ing a  net  charge  to  the  city  of  about  S800,105. 
Collected  by  the  Board  for  care  and  maintenance 
in  the  City  Hospital  for  state  paupers  and  those 
belonging  to  other  cities  and  towns  is  $45,000; 
collected  on  account  of  the  Board  of  Health  for 
cases  in  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  S30.000. 

There  has  been  developed  in  the  Board  a  thor- 
ough system  of  visiting  cases.  Written  reports  of 
agents'  visits  are  made  to  a  Case  Committee,  con- 
sisting of  the  majority  of  the  Board,  This  com- 
mittee determines  the  amount  of  aid  which  should 
be  given  to  each  family. 

Increased  exercise  of  co-operation  between  the 
overseers  and  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  and  other  organizations  has  ma'erially 
imoroved  the  quality  of  service  given  under  the 
Mothers'  Aid  Act.

A  thorough  reconstruction  of  the  Wayfarers 
Lodge  has  been  undertaken  during  the  last  year 
and  the  results  are  satisfactory.  This  institution 
is  now  not  only  habitable,  but  comfortable,  and  I 
believe  that  our  municipal  lodging  house  is  now- 
worthy  of  the  city. 

Fire  Protection. 

The  Boston  Fire  Department  has  been  redeemed 
from  a  condition  of  inefficiency  to  one  of  leader- 
ship among  the  fire  departments  of  the  country. 
Four  years  ago  this  department  was  denounced  by 
the  underwriters  as  inadequate  for  the  protection 
of  property  in  this  city.  It  is  now  pronounced  a 
model  among  such  departments.  The  high  pressure 
service,  long  recognized  as  essential  for  proper  fire 
protection  in  Boston,  has  been  completed.  Where- 
as 6,865  feet  of  pipe  for  tins  service  were  laid  during 
the  last  two  years  of  the  preceding  administration, 
13,290  feet  were  laid  in  the  first  two  years  of  the 
present  administration.  Nearly  ten  years  ago  this 
city  began  the  effort  to  obtain  such  high  pressure 
fire  protection  equipment.  Much  time  has  been 
lost  during  the  past  decade  in  the  discussion  of 
pumping  station  sites  and  in  other  ways.  It  is  a 
gratifying  thought  to  all  the  people  of  the  city  now 
to  know  that  the  obstacles  have  been  overcome 
and  that  for  the  first  time  in  its  history  Boston  has 
fire  protection  adequate  for  its  needs. 

This  strengthening  of  the  city's  fire  protection 
has  been  obtained  not  only  by  the  completion  of 
the  high  pressure  system  but  by  a  thorough  reor- 
ganization of  the  department  and  by  the  acquisi- 
tion of  modern  fire-fighting  apparatus.  There  was 
much  apparatus  in  the  department  which  was 
valueless.  This  has  been  disposed  of.  Discipline 
has  been  restored  in  the  department,  the  use  of 
smoke  masks  has  been  developed  within  the  past 
year,  a  system  of  inspecting  steam  fire  engines  has 
been  established,  a  school  of  instruction  for  the 
engineers  who  operate  the  high  pressure  system  is 
in  operation,  warning  bells  have  been  installed  at 
points  of  traffic  congestion  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
warning  of  the  approach  of  apparatus,  a  new  signal 
system  has  been  placed  in  service  to  bring  the  high 
pressure  system  into  prompt  action,  flood  lights 
have  been  added  to  the  equipment  for  the  proper 
fighting  of  night  fires,  and  in  general  an  efficient 
and  thoroughly  up  to  date  fire-fighting  machinery 
has  been  constructed. 

The  first  preliminary  tests  of  the  high  pressure 
system  were  held  October  27,  1921,  at  the  station 
of  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company  at 
Atlantic  avenue,  opposite  Pearl  street. 

Street  Shower  Baths. 

An  important  work  of  the  Fire  Department  not 
directly  associated  with  its  primary  purpose  has 
been  the  perfection  of  a  shower  bath  device  which 
is  attached  to  hydrants  in  the  congested  sections 
of  the  city  during  the  hot  weather.  After  a  suc- 
cessful test  on  May  27,  1921,  the  device  was  gen- 
erally utilized  for  the  alleviation  of  hot  weatTier 
discomfort,  and  brought  much  happiness  to  the 
children.  These  shower  baths,  during  the  past 
summer  were  in  use  on  the  following  streets:  Border, 
Saratoga,  Meridian,  Stone,  Chapman,  La  Grange, 
North  Grove,  North  Margin,  Tyler,  West  Third, 
Newman  and  Mercer  streets,  Emerald  and  Sterling 
streets,  Warren  avenue,  Mission  Field,  Cabot, 
Ruggles,  Hancock,  Leonard,  Callender,  Holton, 
Lamartine,  Fernboro,  Garden  Court  and  Fleet 
streets,  Bigelow  street,  Oak  square  and  Glencoe 
street. 

Institutions. 

The  conduct  of  the  city's  institutions  to  which 
come  those  needing  aid  or  care  is  of  the  utmost 
importance.     It  is  not  enough  that  these  institu- 


tions shall  be  run  economically,  for  the  primary  con- 
sideration must  be  a  thoroughly  adequate  public 
service.  When  a  city  or  an  individual  accepts  a 
responsibility,  it  follows  that  this  charge  must  be 
performed  with  the  fullest  consideration  of  honor 
and  under  the  most  liberal  interpretation  of 
methods.  The  city's  institutions  required  rein- 
vigoration  in  order  to  meet  its  responsibilities. 
Such  reinvigoration  they  have  received. 

In  the  interests  of  efficient  administration  the 
Penal  Institutions  Department,  the  Children's  In- 
stitutions Department,  the  Institutions  Registra- 
tion Department  and  the  Infirmary  Department, 
have  been  combined  under  one  commissioner,  thus 
centralizing  authority  and  placing  the  responsi- 
bility where  it  should  rest.  This  consolidation  has 
proved  thoroughly  wise.  Also  in  the  interests  of 
public  service  the  Suffolk  School  for  Boys  has  been 
closed  and  juvenile  offenders  in  this  county  will 
henceforth  be  cared  for  by  the  state.  The  buildings 
on  Rainsford  Island  were  unfit  for  the  use  to  which 
they  had  been  put  and  the  location  for  this  institu- 
tion was  not  good.  Under  the  new  arrangement 
the  boys  will  be  better  cared  for  and  the  city  saves 
a  considerable  sum  of  money  which  would  have  been 
necessary  for  new  buildings,  besides  saving  a  por- 
tion of  the  annual  cost  of  maintenance.  In  the 
same  field  of  public  service  a  new  Child  Welfare 
Division  has  been  organized  under  the  direction  of 
a  deputy  commissioner.  This  division  has  taken 
over  the  care  of  neglected  and  dependent  children 
and  it  has  commanded  the  confidence  of  those 
social  agencies  whose  co  operation  is  essential  if 
the  city  is  to  perform  fully  its  duty  to  unfortunate 
children. 

A  most  satisfying  result  of  this  reorganization  of 
the  city's  institutions  has  been  obtained  at  Long 
Island  where  a  transformation  has  been  effected  in 
the  almshouse  and  hospital.  This  institution  had 
rnn  into  so  unsatisfactory  a  condition  that  the  city's 
charges  suffered  discomfort,  and  lacking  fire  pro- 
tection, were  in  constant  danger  of  losing  their 
lives  from  fire. 

The  fire  danger  at  Long  Island  was  recognized 
years  ago  and  the  first  effort  to  remedy  that  condi- 
tion was  made  before  the  World  War,  under  the 
old  Board  of  Trustees.  At  that  time  the  lowest 
bid  for  installing  sprinklers,  etc.,  was  875,000,  this 
including  protection  for  five  buildings.  This 
contract,  owing  to  conditions,  was  never  awarded. 
The  first  actual  work  to  protect  the  institution 
was  made  during  the  present  administration  which 
accepted  bids  for  sprinkler  installation,  etc.,  in  the 
five  buildings  referred  to  and  in  two  others  as  well. 
In  addition  to  these  sprinklers,  two  high  pressure 
pumps  were  installed  with  gasolene  engines,  and 
one  pump  was  equipped  with  electric  power.  Fire 
boat  connections  were  made  at  the  two  wharves. 
The  two  pumps  with  all  connections  are  valued  at 
$13,000.  Sprinkler  work  in  the  two  additional 
buildings  cost  about  $2,500.  Additional  water 
mains  were  laid  and  a  500,000  gallon  reservoir  was 
repaired  at  a  cost  of  $6,400.  A  number  of  addi- 
tional hydrants  were  placed.  This  entire  fire 
protection  equipment  cost  something  under  $105,- 
000,  which  had  been  appropriated  for  this  purpose. 
It  is  satisfactory  to  record  the  fact  that  in  spite  of 
the  upward  trend  of  prices  since  the  days  pre- 
ceding the  war,  all  of  the  work  which  had  been 
planned  for  under  the  $75,000  proposal,  as  noted 
above,  actually  cost  the  -city  less  than  $51,000, 
representing  for  the  protection  of  the  original  five 
buildings  under  consideration,  a  net  saving  to  the 
city  of  $24,000. 

This  thoroughly  constructed  system  of  fire  pro- 
tection for  the  Long  Island  Institution  is  not,  how- 
ever, the  sum  of  the  achievements  at  that  place. 
Everything  has  been  done  to  make  almshouse  and 
hospital  comfortable  homes  for  those  who  are  in 
their  care.  So  effective  has  been  this  improve- 
ment, that  in  October,  1921,  the  American  College 
of  Surgeons  placed  the  Long  Island  Hospital  on  its 
approved  list  of  hospitals  for  the  United  States. 
This  institution  has  won  the  unqualified  confidence 
of  Boston  physicians,  and  has  become  noted  as  a 
particularly  desirable  hospital  for  the  chronic  sick. 
Improvement  in  the  almshouse  is  hardly  less  strik- 
ing. That  institution  is  now  said  to  be  without  an 
equal  among  similar  institutions  for  physical  equip- 
ment and  the  care  of  inmates. 

The  City  Hospital. 
As  a  result  of  improvements  at  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  it  will  be  possible  upon  their  completion 
easily  to  care  for  1,000  patients  a  day  at  the  Out- 
Patient  Department. 
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The  hospital  was  allowed  $629,000  for  remodeling 
the  out-patient  building  and  the  Lodge  building. 
No  expenditure  of  city  money  could  be  better 
worth  while  than  this,  permitting  the  city,  as  it 
will,  to  support  its  obligations  to  the  sick.  The 
Out-Patient  Department  long  ago  outgrew  its  quar- 
ters which  have  become  inadequate  and  in  no  de- 
gree fit  for  the  work  it  should  do.  In  the  future 
this  department  of  the  City  Hospital  will  be  so 
equipped  that  the  city  may  take  satisfaction  in  the 
work  done  there.  The  hospital  has,  of  course,  per- 
formed its  duties  always  with  conscientiousness, 
but  it  has  been  seriously  handicapped  by  out-of- 
date  buildings.  The  reconstruction  of  the  out- 
patient building  is  one  of  the  most  satisfactory 
achievements  in  the  past  few  years. 

Another  improvement  which  will  meet  with  uni- 
versal commendation  is  the  construction  of  the 
Thorndike  Memorial  made  possible  by  the  appro- 
priation of  .$150,000  to  be  added  to  the  bequest 
of  the  late  George  L.  Thorndike.  The  Thorndike 
Memorial  will  take  the  place  of  old  Ward  P,  which 
was  built  thirty  years  ago,  and  which  was  designed 
for  temporary  use.  That  temporary  structure  has 
therefore  been  in  use  far  beyond^  the  period  in- 
tended and  far  beyond  the  limits  of  its  proper  public 
usefulness.  The  Thorndike  Memorial  thoroughly 
modernized  and  well  appointed  will  be  used  for  an 
X-ray  department,  medical  amphitheater,  inten- 
sive study  of  patients,  and,  on  the  two  upper  floors, 
for  laboratories. 

At  the  South  Department  the  third  pavilion 
has  been  completed.  This  remodeling  of  the  pa- 
vilion from  an  open  ward  into  an  isolating  build- 
ing makes  the  South  Department  again  a  modern 
contagious  hospital,  so  that  the  various  types  of 
disease  may  be  isolated  without  danger  of  cross 
infection. 

Prevention  of  cross  infection  from  the  children 
in  the  main  hospital  has  been  secured  by  remodel- 
ing Ward  I  at  a  cost  of  $15,500.  This  makes  Ward 
I  a  complete  isolating  unit  for  the  accommodation 
of  thirty-two   children. 

In  June,  1921,  the  sprinkler  system  at  the  South 
Department  and  Drown  House  was  completed. 
By  the  expenditure  of  an  additional  $25,000,  au- 
thorized by  the  Council  in  November,  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Mayor  on  December  7,  1921,  com- 
pletion of  the  sprinkler  system  at  the  hospital  is 
assured.  With  this  done  the  hospital  buildings 
will  be  as  safe,  according  to  expert  authority,  as 
if  of  first-class  construction. 

Throughout  the  City  Hospital  there  has  been 
manifested  an  enthusiasm  and  a  spirit  of  growth 
which  are  a  source  of  great  satisfaction  to  this  city. 
The  material  equipment  of  the  hospital  has  been 
thoroughly  modernized  and  the  departments  have 
shown  energy  and  accomplishment.  Monthly  meet- 
ings held  by  the  surgical  staff  at  the  hospital  have 
brought  forth  many  papers  which  have  subsequently 
been  published  and  which  have  attracted  wide  in- 
terest. Several  important  clinics  have  been  estab- 
lished and  a  number  of  new  departments  for  the 
study  of  special  topics  have  been  added. 

Consumptives'  Hospital. 

The  record  of  progress  in  the  Boston  Consump- 
tives' Hospital  has  been  particularly  marked  by 
the  efforts  made  to  bring  comfort  and  happiness 
to  the  patients  through  improved  means  of  enter- 
tainment. More  has  been  done  in  this  direction 
by  this  department  durimr  the  past  two  yeirs  than 
ever  before  in  its  history.  Expenditure  of  money 
for  this  purpose  has  met  with  hearty  public  approval. 
Motion  picture  shows,  concerts,  as  well  as  church 
services  have  been  held  in  the  dining  room  of 
the  day  camp  building,  which  has  been  improved 
and  made  convenient  for  such  purposes.  In  many 
ways  the  efficiency  of  this  department  has  been 
increased  and  necessary  economics  have  been 
practised. 

The  Out-Patient  Department  has  been  the 
center  of  a  work  of  great  importance  to  the  city. 
The  work  here  and  at  home  by  the  nurses  is  one  of 
the  most  effective  contributions  towards  eradica- 
tion of  tuberculosis.  The  United  States  Census 
Bureau  report  for  1920  shows  that  at  that  time 
Boston  had  seven  more  clinic  hours  a  week  per 
100,000  population  than  Philadelphia,  twice  as 
many  as  New  York  or  Cincinnati,  and  in  fact 
more  than  in  any  other  city  on  record. 

Industrial  work  for  patients  at  the  Mattapan 
Hospital,  has  had  encouraging  results.  Such  work 
interests  an  increasing  number  of  patients  and  it 
is  indicated  that  a  further  extension  of  facilities 
for  this  work  will  prove  of  great  public  benefit. 


Establishment  of  a  dental  clinic  in  the  Mattapan 
Hospital  organized  in  1920  has  also  been  of  much 
value.  It  is  worth  while  to  emphasize  particularly 
the  work  of  the  Occupational  Therapy_  Depart- 
ment. Under  trained  teachers,  patients,  including 
many  who  are  confined  to  their  beds,  have  oc- 
cupied themselves  in  making  a  large  variety  of 
articles  and  have  in  consequence  derived  much 
benefit  through  an  improved  state  of  mind  and 
increased  happiness.  The  patients  are  paid  for 
their  work  and  the  articles  made  are  sold  at  prices 
covering  their  cost.  A  special  shop  for  the  sale 
of  such  articles  was  opened  at  the  corner  of  Boyls- 
ton  and  Berkeley  streets  and  has  attracted  favor- 
able attention.  I  am  strongly  of  the  belief  that 
this  work  is  of  much  value  in  improving  the  physi- 
cal condition  of  the  patients  by  encouraging  them 
and  giving  their  minds  a  more  pleasant  outlook. 
In  many  cases  the  disease  has  been  arrested  and 
the  patients  have  been  able  to  return  to  work. 
A  new  and  much  larger  workshop  has  been  pro- 
vided for  and  in  general  the  development  of  this 
branch  of  the  hospital  work  has  been  most  en- 
couraging. 

The  Children. 

The  great  responsibilities  which  the  citizens 
have  toward  their  dependents  must  be  kept  eyer 
present  in  the  minds  of  those  intrusted  with  city 
administration.  To  the  hospitals  for  the  sick 
and  to  other  agencies  of  relief  where  unforunates 
find  a  home  must  be  given  constant  care  and  help- 
ful treatment.  To  the  soldiers,  those  reminders 
of  our  national  obligations,  must  be  shown  a 
willingness  to  help  them  when  in  trouble. 

Of  all  who  turn  to  the  city  for  aid,  the  children 
must  be  ever  present  in  our  thoughts  as  offering 
the  greatest  opportunity  for  help.  The  children 
of  today  are  the  nations'  rulers  of  tomorrow.  A 
nation  will  advance  only  so  long  as  it  is  able  to 
place  one  generation  of  its  children  on  a  plane 
slightly  higher  than  that  occupied  by  their  fathers 
and  mothers. 

No  responsibility  of  the  city_  should  be  placed 
above  its  responsibility  of  helping  to  develop  its 
little  children.  To  our  schools  democracy  will 
ever  turn  for  a  strengthening  and  renewing  of  the 
forces  on  which  it  rests;  and  no  increased  appro- 
priation in  the  budget  of  the  city  is  more  willingly 
met  by  the  taxpayers  than  that  for  schools.  No 
parent  fails  to  feel  the  desire  to  give  his  children 
a  better  opportunity  than  she  or  he  himself  had. 

The  appropriations  for  playgrounds,  for  beaches, 
for  gymnasiums,  for  libraries  must  be  so  used  as 
to  give  the  most  help  to  the  children.  No  reluc- 
tant or  narrow  mind  must  hamper  the  city's 
determinations  to  help  these  future  citizens. 

The  Public  Library. 

The  conduct  of  the  Public  Library  and  its 
branches  has  been  such  as  to  increase  their  public 
service  and  to  encourage  popular  demands  upon 
such  service.  The  entire  Public  Library  system 
is  being  used  now  to  a  greater  extent  than  ever 
before  in  the  city's  history.  There  has  been 
marked  increase  in  the  library  work  with  the 
children  and  the  schools.  General  and  special 
reference  work  at  the  Central  Library  and  branches 
and  the  circulation  of  books  also  have  greatly 
increased.  This  tendency  to  increased  use  of  the 
library  has  been  especially  emphasized  during  the 
last  year.  Following  the  war  there  was  an  evident 
and  stimulated  demand  for  books  throughout  the 
country.  The  Boston  Public  Library  was  well 
equipped  to  meet  that  demand  and  it  did  so.  The 
library's  equipment  of  reference  books  for  branches 
and  reading  rooms,  such  as  encyclopedias,  diction- 
aries, atlases,  etc.,  has  been  renewed  and  kept  up 
to  date.  Technical  and  fine  arts  books  suited  for 
reference  work  in  the  branches  have  been  added. 
There  has  been  a  special  increase  in  the  number 
of  books  for  children,  many  of  these  selected  to 
aid  them  in  their  school  work. 

It  is  an  interesting  fact  that  more  than  half 
of  the  volumes  bought  during  the  last  year  were 
children's  books. 

A  new  reading  room  at  Jeffries  Point  has  been 
provided  with  a  collection  of  reference  works. 
children's  books  and  books  of  general  interest,  as 
well  as  a  list  of  periodicals. 

The  extent  of  the  public  demand  for  librarj 
facilities  is  indicated  in  the  fact  that  the  number  of 
"live  cards"  outstanding,  that  is,  cards  in  actual 
use  in  the  system  on  November  1,  1921,  was  10G,- 
9S2.  This  indicates  a  gain  of  1,524  for  the  first 
nine  months  of  1921.  More  impressive,  however, 
than  the  increase  in  the  number  of  cards  is  the 
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increased  use  of  cards.  The  total  circulation  of 
books  through  the  branches,  reading  rooms,  schools 
and  institutions,  including  the  daily  use  of  Central 
library  books  through  the  deposit  collection  and 
the  direct  circulation  from  the  Central  Library 
for  the  nine-month  period  between  January  1 
and  November  1,  for  three  successive  years  has 
been  as  follows:

In  1920  an  information  office  was  established  as 
an  adjunct  to  the  work  of  the  Reference  Depart- 
ment. This  office  contains  a  variety  of  city  and 
business  directories  and  similar  important  volumes, 
and  a  steadily  growing  card  index  to  information 
sources  both  within  the  library  and  elsewhere. 
The  office  also  contains  valuable  files  of  material 
on  vocational  guidance  and  unemployment,  origi- 
nally collected  and  organized  by  outside  agencies. 
There  is  also  available  here  a  large  variety  of  pub- 
lications issued  by  the  United  States  Government 
and  by  business  organizations,  such  as  Chambers 
of  Commerce  in  the  United  States  and  many  for- 
eign countries.  This  information  service  is  certain 
to  be  of  very  large  public  usefulness. 

Establishment  of  an  open  shelf  room  adjoining 
the  information  office  has  also  proved  a  success. 
During  th"  past  year  more  than  30,000  volumes 
of  nonaction  were  circulated. 

Development  of  the  use  of  the  Lecture  Had  at 
the  Central  Library  has  proceeded  so  successfully 
as  to  tax  the  capacity  of  the  hall.  Under  the  stim- 
ulating direction  of  the  Library  Department  the 
hall  has  been  almost  continuously  occupied  for 
lectures,  University  extension  courses  and  other 
educational  meetings,  including  on  some  evenings 
several  different  classes,  each  with  a  capacity  at- 
tendance talon"  turns  in  the  use  of  the  hall.  The 
success  of  the  library  lectures  has^  been  made  pos- 
sible by  that  spirit  of  co-operation  which  is  an 
essential  asset  for  the  successful  conduct  of  all 
public  affairs.  This  spirit  of  co-operation  has  in- 
duced many  men  and  women  to  devote  their  time 
and  efforts  to  furthering  these  lectures.  This  is  a 
branch  of  library  service  susceptible  of  almost 
unlimited  development. 

The  Jeffries  Point  Reading  Room  referred  to 
above  was  opened  October  15,  1921,  in  the  thickly 
populated  Italian  district  of  East  Boston.  The 
public  response  to  its  opening  was  immediate.  This 
reading  room  will  become  a  most  important  factor 
in  the  continued  development  of  the  city  and  it 
undoubtedly  will  grow  far  beyond  its  present 
quarters. 

The  Library  Department  is  planning  for  a  larger 
service  in  West  Roxbury  and  in  the  South  End. 
The  West  Roxbury  Branch  is  an  exceptionally 
attractive  library  building  and  will  become  one  of 
the  important  institutions  of  that  part  of  the  city. 

During  1 021 ,  for  the  first  time  in  a  period  of  years, 
repairs  of  major  importance  were  undertaken  in 
library  property.  These  include  repairs  at  the 
branches  in  Brighton,  North  End,  West  End  and  at 
East  Boston,  and  at  the  reading  rooms  in  Lower 
Mills  and  at  Faneuil.  Important  rearrangements 
have  been  made  in  the  children's  reading  room  in 
the  Dorchester  Branch. 

Aht  Commission. 

The  Art  Commission  of  the  city  has  worked 
continuously  and  effectively  to  sustain  the  city's 
reputation.  The  importance  of  this  commission 
has  been  emphasized  during  this  administration 
by  the  conditions  consequent  upon  the  World  War. 
It  has  been  necessary  to  give  much  time  and  expert 
attention  to  the  question  of  war  memorial  tablets, 
etc.  A  considerable  number  of  commercial  designs 
for  such  tablets  have  been  improved  before  accept- 
ance by  this  commission.  These  memorials  carry 
with  them  a  noble  sentiment  and  it  is  desirable  that 
this  sentiment  should  be  finely  expressed  through 
the  excellence  of  workmanship.  Some  of  these 
tablets  have  been  by  most  eminent  artists.  All 
have  been  brought  within  the  requirements  of 
good  artistic  judgment  by  the  commission.  In  its 
capacity  as  a  board  of  regional  advisers  for  war 
memorials  for  New  England,  of  the  National  Fed- 
eration of  Arts,  Boston's  Art  Commission  has 
been  called  into  consultation  in  other  c'ties  and  so 
has  aided  appreciably  in  maintaining  high  standards 
throughout  this  section  of  the  country. 

The  advice  of  the  Art  Commission  was  a  great 
benefit  in  connection  with  the  form  of  exits  and 
entrances  of  the  Arlington  Street  Subway  Station. 
The  question  of  their  form  was  jointly  discussed 


by  the  Transit  Commission,  the  Park  Department 
and  the  Art  Commission,  and  at  the  suggestion  of 
the  Art  Commission  an  architect  was  engaged  to 
make  a  suitable  design.  This  plan  worked  out 
successfully  and  has  now  been  carried  to  comple- 
tion, the  designs  which  were  accepted  by  these- 
three  departments  having  met  with  publie  approval. 
The  service  of  the  Boston  Art  Commission  in  the 
capacity  of  regional  adviser  on  New  England  war 
memorials  was  a  distinct  compliment  to  Boston. 
The  Boston  Commission  accepted  these  duties  in 
1919  at  the  request  of  the  American  Federation 
of  Arts,  Washington,  D.  C,  and  with  my  warm 
approval. 

City  Planning. 

The  difficulty  of  planning  for  the  most  orderly 
and  attractive  development  of  any  old  city  whose 
ways  are  necessarily  to  a  large  degree  fixed  is 
obvious  and  has  perplexed  many  municipalities. 
To  construct  a  new  city  is  a  comparatively  simple 
matter  in  so  far  as  the  arrangement  of  streets  and 
the  restriction  of  districts  is  concerned.  It  is  only 
within  comparatively  recent  years  that  serious 
attention  has  been  given  to  the  work  of  adapting 
old  established  cities  to  modern  conditions.  Boston 
has  two  problems  of  city  planning  with  which  to 
deal.  One,  and  that  which  should  be  simpler,  is 
the  development  of  new  areas  both  for  residence 
and  business.  The  other  and  more  difficult  is  that 
of  lessening  the  confusion  of  the  older  portions  of 
thecity  and  making  them  suitable  for  modern 
business  purposes. 

Boston's  City  Planning  Board  has  dealt  with 
both  phases  of  the  problem.  During  the  past  four 
years  permanent  advancement  has  been  made  in 
the  task  of  bringing  all  of  Boston  into  closer  accord 
with  what  a  city  should  be  which  seeks  to  meet 
modern  business  and  residence  requirements,  and 
at  the  same  time  retain  those  admirable  charac- 
teristics which  are  inherited  from  a  historic  past. 
By  my  direction  the  City  Planning  Board  made  a 
survey  of  municipal  improvements  under  wav  and 
proposed  in  the  ten  largest  cities  in  the  United 
States,  as  well  as  the  activities  contemplated  by  a 
number  of  the  smaller  municipalities.  A  very  full 
report  of  this  survey  was  made  under  date  of  March 
29,  1921.  The  information  thus  obtained  by  the 
Planning  Board  was  of  much  value  to  the  city. 

Another  important  task  undertaken  by  the 
Board  was  to  furnish  the  City  Council  with  a  list 
and  synopsis  of  investigations  and  reports  covering 
the  past  twenty  or  thirty  years  in  connection  with 
the  commercial,  maritime  and  industrial  develop- 
ment of  Boston.  This  task  involved  a  large 
amount  of  research  work  and  close  attention  to 
detail. 

The  Planning  Board  was  of  great  usefulness  to 
the  Special  Commission  on  the  Extended  Use  of 
Public  Buildings,  for  which  commission  it  prepared 
a  map  showing  the  location  of  municipally  owned 
buildings.  _  This  map  was  accompanied  with  charts 
and  other  information  of  value. 

In  an  effort  to  add  to  the  beauty  of  Boston,  the 
Planning  Board  has  worked  out  a'  plan  for  the 
possible  rearrangement  of  Copley  square.  This 
plan  was  submitted  July  18  last,  and  calls  for  what 
might  be  termed  a  Maltese  cross  arrangement  of 
the  grass  plots  with  a  large  open  circle  in  the  center. 

The  City  Planning  Board  has  made  several 
recommendations  at  different  times  regarding  the 
proposed  widening  of  Washington  street  at  various 
points,  as  circumstances  such  as  the  demolition  of 
old  buildings  have  suggested  the  feasibility  of  such 
improvement. 

Tn  a  wide  variety  of  investigation  and  report  the 
City  Planning  Board  has  aided  in  obtaining  perma- 
nent improvements  in  the  city's  physical  arrange- 
ment. A  formal  indorsement  of  trie  work  of  the 
Board  from  the  Boston  Society  of  Architects  is  a 
pleasing  fact  to  be  recorded.  Another  attestation 
of  the  value  of  the  Board  has  been  the  interest 
shown  in  its  work  by  not  less  than  a  score  of  visit- 
ing representatives  from  Japan,  including  archi- 
tects, engineers  and  city  planners. 

Requests  for  copies  of  the  City  Planning  Board 
reports  have  come  from  many  parts  of  the  United 
States  and  from  abroad.  Monsieur  M.  Jacques 
Greber  of  Paris  devoted  some  time  to  studying  the 
work  of  this  Board  and  a  set  of  lantern  slides  of 
various  improvements  contemplated  by  the  Board 
was  prepared  for  and  furnished  to  him  for  purposes 
of  exhibition. 

A  Zoning  System. 
Two  years  ago  one  of  the  constitutional  amend- 
ments adopted  authorized  the  Massachusetts  Legis- 
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lature  to  pass  laws  "to  limit  buildings  according  to 
their  use  or  construction  to  specified  districts  of 
cities  and  towns."  Its  purpose  was  to  prevent 
objectionable  building  and  undesirable  uses  of 
buildings  in  business  and  residential  districts  or 
cities  and  towns.  Following  the  spirit  of  this 
amendment  the  Legislature  of  1920,  by  chapter  001 
of  its  acts,  gave  to  the  cities  and  towns  the  necessary 
authority  to  carry  out  such  a  purpose.  Under  this 
act  there  was  presented  to  the  Boston  City  Council 
on  January  9,  1922,  a  proposed  ordinance  establish- 
ing a  system  known  as  the  "zoning  system"  in 
Boston.  By  this  proposed  ordinance  the  city  was 
divided  into  three  classes  of  districts: 

Business  districts. 
Residence  districts. 
Unrestricted  districts. 

This  ordinance  was  prepared  by  the  Board  of  Street 
Commissi  oners. 

For  business  and  residence  districts  special  regu- 
lations are  proposed.  In  the  unrestricted  districts 
the  erection,  alteration  and  use  of  building  would 
be  regulated  as  in  the  past  by  the  building  laws. 

This  plan  is  a  definite  step  of  the  utmost  impor- 
tance to  Boston.  It  is  designed  equally  to  protect 
residence  districts  against  an  unwarranted  and 
injurious  encroachment  by  business,  and  to  pro- 
tect business  against  embarrassment  and  injury 
due  to  objections  raised  after  such  business  has 
established  its  location  in  good  faith  and  with 
honest  purpose.  The  modern  city,_  particularly 
one  in  which  manufacturing  is  carried  on,  must 
consist  of  a  variety  of  citizens  with  a  variety  of 
desires  and  needs.  It  is  one  of  the  functions  of 
municipal  administration  to  guarantee,  in  so  far 
as  it  is  possible,  the  happiness  and  prosperity  of  all 
of  these  inhabitants.  In  past  years  the  growth  of 
cities  and  the  location  of  residences  and  business 
have  been  determined  by  what  have  been  called 
natural  tendencies. 

It  is  apparent  now,  however,  that  such  tenden- 
cies, if  unrestrained  and  undirected  by  any  syste- 
matic authority,  may  work  grievous  injury  to 
individuals,  may  seriously  lower  real  estate  values 
in  certain  sections,  and  will  almost  certainly  create 
dissatisfaction  and  complaint  among  the  people. 
It  has  always  been  found  difficult  to  substitute  for 
this  natural  growth  a  predetermined  and  limited 
method  of  development  and  expansion.  The 
demand  for  an  effective  system  of  restriction  in 
Boston  is  imperative.  It  is  to  meet  this  demand 
that  this  zoning  ordinance  was  submitted  with  my 
hearty  approval,  and  I  strongly  recommended  its 
passage.  It  offers  a  distinct  starting  point  for 
an  ultimately  entirely  satisfactory  disposal  of  the 
problem  of  business  and  residence  restriction  in 
this  city.  Only  through  such  a  system  can  private 
property,  whether  for  residence  or  business,  be 
guaranteed  a  square  deal  at  all  times,  and  only  by 
such  interest  of  purpose  and  performance  and  by 
such  guaranties  of  stability  can  the  public  interest 
be  adequately  served. 

Park  Department. 

A  special  effort  has  been  made  during  this  admin- 
istration to  improve  the  upkeep  of  the  properties 
under  the  Park  Department.  This  policy  has  had 
gratifying  success.  Large  areas  of  wroodland  at 
Franklin  Park  and  trees,  shrubs  and  grass  areas  in 
other  parts  of  the  city  have  been  brought  under 
more  thorough  care  than  had  previously  been  given 
•  them. 

One  of  the  important  policies  of  the  commis- 
sioners has  been  to  develop,  so  far  as  funds  would 
permit,  the  unfinished  playgrounds  throughout  the 
city. 

The  commissioners  have  believed  that  money 
thus  spent  would  be  of  greater  benefit  to  the  city 
than  a  similar  expenditure  to  acquire  new  areas 
without  the  funds  properly  to  equip  them  for  the 
public. 

Parks  and  Playgrounds. 
I  would  like  in  this  connection  to  emphasize  with 
great  earnestness  the  importance  of  the  acquisi- 
tion, equipment  and  maintenance  of  public  play- 
grounds. In  the  earlier  days  of  our  American 
civilization  and  before  the  modern  period  of  ex- 
treme congestion  in  cities  the  natural  human  right 
for  open  spaces  for  outdoor  recreation  was  taken 
for  granted.  It  is  a  natural  human  desire  to  seek 
health  and  happiness  in  the  open.  The  love  of 
blue  skies  and  green  fields  and  the  exhilaration  of 
snow-clad  hills  are  inheritances  from  our  ancestors. 
There  is  no  normal  man  to  whom  the  appeal  of  out- 


doors does  not  come  at  some  time  during  his  life. 
In  the  early  and  universal  occupation  of  mankind, 
in  hunting,  and  in  the  pursuit  of  agriculture,  the 
enjoyment  of  outdoors  was  a  part  of  his  everyday 
activity  and  was  a  source  of  strength  for  the  race. 
Under  modern  city  conditions  this  essential 
right  of  humanity  and  the  happiness  of  outdoor 
life  is  in  a  large  measure  withdrawn.  I  sometimes 
question  whether  all  of  the  modern  conveniences 
and  efforts  of  indoor  facilities  can  adequately  com- 
pensate the  human  race  for  that  loss  of  outdoor 
freedom  which  has  resulted  from  the  new  and 
necessary  living  conditions. 

The  earliest  builders  of  our  New  England  towns 
clung  with  tenacity  to  the  ancient  heritage  of  wide 
spaces.  Every  old  New  England  town  kept  its 
village  green  or  common  free  from  encroachment, 
a  public  park  and  playground  for  the  young  and 
old  of  the  village.  There  is  no  more  peaceful  and 
wholesome  sight,  than  that  of  an  old  New  England 
village  street,  wide  in  its  reach  from  house  to  house- 
beautiful  in  its  display  of  great  trees  and  spread 
of  lawn. 

In  most  of  the  New  England  cities  this  inclina- 
tion to  maintain  a  public  common,  the  square  in 
the  city  center,  has  been  cherished.  In  no  city 
is  this  more  marked  or  more  admirable  than  in 
Boston.  We  have  here,  in  Boston  Common,  a 
possession  which  is  not  to  be  exceeded  in  value  to 
the  city  by  any  asset  of  any  other  municipality 
anywhere. 

Within  recent  years  we  have  revived  somewhat 
of  the  old  appreciation  of  the  value  of  open  spaces 
for  all  the  people.  This  has  led  to  the  develop- 
ment of  playground  systems  in  our  American 
cities.  In  Boston  this  understanding  of  public 
needs  has  had  my  heartiest  encouragement.  I 
cannot  too  strongly  emphasize  my  belief  that  the 
development,  equipment  and  maintenance  of 
parks  and  playgrounds  in  Boston  is  a  vital  ne- 
cessity for  the  city's  prosperity  and  wholesome 
growth.  These  tilings  have  not  only  a  senti- 
mental value  but  materially  add  to  the  city's 
prosperity  by  making  residence  and  business 
here  more  attractive,  by  increasing  the  public 
health  and  by  contributing  in  many  indirect  ways 
toward  permanent  conditions  conducive  to  munic- 
ipal progress. 

Boston  Common,  diverted  from  its  customary 
uses  to  meet  the  demands  of  war  conditions,  has 
resumed  its  normal  condition.  The  work  of  resto- 
ration has  been  well  carried  on,  additional  con- 
crete walks  have  been  laid,  additional  seats  have 
been  placed  about  the  Parkman  Memorial  Band- 
stand, new  shade  trees  have  been  planted  and 
many  other  improvements  made.  _  A  baseball 
field  has  been  placed  in  perfect  condition,  provided 
with  fences  and  backstops,  and  the  opportunities 
for  this  sport  have  been  increased. 

The  Public  Garden  has  been  improved  and  all 
of  the  city  parks  have  been  put  in  first-class  con- 
dition. At  Franklin  Park  buildings  have  been 
renovated,  golf  links  have  been  improved,  and  in 
general  the  work  of  the  Park  Department  has  been 
worthy  of  the  city. 

Some  idea  of  the  amount  of  work  required  in 
fighting  plant  pests  may  be  gained  from  the  fact 
that  under  the  Park  Department  during  the  year 
1920  more  than  42,000  private  trees  were  inspected, 
more  than  one  half  of  which  were  reported  infested 
with  gypsy  moth  nests,  most  of  these,  as  well  as 
all  trees  belonging  to  the  city,  being  sprayed  or 
cleaned  by  the  moth  force  during  the  season. 

Zoological  Garden. 

The  fact  that  fully  two  million  persons  visit  the 
Zoological  Garden  at  Franklin  Park  during  the 
year  emphasizes  the  importance  of  this  institution. 
On  Sundays  and  holidays  through  the  spring, 
summer  and  fall  the  capacities  of  the  Zoo  buildings 
are  severely  taxed.  During  the  past  four  years  the 
exhibits  at  the  Zoo  have  been  strengthened  and 
the  accommodations  have  been  added  to.  The 
most  important  of  these  ;s  the  new  lion  house, 
which  is  a  building  containing  seven  large  cages 
constructed  according  to  the  most  modern  plan. 
The  lions  had  until  this  time  been  kept  in  old, 
dark  and  poorly  ventilated  quarters  and  it  was 
agreeable  to  be  able  to  move  them  to  this  modern 
building. 

Cemeteries. 

Boston's  cemeteries  have  been  kept  up  to  the 
mark  and  where  improvements  were  necessarys 
these  have  been  added.  At  Mount  Hope  Ceme- 
tery a  lot  containing  85,000  square  feet  has  been 
reserved   for  the  burial   of    World   War  veteran. 
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The  Mount  Hope,  Fairview  and  Evergreen  Ceme- 
teries have  had  added  to  them  new  sections  for 
use.  The  appearance  of  King's  Chapel,  Granary, 
Central'  and  Dorchester  South  Burying  Grounds 
has  been  much  improved.  A  number  of  old  tombs 
which  have  shown  the  effects  of  time  have  been 
restored  at  the  Dorchester  South,  Roxbury  South, 
Bennington  Street,  East  Boston,  King's  Chapel 
and  Granary  Burying  Grounds.  The  large  trees 
in  all  of  these  places  have  been  carefully  pruned 
and  treated  and  restored  to  a  condition  which 
increases  their  likelihood  of  long  life. 

Public  Buildings. 

The  public  buildings  of  the  city  have  been  im- 
proved in  appearance  and  usefulness.  At  the 
Faneuil  Hall  Market  new  metal  awnings  were  put 
in  place,  new  storm  doors  added  and  in  other  ways 
the  usefulness  of  the  market  increased. 

The  Old  State  House,  which  was  damaged  by 
fire,  was  thoroughly  restored  in  May,  1921,  at  a 
cost  of  S12.500. 

Important  improvements  at.  the  Charles  Street 
Jail  have  been  begun  and  when  completed  will 
include  a  hospital  and  office  rooms,  as  well  as  rest 
rooms,  and  an  auditorium  for  religious  and  social 
purposes. 

The  contract  was  let  on  December  14,  1920, 
under  an  appropriation  of  $355,000,  for  a  new 
municipal  building  at  Hyde  Park. 

New  quarters  for  the  Division  8  Police  Station, 
for  which  $230,000  was  appropriated,  will  accom- 
modate not  only  the  police  boats  but  Fireboat  No. 
31  and  a  part  of  the  Public  Works  Department. 

The  new  municipal  building  for  Old  Ward  12, 
for  which  was  made  an  appropriation  of  $449,000, 
the  contract  being  let  on  July  18,  1921,  provides 
for  that  section  of  the  city  a  modern  fireproof 
building  of  first-class  cons' ruction.  The  first  floor 
contains  an  auditorium  with  a  seating  capacity  of 
1,200  and  also  public  shower  baths.  On  the  second 
floor  are  a  social  room  and  a  gallery  for  the  audito- 
rium. The  top  floor  will  contain  a  gymnasium  with 
showers  and  individual  dressing  rooms.  On  the 
fourth  floor  are  a  running  track,  shower  baths  and 
dressing  rooms.  In  the  basement  are  accommoda- 
tions for  a  branch  of  the  Public  Library.  This  is 
one  of  the  best  buildings  of  its  kind  in  the  country 
and  its  acquisition  is  one  of  the  important  items  in 
this  administration. 

Another  important  new  building  is  the  Forest 
Hills  Courthouse,  for  which  $205,000  was  appro- 
priated. The  contract  was  awarded  November  8, 
1921. 

Schoolhouses. 

During  the  past  four  years  there  have  been 
general  improvements  in  Boston's  schoolhouses  and 
their  equipment. 

Office  quarters  at  15  Beacon  street  have  been 
taken  for  the  School  Administration  Building  at  a 
cost  of  $435,307.63.  This  is  the  most  economical 
arrangement,  as  well  as  placing  the  School  Adminis- 
tration Department  in  a  convenient  location.  By 
this  arrangement  there  was  effected  for  the  city  a 
saving  of  about  $700,000  under  what  it  would  have 
cost  to  construct  a  new  building. 

Reference  has  been  made  in  another  portion  of 
this  address  to  some  of  the  new  schools  which  have 
been  built.  They  are  essential  factors  in  the  pro- 
gressive development  of  Boston.  Besides  these 
new  school  buildings  there  has  been  a  considerable 
expenditure  of  public  funds  for  bettering  the  condi- 
tion of  existing  school  buildings,  by  providing 
improved  heating  and  ventilating  systems  and  other 
necessary  modern  equipment. 

City  Supplies. 

Through  the  activity  of  the  Supply  Department 
the  purchase  of  city  supplies  has  been  placed  on  a 
business  basis.  The  taking  of  cash  discounts  on 
public  bills  has  involved  an  increased  amount  from 
month  to  month  because  the  office  advertises  the 
fact  that  the  city  is  anxious  to  take  a  cash  discount. 
As  soon  as  this  discount  has  been  granted  the  office 
of  the  Purchasing  Agent  speeds  up  in  so  far  as  it 
can  the  passage  of  bills  through  the  various  chan- 
nels in  order  that  the  City  Treasurer  may  take  the 
discount  available. 

Under  this  same  department  the  inspection  serv- 
ice has  been  broadened  and  through  oo-operation 
with  the  Public  Works  Department  the  laboratory 
has  been  much  in  use  for  chemical  analysis  of 
materials  which  enter  into  road  making  and  have 
to  do  with  the  operation  of  motor  vehicles.  The 
Supply  Department  also  has  worked  in  co-operation 


with  the  food  inspection  laboratory  of  the  Health 
Department  with  admirable  results. 

I  have  also  urged  upon  this  department  that  it 
handle  the  electric  light  contracts,  except  street 
lighting,  and  the  Superintendent  of  Supplies  has 
devoted  much  time  and  effort  to  obtain  a  reduc- 
tion in  rates. 

Weights  and  Measures. 
In  the  important  work  of  protecting  the  public 
against  false  weights  and  measures  the  Department 
of  the  Sealing  of  Weights  and  Measures  has  been 
fully  equipped  with  up-to-date  standard  instru- 
ments to  replace  those  which  were  worn  and 
obsolete.  %.This  is  an  investment  which  will  last 
for  many  years. 

The  Public  Market. 

An  achievement  which  has  brought  much  satis- 
faction to  the  business  men  in  the  market  was  the 
adoption  of  the  so-called  "four  o'clock  law,"  which 
forbids  the  sale  of  perishable  produce  between 
5  p.  m.  and  4  a.  m.  of  the  next  day. 

For  thirty  years  the  market  gardeners  doing 
business  on  South  Market  street  have  tried  to  put 
such  a  law  into  effect,  but  they  were  powerless  to 
do  so  because  of  a  statute  passed  a  century  ago. 
I  am  sure  that  the  farmers  are  greatly  pleased  by 
the  introduction  of  the  amendment  which  I  favored 
in  the  Legislature  and  which  became  a  law  on 
March  1,  1921,  Under  this  law  the  office  of  the 
city  Superintendent  of  Markets  opens  at  4  a.  m. 
No  farmer  is  allowed  to  uncover  his  load  of  produce 
or  to  offer  anything  for  sale  until  the  market  bell  is 
sounded.  Therefore  the  provision  dealer,  grocer, 
peddler  and  commission  merchant  have  the  same 
opportunity  to  buy  their  produce.  This  is  some- 
thing which  has  never  been  known  in  Boston  before. 
It  establishes  fairness  and  an  equal  chance  for  all  in 
doing  business. 

City  Printing. 

The  City  Printing  Department  has  been  brought 
to  a  high  stage  of  efficiency.  It  is  now  one  of  the 
best  equipped  and  best  managed  printing  establish- 
ments ever  under  municipal  control. 

For  the  fiscal  year  ending,  January  1,  1921, 
the  Printing  Department  showed  a  net  profit  of 
$71,210.14,  which  was  an  increase  of  $40,357.07 
over  the  net  profit  for  the  preceding  year.  The . 
cash  receipts  for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1921, 
were  $439,810.67,  including  the  balance  from  1920. 
The  payments  were  $312,519.30,  leaving  a  balance 
to  the  department's  credit  of  S127, 297.37,  as  against 
$58,212.71  at  the  beginning  of  the  period  —  an 
increase  of  $69,084.66. 

Three  new  linotype  machines  have  been  installed 
and  are  in  successful  operation.  This  thoroughly 
modernizes  the  plajit,  increases  its  efficiency  and 
lowers  the  cost  of  operation. 

On  January  22,  1920,  in  a  communication  from 
the  Finance  Commission,  accompanying  a  report 
made  under  its  direction,  and  suggesting  certain 
changes  which  appeared  to  it  feasible,  the  commis- 
sion stated  that  "The  Superintendent  has  con- 
ducted the  plant  economically  and  efficiently;  that 
he  has  endeavored  to  reduce  expenses,  has  pur- 
chased supplies  and  materials  with  intelligence  and 
at  a  low  cost,  and  has  displayed  initiative  in  sub- 
letting a  portion  of  the  premises  covered  by  the 
lease  that  is  not  now  needed  by  the  plant,  which 
has  reduced  the  net  rental  from  $8,220  to  $6,900  a 
vear."  .    . 

In  the  special  report  of  the  Finance  Commission 
dated  January  5,  1920,  and  signed  by  James  H. 
Smyth,  which  is  a  report  accompanying  the  com- 
munication which  I  have  quoted,  the  statement  is 
made  that  "The  Superintendent  shows  himself 
fully  alive  to  the  city's  interests  and  able  to  resist 
political  and  labor  pressure." 

Law  Department. 
The  City  Law  Department  is  always  a  source  of 
strength  and  reliance  to  the  head  of  a  city  adminis- 
tration. I  have  received  the  heartiest  co-operation 
and  uninterrupted  assistance  at  all  times  from  the 
Corporation  Counsel  and  his  assistants.  The  de- 
partment has  ably  represented  the  city  before  the 
courts  and  in  the  Legislature,  and  has  maintained 
the  reputation  of  the  city  for  fairness  and  for  effi- 
ciency. The  Law  Department  has  conducted  im- 
portant work  of  a  great  variety  of  kinds.  One 
achievement  indicating  the  value  of  its  investiga- 
tions is  its  achievement  in  devising  ways  and  means 
of  saving  the  city  annually  approximately  $28,000 
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by  changing  meters  and  the  schedules  under  which 
electricity  has  been  purchased  by  the  city. 

It  is  important  also  to  record  the  fact  that  the 
Law  Department  collected  from  the  surety  com- 
panies in  two  instances  the  entire  amount  of  city 
losses.  This  prevented  the  city  from  losing  more 
than  $40,000,  and  is  an  example  of  efficiency  in  the 
public  interest. 

To  give  the  general  public  some  idea  of  the  extent 
of  the  work  placed  upon  the  shoulders  of  the  Law- 
Department,  reference  to  the  table  on  the  following 
page  is  valuable.  It  states  the  disposition  of  claims 
referred  to  the  Law  Department  by  the  City 
Council.

Music. 

Provisions  of  music  for  open-air  public  enter- 
tainment is  an  important  function  to  which  this 
administration  gave  serious  and,  I  think,  profitable 
attention.  The  system  of  open-air  concerts  in 
Boston  needed  considerable  improvement  to  make 
these  entertainments  worthy  of  the  city  and  of 
value  to  the  public.  I  therefore  appointed  an 
Advisory  Committee  on  Music,  which  after  a  care- 
ful study  of  the  situation,  developed  an  annual 
series  of  open-air  concerts  which  have  reached  a 
high  state  of  excellence.  The  repertoire  of  these 
concerts  was  of  high  character  and  was  thoroughly 
appreciated  by  their  large  attendance  _  always. 
Bands  of  reasonably  permanent  organization  were 
employed  under  able  leadership.  The  results 
were  gratifying. 

The  general  policy  of  the  committee  early 
adopted,  consistently  adhered  to,  favored  concen- 
tration of  the  concerts  at  a  few  generally  accessible 
points,  rather  than  dividing  them  among  a  number 
of  city  and  suburban  districts.  This  policy  im- 
proved the  conditions  under  which  performances 
were  given  and  made  it  feasible  to  employ  larger 
bands  with  a  resulting  excellence  of  performance. 

Mention  has  been  made  in  another  part  of  this 
report  of  the  provision  for  additional  permanent 
seats  to  the  number  of  more  than  3,000  and  to  the 
planting  of  additional  trees  to  shade  these  seats  at 
the  Parkman  Bandstand  on  the  Common,  these 
improvements  being  made  under  the  direction  of 
the  Park  Department.  At  Franklin  Park  the 
bandstand  has  been  moved  to  a  permanent  posi- 
tion selected  for  it  in  accordance  with  the  general 
plans  eventually  to  be  perfected. 

The  Modern  City. 

In  planning  for  our  city  we  should  appreciate 
that  we  must  plan  for  the  social  and  physical  well- 
being  of  our  future  citizens.  While  we  cannot 
determine  definitely  the  direction  in  which  tenden- 
cies are  leading  us,  some  developments  are  so 
marked  as  to  indicate  plainly  that  we  should  take 
them  into  consideration  in  planning  for  the  future. 

For  one  thing,  we  shall  witness  a  growth  in  area 
and  an  immense  expansion  of  population.  In 
1915  seventy  per  cent  of  the  people  of  Massachu- 
setts were  living  in  the  thirty-five  cities.  Before 
the  century  is  out  Boston  will  probably  include  all 
of  what  we  now  call  Greater  Boston  and  will  count 
its  population  by  the  millions.  It  will  absorb  and 
combine  its  neighbors  just  as  New  York  a  while 
ago  revised  its  boundaries  so  as  to  bring  the  sur- 
rounding cities  and  towns  under  one  administrative 
system.       • 

But  this  development  in  size  is  inevitably  ac- 
companied by  a  congestion  which  the  perverse 
ingenuity  of  architects  favors  and  accentuates. 
The  skyscraper  is  built  to  accommodate  10,000 


workers.  Business  is  concentrated  at  favored 
points,  residential  areas  are  crowded  almost  to 
suffocation,  traffic  is  deadlocked  in  the  principal 
thoroughfares,  _  and^  the  freedom  and  speed  of 
movement  which  city  life  requires  is  hopelessly 
impeded.  This  is  the  stage  which  we  have  reached 
today  in  New  York  and  Boston  and  many  of  the 
other  large  cities.  There  is  no  doubt  that  we  have 
passed  beyond  the  saturation  point  and  that  there 
must  be  an  overflow  in  some  direction  to  afford 
relief. 

The  key  to  such  relief  is  distribution  and  the  key 
to  distribution  is  transportation.  Transportation 
in  the  American  cities  will  have  to  quicken  its 
pace  so  as  not  only  to  meet  but  to  anticipate  the 
needs  of  the  population.  At  present,  as  you  all 
know,  it  lags  far  behind.  There  will  have  to  be  a 
great  slashing  of  broad  avenues  so  as  to  provide 
not  only  ingress  and  egress  but  cross  currents  of 
circulation.  There  will  be  tunnels  and  more  tun- 
nels. There  may  be  arcades  and  depressed  streets 
and  other  devices.  There  will  certainly  be  a 
great  increase  of  motor  travel,  necessitating  new 
methods  of  regulation.  ^  It  is  not  impossible  that 
we  shall  see  passenger  air  ships. 

A  system  of  careful  zoning  has  been  worked  out 
by  the  City  of  Boston.  A  city  to  be  developed  now 
should  group  its  component  parts,  by  zones  or 
otherwise,  so  as  not  to  interfere  one  with  another. 
The  city  of  the  future  will  not  permit  the  prevailing 
winds  to  deluge  a  residential  section  with  factory 
or  railroad  smoke  as  happens  in  large  cities  today. 
We  do  not  expect  to  get  a  standardized  city,  but 
certain  functions  of  our  cities  should  be  developed 
along  similar  lines  and  we  should  profit  by  the 
general  experiences  of  others. 

But  it  will  be  a  democracy  that  recognizes  the 
value  of  knowledge  and  the  need  of  skilled  guidance. 
The  expert  is  already  filling  a  large  place  in  city 
affairs.  There  is  the  city  planner  himself,  a  new 
kind  of  expert,  besides  the  engineer,  the  sanitarian, 
the  bacteriologist,  the  gardener,  the  accountant, 
the  lawyer,  the  educator,  specialists  of  many  sorts. 
My  own  policj  has  been  to  place  an  expert  at  the 
head  of  every  department.  The  merit  system  even 
undertakes  to  make  the  whole  city  force,  if  not  a 
body  of  experts,  at  least  as  capable  as  may  be. 
What  a  change  that  indicates  in  the  public  mind. 
What  a  transformation  from  the  days  of  "rings" 
and  "machines,"  of  "bosses"  and  "heelers"!  But 
then  they  were  experts,  too, —  of  an  older  and 
happily   vanishing   school. 

Party  politics,  in  the  old  sense,  will  probably 
disappear.  Whether  the  citizens  will  divide  on 
strict  lines  of  social  or  economic  cleavage  is  hard  to 
say.  It  is  practically  certain  that  the  methods  of 
taxation  will  change.  They  are  different  now  in 
almost  every  country  and  there  is  nothing  final  or 
authoritative  anywhere.  The  trend,  however,  is 
toward  an  attempt  to  make  the  burdens  more  just 
and  equal,  by  disclosing  the  incidence  of  indirect 
taxation  and  recognizing  the  indirect  taxpayer. 

The  scientific  budget,  with  monejs  all  accounted 
for  in  detail  and  contracts  awarded  on  merit  and 
not  by  favor,  is  well  installed  and  will  be  improved 
and  extended. 

More  important,  however,  than  any  other  devel- 
opment in  our  city  should  be  the  development  and 
strengthening  of  the  moral  and  political  fiber  of  our 
people.  You  cannot  legislate  a  good  government 
onto  a  people.  Neither  a  code  of  laws  nor  any  sys- 
tem of  administration  will  produce  it.  Good  gov- 
ernment must  rest  on  the  ideals  and  standards  of  the 
people  themselves.  The  stream  of  political  life  can 
never  rise  above  the  spring  which  is  its  source,  and 
the  source  of  political  strength  is  in  the  standards 
and  ideals  of  our  people. 

Children  in  our  schools  should  be  taught  what 
our  government  means,  and  in  what  its  strength 
lies.  They  should  be  brought  up  to  realize  that 
democracy  is  not  a  form  of  government  from  which 
simply  benefits  can  be  taken,  such  as  freedom  of 
action,  religious  f  reedom,  protection  of  property  and 
those  other  great  advantages  which  we  have;  but 
that  it  can  only  survive  if  the  citizens  recognize 
that  they  owe  duties  as  well. 

No  one  can  have  been  for  four  years  in  the  office 
of  Mayor  without  appreciating  the  great  spirit  of 
the  American  people  and  grasping  the  struggle  that 
is  going  on  to  better  conditions.  To  help  the  masses 
of  the  people  to  better  conditions  is  one  of  the  great 
services  that  can  be  rendered  in  municipal  govern- 
ment and  to  which  that  branch  of  the  government, 
more  than  any  other,  lends  itself.  While  the 
Mayor's  office  brings  one  in  contact  with  that  class 
of  people  who  are  known  as  politicians,  I  do  not 
believe  that  the  standards  differ  so  widely  from 
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those  of  business  life  as  people  whose  experience 
has  only  been  with  writers  are  led  to  believe.  The 
world  is  full  of  clean,  honest,  kindly  people  who 
desire  to  be  met  in  a  straightforward,  direct  manner 
and  who  will  respond,  and  a  reputation  for  straight 
dealing  or  uprightness  is  as  much  an  asset  in  politi- 
cal work  as  in  any  other  work. 

It  has  a  tendency  to  discourage  one,  to  realize 
that  after  years  of  work  in  getting  organized  a  city 
organization,  a  successor  can  wipe  out  that  organi- 
zation with  one  final  stroke  of  his  pen.  I  don't  be- 
lieve, however,  that  it  is  ever  wiped  out.  Whenever 
a  better  standard  of  administration  is  given  it  will 
make  its  impression  and  help  develop  a  still  better 
standard  in  the  future.  Of  the  future  of  our  coun- 
try I  am  perfectly  confident.  Progress  is  made  by 
swings,  and  over  a  period  of  time  we  are  going  to 
to  see  a  raising  of  our  ideals  of  public  service.  It 
has  been  a  great  privilege  to  administer  the  affairs 
of  the  city  as  Mayor,  and  one  which  has  made  the 
last  four  years  the  most  satisfactory  ones  of  my  life. 
No  one  can  do  public  work  without  faith  in  the 
people  and  without  confidence  that  the  people  at 
heart  are  really  true  and  are  as  a  mass  striving 
toward  better  and  higher  ideals.     I  firmly  believe 


this.  None  except  those  with  confidence  can  suc- 
cessfully give  public  administration,  and  it  would 
be  impossible  for  one  to  continue  such  service  with- 
out coming  to  a  firm  belief  in  the  uprightness  and 
general  honesty  of  the  people.

That  the 
state  may  look  to  you  and  make  use  of  your  very 
excellent  ability  is  the  wish  of  the  President  of  this 
body.  (Loud  applause  followed  by  three  cheers 
and  a  tiger  for  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  President 
Watson.)

Dear  Sir, — Referring  to  the  order  of  the 
City  Council  recommending  the  reinstatement 
of  Francis  L.  Amann  and  Frank  J.  Hogan, 
former  members  of  this  department,  I  submit 
the  following  report: 

Francis  L.  Amann  was  appointed  to  this 
department  April  23,  1912,  and  was  dishonor- 
ably discharged  July  21,  1914.  According  to 
the  records  of  this  department  Mr.  Amann  is 
now  thirty-seven  years  of  age.  Mr.  Amann 
was  before  the  Fire  Commissioner  four  times 
on  charges  during  his  period  of  two  years  of 
service  in  the  department.  The  last  charge 
was  on  July  21,  1914,  for  absence  without 
leave.  His  failure  to  report  at  the  hearing 
resulted  in  his  dishonorable  discharge. 

Frank  J.  Horgan  was  appointed  to  this 
department  October  16,  1909,  and  resigned 
March  3,  1911.  According  to  the  records  of 
this  department  Mr.  Horgan,  is  now  thirty-flvs 
years  of  age.  Mr.  Horgan,  during  his  period 
of  seventeen  months  service,  was  before  the 
Fire  Commissioner  on  three  serious  charges. 
He  resigned  from  the  department  March  3, 
1911,  no  reason  being  given  for  his  resignation. 

While  the  records  of  these  two  men  do  not 
warrant  their  reinstatement  there  are  several 
other  reasons  why  I  do  not  believe  it  would 
be  a  good  policy  to  reinstate  them. 

At  present  there  are  no  vacancies  in  tha 
department.  All  reinstatements  must  have  the 
approval  of  the  Department  of  Civil  Service. 
One  of  these  men  has  been  out  of  the  depart- 
ment for  more  than  seven  years,  and  the  other 
has  been  out  of  the  department  for  more  than 
ten  years.  The  Department  of  Civil  Service, 
as  I  understand  it,  does  not  favor  the  rein- 
statement of  former  employees  after  an  absenco 
of  one  year. 

Furthermore,  it  has  been  the  policy  of  this 
department,  and  this  administration,  to  rein- 
state no  men  "and  to  fill  all  vacancies  from 
the  civil  service  list."  This  policy  was  outlined 
in  a  statement  from  the  former  Fire  Commis- 
sioner to  the  state  adjutant  of  the  American 
Legion  in  a  letter  dated  October  24,  1919,  and 
was  established  for  the  purpose  of  giving  the 
veterans  of  the  World  War  who  were  on  the 
civil  service  list  at  the  State  House  an  oppor 
tunity  of  appointment  in  the  Fire  Department 
The  American  Legion  felt  at  the  time  that  the 
soldiers  and  sailors  who  were  returning  from 
service  should  be  given  all  opportunity  and 
not  be  obliged  to  wait.  This  policy  has  bean 
strictly  adhered  to  and  no  men  have  been 
reinstated  in  the  fire-fighting  force  whose  re- 
instatement had  not  been  approved  previous 
to   the   date   of   the   above-mentioned   letter. 

Since  the  establishment  of  this  policy  several 
worthy  requests  for  reinstatement  have  been 
refused.  To  begin  to  reinstate  men  now  would 
open  the  door  to  a  vast  number  who  desire  to 
return,  with  the  result  that  an  injustice  would 
be  done  not  only  to  those  who  have  already 
been  refused,  but  to  the  hundreds  of  veterans 
of  the  late  war  are  patiently  waiting  to  be 
called   from   the  list.

VETO   OF  MUNICIPAL   LIGHTING   ORDER.

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Upon  the  receipt  of  your  order  I  requested 
the  Corporation  Counsel  to  advise  me  on  the 
legal  aspects  of  the  case.  I  am  attaching 
a  copy  of  the  Corporation  Counsel's  opinion. 
In  view  of  the  state  of  the  law,  and  par- 
ticularly in  view  of  that  part  of  the  opinion 
which  pertains  to  the  second  question,  I  deem 
it  for  the  best  interests  of  the  city  to  veto 
this  order.

Dear  Sir, — You  have  asked  my  opinion  on 
the  legal  questions  raised  by  the  passage  by 
the  City  Council  of  a  vote  providing  for  the 
establishment  of  a  municipal  lighting  plant. 
A  copy  of  th's  vote  is  annexed.  These  ques- 
tions are,  first,  "whether  this  vote  requires  any 
action  by  you  in  order  to  give  it  legal  effect, 
and  second,  if  so,  what  action  you  should 
take.     Taking    these    questions    in    their   order. 

The  statute  under  which  this  vote  is  passed 
is  Genei-al  Laws,  chapter  164,  sections  34  and 
35.     These   two   sections    are    as    follows : 

Section  34.  A  town  may,  in  accordance  with 
this  chapter,  construct,  purchase  or  lease,  and 
maintain  within  its  limits,  one  or  more  plants 
for  the  manufacture  or  distribution  of  gas  or 
electricity  for  municipal  use  or  for  the  use 
of  its  inhabitants.  Such  plants  may  include 
suitable  land,  structures  and  machinery  and 
other  apparatus  and  appliances  for  manu- 
facturing, using  and  distributing  gas  or  elec- 
tricity  for   said    purposes. 

Section  35.  A  citv  shall  not  acquire  such 
a  plant  until  authorized  by  a  two  thirds  vote 
of  its  city  council,  or  of  a  majority  of  the 
commissioners  if  the  city  government  consists 
of  a  commission,  passed  in  each  of  two  con- 
secutive municipal  years  and  thereafter  rati- 
fied by  a  majority  of  the  voters  at  an  annual 
or  special  city  election.  If  such  a  vote  is  not 
ratified,  no  similar  vote  shall  be  submitted  for 
ratification   within   one  year  thereafter. 

The  vote  now  before  you  is  the  first  such 
vote   passed  by   the   Boston   City   Council. 

The  statute  above  quoted  does  not  in  ex- 
press terms  require  the  approval  of  the  mayor 
in  order  that  the  vote  of  the  City  Council 
may  be  legally  effective.  It  must,  however,  be 
read  in  connection  with  the  Boston  City  Char- 
ter (Statutes  1909,  chapter  486,  section  4), 
which  provides  that 

"Every  appropriation,  ordinance,  order,  reso- 
lution and  vote  of  the  city  council,  except 
votes  relating  to  its  own  internal  affairs,  shall 
be  presented  to  the  mayor,  who  shall  make  or 
cause  to  be  made  a  written  record  of  the 
time  and  place  of  presentation,  and  it  shall 
be  in  force  if  he  approves  the  same  within 
fifteen  days  after  it  shall  have  been  pre- 
sented to  him,  or  if  the  same  is  not  returned 
by  him  with  his  objections  thereto  in  writing 
within   said   period   of   fifteen   days." 

And    with    the    principle    repeatedly    affirmed 
by   the   Supreme   Court   that, 

"when  special  acts  growing  out  of  the  peculiar 
wants,  condition,  and  circumstances  of  the 
locality  have  been  granted  to  a  particular 
place,  and  afterwards  a  general  law  is  passed 
having  some  of  the  same  purposes  in  view, 
and  extending  them  to  places  in  which  the 
special  acts  had  no  operation,  whether  the 
general  act  is  an  implied  repeal  of  all  repug- 
nant special  acts  depends  upon  a  careful  com- 
parison of  the  statutes  and  the  objects  in- 
tended to  be  accomplished,  and,  speaking  gen- 
erally, it  requires  'pretty  strong  terms  in  the 
general  act,  showing  that  it  was  intended  to 
.  supersede  the  special  acts,  in  order  to  hold 
it  to  be  such  a  repeal.'  "

In    my    opinion    the    provision    of    the    city 


charter  above  quoted  applies  to  the  vote  in 
question.  This  conclusion  is  fortified  by  the 
history  of  the  statutes  by  which  cities  are 
authorized  to  construct  or  purchase  gas  and 
electric  plants.  The  first  of  these  statutes 
in  express  terms  required  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor — Statutes  1891,  chapter  370,  section  2. 
Such  approval  was  also  required  by  all  subse- 
quent statutes  up  to  the  General  Laws  of 
1920. 

See  Statutes  1893,  chapter  454,  section  7.

While  the  requirement  was  omitted  from 
the  General  Laws,  there  is  no  express  state- 
ment nor  necessary  implication  from  the 
language  used  that  either  the  commissioners 
who  prepared  the  General  Laws  nor  the 
General  Court  which  enacted  them  intended 
to  change  the  substantive  law  in  regard  to 
what  was  required.  It  is  a  fair  assumption 
that  the  omission  of  the  express  requirement 
that  the  vote  should  be  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Mayor  was  because  it  was  con- 
sidered unnecessary  in  view  of  the  existence 
of  specific  provisions  concerning  votes  by  the 
City  Council  in  the  charters  of  the  various 
cities,  including  that  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
The  fact  that  a  ratification  by  the  voters  is 
included  in  the  law  is  not  an  indication  to 
the  contrary,  for  the  reason  that  such  rati- 
fication has  been  a  part  of  the  law  since 
Statutes  1894,  chapter  448,  and  has  coincided 
with  an  express  requirement  of  action  by  the 
Mayor  up  to  the  enactment  of  the  General 
Laws. 

It  is  further  eminently  appropriate  that  in 
a  matter  of  such  great  importance  as  the 
construction  or  acquisition  of  a  municipal 
lighting  plant  the  chief  executive  of  the  city 
should   have   a   part    in   the   decision. 

On  the  second  branch  of  the  question, 
namely,  what  action  you  should  take,  I  assume 
that  you  do  not  desire  my  opinion  on  the 
question  of  the  expediency  of  the  municipal 
operation  of  public  utilities  in  general  or  of 
the  construct:on  and  operation  of  a  municipal 
electric  lighting  plant  in  Boston  in  particu- 
lar. These  are  matters  of  judgment  and  ex- 
pediency and  would  require  careful  considera- 
tion and  an  investigation  of  facts  which  the 
time  at  my  disposal  would  not  permit.  A  deci- 
sion on  these  questions  is  unnecessary  for  the 
reason  that  the  existing  state  of  the  law 
would  make  it  plainly  unwise  to  attempt  to 
construct  and  maintain  a  municipal  electric 
lighting  plant  at  the  present  time. 

The  existing  statute,  General  Laws,  chapter 
164,  section  49,  provides  in  substance  that'  if 
the  city  should  decide  to  establish  its  own 
municipal  electric  plant  it  may  be  compelled, 
if  the  Edison  Company  so  elects,  to  purchase 
all  that  portion  of  the  Edison  Company's 
plant  and  other  properties  which  are  situated 
within  the  city  limits.  The  city  is  also  com- 
pelled to  pay  whatever  damages  may  be  caused 
by  the  severance  of  the  property  within  the 
limits  of  Boston  owned  by  the  Edison  Com- 
pany from  the  property  owned  by  it  out- 
side these  limits.  Moreover,  the  city  is  not 
allowed  to  own  or  operate  a  municipal  plant 
beyond  its  borders,  so  that  the  public  are  in 
effect  forced  to  pay  for  injury  to  property 
outside  the  limits  of  the  city  from  which 
they  may  derive  no  adequate  benefit  in  return 
for  such  payment.  There  is  no  provision  for 
a  time  limit  within  which  the  Edison  Com- 
pany must  exercise  its  election  to  require 
the  city  to  purchase.  In  several  other  par- 
ticulars the  statute  does  not  adequately  pi-o- 
tect  the  public  interests.  Its  provisions  are 
complicated  in  their  meaning  and  uncertain 
in  their  effect.  With  the  law  in  this  condi- 
tion I  cannot  believe  that  it  would  be  wise 
for  the  city  to  take  action.  What  the  exact 
financial  consequences  might  be  I  have  not 
the  data  necessary  to  attempt  to  estimate, 
and  I  doubt  very  much  whether  any  accurate 
estimate  could  be  made  in  view  of  the  un- 
certainty of  the  law ;  but  the  dangers  of  any 
action  under  such  a  statute  are  apparent. 
If  it  is  decided  that   the  city  should  acquire 
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and  maintain  its  own  municipal  electric  plant, 
steps  should  be  taken  to  so  amend  and  clarify 
the  statutes  as  to  make  its  provisions  clear 
and  workable  and  to  adequately  protect  the 
public  interest.  In  my  judgment  any  amend- 
ment ought  authorize  some  form  of  pub- 
lic ownership  wh*'eh  would  allow  the  opera- 
tion of  a  plant  extending  beyond  the  borders 
of  the  city  itself,  as  well  as  other  provisions 
to  safeguard  the  city's  interests.  Such  an 
amendment  of  the  statute  as  is  required  is  im- 
possible in  the  short  time  remaining  in  your 
administration,  but  I  believe  the  matter  ought 
to  be  called  by  you  to  the  attention  of  the  in- 
coming Mayor  and  the  new  City  Council  so 
that  they  may  decide  what  policy  they  wish  to 
pursue  and  take  the  necessary  steps  to  pursue 
that  policy  effectively. 

The  questions  involved  are  closely  related 
to  the  need  for  some  legislation  leading  to 
closer  un'on  between  the  present  City  of 
Boston  as  a  legal  entity  and  the  cities  and 
towns  which  together  constitute  the  economic 
and  social  community  making  up  Greater 
Boston. 

It  is,  of  course,  true  that  if  you  approve 
the  present  vote  it  would  be  possible  that  the 
statute  should  be  amended  before  the  neces- 
sary steps  wh:ch  it  requires  for  the  completion 
of  the  city's  decisions  shall  have  been  taken. 
There  can  be  no  assurance,  however,  that  a 
proper  amendment  will  be  obtained.  The 
securing  of  such  an  amendment,  in  my  judg- 
ment, is  less  likely  after  your  approval  of 
the  first  vote,  and  it  is  always  unwise  to  base 
legal  action  on  the  possibility  of  a  future 
change    in    the    law. 

Within  two  days  you  will  cease  to  be  the 
Mayor,  and  your  executive  duties  will  devolve 
upon  your  successor,  an  additional  reason  why 
you  should  refrain  from  the  course  which,  in 
any    event,    would    be    inexpedient. 

If  the  city  is  to  establish  its  own  electric 
lighting  plant,  the  proper  thing  to  do,  in  my 
opinion,  is  to  get  the  law  in  good  shape,  then 
go  ahead  and  do  it.

COMMITTEE    ON    PRISONS. 
Coun.    BRICKLEY,    for    the    Committee    on 
Prisons,    submitted    the    following : 

Annual    Report    op    the    Committee    of    the 
City   Council  on  Inspection  of  Prisons. 
February    4,    1922. 
This   report   is   made   in    accordance   with    the 
provision   of   chapter   223   of   the   Revised    Laws 
by     the     Committee     on     Prisons,     which     has 
attended   to    its    duty    and   submits    the    follow- 
ing : 
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The  institutions  which  the  committee  visited 
were  the  Suffolk  County  Jail  and  the  House 
of    Correction    at    Deer    Island. 

Suffolk  County  Jail. 
The  semiannual  inspections  of  the  jail  were 
duly  made.  In  the  work  of  completing  the 
addition  which  will  furnish  hospital  facilities 
and  other  humane  improvements  it  was  evi- 
dent that  marked  progress  had  been  made. 
Flush  toilets  and  running  water  now  take 
the  place  in  the  cells  of  the  filthy  bucket 
system,  bringing  the  jail  up  to  a  high  standard 
in  sanitary  equipment.  The  system  of  permit- 
ting frequent  visits  to  those  held  awaiting 
trial  and  serving  sentences  has  resulted  in 
about  fifteen  thousand  visitors  calling  in  the 
past  year.  This  enlightened  policy  has  a 
pronounced  effect  for  good  to  the  morale  of 
the  institution.  Discipline  is  firmly  main- 
tained. The  food  is  excellent  and  is  prepared 
under  clean  and  wholesome  conditions,  and  is 
sufficiently  varied.  A  program  of  entertain- 
ments comprising  moving  pictures  and  vocal 
and  instrumental  concerts  proves  to  be  highly 
beneficial  and  instructive.  The  population  has 
steadily  increased  and  now  approaches  the 
average  maintained  before  the  dry  law  went 
into  effect.  The  cleanliness  of  the  jail  was 
very  much  in  evidence,  and  its  records  do  not 
show  a  single  death  during  the  past  year. 
In  view  of  the  character  and  numbers  that 
find  their  way  into  the  institution  this  is  a 
showing    worthy    of   note. 

House  of  Correction. 
The  Committee  made  the  required  number 
of  visits  to  the  House  of  Correction  during 
the  year  and  found  conditions  at  the  institu- 
tion excellent.  All  of  the  cell  blocks,  with  the 
exception  of  a  portion  of  the  old  prison,  are 
now  in  disuse.  In  December  the  inmates  were 
transferred  from  the  new  women's  prison  back 
to  the  old  prison,  which  had  been  thoroughly 
cleaned,  painted  and  placed  in  a  state  of  good 
repair.  At  the  time  of  the  committee's  first 
visit  in  January  there  were  292  prisoners, 
more  than  double  the  number  of  inmates  at 
the  time  of  the  committee's  visit  last  year. 
In  April  the  manufacture  of  shoes  was  begun, 
and  an  up-to-date  shoe  shop  is  now  in  opera- 
tion, turning  out  an  average  of  twenty-four 
pair  of  shoes  each  day  for  the  Child  Welfare 
Division  of  the  House  of  Correction  and  Long 
Island  institutions.  The  laundry  has  furnished 
employment  for  about  twenty  men  during  the 
past  year  in  caring  for  the  Long  Island  work. 
The  committee  was  pleased  with  the  clothing 
industry  at  the  island  as  it  is  for  the  purpose 
of  furnishing  the  Deer  Island  and  the  Long 
Island  institutions  with  all  the  necessary  male 
clothing,  instead  of  manufacturing  for  out- 
side contractors.  A  contract  has  been  let 
for  a  new  wharf  which  is  badly  needed.  The 
committee  reiterates  its  recommendation  of  last 
year  that  action  be  taken  for  the  repair  of 
the  sea  wall.  The  inmates  appear  well  cared 
for  and  contented,  and  the  committee  is  satis- 
fied that  the  menu  of  the  institution  compares 
favorably  with  that  of  any  institution  the 
committee  has  knowledge  of.  An  inspection  of 
the  buildings  revealed  that  much  in  the  way 
of  repair  work  has  been  carried  on  during 
the  past  year.  The  stock,  horses,  pigs  and 
cows  are  in  excellent  shape,  and  the  city 
may  well  be  proud  of  its  milk  prdoucing  herd 
which  furnishes  the  Long  Island  Hospital  with 
150  quarts  of  milk  a  day,  beside  caring  for 
its  own   needs.

FAREWELL     ADDRESS     OF     COUN.     COL- 
LINS. 
Coun.       COLLINS— Mr.       President,       with 
unanimous    consent    I    would    like    to    make    a 
brief  statement. 
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CITY    COUNCIL. 


Pres.    WATSON— If    there    is    no    objection, 
you  may  proceed. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  I  am 
serving  my  last  day  as  a  member  of  the  City 
Council,  having  passed  twelve  years  in  this 
hall  continuously  in  the  service  of  my  native 
city,  and  perhaps  it  would  not  be  amiss  for 
me  at  this  time  to  point  out  the  two  great 
principles  for  which  the  Council  has  stood 
during  that  time.  Under  the  charter  our 
powers  here  have  been  limited,  but  I  fear  that 
in  the  general  discussion  of  municipal  affairs 
the  importance  which  this  '  legislative  branch 
has  played  in  the  affairs  of  our  city  has 
been  greatly  underestimated.  When  I  first 
became  a  member  of  the  City  Council,  in 
1910,  that  being  the  first  year  of  the  new 
charter,  the  Council  at  that  time,  as  for 
many  years  thereafter,  stood  firmly  on  the 
principle  that  current  expenses  should  be  met 
from  current  revenue.  This  Council  more 
than  any  other  agency  of  the  city — and  I  in- 
clude the  executive — has  stood  for  that  prin- 
ciple. The  result  is  that  today  no  mayor  and 
no  member  of  the  Council  would  seriously 
consider  asking  that  a  loan  be  passed  for 
purely  current  expenses.  Mr.  President,  of 
what  interest  is  that  to  us  at  this  particular 
time.  During  those  many  years  the  members 
have  had  occasion  to  borrow  money  exten- 
sively for  merited  public  improvvements,  and 
yet  we  find  this  unusual  situation,  the  inter- 
est on  the  city  debt  increasing  in  alarming 
proportion  all  over  the  country,  to  such  an 
extent  that  some  of  our  largest  cities  are  on 
the  verge  of  what  might  be  called  potential 
bankruptcy,  while  that  situation  does  not  ap- 
ply here  in  the  City  of  Boston.  To  be  spe- 
cific, in  1910  the  interest  on  the  city  debt 
proper  was  $3,462,652.42,  while  in  1921,  the 
year  through  which  we  have  just  passed,  it 
is  less  by  over  one  hundred  thousand, 
$3,334,935.82.  Mr.  President,  this  would  not 
have  been  possible  in  the  old  days.  We  then 
come  to  the  second  big  principle  for  which 
this  Council  has  stood.  During  the  past 
twelve  years  there  have  been  only  nine  men 
representing  the  entire  city.  Loan  orders  in 
the  old  days  were  log-rolled  through  the  City 
Council — the  old  Board  of  Aldermen  and  the 
Common  Council — without  consideration  for 
the  real  merit  of  the  propositions  so  much  as 
for  the  political  expediency  of  passing  them. 
But  during  the  twelve  years  that  have 
passed,  and  I  except  no  year,  sir,  each  loan 
order  has  been  acted  upon  on  its  merits.  In  a 
large  city  like  Boston  money  has  to  be  bor- 
rowed, and  is  borrowed  properly,  for  capital 
expenditures,  but  it  should  be  wisely  borrowed 
and  wisely  expended.  This  Council  has  voted 
liberal  loan  orders  for  permanent  improve 
ments,  and  I  might  say  as  a  passing  tribute 
to  the  Council  that  many  districts  in  the 
City  of  Boston  have  fared  more  liberally  at 
the  hands  of  this  Council  by  virtue  of  the 
fact  oftentimes  that  no  member  of  the 
Council  happened  to  live  within  the  particu- 
lar district  in  which  the  improvement  was 
sought.  I  could  go  on  and  enumerate  many 
specific  instances  where  that  has  been  so, 
showing  that  the  Council  has  not  been  sel- 
fish, but  that  the  members  of  this  body  have 
looked  at  propositions  coming  before  them 
from  the  standpoint  of  the  merits  of  the 
particular  cases,  and  particularly  with  refer- 
ence to  the  best  interests  of  the  city.  I  re- 
alize, in  this  offhand  talk,  that  one  could  ex- 
patiate for  many  hours  on  what  we  have 
tried  to  accomplish  during  those  years  ;  but,  in 
a  nutshell,  the  Council's  duty  and  function  has 
been  in  the  main  to  check  unwise  appropria- 
tions and  to  pass  meritorious  loans  and  ordi- 
nances, to  the  end  that  we  may  have  a  better 
and  more  wholesome  city  in  which  to  live.  Be- 
fore closing,  may  I  suggest  a  few  things 
which  I  consider  of  prime  necessity  to  the 
Boston  of  the  future.  Boston,  political  Boston, 
is  oftentimes  confused  with  business  Boston. 
The  larger  city  exists  in  spirit,  if  not  in  fact. 
Proof  of  that  is  found  in  the  hotel  registers 
of  New  York,  Chicago  and  other  cities, 
where  our  business  men  are  invariably  regis- 
tered as  coming  from  Boston,  though  their 
place  of  residence  and  allegiance  are  outside. 
What  we  need,   in  my  opinion,   is   an   amalga- 


mation of  the  metropolitan  municipal  inter- 
ests in  order  that  Boston  may  take  its  right- 
ful place  numerically  among  the  other  large 
cities  of  the  world.  This  does  not  mean,  Mr. 
President,  that  we  should  lose  our  political 
identity,  but  we  should  have  a  bigger  busi- 
ness Boston.  I  trust  that  the  legislators  rep- 
resenting Boston,  not  only  on  Beacon  Hill  but 
in  this  branch,  will  try  to  work  out  in  the 
years  to  come  a  solution  of  this  problem : 
What  does  Boston  need  most  of  all  from 
the  standpoint  of  meritorious  and  most  neces- 
sary public  improvement.  During  the  last 
four  years  we  have  had  a  street  plan  for 
the  improvement  and  resurfacing  of  our  ra- 
dial highways.  The  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  informed  me  this  morning  that  that 
plan  had  been  consummated.  What  we  need 
in  the  next  four  years,  yes,  and  for  the  next 
twenty  years,  is  to  have  that  plan  carried 
out  to  maturity,  to  the  end  that  we  shall  have 
on  all  our  radial  highways  and  then  on  our 
side  streets  the  best  type  of  permanent  pave- 
ments. But,  Mr.  President,  we  should  not 
stop  there.  What  we  need  in  Boston  is  a 
comprehensive  street  development.  Here 
again  the  everyday  wants  of  what  has  been 
termed  our  "picturesque  street  system"  are 
admirably  administered,  but  from  the  larger 
viewpoint  there  is  still  much  to  be  desired.  A 
study  of  the  situation  with  regard  to  conges- 
tion in  our  down-town  district  reveals  the 
fact  that  main  thoroughfares  are  needed,  not 
only  in  and  about  the  city  itself,  but  also 
those  main  arteries  of  traffic  with  adjacent 
cities  and  towns.  The  construction  of  Stuart 
street  is  a  definite  step  in  the  right  direc- 
tion. The  extension  of  Stuart  street,  from 
the  corner  of  Tremont  and  Eliot  streets,  pos- 
sibly connecting  up  with  a  new  thoroughfare 
paralleling  Washington  street  on  the  east, 
would  greatly  facilitate  the  flow  of  traffic  to 
and  from  the  heart  of  the  city.  I  submit,  in 
my  humble  opinion,  that  that  improvement 
will  not  be  comprehensive  until  finally  some 
day,  some  man  or  set  of  men,  whether  it  be 
the  Mayor  or  the  members  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil, will  go  forward  and  arouse  public  opinion 
to  the  end  that  we  shall  have  a  new  thorough- 
fare east  of  and  paralleling  Washington 
street.  In  the  same  way,  a  much  less  expen- 
sive but  very  necessary  task  should  be  under- 
taken. That  is  the  widening  of  Cambridge 
and  Court,  streets,  and  the  extension  of  Cause- 
way street,  which  would  afford  attractive  pos- 
sibilities as  a  convenient  means  of  entrance 
to  and  exit  from  the  down  town  section  of 
the  city.  I  make  those  two  suggestions,  Mr. 
President,  by  way  of  illustration,  to  the  end 
that  what  we  need  is  not  only  the  taking 
care  of  our  present  highways  by  placing 
proper  pavements  thereon,  but  a  comprehen- 
sive system  of  street  development  which  will 
cost  many  millions  of  dollars  but  which  in  the 
end  will  not  only  solve  the  traffic  of  the  public 
but  will  make  for  a  better  Boston.  Automo- 
bile traffic  from  many  of  the  outlying  suburbs 
would  make  use  of  this  widened  thoroughfare, 
heavy  teaming  and  trucking  would  be  only  too 
anxious  to  utilize  its  advantages,  while  its 
physical  connections  with  subway,  tunnel  and 
elevated  would  portend  a  use  of  the  street 
so  extensive  that  the  wisdom  of  its  improve- 
ment would  be  settled  beyond  all  question  of 
doubt.  In  brief,  sir,  this  means  a  major 
street  plan,  but  it  is  something  that  ought  to 
be  started.  It  will  take  many  years,  but  the 
results  of  the  labor  will  be  realized.  No  great 
improvement  such  as  I  have  outlined,  can  be 
accomplished,  however,  without  those  with  a 
vision  first  leading  the  way.  An  enlightened 
public  will  then  rally  to  the  standard  of  those 
who  have  blazed  the  path,  and  in  the  end  we 
will  have  that  which  the  community  really 
needs.  Then  we  come,  Mr.  President,  to  an- 
other very  important  subject.  Recently,  and 
a  number  of  times  during  the  last  year  or 
two,  particularly  with  reference  to  the  storage 
of  many  thousands  of  gallons  of  gasolene  and 
the  establishment  of  public  garages,  this  Coun- 
cil has  held  many  hearings.  The  result  of 
those  hearings,  combined  with  our  knowledge 
and  experience  of  many  years  here  in  the 
Council,  leads  me  to  the  conclusion  that  we 
need    most    positively    for    the    Boston    of    the 
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future  a  comprehensive  zoning  ordinance. 
Article  LX.  of  the  Constitutional  Amend- 
ments, to  the  effect  that  the  "General  Court 
shall  have  power  to  limit  buildings  according 
to  their  use  and  construction  to  specified  dis- 
tricts of  cities  or  towns,"  was  submitted  to 
the  voters  on  November  5,  1918,  and,  so  far 
as  the  City  of  Boston  was  concerned,  it  was, 
accepted  by  a  vote  of  34,953  to  8,673.  The 
way  has  now  been  made  clear  by  legislative 
enactment,-  chapter  601,  Acts  of  1920,  for  the 
adoption  of  a  zoning  ordinance  by  Boston  and 
the  other  cities  and  towns  throughout  the 
Commonwealth.  The  adoption  of  a  zoning 
plan  would  stabilize  property  values  ;  it  would 
protect  residential  districts  from  the  en- 
croachments of  business  and  commercial  in- 
terests ;  it  would  relieve  industrial  districts 
of  hampering  residential  requirements ;  and 
in  many  other  ways  it  would  tend  to  promote 
and  encourage  the  development  of  the  city 
along  orderly,  progressive  lines.  It  is  a  mat- 
ter which  cannot  be  too  carefully  studied, 
however.  It  should  be  based  upon  a  block-by- 
block  survey  of  the  entire  city  in  order  that 
individual  rights  may  be  protected  and  com- 
munity development  encouraged.  Another 
problem  which  has  bothered  the  members  of 
vhe  Council  as  public  servants  has  been  the 
parking  problem.  Assuming  that  you  had 
rour  major  street  problem  carried  out,  the 
park'ng  problem  would  be  a  corollary  of  the 
main  proposition,  but  unless  and  until  the 
city  goes  forward  and  puts  through — and  this 
must  be  supported  by  public  sentiment — such 
a  plan  as  the  major  street  plan,  you  will  still 
have  your  difficulties  from  the  standpoint  of 
parking  automobiles  and  vehicles.  Mr.  Pres- 
ident, I  hesitate  to  talk  upon  the  topic 
about  which  I  am  going  to  say  a  few  words, 
because  I  realize  that  the  matter  has  been  so 
thoroughly  exhausted  by  men  vvho  have  really 
studied  the  problem,  namely,  the  nyeds  of  the 
p— -t  of  Boston,  but  I  believe  I  am  perhaps 
within  my  rights  in  submitting  that  we  have 
one  of  the  finest  harbors  in  the  world,  and 
suggesting  that  we  should  take  advantage  of 
it  in  a  practical  manner.  It  is  open  practi- 
cally 365  days  in  the  year,  and  is  a  day's 
journey  nearer  the  European  ports  than  the 
harbor  of  any  other  city.  The  federal  gov- 
ernment has  spent  more  than  $12,000,000  in 
the  development  of  Boston  harbor,  while  the 
expenditures  by  the  state  of  Massachusetts 
are  more  than  $20,000,000.  The  federal  gov- 
ernment and  the  state  government  nave  done 
much,  but  in  Boston,  in  contradistinction  +o 
New  York,  we  are  more  or  less  restricted  in 
what  we  may  do  from  the  standpoint  of  de- 
veloping our  wharves  on  account  of  the  fact 
that  those  properties  are  owned  by  private 
individuals.  What  I  believe  is  our  most  cry- 
ing need  in  Boston  today  is  to  stimulate  pub- 
lic spirit  on  the  part  of  those  who  control 
those  whaives.  Those  in  Boston  who  have 
money  to  invest  should  do  what  they  can  to 
build  new  docks  and  to  improve  our  facilities, 
because  if  here  in  Boston  we  have  not  ade- 
quate facilities  as  compared  to  New  York  it 
matters  little  whether  we  are  a  day  or  two 
days  nearer  Europe.  Consequently,  the  sug- 
gestion I  want  to  leave  with  you  is  this,  that 
we  n°^d  a  substantial  imnrovement  in  our 
dock  facilities.  This  includes  the  betterment 
of  the  physical  features  of  the  equipment  of 
the  port,  new  wharves,  new  terminals,  and 
the  modernizing  of  the  docks  and  pier  equip- 
ment, and  the  task  of  doing  everything  that 
can  be  done  to  create  new  business  in  the 
way  of  traffic  originating  from  or  terminat- 
ing at  waterfront  property.  The  Council  dur- 
ing these  past  twelve  years,  and  the  three 
mayors  who  have  presided  over  the  destinies 
of  this  city  during  this  time,  have  been  lib- 
eral in  the  expenditure  of  public  moneys  for 
recreational  facilities.  What  I  think  is  most 
needed  for  the  future  of  the  city,  however,  is 
a  more  careful  planning  of  the  so-called  pub- 
lic improvements,  and  I  speak  particularly 
with  reference  to  the  smaller  playgrounds. 
You  will  remember,  Mr.  President,  that  three 
or  four  years  ago  we  passed  an  appropriation 
for  the  North  End  district  of  Boston,  called 
the  Morton  and  Stillman  street  development, 
the     result     of    which     improvement    was     the 


tearing  down  of  a  number  of  houses  in  the 
congested  district  and  the  establishment  of  a 
small  playground.  That  was  done  at  the  cost 
of  a  good  deal  of  money,  but  the  result  of 
that  type  of  improvement  no  one  can  esti- 
mate in  dollars  and  cents.  It  has  resulted  in 
happiness  to  the  children  in  that  neighbor- 
hood, particularly  the  smaller  children,  who, 
through  force  of  circumstances,  are  restricted 
for  playgrounds  to  the  sidewalks  and  the 
streets.  Of  course,  it  is  more  necessary  to 
have  those  smaller  community  playgrounds  in 
the  thickly  settled  parts  of  the  city,  but  a 
careful  survey  and  planning  would  provide  a 
plan  for  the  taking  of  small  community  play- 
grounds throughout  the  entire  City  of  Boston, 
including  the  suburbs.  I  remember  that  a 
few  years  ago,  on  Washington  street,  Dor- 
chester, a  small  community  playground  was 
taken,  called  "Mother's  Rest,"  at  a  cost  of 
about  $20,000.  It  overlooks  Dorchester  bay. 
I  refer  particularly  to  that  as  an  illustration, 
because  community  playgrounds  can  be  bought 
and  obtained  much  more  cheaply  naturally  in 
the  suburbs  than  they  can  in  the  downtown 
sections  of  the  city.  So  I  hope  that  those  who 
have  the  direction  of  the  Boston  of  the  fu- 
ture in  their  hands  will  see  to  it  that  a  plan 
is  evolved  whereby  each  year  such  community 
playgrounds  can  be  had  all  over  the  City  of 
Boston.  That  sort  of  thing  is  not  necessarily 
visionary,  Mr.  President.  We  ought  first  to 
have  our  plan  and  then  proceed  gradually  in 
accordance  with  our  means.  When  I  first  be- 
came a  member  of  the  city  government,  in 
1910,  I  was  led  to  believe  by  many  who  were 
sincere  and  who  had  followed  the  workings  of 
municipal  government,  that  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton could  be  run  as  a  business  corporation. 
I  would  not  be  frank  and  true  to  myself  and 
true  to  the  colleagues  whom  I  am  about  to 
leave  if  I  did  not  say  that  in  the  reduction 
of  theory  to  practice  I  assert  most  positively 
that  a  big  municipal  public  corporation  like 
the  City  of  Boston  cannot  be  run  as  a  busi- 
ness corporation,  although  it  may  be  run  on 
lines  approaching  those  of  a  business  corpo- 
ration. A  business  corporation  only  obtains 
dividends  in  money  for  its  stockholdei's.  The 
big  difference  between  a  business  and  a  public 
corporation  is  that  it  is  the  function  of  a 
public  corporation  to  give  dividends  in  hap- 
piness to  the  people.  Therefore,  we  must  bear 
that  point  in  mind,  that  the  function  of  the 
members  of  the  Council  and  the  Mayor  is  to 
spend  money  liberally  but  wisely,  to  the  end 
that  the  community  may  receive  a  dollar's 
worth  of  value  for  every  dollar  expended,  but 
also  to  the  further  end  that  in  the  spending  of 
that  money  the  community  obtains  real  service 
and  dividends  in  happiness.  Mr.  President,  I 
have  enjoyed  my  service  in  the  Council.  No 
man  who  has  not  had  the  pleasure  of  serving 
in  a  public  body  can  appreciate  the  broaden- 
ing influence  that  it  has  over  a  man  who  has 
had  the  opportunity  to  be  in  that  service.  I 
leave  this  service  feeling  confident  that  during 
my  many  years  here  I  have  been  true  to  one 
man,  myself — and  that  I  have  tried  to  do  my 
duty  as  I  saw  it,  honestly  and  fearlessly, 
without  any  regard  to  political  consequences. 
In  closing  I  will  simply  say,  with  a  feeling  of 
some  satisfaction,  that  I  believe  I  have  done  as 
well  as  I  knew  how.  Leaving  here  with  that 
feeling,  I  want  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
Council  for  their  co-operation  with  me  in  the 
many  thing's  I  have  tried  to  do.  We  have  had 
some  differences  of  opinion,  but  no  real  legis- 
lative body  is  worth  while  without  a  d:fference 
of  opinion,  because  the  result  is  that  the  peo- 
ple whom  we  are  serving  are  the  better  by 
such  differences.  As  I  _  leave  here,  I  leave 
with  the  best  of  good  feeling  and  good  fel- 
lowship to  those  of  my  colleagues  who  will  be 
here  after  I  have  gone,  to  the  one  who  goes 
out  with  me,  and  to  those  who  have  preceded 
me. 


CLOSING    PROCEEDINGS. 

Coun.    COLLINS   offered   the   following: 
Resolved,     That     the     thanks     of     the     City 
Council  be   extended   to   James   A.   Watson   for 
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the  impartiality  and  ability  he  has  displayed  as 
presiding   officer  of  this   City   Council. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  it  becomes 
my  duty  as  "well  as  mv  privilege  to  offer 
these  resolutions.  You,  Mr.  President,  have 
served  here  longer  than  any  member  in  this 
Council  except  myself.  During  these  many 
years  we  have  been  together,  we  have  had, 
in  the  words  of  the  street,  many  a  battle, 
or,  in  more  polite  language,  many  a  differ- 
ence. But  I  am  pleased  to  say  that,  what- 
ever those  differences  were,  whatever  our 
different  points  of  view  may  have  been,  there 
was  always  a  feef'ng  and  conviction  on  my  part 
that  the  differences  of  opinion  between  us 
were  honest.  As  I  said  a  few  moments  ago, 
no  legislat;ve  body  is  worth  while  unless  it 
has  its  differences  of  opinion.  It  would  be  a 
singular  legislative  body  if  everything  went 
through  automatically  and  if  there  were  no 
such  differences.  Our  d:fferences  have  some- 
times been  on  the  merits  of  propositions. 
Perhaps  sometimes  I  have  been  right  and 
sometimes  you  have  been  wrong,  and  at  other 
times  I  have  been  wrong  and  you  have  been 
right.  I  dare  say,  whatever  the  result  of 
those  deliberations  and  d'scussions  may  have 
been,  the  public  was  benefited  thereby.  You 
have  had  a  long  experience  in  public  service. 
I  remember  when  I  first  started  to  run  for  the 
Legislature,  being  elected  in  1905,  you  were 
at  that  time  a  candidate  for  public  office. 
It  was  my  pleasure  to  meet  you  then  for  the 
first  time,  although  long  before  I  had  known 
of  you  by  reputation,  from  my  boyhood. 
You  had  served  in  the  old  Common  Council, 
in  the  Legislature,  and,  if  I  am  correct,  you 
have  just  completed  your  eighth  year  in  the 
City  Council.  Notwithstanding  that  long  serv- 
ice, you  seem  to  have  discovered  what  Ponce 
de  Leon  called  the  fountain  of  youth.  Youth 
is  alwavs  bubbling  from  you ;  you  are  action 
personified.  You  have  been  a  fighter  and  a 
leader  in  many  matters  that  have  concerned 
the  body  politic,  not  only  in  this  Council,  but 
in  other  representative  capac'ties  for  the 
public  good.  I  have  alwavs  felt,  no  matter 
how  we  differed  or  how  keenly  we  fought, 
that  your  point  of  view  on  a  given  proposition 
was  that  which,  in  your  opinion,  was  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  public.  As  a  simple 
token  of  our  appreciation,  and  in  accordance 
with  the  time-honored  tradition  of  this  Coun- 
cil, I  have  the  honor  at  this  time,  as  one 
of  the  retiring  members,  to  present  to  you 
a  token  of  our  esteem.  I  offer  it  on  behalf 
of  my  colleague,  Coun.  McLaughlin,  who  goes 
out  with  me,  as  well  as  the  other  members 
and  officers  of  the  Council.  It  is  a  reminder, 
a  token  of  our  appreciation.  May  we  hope 
that  in  the  years  to  come — sav  perhaps  thirty 
years  from  now,  in  1952,  when  you  will  be 
about  the  age  of  your  good  father  and  mother, 
you  will  look  at  this  timepiece  and  remember 
the  year  1921,  when  we  served  the  City  of 
Boston  together  in  this  municipal  council. 
In  closing,  I  want  to  pay  a  personal  tribute 
to  you,  Mr.  President.  I  did  not  know  until 
last  n'ght  that  your  wife  has  been  such  an 
invalid  the  last  two  years.  Not  only,  there- 
fore, as  our  colleague,  as  our  president,  but 
as  a  devoted  husband,  we  hand  you  this 
watch  with  our  appreciation  and  good  will, 
trusting  that  you  will  live  long  and  prosper 
and  remember  in  the  days  to  come  •  your 
colleagues  of  the  City  Council  of  the  year 
1921. 

(Coun.  Collins  here  presented  Coun.  Watson 
with  a  beautiful  gold  watch.) 

The  resolution  was  passed  by  a  unanimous 
rising   vote. 

President  WATSON— Fellow  members  of  the 
City  Council,  I  am  going  to  try  to  be  as 
frank  as  I  always  try  to  be,  and  say  that  I 
had  prepared  a  few  notes  that  I  was  going 
to  refer  to  in  responding  to  the  speech  of 
Coun.  Collins,  acting  for  the  rest  of  my 
colleagues,  but  the  sincerity  of  Coun.  Collins' 
expressions  concerning  me  and  the  thoughts 
that  have  come  into  mv  mind  while  he  was 
talking  have  wiped  out  much  of  what  I  might 
call  mv  preparedness  to  respond  to  this  anti- 
cipated gift.  Four  months  ago  I  was  made 
president  of  this  body,  and  at  that  time  I  made 
a  very  brief  speech.     It  is  as  clear  in  my  mind 


now  as  it  was  the  day  I  uttered  it.  I  said, 
"I  thank  you  for  this  belated  but  appreciated 
honor."  As  I  was  brief  then,  I  will  not  be 
criticised  if  I  am  not  quite  as  brief  today, 
because  there  is  much  in  my  heart  and  mind 
that  I  must  express  somewhere,  and  there 
is  no  better  place  to  express  it  than  here. 
Nobody  realizes  better  than  I  the  sharp 
tongue  that  the  Creator  has  given  me.  While 
I  am  rather  high  tempered  and  perhaps  in 
the  vernacular  of  the  day  sometimes  "fly  off 
the  handle,"  I  think  I  have  one  trait  that  I 
must  have  derived  from  my  dear  mother 
and  father,  because  they  both  have  it.  That 
is  sympathy  and  a  heart  that  beats  for  the 
unfortunate,  such  as  I  once  was.  Whatever 
little  success  I  have  attained  in  public  and 
business  life  and  in  social  affairs  I  attribute 
to  my  Creator,  mv  mother,  my  father,  my 
wife,  and  now  I  will  add  another,  my  beauti- 
ful daughter.  Never  in  my  life,  whether 
politically  or  otherwise,  when  they  have  ad- 
vised me  jo'ntly  or  individually  to  pursue  a 
certain  course,  have  I  gone  wrong.  I  have  not 
always  followed  their  advice.  I  have  at  times 
placed  my  judgment,  because  of  egotism, 
above  theirs,  but  it  was  then  that  I  fell  down, 
to  use  the  vernacular  of  the  day.  I  am  going 
to  be  as  brief  as  I  can,  but  in  justice  to 
myself,  I  would  not  be  true  to  myself  or  my 
colleagues  if  I  did  not  take  a  little  more 
time  on  such  an  occasion  as  this.  Mr.  Collins, 
I  bef'eve  that  every  word  you  have  uttered 
here  you  meant  from  your  heart,  and  I  know 
that  every  word  I  am  uttering  is  from  my 
heart.  Boston  has  never  had  in  its  service 
a  more  conscientious,  more  upright,  forward- 
looking  member  of  its  legislative  branch,  nor 
has  there  been  such  in  the  mayor's  chair, 
which  you  may  yourself  occupy  some  day, 
than  yourself.  I  hear  it  on  every  s:de,  not  alone 
from  those  who  are  of  the  so-called  better 
or  higher  class  of  our  citizenship,  but  from 
the  man  who  is  my  friend,  the  man  with  the 
calloused  hands,  who  toils  for  his  living.  I  have 
known  it  for  years.  I  have  talked  with  them 
and  I  have  talked  it  'n  a  political  way  with 
ethers.  We  have  heard  about  Collins  going  down, 
but  on  at  least  one  occasion  instead  of 
Collins  going  down  Jerry  Watson  went  down. 
If  I  should  use  more  words  today  to  express 
to  you  my  regard  and  respect  I  might  slop 
over,  and  my  earnestness  might  be  ques- 
tioned. Therefore,  I  will  conclude  concerning 
you  by  saving,  "Coun.  Collins,  more  like  you 
are  needed  in  public  life ;  more  like  you  are 
needed  in  your  profession  ;  more  citizens  of 
Boston  of  your  type  are  needed."  Coun.  Mc- 
Laughlin also  leaves  us  today,  and  I  have  a 
high  regard  for  him  as  a  public  servant.  We 
have  been  very  friendly  personally  and  poeti- 
cally during  our  term  as  members  of  this 
body.  I  have  a  high  regard  for  him.  I  like- 
wise regret  his  departure,  because  our  asso- 
ciation here  has  been  that  of  a  big  old- 
fashioned  fam'ly  of  sons,  with  the  father 
above  us,  in  the  person  of  the  executive.  We 
quarrel  here,  but  let  some  one  outside  of  this 
branch  say  something  about  one  of  us, 
whether  it  is  right  or  wrong,  we  are  at  him 
to  make  him  take  back  the  statement  he  has 
made.  Coun.  McLaughl'n  also  is  leaving  us, 
and  he  like  yourself  will  be  missed.  I  con- 
sider that  both  of  you  will  be  called  back 
into  public  service,  provided  you  desire  it, 
and  whatever  service  you  g'ive  will  be  for  the 
benefit  of  this  great  city  or  state.  I  have 
been  a  member  here  for  eight  years,  now  enter- 
ing my  ninth  year  as  a  member  of  this  body. 
I  only  hope  that  those  who  voted  for  me  have 
not  regretted  it.  I  have,  like  Coun.  Collins 
and  Coun.  McLaughlin,  given  the  best  in  me 
to  those  who  selected  me  as  one  of  their  rep- 
resentatives here.  Coun.  Moriarty,  Brickley, 
Donoughue  and  Lane,  who  is  absent  because 
of  illness,  have  been  mv  frisnds.  We  have 
agreed  and  disagreed.  Coun.  Hagan  and  I 
have  disagreed  frequently.  We  are  of  dif- 
ferent types  of  construct'on,  mental  and  other- 
wise. He  pursues  his  particular  business,  and 
I  another.  He  has  had  to  do  with  big  affairs 
and  I  with  small  affairs.  We  have  disagreed, 
but  after  our  disagreements,  so  far  as  I  have 
been  concerned,  no  matter  how  bitter  h's 
attack    might    be    on    me    or    mine    on    him,    I 
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never  harbored  the  disagreement  m   my  heart 
for    an    hour    afterwards,    never   had    for    him 
the    slightest    feeling     other    than    friendship, 
although    externally    I    might    have    seemed    to 
show  another  kind  of  feeling.     From  my  heart, 
however,    any    bitter    feeling    was    always    im- 
mediately  blotted   out   after   the   discussion,   no 
matter    how   bitter    it    was.     I    am    friends    of 
you   all,    and    our    friendship    is   going   to   con- 
tinue,   in    spite    of    everything.     I    have    been 
in   public   life  twenty-four  years.     It  has   been 
a  great   education  to  me.     It  makes  my   heart 
ache,  to  use  the  vernacular  of  the  day,  makes 
me    sick,    to     see    great    men,    men     high     in 
public   office,   men   who  have   gone   on   step   by 
step    to    almost   the   highest    office    in    the   gift 
of  the  people  of   the   country,   reported   m  the 
press    as    saying,    correctly    or    otherwise,    that 
young  men   should  not  enter  politics,       Fellow 
members,    I    consider   it   almost   a   man's    duty, 
the    greatest    duty    next    to    his    duty    to    his 
God,    to     take     an    active     interest     in     public 
affairs,     either     getting     behind     some     right- 
thinking    man    in    public    office,    regardless  _  of 
the   party   label,   or   himself,   with   the   backing 
of  his  friends,   serving  in   public  office.     There 
is  being  too  much   said  by  politicians,  by  men 
old   in   public   service   and   holding   high   office, 
along    this    line,    "If    I    had    used    my    talents 
in    other    directions    I    would    be    better    off." 
True,    they    might   be,    as    far    as    this    world's 
goods    are    concerned,    in    gold    and    silver,    in 
financial  wellbeing,  but  there  is  something  else 
to    be    considered    by    a    man    in    public    life. 
There   is    a   higher    ideal    to    be    looked   up    to, 
a  higher  point  to  be  reached,   and  that   is  the 
appreciation  of  the  work  of  a  public   servant. 
I  trust   that   we  will   hear   little   more  of   that 
sort  of  statement,  about  men  regretting  enter- 
ing   public    life.     I    think    I    have    said    all    I 
should.     I  could  say  much  more,  but  every  tick 
of   that  watch,   as  heard   by  me,    every   second 
and  every  minute  that  passes,  noted  upon  that 
dial,   tells   us   that  time   is   passing.     But  every 
second,    every   minute,    every   hour,   every   day, 
every  week,   every  month   and   every  year  that 
goes    by,    I    will    remember   my    association    of 
nine  years   here  with  many  of  you,   my  fellow 
members,     under     three    mayors,     with     great, 
great    pride ;     and     every     tick     that     vibrates 
from  that  case  will,  I  hope,  be  in  unison  with 
my    heart    beats    for    my    associates    here,    for 
all   of   them,   but   particularly   for   the   two   re- 
tiring   from    this    body,    Mr.    Edward    F.    Mc- 
Laughlin,  and   Mr.  Walter   L.   Collins.     I   have 
expressed    my    thanks    for    this    gift ;    I    have 
spoken   of  those  who  are  members,  but  I  can- 
not   forget    to   thank    personally    for    his    part 
in  this  token  James  Donovan,   our  City  Clerk, 
the  best  man   a   friend   could  have ;   nor   can   I 
forget  Edward  J.  Leary,  my  good  friend  politi- 
cally  and   personally.     I   cannot   forget,   either, 
John   E.    Baldwin,   our   efficient   Clerk   of   Com- 
mittees :   I   cannot  forget   Fred   Glynn,   the  As- 
sistant City  Messenger  ;  I  cannot  forget  Frank 
Chisholm,    who    is    almost    as    old    in    service 
in   politics,   either   on   the   pay    roll   or  elected, 
as    I,    because    in    1898,    when    I    sat   there    in 
that   corner,    and   seventy-four    other   members 
were  here  with  me  in  the  old  Common  Council, 
Frank   Chisholm   sat   there   taking   down   notes 
for  the  official  stenographer  and  for  the  Clerk 
of  Committees.     I  might  go  on.     I  cannot  for- 
get two  others — Edward  W.  Harnden,  our  offi- 
cial   stenographer,    a    fine    type    of    man    en- 
tirely   apart    from    his    excellent    ability    as    a 
stenographer,   as   I  understand  second   to   none 
in    the    East.     I    also    remember    another    who 
has  been  a  stone  wall  at  my  back  all  the  time 
that  I  have  been   in   City  Hall  holding  elective 
positions.     His    brains    are    wonderful    and    he 
has    a    remarkable    knowledge    of    our    rights 
under    the    charter.     Without   his    aid    and    the 
aid  of  his  superior  we  would  go  wrong  almost 
all  the  time.     He  knows  more  about  municipal 
law  than  any  member  of  the  Law  Department, 
those     high     paid     officials,     because     he     has 
specialized   in   it ;    and   I   do   not   say   this   with 
any    attempt    to    discredit    them.     I    would    be 
untrue  to  myself   if   I   permitted   my   words   to 
end    here    today   without    saying   in    conclusion 
that   I    attribute  ■  much    of   whatever    success    I 
have  had  in  this  body  to  the  assistance  that  I 
have  received  in  a  material  way  from  Wilfred 


Doyle,  the  Assistant  City  Clerk  of  the  City 
of  Boston.  When  I  have  gone  right,  he  has 
been  largely  responsible  for  it.  Now,  my 
friends,  I  have  talked  long,  and  I  have  not 
referred  to  my  notes  at  all.  It  is  the  old 
story,  speak  from  your  heart  and  you  cannot 
go  wrong,  if  you  are  truthful ;  attempt  to 
speak  from  notes,  reading  statements  verbatim 
and  delivering  what  you  have  to  say  in  an 
academic  way,  and  you  err.  I  made  a  few 
notes,  but  I  have  not  touched  them  at  all, 
because  there  were  some  things  there  that 
perhaps  I  would  regret  having  said.  There 
is  much  more  that  I  would  like  to  say,  but 
I  believe  this  afternoon  I  can  say  it  in  a  far 
more  open  and  frank  way,  and  with  a  little 
of  the  old  fashioned  Jerry  Watson  in  it.  I 
thank  you  for  the  gift.  I  had  almost  over- 
looked my  old  friend  Frank  Ford,  but  he  knows 
the  feeling  that  I  have  for  him,  my  respect 
for  his  sterling  worth,  ability  and  capacity 
for  public  service,  and  it  is  with  a  great  deal 
of  pleasure  that  I  look  forward  to  our  con- 
tinued co-operation  in  the  city's  work  during 
the  present  year.  The  newspaper  men  also 
have  my  highest  regard  and  my  thanks  for 
what  they  have  done  for  me  during  my  term 
of  service  here.  If  I  have  overlooked  any 
attache,  they  know  it  is  an  oversight  and  that 
I  have  the  highest  regard  for  them  personally 
and  for  their  services  in  whatever  position 
they  may  hold.  If  they  have  faults,  "with 
all  their  faults  I  love  them  still." 


THANKS   TO    PRESS   AND   OFFICIALS. 

Coun.   COLLINS  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil be  hereby  extended  to  the  officials  of  the 
Council  and  the  City  Hall  reporters  for  their 
fidelity,    courtesy    and    attention. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the 
order. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  just  a  word 
or  two  before  adjourning.  Much  of  the  good 
that  I  have  accomplished  or  have  tried  to  ac- 
complish during  my  twelve  years'  service  here 
in  the  Council  has  been  due  to  the  unfailing 
loyalty,  fidelity  and  attention  to  duty  of  the 
officials  connected  with  this  Council,  and  may 
I  suggest  at  this  time  that  it  is  with  sincere 
personal  regard,  as  well  as  a  sense  of  official 
obl:gation,  that  I  offer  that  order  ?  Mr.  James 
Donovan,  our  City  Clerk,  has  been  with  us 
now  in  an  official  capacity  since  1912.  It 
was  toward  the  end  of  my  first  term  in  the 
Council  that  he  came  with  us.  I  have  never 
found  in  my  long  experience  in  public  and 
private  life  a  more  devoted  friend,  a  more 
consistent  good  fellow,  than  the  present  City 
Clerk.  That  his  health  may  improve  and  that 
he  may  remain  with  the  city  of  Boston  in  his 
official  capacity  as  long  as  he  desires,  is  my 
earnest  wish.  The  president  spoke  of  his  as- 
sistant, Wilfred  J.  Doyle.  I  would  like  to  sec- 
ond the  remarks  of  the  president  with  respect 
to  Mr.  Doyle.  If  there  was  ever  a  man  who 
was  a  walking  lexicon  of  municipal  legisla- 
tion, not  only  from  the  standpoint  of  munici- 
pal practice  but  from  the  more  technical 
standpoint  of  procedure,  not  only  in  the  City 
Clerk's  department  but  in  all  other  depart- 
ments, that  man  is  Wilfred  J.  Doyle.  He  is  a 
man  of  great  ability,  and  I  have  never  met 
his  superior,  and  but  few  equals,  in  the  munici- 
pal service.  It  is  with  particularly  personal 
feeling  that  I  speak  about  Mr.  Edward  J. 
Leary,  because  when  I  was  a  small  boy  I  first 
met  Mr.  Leary.  He  was  an  intimate  friend 
of  the  man  whom  I  consider  the  best  man  that 
ever  lived,  my  father.  Mr.  Leary  has  always 
been  genial,  attentive  and  true.  May  he,  too, 
stay  with  us  as  long  as  he  lives.  We  come 
then  to  Mr.  Harnden,  Edward  W.  Harnden. 
I  don't  think  I  am  talking  too  superlatively 
when  I  say  that  he  is  by  common  consent  the 
best  stenographer  in  Massachusetts.  He  has 
been  here  connected  with  our  official  branches 
since  he  was  a  boy ;  but  he  never  grows  old, 
and  he  is  working  on  while  we  are  talking. 
I  am  sure  that  he,  too,  will  be  with  us  as 
long  as  he  desires.  I  next  come  to  Mr. 
Glynn,     the     Assistant     City     Messengei-,     who 
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came  here  as  an  assistant  about  eight  or 
nine  years  ago.  I  have  always  found  him 
attentive  and  loyal.  Then  there  is  John  E. 
Baldwin,  who  has  been  Clerk  of  Committees 
but  a  little  over  a  year,  but  who  has  made 
good  as  Clerk  of  Committees.  I  trust  that 
he,  too,  will  stay  with  this  Council,  not  only 
for  his  own  benefit,  but  particularly  for  the 
benefit  of  the  community,  because  he  has  cer- 
tainly rendered  efficient,  honorable  and  loyal 
service  as  Clerk  of  Committees.  Then  we 
come  to  Frank  Chisholm.  A  man  of  greater 
natural  ability  and  accomplishments  I  have  not 
met  since  I  have  been  a  member  of  the 
Council.  He  is  modest,  unassuming  and  re- 
tiring, but  a  man  of  great  natural  ability.  I 
am  sure  that  he,  like  the  good  watch  that 
was  presented  to  you,  Mr.  President,  will  go 
on  here  forever,  or  as  long  as  he  endures. 
In  conclusion,  may  I  say  that  during  the 
twelve  years  I  have  been  here  I  have  seen  a 
great  many  changes  in  the  press.  Forrest 
Hull,  of  the  Transcript,  is  the  only  one  of 
the  original  reporters  who  were  here  in  1910. 
I  have  always  found  the  reporters  fair,  im- 
partial and  anxious  to  give  both  sides  of  a 
controversy,  anxious  to  give  a  square  deal.  I 
don't  think  there  is  a  better  tribute  that  can 
be  paid  the  press.  Mr.  President,  lest  we 
forget  some  who  have  been  with  us  in  the 
past,  let  me  repeat  the  words  of  the  great  poet, 
"All  that  live  must  die,  passing  through  nature 
to  eternity."  Three  of  our  officials  since  I 
have  been  a  member  here  have  gone  to  their 
reward,   John    T.    Priest,    formerly    City    Clerk, 


John  F.  Dever  always  referred  to  in  the  old 
days  as  "genial  John  F.  Dever,"  and  Charles 
Silloway.  I  think  perhaps  it  is  not  out  of 
place  that  in  leaving  here  I  should  pay  a 
tribute  to  their  memory.  We  were  better  be- 
cause of  our  associations  with  them,  and  I 
feel  that  the  good  fellowship  and  fair  deal- 
ing which  radiated  from  them  will  be  with 
us  forever. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
question  of  information.  For  the  past  hour 
I  have  listened  to  swan  songs,  a  great  deal 
of  sob  stuff,  and  I  now  find  that  I  have  just 
one  handkerchief  that  is  dry.  If  I  must  shed 
tears  I  prefer  to  shed  them  now,  and,  there- 
fore, I  want  to  know  if  it  is  true,  as  Mr. 
Collins  intimated,  that  you,  Mr.  President,  in- 
tend to  remain  a  member  of  the  City  Council 
until   1952? 

President  WATSON— Well,  that  will  be  my 
earnest   effort. 

Coun.  HAGAN — You  have  said  it  all.
